Anthor  of  vphich  Qfor  the  admirable  CharaHers 
he  has  given  of  Pertue  in  its  fuhlimejl  notion s^ 
Of  alfo  an  nnjhaken  Fidelity  and  Conjiancy  in 
what  is  or  onght  to  he  termd  the  Ejfentials  of 
Love^  attended  with  unblemijhed  Honour  in  its 
fuperlative  degree^  concentered  in  itlnftrious  per-- 
fons  of  either  Sex)  hat  already  engrojfedto  him^ 
felf  a.  Reputation  and  Efleem^  fixed  fo  high  on 
the  Pyramid  of  deferved  Fame^  that  ^^Jldf^

Jiary^  and  that  thk  is  fo  upon  Plutarch  and  o^ 
ther  Ancient  Writers  on  the  Life  of  Alexander 
the  Greats  hkViSories  over  Darius  and  the 
PerlUn  Monarchy^  with  other  admirable  Adven* 
tures  t  and  that  the  Author  was  a  Noble  and 
Learned  Fretichrnan  (as  well  as  a  Lover)  at  the 
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time  he  wrote  it  5  which  appears  by  the  many  £« 
pi  files  I  find  in  the  Original j  full  of  Love  Com*^ 
pliments  to  hk  dear  and  adored  Califta  j  who  as 
he  fays  infpired  him  to  write  very  lively y  andfo 
feelingly  the  pajjions  of  others  by  that  of  his  own  : 
and  indeed  in  the  QharaUers  he  has  groen^  from 
the  lowell  to  the  highefij  never  beard  itfo  much 
as  contradi&edy  Rut  that  he  has  outdone  all  thofe 
....  (A/t  ever  writ  before  himj   or  that  havefince  at* 
tempted  to  come  tip  to  htm..  ICou  may  indeed^  by 
the  way \,  demand  who  this  Cafiandra //,    that 
gives  a  name  to  the  Hifiory^    and  it  is  but  rea^ 
^  finable^  for  it  will  takeupfome  time  to  find  her 
oHt  5   yet  here  IJfj^ll  only  telly  oh  that  within  a 
while  yoH  Jhall  fie  her  bred^  through   a  Cloud 
in  all  her  brightnefs^    and  k^ow  her  to  be  that 
incomparable  Beauty  which  pHt  the  whjole  World 
in  admiration  to  findfuch  perfeHion  in  Nature^ 
which  fo  eafily  tould  fubdue  her  Conqueror ^    and 
captivate  the  hearts  of  all  that  beheld  her^  and 
whofe  Chara&er  I  fear  will  be  envied  by  fome  as 
much  as  it  will  be  highly  efteemed  by  others^who

BOOK     L 

UPon  the  Flowry  Banks  of  the  famous  River 
Eufhratcsy  a  few  Furlongs  from  Babylon  ,  two 
Strangers  difmounced  from  their  Horfes  under 
a  fpreading  Tufc  of  Trees,  that  made  a  cool 
I  and  pleafing  (hade ;  one,  by  the  Refpe<ft  the  o« 
ther  gave  him,  and  the  Richnefs  of  his  Armour,  appear- 
ing  to  be  Supcriour,  tired  with  the  Fatigue  of  Travel,  and 
fome  trouble  that  app^red  vifible  in  his  Countenance  when 
he  had  taken  off  bis  Cask,  ftrerched  himfelf  on  tlie  Gr^b 
to  take  Repofe.  But  fcarce  had  fofc  (lumber  clofed  his  Eyes, 
when  wakened  by  a  Noife,  be  ftarced  up,  and  putting  on 
his  Cask  remounted  his  Horfe ;  pafling  on  to  know  the 
caufe  of  it,  lie  foon  perceived  two  Men  well  Mounted 
and  complcady  Armed,  Encountering 'each  other  with 
much  fury,  and  all  the  marks  of  unufual  Valour:  their 
j  avclins,  fhivercd  in  an  hundred  peices  under  their  Horfes 
ittty  had  given  place  to  their  Swords,  which  they  ufed 
with  Force  and  io  little  Caution,  that  he  foon  nerceived  the 
defign  they  had  in  aifailing  each  other,  had  taken  from, 
rhem  the  care  of  defending  themfelres,  and  that  to  each, 
the  Lofs  of  his  Enemy's  Life,  was  more  dear  and  of  great«- 
er  Imponance  than  his  own,  fo  that  the  fight  for  a  time 
held  in  equal  Ballance,  enclining  to  neither  Party ,till  he  in 
Black  Armour  and  plums  of  the  fame  colour  redoubling 
his  fury,  with  many  deep  wounds  made  his  Enemy 
doubt  bis  Safety,who  had  undoubtedly  been  iUin,  had  noc 
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Ac  Stranger  fpcdator  thruft  him(clf  between  them,  defir- 
ing  with  many  civil  Entreaties,  they  would  fkay  their  furi- 
ous Hands.  But  he  who  now  in  all  appearance  would  have 
been  ViAor,  with  a  terrible  voice  cried,  TVhofoever  thou 
art   unkfs  thou  be  an  Enemy  to  Vertue^   and  a  Prote8or  of 
thofe  that  are  criminal^  and  unlep  thou  wilt  full  on  thine  own 
Head  the  hatred  of  the  Gods  and  Men^  oppofe  not  the  defiruBi-^ 
en  of  the  mofi  dijloyal  ond  cruel  Man  in  the  iVorld.    The 
Stranger  had  paufedbut  a  little  on  thefe.  words,  (and  not 
knowing  well  how  he  ihould  behave  himfelf  in  the  Adkion) 
before  ten  Men  well  mounted  and  ktmti  came  thundring 
up,  and  charg'd  furioufly  on  him  that  bad  fpoken,  fome  of 
them  Killing  his  Horfe  with  many  wounds,  whilft  others 
conveyed  the  vanqnifhed  Man  to  Babylon :  this  odds  caufed 
the  Stranger  in  Generofity  to  take  part  with  him,  that  (be- 
ing oprefled  with  many  Swords^  as  yet  defended  his  Life' 
valiantly  againft  the  number  of  his  Enemies,  when  cry- 
ing out  (T/jT  uncivil  Language  /hall  not  make  me  negle^  to 
do  what  becomes  me^  feeing  thou  hafi  more  Valour  than  Cour^ 
tefie)  he  flew  in  amongft  them  with  his  Swotd  in  his  Hand, 
and  gave  fuch  mighty  blows,  as  laid  four  of  his  Adverfa- 
ties  dead  at  his  Feet  in  little  fpace,  and  being  vigoroufly 
feconded  by  the  other,  thofe  that  furvived,  finding  a  long- 
er refiftanccxn  vain  againft  fuch  Invincible  Force,  wound- 
ed as  they  were  put  Spurs  to  their  Horfes  and  fled  for  their 
Lives  unparfued. 

The  Combate  ended,  he  who  had  received  this  help  al- 
lighting  and  putting  up  hisBeaver,went  and  faluted  theStran- 

ecr  in  terms  of  Civility  very  diflerent  from  what  he  had 
eforc  expreflcd,  fo  that  utterly  forgetting  all  Refentments, 
they  Embc&ced  each  other  with  very  great  Affcdlion,and  he 
who  had  been  afTifted,  and  whofe  Face  was  not  altogether 
unknown  to  the  ftranger,  in  a  very  obliging  manner  faid  j 
Generous   Str anger ^   or  rather   the   mofi  vertuous  of   Men^ 
If  my  life  were  dear  to   me  Ijhould  be  highly  obliged  to  him 
that  freferved  itj;ut  neverthelefs  how  great  caufe  f never  I  have 
to  hate  it  ^  and  what  defignfocvcr  I  had  to  loofe  it^  I  will  forget 
both  to  fatisfie  my  Engagement^  and  no  more  difpofe  of  a  thing 
which  you  have  fo  glorioufly  acquired^  and  which  I  ought  te  Em^ 
floy  only  to  your  fervice :  he  fpoke  much  more  to  the  fame 
purpofe,  and  in  the  clofe  Naming  Perdicasj   which  was  the 
Alan  he  at  firfl:  was  combating,  which  was  not  unknown  to 
the  Scranper,it  made  him  defirous  to  know  theName  of  him 
he  had  affifkcd,  and  foon  underftood  from  his  own  Month 

he 
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be  \va«  L^fimAcbus^z  ?rince  of  JAactdon^  and  one  of  AJex^Tu 
ders  great  Captains,  of  whofe  brave  Actions  and  fingu. 
lar  Vcrtucs  Fame  had  not  been  filenc:  then  he  perfcdtly  re- 
membered he  had  feenhim  in  great  Splendour,  at  the  Court 
of  Alexander  J  and  thanked  the  Gods  he  came  fo  oppor- 
tunely, to  fave  the  Life  of  fo  brave  and  Generous  aPerfon^ 
but  concealed  that  pan  of  his  Knowledge,  becaufe  himleif 
was  not  defirous  to  be  known;  and  after  many  other  Civiii- 
ties  had  pafled  between  them,  in  very  obliging  Terms,  he 
defired  to  be  Informed  of  the  ground  and  caufe  of  fuch  a 
Furious  Combate,  between  two  Men  whom  he  had  heard 
ierved  under  one  Command,  in  a  moft  Friendly  manner. 
Here  it  was  that  Lyfimaclms  Conilancy  vaniihed,  and  a 
Torrent  of  Tears  flowing  from  his  Eyes,  it  was  a  long 
time  ere  he  could  prepare  himfelf  to  return  an  Anfwer  ; 
but  as  foon  as  he  was  able  to  fpeak,  cafting  his  Eyes  towards 
Heaven,  Great  Gods  ((aid  he)  Jince  you  have  fuffcrcd  me  to 
furvive  the  neatefi  PerfeBion  you  ever  fent  into  the  Worlds 
If  you  deft  me  me  not  to  Revenge  the/e  illuftrious  Perfons^ 
add  not  a  Minute  ta  this  Life  which  I  do  hut  Languijl:  out 
with  hcrrour^  and  which  I  can  continue  no  longer  without  fhame  t 
J  profecuted  (condnued  he)  that  Infamous  Pcrdicas,  on  no 
flight  oecafionyfor  no  lejs  a  Crime  than  being  the  Barbarous  and 
Irummane  Murtherer  of  the  Fair  andvertuous  Queen  Statira, 
thai  Illuftrious  Pf^dow  of  Alexander  the  Great ,  and  the 
Divine  Princefs  Parifatis  her  Sifter  ff^ddow  to  his  Dear  He- 
pheftion. 

He  Accompanied  thefe  doleful  words  with  fo  many  Tears 
and  fighs,  that  except  the  Strangers,  any  other  Heart  would 
have  been  touched  with  companion  5  but  his  being  too  fen- 
fible  for  it  felf,  much  to  mark  the  Adlions  of  Lyfjmachusj 
he  only  changed  colour  twice  ot  thrice,  and  looking  on ' 
him  with  a  Countenance  in  which  Horror  and  Aftonifh- 
ment  appeared,  Lyfimachin  (faid  he)  I  conjure  you  by  all  the 
Gods  to  tell  me  true,  k  Queen  Staiira  Dead?  She  is  (laid  Ly- 
(imachus)  for  as  foon  as  Alexander  dyed  at  Babylon,  Pitilefs 
Roxana,^^  wrecks  her  cruel  Jealoujie^  fent  a  Letter  in  the  KJngs 
name^  (fealed  with  htsfignet  he  had  given  PerdicaS,  a  little 
before  he  Expired)  for  hey  and  t/je  Princefs  her  Sifter  to  hafl'- 
en  from  the  Caftle  of  Calcis,  where  they  refided^  to  Babylon, 
fignifying  /«?  woi  fick^  but  concealing  his  Death^  which  they 
Pun^ually  Obeyed ;  but  no  fooner  had  foe  got  thefe  Innocent 
LadiQsin  her  power ys,  ere  this  cruel  fFbrnan  and  that  horrid 
bis  Murtherer  caufed  them  to  beftain  in  tlxir  pefence^cafting

their  fair  Bodies  into  a  JfJr//,  and  there  covered  them  with 
heaps  of  Stones. 

At  thcfc  words  the  Stranger  having  Looked  on  him  with 
an  aflfrighted  Countenance,  in  which  Death  had  already 
Imprinted  a  gaftly  Terror,  Lifting  up  his  Hands  and  Eyes 
towards  Heaven,  Great  Gods  (faid  he)  to  Day  it  is  that  1 
receive  the  Bffeifs  of  jour  fromifes^  and  that  after  ten  Tears 
Perjficution^  you  grant  me  the  ^fofcyyou  have  made  me  hope 
for  in  thefi  Countries ;  upon  which  fuddainly  drawing  his 
Swordjhcfell  on  the  Point  of  it,ere  Ljk^wwc^i/^  or  his  Squire 
were  aware  to  prcrvpnt  it,  and  rowling  at  their  feet  weltered 
in  aftream  of  .his  own  pretious  Blood.     They  delayed  not 
to  Ukc  off  hisArmour  and  fcarch  theWound,mingling  there 
Tears  with  his  Blood ;  but  were  a  litde  comforted  when 
they  perceived  the  Wound  was  not  Mortal,  for  miffing  his 
Aim  in  that  hafty  Adkion,  the  Sword  had  only  flaunted  on 
his  Ribs ;  and  having  drawn  it  out  they  ftayed  the  Blood, 
and  drcffed  the  Wound,  as  well  as  they  were  furniflied 
with  neceffaries,  and  by  the  helpof  twoCountrj'  Peafants, 
that  came  by  in  the  Interim,they  conveyed  him  to  a  Hpufc 
near  at  hand,  where  they  found  very  kind  Reception^ 
from  Old  P demon  who  caufed  Amintas  his  Phy fician,  with 
fome  Surgeons  fent  for  from  Babylon^  to  probe  and  drefs  the 
Wound,  who,'  to  the  Joy  of  all  but  the  Stranger,  (who  in 
his  Defpairdefired  to  die  and  blamed  them  for  hindring  it) 
found  it  was  not  Mortal;  however  it  caufed  them  to  be\  ery 
watchful  over  him,  by  reafon  of /the  attempts  he  yet  made 
todeftroy  his  Life;  nor  could  Tears  or  Intreaties prevail 
with  him  to  Live,tiU  Lyfimachus  refolved  to  try,  if  a  point 
of  honour  could  Work  upon  him  for  his  Prefcrvation,whcn 
taking  a  fit  opportunity.    Sir  (faid  he)  I  cannot  conceiTc 
tut  this  Dsfpair  and  contempt  of  Life  ^  muji  arife  from  the 
great  Love  you  bear  to  the  Princejfes  of  Perfia,  becaufe  the  re^ 
iation  of  their  fad  Catajirophy  fo  nearly  touched  ycu^  and  till 
now   I  believed  you  Vertuous :    but  at  laft  you  force  me  to 
tellyoUy  you  Injure  tfye  Proof  you  have  given  of  it,  by  a  ma  • 
nifeft  unworthinefsy  and  I  conjufre  yhu  by  all  the  Gods,   and  ly 
the  Memory  of  the  PrinceJJes  {if  it  be  true  that  you  did  Love 
them)  to  Live  and  Affift  me  in  the  H^vfinge,  I  am  in  Honour 
obligd  to  take  of  their  deaths  to  livefo  long  only  that  we  may 
take  the  Lives  of  their  Murtherers^fince  I  find  myfelftoo  weak,, 
without  your  help^to  Effe^  it :  both  they  and  I  beg  this  at  your 
Hands  •  and  if  you  he  as  much  concerned  in  tl^eir  Lofs  as  you 
would  have  it  believed^  you  cannot  Diebutlgnominioujfly^ifyou 

do 
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do  not  at  leaJiyEndeaveur  it^aswell  for  your  own  Honour^  as  th 
JatisfaSion  of  their  Gh^s:  Ibdve  as  much  caufe  to  Die  ad 
jou  can  fojjibly  bavei  and  fmce  in  this  Extreamity  it  is  no 
Longer  reguijite  to  conceal  it  ^  k^um  I  vso$ild  not  have  outlived 
the  Princefs  Parifads,  if  I  had  not  found  my  felf  obliged  in 
Honour  tofatisfie  her  Gljoftj  by  the'Bl^d  of  thoji  that  tool^  ber^ 
from  me  by  a  violent  Death, 

When  all  other  Means  failed,  this  Difcourfe  gained  fticli 
an  Afcendant  over  the  Mind  of  this  defperate  Stranger,  that 
having  ferioully  weighed  it,  he  was  lo  changed,  that  he 
could  not  but  Ezprelsalhame  for  his  ra(h  Defire  of  dy* 
in^  without  Revenge ;  exprefling  his  Repentance,  Tou  hav9 
((aid  he)  Lyfimachus,  overcome  me  3  but  retnember  the  time 
you  have  demanded^  and  let  me  befeech  you^  never  by  any  fer* 
fvoafion  to  endeavour  to  extend  it  farther  j  and  in  the  Interim 
I  give  free  leave  to  Araxis  my  Sjuire  to  tell  you  the  caufe  of  the 
Deffairyou  havejeen  me  reduced  to,  neither  fhall  he  conceaf 
from  you  my  name,  nor  the  Life  of  the  mijerable  Companion 
of  your  Misfortunes.  After  this  he  fuflfered  the  Remedies 
to  be  applyed  with  much  Patience,  and  refted  well  thac 
Night  giving  good  hopes  of  a  fpcedy  Recovery. 

No  iooner  had  the  riiing  Sun  Beams  guilded  the  Earthy 
and  made  all  nature  cbearfull  and  Gay,  bat  Lyfimacljus 
got  up,  ^d  having  enquired  of  the  Stranger  s  health,  and 
being  toldlie  had  refted  well,and  was  yetfleeping,  he  went 
into  the  Garden  with  Araxu^  which  was  dreffed  and  ftored 
with  all  that  is  rare  and  pleaiing  to  the  (ight ;  and  walk* 
ing  towards  a  Chryftal  Fountain  enamelled  with  Flowers 
and  Curious  (hades,  he  over^^heard  in  a  neighbouring  Alley 
two  a  talking,  when  looking  through  the  Trees,  he  per- 
ceived rfiem  to  be  Polemon^  and  a  Woman  of  tall  Stature 
almpft  in  a  country  Habit,  and  unfeen  of  them  heard 
thefc  words. 

I  am  not  J  O  Caflandra,  faid  Polemon,  able  to  clear  your 
doubts^  but  timcy  and  the  ft  ay  you  wiiim/tl(e  in  this  place  y  may 
eafily  refilve  them :  /  will  Labonr  all  I  can  for  your  Contents 
ment^  and  neither  ffare  my  Endeavours  nor  my  Life  for  your. 
fatisfaBion^  and  in  the  mean  time  I  befeech  ycu  to  flriyc  in 
fettling  your  Mindy  both  from  your  FrifhtJ  and  Affliffions^  and 
believe  that  CafTandra's  Vertue^  is  cfno  fmall  cpnfideration  to 
thfi  Godsy  who  will  net  let  it  Lon^  lye  under  tlxfe  Misfortunes^ 
that perjecute  it.  After  this,  perceiving  they  were  fcen  by 
him,  they  hafted  through  a  little  Wicket  into  a  ftately  • 
fliady  Vood  joining  to  5ie  Garden,  znd  Lyjimachus  whofc 
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Curiofity  was  cxtingoiflid  by  the  AffliAion  of  his  Mind 
fought  not  further  into  that  Adventure,  but  eoing  to  the 
Founraii.  with  Araxis  caufcd  him  to  fit  down  oy  hini,  and 
defired  him  to  fulfil -the  Promife  his  Mafter  had  made  him^ 
and  to  be  pundual  in  recounting  all  the  Paniculars  of  his 
Life,  as  the>  occurrd  to  his  Knowledge. 

Araxif^  who  had  received  fuch  a  Command  from  his 
Mafter,  and  v«^as  foJward  enough  oF  his  own  Accord  to 
comply  with  the  requeft  of  fo  great  a  Prince  as  Lyfi^ 
machus^  after  recollediing  himfclf  and  confidering  a  while, 
began  his  Relation. 

The   HISTORY  of 

OROONDATES 

Sir  (faid  he)  the  Relation  I  am  to  make  you,  you  will  find 
full  of  Wdnders,  and  in  it  much  of  Fortune's  Inconftan- 
cy :  all  the  paflages  of  his  Life,  would  be  too  tedious,  but 
thofe  moft  remarkable  as  they  occurre  to  my  Memory  in  the 
length  of  time,  I  (hall  fatisfie  you  in,  as  briefly  as  may  ht^ 
that  I  may  not  be  over  tedious  in  doing  it;  and  tell  you  fuch 
things  that  have  paflcd  to  my  Matter's  Advantage  and 
G  ory,that  had  he  been  to  make  the  Relation  of  them  him- 
felf,  his  Modefty  would  never  have  fuffered  him  to  have 
done  it  to  the  full :  bcfides  I  am  fo  well  inftrucfted  in  them, 
as  having  been  prcfent  at  the  greateft  part  of  them,and  hav- 
ing Learnt  thofe  at  his  own  Mouth  of  which  I  could  not  be 
an  Eye  Witnefs,  that  in  all  particulars  I  am  as  knowing 
as  himfelf. 

His  Name  is  Oromjates^  the  only  Son  and  Heir  to  the 
gteat  King  o{  Scythia^  fo  powerful  and  terrible  to  his 
Enemies,  that  Alexander  the  Great  who  fubdued  fo  many 
Potent  Kingdoms,  never  made  any  attempt  againft  him  (as 
you  well  know)  but  to  his  Lofs  and  Confufion^ 

The  King  his  Father  perceiving  in  my  Prince  from  his  In- 
fancy excellent  Endowments  of  Nature,  a  Body  extream* 
]y  handiom,  and  a  Soul  capable  of  Gnllantlmpreffions,  re- 
folved  to  nourifh  both,with  fo  much  care  and  diligence,  that 
pone  Ihould  be  able  to  fcproach  him,  far  not  having  con- 
tributed 
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tributed  CO  his  power  whac  might  (ccond  Naciire  I  which 
had  Co  liberally  obliged  him  ;  and  as  he  grew  he  profited 
fo  much  in  Learning  ,Wifdom,and  all  Princely  Vertues,that 
he  as  far  excelled  thofe  that  were  brought  up  with  bim^ 
in  every  Refpedl,  as  he  exceeded  them  in  the  Noblencfe  dt 
his  Birth,  and  by  his  Bounty,  obliging  Carriage,  and  Grace*' 
ful  Actions,  obliged  ail  Hearts  to  Honour  and  refped  him> 
with  a  very  profound  fenfe  of  his  Merits  5"  for  in  fhon  all 
Us  Anions  and  all  his  Thoughts  were  truly  noble  and  Gene^ 
rous,  fo  that  all  Scythia  with  their  King  Looked  upon  this 
Rifing  Sun  as  the  Honour  and  Ornament  of  his  Country. 

But  pailing  over  his  Infanay  and  tender  Years,  I  (hall  pto^ 
ceed  to  what  is  more  wonhy  of  your  notice :  his  defire  of 
Glory   enflamed  his  Jnm  »ery  early  with    a  delight  in 
Arms,   his  Stature,    CoVifige    and  Strength    being  Stu 
periour  to  thofe  who  ^  much  exceeded  him    in   Years  j 
and  he   purpofely  cxpofed  himfelf  to  many  hardflups , 
the  better   to   enable  him  in  undergoing  the  Toils  of 
War.    He  gave  early  proofs  of  his  fkrength  and  of  his 
undaunted  Courage,  for  which  there  wanted  not  occafion, 
byreafon  of, the  Irteconcileable  hatred  between  the  S<y^ 
thUns  and  the  Houfe  of  Pcrfia,  which  caufed  much  War 
and  cruel  Bloodlhed,    You  have  heard  how  Cyrus  the  firft 
Monarch  of  the  Perjiansy    laid  the  firft  Foundauon  of  it, 
and  promifing  himfelf  the  fame  Felicity  in  fubduing  Scy» 
fhia^  as  he  had  eaiily  found  in  overcoming  the  Efieminace 
Lydians^  jhe  perifhed  in  the  Enterprize  with  all  his^iumcr- 
ous  Army.    Darius  the  firft  of  the  Name  defiting  to  wipe 
cS"  that  Stain  and  Dilhonour  to  the  Perjiavs^  was  defeated 
with  the  Lofs  of  1 00000  Men:   and  if  this  cruel  War, 
during  the  Reigns  of  their  Succeflbrs,  found  any  Refpite,  i( 
was  the  Effect  of  their  mutual  Weaknefs,  or  the  Multipli- 
city of  other  Affiirs :  But  this  Ancient  Hatred  being  /r- 
newed,  in  the  Hearts  pf  the  late  King  D^rnvr,  and  the  pre- 
fenc  King  of  Scythia  mySoveraign,  thofe  two  Exafperar- 
ed  Monarchs,  made  it  appear  by  the  flaughtcr  of  many 
Thoufands  of  their  Subje(Ss,fo  that  the  Country  of  the  Mafi-  / 
/aretes  will  continue  white  yet  many  Years  with  the  Bones 
of  the  Ptrfia7is  and  Scythians,   who  there  ended  their  un- 
fortunate Lives. 

In  thefe  Signal  occafions  Oroondatcs  pafled  his  Apprenti- 
Ihip,  and  fignalized  himfelf  in  to  many  Extraordinary 
Enterprizes,  that  the  King  his  Father,  looking  on  him  as 
one  mirac<iloufly  fcnt  from  Heaven,  the  more  to  Animate; 
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and  Improve  him,  did  not  think  it  unneceiTary  to  Invefl: 
bim  in  the  Command  of  a  part  of  the  Army,  confifting 
of  the  gallanteft    Horfe   that   compofed  it;  and  foon 
after  Darius   was  repulfed  by  the  Scythians^   and  Com* 
pipUed  for  his  fafcty  to  rcpafs  the  Araxis  in  fomc  confti- 
tkoat  and  whilft  the'Camps  lay  in  fight  of  each  other,  ma- 
ny Skirmiflies  happened  in  which  my  Prince  fignah'z^  his 
Valour  to  Admiration,  making  himfelf  yet  more  Remark- 
able by  many  Glorious  Adb^onss  and  one  Day  (fatal  to  our 
qnict,'  and  which  fo  many  other  unhappy  ones  fucceeded) 
die  King  had  Notice  by  his  Scouts  of  the  Negligence  and 
little  Care  the  Perfians  took  in  keeping  their  watch ;  where 
upon  he  Commanded  their  Trfficl^sfliould  be  alTaulted  in 
the  Night,  in  the  which  Ana\  my  Prince  had  the  chief 
Command,  who  at  the  Head  of  3000  Horfe  eafily  broke 
througb^and  made  lb  terrible  a  flaughter,that  be  came  with- 
in fight  of  Darim  his  Tents,when  Encburaging  his  Men  with. 
hopes  of  fo  Rich  a  fpoile,  they  by  his  great  Example  Re- 
doubled their  Force  and  Courage  foon  flaying  xooo  Atheni- 
4m,  and  many  Perfians  that  were  placed  there  for  their 
Guard,though  they  fought  very  defperately  ,all  of  them  dying 
with  Honourable  Wounds  on  the  place,  without  fo  much  as 
one  of  them  endeavouring  to  Efcape  •  but  when  our  Soul- 
diers  were  about  to  break  into  the  Tent,  my  Prince  by 
Commands  and  EnM*eatiesftayed  them,  only  entering  him^ 
felf  with  a  flender  Guard :  But,0  the  Gods,what  a  Suiprife 
and  Aftonifhmcnt  was  he  in,when  inftead  of  Enemies,which' 
he  Exp(K9:ed,  to  combate  with,  he  by  the  light  of  a  hun» 
drcd  Tapers,   beheld  a  troop  of  Ladies,  who  fee;bg  him 
all  over  Bloody  with  his  Sword  in  his  Hand,  khz  forth 
inoft  Lamentable  Crys,  and  fufficicntly  teftified  the  Fright 
and  Terror  which  the  fight  of  us  had  caufed  in  them.  They 
were,  as  we  have  known  fince,  and  as  we  then  c©nje<5hir- 
f  d  by  the  profound  refpedk  the  others  (hewed  them,  the 
Old  Queen  Syji^nmhis  Mother  to  Parius^  the  Queen   his 
Wife,  and  the  Princefles  Statira  and  Parifath  his  Daugh« 
tcrs.    The  young  Princeffes  m  a  Mortal  fear,  dinged  clofe 
about  the  Queens, whilft  Syfigambis^  to  whom  the  Gods  had 
given  a  Courage  equall  to  her  Quality,  blamed  there  Dc* 
fpair,  and  waited  for  her  Deftiny  with  an  unftiakcn  conJ^ 
ftancy  of  Mind  ;  when  my  Prince  furpri7<;'d  at  fonnlooked 
for  an  objcd,  ftricken  with  a  confufed  Amaxement,  wa$ 
a  good  while  erehcuttev'da  word,  but  recovering  himfelf 
from  it,  he  made  his  Addrcis  with  fuch  bvimble  refpcA,' 
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that  they  foon  baniflwd  their  Fear,  and  pniiTed  the  Gods  for 
having  made  them  £adl  into  the  Hands  of  fo  courteous  an 
Enemy :  and  the  Prince  the  more  to  confirm  them  in  their 
fafery  uncovered  his  Head,  and  let  ftU  the  point  of  his 
Sword,  vrhich  inclined  the  Princefles,  whofe  fears  were  diC 
fipated  to  look  upon  him  with  a  heedful  confideration :  the 
heat  of  the  Fight,  and  that  Aftonilhment,  had  added  a 
Lufter  to  his  natural  Beauty,  which  caufed  much  wonder 
in  them;  during  their  Admiration,  he  took  Liberty  with  an 
obliging  gefture  full  of  refpeA  to  addrefi  himfelf  to  Syjh 
'  gimwis  in  thefe  words, 

l/hottfdyMaJ4m^{{Mid  h^beunfardmMble  in  the  Error  Vfhlch 
t^ght  hath  caufed  me  fo  commie j  if  it*s  darkt^fs  did  not  f  lead 
for  my  Excufij  and  if  T  did  not  frotefi  toyoti  before  all  the 
Godsy  that  had  I  kpeivon  the  Sex  and  Quality  of  thofe  Perfons 
Ihavefo  much  offended^  I  would  rather  have  mjhed  a  peat  ca^ 
tamity  to  have  fallen  upon  my  felf  than  have  difturbed  their 
Hefofi  :  butjince  it  is  not  in  my  foxper  now  to  remedy  it,  be 
f  leafed  to  give  me  leave  to  entreat  you  to  cafl  away  all  Afjre^ 
henjjons  either  of  fear  or  danger^  which  fo  rude  an  Entrance 
has  no  doubt  caufed  in  you  5  thoje  that  are  with  me  are  cbedi-m 
ent  to  my  Commands^  and  neither  they  nor  I  pretend  ar^ great" 
er  Advantage  here,  than  the  Honmr  toferve  you  as  a  Guard 
till  the  return  of  your  own^  and  to  have  the  opportunity  of  Lcfl 
fining  {iy  fime  fmall  fervice)  the  ill  opinion  this  l^udenefsmay 
have  made  you  conceive  of  us, 

Whilft  he  fpokc  in  this  manner,  the  Ladies  were  in  fuch 
Sttfpence  between  Joy  and  Admiration,  that  Syfigambis  her 
felt  for  a  time  wanted  words  to  anfwer  the  Civility  of  fo 
brave  and  generous  a  Conqueror,  who  though  by  right  of 
War  he  had  made  them  his  Prifoners,  freely  offered  them 
their  Liberty  without  Ranfom:  but  at  laft  flie  returned  him 
this  Anfwer. 

Whofoever  you  are  (faid  flic)  your  Generous  Anions  tcflife 
you  fuch  a  one^that  neither  have  I  words  Juffic  tent  to  praife  you, 
nor  Darius  Empires  to  acquit  himfelf  of  what  he  owes  you, 
only  Heaven  alone  can  recompence  your  vertues.  The  proofs 
you  zive  us  of  it  both  to  our  coft  and  to  our  Advantage  ^  Jlriks  us 
withfo  much  admirationofyourValour^andfo  great  afenfe  of  your 
Goodnefs,  that  we  are  doubly  your  Prijojiers:  your  Modeftf  hin^ 
dcrs  you  frftm  giving  us  that  Title,  but  our  kjiowledge  of  the 
rights  effVar  makes  us  take  it,  and  that  of  your  Vertue,  will 
Enable  us  to  bear  it  with  the  greater  Conjlnncy  and  Pati* 

t  '^  Sh^ 
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She  tittered  many  other  words  which  my  Prince  gave  not 
much  heed  to,  for  now  his  Eyes  were  fixed  and  his  Mind 
Intenc  upon  the  admirable  Beauties  of  the  Princcfs  Statira 
the  Faireft  Creature  the  Gods  e  re  made :  flie  was  about 
Fifteen,  but  fo  charming  and  lovely  even  in  that  difcom* 
pofure  the  fright  had  reduced  her  to,  that  my  Prince  was 
firuck  with  Wonder  and  Aftonifbment ;  Infomuch  that  to 
him,  in  wfaofe  Eyes  all  the  Beauties  of  Scythia  and  many 
other  Nations  had  paffed  as  Indi£Ferent,  this  alone  fecmcd 
the  Fhenix  of  the  World  :  his  Eyes  and  heart  were  fo  in- 
tentively  fixed  on  her,  that  he  confidered  of  nothing  elie, 
rill  fome  of  our  Men  ruflied  in  crying ;  Ho  Horfi^  to  Horfe^ 
unlefs  you  mil  be  fur^iT^ed  by  Darius^  vtbo  is  ap  hand  with 
thcgreatejt  fart  of  hts  Army* 

This  was  the  moft  fenfible  blow  that  could  be  given 
to  my  Prince,finding  himfelf  conftrained  to  leave  her  whoni 
he  had  feen   but  too  much  already  for  his  repofe,  and 
whom  he  had  fo  litde  hope  ever  to  fee  again ;   but  making 
a  Vertue  of  neceffiiy,  and  difiembling  his  trouble  as  wdl 
as  be  could  ;  Ladies  (faid  he)   f/hall  mtbdraw  my  f elf  if  you 
fleafe^  fined  by  thefrejence  of  your  own  Servants  J  cah  be  no  long^ 
ger  ufeful  toyou,  andthatjou  will  believe  your  f elves fafer  un» 
der  their  proteBion,  than  in  the  guard  of  a  Perfon  in  whom 
you  have  hut  a  flender  confidence  •  then  bowing  and  making 
a  low  Obedience,  he  clapt  on  his  Cask,  and  was  going 
out  of  the  Tent,  when  Darius  his  Queen,  taking  from  her 
Neck  an  Embroidered  Scarfe,  Interwoven  with  Letters  of 
Gold  of  her  own  Name  and  that  of  the  King  her  hut 
band,  put  it  over  his   Shoulder,  Entreating  ^itb  many 
obliging  words,  to  wear  it  in  Remembrance  of  her;  whicfii 
he   received  bending  one  Knee   to  the  Ground,  prouder 
of  it  than  all  the  Rich  Spoiles  he  had  fo  generoufly  quit^ 
ted,   and  having  taken  his  laft  leave,  he  much  againft  his 
will  depancd  from  that  Illuftrious  Company,  carrying  a. 
way  with  him  a  Flame  inhisBreaft,  that  can  never  be  Ex- 
tinguiflicd  but  with  his  Life.    The  Prince,  notwithftanding 
a  numerous  force  advanced,    made    good  his    Retreat 
out  of  the  Perfian  Camp ;   but  Day  breaking,  whilft  he 
Marched   to  joyn  the  Body  of  our  Army,  he  perceived 
an  unequal  Combate  near  to  a  Wood,  one  Man  bravely 
mounted  in  P,.ich  Armour,  concefting  with  a  brave  Refo- 
lution  and  daring  Valour  againft  a  Multitude,  which  made 
him  haften  to  know  the  caufe,  and  found  that  Perfon  to  be 
ft  Perfiany  who  bad  in  a  manner  Barricado'd  himfelf  with 
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the  Bodies  of  his  flain  Enemies,  whofc  remaindtr  yet  preC. 
fed  on  him  ver>  eager\  to    take  his  Life,  which  he  ap- 
peared refolutc  CO  loole,  rather  than  to  yield  and  fall  into 
their  Hands,  thovgh  his  whole  Parry  had  lofk  their  Lives  al- 
ready in  defending  his.   This  Prodipy  of  Valour  moved  my 
Prince  to  a  Compaflion   for  the  danger  he  was  in,  and 
perceiving  thefe  he  contended  with  were  Scythians^  he  cry- 
cd  to  them  ;  Have  you  fo  little  fenfe  ofVertue^  at  not  to  %9 
fmyved  by  fo  gallant  an  Enemy ^  rather  to  feek^  his  PrefervatU 
tn  than  his  I{uin.    This  reproach  and  the  fight  of  their 
Prince  made  them  retire,  when  Oroondates  perceiving  the 
Stranger  s  Horfe  to  ftagger  and  fall  under  him,  by  reafon 
of  the  many  Wounds  he  had  received,  immediately  alighted 
from  his  own ,  and  putting  up  the   Bever  of  his  Cask^ 
Jmincible  iVarriour  ffaid  he,  tetiderly  Embracing  him)  far^ 
don  the  fordidnefs  of  thefe  Men,  vpho  cannot  Heveretice  in  ym 
xpbap  they  are  dijiitute  of  themjelves  ;   and  if  you  thinly  I  da 
you  any  fmall  fervice  in  caufingyou  to-he  conveyed  to  your  own 
Camp  in  fafety^  allow  me,  for  all  the  rights  leak  pretend  to^ 
no  mare  than  the  Honour  of  your  Triendjhip^    and  I  Jhall  in 
that  favour  conclude  myfelf  moft  Glortoujly  Hewn^ded, 

ThePffr/?4«,who  was  much  lurprifed  at  fuch  Civility  from 
one  he  fuppofed  to  be  of  the  Adverfc  Party,  and  confe- 
quently  an  Enemy  to  the  Houfe  of  Perfia^  immediately  un- 
buckled his  Helmet,  and  taking  it  off  he  appeared  to  us 
of  an  Incomparable  Mafculine  Beau\7,  which  had  fome- 
thing  of  Warlike  in  it,  and  of  Years  not  different  from  his 
Deliverer,  fo  that  they  fcemed  to  be  the  two  moft  accom- 
plilhed  Perfons  on  Earth.  They  for  a  time  beheld  each 
other  with  Admiration;  but  the  Perjian^  highly  obliged 
by  the  Magnanimity  and  Gcnerofity  of  my  Prince,  "taking 
the  point  of  his  Sword  in  his  Hand,  delivered  it  to  him  with 
much  fttbmiflion,  faying.  Hitherto  I  have  difputed  my  Liber-^ 
ty  and  Life^  butjince  lean  lofe  neither  of  tl^mfcr  one  more 
vertuous  than  myfelf  Ifuhnit  to  be  your  Prifoner^  with  this 
fatisfaBion,  that  I  ycUd  only  to  the  braveft  of  all  Men  Liv» 
ing. 

The  Gods  forbid  ^faid  Oroondates  ficp^'m^  back  with  much 
refpecSi)  that  I  fhould  pretend  to  any  thing  by  this  Encounter j 
more  than  the  Honour  of  ycur  Fricndfhip  ;  pu  are  free  from 
all  ether  Obligation^  and  that  too  is  in  your  own  power  to  grant 
er  refufe  me  fo  great  aHappinefs^  for  I  hold  you  Invincible  ^ 
unlefs  you  will  fujfcr  your  Jelf  to  he  overcome  by  my  ferviccs : 
^nd  havisg  faid  this^hc  Embraced  him  vviih  much  Tender- 
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pc&  and  AiFedion,  which  made  him  fo  much  in  Love  with 
the  Vermes  of  Oromdates,  that  as  ftridly  Embracing  him, 
flsd  fetching  a  deep  figb,  he  faid,  J*^^  /  am  truly  unhappy  ^ 
Jmcc  thcG^s  fuffcrmeto  be  Conquered  hy  fi  many  feverat 
ways  J  and  that  they  give  me  not  the  power  to  acquit  my  f elf  of 
the  hejl  part  of  what  I  owe  you.  I  might  have  offered  Tou 
Treajiim  and  Provinces  for  my  ^anfime^  fince  I  am  ArtaxJ 
cnce^  the  Sonrof  Darins,  and  Heir  to  his  vafi  Empire. 

TT^e  Prince  of  5c;'^Ai4,hcaring  that  Name,  was  much  fur- 
prifed;  yet  inwardly  rejoy ced  he  had  found  fo  opportune  oc- 
cafion  to  ferve  the  Brother  of  his  beloved  Statira^  yet  refol- 
ding not  to  difcover  his  true  Name  to  that  Prince,  for  a  rea-  . 
Ion  that  after  turned  to  fome  Advanuge  in  his  Afiairs  ^  but 
VDon  his  being  urgent  to  know  from  whom  he  had  receiy- 
ta  fb  Generous  a  civility,  he  told  him  his  name  was  Oron* 
tes  Prince  of  the  Majfagctesj  a  Province  in  the  Dominions 
of  the  King  of  Scythia,  and  Subjed:  to  that  great  Mo- 
narch, with  which  the  Perjian  was  fatisfied  and  made  no 
further  Enquiry. 

The  Prince  of  Perfias  Horfe  being  flain  in  the  Corn- 
bate,  Oroondates  with  much  Entreaty  caufed  him  to  mount 
his  own  which  he  Generoufly  prefented,  being  the  fineft 
all  Scythia  could  afford,  and  b^ing  mounted  on  another, 
tc  waited  on  him,  till  he  was  within  a  Furlong  of  the  Per^" 
fian  Camp,  where  having  ftridtiy  embraced  and  vowed 
Eternal  Frendlhip,  they  with  mucli  unwillingnefs  paaed 
from  each  other.  My  Prince  returning  to  our  Camp,  the 
King  (who  had  been  much  perplexed  for  his  Abfence, 
cpnfiderine  the  dangerous  Enterprife,)  Embraced  him  with 
Tears  of  Toy,  caufing  his  Armour  to  be  faken  off  in  his 
prefencc,  being  much  troubled  when  he  perceived  he  had 
two  orthrei:  flight  Wounds,  which  however  were  quickly 
cured,  and  this  Generous,  and  Glorious  Adion  of  my 
prince,  foon  fpread  wide  to  his  Honour  and  Advan*? 
tagfr 

I  vvill  not  trouble  you.  Sir,  with  what  pafled  during  the 
Winter ;  for  now  the  Perfiavs  firft  diflodging,  our  Army 
went  into  Quarters,  and  little  of  Moment  happened  re- 
lating to  A  Aion  ;  hut  the  Prince  being  at  IJJidon^  our  chief 
City,  with  the  King  his  Father,  though  his  outward 
Wounds  were  lightly  curd,  that  in  his  Mind  grew  deeper: 
the  Beautiful  Seadra  was  always  prefent  in  his  thoughts, 
enflaming  him  with  a  paflion  not  ordinary;  he  indeed  ftrove 
Iby  a  Thoufand  ways  to  extin^uifii  an  Affecjlion,  in  which 
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he  forefaw  much  danger,  and  hoped  for  little 
he  propofed  to  bicnfell  all  the  difficukies  he  had  toftmg^ 
^ch^nd  the  hazardsbe  miift  uiuvoidably  ezpofe  himfelfto;, 
in  this  high  attemptdieconfideied  the  Mortal  hatred  between 
tbetwoKingSy  and  began  to  defpair  of  ever  attaining  tfaofe 
leys  he  aimed  at  with  their  Approbations;  nor  could  be  fore- 
ieCy  but  that  even  St  at  it  m  her  lelf,  whenohelhould  come  to 
know  his  true  quality,  might  be  pofleflcd  with  the  heredi- 
ury  hatred  of  her  Family,  and  utterly  tt}t&  and  dei^ife 
him  as  an  Enemy.  Thdfi;  Confiderationsfor  a  time  drove 
him  into  an  Excefs  of  Melancholy,  and  nude  him  full  of 
Irrefolution ;  but  in  the  end  confidering  what  he  had  done 
already  in  the  prefervation  of  the  Family  of  Darius,  and 
much  rdying  on  the  Friendflxip  of  Anaxcrxesj  whom  he 
concluded  ahogether  Noble  and  Generous,  his  undaunted 
Spirit  at  laft  funnounting.  all  dangers  and  difficukies,  he  re- 
folved  fecrcdy  to  go  into  Per/ia,whcTC  his  heart  already  was, 
and  try  what  Succe(s  or  Ruin  the  Fates  would  allot  him. 

In  this  Refolution  he  fent  for  me  at  Kight,  and  caufing 
all  others  to  withdTZ,WyArax{s  (faid  he)  ifamongjl  allmy  Ser^ 
•vants  I  had  not  fartkularfy  ohferved  your  Courage,  XJndcrfland- 
ing  and  AffeFliontovfards  me  J  would  not  have  trujled  ycu  with 
the  fecrets  of  my  Life  at  this  time,  and  made  choice  tf  you 
Alone  in  a  defign^on  which  all  my  Haffinefsy  and  the  fettling  dt' 
the  whole  remainder  of  my  Days,  dotlo  fo  ahfolutely  defend  i  but 
after  having  well  conjidered  your  Perjon  and  former  ABicns^ 
I  believed  you  would  have  Judgment  enough  to  ferve  me  in 
my  Affairs^  Valour  enough  to  accompany  me  in  dangers^ 
atul Fidelity  fiifficient  never  to' deceive  me.  Upon  thefe  words 
I  fell  at  his  Feet,  and  protefted  my  whole  Life  was 
Devoted  to  his  Service,  tten  he  raifed  me  up,  and  ten- 
derly Embracing  me,  declared  his  Defign  and  his  Paili* 
on,  giving  me  the  orders  he  would  have  fpeedily  put  in 
Execution.  I  was  not  flow  in  obeying  them,  joyning  to  my 
felf  two  of  his  Servants,  on  whofe  Fidelity  I  greatly  re- 
lyed,  procuring  Horfes  and  (uch  other  neceflaries  as  we 
had  occafiori  for  in  our  Journy  ;  and  returning  to  fatisfie 
him  in  what  I  had  done,  and  that  all  was  in  a  Keadincfis 
for  his  departure,  I  found  him  Writing  a  Letter,  to  be  left 
J  or  the  King  hisFather,  which  as  I  remember  was  in  tliefc 
words.

*•  X  Should  not  have  Left  your  Ma jcfly,  if  you  had  not 
<*  ±  rcfolved  to|nic  the  Army  into  Garrifon  for  this 
«  Winter.  I  befeech  you  by  all  the  Affedion  you  have  bi- 
*'  thcrco  honoured  me  with,  to  pardon  the  Liberty  I  take 
^  to  make  a  little  Journy,  during  the  time  of  reft:  a  youth- 
*«  tul  defire  draws  me  from  your  Court,  together  with  a 
^  defire  to  Improve  my  fcif  ih  ftrange  Countries,  and  gain 
*^  inftruAion  in  all  things  neceflarj  to  be  known,  that  I 
<*  may  become  a  wonhy  Son  of  fuch  a  Father ;  my  ftay 
**  (hall  not  be  longer  than  the  Spring,  and  as  foon  as  your 
^  Majefty  (hall  take  the  Field  again,  you  (hall  fee  me  with 
!!  you,  to  tender  thofe  Services  you  ezped  from  your  Son 

Oromdates. 

He  writ  another  to  the  Princefs  Bernke ,  the  moft  ac- 
compliihed  Beauty  of  all  Scythia^  and  gave  them  to  one  of 
his  Servants,  with  a  ftri(5t  command  not  to  deliver  them,  till 
four  Days  after  our  departure ,  in,  which  he  was  pun- 
ctually Obeyed.  The  King  and  Princefs,  upon  receiving 
the  Letters,  were  much  troubled  and  affli(fted  :  but  pa£ 
fing  that  over  and  leaving  you  to  Judge  of  it,  I  (hall  pro- 
ceed to  tell  you,  that  we  pa(Ied  through  many  a  rro- 
vince,  till  vvc  arrived  at  PerfopoUs^  whither  Z)4r/«x  and 
bis  Family  were  come  fome  Days  before  us,  being  one  of 
the  chiefeft  Cities  in  Afia^  and  there  we  heard  that  the  King 
intended  to  celebrate  his  Birth-Day  with  great  Pomp,  and 
to  that  end  many  Gallant  Princes  and  g^eat  Commanders 
were  to  try  their  Valour  and  Prowefs  in  the  Lifts  before 
the  Queen  and  Ladies.  This  not  a  little  rejoyced  my  Prince 
as  refolving  to  do  fomething  if  pofBble  that  might  Si- 
gnalized him,  and  fo  taking  up  our  abode,  we  Impatient- 
ly waited  for  the  day  ;  which  as  foon  ^  it  dawned,  my 
Prince  called  for  his  Armour,  which  was  exceeding  Rich 
and  very  Remarkable,  putting  over  it  the  Scarfe  given  him 
by  the  Qiieen,  and  in  it  hung  his  Sword  very  Gracefully, 
when  Mounting  his  ftately  Horfe,  he  did  me  the  Honour 
to  wait  upon  him,  and  after  a  whiie  the  Trumpets  found- 
ing, many  Gallant  Men  prefented  themfelvcs,  each  hoping, 
with  Vidiory,  to  bear  away  the  Prize  allotted  by  the  King: 
but  my  Prince  as  yen  kept  behind,but  in  fuch  an  Advantagi- 
ous  place,  that  when  tlie  King,  Queen,  and  PrincefTes  took 
place  in  their  Thrones,  he  had  a  full  view,  and  his  eager 
Eyes  foon  fingled  out  the  Lovely  Statha^    from  amongft 
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the  other  Beauties ;  the  Extraordinaify  Richnefs  of  her  A^' 
parel,  did  not  at  alldifguife  hef  from  his  Knowledge;  bac 
appearing  to  him  now  more  Glorious  and  Tiiumphaiic 
than  ever  flie  had  done,  his  flames  were  more  than  do«* 
bkd,  and  his  mind  was  fo  fixed  on  that  charming  Obkft 
of  all  his  wilhcs  and  hopes,  that  nothing  but  the  found  pf 
die  Trampets,  and  the  trembling  of  the  Earth  caufed  bjr 
the  furious  Encounters  of  the  noble  Aflailants,  could  hare 
roufed  him  out  of  the  deep  Contemplation  and  Extafie  he 
then  was  in. 

Afier  many  brave  Carters  in  the  Lifts,  the  Honour  yet 
belonged  to  Camhyfis  Son  to  Prince  Mas^etis,  when  Impad-' 
ent  of  longer  delay  Oroondates  prefented  himfelf,  and  Cam-' 
ijfes^   not  difdaining  an  Enemy  of  fo  brave  a  Prefence, 
advanced  to  meet  him  in  the  courfe,  with  greater  courage 
than  iuccefs  j  for  at  the  firft  ftroak  he  was  thrown  to  the 
ground,  and  made  the  Imprcffion  of  his  Body  in  the  Sand: 
And  with  the  fame  Facility  he  difmounted  the  Valiant 
Hydaffes  Son  to  Artabafus,  who  fell  much  bruifed  to  the 
Earth,  a  good  diftance  from  his  Horfe :  And  in  the  fame 
manner  he  became  Vidor  over  BeJJusj  I^arbarfanes^  My^ 
thranes^  Magahifes^  OxydateSy  Ariobarfancs^  Phradates,  Ori^ 
bates  and  Cohortanusy    all    which   by   their ,  Valour  had 
gotten  themfelyes  great  Names  in  War.    The  next  that 
put  himfelf  before  him,  was  the  Valiant  and  Renowned 
Memnotty  whofe  Fame  had  filled  all  AJia  with  Wonder, 
he  being  than  in  Love  with  the  fair  Princefs  Barjindy  who 
was  prefenc,  rcfolved  to  Signalize  himfelf  before  her.    Tlic 
violence  of  this  Encounter  was  fo  great,  that  their  Jave* 
Hns  Ihivered  in  a  thoufand  pieces,  and  their  Horfes,   not 
able  to  bear  fo  unufual  a  (hock,    ftaggered  a  confidcrable 
way  backward;  and  the  next  courfe  was  with  no  better  (uc* 
cefs  ;  but  in  the  third  Memnon  tottering  a  while  fell  to  the 
ground,  and  my  Prinze  was  much  fliaken.    This  fucccls 
made  thofe  that  wcjrrf'  acquainted  with  Memnons  Valour, 
ftand  in  Admiration' at  the  Fortitude  of  Oroondntcsy    and 
many  clapt  their  hands  in  Applaufe.    Not  to  be  tedious 
to  you  Sir,  he   ovenhrew   many  others  of  Fame  when 
Prince  Artnxerxes  prefents  himfelf,  my  Prince  knew  hirn 
by  the  Horfe  he  had  prcfented  him  in  Scytbia^  and  the  de- 
vice he  bore  on  his  Shield.  Upon  him  the  Perfians  ground- 
ed their  laft  hopes,  that  a  Stranger  might  not  bear  away 
the  Honour  from  their  Nation.    Thcfe  two  brave  Princes 
fet  forward  at  the  fignal  the  Trumpets  gave,  whilft  the 
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Earth  trembled  under  them  ;  but  my  Mafter^  unwilling  xo 
offend  the  Prince  of  Perfior^  threw  down  his  Javelin,  and 
covering  himfelf  with  his  Shield,  fat  firm  in  his  Saddle  to 
fcccivc  the  Blow.of  fo  redoubted  a  hand.    Artaxcrxcs  his 
Dart  was  fliivered  in  a  thoufand  Pieces,  and  if  it  had  not 
ilipt  along  Orcondates  his  Shield,  be  had  run  an  exceeding 
great  hazard  in  that  Encounter:  his  Horfe  was  fo  aftonilhed 
with  it,  that  he  ftaggercd  back  five  or  fix  Paces,  and  was 
ready  tofct  his  hinder  quaners  to  the  Ground,  but  foon 
recovery  ;  piy  Prince  not  feeming  at  all  to  have  been  diC. 
compofed.    All  prefent  confiderecjthis  brave  AAion,   and 
the  King  bimfclf  witnefled,by  dapping  his  hands,  the  notice 
ie  had  taken  of  it,  and  high  Eftecm  he  had  for  the  Stran- 
ger. ^ 

Vrince  j4rfaxerxes  when  he  had  ftay'd  the  fwifrnefs  of  his 
Hbrfe,  which  had  carried  him  a  great  way  beyond,  came 
£bfdy  back  to  my  Prince,  and  being  half  difpleafed  at  this 
AdKon  ;  I  lifiow  not  Sir  (faid  he^  why  you  ffare  me  thus^  un- 
lefs  it  be  in  contempt ;  yet  I  do  not  account  n^  felffo  inconfi* 
derablcy  but  that  he  who  deals  with  nu  may  have  need  of  all 
his  Forces  ;  however  if  it  is  out  of  any  conjideration  of  Friend* 
Jhip  I  remain  very  much  obliged  to  you  for  it  y  and  crave  far* 
don  for  the  attempt  of  my  Arms  againji  you. 

My  Prince  taking  this  favourable  occafion  to  difcover 
himfelf  to  him,  bowing  with  low  refpeA,  Sir  (faid  he)  the 
Man  that  would  bear  Arms  for  you,  will  never  turn  them  a^ 
gainJtyoUy  and  is  not  come  Jo  far  to  feek,  you  that  ht  might 
give  you  proofs  fo  contrary  to  the  dejire  he  has  never  to  be  out 
yours*    I  cannot  contemn  a  Vcrtue  of  which  I  have  had  Jo  ma* 
ny  tejiimonies  ;  hut  fince  it  hathfo  abfolutely  won  mcy  difdain 
not  alfo  the  A^eal  of  him  who  hath  dedicated  the  reft  of  his 
Life  to  your  Jervice,     Upon  this  Artaxerxes  ftridHy  embra- 
cing him  wich  many  kind  Exprefllons  and  Afluranccs  of 
his  Friendftup^encreated  him  to  take  off  his  Cask,  which  he 
^  delay  *d  not  to  do,  and  when  he  knew  him  to  be  Ormtes  he 
flood  amaz'd  wich  wonder,  lifting  up  his  Hands  and  Eyes 
towards  Heaven,  Great  Gods  (faid  he)  moderate  your  mercy 
towards  tne^    if  you   either  will  not  have  me  die  or  be  un* 
thankful  j  and  having  again  ftridtly  embraced  him  a  while, 
/j  itppjfihle  (continued   he)  it  is   Orontes  /  really  fee  and 
embrace^  repeating  thefe  words  often,  till  Darius  having 
'  feen  with  wonder  what  had  pafled,  lent  Bagoas  the  Eu- 
nuch to  his  Son,  letting  him  know  he  defired  to  (hare  with 
him  in  his  Contentment,  as  judging  he  had  fome  powerful 
'  reafon  to  love  the  Stranger.  "  The 
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Tlietwo  Princes  hand  in  hand  coosing  bcfbrethe  greitdb 
Majefty  on  Earth,  after  bowing  low,  Sir^  (Taid  Artaxerxes): 
$hmt  I  may  frevail  with  ysu  to  fay  this  Stranger  the  hcnour 
and  rtfft&i  that  are  due  te  Um^  I /ball  only  tell  you  he  is  the 
Frikce  of  the  Mailageces.  Darius  who  had  been  a  witnefs 
of  his  Valour,  and  oefore  infcumed  what  he  bad  done  for 
his  Family,  fuddainly  rifing  from  his  Throne,  ftrii^y  em- 
fafac'd  him  with  raudi  Tendemefs  and  Affei^ion,  and  My 
Son  ( faid  he)  for  fi  it  is  J  01117  with  juft  title  call  him,  hy 
whom  I  yet  poffefs  this  other  which  the  Gods  have  given  me^ 
what  defignjoever  may  have  brought  you  to  this  Court,  l^pom 
that  you  are  here  exceeding  welcome^  and  that  affording  ma 
the  fight  of  one  ofthofe  two  admirable  Perfons  whom  I  havo 
fi  ardently  icfired  to  behold^  you  makff  me  no  tefs  haffy,  thaw 
when  you  frefervd  and  regave  me  Artazerxes :  fVoerefire  if 
the  Gods  who  have  given  me  Empires  in  SubjeSion,  had  not. 
given  you  Virtue  enough  to  difdain  them^  I  xpould  offer  you 
part  of  my  Dominions ;  but  fince  what  I  poffefs  is  below  your 
Merit,  J  can  ofdy  offer  yon  my  eternal  Frtendjhipj .  with,  a  de* 
fire  to  recite  your  Generojity  by  what  ever  jfhall  come  withift 
the  compafi  of  my  power. 

My  Prince  anfwered  tbefe  kind  Expreflions  in  the  moft 
obliging  and  fubmiilive  manner,  when  the  King  leading 
him  to  the  Ladies  Pavilions,  orderd  the  Prize  to  be  £lvefi 
him,  not  only  of  the  Courfes^  but  of  the  Life  and  liberty 
of  Attaxei^jxesy  and  when  they  were  informed  who  he  was 
by  that  Priace,  thofegreat  Princefles  who  alfo  owed  their 
Libercy  to  his  Generofity/eized  with  fo  unezjpedled  a  con- 
tentinenc  received  him  with  Teftimoni^s  of  Favour  which 
canaot  be  exprefled  in  Words.  The  Qu^en  unbraced  him, 
and  the  Princefles  ^ore  referved  Tainted  him  with  much 
Civility  and  Kefpedl;  when  the  King  commanded  the 
Princels  Statiru  to  give  him  the  Diamond  Bracelet  the 
fatreft  10  jifia^  vvbkh  was  the  Prize  of  the.  Gpurfes,  upon 
which  there  happened  a  civil  Cpnceftation  becween  him 
and  Artaxerxes,  to  whom  he  wovJd  have  yielded  that  Ho- 
fiour,  whiph  being  ended  he  kneeled  down  and  received 
u*wit|i  a  profound  Refpeft  from  the  fair  Hands  of  ber^ 
wh^'wjl\;}the%}9y  of  his  whole  Life :  And  no  fixuierwas 
he  diiesgfged  from  the  King,  Queen  and  Prinee&  but  the 
Princes  aiiq  great  Lords  of  .the  Court  embraced  him,  defi* 
ring  CO  faavf  a  (bare  in  his  Friendlhip  $  nor  could  his  ipo« 
ideft  JExcuies  prevent  the  King  from  taking  him  into  his 
(;fa^oc^  ^  iff  (htp«^  (be  joyful  Shouts  pf  the  People 
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otavty'd  tfiy  Prioce  t»  th*  Palace,  by  tte  ^aj  breaking 
fbrch  m  thefe  Prophecick  words :  Jt  canmt  fi^Jitfy  h  (faid 
he)  iuHJfatfi  great  and  wiexpeHed  a  hspfinefs^  muft  vf  ne^ 
eefjity  tbrtaten  me  with  fame  very  ftrange  Misfartwu ;  and 
jmer  a  fplendid  Entertainment  in  ihe  JPaUace^  the  King 
antring  into  his  Clofec  called  only  Artaxerxes  and  my 
Phnce  to  hkn,  when  Ihmting  the  Door  and  eanfing  them 
to  fit  down  ;  h  is  impefffible  (iaid  he^to  OrMndaus)  that 
hang  a  SubjeS  und  Kjnfinitn  to  the  Kj^g  ^f  Scythia,  you 
fioould  have  left  his  Court  to  retire  to  that  of  his  Mortal  and 
JmreconcHabie  £nemyj  without  hairing  feme  jnrefftf^g  confiderom 
timsfor  fo  doing.  Let  me  intreap  you  therefore  not  to  hid» 
them  from  me^  and  believe  what  caufe  foever  tan  have 
brought  you  hither  i  you  in  our  Court  Jhail  have  all  manner  of 
l^Mrr,  and  a  mofi  a/fared  I{etr eat.  The  Prince  of  Sxiythia^ 
^fvcr  having  given  chat  f^eat  King  thanks  with  mmii  hti« 
mility  for  bis  n^oft  <)bliging  ofiers,tnade  him  thisAniwer  ho 
befofehand  had  eon<riined. 

•  ^'  I  take  the  Gods  to  witnefe  {f aid  he)  that  in  th^  twt> 
**  fmall  fervices  1  had  the  Honour  to  do  your  FatniJy,  I 
f^  had  no  other  aim  but  that  of  my  Duty,  ahd  the  Refpe<i% 
^  I  thought  my  felf  ofelig^d  to  bear  to  T^rfons  of  fo  high  a 
**  <^aliry,  and  that  I  neverpit>pofed  to  my  fclf  the  Glo^ 
**  nous  RifcompanCfc  I  rec^iircd  for  them  without  meriting 
•*  the  Iwft  paftof  it:  yet  Envy  brought  this  to  the  Ear* 
"  of  the  King  of  Scythia,  tfnd  1  was  accufed  by  fomc  I 
^  h^d  Very  highly  obliged ,  as  an  Enemy  to  his  State, 
*'  ^nd  a  Friend  to  his  mortal  Enemy ,  whrch  Hatred  to 
^  me,  tis  I  tk>rtCeiv^ed,  proceeded  from  i\itir  loofirrg  thcif 
**  (hare  of  th^Rich  Spoil,  and  of  the  Ranfortw  they  ejepeft. 
^  ^.  I  had  rioticc  of  this  froto  my  Friends  about  tut  King, 
*^  and  that  flny  death  was  certainly  conclude  iM^  but  cOn^ 
**  fidfring  rhy  Own  InndCcncy  and  the  Services  Thad  tfon^ 
^  him,  I  eithief  notbelteved  itordifpifedit/ttli  frtie  da^ 
.*'  walking  in  thfe  iGJartien  with  Yourig  WtiCc'Oroimdates  the 
**  Kings  Son  arid  Hcii',  withJwbom  I  w^sbttyugfat  lapani 
f *  who  !oved  the  entiitfy,  he  writ  in  the  duft  Wtb  eh#

Qi^een,  I  pcrCwfded .  jny  fclC*  that  being  in  difgrace 
^^  for  chefe  cau£es  I  ;(bQuld  not  do  uohandfomly  to  make 
"  your  Majcfty  my.  Saocjuaiy^  ♦od  that  you  would  be 
*'  lb  gracious  as  co  protect  an  Inpocent  rrince  banilhcd 
^  his  Country  by  die  Calumny  of  his  Enemies. 

He  added  many  other  words  tg  this  Difcourfc^  which 
coded  (be  King  iaid,  ^  Sir  if  we  did  not  Receive  a  great 
'  Advanmge  by  tbe  DHgcace  you  fufier,  we  (hould  con*' 

*  dole,  wich  you  in  at;  but  how  great  foever  our  OWi- 
.*  gatioas  -ju-e  to  you,   we  cannot  utterly  lay    aiSde  the 

*  Aflfeftion  we  bar  our  fclf :  though  the  King  oif  Scythia 

*  were  not  mine  ^^my ,  I   ana  bound  by   fo   m^nV 

*  powerful  Confi^craupns  to  givtt  you  9^y  ProteAion , 
^  that  I  will  not  jjpgjre  xO  hazard  my  Empire   and  my 

*  Life  for  your  defence  >,  and  bccaufc  it  were  not  Juft 
/  you  fliould  have  been  ulUiappy  only   for  having  obli« 

*  ged  us  with  fo ,  V^vl^  ,GcricjK)my,  ^believe  that  you  (hall 
/  find  as  advancagioilfs .  Conoitions  here  as  amongft  the 

*  Scythians^  aivi Ibr  the  lols  qC  your  Province,  I  will 
/  give  you  choice  of  die  beft  of  mine,  without  pretending 
'  ,to  enga^  you  either'  to  reveal  the  Secrets  of  your  Kin^, 

*  or  bear  Arms  againft  him. 

This  Generous  offer  fo  fisnfibly  touched  the  heart  of 

Xhfiondaus    with  a^eturn   of  humble    Acknowledgmetjt, 

>thflu  falling  on  his  knees  he  .kifl'^d  the  King's  Hand,  aild 

^rettti;ned  him  in^dite  XlJ^nks  for    the  favours   he    did 

him.    But  not .  ro  ^  delay  yau  loi^g^r  ^  on  -tbelc  fmaller  be^ 

j^uinings,  by  theKmg^prder  he  h^d  an  Apparttnent  very 

'.richly  Purnilbed,  ana'|a'Hou&hold  ietled  about  him,  and 

.  was  fo  high   in  favour,   that  next  to  Artaxerxes  he  had 

all  Power  with  that  <great   Monarch,  and  what  ever  he 

requefted  in  favour  of  others  was  readily  granted :    So 

diat  he  was  in  a  Station,  to  win  the  Hearts  of  the  Perfiansy 

in  heaping  Honours  and  Favours  on  theih  by  the  King's 

^unty,  doing  good  OlSces  to  all  that  .fought  to  him,  or 

.ftood  in  need  of  his  Afliftance,  but  injured  none  in  the 

leaft.degree:  nor  was  his  Ivippinefs  envied,  as  is  too  ufual  in 

.(^^rcs  when  new  F;^Tqurites  gaio  the  Afccndant. 

X        ':  Q%  Whflft 
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Whilft  he  thus  ftood  in  high  Favour  .with  Dartuf,  his 
grcatcft  happincfs  was  ofted  to  fecand  convcrfc  with  hi^ 
Fair  Princcls,   whofe  dazling  flght    raVifhed   him '  With 
Tranlports  of  Joy  and  infinitely  aujfmentcd  his  Piaffton: 
yet  could  h^   hot  be  fatisficd   with  thcfe  Contentment?, 
por  all  rhe  Honours  that  were  heaped  upon  him,   which 
Jiow  dear  foevcr  they  had  been,  now  tegan  to  prove  trou- 
biefom?  to  him,  for  laying  afidc  all  other  Delighttshe  gave 
himfelf  over  entirely  to  his  Paffiori  :.  the  Lioeny  he  had 
with  the  Princefs  made  him  but  the  more  fad,  vohen  he 
rcfleded  on  the  difficulties  he  had  tofkrugglc    with   in 
attaining  the  height  of  all  his  Felicity,  .to  exprefi  Love  to 
the  greateft  Prihcefs  on  Earth :    as  Orontes  a  Prince  of 
'inferior  Rank,    he  (aw  but  flender  hopes  and  left  Reafoti 
of  being  -favourably  received ;  and  to  difcover   his  ifxx^ 
quality,  would  as  he  conceived  fhivcr  inpeices  all  his  Pro- 
]ed^s,  and'expofe  him  to  the  hazard  of  his  Life,  which  he 
let  but  lighdy  by  intrompctiGon  tbliis  Pafllon :  thpfc  ccto^ 
fiderations  made  him  'rtiolved  to  keep  himfelf  concealed 
under  that  borrowed  Name,   and  wait  the  favour  of  thf 
Godjs:  yet  his  Melancholy  grew  fo  faft  upon  him,  that  thp 
alteration  it  had  made  in  him  w;as  plainly  perceiv'd  by  ma- 
ny, who  underftdod  not  the  true  caufe  of  it :  it  fenfibJy 
afflidlcd  ?T\nctAitaxerxes  and  made  ferrt  careful  and  foh- 
citous  to  enquire  into  it':   but  my  Prince  put  him  off  'witji 
feigned  Excufes  and  difguifed  the  Tr^th  by  aff  the  *Pre- 
.tenccs  he  could  invent;,  and   his  Melancholy  grew   (o 
infeflious  that  it  troubled  and  difondertd'  the  whole  Court: 
fome  guefling  Ijft  had  left  Scythia  for  the  fcorn  and  dif. 
dain  of  fomc  eifalted  Beauty,  and, to  punffli  her  divefted 
his  Native  Country  of  its    chiefeft  Ornament:  x>thers 
alkdecd,   the  Beauty  who  had  caufed"  this  alteration  of 
bis  F&mour  muft  of  neccffity  be  in  the  Court  of  Verjiki 
for  all  at  lafk  concluded  it  was  Love  that  had  wrdoght 
this  change  in  him.    "ithe  King  and  Qoeeh  declared  in  his 
favour.  That  his  Virtues  and  the  Generous  Adlions  he 
had  done  proclaimed  him  a  Prince  worthy  of  the  greateft 
Beauty  ip  the  World  5  (the  King  adding)-'!/'  it  be  fo\  and 
thai  there  are  an^  among  etir  Ladies  fi  Cruel  ai  to  le^  him 
continue  longer,    in  a  Condition  fo  pcrthy  '  of  pity,  I  declare 
my  f elf  her  Enemy ^  and  Swear  by  the  Sun  I  will  receive  all 
the  iU  Treatmeats  Jh(^  gives  him  ds  do  it  to  my  awri  PhfoH^ 
Artaxerxes  upon  thi|  conjurd  aU  the  Ladifs  one  after  aiiothei^ 
CQ  have  compaflion  on  bis  dear  Orontes :  nor  did  the  QuecQ 
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forbear  to  cxpttfk  ber  felf  co  his  advantage  \  1  do  not  he* 
iicve  ({aid  (hej  among  all  the  Ladies  of  thk  Cokrt^  there 
4  one  yh'icb  hath  fuch  a  Heart  of  Adamant  M  ro  rejeH 
Oronx/tss  AffeBion^  |i«r  that  the  Credit  of  tU  KJ^gt  or  the 
Intefcc/fion  of  a  FrienJ  can  obtain  much  for  him,  vtheri 
his  own  Merits  have  been  able  to  do  nothing. 

My  Prince  who  was  touched  to  the  Heart  with  this 
Difcourie,  would  often  have  anfwercd  in  a  moft  obhging 
manner,  had  he  not  feared  to  have  let  hll  Words  that 
might  luve  difcovered  his  Pailion.  This  confideration  a- 
lone  had  power  to  hmder  a  Return  of  fuch  Courtify,  and 
made  him  retire  to  Joyn  Difcourfe  with  B^xanafiarfina  and 
Memnon :  and  in  this  (ilence  which  cauiixl  a  fenfible  decay 
in  his  Beaut)',  he  continued,  till  one  day  wating  on  his 
fair  Princefs  in  the  Garden  ,  and  (he  iingling  him  from 
the  reft,  having  been  folicited  to  it  by  her  dear  Brother^ 
toolc  an  Opportunity  to  enquire  the  caafe  of  his  fadnefs, 
and  having  a  while  looked  earneftly  upon  him. 

Orontcs  (Taid  (he)  After  the  froofs  we  had  of  your  No-- 
hUnefi.  and  Qivility^  have  we  not  reafin  alfo  to  believe  you  have 
a  re.idynsjs  to  comply  with  Ladies^  and  far tictdarly  with  them 
that  Efleemyoufo  much  as  I  doy  who  unfeignedly  acl(ftowledge 
yottr  Gcnerojity  more  than  all  thofe  you  have  obliged. 

h\y  Prince,  who  was  aftoni(hed  at  the  beginning  of  this 
difcoarfe,  remained  a  while  without  reply,  but  in  the  end 
that  he  might  not  continue  (i!ent :  '  Madam  (faid  he  with 
'  a  very  low  SubmiflionJ  There  is  fo  much  Glory  in  plea& 
^  ing  and  obeying  you ,  that  were  I  not  engaged  both 
^  by  my  duty  and  Inclination  to  that  complyance  and 
'  obedience  I  find  too  high  Recompences  by  it,  ever  to  for- 

*  fake  either  of  them  but  with  my  Life* 

*  I  expcfted  no  \tk  {replied  tl>e  Pincefs)  from  a  Civility 
'  fo  well  known  to  me ;  {)ut  if  I  be  not  latisfied  with  words,' 
^  and  that  the  Intermit  I  take  in  your  gcod^  enclines  me 

*  to  recjuire  Proofs  thereof,  will  you  not  fall  oflf  from'  that; 
^  Obedience  you  promife  me,  and  leave  me  the  trouble 

*  and  ihame  of  a  refufal.  My  Prince  not  l^nowing  whi^ 
tier  this  difcourfe  xoould  tend,  anjwered  {trembling  with  Love 
and  ^fpeS)  *  noMadaiii,  I  will  nev^r  RetraA  the  Vow 
^  I  have  made  to  obeyyoU  Eternally,  and  (hould  I  in 
'  that  honour  meet  my  certain  Death,  it  is  too'Advanta^i^ 

*  ous  to  me  not  to  Embrace  it  as  my  moft  Glorious  For- 

*  tunc.    That's  coo  much   ( faid  (he )   abd  the  Curiofiti^ 

C  9  •  which 
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*  wliicli  caries  me  i6  demand  this  of  you,  is  only  from  the 

*  dellre  I  have  for  the  prefcrvation  of  your  Life,  and  out 

*  of  a  Real  Compaffion  of  the  trouble  yoii  arc  in,  and  the 

*  Willingnefs  I  have  to  prccar^  its  redrefs,  by  all  the  means 
'  that  (hall  depend  upon  my  Afliftante,  and  the  Credit  of 

*  the  King  my  Father,  -^h  Madam  (Yaid  he  in  much  A- 
ftoniihment,  and  the  tone  of  his  voicd  quite  altered)  vphat 
is  it  you  ask  ^^  ?  (repeating  thefe  wotds  two  or  thr^e 
times,  and  walking  fev6ral  pace^  ^itkout  urtering  an  othef 
word)  when  turning  towards  the  Princefs  (fo  changed  that 
Ihe  was  troubled  at  it)  as  refolved  to  quit  himfelf  of  his 
Engagement  though  at  the  price  of  his  Life.    *  Yes  Ma- 

*  dam  (faid  he)  I  will  obey  you  though  I  fee  my  death  In- 

*  evirable  in  what  you  require  of  me;  I  am  fenfiblc  in  the 

*  offers  I  made  you,  I  exempted  it  not  from  the  proofs  of 

*  my  obedience :  the  Princefs  much  ftartled  at  this,  andihe 
trouble  rfie  perceii^ed  in  his  Countenancq  and  Gefturcs, 
thinking  (he  had  gone  too  far :  *  No  no  (faid  (he)  Orontes^ 
'  I  will  Exad  nq  ptoofii  from  you  of  fo  dangerous  a  na- 

*  ture :  I  believed  I  had  asked  fomcthing  of  fmailer  Mo- 
^  ment ;  but  feeing  it  is  of  fo  great  Importance ,  if  you 
'  pleafe  I  freely  ilifengage  you  of  what  you  have  promif- 
'  ed  me.  But  my  Prince  who  could  hardly  expect  an 
other  fo  fair  an  opportunity,  and  being  fettled  in  his  Re- 
folves  of  obeying  her,  broke  through  the  dangerous  paflage 
in  thefe  words :  *  Madam  yoii  mtfft  be  obeyed,  'tis  now 

*  too  late  to  free  me  From  rily  Engagement,  and  the  cha- 

*  ritab!e  care  you  "Exprefs  for  the  prefervation  of  my  Life 

*  will  hot  be  urmeceflary  to  me,  whert  you  (hall  know  it 

*  only  depends  iipon  your  fair  felf;   the  Gods  are  my 

*  wicnefs,  nothing  but  yoiir  commands  could  have  drawn 

*  from  me  a  Corifeffion  fo  likely  to  prove  fatal  to  me,  and 
^  which  otherivifi^  I  would  have  carried  with  me  as  a 
^  fecVct  to  my  Grave.  However  though  I  fee  my  dc- 
f  ftruiiion .  evident  dp  all  (ides,  I  (hall  think  it  more  Jtifti- 
^  'fiable  and  jmorQ  Glbriouis  when  by  your  own  command 
^  I  (h^tU  have  told  ycii,  that  ydu  your  felf  are  the  canfc 
^  of  it.  Let  not. this  Infolent  confeflion  furprize  ,you, 
f,  Madam,  nor  do  hot  turn  av^ay  your  Eyes '  through  A- 
^■yerfion  and  Indignation  from  this  Unfortunate  Man.  j 
^*^haiv(;vfaicl  it,  and  if  at  the  laft  Extt^aitiity  of  my  Life  I 
f 'may 'bqpermittecTco  fpeak  this  truth  again,  I  die  for  you, 
Ta^iEone  'Death  be  rob  poorto  fatisfie  you,  accofethe 

*  •   •  *  Gods 
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*  Gods  for  having  given  me  but  one  Life  to  make  Bz* 
'  piation  for  an  ontnce,  the  rcparacioa  whereof  would 

^  require  a  thoufand. 

The  Pruice{s  was  fo  feofibly  opuched  at  this  free  dedar^ 
tion  which  Ihe  (b  Cede  expe&ed,  and  which  Oie  conceived 
no  Prince  ought  to  make  to  the  Daughter  of  the  greateft 
King  in  the  World,  that  (he  pulled  away  her  hand,  and 
looking  upon  him  with  an  Eye  full  of  difdain  whilit  he 
flood  trembling  in  Expectation  ot  his  Sentence:  Orwuts 
(laid  (he)  '  if  the  obligation  I  have  to  you  for  my  Bio» 
'  ther's  Life  and  the  lioercy  of  our  Family,  were  not  as 

*  great  as  the  fault  you  are  guilty  oi^  I  fliould  not  be  de» 
^  uitute  of  means  to  make  yo^  know  the  nanue  of  ao 

*  o&nce,  which  queftionleis  your  idnd  Reception  in  this 
'  Cottit  has  Emboldened  you  to  be  Guilty  ot.    But  finca 

*  whether  I  will  or  no  I  am  Indebted  to  you«  and  that  bp 
^  my  Impertinent  Curiofity,  I  my  felf  have  lome  dure  in 

*  your  fault,  I  will  Conceal  it  upon  cpndition  yoa  never* 

*  more  enrenaln  me  wich  fuch  like  follies,  and  that  you  will 
^  utterly  Obliterate,  all  thoughts  of  them  on  pain  of  my 
^  Eternal  difpleafure. 

My  poor  Prince,  Thundecftruck  with  thefe  words,  de« 
privcd  of  ftrengtb  and  fenfe  withoiu;  replying  a  word  fell 
down  at  her  feet  with  all  the  Signa  of  a  dying  Man,  which 
iad  Objedl  couching  her  with  compaflion  and  Aftonilhment^ 
and  perhaps  with  an  ASedtion  taking  Birth,  She  caft  fordi  a 
cry  which  foon  brought  a  great  deal  of  company  thither« 
and  by  their  help  my  Prince  coming  a  little  to  himlelf  found 
he  was  in  the  Arms  of  Aruxerxes^  who  had  bedewed  his 
Face  with  his  Tears,  and  to  conceal  the  canfe  of  this  Acd^ 
dent  beging  Pardon  of  them  for  the  trouble  he  had  put 
them  to,  he  went  with  him  (who  by  no  means  would  leava 
him)  CO  his  lodging. 

Araxis  would  have  proceeded,  but  L)fi$fMclmsy  deilrous 
to  viik  Oroondates  and  inquire  of  his  healtb^deferred  till  be 
had  done  what  he  now  thought  was  his  duty  to  fo  brave  ^ 
Prince. 

The  «nd  of  the  firfi  Beak. 
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LTJimachos  after  at  few  horn's  returning  with  Araxls^  de* 
'  fired  him /to  proceed  in  the  funhcr  Relation  of  his 
Matter's  Fortunes  and  noble  Adventures;  who,  recollcfting 
himfelf  a  while,  thus  went  on  with  his  Difcourfe, 

Artaxerxes  (fold  he)  who  had  brought  my  Prince  to  hi» 
Chamber,  and  got  him  to  Bed,  the  better  to  give  him  reft^ 
retired  with  the  Company  that  had  attended  him  thiiher. 
As  foon  as  Oroondates  faw  himfelf  at  liberty,  fetching  ma- 
ny deep  Sighs  and  Groans,  he  fell  into  fuch  grievous  Com- 
plaining of  his  cruel  Deftiny,  and  that  with  fuch  vehc- 
mcncy,  that  I  verily  believed  his  Soul  was  about  to  take 
Wing  upon  the  ftormy  Tetnpeft  that  was  raifed  in  it ;  and 
this  conftrained  me  to  comfort  him  all  I  was  able,  in  fuch 
a  torrent  of  Defpair  as  I  perceived  him  floating  on  and 
violently  carried  away  from  his  Reafon  and  Judgment  by 
its  Rapidity,  -when  fcarce  had  I  begun  to  open  my  Mouth: 
But  *Ah  (faid  be)  Araxis^  let  me  alone,  and  give  this 
*'miferable  Wretch  leave  to  die  in  Peace  ;  chain  thy  felf 

*  no  longer  to  the  ill  Fortune  of  the  mdft  unhappy  Man 

*  on  the  face  of  the  whole  Ea^th;  take  my  Gold  and 
^^•^Jewels,  and  whatever  elfe  I  have  left,  to  enable-  thy  re- 

*  turn  to  thy  Friends  and  mine ;  loofc  both  the  fight  and 

*  remembrance  of  him  who  would  overwhelm  thee  in  his 

*  Ruins,  if  thou  (hpuldeft  be  foobftinate  as  to  accompany 

*  him ;  I  ehdui*ed  thy  afliftance  as  long  as  I  was  fdifered  to 
*'  live ;  but  now  that  this  fis  prohibited  me,  and  that  I  have 
^"  received  the  cruel  Sentence  of  Death ;  leave  me  for  ever, 

*  and  tell  the  King  of  Scythia  the  fatal  News  of  Oromdates 

*  his  Deftiny  5  tell  him  I  am  dead  by  a  Sovereign  Decree, 

*  pronounced  by  the  faireft  Mouthjn  the  World ;  tell  him 

*  Darius  takes'  Revenge  by  his  Daughter  for  the  defeat  of 

*  his  Armies,  and  that  my  Life  attones  for  fo^many  Thou- 

*  fands  of  his  Subjedks  flain  in  cruel  Wars. 

'  1  muft  confefs  to  you,  Sir,*hat  my  Grief  at  this  was  ex- 
trcamj  yet  I  laboured  all  I  could  to  comfort  and  rcfettle 

him 
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))im  in  hts  former  good  Humoar,  wvh  Tears  iHowiiig  al 
faft  as  his;  hotwithftaAcking  which  all  my  endeavours  (aad 
thofe  of  the  King,  Qi^eens,  and  Princefs  ParifiHi^  wbo  came 
to  vific  him,  and  ufe  many  words  of  Coufoladon^  had  been 
in  vain,  i{  ^tincc  Artaxerxes  had  not  fiannd  Doore  prevailii^ 
Keafons  to  make  him  in  love  with  life. 

That  Prince,  who  loved  him  entirely,  comii^  one  Mofii« 
ing  to*  vifit  him,  found  him  in  a  high  Feavouryhis  Face  ovcss* 
flowed  with  Tears,  and  ftretching  out  his  Arms  co  em* 
brace  him,  my  Prince  put  him  back  with  all  the  Force  Jiis 
Fceblfcnefs  wouW  allow  him :  *  No,  no,  (faid  he)  ArtMx^ 
erxeSf  'cis  not  to  me  thefe  Kindnefles  are  any  longer  due: 
you  mtift  now  change  your  manner  of  Living  with  me^ 
and  with  your  Error  loofe  a  Friendfliip  I  have  not  dc* 
ferved,  and  which  I  can  no  longer  detain  without  de^ 
ceiving  your  Goodnefi;  though  the  Advantages  I  receive 
thereby  are  exceeding  great,  1  cannot  fuffer  my  (elf  ftUl 
to  be  guilty  of  abufing  you ;  and  having  nothing  mote 
to  fear,  I  have  now  no  more  need  to  di&nble. 
Artaxerxesy  aftonifhed  at  this  unexpci^ed  Difcourfe,  knew 
not  to  what  it  might  tend ;  but  whiift  he  was  in  thi^ 
Amaze,  my  Prince  proceeded :  *  Be  not  (continued  be) 
'  {o  Ibon  tranfponed  with  Wonder,  Artaxerxes*^  and  fince 
I  perceive  in  you  a  Defire  to  know  the  Giuie  of  this 
Defpair  you  (ee  me  reduced  to,  learn  with  the  Crime 
the  Name  and  Qtiality  of  him  yoa  have  fo  much  bo* 
noured  with  your  Friendihip;  but  ratber  ( purlued  be, 
prefenting  him  with  the  Pdmmel  of  a  Dagger,  and  holding 
the  Point  in  his  own  Hand)  ^take  this  Steel  as  the  Re^ 
venger  of  the  Injuries  I  have  done  you  ;  and  as  foon  as 
I  have  told  you.  It  will  be  (afe  for  jiour  EftatcL  •  and 
pleafing  to  all  your  Friends,  ftrike  it  through  the  rieait 
of  this  Difloyal  Man>  who  has  repayed  your  Friendihip 
with  Diffimulation :  For  conlider  me  no  longer  as 
t>rt>ntes  Prince  of  the  Majfagetes^  but  as  Oromdates  Son 
to  the  king  of  Scyfhia,  who  have  fo  often  made  the 
Fields  bufli  with  tht  Blood  of  your  Subjiedb,  and  whom 
(to  make  him  yet  more  abfolutdy  guilty)  the  Beamy  of 
the  Princefs  S^/tr/f^  your  Sifter,  hath  drawn  to  this  Court, 
where  her  difdain  has  reduced  bim  to  the  mifemble 
Condition  wherein  you  fee  him  :  Why  do  you  ftill  de- 
lay, wben  I  have-te^dyott'thefe'tbings?  You  will  no^;be 
to  blame  in deftroyir^ the  Man  you  have,  fo^mucb  caule 
xd  i»te :  the  King  your  Father  w^I  thank  yon,  apd  your 

Sifter 
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^  SS^bsf  f  who  BcjQm  Ihe  kneur  was^  poCTefled  with  an 
t  UjtMditary  hacrad  }  will  tbmk  ber  ielf  extreaQ:ily  obliged 
?  td  you  fer  it.  . 

Anaxerxesj  whom  this  unexpcAed  difcovery  hadftnick 
l|rith  more  Aaiaxnnenc  than  before,  ftood  a  while  fixjed  ati4 
immoveable  as  a  Siiaxue^  whilft  Tears  trickled  apace  ^  yei: 
Cin^ttdat^s  perfiftiBg  in  his  defign  of  dying,  and  angry  c6 
fee  bim  fo  flow  in  taking  Revenge,  '  Theie  Tears  (faid  he) 
^  injure  your  Courage,  and  this  Irr^folurion  wrgngs  the 

*  Generoftcy  of  Aruxerxes ;  let  not  xb'is  occaiion  eicape  to 

*  revoigc  your  felf  of  a  powerful  Enemy,  and  to  oblige 

*  a  faithful  Friend ;  my  Death  will  be  more  glorious  fron^ 

*  jour  Hand,  than  from  my  own  i  and  though  both  Ihould 

*  sefttfe  to  give  it  me.  Love,  Grief,  and  Sicknefs,  will  flion> 
^  ly  accompIKh  my  Defires. 

Prince  Artaxerxes  by  this  time  being  come  out  of  his 
AmaiDement,  and  finding  all  real  which  at  firft  he  fup^ 
poied  bad  been  but  a  Dream,  caft  his  Arms  about  Orooiu 
datesy  and  ftridkly  embraced  him ;  by  which  my  Prince, 
finding  the  great  Lnye  he  bore  him,  notwichflanding  this 
Dodoration,  fcaming^  to  be  outrdone  in  Generoficy,  em^ 
famced  him  with  the  like  Afiedion ;  they  held  one  another 
a  good  while  in  this  manner,  that  they  iieemed  to  become 
one  Body :  But  at  laft,  Time  having  diffipated  Axuxerxts^ 
Aftoniftmenc,  and  givbn  faimleafiire  to  recover  bisSpints^ 
he  faid  with  a  fetded  Countenance,  ^  Great  Prince,  the  £r* 
^  ror  your  Difguife  has  made  me  live  in,  cau(es  in  me  as 
f  much  Trouble,  as  the  honour  of  (<eing  you  in  this  place 
^^Ibas  Joy  for  fo  'nncxpedied  a  Hat^inefs;  I  have  sailed 
^iitfiaitety  in  my  Behaviour  tov^^rds  you,  and  were  I  not 
^•affiired  of  year  Goodnefs,  all  hope  of  Pardon  would  va- 
^  tiift,  as  you  (if  I  may  fay  fucha.thing^  (hall  be  a  good 
^;  while  before  you  obtain  it  for  an  Opinioi)  {hat  has  fo 
^  D^iomlly  otfended  me :  Cruel  Orodndatcs^  could  yo^i  once 
^  -conceive  that  the  change  of  yov^  Condition,  and  the 
^  halted  of  our  Families,  could  change  my  Affp(Stion  to* 
-  wdfds  you,  or  make  me  fo  degfct^cr^ce  from,  the  ftriifl 
^'Rttl^  of  Virtue,  as  to  lay  hold  on  fuch  a<i  occafion  to 
*  pevenge  my  feif  of  an  Enemy,  from  whom  I  have  re- 
^  edved  my  Ltfe  and  Liberty ;  no,.  Pofterity  (h^U  not  ble* 
^  miih  AftAX9trxes  vvffh  fuch*  a  Crin^i  the  Stain  whereof 
^  i«««ild  remain  Ei»mddly  in  thie  Blopd-Royal  pf  JPerfia^    I 
^  loved  you  as  Or^ntsj^  but  I  "iviUhpnour  yoti  as  prooTt^ 
^  dd^es^   J£  Statira^^'iiibom  you  so<>  *ninch  honour;  with 

your 
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'  your  Love,  be  defthure  of  die  £iine  IncEnation^  uA 

*  the  fenfe  of  the  Pains  you  have  taken '  for  ber,  I  will 
'  difovVn  her  as  a  Sifter,  and  declare  my  ielf  her  Eneoay; 
'  norwhhftanding  I  hope  that  the  Knowledge  of  yonr 
*■  Merits  and  your  Biixn  added  to  the  force  of  my  Ber-* 
^  {wafionSy  will  be  able  to  prevail  much  with  her,  agauiii^ 
^  whom  I  cake  your  part  with  fo  ftrong  a  Paflion,  dut  yoa 

*  fliall  foon  perceive  how  dear  your  Interefb  are  to  roc :  iU| 

*  the  Recompence  I  pretend  to  by  it,  is  no  more  than  co 
^  change  the  manner  of  your  dikontented  Life,  feeing  | 

*  can  take  no  pleaftn-e  in  mine  while  yoa  are  fo  aflidod,. 

*  and  that  from  henceforth  you  ought  to  rely  upon  m\ 

*  Care  in  whatfoever  ftull  concern  you. 

This  fo  eflfeAUally  wrought  with  my  Prince^  that  all 
the  Words  in  the  World  are  not  capable  to  ezpiefs  the 
fndden  Joy  he  conceived,  which  in  his  weak  Con£tioa 
had  like  to  have  proved  fatal  to  him  by  its  ezcefs.  He 
returned  the  Prince  of  Per/ia  infinite  Thanks,  with  many 
ftrift  Embraces,  and  Words  f^ll  of  Acknowledgment,  in 
the  txioft  obliging  terms ;  and  no  fooner  they  parted,  but 
that  genetofis  Friend  w^t  diredly  to  his  Sifler*$  Apart* 
ment  to  foUicit  my  Mafter's  Affairs,  rejoj'cing  he  had 
fotmd  thfe  means  to  require  pan  of  his  Engagement ;  and 
finding  her  alone,  fitting  down  by  her,  and  a  while  filent- 
ly  looking  upon  her,  prcffing  her  Hands  gently  between 
his  ;  Sifier  ( laid  he,  with  a  Voice  lefs  aflTured  dian  at  other 
times)  is  if  not  true  that  you  love  me  well}  The  Princeiis 
wondering  at  this  Queftion,  and  looking  eameftly  on  him 
a  while,  replyed,  *  Yes,  Brother,  it  is  true,  and  it  ts  not

He  had  proceeded  bat  Koxana^  who  miftrufted  fome* 
thing  from  this  long  Difcourfe,  came  malicioufly  to  inter^ 
rapt  ir,  as  (he  did  afterward  all  the  Joys  of  my  ^Princes 
Life  :  f<)r  being  paflionately  in  love  with  him  her  felf, 
and  wich  all  her  cunn>ng  and  plain  Expreffions,  not  being 
able  to  fharrer  his  Refolutions,  or  make  him  endine  in  the 
leaft  to  favour  her  in  her  Preienfions,  but  rather  to  deteft 
her  for  the  fenfible  trouble  (he  gave  him,  in  the  birth  of . 
his  Aifedlion  to  his  Princefs  ^  this  wicked  Woman  la- 
boured all  tliac  was  in  her  power  to  didblve  the  Band  that 
united  the  Souls  of  thefe  lUuftrious  Perfons,  She  was 
indeed  a  Princefs,  Daughter  to  Cohort amuy  Coufin  German 
to  Darlusy  and  Govemour  of  the  Province  of  the  Sacant^ 
very  Cunning,  and  tolerably  Beautiful ;  fo  that  in  the 
end  (he  captivated  Ahxander  the  Great,  who  made  her. 
his  Queen,  as  you  well  know  :  And  therefore,  pailing 
that  over,  I  (hall  only  tell  you  farther,  that  the  firlk  time 
my  Mailer  obferved  her  Inclinations  towards  him,  was 
at  the  Wedding  of  the  valiant  Mcmnm,  with  the  fair 
Princefs  Barfinaj  Daughter  to  Ariabanus  i  but  then  and 
afterwards,  finding  he  appeared  infenfible  of  her  Words 
and  A(5lions,  though  plain  enough  to  be  underftood,  (be 
one  day  flipt  a  Paper  into  his  Sleeve,  which  he  found 
when  he  retired  into  his  Chamber :  He  fufpedled  not  the 
Truth  at  firft,  but  having  opened  it,  he  faw  thefe  words, 
which  he  read  before  me,  and  which  made  him  fufficiently 
know  the  Perfon  that  had  written  them  ; 

*  Is  it  poflible,  Oromes^  that  my  paft  Adlions  fhould 
not  have  dilcovered  my  Inclinations  to  you,  and  that 
contrary  to  Decency  and  Modefty  you  force  me  to  de- 
dare  I  love  you  ?  'Tis  true,  Orontes^  you  do  conftrain 
me  to  it,  but  make  not  a  wrong  ufe  of  it,  npr  under- 
value her,  who  hath  fufficiently  undervalued  her  felf, 
in  doing  that  for  you,  which  (he  ought  to  have  expcdled 
from  you. 

*Tis  true,  my  Prince  concealed  her  Follies,  though  he 
defpi(ed  them,  and  did  all  he  could  to  ifhun  herConverfa- 
tion,  eipecially  in  private;  and  in  the  mean  tin\c  he  re- 
ceived fo  many  proofs  of  Friend(hip  from  his  Princefs,  as 
he  had  never  wi(hed  for  greater  ;  and  then  it  was  that 
he  was  truly  Happy,  both  by  Artaxerxes  his  Affiftancc,  and 
by  Stanrd$  Incluution.    But  Fortune,  who  makes  her  Pa- 

D  ftim^ 
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fthnc  of  our  Dcftinies,  had  only  raifed  him  to  that  height, 
to  hnrle  him  down  with  a  greater  Violence  into  the  bot- 
tomleft  Abyfs  of  Miferies,  in  which  he  has  been  plunged 
the  remainder  of  his  Days  j  for  now  the  Wars,  that  had 
been  lain  afleep  for  a  time  between  Perfia  and  Scythia^ 
awakened  as  Crnel  as  ever,  to  difturb  my  Prince's  Joys, 
and  the  quiet  Repofe  of  lading  Happinefs  he  had  fondly 
promifed  to  bimlelf :  for  the  Scythians^  having  the  Year 
before  been  invaded  by  the  Perjiansj  rcfolved  to  requite 
it  by  carrying  War  into  Perfia  at  an  unlucky  time,  when 
Alexander  invaded  Ajia,  and  had  already  made  the 
Terror  of  his  Name  fpread  by  the  Defeat  of  the  Ttbul- 
liansy  and  the  taking  of  Thebes  ;  And  though  Darius^  the 
moft  Potent  Monarch  in  the  World,  defpilcd  this  young 
Conqueror,  and  threatned  him  with  Rods,  his  grave 
Cbuncellors  were  of  a  different  Opinion,  and  gave  advice 
lie  fhould  oppofe  him  in  Perfon,  whilft  one  of  his  Lieu- 
tenants managed  the  War  againft  the  Scythians  ;  and  that 
Charge  was  given  to  theCondu(St  of  Vunct  Artabafus,  an 
old  experienced  General,  with  looooo  Men,  and  that 
Prince  Artaxerxes  (hould  accompany  him,  whilft  Darius 
prepared  greater  Forces  to  oppofe  the  Macedonian.  My 
j?rince,  who  refolved  not  to  leave  his  dear  Brother,  was 
much  troubled  that  he  muft  now  Engage  againft  his  own 
Country',  by  a  Cruel  Neceflity  5  but  after  a  long  and  ftor- 
fhy  Conteft  in  his  Breaft,  between  his  Obedience  and 
Love,  and  his  Inviolable  Fricndfliip  loV nncQ Artaxerxes^ 
powerfully  joyning  with  the  latter,  it  after  much  ftrag- 
gling  prevailed  ;  though  the  Prince  of  Perjia  laboured  all 
he  cculd  to  perfv^^de  him  from  it,  expreiling  his  own 
Sorrow  and  hard  Fortune,  that  conftrained  by  Honour, 
and  the  Tyes  of  his  Obedience,  contrary  to  his  Inclina- 
tions, he  was  to  War  againft  the  Father  of  his  dear 
Friend,  vowing  to  fpare  the  Lives  of  his  Subjeds  all  that 
lay  in  his  power. 

The  Army  being  now  ready  to  march,  and  my  Prince 
having  prepared  his  Equipage,  after  having  taken  leave 
of  the  King,  the  Queens,  and  the  Princefs  Parifath,  he 
went  with  Artaxerxes  to  Statiras  Lodging,  whom  they 
found  in  her  Ciofet  fo  extreamly  afBidked,  that  for  a  time' 
they  difpaired  of  Comforting  her,  and  her  Tears  appear- 
ing as  fo  many  Omens,  foretelling  fome  great  Misfonune 
at  hand,  they  could  not  refrain  Ihedding  fome  to  bear 
hers  co'itipamy  ;  after  which  f^r^fwfrw,  to  oblige  my  Prince 

retired- 
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retired  ca  converfe  with  fome  Ladies  chat  were  in  the 
Chamber ;  when  Oromdates^  kneeling  at  her  Feet,  and 
taking  her  fair  Hand  between  bis,  whereon  he  paflionat^ly 
imprinted  many  tender  Ki flies ;  Madam  (faid  he)  jfou  would 
much  wrong  tnc^  if  you  were  not  tnoft  ajfured  that  your  Grhft 
Are  af  leaji  as  fenfihle  to  me  as  to  jour  felf-^  but  if  in  the 
Vnhapjfinq/s  which  fefarates  me  fromyoUj  I  might  yet  hope 
fw.  any  good  Fcttune  ;  O  Gods^  how  Infinite  a  one  it  would 
frcroe  to  me^  if  I  could  pretend  to  anyjhare  in  the  Tears  I  fee 
foujhed^  and  iftl^e  departure  of  a  dear  Brother^  whom,  next  to 
your  Je/fy  t  love  and  honour  above  all  the  fVarld^  were  not  thi 
foie  occajion  of  them  ?  ^  Yoa  were  never  fo  Jngratefbli 
'  Oroondates^  (  anfwered  the  Princefs,  in  a  fad  tone)  if  af* 

*  ter  the  Proofs  I  have  given  you  of  my  Friendfhip,  you 

*  fhould  any  ways  doubt  it  ^  and  but  dim-fighted,  if  you 

*  perceive  not  your  departure  does  very  ienfibly  affliA 

*  me.    *Tis  true,  I  love  Artaxerxes  better  than  my  felf, 

*  yet  my  AfTetflions  to  Prince  Oroondates  give  no  place 

*  to  that  I  bear  to  him ;  the  Tears  I  flied  are  indeea  for 
'  both,   but  if  they  can  ftiffcr  a  Difference  without  in-* 

*  jaring  my  Kindnefs  to  fo  loving  a  Brother,  you  have 
^  leave  to  make  a  Judgment  of  them  to  your  Advantage^ 

*  and  draw  Comfort  from  it  ift  our  common  Calamity,  it 

*  you  can  take  any  from  things  of  fo  fmall  a  Moment; 
My  Prince  was  fo  overjoy 'd  at  thefe  words,  that  he 

tvas  fcarce  able  to  contain  himfelf  within  any  Bounds  of 
Moderation !  he  ezprefied  his  Thanks,  and  the  high  Satis- 
faction he  conceived  in  the  moft  obliging  Terms,  renew- 
ing,* by  repeated  Vows  and  Promifes,  his  Eternal  Fidelity', 
iiKi  had  the  like  Affisrances  from  the  Goodnefs  of  his 
Princefs,  I  ibould  be  over-tedious  to  you,  in  repciating 
all  the  Words  and  Endearing  Expreflions  that  paffed  ac 
this  time  between  thefe  two  lUuftrious  Lovers ;  and  their 
tewillingnefs  to  part,  with'  the  nevv  Stream  of  Tears  that 
flowed  from  their  Eyes,  pfefaged  their  furttre  Misfonu'nes, 
Artaxerxes^  im'patient  cf  fo  long  a  ftay,  re-entefed  to  the 
Clofet,  and  put  a  ftop  to  the  freedom  of  their  Difcourfe  y 
and  perlcciying  Thai's  yet  flowing  from  the  Eyes  of  the 
PriAcefs  ;  Sifter^  (faid  he^  yp^  flmld  blujh^  confuderiftg from 
whom'  you  are  defcended,  to  fhetti  fo  little  Courage  to  them, 
whom  your  Grief  toiiches  fo  fenfibiy  ;  what  could  you  dp  mire^ 
if  you  fkw  one  of  us  carried  to  our  Funeral^  to  receive  the 
lajh  Duties  of  AffeUion  from  you '>  Ah,  Cruel  Brother,  (cryed 
mt)  with  v^hat  blac/^  Omens  -do  you  threaten  me^  and  with 
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rphat  unforttmntc  Frrfages  do  yon  redoullc  my  Sorrows !  IVIII 
ycu  not  pardon  thejc  /mall  Tcftimcnies  of  them  to  the  Friend-' 
Jhip  I  bear  yoU',  and  to  that  your  Jclf  have  given  birth  to, 

*  I  am  much  obliged  to  you  for  both,  (replied  the 
Princefs)  ^biit  I  Ihould  be  joyed  to  fee  you  bear  this 
'  parting  with  more  Moderation :  fo  cxccflive  a  Sadne'.s 

*  may  make  it  be  believed,  that  in   this   Separation  you 

*  lament  more  than  a  Brother ;  not  but  the  Proofs  of  Af- 

*  fedion  you  beftow  on  my  OroondAtcs  are  as  plc^fing  to 
'  me  as  to  himfelf :    But,  dear  Sifter,  thefe  Tears  were 

*  more  excufable,  if  you  were  deprived  of  all  Hope  ro 

*  fee  him  again,  and  if  they  were  not  prejudicial  to  what 

*  we  hitherto  have  fo  carefully  concealed.  Wdl  then 
(anfwered  the  Princefs,  fomewhat  moderating  her  Grief  ^ 
I  will  endea:uour  to  bear  what  is  iwpojjible  for  me  to  avoid ; 
but  however^  Oroondates,  J  recommend  Artaxerxes  to  you  ^  and 
you  Brother  J  be  careful  of  Oroondates  bis  Safety^  Jince  you 
have  engaged  me  to  love  him. 

After  thefe  and  many  other  Difcourfes,  fceibg  the  Day 
draw  to  a  c'ofe,  as  they  were  taking  their  leave,  ihe  gave 
my  Prince  a  Bracelet  of  her  Hair,  which  Ihe  tied  about 
his  Arm,  and  which  he  wore  a  long  time  after,  notwith- 
ftanding  all  the  Accidents  that  befel  him  j  and  refting  as 
well  as  they  could  that  Night,  early  in  the  Morning  they 
received  the  King's  laft  Orders,  and  departed  bravely 
mounted  ta^^vertake  the  Army  that  had  marched  three 
Days  befotia,.. which  by  the  fpeed  of  their  Horfes  they 
.foon  effeift'ed.  Long  it  was  not  before  the  Armies  faced 
each  other,  being  in  a  manner  equal  in  Number,  and  the . 
Commanders  on  both  fides  encouraging  the  Soldiers  with 
Orations  full  of  expedled  Viiikory,  the  Trumpets  founded 
a  Charge,  and  the  Fight  begun  with  great  Fury ;  when 
in  a  little  time  Thousands  of  Gallant  Men  lay  Breathlefe, 
or  weltering  in  their  Blood.  Artaxerxes  comnunded  that 
Day  a  fepa rate. Body  of  Horfe,  and  my  Prince  (though 
it  w^as  offered  him )  refufed  to  take  any  Command,  that  ; 
he  might  be  at  Icafure  to  fight  by  the  ifide  of  his  dear 
Brother ;  and  feeing  their  time,  they  charged  very  furi- 
oufly,  doing  many  Brave  and  Gallant  Actions  5  yet  (paring 
the  Lives  of  as  many  Scythians  as  they  could,  with  tneir 
own  Safety,  and  that  of  their  Men,  not  putting  forth  that 
Force  they  would  have  done  againft  any  other  Enemy, 
than  the  Father  and  Subj9ds  of  Oroondates. 
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By  this  time,  having  broken  into  the  Squadrons,  and 
made  the  Battel  fwerve,  Artaxerxcs  perceiving  a  Rich 
Standard,  and  doubting  the  King  of  Scyfbta.  might  be  near 
it,  and  chat  prefling  on  he  might,  Cvontrary  to  his  Mind, 
involve  him  in  the  General  DeftrucSIcn,  he  grew  cold  in 
the  height  of  the  Adion,  and  ftayed  the  Fury  of  his  Men, 
by  Entreaties  and  Commands ;  and  not  taking  fo  much 
Care  of  himleif  in  that  Hurry  as  he  ought  to  have  done, 
he  received  two  Wounds,  from'^which  the  B'ood  ran  down 
apace ;  which  Orcondnca  perceiving,  rid  up  clofe  to  him, 
Arraxerxes  (faid  he)  jf  your  Friendjhip  to  mc  makes  you  fuf» 
ftr  your  felf  to  be  J{lllcd^  my  Death  Jh all  miickly  free  you  fi'cm 
tbit  Ccnjidcration.  He  had  fcarcely  fpoke  thefe  words, 
when  he  faw  that  dear  Friend  receive  a  third  Wound, 
which  lo  all  over  cnflamed  _my  Prince  with  Fury,  that  he 
flew  upon  him  that  gave  it,  and  foon  laid  him  Dead  ac 
his  Fecc,  prefling  with  fuch  a  daring  Valour,  tliat  he  foon 
made  an  Incredible  Slaughter,  of  ihofe  tliat  oppofed  his 
PafTage  ;  and  ylrtaxcrxcs  leeing  him  fo  far  Engaged,  and 
in  fome  Danger,  was  not  flow  #d  Iccond  him,  forgetting 
all  Confiderarion  of  his  own  Wounds  and  Safety,  (bowing 
Proofs  of  an  Incomparable  Valour.  I  did  my  Endeavour 
to  fecond  them,  and  keeping  as  clofe  as  I  could,  I  faw 
the  Perjians  animated  by  their  Glorious  Example,  fight 
with  fo  much  Courage,  that  their  Enemies  retired  before 
them  in  much  Difordcr :  but  foon  after  new  Referves,  who 
came  to  fucccui;  them,  encompafled  them  on  every  fide  : 
There  it  was  (  O  Misfortune,  which  Afia  can  ncvn  recover) 
that  poor  Artaxcrxes^  being  no  longer  held  with  any  Con- 
fideration,  Fighting  for  the  Life  of  his  dear  Oroondates^ 
whom  he  faw  in  extream  Danger,  afrer  his  Sword  ha4 
hemmed  him  in,  with  a  Rampart  of  Dead  Bodies,  fell  in 
the  end  himfelf  above  them,  loofing  his  precious  Life  by 
a  great  Number  of  honourable  Wounds :  the  Jaft  Tefti- 
mony  of  his  AfFecfkion  was,  to  turn  his  Dying  Breath  into 
a  Farewell  to  my  Prince ;  who  feeing  this  Kill«ing  Sight, 
and  not  able  to  Recover  the  Body  of  his'  dear  Friend,  in- 
Ipired  with  Rage  and  Defpair,  he  flew  upon  thofe  that 
flood  in  his  way,  and  made  f\ich  a  Slaughter  of  them  in 
a  fiiort  time,  that  the  Blood,  wherewith  he  was  befmeared 
all  over,  made  him  look  Dreadful  in  a  moment.  He  fought 
no  longer  for  his  Life,  but  having  refolved  to  loofe  ir,  he 
meant  to  accompany  it  by  fo  many  others,  that  the  Ghoft 
pf  Aitaxcrxes  (hculd  be  fully  fatisfied  ;    fo  that  on  the 
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Point  of  a  Thoufend  Swprds  he  tiad  found  th^c  Death  he 
fp  earneftlv  dcfired,  had  he  not  been  forcibly  carried 
away  by  tlie  Throng  of  a  great  Number  of  our  flying 
Men  J  and  tSpugh  to  *  prevent  it  he  ftruck  at  all  Indiffe- 
rently, yet  it  proved  in  vain;  for  being  lifted  out  of  his 
Saddle,  he  v^as  born  from  the  Ranks ;  and  Night  coming 
on,  the  Battel  ceafed.  The  Stythiavs^  though  they  loft  a 
great  Number  of  their  Men,  had  the  Honour  to  keep  the 
Field,  whilft  the  Pcrfians  retired  a  little,  and  caufed  the 
Bodies  of  the  Slain,  both  Pcrjians  and  Scythians,  to  be, burnt 
on  huge  Funeral  Piles,  which  difappointed  us  of  the  Re- 
covery of  the  Body  of  Anaxerxcsy  which  would  have  been 
fpme  Comfort  to  my  Mafter  in  his  deep  Sorrow,  that  he 
might  have  done  his  laft  Duty  of  paying  him  thofe  Fu- 
neral Rites,  due  to  fo  dear  a  Friend,  and  fo  great  a 
Trince. 

My  Prince  being  Entranced  by  Lofs  of  Blood,  his  mant 
dangerous  Wounds,  and  the  Wearinefs  of  the  Fight,/ we 
found  a  means,  by  the  help  of  three  Soldiers,  tonj^rry 
him  to  the  Town  of  Brtfa.  where  we  had  left  our  Bag- 
gage ;  and  being  admittea  by  the  Governnour,  we  got 
him  to  Bed  in  his  Lodgings,  and  upon  fearch  found  he 
had  received  five  or  fix  dangerous  Wounds  5  but  whilft 
the  Surgeons  were  endeavouring  to  drefs  them,  he  opened 
his  Eyes,  and  appeared  wonderfully  Aftonilhed  to  find  he 
was  yet  alive,  crying  out  as  loud  as  his  Weaknefs  would 
fuff^E  bim^  O  Godsy  do  you  force  me  to  live  Jiill\  and  then 
paufing  a  while,  Barbarous  People  ( continued  he  to   thofe 
«bout  him  )  you  Jirive  but  in  vain  to  prefcrve  my  Lifc^  and 
the  Gods,  who  have  thus  long  for  mi  t  ted  you  to  prefirve  it, 
have  not  left^  me  dejiitute  of  Means  to  take  it  nvQ^y-     And 
indeed  all  the  Endeavours  we- could  ufe  to  petfwade  him 
to  live,  proved  in  vain,  when   the  pitioujS  Death  of  his 
&Qzr  Artaxerxes  came  into  his  Mind.    He  attempted  ofteii 
to  lay  Viole/^t  Hands  on  himfelf,  till  the  Confideration  of 
Statira*s  Love,  and  the  Sorrow  his  Death,  in  all  likelihood, 
would  caufe  in  that  fair  Princcfs,  being  urged  to  him  by 
me,  with  many  ftrong  Reafons,  awakened  his  Pafl5on,  and 
made  hirn  begin  to  think  of  Life,  that  he  might  keep  the 
Vows  he  had  made  her ;  yet  his  Sorrow  concinued  with 
fo  many  Tears  and  Sighs,  as  made  .me  fear  That  klon&, 
wQuld  fend  him  to  his  Grave. ;  He  was  'viiitcd  by  the 
Governour,  and,  many  of  the  greateft  Quality  in  the  place, 
whp,  having  Ceen  hijn  in  fuch  high^  Favour  with  p.rrhlj^. 
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did  <3fiSKS^5COuI<l  CO  cotnfoit  him,  and  pcrfwade  bim 
to  pte^^lfe  Life ;  and  if  fbr  no  odier  Confidcrationy 
yet  for  tbav^f  his  Honour,  that  be  mighc  ftand  a  Bul- 
wark CO  Pcrjiaj  againft  cbe  Torrent  of  Alexanders  Vi« 
Ivories. 

One  Day  cbe  Govemour  coming  into  my  Mailer's  Cham* 
ber  with  a  dejeded  Countenance  ;  '  Ah»  Sir,  ( faid  he ) 
'  now  it  is  indeed  chat  the  Qpds  have  forfaken  us,  and 
'  chat  the  Royal  Family  of  J^cifis  is  chreacned  wich  cer- 
'  cain  Ruin,  and  che  Empire  With  a  General  Defoktion, 
Thefe  words  having  ftirred  up  a  Defire  in  my  Prince  to 
prefs  him  further,  he  fat  do\Vn  by  liis  Bed-fide,  and  Iet« 
ting  fall  fome  Tears ;  '  Ah,  .§r,  ( faid  he)  Alexander  with 
a  handful  of  Men  has  pa£RKl  the  Granicusy  and  Routed 
all  the  Forces  the  King  had  fent  to  hinder  his  Paflage. 
The  Wonders  be  has  done  fiow,  make  him  almoft  pafs 
for  a  God ;  the  Obftacic  of  a  deep  fwift  River,  and  the 
Banks  that  are  almoft  "0^  an  Inacceilible  Heiebt,  and 
covered  with  an  Infinite  Number  of  our  Meoj  have  not 
been  able  to  abate  his  Courage,  nor  retard  z  VkSory, 
which  he  has  moft  Glorioufly  obtained  ;  but  leaping 
hin^ielf  firft  into  the  Water,  teaching  his  Soldiers  to  de* 
fpife  a  Danger  which  he  braved  with  fo  much  Afliirance  ; 
he  waded  through,  and  gained  the  Shoar  in  fpite  of 
Oppofition  h  fighting  firft  with  his Javeline,  and  then  with 
his  Swordy  he  flew  Rjpefaces  and  Sfithridates^  two  Va- 
liant Commanders,  and  now  preffes  on  like  a  Torient, 
bearing  all  down  before  him  ;  (b  that  the  King  has  re- 
called his  Anny  from  the  Borders  of  Scythia^  and  is  prc^ 
paring  in  Perfon  with  Three  Hundred  Thoufand  M^ 
to  oppofe  this  Inundation  of  War  broke  in  upon  his 
Empire.  And  Alexander  hearing  of  tiie  Death  of  the 
Valiant  Ateurnon^  makes  litde  account  of  any  other  Cap« 
tains  in  the  Perfian  Army.  I  need  not,  Sir,  ( faid  Araxis) 
rouble  you  with  a  Relation  of  Alexanders  Vidlories, 
who,  in  u>  fliort  a  time,  fwept  away  almoft  all  the  Cities 
and  ftrong  Towns  of  Afia^  fince  your  fe!f  has  been  a 
Wimefs  of  his  Prodigious  Conquefts,  and  know  them 
better  than  I;  yet  this  Difcourfe  of  the  Govemour, 
though  more  at  large,  much  troubled  my  Prince,  that 
his  Wounds  fhould  keep  him  Idle,  whilft  Darius  was 
caking  the  Field. 

QrcopGodsj  (crycd  he)  are  you  fo  much  concerned  in  the 
&fhy:  ef  one  Ato,  that-  to  raife  him  up  you  will  defiroy  the 
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^mdge  that  comes  neareft  to  ycur  Grcatncfs  ?  AJ\  hovif  jujiiy 
do  you  funijh  the  meannefs  of  my  Spirit  ?  And  how  denrly 
do  you  make  me  buy  this  Life,  which  I  Jo  wretchedly  Languffh 
out  fince  the  Death  of  my;  dear  Artaxerxes.  And  qow  it 
was  that  he  laboured  to  be  healed,  that  in  this  Extremity 
he  might  not  be  wanting  to  the  Father  of  his  fair  Princefs  : 
yet  his  Wounds,  that  were  very  deep,  kept  him  in  Bed  a 
confiderable  time,  notwithftanding  all  the  Endeavours  that 
were  ufed  to  cure  them. 

Araxis  having  meafured  his  Difcourfe  out  till  the  Even- 
ing, Lyfimachus  was  willing  to  defer  the  Piofecution  of  it 
till  another  Oppommiiy ;  and  having  vifited  Oroondntes^ 
and  rcfrcflicd  tliemfelves,  they  betook  themfelves  to  their 
Rcpoft. 
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WHilft  others  enjoyed  the  Quiet  of  Sleep  to  refrefli 
weary  Nature,  and  recover  the  decay  of  Strength 
the  Toils  of  the  Day  had  enfeebled.  Prince  Oroondatcs  con- 
tinued Reftlefs,  and  the  cruel  Thoughts  of  his  Murihered 
Princefs  baniftied  all  Slumber  from  his  Eyes,  and  Peace 
from  his  Mind  ;  fometimes  he  fancied  (he  ftoc  d  before  him 
Crimfoned  in  her  own  Blood,  and  with  up-lifted  Hands 
and  filent  Looks,  craved  a  fpeedy  Revenge  on  her  Mur- 
thcrers  ;  and  fo  many  ftrangc  Fancies  and  Imaginations 
worked  ftrongly  on  him,  thai  they  made  him  exprefs  him- 
felf  in  terms  which  little  differed  from  a  Diftracftion ;  and 
fo  he  continued  tormenting  his  Spirits  till  the  Sun-beams 
began  to  appear  upon  the  Earth  :  When  falling  into  a  little 
Slumber,  he  thought  his  Princefs  appeared  to  him  in  all  her 
Comely  Beauties,  and  verily  believed  he  heard  her  Voice 
It  his  Beds  head,  which  often  having  pronounced  his 
Name,  faying  ;  Ah^  'tis  he^  Orontes,  my  dear  Orontes. 
Thefe  Words  which  he  believed  he  effeAually  heard, 
wakened  him  in  a  ftart,  and  drawing  the  Curtain,  he 
fancied  be  fa-.v  in  his  Chamber  the  very  Face  of  his  d^ar 
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Statirt,  Thiis  Belief  having  marvcloufly  furprized  liim, 
and  made  him  fend  forth  a  loud  Cry,  rhrufting  cut  his 
Head  to  fee  her  more  diftinAly,  her  Image  fuddenly  va^ 
nilhed  from  his  Eyes. 

This  troubled  him  erceedingly,  as  not  being  able  to  di- 
ftinguiihj  whether  the  force  of  his  Imagination  had  repre- 
fenred  a  Shape  to  his  Fancy,  or  whether  the  Ghoft  of  his 
dear  Princefs  had  really  prefcnted  it  felf  lo  his  fiehc,  which 
caft  him  into  a  ftrangc  Perplexity ;  but  the  laft  Perfwafion 
being  the  ftronger,  he  abfolutely  believed  Statira  appeared 
either  to  comfort  him  in  his  AfflicSion,  or  to  animate  him 
by  her  Prefence  to  the  Vengeance  Ihe  defired  at  his  Hands : 
in  this  Conceit  he  cried  out,  PVinther  fly  you j  fair  Pnnccfj? 
Vanijh  net  fo  Joon  from  him  that  dies  for  ycu  ;  fcr  even  in 
Death  yon  appear  no  left  Charming  to  me^  than  when  you 
XQcre  alive  ;  and  I  ought  not  to  be  more  hateful  to  ycu  now^ 
than  vohen  I  was  your  dear  Orpjifcs.  He  laid  much  more 
to  this  purpofe,  calling  on  the  Name  of  Lyjimachus  to 
haften  with  him  to  the  Revenge  they  rcfolved  to  take. 
And  no  fooner  that  Prince  entred  his  Chamber,  but  he 
told  him  what  he  had  feen  and  heard,  exa(^y  defcribing 
the  Princefs  in  fuch  moving  Words,  that  Lyjimachus  joyn.- 
ing  his  Hands,  and  (hrinking  up  his  Shoulders^  Great 
Godsy  (fa id  he)  fince  you  have  been  plcafed  our  Deftinies 
Jhould  be  United  together ^  never  fcparate  them^  but  give  a 
fpeedy  end  to  thcfe  MifcrieSj  which  have  lajled  too  long  aU 
ready.  *  I  do  not  doubt  at  all  ( faid  he,  turning  towards 
the  Prince)  'of  the  Truth  of  what  you  fay,  fince  my  felf 

*  had  juft  fuch  another  Adventure ;  for  paffing  through  a 

*  long  Entry  near  this  Chamber,  the  Ghoft  of  the  Princefs 

*  Parifntis  appeared  to  me ;  (he  had  her  very  Gefture  and 

*  Countenance ;  I  would  have  caft  my  felf  at  her  Feet, 
^  but  Ihe  fo  fuddenly  vanifhed,  that  were  it  not  for  what 

*  you  tell   me  happened  to  you  alfo,  I  (hould  have  con- 

*  eluded  my  Fancy  abufed  me,  and  that  I  had  only  feen 
'  in   Imagination,  what  I  faw  Really  and   without  De- 

*  ceit. 

In  thefc  Opinions  they  were  both  fettled  and  con- 
firmed, that  nothing  was  able  to  move  it  out  of  their 
Minds,  inciting  each  other  with  much  vehemency  to  a 
foeedy  Revenge,  for  a  Satisfa^ion  to  the  Ghoft  of  their 
dear  Prmceflcs :  However,  Lyftmachus^  who  was  the  more 
Moderate  of  the  two,  at  this  time  put  my  Prince  off 
j[whp  would  prefcndy  have  rifen  to  feek  their  Mortal 
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Enemies  and  dye  their  revenging  Swords  m  their  vital 
Blood)  by  anfwering  fomewhat  coldly ;  Asfi&n  (faid  he) 
as  you  are  in  a  better  Condition  to  execute  jour  juji  I{efoIu^ 
Hanry  I  will  ajjift  you  in  all  things^  and  injiru^  you  in  wfjot 
Eftate  the  affairs  of  Predicas  and  Roitana,  m'th  the  other 
Suceeffors  of  Alexander,  are  ;  and  whiljl  you  take  better  reft 
far  the  recovery  of  your  Healthy  I  mil  /fend  the  remainder 
ef  this  Day  in  vifiting  the  Temple  of  Apollo,  a  little  diftance 
from  hence  ;  and  for  you  and  my  Jelfy  enquire  of  the  Oracle 
what  our  Defiinies  or  Fortune  further  defirns  in  the  end  of 
mtrMifery.  To  this  Ofoondates  (who  relolved  to  die,  fincc 
the  Joy  of  his  Life  was  ravifhed  from  him  by  a  cruel  and 
iftitimely  Deftiny)  was  hardly  brought  to  confent;  but  by 
the  urccnt  Perfwafions  of  Lyfimaclnts,  he  with  fome  difc. 
ficulty  uiffered  himfelf  to  be  overcome  |  and  having  ftriC^iy 
embraced  each  other,  they  parted. 

This  ftately  Temple  was  builded  by  King  ArtaxerxeSj 
<me  of  Darius  %  Predeceffors,  though  contrary  to  the  ordi^ 
nary  Cuftom  of  the  Perjians ;  for  almoft  in  all  other  Pro- 
vinces they  made  their  Sacrifices  in  open  Air  under  the 
Canopy  of  Heaven,  for  the  moft  part  on  the   tops  of 
Mountains,  making  the  Glorious  Planet  of  the  Day  their 
Titular  Deity,  at  whofe  rifing  they  offered  Sacrifices,  yows 
jufid  Prayers.    This  Temple  was  adorn'd  with  Gold  and 
Precious  Stone,  built  the  moft  Magnificent  the  World  a,c 
that  time  afforded,  and  ( being  near  the  Euphrates  and  Ba-- 
ijflon)  was  much  frequented.    Lyfimaclms  fetting  forward, 
feon  arrived  there,,  and  found  a  Suanger  of  a  confiderable 
Stature,,  and  Majeftick  Comline^  walking  between  a  row 
of  flately  Trees,   waiting  the  Hour  the   Priefts  ufually 
opened  the  Gates,  who  he  fuppofing  came  to  the  fame 
intent  himfelf  had  done ;.  be  relolved  to  fpend  that  time 
|h  holding  fome  Difcourfe  with  him,  and  entring  into  io, 
loon  perceived^  him  a  Perfon  of  Extraordinary  Parts,  and 
one  of  a  Brave  and  Generous  Mind,  yet  under  the  Per* 
fecution  of  Fonune*s  Inconftancy,  as  himfelf  was.      Ac 
that  time  Lyjimachusj  in  too  great  a  fenfe  of  his  Miferie^ 
proceeded  fo  far  as  to  accul'e  the  Gods  tfaemfelves  of  Par- 
tiality, recounting  many  ftained  with  Innocent  Blood,  and 
Ravifhets.  of  Kingdoms  and  Provinces,  by  Violence  and 
Rapine,  that  they  had  fuffered  to  Hourifii    and  profper 
m  the  World  even  to  Old  Age,  wbilft  loxKJcent  Vercue 
had  been  opprefTed  by  their  Sufferance,  and.  often  reduced 
?o  the  extreameft  of  Miferics,  and  feiting  in'  Bloody,  even 

'-  ■        -^  ■  iri 
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in  the  Flower  of  their  Age ;  bat  the  Stranger  gently  re- 
proved him  for  fuch  rafh  Reflections  on  the  ways  of  Pro- 
vidence, (hewing  him  in  many  Examples  the  Unhappinls 
of  thofe  v\rlcked  Perfons  he  had  mentioned,  and  how  ia 
their  higheft  Eftate,  which  he  looked  on  as  a  Felicity, 
they  were  moft  miferable,  whilft  the  Vemies  of  thofe 
they  opprefled  triumphed  over  them  by  a  quiet  Content- 
ment  of  Mind,  and  an  Infuperable  Padence  and  Conftancy 
in  their  Sufferings.  Which  Difcourfc  wrought  fo  effaStu- 
ally  on  Ljfimachus,  that  it  eafed  part  of  his  Troubles,  and 
ftrongly  confirmed  him  to  bear  his  Afflidlions,  and  wait 
the  leafure  of  the  Gods. 

This  Difcourfc  had  held  a  good  while  longer,  had  it 
not  been  prevented  by  the  opening  of  the  Gates :  What 
entering,  and  making  their  rrayers  devoutly  before  the 
Altar,  and  Shrine  of  the  Deityy  the  Prieft  from  the  Cell, 
where  he  received  the  Infpiration,  pronoiuiced  this  dark 
and  doubtful  Oracle  to  them  ;

This  Oracle  left  them  ftill  in  the  dark,  and  having 
made  their  Offerings,  they  retire  with  as  little  Sadsfajfliott 
as  they  came.  When  having  contraded  a  fbriA  Friend^ 
flxxp,  they  parted ;  yet  could  not  bid  Farexpel  without  (bme 
Trouble.  Lyjimachus.  returning  towards  Polemms  Houfe^ 
conrinued  to  confider  the  Words  of  the  Oracle  more  at 
leafure  than  he  had  before,  yet  found  himfdf  as  much  at 
a  lofs.  In  this  deep  Study  his  Horfe  carried  him  into  a 
Wood,  about  Three  Hundred  Paces  from  the  Houfc,. 
where,  finding  himfelf  very  drowfle,  he  alighted,  and 
fate  down  under  a  Gloomy  Shade,  to  repofe  his  Weari- 
nefs  ;  and  the  Remembrance  of  the  Vifioa  he  had  feen 
that  Morning  coming  into  his  Mind,  made  him  in  his 
Melaricbolly  to  conjure  the  Spirit  of  his  Princefs  to  appear 
once  rtorc  to  him,  and  that  with  the  rtioft  ardent  Prayers, 
and  the  moft  tender  moving,  Words  his,  Paflion  could 
(uggcffc

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2>/w«e Parifatis, (faid  he)  Ifynotmtbjtnnding your  Divinitj^ 
you  have  already  vouchfafed  to  comfort  this  unfortunate  Man 
ty  your,  fight^  and  to  lay  afide  your  Splendor^  that  invirons 
yoUj  to  rendet  your  fclf  a  fit  ObjcEl  fcr  the  fVcakpfs  of  his 
Eyes  ^  do  not  now  refufe  him  the  fimc  Favour^  fince  he  it 
fiill  the  fame  Adorer  if  your  Vcrtucs^  and  that  in  fo  folitary 
a  flace  yeu  may  mth  more  liberty  honour  him  rvith  the  Coni-!- 
tnands  he  waits  for  from  you.  Thefc  Words  ended,  he  goi 
•ujf>,  and  walking  foftly,  with  his  Anns  a-crofs  a  Writing 
carved  on  the  Bark  of  an  Oak,  prefentcd  it  fclf  to  his 
Eyes ;  on  the  top  were  the  Names  of  Cajfandra  and  Euridice^ 
in  great  Letters,  and  underneath  he  read  thefe  words ; 

*  Whofoever  thou  art,  whom  Chance  or  Delign  (hall 

*  lead  into  thefe  folitary  Places,  bewail  the  Misfortune  of 

*  dpfolate.  Cajfandra  ;  here   it    is  that  unhappy   (be  weeps, 
^  and  will  do  fo   the  i;emainder  of  her  Days,  both  lor 

*  what  Ihc  has  loft  by  her  own  fault,  and  for  what  (he 

*  has  loft  by  the  Anger  of  the  Gods  ;  By  her  Tears  (he 

*  will  deplore  what  the  Qods  have  taken  frorn  her ;  apd 

*  by  {ler  Tears  (he  will  teftifie  to  the  fame  Gods,  and  to 

*  the  Memory  of  that  which  was  fo  dear  to  her,  the  full 
'  Repentance  of  her  Crime ;  (he  loved  that  which  (he  ought 

*  to  love ;  (he  now  loves  that  which  is  no  more,  and  to 

*  her  Qrave  will  confcrye  her  firft  and  laft  Afle(:Jion  pi;re 
'  and  inviolably. 

Many  of  the  Trees,  and  even  the  Rocks,  were  marked 
with  fuch-like  doleful  Infcripcions,  which  ca]afed  Lyfima^ 
cbusy  not  without  Tears,  to  Pity  the  hard  Misfortunes  of 
thofe  Perfons,  who  bad  engraven  them  ;  Great  Gods,  ( faid 
he)  It  is  not  upon  me  alone  you  four  forth  y cur  Wrath^  a^^ 
the  number  of  the  ZJnfortunate  is  almoji  as  ^reat  as  that  of 
Men^  In  thefe  fad  Thoughts  h^  laid  himfelf  down  again, 
and  his  Wearinefs  produced  a  Sleep,  that  clpfcd  his  Eyes 
till  the  Sun  was  fet,  and  Darknefs  began  to  approach  j 
when  vyaking,  and  much  furpri^ed  at  fo  long  a  Drowr 
finefs,  he  was  driven  from  it  by  the  Vgices  pf  two 
Men  heard  very  near  him  tjalking  earncftly  together,  to 
which  he  liften'd  with  much  Attention,  himfelf  not  being 
perceived  by  them  ;  and  by  that  Difcourfe  underftood> 
that  one  of  them,  whom  the  other  called  Afiyages^  vehe- 
mently perfwaded  the  Perfon  he  talked  with  to  purfup  his 
Love,  and  take  by  force  what  he  fo  much  defired  and 
Iangui(hed  for,  if  the  Lady,  who  difdained  his  Services  and 
A^diqns,  any  longer  refufcd  to  comply  with  his  demands. 
•  He 
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He  oppofed  this  a  long  time,  as  not  agreeable  to  the  ftriA 
Rules  ot*  a  Verruciis  Paflion,  and  derogatory  to  his  Ho- 
nour ;  and  that  fuch  Ufagc  to  the  Daughter  of  his  King; 
would  unavoidably  prove  his  utter  Ruin,  and  redound  to 
his  Eternal  Infamy  3  but  the  other  ufed  fo  many  wicked 
PerfwalTons  and  Arguments,  that  ftriking  in  with  a  Power- 
ful Paflion,  he  prevailed ;  fo  that  the  other,  at  their  going 
away,  faid  ;  Aityages,  thou  hnft  overcome  j  thy  ^afons  are 
fo  firon^y  that  it  is  imffojfible  to  defend  my  feif  againft  them^ 
and  notmthfianding  nil  the  raf fiance  I  can  ma^j  I  feel  my 
feif  fo  gently  forced  to  cnifent  to  xohat  Flatters  me  fo  flea- 
Jingly,  that  it  is  very  difficult  for  me  not  to  yield ;  I  wiii 
follov?  thy  advice^  and  if  the  firfl  means  (which  I  will  try  yet 
far  a  while)  Jnrove  ineffefiualj  I  will  fly  to  what  you  advife^ 
though  my  I{uin  attends  it, 

Lyfimachus  gathering  from  thcfc  laft  Words,  that  feme 
great  Wickednefs  was  about  to  be  perpetrated  on  no  lefs 
than  the  Chaftity  of  a  Princefe ;  the  Horrour  it  caafed  in 
the  Mind  of  that  Vertuous  Prince,  made  him  refolved,  if 
poffible,  to  crofs  and  hinder  it,  though  at  the  hazard  of 
his  life:  But  though  he  followed  them,  they  turned  fo 
many  ways  in  that  ma^zy  Wood,  better  known  to  them 
than  himfelf,  that  in  the  Darknefs  which  came  on  apace  to 
his  infinite  Grief,  he  wandred  quite  another  way  than  they 
had  taken,  not  knowing  where  he  was  till  he  came  to 
the  Bank  of  the  Euphates^to  which  that  vaft Wood  joy ned; 
there  he  met  his  Servants  in  queft  of  him,  who  had  been 
in  great  pain  for  his  Abfence,  and  with  them  he  went  di« 
teStly  lo'Oroondates  his  Cha^nber,  whom  he  found  awake; 
and  after  they  had  ftri(5lly  embraced  each  other,  fitting 
down  on  the  Bed-fide,  he  declared  the  Oracle  to  him  : 
That  great  Prince  having  a  \vhil«  confidered  the  Words, 
thought  he  could  eafily  interpret  them,  and  proceeded  to 
do  it  in  this  fcnfe  ^ 

([  Let  the  Dead  expcQ  the  Duties  of  the  Living  ]  That 
(faid  he)  is  without  queftion,  thofe  fair  Souls  cxpedl  the 
laft  Duties  from  us,  and  the  Gods  reproach  us  for  our  de- 
lay in  its  performance.  {^And  let  ^he  Living  hope  for  the 
jifpfiance  of  the  Dead']  In  this  (cot^tinued  he)  there  is  no 
doubt  but  what  yet  remains  for  us  p  do,  for  the  fatisfaAion 
of  thofe  pure  Spirits,  their  afliftance  is  neceflary  to  us ;  and 
if  we  (hould  prove  weak  againft  fuch  powerful  Enemiec, 
the  remembrance  of  thofe  we  loved,  will,  queftionlefs,  re* 
double  our  Forces.    [^Thc  Dtad  /hail  kuHd  the  Fortunes  of 

the

thf  Livingy  and  the  Living  Jhall  ejiablijh  the  Hepofe  of  the 
Dead2  Tnis  afliires  us,  that  from  hencdbrch  aJl  our  For- 
tunes  confift  in  the  Death  we  ieek,  and  the  Revenge  we 
bope  for;  and  by  this  Revenge,  and  the  Duties  of  a  folemn 
Funeral,  we  (ball  eftablifh  the  Repofe  of  thofe  precious 
Spirits,  who  yet  wander  about,  whilft  their  Bodies  are 
deprived  of  a  Royal  Burial.  [^In  the  mean  time^  I  will  have 
the  Living  live^  and  the  Dead  reft^  and  both  the  Litnng  and 
the  Dead  expeH  my  Pleafure  on  the  Banks  of  Euphrates]  I  fee 
(laid  Oroondates)  more  difficulcy  in  the  accomplilhment  of 
this,  ^an  in  all  the  reft  ;  for  if  the  Gods  will  have  me 
live^  they  mult  reftore  me  my  Princels,  or  it  is  impofliblc 
1  ihoidd  obey  them :  As  for  the  Dead,  indeed  they  may 
^gly  reft  either  upon  the  Banks  of  EufhirAtes^  or  on  thole 
rf  Lethe.  And  fee^  deaf  Lyfimachus,  how  thefe  foor  Souif 
i^ey  them  ;  and  howj  though  divejied  of  their  Bodies^  tixy  dare 
not  forfak,e  this  place^  carefully  rendring  the  Deity  that  Duty 
which  is  exacted  from  them*  Lyfimachus  confirmed  him  in 
this  Belief,  and  after  fome  Dilifiourfe  on  that  Subje^.  told 
kim  the  feveral  Encounters  he  had  in  the  Wood ;  he  re-' 
pcaised  Mft  of  the  Words  he  had  read  there,  with  the  Name 
of  Cajfandra  affixed  to  them ;  alfo  the  Conference  of  the 
two  Perfons  he  had  not  been  able  to  hinder  from  an  evil 
del^ti:  thex  detefted  their  Wickedneis  together  ^nd  Lju/?-* 
maehus  perceiving  the  Night  wafted  apace,  took  leave,  and 
tetired  to  his  own  Chamber,  paffing  the  reft  of  the  Nigbi^ 
as  he  was  accuftomed  to  do. 


■•«iii«ii 
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Oroondates  ani  Statira. 

NO  focncr  had  the  Moming  fairly  appeareijl,  but^^xiV 
according  to  the  Promife  he  had  made  to  Lyfimachur^ 
came  into  his  Chamber  to  pay  him  a  Vifit,  and  profecute 
ihe  fuDtber  Relation  of  his  Matter's  Life  and  great  hS&on&  : 
dM€  Prince  having  civilly  faluted  the  Man,  caufed  him  to 
fie  down  by  his  Bed^fide,  when  he  continued  it  6h  (his 

manner: 

If  you  were.  Sir,  (faid  Araxis)  couched  at  the  be  winning 
6f  my  DifcottrfCy  I  doubt  ngt  but  you  will  be  fo  much 

mor€y 
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more,  by  that  ^hich  remains  to  be  cold  yon.  My  Pcin^ 
was  no  fooner  recovered  of  his  Wounds,  but  he  bafted  n> 
Darius^  and  came  up  with  his  Army,  the  Evening  bdbic 
the  Bloody  Banel  of  JJfus ;  yet  refolved  not  to  make  him«> 
fclf  known  till  after  the  Fight,  in  which  he  hoped  to  do 
fomerhing  that  might  make  him  yet  more  dear,  if  pofllU^ 
to  that  great  King  ;  placing  himfelf  amongft  the  Dorifhvres^ 
or  young  Noblemen  of  PerJiUy  that  as  a  Guard  attended 
the  Rich  Chariots  of  the  King,  Queens  and  Princefles ;  by 
which  means  he  had  the  happinefs  to  fee  his  fair  StatirM^ 
ttnfeen  by  her,  who  doubted  after  the  Battel  with  the  5^ 
rhiansj  whether  he  was  not  amongft  the  Dead*;  and  ttac 
Doubt  had  caufed  many  Showers  of  Tears  to  fall  from 
her  Eyes.  There  were  that  Day  300000  Pnjians  in  the 
Field  J  which  Number  might  have  gained  an  afliired  ViiSo- 
ry,  had  not  unhappy  Darius^  driven  on  by  his  froward 
Deftinies,  taken  the  bad  Couafel  of  fome  who  pefwaded 
him  to  give  Alexander  Battel  in  the  Streights,  or  narrow 
Pafles  between  Rocks  and  Mountains ;  for  in  the  plaiii 
Ground  they  might  eafily  have  encompafled  his  fmall  Num- 
ber, and  overborn  them  by  plain  Force ;  but  in  thefePafles 
their  Fronts  were  equal.  Darius^  Artaba/us^  and  Mamms^ 
found  this  Error  too  late,  when  they  perceived  ^fjir/{»Jer 
near,  and  ready  to  Charge  them.  ., 

I  will  not.  Sir,  trouble  you  with  the  Particulars  of  a 
Battel,  wherein  I  have  ftnce  underftood  your  felf  was  pre* 
fent,  and  are  a  better  Judge  of  Manial  Anions  than  I-- 
Let  it  fuflSce  then,  my  Mafter  fotight  near  Darius  in  moHrn«' 
ing  Armour,  which  he  had  worn  fince  the  Death  df  his 
dear  Artaxerxes.  I  never  ftirred  from  him,  but  ikw  him 
do  things  full  of  Wonder.  He  clofed  (as  you  know)  np 
to  Alexander  himfelf,  and  thofe  two  brave  Warriors  foughc 
ftirioufly  for  fome  time,  without  any  advantage  on  either 
fide ,  when  they  were  violently  paned  with  the  Throng  of 
their  Forces,  and  Darius  was  born  out  of  his  Chariot,  and 
encompafled  with  a  great  many  Macedonians^  where  he 
would  have  been  unavoidably  Slain,  or  uken  Prifoner,  had 
nOt  my  Prince  refcued  him ;  for  hearing  the  Report  of  that 
great  King's  Danger,  he  turned  his  Horle,  furioufly  rufliing 
on  ibofe  that  were  about  him,  he  tumbled  Pbilotas  and 
Cfytus  to  the  Ground,  and  makii^  way  with  his  iSword, 
Where^ever  he  moved,  he  mounted  the  King  on  Philotass 
Horfc,  fending  him  out  of  the  Pirefe  in  the  midft  of  a 
Squadron  of  his  own  Men,  wh€»  Atexandery  fierce  in  the 
"'  y        "    "  purfuit' 
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Purfuit,  returned  to  the  fame  place  ;  but  the  better  to  give 
the  King  liberty  to  efcape,  my  Prince  charged  him  again 
with  great  Fury :  And  tha'  Alexander^  as  all  the  World  is 
fcnfible,  Vvas  of  a  haughty  Courage,  and  great  Strength, 
yet  iff  this  Encounter  my  Prince  had  the  advantage,  by 
wound inc  him  in  the  Thigh  with  his  Javeiine,  and  cur- 
ting  the  Straps  of  his  Helmet,  fo  that  it  fell  to  the  Ground, 
and  left  his  Head  bare :  *tv/as  then  indeed  thnt  yllexandcr 
was  in  great  danger  ;  but  he  was  foon  relieved  by  his 
own  Men,  who  got  before  him,  and  all  together  charged 
Oroondntes^  and  thofe  that  were  with  him.  iTiis  Difcourfe 
pur  LyJhnaclTUs  into  Ailoniftiment  and  Admiration,  to  find 
*his  Prince  .the  fame,  whofe  fingular  Valour  he  had  feen 
in  this  Aftion,  and  fo  often  praifcd,  which  alfo  now  he 
cxpreffed  in  the  mcft  obliging  Language,  to  the  advantage 
of  Oroondatrs,  Which  ended,  /Irnxis  proceeded ;  You 
know.  Sir,  (faid  he)  Darius  loft  the  Field  that  Day,  with 
die  Lives  of  a  Hundred  and  Ten  Thonfand  of  his  People; 
and  that  my  Prince,  feeing  a  longer  Rcfiftance  unprofit- 
able, made  his  Retreat,  much  oppreffed  with  Grief  for  the 
HI  Fate  of  Pcyjia^  of  its  King,  ar4  the  whole  Royal  Fami- 
})%  now  reduced  to  a  deplorable  Condition.  However, 
he  would  not  foffake  them  in  their  Misfortune,  but  it 
rather  ftrengthened  him  with  Refolves  to  perilh  in  their 
Caufe.  We  followed  the  flying  King,  and  overtook  his 
Brother,  Prince  Oxynrtes^  in  a  few  Leagues,  ^who  embraced 
my  Prince,  calling  him  the  Good  Angel  of  the  Royal  Fa- 
mily of  Pcrjiay  and  would  not  part  with  him  till  he  had 
brought  him  to  the  King,  who  (as  dejecled  as  he  was 
for  this  great  Blow)  knowing  him  by  his  Armour,  with 
7eaf5  m  his  Eyes,  embraced  him,  and  ftiled  him  his  De- 
liverer, and  the  Preferver  of  his  Life :  Tcs  {  faid  Oxyartes) 
"fis  not  only  the  Man  who  faved  you  from  the  Fury  of  the 
Macedonians,  but  alfo  a  P  erf  on  that  is  vpcll  l^nown,  and  has 
been  very  dear  to  your  Mnjefly^  and  to  rohom  you  bave  tnatiy 
Obligations  of  the  like  Nature.  Upon  thcfe  Words,  my 
Prince  thinking  it  no  longer  fit  to  conceal  hirafelf,  pulled 
off  his  Helmer,  and  cafting  himfelf  at  the  King's  Feet, 
prcfumed  to  take  his  Hand  and  kifs  it  with  much  Re-- 
vercnce  and  AffeAion.  Darius  (oon  knew  him  to  be.  the 
fame  Orontesy  who  had  before  been  the  Prefcner  of  his 
Family,  and  now  the  Preferver  of  his  own  Life ;  which 
lurprizing  Sigh^  made  him  faint  away  with  exccfs  of  Joy^ 
to  lee  a  "Man,  whom  he  fuppofed  had  not  been  at  this 

time 
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time  amongft  the  Living,  and  Whofe  Death  be  had  la-^ 
mented  equal  to  that  of  his  dear  Artaxerxes  :  But  coming 
again  to  hmielf.  With  up-lifted  Hands  and  Eyes  towards 
Heaven,  Great  Ormafdes  (faid  ht)  Jince  thou  haft  reftored 
me  the  Saviour  of  my  Lifcj  Alexander'j  Succeji  doth  no  longer 
afright  me;  and  /,  b;  thy  Goodnfs,  find  that  Hope  to  revive 
in  me,  rohich  but  even  now  was  quite  extinguijhed.  And 
then  turning  towards  my  Prince,  who  was  ftill  upon  his 
Knees,  and  bedewing  his  Face  with  Tears,  intermingled 
with  Grief  and  Joy  ;  *  My  Son,  my  dear  Orontesy  ( faid 
he)  or.  rather  my  dear  Artaxerxes^  fince  the  Gods  caking 
him  from  me,  have  in  thee  left  me  the  better  part  of  him, 
and  alfo  of  my  felf,  come  take  again  the  fame  place  in 
my  Afiedion,  and  alfo  in  my  Court,  which  I  had  given 
thee,  and  which  cannot  but  with  Injuftice  be  poBefTed  by 
any  other  Perfon  in  the  World. 

After  this  AlTurance,  he  took  an  opportunity  to  difcover 
his  true  Quality  to  the  King ;  as  alio  the  great  Love  he 
bore  to  the  Princefs  his  Daughter,  which  had  drawn  him 
to  the  Court  of  Perfia^  but  not  without  feme  Fear,  an4 
an  inward  Trembling.  This  greatly  furprized  him,  and 
his  Countenance  (iiflSctently  teftified  the  Perturbation  of 
his  Mind  j  but  when  he  had  lerioufly  refined  on  the 
good  Services  my  Prince  had  done  for  the  Houfe  of 
PerfiUy  looking  upon  liim  as  an  extraordinary  Perfon, 
fent  by  the  Gods  for  his  aififtance,  his  Natural  Sweet- 
nefs  of  Temper  returned ;  and  locking  with  a  calm 
Countenance  on  him,  'The' Gods,  (faid  he)  Oroondntcs^ 
fend  an  addition  to  my  Afflicfkion,  by  giving  me  the 
Knowledge  of  your  Quality,  at  a  time  when  I  cannot 
as  I  could  have  wiflied,  exprefs  how  cpnfiderablc  it  is 
to  me  ;  and  if  you  make  not  a  Judgment  of  my  Heart,* 
by  the  Generofity  of  your  own,  you  will,  without  doubt^ 
believe  that  the  neceffity  of  his  Affairs,  his  Weaknefs,  and 
the  Fear  of  his  Enemies,  make  a  Conquered  King,  di- 
vefted  of  the  befl  part  of  his  Eftarc,  abandoned  by  his 
Friends,  and  ready  himfelf  to  fall  into  the  Powtr  of  his 
Adverfaries,  receive  a  Friendftiip  now,  which  the  Ha- 
tred of  our  Families,  and  the  Lofs  of  a  dear  Son,  might 
perchance  have  made  him  reje(5):  in  his  more  profpefoiis' 
Days :  But  if,  with  the  Royal  Dignity  which  the  Gods 
have  not  yet  taken  from  me,  they  have  alfo  le/c  any 
Credit  to  the  Word  of  a  King,  I  (wear  to  yon  by  great 
Ormafdes^  that  knowing  you    as  I  do,   in  wha^lV^cvcr 
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Condition  I  had  been^  thelols  I  have fuft^ined  by  your 

*  Father  fhciild  never  have  esctrnguifhedmy  Inciinattons 

*  to  your  fclf ;  nor  ihbuid  the  Injuries  I  have f  received  j 

*  from  him,  ever  have  blot!«d  out  the  Obligations  I  tmve: 

*  to  you  :   And  if  in  this  Condition  you  dcfiue  my  Alii* 
'  ance,  I  freely  >oficr  you  that  Daughter  of  mine,  which 

*  you  honour  with  your  Aficcftions,  who,  by  my  Gonfenr, 

*  (hall  never  be  but  yours ;  and  I  will  no  longer  efieent 

*  you,  but  as  my  Son,  and  thePerfon  who  is  deacefls'.to 

*  me  in  the  World. 

Imagine,  Sir,  the  Joy  my  Prince  conceived  at  this  free^ 
and  general  Conceflion  of  the  King;  for  Words  are  too 
poor  to  exprefs  it.  He  caft  hhnlclf  at  his  Feet  again^ 
and  embraced  his  Knees  with'  Tranfports  of  an-  Incredibk 
Aflediionj  but-  the  good  King  foon  rafed  hiiti,  and,teni# 
derly  embraced  him,  as  did  Oxyartes^  and  all  tke  Nobl/e* 
Pcrfians  that  were  prefcnt.  But  a  fudden  Clowd  of  Sofi- 
row  overcaft  this  Sunlhine  of  Joy  upon  the  arrival-  of^ 
Ma^ahifesy  with  a  Troop  of  Horfemen.  I'hc  fight  of  hifrt 
made  the  King  ftart,  and  going  towards  him,  without 
ftaying  till  he  came  up;  *  Well,  Magabifes^  (cried  he  to 
him)  '  where  are  the  Ladies  you  had  Charge  to  Carry  out 

*  of  the  Battel,  when  the  Day  encirncd  to  the  Advantage- 

*  of  Alexander  i  To  this,  with  down-caft  Eyes,  and  a 
trembling  Voice,  he  teplied  ;  Alas^  Sir^  they  are  no  longet 
curSy  but  Alexander*!  Prifoners.  Scarce  had  1  gotten  theni 
ten  FurUngs  frem  the  Camp^  on  our  W:^  to  Damafcus,  as 
your  Majefiy  commanded  me^  but  being  furfued  by  Paraienk), 
and  a  great  Number  of  Forces^  I  contended  a  long  time  to 
defend  the  Glcry  of  Perfia  ;  but  majl  of  thofe  I  cofnmandod 
being  either /Iran ^  or  fut  to  flighty  and  it  being  in  vain  t& 
contend  longer  for  cur'  Lives^  I  made  the  beji  Hetreat  t 
could  to  hri7\?^  your  M^jejly  the  fadcfi  Newt  that  ever  be-^ 
fel  this  Empire, 

He  had  fcarce  'ended  ere  the  King,  amidft  Sighs  and 
Groans,  funk  to  the  Earth,  quite  deprived  of  &nfe  or 
Motion.  My  Prince,  and  all  prefect,  were  in  but  a  very 
little  better  Condition  :  at  the  Relation  of  fo  KUling  a  Mis. 
fortune,  theii'  Tears  flowed  in  Rivers  from  their  Eyes, 
Whilft  fome  were  bufie  in  bringing  the  difconfolatetl  King 
to  himfelf,  my  Mafter,  with  Hands  and  Eyes  lifted  up* 
towards  Heaven,  was  making  Vows,  either  to  redeem  the 
Liberty  of  thofe  Royal  Captives,  or  to  perilh  in  the  At- 
tempt :  And  wh^n  Darius^  coming  to  h^ipfelf,  underftood 
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i)is  Incencions,  be  valued  him  ^c  a  higher  rare  tbao.evcr 
Jit:  had  done,  extolling  his  Valour  and  his  Geqeroficy. 
(However,  hi^  great  Love  to  my  Princei  making  him  fear 
xo  loofe  him  in  fo  dangerous  an  Adventure,  upon,  more 
.nxskture  Coofideration,  it  was  agreed,  AmbafTadocs  (hould 
iifae  fern  to  treat  aboqc  their  Ranfoip,  and  that  what  he 

furpofcd  (hould  be  left  to  the  laft  Extremity:  My 
rince  and  I,  in  di(guire,  wenr.iwich  them,  and  made 
our  felvcs  familiar  with  the  Macedmians  i  by  which  means 
we  cpntinued  ^moi^ft  them  unfufpe(2al,  till  we  heard 
the  Ambafladors  could  not  obtain  or  i^/fjC4ffJ^  what  they, 
fo  eameftly  laboured  for.  My  Prince,  upon  this  notice^ 
.fefolved  to  go  to  D^majfcus,  and  wait  the  Leafure  and 
iFavour  of  the  Gods.  In  this  place  he  found  the  fair 
B/irfinay  and  fevenU  other  Perjian  Ladies,  who  had  made 
ii  their  Retreat  of  Safety.  After  the  Lofs  of  the  Battel 
of  IJfas^  Barjina  received  him  with  all  the  civil  Reft>e(9: 
the  Ic^  rof  her  dear  Memnm  could  allow  her  to  beftow 
on  the  great^ft  Perfon  in  the  World,  and  from  him  (he 
received  Reuirns  of  the  mo(t  grateful  Acknowledgments 
he  could  frame  Words  to  exprels,  as  having  a  high  Vene- 
jrarien  and  Eiteem  for  that  vertugus  Princefs.  In  this 
place  he  foiind  K^x^na^  who  again  perfecuced  him  with 
ber  hovt^  and  exprefled  it  in  fuch  moving  ways,  that 
ijiy  Prince  was  conftrained,  not  only  in  Genero(ity,  to 
picy  the  Affed^ipn  of  that  Princefs,  (to  which  he  was 
incapable  of  making  any  futable  feturn)  but  to  make  a 
free  Declaration  to  her  of  his  Engagement  to  the  Princefs 
SpanrAy  by  her  own  Permiffion,  and  by  the  Confent  of 
toe  King  her  Father  5  which  fo  much  difpleafed  this  Paf- 
fionate  and  Haughty  Princefs,  that  wiping  fome  Tears  o£ 
Anger 'from  her  Eyes,  jand  fetching  a  deep  Sigh,  to  ex« 
|)refs  tnc  Sorrow  that  overwjdmed  her  Heart  j .  Otoktc/, 
(faid  (he)  /  conf^fs  Sutira  is  more  worff^y  of  your  >AffeHiont 
•than  my  filfy  but  floe  is  net  for  you,  jfhe  »  Alexander'; 
CaftivCy  he  will  in  a  little  time  be  hersi  neither  Darius 
nor  Statira  can  do  any  thing  ta  your  advantage ;  /he  is  ut-^ 
^tcrly  ioft  to  you  both  VMys  yf&r  that  Prince  will  njjwredly 
tnjoy  a. Beauty  he  is  Mafier  of^  and  not  fart  with  Jo  [{jch 
.4  Treafure  to  oblige  any  other  Man  in  the  Hirld.  *Tbc 
*  Gods  ( replied  my  Prince )  may  ordain  what  they  pleafe, 
^  but  if  after  that  Lofs  lean  cenferve  my  Lif(i  J  Aall 
^  do  it  only  for  your  fake.  If  you  give  me  that  Ajfurance 
(anfweced  B^ana)  Ijhall  be  half  comf^ted'^  and  for  my 
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particular  Intereft^  Jhall  make  Prayers  contrary  to  the  Good. 
of  my  Country y  and  from  the  Boufe  from  whence  I  am  de* 
fcended.  This  was  the  alone  time  my  Prince  was  able  to 
difguife  his  Inclinations,  with  a  defign  to  keep  Hpxana^ 
in  hope,  that  by  her  Malice  and  cunning  Contrivances, 
(lie  might  not  obftrwA  his  Happinefs.  However,  (he  patted 
from*  him  in  much  Sadnefs,  which  plainly  appeared  in  her 
Countenance,  and  he  read  in  her  Face  all  the  Marks  df 
moft  Powerful  AfFedlion. 

We  had  not  long  ftayed  in  this  City,  contriving  how 
we  might  deliver  the  Captive  Princefles  ere  Barfina,  who 
had  a  piercing  Underftanding,  gave  my  Prince  allured 
notice,  that  Artnbari^  who  commanded  there  as  Governour 
for  Darius^  intended  to  Revolt  from  his  King,  and  deliver 
up  the  phce  lo  Alexander^  with  all  the  Perfons  of  Emi- 
nent Qiiality  that  had  taken  Refuge  there;  and  that,  in 
order  to  compleat  this  Treachery,  he  had  difpatched  one 
Tsdardus  to  Parmenioy  who  was  encamped,  with  a  ftrong 
Body  of  Macedonians^  but  a  Day's  March  from  the  Walls 
of  Damafcus,  My  Prince,  who  had  but  a  flender  Opi- 
nion of  Artahans  Fidelity,  was  eafily  induced  to  believe 
this,  from  the  Mouth  of  fuch  a  Perfon  as  Barjina  ;  and 
going  to  the  Governour,  who  received  him  with  feigned 
Demonftrations  of  Joy,  Artnban  ( faid  he,  with  ibmewhat 
of  a  troubled  Countenance )  J  kjMw  you^  and  the  Obliga- 
tion  you  have  to  your  good  KJng^  too  vfell  to  believe  you 
have  any  Intention  to  deliver  up  this  ftrong  City  to  his 
Enemy ;  and  therefore  you  would  do  well  to  fatisfie  us,  in 
talking  fttch  an  Order ^  to  defend  it  to  the  utmoft  Extremity^ 
thut  you  have  no  fuch  Inclination^  as  a  falfe  ^mour  may 
■  have^  fpread  to  your  difloonour. 

The  Governour,  who  was  fixed  in  his  Treacherous  In- 
tendments, angry  at  this  Remonftrance ;  Orontes,  (faid  he) 
do  not  teach  me  my  Duty  in  a  place,   which  had  not  been 
'trufted  in  my  Hands  y  but  that  I  was  l{nown  capable  of' Com* 
'  manding  it ;  ycu  arc  too  young  to  give  me  InftruBiensj  and  I 
'  am  but  little  obliged  •  to  receive  them^  where  I  am   Mafier. 
My  Prince,  by  thefe  Words,  and  the  Order  he  found  Ar- 
tab  an  had   given  to  the  Soldiers,   plainly   perceived   his 
Refolves  to  turn  Tray  tor  to  a  King  that  had  raifed  him 
to  fo  high  an  Eminence  and  Station  in  his  Empire.    He 
laboured  many  ways  to  prevent  his  Defign  of  delivering 
*  up  fo  Impoi  tant  a  City,  to  which   the  Fortune  of  all 
Syria   was   fo  clofely  linked  ;    but   finding  the  Soldiers 

(in 
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(in  hopes  of  Rewards)  took  pan  with  the  Govcrnour, 
and  that  the  Citizens,  whom  he  perfwadcd  to  refift  their 
Evil  Defign,  were  utterly  dif-fpirited,  himfelf  being  there 
in  a  manner  a  Stranger  without  any  Command ;  he  could 
only  grieve  it  was  'not  in  his  Power  to  ferve  Darius  in  fo 
Important  an  Afiair:  yet  the  Governour,  fearing  he  might 
raiie  a  Commotion  to  hinder  his  purpofe,  made  him  a 
Pjrilbricr,  not  without  many  juft  Reproaches  to  himfelf 
from  my  Prince,  nor  the  Slaughter  ot  a  great  many  who 
came  to  fcize  him  :  And  no  fooncr  Parmcnio  entered  the 
City  with  his  Macedonians^  but  Artabati,  thinking  to  ob- 
lige Alexander,  by  the  Prefenc  of  fo  Confiderab'c  an  Ene- 
my, delivered  him  up  in  Chains.  But  Partnenio,  who  had 
been  a  Witnefs  of  my  Efince's  Valour  in  thci  Encounter 
he  had  with  Alexander,  and  had  heard  much  of  his 
Fame  and  Vertues,  contemned  the  Traytor  with  a  Gene- 
rous Difdain  ;  and  looking  on  him  with  a  fcvere  Counte- 
nance, 'I    do   not   wonder  (faid  he)   that    you    punifh 

*  Aclions  which  are  fo  contrary   to  yonr  Humour,  and 

*  I  no   longer  think  it  ftrange,    that  D.^rius,    with  fuch 

*  vaft  Armies,  defends  his  Eftate  no  better,  fince  Vertue 

*  is  fo  unworthily  handled  by  thofe  he  has  put  in  truft, 

*  whilft  the  Mrcedonians  reverence  it  in  another  manner; 

*  and  inftead   of  Fetters,  which   you  give  it,   prcfent  it 

*  with  Crowns.  And  immediately  commanded  my  Prince 
to  be  unbound,  and  fet  at  liberty.  But  after  enfned  a  violent 
Conteft  between  my  Prince  and  the  Traytor  to  his  Coun- 
try; Artaban  upbraiding  him  falfly,'that  he  had  carried 
j^rtaxcrxesj  under  a  feigned  Friendfhip,  purpof(?!y  to  fa- 
crifice  him  to  the  Revenging  Fury  of  the  Scythians  his 
.Countrymen.  That  Reproach,  and  the  Name  of  his  dear 
Artaxcrxes^  tranfported  him  beyond  all  Moderation,  and 
even  the  Confideration  of  his  own  Life ;'  infomuch  rhac 
he  flew  that  Treacherous  Man  in  the  mid  ft  of  the 
Guards ;  defpifing  all  the  Swords  that  were  drawn  in  his 
defence.  And  though  Parmenio  (whofe  Soul  was  poU 
feflcd  wjth  fo  much  of  a  Generous  Vertue,  as  flenderly 
to  regard  the  Death  of  a  Traytor  to  his  Country)  ufed 
my  Prince  civilly  after  this  A(5lion  ;  yet  fearing  he  might 
difpleafe  Alexander,  in  fecting  a  Man  at  liberty,  who  had 
given  him  fuch  dangerous  Proofs  of  his  Valour,  he  con- 
cluded it  the  bcft  for  his  own  fafcty,  to  keep  my  Prince 
under  a  Gu^rd  till  he  found  an  opportunity  to  know  the 
Conqueror  s  Plcafure, 
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When  he  was  prefcnred  to  Alexander^  he  received  him 
cnrteouHy ;    and  looking  ftedfaftly  on  hfs  Face,  Is  itfof- 
pble  ( faid  he)  th4t  I  fee  a^ain  thut  'valiant  Man,  xphcm  I 
encountered  withfo  little  Advantage  to  rny  felf  at  the  Battel 
of  Iflus,  and  who  did  fitch  Wonders  there.     To  this  Oroeft* 
dates  modcftly  anfwered,  *I  performed  inderd  fcmerhing 
'  in  that   Bactel,   which,  but  for  the  Cowardifc  of  my 
Party,  would  not  have,  been  taken  notice  of  j  and  the 
Glory  I  receive  by  thofe  AAions,  is  only  that  I  turned 
not  my  Back  till  I  had  tryed  the  Valour  of  a  Man, 
who    had  put  Threq  Hundred  Thoufand  Perfians   to 
flight.     Hilt  is  it  true  (faid  Alexander)  that  you  have  a 
particular  Defign  upon  my  Life,  and  are  one  of  thofe 
whom  the  hope  of  a  Thoufand  Talents  has  made  to  pro- 
mife  Oarius  my  Head  ?    Though  my  Prince  appeared 
much  offended  at  this  Qucftibn,   yet  without  being  mo- 
ved to  Paffion,  he  replied,    'The  hope  of  a   Thoufand 
Talents,  nor  that  or  a  Thoufand  Empires,  fliall  never 
make  me  enter  on  an  Adtion,  but  what  Honour  and 
Vertue  (hall  command  :   However,  the  Confideration  of 
what  I  owe  to  Darius^  (hall  make  me  always  to  at- 
tempt, both  againft  you,  and  againft  all  his  Enemies, 
what^oev^r  a  vertuous   King  can  defire  from  a  Friend, 
againft  the  Ufurpers  of  his  Dominions,  and  the  Peife- 
cutors  of  his  Life. 
This  Anfwer  put  Alexander  into  fome  Diforder,  yet  it 
alfo  filled  him  with  fuch  Admiration  and  Efteem  of  my 
Prince,  that  he  replied,    *  If  Darius  had   many  Ftiends 

*  like  your  felf,  I  (hould  ftill  perhaps  have  been  on  the 

*  other  fide  of  the  Granicusy  but  if  he  had  any  one  of 

*  mine  in  his  Power,  and  (hould    hear  fuch  a  Declara- 

*  tion  fr6m  his  Mouth,  I  believe  he  would  put  him  to 

*  Death,  and  affurc  his  own  Life  by  the  Lofs  of  fo  dan*. 

*  gerous  an  Enemy.  If  you  have  the  fame  Tear^  { faid 
Oroondatesy  with  an  undaunted  Courage)  you  have  the  fame 
pQVpcr^  and  I  have  ftill  the  fame  Intention, 

Alexander,  more  furprized  than  before,  remained  (ilcrit 
a  long  time,  (hewing  an  unrefolvednefs  in  his  Counte- 
nance, whil(l  all  that  ftood  by  waited  impatiently  fof  the 
Succeis  of  this  Adventure ;  and  I  aflure  my  felf,  that  the 
moft  vertuous  of  his  Friends,  though  they  would  have 
been  much  pleafed  to  fecure'the  Lifedf  their  Prince,  by 
the  Death  of  one  of  his  Enemies,  had  already  fo  great 
AiteftioD  XQ  him,  that  they   could  net  h^vc  feen  his, 

- :■  *     without 
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without  Difooment.  For  my  part,  I  was  afraid,  and 
trembled  for  him,  in  the  Expe^ation  of  fo  unceruin  an 
'^venr.  But  in  the  end,  after  Alexander  bad  a  good 
^bile  held  his  Eyes  fixed  on  the  Eanh,  he  turned  them 
pn  a  rurfdi!n  i^pon  my  Mafter's  Face,  and  rifihg  from  a 
Chair,  tvliere  i^lhad  tilill  continued  fitting,  by  reafon  of 
the  Wound  in  his  Thigh  ;  he  faid,  touching  him  with  his 
Hand, '  Wholbever  thou  art,  Greeks  or  ?trfumy  Prince  or  Pri- 
'  vate  Perfon,  I  know  thee  to  be  too  Generous  and  too 
?  Gallant,  to  attempt  againft  my  Life,  by  ways  contrary 
^  to  Venue ;  and  I  account  my  felf  able  enough  to  de- 
^  fend  it,  whenfoevcr  thou  (halt  aflault  it  as  a  Man  of 
^  'Honour ;  I  will  not  fecure  it  by  deftmyiqg  thme,  bat 

*  will  endeavour  to  make  thee  (hare  the  Danger,  when  the 
S  Advantage  Ihall  be  (hared  between  us :  I  therefore  leave 
'  thee  thy  Life  and  Liberty,  which  you  nuy  employ  for 
^  Darius  ;  I  fear  thee  not  enough  to  endeavour  to  win 
^  tiiee  ID  us,  after  fuch  a  Declaration  as  thou  haft  made ; 
^  neither  do  I  defpife  cfaee  fo  much,  but  that  if  I  could 
^  now,  with  honour,  I  would  prefer  thy  Friendfhip  before 

*  the  beft' Province  of  ^.  Go  thy  way  when  thou  pleafeft, 
^  and  if  thou  beeft  dt  the  Battel,  make  thy  felf  known,  and 
'  remember  xhy  brave  Refolurion ;  There  it  is  that  we  will 
'  contend  for  my  Head ;  and  there  (more  handfomly  than 
'  I  ihould  now )  I  may  endeavour  to  take  SatisfaAion  for 

*  the  Wound  thou  gaveft  me. 

This  Magnanimity  and  Generofity  of  ^/ejir^M^fr  utterly 
cxtinguilhed  all  my  Matter's  Hatred  towards  him,  and 
conftrained  him,  in  a  fadder  tone  than  ttfual,  to  fay  ac 
parting  from  him,  *^%i  now  that  I  deplore  foor  DariusV  For^ 
tune  J  and  that  I  hofd  hisE/H^ptrc  bft  by  the  Anger  of  the 
Gtfds^  fince  they  have  raifid  him  an  Enemy ^  that  wtns  Hearts 
as  well  as  Bdttels.  He  faid  no  more :  But  taking  leave  of 
Alexander  with  much  Civility,  we  rode  to  the  next  Town 
in  the  Poifeffion  of  Darius,  to  refrelh  our  felves. 

Araxis  was  in  this  part  of  his  Relation,  when  Lyfhna^ 
cfms  dbfired  him  at  this  time  to  proceed  no  further,  as  in- 
tending to  pay  a  Vifit  to  Oromdatesi  when  coming  to  his 
Bed,  he  fottnd  him  in  better  Health  than  before.

BOOK   IV. 

LTjimachus  returning  from  Oroondates's  Chamber,  after 
they  had  taken  fome  flender  Refrelhment,  defired 
/Praxis  to  proceed  in  bis  Relation,  which  he  did  in  this 
jrianner. 

My  Prince  ( continued  he)  carried  away  with  him  fo 
high  an  Efteem  of  Alcxamfers  Vertue,  that  it  made  him 
utterly  lay  afide  all  thofe  fatal  Refolutions  that  his  Love 
and  Anger  had  made  him  conceive  againft  him,  and  o 
refolve  only  to  Contend  with  him  by  true  Valour  and  Ge^ 
nerofity.  We  had  not  long  rcfrelhed  our  felves  ere  mr 
Prince,  burned  with  an  impatient  Defire  to  fee  his  belovel 
Princefs,  and  if  he  might,  to  bring  her  fome  Confolatioi 
in  her  Captivity ;  and  what  was  yet  an  other  Incitemert 
to  this  Undertaking,  he  had  a  Letter  from  Darius  to  deli- 
ver to  the  Queen :  We  hereupon  changed  our  Habit  anl 
Names,  and  he  would  needs  have  me  go  for  his  Mafter, 
the  better  to  prevent  a  Difcovery  amongft  the  Macedonian. 
Upon  our  Arrival  in  their  Camp  late  the  next  Evening, 
we  foon  underftood  the  Queens  and  Princeffes,  with  the 
ladies  that  had  been  brought  thither  from  Damafcuf^-  afce 
it  had  been  delivered  up  by  perfidious  Artaban^  were  undq: 
the  Care  of  Pbilotas  and  Nicanor^  who  fecured  them  witk 
a  ftrong  Guard  ;  yet,  for  their  Health  and  Recreatior^ 
fhey  were  permitted,  as  often  as  they  pleafed,  to  diver: 
rhemfelvcs  in  the  pleafant  Gardens- of  ^WdAjiwiw^},  during 
the  abode  they  were  to  make  at  Sidon,  To  this  good  Mai; 
fny  Prince  applied  himfelf  for  admittance,  pretending  it  wa^ 
to  vifit  and  comfort  a  Sifter  of  his,  taken  amongft  the 
CaptivQ  Ladies  ;  and  being  InftruAed  in  his  Povertyj  the 
bettef^  to  win  him  to  his  Intereft,  he  offered  him  ftore  of 
Gold;  WithUfiany  Intreaiies,  that  he  might  be  permitted  to 
ftay  fome  time  with  her.  This  good  Man  having  con* 
lidered  the  graceful  and  curteous  Beha\T[our  of  my  Prince, 
fpfei?ed  himlclf  to  bc^  pvetipoqie  with  his  Entreaties;  yex 
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rcfiifed  his  Gold,  faying,  *  Whofocvcr  you  arc,  you  have 

*  but  little  Knowledge  of  mc,  if  you  believe  your  Riches 

*  could  no  any  thing  with  me:  my  Trees  lire  dearer  to  me 

*  than  all  Treafures,  and  my  Garden  fumiflies  me  widh 
^  enough  to  fatisfie  my  Ambition  ;  but  if  you  aflure  me^ 

*  that  you  have  no  finifter  Intentions,  as  your  Countenance 

*  would  eafily  perfwadc  me,  I  will  grant  your  Charitable 

*  Requeft,  though  it  is  moft  exprefly  forbidden  j  neither 
'  (hall  I  believe  I  offend  the  Gods,  in  difobeying  tfaofe  to 
^  whom  they  have  not  made  me  be  born  a  Subjed^,  to  ob* 
^  lige  a  Man  of  fo  good  a  Prefence,  and  who  makes  his 

*  Requeft  with  fo  handfome  a  Grace. 

Having  thus  obtained  Admittance,  with  liberty  to  make 
his  Houle  our  San<!luary,  whilft  Alexander  continued  ac 
Sidon^  with  many  Thanks  and  Proteftations  to  requite  fo 
great  a  Favour,  all  that  lay  in  our  power,  we  entered,  an4 
were  ftricken  with  no  fmall  Wonder,  to  fee  fo  pleafaitc 
a  place,  that  might  be  compared  to  the  moft  delicate  Para* 
dile  in  the  World.    We  had  not  ftayed  long  contemplating 
its  Order  and  Beauty,  ere  we  fee  the  Queen,  Princefles, 
and  many  Ladies  enter,  and  the  Gates  (hut  upon  them, 
whilft  the  Guards  contented  themfelves  to  encompafs  the 
Walls.    Thisunade  us  retire  to-the  clofeft  Covertures,  that 
we  might  not  oe  perceived.   When  they  bad  walked  a  good 
while,  the  Princeis  StanracsLme  alone  near  to  the  place 
where  we  had  concealed  our  felves,  and  entering  a  pleafanc 
Arbour,  fat  down,  and  through  Wearinefs,  leaning  her 
Head  on  her  Arm,  fell  afleep ;  which  my  Prince  obferving, 
went  foftly  to  her.    He  perceived  the  Trouble  (he  was  in, 
even  in  her  Slumber,  by  the  panting  of  her  fair  Breads, 
and  fome  Tears  that  made  their  pa(rage  between  her  clofed 
Eye-lids :  he  gazed  on  her  admirable  Beauties  a  few  mo* 
ments,and  was  then  quite  tranfported  with  hisPaflion,fo  thac 
not  confidering  what  he  did,  he  kiSed  her  ruby  Lips  with 
fo  much  ardour  as  awakened  her ;  who  perceiving  her  felf 
in  a  Man  s  Arms,  whom  (he  believed  to  have  been  dead, 
and  to  whofc  Memory  (he  had  given  fo  many  Tears,   tlic 
fudden  Fright  made  her  give  a  loud  Cry,  and  then  (he 
ftretched  her  felf  at  length  in  a  Swoon.    Her  Cry  foon 
brought  in  many  Ladies  thither^  as  Parifatit^  Apamia^  Ar^ 
finoe^   and  others,  who  feeing  my  Prince,  were  as  much 
aftoni(hed  as  the  Princefs  had  been  :  they  began  already  to 
fend  fonh  Cries,  which  in  the  end  would  have  been  heard 
by  the  Guards  5  when  leaving  my  Mafter,and  Cleoncio-xt^

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*  cover  die  Pidpcefe  out  of  her  Swoon,  I  -addfeflfed  my'Mf 
to  the  Ladies,  yfbo  foon.knew  my  Face: 'Ladies,  laid  I, 
yon  may  deftrdy  us,  but  in  rmning.Onmtes^  youiloofe'che 
rldan,  who,  of  all  tbeWorld,  is  moft  afib&ionate  to. your 
Services,  and  comes  to  die  hete^for  no  odier  end 'than  to 

vfive  yoa  proof  of  it,  by  theilofe  of  aLifefae  lays  '«ioKvix 
for  your  fakes. 

The  Ladies,  wiio  at  firft  had  fuppofed  us  cp  ike  Gfaofts,^ 

finding  by  my  words  we  were  yet  among  the  Living^  beoame. 

more  fettled,  and  the  Name  of  Oroitr^/:  had  chamsisdrtbem 

into  Silence.    The  Princefs  Statiray  by  this  tinae,  being  a 

little  come  to. her  felf,  &xing  her  darling  lEyes  upon  my 

Ufafters  Face  very  wiflifully  ;  Ah^  Oromes,  (faidi&e  with 

a  faint  Voice)  arc  ycu  alive  ?    Or  do  you  come "4ft tr  yiur 

Death  to  vifit  PriJbnerSy  to  whom  you  were  fo^ear  during 

yvur  Life.    At  threfe  words,   my   Prince  ( fiilling  at   hier 

•Feet,  and  embracing  her  Knees  with  a  Paffionate  Air) 

<iaid,  Tesj  Madam j  I  am  /tlive,  and  being  only  born  to  live 

'Witd  die  'for  you^  I  come  to  live  and  die  bere  at  your  Feety 

mnd  render  youand yours  the  Sevoices  Icxoe  tohoth^  till  tht 

hjt  moment  of  my  Life.    After  this  I  perceived  them  more 

'totkd ;  and  all  the  Ladies,  with  infinite  Civility,  fiduced 

any  Prince,  who  drew  tliem  by  degrees  om:  of  tl^  Fright 

'they  had  been  in,  filling  them  with  as  much  Joy  as  they 

■ivete  capaUe  of  receiving  in  their  Condition ;   and  then, 

ileaving  them  for  a  few  Moments,  he  .^Urent  to  wait  on  the 

jQieens,  and  prefent  the  Letter  ^he  had  in  Charge  fiom 

Jhtritts  ;  he  kneeled 'before  them,  ibut  they  foon  railed  asid  - 

embraced  him,  with  Tears  of  Joy  in  their  Eyes ;  Jire  ym, 

dHve  tbcHy  Oromes  ?  ( faid  Queen  Syfigambis  to  hkn )  i^«£ 

have  the  Gods  Preferved  you  to  be  a  Witnefs^f  our  Mitfir^ 

tunes^  and  of  the  ruin  of  Poor  Darius  ?  *Tis  itoto  indeed  you 

fie  vi  Prijoners,  and  Prijoners  to  a  Conqueror  le/s  Generous 

than  you  were ;  xoho^  from  the  firji  moment  of  our  being  Caf^ 

tivatedj  offered  us  Liberty  of  ymr  ovm  accord^  which  Alexaxh 

der  refufes  both  to  the  Prayers  and  Prefents  if  Dariu^. 

^  Madam,  (replied  my  Prince}  the  Gods  have  faved  my. 
'  Life,  after  a  Lofs  that  made  me  bate  it,  becaufe  they 
^  refolved  I  (hould  neither  keep  it  nor  loofe  it  but  for 
^  your  Family :  I  willingly  obey  them,  and  the  powerfal 
^  Inclination  that  has  forced  me  from  Darius  to  come  and 

*  die  in  your  Prefence,x]T  to  employ  my  iblf  in  your  Service^ 

*  to  the  laft  drop  of  Bbod  that  lemaiAs  in'  my  Veiiis. 
Upon  this,  and  their  enquiring  a%r  the  Safety  and  Hi^th 

of 
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of  Dariusy  he  prefenoed  the  Xenec,  direAed  t6^  rfaem  both 
in  thefe  words : 
*  He  rftot  <xmes  from  faviAg  my  Lifi^  goes  to  fare  the 
reft  of  my  Pamily  ;  Oromes^  whom  the  Gods  have  ndfed 
again  for  my  Safety,  goes  to  labour  for  i^onrs,  and  ta 
cmpiOy  himlelf  for  your  Liberties,  with  that  wonderful 
Aflet^ion,  which  makes  him  id  forget  his  own  Imereft 
CO  eonfider  ours ;  bnc  receive  faim  no  naore  as  Orontes^ 
tnd  repair,  by  your  Refpeds^  the  Faults  you  have  conw 
miffed.  Honour  in  the  Perfon  of  a  Prince,  who  has  fi> 
peifeflly  oUiged  ycu,  that  of  Oroondates,  Prince  of  Sc^ 
thia^  who  has  buri(3d  the  Hatred  of  his  Houfe  in  a 
Fnendfhip  whkh  is  fo  advamagious  to  you,  and  which 
aniidft  ill  our  Loiies,  oaghc  to  ferve  for  our  Codb- 
iation.  Oar  Daughter  Sutira^  whom  the  Gods  hare 
given  t»  for  onr  Happinefs,  is  his>  both  by  the  Merit  of 
his  Services,  and  by  the  Word  of  her  Father  and  of  her 
King :  Ufe  him  therefore  as  our  Preferver,  and  as  pur 
Son  ;  fince  that,  after  fo  many  Lofles,  his  Generofity  is 
fo  great,  as  ftill  to  defire  our  AiUdnce ;  endeavour  to 
make  it  clear  to  him,  both  by  your  Acknowledgment, 
aiid  by  the  Teftimony  of  your  Afie&ion. 
The  Queens  finifhed  the  Reading  of  this  Letter,  wiob 
an  incredible  Aftonilhment,  and  began  to  ufe  mv. Prince 
with  more  Refpecft  than  ordinary  ;  nor  was  it  long  ere 
they  charsed  the  Princefs  to  render  Obedience  to  her 
Father's  (Jommands,  hi  givk)g  her  Affedion  to  one  thac 
had  fo  well  deferved  of  her,  and  the  whole  Royal  Family 
of  Perfia,  as  not  knowing  (he  had  no  more  Hearts  to  be^ 
fiow,  than  what  (he  had  already  given  Jiim;  and  as  for  his 
Quality,  flie  was  not  unfenTible  of  it.  She  received  the  Com- 
mands of  the  King  and  Queens  with  much  Joy,  as  a  happy 
Confirmation  of  her  own  Choice.  And  fo  thefe  Royal  Lo* 
vers  being  blefled  with  each  others  Converfation,  it  much 
allayed  the  Sorrow  that  had  in  a  manner  overwhelmed  the 
Princefs  for  the  Misfortune  of  her  Houfc :  But  in  the  end, 
my  Prince,  fearing  to  be  d {(covered,  prevailed  with  venu^ 
ous  y&tUlominus  to  procure  Habits  for  himfeif  and  me,  to 
reprefent  us  as  Gardners  ;  and  in  the  greateft  ftequent  of 
diat  picafant  Place,  we  kept  in  the  moft  obfcure  Place, 
feemhig  bufie  in  an  Employment  We  had  not  been  brought 
upto :  He  often  condoled,  with  the  Princefs,  the  Lois  of 
his  dear  Artaxerxes ;  protefting  to  her,  by  all  the  Gods,  that 
fiocbip^  \m  the  Coniiaeration  of  her  Love  could  teive  won 
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him  to  live  after  fo  great  a  Misfortune ;  both  of  them  giving 
infinite  Tears  to  the  Memory  of  that  Gallant  Prince,  and 
confirm'ng  their  pure  AfFedions  in  the  moft  PaflSonate 
Words  any  Language  was  able  to  exprefs  fo  conftant  and 
tender  a  Love  in. 

We  lived  on  this  manner  fome  happy  Weeks,  and  in 
the  mean  time  Alexander  fell  paffionately  enamoured  with 
the  fair  Barfina,  that  iliuftrious  Widow,    to  the  valiant 
Idcnmon,  which  made  him  often  vifit  the  Ladies,  which 
be  before  had  refrained  to  do ;  and  our  Care  was,  to 
ftiun  his  Prefence  all  we  could :    Yet  one  Day  we  were 
put  into  a  terrible  Fright,  when  we  faw  a  great  Number 
of  the  Guards  enter.   I  began  prefently  to  tremble  j  but  my 
Fear  was  infinitely  increaied,  when  Abdolominus  advancing 
towards  them,   and  demanding  the  Caufe  that  brought 
them  thither ;  their  Captain  replied.  We  come  here  to  jeek 
for  a  Prince^  who  lies  hid  in  difguifey  xvhoje  Habit  is  nothing 
fatable  to  his  Quality  ;  he  tnuft  come  before  Alexander,  to 
whom  he  is  not  unknown^    and  receive  from  fo  juft  a  Kjng 
the  Hccompcnce  that  is  due  to  him,     Jitdge  you,  Sir,  of 
my  Matters  Aftonilhment ;  then  it  was  that  he  thought 
himfelf  abfolutely  loft  :  And  no  longer  doubting,  but  fome 
of  Alcxnndc/s  Attendance  had  difcovered  him  in  the  Gar- 
den, his  Mind  was  confufed  with  feveral  Thoughts,  futa- 
ble  to  the  Condition  in  which  he  was :  But  he  was  foon 
cafed  of  his  Apnrehenfion,  when  the  Captain,  ftill  addref- 
fing  himfelf  to  tnat  good  Man,  faid ;  Prince  Abdolominus, 
be  not  firuck^  with  iVonder^  but  come  and  receive  from  Alex- 
ander the  Crown  of  ycur  Country  ;  your  Vertue  cannot  continue 
longer  hid;  and  great  Hepheftion,  to  whom  the  Kjng  has 
left  the  difpofing  of  ity  choofes  you^  among  all  the  Sidonians, 
to  command  a  People y  that  give  an  univerjal  Teftimony  of  yaur 
Wifdoin  and  Integrity :   Leave  off  therefore  thefc  Garments^ 
unwo'.'thy  of  your  prcfint  Condition^  and  put  on  tho/e  that  are 
appointed  for  you  ;  come,  and  £ive  Thanks  to  Alexander  and 
Hepheftion,  for  the  Prefent  that  they  make  you,  and  for  the 
Eft  com  they  have  of  ycur  Merits* 

Upon  thefe  Words,  they  h2L&cntd  Abdolominus  (full  of 
Aftnnilhmcnt)  to  the  King,  who  appeared  to  receive  that 
fuddeh  Change  of  his  Fortune,  with  much  unwillingnefs  : 
I  remember  it  well,  faid  Lyfimachus;  and  being  in  the 
King's  Prefence;  Let  us  hear  (faid  Alexander)  fince  we 
have  deftined  thee  to  a  Crown,  in  what  manner  thou  haft 
fupported  thy  Poverty.     /  befeech  tloe  Gods,  ( replied  Abdor 

lominus^ 
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hminusy  without  being  moved)  /  may  fupport  the  Cre^m 
with  the  very  fame  Mind^  This  modeft  Anlwer  (b  highljr 
pleafed  that  great  King,  that  he  prefenrly  confirmed  He^ 
fbeftions  Choice. 

After  this  ( continued  Araxis)  Alexander  refblved  co  f c- 
tnove  from  Sidcri^  and  lay  Siege  to  Tyre  ;  which  mtirfc 
CTonbled  my  Prince,  as  concluding  he  would  not  leave  die 
Royal  Prifoners  behind  him  ;  but  at  the  Inftance  of  tke 
Queen  and  my  Mafter,  Barfina  prevailed  with  the  Con- 
tjneror  to  kt  them  lie  .  in  this  place  till  that  Siege  waff 
over,  under  the  Guard  of  Nkdnot  and  Selucus^  which  gav^ 
them  a  very  great  Satisfacftion.  Bat  ^xana  itill  perfiftiag 
in  a  violent  Paflion  for  my  Prince,  and  finding  he  delays! 
with  many  Excufes  to  anfwer  her  Aflfe&ioo,  Ae  laboured 
to  crofs  his  with  Statira^  and  ib  effedhially  wrought  dbe 
DeiigQ,  that  (he  ftirred  up  a  Jealoufie  in  her,  that  he  wi« 
in  Love  with  Barfina ;  nor  could  all  his  Proteftacions  <^ 
move  that  Sufpicion,  till  Barfina  her  felf  ( at  my  Maifter'^ 
earneft  reaucft)  with  many  Vows  and  Proteftations,  ujd^ 
deceived  toe  too  credulous  Princefs,  whofe  Goodnefs  conU 
not  fo  eafily  penetrate  the  malicious  Intendments  cf  E{pxana^ 
who  vowed  fo  much  Kindnefs.to  her;  nor  had  my  Prince 
{for  fear  of  offending  Statira)  told  any  thing  of  the  Love 
(he  made  him  :  But  Barfinn^  who;  was  of  a  prompt  Under- 
ftanding,  faid,  It  mufl:  neceifarily  be  that  this  malicious 
Woman  cither  loves  Oroondates^ox  hates  you:  Therefore  it 
is  my  Advice,  that  you  lend  her  your  Ear  no  more^  nor 
believe  that  it  is  without  fome  Incereft  (he  takes  fo  gre^i 
a  Care  to  make  a  Difference  between  you.  Aly  Prince 
bluihed  •  at  theie  Words,  yet  refrained  to  difcover  aay 
thing  of  E^oxanas  Affe(%ions  or  Importunities ;  and  addcet 
fing  himtelf  to  Statiray  Madfim  ( faid  he )  the  Gods  h4»e^ 
wit/jout  doubt ^  raifedhcruf  to  i^eep  me  from  loofing  the  Kjio»* 
ledge  of  my  felfj  in  the  Hafpinefs  to  which  I  am  exalted  fy 
the  favour  you  have  dotie  me^  but  fince^  by  another  of  tJoefavw 
nature^  you  draw  me  out  of  the  Grave^  which  fhe  had  frefarel 
for  mCj  1  i:onjure  you  net  to  hearken  to  bar  any  more  to  xnf 
Aif advantage^  and  never  tofufpeEl  him  guilty  of  Infidelity^  mf» 
can  never- foffibly  be  guilty  of  it. 

The  Princefs,  afiiamed  of  her  groundlefs  Siifpicion,  fbunl 
her  felf  conftrained  to  ask  Pardon  botlj  of  my  Prince  ^^od 
of  Barfina^  whofe  Fidelity  her  too  much  Credulity  hafl  i/w 
^ured.  But  B^xana  ftopp'd  not  here  ^  for  (he  iiever  ga(^'<e 
over  till  (he  had  raifed  up  to  my  Pxiace  the  raoft  PowerM

Hivstl  in  the  World,  by  filling  tbe ^Eats  of  ^/irx^db-  wicb 
'the  Praife  of  Statiras  Bed.ut}%  and  excellent  Vertues ;  and 
•chat  in  gaining  a  Eteughter  of  Berfia  tabisQiieen,  it  .would 
not  Qnly  facilitate  his  Conquefts,  but  encline  'the  Hearts 
of  the  Fcrfians  to  favour  him :  Which  firpd  this  ^ooung 
Conqueror  with  Love  and  Ambition;  and  liftening  to  (this 
Land  Syrens  Note,  he  was  fo  charmed,  lihat  :negk3dlh:^ 
'the  Love  he  had  made  to  ^wjina^  bis  Heart  was  altpge** 
-dier  fixed  and  intent  on  a  new  one.  The  Princefs  Stativa 
bad  foon  Proofs  df  this  Change,  not  only  .by  J])ifcouries 
.>be  had  with  her,  when  (wearyof  thelong  Si^e.of  jQcrr^ 
be  returned  to  Sidon^  but  by  many  Letters,  in  a  very  loving 
and  fubmifllve  Srile,  he  fent  her  in  his  Abfence  from  that 
Camp,  which  infinitely  troubled  and  difcompofed  bcr 
Mind;  yet^  not  willing  to  bide  theCaufe  of  her  Difcon- 
•cnts  from  her  dear  Oroondapesy  one  Day  being  with  him 
in  a  dele  fliady  Bower,  and  all  others  withdrawn,  after 
fome  Sighs,  looking  on  him  with  Tears  in  her  Eyes,  flie 
drew  out  of  her  Bofom  the  Lecters  Ahxttnder  'had  fent  her. 
Which  my  Prince  read  with  a  trembling  Heart ;  as^Ifo  the 
Copies  of  the  Anfwers  fhe  reramed,  wherein  ihegave  him 
not  the  leaft  Encouragement,  but  put  him. off  coldly,  with 
only  Civilities  and  Refpeds,  as  a  Man,  whofe  Captive  ftc 
was,  and  one  (he  feared  to  anger.  However,  my  Prince  wa$ 
•exceedingly  troubled ;  not  that  he  feared  the  Inconftancy  of 
'his  Princefs,  but  that  the  only  Man  in  the  Wofld*  pet  fevered 
in  a  Love  towards  her,  over  whofe  Body  be  had  an  ab- 
solute Pqwer,  and  might  conftrain  that,  though  be  could 
not  violate  the  Mind :  and  his  Grief  was  the  greater, 
when  he  perceived  ^^xanas  Malice  would  not  fuffer 
him  to  be  long  in  fafety  fo  near  Alexander ;  and  in  that 
he  found  anabfolute  neceflity  of  leaving  bis  Princefs  for  a 
time  to  be  pcrfecuted  by  that  Conqueror's  Solicitations^ 
who  now  was  returned  fuller  of  her  bright  lika  than 
ever.  They  parted  indeed,  but  with  fucb  a  ftormy  Grief, 
as  if  their  Hearts  would  have  rent  in  funder  :  The  Prin- 
ceis  held  him  a  great  while  in  her  Arms,  drowning  M$ 
Face  in  Tears ;  (he  fpoke  the  kind  eft  and  tendereft  Wordsi 
ro  bim  that  Love  and  Grief  could  infptre;  and  brought 
him  into  fuch  a  Condition,  that  nothing  but  bis  Tears 
bore  witnefs  there  remained  fome  little  Life  in  bim  :  and 
wfien  cruel  Neceflicy  rent  them  from  each  others  tender 
Embraces;  Farewell^  Oroondates,  (laid  ihe)  remember  aL 
ipa/j  foor  PrifincrSy  and  h  as  exnS  in  tbf  obferving  of 

your 
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ymPi  Pr94iifesj  a^  all  the  JVcrld  /hall  fie  me  J^filme  i» 
Jrcj  rather  than  break,  that  vMch  I  have  given  yen*  And 
yotfy  MadafBy  (repbcd  uqt  Prince)  never  forpt your  foMm 
fiii  Oroondates  ^  ami  t$  jfave  his  Ufe^  which  he  mil  tmfhy 
vniy^in-ymir^Servieey  reJjJl.AittOindcrj.Affeiiicmf  atiuiJepmi 
hiotf  frcen  the^  Malice  of  Rozana. 

Soioa '  after  this  the  Qoeens  and  Prioodles  were  air* 
rted  to.'7>rr  (now  taken)  and  from  thence  to  Gai^a^ 
which!  Alexander  ^  was  pceparing-  to  befiege.  I  fliodd 
have,  toldryot^  Sbr^  chas*  ere  we'  depaned  from  the-  p]et« 
laoc.G^tfdenSy  niy  Prince^'  to  his  great  Pbrplexity^  rcceKcd 
a  JJettcrfiiosri^iiiMy'  bf  the  Hands  of  one  of  her  Page^ 
which:. he  (hewed.  n)e>:  it  was  to  this  effei^. 
'  hhmm  great*  focver  the  Rigour  you  have  (hewed  me^is^' 
I.  caanoc  imagine  70ur  Hean  fo  hard^  as  you  dif&mbfe^ic 
to  be;  but  raflinc  my; felf,  that  your  defire  to  pleafe 
aoodisr,  is  almoft  the  ooiy.  Canfe  or  it :  Give  it  over  from  • 
beDGefonh^:Or008r/4#(ri,  and  with  it  the  Hopes  of  one  whom 
the  Gods  have  dcftindt  taa  highcr'Fortnne.  For  my  parr, 
I: think  it  not  handfome'in  you  to.difdain  thac  which  I 
have*  already  ofl^red  you- ;  and  my  belief,  that  yoa  will 
acknowledge  your  Fauk  at  laft;  makes  me  ftill  coocimie 
the  Remembrance  of  you,  and  perfwades  me  to  fend,  iir 
mf  .Leoer  this  Bracelet  c^  my  Mair,  which  you  will  ke^ 
tenderly,  if  you  be. wife,  and  if  you  think  your  felf  wor- 
thy of  the  Favour  of  J^amti 
This  perfecuting  Lettcc  put  tny  Mafter  fo  much  out  o£ 
Humour,  that,  contrary  to  his  umal  Refped:  for  Ladies,  he 
Writ  the  following  Anfwer,  which  afterwards  proved  (o 
fatal  to  the  Repofe  of  his  Life,  returning  in  it' the  Brace* 
let  (he  had  fent  him't 
.  '  If  you.were  of  the  Opinion  that  I  diflemfaled,  you  were 

*  not  at  all  deceived;  I  diddif&mble,  I  confisis,  in  my  Coii»4 
^  pliance  to  you;  but  1  di&mUed  not  in  my  Paflion  foc 

*  one  more  lovely  than  you  are :  You  have  indeed^  made^ 

*  mefoi&ke  a  place,  which  your  Importunities  mademe^ 

*  hate  1  I. leave  you  without  any; Trouble,  or  without  any' 

*  Defign  to  advantage  my  felf,'  either  by  your  Remem* 
'  brance,  or  by  your  Favours' 5  I  obuined  them  with  too 
'  much  eafe  to  value  them';  andbecanfe  the  Prefents  of 

*  Enemies  arc  always  fatal,  I  fend  you  back  your  Bracelet^ 
'  and  retain  nothing  of  you  that-can-  trouble  the  Repofe 

*  of  Oroondates. 

He  fent  this  Letter  by  the  Page  that  brought  hers,  ^d 

upcn 
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upon  our  departure  we  went  tbw^rd^  Babylon^  where  we 
found  Dnrius  had  prepared  a  very  great  Army,  to  try  another 
Battel  for  his  Empire.  My  Prince  no  fooner  appeared  in  his^ 
Prefence,  but  that  good  King  hafted  to  meet  him  with  open 
Arms,  embracing  him  with  Tears  of  Joy,  calling  him  his 
Son,  and  the  Guardian  Angel  of  Perfia.  My  Prince  received 
his  Civilities  with  profound  Rei^d;  and  Submiflion;  and 
as  foon  .^s  he  was  at  leafure  to  hear  him,  gave  that  King  an 
account  of  all  that  had  paffed  lince  his  departure  from  him  •; 
much  grieving,  that  Fortune  had  not  put  it  into  his  power 
CO  free  the  Captive  Queens  and  Princeflb.  Whilft  this  thing 
pdffed,  we  had  News  4lexander  was  returning  fix)m  the 
Temple  of  Jnfiter  Hammon;  and  Darius ^  upon  this  notice^ 
prepared  to  meet  him  on  his  way,  and  give  him  Battel  ; 
when  Tyreur  the  Eunuch  brought  him  word  that  his  be« 
loved  Queen  Statira^  and  Mother  to  the  Pfincefles,  (tired 
with  the  Fatigue  of  io\\ovj\ti%  Alexander  from  place  to  place, 
and  overborn  with  the  Oppreflion  of  Grief,  for  the  many 
great  Misfortunes  of  her  Houfe )  and  refigned  her  Life  to 
take  reft  in  a  quiet  Grave ;  and  that  Alexander  ( much 
grieved  for  the  lofs  of  fo  vertuous  a  Lady )  had  lamented 
ic  with  many  Tears,  and  caufed  her  to  be  buried  with  all 
the  folemn  Funeral  Pomp  the  fad  Occafion  required  ;  and 
that  he  ufed  Syfigambis,  the  Princefles,  and  other  Perfian 
Ladies,  with  all  Honour  and  RefpeA. 

The  lofs  of  this  great  Queen  drew  Tears  from  all  our 
Eyes;  but  Darius  was  fo  fenfibly  afflided,  that  all  our  Pcr- 
fwafions  were  little  enough  to  make  him  think  of  living  any 
longer ;  but  coming  in  time  to  a  little  more  Moderation, 
and  reflecting  on  Alexanders  Generofity,  ( tho*  an  Enemy ) 
he  propofed  once  more  to  treat  with  him,  and  offer  advan** 
tagious  Conditions  for  putting  an  end  to  that  War,  that  had 
fkained  the  Fields  already  with  fo  great  an  Effufion  of  Blood. 
To  this  effedl  he  fent  ten  Ambafladors,  of  the  moft  Cbn- 
fiderabie  Perfons  of  his  Court,  with  ample  Power  to  trear, 
and  ofler  him  Thirty  Thoufand  Talents  for  the  Ranfom  of 
the  Prifoners,  and  his  Daughter  Parifatis  in  Marriage,  with 
all  the  Territories  in  Dower  that  lie  between  Euphrates  and 
ihc  Helle/pont.  But  that  King  ( whofe  Ambition  had  no 
bounds)  having  already  grafped  his  whole  Empire  in  con- 
ceit,  and  which  afterwards  he  really  poflefled,  utterly  re- 
jected thele  reafonable  Offers,  returning  his  Anfwers  by 
thofe  Ambaffadprs :  Th^t 

Heaven 
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Heitven  conld  not  fuff<r  two  Suns  to  flihe  at  once^  ^  > 
Emh  two  Soveraign  Emperors.  That  if  he  would  ;^,iJ 
him  the  firft  fUce^  and  be  content  with  thefecond^  he  v^auld 
grant  him  the  Fence  he  defired  \  hut  if  he  would  not  fub- 
mit  to  that  Condition^  he  Jhonld prepare  himfelf  for  Battle. 
Darius^  hereupon  difpairing  of  Peace,  turned  his 
Thoughts  ^holljr  upon  War,  and  in  good  earneft  dif- 
pofed  himfelf  to  the  Encounter ;  and  when  the  Annies 
came  in  iight  of  each  other,  he  made  a  very  moving 
Oration  to  encourage  the  Commanders  and  Soldiers, 
and  was  feconded  in  it  by  my  Prince,  who  afcer  ad- 
drdlhng  hiouelf  to  the  King,  S/r  ;  laid  he  )  1  will  either 
^generofi(ly  to  Day  or  refiore  untoyotrr  Majeftjfomepart 
of  what  you  have  hp.  Go  Son.  {(siid  the  King)  tnay  the 
Gods  tal^e  as  great  care  of  thyfafety  as  cf  mine  own^  and 
iefogracioHS  that  I  may  fee  yon  again  ^  with  as  much  Joy 
M I  fart  from  yoH  with  Sorrow :)  I  wiil  not  detain  you 
Sir  with  the  Order  ©ur  Army  marched  in,  you  faw  it 
as  well  as  I  >  let  it  fuffice,  that  to  tell  you  a  two  Years 
Truce,  being  concluded  between  Darius  and  the  King 
of  Scytbia,  whofe  hatred  now  fubmitted  to  the  fear  of 
Alexander's  Encroaching  Power ;  there  were  in  the 
Field  that  Day  Ten  Thoufand  Scythians,  at  the  head 
of  which  my  Prince  chofe  ro  Fight,  as  knowing  his 
own  Example  above  any  others,  would  Animate  them 
to  do  wonders »  and  the  i'attlc  was  no  fooner  joined 
but  his  chief  Aim  being  to  Refcue  the  Royal  Captives  ; 
drawing  his  Forces  that  way,  he  fell  on  with  fuch  Fury, 
that  he  hewed  a  free  Paffagc  through  all  thcfe  Troops 
that  guarded  the  Tents  and  Bagage  ^  with  the  ilaugh-^ 
ter  of  many  Gallant  Macedonians^  and  having  given 
that  part  oi  Alexander'^  ^Axmy  an  entire  defeat,  he 
i^lighted  at  the  Qfiecn  s  Tent  all  fmeered  uith  Blood  ; 
entring  but  with  a  few,  when  feeing  ly^yi^/iw^/y,  Madam 
(laid  he,  difcovering  his  Face)  Tch  are  free  by  the  Af^ 
fiiUnce  of  the  Gods^  Let's  lofe  no  time  \  but  if  you  fleafi 
m^kfkajie  to  lay  hold  on  this  good  Fortune:)  when  to 
the  great  Aftonifliment  of  my  Prince,  theQiieen  turn^ 
€d  her  back  pn  him,  with  a  cold  negleft,  and  when  he 
caft  himfelf  at  the  Feet  of  his  Princcfs,  Embraceing 
her  Knees  with  an  unconceivable  Extafie,  he  found  a 
peater  caufe  of  amazi^ment  for  that  Treafure  of  his 
Life;  having  beheld  him  a  while  with  an  Eye  of  Dif- 
pleafure  and  Indignation,  turned  away  her  Face  from 
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him  on  a  fuddain,  and  freeing  her  felf  rougbly  out  of 
his  Hands,  broke  away  to  the  other  fide  of  the  Tent, 
s  leaving  hisi  in  a  Conf  ufion  that  can  hardly  be  imagined, 
much  iefs  exprefled ;  yet  the  neceflity  of  time  madt 
him  rife^and  looking  round  aboQt,he  faiir  all  theirCoun- 
tenances  To  cold  and  changed  towards  him,  that  ke 
Aood  a  while  as  one  bereved  ot  his  Senfes,  when  re- 
covering his  Speech,  0  Gods  (cried  he)  ffha^  firangt 
adventare  is  this,  when  going  to  the  Princefs,  who  fate 
ina^hair,  Maddm  (faid  he  trembling^  Have  joh  quite 
forgot  me,  or  do  yon  injour  frefent  trofwle  tal^e  me  for  a 
Macedonian  ?  when  looking  on  him  with  an  angry  Eye, 
No  (faid  fhe)  bm  for  a  Scythian,  and  by  confequence  a 
more  cruel  Enemy  than  any  Macedonian.  At  thefe  uik 
e^pefled  words,  looking  on  her  with  an  Eye  able  to 
banifh  all  her  Difpleafure,  if  {he  had  vouchfafed  to 
,  have  confidered  him.  Madam  (anfwered  he)  This  is  not 
a  fit  feafon  to  make  tryal  of  me,  I  thinly  the  reality  ^tny 
affeilion  is  not  unknown  to  you,  and  though  youjMu/d 
havejufi  occafion  to  reproach  me,  you  ouzht  to  take  a  more 
comenient  time,  and  employ  this  in  perjeSling  that  Liberty 
which  the  favour  of  the  Ooas,and  the  affi fiance  of  your  Ser^ 
i^  vants  have  procured  jou. 

Statira,  Upon  thefe  words,  darting  an  Angry  look 
at  him,  and  reprefling  fome  fighs  which  would  not 
have  fuffered  her  words  to  come  fmoothly  forth.  It  iV 
not  by  your  affiflance  (faid  (be)  that  I  vnB  be  free,  and  I 
Jhall  always  prefer  Captivity,  nay  Death  it  felf  before  the 
liberty  Ifhould  receive  from  you^  If  Darius  be  Conqueror 
\  I/hall  be  fref  without  you,  and  if  he  be  conquered,  I  bad 
father  follow  his  Fortune  than  be  beholding  to  the  Relief  of 
our  mofl  mortal  Enemy. 

This  was  like  a  Thunderbolt  to  my  Prince,  who  ftood 
with  his  Arms  a  crofs,  as  one  more  than  half  Dead, 
when  Statira  rifing  from  her  Chair,  in  a  furious  a£lion, 
and  wipeing  fome  Tears  from  her  Eyes,  which  burft 
forth  in  fpite  of  all  refinance  \  Art  thou  returned  then 
perjured  Man,  and  has  the  Truce  between  our  Fathers 
made  thee  take  up  thofe  thoughts  again  v/hich  thou 
hadft  loft ;  nay,  rather  being  but  half  fatis(icd,  thou 
comeft  back  to  compleat  the  Treachery,  and  to  over-* 
whelm  a  Family  by  this  laft  perfideoufnels,  which  is  al- 
ready too  near  its  ruin.  Leave  heir  now  in  quiet  whom 
the  change  of  her  Condition,  and  the  misfortunes  of 

her 
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her  Houfe  have  made  thee  bafely  to  fariake ;  I  am  not 
fo  abandoned  by  the  GoJs^  but  that  I  may  find  as  good 
Fortune,  jU€X4Mier  loves  me,  and  though  I  cannot 
love  him,  I  will  give  my  felt  to  him,  to  puniih  this 
too  eafie  Heart  of  a  Fault  which  thou  madeil  it  to 
commit ;  get  thee  gone  from  before  me  for  ever,  and 
free  me  &om  the  fight  of  an  Enemy  that  hath  fo  mor- 
tally offended  me,  and  ufed  me  fo  unworthily. 

My  Prince  who  was  ftill  upon  his  Knees,  and  had 
hearkened  to  her,  quite  befide  himfelf,  could  not  fore- 
bear interrnpting  her  at  thefe  cruel  Words,  I  Madam  ! 
(aried  he)  have  I  mvtaMj  offended  jiotty  and  nfed  you  un^ 
iporthify}  Yes  perfideous  Man,  replied  the  Princefl^ 
thou  thy  felf,  and  for  the  fake  of  the  Gods  fpeak  no 
more  in  a  juftification^  whicli  is  deadly  to  me  and  in- 
different to  thee  ;  I  have  fuch  convincing  proofs  ef  it, 
vrhich  thou  neither  canft  nor  wouldft  gain-fay,  and 
your  guilty  Confcience  does  fufficiently  reproach  your 
Crimes ;  but  if  the  Memory  of  Artaxerxes  had  ever 
any  power  with  thee^  I  conjure  you  by  che  remembrance 
of  that  dear  Brother,  and  by  chofe  Gods  you  have  fo 
often  invoak'd,  in  the  falihood  of  thofe  Oaths  which 
have  abufed  me^  forfake  this  hated  Country  for  ever 
vifhere  thou  haft  Deen,  but  too  long  for  my  vnhappinefs, 
and  never  more  prefent  thy  felf  t^fore  her  who  cannoi 
behold  thee,  but  as  a  dreadful  objed* 

My  Mafter  upon  thefe  unforefeen  and  unjuf^  re<* 
proaches,  was  irf  fo  great  a  diforder  of  Min<9,  as  made 
him  turn  the  point  of  his  Sword  againft  his  Breaft  to 
put  an  end  to  that  Life  that  was  hateful  to  him  \  but 
then  confidering  the  undefervedneis  of  thefe  Reproached, 
from  a  Perfon  to  whom  he  had  given  fo  many  gallant 
proofs  of  his  Love,  he  reftrained  that  firft  fury  of  his 
Difpair,  and  refolved  to  fall  more  nobiy,  when  riling 
up  on  a  Cuddain,  alter  having  looked  a  while  upon  her 
^ich  an  Eye  fparkling  with  Love  ^nd  Indignation  \  It 
is  true  Tfaid  he.  Madam)  /  am  Treacherons^  Vnworthy 
and  Dijloyal\  btaif  Ibefo^  'tis  to  mj  rather^  and  mj  King^ 
40  mj  Kindred^  and  my  Conntrj^  v^hom  I  have  betrayed  and 
forfaken  for  you ;  and  the  advantage  of  ydtr  camily  to  the 
after  haK,arding  of  n:y  Life^  and  what  is  dearer  tO  we^  my 
Honofir.  IwU/not  tifbrardyots  wuh  the  Services  I  have 
dofiif,  rhi^f  cannot  k  intfrejih  inyc^r  Memory^  though  they 
;^]4rc  th^y^l  ^^P'^q^iJks  I  eanfett'^  6ut  this  nnworthinefs 
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yOft  accufe  me  o/,  is  trulj  t6  he  found  in  your  felf^  jot€ 
feign  that  Iforfakeyou  in  your  Misfortunes^  that  jou  map 
thereby  take  a  pretence  to  for  fake  me^  when  I  had  already 
delivered  you  out  of  the  Power  of  that  Enemy  ,  whofm 
JOU  unworthily  prefer  before  me^  that's  the  true  bafenefs^ 
Indeed  'tis  this  Conqueror  has  made  you  forget  him,  who^ 
forgot  his  Kindred,  his  Eftae^  and  himjelf  to  do  Services 
for  you  and  yours ;  which  neither  you  nor  they  will  believer 
able  to  Compenfate,  I  leave  you  therefore  for  ever,  ^both  to 
mak^  place  for  one  more  happy,  and  to  free  you  not  from  s 
dreadful  objeB^  but  from  an  objeSithat  would  m^  yam 
blujh,  for  the  falfenefs  of  your  Oaths,  and  would  for  ever 
reproach  your  Ingratitude  and  Infidelty^    7hinl^no  more  of 
ftnfortnnate  Oroondates,  ^  if  you  would  have  your  Con» 
fcience  be  at  refi,  and  1  will  keep  my  felf  from  thinking  of 
you  by  my  Death,  which  is  very  near,  bftt  a  Death  which  I 
will  flrive  to  make.  Glorious  with  that  of  the  Rival^for 
whom  you  have  forjaken  me. 

At  thefe  Words  my  Prince  put  on  his  Helmet  again,' 
and  looked  with  fo  (evere  a  Terror  in  his  Countenance 
that  I  could  not  fteadfaftly  fix  my  Eyes  on  his  Face, 
and  went  out  of  the  Tent  without  fainting  any  body  ; 
leaping  on  his  Horfe,  and  commanding  the  Trumpets 
inmiediately  to  found  a  Charge,  haftning  to  meet  the 
Conqueror  (who  was  at  hand  with  the  greateft  part  of 
his  Forces)  with  afiercenefs,  which  words  are  ac  alofs 
to  reprefent ;  he  no  fooner  faw  him  at  the  head  of  his 
Men,  but  advancing  a  Hundred  Paces  before  us,  he 
clofed  up  to  him  with  a  terrible  cry,  Alexander  (faid 
he)  /  am  he  that  came  from  the  defeat  of  thy  Troops,  I 
am  he  that  wounded  thee  at  the  Battle  of^  I(fus,  and  I  am 
he  that  to  whom  thou  fincegavefi  aXife,  which  I  come 
tfere  to  lofe  by  thy  Hands ;  Pardon  me  this  Ingratitude,  I 
have  loved  thee  as  an  Enemy,  but  as  a  Rival,  I  cannot 
fuffer  thee  to  live,  unlefs  thou  takefi  away  my  Life,  as  thou 
hafl  taken  Statira  frwu  me. 

At  tnefe  words  he  charged  Alexander  with  fo  great  a 
Fury,  that  although  that  Valiant  Man  defended  himfelf 
.  with  much  Bravery  and  Refolution,  "to  keep  up  the 
great  Reputation  he  had  gained  in  the  fight  of  his 
own  Army  }  yet  my  Prince  animated  by  Difpair,  to 
lofe  a  Life  he  no  longer  regarded,  after  the  lofs  of 
Statira,  had  in  all  probability  put  a  period  to  that  of 
his  Rivals,  it  the  Macedoman$  fceing  their  King  in  fuch 

danger^

danger^  had  not  violently  rufhed  between  in  great 
numbers,  and  forced  them  afunder ;  when  my  Prince 
fbond  himfeif  thus  feparated,  he  wrecked  his  Fury  on 
the  fbremoft,  writing  his  refentments  of  the  difapoint- 
ment  in  large  bloody  Charaders;  and  with  his  Sword 
opened  a  way  wide  enough  to  have  fled,  by  flaying  or 
•overthrowing  the  moft  rdfolute  Captains ;  but  teing 
rerolved  to  die,  laying  aflde  all  thoughts  of  flight  after 
he  had  (ignalized  nis  Valour,  and  done  Actions  that 
Pofterity  will  fcarce  credit ;  being  overbore  by  num- 
bers of  his  Enemies,  many  deep  Wouilds^  and  the  lo/s 
of  much  Blood,  caufed  him  to  fink  leilurly  from  his 
H<Mie  to  the  Ground,  on  the  heap  of  Slain,  thar  ob- 
flni£ted  a  further  paflage;  and  I  who  had  (econded  him 
to  the  utmoft  tumbled  at  his  Feet,  with  all  the  flgns 
of  a  dying  Man  ;  yec  redoubling  the  little  ftrength  I 
had  left,  and  getting  on  my  Knees,  I  embraced  him, 
and  ^ve  him  as  I  thought  the  laft  teftimonies  of  my 
Affeftion  in  the  lateft  moment  of  a  Life  which  I  con- 
cluded was  at  an  end  \  but  Alexander  having  won  an 
entire  Viftory,  in  generofity  (as  1  have  (ince  heard)  to 
fo  much  Valour  as  my  Mafl:er  had  (hewed  in  the  Field 
that  Day.  caufed  Enmenes  to  fearch  for  his  Body  ar 
mongft  the  Dead,  either  to  prefer  ve  his  Life  if  it  were 
not  quite  expired,  or  give  him  an  honourable  Burial, 
as  the  greatnefs  of  his  Virtue  deferved  in  his  Efteem. 

Lyfimdchtis^  having  been  in  this  Adion,  interrupted 
Araxis^  and  extolled  the  Valour  of  the  Prince  of 
Scjthian  and  Alexander'^  goodnefs  in  taking  care  to  pre- 
fcrve  (if  poflible)  fo  pretious  a  Life  in  the  higheft. na- 
ture 9  and  fo  at  this  time  broke  off  the  third  of  the 
Difcourfe  to  hear  the  reft  at  more  leafure,  upon  the 
coming  of  a  Servant  from  Oroond^tes^  to  invite  him  to 
Dine  with  him  that  Day.

BOOK   V. 

AFTER  Dinner  Lyfimachus,  impatient  of  delay,  re- 
-^  tired  vi\t\i  Ar axis ^  to  fpend  the  Atternoon  in  hear- 
ing the  remaining  wonders  of  a  Life,  that  had  already 
charmed  him  with  Admiration. 

You  know  (faid  Araxh)  my  Matter  and  my  felf 
were  found  by  Eumenes,  and  had  all  the  care  taken  of 
us  by  the  command  of  a  generous  Enemy,  as  we  could 
have  expe£led  from  the  otA  of  our  Friends  ;  when  it 
was  perceivable  we  had  yet  fome  Life  in  us,  and  when 
my  Prince  came  to  himfelf,  and  called  to  mind  the 
cruel  things  that  had  befallen  him,  though  he  was  iti« 
finitely  vexed  and  grieved,  yet  he  oppofcd  not  the  Chi- 
rurgeons  nor  Fhyfitians  that  attended  him,  in  their eii«- 
deavours  to  reftore  him ;  but  when  he  was  at  liberty 
from  them,  he  complained  in  terms  able  to  have  cleft 
the  Rockieft  Heart  with  Fitly,  and  fliewcd  a  wonder- 
ful contempt  of  Iiis  Life,  he  examined  all  the  paft 
Anions  of  it,  and  found  them  full  of  Innocency,  and 
the  proofs  of  a  real  AfFeAion,  infomuch  that  he  could 
not  attribute  Statifa%  fo  fuddain  a  change  to  any  thing^ 
but  to  the  Inconftancy  of  her  humour,  and  a  meanne^ 
ufiworthy  of  her  Birth,  which  made  her  prefer  AUx^ 
anders  (though  an  Enemy,  and  the  cruel  Enemy  of 
her  Houfe  in  particular)  before  a  Prince  who  had  fo 
faithfully  ferved  her,  and  to  whom  flie  was  engaged 
by  fo  many  Oaths,  and  fo  many  Obligations  ;  aad  in 
refle^ing  on  her  Ingratitude  and  Inconftancy  \  it  for- 
tified him  very  much  in  the  end,  by  a  refoiation  not 
to  die  for  the  fake. of  one  that  had  fo  meanly  and  un- 
juftly  forfaken  and  difpifed  his  real  Affeftions  to  enter 
upon  new  ones,  on  no  other  foundation  than  that  of 
Ambition.  It  would  be  too  tedious  Sir  to  relate  the 
refentments  he  had  on  this  occafioh,  nor  the  Refledli- 
i.n<  he  made  on  the  Virtues  of  that  Princefs^  whom 
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he  concluded  to  have  utterly  forfaken  all  Virtue  with 
her  Honour  to  oblige  a  prevailing  Conqueror,  which 
ended  in  a  design  of  forgetting  fo  Ungrateful  and  In- 
conftont  a  Lady ;  and  of  leaving  Pcrfia  for  ever^  to 
return  unto  his  own  Country,  to  recover  there  the  re- 
pofe  he  had  loft  for  fo  many  Years. 

As  foon  as  I  perceived  my  Prince  in  this  mind,  I  con- 
fefs  to  yoq,  I  laboured  to  confirm  him  in  it,  by  all  the 
reafbns  I  could  alledge  ;  fometimes  he  would  (eem  ab- 
folutely  refolved  on  ir,  but  within  a  little  while  a^er 
Statira  appearing  to  his  fancy  more  Lovely  and  Cliarm- 
ing  than  ever,  took  away  all  thofe  Relolutions,  and 
plainly  I  perceived  agatnft  ray  will,  that  he  would  have 
a  mighty  difficulty  to  difengage  himfelf  of  a  Paflion^ 
that  was  likely  to  end  but  wich  his  Life ;  yet  he  being 
endowed  wich  a  large  Underftanding,  and  a  wonderful 
great  Courage,  his  Indignation  wrought  powerfully 
upon  him  s  and  feeing  himfelf  bantfhed  wich  fo  much 
Difdain,  by  a  Perfon  whom  he  thought  he  had  fo  dearr 
ly  bought^  and  fo  well  deferved,  he  made  a  Conqueft 
over  his  Paflipn  worchy  of  him  ;  and  difpofed  himfelf 
in  the  end  not  to  Love  her  any  more,  and  obey  lier  in, 
for  ever  depriving  himfelf  of  her  figlit. 

Whilft  my  Prince  was  in  thefe  thoughts,   we  had 
news  that  poor  Darius  had  loft  his  Life  by  the  Trea- 
chery of  Befns ;  and  Narbarz^nfes^  two  of  his  Subjtfts 
Vvh^ch  that  go6d  King  had  promoted  from  a  low  De- 
gree to  high  Honours,  and  favoured  them  with  the 
Government  of  Provinces  j    for  nhilil  he  was  labour- 
ing to  raife  Forces,  and  try  the  Fortune  of  an  other 
Field  for  his  Empire,  they  corrupting  his  Guards,  en- 
tred  his  Tent,  fcized  on  his  Rojial  Perfon-;  and  were 
about  to  Convey  him  to  Alexander,  in  hopes  to  make 
their  own  terms  with  the  Conqueror,   by  delivering 
him  up  to  him  as  the  only  Man  he  had  fought  after' 
with  fo  much  eagernefs;  but  bein^  hotly  puifued  be* 
fore  they  could  do  it  by  the  Afjicedonians^   rhey  com- 
manded him  to  leave  his  Chariot,  and  get  on  Horic- 
back  to  fave  himfelf ;    bur  the  good   King  prefering 
any  other  Condition  before  the  Company  pf  thefe  Tray- 
tors,  refufc;d  it  with  fo  much  Conllancy  and  Refohi- 
tion,  that  thofe  Monfters  of  Men,  Exafperared  by  his 
Repugnancy,  and  fruftrated  of  all  che  hopes  they  had 
conceived  in  making  their  own  Conditions  with  Ale.K^ 
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anier  by  delivering  him,  wounded  him  Mortally^ 
and  cueing  the  Hamftrings  of  the  Chariot-Horfes  faved 
themfelves  by  flight ;  within  a  little  while  after  Poly- 
firatus^  ^  Maceionian  runtiing  to  a  Fountain,  and  find- 
ing the  good  King  in  the  Pangs  of  Death,  gave  him 
Wat^r  at  his  entreaty*  which  taking  very  kindly  from 
him  ;  This  (faid  he)  Is  the  laft  of  my  misfortunes^  that 
having  received  this  cottrtefie,  I  have  not  the  Abilitj  to 
requite  it\  i^ut  AltKzndtr  fha/l  recomfence  thee  for  it\ 
and  the  (jods  him,  for  his  noble  ufage  towards  my  Mother,^ 
PVife  and  Children  :  And  upon  thefe  words,  taking  him 
by  the  Hand,  and  teUing  who  he  was,  he  defired  him 
that  he  would  give  it  unto  Alexander  on  his  behalf; 
and  then  yeilded  up  the  laft  Breath  of  a  Life  chat  de- 
ferved  a  mere  fortunate  end  ;  foon  after  he  expired, 
Alexander  c^mQ  i\\\i\\^x ^  zndPolyftratus  informing  him 
what  Darius  had  (aid,  he  fhead  many  Tears  upon .  his 
Body,  and  covering  it  with  his  Cloak,  fent  it  to  Syfi^ 
gambis  to.  render  him  Funeral  Honours. 

This  fad  news  did  fo  ftrongly  renew  my  Matter's 
Grief,  that  he  was  more  difficult  to  be  comforted  than 
before ;  and  for  five  or  fix  Days  he  gave  us  caufe  to 
fear  he  would  relapfeintoa  wor(eCondici©n;  but  time 
fettlint;  his  Mind,  we  prepared  for  our  Journey  to  *SVy- 
thia^  leaving  almofl:  all  the  remaining  Provinces  \  Da- 
rius had  held  (upon  the  notice  of  his  Death)  had  tame- 
ly fubmitced  to  Alexander,  who  not  having  Forces 
enough  to  take  poffeifion  of  them,  and  Garifon  the 
Towns,  was  contented  for  the  moft  part  to  confirm  the 
Terfian  Governours  in  them,  to  hold  them  in  Obedi- 
ence to  him,  paying  a  Tribute  he  fet  upon  them : 
Our  Equipage  was  foon  ready,  and  taking  leave  cf  i:he 
Commanders,  who  had  Orders  to  difmifs  us  as  foon  as 
we  recovered  ;  we  took  the  neareft  way  to  Scjthia^^LXiA 
made  fuch  long  Stages  that  we  foon  entred  it ;  when 
taking  up  in  an  Inn  to  refrefh  our  felves,  after  fo  long 
abfence,  and  finding  our  Hoft  to  be  a  very  Intelligent 
Man,  my  Prince  (who  was  unknown  to  him)  demand- 
ing what  of  moment  had  happened  in  that  Country. 
He  told  him  that  the  King;  was  lately  married  to  Stra^ 
ionice,  Princefs  cf  the  Ijfidons,  and  bearing  upon  her 
favour  and  prevalency  with  the  King,  (who  in  his 
great  Affeftion  denied  her  nothitig)  fhe  had  raifed  her 
lirocher  ArfaComes  hopes  to  the  Princefs  Bernice,  tlie

King  s  beautiful  and  only  Daughter :  And  now  in  the 
abfence  of  Ar faces  (who  coming  hither  as  a  private 
Man,  has  done  fuch  wonders  for  this  Kingdom,  and 
ftands  high  in  the  King*<  favour,  and  who  has  (^nt  him 
with  an  Army  againft  his  Rebels) ;  Arfitcomes  by  the 
Influence  of  his  Sifter  feems  to  govern  all,  with  more 
liberty  than  before  he  had  prefumed  to  do  \  and  we  noe 
hearing  any  thing  cf  our  Prince  for  a  confiderabte 
time,  who  is  generally  fuppofed  to  be  dead  in  fome 
Forreign  Land.  Arfacomes  bv  this  Match  (if  the  King 
has  no  Son  by  his  new  Queen)  is  likely  to  fucceed  him 
in  the  Throne,  which  is  not  very  pleafing  to  the  Scjf^ 
thians^  who  know  him  to  be  of  a  proud  and  haughty 
temper  >  This  Sir,  is  all  the  Important  News  at  pre* 
fent. 

My  Prince,  who  knew  Arfactmes  and  Stratonice 
(though  he  was  troubled  both  ac  the  Marriage  and  the 
prefumption  of  the  Prince  of  tl^e  IJJidons,  in  attempt- 
ing his  Sifter  fo  far  above  him)  could  not  but  wonder 
who  this  .Arfaces  flionld  be,  yet  could  get  no  more 
knowledge  of  him,  than  that  he  was  either  a  BaSlrian 
or  Parthian  by  Birth  \  and  had  raifed  him  felf  by  his? 
Virtues  and  Valour,  which  had  gained  him  a  high 
Efteem,  and  the  great  Love  of  the  qioft  part  of  the 
Scythians \  fo  leaving  our  Hoft,  we  went  to  IJftdon^ 
where  the  King  was,  and  found  him  in  the  Garden  with 
the  Queen,  the  Princefs  Barnice^  Arfxcomes  and  many 
others  of  chief  Rank  \nSc)thia\  my  Prince  kneeled 
before  him,  and  kiffed  his  Hand  with  exceeding  great 
refpecl.  The  King  knew  him  not  at  firft,  and  asking 
his  Name  many  times;  What  (faid  my  Prince)  Does 
not  your  Atajeliy  k^ow  him  to  whom  jou  gave  his  beings  and 
is  the  Face  of  your  Son  Oroondates/^  altered  that  yon 
have  lofi  dl  the  Features  of  it.  At  this  the  King  retired 
two  or  three  fteps,  extreamly  furprifed  and  aftoniflied, 
whilft  the  Princeis  Bemices  refpeft  could-  not  ftay  her 
from  calling  her  Arms  about  her  Brother's  Neck,  with 
fo  many  Tears  of  real  Joy,  that  he  by  them  perceived 
her  great  affeftion  towards  him,  he  repaid  her  Em- 
braces with  the  fame  tendernefs,  and  being  \\\  the  end 
got  loofe,fromherto  receive  thofe  heexpefted  from  his 
Father,  he  was  in  a  great  amazement  fofee  him  change 
colour  twice  or  thrice;  and  inllead  of  Affectionate 
Welcomes  to  hear  thcfe  words  from  him  \  What  (f^iid 
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he,  darting  a  furious  look  at  him)  4rr  jfO/»  ^^tf»  Oro- 
cndates,  not  my  Son  Orooi>datcs.  buf  Oroondates  the 
€ruekjl  of  all  my  Enemies  i  Art  thou  that  unnataral  Son 
who  fafelyforfooithe  Party  of  his  Father,  and  of  his  King^ 
and  who  goiftig  over  to  the  Enemy ,  fought  mth  his  own 
Hand  agatnfl  an  Army  where  I  was  in  Perfonj  flangh^ 
tered  niy  faithfui  Snbjeas  atmoA  before  my  Eye^,  and 
ferchance  fof^h  out  me  my  felf  to  ftain  hts  Patnctde 
Hands,  in  the  Blood  of  him  to  whom  he  owes  hts  Btrth  ; 
ke  that  has  ffent  whole  Tears  in  the  Com,  a^d  in  the  *$>r- 
viee  of  my  Irreconcilable  Enemy ^  whilft  I  was  opfrejjed 
with  DomefiickPTdrs,  and  fought  his  AlUance  with  Akafe^ 
ments,  unworthy  of  his  Quality,  whilfi  he  in  the  intertm 
laboured  my  Deftrn^ion. 

My  Prince,  who  had  believed  this  altogether  un- 
known  to  his  Father,  was  fo  confounded  at  thefe  Re- 
proaches, that  in  a  long  time  he  was  not  abJc  to  (peak 
to  him  ;  and  in  the  end  having  little  to  reply  agamft 
the  Truth  of  what  he  faid,  looking  on  him  with  an 
Eye  able  to  have  made  him  relent.  Sir  (laid  he  J  Itts 
true,  L&yf  hath  made  me  to  commit  Follies,  which  one  that 
were  not  a  Father,  and  a  very  gracious  one,  would  not  cam 
pardon ;  but  Sir,  be  fides  my  Repentance  of  them,  which  I 
come  to  tefiifie  at  your  Feet,  and  the  fubmiJftoH  wherewith 
I  come  to  exfofe  my  felf  to  all  the  fufdjhments  1  have  de-^ 
ferved  \  I  have  Jufferedfo  cruel  a  Penannce,  that  your 
mfi  Anger  would  not  have  inpined  me  fo  (harp  a, one. 

The  King  was  not  in  the  lead  foftned  by  thefe  words^ 
but  with  an  Aufteer  Countenance,  No,  perfideous  wretch 
(faid  he)  Thinks  not  to  mollifie  me  by  a  forced  fubmtjjion  v 
you  did  not  believe  I  had  been  fo  well  acquainted  w%th. 
your  Crimes',  but  you  fhall  receive  a  punifhment  for  tbem^ 
that  fhallferve  from  henceforth  for  an  Example  to  all  un- 
natural  Children  like  ^our  felf:  Take  away  this  Ingrate  • 
fnl  Son  from  before  me  (continued  he,  turning  to  the 
Guards)  and  carry  him  to  the  Cafile  o/Sercy,  we  will  Ml 
take  order  for  Security,  and  then  confider  what  kind  of 
Puni/hment  is  due  to  him. 

At  this  Sentance  my  Prince  arofe  from  before  him, 
and  believing  he  had  (atisfied  what  was  due  to  a  Father, 
he  was  fo  difpleafed  with  him  for  fuch  a  uUge,  after 
io  long  an  Abfence,  that  he  deigned  not  to  Ipeak  one 
word  more  to  him  in  his  Juftitication;  but  followed 
the  Caprain  of  the  Guard,   after  he  had  requefted  I 
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might  not  be  feparated  from  him,   neither  Sernice% 
Tears,  nor  the  earned  Entreaties  of  all  prefent  being 
able  to  reverfe  this  doom  \  but  looking  on  them  with 
a  furious  E^e,  Wc  faw  him  not  faii  he^  4s  lon^  as  Da- 
rius T9a,s  al$v€^  mrjheuli  we  fee  him  now  if  his  Fortune 
were  onfoot^  and  I  will  make  him  hiow  that  we  conld 
have  ff  area  the  fight  of  him  Aill.    To  be  brief  in  this 
part  we  were  Imprifoned,  but  with  as  much  liberty 
and  recreation  as  the  place  could  allow  us,  being  a  ' 
very  fpacious  one  with  a  Park,  furrounded   with  ex- 
ceeding high  Walls,  and  ftore  of  Game  in  it;  but  m^ 
Prince  was  fo  overwhelmed  with  forrow,  that  his  Soul 
was  capable, of  no  delights,  and  though  he  had  had  the 
faireft  opportunity  in  the  World  to  have  efcaped,   in 
the  Condition  he  was  in,  he  would  have  declined  it ; 
his  frequent  complainings  of  his  cruel  Fortune  was  a 
very  fenfible  Griet  to  me.    Wrr  itfoffible  (would  he 
fay,  amongft  many  other  things)  that  Statira  could  fee 
me  in  this  Condition,   touched  with  fity^  and  that  fhe 
could  bishold  the  change  of  mj  Countenance^   and  not  to 
have  fime  remorfefor  that  of  her  own  heart.    He*  like- 
wife  lamented  my  Condition,  and  faid  to  me,  Araxis^ 
be  no  longer  obftinate  to  accompany  my  deftiny,  it  is 
fo  unfortunate  that  it  will  involve  thee  in  myDeftru£li- 
on,  and  I  am  exceedingly  grieved  to  fee  thee  fpend 
thy  Vouth  in  fo  unhappy  an  Edate,  that  my  Sorrows 
do  thereby  receive  a  moft  fenfible  .addition;   Retire 
from  me,  I  pray  thee,  and  if  I  be  not  able  as  I  ought, 
or  as  I  could  wiih  to  requite  the  good  fervices  I  have 
received  from  you,  fatisfie  your  fclf  with  my  good 
Defires,  and  expert  thy  rewards  from  the  Gods,  who 
without  doubt   will  not  fuifer  thy  Fidelity  to  pafs 
Vvithout  Recompence.  ' 

Thefe  words,  indeed,  drew  Tears  from  ray  Eyes ; 
but  could  not  remove  the  defign  from  my  Heart,  which 
I  had  fetled  in  it  never  to  forfake  him  y  and  when  we  had 
remained  in  this  confinement  about  a  Year,  we  had  no- 
tice that  Alexander  was  prepairing  to  Invade  i'f^rW^, 
and  that  the  whole  ftrength  of  the  Kingdom  were  ap- 
pointed to  March  againft  him,  under  the  Conduct  and 
Aufpicious  Fortune  of  the  V^alianc  Arfaces^  whofe 
Fame  and  Glory  (though  it  founded  every  where 
very  loud)  fo  little  troubled  my  Prince  with  any 
Emulation  at  this  time,  that  he  only  faid,   If  I  were 

not 
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no^  [o  Crimiml  ds  Jam^  and  that  the  King  would  hotmw 
me  with  this  Emetfrizje.  JwoHUferve  him  init^  perhaps 
with  Ufs  Prudence  and  kfs  Valo$tr^  bnt  at  leaft  with  as 
much  Fidelity  as  Arfaces. 

Two  Months  after  the  advancing  of  our  Forces,  we 
had  news  that  Arfaces  had  given  Battle  to  th»  Aiaee^ 
damans^  that  he  had  ilain  their  General  Arimbas,  and 
gained  an  abfolute  Viftory,  fd  that  very  few  efcaped  $ 
and  upon  his  return  to  Iffidon^  had  been  received  in 
Triumph ;  the  King,  the  whole  Court,  and  all  the 
People  rendringhim  Honours  worthy  of  his  Virtue,  and 
the  great  Services  he  had  done  fiir  them ;  y  et  &)  mutable 
is  Fortune,  that  about  a  Week  after,  we  were  told  how 
the  King  without  any  conHderations  of  his  Defernr,  bad 
caufed  him  to  be  Imprifoned,  the  reafon  of  the  fuddain 
difgrace  of  this  Gallant  Man  being  known  but  to  a  few* 
My  Prince  was  much  grieved  for  his  Father's  Ingrati- 
tude, apd  would  willingly  have  difpofed  himfelf  to 
have  helped  Arfaces^  if  he  had  had  any  power  to  help 
himfelf  \  but  thatwhich  caufed  our  wonder,  was  that  the 
King  with  a  great  train  of  Nobles,came  to  our  Prifon,  my 
Prince  received  him  in  the  Court  of  the  Caftle,  and  fa-* 
luted  him  with  an  humble  Rel^eft  and  Submimon.  The 
King  ufed  him  in  a  very  different  manner,  from  the 
Reception  he  had  given  him  on  his  Arrival ;  and  ha- 
ving raifed  him  with  a  tender  Embrace,  Son  (faid  he) 
Tou  have  fnffered  enough  for  a  fault,  that  in  reaUtj  de^ 
fervedfome  panijhment^iut  now  I  come  myfelfto  releafe  josi^ 
Of  it  of  an  Ifnfrifonment  which  the  Inveterate  hatred  of  our 
Family,  agatnfi  that  of  Perfia  has  perchance  made  tq  lafi 
too  long. 

My  Prince,  without  exprefling  any  figns  of  Joy,  at 
thefe  words,  replied.  Your  Majelly  next  to  the  Gods 
may  difpofe  of  my  Deftiny  \  and  either  haften  or  re- 
tard my  Liberty,  according  to  the  greatnefs  of  my 
Crime,  and  according  to  your  Royal  Pleafure ;  well 
Son,  anfwered  the  King,  Lee  us  blot  out  of  our  re«^ 
membrance  what  is  paft,  and  endeavour  both  of  us  to 
make  amends,  by  A£tions  contrary  to  thofe  that  made 
this  Difference  betwixt  us.  After  this  thofe  that  at- 
tended the  King  faluted  my  Prince  with  Tears  of  Jov  $ 
andfuch  Expreflions,  as  vifibly  teftiiied  that  the  Af- 
feAion  which  his  rare  Virtues  had  kindled  in  the 
Hearts  of  his  Friends  was  not  yet  extinguiihed,   and 
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that  all  «fo/i&i4,which  had  mourned  his  Captivity, would 
receive  the  news  of  his  freedom  with  much  Joy.    My 
Prince  returned  their  Salutes  and  Embraces  with  much 
Civility  andRefpeA ;  and  the  King  having  given  him  an 
account  of  the  ftate  of  the  War ;  which  Zofirofixo^ec 
to  Arimbas,  now  made,  and  difcourfed  many  other 
things  with  him  ;    he  was  haftened  to  the  Army  ^the 
Command  of  which  the  King  bellowed  on  him)  with- 
.  out  being  fuffered  to  come  to  Iffiion^  or  to  fee  any  of 
his  Friends,  except  thofe  that  were  to  make  their  Voy- 
age with  him  9    the  chief  of  which  were  lieoddte/^ 
ArfAcomex  and  CUorebes^  with  about  two  or  three  hun- 
dred more  of  the  chief  Men  %A  Scjthid.    The  Army 
.  faluted  my  Prince  upon  his  arrival  in  it,  with  joyful 
Acclamations,  prefaging  good  liicceTs  under  him,  who 
had  always  rendcied  ihem  Vidorious,  when  he  fouehc 
on  their  (ide,  {hewing  great  Courage  and  Refolution 
to   engage  the  Enemy,   which  was  heightned  by  a 
moving  Oration,  my  Prince  made  encouraging  them 
to  fight  valiantly  againil  the  Common  Dillurbtr  of  the 
whole  Earth;  for  their  Country,  their  wives,  their 
Children  and  their  Liberty ;  and  finding  in  their  Faces 
his  words  had  produced  the  etfe6l  he  defired,  flaying 
no  longer,  he  lead  them  againil  the  Enemy :  And  noc 
to  be  tedious  to  you  Sir,  in  what  you  cannot  but  know 
already,  the  Armies  engaged  with  great  fury ;  and  in 
a  few  moments  a  great  many  gallant  Men  were  laid 
breathlefs,  or  dying  upon  the  Earth.    And  animated 
by  the  wonderous  Valour  my  Prince  fhewed  in  thatr 
Battle,  after  he  had  (lain  Zofiro^  and  many  other  Ma^ 
cedoman  Commanders  of  great  Fame  in  War » the  Sc}-- 
thians  prevailed,  gaining  an  entire  Vi^ry »  few  of  the 
Enemy  efcaping  the  Sword. 

The  Fight  teing  over,  Orooniates  according  to  his 
wonted  generofity,  caufed  the  wounded  MacedonUns 
to  be  taken  fpecial  care  of^  fo  that  many  recovered ;  alfo 
the  Body  of  Zoprk^  and  the  chief  Commanders  to  be 
honourably  buried  \  feting  all  the  Prifoners  (who  would 
depart  his  Camp)  at  liberty,  and  upon  this  Vi£lory, 
moll  of  the  Towns  which  had  fhamefuliy  revolted 
from  the  King  oiScythia^  and  received  the  Macedonian 
Yoak,  returned  to  their  Obedience  j  and  when  he  bad 
rewarded  all  thofe  that  had  behaved  themfelves  gallant- 
ly in  the  Fight,  and  pardoned  the  Revoltersj  he  laid

Siege  to  MUtoPolis,  which  ftrong  Place  well  garifoned 
(and  into  which  many  of  thofe  chat  fled  were  entered) 
held  us  a  Month  in  the  Siege  i  but  though  we  carried 
it  by  Affault,  yet  my  Prince  extended  his  Mercy  to  ali 
that  he  found  in  it,  after  he  became  Mafter  of  it ; 
though  this  aft  of  Clemency  was  blamed  by  a  great 
many  of  his  Party,  who  could  not  approve  his  fo  great 
gentlenefs,  to  a  place  fo  obllinately  Rebellious*,  iomc 
other  Towns  ftood  out,  but  were  u)on  reduced. 

Whilft  my  Prince  was  thus  employed,  in  reftoring 
the  Tranquility  of  ScythU^  a  Man,  was  brought  unto 
his  Tent,  by  fome  of  our  Guards,  who  had  told  them 
he  had  bufinefs  of  great  Importance,  to  impart  to  my 
Prince.  At  firft  we  Jmew  him  not,  and  he  (perceiving 
as  much)  falucing  Orooniates  on  his  Knee,  laid  in  the 
Pcrfian  Language,  /  fee  Sir  you  have  forgot  me  \  bui  if 
yoHfleafe  to  call  into  your  remembrance  thofe  Perfons  I 
have  ferved^  yon  wilil^now  that  I  have  had  the  honour  to 
dojonfome  fervices. 

T  hefe  Words,  and  the  tone  of  his  Voice,  made  us 
prefently  call  to  mind  it  was  the  Eunuch  Tyrem  \  that 
Faithful  Servant  to  the  Princefs  of  Perjia,  who  had 
never  left  them  in  their  Captivity,  but  to  carry  the 
News  of  the  Queen's  Death  to  Dariuf  \  and  had  lead 
us  himfelf  to  Syfigambis  sTtnt,  where  he  had  continued 
after  my  Mafter  s  fatal  Adventure.  This  knowledge 
of  him,  infinitely  furprifed  my  Prince,  who  rifing  up 
from  his  Chair,  embraced  him  with  great  Idndnefs: 
O  Tvreus  (faid  he)  Is  it  fojfible  that  I  fee  you,  and  that 
yoH  have  been  able  to  forfake  the  Ladies  yonferved^  and  to 
come  into  Scythia.  "  Sir,  replied  the  Eunuch,  If  my 
being  in  this  Country  has  furprifed  you,  the  caufe  of  it 
will  doubtlefs  furprife  you  a  great  deal  more  \  I  will 
tell  you  when  you  will  pleafe  to  give  me  the  liberty, 
and  will  give  you  a  faithful  account  of  the  Charge 
wherewith  1  am  intrufted. 

Oroondates  ftartled  at  this  Difcourfe,  was  affaulted 
with  fo  many  feveral  inward  Motions,  that  the  changes 
of  his  Countenance  witnefs  the  diilurbance  of  his  Mind  ; 
but  having  fetled  himfelf  as  well  as  he  could,  Tyrens 
(faid  he)  W?  mlltalk^  together  in  the  Evening y  with  more 
leifnre  and  convenien$y  ;  in  the  P^c-tn  time  Iwillaffwe  you^ 
that  what  bufinefs  foever  broHfl:  ■•'"^>  ';j/'fer,  yof^  are  k}ndly 
welcome  in  4  Place  where  I  hat--  .  .-^i.  /"pvj^'r  ^  'pvi  whre 
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/  will  endeavour  to  reqtfite  fdrt  of  the  Conrtejies  I  rt^ 
ceivei  from  you  in  jour  Country.  After  this  I  embraced 
the  Man»  and  gave  him  the  beft  Entertainment  I  couId» 
diverting  him  the  reft  of  the  Day,  whilft  my  Prince 
was  bute  in  giving  new  Orders  to  the  Commanders  i 
for  naftening  the  Reducing  Orchilacbia,  which  we  then 
Befieged  ;  but  going  to  Bed  foon  after  Supper, '  he 
caufed  me  to  bring  the  Eunuch  unto  his  Chamber,  and 
commanding  us  to  fit  down  by  him,  Tjreus  (faid  he) 
JVe  are  now  at  liberty^  or  rather^  lam  now  ready  to  receive 
by  jour  Difcourfe  mojl  [enable  renewing!  of  my  Griefs  and 
ferhafsfome  change  $n  mjprefent  Con£tien  5  /peak^  without 
flattery  /entreat  jou^  to  him,  who  can  neither  have  any 
addittion  to  his  Sorrows^  nor  hope  for  anj  kind  of  Joj. 

The  Eunuch  on  this  requeil,  having  a  little  be- 
thought hirafelfy  what  he  had  to  fay,  b^an  his  Relation 
in  this  manner. 
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Tp  H  E  Difcourfe,  Sir,  (faid  Tjreus,  the  Eunuch)  I 
-*-  am  to  make  you,  will  queftionlefs  have  a  twofold 
Effefit  at  once,  to  pleafe  and  affli£l  you,  as  being  fo 
equally  divided  j^t ween  Joy  and  Grief,  that  I  verily 
conceive  no  Narration  can  parrallel  it ;  the  certain 
truth  of  which  I  learned,  and  inftru^ted  my  felf  in.  be- 
fore I  prefumed  to  undertake  fo  important  a  buhnefe 
impofed  upon  me,  to  Cpmmunicate  to  your  felf,  which 
it  io  nearly  Concerns.  When 
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When  by  the  Command  of  Mexanier^  the  Princeifes 
ivere  removed  from  Siion^  and  parted  from  you,  with 
a  very  fenfible  Sorrow  they  came  to  Gaza^  which  the 
Conqueror  then  befieged  with  a  powerful  Army,  where 
they  were  lodged,   and  Royally  attended  \  near  the 
Town,  there  he  continued  to  perfecpte  the  Princefs 
Sutira  with  his  Love ;  laying  afide  his  Pretentions  to 
Barjina^  and  other  Beauties  »  her  coldnefs  to  him  (in 
confideration  of  you)  being  fo  far  from  extinguiihing 
his  Love,  that  it  had  rather  the  Force  to  inflame  his 
Paflion  with  more  arduous  DeHres  of  gaimng  that 
Beauty,that  had  captivated  the  Heart  of  her  Conqueror, 
and  conftrained  him  to  place  her  Idea  there  againft  her 
Mind  \  who  had  at  that  time  no  place  for  any  in  her 
own,  but  yours  j  yet  flie  behaved  her  felf  with  that 
prudence   (though  his  Paflion  extreamly  afBided  her) 
as  became  a  Princefs,  who  knew  it  was  not  convenient 
CO  Exafperate  a  young  Conqueror,  whofe  Power  was 
Abfolute  over  her,  and  often  had  refpite  by  the  great 
and  urgent  Employments  that  took  him  from  her,  in 
bringing  ail  Eg)ft  under  his  Subjection,  as  before  he 
had  done  many  other  Kingdoms,  in  which  ihe  had  a 
freer  liberty  to  bewail  her  Misfortunes  to  the  Princefs 
Parifatis^  Barfiita,  and  others  who  were  dear  to  (her, 
and  others  who  were  dear  to  her » and  whom  ihe  could 
ferely  trull  in  disbu  rihening  her  Soul  of  thofe  weighty 
Secrets  ;  and  hergrcateft  Confolation  was  to  hear  them 
fpeak  of  you  in  obliging  terms »    and  one  day  being 
alone  in  her  Chamber,  fhe  was  told  that  a  Servant  of 
yours  waited  to  Communicate  to  her  fome  matter  of 
Importance  from  you,  which  made  that  fair  Princefs 
tremble  all  over  with  excefs  of  Joy,   though  unex- 
pectedly it  proved  fatal  to  her  repofe,  and  made  her 
Ihcd  Rivers  of  Tears  from  her  beautious  Eyes,  as  will 
appear  m  the  fequel  J   though  as  we  after  underftood, 
you  were  altogether  Innocent  of  the  caufe ;    ihe.  no 
iboner  heard  he  waited,  but.  commanded  he  ihould  be 
introduced,  running  to  meet  him  at  the  Entrance  of 
her  Chamber,  and  prefently  knew  him  to  be  Jrbates, 
one  of  the  Officers  of  your  Houfe,  Mrhom  you  hadert- 
tertained  in  your  Service  in  the  Court  of  Perfia. 

The  Prince  at  thcfc  Words,  interrupting  Tyrcus,  faid 
it  is  true,  we  left  him  in  Sidon^  wich  Money  to  go  to 
what  place  he  pleafed,  as  having  excufed  himieif  to 
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me,  that  he  could  not  further  wait  upon  me,  by  rea* 
foil  of  fome  Indifpofirfon.  As  foon  Sir,  faid  Tjrems^  aS 
he  Was  comeiiito  the  Chamber,  the  Princefs  withniuch 
kHpatience,  enquired  news  of  you :  he  told  her  he 
left  you  in  HyrcaiAd^  about  to  pafs  the  Arraxis,  and 
return  unto  Scjthta^  *  from  whence  ( contiriucd  the 
falfcfl  of  all  Men  living)  *  he  fent  roe  back  with  thjs 

*  Letter,  to  addrefs  your  fair  Hands.  The  Princefs  who 
fuppofed  you  had  at  that  time  been  with  the  Kiiig  her 
Father,  fto6d  at  firft  aftonifhed,  as  being  infimrely 
troubled  at  this  Newsi  but  recovering  her  felf,  (he 
took  the  Letter  with  a  trembling  Hand,  as  pre/aging 
fome  misfortune,  from  the  fuddain  fadnefs  that  had 
feifed  on  her  Heart,  and  which  Hnce  has  caufed  thofe 
many  A^£lions  ihe  has  futfered  by  it*  She  no  fjoner 
openea  and  caft  her  Eyes  upon  ir^  bjt  fhe  perceived  a 
Bracelet ;  the  fight  of  which  caufed  her  t6  tremble^ 
and  made  her  wonted  Courage  fail  her  \  infbmuch^thac 
in  the  diforder  ihe  was  in,  Ihe'  found  her  felf  fcarce 
capable  of  reading  it ;  yet  recolIe£ling  her  fainting  Spi- 
rits, and  flriving  with  her  feif^  fhe  read  thefe  Words^ 
with  the  jgreateft  difficulty  In  the  Worid. 

*  If  you  were  of  Opinion  that  I  diflembled,you  were 
'  not  at  all  deceived:  I  confefs  I  did  diflemble  in  my 
^  Compliance  to  you ;  but  I  diffembled  not  in  myPaflion 
'  for  one  more  loveIy,and  infinitely  deferving  than  your 

*  felf*   Vou  have  indeed  made  me  forfake  a  place  youf 

*  Importunities  havi  given  me  caufe  to  hate:  I  leave 

*  you  therefore,but  I  leaVe  you  without  any  Concern  or 

*  Trouble^and  without  any  delign  to  advantage  my  felfi 

*  either  by  your  Remembrance,  or  by  your  Favuurs  I 
'  obtained  th^m  with  too  much  eafe  to  value  them;  and 
^'becaufe  thePreientsof  Enemies  are  alwa>s  fafaljfend 

*  you  back  your  Bracelet^   and  retain  nothing  ofyou 

*  that  can  troubte  the  repole  of  Orooniatef,  ■ 

ThePririce  no  fooner  beard  the  Words  of  this  fatal 
Letter  J  but  interrupting  the  Eunuch,  0  (?oi//  fliid 
he)  Tyrcus,  Pflsat  if  thispu  tell  we  ?  ffhat  I  W4s  then  that 
Lefttr  I  writ  to  ^rmi anti  EnvioUs  Roxana,  :c*rr/V^  rd 
my  Princefs ,  as  ieing  Aiireffei  tt^  hiri  And  did  that 
JBrate/erJ feitt  tack  t^  het^  falli^to  the  Hands  0/  tP^y  h^ 
tavedSntim  Nb^  Sir^  (replied  the  Eunuch)  6fit  ^rO^ 
iter,  Hfhich  (if  you  remember)  ^  oti  lolt  at  Ojiaukuii 
■  Md  Wbith  tk  Ptimfi  fis  fidn  ttf3c  iafi  hit  E)ts  tn  ii 
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[wur  tc  be  the  fnnt^  Jh  f^uve  you  as  d  token  iff  her  £0eim

Marvel  not  Sir,  if  the  t^rinceis  was  greatly  Airpriled 
and  aAoniXh^d  at  the  reading  your  Letter  \  apd  at  th^ 
(ight  ot  a  Bfa<;elet  of  W  own  Hair»  and  wrcught  with 
her  own  Uanosi  ls>  that  there  remained  nothing  to 
doubt  pf  the  Truth,,  hor  for  her  (as  inclinable  as  (he 
wa^O  to  frame  in  excuiing  you  ;  but  beii^  allured  of 
her.  oMsfornine,  by  proon  impoflibk  for  her  to  con- 
tradi^^her  Courage  and  her  Strength  foifook  her,  and 
her  Spirits  failed  her.  To  that  the  Letter  and  Bracelets 
falling  out  of  her  liands.,  ihe  funk  down  in  a  deadly 
fwooa,  all  pale  and  dying  t  vihtnCUone  (that  faithful 
Mai^  with  whom  ihe  intruded  her  tuceft  Secrets)  run* 
nfng  to\fiii%  unclaiped  her  Robes,  and  ufed  Aich  means^ 
with  the  help,  of  others  ihe  callecl  to  her  ailiftancc^ 
that  ^he  Princefs  reviving  a  little,  and  looking  on  her 
with  languishing  and  alrtioH  dying  Eye$,  (ighing  and 
letting  fail  fome  Tears^  with  a  faint  Voice  order  d  her 
to  command  the  reil  to  avoid  the  Chamber :  in  which 
ihe  was  no  fooner  obeyed,  hut  ibe  poured  forth  her 
Grie^  in  the  moft  fad  and  doleful  naannerj^  her  Soul 
\^as^  capable  in  ib  weak  a  Condition.  'Then  it  was  ih^ 
uttered  her  lamentableConiplaints  of  your  ruppdfed  In* 
fidelity,  which  Ckone  her  f^If  could  not  repeat  to  me 
Without  Sighs  and  Tears.  She  gave  her  felt  altogether 
over  to  Weeping,  andComplaints,  not  admitting  the 
leaft  Corifoi^tion,  nor  fuSering  her  fcif  to  be  Teen  by 
Barfina^  nor  Pariptis^  no  nor  bv  theQyeens  thcmfelves  ^ 
and  Cteone^  who  truly  refpeaed  and  honoured  j^ou, 
going  about  to  alledge  fbmethiBg  in  your  Juftitication, 
Ihe  rell  into  an  unuiual  Paflion ;  Hold'  thj  Peace  thon 
Fool  (faid  ihe)  a:ainfi  thine  own  Se^fe^  and  thy  own  O- 
finion,  of  en  n^t  thy  Mouth  to  defend  that  dijlojal  Man : 
Can  he  deny  his  ovmHand^  or  his  SeaU  Can  he  difavow 
his  Servant  that  delivered  it^  or  tan  I  be  deceived  $n  this 
Bracelet^  I  wrof^ht  with  mr  own  Hands ^  or  the  Hair  that 
thin  thyfelf  didjt  cut  of  to  tVeave  it  ?  //  there  am  man^ 
ner  of  aonbt  in  this,  ortriclf^  of  RoxanaV;  yea^  or  any 
Jhadow  of  hope,  that  we  may  be  deceived  f  Dobnt  fpea^ 

mw^  Cleone«  and  believe  Jfhall  be  the  mofi  ferfellti  ob^ 
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/i^d  to  thei^  t9  tini Cut  €Hy  flau "ikU Invention  tjO  £&fu/^ 
my  MisfortHne'\  orifb)  ant  Reafon  then  cdnf  f^rppaie 
tne  I  dm  afleep,  or  hjtdes  my  Jelf. 

At  this   Oilcourfe  Cleo*ie  was  forced  to  be  filent; 
tior  bad  Ibe  any  rhiQg,  after  fuch  apparent  prooft  of 
your  Infidelity,   to  urge  io  your  Vindication,  either 
to  ^xcufe  you,  or  condemn  tbe  Refentments  of  the 
Pnhcc&liier  Miftrils:  And  fo  violent  this  (uppofed  In- 
jury you  had  donclierj  wrought  upon  her.  tender  Soul, 
that  it  call  Jterih.to  a  dangeroue  Sicknefs,  and  chough 
file  oiade  ftrbng  ReTolutions  to  conceal  the  Caufe  ofit 
from  thofe  that  were  ncareft  a.nd  very  dear  .to  her ; 
V€C  was  fhc  wot  able  to  keep  them,  nor  forbear  burft- 
f  )g  iftto  ^nOccan  of  Tears,and  Ih.ewing  the  fatal  Letter 
that  had  reduced  her  to  thatpitious  Condition  >  flu:, 
plainly  ccnfeffed  to  BarJ^nd,  Parifatis^  and  Oie  Qiieens, 
the  Love  (he  had  born  you  of  a  long  time  ;    and  en* 
treated  their  pardon  for  i^e  fault  iMhad  committedt 
\>y  giving  way  to  it,    at  the  earned  Solicitation  and 
Peflwafions  of  Artaxerxa  her  Brother^  without  ihejr 
Confenr,   exprelTing  her  felf  in  fuch  iad  and  moving 
terms,as  filled  them  with  a. generous  CompafTion  of  her 
fiifedqgs,  and  the  higheft  Refentments  agajnft  you,  for 
iMLfely,  and  without  a  caufe,  putting  a  (light  upon  the 
^reateft  and  faircft  Princefs  upon  Earth,  and  one  who 
io  tenderly  loved  you:  They  condemned  your  proceed- 
ings, as  moft  contrary  co  Generoftty,  to  the  Sauclity  of 
your  Oatlis^nd  even  co  Civility  it  (elf,a(id  as  alcogecher 
unworthy  cf  your  Quality,    the  great  Nam^  you  had 
gottien  by  many  Brave  and  Glorious  Aftions^  ar)d.thoffi 
ihiniag  Virtues  they  had  taken  you  to  be  endowed  wuh 
vibove  the  reli*  of  mankind.        '  . 

Whilft  the  fair  Princefs  laboured  under  this  mqft 
fenfible  AfHiftion  Roxana  vifiied  her  often,  as  fhtJ  was 
obliged,  though  fhe  defired  it  nor,  and  watching* 
iVvQUrable  opportunity  for  ftriking  a  deep  blow,  flie 
failed  not  to  do  it:  *  Madam  (faid  fhe)  the  Gods  haviv 
'*  at  iaft  been  pleafed  that  you  ihould  few  di(apufed,  and 

*  chat  the  fincerity  of  my  Innocency  fhould  btf  madp 
**  plain:  I  told  you  fuiBciencly  of  thcinconlhnchu- 
•*  mour  of  this  difloyalManjbut  royfaithfuiCounfelaad 

*  Advice  was  held  lufpicious,  and  you  entCitain  d  wich 
■*  fcora,  what  1  told  you  out  of  a  real  AtFcitUon :  but  i^i 

*  thisyo'a  arc  not  alone  deceived  by  hioii  he  madeJhew 
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*  to  figh  for  irnny  others  5  Barfina  tnough  fhc  diffem- 

*  blcs  it  ftands  pot  exempted  from  his  perfidioufnefs  : 
^  nay  hmnbly  begging  you  pardon,  I  my  felf  have  been 

*  deceived  by  him^  and  that  falfe  Man,  in  your  abfencc, 

*  has  a  thou/and  times  taken  the  (am&Oaths^  ;ind  made 

*  the  fame  Pioteftations  to  me,  which  I  doubt  not  but 
^  he  tendered  to  you :  but  the  Gods  were  at  the  fame 

*  time  fo  merciful  to  m^,  that  I  never  gave  any  con- 

*  fiderable  credit  to  them,   nor  ev^r  granted  him  any 

*  favour,  which  he  can  boaft  of  to  my  prejudice. 

Many  other  things  of  the  fame  nature  fhe  faid,  and 
urged  with  vehement  Reproaches:  but  the  PrinceS 
who  loved  her  not  gave  little  heed  or  attention  to 
them;  reftraining  her  Sighs  and  Tears,  that  flie  might 
not  triumph  over  her  Affliflions;  but  when  none  but 
Cleone  attended  her,  (he  gave  her  Sorrow  full  fcope^ 
not  without  juftly  reproaching  you,  as  fhe  then  verily 
believed. 
*  Ah!  (would  flie  fay)  Is  it  poffible  that  Orooniates^ 
the  Son  of  fo  great  a  King,  whofe  Vertuesin  all  ap- 
pearance were  equal  to  his  Qiuhty ;  he  that  abandoned 
his  Friends  and  Country  tolerve  me,  and  teftified  his 
Love  by  fuch  noble  proofs,  fhould  be  capable  of  a 
Bafenefs  fo  much  beneath  his  Birth,and  fo  contrary  to 
thofeVirtues,and  to  thofe  gallant  proofs  of  his  Pamon? 
Or  is  lit  poffible  I  ihould  doubt  of  ir,after  theaffurancc 
he  has  given  me  of  ic  with  his  own  Hand  \  or  rather 
is  it  polfible,  I  fhould  live  after  fuch  unqucftionable 
marks  of  my  Unhappinefs  l  Ah  Statira^  tliy  Credulity 
has  betrayed  thee,  and  thou  oughteft  to  die  for  the 
Expiation  of  thyFaults,and  theReparation  thou  ovveft 
to  the  llluftrious  Blood  of  Per^a  \  and  infeperably  to 
tye  revenging  furies  to  the  Heart  of  that  dilloyal  Man, 
thy  facil  nature  has  made  thee  fo  foon  believe,  and 
IcVe:  die  then  miferable  Statlra  ^Wngtr  not  out  a  Life 
full  of  fo  many  Difaftcrs,  full  of  fo  much  Shame,  and 
full  of  fo  much  Repentance!  and  furvive  not  the  fcorn 
of  that  Iniblent  Enemy,  but  by  a  feafonable  Death 
prevent  the  laft  misfortune  of  thy  Family. 
She  faid  man^'  things  more  to  the  fame  purpofe,  and 
would  continue  for  (pme  time  in  this  Defign  of  Dying, 
and  then  on  afuddam  change  her  Difcourfe  and  Refo- 
Ijrion.  •What,  would  ihc  fay,  'Shall  I  die  tor  the 
f  Tfiytor,  who  ufes  me  with  a  bafenefs  beyond  Ex- 

'  ample  ? 
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Ample?  shall  I  die  for  that  ingrareful  Mari^whb  having; 
received  at  thoufand  proofs  of  my  AtFe^ion,  is  not 
aflumed  to  tell  roe  ne  difiembled  with  me,  ^ut  of 
compliance/hat  he  lighs  for  one  more  lovely^ai^d  tha( 
he  leaves  our  Company  only  tofhun  my  Impdrtuni* 
ties ;  that  he  forfakes  me  without  trouble,  and  flights 
my  Favours  becaufe  he  acquired  them  too  eafily  ?  Whd 
fends  me  back  myBracelet  asafatalprefenr  cf  his  moli: 
cruel  Enemies  ;  and  who  will  retain  nothing  of  me 
that  may  difturb  his  Repofe,  or  hinder  his  new  and 
real  Affection  ?  No,  no,  I  difdain  to  die  for  him,  I 
have  done  too  much  without  tiying,  and  that  would 
be  my  utmoft  Shame  and  his  grea tell  Vanity »  proud 
would  the  Tray  tor  be,  and  boaft  he  had  conrtrained 
the  Princefs  of  Perfid  to  die  for  Love  of  him,  and 
had  fo  eafily  deftroyed  the  Daughter  of  his  Father's 
Enemy.  Rather  live,  then,  to  hate  and  difpife  him,tor 
a  bafenefs  detefted  both  by  Gods  and  Men. 
This  flie  would  often  lay,  and  more  to  the  fame 
purpofcr,  and  endeavoured  all  ihe  could  to  blot  your 
remembrance  out  of  her  Mind,  or  chan^^e  her  Love  to 
hatred ;  and  this  Refolurion  aififting  her  to  recover 
her  Health  by  d^rees.  (he  commanded  CliOffc  not  to 
name  you  in  her  pretence,  tearing  your  Letter,  and 
defiring  her  Sifter,with  all  that  were  near  about  her,nct- 
ther  by  Difcourfe,  or  bringing  any  thing  before  her  to 
call  you  back  to  her  Remembrance:  yet  Ihe  copld  not 
endeavour  to  forget  you,  without  putting  a  jftrange 
violence  upon  her  felf^and  fufFeringall  the  pan^s  of  one 
who  once  fo  dearly  loved  you,  the  force  of  which  I  am 
unable  to  exprefs. 

In  this  condition  the  fair  Princefs  continued,  till 
Alexander  returned  from  vifi  ting  the  Temple  of  Jupiter 
Hammort^  full  of  her  lovely  Idea  as  ever,  and  found 
her  wrapt  in  Melanchoily,  not  being  able  to  penetrate 
into  the  true  caufe  of  it,  yet  labouring  all  he  could  to 
comfort  her ;  when  having  placed  Puceftes  and  Bfckylm 
his  Lieutenants  in  Egyft,  he  hafted  towards  Baljkn 
whither  he  heard  Darius  was  retired  with  the  remain- 
der of  his  Forces:  in  which  March,  wearied  with  the 
toil  and  grief  fuftained,  Darius  s  his  Queen  died,  af(cr 
a  fhort  (itknefs;  which  occalioned  oew  Grief,  to  the 
Princeflfes  her  Daughters,  and  the  whole  Court.  She 
was  buried  with  great  Honour  by  Alexander's  exprefs

ybu  hid  done  for  her,  but  could  not  then  re*<ch  thf 
caule  of  her  difpleafure:

niy  Princefs^fo  malicioufly  abufed,  detected  the  fight

fTagcs  there  is  more  of  my  Misfortune  yet  behind. 
After  the  fatal  Battle  of  Ara^cU  (continued  Trgus) 
:,'  I  remained  aS  before  in  the  Service  ofQ^Kcn SjA^amhs^ 
and  the  Princeffes  ;  and  then  we  went  with  Alei^AT^er 
xoBahyldn^  which  great  City  was  delivered  to  him  with* 
.6ut  Jlefiihnce,  hy /  A^^z^hs  the  Governour,  and  thf? 
People  feceived  hhn  with  Pomp  and  Veneration,  as  a 
God  rather  than  Man,  fubmitring  to  his  Yoak  with 
Ui}iverial  applaufe,  who  ufed  them  wixh  much 
Gcnrlertefe. 

The  Princefe  however,  notwithftanding  her  ftrivina 
to  hate  you,,  and  all  the  Rcfolutions  Ihc  had  taken, 
could  .not  at  this  time  but  inhniteiy  griev:^,  as  verily 
•^oppofing  yoii  wefe  Slain  in  that  Battel,  till  ih^  heard 
the  contray  from  AUx^der\  who  fpoke  of  your  V'aU 
bur,. in  terms. cf  wonder,  informing  her^  *  That  that:

Vet  for  all  this,  the  Princef^  at  her  more  leifure 
hours  ceafed  not  to  make  dei;p  and  iVrjpqs  I^^^^r^iqns 
upon  your  laft  Wordt  and  Anions;  and  in  the  un^ei- 
rain  Motions  they  caeb^d  in  her  havering  Tliuughtf , 
jfhe  remained  in  fuch  fufpenc^  betwe<?n  h^r  firft  In^Ij- 
natioii8>  and  the  Refcrfution  0ie  had  u^^n  to  L<pve 
and  fee  you  na  mor4$  that  had  you  at  \\u%  time  rcr 
turned,  it  is  ungueftiehablc  but  you  had  ol^lit^r^t^ 
tho^i^  Impreirsooa,  that  her  Aiig$;r  had  imptintl^d  .J^ 

G  4     .     .  her 
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her  Mind;  but  hearing  no  more  of  you,  flip  abfolutely 
believed  you  had  utterly  forgotten  or  forfaken  her,  in 
ifavoor  of  fome  other  Beauty. 

Whilft  the  fair  Princ^fsof /^<r//4  was  toffcd  with  thefc 
doubts,  Alex4nder  during  his  ftay  at  Bdbylon,  prefled 
his  fuit  with  much  earne(lne(s,  and  hardly  paffed  a 
D^y  wherein  he  paid  h^r  not  a  vifit.  with  the  pro^ 
f  iundcft  Refpcfts  nd  Expreffions  of  an  ardent  ^f- 
fe^tion  he  was  capable  to  utter:  and  one  Day  he  dc- 
fiiied  her  to  tell  him  the  Name  and  Quality  of  that 
GdlUnt  Man  (meaning  ybur  fclf)  that  had  done  fucli 
wonders  fjr  her  n  the  FieW,  and  put  him  in  fuch 
^A'i%ii  of  his  Life ;  bat  flie  diflfembled  any  knowledge 
of  y  li,  y^t  WIS  pleafed  ro'heirhim  fpeak  great  ^ingf 
to  cne  Aivanr.ii^c  of  your  Valour  and  Virtues.  Then 
he  p-oc'v-cded  xo  u ^e  the  greatnefs  and  purcnefs  of 
hi'^  r>wii  Alf  cti  ns  fowAids  her;  to  which  fliearifweri- 
ed  ve-y  mjjdily  wttb  becoming  Bluihes;  That  fhe 
dfjai  :cd  uoi  f,  Illjitrious  a  PerBn,  Jieit  her  received 
tnic  h^^nour  he  dirl  her,  other  ways  than  as  ttie  itarc 
of  her  prefcnr  C  ndirion  permitred  her  ;  confeffiiife 
{he  had  great  obli^^ations  to  him,  and  b^,  then  grat- 
nefs  Itrove  as  uiu:h  as  poiribly  flie  could  to  coupttr- 
ballance  die  Evils  he  had  done  to  her  Houfe     *  But

In  the  mean  while  Madatei  Governour  of  the  Pro- 
vince of  the  Vxia»s  having  refitted  Alexander,  and 
being  bel^ec^ed  in  a  Town,  defpairing  of  Pardon,  writ 
to  Qyecn  Sy/^amiis  to  intcrceed  for  him,  and  not  with- 
out npuch  Importunity,  though  he  was  her  Nephew, 
prevailed  with  that  Magnanimous  Queen,  to  ask  any 
thing  of  her  Conqueror :  at  l^'l  coni^dering  it  was  his 
Fidelity  to  the  Hpufe  of  Perfia,  that  brought  him  into 
that  danger,  ftie  was  fo  far  overcome  as  to  write,  en- 
treating the  Lif^  of  Miid^tes  might  be  given  to  her,

fia :  No  Sir,  no  'tis  not  bj  fuch  oHigation\  'tis  not  bj  the 
Blood  of  her  friend/,  nor  ty  the  ruin  of  her  Efiate^  that 
the  Heart  of  a  Prince fs  is  to  be  won. 

She  faid  many  other  things,  arid  then  turned  away 

her  Eyes  in  difdain,  refolving  rather  to  die  than  yeild 

to  his  laiportuniries,  or  to  any  force  that  might  be 

put  upon  her  ;  And  her  words  ftruck  the  Conqueror 

with  fo  greit  an  villonifhment,   that  ihe  had  time  to 

rife  ftom  her  Seat,  and  going  to  her  Clofet,  l>iut  her 

felf  in,   giving  her  feU  up  wholly  to  Sorrow ;  nor 

would  {n^  fee  or  hear  him  ^uy  mOre,  notwithftandingall 

the  Intrea'-ies  that  were  ufed  to  induce  her  to  it:  nay 

not  for  all  the  Commands  Ihe  received  from  the  Queen, 

which  caufed  Alexander  with  Admiration  to  confidcr 

the  greatnefs  of  her  Courage,  and  not  being  able  to 

contradift  the  Truth  of  her  Reproaches,  he  was  yetfo 

ftung  with  them,  that  he  protefted  before  the  Qjieen 

Sy\\gamhis  he  would  never  ImportUne  her  more  whilst 

he  lived  :  and  Co  put  the  Thoughts  of  her  (if  poflTible) 

the  better  out  of  his  Mind,  he  proceeded  to  the  Con- 

queft  of  feveral  Nations,   that  yet  had  not  fubmitted 

to  the  Macedonian  Voak  ;  many  of  which  the  Terror 

of  his  approach  caufed  bafely  to  fubmh  5^  others  were 

vanquifhed  by  plain  Force,  and  in  BaSria,  Befjus  one 

of  the  Tt^yterous  Murtherers  of  Darius  was  put  into 

his  Hands,  whofe^wickcdnefs  he  gieneroufly  detefting 

delivered  him  to  (^Ar/4r^^/,  Brother  to  the  Murthered 

King,  who  (asa'terrot  to  all  Traytors,  and  a  Death 

more  eafie  thin  fo  great  a  Crime  deferved)   caufed 

his  Arms  and  Legs  to  be  fartened  to  four  Trees  wirti 

Cords,  wTiich  being  bowed  down  with  great  Weights, 

and  fo  fuddainly  let  go,  tore  him  in  pieces ;  but  Nar^ 

bi^mes^  the  other  Cohfpirator,  he  pardoned  at  the  in-' 

ftance  and  humble  fupplication  of  Bagoas  the  Eunuch, 

who  had  obliged  him  by  many  fignal  fervices.    And 

going  from  BaSbrla,   unto  the  Province  of  the  Sacans, 

where  Roxands  Father  govcrried,  he  had  all  cheTowns 

delivered  up  bv  the  Gpvernour,   v;ho  entertained  him 

ac  a  fplendid  Pcail ;  wheve  his  faireft  Ornament  in  the 

King's  Eye  wis  his  Daughter  RoxAna  J   who  accom-. 

panied  with  Thirty  Ladies,  the  raoft  beautiful  qf  x\s\% 

Provinct 
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Province  waited  on  him  at  Dinner,  and  the  King 
Who  had  formerly  feen  her  near  the  Qjieens  with  an 
indifferent  Eye,  thought  her  at  that  time  fo  beauti- 
ful and  ^ttra^ive,  that  he  became  palBonately  in  Love 
with  her,  and  having  by  long  Abfence,  by  his  great 
Employments,  and  partly  by  c^ifdain  quenched  the  Af- 
feftions  he  had  born  Statira^  he  refolved  to  make  Rox-- 
ana  his  Wife ;  and  not  deferring  longer  to  tScA  it^ 
he  fpared  not  to  declare  his  Intentions  to  his  Friends^ 
and  to  the  Father  of  that  Princefs  \  and  having  the 
Approbation  and  Confent  of  all,  either  through  fear, 
or  through  Compliance,  he  confummated  the  Mar- 
riage the  fame  Day,  and  raifed  that  Proud  and  En- 
vious Woman  to  an  Exaltation  ihe  could  no  ways 
imagin  or  pretend  to. 

The  Frincefs  heard  this  news  with  fome  amazement  i 
but' was  rather  pleafed  than  concerned  at  ir.  as  now 
concluding  he  would  never  more  perfecute  her  with 
his  Love  :  but  in  this  found  her  felf  much  mijftaken, 
for  upon  his  return,  the  (ight  of  her  Admirable  Beauty 
(recovered  a  little  from  the  cloud  of  Sorrow,  that  in 
ibme  degree  had  obfcured  its  brightnefs)  awakejied  and 
roufed  his  lleepingPafHon,  and  working  its  ufual  effefls, 
wiped  out  of  his  Mind  both  his  Refolutions,  and  all 
the  Impreffions  the  Beauty  and  Subtilty  of  Roxana  had 
made  in  it*  whom  he  had  left  at  P^fagarda,  by  reafon 
of  feme  Indifpoficion  which  hindred  her  from  accom- 

Eanying  him  toSnfa  \  and  it  was  her  abfehce  that  gave 
im  the  fuller  liberty  to  fall  again  into  his  old  Af- 
fe6lion9  to  the  infinite  Grief  of  the  Vnnzds  Stmra^ 
who  laboured  all  fhe  could  to  give  him  the  Repulfe; 
but  in  vain  :  for  he  perfifted  with  fuch  prelTing  Argu- 
ments, and  did  her  fo  many  good  Offices,  that  frc 
membring  your  Ingratitude,  and  expelling  never  more 
to  fee  you)  flie  began  to  lofc;  fome  part  of  her  Averfion, 
and  ot  her  rtfentmems  conceived  againft  him:  he 
fpared  not  now  ilfo  by  many  Endearrtienti  and  Pro- 
mifes,  to  gain  the  Qiicen  and  the  Princefs  Pmjatis  on 
his  fide,  difcovering  his  Heart  to  them,  and  exprefling 
his  Palfion  in  fuch  moving  and  obliging  Words  to  the 
'Queen,  that  meeting  with  a  Mind  already  full  of 
elteem  of  him,  he  wrought  alfo  a  willingnefs  in  it, 
to  ddirc  and  procure  his  Satisfaftion  in  that  Defign; 
fo  that  bdng  retired  to  her  Chamber,  ihe  fenc  for  the 

Princefs, 
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IWritdfe,  attS  bjr  tnany  powerfdl  Rcafons  4nd  Argu- 
tattm  idtrifefl  mt  to  rtittrtain  the'  king^s  tov^,  and 
fltft  drive  u  Itarmg  and  ReFolure  Conqueror  to  ufe  rorce^ 
aAd  tht  toft  Ejc^ftcmity  which  ,hi$  Difpair  through  her 
ISS^iti  tiright  prompt  him  to,  and  to  purfue  which, 
he  watft^  utTttfe  ttreansaHd  oppornmiry,  and  then  he 
it^t  flight  ^tnd  rejeft  hetyco  the  tuin  at  her  felf  and  atl 
knr  RebtiDns,  ifHio  ncmbj  the  will  of  the  Dettinics 
werc;^atirt  his  PoA^er,  arrd  depended  on  him:  ihe 
Brifl  tWs  and  mtidh  mckt  w  the  faniepurpcfe,  and  thea 
tethSng,  Irfc  her  alone  at  Hbcrty  to  digcft.it. 

1&€  at  iirft  thought  it  cxtre4m  difficulty  and  de- 
fe:*ded  her  fAi  a  long  timeajpinft  thcfe  Confidctation* 
tiFAe<iuecn,  atidaH  the  Dangers  wherewith  Ihe  threat* 
ned  her,  and  agaioft  the  Advantages  Aie  propofed  onto 
tteri  btrt  a  Kttle  after  behig  agalio  urged  with  nlore  preff 
fing  ArHoments,  and  conadding  you  had  .dialled  and 
utterly  Torfiken  her,  andtj  Kttkand  little,coniideirin8 
JBexrdirdn  tn  vvhotn  every  thing  was  truly  Great  and 
Koble^  ifandfom,  and  in  Ae  flower  cf  his  Age,  ft* 
opened  her  Eyes  to  receive  his  Idea  in  her  Heart ;  cer- 
tain]^ concluding  that  by  your  Infidelity  (he  was  more 
Aa6  difpenfed  i«^rth  from  the  Promifes  ihe  had  mad* 
you,  and  ihat  yoti  ne^-er  intended  to  exaft  the  per- 
fctoiance$  of  them.j  fo  tHat  fhc  faffered  her  fett*  iii 
tteeeiid  l^thoughnot  without  fome  trouble)  to  be  over- 
co'ite'by  fo  manj  appearances  of  Reafon,  and  by  the 
perfwalions  of  all   thoCb  that  had  any  credit  iivitk 

^efe  the  Prince  irtterrlipted  hjm  Hvith  Sighs,  and  4 
*ftfart£'e  kind  of  diifcompofupe  of  his  Mind,  letting  fall 
tctttty  Tears  at  the  fame  time,  to  underlland  his  Prin- 
ces had  been  deceived  ;(by  the  crafty  Ro<ana)  to  be- 
lies him  perfidious,  and  by  that  means  he  had  loft  aU 
tbe  happinefs  the  World  was  capa:ble  to  afford  himi 
bux  no  fooner  was  he  fctCled  ere  "i^rc^s  pro- 
ceeded- 

i  will  not  trouble  jrou^  Sir  (continued  he)  Whhthc 
raptures  of  Joy  Alexander  conceived,  as  ioon  as  ho 
^foujfidthis  change  in  the  Princefs,  \yhich  a  little  beforo 
lu;  had  utterly  difpaired  of :  but  to  be  brief,  the  Wcd- 
^irfg  was  haftned,  and  the  Marriage  was  fjlcmnized 
withiB  a  few  D^ys»  with  all  the  Pomp  duo  to  fuch 

great 
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gre^  l^erfons;  and  at  the  bine  time  HifbejKm  tht 
King  s  F;ivoimre,  having  gained  the  Good;  wiH  of  th# 
YriBCQls  P^iptti^f  was  Married  toher,  aswerift  PmE^» 
metu  and  Bftmencs  toy^amia  and  Arfimte^  Prioce  ^o* 
tatdfui  his  TWO  younger  Daughters,  and  naaffqr  oriier 
Princes  and  Lords  df  the  Court,  were  Married  to  the 
Prince^Tes  and  Ladies  of  Ttrfia.  The  King  ihenJeeing 
hirofelf  peaceably  poflteffed  of  that  Besraty,  ^t  whicli 
htc  iighea  fo  loogt  was  willing  to  ftiOe  the  reaieia* 
brance  of  all  oalt  Misfonunes  in  an  umverfal  Joy,  and 
rcftore  thdfe  happy  Days  to  Perfin^  that  had  been  fo 
long  banifli^d  thence  t  pkcing  tnany  of  the  Prtncei 
and  Nobles  in  the  Stations  they  had  been  in  ond^ 
Darhs ;  (b  f hat  by  the  tnildnefs  of  bis  Reign  ^H  |hr 
Perfians  be^an  to  recover  Breath,  after  the  tedioos  but- 
then  of  their  Mifcries,  and  hoped  that  that  quiet  V^&Kt 
which  had  forfaken  them  Would  now  continue. 

Sk:arce  had  the  Queen  begun  to  lettle  her  AfieAions, 
and  taft  &me  fweets  of  Life,  when  RoxanM  (chough 
ihehad  not  fully  recovered  her  Sickneisj  arrived  at 
Snfa^  fo  ftung  with  Jeioufie  to  have  a  Rival  in  Jlocm^ 
dcr's  Love,  lo  much  fuperiour  to  her  felf,  in  all  the 
Accompliflnnents  of  Body  and  Mind,  that  can  poflibly 
be  charming  in  Woman-kind,  that  Ihe  refolved  on  Re- 
venue; and  not  daring  to  ufe  open  force,  fhe  found  a 
way  char  took  from  the  C^een  all  that  Peace  of  Mind 
Ihc  concluded  was  reftored  to  her,  after  fo  long  Af- 
fii£lion.  With  this  'Malicious  refolution  ihe  went  to 
pay  her  a  viiit,  and  after  a.  Salute,  full  of  Civility  and 
DIffiraulation,  retiring  with  her  into  her  Clofer,  fhc 
broke  filence  to  thisefteSt 

If  is  hard  for  me  Madam ,  (faid  ihe)  iofiger  to  cmtcemt 
the  okigatibn  jphicb you  have  tpme\  and  the  defire  I  have 
to  he  htter  believed  by  you  thanheret^fure  I  have  been, 
forces  me  to  declare^  that  'tis  only  to  mvjou  owe  this  Eii 
fiablljhment^  and  the  greatnefs  to  tvhlchjou  are  ralfed. 

The  Qpecn  much  amazed  at  thcfe  Words,  would 
have  replied^  which  Roxand  perceiving  prevented,  by 
going  on,  *  Let  not  {faldjhe  )  this  Difcourfe  aftonifh 

*  you.  Madam,  1  fpeak  the  truth  urtfeignedly  ;  yet 

*  when  I  laboured  for  your  happinefe,  I  did  not  pre- 

*  tend  to  that  Advancement  I  now  pbffefs,  for  then 
'  perhaps  I  might  not  have  been  fo  forward  to  have 
!  &rved  you  in  it ;  but  having  always  believed  the 

I  P^uahter 
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^  Daughur  of  VartHs  was  only  worthy  to  be  the  Wife 
^  of  Mexdnier  the  Great ^  1  uCed  ihy  endeavours  to  dif* 
^  pofe  her  to  Love  him^  and  drive  out  of  her  Mind  all 
^  thofe  Thoudits  that  might  withold  her,  from  a  Fe* 
^  licity  which  me  rejected,  out  of  Coniideraricms  that 

*  were  iuftly  to  be  blamed*  That  was  it  that  made  me 
^  try  my  Invention,  to  fee  a  difference  between  you  and 
'  Ormtiates^  and  in  the  end  made  him  lofeyour  Heart, 
^  to  introduce  an  Affe^ion  more  advantagious  to  you  i 

*  £  feigned  to  Love  him,  thereby  to  win  him  from  you, 
^  and  though  I  laboured  but  in  vain,  and  that  he  ever 

*  preferred  his  Fidelity  to  you  Inviolable,   I  forcu-» 

*  nacely  drew  the  means  from  that  ddfimulation,  to 

*  make  him  utterly  lofe  your  Favour,  and  pafs  in  your 

*  Opinion  for  a  guilty  and  didoyal  Man  \  ihougn  he 

*  yvere  in  reality  themoft  Faithful,  and  the  moftln- 
'  nocent  of  ail  Men  living :  Then  Ihe  proceeded  to 
declare  how  Ihe  had  fent  to  her  the  Bracelet  and  Let* 
ter  by  Arbatery  opening  all  the  pj^flages  of  that  Trea- 
chery, which  had  made  her  conclude  himfalfe  and 
disloyal,  and  for  which  ihe  had  unwittingly  banifhed 
him  her  prefence,  and  her  favour  for  ever  >  and  for 
which  he  fuffered  a  world  of  Mifcry,  making  it  fo 
clear  to  the  Qpeen  tl^t  (he  remained  no  longer  in 
doubt  of  it. 

This  difcovery  of  wicked  Rdvana^s  touched  her  ten- 
der Heart,  fo  deeply  with  Grief  and  Repentance,  that 
all  her  Blood  retiring  thither,  left  her  fair  Bodv  pale 
and  pld,  without  motion,  ftretched  on  the  Bed  where 
they  were  fitting  >  Roxan^  who  would  have  triumphed 
in  her  Death,  went  however  at  this  time  and  called 
Cleone^  (hewnig  her  her  Miftrifs  in  that  piteous  cafe  ; 
and  could  do  no  lefe,  though  againft  her  wHl,  tbao 
affifthcr  in  bringing  her  to  Life  again,  byufingfuch 
means,  as  at  laft  they  faw  her  open  her  Eyes>  and  be- 
ing fet  up  by  their  alliftancc,  ihe  looked  round  about 
her  with  fo  forrowful  an  Eye,  that  without  doubt  fhe 
moved  Compaflion,  even  ia  her  who  had  put  her  into 
that  Ellate. 

Ro.xana  coming  with  a  feigned  officioufncfs  to  com- 
fort her;  Madam  (laid  the  Q^jcen  to  hci)  Ut  me  atone ^ 
1  kefeech yott^  yoH  by  yonr  tvlcksi  inventions  may  give  me 
my  Death  \  but  ^all  never  by  Or oondate  s  his  Innocence 
vtak/s  me  fail  againfi' UPh^t  J  itwe  nnto  the  King^  m^Lord 
■   ■     *  •  ■'-■"''  ■   ■  -  •     sni 
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^ni  HHsbatd\  li^ow  how  to  die  for  the  ExfUtion  of  th^ 
Gnme  I  have  committed,  in  forfgktng  and  malting  dejfe^ 
TM^e  a  Prince  to  whom  I  wax  fo  highlj  obliged ;  bnt  I 
fl>all  al follow  how  to  defend  mjfelf^  as  longht,  from 
a  remembrance  which  I  can  no  longer  lawfully  freferve : 
Be  Jinisfied,  Madam,  jou /hall  qmcl^h  /wjji/r  Alexander 
alo»e  j  but  he  alone  pall  fojfefs  my  Heart,  and  all  my 
Affe^ons  during  thejhort  remainder  of  my  Life^ 
At  thefe  forrowful  Words,  Roxana  going  away  lerc  the 
poor  Princefs  with  Cleone  in  fuch  Exceflive  grief, that 
I  want  Words  to  reprefent  it  to  you;  and  certainly  all 
that  the  moft  pailionate  Sorrow,and  the^remorfe  of  fuch 
a  Crime  could  produce  ill  an  afflifted  Soul,  tormented 
hers  fo  cruelly^  thztCkone  was  deftitute  of  all  hope,  of 
her  ever  being  able  to  bear  this  lail  afTault  of  Fortune^ 
though  {he  had  fupported  all  her  fornier  ones  with  fo 
much  Courage.  Then  it  was  that  your  laft  Words  and 
laft  Actions  came  a  i^refh  to  lier  Kemeoibrlnce,  and 
making  a  juft  Reflection  on  them,  ihe  found  fo  many 
marks  of  your  Love  and  Innocency,  that  ihe  could 
not  imagin  by  whatCharm  Ihe  had  been  infafcinated,to 
foeUevea  thing  fo  far  from  all  juil  appearances  of  Truths 
iheding  a  flood  of  Tears,  and  complaining  of  her  hard 
fortune ;  fo  that  going  to  Bed  fiie  fell  into  a  Feavour  ; 
and  when  Parifatis  and  Barfina  came  to  vifit  her,  ftie 
poured  out  td  thofe  dear  Relations  her  forrowful  Soii)^ 
m  luch  doleful  words,  as  fetched  plenty  of  Tears  from 
their  tair  Eyes,  to  accompany  hers:  (he  told  them  all 
the  Treachery  of  Roxaha ;  and  when  flie  had  bemoan- 
ed her  felf  (calling  often  on  your  name)  her  Tears 
flowed  more  than  before,  exji^refling  the  tendered: 
things  of  your  Aife£lion  and  Conftancy  towards  her  ^ 
that  you  can  poilibly  imagin,  condemning  her  ea(ie 
Credulity,  and  pittying  your  Sufferings,  with  Cries 
and  Lamentations,  that  were  able  to  piierce  through  a 
flinty  Heart :  but  when  Alexander  came  to  vifiit  her,  ihe 
concealed  from  him  the  Caufe  of  her  Indirpoiition  as 
well  as  poflibly  ihe  could,  and  that  King  having  kifled 
her  very  ardently  ,  letting  fall  fome  Te^rs  to  fee  her 
in  fo  pirious  a  Condition ;  Madam  (faid  he)  if  I  could 
keferi^e  to  have  my  Life  and  my  Healtfi  dear  to  you,  I 
ii^ould  conjure  you  to  frefiri^e  both  of  them  in  your  own  ^ 
Jfnce  it  is  imfoffible  you pould  ^eel  any  SickneCs^  but  that  t 
Jhall  be  at  tcaffl  asfenpbk  of  it  as  your  felf 

H  The 
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The  HoHoar  you  do  me  Sir^  (replied  the  Qjieen)  in  che-^ 
rlfhing  wy  Lifi^fhatl  make  me  eHdeavoHr  to  freferve  it  for 
joui  aniyOHT  conJiieratioH  floall  Always  ma^c  it  dearer  to 
me  than  my  own.  The  King  anfwered  her  With  thofe 
Kindnefles  that  were  permitted  ;  but  they  were  little 
conformable  with  the  Humour  in  which  (he  was  at 
that  time,  and  he  would  perchance  have  ftaid  a  great 
while  longer ,  if  her  Sifter  Parifatis,  who  easily  judged 
in  what  a  Condition  flie  was,  had  not  defiredher  Huf- 
band  Hfephejiion  to  get  him  away*  No  fooner  was  he 
gone.

*  nothing  by  you  hitherto,  that  fhould  give  meoccaiion 
*^to  doubt  of  your  Fidelity  >  but  the  Service  I  require 

*  of  you  now  is  of  iuch  a  nature,  that  it  forces  me  to 

•  exaft  Oaths  from  you,  and  Proteftarions  that  you  will 
^  not  deceive  me,  in  a  bufinefs  which  I  will  truft  to 

•  none  but  you  alone.  At  thefe  words,  I  caft  my  felf 
at  her  Feet,  and  killing  the  Hem  of  her  Robe,  Madam 
(Paid  he)  /  protefi  to  your  Majefiy^  by  all  the  Duty  lowf 
to  Great  Ormafdes,  bj/  the  Memory  of  King  Darius  my 
Soveraign  Lord,  and  by  the  Head  of  Alexander,  that  to 
my  Grave,  I  will  frejerve  the  Fidelity  I  have  ever  had 
to  your  Family  \  and  I  will  lay  down  my  Life  with  Joy ^ 
if  your  ^^yh  can  draw  any  Service  to  advantage ^Of^ 
from  the  lofs  of  it.  *  I  expeSed  no  lefs  from  you  (re- 
'  plied  the  Queen)  and  chat  is  it  which  obliges  me  to 

make  choice  of  you  from  among  all  my  Servants  to 
C^ive  you  a  Commi/Fion,  not  of  fo  much  danger  as 
Importance:  Cleone  will  inftru6t  you  fully  in  it;  and 
when  you  have  learned  froai  her  what  I  have  given  her 
in  charge  to  tell  you,you  ihail  Jqiow  the  reft  from  my 
own  Mouth* 

Having 
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Having  faid  this  (he  retired,  and  left  me  with  Clconct 

who  informed  mc  at  large  of  what  I  have  related  to 

you  \  and  when  flie  had  made  an  end  of  inftru^ling 

me,  TbMt  which  the  ^^en  de fires  of  ^OH  (continued  flic) 

is^jthat  yonfljOMldgo  and  find  out  the  Prince  of  Scyth'u^ 

and  deliver  him  a  Letter^  which /he  writes  to  him  for  her 

Jfifiificauott,  and  for  the  quiet  of  her  own  Confcience:  to 

this  endyOMmHil  go  into  that  part  of  Sc^thh,  where  ke 

has  defeated  Zopiro;  and  if  it  fleafe  the  Cods  you  meet 

him,  jOM  muji  make  to  him  the  Recital  of  thefe  things  I 

have  to/djoftf  and  refrefent  unto  him  the  ^een  s  Innocence , 

in  the  fame  manner  as  you  have  heard  it.    Upon  this  flie 

went  to  the  Qiieen,  who  coming  back  with  her  gave 

me  the  Letter,   which  i\  q  had  written  to  you,   and 

charged  me  to  be  fecret  and  diligent  in  my  Journey  ; 

ihc  furnifhed  mc  with  Gold  and  Jewels,   to  fupply 

thofe  neceflities  that  might  befall  me  on  the  way,  and 

difmilTed  me  with  aCommand  tufet  forward  as  fpecdily 

as  podible ;  and  fo  pafling  many  Countries,  I  came  di'* 

re6lly  to  this  Town,  and  the  next  day  after  my  arrival 

you  began  to  lay  Siege  to  it,  and  this  Morning  having 

received  new  alTurance  that   you   commanded   the 

Army  in  Terfon,   I  asked  leave  of  the  Govcrnour  to 

come  forth,  which  was  eafily  granted  me,  and  by  that 

means  I  obtained  the  happineU  to  fee  you  once  more, 

and  to  acquaint  my  felf  of  the  Commands  that  had 

been  laid  upon  me  by  the  Queen.

^HE  Eunuch  ended  his  Relation  on  this  manner^ 
-*•  and  my  Prince  who  had  hearkened  to  all  the  lat- 
ter part  of  it  with  a  mortal  Agony,  fheding  many  Tears 
at  the  Conclu(ion  of  it ,  gave  himfeK*  over  to  fo  much 
Sorrow,  that  it  was  not  poflible  for  him  to  fettle  him- 
felf  for  above  an  Hour :  The  certain  knowledge  of  his^ 
Prineeffes  Innocency,  more  afflifted  him  than  that  of 
her  Marriage;  and  her  Repentance  revived  all  thofe^ 
Flames,  which  his  Defpite,  and  an  Abfence  of  almoflr 
Three  Years  had  well  near  extinguifhed  ;  and  plunged 
him  into  his  firil  Paflion,  with  more  Violence  than  ever: 
and  the  knowledge  of  her  Engagement,  and  of  her 
Vcrtue,  forbad  him  ever  to  hope  for  any  Relief  from 
her,  who  was  no  longer  in  a  Condition  to  requite 
(nor  perhaps  to  fuffer)  his  AlFeftion  :  yet  he  took  the  . 
Letter,  and  knowing  it  to  be  Written  by  that  fair 
Hand^  on  which  his  Lips  had  knprinted  fo  many  ar-^' 
dent  KiiTes,  he  fprinkled  it  with  his  Tears,  and  ha-» 
yiag  l^iffed  it  many  times,  read  thefe  Words. 

'  I  know  not  generous  Prince,  how  you  will  look 

*  upon  the  Letter  of  this  Guilty,  or  rather  of  this  Un- 

*  fortunate  Woman,  who  writes  to  you.  If  you  turn  a* 

*  way  your  Eyes,   through  Aver  (ion  of  Refeotmcnt  ^ 
'  caft  rhem  yet  upon  it,  through  Compadion  and  Ge* 

*  nerofity ;  and  refufe  not  lo  fee  thefe  Sorrowful,  and 

*  thefe  laft  marks  of  my  Grief,  and  of  my  Repentance. 
'  They  are  all  that  I  now  can  give  you ;  nay,  I  make 

*  ray  felf  faulty  in  conferving.a  remembrance,  which 
'  I  can  no  longer  conferva   wichout  a  Crime  ;  and 

*  which  I  loit,  when  I  could  not  lofe  it  without  In^ 

*  gratitude.    But  how  great  foever  that  feverity  of  Ver- 
^  tue  is,  which  ties  my  Affeflion  to  a  Husband,  whoni 

*  I  Lave  as  I  ought  to  Love  him;  I  think  my  felf  ob- 

*  liged  to'farisfie  a  Peifon  by  fonve  Prot^ftationsof  my 

'Innocence  9 
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Innocence,  to  whom  beddes  my  Life,  my  Honour, 
andi  my  Liberty  I  owe  much  more.  Vou  will  learn 
part  of  it  fix>m  the  Mouth  ofTjre{ii\  and  if  you  yec 
confider  with  fome  Spark  of  Goodnefs,  cheWeaknefs 
of  a  Woman  malicioufly  abufed,  and  the  Force  of 
thofe  Appearances  that  deceived  me,  you  will  liave 
more  pity  for  my  Misfortune,  than  Indignation  for 
my  Changerand  if  you  judge  of  my  Itetrt  by  the  great- 
nefs  of  your  own,  you  will  do  me  yet  the  Favour  to 
believe  that  all  the  Empires  ot  the  Earth,  could  never 
have  been  able  to  work  any  thing  upon  me  if  I 
had  thought  I  had  ftill  had  any  part  in  your  Aftedi- 
on.  Give  Credit  to  this  Truth,  out  of  Compatrion  ; 
and  ceafc  to  hate  her  who  loved  you  more  than  her 
felf,  whilftfhe  could  and  believed  ilie  might,  and 
who  now  when  fhe  can  no  longer,  loves  you  more 
than  (he  ought.  This  Remainder  of  an  Afteftion  , 
which  was  heretofore  moft  ]uil,continues  with  me  to 
torment  me  for  my  Crime :  but  if  I  cannot  blot  it  out 
of  my  Soul,  I  will  keep  it  there  for  my  Punifhment 
and  Convert  it  to  an  ule;  which  fhall  not  injure  iha^t  I 
owe  unto  a  Husband,  whom  theGodshave  given  me. 
I  fliall  always  remember  >ou  as  him,  to  whom  of  a!l 
Men  living  my  AiFeSions  were  moft  lawfully  due, 
and  from  whom  the  Gods  have  taken  them  ;  becaufc 
they  knew  me  unworthy  of  his.  I  wilV  confider  you 
as-theprotcfting  Genius  of  our  Family ;  I  will  make 
Prayers  for  your  Profperity,  and  will  beg  ct  Hcave!i 
to  rccompencc  what  you  have  done  for  us.  This  vs 
all  I  am  to  rentier  you  for  fo  many  great  Obligations , 
and  it  is  all  you  could  now  hope  for,  fioru  this  un- 
happy .Crcature,if  you  fliould  yetafoard  any  Momeuc 
of  your  Life  to  the  Remembrance  of  theunfoicunare 
Stdtira^ 

When  my  Prince  had  read  this  Letter,  his  Mind  was 
yarioufly  toflistd  with  Anxieties:  fome  times  he'con- 
ceivcd  yet  a  Hope  to  enjoy  that  Pcrfedion  of  his  r.ap' 
pynefs;  but  on  a  fuddain  Calling  to  mind,  fhe  wjs 
jilexanders  Wife,  and  knowing  the  Sevcrenefs  ofher 
Vertue,.it  plundgcd  him  into  Defpair,  and  made  liiin 
account  himfelf  in  that  exceeding  Lois,  rhe  moft  mi- 
ierableMan  in  theWorld  :  and  when  on  rliis  manner,  lie 
had  reflefted  a  confiderable  time  in  much  Perturbation 
of  NJind^  and  made  the  beft  Conflruftion  of  her  Letter

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he  could  to  hi^  Ad  vantage^  he  refolv^d  to  fee  her  ags^hi ; 
and.calling  me  to  him  one  Dsiy^Jr^xh  (fai'd  hctotne) 
rpc  mnli  ahroAcL  Again,  and  jlnce  the  He  invent  have  made 
thee  unhappy  in  my  FrienJfhip  to  thee, you  tnu^  l^ep  my  M$^ 
fery  Company  to  the  end,  and  the  Gods  will  not  faile  to  ir^- 
compence  thy  Fidelity :  and  if  by  their  Mercy  there  happen 
any  Change  in  my  Condition,  thou  Jhalt  have  fitch  ajharr 
in  my  Fortune,  that  thou  Jhalt  not^  perhaps,  bewail  the 
Touth  thou  loofefi  in  the  Company  of  this  miferable  JHau^ 
Jince  thou  therefore  perfevere/i  in  thy  firfi  AffeSiion.  Then 
he  commanded  me  to  get  ready  fuch  Equipage,  and 
the  fame  Servants  that  travelled  before  with  us  in6> 
Perfia  .IconfefstoyouSir^  I  was  fenfibly  troubled  ac* 
this  new  Start  of  his  reviv'd  Affefliion,  and  forcfaw 
many  Difficulties,  and  Miferies  would  attend  it  now 
more  than  ever:  but  .having  abfolutely  refigned  my 
felf  upto  his  Pleafure,  I  was  not  flow  in  executing  his 
Commands  >  and  when  we  were  about  tp.depart  from* 
the  Army  privately  in  the  Night,  he  left  a  Letter  witll^ 
an  Officer  to  deliver  to  Arfacomesin  thcfe  Words. 
*  My  cruel  Deftiny  forces  me  away  from,  you,  wUh- 

*  out  having  the  Time  or  Means  to  bid  you  farewel: 

*  you  will  command  the  Army  which  I  leave  you,  and 

*  which  I  could  not  commit  into  better  Hands:  enquire' 

*  not  after  theCaufe  of  my  Departure,  nor  the  Place' 

*  ofmyaboadt;  and  let  the  King  my  Father  know  I 

*  forfook  not  the  Army  he  had  intrufted  to  my  Care^" 

*  whilft  my  Country  had  any  Need  of  my  Prefencf,  or' 

*  he  of  the  Service  of  Oroondates, 

I  will  not  trouble  you  Sir,with  what  happened  in  our 
Journey,  it  being  but  of  little  Moment,  nor  tell  yott 
rhe  Trouble  during  our  Pailage  my  Mafter  conceived 
in  his  Mind,  he  being  tofled  as  it  were  upon  an  outrage- 
ous Sea  of  Uncertainties  between  Hope  and  Fqar  ;  but 
Jet  it  fuffice  that  not  without  fome  Difficulty  wear- 
rived  ^iSufa  in  the  Evening,  and  took  a  Lodging  by:* 
thc  Direction  of  Tyreus,  who  faithfully  accompanied 
r^;  us  :  and  though  my  Prince  conceivisd  fome  fatal  Re- 

folves  againft  .Alexander,  when  his  Fancy  rcprefented. 
the  Felicity  that  great  King  enjoy 'd,,  with  a  Princefs 
who  by  her  many  Vows  was  only  his,  yet  on  a  fudden 
Calling  to  mind  the  Generolity  and  great  Virtue  of  a. 
Iferfon  who  had  twice  faved  his  Life,  he  found  it  was 
impotlibietor  him,  without  a  Bar^mcfs,  which  wo»ld 
be  a  Lifting  Stain  on  his  Honour,  to  attempt  any  thing 

againlt 
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againfthisLifei  andthereupbn'concluded  to  wait  the 
Leafure  of  the  Gods,to  reftore  him  a  Happyticfs  he  had 
in  all  appearance  Loll:  yet  refolving  to  lee  StatirAy  and 
hearing  (he  prepared  to  take  the  Air  in  her  Chariot  the 
next  Day  on  the  Banks  of  the  River,  that  wa(hes  the 
Walls  01  Sufa^  we  put  on  a  Difguife  in  the  Morning, 
and  mounting  our  Horfes,  went  to  wait  her  coming 
from  the  Pallace. 

Long  we  had  not  ftay'd  with  much  Impatiency, 
ere  the  Chariot  aproached.  The  King  her  Husband 
was  with  her  in  it,  and  many  great  Perfons  in  iheir 
Train.  This  Sight  made  my  Prince  tremble,  and  put 
him  again  in  thofe  difturbing  Conflicts ,  which  had 
kept  him  all  Night  awake  :  he  chang'd  Colour  many 
times,  and  feeing  him  in  fuch  a  Cafe  as  I  had  never  feen 
him  till  then  ,  I  apprehended  the  Effefts  of  feme 
violent  and  fudden  Refolurion  ;  but  in  a  while  he 
began  to  be  more  calm  and  fettled.  The  Chariot  ftop^ 
ing  near  us,  Alexander  czm^  out  of  it,  and  mounted  a 
hiorfe  of  a  very  fiery  Nature,  prefentcd  to  him  by  Me^ 
le4^er:  and  though  he  was  a  gallant  Horfeman,  and  in 
his.  Vouth  had  tamed  Bucefhalns,  ai)  his  Strength  and 
Arrcould  not  manage  this  unruly  Beaft,who  after  many 
Soundings  and  furious  A£tions,Feeling  theSharpnefs  of 
the  Spur,  ran  head^Iong,  and  plundged  with  his  Rider 
intotheRiver^  which  was  deep  and  extreamly  rapid, 
and  within  a  Moment  came  up  without  his  Burthen , 
This  Accident  infinitly  furpriz'd  the  whole  Company  » 
and  as  ^\  ith  afrightedCrys  they  tlood  looking  what  wa$ 
become  of  the  King,  they  faw  him  a  little  lower  ftrug- 
gling  with  the  Waves, which  fome  times  toffing  him  up, 
and  then  fwallowing  him  again^  made  moft  defpair  of 
his  Safety  :  you  know  Sir,  he  could  never  fwim,  and 
that  he  was  wont  often  to  complain  of  the  Negleft  of 
thofe  that  had  the  Government  of  him,  becaole  they 
had  not  taught  it  him  in  his  Youth.  Many  leaped  into 
the  River  to  favc  that  illuftrious  Perfon ;  but  the  cur- 
rent was  fo  impetuous,  and  the  Banks  fo  fteep,  that 
two  or  three  of  them  being  drowned,  it  rook  off  the 
Edge  of  ail  thofe  that  had  a  Defire  to  hazard  their  own 
Lives  for  that  of  their  King*  My  Prince  and  I  uet© 
alfo  run  to  the  Bank»  a  little  below  the  reft  of  the 
Company,  and  being  like  wife  WitnefTes  cf  his  Manifeil 
Danger^     we  were  affaulred  with  many  dirterent 

H  4   *  Thoughts, 
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Thoughts.  My  Mafter^s  Incereft  in  the  Lofs  of  a  Life 
that  was  incompatible  with  his  J  conftffs^gave  me  foine 
touch  ofjoy,  mingled  with  Trouble  and  Com  pafTion  : 
but  whiiil  I  was  in  thefe  Thoughts^  my  Prince  had 
plunged  himfelf  into  the  River  ,  with  a  marvelous 
Suddainefs,  dividing  the  Waves  with  fo  much  Force 
that  in  a  Moment  he  fwam  to  the  King,  and  catching 
hold  of  hi^^Hair,  brought  him  to  fhoar,  quite  bereaved  ^ 
of  all  Senfe*!  where  both  of  us  holding  him  up,  peured 
the  Water  out  of  his  Mouth  ,  which  he  had  l  wallowed 
in  abundance^  and  not  being fatisfied  with  this  Afiion, 
he  took  him  in  his  Armes,  yet  fenflefs,  and  carryed 
liim  CO  dpe  Queen  s  Chariot^  who  more  dead  than  alive, 
at  this  Accident  did  by  her  tears  exprefs  her  true  Af- 
fc'^ion  to  her  Husband.  "  «^ 

My  Prince  laying  the  King  gently  down  before  her, 
JUadam  (faid  he)  receive  yet  one  Service  more  from  him, 
cfwhom  you  no  longer  expeSed  any^  and  by  the  Nature  of 
this  Acl^nowledge,  what  you  owed  to  all  thofe  others  I  have 
done  for  you.  The  Qjjeen  was  fo  troubled  at  the  firft  Ac^ 
cident,  that  we  could  not  judge  by  her  Countenance, 
whether  the  Amazement  we  obfcrvcd  in  it  procecdecl 
from  the  Knowledge  of  my  Prince,  or  from  the  Fright 
ihe  was  in,  nor  h^d  we  Leafure  to  learn  it ;  for  getting 
to  cur  Horfes  we  mounted,  and  rode  away  with  fuch 
Speed,  that  we  were  quickly  out  of  the  light  of  that 
ConipAny  who  attended  the  King . 

0  God's  !  {cryed  Lyfimachus  interrupting  Araxlj)  isjt 
fOj^ile  our  Age  /honld  have  produced  Jo  vertuous  a  P^foK\ 
andwas.it  your  Prince  to  whom  Alejcander  was  indebted 
for  his  Life  I  Was  he  the  Man,  who  vanijhedfrom  our  Eyes 
Ukf  Lightnings  he  who  was  thought  tQ  have  been  wiracu^ 
loufly  fent  from  Heaven  for  bis  Prefervation^  and  to  whom 
the  King  and  the  whole  Court  offered  Sacrifice  as  to  a  God, 
It  was  he  (continued  j^rascis)  that  hazarded,  his  own 
Life  againft  his  particular  Inrcreft,  to  do  a  generou? 
Aftion  worthy  of  hiipfelf,  and  very  much  blamed  me 
when  I  went  about  tolhewhim  that  the  Gods  in  Favour 
ro  his  Sufferings,  might  have  fuifered  Alexander,  tc» 
have  died  at  this  time  for  his  Repofe,  and  to  have 
cllabi idled  him  by  that  Death  in  a  Happy nefs  hefo 
carneftly  fought  and  defired,  and  to  preferve  which 
none  of  rhe  Courtiers  who  had  been  raifed,  and  highly 
favoured  by  Aiexandef^  would  cxpofc  their  owp  Safety. 
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Not  to  be  over  tedious  to  you,  Sir,it  was  not  loi^  after 

by  the  Favour  oiBmrfuu^  who  entirely  affeded  my 

Prince  for  his  Vertues^that  he  was  privately  introduced 

to  the  Qjieen's  Presence  at  her  Houfe,  whither  ihe 

had  come  only  with  Ck(me  to  pay  that  Princefs  a  Vilit. 

He  aproached  her  with  the  fame  Fear  an4Reverence  he 

ever  had  done,  and  calling  himfeif  at  her  Feet^  whom 

he  found  in  a  very  great  Surprize,  he  ofcen  attempted 

to  rpeak  9  yet  his  Words  could  not  find  a  Paflage:  but 

coming  out  of  the  firil  Aftoniihment, 

Tronic Wif your felf  (JLxxAht)  MAdttm^  to  tbinl^wbat 

Jhould  become  of  yon;  nor  to  contefi  what  Rcfolation  ym 

/hould  take  for  the  latere^  of  your  Dttty^  andjof  the  Efia^ 

ifli(hment  of  your  ^uiet»  He  iHjo  came  into  the  fVor/d,  for 

Ho  other  end\  hut  meerly  toferve  you  and  to  fleafe  yon, 

retwms  not  to  yon  now  to  trouble  a^wet;wbich  mnft  needs  be* 

dear  to  him^  nor  to  affail  a  Duty,  which  is  conjiderabk  to 

yOH\  neither  cornel  to  reproach  yon,  though  )Our  own  Con^ 

fciencefpeaks  enough  to  you  on  my  behalf:  I  return  onlyA/a^ 

dam^to  fee  once  again  the  Perfonjfor  whomonly  I  have  lived 

,  tofave  the  Life  ^a  Husband^  who  is  dear  to  you,  and  who 

ought  to  befo  on  the  Confideration  of  his  Vertue\  and  yield 

uf  a  Life  at  your  Feet  ,  which  I  have  only  conferved  for 

jourfa\e^  and  which  I  will  kftf  no  longer^  jince  you  have 

now  drawn  from  it  all  the  Services  it  is  able  to  do  you\  Jince 

it  is  frejuiicial  to  your  ^uiet^  and  to  your  Duty^  anafince 

it  is  not  f leafing  enough  to  give  me  any  other  Defire  to  fro* 

long  it.    Behoid  the  reafons  Madam ^   that  brought  me 

hither:  but  how  fpeciousfoever  theypMyfeem^   they  /hould 

not  have  recalled  we  from  that  Banifhment^  to  which  you 

had  condemn  d  me  f  tf  you  your  filf  had  not  revoked  it ^  and 

if  I  had  not  learned  that  mine  Innocence  was  not  unknown 

to  you ^  and  that  I  was  faulty  in  nothing  elfe^  butinraifing 

my  Thoughts  to  a  Hapoynefs^  which  Alexander  alone  could 

lawfully  affire  to.    The  Gods  have  given  you  him,  who  of 

all  A/en  living  is  mo  ft  worthy  of  you.     Let  him  live  then 

without  any  ftar  of  lofing.  what  cannot  but  worthily  be  his^ 

anddoyOH  live  without  the  Remembrance  of  the  Oaths  you 

hate  violated,  I  will  quickly  deliver  him  from  the  Appre^ 

henfion  of  a  Rival,  feariefs  of  himfeif  and  you  from  a  Re- 

morfe  that  may  trouble  the  Calfn  of  thofe  Delights^  you 

pught  to  enjoy. 

The  Qpeen  was  fo  troubled,  that  (he  could  not  pre- 

fentlyAnfwer  a  Word»  butafcer  alongConteft  between 
''"'■'        '  Love 
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Love  and  fi^ty,  her  Paflfion  prevailed  fo  viotenilv^ 
|{iAt  cafting  her  Arms  about  my  Prince  his  Neck^ 
whilftTcarsftr-camed  from  her  fair  Eyes,  fhe  fufFered 
hec  felf  to  ilnk  down  upon  him,  whilft  he  with  the 
like  Tranfports  of  Affection  tenderly  embraced  hers, 
wtfiiingto  die  in  fuch  an  Exta(ie  of  Blifs,  or  that  it 
m^ht  longer  continue :  but  after  fome  time,  the  Queen 
who  had  wet  his  Face  with  her  Tears,  coming  out  of 
that  iTranfport,  a  little  withdrew  her  felf,  and  fitting 
do^n»  feemed  extreamly  out  of  Countenance  fbr  an 
A£Hon,  that  had  fo  vifibly  teftified  her  want  of  Power 
onfiCr  her  Paffion,  and  with  her  Handkerchief  hid  the 
Bluihes  that  died  her  beauteous  Face,  wiping  away  at 
the  fame  time  the  Tears  that  ftreamed  on  her  rolic 
Cheeks  :  when  ihe  had  a  little  recovered  her  felf,  ihe 
look'd  a  Moment  upon  my  Prince  with  an  Eye,  which 
dying  as  it  Teemed  commanded  him  to  live,  and  then 
with  Words  often  interrupted  with  fighs!    *  My  Dear 
^Orpoffddses  {/aidjhc)  what   Teftimonies  foever  you 

*  have  lately  received  cf  the  AfFeftion  I  ft  ill  b«ir 

*  you ,  I   know  not   in  what   manner  I  can  carry 

*  my  felf  towards  you  in  the  Condition  I  am  now 
^  in.  If  I  condder  it,  and  what  I  owe  to  a  Husband 
'  and  to  mine  Honour ,  I  can  neither  fpeak  to  you 
^  nor  fee  you.    But  if  I  remember  what  is  pall  of 

*  a  Man,  who  was  my  Life  and  my  all,  I  know  not 

*  bow  by  any  of  thefe  I  can  fatisfie  the  leaft  part  ( fiatgof 

*  with  my  Life)  of  the  Obligations  to  him.  What  will 

*  you  therefore  have  me  do  ,  and  to  what  do  you  de- 
'ftine  tbl^  unhappy  Creature,  who  had  deftined  her 

*  felf  to  you  alone,  and  who  had  never  been  but  j^ouis, 
'  if  theGods  and  her  own  Misfortunes  had  not  difpofed 

*  her  to  another  }    I  know  all  you  can  fay  againft  me, 

*  and  that  I  can  alledge  for  my  Juftification :    but  you 

*  are  too  generous  to  confound  a  wretched  Woman 
'  with  your  Reproaches,  and  I  am  both  too  guilty  and

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the  Anger  of  the  Gods,  nor  from  the  iiiipUcaU«  Ma« 
lice  of  Eoemies.;  (hough  in  (bite  of  all  the  Rea(ba» 
that  can  forbid  it ,  yon  are  ftill  and  always  Hull  b» 
dear  to  me :  but  fince  by  that  cruel  Decree,  which 
has  fepstraled  us  for  ever,  I  am  able  now  to  do  nothing 
for  you,  what  do  you  require  of  me  i  You  know  my 
Want  ot  Power  ^  my  Reputation  and  my  Honour,  I 
am  fure,  are  dear  to  you  >  and  that  Virtue  which 
made  you  run  into  the  Jawes  of  Death  fo  lately  ta 
rersue  him  from  thence,  who  has  fent  you  thither, 
purs  me  in  Safety  from  all  thofe  Thoughts  that  might 
oifend  It:  by  what  means  then  can  I  preferve  unto  mjr 
Lord  chat,  which  can  be  no  Bodies  but  his,  and  yet 
fatisfie  part  of  chofe  deep  Engagements  you  have  laid 
upon  me.    O  Gods  [continued  fi>€  lifting  up  her  Hdnds 
^tnd  Ejes  tQwards  Beaven)  who  have  poured  down  all 
your  Vengeance  on  the  Royal  Houfe  of  Perfidy   vvhy.  ' 
did  you  not  bury  me  in  the  Ruins  of  iti  and  why 
aimed  you  not  ad  your  Darts  at  me  alone,  which  were 
the  Diilru6lion  of  poor  Darius,  and  which  rob'd  me 
of  my  Dear  Artaxerxes  ? 
Thefe  Words  were  followed  by  a  Tiolent  Overflowing 
of  her  Tears,  which  melted  my  Prince  into  a  tender 
CompalTion  for  her  Sufferings,  more  than  his  own, 
though  hers  had  much  encrealed  his  DifquietsofMind. 
It  would  be  ina  noianner  endlefs  to  tell  you  all  the  paf« 
lionate  Difcourfe  that  paiTed  between  them  ;  but  in  the 
end,  my  Prince  (  who  had  fallen  upon  his  Sword  is 
her  Prefence,  had  not  Surfina  who  gue(fed  his  Defpair 
by  his  Countenance,  kicked  it  away  as  he  was  ruihing 
on  his  Dillruftion,  to  offer  his  Princefs  a  Life  at  her 
Feet,  he  had  fo  often  vowed  to  her  Service)  weighing; 
the  Qiieen's  Rcafons  and  the  Circumllances  (he  was  in, 
became  more  moderate,  fo  that  he  contented  himfelf  a& 
well  as  he  could  with  the  Promife  ihe  made,  that  he 
ihouJQ  fee  and  entertain  her  at  Barjmas  Appartment  as. 
often  as  Convenience,  and  the  Ca^c  of  her  Reputatipn 
would  permit  ;  and  when  hefeemed  fatisfied  with  this, 
(lender  Felicity,  and  at  her  earneft  Requeft,  promifedi 
fpr  her  fake  not  to  attempt  any  thing  further,  againt^' 
his  own  Life;   theQjjeen  (with  Eyes  that  (parkM 
Goodfiefs  and  a  tender  Gon^paflion,  for  a  Man  Ihe  bad;, 
fa  dearly  loved  )  looking  upon  him  all  langutlhing: 
Wf//.  ( feid  Ihe)  ufQnth^Ji^  (Conditions J wiU*endlfpfP<Wy

UkUtjfmfee  tbsf  I  wUl  not  be  ingrMtful  to  you  ;  and  wt- 
TrithftunMng  J^fmw  how  great  a  Fault  I  commit^  and  to 
what  great  Danger  1  certainly  expofe  my  [elf ,  tie  bre^ 
through  all  for  h$m^whofe  1  am  more  than  I  can  or  ouiht  to 
ie^  and  lebofe  I  would  have  been  entirely  if  the  Gods  had 
been  flexed  to  fufer  me. 

My  Prince  wnofe  Virtua'made  him  demand  no  further 
Aiuirance  or  Proof  of  a  Love  in  any  other  Natu  re  ^ 
which  crald  not  now  be  given  without  Diftonour, 
and  an  Injury  to  the  Qpeen's  Virtue,  was  fatisfied  in 
this  Favour  ;  and  by  the  Contrivance  of  Barfina,  they 
cfcen  enjoyed  the  Felicity  of  converitng  with  one  an* 
other  in  her  Prefence^when  one  time  Alexander  coming 
thither  unexpectedly  had  like  to  have  furprized  my 
Prince  with  the  Qiieen;  but  Barfina  took  Care  to  pre- 
vent tt  by  puting  him  into  a  Dark  Room,  and  though 
the  King  came  into  it  (after  he  had  faluted  the  Queen 
and  her  Couzen,  a  little  chiding  the  latter/or  hindering 
fain  as  he  faid  fo  often  by  thofe  Vifits  of  the  Converfa- 
tion  of  his  Wife)  and  being  weary  threw  himfelf  on  a 
Bed,  and  flept  to  near  my  Maner,  that  he  might  ea(ily 
have  touched  him,  and,  had  not  his  Virtue  and  Honour 
been  very  ftrift  and  fublime,  with  one  Thruft  of  his 
Sword ,  might  have  for  ever  freed  himfelf  from  the 
Tormentor  of  his  Repofe,  and  his  Life  who  had  rivaled 
him  of  all  he  held  dear  and  valuable  in  the  World ; 
yet  fuch  a  Bafenefs  was  fo  far  inconiiftent  with  his  Hu« 
mour,  though  infinitely  injured,  that  he  would  rather 
himfelf  have  died  a  thoufand  rimes,  had  the  Gods  given 
him  fo  many  threads  of  Life  to  be  cut  by  the  Deftinies, 
and  when  he  perceived  by  his  breathning  Alexander 
was  faftafleep,  he  thought ic  thefecurefl:  time  to  depart: 
But  in  theConfu(ion  he  was  in,  not  looking  carefully  to 
his  way  in  going  out,he  ftumbled,whichNoife  fuddenly 
waking  the  King,  he  faw  rheGlimps  of  a  Man  of  ex« 
traordinarj  Stature  and  garb  juft  by  the  Door  ready 
to  go  out.  The  King  was  ftartled  at  it,  and  asked 
htm  aloud  who  he  was ;  but  my  Prince  perceiving  him- 
felf difcovered,  open'dthe  Door  wither  replying, and 
Shutting  it  after  him,  went  a  Back-way  to  his  own 
Lodging*  The  King  not  fatisfied  rofe  up  and  going 
to  Barfita,  and  th;:  Company  with  her  cold  them 
what  he  had  kctif  and  how  much  he  was  furprized  at 
the  fight.  At  this  the  Queen  andihe  changed  Colour, 

when 
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wh^ti  Barfns  to  (atisfie  him  and  hinderfufpicion,  told 
him  it  was  one  of  her  Servants  who  had  entred  by  Mi- 
ftake^  and  feeing  his  Majefty  there,  had  haftilv  retired 
out  of  Re(ped  \  which  had  caufed  him  to  ftumole.  He 
appeared  (atisfied  with  it,  and  taking  the  CJjseen  with 
him,  departed ;  but  this  Encounter  caufing  the  Qpeen 
to  reflect  feriouQy  on  the  Danger  they  both  hazarded 
in  thefeVifits^ihe  took  greater  Care  to  prevent  any  Di& 
€overy  for  the  future ;  and  now  a  Difafter  haf^ned 
that  deprived  my  Prince  of  her  fight  for  many  Days. 

It  was  the  Death  oiHcfhefiion  tliat  great  and  dear 
Favourite  of /iiexander\  who  could  do  all  with  him. 
and  whofe  Lofs  he,  lamented  with  fo  many  Crys  and 
Tears  that  his  great  Courage  fank  in  him  even  to  Effe- 
minacy for  a  time*  He  dyed  after  a  violent  Sicknefs, 
and  left  the  faire  Princefs  Paripttis  a  Widow  whofe 
Sorrow  and  theQueen's  were  expreffed  in  no  lefs  mourn- 
ful Accents,and  for  fomeDays  they  kept  their  Chamber 
without  Suffering  any  to  viHt  them.  The  Court  went 
into  deep  Mourning  on  this  occafion,  and  my  Prince 
fympathifed  with  thofe  Illuilrious  Perfons  in  their 
Overwiielmings  of  Sorrow  \  but  the  Queen  to  let  him 
fee,  fhe  had  no  ways  forgot  himfent  a  Letter  for  him 
direfted  to  Barfina  in  thcie  Words  ; 

It  were  not  juft,  wkiift  the  King  and  mj  Sifter  givt 
themfelves  over  to  their  Grisf  that  lalone/hoHldrunto 
Occafions  of  Joy;  and  I  am  pardonable^  ^ffi^  ajhort  Sfoce 
I  loje  thejiiht  of  what  I  love^  to  comfort  her^  who  has  ft 
lately  lojtfor  ever  what  fhe  loved.  Comfaffion  and  ZV- 
€ency  enjoy n  me  this  Pnntfhment^  but  believe  1x17  Orontes 
that  it  is  as  Irkfomto  me  as  to  ^oarfelf^  and. that  it  is  as 
difficult  for  Statira  to  kcef  her  felf  from  feeing  you,  as  it  is 
ilamable  in  the  Wife  0/ Alexander  to  defire  it. 

To  this  my  Prince  returned  Anfwer :  '7i/  jufl  I 
fhonld  fssffier^  whilfi  the  whole  World  is  in  Mourning^  and 
1  have  too,  msich  Inter  eft  in  what  Concerns  ycH^  tofufer  the 
jiffiSlion  of  the  Princefsyour  Sifter  without  the  JmxtHre 
efmj  own  Misfortunes:  Shorten  them Ibefeechyou  as  mnch 
as  you  are  able^  and  give  reafonable  Limits  to  that  Com^ 
faffion^  and  that  Decency^  nnlefs  you  will  give  veryfhort 
ones  to  my  Life  ?  not  that  I  ought  to  love  it^  (ince  it  iV 
troublefome  to  ^ou  in  obliging  )^u  to  aSlions,  which  )om, 
tkinkare  blamakU^  but  neither  cm  I  bate  it ,  fince  by  thef

$io»yyOu  teftifie  it  is  deaf  to  you 

When  the  Tears  of  Mourning  like  a  violent  Showef 
had  fpent  themfelvcs,  he  payed  his  Vifits  to  the  Qiieen 
as  before,  but  fcldomer  and  with  more  Caution  till  her 
rigid  VertUeraifed  fo  many  Scruples  in  her  Mind,  that 
Ihe  began  to  tremble  at  giving  fuch  a  Freedom,  and 
concluded  her  felf  very  faulty  in  fo  doing,   and  by  De- 
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Man,  and  at  that  time  fhe  U'ent  to  Babylon^  whillt 
jOexandeir  hafted  to  fubdue  the  Cojjeans  a  barbarous 
People,  againft  whom  he  ran  as  againft  fo  many  wfld 
Beafts,  calling  that  Expedition  ,  The  Sacrifice  of  He^ 
pheJHons  Funeral,  on  which  he  had  beftowed  20000 
Talents,  He  foon  overcome  that  Nation,  and  return- 
ing in  Triumph  found  his  Queen  much  difcontenttd 
and  in  Tears ;  yet  no  Perfwalion  could  get  from  her 
the  true  Caufe  of  her  Grief,  but  fhe  put  him  off  with 
feigned  Excufes:  The  Occafion  of  her  Sorrow  was 
indeed  the  News  of  my  Mafter*s  being  reduced  to  a 
violent  Sicknefs  through  the  exceflive  Grief  he  conceived 
on  her  Departure,  and  for  his  b^ing  from  her  own 
Mouth  by  the  Conftraint  fhe  had  put  upon  her  felf, 
excluded  even  that  Innocent  Converfation,  he  had 
held  with  her,  which  had  afforded  him  fo  pleafing  a 
Joy,  as  li^lled  his  Sorrows  conceived  at  her  Marriag* 
unto  a  {lumber  and  repofe  :  but  by  this  violent  Blow 
being  awakened  they  tormented  him  more  than  ever. 
The  Princefs  i?4r/«/^  who  Would  not  part  from  him 
ufed  all  the  Endeavours  fhe  was  able  to  reftore  his 
Health,  and  fuch  was  her  Diligence  that  in  the  end 
be  recovered,  and  parting  from  her  whh  infinite 
Thanks ,  fhe  with  much  Unwillingnefs'  difmiffed 
him  upon  his  declaring  he  would  return  intoScythia, 
and  thereby  taking  upon  him  fomc  weighty  Irhptoy- 
ment,  divert  his  Grief,  and  wean  himfelf  if  poffible 
from  an  Affeftion,  whereby  he  could  fee  no  Advan- 
tage to  be  reaped.  ■ 

Wc  part<;d  from  that  good  Princefs  not  without 
Tears  on  both  (ides,  and  all  the  tender  txpreffions  of  9, 
generous  Friendfhip,  and  took  our  way  towards  Ea- 
i)}on^  where  Alexander  we  heard  refided  :  but  the 
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Queen  for  her  Health  was  retired  to  a  Couhtry-Seat,flie 
having  much  impaired  it  by  her  inward  Grieving,  and 
Roxana  continued  with  him  in  the  Abfence  of  Statlrs. 
I  knew  not  at  hrft,  what  my  Mailer's  Purpofe?  were  in 
going  to  a  City  that  lay  much  out  of  our  way  to  ScytUa^ 
till  in  a  difpairing  Fit  I  heard  him  ay  cur,  Ihon  Jh^ 
Alexander,  thou  [hale  die^  and  no  longer  hinder  me  from 
foffeffiffg  what  thou  now  pojjifefl :  but  in  his  calmer  inter- 
vails  Tears  would  fall  from  his  Eyes,  when  fuch  a 
Thought  came  unto  his  Mind,  and  a  Senfe  of  Gene* 
roficy  ftifBcd  fuch  Intendments:  and  indeed  had  he  been 
abfolutcly  refolved  on  fo  daring  an  Emerprife,  he 
was  now  prevented  }  for  coming  within  feme  Leagues 
o( Babylon^  we  had  certain  News  that  Alexander  haid 
ended  his  Life  in  the  Arms  of  his  Friends,  and  that  bj 
the  Wickednefs  of  fome  of  his  Domefticks,  who  were 
fufpecled  to  have  poifoned  him,  and  by  this  Death 
Statira  was  a  Widow,  my  Prince  freed  from  a  Rival, 
and  the  Earth  deprived  of  the  greateft  Man  it  ever  bore. 
In  brief  we  learnt  that  the  great  and  victorious  ./^.v4ih 
der  was  dead  at  Babylon  three  Days  before;  yet  my 
Prince  who  had  all  the  Caufe  in  the  World  to  rejoycc 
at  this  Lo(s,  as  the  bell  Fortune  that  could  befal  him. 
on  the  contrary,  gave  many  Tears  to  the  Memory  of 
his  Rival,  extolled  his  Virtues,and  his  Valour  in  an  ex- 
traordinary manner,and  rigourouflly  reproved  and  con- 
demned himfelf  for  conceiving  fo  much  as  a  Thought 
of  injuring  him:  we  heard  likewife  of  the  Difpures 
arifen  amongft  the  Princes  about  fharing  his  Domini- 
ons, yet  we  held  on  cur  way,  and  being  come  near 
that  great  City,  my  Prince  difpatched  7ov<«w  thither 
with  order  to  inform  himfelf  what  pafs'd,  as  alfoto 
enquire  News  of  Qiieen  Statira,  and  bring  back  Word, 
Whilft  we  ftay'd  at  a  Village  to  refrefli  our  felvcs  :  but 
he  not  returning,though  late,  he  Cent  Loncates  an  other 
of  his  Servants  after  him  with  the  like  Commidion,  and 
he  not  returning  and  the  Caiife  unknown  to  us  of  their 
tedious  Stay,  my  Prince  impatient  of  Delay  went  for- 
ward with  an  Intention  to  fend  me  likewife,  and  to 
ftay  for  my  Return  near  the  Place  where  we  met  with 
vou,  and  where  after  the  News  (in  fpite  of  the  Trars 
ne  had  fhed)  had  raifed  his  Hopes,  aod  made  me  be* 
lieve  we  were  gotten  for  ever  under  fliclcer  from  "the 
^erfecution  of  Fortune;  Till  we  Isarnc  from  your 
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Mouth  the  Tragical  Death  of  that  great  and  virtuous 
Queeo^  for  whom  alone  he  had  proTerved  the  Remnant 
€)f  his  Life* 

Araxis  thus  iinifhing  his  long  Narration  ;  LjfmAchfis 
who  had  hearkned  with  much  Attention  to  it,  lifting 
his  Eyes  towards  Heaven :  O  Oroondates  (cr yed  He)  the 
iravefi  of  aU  Men  livings  than  Mir acie  both  of  onr  A^e 
4niofaU  Aj^es  fafi^  have  I ^olonged  my  mijirdble  life 
to/imer  with  you  as  I  do  in  thefe  Misfortunes  of  yours  ^  and 
mufti  cerry  to  the  Grave  the  ASferies  I  feel  offo  accom- 
flijhed  a  PerCon.  He  faid  many  other  things  to  the  Ad  • 
vantage  of  that  Prince,  extolling  him  for  his  Vertue 
and  Courage  above  Alexander  himCelf,  and  nofooner 
had  be  ended,  but  with  haft  he  went  to  pay  a  Vi(it» 
and  converfe  with  a  Man  who  had  fo  worthy ly  gained 
bis  Affeiiions.

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LIRmachus  (  who  was  himfelf  a  generous  Prince  ) 
having  heard  the  brave  Actions  and  Virtues  of

Thus  he  walked  Icftly  tal  ing  to  infsnlible  Things, 
dll  he  faw  clofe  by  hioi  aMan  'a'!io  had  newly  alighted : 
this  bncounter,  made  him  fix  his  Eyes  upon  him  very 
heedfully,and  hefoon  called  to  Mind,  ic  was  thefam? 
Perfpn  he  confrafted  a  Friendfliip  with  at  the  Temple 
QiApfillo\  an^  che  Stranger  likewife  knew  him  with 
the  lame  Facility  j  and  haying  fainted  each  ocher  very 
civily  they  embraced   with    much    Alfeflion :    afcer 
which, /^''OB?  not  Sir  (faid  Lylimachus)  what  Fort  me 
detains  yok  [till  in  thcfe  parts  y    which  t  tho'ight    ou  h^d 
forfaken\  but  whatfoever  it  is  it  will  be-  agrcat  Advant^g^ 
to  me ,  jinct  I  thereby  reap  the  Ha^ppefs  which  I  hoped  mt 
for^  and  which  1  receive  as  a  mofi  cfpeciai  FavOHr  from  the 
Gois. 
.The Stranger  obliged  by  thefc  Civilities  replyed,  *  If 
at  our  firft  Encounter  ihc  Company  of  a  Man  whofcj 
Misfortunes  have  made    him  of  a  very  unpleafing; 
Humour^  had  been  to  have  been  endured,!  would  not 
then  have  left  you^and  whatfoever  Neceflity  cf  Affai- 
res had  caUedime  elfewhere,!  would  have  defcrted  the 
Execution  9^  them,  rather  than  have  parted  with  h 
virtuous  a  Perfon  5  b^caufe  I  perceive  by  the  Anfwer 
of  che  Oracle^  our  Intercllsare  fo  nearly  jcyned  that 
We  muft  wait  thqPleafure  of  theCods  on  the  'lanks  of 
Euphratesi  in  hopes  of  the  Amendment  of  our  cnicl 
Forciuies :  and  thisConlideration  has  detained  mc  h^cre

Afrer  miich  Dtfcourfe  and  many  other  Civilities  had 
pafs'd  bea^ecn  them,  the  Stranger  by  what  he  had  per- 
ceived concluding  Ljfir^achHs  to  be  a  generou'-  and  ver- 
tuousPeiP-n,  tliougnt  it  an  Injury  to  that  Friendfliip 
he  had  contraded,  if  he  did  not  make  himfelf  known 
fohimasheearneftly  requcfted,  if  it  were  not  preju- 
dicial or  contrary  to  his  Vows}  when  leaking  intentively 
en  him. 

*  Your  Satisfaftion  (Jkidhi)  fliall  ever  be  fo  dear  to 
*me  that  1  will  not  delay  to  give  it  you  ;  although^ 
Sin9e  I  came  unto  this  Country,!  never  difcoveredmy

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C I R,  Cfaid  Ljfimdchm)  though  perhaps  my  Birth 
^  may  not  be  unknown  to  you,  I  will  tell  you,  I 
am  not  only  born  a  Prince  among  the  Macedomam, 
but  that  I  am  of  the  fame  Blood  with  AUxtmier  the 
deceafcd  Kin^;  That  Philifs  his  Father  and  Amintss^ 
who  wa$  mine  were  Brothers  Childrei^,  my  Grand- 
father wore  the  Grown^  which  by  right  of  Elderfliip 
defcended  upon  Philip's  Father »  I  was  brought  up 
with  AlexdHder  ^nd  inftru&ed  by  that  learned  Philo- 
fopher  CaUijienes^  no'*  was  any  means  Tpared  to  cul- 
tivate my  younger  Years :  but  my  chief  be/ire  was  to 
make  my  felf  known  by  fome  con(iderable  Afbions, 
and  the  gr«;at  Love  King  Philif  bore  me  made  him 
take  me  with  him  to  the  Siege  of  &zAnti$im^  where 
AlcxMnier  ferved  hisApprentillisp  under  the  moll 
prudent  and  politick  Commander  ofall  thofe/that 
were  before  his  time.  I  was  then  but  fourteen  Years 
old  9  yet  my  Qiulity  and  the  King's  Favour  placed 
me  in  the  Rank  cf  Hcfheflioft^  Ptolomests^  CrMerns^ 
and  thufev  other  Princes,  who  were  raoft  dear  and 
moll  contiderable  to  him.  When  Philif  died,  I  held 
the  Tame  Rank  under  Aiexander^  who  was  confidera^ 
biy  elder  than  my  felf :  but  paifmg  over  things  of  lef- 
fer  Moment,  after  he  had  made  confiderable  Con- 
quells  in  £HrQpCy  I  came  over  with  him  into  Afid^ 
where  almoll  the  Terror  of  his  Name  gained  him  fo

After  a  thoufand  fad  Spsftacles  of  Crisdtieand  De- 
folation,  which  ufully  accompany  Defeats  of  rhar  Na- 
ture, when  Evening  approached,  I  was  fent  with  Two 
Thoufand  Horfe  to  puruie  the  flying  Perfians^  and  up- 
on my  coming  back  I  chanced  to  meet  Parmewo  re- 
turning unto  the  Camp  wirh  the  Qpeens  and  PrinceiTcfs 
dlPtrha  Ptifonefsi  i  kindly  laluted  them  with  all  the 
Humiity,  which  they  could  expeA  from  the  meaneit  ot* 
their  Subjects.    They  returned  my  Salutation  very 
cbligingly,  but  Sypz^miis  did  it  with  fo  much  Majedy 
in  the  Condition  ihe  then  was  in,  that  fhewed  the 
Greatnefs  and  Conftancy  of  her  Mind  not  to  be  altered 
or  fhaken  by  any  Misfertune:  but  the  PrinceiTes,  in 
whom  Age  had  not  fetrUd  that  Firmnefs  of  Mind  ex«- 
prefled  their  Griefs  more  fredy,  and  by  their  Tears, 
which  flowed  in  abundance  conformed  themfelves  to  : 
the  Sute  of  their  prcfent  Condition.     This  Objeft 
touched  me  with  a  Com padion,  which  it  was  impof- 
fible  for  me  to  diffemblc  any  longer,  and  receiving  the

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Cryel  Sight  made  them  verily  believe  he  was  either 
taken  Prifoner  flain :  but  I  uriderftandiag  the  CauAf  o^ 
that  excelfive  Sorrow  from  on^  of  their  Women,  was 
deflrous  to  free  them  from  their  Fear  by  affuringthem 
partHS  was  efcaped,  and  in  Safety,  when  addreTra^  mv 
felf to  them  with  low  Refpeft;  Ladies  {fui  I  refhairt 
your  Grief  as  much  aspojjible ;  for  Ifrotefi  tojiou  h  tioe 
Gods^  he,  vhofe  Lofs  you  bewail  is  in  Safety ^  and  is  neither 
dead  nor  a  Prifoner.

could  defire,  and  the  King  fent  LeonatHs  to  wait  upon 
them  from  him,  and  affure  them  in  his  Name  (upon 
the  Promife  I  had  made  them)  of  all  manner  of  Civi- 
lity and  good  Ufage.  I  went  to  my  Tent,  yet  llept 
but  very  little  char  Night  after  fo  wcarifom  aDay  ;  the 
Idea  of  the  faire  Parifatis  had  fo  ftrongly  poffciVed  n  y 
Mind,airifting  my  growing  Love  to  deceive  me  by  dii- 
guifing  it  fJf  under  the  Vail  of  Compaflion,  till  its 
Forces  weregrovyn  to  fuch  a  height,  that  it  might  de- 
clare it  felf  with  that  Tyranny,  it  hath  fince  pradlifipd 
upon  me;  though  weighing  the  Difficulcies  I  had  to 
flruggle  with  in  fuch  an  Enterprize  Irefifted  it  to  my 
power.

lieved was  due  from  a  Gaprive  co  net  Cunqqerour,  Lac 
he  (tept  bick  with  a  ^rcac  deal  ofMudctiy,  and  pie- 
fented  the  Kin^  before  her,  when  thiriking  fiie  had 
commirrcd  an  Error  fhc  uneeled  down  a^i^aiij  with  her 
Daughters,  belceching  him  to  cxcufe  the  Jgnccranceof 
a  Woman,- who  never  bef(  re  had  the  honour  co  fte 
him  Alevafsder  rarled  iier  up  ui^^h  much  Refpe^^, 
ffVing,  you  were  not  at  ad  deceived,  Aladam^  ftr  he 
indeed  is  myfecondfif'^  And  aftei  h.^Vlng  raifcd  ine  rcit 
he  Comforted  tl»em  wich  rhc  kiidjii  ^»Vo;ds,  Civility 
and  Generofiry  cou:dfunuli  him  wicLl,  and  by  Aj- 
(urance  of  as  render  llfa^e  as  they  c  lila  leceive^  from

Iris  true,  my  Qpaliry 

afforded  me  fome  Advantages,  that  might  have  bom 

me  up  iri  afpiring  to  her  Ancdion  \  yet  my  Love, 

though  it  was  ftrong^  had  not  (b  abfolurely  overcome 

my  Fears,  but  that  I  had  fome  Doub  s  remaining^ 

that  I  might  fail  in  an  Enterprife  of  fo  fublime  a  Na« 

cure,  as  declaringLove  to  the  Daughter  of  the  greateft 

King  on  Earth,  and  be  contemned  by  her  for  fo  great  a 

Vrefumption.

Advantages,  his  raodeftly  uiifered  him  not  to  abufe  it 
of  a  long  time,  and  coniidering  how  much  Pdrifttif 
was  above  him,  though  a  captive,  he  looked  on  he^: 
always  with  the  fame  Refpe6l,{he  Ihould  haverequire^l 
from  him  in  the  Court  of  tiie  King  her  Father  ;  he  vi- 
fued  her  very  often,  and  the  Power  he  had  with  Ale^ 
xdnder  allowed  hiiti  a  thoufand  ways  to  oblige  thofeil-

You  know  Alexander  rejefted  the  Propofals  uf i>4riV/ 
by  Mjthraxes  his  Ambariador,  but  I  will  tell  you  the 
Caufe  chat  exafperatcd  him  to  thisRefufal  (and  to  fend 
back  fuch  an  Aufwer)  was  the  Tenor  of  the  Letter, 
which  truly  was  too  imperious  for  one  making  a  Rp- 
queft,  and  in  his  Superlcription  vvriting  to  him  only  as 
a  private  P<irfon,  not  giving  him  the  Tide  of  King,and  . 
fo  the  CJiieens  and  Princefl'es  loft  the  Hopd  of  liberty 
fjr  that  .time  I  was  in  the  Tent  with  them,  when 
Mythrapus  having  obtained  ilcAve  ro  fee  them  brought 
this  affliciing  News,  The  Qyeen^  took  it  with  much 
.  Patience  ana  ciieir  wonted  Conftancy  ;  but  the  tender 
hearted  Pnacenes  could  not  refrain  from  Tears  at  the

riot  T^itb  inlbknt  Words ,  exprclTing  bis;  An^tr  to  1^ 
thMi  go  fo flow,  ftrikitig  the  Cnariotcer  for  driving  no' 
fafth*.     I  ]^rccived  trotc  great  Per&ns  wtne  niudi' 
troubled  at  It;  I  reproired  him  for  it  in  (har];>  Lati^ 
age,  yet  received  only  injurious  Word«  from  nim^xvhich' 
io  raikd  my  Anger  (on  his  fiinbet  perfifting  and  iirikf- 
ifig  ?Ti  Eunuch  neat  the  Qjieen's  rerfon)    that  I  re- 
folred  to  chalii^  bislnfolercy,  and  giving  him  vvartv 
ing  to  defend  himfclf,  we  encountered  very  furioufl^;* 
He  received  a  deep  Wound,  and  fell  as  dead  ftom  his 
Horfe;  but  it  proved  not  mortal,  and  drawing  nc*r  to* 
the  (iieenslbefccched  ihem  to  pardon  a  Raflincfe  fo 
full  ot  Irreverence  in  a  Man,  who  law  himfelf  wounded 
in  tht  raott  (enfible  part  of  hisSoul,  andf  intfeated  ttem

and  we  itwrched  to  Sidon^  and  loon  v^t  layed  Siege  to 
Tyre^  which  held  us  long,  when  one  Day  coming  into 
my  PrrnceiTc's  Chamber,  and  finding  her  atone  reading 
Hifmcr%  HiUdSy  1  was  about  to  retire  out  of  Relpeft,  but* 
/he  perceiving  me  laid  afidcthe  Book,  and  calling  me 
back,  I  faw  TeatJs  fliJiiig  down  her  beatitcous  Cheeks,' 
which  moved  me  to  ask  her  vrith  much  Submiffioti  the 
Caufcofher  Trouble  :  but  (he  inftantly  compofir^g  h^r 
Countenance,  and  making  a  pteafing  Sitiile  liieceed  her 
Tears  *  I  cannot  conceal  my  Weaknds  from  you  {faU 
fbe)  biu  muft  confffs ,    /  tms  not  able  to  read  Andro- 
macheV   Ldmenmimi  for  the  Le/i  of  her  deAr  Husband. 
mtUntUinT  fOMcbei  mm  ComfOffidfr,  n0r  whhoi^  mbm^ 
p^ing  with  minf^  thofe  Te^rs  Ih^  prebablyfiid  on  phii

Finding  my   Princefe  thus  wrought  to  Com pafllcn, 
falling  at  hcr'Feet,  and  rihng  again  oy  her  Command,

*  Declaration,you  make  in  Favour  of  me,  are  alf  >  Wit-

*  dies  for  you.  It  is  true,  Midam,  I  yield  up  my  Soul  at 

*  your  Feet,  unlelsyourCompaffimjWhich  you  fo  lately  ' 

*  expreffcd  in  Favour  of  the  afflided,  pull  me  from  the 

*  Grave,  unto  which  I  am  othcr\yays  precipitated  by  a 

*  pure  Aflfeilion  to  you,  which  none  but  you  alone  can 

*  rccdve,  and  you  can  never  ufc  it  towards  a  Man,  that 
*•  will  ierve  you  with  more  profound  Refpedt,  and  more 
^Zeal,  than  Lyfimachns,    I  have  fuffered,  before  I  came 

*  to  this  h[\  Remedy,aU  that  a  Soul  is  capable  to  endure 

*  without  making  it  known;  And  if  my  Eyes,  and  the 
*^  Change  of  ii)y  Looks  andHvifncHir  h?ive  giyen  y6u  any 
VNoticc  p{  it,  'twas  vyithovH  the  Cpnlent  of  my  Soul, 

*  which  o^^cns  not  it  felf  now  to  you  without  a  violent

Upon  this  the  Princcls  chanreJ  Countenance  twic<  dr 
thrice,  and  on  a  fuddcn  Tears  burlt  from  her  Eyc5,whidi 
fhe  could  not  poflibly  retain,  which  at  firH,  1  flattered 
my  Ich  with  lome  inward  ]oy>  were  flicd  in  Compaffion 
to  my  Sufferings  but  within  a  Moment  after  I  plainly 
perceived,  diidain  wastheCauft  oftbcm,  and  thathtr 
Diipka lure  for  hcariiiga  Declaration  of  Love  from  one 
-ot-/4/fjfWrr*s. Followers  had  forced  her  to  flicw  thofc 
Marks  of  her  Grief,  and  of  her  Indignation,  flic  darted 
a  fcorntul  Look  at  me,  and  then  on  a  fudden  turning 
away  her  Eyes ;

.  Thcfe  Words  pronounced  with  an  Accent  between 
Griel  and  An^er  wounded  mciodQeply,  that  I.ri^ain- 
ed  in  a  Confufion,  no  Language,  q^n  exprffc-;  And 
though  I  was  much  dijpleakd  with  t^y  it\i\  tliit  I- had 
offended  her,  at  lalt  I  rtafuincd  ignx  littlcf  Couragtr, 
and  refolvedin  ibmc  Ibrt  to  juitifie  this  Addrefa;  and 
wbilft  flie  leaned  her  Elbow  upon  the  Tabic,  and  her 
Head  upon  her  Hand ,  turning  her  Eyes  fsom  'nte. 
Madam,  CfdidlJ  *  I  acknowledge!  havebeeip  infieitdy 

*  to  blun?,  and  that  the  Difpro0ortion,thcrc.  is  between 

*  us,  ou^hc  cither  to  have  (iranglcd'  my  PaiTirtn.ihit^s

*  Power  and  Courage,  enough  to  punifti  it,  and  with 
^  my  Blood  to  pay  the  Price  of  thole  Tears,  which 
*^iijy  Rafhnels  has  dravv'n  from  your  hire  Eye$. 

ihefe  Words  I  pronounced  with  an  Accent,  that 
made  the  Princels  believe,  I  had  fatal  Intentions  upon 
my  Life;  and  as  !  was  retiring  with  low  Obciffancc 
trom  her  l^efcncc,  five  found  flhc  could  not  Jet  me  die 
for  a  Fault,  my  Paflion  had  made  me  guilty  of,  and 
this  good  Nature  working  ftron^ly  in  her  Breaft^  caufed 
her  to  call  me  back  again,  and  perceiving  1  returned 
trembling,  »nd  with  an  A6iion  of  a  Man  quite  loit  in 
his  PafTion,  after  flic  had  a  while  (ought  out  Terms 
to  cxpreb  her  ielf,  fhe  fpoke  to  me  in  tWs  manner : 

^  LyJtmachHs,  I  cannot  fliake  oft  the  Trouble,  which 
^  your  Words  have  fixed  in  my  Mind  ;  but  I  am  willing

She  pronounced  thefe  Words  wich  fo  mudi  Majefty 
and  Moderation,  as  gave  me  a  perfeft  Knowledge  rf 
Iier  good  Nature,  and  of  Ijer  Gcncrofity,  which  coulj 
iiot  confcnt  to  iIk  Ruin  of  a  Perfon,  who  16  entirely 
loved  her,  and  to  whom  fhc  believed,  fht  had  fomc 
light  Obligation;  And  though  I  could  not  tell,  howtxy 
digcft  thefe  Words,  or  turn  them  to  my  Advantage,  I 
however  made  this  Reply:

*  tree  it  from  that  violent  Paflion,  which  you  have  con- 

*  demned^h.  by  his  Silence  and  Dilcrction  will  repair  the 

*  Grcatncls  of  his  Fault,  and  offend  you  as  little  as  pof- 

*  fibly  he  can  with  his  Difcourfe,    and  onljr  content 

*  himfclf ,  that  all  his  Looks,  and  all  his  AtStions  niay 

*  tell  you,  what  he  has  in  his  Heart.  The  particular 
/  Efteem^  you  make  him  hope  for  is  too  high  and  too 

*  gloricusa  Rccompencc  for  him,  ^ndlf  hcfliouldprc-

The  Princefi  was  going  to  reply,  I  know  not  whedicr 
.  wioh  Severity,  orMildnefs,  when  the  Pr;ncefs  St^Hra 
came  in,  and  hindred  it,  and  wti^iM  part f>f the  Day 
indiiFcrcnt'Converfation,  nor  was  it  long  ere  I  wascet-^ 
tain,  tliat  Hcph^fii^n ,  that  dear  Favourit  of  t^he  King 
made  Love  to.h€r,floating  upon  theFavour  of  his  Princ^ 
by  whofe  Encouragement  he  had  alpired  to  fohigh  a 
Felicity ;  He  was  indeed  woffhy  ofher  Notice  by  thp 
Comlyneft  of  his  Perfon  as  wcllashjs  Valour  and  Ver- 
•  lue,  which  nude  me  neglc6l  no  Opportunity,  to  oblige 
my  Princcfs,  and  asmueh  as  in  me  lay,  to  prevent  that 
Rival's  gaining  any  Place  in  lier  AfFe6\ion  jthough  in  a 

little 
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little  tinlc  be  had  the  Prefuirption,  to  declare  his  Love 
openly.  Nor  was  be  Ighorant  ot  ihy  Frctciifiofis,  io 
that  notwithHanding  wehad  till  this  ttme  been  all  along 
^oqd -Fi ieiids,  this  Cojnpeiinon  made  iis  but  coldly  en- 
tertain each  other  5  fur  >vc  no  longer  doubtn)g  what  we 
liad  feared,  gave  that  Jcaioufie  an  Entrance  into  our' 
Souls  ■which,  hath  fiiic:  tormented  them  with  lo  much 
Violerce.  '    ^ 

Whillt  wc  were  contending  by  ourServices  for  fo  glo- 
rious aPrize  Twhich  I  relolved  not  to  abandon /bjc 
with  my  Life)  the  King  departed  from  Memphis^  ta 
vifit  the  Temple  of  Jfupher  Hammon  ;  And  not  brinp; 
willing  to  take  thePrinccfles  along  with  him  in  lo  p:ii?i- 
fill  and  dangerous  a  Voyage,  he  left  them  at  Mcimphis 
under  a  Guard  of  part  of  his  Forces,    My  Duty  and  my 
Honour  obliged  me  to  wait  upon  him,  though  ihey  car- 
ried mc  againl^  my  Inclination,  w^hich  made  all  Places 
hateful  to.  me,  where  my  Princef?  was  abfent :  but  I  ha i 
this  Happy neis,  that  flc'p/:?^/?//)^  was  not  lek.bchind,  he 
likewifeaccompanycd  the  King,  and  before  our  Dcpar7 
turc  taking  leave  of  Parifatis  I  found  by  her  generous 
Exprcfiions,  and  foiue  Sorrow,  iTie  lliewci  at  my  going 
away  I  was  not  indifferent  to  her,  and  amongft  others  (he 
uttered  thefe  Words :  *  Xkxiovf^tyfimachtis^  your  Birth  is 

*  illuliruous,  and  I  have  Ej^esas  well  as  others,    to  dif- 

*  cern  the  Advantages  of  your  Perfbn,  and  good  Quali- 

*  ties;  And  I  pardon  the  Liberty,  you  now  take  for  the 

*  fame  Reafon,  that  made  me  pardon  the  others,  you 

*  have  taken,  and  T  not  only  cxcufe  itj  but  to  let  you 
/  lee  lam  not  cruel,  I  will  alfo  confirm,  what  I  have 
Vfeid.    Its  true,  I  fuffer  HephcjUon  both  for 'his  Merits, 

*  and  for  the  Commands  of  the  Queens;    bccaufe  it  is

This 
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This  tranfported  me  with  an  ExtaGe  of  Joy,  but  as  I 
was  about  to  reply  in  a  moft  obliging  acknowledgment 
of  fo  tranfcendent  a  Goodnefs,  the  King  came  unto 
the  Garden  ahJ  prevented  me,  and  with  him  Hephefli- 
o»,  SelucHS^  Amigonius  and  many  others.  The  King 
^rew  near  to  the  Princefs  Sutira,  who  was  at  feme 
diftance  from  lis,  and  Hephefiion  coming  up  to  Pari^ 
fatis  took  that  Hand,  which  he  found  free,  and  being 
an  obftacle  to  me  all  the  reft  of  the  Day,  had  alfo  the 
difpleafure  to  fee  me  take  Revenge  on  him  the  fame 
way,  and  deprived  him  by  niy  Prefenceof  the  means  to 
entertain  her  in  particular. 

That  Evening  we  took  our  leaves,  and  early  the 
next  Morning  we  travelled  with  fplendid  Equipage 
towards  the  Temple  o(  Hammon^  having  a  vqry  fharp 
and  painful  Paflage  over  the  Defarts  of  AraSla^'m 
whofc  thirfty  Sar\^s  whole  Armies  had  been  buried, 
but  the  difficulty  little  troubled  me,  my  Thoughts 
being  ftill  with  my  Princefs,  though  my  Body  was 
abfent  from  her  ,  vvhich  alacritie  of  Mind  fupported 
me  under  all  the  thirft  fcorching  Heat  and  Hunger  we 
fufFered ,  fo  that  breaking  through  many  difficulties, 
wcarriv'd  at  that  famous  Temple.  And  thtreit  was, 
that  vvhcther  by  chance  or  corrupting  tHe  Prierts,  ©r 
by  the  Will  of  the  Gods,  the  King  found  the  Caufe  of 
that  infupportable  Vanity,  vi^hich  after  made  him  com- 
mit fo  many  faults,  and  which  made  him  exaft  Ado- 
rations from  his  Friends  as  a  God,  and  upon  Refufal 
many  Nbble  lives  wfere  loft,  you  are  not  ignorant,  *  Sir, 
•It  had  long  before  been  rumoured,  that  his  Mother 

•  OljmfUs  conceived  him  by  Jupiter  Hammon ,   who 

•  commixed  with  her  in  the  (hap6  of  a  Dragon.  This 
fabulous  Report  now  ftrengthened  by  the  Oracle  or 
rather  the  Priefts  Flattery,  to  whom  he  made  exceffivc 
Prelents,  it  put  him  upon  many  Things,  that  in  a  De- 

ree  ftained ,   and  blcnlifhedf  the  Glory  of  his  paft 

Afe. 

After  Alexander  had  bbtained  the  Arifwer  he  defired 
Jie  returned,  and  paffing  near  the  Ifle  of  Pharos  m 
Egypt,  caufed  the  ftately  City  of  Alexandria  to  be 
builded,  with  infinite  Coft  and  Labpur,  and  when  he 
had  chaftized  fome  Revoltcrs  that  iA  his  abfcnce  had 
troubled  his  new  Conquefts,  and  fetttfeJ  the  Provinces^' 
he  went  to  MemphiSy  w^  found  there  all  things  in  the 
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Condition,  we  left  them,  and  Parifatis  ufed  me  at  my 
Arrival  in  the  fame  manner,  (he  had  done  u  mV  depar- 
ture. We  made  but  little  ftay  in  that  City,  for  the  Kmg 
Tipon  Notice  Darifishid  recruited  his  Army,  marched 
haftely  to  give  him  Battel,  if  he  could  oblige  him  to  it. 
He  carried  the  QjJeens  arid  Princefles  with  him,  but  a 
fad  Calamiry  happened  v  For  through  Grief,  an4  the' 
tediotifners  of  Travel  in  a  very  hot  Country,  ^^^'^^ 
fiis  Queen  died  by  ih^  way,. her  Sickiiefs  being  fofliorr^ 
that  It  vvas  almoji  prevented  by  her  Death.  This  was  a 
hew  Calife  of  Affiiaion  to  the  Princefles,  and  the  whole 
Courti  For  tnat  vertuo;u^uten  by  her  raodcft  deport- 
fnent  bad  gained  a  defery^d  Refpeclfulnefe  from  all. 
:Alexander  greatlv  bewailed  her  Death,  and  went  im- 
mediately  to  Syfig^mhi:^  and  the  Princelfcs  Tents,  to 
iningle  hi^Tear^  with  theirs,  and  condole  their  Misfor- 
tune, and  Toon  after  he  caufed  the.  deceafed  Queen  t(> 
be  iritoried  with,  a  Pomp  worthy  of  her  Quality,  and

;  I  will  fi'ot  entertain  ybu  with  th'eSuccefs  of  that 
Bloody  Field ,  wherein  your  felf  was  prefent,  and  where- 
iil  you  did  fo  many  great  Aclions,  that  they  Were. held 
miraculous,  and  wherein  your  Defpair  made  you  feek  a? 
Death  amorigft  cur  Arnls,  which  we.refuled  you,  arid 
which .ydti  had  fold  fo  dear  to  us ;  Voii  fiiail  only  learrt, 
that  after,  the  incomnloditv  of  two  Wounds  I  there 
yeceived,,  they  deprived  me  fcr  foni^  time  of  the  fight 
of  my  Princefs;  but  as  foe n  05. my  Snength  permitted 
me,  I  wairied  on  her;  and  afrG\*  having  condoled  witlr 
her  tlieLofs  of  fo  gpod  and  tender  a  Mother  9sQueei> 
StAth-a  had  ever  been  to  he/,  and  havino  had  the  offer- 
ed allurance'of /^/Wewcr/x  his  Friend  (hip,  to  bear.rtie 
lip,  and  ferve  msinvv^a^  he  could  againll  Hepheftiek 
in  the  concern  of  m^v  Love,  I  took  a  Jittle  more  bold- 
nefs  upon  me,  anc',  (eeing  a  fit  opportunity  I  prefled 
"jy  ^f^ncefs  with,  fo  Huich  Aifeclion  and  Difcretion, 

•  xl^^'-r  r  ^  ^*^'*w  this  Confcifion  from  her  Mouth: 

•  {"^L"  "^^«  r  crfons,  ro  whom  her  Birth  had  given 
^theFowerovef  herWiU,  fliould  enjoy  her  to  love 
,  me^  Ih^  wou^  4  receive  that  Command  in  my  Favour 
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^  with  lefs  difpleafure,   and   with  more  fatisfadlion, 
I  chan  for  any  other  Man  living. 

This  further  Affurance  produced  a  Joy  in  me, which 
it  will  be  very  difficult  to  cxprcls,  and  gave  me  all  the 
Comfort,  I  could  receive  for  an  abfence,  that  was  like 
to  be  of  long  Continuance  ;  for  Alexaniet  was  prepa- 
ring for  an  Expedition  againft  the  Vxia»s,  who  rcfufcd 
to  own  his  Power.  How  Htphefiion  vi^s  teceivcd  by 
the  Princcfe,  I  am  ignorant,  but  after  our  departure 
he  took  the  boldnefs  to  write  to  her,  and  to  fend  his 
Letter  with  thofe  of  the  Kings,  which  he  writ  to  S^fi^ 
gamiis  and  Statira^  when  he  gave  Madatei  his  Lif^  at 
the  Queen's,  requeft;  and  one  Day  pulling  out  the 
Anfwer,  he  received  from  her,  he  looked  on  it  fo  near 
Ine,  that  I  perceived,  it  was  the  Princeffes  Hand,  and 
concluded,  he  did  k  on  Purpofc,  tb  give  me  that 
knowledge,  and  then  letting  it  fall  at  his  feet  as  by 
chance^  whilll  many  were  over  officious  to  take  it  up, 
and  prefent  it  to  him  :  Leave  this  Honokr  to  nic  Alone ^ 
ifaid  he  to  them)  all  that  comes  from  rhy  PHncefs  is  Jo 
Divine  and  Sacred,  that  only  HephelHon  //  Tvofthy  to 
touch  it.  He  (poke  thefe  words  with  fo  infiipporcable 
a  Pride,  that  much  angered  at  them  (chough  the  reit 
out-pf  fear  or  refpedl  itood  mute)  I  Hept  cold  to  hi^ 
Ear,  and  with  a  reafonable  loud  Voice  replyed  : 
Hephefiionis  lefs  worthy  of  that  ffonour,  thdH  any  Body 
eife. 

Hearing  thefe  Words  he  changed  Colour,  and  turn'd 
briskly  cowards  me,  but  as  he  was  going  to  reply,  the 
King  having  perceived  what  had  paffed,camfi  up  to  us, 
and  reproved  us  with  much  fevcrity,  and  when  he  had 
told  us  of  our  fault  In  raifing  a  Conteft  fo  r\ttt  his 
Perfon,  Hephejlion  (faidhe)  /will  have  you  to  conjider^ 
thai  LyGmachus  is  a  Prince^  but  alfo,  Lyfimachus,  / 
would  have  you  remember^  that  I  love  Hcpheftion  as  my 
felf.  Ikno^not^  what  Interefi  obliged  )ou  to  make  him 
that  Reply ^  bnt  I  do  not  mean^  thdt  ^ou^  nor  any  Body  in 
the  IVorld  (hall  crofs  him  in  the  Dejign  of  ferving  VdiXX- 
f^tis,  ^nce  mjfelf  infpired  him  with .  jh^t  Vndertdki^^, 
and  will  uphold  him  in  it  againft  all  the  ff^orld^ 

Thefe  cruel  words  ftruck  through  my  heart  like 
Lightning  ;  but  that,  which  yet  more  dilpleaicd  me, 
was  the  Commands  he  lay'd  upon  us  to  embrace  each 
other  in  his  Prefence,  and  continue  our  former  Friend- 

K  i      '  Ihip 
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Jfhip  inviolable;  but  though  wc  did  embrace  in  com- 
ply ance,  it  was  not  poflible  for  him  to  gain  the  other 
proof  of  our  obedience,  and  the  fight  of  that  Letter 
jpenetrated  yet  further  into  my  Soul,  and  a83ifted  me 
with  fuch  difquietude  of  Mind,  when  I  reflefted  on 
the  Favour,  he  had  received  above  me  from  my  Prin- 
ce&,  that  I  fpared  not  in  that  diforder  to  accufe  her  of 
lightnefs,  change  arid  breach  of  the  Promifes,  fhe  had 
fo  foletnnly  made  me,  and  in  fu^h  thoughts  I  paffed 
the  nigjit  of  the  defolation  of  rerfefoHs^  one  of  the 
faireftCities  of-^4,  whWA  j41e grander  himfelf  at  the 
Inftigation  of  a  levvd  Curtizan  fet  Fire  to  its  ftatcly 
Palace,  and  others  by  his  command  lay'd  the  reft  of 
it  in  Afhes,  and  having  leftl  deplorable  marks  in  that 
Aftionof  hisFury,  and  Debauch^  to  put  the  trouble 
and  Repentance,  it  caiifed  after  out  of  his  Mind,  he 
proceeded  in  fearch  oiDarins,  but  found  him  not  till 
Death  had  put  an  end  to  his  Miferies,  in  what  manner, 
you  are  not  ignorant,  ftor  how  Alexmier  lamented 
him,  fending  his  Body  to  the  Queen  and  Princeffes, 
that  they  might  pay  their  laft  RefpeSs  and  Duties  to 
it  in  the  pompeous  Solemnity  of  a  Funeral  >  nor  was 
my  forrow  little  lefs  than  theirs  for  the  unfortunate 
death  of  that  great  and  good  King.  I  waited  on  the 
Queen  and  PrincelTes  notwithftanding  Alexander*^ 
Commands,  which  \t\  any  other  cafe  I  fliould  not  have 
difputed,  1  found  them  floating  in  a  deluge  of  grief, 
and  gave  them  all  the  Confolation,  I  was  capable  off  in 
the  (orrowful  Condition,  wherein  I  was  at  that  time 
overwhelmed. 

When  I  had  freedom  to  fpeak  to  my  Princefs  in  pri- 
vate, I  urged  fo  many  things,  that  at  laft  fhe  confef- 
fed  to  me,  that  by  the  Queen's  e:5tpreft  Command  at  the 
ioViCxi^ixon  oi  Alexander  vciox^^  than  her  own  inclina- 
tion, fhe  had  anfwered  flir/?A^/r/Ws  Letter,  which  fhe 
>vouId  not  ocherways  have  fo  much  as  caft  her  Eyes 
Qjli,  but  that  fhe  had  written  nothing  in  it,  that  could 
mal^e  him  pretend  to  any  advantage  over  me.  She  faid 
'many  other  things^  ftill  infifting  on  her  Duty, .  the  li- 
,mits  of  which  her  Virtue  would  by  no  means  fufler  her 
to  pafs,  and  indeed  to  my  unfpeakable  Joy  I  found  hejr 
not  in  the  leaft  altered  in  the  tfteem,  fhe  had  profef- 
fed,  and  the  Paffion,  which  inclined  to  my  advantage  j 
yet  when  I  wa$  more  at  leafure  fcrioufly  rgfleftcd  on 
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her  obeditnce  to  the  Will  ofSy^gambis,  whom  I  knew 
flrongly  to  favour  Alexanders  Intend nicr.ts  for  He- 
fheftion^  my  Spirits  funk  within  me,  I  doubted  not, 
but  that  Queen  had  already  fufpefted  my  Love  to  her 
Grand -Child  ,  which  was  the  Caufe,  I. would  not 
hazard  mv  felf  to  beg  her  afliftance,  who  had  already 
declared  her  felf  for  my  Rival.  I  tetlified  ray  Sorrow 
by  the  faddeft  words,  I  could  invent,  and  took  leave 
df  my  Princefs,  without  being  able  to  alter  this  refo- 
lution  in  her  forefeeing  then  the  Misfortunes,  that  have 
fince  befallen  me. 

Soon  after  leaving  my  Princefs  I  marched  with  the 
King  to  the  Confines  ofParthia,  and  he  fubdued  many 
Nations  with  little  Bloodfhed  >  The  rich  Spoiles  and 
Effeminate  Pleafures,  we  found  in  this  Expedition, 
wee  hurtful  to  the  Reputation  of  Alexander^  by  cor- 
rupting his  manners  infomuch,  that  indulging  himfelf 
in  thefoft  delights  of  thofe  People,  who  had  become 
his  eafie  Prey  through  their^  Effeminacy,  he  loft  all 
that  he  had  left  of  the  Grecian  difcipline.  Tk^n  it 
was,  that  he  began  to  fpend  whole  Nights  and  Days 
in  Debauches,  and  that  he  exafled  Adoration  from  his 
Followers,  which  alienated  fome  of  their  Hearts,  and 
exafperated  him  fo  far  againft  fome  of  Ms  beft  Friends, 
that  by  their  Deaths  he  gave  moil  fatal  Teftimonies  of 
the  Alteration  of  his  Temper,  as  in  thofe  of  the  great 
Parmenio,  Philotas^  his  Son  CalHJlenes  the  wife  and 
learned  Philofopher,  and  Clitus^  to  whofe  Valour  and 
prudent  Council  he  owed  the  greateft  part  of  his  Cpn- 
quefti  And  though  I  grieved  for  thefe  gallant  Men, 
the  Jintle  Intereft,  I  had  now  with  the  King  made  m» 
able  to  contribute  nothing  to  their  Prefervacion, 
though  ftill  on  ail  Occations  I  fought  very  near  him, 
and  med  much  of  my  Blood  in  his  fight,  to  fhelter  him 
from  the  fury  of  the  Enemy.  My  greateft  Confola* 
rion  was,  that  I  had  that  worthy  Prince  Ptolomens 
( who  afterward  with  fuch  Glory  and  Renown  fway  d 
the  Scepter  of  £^7;>r)  for  my  faithful  Friend,  to  whom 
I  could  with,  much  Confidence  intruft  the  Secrets  of 
my  Soul,  and  when  he  perceived  me  greatly  toraienc- 
ed  for  fo  long  an  abfencefrom  my  Princefs,  he  com- 
forted me  in  the  beft  fiianner  he.  could,  advifing  me, 
to  write  to  her,  promifing  to  get  my  Letter  deiivcrci 
by  the  means  of  Apamia  a  Perfian  Princefs,  vvliom  lie 
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had  lately  nitrrici!,and  was  at  that  time  witk  PurlfitHsZ 

Upon  this  Oifer  I  embraced  that  dear  Friend,  and 

accepted  it  with  inexpreflfible  Joy^  and  writ  in  rhdb 

Terms ; 
^  Madam,  if  the  Queen's  permiflion  had  been  necef* 

*  fary  for  the  liberty  I  take,  I  fhoiild  have  foUowa) 

*  your  Orders  with  a  moft  perfeft  obedience,  but  ad- 

*  dreflTing  thefe  (lines  not  without  the  Mediation  of  one. 
'  that  is  dear  to  you,  either  her  Connderation  will 
'  make  you  pardon  my  fault,  or  her  Difcretion  will 
^  keep  it  from  your  knowledge,   if  thefe  words  hav^ 

*  the  happinefs,   to  employ  your  eyes  for  fome  few 

*  moments,  they  will  recall  into  your  Memory  the 

*  Image  of  the  molt  faithful  of  all  Men  living,  ai^d  the 

*  remembrance  of  thofe  glorious  Hopes,  to  wnich  yoQ 

*  have  given  me  leave  to  raife  my  thoughts,  were  I 
^  but  dear  enough  to  the  Gods,  to  hope,  you  had  ftiJl 
*'  confer  ved  the  Idea  of  him,  who  adores  you  with  all 

*  tlie  f  ej  pedl,  we  owe  unto  them.    I  fliould  fuflFer  the 


^  Death,  to  which  my  Mif^ries  make  me  run,  as  to  the 

*  only  Remedy  not  forbidden  mej  but  if  my  Unhap-^ 
'  pinefs  be  as  great,  as  my  temerity,   and  if  the  Idea. 

*  of  this  iinforrunare  Man  be  either  troubldbme  to 

*  you,  or  be  flipc  out  of  your  Remembrance  be  wilt 

*  without  repining  lay  down  a  Life,  which  he  cannot 

*  keep  without  Hope,  and  will  die  without  any  firher 

*  grief,  than  that  of  depriving  you  thereby  of  thcf 

*  moft  zealous  and  moft  faithful  of  all  thofe,  that  ever 

*  adored  you. 

Having  given  this  to  Ptohmeusho  fbewed  me,  what 
he  had  written  in  favour  of  me  to  A^amia^  and  folded 
mine  up  in  iti  And  whilft  we  were  expe^ing  an 
^nfvi'er,  Mexander  fbijietting  Statir^  married  Mqvum^ 
as  ycvj  have  heard  at  large,  though  that  Match  wa5^ 
difapproved  by  all  his  Friends,  and  has  fince  caufcd 
us  lo  many  misfortunes,  and  fo  much  forrow,  and 
rfUTin^  the  Pomp  and  Splendour,  that  attended  the 
Weddmg.  which  lafted  many  days,  w^  received  tW 
Letters,  one  froni  Aj^^mU  to  her  Husband,  and  an ' 
other  frnw  my  PrinceCs,  the  latter  inclofed  in  the 
formerL^iifhich  were  in  th^  following  Words ;       ' 
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Judge  hy  the  Succefs,  with  what  Care  I  have  lahurei 
for  yo^  Friends  Interefi ;  Parifatis '/  Mini  is  nof  eafily  to 
ke  managed^  but  /  have  Jo  ferfecntei  her^  that  without 
doubt  I  have  drawn  more  from  her,'  than  you  expelled  \  do 
not  accufe  me.  ifioube  not  both  fatis^d,  and  believe^  I 
vnllloofe  no  occafion  of  doing  your  Friend  aU  the  good  Of 
fices,  he  can  hope  from  a  Perfon,  wffo  hath  a  peculiar 
EJleem  of  his  Merit£, 

The  other  Letter,  I  knew  to  be  ?arifatis\  Hand 
and  cafting  my  Eyes  on  it  with  incredible  tranfports 
I  read  thcfc  Words : 

Apamia  is  themofi  tronblefime  Creature  in  the  JVorld ; 
She  is  not  contented  with  having  received  your  Letter^  but 
wiU  alfo  make  me  affureyou  myfUf  that  I  have  not  forgot 
you,  and  I  am  -wil/in^  tqgive  that  tefiimony  of  my  Friend- 
Jhip  to  her,  and  to  you  that  of  my  Efteem, 

I  read  rhefe  words  often  with  great  fatisfaftion  and 
I  tell  you,  this  was  that  in  a  great  Meafure  removed 
thofe  weighty  Sorrows,  thatpreffed  fo  heavy  upon  my 
Heart,  and  clouded  my  Face  with  very  vlfiblc    dif- 
contentments,  inaking  me  endure  the  travel  and  toil 
of  War  with  greater  patience^   whilft  we  overrun  all 
the  Indies,  and  many  other  Countries,  with  the  Succefs, 
that  accompanied  the  King  in  all  his  Expeditions;  and 
haying  done  things,  chat  furpafs  Belief,  made  his  Em- 
pire almoft  as  well  as  the  Earth,  and  eftablifliing  his 
Conquefts  returned  in  Triumph  to  Sufa,  where  viiuing 
the  Queen  s  and  Princeffes  he  renewed  his  Love  to 
Statira,  which  in  the  end  proved  fo  cruel  to  you,  hy 
his  Succefs  in  gaining  her  by  the  Qiieen*s  Command, 
ivhen  fhe  thought,  you  had  forfafcen  her. 

Upon  our  Arrival  I  vihted  Apamia^  and  with  much 
Refpeft  and  a  deep  fenfe  of  Gratitude  for  the  good 
Office,  ftie  had  done  me,from  whom  I  received  thefirft 
notice  of  my  Misfjrtnne,  and  my  utter  ruin,which  was 
that  my  Rival  fortified  by  the  Kings  alfiftance  employ- 
ed his  Intercelfion  fo  powerfully  to  Syjigambls ,  to 
whom  my  Princefs  had  abfolutely  given  up  her  will, 
that  that  ambitious  Queen  finding  great  Advantages  in 
matching  her  with  a  Man,  that  could  do  all  with  Ale^ 
^4W<?r,  took  his  part  openly,  and  declared  her  Inten- 
tions publiquely.  She  commanded  the  Princefs,  to  re- 
ceive his  Services  as  one,  whom  fhe  dellined  for  her 
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Husband  ;  \\o^nc\qx  Apamia  was  willing  to  flatter  me 
by  the  Relation  fhc  made  of  the  grief,  this  Command 
had  wrought  in  Partfatis^  and  promifed  to  remove  all 
Difficultief,  that  now  might  be  in  the  way,  to  pay  her 
a  Vifir,  introducing  me  a  Back-way.  When  J  had 
given  her  thanks,,  and  accepted  her  profcred  Kindnefs; 
i  approached  her  with  my  ufual  reverence  and  hu- 
mility, and  perceived  Blufhes  to  overfpread  her  beau- 
teous Face,  and  that  feeing  me  in  a  Condition  little 
different  from  one  in  Defpair,  when  I  had  expreffed 
part  of  my  Grief,  it  ftirrcd  upfome  Pity  in  her  Brcaft, 
and  though  (he  was  fenfibly  touched  with  a  tender- 
nefs  and  Compaffion  for  me,  yet  I  found  it  vvas  inipoP- 
libJe  for  n^e  to  make  her  change  her  Refolutiori,  or 
draw  her  in  the  leaft  manner  from  the  Terms  of  that 
Obedience,  to  which  Ihe  had  wholly  fubmitted  her 
felf,  and  when  I  had  faid  all,  I  thought  fit  at  prefent : 

LyfimachHS  (reply cd  ihe)  never  defire  thofe  things  of 
mCy  which  I  neither  ought  ^  ncr  will  be  of  a  hfimotir  to 
grant  you.  J  value  Hepheftion  very  mac^^  I  am  oblige i 
to  him  for  the  Services^  he  has  done  we^  and  1  have  no 
Averfion  to  hh  Perfon  \  but  notmthflanding  this  Dectara^ 
thn^  which  L  make  to  yo'A  with  Truth  ^  if  you  can  ferfwade 
the  ^ueen  to  asli  me  my  Inclination^  and  tq  leave  it  to  my 
own  diffodng^  whether  I  make  Choice  of  Hepheftion  or  of 
your  felf ^  I  vr  ore  ft  to  you,  it.  Jhall  never  be,  but  ^  in  your 
Favour,  Behold  the  greatejl y  you  can  ever  ho fe  from  me^ 
and  I  bcfceclj yoH  to  defire  no  more. 

This  was  all  I  could  obtain  of  her»,  and  retiring  a 
little  from  me  /he  left  me  in  a  mortal  Affliftion,  but 
recovering  my  faded  Spirits,  and  fummoning  ray  Cou- 
rage to  my  aifirtance  I  refolved  (hnce  flie  had  given 
mc  leave)  not  to  leave  the  leall  means  unattempted, 
that  mif^ht  but  flatter  me  with  a  Happinefs  I  fo  much 
defired  in  reality  s  And  having  by  the  Interce(Tion  of 
myFriends  near  her  gain'dAccelFion  toQiiccn  Sy^gambls 
in  her  Clofet  I  fell  at  her  Feet,  and  notvvithftandihg 
ail  ihcdid  to  make  me' rife,  I  continued  ftiJl  in  that 
Polhirc,  and  VAith  a  dejected  Countenance,  chat  moved 
pity  in  her  at  the  (ight  of  me,  I  difcovcred  to  her  my 
Birth  and  Love  to  the  Fcinccfs,  declaring  with  how. 
'much  Zealand  Fidelity  I  had  fervcd  her,  begging  h«r 
pardon  f:r  atreinpciri;^!;  any  Chim;  of  this  kind  without 
het  Confent,  and  ihac  my  Life  now  wholly  depended 
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upon  her  Goodne(s  and  Mercy,  in  prcfe^ving  it  by 
giving  way  to  my  Paflion,  or  dettrdyifig  it  in'a  Denyai 
of  that  Favour.  To  be^  brief  I  urged  alljhat  came 
vnto  my  mind,  with  the^poft  moving  words,  I  was 
able  to  exprefs  my  Paflion  in,  ^n^  when  I  had  ended 
kiflTing  the  Hem  of  her  Garinent,iand  embracing  her 
Knces,not  without  Ihedding  fome^ears  fhe  reply ed  in 
thefe  Words: 

,  The  Gods  are  my  Witneffes,  Ltfixnachus  {faldjhe) 

*  that  your  Perfon  is  very  confidcrabie  toine,  and  that 

*  your  difeourfehas  touched  me  very  fenfibly  \  I  knew 
f  theGreatnefs  of  your  Birth,  and  am  acquainted  with 

*  the  Merit  ofyour  Perfon  ;   both  of  thcra  give  me  juft 

*  Inclination  for  you,  and  make  me  account  my  Qhil- 
'  drcn  happy,  to  find  in  their  Misfortunes,  and  in  the 

*  Ruin  ofour  Family,  that  fuch  as  your  felf,  yet  turn 

*  their  Eyes  upon  iheni,  and  I  befeeph  yoq  to  believe, 

*  It  is  not  the  Favour  of  Alexdnder^  neither  the  Need 

*  we  have  in  our  prefent  Calamity  of  a  Support  near 

*  the  King,  that  makes  me  prefer  Hefhefiionhefore  you, 

*  nor  yet  lefs'any  advantage  I  have  obTerved  in  his 

*  Perfon  more,  than  yourls,  that  moves  me  to  approve 

*  of  his  defigns ;  but  his  havirig  made  them  known  to 

*  me  fooner,  than  you  and  the  Promifes  I  have  made 

*  to  the  King,  and  to  him.    You  are  not  ignorant,  that 
.  *  among  Perfons  ofour  Rank  they  arc  inviolable,  arid 

*you  know  .befide^  thofe,  to  whom  I  have  given  my 

*  Engagement  are  in  a  Condition  to  make  me  keep  it, 
'and  that  I  am  little  capable  to  difpute  it  with  them. 

*  I  hope,  LyflmachfiSf  you  will  be  latisfied   with  thcTe 

*  Reafons,  and  that  you  will  not  attribute  a  pure  Ef- 

*  fe6l  of  my  Misfortunes  to  any  want  of  Goodwill,  or 

*  Refpeft  towards  you. 

This  was  the  Anfw^r  I  had  from  Sjjigambis^  and  I 
by  it  was  fo  mortally  furcharged  with  grief,  that  it 
was  impoffible  for  me  to  diflcnrible  my  Defpair.I  rorcup 
fiom  before  her  without  replying,  and  went  out  of  the 
Clofet  fo  changed,that  I  could  hardly  have  been  known. 

When  Oroondates  had  heard  this,  he  could  not  for- 
bear faying  with  a  deep  figh:  *  Ah  Lyfrnachta^  what  a 

*  refemblailce  our  Misfortunes  have  to   one  another, 

*  and  how  much  you  will  afflift  me  fay  the  Recital  of 

*  you  r  Difafters,  I  fhall  be  too  much  concerned  in 
\  them  to  hearken  with  Curiofity  5  but  it  is  no  matter, 

Met 
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M«t  us  break  through  the&  dangerous  Eaflages,  (ince 

*  the  Remainder  of  our  Lives  is  deftined  onl7  to  Mife- 

*  ries ;  let  us  not  henceforth  entertain  one  another  with 
f  any  thing,  but  tnacters  of  Affliftion. 

Oroonidtes  holding  his  peace  after  thefe  words,  and 
difpofing  himfelf  to  |end  attention,  Lyfrn^hns  went 
on  with  uifcourfes^  as  in  (he  Bop^fpllowiff^.

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TXyT HIGH  way  ihall  I  be  able  great  Prince  (conci-^ 
^  ^  nued  LjfimacbHs)  to  relate  the  Excefs  of  my  Af- 
fliaions  after  the  cr«el  fentence  oi  Sjfigambis^'imzgmc 
to  your  Telf  all  thatLoVe,  Jealoufie,  Grief, Anger/and 
Defpair  can  produce  in  a  Soul  violently  agitated  with 
aU  thi?fe  Palfions,  and  you  may  faintly  conceive  the 
Motions,  that  tormented  mine :  I  paflVd  the  reft  of  the 
Pay  in  tranfports  of  Diftraftion,  which  qaufed  a  fea  r 
in  Ptolometis^  viho  forfook  me  not  in  my  Misfortune, 
that  I  was  in  fome  danger  of  lolling  my  Senfes,  and  to 
fettle  me  a  little^  he  perfwaded  me  yet  to  try  the  Kings 
Favour  thereby  to  free  my  felf  from  thofe  reproaches, 
I  might  one  Day  receive  of  offending  his  Majefty,  To 
fatis^e  that  dear  Friend.I  went  the  next  Morning  to  the 
Pallace,  and  getting  the  King  to  be  moved,  that  I 
mi^ht  {peak  with  him  in  private,  hQ  fent  for  me  unto 
his  Clofct,  when  having  made  my  ObeilTance  to  him 
with  a  Countenance  qui(s  changed  he  found  fuch  marks 
'  of  Defpair,  as  I  am  apt  to  believe  he  was. a  little  ilart- 
led  at  it,  in  doubting  the  Caufe,  that  brought  m^ 
thitherj^  as  thinking  f  had  fome  De(ign  againft  his 
Perfonj  yet  very  coldly  demanded  it:  I  come  {faidl) 
^toi  beg  of  your  Majefty,  what  a  Prince,  who  hath  the 
^oqoqr  to  be  fo  near  ajlied  to  you,  hopes  h?  may  ob^ 

tain. 
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nio,  and  what  a  jdl  King  may  lawfully  grant  to  one, 
that  has  mdft  faithfully  (erved  him.  I  require  of  you 
nrither  treafure,  nor  Provinces^  for  the  price  of  the 
^lood^  I  haye  loft  in  your  fervice ;  My  Ambition  if 
inore  Qo|>ley  and  if  it  be  Uamableifi  having  raifed  mt 
ieye$  to  the  Princefs  Parifatis^  I  have  prefcribed  juft 
limits  to  thofe  Defires,  it  hath  bred  in  me»  (ince  it  i$ 
not  that  Princefs,  I  demand  for  the  Recomplcnce  of 
piy  &nrvice^  but  only  the  Powei-  to  ierve  her  with  an 
s^vabtage  equal  to  that  of  my  RivaK  Let  your  Mgr 
jefty  be  pleafed  but  to  reftrain  vour  Authority,  aiid 
not  to  declare  your  felf  for  Hcfbefim  againft  a  Perfon, 
that  has  the  Happinefe  to  t>e  n^r  you.  Leave  but  A^ 
rifittif  her  Clu)ice,  apd  thofe  that  ferve  her  the  Ilopes 
of  being  recompenced  according  to  the  Merit  of  dieir 
Services,  Juftice  pleads  in  Favour  of  my  Interefts,  and 
its  Confideration  alone  may  move  a  King,  who  has  ^f- 
ways  followed  it,  exa&Iy  to  grant^  what  he  may  re* 
fufe  to  my  Birth  and  Services. 

I  would  have  faid  m9re,  but  hehiodred  it  by  inter- 
rupting me  iharply  :  ^^  Lyfimachfis  (faid  hp)  my  Inten- 
?  tions  were  fufliiciently  known  to  you,  to  reftrain  you 

*  from  requiring  a  thing  of  me,  which  |  neither  can, 

*  nor  will  gr^nt  you.    1  am  not  ignorant  pf  your  Birth 

*  and  Services,  neitbec  are  you  ignorant  of  the  Friend- 
'  ihip,  i  bear  Hcpheftm,  nor  of  the  Prpmifes  I  made 

*  to  affift  him  in  an  AlFe&ioQ,  which  he  difcovered  to 
f  me,  before  I  heard  any  Mention  of  your  Pretenfions  to 

*  Parifatis,      This  knowledge  ou^ht  not  only  to  have 

*  diffwaded  you  trom  i^  moll  uojuft  Requi-ft,  but  to 
•have  given  a  Check  to  thofe  Ddigns,  which  you 
f  have  noyriflied  to  the  prejudice  of  my  Intendments, 
f  and  of  the  Command,  I  gave  you  to  the  contrary. 

Thefe  Words  were  fo  piercing  CO  ray  Hea-t,  that  I 
could  riot  refrain  to  make  this  Repl^  with  fomething 
of  an  angry  Look  : 

I  never  failed  {faid  I)  ofpy  Obedience  to  your  Ma- 
jefty,  whilft  you  required  no  other  proofs  of  it,  bur 
fuch,  as  were  within  my  Power  5  and  H^fh^flion  never 
pay'd  you  more  Refpeft,  nor  more  ready  Obedience, 
than  I  either  in  War,  or  Peace,  but  vyTien  you  forbid 
me  to  love  Parifatis,  I  confefe,  I  difobeyed  you.  Hove 
her,  and  ferye  her,  and  muft  do  fo  to  my  Grave.  My 
Paifion  for  her  never  withheld  ra?  from  any  Occafion, 
^    '^  ^  ^       ^  whither 
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1/^hither  your  Intereft  called  me.  1  bear  the  Marks  6f 
tpe  Services,  I  have  done  you  all  over  my  Body,  and 
fuch  as  this  happy  Favourite  cannot  fliew  the  like.  If 
by  theNurnBer  of  my  Wounds  I  cannot  difputc  with 
him  for  Alexander's  Favour,  I  will  conteft  wi^h  himto 
the  laft  Drop  of  my  Elood  for  the  Pbffcflion  of  PMrifitr 
us.  Let  your  Majefty  be  but  pteaf^d  tb  give  us  leave 
to  decide  our  Pretennons  with  oiir  Swords ;  Let  P^ti^ 
fans  be  his,  whb  i^  the  more  valiant  or  the  rabrc  Hap- 
py, and  let  Death  be  the  Portion  of  him,  that  is  the 
weaker,  and  the  more  unfortunate* 

I  plainly  perceived,  the  King  could  hardly  cofitain 
himlelf  at  the  hearing  of  thefe  words,  'and  his  Anger 
breaking  out  through  his  EycSj  and  in  the  changes  of 
bis  Countenance,  it  would  without  doubt  have  terre- 
fied  a  Ferfon,  from  whom  his  Difafters  had  hoc  taken 
away  that  Affeftion ;  which  we  naturally  bear  to  life  ; 
but  I  beheld  him  without  fear,  whilft  he  anfwered  in 
this  manner :  ' 

7h\s  is  not  the  onh  tiftse^  Lyfimacftus  ffeid  he)  that 
yoH  have  given  Proofs  of  )OHr  Irreverence  and  Contempt  of 
him^  to  wbomyofi  are  born  s  Sub'jeEl  \  I  remember  it  fiU/, 
andfhall  be  able  to  bring  yon  avain  within  the  Limits  of 
your  Duty ^  nvhenfoevir  yon  (hm  have  the  Prefumftion  to 
go  beyond  them.  In  the  mean  time  I  command  you,  neither 
to  crofs  HcpheftionV  Love^  norfo  much  as  dare  to  lool^  on 
Psiumxs^  and  I protefi  toyou^  tf yon  difobey  this  Command 
by  all  the  Authority  I  have  over  }oh^  1  mil  have  no  RefpeS 
to  your  Bir{h^  but  will  fubmit  jqu  to  the  Severity  of  our 
Laws^  as ibemeanefi MsLcedonhn. 

Thefe  Wore^s  he  Uttered  with  fo  loud  a  voice,  that 
they  were  plainly  heard  by  thofc,  that  were  in  the  next 
Chamber,  and  not  giving  me  any  leafure  to  reply,  he 
opened  the  Clofet-door  himfelf,  and  went  out  whilft 
thofe  that  faw  him  obferved  in  his  Face  the  furious 
Humour,  I  had  put  him  unto,  and  I  was  fo^iftraSed 
between  Grief  and  Rage,  that  when  I  left  the  Pallace^ 
I  paflfed  by  my  moft  faithful  Friends  without  fo  much, 
as  knowing  them  ;  yet  would  they,  not  leave  me  in 
that  Condition,  but  followed  me  to  my  Lodging,  to 
hinder,  as  they  hoped,  by  their  fober  Advice  lome 
dangerous  Enterprife»  my  Dcfpair  might  pufli  me  oh 
to  my  Ruin  j  And  though  they  ufed  many  Arguments 
and  Perfvvafions  to  fettle  the  Perturbntionsof  my  Mind, 

and 
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dfid  I  in  Compliance  to  thoTe  dear  Friends  reftrained 
my  Refentments  feemingly,  it  was  fo  much  impofllble 
for  me  to  llifHe  them  really ,  or  fupprefs  the  war  and 
confufion,  that  thefe  killing  words  had  raifed  in  my 
difordered  Soul,  that  no  fooner  they  left  me  with  an 
aflurance  of  their  firiendihip,  with  the  Thanks  I  re- 
turned them  for  their  affection ,  but  I  writ  a  Letter  to 
HepheftitM,  and  fcnt  it  by  Timanfes,  one  of  my  faithful 
Servants^  yet  little  known  ac  Court*  He  got  into  the 
Ant i  -  Chamber ,  and  foftly  knocking  at  the  door^ 
where  he  underftood^  that  great  Favourite  was,  the 
Chamberlain  opened  ira  little,  and  rebuking  him  foi: 
the  noife  he  had  made,  told  him,  his  Lord  was  afleep  ; 
My  difcreet  Servant  not  purpofing  to  deliver  the  Letter 
to  any  other  hand  for  gaining  his  admittance  intorm'd 
the  Man,  he  knew  the  Order  of  decency  and  refpeft 
weU enough,  but  was  forced  to  break  it  by  a  ftrong 
Confidcration :  TeUjonr  Mafier^  Ifraj^ou  (continued 
he)  that  Ih^ve  d  very  important  jidvertifement  to  givt 
him^  and  for  thf  Safety  of  bis  Life  he  ought  to  admit  mc 
to  the  Speech  of  him  withoHt  any  farther  Delay » 

The  Chamberlain  concluded  a  BuHnefsl  of  fuch 
Importance  was  a  Confequence  fufScient  to  y/ake n  his 
Lord,  which  he  had  no  looner  done,  and  told  him  of 
it,  but  he  commanded  my  Servant  to  be  brought  to  his 
Bed-fide.  I  mud  confeTs,  he  run  a  hazard  of  liis  Life 
in  i  this  undertaking,  had  not  Hepheftion  been  truly  ge- 
nerous, he  prefented  him  the  Letter,  wherein  he  read 
thcfe  words  to  himfelf :     ,  ^ 

It  is  not  by  the  Ki/fzs  J^avOf^r,  Hepheftion,  that  Pari- 
fatis  is  to  be  dijputedfor. .  That  Conqueft  is  too  i/lftftruous 
to  be  obtained  by  any,  other  Price^  than  thai  of  our  Bloody 
our  Svords  fhall  decide  our  ContejiationSy  and  (hall  give 
the  Conqueror  that  glorious  Recompence  of  his  Valour ^  and 
Death  to. the  conquered  for  the  Punifhment  of  his  Ambition, 
Thefe  fhall  be  the  Lawj  ofom  Combat ^  and  it  is  to  ohferve 
them^  that  I  flay  for  you  in  Saturn  x  Field  with  my  Sword 
alone  f  other  jirms  would  but  retard  our  Defigns  and  fuii^ 
but  ill. with  the  Defires  of  conquering  or  dying  prefently* 

He  read  this  Letter  (^as  my  Servant  told  me)  wirh- 
ouc  being.moved,  or  without  (hewingany  other  Mark^ 
in  his  Eyes  and.  Countenance,  fave  of  Anger  and  Fier- 
ceneft,  and  then  wkh  a  low  Voice  not  to  be  over- 
hjifard  by  his  own  Servants :  Temiptes  (faicl  he)  you 

*"   "'  '" ^" '  '        "         are 
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t  waited  not  long  his  Coming,  for  it  was  (boner  than 
letp^^ed.  When  I  faw  him  appear,  all  my  Blood  was 
moved^  and  all  my  Paflfions  ftir'd  up  with  fuch  Vehe- 
nience,^  that  they  deprived  me  of  the  Judgment,  i 
was  won't  to  make  ufe  of  in  fuch  like  Encoonters-  I 
rail  to  meet  him  with  my  drawn  Sword;  and  with  a 
threaming  cry,  not  having  modefty  enough  to  forbear 
£iy  11^  :  nere  it  is,  thoH  unjuft  Ravifl^er  of  my  Hapfinefs 
that  wet  decide  owr  Fretenfions  Qtherwife,  than  iy  the 
Fdvomr  tft)n  jMaJhr,  and  thou /halt  either  loofe  Parifatis 
ti^b  thy  Life,  or  mn  her  with  mitle.  he  difdaigned  to 
anfwer,  ndther  did  I  give  him  that  Liberty,  but  ru(h- 
ing  upon  him  with  more  fury,  than  Judgment,  I  was 
fcceived  fo  vigoroufly^  that  at  the  firll  Encounter  our 
Swords  having  met  without  effeft,  our  Horfes  touched 
aowxA  with  their  hinder  parts ;  but  foon  recovering 
mem  we  charged  again  with  greater  fury,  than  at  firft^ 
^1  my  Horfe  receiving  a  Wound  fell  a  leaping  and 
bounding,  that  in  fpite  of  all,  I  could  do  to  ftop  him^ 
he  ran  v\^ith  nie  above  a  hundred  paces.  Hephefiion 
fidlowed  exceeding  fierce  and  holding  his  Sword  at  my 
fcins,  jih  Lyjimachuf,  faid  he,  is  it  thsu,  thoH  fi^hteft 
fir  Farifatis. 

Thcfe  Words  inflamed  me' with  a  Rage,  I  cannot 
potftbly  reprefent  to  \ou,  and  having  tamed  that  firft 
fery  of  my  Horfe  prefiing  violently  on  my  Enemy,  as 
his  Sword  flepc  along  my  Ribs  without  entring  my 
Body,  I  ti-uft  mine  under  his  Aim,  and  run  it  into  his 
^igh  with  a  force,  that  nailed  it  to  the  Cantel  of  the 
SEsddle,  ahd  not  having  time  to  recover  mine  again 
Without  difficulty,  I  feized  fo  ftrongly  on  the  Guard 
rfhfs  Swdird,  that  I  with  fome  ftruggling  wrelled  it 
tout  of  his  hand  J  upon  whith  with  an  unparrallel'd 
Courage  he  piilled  tnine  out  o(  his  Thigh  at  the  third 
Eocdtihret;  Our  Defigns  w<jre  both  the  fame,  but  our 
Pfccipitation  rendered  them  vain  and  tortunate  to  one 
aoother  %  for  itiflead  of  tilling  the  Points  into  each 
cibers  Bodies^  we  ran  both  into  the  Saddle  Bows,  but 
with  fo  much  force,  that  mine  broke  in  three  Pieces, 
atid  Hephejiiens  Bending  to  the  very  Hilt  fprung  out 
ef  bis  Halnd^  aud  feeing  our  felves  deprived  of  our 
Swords  wecUfped  one  auother  fo  faft  abju:  the  Body, 

and 
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and  at  the  fame  inftant  clapping  Spurs  to  our  Horics  we 
pulled  each  other  out  of  our  Saddle^  and  fell  domm 
together  on  the  Grafs^  where  we  rowf  d  and  (Iruggled 
with  all  our  Force;  (omc  times  one  having  the  advan- 
tage, and  feme  times  the  other,  bat  by  reafon  of  the 
much  Effiifion  of  Blood  from  nefbe^oni  great  Wound 
he  grew  feebler,  and  Viftory  was  about  to  declare  on 
my  fide,  when  that  neither  of  us  blinded  with  rage 
and  fury  had  perceived,   before  happened.    We  found 
oiir  felves  furrounded  by  a  great  many  Horfemen,  that 
were  our  common  Friends,  who  having  been  advcrti- 
fed  by  our  Servants  of  our  departurie,  and  fofpefting 
what  they  found  true,  had  followed  us  in  great  hafte 
to  hinder  the  Succefs  of  our  Combat  \  Amongft  mine 
I  faw  Ptahmeus^  Amigonns^  CratercHs^  Caff4n£r^  Mele* 
Agar  and  othcrs,and  of  Hefhifiiwis^Perdicas^SelncWs^Ne-- 
orcusyLeoffktMs  jind  many"  more.  They  rook  no  (]des,nor 
parties,  but  contented  niemfelves  with  fe|>aratiQg  us. 
He  was  carrycd  by  his  Friends  to  Sttfa^  and  mine 
ftaycd  with  me,  and  when  they  perceived  I  would 
have  boldly  returned,  and  expofed  my  fclf  to  MexAn- 
der*s  fury,  they  blamed  my  raihnefs,  and  (et  before 
my  e)'es  the  danger  of  it,  till  time  and  the  Intercef- 
fion  of  Friends  might  mollifie  his  An^er,  and  in  a 
manner  by  conftraint  they  conveyed  me  to  a  Uoufe  in 
a  wood  about  twenty  Furlongs  from  rfie  City,  whe^e 
I  was  taken  care  of,  and  my  flight  wounds  drefl'ed,  one 
or  other  of  them  every  day  vifiting  me,   and  made  me 
fenfible   of  the  Kings  wrath  and  indignation,    his 
vous  and  baths  for  my  deflruftion,  who  had  lo  ab* 
folutely  difobeyed  his  Commands,  and  by  the  power 
and  incereft  they  had,fuch  care  was  taken,  that  little 
fearch  was  made  after  me,  JUixanier  himfelf  believ- 
ing,  that  after  fudh  an  .attempt  I  would  not  remain  in 
any  Province  under  his  Dominion.He  \iCittd  Hfffhe/tioH 
every  day,and  faw  his  Wound  dreffednot  without  fhed- 
ding  Tears,  and  baftened  the  Cure  of  it,that  the  Mar*- 
liage  might  be  no  longer  driayed,  than  his  Recovery; 
This  laftNews  drove  me  again  int6  my  Defpair,  and 
unto  the  moft  violent  Refolutions,  that  Rage  could 
(uggeft.    *  Let  him  not  think,  he  hath  efcaped  me  (faid 
^Ito  thoft^  that  ffok^to  me  concerning  him)  and  let  him 

*  account  his  Precenfioixs  but  uncertain^^  whilft  Lyft* 

*  nj^ck;^  is  alive.     I  will  live,  to  trouble  his  reoofe 

'  Etei  - 
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*  eternally,  and  into  the  midfT:  of  a  thou&nd  guards  I 
^  will  cut)'  blin  a  death,  which  he  believes,  he  has  avoiJ- 

*  ed  after  that  effect  of  my  Defpair.  Let  Alexander  ufc 
^ his  rigour,  find  when  I  am  fatisfieJ,  let  him  pour  the 

*  fliott  dreadful  Stonnsof  his  Indi2,nation  upon  me  ;  Let 

*  him  renew  the  Memories  of  Philot as  and  Callijlhtnei  in 
^  thcPcrfon  6f  fiis  nearcft  Kihfman,  let  him  make  his 

*  Cruelties  be' as  much  talk'd  of,  as  his  Couquetts,  to 

*  which  I  have  contributed  the  bcft  part  of"  my  Blood,  1 
^  expecl:  it  ^without  terror,  provided  I  be  revenged,  and 
f  I  will  fiijiilc  at  mv  ownDettrudtibn,  lb  my  Rival  inay 

*  be  bury'd.in  my  Ruins.  .       ,  • 

I  faid  a  great  deal  more,  and  theft  were  my  ordinary 
difcourfes,  and  finding  it  imppflible  for  me  to  bear  the 
ablcnce  of  Pdrifmsj  I  refblved  to  return  to  *Sir/i,though 
my  friend^  a  gteat  while  Ifeenuqufly  .oppofed  my  In- 
dention^ laying  before  me  in  their  lively  colours  the 
difficulties,  and  dangers  1  was. likely  to  meet  with  in 
fochan  Enterprife;  but  feeing  me  refclyedly  bent  upon 
it,  they  at  Ia(t  g^veway,  and  in  the  dusk  of  the  Even- 
ing I  was  conveyed  to  Ptolom^us  houft  fbme  what  remote 
from  the  Court,''  and  by.  tjie  friendfliip  of  Afami4y 
(whom  my  Princefe  often  yifitcd  for  the  great  afle(5lion 
£hc  bore  her^  I  bad  that  fatisfadicn  ;  for  whiHi  Pari- 
fdtis  was  dilcourfiag  with  that  Princefs  (^who  had  beg- 
ged a  Vifit  of  l)er  under  pretence  of  being  indifpofed) 
Ptolomeus  and  1  came  out  of  a  Clofet,  where  we  were 
concealed  into  the  Chamber?  to  them.  My  Princcfi,  who 
little.cxpeded.Iuchan  encounter)  no  fbonec  law  me, 
but  fhe  changed  Colour,  :*nd  .turning  toward  ApamU  : 
Ah  Conzjcn  (laid  flicj  yon  h4S/fpf*ta  Triek  Hpon  me. 

I  gave  not  Apamisxht  lealijrfc  to  reply,  butanfwer- 
ingtor  hcrj  when  I  bad^alt  my  lejf  at  iiiy  Princefles 
feet  :   *  Madam  ryiii  /)'  if  Apam^  has  deceived  vou 

*  to  Favour  mc,   you  may.  w^ell:  pardon  an  Effe(S^  of 

*  Pity,  which  Gcncrofity  forbid  bcr  to  refufe  tli^  moft 

*  milerable  of  all  Men  living;  True  it  is,  that  ihe  was 

*  pouched  with  ''Compafnon  by  the  fenfe  of  my  Misfor- 

*  tunes,  and  fhe  believed,  fhe  owed  that  Confolatioii 

*  to  him,  who  had  fo  perlc6lly  fervcd  you,  and  {o  jcli- 
*j?ioully  adored  you:  do  not  you  then  moft.  Divine 

*  Princels  envy  the  only  Happincfe,  I  have  left  after  fa 

*  many  years  lervicc,    and '{wee  my  Hopes  arc  extin* 

*  guilhed,  be  not  jealous,  if  Ifaavcthegocd  Fortune  yet

'  cncc  again,  torpncw  thpfe  protell^tiohf  at  your  )r<^t> 
^  wliic^  I  haire  made,  to  live  and  die  for  you  alooe. 

She  wovild  not  iu]9eru)eto  proceed,  but  having  com^ 
sanded  me  to  riie,  ihe  thus  anfwered  wkh  her  ordt- 
tiary  moderation  :  'ri3t;i:tic,  Ljfimjfchmf,  fxi^  fhe,  that 
the 'fight  ofyou  did  teatly  fiirpfile  me,  and  that  I  lu,&r- 
cd  it  with  ione  trou,bie ;   not  that  1  cAvj^yovr  Contetit« 
inent,  nor  that  I  am '  lorry  for  yc^ur  .Mappine&,  Heaven 
as  my  VVitnefe,  that  Ifl^alljevcr  wi^i  ypu  a  good  For- 
.tuAe>  a^d  that  to  pcoc.i,ise  it,  I  Hiall  comribute  all  that 
4depen43<onin€^  biut  Iain  no  ioqger  at  liberty  to  follovv 
mj  own  Inclination^  thi^  Q^een:has<;cua3£aanded  me  to 
thm]<  no  more  of  any  body  but  fifi^k^ipm  :    The  Gods 
knpyif ,  how  I  received  tnat  l^i^unt^^on,  and  it  is  ne- 
cef&ttr>  X  ilK)uld  tell  yoif  ag^in,  -wh^t  t  i^ive  confefs'd 
alreaay  to  my  confuHon   (ciow  ypu:i|ave  exafperatect 
matters,  and  ftir'd  pp^fhe  Kin^s  Indignation  ag^l 
yoi4,  Jiy^the  violence  of  your  r^eeping)   1[  fee  you 
with  a  great  deal  ot&ar^^s  kngiwi^p^  you  fee  me  not 
without  a  great  deal  bt  danger ;   bjpwld  the  Rcafqns,' 
.^hiqhcatifeme  to  be  troubled  aty.o^;.()gpt»  and  whidr 
iforGe#nca|fo  to  conjure  y oil,  pot  to  |a^d  yoiM(elf 
any  more  this  "v^^y,  but  iiibnutjro^ufiplf^  ^idoj  ta

Thcfc  Words  folitidigg  in  my  E^tSj  ^%,mj  fipal^en- 
,ten€c,  to  deprive  me ofmy  V^\x;yzf&  fqjcvf r,  made  me 
aufw^er  in  fuch  terms,  as  I  foon  perceived  very-nimclh 
difpleaftd  her,  ^nd  cauied  ber  hattily  fo  ^pt;errMpt  nij 
Diicpurfc:  ./,  » 

*  you  are  unjuft  iCfiiU/he)  Xjf(im4chHs^\to  accjife  m^ 

*  of  your  Misfortune,     I  have  cpntribqted  npthiiig 
/*  tow4r4sit,  but  the  qbcdieri::,  tp  which  I  was  oblig'd^ 

*  4nd  for  wlii<?hi  thought  1  had  prepay  not  but 

*  that  Hipbefimy  (fipccyoudo.  c^fiftfaip  picto  fiy  10) 
*is:worthyofa»gooda  Fprturi^,  nor  ^hJM^,4  have  auy 
'iKpQon  tp  be  Lmffati^ed  w^th  \\]s  fcmces,  but  i£ 
* itfe  Gpds  iind^hc Qn^co's pie?iJ(iirc  had 4^ftincd  me  tof 

.^'l^jjfim^fius,  I  jiioUld  have  received  tbat  Command 
'•vyttbpvt  niwmuring,  which  perhaps  I  receive  now" 
^ without  Atis^^ipn ;  Aftcir  this  laft  ConfefTion  hope 
Vfpr  nothing  from  me,  but  Cpjnpaflion  of  your  Mis-; 
^.^rtunes,  ai^  wiflaesfor  your  Profperily.  1  fluU  evcc 
'hcindcUed  ta  yoii,  }h4  fliall  confidcr  you  whiltt  I 
t  J^iC  ^. AS  :^t]^an0f;iU, others,,  in  w,hom  I  have  ob^ 

*    "  L  *  ferved 
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*  fervcd  the  rafeft  Qualities,  and  to  whom  I  am  the  moft 

*  obliged.    This  is  all,  you  can  require  of  me ,  and  if  ft 

*  be  true,  that  you  have  loved  me  really,  you  ought  no 

*  longer  to  oppofc  that,  which  my  Duty  ciafteth  from 

*  me,  and  to  which  my  Will  is  fwayed,  as  it  ougltt 
^tobe. 

Thefc  laft  words  abfolutely  fettled  Defpair  in  my 
Heart,  andbanifhed  thence  a  part  of  that  Refpe6l,which 
till  then  had  fo  imp^rioufly  reigncrl  there,  fo  that  I 
could  not  forbear  replying :  *  Madam,  your  Refoluti- 

*  ons  afe  commendable,  but  you  Will  be  pleaftdj  that 

*  I  declare  mine  to  you :  Know,  that  SyfigamUsy  and  the 

*  King  difpofe  Tj|iniy  of  you,  and  they  ought  nerer  to 


*  from  this  Hand,  which  he  hath  fclt  already.     Let  hiih 

*  fliut  himfcjf  up,  let  him  ttirengthen  himfclf  with  a 

*  million  of  Guards,  it  fiiall  be-in  the  very  midft  of 
'  *  tfeem,  that  I  will  kill  this  Enemy  of  my  Uft,  and 

*  I  will  makehim  fihd  his  Funeral,  inftead  of  the  Mar- 

*  riagc,  he  hopes  for.  ^ 

Having^faid  this  I  departed  quite  befidcs  my  felf,  not 
fo  much  as  takifig  leave  of  any  body,  and  mounting  my 
Horfe  galloped  to  Hephefiions  Lcxi^nie  with  a  furious 
refolution  to  kill  him  in  the  midrt  ot  all  his  people, 
or  j>eri(h  my  felf  in  the.  attempt.  The  Guards,  feeing 
'  mt  in  this  fury,  and  fufpefting  my  Intendments  got 
upon   the  Staires,    arid  prcfenjed  the  Points  of  their 

*  Weapons,   to  forbid  further  accefs.    There  it  was,  I 

-  perceived  the  vatiity  of  a  Defign,  jwhith  PafPiort-alore 
Infpired  ;  but  *  bcitig  rcfolved  to  dye,  I  had  already 
drawn  my  Sword,  to  make  my  Paffage  through  theiij, 
and  find  an  end  of  my  Life  on  the  Points  of  their  Jare- 
lin?^whcn  the  King  entdred  the  Court,  attented  by  many 

•  of  his  Followers,  afid  his  ordinary  Guards.  He  (hewed 
a  great  deal  dfaftonifcment,  to  fecmein  fucha  pottarc, 
and  commanded ,  I  fhould  be  taken  alive,  when  being 

-  luddenly  invironcd  with  armM  Men,  I  made  a  Re- 
fiftance,  which  was  not  ordinary,  and  urged  them  fiif- 
ficicntlv,  to  give  me  a  Death,  I  lo  paffionately  defired, 
wounding  fomcofthc  Comn»nders,  and  laying  fcvcral 

of 
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of  the  Guard  dead  at  my  Act;   But  after  a  long  Re*^ 
fiftancc  I  found  my  fcif  feizcd  on  behind,  throw^* 
down,  and  difarmed.    The  Kinflpsommanded  them  c^  ^ 
bind  me,   when  looking  on  ine  wkh  eyes  fparklinS 
with  indignation:    Lyjimachns  (faid  he) 701^  hitve  ntl^. 
only  rmtkii  andftigbtei  my  Commdnds^  ^^'^L^  ^^^^  ^V^ 
offended  rHe  in  tbe  better  fart  of  my  felj.    The  Di^iUtp  tf 
aU  Kings  is  concerned  in  my  j4ffrOHt,  and  never  diif/djeti 
abufe  itfo  contumacionjlyj  and  Jo  Mnworthilj  \  kstt  I  v/7i 
revenge  their  quarrel  wtth  my  own^    and  find  Oftt  P$iHiJh^ 
ments,  yphichJhaU be  able  to  tame  this  raje. 

I  vouchfafed  not  to  return  him  an  Anfwer,  ba(  with 
i  difdainful  (ilence  turned  my  back,  and  wont  with 
the  Captain  of  the  Guard  to  the  Dungeon  appointed 
me  ;  and  though  my  Friends  fell  down  ;^t  his  feet,  to 
implore  his  Mercy  in  mitigating  his  Rigour,  and  re* 
prdTented'Cb  him,  whatfoever  Friendfliip  could  make 
them&y  ontheoehalf  ofa  Prince  of  his  Blood,  thac 
had  done  liim  fuch  faithful  (ervice.  All  was  in  vain  ta 
move  him  with  the  leaft  CompalTion,  he  remain'd 
ftill  inexorable,  and  hearlngi  how  much  I  defpifed  his 
Cruelty,  he  reiolved  to  make  me  feel  my  Death  by 
the  length  of  thofe  torments^  and  by  the  ihame  of 
thofe  Punifhments,  he  intended  me  \  but  to  prevene 
him  in  this,  and  that  Hefhefiiim  ihouki  triumph  over 
me  at  my  Death,  being  deftituce  of  any  Weapon  to 
cxttrtoinate  my  Life,  I  refolved  to  ftarve  my  felf ,  re- 
fu(ing  for  two  days  the  Food,  that  was  offered  me  ; 
but  Pito/ow^jK/ having  learned  my  obllinate  Refolucion: 
from  my  Keepers,  was  like  to  have  died  with  Crieff 
and  takmg  recourfe  to  all  inventions,  that  could  pro* 
long  my  ufe,  he  atlaft  bethought  hincifeif  with^4m4 
of  an  Expedient,,  to  prefer  ve  me  awhile  longer,  and 
wrought  fo  well  by  her  means  with  Parifatis,  that  I 
received  a  Note  from  her  in  my  Prifon,  when  I  had 
ioft  all  Hope  of  hearing  bom  her  any  more^  the  Con* 
tents  were  thefe : 

IfhoMdnever  have  believed^  that  Lvftmachus  could 
have  a  Life^  that  hath  been^  and  is  yet  t)ery  dear  to  me  \ 
IcOf^ekim  by  all  tbe  AffeOion  he  hath  bom  me^  to  con^ 
ferve  it,  and  if  I  have  flill  any  Power  ivitb  him\  I  forbid 
bim^totndit^  bmbytb$m&  of  the  God's  and  o/Pari- 

fatis: 
When  I '.had  made  atn  cod  of  Reading:   Inhumane 
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Parlpitis  (cry«d  Ij  f^rwhdt  ttrm^ts  dp  y^u  referve  me  } 
ytt  Mey$H  i^tfdtisfieiwiththofi^  I  have  already  fuffered, 
oHi  d^mnpfitftrforjiou,  beifig  deprived  of  all  Hope  of 
Jt^o^feace,  tfi^yOH  aeJUne  me  to  endure  fains ^  which  jee 
thave  Mtfe&j  ynu  defire  vnthottt  quefiion^  to  have  me 
feijom  in  HepheftiooV  /fr^i/,  mot  are  yon  content^  to  have 
mo  die^  mdepyt^u  aSem^le  at  mj  Death  all  that  can  make 
ii  eedibrnhme.  well  then  Pari&tis,  tobey  ron^  and  the 
Gods  are  my  H^tt^jfes,  1  i^ould  obey  yon  as  blindly^  ^f  3^^ 
fhodd  ipmefenfofi  me  yet  greater  Difficulties. 

After  this  I  was  not  longer  obftinatc  in  receiving  my 
Food,  and  in  the  mean  whiAe  my  fri^xlf  cSa^fed  not 
to  iaterceed  for  me,  *xii  prevailed  with  the  Queens 
and  Princefles  to  do  the  like;.  I?ut  all  their  Intercefli-* 
ons  were  vain,  and  that  tbt  Death  of  a  perfon  of  my 
Qliality  ought  be  a;ccompame4  i)vith  fome  Forpi^liiy  of 
Jirilice^  tbe  Kiagienc  Commimoners  and  Judges  to  my 
Prifon  t  but  I  defpifed  them  with  fcornyt^hd  con- 
tempt, upbraiding  JkxanderHfith  HlsfermerCrueltiea 
towards  hisbeft  friends ,  and  deKred  n^  mercy  at  his 
Hands.  In  brief  my  doorp  was  fixed^  aod  /Alexander 
fci  all  iity  faifibfol  Servjice  r^falfed.te  intpmbme  in  the 
bdly  of  a  ravenous  Lyon^j  All  that  I  dWired^  was  a 
psLif  of  Gauntlets,  to  fhow  them  by  my  ftrens^th  fome 
paftim^  at  my  Death.  This  was  granted  with  fome 
difficulty,  and  I  being  l»:oiig|it  from  my  Prifon  by  a 
ftrong  Guard,  and  poc  unto  a. high  walled  Court-yard, 
I  (aw  the  King,  and  a  great  number  prefent  in  Gal* 
leries  to  be  Spedkators  of  this  Tragedy.  I  nevertheleft 
walked  about  fearlefs,  waitic^  for  the  Enemy,  thai 
was  appointed  to  devour  me  $  when  a  little  Eioor  of 
a  Room  (wfitfein  he  had  be!en  k^  hungry)  being 
drawn  iq>,  the  furious  Beaft^  fireing  the  fight  came 
out  of  his  Den,  and  turning  his  htM  on  all  fides,  to 
give  horrible  warnings,  f which,  ftruck  terror  fntotbe 
hearts  of  my  wry  Tudgts  and  Guards)  he  ftreatched 
his  less  twice  or  thri^.  as  to  ihake  qtt  tfie  Shugiih* 
nefs,  lie  had  lain  in,  and  faUhed  his  fides  wUh  his  tail, 
ip  ilir  up  his  Rage.  Then  tunled  his  Eye(  fparkUm[ 
fire  towards  the  Oattery,  and  difeoveriag  a  ^rey,  that 
was  out  of  his  reach,  tefttfied  his  Anger  by  his  roat** 
ing,  which  ihook  the  plads  fifce  Thuwer*  and  mode 
the  Speftators  conclude,  they  themfel^es  were  hardly 
In  Safety  i  but  as  foonashe  um  t^,  |ad  pvcfived,  I 

^  came 
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CAtne  direftly  towards  him»  he^  gave  over  the  thought 
of  that  Frcy,  to  run  to  a  nearer  and  a  more  eade  one. 
Then  it  was  many  of  the  Sped'ators  bewailed  my 
delliny^  and  exprefTcd  their  trouble  by  a  loud  Cry, 
but  beJFore  he  aflaulted  me,  0  PdrifAtu  (cryed  I)  receive 
this  noble  SMcrifice,  uni  cbirifih  at  U^  the  memory  of  birn^ 
vhofrefers  Death  before  Life  yntbomji9$f. 

Scarce  h^d  I  ended  theie  vyords,  when  the  furious 
Beaft  flew  at  me  (b  fiercely,  and  on  fuch  a  fuddentthat 
1  had  much  ado,to  avoid  the  fiiock  of  that  firftEncoun- 
ten  half  of  iny  Sleeve  was  torn  off  bygone  of  his 
Faws,  as  hf  paffed  me,  by  my  fliping  a(ide;  he  quickly 
would  have  turned  bead,  but  I  catcht  him  faft  hold  of 
the  lon^  Hair,  that  hung  down  upon  his  ihoulders, 
and  faifing  my  felf  with  (Irength  and  nimbleners 
enough  (in  lb  great  an  Emergency)  I  leaped  on  his 
Back  that  Burthen,  to  which  he  had  not  been  ufed, 
made  his  Reins  bend  to  the  ground,  when  I  ftamp't 
upon  his  feet,  and  griped  niih'  To  clofely  with  my 
knees  and  heels ,  that  I  got  him  down.  He  in  (lane  ly 
rolled  himfelf  about  with  me.  and  we  begon  a  dan- 
gerous Struggle,  wherein  I  ftill  endeavoured,  to  keep 
my  Advantage  ;  yet  could  I  not  avoid  being  wounded 
with  his  taflons  in  divers  places,  hue  feeing  his  Jaws 
open,  and  frothy  with  foom  and  blood/  I  thrult  n:\y 
Hand  fuddenly  into  his  Throat,  my  Steel  G;^unclet  d^* 
fended  it  from  his  Teedi,  yet  not  {6  weU,but  he  dinre4 
it  in  many  Places, and  almoft  broke  it  in  pieces;  how- 
ever I  took  hold  on  his  Tongue,  and  pulled  jit  outqf 
his  mouth,  whenjoyning  mylefcrhand  to  my  righf, 
when  fetting  my  knees  to  the  hinder  part  of  His  head, 
and  my  feet  ftrongiy  agaiqft  the  ground,  with  much 
Violence  I  tore  it  out  by  the  Roots,  and  by  the  e^« 
tremity  of  the  pain  he  loft  his  ftrength,  difcharging 
the  reit  of  his  Rage  againft  the  earth,  which  he  digged 
up  with  his  Teeth,  and  watered  with  his  blood,  whiift 
he  gave  me  leafure  to  Bnilh,  what  I  had  begun,  by 
battering  hisfkuU  with  my  Gai^nclets,  till  I  layed  him 
dead  at  mv  feet  \  when  difengaj^ing  my  felf  frorp  his 
Paws,  and  ridng  ail  befmeered  with  nis  blood,  and  my 
own,  which  flowed  a  pace  from  my  wounds,  I  faw 
my  Tp^f  invironed  by  Ptolomeut,  Penceftas^  Pji^f^oft^ 
and  hcifftolcmHs^  who  were  come  down  into  tfie  Court, 
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and  who  with  tears  of  Joy  in  their  eyes  congratulat- 
ed my  Viftory. 

I  appeared  theleaft  joyful  of  all  the  Company,  and 
looking  on  my  Judges  with  a  moderate  Countenance^ 
fend  forth  anotber  Lyon  more  ffirhus  than  this^faidl,  or 
command^  that  a  great  many  be  let  loofe  together^  if  you 
would  have  them  /  ///  Lyfimachus  imthout  difficulty.  The 
Gods  forbid  {replyedPeucefiasJ  that  we  ihbujd  proceed 
further,  without  frefli  Orders  from  the  King,  You 
will  deferve  a  Life,  which  you  have  defended  with  fo 
much  Courage,  nor  can  he  refufe  it  you,  without 
drawing  upon  himfelf  both  the  hatred  of  the  Gods, 

^nd  Men. 

At  thefe  words  they  conveyed  me  back  to  my  ordi- 
*nary  Prifon,  and  with  many  entreaties  prevailed  with 
me,  to  have  niy  wounds  drcfled,  and  the  fecond  day 
after  this  change  I  receivd  a  Letter  from  m>  Prin- 
cefs,  by  the  hand  of  my  Keeper,  which  foijdevvhat  al- 
lay a  thef  Torment  of  my  Mind,  the  Contcnts^^  ^s  I  re- 
IBcmber,  were  thefe  : 
*  I  partake  as  much  in  your  Viftory,  as  I  did  before 

*  in  your  Misfortunes.    I  will  allure  >ou,  I  conrribut- 

*  ed  not  at  all  unto  it  willingly,  nor  will  I  ever,  but 

*  by  the  neceflity.  Duty  impofes  upon  me  yet,  what 

*  Laws  foever  it  prcfcribes.     Be  moft  certain,  that 
^  which  I  a:nj  preffed  to,  (hall  never  be  obtained,  but 

*  by  the  fafety  and  liberty  of  Lyfimachus:  In  the  mean 

*  time  I  conjure  you  to  live,  and  to  believe.  It  is  the 

*  moft  acceptable  Service,  I  can  ever  receive  from  you. 

*  I  hope  for  this  Proof  of  your  Aflfeftion,  and  defire  it 

*  with  all  my  heart. 

This  abfolutcly  fettled  me  in  a  mind  to  live)  and  I 
found  my  condition  altered  by  the  kindnefs  of  my 
Keepers  toward?  me ;  but  they  were  enjoydcd  fo  ftrift 
a  filence,  that  I  could  get  no  knowledge  from,  them 
of  any  thing,  that  paft  at  Court ;  which  made  me  fuf- 
peft  the  truth  of  my  Misfortune;  I  continued  thus 
many  days,  and  whilft  I  was  tormentingmy  fdf  wrth 
|:his  cruel  fufpicion,  I  faw  my  Chamber-door  open^ 

.  and  was  much  aftonilhed,  when  I  faw  the  Pribtkef- 
fcs  Statira,  Partfatts,  Apamia^  and  Arfiono  enter  with 
Cleone^  PtdlomeHs-zxid  Eumenes.  This  fight  interrirpted 
my  Melancholly  thoughts,   and  made  me  ftii-t  up 

,  from  my  feat,  to  meet' them     \  call  my  felf  inftantly

at  their  Feet,  but  thofc  great  Princcffes  entreated  me, 
to  nfe,  and  after  they  were ijite  down,  the  Prircefs  P4^ 
rijAtis  having  bethought  her  Iclf  awhile:  •  ; 

*  LjfmAchsii  CJaid/b:)  if  this  Vifit  has  fiirprllcd  you, 

*  the  words  I  fliall  Ipcak,  will  doubtlefi  furprizc  you 

*  more,  and  thercforc.before  I  declare  what  I  have  done 

*  for  you,  and  what  1  defire  of  you,  be*  plcafed  by  the 

*  remainder  of  that  Empire,  lyou  have  civcn  me  over 

*  you,  to  give  me  Ibme  affurance ,  and  engage  your 

*  Iclf  toerantme,  that  I  hope  for  from  you,  of  what 

*  nature  loever  it  fljall  be. 

Though  this  Difcourfe  cauftda  ftrange  perplexity  in 
niy  mind ;  yet  able  to  deny  my  Princefe  nothing- 
I  thought  (he  could  detnand  of  me :  Iprotefi  to  you  (fail 
/)  Muddm^  hy  the  reJpeEl^  we  owe  to  the  Divinities^  that 
hear  uSy  and  hy  that  ^  i»hich  I  ove  unto  pur  fe If ^  that  there 
is  but  one^dnly  things  i^hercin  I  can  difibey  you^  and  that 
if  you  forbid  me,  not  to  love  you,  I  will  execute  allyour  Cow 
manlsy  ^srigiro'ijlyy  as  you  can  defire. 

The  Princels  Iccined  fatisfied,  and  having  commanded 
me  to  rife,  after  this  affurance,  *  L^yZw^cA/^;  (continued 

*  flic)  I  will  make  no  difficulty  to  open  my  heart  to  ' 

*  you,  andtolet.you  know,  what  would  be  hird  for 

*  you  longer  to  be  ignorant  of.    Then  (he  told  me,  the 
fatal  news  of  her  Marriage  with  Hephefiion,  and  that  of 
Statiras  with  Alexander  by  the  exprefs  Command  of . 
theQiie^n,  conjuring  me,  no  longer  to  hate  a  man, 
whom  the  G^ds  had  given  her  for  a  Hu5ba.nd,  and  who 
now  could  feel  no  wound,  but  what  muft  pierce  her 
own  heart,  affuring  me  of  the  Continuation  of  her 
Eftecm,   and  eternal,  goodwill  towards  me,   ftriilly 
charging  me,  to  prefcrve  my  life  for  her  Jake.    She  faii 
many  other  things,  but  I  had  not  (trcngth  enough  left 
to  hear  them.    This  cruel  Declaration,  and  tlie  rigo- 
rous Commands flie  lay'donme,  though  thcykilleJ  me 
not,  yet  tbs  condition,  they  reduced  me  to,  was  littb 
different  from  that  of  a  dead  body.     I  lilnk  down, 
between  J'f'o/fl/w/-^^;  his  arms  with  very  .little  fenfe,  or 
knowledge,  and  looking  on  Parifatis  without  moving, 
I  by  that  Ijlence  and  fixednefs  expreffed  my  grief  more. 
to  thelife,  than  I  could  have  done  by  the  (addeft  words,^ 
thegrcatncfs  of  my  affliftion  could  have. put  into  my 
mouth.   .All  the  companyfqemed  to  participatein  my, 
fiyrow,  and  Parifatis  her  ielf  had  notcouliancy  enough, 
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^  diifemble  her  compaffion  :  Tears  flowed  frotp  her 
^air  eyes  in  Ipiteof  her,  and  it  Was  in  fpiteof  mel 
remained  alivp  after  that  fatal  fcn^nce  of  Death ;  Yec 
the  end  by  her  tears,  and  entreaties  £he  condrained  me 
not  only  abTolutely  cojpromife  her,  I  would  live  for 
her  fake^  b^t  that  1  would  pot  attempt  any  thing 
againft  thelife  of  HrpA^/?io».  . 

My  Prince(s  having  obtained  this  of  me,  t\it  whole 
company  appeared  oVerjoyed  at  it,  and  I  was  infortned , 
they  had  procured  giy  liberty  of  the  King,  but  not 
without  great  difficulnr  after  mjr  ViAory  over  ^he 
Lyon.  That  to  compafs  it,  the  Qpcen  with  the  tWo 
Princefles  had  been  upoil  tneir  kiie^s  before  him  allid 
Parifktls  made  St4tlr4  employ  all  thd  |)ower,  (he  had 
with  him,  and  that  (hfc  her  felf  had  made  BefhefiioH 
defpair  or  t>orfe(Iing  her  other  wife,  than  by  my  fafety, 
and  iiberey.  T\\^t  tiefhefiton  either  by  that  confideta- 
tion,  or  by  his  own  getiefofity  nobly  embraced  that  oc- 
pa(ion  offervingthetn,  and  Wounded  as  h«  Was,  he 
Waited  on  them  to  the  Kiitjg,  and  fell  down  with  them 
at  his  feet,  never  ffirring  from  thence,  till  he  had  bb« 
rained,  that  I  (hould  be  fet  at  liberty,  and  reftdr^d  to 
the  fame  favour,  I  was  in  before  my  difgrace.  The 
King  granted  their  requeft  with  this  refervation,  that 
I  Ihomd  be  kept^in  prifon,  till  his  Marriage  and  Hr- 
fhefHons  were accompliihed,  fearing  I  (hould  difturb 
the  weddings  by  fome  new  aft  of  my  folly,  which  Was 
the  reafbn,  I  had  been  kept  ignorant  of  thofe  fatal 
Marriages,  which  werfe  celebrated  with  much  ponip 
and  magnificence  prefcntly  aftet:  Hephe^io9fs  Wo\Srta 
was  curw  I  was  told  alfo.  that  the  PHrfcefs  Pdrif 
fatis  had  like  fo  have  died  upon  her  Wedding-day 
with  grief,  and  that  all  they.  Who  had  feert  her  in  that 
condition,  were  afraid,  her  Marriage-bed  would  have 
been  her  grave,  and  that  (he  had  Tainting  fifs  in  the 
Temple,  and  by  her  fadnefs,  (he  had  abated  moth  of 
the  publick  rejoycing.  ' 

After  this  knowledge  the  PrinceflTe*  prevailed  with' 
ine  (though  not  without  forte  difitculry)  to^^waic  tipbii 
the  King.  They  rook  me  out  of  the  pHfoh  in  thtit 
Chariot,  and  carrycd  me-  to  Syfig4m$u$  chamber, 
where  (he  wascxpefting  me,  and  as  foot!  as  we  Were 
entree!,  he  came  forward  to  meet  Qiiecn  «$Vi»/V4,  who 
if d  me  by  the  hand,  and  without  allowing  time  to 
•.■■••*•.•  .    '•      -  «  '  give 
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give  hct  leave  €o  fmsik^  or  m%  hardly  to  kneel  down^ 
he  gave  m^  his  hand t  and  lifcii^  me  up :  Let's  tm^  m 
mare^  Lyflmachust  (faid  he)  we  Imve  tab  itme  mmfs^ 
imiof^  f^tts  dri  mtaudl  I  bMtmjwiUi/^  thdt  frpm  this 
timeforwitrdwcholda  better  cvmeffondence^  dni  Jbrtmm 
the  rememhknee  hth  ^tny  ri^^wr^  4«4  jour  M(ete£dttcg 
in  tetter  uf^ges ;  After|[there  words  be  verv  kindly  em* 
braced  me,  and  thoum.  my  forrow  teemed  to  have  ex«* 
tingiiiihed  in  me  all  lenfe  of  any  thins,  ch^  veneration 
I  iud  ftill  remaining  for  the  perfon  or  my  King  made 
me  fenfibkof  his  favour^  and  obliged  me  to  a^b^er :   . 
Sir  ^ptid  T)  I  cot^efs  mj  fetf  gmSy^  mss  Memcmi^  be^ 
hut  jOHjr  Majejiy  h4s  not  teem  infenfible  yonr  Jeff  of  thif 
fdjfton'  which  has  been  the  cdttfeofall  mj^f omits ^  mar  cm 
1  mlledge  any  things  tut  lave  fir  the  jftfUfamtiom  efm^ 
erimtes,    Let  us  talk  no  more  of  it  (replyed  thie  Kmgl 
love  me  as  Alexander^  and  I  will  always  remember 
you^  as  LjfJimMchms^  and  then  ashed  me.  if/or  tbefiJ^e  if 
Paritatis  /  would  mot  comfeut  to  fee  Hepneftion  (who  ii| 
generolity  had  kept  from  thismeetingj  thathemighf 
not  feem.  to  triumph  over  me  in  the  imfery»  I  wac  r%- 
duced  to).  And  though  this  requeft  made  me  tremU^ 
and  change  colour,  yet  I  forced  my  felf  to  anfweiF» 
diat  I  would  neither  diibbey  him,  nor  the Princeft  Ai^ 
rifatts^  whilft  I  livedo    Upon  which  Hefhefiion  was 
fent  tor^  and  coming  towards  me  with  open  Arm« 
(without  being  rcpulled  ^y  the  coldncfs  of  my  recepti*^ 
on)  embraced  me  many  times,  makins  many  proteila* 
tions  of  his  friendihip  to  me,  which  I  had  not  con^ 
ftancv  enough  to  anfwer.    The  cauTe  of  my  confu(ioii 
and  (adn^  ^^s  fufficieotly  known,  to  procure  pardon 
for  my  incivility,  from  perfons,  who  wiere  (enfible^ 
thac  in  another  tea(bn,  and  in  another  (condition,  i 
ihould  have  behaved  my  fcif  other wijfe,  and  tiefheftiom 
eaiily  excuied  it  himfel^   and  faid  to  me  in  a  very 
obliging  manner :  /  woulpl,  it/ied/ed  the  Sods^  Lyfima* 
chus,  /  tould  bmy  joftr  faiemdmp  with  My  frtee^  ^^<ff 
Farifatis.    They  are  juy  wttmef^s^  ihdt  I  Mt«  mo  other 
thing  fifretious^  but  I  would  give  it  with  fot^  Hmd  that 
4ft  er  thai  of  nty  Vrhicefs  and  of  nsy  Kiegg  I  {houli  me^er 
actount  dffy  fti  dear.    Noswkhj^aniimg  the  trouble^  ot 
rather  di/lramom  I  was  in^  J  could  mot  pe  altogether  infeffr 
-fibhdf^i^  Difcour/e^and  fctchimg  adeef  /igh:   OHe- 

plieftibnj  if^idt)  howjmfily  it  Parifatis  due  to  you,  and 
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btw  well  hdth  the.  Kini  placed  his  i^eSlien^  e^ojf  b^tb 
fedceailj,  and' forget  what  rage  produced  l^  him^  who  was 
not  capable  (fit for  any  tilings  Iha  Parifatis. 

After  thefc  expremons  wc  kindly  embraced;,  and  the 
King  niadc  me  promife  him,  that  I  would  be  HepHefii^ 
e«s  friend  for  the  remainder  x>f  my  life;  but  though  I 
was  content  to  love  him  as  Hephe/tloft,  who  was  indeed 
Gallant^  Ncible,  Generous,  and  one,  that  behaved 
himfelf  in  a  very  obliging  fafhlon*,  I  coUld  not  look  on 
fcim,  as  the Htlsband  of  Ivrny^r//,  without  coniidcring 
him  to,  be  th6  Ravifher  of  my  Happincfsi  and  the 
Deftroyer  of  my  repofe,  and  or  mv  life.  The  King 
and  Qpecn,  /but  above  all  jP^j5^r/i)  exprefled  a  great 
deal  of  Tatif faction  at  this  reconciliation,  andina'^few 
tf  ays  after  Pt^meus  feeing  fome  change  in  the  cond  i  ti- 
on  of  my  aiTairs  marryed  his  lovely  jfyamia^  and  Eu- 
itBCftes  the  Printefs  Ar(me^  her  Sifter,  younger  Daughter 
JO  prince  ArtabafHs^  at  which  Wedding  I  alone  remain- 
ed difconfolate^  and  the  day  after  Koxana  *  came  to 
^^y^r,  when  my  grief  caft  me  into  a  violent  feaver, 
which  had  like  to  have  given  me  that  death,  tio  much 
defired,*  and  which  Fd'ifalis^s  commands  had  abfolu- 
friy  rertrained  me,  from  giving  my  felf  with  my  own 
hand.  The  King  vifitcd  me  With  the  Qjieen,  and  both 
of  them  appeared  Very  muchafflifted,  to  fee  rae  info 
jgreat  a  danger  of  life,  and  generous  Wi;pA^/rW  did  me 
aH  the  good  offices,he  could  in  rhv  ftcknefs :  and  though 
be  knew,  by  what  means  it  had  happened,  'thinking 
to  give  me  a.  better  confolation,  than  any^  yet  had 
rffene,  heeafily  prevailed  yvith'  Parifatis  to  vrflt  me, 
•which  requeft  file  took  very  kiiidly  of  him,  and  his  ee- 
nerofity  df  this  nature  redoubled  her  affeftibn  to  that 
^Huftrubuis  HusbarW.  ^  ''"•' 

-  When  Pdrifatis  drew  near,  and  beheld  me  Jnthat 
piteous  condition,  (he  could  not  refrain  letting  fall 
(bme  tears  of  coropaflton,  an^  gave  Tome  fighs  to  the 
remembrance  of  the  fervices,  1  had  done  her,'  which 
liiade  mt  tuf  a  my  eyes  flowly  upon  her,andfixing  them 
a^  weH  as  I  tjpuld  oh  lier  lovely  fafce  with  that  refpcft, 
which  I  had 'ever  perfeftly^xdnfcrved,  afce|  two  or 
three  fighs, .  d^raiwn  from,a  wcjk  and  dyih^  treaft,  I 
by  thelittle  ftrength  Ihad>cmainihg^  with  fome  diffi-; 
-culty  uttered  thele  words  with*  a  very  faint  acqent:  . 

JfoV  it  is.  Madam,  that  IjhMl  arrive  at  the  End  of 
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tie  Race ^  I bdve  fo ghrhufly  run^  anilJhaUfeetheh'^'" 
fj  CBnclHpon  ofmyPmns,  and  ifmyUfe^  Vfhich  J  even 
fropefed  umo  my  Je^.  1  call  the  Gcds,  that  hear  us^  rd 
te  Prtfnefes  of  the  lafi  Prate fiatiofu,  J  maie  4o  yctt^  than 
thrMtfh  the  whole  Conrfe  efthat  tioble  Faffion^  Ihazfe  hat^ 
for  the  Prificefs  P^x'^itis,  I  never  afpirei  to  a  nmeaJU 
vantagiWi  Portnne^  than  that  of  dying  finf  her^  not  6w^ 
that  the  greatnefs  of  my  lAve^  and  the  Eneottragement^ 
yonr  Ptomifes  had  rdjjiAme  to  hofesfhat  were  too  exaknt; 
and  hadht/ed  ontofmy  Mind  the  Kmmiedgeofmyfeff^ 
to  make  me  ^etend  to  a  Srite^  that  I  conid  not  worthi^ 
loo/^npon-mthout  Prefan^ion\  bkt  ^Mt  the  laft  Moment 
«f  a  Life^  which  I  tiy  dvmn  foryou^  yom  Mght  to^  gi^e  ot^ 
CretUt  to  my  fVords^icot^eyonjtoheliewi  Ihofoe  almstyl 
e^naUyefteemedth^  two  Advantages^  to  foJJefi.Psitidtis, 
or  dyeforP2TifMS.The  firfi hat  hen  denyod  me^and  the  Gods 
have  granted  me  the  hffi.  Hepheftion  i^  the  Hafpinefi  to 
foffefs  her^  and  Lyliitiachus  the  G/orf  to  die  for  her  \  If  I 
have  been  jealons  of  Hepheftion  x  Fortune^  he  onght  rd 
emy  my  Defiiny^  ani  if  kit  Pafjion  conld  not  he  more  han* 
fily  rtcomfenfedy  mine  conld  not  have  a  more  hononraile 
XJ^nclnfion^  and  in  dyings  J  die  entirely  yon^s,  and  give  nf 
a  Sonl  nncafoble  of  any  other  AffeStion^  and  all  I  as^  ta 
no  more^  than  yon  wonld  affordfomefew  Moments  of  yonr 
Life  to  the  Remembrance  of  the  mojtfaithfnl  of  all  thofe, 
that  have  loved  yon ^  and  who  with  a  mofi  perftSl  Joy  ie* 
qneathsyoH  a  Life,  which  he  had  dedicated  to  nOne^  bnt 
yon  alone,  ^ 

I  ended  this  Difcourfein  fuch  a  y^tikhek,  as  feniiUy 
touched  that  Prince^,  and  how  great  a  conftancf 
foever  ihe  had  (hown  throughout  the  whole  courfe  oS 
her  life,  it  was  impoflible  vfor  her  to  difTemble  hot 
cotnpaflion,  and  to  retain  her  tears,  when  w^ing  them 
away,  ihe  turned  towards  nae  with  an  air,  that  wat 
languifliing,  and  imperious  bprh  together  :  NaLyjima^ 
chns  {faidjhe)  I  will  not  ^ohfent  to  yoiii^  death,  nor 
can  yoi]  without  putting  mine  in  "danger,  abandon 
jrour  life$  as  you  do*  k  is  as  dear  to  me^  as  you  can, 
or  ought  to  wifii :  n^her  can  you  negle6b  it  after  this 
knowledge  withoue  very  fenfibly  dif^^afing  me.  I 
was  net  able  to  reply,  anxl  when  I  would  have  put 
forth  my  hand  to  give  her  the  laft  aflurance  of  my 
^delity,  my  ftrenght  failed  me,  arid  I  fell  into  fuch 
weaknefs,  as  to  make  me  ioofe  both  tte  knowledge, amf 
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vf^of  my  fisiifcs^  which  made  tfai  Phydckos  d^fir c  tho 
j^ineefi  to  retire,  as  plainly  percdving^  her .  prdmce 
had  been  th^cauie  of  it  $  however  I  Came  again  corny 
fidf*  and  in  brief  the  Gods  would  not  fuiPer  me  to  die  { 
ftr  from  that  day  a  vifible  amendment  was  fierceivcd 
fcjr  thofe^  thai;  waited  on  me,  and  recovering  my 
keadthioavoidoDJe^blconUnotb^old  biit  with  4 
.yitfy£m(tble  affiftion.  I  fecretiy^  retired  from  the  Court 
to  a  place,  kndwn  but  to  a  very  few,  and .  ndt  being 
willing  to  be  troubled  in  my  foil tude  by  the  vifies  of 
my  fnendsy  I  hardly  difcovered  it  (o  much  aa  to  Pt^h^ 
wf€m  I  Yet  could  not  this  privacy  lunder  many  othersi^ 
£rem  learning  the  place  of  my  abode,  nor  my  lelf  from 
being  often  vpifted  by.thofe,  that  were  moft  afieftio- 
naie  to  me.  They  attempted  in  vain  to  caufe  my  r^r 
mm,  but  Hp/Air/jb;r  hearing  in  what  amelanchoily  fo» 
Ktariners  I  fpent  my  time,  woi  the  only  means,  as  be 
Aodaht  to  make  me  leave  it,  which  was  by  qpfiring 
Pgyi/4ih  to^rite  to  me,  which  out  (^afi  effeft  of  her 
innate  goodneft  ihe  readily  complyed  wiih,  and  I 
{receifed  a  Letter  &om her  in  theft  Words:

Tbm^  I  have  mf  M  4tl  cot^frihtfi  $0  Lyiimachus  A^V 
tv^,  the  whokCmrt^  mi^  Hfln^  is  become  of  bim^ 
imi  they  ecettfe  none^  hm  me  fair  his  voluntary  Banijhmem. 
Setmym  ner  th4  V^UgJ^is^  you  tafie  in  ^ssr  folitmnefs^ 
im  fpiiiy  ymtr  friends^  whom  this  Rettremem  hath  de- 
frivea  of  yottr  Cbmfirjfktion^  4n4  fortkfdsrly  Paripitis, 
IP  whoi^  it  /ball  ever  ie  very  iear. 

If  this  Letter  had  commanded  tne  expre&Iy  tore- 
turn  to  Court,  there  is  no  queftion,  but  how  great  an 
averfion  foever  I  had  to  it.  The  perfc£(  ob^dience^ 
wherewith  I  had  rdSgned  my  (elf  w}v>Uy  to  Parifasis^ 
would  have  nude  me  forfake  my  defart  \  but  Jeeing  it 
left  me  ftiU  the  LiBerty  of  diat^abode^  I  went  nqt  from 
thence,  but  fpent,  u>me  months  in  melancbpUy 
fought  8^  and  icomplatnings,  of  my  cruel  d^ipy^  and 
fimiiUytound  alai^ntfliin^d^av,  that  was  dri^wing 

K  towards  my  grave,  to  end  all  my  forrows,  jivhen 
lometu  informed  me,  that  Befhefim  was  (icks  an4 
that  Parifatis  attended  him  in  his  iicknefs  with  a  care^ 
ihat  vidbly  teftified  her  great  afieftion  to  him.   Upon 

thif 
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this  I  defircd  that  dear  friend,  to  viGt  htm  from  me.  | 

and  to  atfurc  him,  that  if  his  fickncfs  laftcd,  I  would  J 

leave  my  retirement,  to  wait  upon  htm  5  but  the  next 
news,  Ftolomeus  brought  me,  was  of  that  crcat  Fayou* 
tites  death  ;  and  as  foon  >s  he  law  me :  Take  courage^ 
f  fold  hej  cheer  up,  and  leave  this  manner  of  livmg 
with  the  change  of  your  conditioii :  Htfktjthn  is  dcsid, 
and  has  left  Pdrifatis  for  Lyprndchni. 

I  am  incapable,  to  tell  you  the  aftoniflunent,  theft 
words  put  me  into,  nor  am  I  able  to  exprefe  the  mdti-* 
ens,  that  a^tated  my  Soul.    I  was  ftruk  mute,  and  im- 
moveable, io  that  Pt9lm€us  had  talked  to  me  a  jood 
whiki  er'e I  thought  of  welcx)ming,or  iiifwering  hiin; 
but  when  I  was  come  a  little  to  mV  (Hfr  O  Ptoltment 
Ccrycd  I^  what  do  you  tell  me  ?   \%  Hepjoeftion  dead  ? 
he  IS,  replycd  he,about  two  hours,beforp  I  came  xoSuffC 
At  this  Confirmation  t  remained  more  furprized,  than 
before,  and  in  the  grcktctt  confufion  of  thoughts,  that 
had  ever  put  my  min4;  into  diforder,  I  'pi;otett  truly  td 
you,  I  was  forty  for  H^i!^^/w»,  as  well  by  reafon  of 
thc^fredi  Obligations,  1  had  to  him^>6t)ttbc  eflecnj, 
the  mcri;^of  hisPcrfonhad  Wrought  in  tne,  as  well  as 
others,  and  becaofc  I  was  fatisfied,  Pkrijktis  would  be 
very  grievoully  affjitted  atfo  fenfibh:  alofi;  yet  I. will 
not  difl^mble  to  you,  that  in  this  encounter  I  war  hot 
capable  of  forgetting^  my  own  intereft,  and  that  I  had 
not  gencrofity  fufficient  in  my  forrow  *fbr  his  deaths  td 
inaHe4t  drqwn  the  hopes,  it  revived  in  me. 

When  PtoUtntus  had  difcourfcd  long  upon  that  aC^ 
cid^nt,  and  that  he  had  told  me  the  pa^fticularsof  htf 
Ccknefe,  ind  of  his  death,  which  wcrt  no  other,  tfaaii 
what  were  ordinary,  he  perfwaded  me,  to  return  tp 
Snf^  as  well  to  pay  my  refpedte  to.  that  lUufhruoui 
Widow^  as  to  wait  upon  the  King,  who  w^s  no  wa]^ 
to  be'cbinforted  ,   and  who  by  lus  words  and  adioni 
tnade  thctfi  believe,  he  would  accomoany  filf;>i^/io»  td 
his  grave.    I  refilled  not  his  dcfires,  ^Dut  referring  mf 
ieljf,  to  be  glided  by  him,  and  by  t^ortune,  whofeemea 
to  hvft  chaf^ged  her  Countenance  towards  aac,  I  ro? 
turn*^  with  him  to  ShU^  and  after  I  had  kept  my  lelf 
conciealfd  a  f<^  days,  I  entreated  the  Princefs  ApmHd^ 
to  loiow,  whether  PatifMis  would  fuflfiar  me  to  pay  hec 
a  vlfit.    She  was  not  wanting  to  me  in  this,  but  that 
Poncdss  who  bad  mlly  lorcd  Hfphtfiion  x  ai  her  Duty, 
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and  the  incrit  of  fucha  Husband  obliged  her  to,  could 
not  rcfolve  to  ict  me  fo  fbon,  and  by  ApamU  dcfircd 
mc,  that  I  wpuld  defer  my  inteiition  for  awhile,  nnd 
not  thuik  it  ftraijge,  if  Hic  was  not  able  ycc.  to  dilpofc 
ter  fclf^  to  grant  ray  Requeft.    J  received  this  com- 
mand  without  murinuring,  and  changing  the  order  p{ 
In^  vifits  1  wbnt  with  Ptolomeus  to/\^t  rallace;  where 
I  found  the  King  in  bed,  and  his  Chamber  fuH  of  the 
principal  Men  of  the  Court,  who  by  dejeited  Counte- 
nances, and  a  profound  lilence  ftroveto  accompany  the 
fort©  w  of  their  Prince.    At  foon,  as  ever  he  faiv  mc,  he 
put  forth  his.  hand,  and  made  me  come  clofe  to  hini.    \ 
kifled  that  hand,,  which  he  offered  me,  and  he  wiping 
away  fomc  tears,' wherewith  his  cheeks  wefe  wet,  ani 
lighing:  At  UilHej^hefiionsdi^Ay  (laid  he)  and  having 
inadc  a  flop  at,  ,thefe  words,  '  you  have  \ol\  your  rival 
f.Xyy?w4^ii^;y. ((Continued  he)  but!  affurc  ihy  fcif,  you 
f  arc  generoii?  enough,  not  to  rejoycc  at  it.    I  anfwered 
hxm  only  with  feme  tears,  that  thpfe  fad  objedts  made 
mt^  fhed,  and  which  confirmed  hini  in  that  opinion, 
This  knowJedgc\(laid  he)  moves  mc  to  love  you  well, 
a^ndcaulcs  me  not  only  to  forget  all,  you  did  agai&jft 
thc^ppor  Map,  tbatisnowgpney  but  alfo  obliges  me  to 

five  you  a  great  ftiare  in  the  place,  be  poflcflcd  in  my 
eartj.  I  replyed  only  with  an  humble  ObeifTancci  and 
ietiri'ng  amongft  the  reft,  I  confprmed  my  Silence  and 
iny  Countenance  to  theirs. 

. ,..  The  King  kept  his  bed  a  ftw  days,  whereof  I  let 
aionc  pafe  without  diligently  doing  my  Duty  to  ijiip, 
and  when  he  had  left  his  Cnanater,  he  comm,anded*ihc 
whole  Court  td.go  into  the  deepcft  Mourning,  and  his 
iirfi  going  abroad  was  with  rio  other  intention,  but  that 
of  vifiting  Parifatif.    He  commanded  me  to  watt  on 
him,  after  having.caufed  thejrrlnce^tobeasked,  ifihc 
;would  give  yvay  to  it ;  She  yielded  out  of  complacency, 
and  not  hating  me  fomuchi  as  to  refufe  a  favour,  I 
fo  ardently  defied,  I  went  with  the  King^to  inajce  that 
yiiit^  and  entring  the  Chamber  of  th^t  ©V  Widow,  I 
ibund  her  ii?  an  obfcurc  night,  and  in  a  condition^  fui- 
table  to  the  greatncfi  of  her  affli(Stioh,and  of  her  virtue. 
The  King  drawing  near  to  her  Bcd-fide  niihgled  his 
tears  with  hers„  and  made  her  fufficiently  know,  he 
was  rather  come  to  keep  her  Company  in  her  fdrrpw, 
than  to  ^ve  her  any  cenfolatioiji. '  They  continued  a 

lonj 
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Job  J  time  in  a  mute  cntcminment,  and  asfoon  as  thcif 
grief  would  give  them  leave  to  utter  any  words,  they 
iaid  the  nioft  doleful  things^  it  cv'er  produced 'in  thole, 
that  have  been  mott  deeply  touched  with  it.    - 

After  that  Melancholly  Converfation  the  King  called 
n"ic,  and  prefentins;  nie  hnnfelf  to  Pdrtfatrs  brayed  her 
to  receive  me  as  a  Man,  wlio  had  not  rej6yced  at  /&• 
pheflhn^  de^ih.  My  looks  eafily  fcconded '  his  words* 
and  the  fight  of  my  Prin<srflcs  face  having*  touched  me 
with  a  molt  fenfiblc  grief  made  mine  but  little  different 
from  hers.  The'Princcfs  feeing  me  dotild  not  retain 
fome  figh$>'  arid  having  bowed  her  head  to  me  made  me 
know,  that  in  that  Ettate  (he  was  not  capable  of  giving 
me  other  reception,  and  that  though  the  fight  of  media 
fwncthing  renew  hcrfoTrow,  her  Misfortune  did  not 
maJoc  her  bate  a  pcrfon,  that  bad  not  at  all  contributed 
to  it.  :  At  this  firft  Vifit  1  ftid  nothing  to  Be;,  as  weft 
by  reafcn  cf  the  Kings  being  prelcnt,  to  whom  out  oiF 
refpcft  I  left  the  whole  Converfation,  >, as  becaulc  I 
thought  her  in  the  Condition',  little  ea^ble  of  any 
other  cn^rtainment,  favethat  of  her  loft.    - '  • 

After  this!  often  payed,  her  itiy  Vifits  wkh  the  fanie 
Refighatidato  her  will,  tWll  found  jllexahder  (todivert 
his  nfclanchoUy  thoughts  fbr  the  death  of  his  dear 
Favourite,  after  having  caofed  bis  Funerals  to  be  folcm- 
nized  with  aU  the  Poinp  imaginable)  refolved  to  make 
"War  on  the  CojfeanSj  who  were  revolt^  froin  his  obedi- 
ence ;  And  knowing  iBy  EHity  required  me,  as  well  as 
my  Bonour,^  to  attend  fAm  in  that  Expedition,  I 
thought',  my  filence  to  Bay-  Priricefi  was;n6  longer  ne- 
ccffary,  when  at  our  Departure  I  trefpafled '  upon  my 
refpeft,:  tQ  let  her  fee,  r^'fas  ftill  Lyfimachnt^  and  in 
•tbatVifit,  when  by  my  16oks  I  had  pifepafed  her  for 
my  Difcotirfe:   *  Madafm  ((aid  I)  if  1  were  not  upon 

*  the  poiwt  of  departiii^  from  you,  which"  perchance 

*  will*:fcpatatc  us  for  ..eVcr  ,  i  would  not  open  my 
'  mbuA  tx>  <  ifntermpt  your  fad  remembrances  with  that 

*  of  the  faithftil  Ljfmiickus.  You  know,  that  (ince  your 
'  lofil  have  forgot  my  Intcretts  to  affliidt  my  fclfwith 

*  you,  and  I  protcft  to  you,.  I  would  pericvere  in  the 

*  nme  coutfc,  if  I  were  ittll  to  remain  here,  and  if  I 

*  were  not  going,  where  the  chance  of  War,  which  hath 
^  (pared  me  bithertOi  to  do  y ou  lerviees,  may  make  me 
'falL  as  well  as  gtliers.    That  Confidcration  alone 

forces 
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forces  tac  bcypiid  the  r^fped),  I  bare  inTipI^bly  cb&r- 
red  towitds  you,  and  coni^ains  me,  to  declare  it  to 
you,  that  if  the  Cods  hare  fo^ifboied  of  my  DcfXiny^ 
I  (hall  die  without  ibrroW,  provided  you  taSct  me  to 
die  yours.  (liVe  me  leave  oaly  at  this  Departure,  to 
flatter  my  felf  witba  hope,  I  a^i  not  iruiifierent  to  you  ^ 
aad  to  believe  for  tberepole  of  fhis  Soul>  which  never 
ivasbut  youis,  that  the  meolory,  you  owe  to  the  A(bsst 
i)(  Hef^btfliou ,  bath  not  blotted  out  of  yoUr  inind  the 
zemcmbrance  oi  LyJm4chMs. 

The  Prihcefs  remained  awhile  witliout  anfwering,  a$ 
t)eing  ^Uhamed,  to  have  given  attention  to  f^d)  word^ 
in  a  4me,  that  (eemed  to  condemn  tbem,  hsi  ^  \^ 
Jfbe  ipoke  to  me  in  thelc  terpi? :  .  V  • . 

Tms  Difcoixie,  LfjmoGhus^  isiouf^lbnabtfiinjt(it? 
Condidon^  now  am^tbat  I  was  nc^  able  to  hearitijeritli^ 
Vtput  beins  moved,  not  .th^^t.I  think  it  liraKi^e  jfi^om  you^ 
-toi  wbbml  h^ve Obligations  fiifficient;  to  i^ake  laebesir 
liritb  .m^cb;gr(;ater  offences  ;  but  it  is  fo,  Uttk  confor- ' 
jpablfi  to  jay  preibio:  Eftate,  >nd  xiiy  lol^is  yet  to  ftefli  4 
ibat  I  can  heitber  approve,  nor^bearken  to  what  you  iaf 
inrithotit  a  &gbtne&  ettreamiy  to  be  blamed*  I  am  con- 
sent nevf  rttekfs  to  pardon  tbisiault  in  him,  to  whom  I 
am  much  ihdd>ted,  andl  will  moreover  afiurehiinj  if 
stfter  the  deaib  df  my  dear  Uu$ban^  I  ccmld  he  csmable 
jdf^  iecond  Affection,  it  wouU  never  be  to  any  body, 

I  tbo^ht  not  Ibis  i'eply  iicar^e,  and  thDUgh  (he 
jCbemed  bv  Jber  words  to  fonhid  her  klf  a'fecondvamction, 
lexcufed  it  without  loofing  my  .hopes,  Jcnowiiig  that 
her  grief  aBd  deosiicy  itieU  rcgquirod  iuch  an  aniwer ;  I 
.tberefore4iT8^  her  no  ifiirther,  but  teftifying,  I  was  ex- 
^edingLy  ^tisfiedwithihet  Inchnatitms  towards  me,  i 
took  miF  4^y<eDf  her,  arid  de{3aited  with  the  I^ng^ 
And  when  that  War  <nded,  which  lafted  jbut  a  little 
while,  I  retiimed  ^ith  him  faigher  in  his  .favour  than 
ever  to  f^jr/an.  In  our  way  thitfaarfwe  tnct  Arith  tbd 
SouthfaryexsofOft^^l^ii,  wtovcanieto&fei&ngptirpofely 
to  difiwade  hiai  from  cntnng  into  dut  City,  a(&iring 
iumTrom  their  .God,  that  it  would  be  fatal  to  him,  aiia 
•that  he  was  threatned  there  with  certain  Death  ;  But 
Jbe  laughed  at  thdr  FredidHons,  .and  pa&d  on  iwithottt 
^iviQ|  further  care^to  any  of  them,  file  ktiew,  he  wasi 
<^tUna^  theft  by  the  :ii^^  rKmgdoms^ 
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which  his  Reputation  forced  to  lubmit  unto  him,  aa^ 

to  receive  wiihout  refifiaiice  that  Yoak,  he  meant  to 

inipofc  upon  the  wliok  Earth.     This  redfon  made  him 

haftcn  his  Voyage,  or  rather  the  power  of  the  Deflinics 

forded  him  tolr,  in  fpitc  ofprelages,  and  the  Counccls 

ot  his  friends.     He  entered  the  fatal  Town,  where  he 

was  received  with  great  Pomp  and  Magnificence.     And 

having  lent  away  many  of  the  AmbufTadors  with  fatis- 

fadtion  to  their  own  Countries,  and  difpatcned  many 

otheir  important  Affairs,  vvhilft  the  Court  fhincd  in  the 

j^reateft  luftrc,  it  ever  lud  done,  and  to  my  inexpreflible 

Joy  at  that  time  the  Qiicen  s  Princeflfes  and  the  rctt  of 

^  the  Ladies  arriving  there  from  Snfaj  the  King  himfelf 

-^pjrcfcntcd  me  to  Parijatis,  and  holding;  mc  by  the  hand : 

■^Sirter  (fiicf  be)  you  muli  receive  LyfimachnSj  for  my 

^  fcke  ;  before  I  gave  you  the  Man,  that  in  all  the  World 

-  wasdeareftto  me,  and  now  I  offer  you  him,  whom  I 

;  etfccm  ntoft,  who  is  nearcft  to  me,  and  who  has  beft  dc- 

'  IcrveJ  you. 

The  Princefs  at  thefe  words  having  looked  upon  Sy/i^ 
£ <iwt/x  anfwered  the  King  only  with  a  low  Obeylance, 
and  thoils;!]  fhe  now  was  Miftris  -of  tiiiifffrfbrr,  and  of 
her  ad>ions  fhe  left  it  to  that  prudent  Queen,  to  make 
reply,  which  llie  did  very  civilly,  and  as  much  to  my 
'  advantage,  as  I  could  wi{h.    In  brief  akhings  began  to 
contribute  to  mv  ha^pinels,  Pdrifadi  humour  grew 
difpoled  towards  it,  and  made  me  hope  for  a  Declara- 
tion in  favour  of  me,  when  once  the  time  of  her  moitrn- 
ing  was  expired,  and  that  fhe  might  receive  it  with  de- 
cency ;  but  about  that  time  Queen  StatirA  was  in- 
difpofed,  and  by  the  Advice  of  her  Phyficians  the  King 
perfwadcd  her  to  retire  to  the  Cattle  ot  Calcis,  a  plefant 
Country-feat,  for  the  change  of  air,  and  Parifatis^  who 
dearly  loved  her,   and  could  not  brook  her  abfence, 
would  needs  keep  her  company,  and  I  had  waited  on 
them,  if  fome  Employments,  the  King  gave  mc  about 
that  time,  had  not  hindred  me. 

Thefe  fair  Princeffes  went  from  the  Court^  but  they 
went  from  thence  forever  (in  this  part  of  his  Relation 
Ly fimachus  cou\^  not  refrain  from  tears,  but  a  little  re- 
covering himfelf)  and  within  a  fhort  time  after  (con- 
tinued he)  fell  that  fhining  Star,  which  did  already 
ipread  its  light  over  the  whole  Earth;  In  brict  i!ve  faul 
^  hour  of  the  grcatocfej  and  beauty  of  the  World  wa? 

M  coiiv:> 
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come,  and  the  Royal  Dignity  was  to  fufFer  an  Eclyps  in 
the  pcribn  of  the  greatelt  King,  that  ever  was.  He  felt 
himlclf  firttiilat  thehoufe  ot  Thejfalus  a  Median,  and 
in  the  midft  of  the  feaft  amongft  his  fiicnds  he  on  a 
lUddenfent  forth  a  loud  cry,  and  funk  in  the  arms  of 
thofe,  that  were  about  him,  as  if  he  had  been  ftrucken 
with  a  mortal  blow.  I  was  one  of  the  fidt ,  that  ran  to 
himj  and  asking  him  with  otliers  the  caulc  of  his  cry, 
and  the  nature  of  his  ficknefs:  Let  me  be  carryed  away 
(faid  he)  for  I  am  buc  a  dead  Man.  Though  this  ac- 
cident amazed  us  all,  his  commands  were  executed,  and 
hewasconveyedfrom  that  fatal  houfe  to  his  own  Pal- 
lace.  He  was  inftantly  vifited  by  his  Phyficians,  but 
they  could  find  no  fymptoms  of  his  dileale  upon  his 
body  5  and  though  at  the  lame  time  he  was  fcized  with  a 
violent  fcavour,  it  was  impoflible  to  difcover  the  caufe  of 
it.  The  Kinglay'd  at  the  lame  Moment,  he  cryed  our, 
he  felt  between  his  flioulders  fomething  like  a  li^dden 
fiab  with  a  dagger,  and  that  from  that  time  he  was  tor- 
mented with  an  excdfive  paip.  Qiieen  Roxana  fortified 
by  the  abfence  of  her  rival  kept  clofe  to  his  Bed-fide, 
and  Qjiecn  Sy/igambis  ftirrCd  but  little  from  him,  and 
ipme  would  hav^e  had  Qpeen  Statira  fcnt  for,  but  the 
King  would  not  yield  to  it,  Icaft  this  new  affli6lion 
ihould  endanger  her  life.  The  fourth  day  aftef  he  fell 
lick  the  foldiers  cryed  out  that  their  King  was  dwd, 
defiring,  if  he  was  alive,  to  fee  him.  And  the  King 
being  told  of  it  commanded  the  Pallare  gates  to  be  fet 
open,  and  that  they  ftiould  be  fufFered  to  enter  one 
after  anotner.  All  the  Officers  had  that  honour  firff, 
and  after  them  the  foldiers.  The  fight  of  their  Prince 
drew  tears  from  the  ipoft  flinty  of  them,  and  the  AIm^ 
cedenidns  confidcring  him  in  that  bed,  as  in  his  grave, 
bewailed  his  lols  with  molt  piteous  crys  and  complaints. 
The  King  was  thereby  touched*  with  compaffion,  and 
looking  upon  thofe,  that  ftood  nearhim,weepin^:  Com- 
fort your  felvts  my  friends,  Tfaid  he^  The  Gods  will 
have  care  of  you,  and  will  give  you  after  me  a  Prince 
worthy  to  command  fuch  generous  forces. 

This  great  Kings  patience  was  admirable  in  this 
Aftion.  Notwithftanding  his  being  fo  very  ill  he  kept 
himfelf  ftill  in  the  fame  pofturc,  and  fuftered  all  the 
ibidicrstocomeone  after  another  to  his  Bed-fide,  and 
kiis  his  hand,  which  he  bold  to  them ;  which  ceri- 

mony 
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mony  ended,  laying  himfelf  a  little  better  at  eafe,  he 
turned  towards  the  Princes^  and  looking  on  thetn: 
We  rauft  yield  (faid  he)  to  the  fate,  of  the  iEacides, 
from  whom  I  am  defcended,  who  almoft  all  of  ihem 
died  in  the  thirtieth  year  of  their  age.  And  foon  after 
finding  the  near  approach  of  Death,  and  that  he  muft 
forfake  the  Earth,  which  in  ten  years  he  had  almoft 
reduced  under  his  Domfnions,  he  embraced  all  the 
Princes,  he  had  caufed  to  be  aflembled,  and  pulling  a 
,Ring  from  off  his  6nger,  he  gave  it  to  Perdicas^  com- 
manding him  to  take  care  of  his  Burval,  and  caufe  his 
Body  to  be  carried  to  the  Temple  of  Jf^ter  Hammon* 
And  Perdicdf  in  the  name  cl  the  reft  demanding,  to 
whom  he  would  leave  his  Empire ;  To  him,  that  is 
moft  worthy  of  it  (replyed  he)  and  by  thatanfwer  he 
Viewed  the  greatneis  of  his  Qourage,  which  in  the  laft 
moment  of  his  life  made  him  preiera  virtuous  perfon, 
before  thofe,  whom  nearnefs  of  blood,  and  kindred 
might  have  made  conHderable  to  any  other  sAnd  a  little 
before  he  expired.  Perdicas  asked  himv  whether  he  de- 
fired  to  have  thofe  honours  given  him,  which  are  due 
to  thofe,  who  like  him  had  glorioufly  acquired  a  place 
in  the  Heavens;  let  it  be  (faid  he)  when  you  all  are 
happy,  and  in  peace.  Thcfe  were  his  laft  words,  foon 
after  his  ftrcngth  failed  him,  and  the  ufe  of  Speech  for- 
fook  him  with  his  life. 

Behold  in  brief  the  end  of  the  grcatcft  man,  the 
Earth  ever  bore,  and  of  whom  pofterity  to  the  laft 
ages  of  the  World  (hall  never  fpeak,  but  with  aftonifh- 
mcnt*  He  remained  cold  and  unmoveable  amongft  us, 
and  his  Death  dejected  us  in  fuch  a  manner,  that  we 
all  feemed  to  have  breathed  out  our  Souls  with  his. 
Never  was  fo  great  a  confternation  feen  in  fo  generous 
perfons,  and  the  Courage  of  fo  many  gallant  Princes, 
yirho  in  a  thoufand  dangers  had  made  themfelves  a 
thou(and  ways  remarkable,  feemed  to  have  taken  flight 
with  thefpiritof  jilcxanderi  But  when  our  forrows 
were  a  little  diftipated,  we  to  prevent  diforders,  that 
might  happen  in  the  Army  upon  this  change,  and  in 
the  Empire,  by  the  revolt  of  the  Provinces  met  all- 
together  in  the  Pallace,  with  a  general  confenr,  and 
admitting  none  into  our  aflembly,  but  the  Princes, 
and  molt  condderable  Commanders,  we  after  feme 
conceftation  and  difpHtes  allotted  the  Provinces  and 
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Kingdoms,  amongft  us,  as  they  now  ftand  in  their 
fevcral  ftipulations,  which  I  need  not  repeat  to  you, 
fince  you  cannot  but  be  feufible  of  that,  which  isfo 
well  known  almoft  all  over  y^fia  and  Enrofe. 

Having  taken  and  fettled  fuch  orders  in  our  affairs, 
I  left,  what  further  concerned  me  in  Babylon,  to  the 
care  of  Pro/ow^;//,  and  hafted  to  the  Cartle  of  Calcis, 
that  I  might  pay  to  Qvieen  Statira,  what  I  ojved  her 
after  the  greatnefs  of  her  lofs,  and  to  the  Princefs  her 
filter,  all  the  teftimonies  of  affeftion,  flie  could  ex- 
pe<^  from  me,  in  the  change  of  their  affairs.  Care  had 
been  taken  to  conceal  that  Misfortune  frorti  them,  and 
it  was  done  but  with  too  much  induftry  (h:re  Lyfima* 
chus  loft  ail  his  Conftancy  and  Courage  for  a  time,  to 
give  way  to  his  grief,  and  tears,  at  fo  fad  a  remem- 
brance ;  Na»r  was  that  oiOroondates  Icfs  iliafcen  \  But 
when  tears  and  fighs  gave  way  again  to  utterance)  I 
came  (continued  Lyfimachus)  to  the  Caftle  of  Calcify 
where  I  belieyed,  I  fhould  find  the  Princeffes ;  but  my 
aftonilhment  was  not  to  be  equalled,  when  I  learned 
•from  a  few  fervants  left  there,  that  they  departed  the 
Evening  before,  having  received  letters  from  the  King, 
which  called  them  back  in  hafte  to  Babylon.  This 
News  furprized  me  infinitely,. and  made  me  apprehend 
part  of  thofe  Misfortunes,  that  were  befallen.  I  knew . 
the  King  had  been  dead  five  days,  and  that  he  could 
not  have  writ  that  letter,  which  had  made  thepi  de- 
part, which  made  me  return  with  all  fpeed  to  Babylon. 
I  ran  then  to  Q\\QQn  Statira%  lodgings,  but  was  told, 
ihe  had  jior  come  thither,  which  more  furprized  me, 
and  made  me  hafte  full  of  aftCnifhrnenttoQiieen  Syfi^ 
gambh^  and  as  I  went  up  fta'ires,  the 'beating  of  my 
heart  foretold  me  the  Tragick  adventure,  I  fliould 
meet  there.  I  no  fobner  entred  the  Chamber,  but  I 
faw  all  Syjigambis  s  Maids  ftretched  on  the  flour  fil- 
ling it  with  their  lamentations,  and  that  great  Queen, 
having  her  head  covered  with  a  veil.  Jay  proftrate  near 
them,exprefring  her  forrow  more  to  the  life  by  a  mortal 
filence  ;  and  near  to  her  lay  a  man  all  bloody,  whom 
I  foon  krity^  to  be  the  faithful  Eunuch  TJr^w,  and 
nJtwichilanding  the  ftrange  furprize,  this  Encounter 
caufed  in  me,  I  forbore  not,  to  draw  near  to  the 
Queen,  and  kneeling  down  by  her^  I  conjured  her  to 
tell  me  the  caufe  of  her  new  affliftion.  -  She  hearing 

my 
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my  voice,  lifted  up  her  veil  a  little,  and  feeing  me, 
faid:  LyfimachHs,  the  whole  race  of  £)^nV/  is  extincl: 
I  leave  the  care  to  vou,  to  revenge  .with  it  the  memory 
o^  Alexander^  and  of  yourself.  lam  afhamed  to  dye 
the  laft  of  all  my  family,  but  if  I  have  furvived  tne 
lofs  of  Darius,  I  will  not  out  live  that  of  Alexander, 
and  of  my  Daughters. 

At  theie  words  £he  covered  her  {^cq  again,  and  put 
her  felf  into  her  former  pofture,  in  which,  to  my  great 
forrow,  I  have  fince  heard,  flie  continued  till  flie 
ended  her  life.  In  this  extream  trouble  of  mind  I 
turned  towards  Tjr^/^/,  of  whom  I  believed,  I  might 
get  a  more  particular  knowledge,  of  what  had  hap- 
pened, and  asking  it  of  him  with  impatiency  :  Sir, 
(faid  hej  the  Gods  have  left  me  this  remainder  of  life, 
to  difcover  the  murther  of  our  Princefles,  and  to 
publifh  that  horrible  parricide,  which  the  darknefs  has 
concealed.  I  defire  no  more  ftrength  of  them,  than 
what  will  ferve  me  to  make  this  fatal  Relation,  and 
then  I  ilia  11  without  complaining  forfake  a  life,  which 
I  cannot  confervc,  after  the  lofs  of  my  deareft  Miitrif- 
fes.  Let  me  tell  you  then,  (continued  he)  thaj  by  the 
change  of  air  the  Qaeen  had  recovered  her  health  at' 
theCaftleofC^/f/if ;  yet  by  a  mortal  fadnefs  flie  pre- 
faged  her  approaching  Misfortune,  and  hardly  found 
any  abatement  of  her  fecret  grief  in  the  converfacion  of 
the  Princefs  her  fitter,  when  being  in  her  company 
yefterday,  flie  was  told,  that  one  of  the  Kings- guard 
had  brought  her  a  letter  firom  him  ;  She  commanded 
him,  to  becondufled  to  her  prefence,  and  asking  him 
news,  concerning  the  King,  he  only  prefented  the  let- 
ter to  her,  and  by  that  aftion  made  her  apprehend 
fomething  of  her  difaller,  when  opening  it,  ti  embJiiig 
ihe  read  thefe  words: 

King  Alexander  to  ^een  Statira, 

'  I  commanded,  that  my  fickncfs  fiiould  be  conceal- 
ed from  you  fo  long,  as  I  hoped  for  recovery  ;  But 
now,  that  I  feel  the  approaches  of  Death,  I  1}  ould  be 

*  grieved  to  depart  this  World,    without  feeing  you, 

*  and  giving  y6u  thelalt  farevvel.     I  entreAC^you  th^re- 

*  fore  to  come  hither,  fince  toy  weaknefs  will  not  fuf- 

*  fer  me  to  go  to  you,  and  refufe  not  this  lail  T^iW- 
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*  mony  of  your  afFeftion  to  him,  who  loves  you  more 

f  than  himlclC  ,     ,        . 

Although  this  letter  was  not  written  with  the  Kings 
own  hand,  yet  it  was  fcaled  with  his  fignet,  arid  his 
iicknefs  kept  the  Queen  from  fufpefting  any  thing  4 
And  after  having  exprcffcd  her  forrow  by  a  loud  cry, 
and  her  afF^ftion  by  many  tears,  fhc  caufed  her  Chariot 
immediately  to  be  got  ready,  though  darknefs  wa* 
;ipproaching,  and  contrary  co  the  mind  ot  many  of  her 
fcrvants,  who  entreated  her  to  defer  that  Journey  till 
the  next  morning,  (he haft cd  with  her  iifter  and  Cleonc 
towards  Babylcn^  attended  with  a  fmall  Train  ;  But 
within  three  turlongs  of  the  City  the  Chariot  was  in^ 
vironed  with  a  troop  of  armed  Men,  who  commanded 
us  to  retire  on  pain  of  Death.  But  the  fear  of  Death, 
which  had  wrought  on  the  reft  t;o  take  their  flight,  had 
not  that  power  over  me.  I  followed  the  Chariot  at  a 
little  diftance  to  a  houfe  oURfixam^  without  the  vails, 
from  which  I  drew  fatal  prefages,  and  there  they  made 
them  alight,  and  in  fpite  of  their  crys  and  refiftance 
forced  them  to  go  up  a  pair  ftaires,  and  into  a  Mourn- 
ing-chamber, where  wicked  Roxma,  fate.  The  Captain 
of  the  troop,  having  likevvife  difcovered  his  face,  was 
known  by  me,  to  be  Perdicas,  apd  thofe  poor  Prin- 
ceffes,  ignorant  as  yet,  what  they  were  deftined  to,  at- 
tended the  end  of  the  Tragedy  with  feme  apprehen- 
lion  5  But  with  a  great  deal  of  conftancy  Roxana 
coming  to  them :  Madam,  (faid  (he  to  the  Queen^ 
Alexander  is  dead,  and  if  you  love  him  well,  you  wjli 
not  grieve  to  follow  him  j  Nor  is  it  juft,  that  you  or 
yours  fhould  one  day  difpute  for  the  Empire  with  the 
Heir,  that  fhall  be  born  of  him.  It  is  againft  my  will, 
1  confenc  to  your  deftruftion  »  but  I  cannot  fecure  my 
felf  by  any  other  means. 

The  Queen  was  fo  furprized  at  thefe  firft  words  ^ 
which  informed  her  of  her  Husbands  death,  that  ihe 
fcarcely  had  ftrength  to  hearken  to  the  reft,  much  lefs 
to  reply;  nor  indeed  did  they  give  her  the  leafure; 
for  Perdkas  making  her  with  her  fifter  and  Cleone  go 
down  a  pair  of  back  ftairs  led  them  unto  a  little  Court, 
appointed  for  their  flaughter,  whilft' cruel  Roxam 
looked  out  at  the  window,  to  be  witnefs  of  that  dole- 
ful Speftacle.  How  Iball  I  be  able.  Sir,  to  relate, 
what  in  fpite  of  darknefs  I  faw  with  my  own  eyes, 
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Twas  with  them  I  beheld  thofe  pitylefs  Murtherers  fa* 
crifice  thofe  peerlefs  Princefles  to  tne  malice  of  wicked 
Roxana^  and  after  threw  their  fair  Ixxiies  into  wells, 
heaping  a  great  number  of  ftones  upon  them.Thefe  great 
Princefles  received  their  Death  without  murmuring ; 
but  I  fenc  forth  crye9,  which  quickljr  made  me  be 
known,  and  caufed  thofe  bloody  Executioners  to  turn 
their  fwords  againft  me,  and  put  me  in  that  condition 
you  fee  me. 

Tjretts  would  have  laid  fome  other  things,  but  my 
Impatiency  would  not  fuifer  me  to  ftay  the  hearing 
any  more.  I  went  out  of  the  Chamber,  and  ran  in- 
ftantly  to  the  houfe  of  Ptrdicds^  fully  refolved  to  fa- 
crifice  him  firft  to  my  Princedes  Ghoft  ;  But  there  I 
heard,  he  was  gone  out  of  the  City  at  the  Gate,  that 
lead  towards  the  Euphrates.  Upon  which  I  called  for 
my  Arms  and  Horfe,  and  without  any  more  company 
I  went  after  him,  with  a  Refolution,  never  to  return 
to  SJdyloH^  but  to  pierce  my  heart  with  my  own  (word, 
after  having  dyed  it  in  the  l>loods  of  Pcrdic4s  znd  Ro- 
xAna\  and  within  a  little  riding  I  met  Perdicas  in  the 
place,  where  you  retarded  my  juft  revenge,  and  wher^ 
by  the  hinderance,  you  gave  me  to  fo  lawful  a  design, 
you  ui^ed  me  to  an  uncivility,  which  would  have 
merited  no  Pardon,  if  the  caufe  of  it  had  been  of  le(s 
importance. 

LyfimacbHs  &[idLQA.  his  narration  on  this  manner,  and 
Oroondates,  whom  the  recital  of  the  lad  accidents  had 
put  into  a  ftrange  perplexity,  at  firft  only  lifted  up  his 
hands  and  eyes  towards  Heaven,  and  by  his  Aftions 
and  filence  expreffed  a  forro w,  which  ail  the  words  in 
the  world  couid  not  reprefent ;  But  after  he  had  con- 
tinued (b  awhile :  Ah  LyfimacbHS^  cryed  he,  let  us  dye, 
(ince  our  Princefles  are  dead,  we  have  lived  but  too 
long,  and  my  Sonl  burns  with  impatiency,  to  follow 
my  lovely  Statira.  He  made  a  little  p. ufe  at  thefe 
words,  and  then  going  on  of  a  fudden :  No  Lyfimachns^ 
(continued  he)  let  us  dye,  till  our  Prince(fes  are  re- 
venged Perdicas  ^nA  Roxdnd  have  fanftuaries,  that  can 
fecure  them  from  our  hands. 

LyftmAchus  anfwered  only  with  fome  fighs,  which 
this  renewal  of  his  grief  forced  from  the  bottom  of  his 
hearty  and  Oroofidates  for  fome  time  kept  him  company 
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in  that  entertainment,  and  having  a  little  paffed  over 
the  firft  violence  :  Dear  Companion  of  my  For  nine, 
(faid  he  with  a  more  fettled  voice)  I  have  found  in  ihe 
recital  of  your  life  fo  many  marks  of  your  virtue, 
that  I  am  extreamly  forry,  I  never  enjoyed  the  happi- 
iiefs  of  your  friendfhip ,  till  the  conclufion  ^oi  my 
days.  Be  not  difpleafed  at  the  occa(ion  y  Mihich 
gave  it  me,  but  if  you  are  troubled  at  the  delay.,  il  in- 
terpofed  in  your  revenge,  but  believe  the  Gods  had  or- 
daineditfo,  that  I  might  not  be  fruftrated  t>f  the  fame 
fatisfaftion,  and  that  you  in  fo  juft  an  Enterprife 
might  have  a  Companion,  who  hath  an  equal  intereft 
in  it  with  you. 

There  is  no  doubt  (replyed  Lyfimachftl)  but  that 
I  feel  my  felf  greatly  forciiied  by  your  aflillance, 
and  that  your  conHderation  alone  has  made  me  to 
conferve  a  life,  which  nothing  elfe  was  able,  to  make, 
ine  lengthen  out ;  But  it  is  true,  that  my  grief  fpr  not 
having  known  you  till  now,  that  I  fee  you  perifh  by 
the  fame  deftiny,  will  moft  fehfibly  redouble  thqfe  for- 
tows,  w!#ich  will  accompany  rtie  to  nay  grave. 

Orooniates  would  have  anfwered^  ah4  they  were 
going  to  profccute  their  doleful  converfation  >  when 
their  fervants  came  into  the  Chamber,  to  bring  them 
that  food,  which  was  necelfary  for  the  encreafe  pf 
their  ftrength,  and  for  the  efFcfting  the  defign  of  their 
revenge. 
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TX/HEN  the  two  Princes  had  ipent  fpme  time  in 
^y   contrivipg,  how  they  might  tnbft  commodioufly 
bring  about  their  defigned  revenge  on  the  Murtherers 
of  their  l^rincell'es,  they  took  fuch  orders  in  it,  as  they 
concluded  neceflary  for  their  fatrsfaftion ;  And  Oroon^ 
dates  finding,  he  had  ilrength  enough  to  take  the  air, 
for  the  recovery  of  his  he^th,  talking  leave  oi  Lyjima-- 
thus  for  awhile,  he  went  with  his  fquire  to  fpend  a 
few  folirary  moments  in  the  wood,  that  ilood  on  the 
'Q^vikoii\\Q  Euphrates^  v/hilA  Ljjtmachfis  vicnt  further 
on  the  fide  cf  that  River,  lying  next  the  great  Road, 
that  leads  to  Babjloa  \    B.ut  growing  weary  he  fate 
down  near  that  famous  Stream,  and  whilft  (under  the 
covert  of  a  grove  of  Trees,  that  (heltered  him  from 
the  fcorching  beams  of  the  Sun)  he  was  venting  his 
Melancholly  Thoughts  in  the  faddefl:  words,  he  was 
ipapable  of  uttering,  turning  his  head  at  the  trampling 
of  Horfes,  he  faw  very  near  him  three  men  gallantly 
mounted,  whereof  one  compleatly  armed  appeared  to 
be  die  Mailer  of  two  Squires,  that  attended  him>   and 
making  a  flop  fonie  little  diilance  from  him,  the 
ilran^er  alighted,  2iS  Lyjimachui  had  done  torepofe  his 
wearied  body  on  the  grafs,  whilft  one  of  the  Squires 
lead  the  Horfes,  to  refrefh  them  at  the  cooling  ftream, 
and  fuffered  theoi  after  to  graze  at  liberty,    LyfimAchns 
unfeen.ofthem,.{con  heard  the  repdfed  ftranger,  and 
his  Squite  enter  into  a  DiiTcourfe,  atter  a  few  fighs  had 
found  tMr  paUage:  labfolutely  ({aid  he  to  his  Squire) 
.  forbid  you,  to  take  up  the  defence  of  that  Tray  tor  any 
more;  His  infidelity  can  never  be  juftified,  and  that 
difloyal  Scythian  ought  never  to  hope  for  any  thing  but' 
]t>eath,  for  a  reward  of  his  perfidioufnefs,   and  it  is 
only  to  give  it  him,  that  I  will  feek  him  throughout 
|he  world  5  and  now  I  will  go  into  Scjthldj  where  per- 
haps 
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fcapi  he  is  retired^  and  if  I  find  hiiQ  there,  to  fattsfie 
the  crtiel  injury,  he  has  done  me.  I  will  llab  him  with 
a  thoo&nd  wounds  in  the  midu  oF  his  friends,  and 
ipre  an  exemplary  punifhmenc  of  Treachery  without 
example* 

The  ftranger  accompanied  thefe  words  with  deep 
B^f  and  the  ftranger  perceiving,  he  had  done  (peak- 
ing :  The  Gods  forbid  (faid  he)  that  ever  I  (hnuld  op« 
pcne  your  anger,  or  undertake  to  juftifie  Orwtes^  who 
ss  apparently  guilty  of  the  moft  horrible  ingratitude; 
but  how  do  we  know,  whether  he  is  in  a  condition  to 
fear  your  threats,  and  whether  death  already  has  not 
prevented  you  in  your  revenge :  Ah  friend  (replved 
the  ftranger)  ifO^emr^/bedead  I  will  quickly  follow 
him,  but  it  he  be  yet  alive,  he  ihall  die  for  the  expia- 
tion  of  his  ingratitude,  nor  ought  I  to  have  hoped  for 
other  ufage  from  a  Sothian^  though  he  be  a  Prince, 
and  that  his  birth  ought  to  have  exempted  him  from 
part  of  the  inhumanity  of  his  Country,  after  fuch  obli« 
gationSi  as  he  hath  to  me,  and  fuch  an  u&ge,  as  I  have 
received  from  him,  nothing  but  his  death  can  fatisfie 
me.  I  will  theretoredirpatchhim  ifhebealive,  and 
this  fame  hand,  which  for  his  fake  I  had  deftined  to 
another  ufe^  (hall  free  the  Earth  from  that  monfter  of 
infidelity. 

LyfimMchus,  who  had  attentively  hearkened  to  this 
difcburfe  concluded  by  all  the  circumftances ,  it 
pointed  at  no  other  man.  than  Prince  OroQndatesy  who 
nad  gone  by  the  name  oi  Orontes^  and  was  a  Prince  of 
Scjtkd^  and  concluding  there  was  a  deJign  againft  his 
life,  though  for  the  caule  he  was  ignorant,  it  extreamly 
troubled  nim^  and  con(idering,  that  in  honour  he  was 
obliged  to  vmdicate  the  reputation  of  a  man,  with 
whom  he  had  contrafted  fo  ftrift  a  friendfliip,  cared 
not  to  conceal  himfeif  any  longer,  but  rifing  and  going 
to  the  ftrani^«  foon  made  him  know,  he  had  over- 
heard his  difcourfe,  which  not  a  little  iurprized  him  % 
but  not  giving  Ljfim^cbHs  leave  to  quarrel  with  him, 
ho  prevented  nim  with  an  angry  voice:  whofoever 
you  are  (faid  he)  you  fhow  your  idf  indifcreet,  to  in- 
terrupt thofe,  that  call  you  not  to  their  converfation. 
Lyfimkcbm^  who  faw  himfelfprevented  in  his  intenti- 
ons, and  came  not  thither  to  make  excufes,  (replyed 
briskly)  the  coaverfation  I  have  interrupted,  concerned 
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me  too  much,  to  fufFer  the  continu;tnce  of  it,  when  I 
heard  you  injure  and  threaten  a  man,  the  fight  of 
whom  would  make  you  tremble,  and  to  wh«m  I  am 
too  much  a  friend,  to  pardon  the  wrong,  you  have 
done  him. 

The  ftrangcr  at  thefe  words  ftepping  back  two  or 
three  paces  cryed  out :  O  you  Gods,  inati  I  be  (b  for- 
tunate, as  to  find  a  man,  that  dares  take  the  piart  of 
that  Traytor,  and  againft  whom  I  may  difcharge  part 
of  my  juft  indignation.  At  thefe  words  defying  each 
other  to  the  combat,  they  inftantly  mounted,  and 
charged  with  fuch  fury,  and  with  fuch  weighty  blows, 
that  wounds  quickly  enfued^^  and  after  they  had  con* 
tinued  a  long  and  obftinate  bght,  Lyfimachns  perceived 
by  the  feeblenefs  of  the  ftrangers  blows,  and  by  the 
blood,  that  ran  down  upon  his  arms,  the  danger,  he 
was  inland  not  forgetting  thatgenerofity,  which  was 
fo  natural  to  him,  retiring  a  little :  Thou  art  no  longer 
in  a  condition,  (cryed  he  to  him)  to  revenge  thofe 
wrongs  upon  me,  which  thou  haft  received  from  the 
Vxxnct  oi  Scjfthia:  Our  combat  fhall  end  here  if  you 
pleafe  ;  but  after  this  Tryal  I  have  had  of  you  ;  I  would 
not  advifeyou,  to  meafure  your  forces  with  his,  which 
are  above  mine  without  comparifon. 

The  ftranger,  whom  the  fight  of  his  blood  had 
kindled  with  fury,  and  who  believed  himfelf  injured 
by  the  words  of  Ly(machus^  anfwered  only  with  a 
violent  blow,which  blanching  on  the  fide  ofhis  Helmet, 
gave  him  a  (light  wound  on  the  fhoulder,  and  fe- 
conding  it  with  many  others  made  him  quickly  know, 
he  was  not  capable  of  hearkning  to  what  he  faid.  Ljf^ 
machus  then  loft  all  the  confideration  he  had  of  him, 
and  ftriking  him  a  back  blow  under  the  chin  cut  afun* 
der  the  ftrops  of  his  Helmet,  which  fell  upon  the 
ground,  and  left  his  head  difarmed  :  Lyfimachus  had 
lifted  up  his  hand  a^ain,  when  looking  on  his  Enemy« 
he  faw  fair  long  hair,  and  a  moft  beautiful  face,  by 
which  marks  he  perceived,  it  was  a  woman,  he  fought 
with,  whereupon  retiring  a  little  he  let  the  point  of 
his  fwprd  fall,  and  received  her^  blows  on  his  ihieM, 
whilft  charging  furioufly  on  him  with  a  threatning 
cry :  Fly  not  (faid  ihe)  neither  be  aihamed,  to  hav« 
ufed  thy  arms  againft  a  woman,  who  hath  often  dyed 
th;i  fields  in  the  blood  of  fuch,  as  thou  art.    I  am  not 
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fo  weak,  that  thou  fhouldeft  nieed  to  defplfe  me,  and 
there  is  more  honour  to  be  won  with  me,  than  thou 
thinkeft  for ;  but  though  ftie  accompanied  thefe' words 
with  a  ftormof  blows,  he  refolved  no  more  to  lift  his 
hand  againft  hcrv  but  whilft  her  tirednefs  made  her 
paufe  to  take  breath  :  Madagi  (faid  he)  I  will  rather 
turn  the  point  of  my  fword  againft  my  own  breaft, 
than  make  ufe  of  it  againft  you.  I  know  too  well, 
what  is  due  to  your  fex,  and  your  beauty,  and  lihould 
l^e  comforted^  if  with  a  good  part  of  my  blood  I  could 
repair  the  lofs  of  that,  I  have  made  you  fhed. 

This  gener ofity  in  the  Prince  of -^4r<frfow  abated  part 
of  her  anger,  and  ftriving  with  her  felf  for  awhile,  fhe 
at  laft  overcame  her  furious  refentment  to  that  degree, 
that  ibe  confenteJ  to  end  the  combat :  yet  (faid  fhe 
with  a  deep  figh)  I  could  wifli  alfo,  that  you  would 
quit  the  interelt  of  a  Traytor,  who  never  deferved  the 
affeftionoffo  virtuous  a  perfop  as  your  felf.  Lyji^ 
maehHs  could  not,  but  wonder,  'flie  iliould  ufe  thefe 
reproachful  words. to  his  friend,  whom  he  eltcemed  to 
be  one  of  the  moft  generous  and  virtuous  perfons  upon 
Earth ;  And  having  put  up  his  fword  he  mildly 
anfwercd:  I  know  not.  Madam,  what  injury  you  can 
have  received  from  him,  who  is  really  the  moft  gene- 
rous, and  the  mbA  refpeftive  to  Ladies  of  all  men  in 
the  world.  I  have  ever  feen  him  moft  averfe  from  tho(e 
crimes,  you  tax' him  with,  and  itithe  recital,  that  has 
been  made  me  of  his  life,  I  did  not  hear,  that  he  ever 
had  any  bufinefs  with  you  ;  but  if  he  be  fo  unfortu- 
nate, as  to  have  offended  you,  I  will  engage  my  felf, 
he  fhall  give  you  all  the  fatisfaftion,  you  can  defire  of 
him.  In  the  mean  time  be  pleafcd  to  accept  the  offer, 
I  make  you  of  a  place  near  at  hand,  where  your  wounds 
may  be  cured,  and  all  neceffaries  fhall  be  provided  for 
you.  You  may  there  be  more  privately,  aqd  alfo  more 
conveniently,  than  at  Babykn^  and  in  that  place  it  is, 
you  fhall  receive  dl  manner  of  duty  and  fubmiflion 
from  Orofjtes. 

At  thefe  words  her  face  was  dyed  with  a  colour, 
that  LyJimachHs  knew  not,  whether  he  ITiould  take  it 
as  the  effeft  of  ]oy,or  anger ;  And  after  having  wavered 
-for  fome  time,  in  conlidcration  of  what  anfwer  fhe 
fhould  return  :  I  believe  Orontes  fo  far  from  hence 
{faid  fhe)  and  fo  different  from  the  report,  you  make 
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6f  him,  that  I  know  n(>t,  what  fatislk^ion  ^au  can 
make  him  give  me ;  but  yet.)<our  oif^i^s  ace  fo  civil,  that 
I  cannot  refufe  them,  and  fince  you  df  (ire  to  have  it 
fo,  I  will  attend  on  you^  to  gee  a  remedy  for  the 
wounds,  I  have  received  from  yoi». 

Saying  thefe  words,  fhe  put  forth  her  hapd,  and  cal- 
ling her  Sauires,  who  were  alfo  wpmen,  he  conduflefl 
her  to  Polemotis  hou/e,  where  flie.  Avas  lodged,  and 
tended  to  her  fati^ftion  »  And  fioding  Qrpondat^s  re« 
turned,  Lj^machHs  xsAA  him  all  the  pauages  of  thi$  ad- 
venture^ which  ftrongly  furprized.  the  Prince  for  a 
time,  and  made  him  vety  thoughtful,  who  this  Lady 
ihould  be,  that  had  charged,  him  with  fuch  mortal  in- 
juries, but  could  frame  no  Idea  of  her,  nor  call  to 
iiiind,he  ever  had  been  guilty  of  fuch  crimes ;  yet  find- 
ing, LjJimdchHs  \i^6,  engaged  himlelf  on  his  behalf,  he 
freely 'promifed  to  pay  her  a  vi(it  with  him^  as  foon  as 
(he  uiould  be  in  a  condition  to  receive  it^  and  iubmit 
himfelf  to  futfer,  whatfoever  her  resentment  fhould 
enjoy n  him,  though  h!e  verily  concluded,  this  was  but 
the  effed  of  chance,  which  Fortune  blindly  Tends  to 
amufe  mankinds 

It  "was  not  long  after,  but  fhe  being  difpofed  tofuifeir 
it,  he. went  with  his  dear  friend,  to  pay  the, Lady  that 
viht,  and  entring  the  Chamber  L^fimachus  acquainting 
her  that  Orontes  was  come  to  fubmit  himfclf  to  her  re- 
fentmenty  and  to  beg  her  pardon  for  thofe  faults  he 
ra{ght  have  unwittingly  committed.  She  put  her  head 
out  of  the  bed,  and  demanded  where  he  was,  feeking 
him  Nvith  her  eyes  in  fvery  part  of  the  room,  but '  not 
feeing  him  he  look^A-on  Lyjimachus  with  an  eye,  that 
accufed  him  of  deceit  and  inhumanity,  which  he 
perceiving,  upon  her  demanding  where  Orontes  was. 
He  is.  Madam  (faid  he)  in  your  prefence,  you  fee  him 
before  you.  This  is  the  Prince  of  ScythU,  whom  ybu 
accufe  of  infidelity  ((hewing  her  Oroondates)  and  i£ 
your  refentment  a^inft  him  be  as  great,  as  you  have 
teftified,  I  cannot  but  wonder,  you  mould  be  fo  long 
a  knowing  him. 

£;![/Jw4rife^/ holding  his  peace  at  ihefe  words,  Oroon^ 
dates  began  to  fpeak,  whilft  the  Lady'  looked  earneftly 
upon  him:  If  1  be  10  unfortunate.  Madam  (faid he)  a$ 
to  have  offended  you,  I  will  give  my  life  for  the  repa- 
ration of  my  faults^   Th^  Godf  j^g  tny  wjtnelTes,  tnac 
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I  never  had  fuch  an  intention,  and  that  I  am  ignorant 
of  the  xtaSovis  i  you  have  to  complain  of  me,  but  be 
they  what  they  can,  you  (hall  find  me  moft  ready  to 
give  you  {atblaftion^  and  to  difengage  my  friend  of 
the  promife,  he  has  made  on  my  behalf. 

OrooffdiUcs  having  faid  this  remained  filent,  and  the 
fair  ftran^er  fetching  a  deep  Hgh,  confidered  him 
awhile,  without  reply,  wh<^  turning  to  Lyfima^hM^ 
and  beholding  him  with  a  difcontented  look :  I  doubt* 
ed  (faid,  (he)  that  you  knew  not  ifay  Traytor,  fince 
you  were  fo  forward  to  embrace  kis  intereft  ;  then  £he 
turned  and  fighed  again,  and  joyning  her  hands  upon 
her  breaft :  O  Fortune,  (cryed  fne}  I  ask  thee  pardon, 
I  was  much  to  blame,  to  conceive  any  glimps  of  hope, 
and  I  ought  to  have  known  thee  better  afbr  fo  lonjg  a 
time,  as  thou  haft  perfecuted  me.  When  ihe  had  hud 
tkefe  words,  (he  fectled  her  felf  a  little,  and  looking 
very  heedfully  xvpovi  Orooridates :  It  is  true  Sir,  (purfu* 
ed  flie)  that  you  never  offended  me,  but  it  is  true  alfo, 
that  you  are  not  Orofft^/,  or  at  leaft  not  that  Orontes^ 
whom  I  jaftly  complain  of,  and  whom  I  accufe  of  in-^ 
fidelity.  I  confefs,  replyed  the  Prince,  that  Orontes  is 
not  my  true  name,  but  it  is  that,  under  which  I  have 
pafTed  part  of  my  years,  and  which  I  have  ever  born  in 
f orreign  Countries ;  Befides  I  am  a  Scythian,  and  a 
Prince  as  he  is,  whom  you  accufe,  and  I  know  very 
well,  that  now  Scjthid  hath  no  other  Prince,  that  it 
called  Orontes. 

The  Lady  having  patiently  hearkned  to  thefe  words, 
and  what  is  become  then  (faid  ihe)  oi  Orontes,  Prince 
of  the  Maffuzetes^  and  Nephew  to  the  King  ofScythis  t 
It  is  true,  (replyed  Orooniates)  the  Maffagetes  had 
heretofore  had  a  Prince  of  that  name^  and  one  who 
was  very  dear  to  me,  both  by  reafon  of^his  merit,  and 
of  the  near  Alliance  between  us ;  but  imperious  death 
robbed  us  of  him,  when  he  was  grown  marvellous 
hopeful  to  all  his  friends.  The  fair  ftranger  gave  ear 
to  this  difeourfe,  not  without  trembling,  and  not  able 
to  fuffer  the  continuance  of  it  without  interruption  : 
And  about  what  time  Sir,  (faid  flie,  much  troubled) 
dyed  that  Ptince/Tis  about  eight  or  ten  yeslrs  (replyed 
lie)  fince  he  was  drowned  in  the  River  ArMxis,  by  the 
breaking^  of  a  Bridge,  our  Army  was  pafljng  over^ 
which  involved  part  of  it  in  hit  lo&» 
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The  Ladies  face  at  thefe  words  came  to  its  former 
colour,  and  exprefling  a  little  more  tranquiUit?,  than 
had  appeared  in  a  few  minutes  before :  ,  would  it  had 
plejifed  the  Gods  (faid  (he  with  a  deep  figh)  that  the 
jfairhlefs  Ortrntes  had  dyed  then  really,  as  he  did  in  the 
opinion  of  the  worlds  If  it  had  been  u),mv  Sbal  perhaps 
would  yet  be  in  its  Brll  repofe,  and  perchance  I  fhoukl 
not  now  be  the  moft  unfortunate  Frincefs  in  the  world. 
Without  doubt  (continued  (he,  turning  to  him)  yon 
muft  needs  be  Prince  OroonidUs^  Son  to  the  King  of 
Scjtbia.  I  heard  from  Orontes,  he  was  bred  up  with 
oa,  and  your  countenance  eafily  perfwades  me^  alt 
e  told  me  to  your  advantage. 

Orooniates  calling  down  his  eyes  through  modefty,* 
and  refpeft:  lam  indeed  (faid  he)  that  unfortunate 
Prince,  of  whom  you  fpeak.  And  though  hitherto  I 
have  confeiTed  it  but  to  a  very  few^  you  Iball  ever  be 
one  of  thofe  perfons,  for  whom  I  will  have  particular 
coniiderations.  I  am  afhamed,  to  own  him  tor  my 
Kinfman,  whom  you  accufe  of  infidelity,  and  by  whom 
you  have  been  mjured^  though  he  is  the  Son  of  my 
Fathers  (ifter.  I  am  uncertain,  whether  he  is  alive,  or 
in  his  grave ,  but  notwithftanding  his  nearnefs  to  me^ 
I  ihall  be  one  of  the  forwarded  ta-cofldemn  him,  and 
declare  my  felf  againfl  him,  if  he  can  be  capable  of  in* 
fidelity  againft  you. 

Tht  hir  jimazoniaH  anfwered  thefe  words  with  a 
great  deal  of  refpeft  and  civility,  and  being  made  fen-* 
iible,  it  was  Lylimachtts^  whom  (he  had  combated 
with,  (he  teftified  her  efteem  of  his  valour.  If  vou  be 
that  Ljf/intdchftSf  (faid  (lie)  who  was  always  (o  near 
AlexAnier  the  great,  it  is  impoffible,  that  the  name  of 
ThaUfiris  (howd  be  unknown  to  you,  and  that  you 
fiiould  not  remember^  you  had  feen  me  upon  the  firon* 
tiers  of  Hjrcania^  in  an  equipage,  remarkable  enough, 
to  have  prefer ved  fome  remembrance  of  me. 

Lyjmachfu  (hewing  a  great  aftoni(hmtnt  at  thefe 
words:  what  Madam  ffaid  ht)  are  you  then  the  great 
Queen  of  the  Amazons^  who  came  to  meet  f  Alexander 
upon  the  confines  of  njrcanU^  with  fo  (lately  a  Train, 
and  to  whom  the  King  (hewed  refpefls,  worthy  the 
birth  and  virtue  of  fo  great  and  generous  a  Frincefs. 
I  am  the  fame  Thaleftris^  anfwered  the  Qpeen,  who 
yifited  the  Court  of  Alexander^   for  conuderations. 
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very  different  from  thofe  perlmis,  which  fame  ^ttributd 
to  my  journey.  ..Their  difcoiirfe  would  have. continued 
longer,  if  Amintas  heir  l^yfeian  had  not  de/ired  the 
.two  Princejfs^  to  let  the  Queen  take  her  reil  for  the 
remainderof  the  day,  and  not  further  engage  her  in  a 
HifcQurfe,  which  might  be  hurtful:  to  her,  TJieJprinces 
obeyedi  arid  having  taken  their,  leave  of  her  with  much 
relpeft  ,  they  returned  to  the  Priiice  piScjthias 
.(Chamber.    [  ,    ..  .  \ 

'     By  this  time  Ckantes^  who  Had  been  fenttp  Babjkn^ 
;to  enquire  of  the  ftate  of  affairs  in  that  great  City, 
entriid  the!Chamber,   where  the  two  fnnces  were, 
and  at  their  command  gave  thiem  an  a.ccount,  that 
Hoxofia  retained  her  full  authority,  having  moft  oftJie 
great  Conlraanders  at  her  devotion.     When  he  had 
iaid  this,  turning  to  Lyfmachtiy'     Sir  continued  he) 
rtotomem   txixicix^ing  whom.  I  informed  my  felf  itioft, 
and  of  whom  I  learned,  what  was  becooie  of  the  reft, 
is  eiican^ped  ,wirh  an  Army  two' hundred  Furlongs  on 
the*  other,  fide  of  Babylon^  and  if  1  had  had  not  told 
.  hini,  where  you  were,  he.  was  coming  back  with  his 
forces,  to  make  Pcrdicds  ^ivk  g^n  Account  of  you,  tipon 
the  report  of  your  having  fought  with  hini.   I  am  not 
;  able  to  tell  you,  how  welcom  I  was  to  him,  nor  how 
.!  inuch  he  participates  in  yoiir  forrow.    Hfii  would  have 
come  hither  with  me,  but  that  I  affured  him>  .  you 
.  would  be  very  ihortJy  with  hima  and  I  prayed  him,to 
ftay  with*  the  Army,  to  preferv©  a  power,  which  per- 
haps would  be  very/ neceffary  in  your  ,  affairs,    be 
yieldedat  lift  to  my  entreaty,  and  commanded  me, 
to  bid  .you  be  confident,  he  would  be  ever  ready^  to 
give  you  all  the  proofs,  you  can  dfelire  from  his  frierid- 
Ihip. 

Upon  what  Cleantes  related,  the  Princefs  deliberat-' 
ing  awhile,  it  was  agreed  bet<veen  them,  that  Lyfifha- 
ckns  fhould  fpeedily  go  to  Ptolomens^  and  with  him 
arm  all  their-  friends,  to  take  a  folemn  revenge  for  the 
de*^th  of  their  Princeffes,  and  0roond4(fs  lliould  follow 
asfoon,  as  his  wound  was  perfeftly  cured.  And  Lyfi^ 
wackpu  delaying  his  journey  no  longer  than  the  next 
morning,  hafted  to  embrace  that  dear  friend,  and  tp 
ask  of  him  that  affiftance,  he  knew  he  would  not  re- 
fufe  him.  Oroondates  notwithftanding  his  wcaknefs 
arote  as  foon,  as  he,  and  would  needs  go  doWn-  to  ac- 
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toropahy  him  to  the  gate,  wh^e  they  parted  uit*^ 
many  kind  farewels ,  and  hopes  to  fucceed  in  tiiei^ 
defired  revenge.  Ly^macbut  was  bo  fojner  out  of 
fight  with  onlv  Cleames  in  his  company,  when  thfe 
Prince  of  Scythia  leaning  on  Ardxis  his  fhoulder, 
went  to  pafs  away  fome  moments  of  his  Melancholly 
in  the  folitary  wjlderncfejoyning  to  Polemons  houfe,and 
to  the  bank  of  t\ie  EHfbratis ^  when  entring  it  through 
^little  wicket  of  the  Garden,  that  opened  into  it,  and 
liaving  confidered  awhile  the  fair  fpread  trees  and 
rocks,  overgrown  with  mofs  and  joy,  from  which  went 
clear  purling  dreams,  that  murmured  on  the  peebles; 
as  they  ran,  to  the  River  j  What  a  delightful  place  is 
this  Antxis  (faid  he)  for  one  in  my  condition  2  I  could 
dedicate  a  good  part  of  my  time,  to  be  fpcnt  in  it,  nor 
do  I  wonder,  that  Lyfimachus  found  fucb  confolatioil 
here. 

Having  faid  thds^  he  took  a  beaten  piath,;  and  foI«' 
lowed  it,  till  he  came  to  the  fide  of  a  Fountain  ver^ 
beautiful^  for  one,  that  was  beholding  none,  but  na* 
ture  for  its  ornament.  Here  he  reded  himlelf^  and 
calling  his  eyes  lipon  a  brook,  which  taking  its  (ource 
from  thence,  emptied  it  felf  about  two  hundred  paces 
of}  into  the  Ettfhr^ues^  whilft  he  wis  in  his  ddepeit 
mufe^  he  thought^  he  Heard  fomei)erfons  talking  near 
him,  and  having  his  imagination  ftill  prepoflfefled  with 
the  remembrance  of  Swird,  arid  the  vifiod^  he  had 
feen  a  few  days  befoiie:  beiing  ftill  i>refent  to  his  oie-^ 
mory^  he  believed^  he  heard  romechingof  the  tone  of 
her  voices  and  of  that  of  the  Princefs  her  Sifters;  Thi^ 
made  him  roufe  himfelf  with  a  ftslrt,  and  lending  in 
fau*  with  more  attention:  did'ft  thou  hear  nothing; 
laid  he  to  Araxisi  No,  Sirj  anfWered  he,  Ah  without 
doubts  replyed  the  Prince,  I  deceive  my  felf,  and  pij; 
wounded  fancy  brought  this  found  unto  my  Ears.'  He 
Was  confirmed  in  that  optinion,  when  he  could  hear  no 
inore  noif^  and  letting  himfelf  (oo(e  to  confiderations 
of  his  misfortunes,,  he  caft  itiany  ftrange  .things  in  hil 
inind,-  and  foon  after  rifing  with  Ardxii  he  followed 
the  cpiir  fe  of  the  Brook;  into  the  moft  gloomy  ^art  6f 
the  ihadp,  vvhere  he  Taw  engrayed  od  the  Rock;  itid 
6h  the  Barks  of  the  trees  the  names  o^  CdffMndrd^  ^rid 
^iMci^  which  dade  hinJ  call  to  tHirid;  what  Lifidd:: 
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thofe  names :  VVhofoever  you  be,  afflicted  Soak,  (faid 
he)  comfort  your  felves  by  the  encounter  of  fuch,  as 
are  in  the  fame  condition,  and  fufFer  not  your  felves 
to  be  call  down  by  misfortunes,  which  ordmarily  per- 
fecuce  the  virtuous.  At  thefe  words  ttarting  forward  : 
Look  here  Ar4xis  (continued  he)  and  tell  me,  if  thefe 
charailers  are  net  very  much  refcrablingthofeof  my 
Princefles,  Araxis  ^2ls  of  his  opinion,  which  would 
certainly  have  confirmed  ;  had  he  not  been prepoffefled, 
that  (he  was  no  more  in  the  world  ;  and  having  read 
all  he  found  there  engraven  at  large,  hepafs'dtoa 
more  open  place,  where  on  a  grafly  place  he  perceived 
two  women  9  as  in  a  fleeping  pofture,  extended  on  it, 
leaning  their  heads  on  their  hands,  fupported  by  their 
elbows,  which  touched  the  Earth,  one  at  the  root  of 
a  fhady  tree  grown  moffey  by  age,  and  th  other  at  the 
foot  of  a  Rock,  from  which  a  ftream  of  water  flowing 
made  a  little  brook,  that  difcharged  it  felf  into  the 
River.  Their  habits  vveie  plain,  and  their  flowing 
drelTes  waving  in  curling  ringlets  hung  carelefly  on 
their  flioulders,  whilft  their  cheeks  were  wet  with 
tears,  by  which  he  guefled,  they  could  be  no  other, 
than  perfons  perfecuted  by  adverfe  Fortune ;  but  ftill 
remembring,  ArnxU  had  told  him  of  fuch  like  an  ad- 
venture of  the  unknown  C/ij[/4ii)ir4,  thit  he  and  Ljfi^ 
machtis  had  met  with  all  in  Pc/emout  Garden,  he  was 
notably  p  make  any  other  Judgment  of  this,  than 
thatjhey  were  fome  afflided  perfons,  altogether  un- 
known to  him,  and  that  hff  fhould  add  to  their  forrbw, 
by  preying  nearer  into  their  concerns,  unlefs  he  were 
in  a  condition,  to  redrefs  them,  and  remove  the  caufe 
of  their  aSiAion«  This  made  him  pafs  on  without  in- 
terrupting their  repofe,  when  Ar^xis  more  curious 
than  he  drawing  nearer,  to  confider  them,  faw  an  open 
paper,  which  the  wind  had  carried  from  one  of  their 
hands  at  a  little  diftancc,  whcnhaftly  ftoopinghe  took 
it  up,  though  his  mailer  would  KaVe  dilfwaded  him 
from  it ;  and  bringing  it  to  him  to  read  it,  when  they 
were  further  retired  they  walked  on  a  foftly  pace 
through  the  fliade  till  they  returned  again  to  Polemont 
Garden,  and  taking  the  firft  alley  they  met  withal,  the 
Prince  fate  down  to  read  the  paper,  which  he  could 
not  fancy,  but  to  be  his  Princeffes  hand,  or  a  very  near 
refembUnee  to  it,  and  be  had  been  abfolutely^  con- 
firmed 
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firmed  in  the  former,  ifchejopinion  of  her  death  had 
hot  hindred  it,  he  had  no  fooner  coniidcred  it  but 
reading  thefe  words : 

The  HPffortnnate  and  happy  Caflandra,  urjfortunate  by 
the  change  of  her  Fortune^  and  happy  hj  the  fiflelitj  of  her 
dear  Orontes  ;  to  her  too  faithful  Uroiues : 

0  Gods  (cryed  hej-what  do  1  feu:  will  fortune 
mock  me,  or  am  I  that  OronteSy  to  whom  are  direftcd 
the  words  of  this  Cajjandra^  whofe  writing  and  whofe 
thoughts  arc  fo  conformable  to  thofeof  my  Princcfs  ? 
Ah  no  (purfued  he)  *ti$  without  doubt  to  Orontes,  the 
revived  Prince  of  the  Adafjagetes,  and  this  Cajfandra^^ 
to  whom  his  fidelity  is  fo  djear,  no  doubt  is  the  caufe  cf 
the  complaint  of  the  fair  Queen  Ti/f/^r^  5  but  is-icpof- 
fible  two  perfons  fhould  write  fo  like,  and  have  fuch 
equal  deftinies  ?  Then  at  the  defire  ofAraxu,  he  pro- 
ceeded to  read  further,  and  found  thefe  words  : 

*  I  know  not,  in  what  manner  I  ought  to  look  upon 
mv  Fortune,    Two  different  remembrances  (O  faith- . 
fill  Orontes)   contcft  within  my  Soul,   for  you,  ant  I 
againft  you.     What  do  I  not  owe  tinto  Orontes^  but 
alfo,  what  do  I  not  owe  unto  my  condition,  and  to 
an  illuftrious  memory  ?  My  Inclination  and  my  Duty 
put  my  mind  into  an  equal  ballance,  and  both  have 
very  weighty  reafons ;  but  all  the  reafons  of  ray  inr 
clination  yield  unto  my  duty,  and  all  tbofe  of  my 
duty  vanifh  in  the  pitfence  of  my  inclination,  Alafs! 
if  I  could  make  an  accommodation  between  them, 
how  happy  would  be  the  dclliny  of  Cajfandra^    and 
how  little  would  ihe  be  troubled  for  the  change  of 
her  fortune  ?  If  a  more  confiderablc  lofs  had  not  fett- 
led a  more  lawful  forrow  in  the  heart,  ihe  neverthe- 
lefs  loves  her  faithful  Oroi/ftf/,  as  much  as  he  can,  or 
ought  to  defire  ;  but  fhe  has  fome  fcruples  remaining^ 
which  flic  cannot  overcome.    If  fl^e  will  be  worthy 
of  his  aflfeftion,  it  is  a  continuation  of  the  anger  of 
theGdds,  who  only  prefent  happinefl'es  to  her,  when 
(he  is  no  longer  in  a  condition,  to  receive  them.   We 
had  found  a  Haven  indeed    (my  dear  Orontes)  buc 
it  is  worie  than  fliip- wrack  ;    yet  if  you  love  me,    as 

1  believe,  and  as  I  am  certain  you  do,  you  ought  noc 
todcfireofme.  > 

The  Prince  turned  over  leaf  to  make  an  end  of  read^ 
ingthe  letter  jbuc  found  nothing  written  there,  and 
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judged,  that  the  party  had  either  wanted  time,  or 
will  CO  finifh  it.  Alafs!  with  how  many  different 
thoughts  was  he  aflailed  in  the  reading  thefe  words  ) 
He  perufed  them  again  many  times,  and  being  in  a 
connifion  full  of  perplexity,  he  could  not  exprei^  ic 
better,  than  by  his  filence.  And  after  having  be- 
thought himfelf  every  way,  he  could  not  but  con^ 
elude,  that  letter  was  intended  to  Orontes  Prince  of 
the  Maffagetes^  yet  he  commanded  Araxis,  to  run  to 
thofe  women,  thev  faw  lying  on  the  ground ,  and  ufe 
his  diligence,  to  learn  (omeching  further  from  them, 
chat  might  explain  the  riddle,  and  in  his  name  to  of^ 
fer  all  polTible  afliftance  to  that  afBiftcd  party,  who 
had  writ  it ;  but  when  he  came  back  to  him,  and  aC 
fured  him,  he  could  not  find  thofe  women  in  that 
place,  nor  in  any  other  part  of  the  wood,  he  was  ex- 
ceedingly troubled  at;  but  after  fomcdifcourfe between 
him  and  Araxis^  whereof  this  encounter  furniihed 
them  with  matter  enough,  he  rofe  up.  and  going  out 
of  the  Garden  returned  to  his  Chamber.  As  foon  as 
he  was  there,  he  fcnt  to  enquire  of  Hjfpolita  (one  of 
the  Ladies  that  attended  on  the  Ama^jonian  Qiieen)  if 
it  might  be  convenient  to  vifit  her  Miftris,  and  having 
had  an  Anfwer  to  his  deiire,he  went  into  her  Chamber; 
but  faid  nothing  to  her  of  the  fufpition  he  had  con- 
cerning Orontes^  and  after  many  civilities  had  paffed 
between  them  he  entreated  her,  if  it  might  be.no  prc- 
judice'to  her  health,  that  (he  would  be  pleafed  to  give 
him  a  brief  relation  of  her  life,  and  more  particulary, 
what  concerned  her  relating  to  Orontes^  Prince  of  the 
Aiaffagetes,  And  the  better  to  difpofe  her  to  it,  he 
made  her  a  fhort  recital  of  his  own  Aftions,  and  of  his 
love,  and  chough  out  cf  modefty  he  blemiflied  the 
ludre,  of  the  moil  gallant  things,  he  had  done,  he 
neverthelefs  filled  her  with  an  admiration,  and  an 
efteem.  which  made  her  confider  him,  as  fomething 
more  than  humane ;  fo  that  the  Queen  ravifhed  with 
the  wonders,  (he  had  heard ,  willing  to  requite .  his 
freedom,  who  had  made  her  a  juft  confeffion  of  the 
moftfecrer  paffages  of  his  life,  offered  fpontaneoufly 
to  give  him  the  relation  of  hers,  with  the  fame  truft^ 
and  aflurance  ;  And  he  was  not  wanting  to  teftifie  to 
ber^  that  he  would  receive  that  favour  with  a  great 

deal 
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deal  of  refpeft,  and  having  fettled  his  attention,  to 
hear  that  fair  bueen,  fhe  delayed  not,  to  make  her 
Relation  in  the(e  Terms  : 
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TTZI T  H  how  great  a  virtue  foever  a  Soul  is  forti- 
^^  fied  ([faid  flic)  humane  Nature  hath  weaknef- 
fes,  which  it  cannot  difavow,  and  how  great  refiftance 
foever  it  makes  through  principles  of  Virtue,  againft 
irregular  motions,  if  it  be  not  iupporced  by  an  efpecial 
providence,  it  is  very  difficult  for  it,  not  to  yield 
ibme  times,  and  give  moft  violent  marks  of  frailty. 
The  paffions  have  got  fuch  an  afcendant  over  it,  tlur 
it  cannot  without  much  caution,  and  ftruggling  fliake 
them  off,  and  if  fometimes  we  win  the  Viftory,  I 
hold  it  a  much  more  advantageous  one,  thanthofe,  we 
obtain  over  our  forreign  Enemies.  I  would,  it  pleafed 
the  Gods,  this  were  not  fo  great  a  truth,  and  that  ic 

fave  me  not  matter  for  a  diTcourfe,which  cannot  chufe, 
ut  beunpleafing.  It  is  not#to  be  wondred  at,  if  my 
adventures  are  mingled  with  thofe  ofScjthia^  nor  is  ic 
ftrange,  if  I  recount  them  to  a  Snthim  Prince,  fince  I 
^Ifo  am  a  Scjthia^t^  and  that  the  Original  of  the  Jmjk^ 
zoneans  fprings  from  that  Country  v  perhaps  it  is  not

iinknown-to  you,  yet  to  refreJb  your  niemoiy;'  I  Jhall 
tellic  you  again  lit  a  few  words; 

A  Icng  tiiTu;  fcefcte  the  Saede  tif  Trojf  P/i'ms  and 
See/ophite/,  two  Princesofihe  Royal  Blood  of  Sc;fihU 
feeking  aJveniures,   witli  many  others  fettled  thtm- 
feivesand  their  famiJies  in-tliat  fertil  part  of  ^«, 
■which  is  watered  by  the  River  Ihermodoon ;    but  after 
many  galhr.t  Aftions  falling  into  an  Ambuflinnent  of 
their  Enemies,  they  Krilhcd  with  all  their  (biiJdier-, 
when  the  widows  of  thofe  valiant  mep  djfd^ining  to 
fubmic  to  the  Invaders,  armed  themfelves,   and  Hand- 
ing on  th  ir  defence,  drove  their  Enemies  with  agreiit 
(laughter  out  of  thcirTerritoiies,  couragioully  defend- 
ing  ihofe  Countries,  their  Husbands  had   conquered. 
And  proud  cj  their  good  fuccefs,    ^ey  killed  or  drove 
away  all  the  iftcn,  that  remj  ncd  amongft  them,  aticl 
eftablilhed  that   Mona'tchy  of  wrmen  , -which    haih 
lalied  cverfincc,  and  which,  as  I  belitve,  haih  fpread  , 
its  repuCition  over  all  the  world.  ;  I  will  nat  entertain 
you   witiv  their   Laws,   but-will  only  tejl  you,    that 
having  decreed,  not  to  fuffer  any  men  amongft  them, 
they  coiKlcded  a-'treaty  mith  tliti'  iieighi|oj|rs,  and  by 
vilus,  which  they  made  vipo.n  their  ftcntigi-sjic  certain 
appointed  feafons  for  that  purpofe,  they  provided  for 
the  conveifition  cf  their  kind.     T!-:e  Male-children, 
tJiac  were  ban  ty  diefe  meeting  were  eiDheriil!«dior 
carried  oiit.oJ"  their  Dcmiiiitsns,    and  ths  dauglucrs 
were  catciulfy.  bred  up. '  Their  whole  cscrfife  from 
their  render   infancy  was  that  of  arms,  ind.'tD  give 
riiem  the  greater  facilit)  in  flipo^ing  with  their; bows, 
they  Cut  olFtKe'rii^l'iC  heart,  fiOtii  which  in  j)i;bccis  of 
time  they  had  the  name  of  \.4/»(!id»j.    They'  at"  Sirft 
ciiofe  two  fliieens,  to  whom  (hey  fubmitted'them- 
felves  i  and  whilrtoiie 
ritorics  by  conquest, 
govern  the  Country'. 
lirit  weic  Z.«wjvf/o  and 
p.irt  of  Europe,  and  ei 
Oteria    and    4'Mf"* 
Qtjeen?,  agaiilft  whom 
two  hiters  Mcralif^a 
and  gave  one  cf  them 
had  jccoropai-iied  him 
.    /jfier  theft  rci^nci 
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was  flaifi  by  jtchilUs  at  the  fiege  of  Troy^  and  who,  as 
ihe  died,  made  her  Conqucrour  fo  much  in  love  with 
her.  Maiiy  other  valianc  Queens  luccceded  thefe, 
whofe  names  I  pafs  over,  and  they  were  fucceeded  by 
AdSnotca  my  Mother.  She  had  newly  takeB  up  tlie 
Crown,  when  fhe  brought  me  into  th^  world.  She 
prefently  grew  excr  aordinary  tender  of  me,  iifomuch 
that  fhe  would  not  futfer  my  right  breaft  to.  le  cut  o^^ 
and  contrary  to  the  reit  flie  de(ired«  to  haye  my  man- 
ners formed  with  feme  fweetnefs  and  civiliryy  and 
with  the  Martial  fpirir,  that  w^s  infufed  into  me,  ihe 
caufed  Tome  morality  to  make  a  mixture,  and  to  the 
cxercife  of  the  body  fhe  alfo  added  Tome  excrcife  of 
the  mind,  to  allay  thole  bloody  cruelties,  that  were^ 
but  too  much  predominant  amongft  our  women*  To 
be  brief,  I  profited  fo  much,  as  I  grew  up,  that  tJiey 
were  pleafed,  to  f^ile  me  thQ  delight  of  my  Country, 
and  to  flatter  me  with  the  great  things,  they  cxpefted 
from  my  riper  years.  When  I  was  about  fixteen,  I 
•  became  fb  urong,  and  skilful,  that  there  were  but  a 
few  of  our  women  able  to  contend  with  me,  cither  on 
ibot,  oroi>.  Horfcback,  and  I  continued  in  i^rjat  feli- 
city, till  cither  my  dclliny,  or  the  angen  of  the  Gods 
threw  into  my  way  the  caufe  of  a  very  fcufiljle  affiicli- 
on^  which  will  render  me  miferablc  for  the  remainder 
of  my  daysr  It  was  at  a  time  when  iheQiiecnmy 
Mother  returning  from  an  expedition,  wtierein  ihe  had 
gained  vifipries  beyond  her  expeftation;  flie  prcfented 
to  me  the  valiant  6wAm,  a  perfon  of  itature  extraor- 
dinary of  aMartial  garb,and  pf  a  moll  excellent  beauty. 
She  was  yet  armed,  when  my  Mother  brought  her  into 
my  Chamber,  and  I  thought  her  (o  \xndiom^  that  I' 
found  no  difficulty  in  obeying  the  comijiands,  flie 
lay'd  upon  me,  to^ovc  and  eileem  her  particularly. 

The  generous  Lady  (faid  the  Queen  to  me)  chough 
fhe  was  not  born  amongll  us,  yet  having  the  fame  m- 
clinations  hath  cafl  her  lelf  voluntarily  into  our  parry, 
and  in  all  the  encounters  we  have  had  with  the  Cilici^ 
am,  fhe  has  fhewed  proofs  of  fuch  admirable  valour, 
that  \  have  not  feen  the  like  in  any  of  our  women  1:1 
our  laft  Aftion  fhe  difengaged  me  from  a  throng  of  our 
Enemies,  where  elfe  I  had  infallibly  perilbed,and  fdc- 
coured  me  in  fo  great  an  extremity,  that  I  muft  freely 
own,  I  am  iudcbted  to  her  for  my  life.    She  in  my 
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light  (lew  the  moft  valiant  of  our  oppofers,  and  over- 
threw all  that  made  any  oppo(ition  againft  her.  In 
brief  ihe  hath  begotten  in  me  fo  much  admiration, 
and  fo  much  love,  that  next  to  my  only  daughter,  (he 
fliall  ever  be  to  me  the  deareft  perfon  in  the  world. 

She  ended  thefe  words,  embracing  her,  and  by  her 
^ampfe  obliged  me  to  welcom  her,  with  an  extraor- 
dinary kindnefj.  OrithU  received  it  with  low  fubmif- 
fions,  and  made  procellatiom  of  fidelity  to  me,  in  Aich 
refpeetful  and  obliging  terms,  that  from  that  very  mo- 
ment I  eileemed  her  worthy  of  the  judgment,  the 
Queen  had  made  of  her.  •  I  am  readily  difpofed  (faid  I 
to  her)  to  fecond  my  Mother  s  affeftiOn  vvith  mine,  and 
to  requite  the  virtue,  I  find  in  fo  fair  a  Granger  with 
all  the  proofs,  flie  can  defire  of  my  friendihip.  At 
thefe  words  0nV/&i4  bent  one  knee  to  the  ground,  and 
liiifing  my  hand,  which  I  lield  out  to  raife  her  up  : 
Madam,  (aid  fhe.  I  make  a  vow  never  to  be  butyourSj^ 
and  from  this  inftant  I  dedicate  my  felf  to  you  with  a 
palfion,  which  fliall  never  end  but  with  my  life.  She 
pronounced  thef^  words  fp  gracefully^  and  I  was 
touched  fo  much  by  them,  that  cafting  my  arms  once 
more  about  her  neck,  I  promifed  her  an  eternal  friend-* 
fhip,  and  when  I  faw  her  a  little  after  unarmed^  and 
in  her  womans  apparel,  fhe  ftill  appeaijed  more  lovely 
and  graceful  in  my  eyes,  and  after  I  had  given  her  all 
the  proofs  of  an  entire  friendfhip,  flic  could  defire, 
heing  a  little  retired  with  htr  ^  I  entreated  her  to  tell 
me,  who  flie  waJ,  and  what  chance  or  fortune  had 
brought  her  into  our  Country.  And  thi^  new  Amdzjon 
having  bethought  her  felf  awhile  what  (o  fay,  fpoke  at 
laft  to  this  efieft:  '     '^ 

-  Although,  Madam,  you  fee  me  now  in  the  exercife 
of  arms,  I  have  not  been  bred  up  in  it,  and  that  little 
valour,  the  Queen  your  Mother  extolled  with  more  af- 
fc^ion,  than  juflice,  is  rather  an  effeft  of  my  misfor-^ 
tunes;  than  otmy  nature.  I  am  daughter  to  the  de- 
chafed  Prince  of  the  Majfagetcs^  and  Niece  to'  the  King 
of^cjfthU,  to  whom  oUr  Province  is  tributary.  Deatn 
depriving  me  'of  my  father  in  my  very  infancy  I  was 
brought  up  in  the  King  of  Scjthi^isCoiirt,  with  the  fair 
Erincefsi?tfr«iV^  his  daughter.  I  fpent  fome  years  in 
ihu  Court  with  pleafufe  enough,  but  in  thd  War  be- 
tween the  S.yhians  and  P^rfiam's  my  brother  Qrwfteif^ 
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whom  I  dearly  loired  going  with  the  Cng,  and  Prinee 
Oroonddtesin  that  expedition  was  unfortunately  drown'd 
in  the  Araxis  by  the  fall  of  a  Bridge.  The  lo6  of  that 
dear  brother  gave  me  a  fenfible  affli<£lion,  which  wa^ 
encreafedy  when  bein^  Heirels  of  the  Province  of  the 
MMJfdgetes  the  King  intended  to  marry  me  to  one  of  Iiis 
uiiworthY  Favourites,  for  whom  I  hadanutteraverflon; 
And  finding  I  could  not  (hew  it,  if  I  (hyed  in  Scjthin^ 
and  having  a  natural  averfion  to  all  men,  I  came  away 
with  one  Maid,  in  whom  I  entirely  confided,  and  en«- 
tred  your  Country  by  long  Journeys  in  the  Equipage, 
you  have  feen  us,  not  doubtine  (our  minds  io  well 
agreeing)  but  to  find  (helter  and  protection  from  the 
1^  ranny  of  men.  I  failed  not  in  my  cxpedation,  bebg 
charitably  received  by  the  Queen  your  Mother,  and  be- 
came more  dear  to  her,  when  the  Gods  by  a  miraculous 
fower  had  encreafed  my  forces  to  make  me  do  that  great 
rinccfsfbmeconfiderablc  fcrvice. 

Inthefe  terms  OrithU  recounted  her  adventures  fiK> 
cindly  to  me,  and  the  knowledge  of  her  quality  oblig'd 
me  to  look  upon  her  with  more  refped  than  before  t 
And  fhe  yet  by  her  obliging  carriage  became  more  dear 
to  me,  fo  that  I  accountei  that  day  a  fad  one,  wherein 
I  faw  her  not,  and  when  (he  returned  from  hunting, 
or  any  expedition,  I  ran  to  her  with  open  arms,  and 
gave  her  kifTes,  which  fhe  received  witn  inconceivable 
;0Y  and  delight.  And  after  we  had  a  long  time  held 
this  fimiliarity,  ifithadnot  been  carefully  avoided  by 
her  felf,  we  bad  layn  together.  I  often  propofed  it  to  her, 
biit  her  refufal  hindred  me  from  preflfing  it  further .  I 
declared  to  her  my  averfion  againft  divers  of  our  cuftoms, 
and  my  refolmion  rather  to  let  the  Crown  fall  to  another 
family,  than  to  give  it  an  inheritrix  by  thofe  fhamd^l 
ways,  our  former  Queens  had  taken.  Orithid  highly 
approved  that  modeft  intention,  and  confirmed  me 
in  It  by  reafons,  which  made  me  yet  more  in  love  with 
her  virtue. 

In  the  mean  time  when  we  were  hunting  together,  if 
fhe  faw  me  obfiindte  in  the  purfuit  of  any  dangerous 
beaft,  (he  would  withhold  me  gently,  and  if  the  beaft 
being  prctt  turned  againft  us,  fhe  would  get  before  me. 
and  expofe  her  felf  to  the  danger  for  my  fecurity,  and 
made  me  vifibly  find,  my  life  was  without  comparifbn 

dearer  to  her,  than  h%  own.  All  thefc  Actions  together 

Vyu  .».-..,  .v..  with 


vitl)  the  Gracx,  wherewith  fti^  accooipanicd  themj  and 
^  fter  chaining  eonverlation  Abfolutdy  ma«erjed  my  af- 
fefliion^,  and  made  me  even  fooJiAly  fond  of  her.    She 
Ijmi  OQ  this  manner  a  whole,  yi^ar  ^mongtt  us,  giving 
iie  ^roQf^of  her  love,  but  fuch  as  were  very  innocent^ 
When  our  neighbours  invaded  out  Territories,  and  to 
leyenge  the  ravagdtnents  they  h^dmadc,  an  Army  was 
railed;  gad  the  Qpcen  gave OrirA/Vr  the  mo(t  important 
€,ommand  in  it,  who  did  wonders  in  feveral  Battels, 
wherein  the  Enemy  was  repulfed  with  mtich  fliughter, 
3fKi  about  that  .time  I  began  to  go  into  the  Wars,  xle- 
firing  to  pafe.my  apprentifliip  with  my  AtnOrithia, 
afcnd  in  inany  dangerous  fights  1  never  ftirred  fromihcr 
lide,  which  X  perceived  mudh  troubled  hefy  and  her 
care  of  my  iafety  hindrcd  her!  from  running  on  into 
dangers,  as  flicdid^  when  fine,  had  no  oth^r  life  to  look 
to,  but  her  own.   »She  perpetually  blamed  the  ardour^ 
that  carried  me  into  the  middeft  of  our  Enemies,  and 
thongh  her  commands  often  called  her  elle,  where  (he 
frouW  not  move  from  me,  and  whim  (he  law  the  point 
pf  any'fword  or  ]avclin  turned  aeainft  me,  fhe  op- 
'  pofed  the  paffage  of  it,  and  n<iclc6ted  all  the  blows, 
that  Were  pgiade  at  her,  to  break  thole,  that  might  have 
been  fetafl  to  me. 

.-  About  that  time  wcbefiegei\PAr;(/ftf  inCi/ir/^,  and 
hiving  made  a  reafonable  breach  in  the  wall,  Orhhia  at 
the  head  offixtboufand-^w/i^o^>i  prepared  to  ailhult  it. 
I'W6uIdnceds  fight  by  her  fide,  and  nVtwithjtanding 
^11  her  entreaties  to  perfwademc  from  it,  I  was  fb  obfti- 
iateiti  myrefolution,  thatihe  was  con  (trained  to  liif- 
fpc  my  company.  She  marched  through  tlie  middeft 
of  dur Eneolies.DartS  and  Swords,  with  fuch  a  fierceneft, 
is  froze  their  doufagc,  undauntedly  mounting  the  ruins, 
ddfendteiby  valiant  men,  and  defpifing  a  cloud  of  ar-* 
rows  and  ftoneS^  that  came  Ihowring  upon  her.  She 
ft)fvered  itie  with  .  her  Shield  ,  and  encouraging  .our 
women  by  her  glorious  •^xample,  in  fpite  of  refi fiance 
flie  got  to  the  top  of  the  breach,  where  we  fought  at 
handy  blows  ;  but  after  I  had  given  ibme  proofs  of  my  f 

valour,  confiderableenousih  f6r  one  of  my  age  ;  I  was 
Handed  either  with  the  ftroak  of  a  club,  or  with  a  ftonc, 
jusd  fell  down  fenlcfsat  Orithus  feet.  And  certainly  it 
was  my  great  good  fortune  to  fall  fo  near  her,  that  fmce 
wtthottt  her  afliftaacc  my  des^tfi  or  captivity  had  been 
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inevitabk/ievcr  was  Tygrefs,when  robbed  of  her  young/ 
/ofurioufly  ienfibleof  her  lois,  as  Oruhia.vrns  obfervcd, 
to  be  by  them,  that  were  near  her.  She  flew  with  a 
great  cry  ^pon  feme  of  the  Enemies,  that  prcffed  on  to 
take  or  kill  me,  and  Sheltering  me  with  her  body  audi 
her  lliicid  gave  death  to  all,  that  came  near  her.  And- 
having  made  a  rampart  of  the  dead  bodies,  which  Icfe 
her  free  room  enough,  ihe  took  me  up  in  her  arms,  and 
turning  towards  ^eW/p/w,  one  of  our  women,  who 
commanded  with  her  :^f»<?/i/j/>4  Cfaid/he)  the  Viilwy 
is  eurs^  take  Mre  to  profecnte  it,  I  can  neither  fi^^htj  n9r 
live^  unlefs.fffy  Princefs  be  ii^  fafety.  At  thelc' words 
con;inuifig  to  make  way  with  her  fword,  (he  came- 
down  wiUi  her  burthen  through  the  paflagc,  fhchad 
opened  her  fclf  before,  and  carneAme  out  of  the  fight 
wi|h  liich.impaticncy,  and  fenfe  of  Ibrrow,  as  flic 
afterwards  exprefled  to  me,  and  as  only  (he  was  able 
to  rcprelenti,' 

.  As  loon  a$  we  were  in  a  place  of  fafety,  and  flic  had 
taken  off  my  Helmet,  thcfrefli  airrettored  me  a  little  to 
my  fclf,  and' Ori/Aw  feeing  me  open  my  eyes,  wasltke ' 
to  l\xYit  died  with  cxcefs  of  joy,  as  a  little  before  flic  waa^ 
likotohave  done  with  that  of  grief.  I  obfervcd  tlie 
mixturcof  joy  and  fear  in  her  countenance,  anddefimg 
toafl'Mreher;  Fear  nothing  Haid  Ij  my  d^r  Orithm^ 
I  was  only,  ttunded,  and  I  need  but  a  little  rett  to  pcj- 
fed  my  recovery.  Her  face  grew  fettled  at  the  bcariag 
of  thefc  words,  but  not  being  too  conjfidc«l^jDf  them,  flic 
looked  upon  my  head,  where  llie  fourid  jao  woun^  at 
aJl,  by  r^afon  of  the  good  nefs  of  my  Hellnet,  and'that 
tight  coiiipleating  her  joy,  ftie  took  me  in' her  arms, and 
carried  me  into  my  Tent,  where  Ihe  lay 'd  me  upon  my 
bed,  and  killed  me  fliedding  tears  of  joy. . 

The  Queen,  who  with  a  good  part  of  the  Army  had 
continued  within  the  Camp  to  give  orders,  and  who 
had  m  vain  endeavoured  to  keep  me  with  her,  no  fooner 
heard  the  news  of  my  difitter,  but  flie  came  irunningin 
a  fright  to  me,  yet  finding  me  ireafonably  well,  and* 
knowing,  flie  was  obliged  only  to  OrithM  for  my  lafety,. 
ihe  -uttered  fuch  dear  expreffions  to  her,  as  it  is  imp^^i- 
ble  for  me  to  refpedlj  but  our  new  ^f^nzjo^  hrid  no 
looncr  feen  me  in  a  place  of  fafety,  and  out  of  danger, 
when  forcing  ber  affedion  flie  left  me,  and  went  back 
to  the  affault,  from  whence  no  other  confideratioij,  but 
'      '  .         '  *  .  mine 
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mine  could  have  drawn  her.    Her  prefencc  was  there 
very  neceffary,  and  the  Enemies,  who  by  her  ablencc 
had  recovered  courage,  lolt  it  again  by  her  return,  and 
fiiade  but  a  vain  refittance  againrt  her  valour,  and  the 
new  orders,  flic  gave  5  but  as  her  return  was  fatal  to 
the  place,  fb  likewile  w^asit  very  profitable  to  the  In- 
habitants I  for  her  mercy  faved  many  of  them  from  the 
fory  of  our  women,  who  would  have  put  all  to  the 
iword  without  exception.    Orithia  oppofcd  their  inten« 
tion  luccefsfiilly,  and  the  credit,  Ine^had  with  them 
made  them  flacken  Ibmething  of  their  or^nary  cruelty, 
when  flie  bad  fet  the  City  in  fome  order,  a^d  left  Me- 
nalippa  to  command  there.    She  came  back  to  us,   and 
found  mealmoft  recovered  of  my  blow;  yet  was  it  in- 
commodious to  me  for  a  few  days,  and  during  the  fby 
we  made  at  that  City,  which  the  Queen  cntred  the 
next  morning,  I  kept*my  bed  continually,  and  as  long 
as  this  War  laded,  I  received  proofs  of  the  like  nature 
ftom  Orithia ;  but  it  being  ended  by  an  advantageous 
peace  we  entrcd  again  into  our  own  Territories. 
^  Thefe  things  happened  about  that  time,  that  Alexan^ 
itr  invaded  Afui  and^s  an  impetuous  torrent  over  run 
aJl  thofc  Provinces  that  had  belonged  to  Ddrim^  the 
greater  part  fubmitting  to  him  without  rcfiftance,  and 
wf re  uled  fevourably  by  him,  who  continued  to  them 
tlicir  former  Go  vcrnours,  and  ancient  Priviledges.  And 
the  Queen  finding  her  felf  to  weak  tooppofe  him,meant 
tatry  gentle  ways,  and  fent  MeMiiff^  and  Clytemeneflra^ 
to  reprefent,  that  his  generofity  obliged  him  to  leave  us 
in  our  former  liberties,  and  not  to  employ  thofe  viftori- 
oua  'Arms,   which   had  conquered  the  grciteft  part  of 
Ajid^  againft  feeble  women.     Alexander  received  our 
Ambaffadors  With  much  civility,and  having  told  them, 
he  had  no  intention  to  trouble  our  quiet,  nor  our  laws, 
he  turned  his  forces  another  way,  and  entred  not  into 
our  Territories.    The  Queen  was  cxtreamly  glad,  flic 
had  diverted  that  (tprm,  and  /he  had  taken  thatcouncel 
from  Orithia^  which  in  all  probability  contributed  to 
the  lafety  of  her  Dominions. 

Not  long  after  this  I  perceived  Orithia  from  her  na- 
tural Uvelynefs  fell  into  a  deep  Melancholly.  She  did 
all  fhe  poffibly  could  to  diflemble  it,  but  it  was  vifibly 
perceived  in  her  countenance.  The  aflpedlion,  I  bore 
her,  rnide  me  one  of  the  firlt,  that  took  notice  of  it, 
"*  and 
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and  having  often  in  vain  attempted  to  learn  the  caufc 

of  it;    1  (lid  all  that  I  poflTibly  could,   to  divert  her 

from'  that  fadnefs.     I  made  meetings  of  our  gallant 

Ladies,  whole  company  ou^ht  to  have  been  capable  td 

diflipate  part  of  her  dilcontentments.    I  made  huntine 

matches  and  Journeys  of  pleafure,  as  alfo  Races  and 

Combates  on  Horfcback  for  cxerciic,  and  for  diverfionj 

but  her  Melancholly  was  not   at  all  abated  by  them*, 

and  I  found  only  herafiedlion  to  me  made  her  comply 

with  us  in  thofe  our  paftimcs. 

We  were  together  one  day  in  the  garden  of  the  Pal- 
lace  accompanied  by  feme  of  our  Maids,  who  cut  of  • 
rcfpeft  kept  at  a  diltance,  when  OrithU  T&id  I)  Is  it 
poflible  I  ihould  diffemblc  the  caufc,  I  have  to  take  a 
thing  ill  from  you,  if  you  love  me  in  the  fame  degree, 
that  I  do  yoii ,  I  know  you  would  not[conceal  from  me 
the  occafion  of  your  dilcon tents.    This  ladnefs  in  out 
company  vifibly  demonftrates  an  abatement  in  yout  af- 
fc^ion,  nor  have  you  fo  much  caufe  to  love  your  friends^ 
but  that  amongtt  perfons,  who  love  you  fo  dearly,  you 
might  find,  wherewithal  to  comfort  your  felf  in  tneit  • 
ablcnce.  If  it  be  the  lofs  of  your  Ppovince  that  affli6te 
you,  you  know,  you  may  command  in  our  (jpacious 
Dominions,  and  that  I  uiall  never  be  more  ^oyfiiIl| 
than  when  I  fliall  be  able  to  (hare  my  fortune  wuh  you* 
OrithU  at  thefe  words  fetching  a  deep  figh  fixed  her 
eyes  upon  my  face,  and  driving  to  retain  fome  tears, 
which  would  have  burft  forth  with  violence  :  Ah  (laid 
flic)  you  are  too  generous,  my  fair,  and  myjioo  dear 
Princefi,   to  make  fo  mean  wrong  judgment  of  my 
thoughts,  and  to  fufpedt  me  of  a  meannefs  unworthy  of 
your  affe&ion.    I  take  the  Gods  to  witnefi,  that  it  is 
without  comparilbn  more  dear  to  me  and  more  confi-^ 
durable,   than  all  the  Empires   of  the  Earth ,  and 
that  for  it  I  could  forfake  my  neareft  kindred,   my 
Country,  axi^  even  iny  life  it  felf,  which  I  have  given 
entirely  to  you.    After  this  prqteftation  exempt  mc 
from  taking  new  oaths  toaffure  you,thatit  is  neither  the 
abfencc  of  my  friends,   nor  the  lols  of  my  fortune, 
which  troubles  the  fweetncls  of  that  retirement,  which 
I  hare  found  under  your  prote^lion,  my  fadnefs  hath 
more  lawful,  and  more  glorious  caufe;,  and  to  make  a 

{)lain  confefBon  of  it,  know  it  only  proceeds  from  my 
ovc  to  yotii    I  love  you>  my  fair  Princcfs>  with  an  at- 

fcAiOn^ 
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fediion  worthy  of  you,  which  is  zccomp^inkd  whb 
Aofc  Tranfports  ^nd  Ditquiets  by'it&excefs,  which  yfiiai'- 
ly  ileal  away  all  my  joy,  and  didurb  my  icpole.  I  am 
in-a  dying  condition,  when  lam  from  you,  audi  con- 
liim?,  when  I  am  in  your  prefence.  I  think,  yoii  love 
m^tbp  much,  and  yet  I  think  you  love  me  not  enough, 
and  iny  Soul  in  that  continual  confufion  hath  lort  alTits 
Tranquilitv.;. 

OrithU  had  faid  more,  but  I  interrupted  her  with 
my  kind 'Endearments  5  and  though  I  found  lomet^ing, 
that  was  very  (Irangc  in  her  Difcpurfe,  yet  was  it  lo 
much  obliging  to  me,  that  I  could  not  forbear  calling 
my  Armi  about hqr  Neck,  and  Embracing  herttridlya 
good  while.  She  repay'd  my  Kifles  .with  more  fear  and 
rcfcrvcdncfsj  than  fhe  was  ufed  to  do,  and  getting  Icofe 
foftfirommy  Embraces :  DzxxOrkhU^  (faid  \J  if  what 

Jrou  tell  mc  were  true,  I  fhould  be  asMelancholly  as  you, 
incci  may  truly  protett,  thatmy,affe6Hon  yields  hot  at 
alj  to  yours,  and  tb^  Queen  my  Mother  is  not  more  dear 
tqmc,  than  your  fejf,  and  yet  it  produceth  quite  con- 
trary effedts  m  you.  I  find  io  great  a  contentment  in 
loving  you,  and  being  beloved  by  you,  thitifyourlad- 
ncfs  did  not  afflidt  me,  otu  affedion  would  caufe  no- 
thing butjoy.

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Blood  ftull  wa(h  away  part  of  the  Crimes,  thou  haft 
committed  againlt  her,  and  ftie  without  doubt  will  par- 
don them,  when  flic  remembers,  thou  dicdft  to  give  her 
reparation. 

I  underftood  almoft  nothi  ng  by  thef e  words,  though 
they  put  jne  into  ftrangc  lulpicidn  j  and  yet  I  waslo 
troubled  at  them,  that  contrary  to  rny  rcfoliition  I  could 
not  forbear  making  a  little  noifc,  by  coming  about  to 
the  open  part  of  the  Arbour ;  whereupon  Orithia  turn- 
ing her  Eyes,  Ihcprcfently  law  me,  which  fight  put  her 
into  iuch  a  confuiion,  which  I  am  unable  to  expreis  to 
you,  when  getting  up,  and  believing  by  what  Ihc  per- 
ceived in  my  Countenance,  that  I  had  heard  all  flie  had 
iaid,  fliecatther  felfonaliidden  at  my  Feet,  and  re- 
doubled my  aftonifhment  by  thatadion.  I  was  already 
fate  down  upon  one  of  the  feats,  and  beholding  her  in 
that  condition^  I  had  neither  ftrength  to  raife  her  up, 
nor  courajge  to  ask  the  caufc  of  what  I  law ;  biit  flie  drew 
mc  out  ot  that  perplexity,  when  without  lifting  up  her 
Eyes  to  me:  Madam,  (laid  (lie)  it  haspleaied  theuods, 
that  my  deceit  fliou Id  beatlaft  difcovered,  and  tny  hap- 
pinefs,  though  but  an  imperfedi  one,  has  in  the  end  be- 
sot anenvy  in  them.  This  miferable  Man,  whom  they 
laved  from  the  Waters,  was  to  perilh.by  a  more  Noble 
deftiny,  and  that  death  was  too  common  for  a  perfbn^ 
whom  they  referred  to  iiich  extraordinaryFortunes.  I  ani 
anImjpo(tor,Madam,  I  am  a  Deceiver^  Ibaveabufed  your 
goodneis  with  an  impudence,  that  deferves  no  vaztcjj 
and  I  fubmit  my  felt  to  the  rigour  of  thole  Laws,  which 
your  Sex  have  eftabliflied  agamft  ours.  Yoii  may  take 
revenge  upon  the  Brother  for  the  Sifters  Treacheries,  and 

Funiw  the  true  Orontes  for  the  Crimes  of  the  falie  OritbUi 
am  that  Prince  equally  Happy  and  unfortunate,  faved 
from  drowning,  to  end  my  life  more  glorioufly  at  your 
Feet,  and  too  proud  of  my  Fate,  fince  I  revived  froni 
an  ordinary  death,  only  that  I  might  die  for  Love!,  and 
and  that  ofthe  faireft  and  moll  lovelv  Frincefiin  thei 
World:  I  implore  not  your  goodnefs  nefe,  to  obtain  a 
Pardon,  which  I  have  not  delerved.  The  Gods  are  my 
Witnefles,  that  I  no  longer  love  a  Life,  that  begins  tq 
difpleafeyou,  and  I  proteftallb  before  them,  that  I  wilt 
not  abate  any  thing  of  tny  affedtion  to  you,  though  yod 
pronounce  the  Sentence  of  dea:th  ^gainft  me:

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This  lovely  Impoiior  fail  nui:y  other  word-*,  but  .i

had  been  put  upon  iTie,  bcfoj^c  iry  Eyes  in  luch  lively 
colours,  that  I  ccnld  not  but  break  forth  with  vio- 
Jencc  ;  all  the  favours,  he  had  Itoln  from  mc,  and  all 
the  mnocent  familiarities,  that  I  had  granted  him,  came 
crowding  into  my  Memory,  and  making  a  mixture  of 
Shame  and  Anger  dy*d  my  Face  with  a  fUry,  and 
kindled  a  deadly  wrath  in  my  Mind.  In  thefe  firft  mo- 
tions, aher  having  look*d  upon  him  with  a  threatning 
Eye:  Traytor  f  laid  I)  thou  llialt  dy,  and  fincc  thy 
Treachery  is  without  example  to  all  thofe  of  thy  Sex, 
who  fliall  attempt  to  put  that  Tyrannical  Yoak  agairi 
upon  ours,  which  we  have  fo  nooly  thrown  off.  Hope 
for  ho  Mercy  from  her,  thou  halt  ib  unworthily  offend- 
ed, and  fincc  thou  haft  bafcly  abuled  that  innocent  af- 
fedion,  I  bore  to  thee,  dy  for  the  reparation  of  a  Crime, 
which  all  thy  Blood  is  not  able  to  wafli  away. 

The  diffembled  OrithU,  whilft  1  fpakcthefc  vsrord?, 
continued  on  her  Knees,  and  as  foon  as  I  had  cwded 
them  :  Yes,  Madam,  (replied  fhe  with  an  aflured 
Voice)  I  %villdy,  and  I  will  value  my  Death  above  the 
Empire  oft  he  AmASLons,  'Tisno  final  1  tecompence  to 
Orontcs  for  the  fervice,  he  has  done  you,  to  have  the! 
honour  to  dy  for  you,  and  I  protctt  to  you  by  thofe  fair 
Eyes,  which  wi\l  light  mq  to  iTiy  Grave,  I  dy  fatisfied^ 


accufc  me  for  having  unworthily  abufed,  be  no  cn- 
ininal  in  your  mind,  T  conjute  you  by  the  Blood, 
I  am  going  to  flicd^  to  receive  it  for  the  cxpiatiort 
of  niy  guilt,  and  not  to  preferve  any  hatred  after 
my  death  to  him ^  whd  hath  indeed  offended  the  Princef^ 

Whilft  he  uttered  thcfe  words,  I  made  fome  fefllefti^ 
ons  upon  the  fervicei  he  had  done  me,  and  of  the  proof* 
tvhicn  with  fo  much  hazard  he  had  given  me  of  a  mpft 

Sure  and  pcrf^cl  aflfedion.    This  confidefation  mollified 
le  a  little,  ind  the  conftaftcy  of  his  laft  ivotds  added  td 
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the  gracefulnefs  wherewith  he  accompanied  them,  made 
me  flacken  fomcthing  of  the  ftriftnefs  of  my  firli  motions, 
which  had  dettin'd  him  to  death  ,and  made  me  believe^ 
I  could  not  without  Ingratitude  and  Inhumanity  Sacri- 
fice a  Life,  which  he  had  voluntarily  giv^en  me,  and 
which  he  haddelpifcd  for  the  prefer vation  of  mine.  In 
thelc  latt  thoughts  I  caft  my  Eyes  upon  him,  and  forcing 
back.lome  Sighs,  which  hindred  the  courfe  of  my  Words : 
I  will  not  take  thy  life  (faid  I)  I  give  it  to  thole  lervices, 
I  have  received  from  thee,  and  I  leave  it  to  the  rcmorle 
'of  thy  own  Confcicncc,  which  lliall  revenge  me  for 
the  offence  thoi^  halt  committed.  Live,  to  repent  thy 
Crinie,  but  live  fo  far  from  hence,  thatl  may  never  fee 
.  thee  in  this  Country  more. 

Having  fpoken  thus,  I  arofe  from  the  place,  where  I 
fate,  and  went  out  of  the  arbour  fo  troubled,  that  I 
knew  not  what  to  do  with  my  felf.  I  took  no  heed 
what  became  ofOrontes,  and  coming  to  the  place,  where 
I  had  left  Hyppo/iM,  whoprelently  obfervcd  the  altera- 
tion in  my  countenance,  and  having  asked  me  the  caufe 
of  it,  1  related  my  adventure  to  her.  She  was  wonder- 
fully fiirprizcd  at  it,  and  bore  the  fame  part  in  that 
misfortune,  flic  was  wont  to  bear  in  all  things,  that 
concerned  me  ;  yet  fhe  having  naturally  a  great  deal 
of  goodnefs,  and  the  [c\gnci  Orithia  having  taken  much 
care  to  gain  her  friendiliip,  flie  deplored  her  difaltcr 
with  words,  that  begot  fome  pity  in, my  lelf,  and  took 
the  liberty  to  accufe  me  of  fome  mhumanity,  and  ufed 
fo  many  reafons  againtt  my  refcntment,  that  at  lalt  I 
was  nearly  touch'd  with  forrow  for  being  conftrained 
to  banifli  aperfon  forever,  whofe  merit  and  former  fer- 
vices  had  wrought  in  me  a  flrong  Inclination. 

We  fpentthe  day  in  that  entertainment,  and  the  fol- 
lowing night  I  was  toft  with  great  difquiets,  lb  that  the 
next  day  appeared,  before  I  had  cloiedmy  eyes.  When 
it  was  dinnertime,  the  Qiicen  asked  for  Orithia^  but  fhc 
came  not,  and  her  fervants,  of  whom  flic  enquired  after 
her,  affirmed,  that  fiiicc  the  day  before  fhe  had  not  re- 
turned into  her  lodging.That  anlwcr  put  the  Queen  into 
feme  trouble,  and  having  caufcd  her  to  be  fought  all  the 
reft  of  the  day  fot  her  departure,  or  for  the  accident,  that 
might  have  befallen  her ;  can  it  be  poffible  Claid  fliej  that 
our  dear  Or/V^iW  fliould  have  left  us,  without  bidding 
us  farewcl  ^  but  ought  wc  not  rather  to  fear  fome  mistor- 
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tunc  fcparates  hfr  from  us,  and  deprives  us  of  the  molt 
animiable  perlbn  in  the  world. 

Theie  words  began  to  touch  mc  to  the  heart,  and  the 
Gods,  who  dc(iinei  mc  to  many  dilaHers,  gave  mc  al- 
ready an  unprofi:abIe  repentance.  At  night  being  re- 
lirjd  to  my  Chamber,  Hyppolita  dehvered  me  a  letter, 
which  llie  h:ul  received  from  one  of  Orithias  women, 
which  1  took  by  her  cntreaily,  and  opening  it  found 
(.IS  I  had  guc  Tied)  that  it  cjuic  from  Or/VA/V/,  and  in  it  I 
read  thcle  worJs  ;

*  would  flic  however  have  refiHed  that  remorfe,  to 
'  which  you  gave  her  over,  and  which  would  juftly 

*  have  punimed  her  for  troubling  the  tranquillity  of 
'  your  loul.    I  beg  of  the  Gods  to  reftore  it  you  for  ever, 

*  and  to  confcrvc  it  to  you  as  entirely,  as  I  have  and 
'  will  unto  my  jravc  that  paffion,   which  leads  me 
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^  thither  by  its  violence,  by  your  will,  and  by  the 
^  knowledge  of  my  fault.  In  the  mean  time.  Molt  lovely 
^  Princefs,  if  the  Prayers  of  one  fo  guilty  may  be  receiv- 
^  ed  by  you,  fufFer  me  once  again  to  implor*:  your 
pardon,  for  the  offences  I  have  committed,  and  at  the 

*  extremity  of  my  life  to  conjure  you,  not  to  hate  the 

*  memory  of  a  perfon,  who  hath  offended  you  only 

*  in  loving  you,  and  who  hath  loved  you  only  with  the 

*  moft  pure  and  perfeft  afJedion,  a  heart  is  able  tocoa- 

*  ceivc.  Grant  me  this  favour  with  generofity,  as  I  give 
'  my  life  with  joy,  and  if  the  fault  of  a  guilty  Orithia 
'  come  fbmetimcs  into  your  mind,  remember,  t b at  if  fhe 

*  was  to  blame,  it  was  rather  through  love,than  malice, 

*  and  that  though  (lie  was  imprudent,  though  fhe  was 

*  prelumptuous,  yet  wasfhe  ever  faithful,  and  dieid  as 

*  ihe  had  lived  yours.  ji 

I  know  not  how  to  exprefs  to  you  Sir,  with  what 
motions  my  fou!  was  touched  at  the  reading  of  thefe 
words,  but  certainly  tenderne/s  and  pity  never  pro- 
duced more  iiidden,  nor  more  powertul   effedts  in  a 
heart  poflefled  with  anger  and  refeiitment,  tha*  they 
did  at  that  time  in  mine.     The  Letter  fell  out  of  n.y 
hand,  when  looking  on  Hyppolita  without  Ipeaking  a 
word,  I  fet  forth  my  forrow  by  my  filence,  and  by  loine 
tear?,  which  I  could  not  poQlbly  retain.    Then  it  yvras, 
that  OrithU  reprefcnted  her  lelf  to  my  eyes  in  her  mo(t 
Jovely  fhape,  and  if  to  Uinifh  thofc  thoughts  that  argued 
for  her,  I  fancied  her  to   my   felf^  that  prefumpcuous 
Orontes,  who  had  malicioufly  decci/ed  me,  and  abuled 
my  favours,  and  my  eafmefs.  Hie  would  return  w^ithin 
a  moment  to  my  memory,   as  that  charming  Orithia^ 
who  had  expofed  her  felf  to  fiich  manifeff  hazards  to  fee 
me,  and  to  ierve  me,   who  in  a  Itorm  of  blows  had 
lived  me  from  a  death,   which  without   her  kind  af- 
fittance  had  been  inevitable,    who  by  her  valour  had 
rcftored  me  to  the  Qiieen  my  Mother,who  by  a  thouland 
Actions  of  that  nature  had  heretofore  won   my  heart, 
wnth  a  moft  abfolute  Empire,  atid  for  a  conclufion  died 
for  me,  and  died  with  a  refignation  and  fidelity,  which 
theri^our  of  my  ufigehad  not  been  able-  to  fhake.    O 
Gods!   how  fenfible  was  this  remembrance  to  me !  I 
took  up  the  Letter  aeain,  and  reading  it  over  divers 
times,!  fuffered  my  felf  to  be  iiifenfibly  carried  away  into 
a  pafTion  very  little  different  from  that,  which  is  called 
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love.  All  that  Princes  good  qualities,and  all  the  proof?, 
he  had  given  me  of  his  affedtioii  appeared  unto  me  then 
with  fo  much  advantage,  that  it  was  impoffiblefor  me 
to  defend  my  feU  both  againtt  the  griet  of  his  misfor- 
tune, and  ngainft  the  birth  of  that  piffion,  for  which  I 
lb  much  fince  have  fiiftercd. 

To  bcfhort,  Sir,  if  I  loveJ  him  as  Orithia'  before,  I 
began  to  love  him  now  as  OromeSy  I  could  neither  find 
Itrength  enousjh  in  the  confiJ-ention  of  that  virtue,  I 
propofed  unto  my  felf,  nor  in  that  of  our  Laws,  to  refilt 
the  violence  of  my  dcliiny.  I  Ipent  the  night  in  cruel 
agitation?,  and  if  I  went  to  dole  my  eyes,  to  hope,  that 
fleep  would  give  fome  relpite  to  my  dilquiets ;  Orontes 
came  prefcntly  into  my  imagination  with  thit  graceful- 
nefe,  that  accompanied  all  his  Adlions.  I  made  no  dif- 
ficulty to  tru(t  Hyppolita  with  my  difquiets,  and  with 
thiKrth  of  my  affeiiion.  That  dilcreet  Maid  endea- 
vofired  to  comfort  me,  and  to  banifh  from  my  mind 
thofc  thoughts,  that  fruitkfly  afflicted  me.  She  repre- 
lented,  how'improfitable  all  the  reflexions,  I  could 
make  to  his  advantage  were  in  confideration  of  the  con- 
ttitution  of  our  Government.  And  though  in  Ibme 
degree  ilie  pitty'd  Orontes^  and  took  his  parr,  her  belief 
that  my  paffion  was  not  paU  remedy  made  her  u(e  all 
attempts  to  blot  him  out  of  my  remembrance.  The 
Queen  came  to  vifit  me,  and  being  her  leh^  deeply  af- 
fli(ftedfor  the  departure  or  lofs  of  Orir/?/.?,  (Ije  thought 
it  not  ttrange,  that  I  was  Ibfenfibly  grieved  for  it. 
.  I  fpenc  many  days  in  driving  with  my  felf  to  banilh 
that  lad"  remembrance  out  of  my  mind,  and  to  that  end 
I  diverted  myfelfwith  company  hunting  exerciie,  and 
all  the  pafiimes,  which  formerly  had  been  able  tocIi.irin 
part  of  my  difcontents;  but  I  iio  lon^^er  found  the  lame 
virtue  in  them,  and  whcreiocver  I  was,  and  whatloevcr 
I  did,  the  image  of  Oro;;rf.c  was  (till  bctore  me,  and  by 
bis  reproaches  troubled  tlie  repole,  I  vainly  lought  for. 
Andtliat  War,  whichlmadeagaintt  my  lorrows,  and 
againrt  my  remorle,  greatly  impaired  my  health,  and 
wrought  a  viiible  alteration  in  my  humour,  and  in  my 
countenance.  I  had  fjpent  lome  Months  in  this  courle 
of  life,  when  my  grief  received  a  fat;il  furcharge,  and  I 
had  not  yet  dried  up  m.y  tears  for  the  lofs  of  Orithia^ 
when  the  death  oftheQiieen  my  Mother  ^ave  nic  a  (ad 
occafion,  to  pour  them  fortli  afreili.     That  good  Piir.- 
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eels,  who  fo  dearly  loved  me,  w.3s  taken  atv.iy  in  the 
flower  of  her  age,  .md  a  fuddeii  violent  fciver  deprived 
me  of  her  in  the  ipacc  of  eight  days.  A  few  hours  be- 
fore fhe  expired  having  fent  tor  me  to  her  Bed- fide,  and 
alledged  lome  reafons  to  comfort  mc  for  her  !o(s,  flic 
gave  me  inftrudions  to  rule  by,  aiid  conjured  me  by  a 
inofi  ardent  affedion,  never  to  permit  our  Lnvs  fliould 
be  violated,  but  rather  to  perifh  for  the  conlervation  of 
that  Liberty,  which  our  predeceflors  had  obtained  by 
the  Sword,  and  which,  till  than  we  had  fo  couragioufiy 
defended  I  aniweredher  only  with  my  Tears  and  Sighs, 
and  withina  fewMomcntsaftcr  Ihad  received  her  lalt 
Embnre?,  Ifaw  her  fhut  her  Eyes  for  ever. 

Thi^f  id rembrance interrupted  the  fiir  AmAz^ons  dif- 
courie,  and  caufuig  her  to  flied  iome  Tears,  oblic,cd 
irincc  Orojtdates  to  Ipeak  fome  wordsof  Conlolation  to 
her;  but  within  a  while  after  being  a  little  fettled  fne 
went  on  with  her  relation  on  this  manner. 

I  make  you  Judge,  Sir,  of  the  greatnefs  of  my  afflifli- 
on,  for  the  lois  of  a  Mother,  who  loved  mcwith  the 

tendereft  affedlion  imaoinable.    I  did  all  that  the  weak-

r.cfs  ofa  Woman  makes  them  ufe  to  do  in  liich  like  en- 
counters ;  but  in  the  end  my  grief  in  moderating  wore 
away  with  time,  reafon,  and  the  psrfwafion  of  my 
Friends,  whoearneiily  defired  me  to  leave  off  my  La- 
mentations, and  take  fome  care  of  Governing  my  Sub- 
jeds. 

I  was  Iblemnly  Crown'd  and  rcc^ved  power  over 
that  Scepter  in  a  Icafon,  when  my  Youth  and  PafiTions 
re  ndred  me  uncapable  of  any  over  m.y  fclf  I  began  my 
Keign  with  Tranquility  enough,  and  I  was  willing  ac- 
cording to  Or/'/^ws  Councel,  to  Iweetcn  the  harfhnefs 
of  our  Laws  a  little,  and  takeaway  that  Tindhire  of  Bar- 
barity they  had  in  them.  I  prohibited  our  Women  ^to 
kill  any  oftbeir  Male  Children,  afid  commanded  thciu 
only  to  make  them  be  carried  to  the  CappndocUns^  or  Ibir.e 
ethers  of  our  Neighbours,  and  to  exchange  them  for 
Daughter?,  if  they  found  any  opportunity,  I  ordained, 
tliar  thnfc  Men,  who  by  Tcmpefts  or  any  other  Accidents 
were  c\\[\  upon  our  Coa(h,  lliould  be  kindly  treatcdj 
and  fcnt  away  without  /  receiving  any  itijury,  wMiereas 
befcre  they  Vvcre  ufually  put  to  the  Sword  without  Mercy. 
A\v\  I  altered  many  other  things  in  the  feventy  of  our 
Cuuoins,  fothat  in  a  little  time  a  milder  faccofGovern- 
''      '     •  •  mcnt 
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inent  appeared,  than  it  was  wont  to  (hew  in  the  Reigns 
of  former  Qiiecns. 

In  thisItatcofafFairsI  paffcd  whole  years  without  a- 
ny  other  Trouble?,  thanttoieof  the  dilconteots  of  my 
Mind,  and  with  much  more  Tranquility  in  my  Govern- 
ment, than  \\\  my  Heart.  I  at  my  coming  to  tnc  Crown 
had  confirmed  the  Truce,  which  the  Queen  my  Mother 
had  made  with  the  Cilians  our  Neighbour?,  and  our 
uftialEnemies ;  Neobarz^anes  had  been  thcirGovernor  un- 
der DariHSy  and  having  of  flatc  followed  Alexjindir 
l^itrty,  lie  by  him  was  confirmed  in  the  abfolute  Autho- 
rity of  that  Kingdom,  and  in  asSovcraign  a  power,  as 
if  he  had  been  the  lawful  Kingof  it.  That  ambitioCis 
Man  dcfiring  to  enlarge  his  confines,  and  to  extirpate  us 
Women  from  the  Face  of  the  Earth,  whehad  held  him 
in  play,  and  often  put  him  to  the  wortt,  took  the  Field 
to  invade  our  Territories  with  an  Army  ofthirty  tliou- 
land  Men.  They  at  firft  made  fomc  Progrefs  on  our 
Frontiers,  and  defeated  fome  of  our  Forces,  whom  the 
Truce  had  made  (ccurc  and  negligent;  but  within  a 
while  after  laying  Siege  to  one  of  our  Cities,  he  gave  me 
leifure  to  raifean  Army  asHron^,  as  his.  I  marched 
diredly  towards  him  with  great  diligence,  of  which  he 
no  fooncr  had  News,  but  he  railed  his  Siege,  and  march- 
ed direftly  to  meet  me,  when  in  a  few  days  our  Army 
faced  each  other  in  a  l?rgc  Plain  between  the  Iris  and 
the  Thermodoon.  And  having  got  intelligeacc,  that 
Neobarjcanes  had  given  the  Left  Wing  of  his  Army  to 
his  Brother  lifaphemesy  and  kept  the  Right  under  his 
own  particular  Commaaid,  I  followed  his  Example,  and 
giving  myLcft  toMenalippa^l  took  thcRightmy  lclf,that 
might  erxounter  Tifaphernes^  whom  I  believed  much 
more  dangerous,  ihan  his  Brother.  I  wis  not  deceived 
ii  my  cxpedlation;  for  the  fliock  of  the*  two  Armies 
Tifaphernes  and  I  charged  one  another,  and  having  brok- 
en our  Javelins  without  cffcdt,  wc  CoMabated  with  our 
Swords  in  a  very  furious  manner,  till  the  throng  croiid- 
ing  parted  us ;  upon  which  we  retired  to  our  rcfpeilive 
Commands.  I  wijl  not  be  tedious  to  vou  with  the  re- 
lation of  that  Battel,  it  was  fufficiently  Bloody,  and  the 
Viftory  was  difputcd  by  the  death  of  a  great  number  on 
either  fide,  but  in  the  end  it  declared  for  mc  and  the 
Enemy  loll  the  Field,  leaving  about  fifteen  thoii'and  of 
their  Men  dead  and  wounded  behind  them  j  but  not- 
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wi-^hilancling  having  flainfcvenor  eight  thoufand  of 
our  women,  and  wounded  many  of  the  reft,  the  night 
hindred  a  more  abfolute  defeat.    And  the  next  morn« 
ing  b    break  of  day  the  CiUcians  finding  their  great  lofs 
difencamped,  when  having  buried  our  dead,  and  taken 
care  of  o|ur  wounded,    we  purfued  them  by  hafty 
marches,  dnd  fell  ofcen  upon  the  rear  of  fuch,  as  were 
caft  behind.    We  purfued  them  to  their  frontiers  wi^ch 
a  great  deal  of  execution ;  but  whilft  we  were  in 
doubt,  whether  we  (hould  enter  their  Territories  after 
them,  to  render  our  Victory  more  compleat,  and  to 
revenge  at  full  the  injuries  the/  had  done  us,  news 
was  brought,  that  they  had  received  a  fupply  of  ten 
^houfand  men,     This  hindred  us  from  pafHng  further, 
and  made  us  ftand  on  our  guard.    And  NeobAr:^nes 
proud  of  this  fuccour,    not  doubting  to  prevaile  over 
US,  tired  as  we  were,  and  leflened  in  number,  return- 
ed haftly  to  renew  the  fight.    Some  of  our  women,  be- 
fore we  joyn'd  in  Battel  gave  councel  from  their  long 
experience  in  Martial  affairs,    that  we  ought  to  refute 
it,  and  makp  an  orderly  retreat,  but  the  younger  fort, 
and  thofe  of  the  moft  couragious  fpirits  were  all  on 
fire,  to  give  a  fecond  defeat  to  thcfe  Enemies,  they 
had  fo  lately  feen  to  fly  before  them.    They  carried  it 
by  a  multitude  of  voices.    The  ground  inforced  me  to 
divide  our  Army  into  three  bodies,  and  the  third  I 
gave  to  CUtemneflra  ;  And  as  foon  as  day  appeared  we 
marched  towards  our  Enemies,  with  a  great  deal  of 
courage.    The  day  was  very  fair,  and  the  Sun  ihining 
iipon  our  arms  made  the  cvvo  Armies  a  gallant  fi.2,ht, 
•l)Ut  it  was  quickly  cnanged,  and   ^W  the  beauty  they 
had  in   their  drawing  near,  was  inftintly  loft  in  hor- 
rour,  and  in  the  tjlood,  that  flowed  from  many  thou- 
fand wounds. 

Whilft  I  was  ranging  through  the  fighting  fqiiadrons, 
Vyho  were  rningled  with  one  anotr.cr,  Tifaphrrncf 
If'nowing  me  again  rrtade  way  with  his  iworci  to  meet 
m^^\  And  coming  up  briskly  now  (p-yed  he)  let  us 
finim  tlieC6mbat,  we  began  at  the  former  Battel,  and 
let  us  withdraw  out  of  this  croud,  that  we  may  end  it 
without  hirtdcrance,  and  withbac  advantage.  1  pre- 
fently  confented,  and  follovvint;  him  to  a  rnore  open 
place,  whilft  I  was  turning  aboiic  to  take  my  carreer, 
unmindful  of  fuch  Trcarcherv,  he  ftruck  me  fucH  a 
''■  ■'       '    '■    -  '    '    '        ^  ■         '  '  blow 
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blow  on  the  head-piece,  chat  he  beat  down  the  cred 
with  the  plumes,  that  covered  it,  and  perceiving  me  a 
a  little  dazledy  he  went  to  redouble  his  ftroke,  Lu: 
Tuddenly  turning  I  rufhed  upon  him,  and  luckily  find- 
ing the  defeftof  his  courage,  I  ran  my  fword  up  to  the 
hilt  in  his  body    Tijafherncs  fell  dead  with  the  wound 
at  my  Horfes  feet,  but  er*e  I  could  well  recover  my 
fword,  I  was  again  charged  behind  with  fo  weighty 
a  ftroak,  as  went  near  to  have  tumbled  me  to  the 
ground  ;  but  recovering  and  facing  about  in  a  great 
fury,  I  favv  NeobarzAnes  himfclf,  who  to  fuccour  or 
revenge  his  brother  had  fallen  upon  me  wkh  a  great 
many  of  his  men,  I  fought   him  out  in  the  very  midit 
of  them>  and  aiming  my  fword  at  his  very  cryes,  I 
gave  him  fucK  a  terrible  fhocfc,  that  I  threw  hiin  be- 
iides  his  faddle,  and  made  him  tumble  among  the  feet 
of  their  Horfes,  that  followed  him,  but  they  prefencly 
remounted  him,  and  a  gieat  many  of  them  came 
pouring  upon  me  with  exceeding  fury.    I  had  then 
been  in  a  great  deal  of  danger,  if  Menaliffa  had  not 
fuddenly  come  to  my  refcue  with  feme  of  her  troops  ; 
And  the  Enemy  drawing  up  theirs,    within  a  flioru 
fpace  the  moil  dangerous  and  bloody  part  of  the  fighc 
happened  in  that  place.    W  e  fought  fo  obltinaccly, 
t>ut  both  Armies  were  almoll  defeated  ;  yet  with  (bme 
ftnsggling  we  obtained  this  fecond  Vidory  with  the 
death  of  about  ten  thoufand  of  our  women.    That 
great  lofs  fo  much  exafpera ted  me  againft  Neobar^cancs 
and  his  foldier,   that  I  was  blindly  obllinare  in  the 
purfuit  of  them,  till  I  found  I  was  engaged  in  a  wood, 
that  had  very  narrow  pafles,  where  I  was  fuddenly  fur- 
rounded.    And  though  I  tumbled  NeobarzAnes  from 
his  Horfe,  and  flew  a  great  many,  that  oppofed  me 
in  the  defence  of  his  life  ;  Vet  almoil  all  my   women 
about  me  being  killed  or  difabled  by  wounds,  !  at  lafl: 
was  beaten  to  tlte  ground,  feized  on  by  a  number  of 
Enemies,  and  bound  upon  a  Horfe,  which  was  pre* 
fcntly  fent  away  for  fear  I  (hould  have  been  refcued, 
and  fcarce  knew  where  I  was,  till  I  favv  my  felf  within 
the  walls  of /*/7»7w,  th;^  fame  City,  which  before  had 
been  taken  by  the  valour  oiOritkia^  and  which  the  C/- 
llcians  had  afterward   recovered   from  us,    and  into 
which  NeobarzAYies  had  retired  with  the  fn|aU  remainder 
of  his  broken  Army.    As  foon  as  that  wicked  man  faw 

me. 
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me,  from  whom  I  expefted  no  good  ufage:  The  Gods, 
bloody  woman  (faid  he  his  eyes  fparkhng  with  rage 
and  furyj  have  at  laft  delivered  thee  into  my  hands, 
whom  they  have  deftmed  the  revenger  of  thy  cruelties. 
And  if  the  death  of  my  dear  brother,  and  of  many 
thoufand  of  my  foldiers,  which  cry  for  vengeance 
againft  thee,  can  not  be  fatisBed  with  that  of  one 
woman,  I  ihall  at  lead  have  this  facisfadion,  to  puniOi 
the  head  for  the  crimes  of  the  whole  body ^  and  ap- 
peafe  my  brothers  Ghoft  by  the  blood  of  her,  that  de- 
prived me  of  him. 

I  heard  thefe  words  without  any  fenfeof  terror,  and 
being  no  more,  than  I  expefted  from  fuch  an  Enemy, 
having  a  good  while  looked  upon  him  with  a  fcorn, 
that  might  incenfe  him  the  more,  I  replyed  at  laft, 
without  being  moved  :  I  expelled  neither  favour,  nor 
good  ufage  of  thee.  I  fhould  think  it  a  fhame  ro 
receive  that  from  thee,  which  thou  never  Ihcweft  to 
any  body  :  Do  not  believe,  thou  canft  affrlgt  me  with 
thy  threats;  Fortune  the  Goddefs,  whom  thou  adoreft, 
and  who  puff's  up  thy  empty  foul,  never  had  an  Em- 
pire over  mine,  and  can  neither  dejeft  it,  nor  fubdue 
it  to  thee.  Thou  alone  art  guilty  of  thofe  Cruelties, 
with  which  thou  reproacheft  me.  I  have  defended  my 
Territories,  which  contrary  to  the  Law  of  Nations, 
and  thy  proraife  given,  thou  iiioft  ufijultly  dideft  in- 
vade, and  if  thy  brother  and  thy  foldiers  have  fallen 
in  thy  quarrel,  they  died  like  valiant  men^  and  have 
received  their  punifhment  for  thy  crime,  from  which 
thou  freeft  thy  felf  by  flight.  * 

Thefe  words  were  fafBcient  to  redouble  his  fury,  and' 
carry  him  to  extremity  againft  a  perfon^  who  braved 
and  reviled  him,  though  a  prifoner;  but  the  little 
beauty,  wherewith  fome  had  flattered  me,  and  on 
which  at  this  time  hecaft  his  eyes  witli  moft  bafe  and 
guilcy  defigns,  fufpended  his  anger,  and  hindred  ic 
from  breaking  forth  with  violence,  but  not  him  from 
anfvvering  with  a  grim  and  dangerous  fmile:  We  will 
fee  (faid  he)  whether  your  conftancy  will  hold  out  to 
the  end,  and  if  you  will  be  as  couragious  in  the  cer- 
tainty of  your  death,  as  you  are  in  the  expeftation  of 
a  pardon,  by  reafon  of  your  Sex ;  but  in  that  you  but 
vainly  hope.  For  what  you  will  not  obtain  upon  thefe 
word5,  he  commanded  me  to  be  taken  from  before 

him. 
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him,  and  to  be  conveyed  to  a  Chamber,  which  was  to 
be  my  Prifon;,  where  I  found  fome  confolation  in  the 
company  of  three  women,  that  were  fcnt  by  him  to 
wait  on  me.  I  alfo  had  Chirurgeons  to  drefs  thofe 
wounds,  I  had  received  in  the  Battel,  and  fuch  other 
neceffaries  brought  me,  as  well  fuited  the  condition  of 
a  Prifoner  of  my  Qtiality. 

The  Etid  of  the  Third  Book- 
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'T'HE  ufage,  I  had  received  from  NeoBdrzanes  at  the 
-*"  beginning  of  qay  captivity,  began  quickly  to  alter 
for  the  better,  and  the  women  appoipterf  to  wait  on 
me  began  to  lerve  me  with  great  diligence  and  refpeft, 
and  he  often  fent  to  enquire  of  my  healih,  before  he 
appeared  again  before  me  in  perfon,  which  he  in  a  little 
timedidjlabouring  with  all  hiscunning  to  excufe  the 
harihnefs  of  the  ufage,  he  had  fhown  at  firil,  and 
from  that  fell  to  fpeak  to  me  of  his  detefted  affeftion, 
and  the  excefs  of  his  love  towards  me,  which  infini^ 
tely  offended  me,  and  if  I  had  been  at  liberty,  I  fliould 
have  puniiflied  that  infolency  with  my  own  hands » and 
have  made  him  to  feel  that  force  to  the  purpofe,  of 
which  he  had  had  experience  to  his  (hame  5  but  in  the 

condition 
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condition  I  was,  I  had  but  too  many  reafons  to  nio- 
derate  my  fury,  and  prudence  enough  to  diffemble 
part  of  it,  though  I  anfwered  as  often  as  he  troubled 
me  with  any  fuch  like  difcourfe  fliarply  enough,  and 
made  him  fee  by  my  fcorn  and  difdain  how  much  I 
contemn  d  and  defpifed  him  fo,  that  when  he  found 
all  gentle  ways  utterly  unprofitable  to  him,,  and 
what  ever  perfwafions  he  could  ufe ;  and  my  hatred  the 
more  incenfed  againft  him,  w^shis  defpair  of  bringing 
me  to  the  terms  he  defircd  made  him  fly  into  extre- 
mities, refolving  if  poflible  to  gain  that  fatisfadion  by 
violent  ways,  which  he  plainly  perceived  wa9  unattai- 
nable by  his  flatteries  •,  when  one  day  coming  into  my 
Chamber  with  that  wicked  intention,  he  made  figns 
to  my  women  to  withdraw,  and  being  alone  with  me, 
after  Slaving  caft  his  eyes  on  my  face  with  a  wondering 
look:  It  is  no  longer  time,  Thalejiris,  (M  he,  to  di{- 
fipmble  my  intention  :  I  am  weary  of  fuffcring  a  pain, 
which  I  can  remedy  my  felf,  and  of  fuing  vainly  to 
her,  whom  I  can  compel  to  latisfy  me.  I  have  made 
you  offers,  which  you  imprudently  difdained,  and  I 
will  offer  you  nothing  more,  but  the  choice  of  death, 
or  of  my  love. 

Though  thefe  words  a  little  furprized  me,  yet  was 
I  not  at  all  in  doubt,  what  anfwer  I  (hoiild  return  ; 
but  looking  upon  him  with  more  fcorn  than  ever  : 
Thy  threats  (faid  I)  cannot  territje  me.  I  prefer  death 
before  thy  detefted  afi^eftion,  and  all  manner  of  tor- 
tures, before  the  fatisfaftion  thou  demandeft.  Since 
thou  defireft  death  (repiyed  he  turioufly)  thou  llialc 
have  thy  wilh,  when  rifiog  up,  and  drawing  a  dagger, 
which  he  wore  concealed,  he  lifted  his  arm  to  Itrike 
it  into  ray  breaft,  but  not  refolving  to  loofe  a  life 
(though  at  that  timel  little  regarded)  tamely,  to  give 
a  monder  the  contentment  of  taking  it  away,  I  new 
upon  him,  and  with  my  left  hand  ftopt  his  arm,  that 
was  lifted  up  to  Ihb  me,  and  with  my  other  arni 
grafping  him  about  the  middle,  I  after  a  little  ilruggling 
threw  him  to  the  ground,  and  eafily  wrclled  the  dag- 
ger from  him.  Tnen  it  wis  in  my  power  to  have 
taken  away  his  infamous  life;  but  the  bafe  wretch, 
who  loved  it  more  than  I  did  mine,  was  afraid  of  loo- 
fin^  it,  and  begged  it  of  me  with  words,  wiiich  fufli- 
ciciuly  teitified  the  me:innefs  of  his  fpirit,  and-  though 

he 
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he  was  unworthy  of  that  mercy,  I  thought  him  alfo 
unworthy  to  receive  it  at  my  hands,  and  inftantly 
making  my  felf  Miftris  of  my  juft  refentment :  Ri/e 
Coward  (fdid  I)  ihou  defeiveft  neither  death  nor  pardon 
from  Vjaieftris^^nA  chercfore  fhe  will  give  thee  neither^ 
but  leaves  thee  a  life,  which  fhe  cannot  without  dif- 
honour  take  from  fuch  a  one  as  thou  art ;  And  as  thou 
knoweft  my  ftrength  is  above  thine »  fo  thou  alfo  ihalc 
know,  that  my  goodnefs  is  eaual  to  thy  bafenefs. 

Neobar:^nes  made  no  anlwer  to  thefe  words,  but 
getting  on  his  feet  ;  and  catling  down  his  eyes  full  of 
ihame  and  confufion,  he  went  out  of  ray  Chamber, 
leaving  his  dagger  in  my  hand.  If  I  had  been  in  another 
cftate,  this  adventu  e  would  have  atfoarded  matter  of 
laughrer,  and  there  was  caufe  enough  to  deride  a  man, 
who  fo  weakly  had  attempted  fo  high  an  enterprize ; 
but  the  condition  I  then  was  in,  made  me  inf^nfible 
of  any  diverfion.  After  this  I  remained  three  or  ;four 
days  without  feeing  him,  or  hearing  from  him,  and  I 
began  to  believe,  there  might  be  fome  amendment  in 
him,  when  being  one  night  in  bed,  I  was  awakened 
about  two  hours  before  day  by  a  dreadful  noife,  which 
madecail  aloofegown  about  me,  and  haftly  run  to 
the  window,  where  I  heard  horrible  crys  in  the  ftreet, 
but  was  unable  to  learn  the  caufe,  er*e  I  lieard  a  violent 
beating  at  my  Chamber-door,  which  with  many  blows 
flew  open  ;  when  refolving  to  defend  my  life,  or  my 
chaflity,  which  was  more  dear  to  me,  I  lay'd  hold  of 
the  dagger,  Neobarzanes  had  left  behind  him.  When 
I  faw  by  the  lights,  that  always  burned  in  my  Chamber 
by  night,  for  fear  of  a  furprize,  that  wicked  roan 
cnterd  with  his  drawn  fword,  attended  by  many  others. 
As  foon  as  he  perceived  me,  7halejiris^  (cryed  he  with 
a  terrible  voice)  I  muft  dye,  fince  my  hopes  are  dead , 
and  fince  I  muft  loofe  thee  and  my  felf,  I  will  keep 
thee  from  laugh  and  triumphing  in  my  ruin.  He  had 
hardly  ended  thefe  words,  when  he  Act  direftly  at  me, 
and  without  giving  me  leafure,  to  reproach  his  ingrati- 
tude after  the  mercy  I  had  fhewed  him,  he  made  a 
thruft,  which  had  run  me  quicc  through  unarmed,  as  I 
was,  if  I  had  not  bowed  my  body,  to  avoid  it.  I 
efcaped  that  danger  by  ftooping  fuddenly,'and  ftriking 
upthepoint  of  his  fword  with  the  dagger,  I  held  in 
my  hand,  I  made  it  flip  over  my  fliouid<?r,  and  run- 
ning 
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ning  under  ir^  I  feized  on  the  guard  with  ray  left  hand  , 
and  with  my  right  I  ftabbed  the  dagger  into  his  breai): 
fo  forcibly,  that  he  fell  dead  at  my  feet,  and  his  fword 
remaining  in  my  hand,  I  fet  my  felf  to  difpute  my  life 
with  thole,  that  came  along  with  him,  and  foon  lay'd 
two  of  them  dead  by  their  Mafter;  but  being  hardly 
prefled  by  their  number,  I  was  conftrained  to  retice  to 
tlie  wall,  that  I  might  prevent  being  furrounded  by 
them,  and  there  I  Scattered  death  and  terror  amongft 
them,  till  I  had  received  a  great  many  wounds,  from 
whicn  the  blood  flowed  in  abundance,  and  caufed 
fuch  a  weaknefs.  That  I  could  not  much  longer  have 
defended  a  life,  afTaulted  by  fo  great  a  difadvantage  ^ 
but  when  I  defpaired  of  fafety,  the  Gods  fent  me  a  ti- 
mely Aid.    I  heard  a  great  noife  upon  the  ftaires,  and 
faw  a  great  many  rufh  in  armed,   who  flew  upoti 
thofe,  that  charged  me,  and  foon  gave  death  to  a  great 
many  oi^them.    The  leader  of  this  fuccour  did  the 
greateft  execution,  llriking  no  blows,  that  were  not 
mortal,  which  quickly  covered  the  floor  with  blood, 
and  with  dead  bodies,  and  when  they  had  made  them- 
f elves  a  paffage  to  come  to  me ;    Courage,  (cryed  one 
of  my  defenders)  Courage,  Madam,  you  are  delivered, 
and  your  Enemies  are  dcllroyed.    Being  very  well  ac- 
quainted with  that  voice,  I  prefently  knevir  it  to  be 
that  of  my  faithful  Hjppolita^  and  foon  obferved,  they 
were  my  Ama^ons^   from  whom  I  received  this  af- 
iidauce,  by  whofe  Aid  I  quickly  obtained  an  abfolute 
Viftory  over  thofe,   that  had  aflaulted  me,  and  my 
women  feeinj?  my  blood  flow,  were  fo  cxafperated  at 
that  fight,  that  they  gave  no  quarter,  infomuch  that 
my  Chamber  was  a  fpeftacle  full  of  horrour,  in  which 
I  had  no  dclire  to  ftay  any  longer,  but  by  the  afliltancc 
of  my  women,  that  had  attended  me  by  the  order  of 
i\Vo^Mr^4wrr,   and  had  hid  themfelves  in  a  clofet,  out 
of  which  they  were  brought  trembling.  I  was  lead  to 
another,  and  put  into  a  bed,  and  had  my  wounds 
drcllcd.  when  Aicftali^pa  informed  me,  that  they  had 
taken  the  City  by  furprize,  and  that  all  my  Enemies 
]uit\ieie  dead  or  dying.    Though  I  could  not  but 
conceive  a  [oy  at  their  good  fuccefs,  yet  being  trou- 
Med,  that  lo  mar*y  innocent  perbns  ihould  fall  with 
the  suiltyi 

My 
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My  dear  friends  faid  I  to  thofe  about  me  ;  I  hold 
my  life  from  the  Gods  and  from  you.  Lee  us  not  ftir 
them  up  againll  us  after  the  mercies  wj  have  received, 
and  let  us  not  diflionour  our  Viftory  by  sin  excefs  of 
cruelty.  There  is  bicod  enough  flied  already.  If  any 
of  our  Enemies  are  alive,  let  them  have  quarter  given 
them,  and  let  thofe  be  (pared,  that  ceafe  to  make  re- 
fiftance.  Cljtcmnefira  went  prefently  away  to  execute 
that  order,  and  the  lives  of  many  were  faved  by  her 
timely  rcftriftion,  and  when  I  had  refted  a  little  the 
remainder  of  that  night,  and  the  day  following,  with- 
out being  interrupted,  as  the  Chirurgeons  had  delircd 
me,  the  following  night  being  come,  I  called  Hjppolitu 
to  my  Bed- fide,  and  having  embraced  her  many  times 
with  expreffions  of  my  former  kindnefs,  I  asked  her 
divers  queftions,  and  particularly  about  this  lad  ad- 
venture of  taking  the  City,  but  fhe  prayed  me  to  defer 
her  anfwering  till  the  next  morning,  that  I  might  be 
in  a  fitter  condition  to  hear  it.  I  fubmitted  to  her  re- 
queft,  and  when  I  awaked  feme  hours  after  day  ap- 

geared,  fhe  came  again  to  my  command,  and  there 
eing  no  body  bendes  in  my  Chamber,  fhe  began  her 
relation  on  this  manner  : 

N^henyour  Majelly  was  mifling  in  the  Army  upon 
the  purfuit  you  had  made  after  Neobar^Anes^  our  fears 
and  aftonifhments  were  exceeding  great.  We  fought 
in  all  places  we  could,  and  fent  out  parties,  fearching 
likewife  aiiu)ngthe  dead  and  wounded,  but  all  invain. 
Early  next  morning  we  fent  a  trumpet  to  the  City,  to 
know  if  you  were  a  prifoner,  and  to  offer  with  your 
cohfei>t  what  ever  might  be  defired  for  your  liberty.  I 
woold  needs  go  along  with  the  trumpet,  and  we  were 
blindfolded  upon  our  cntring  the  gates,  and  carried 
before  Neobarzancs^  but  no  (boner  we  began  to  open 
our  mouths  to  enquire  after  you,  but  your  Queen  is 
living  (faid  he)  yet  her  condition  is  little  better,  than 
if  fhe  were  dead,  hope  not  for  her  liberty  any  manner 
of  way,  and  get  you  gone  prefently  out  of  my  Territo- 
ries, unlefs  you  will  have  me  violate  the  Law  of  Nati- 
ons, which  gives  you  fome  affurance  amongft  us;  We 
defired  permiffion  to  fee  you,  but  it  was  refufed  us, 
and  we  returned  from  thence  without  carrying  any 
thing,  but  the  confirmation  of  your  life,  ^and  of  your 

captivity.  I  atn  not;  able  to  tell  you,  Madam,  which 
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was  rl-e  z::''.:.\c.\-  in  my  mind,  and  in  the  minds  of  all 
your  ii'p.cJcs  Tne  joy  to  know,  you  were  alive,  or 
the  for  row,  to  hear  you  were  in  the  power  of  a  pitylefe 
Enemy.  We  were  not  then  in  a  condition  to  aflaulc 
the  town,  in* which  was  ftiut  up  the  broken  Army  of 
our  Enemies,  beirdes  a  great  number  of  inhabitants, 
and  fiich  as  had  fled  thither  to  avoid  our  anger ;.  and 
therefore,  when  we  had  again  fent  a  Trumpet  to  as 
little  effeft,  we  took  what  fpeedy  councel  lo  great  an 
urgency  required,  and  fent  Clytemne^ra  to  Themifciar, 
to  haften  the  raifing  fupplies,  and  fent  for  the  ehief  of 
our  women  in  divers  parts  of  your  Kingdom/  And  to 
give  the  Enemy  lefs  fufpition  of  our  defign,  wedifen- 
camped  and  marched  nearer  xoCallira^  a  good  diftance 
from  Phrjne^  and  as  foon  as  we  were  reinforced,  we  re-* 
folved  to  advance  boldly  to  rhe  City,  and  perifh  under 
the  yvalls  of  it,  or  purchace  the  liberty  of  our  Queen 
with  the  price  of  our  blood.  But  whilft  we  were  pre- 
paring for  our  March,  I  being  entred  alone  into  a 
wood  near  ourCamp,  to  entertain  rtiy humour,  which 
your  misfortune  had  made  very  penfive  and  tnelan- 
choily,  I  heard  one  that  followed  me,  ell  Hyffolita  ! 
HyffoHta !  That  voice  inade  me  Hop,  and  turning 
towards  the  lide,  where  I  had  heard  it,  I  faw  a  woman 
coming  a  great  pace  after  me,  and  as  ftie  drew  nearer, 
I  knew  her  (fhall  I  tell  you  Madam)  I  knew  her  to  be 
the  fained  and  the  generous  Orithia. 

I  could  not  hear  this  difcourfe  and  the  name  ofOri^ 
thia^  but  with  an  inward  trembling,  not  without  in- 
terrupting Hyffolita^  crying  our,  O  Gods!  Hyffolita 
what  do  you  tell  me,  do  not  abufe  me,  and  believe.  I 
am  able  to  pardon  fuch  a  deceit.  What  is  Orithia 
come  back  to  us  again,  when  we  leaft  expefted  hcr^ 
and  when  fhe  was  mod  neceffary  to  me  ?  She  is  Madam 
(replyed  Hyffolita)  and  you /hall  hear  the  truth,  if  you 
will  give  nie  leave  to  continue  my  relation.  Make  an 
end  then  (anfwered  I)  but  make  an  end  prefently,  for 
I  fliall  not  be  long  in  a  condition,  to  lend  thee  atten- 
tion, and  thou  haft  Co  furprized  me^  that  I  havcfcarce 
any  fcnfe  or  underftanding  left. 

I  my  felf.  Madam  Cpurfued  Hyffolita)  am  not  able 
to  tell  you  how  much  I  was  aftonimed  at  that  unex- 
pected encounter.  And  though  I  knew,  Oritbis  to  be 
a  man,  I  could  not  refrain  to  give  him  many  tender 
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embraces,  as  teftimonies  of  the  efteem  I  had  for  him» 
and  as  one  who  4iad  been  fo  dear  to  you.    After  thcfe 
firll  civilities  had  pail  between  us,  he  with  much  impa- 
tience enquired  of  your  welfare,   and  when  he  heard 
you  were  a  captive,   lifting  up  his  hands  and  eyes 
towards  Heaven  :   Tie  Gods  be  Pros  fed   (  faid  h^)  who 
have  thns  longfrefervedmi  life^  that  I  may  6e  able  to  do 
my  Princefs fome  fervice.  He  faid  this  tenderly  weepmg, 
and  whei)  he  had  made  me  promife  to  conceal  his  Sex 
from  all  our  other  Women,  and  I  had  given  him  fome 
hopes  of  your  favour,  to  Iweeten  the  defpair  I   faw 
him  reduced   to,  rhrough  a  fi-^ar  of  offending  you,  if 
the  knowledge  of  his  return  lliould  come  to  your  ears. 
I  lead  him  into  the  Camp^  the  fight  oiOrithia  revived 
riiefpiritsof  all  in  your  Army,  and  Mena/ippa  with  siil 
the  reft  received  him  with  demonftrations  of  friend- 
fhip  and  refpedt,  which  made  him  fee  at  what  a  rate 
they  prized  his  return,  whole  abfence  had  caufed  fucrt 
forrow  amongil  them.    Tlxere  was  hardly  one    but 
would  needs  kifs  his  hand,  and  they  all  cryed  out,  that 
now  their  Queen  was  as  good  as  at  liberty.    Since  the 
Gods  had  rellored  Qrithia  to  jthem,    and  they  would 
have  conferred  the  command  of  the  whole  Army  upon 
him,  but  he  modellly  refufed  it  \    yet  being  Itrongly 
urged  to  it  by  their  general  entreaties,  he  at  lad  was 
contented  to  fliate  it  with  Adenalipfa^  and  a  Council 
aflembling  to  debate  what  fpeedy  methods  ihould  be 
taken,  moft  were  of  opinion  with  ray  felf,  that  the 
City  Ihould  be  befieged,  and  carried  by  Itorm,  ere 
the  (uccours  Neobar^anes  expefted,    gould    come  to 
his  afliftance  ;  but  when  Orithia  had  foberly  heafkned 
to  our  propofirions,  I  do  not  doubt  ^faid  hej  my  vali- 
ant companions,  but  that  you  will  faccefsfully  per- 
form, whatfoever  you  fhall  undertake;  but,  ah  you 
do  not  remember  the  Queen  is  in  our  Enemy's  hands, 
and  that  when  he  fees  hinifelf  brought  to  extremity,  he 
will  expofe  her  firft  to  the  fury  of  your  Arrows,  either 
to  revenge  himfelf,and  ftop  the  progrcfs  of  your  Arms 
by  that  confideration,  or  to  revenue  his  lofs  upon  a 
perfon  whom  .,we  fo  dearly  value.    I  befeech  you,  let 
us  think  upon  her  confervation,  and  fince  we  have 
taken  up  arms  for  her  alone,  let  us  fave  her  from  a 
deftruftion, which  the  rage  of  cruel  Neobarz^anes  would 
make  inevitable.    We  may  eafily  carry  the  City  *by  a

Ajrprizo  in  t\\t  night,  if  there  be  no  Spies  iq  our  Camp» 
that  m^  make  known  our  itiffntions  to  him,  and  if 
all  the  UfScers  take  care  to  kx>k  exaftly  among  thofe 
under  their  command^  by  that  order  We  fliair  be  fe- 
cure.  I  pray  yoq,  lee  that  particularly  be  obferved, 
and  for,  the  reft  of  the  care  of  this  Etucrprixe  leave  it 
to  me,  who  with  the  affiftance  of  the  Gods,  and  of 
your  valour,  promife  you  an  infaMible  fuccefs  in  it. 

After  this  difcourfeaU  we  that  were  of  the  Council 
highly  approved  o(Orifh{/s  deflgn,  and  all  the  ^ders 
he  igave  were  esu^ly  obeyed  We  marched  fecretly* 
in  the  nighr,  and  in  the  day  we  iheUered  our  klves  in 
Woods  and  Forells,  taking  prifonera  all  we  met  with 
that  they  might  fo  be  hindred  firom  carrying  the  news 
of  our  approach  to  the  Rnemv .  And  we  inverted  the 
Ciity  before  any  difcovered  us  and  evei-y  Commaader 
being  appointedfwhere  &  full  on  at  the  ngnal  given,  by 
the  admirable  Courage  of  Orithia  we  (bon  gained  the 
Walls,  w  ththeflaughter  of  moft  of  thofe  few,  that 
man'd  rhemi  and  Orithia  marching  at  the  head  of  us 
all  bloody  lend  us  to  thofe  places  where  there  yet  was 
any  redftance  to  be  found,  and  charging  the  Enemy  in 
the  Rear  carried  deftruclion  and  defpair  amongft  them, 
and  a  bloody  execution  enfued  ;  For  then  it  wasj^  the 
ftreetts  beaan  to  be  overflowed  with  Blood,  and  our 
Women  glutted  therafelves  with  the  revenge  they  had 
thirfted  for.  Nor  was  it  \TiOrithia\  power  to fave  them 
from  their  fury,  though  he  was  much  touched  with 
compaffioni  to  fee  thofe  flain  who  crycd  for  Mercy, 
and  fuch  as  made  no  refinance.  He  refcued  an  Officer 
out  of  their  hands,  who  in  requital  for  that  faving  his 
life,  brought  him  where  you  were  a  Prifoner,  telling 
him,  if  he  would  prevent  the  death  of  the  Qiieen,  he 
fo  earneftly  fought  for,  he  rauft  haften  to  her  refcue  , 
for  Neobarz^nes  was  gone  to  kill  her  with  his  own 
hand.  Orithia  darned  with  horror  at  this  news: 
never  did  he  haften  with  a  greater  fury  to  any  entci;- 
prize,  and  the  Gods,  to  whom  your  life  is  very  dear, 
brought  him  very  feafonably  to  di>  you  a  fervice  of  the 
fame  nature,  with  thofe  you  had  ahready  received 
from  him. 

Scarce  had  ihe  ended  this  difcourfe,  but  I  could  not 
refrain  from  crying  out ,  O  HjpfoBra  !  what  doft  thou 
tell  me  ?  was  it  then  Ortmrcs,  to  whom  I  am  jfec  once 
more  indebted  for  my  life  i  was  it  Oromes  himfelf, 
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whom  I  Taw  do  fo  m&ny  wonders  at  the  head'  of  our 
Women  \  and  was  it  Orcmes  who  projefled,  managed, 
and  executed  this  enterprize  for  my  fafety  ?  Twas 
even  Orfmtcs  himfelf  (anfwered  flie)  nor  had  he  vanifii* 
ed  from  your  (ight  without  making  himfelf  known  to 
you,  but  for  fear  of  difpleafing  you^  after  the  rigo- 
rous commands  you  had  laid  upon  him,  believing,  un- 
fortunate man,  chat  he  had  not  done  enough  for  the 
expiation  of  his  crimes.  We  came  only  to  fave  you, 
not  to  prefent  himlclf  to  yoU  ;  and  though  your  kind 
remorib  and  ia(i  inclinations  were  nor  unknown  to  him, 
he  diirftnot  hazard  himfelf  in  that  prefence,from  whence 
you  had  baniflied  him  for  ever. 

Now  Hyffolita  (rcplyed  I  haftily)  are  not  my  laft 
inclinations  unknown  to  him,  and  from  whom  did  he 
learn  them  9  From  me.  Madam  (anfwered  ihe  coldly) 
I  roid  him  all  to  comfort  him  in  his  affii£lion,  «nd  to 
animate  him  in  an  enterprize,  on  which  your  fafet)'  fo 
much  depended.  The  fidelity  of  his  love  tou:hed  me 
with  a  fenfe  of  pity,  and  I  believed  I  ought  not  to 
conceal  his  happmefs  from  him,  who  gave  us  his  life 
for  a  prey.  I  am  not  able.  Sir,  Uo  reprefent  what 
aobi^ihment  thefc  words  produced  in  me,  nor  how 
much  I  was  afkamed  to  fee  my  paflion  difcovered.  It 
was  impolTible  for  me  to  diffemble  it,  and  looking  on 
Hjffo/ita  with  an  angry  eye :  Ah  thou  indifcreet  and 
diUoyal  Maid !  (cryed  1)  is  this  the  care  thou  haft  of 
my  reputation,  and  haft  thou  made  this  ufe  of  a  fecrct, 
wherewith  I  fo  freely  trufted  thee  i  Haft  thou  thus 
fixed  an  eternal  reproach  upon  my  davs,  and  wilt  thou 
make  me  blu(h  for  ever  for  a  Faulr,which  I  difcovered 
to  none  but  thee  alone  ?  Ah,never  hope  for  any  pardon 
from  me  nor  let  him,  for  whom  thou  haft  difhonour- 
ed  me  ever  expeft  any.  For  the  confufion  he  makes 
mefufFer  by  his  imprudence,  this  laft  fcrvice  might 
have  obtained  it  both  for  his  difobedience  and  his  for- 
mer Faults,  but  my  reputation,  whereof  thou  haft 
beenfo  laviflily  prodigal,  forbids  mc  ever  to  fee  him 
any  more.  Go  thy  ways  therefore,indifcreet  Hjppolha^ 
go  and  repair  thy  fault  by  forbidding  him  tolee  me,^ 
and  retolve  either  to  free  me  from  his  fifthr,  cr  to  ab- 
fent  thy  felf  from  mine  for  ever. 

Hjppclfts,  who  knew  my  weaknefs  and  my  firft 
motion*  too  well  to  be  ftarcl^^d  at  what  I  faid,  feemed 
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but  little  moved  at  them,  and  when  (he  had  heard  me 
patiently,  on  a  fiidden  pining  her^  Handkerchief  ta 
her  eyes;  Ah  Madam  (faid  flie)  how  lawful  is  your 
an^er  ?  and  it  is  with  a  great  deal  of  juftice  the  Gods 
have  taken  away  this  unfortunate  man  from  your  re- 
fcntmenr.  Tis  well  for  him  the  deftinies  have  called 
him  ht nee,  fince  after  fo  many  fervices  you  prepared 
him  fo  unworthy  a  tecompence.  Be  no  longer  offend- 
ed, Madam,  he  is  rather  in  a  condition  to  draw  tears 
from  you  than  imprecations,  and  the  death  ;hehath 
newly  fuffered  for  you,{hields  him  from  all  your  anger, 
and  fatisf  \  you  for  all  the  offences  you  have  received  from 
him.  I  wa«  (b  troubled  at  this  difcourfe,that  I  could  not 
permit  her  to  continue,  and  turning  towards  her: 
How  Hiffolita^  (faid  I  haftily)  Is  Orontes  dead  ?  He  is 
Madam'  (anfvvercd  fhe  in  a  doleful  tone)  I  faw  him 
give  i\^  his  lifff  through  thofe  wounds  he  received  for 
your  deliverance.  His  blood  hath  waflied  away  his  of- 
fences, and  his  laft  words  were  to  affure  you  by  me, 
that  he  died  yours,  and  that  he  died  with  glory  and 
fatisfaftion,  feeing  he  was  fo  happy  to  dye  for  you. 

Thefc  words  went  fo  near  me,  that  I  loft  both  fenfe 
and  underftanding:  My^  ftrength  forfook  me,  and  I 
remained  cold  and  in  a  iwoun  in  Hyffolhas  arms;  but 
ihe  ufed  fuch  endeavours,  that  in  a  little  time  fhe 
brought  me  to  my  fenfes  agiin  ;  Yet  I  fhed  tears,  and 
complained  oi  my'ti^^raticudc  cowards  poor  Orontes  in 
fuch  n^ovingxcfrnl's  as  at  this  time  I  am  not  able  to  ex- 
prcfs,  when  in  cbemidftcf  my  Lamentations  all  on 
a  luddcn  I  heard  a  yoics/aying ;  Pardon  then.  Madam, 
chis  unhappy  Orithia^  who  defpiftis  even  death,  that  he 
may  ycc  do  )ou  fbme  fervice,  and  that  no  wounds 
has  yet  erdan;;frcd  him  of  life,  fave  thofe  of  Love. 
Tiiefe  words,  and  the  tone  of  the  voice,  that  fpake 
them,  made  m^*  call  my  eyes  towards  the  place  from 
whence  ihcy  came,  where  I  faw  Orontes^  {y^t  in  a  Fe- 
male habit)  on  his  knees  clofe  by  my  Bed.  At  this 
fccond  fur-pii/ie,  I  was  very  near  fainting  away,  as  be- 
fore I  b.ui  ci.?ne,  and  I  was  inftantly  affaulted  with 
fuclwiilKreu  iiK^cions,  that  I  knew  hot  how  toex- 
ptefs  {Oy  Ulu  I  was  as  feniible  of  joy  for  his  life,  as 
it  was  \\z  in  reafon  I  llunild  be;  but  I  was  fo  vcxt  to 
have  bcjn  ttuio  malicioully  deceived  by  Hyffolita^  and 
ili 'H!t  of  c:..unrc:iance  ac  what  I  had  done,  that  my 
liiaiiie  ar. J  aiJi^cr  wanced  but  little  of  equalling  my 
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fatisfa£lion.  I  was  two  or  three  times  ready  to  break 
forth  into  indignation  both  againft  him  and  Hyppolird, 
and  to  punifh  their  laft  deceits  by  a  perpetual  banifh- 
aient;  but  my  Inclination  itrengthened  by  the  laft  fer- 
vices  was  too  powerful  to  futfer  it;  and  whilit  I  ftrug- 
gledinfomeIrrefolutions,Oroif/f/,whovvas  irill  upon  his 
knees,  notdaring  to  lift  up  his  eyes  towards  my  face, 
made  an  end  of  overcoming  me  by  his  words. 

I  come  not  Madam  (faid  hej  to  draw  any  advant^^gs 
from  the  compaffion  you  have  fliewed  fcr  hiyjmagi- 
nary  death,  and  though  I  find  my  happincfs  above "  iny 
hopes,  I  have  made  my  felf  unworthy  of  it  by  my  de- 
ceits and  by  my  difobedience,  but  my  deceits  have 
not  wanted  puniQimenr,  the'  they  might  juftly  have 
been  exempted,  becaufe  they  wanted  no  excuie,  nor  is 
my  difob©lience  without  fome  pretejice,  fince  that  I 
might  not  fail  in  performing  the  command  you  ea- 
joyned  me,  never  to  fee  you  again  in  your  own  King- 
dom. I  therefore  ftay'd  till  you  were  on  your  Ene- 
mies frontiers  before  I  durft  prefent  my  felf  to  your 
prefence,  not  that  I  am  innocent.  Madam,  I  confcfs, 
I  am  truly  guilty,  fince  I  have  offended  you  fo  many 
ways,  and  my  feryices  are  too  highly  rewarded  by 
thofe  tears,  which  the  opinion  of  my .  Jctarh  hath  drawn 
from  your  fair  eyes,  and  all  my  blood-is  of  coo  low  a 
price  to  pay  the  offences  I  have  committed  againlt 
fuch  goodnefs.  I  come  therefore  to  lay  a  life  ac  your 
feet,  which  fliall  never  be  but  yours,  and  I  will  leave 
it  thete  for  your  fatisfaftion,  rather  than  languifli  it 
out  in  abfencc  for  you-  Envy  me  not  the  felicity 
the  Gods  have  granted  me,  and  be  not  angry  that  from 
the  mouth  of  tiyffolha^  and  from  your  own.  I  have 
learned  that  you  have  had  fome  fenfe  of  my  misfor- 
tunes. It  is  a  happinefs,  which  only  your  goodnefs 
and  pity  of  my  affliftions. could  procure  me,  but  it  is 
alfo  a  happinefs,  whereof  I  will  never  make  my. felf 
unworthy  by  my  aftions,but  I  will  receive  ic  as  a  Mercy, 
which  I  had  neirher  deferved  nor  pre;ended  to. 

He  faid  many  other  things,  and  I  gave  him  leifure 
enough,  by  reafon  of  the  difordcr  and  cQntu(ion  I 
was  in;  but  when  (  had  floated  fonie  time  in  iirefoliir 
ons  what  to  anfwcr,  love  and  pity  pleaded  (l)ihon|4iy 
on  his  behalf,  that  my  IncHnaticn  in  the  end  ieding 
to  that  fide,  You  have  got  the  Viftory  (faid  I)  Icoking 
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willfully  on  him,  but  be  careful  how  you  aboGe  ymt 
conqucft,  and  fpare  my  mouth  a  more  ample  confef- 
(ion.  Gratitude,  Pity,  and  even  Inclination  ic^ced 
tbefe  words  from  me,  out  I  was  fooueof  countenauc^m 
when  I  had  fpoke  them,  that  fuddenty  removing  my 
eyes  from  his  face,  I  turned  my  head  away,  whilft 
Oro^r^/ raptured  in  theextaiieof  hisgood  tovtunp,  ex- 
prefled  the  violence  of  his  pafllion  in  all  the  obliging, 
and  mod  pailionate  words  he  was  capable  to  \Uter» 
imprinting'  a  :  houfand  KiiTes  on  my  hand,  which  I 
held  forth  to  him,  as  a  feal  of  his  Pardon ;  and  haying 

Eromifed  exacl  obedience  to  all  that  I  fhould  enjoyii 
kn  of  what  nature  fo  ever  without  exception^  and  ta 
keep  that  diftance  and  refpeA,  which  thoqgh  TksQtithtA 
I  had  allowed  him  in  part  to  difpence  withal,  yet  ajs 
Orontes^  I  could  no  longer  fuffer  in  fuch  fami&irities 
as  had  pad  between  us  ,  whilft  I  concluded  hino  a 
Wom^n.  I  was  contented  he  jjboulxi  flay  with  mie 
tmder  the  habit  and  name  oi  Orlthia^  (ince  his  age 
might  fuffer  him  for  fome  time,  without  hoping  for 
greater  favours 

After  this  permiflion  he  appeared  fo  well  Iktisiifidy 
that  he  could  hardly  contain  his  joy,  and  having  endea-- 
voured  to  exprefs  it  a  thou(and  ways,  h«  b^ed  my 
pardon  for  Hyppolita.  I  was  no  longer  able  to  refuted 
it  him,  but  granted  it  after  a  gentle  reproof,  and 
when  we  had  converfed  awhile  about  various  matters, 
I  de(ired  him,inftead  of  the  feigned  adventiires  he  tot^ 
merly  had  told  me,  that  he  would  now  relate  thQ 
truth  of  ihofe  that  had  befallen  h  m,  as  well  before 
our  acquaintance  as  (tnce  ouri  feparation.  As  £bon  as 
1  had  expre(s*d  my  curiofity,  he  was  ready  to  obey 
me,  and  fitting  down  by  my  Bed-fide,  where  none  but 
H/ppolifa  was  prefent  with  us,he  began  in  thismanuer: 
I  have  already  told  you.  Madam,  I  ^mOroMes^ 
Prince  of  the  Afafagetes^  and  am  Nephew  to  the  King 
ofScjthU ;  and  concerning  my  birth  I  hs^ve  nothing 
more  to  inform  you  ;  I  will  only  fay,  I  was  bred  up 
with  Prince  Oroondates,  the  only  Son  of  that  great  King 
Matheus  my  Unkle,  a  young  Prince,  whom  the 
Heavens  have  endowed  with  all  the  advantageous 
qualities  they  can  beftow.  Itherefpent  my  younger 
years  in  the  Court  of  ScythU  with  a  great  deal  of  plea- 
Aire  and  fatisfaftion,  till  I  went  in  the  expedition  with 

"       '  that 
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that  Ptinee  againft  King  D^ins.  And  youftg  as  I  wai» 
lifter  I  had  done  fooiething  in  Arms  that  made  roe  be 
taken  notice  off  by  the  great  Commanders  in  our  Array, 
upon  our  repafltng  the  Araxisfh^  Bridge  of  Boats  gate 
way  to  the  rapidne(s  of  the  dream,  which  forcibly 
broke  it^  and  I  with  a  great  many  others  were  plung* 
ed  into  the  waves^  and  carried  away  by  the  current 
of  the  ftream.  Some  hundreds  were  drowned,  but  I 
had  the  fortune^  when  I  was  quire  fpent,  and  near  pe-^ 
riihin^  to  lay  hold  on  the  edge  of  a  Boat  that  caitie 
tumbling  after  me,  and  by  that  means  refting  a  little^ 
with  much  di$culty  I  got  into  it,  which  carried  me 
with  a  great  fwiftnefs  down  the  ftream  many  miles^ 
when  being  near  the  point  of  death,  fome  men  on  the 
Ftrfidn  (hoar  feeing  me  in  that  condition  altogether 
helplels,  for  want  of  Oars  and  Strength,  by  the  abun« 
dance  of  water  I  had  fwalbwed,  put  off  in  a  boat, 
and  took  me  out  of  that  {I  was  in,  faint  and  almoit 
dying,  when  having  gotten  me  Qn  flioar,  and  ufed  fuch 
endeavours  as  made  me  come  better  to  my  felf,  a  reve- 
rend aged  ^erfian pitying  my  condition,  caufcd  me  to 
be  carried  to  his  nou(e,  and  took  fuch  care  of  me,  that 
I  foon  recovered,  and  found  the  continuance  of  the 
fame  good  ufage.  And  though  I  offered  that  good  man 
fome  jewels  I  had  about  me  of  great  value  for  his 
kindnefs,  he  utterly  refufed  them^  and  by  my  carriage 
and  the  richnefs  of  my  arms  taking  me  to  be  of  feme 
quality,  he  concluded  he  was  obliged  by  the  Laws  of 
Hofpitality ,  to  allow  that  fuccour  to  a  diftrelfdd 
ftranger  ufingn^e,  as  if  I  had  been  his  only  Son,  fo 
that  although  f  knew  him  to  be  a  Perfan^  againft  whofe 
Country  I  had  fought,  yet  relying  on  his  finguar  vir- 
tue, eVe  I  parted  I  made  no  difficulty  to  difcover  ray 
felftohim,  and  he  in  return  told  me  many  palTagesof 
his  life,  which  are  not  here  confiderable  enough  to 
trouble  you  withal,  nor  greatly  to  my  purpofe. 

One  day,  as  he  carried  me  to  fee  fome  curious  things, 
amongft  others  he  fhewed  me  the  lively  Figures  of 
the  greateft  beauties  upon  Earth,  fome  of  the  face^ 
were  not  unknown  to  me,  and  by  the  true  refemblanc<i 
of  thofelguefled  thercft  werenot  different  fvom  the; 
original.  It  will  be  too  tedious  to  dtfcribe  the  excel- 
lent features  of  them,  all  which  the  Limner  had  drawn 
with  the  fineft  art,  that  could  comeneareft  to  repr^fenc 
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the  Life.  Let  it  fuffice,  MaJam,  1  faw  amongff  thein 
that  of  divine  Tfe^/e/?r/\f.  Your  age  lecmed  not  to  be 
above  fourteen,  and  yec  you  were  armed,  except  your 
Head,  which  was  quite  uncovered,  anrl  whofe  fair  hair 
hung  down  in  waving  ringlets  on  your  fhouldcrs,  and 
lb  to  your  wafte  ;  one  of  your  hands  was  laid  upon  a 
Table,  where  your  Helniet  Hood,  an  I  in  your  other 
hand  a  Dart,  the  point  whereof  retted  on  one  of  your 
feet,  and  underneath  wa«^  written  in  Letters  of  Gold  : 
Thaleftris  Princels  of  the  Amaz^ons, 

I  will  not  tell  you,  Madaai,  what  my  thoughts  were 
of  you  at  that  time,  feeing  you  are  not  ignorant  what 
they  have  been  fince  ;  nor  will  I  defcribe  the  beauty  I 
found  in  a  Pidlure,  where  by  the  favour  of  the  Gods 
and  by  your  goodnefs  I  may  contemplate,  and  admir? 
the  original;  but  I  will  unfeignedly  aifure  you  that 
from  that  very  moment  I  began  to  be  yours,  and  to 
frame  defigns  to  fcrve  you.  I  made  my  intentions 
known  to  Arafpes  my  courteous  Hott,  and  though  he 
placed  many  dangers  and  difficulties  before  my  eyes, 
they  were  not  able  to  divert  me  from  the  purpole,  that 
was  fo  (irongly  fixed  in  my  mind,  of  iceuig  5^0u,  and^ 
finding  Jjafcarts  \m  Son  had  been  in  ycur  Country  in 
female  difguife,  to  fatisfie  hiscuriofity,  and  had  drawn 
that  and  the  other  Pictures,  which  he  had  taken  from 
the  originals  in  divers  Courts,  where  he  had  been,  I 
thought  it  beneath  my  Courage,  to  (toop  to  the  fear  of 
any  danger,  another  had  attempted  upon  a  fiir  lels  con- 
fideration,  and  that  younj^  man  bearing  me  a  profound 
refpe6t,  and  upon  fome  quettions  I  asked  him  diving 
into  my  Inclination,  freely  offered  to  wait  uppn  me, 
fo  that  at  latt  both  of  us  having  gained  the  confentof 
ArafpeSy  and  furnifhed  our  felves  with  \vhat  was  ne- 
ceflary  for  our  Journey  vvithfMpney,  raifed  by  the  late 
of  fome  Jewels,  after  having  preffed  fome  others  on  the 
good  old  man,  as^part  of  a  gratuity  for  his  cxceflive 
kindnefstome,  vye  took  our  leaves,  and  paffing  through 
many  Coimtries,  at  latt  we  came  to  your  frontiers, 
where  we  changd  our  habits,  and  entring  your 
Country  we  arrived  at  7 /j^w(/<:/r<f,  about  the  time  the 
Qiiecn  your  Mother  was  preparing  to  make  an  expedi- 
tion a,q;ain(t  the  CUicians. 

The  firfl  time  I  faw  you  was  at  the  Temple,  but  I 
found  your  beauty  (iich^  that  my  eyc3  were  dazlcd  with 
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it,  and  my  heart  not  only  confirmed  in  its  Inclinations 
towards  you,  but  deeply  wounded,  or  rather  utterly 
lottinthat  paflion,  which  till  then  had  fpared  it.     I 
law  you  again  many  other  times,  yet  without  giving 
you  occafion  to  take  any  notice  of  me,  not  being  wil- 
ling to  makemy  lelf  known  to  you  but  by  Ibme  con- 
fiderablc  fervice.    In  the  mean  time  the  Queen  marched 
with  her  Army  againit  the  CilicianSy  and  though  I  could 
not  abftnt  my  felf  from  your  fight  without  an  extraor- 
dinary trouble,    I  went  in  that  Expedition,  and  pur 
my  lelf  amon^ft  your  Forces  without  any  command, 
and  the  Gods  favoured  my  good  intentions  fb  far,  that 
in  the  fir  ft  Encounters  I  did  the  Qjieen  fcrvices  of  fomc 
importance,  which  obliged  her  in  goodnels  to  take  mc 
near  to  her  perfon,  and  to  do  mc  a  favour  fat  above 
my  merit,  in  prcfentinj^  mc  to  your  felf.    Behold, 
Madam,  all  that  materially  happened  tome  before  the 
glorious  hour  wheiein  you  received  mc  into  your  ler- 
vice,   which  I  will  call  the  rirft  of  my  life,   fince  I 
never  truly  lived,till  I  had  the  honour  to  be  your?.  You 
know  the  reft.  Madam,  fcontinucd  he)  till  fuch  time 
as  you  pronounced  my  fentence  of  baniftiment,  which 
was  a  crueller  Torment  to  mc  than  a  thoufand  deaths; 
however  I  obeyed  you  with  a  perfeft  Refignation,  and 
thatleverc  decree  made  me  neither  accufe  you  of  inhu- 
manity, nor  complain  of  my  defliny.     I  refrlved  to  go 
into  that  baniftimcnt  you  had  allotted  me,  but  not  to 
liirvive  thelols  of  that  happinefs  to  which  my  hopes 
had  raifcd  me,  though  far  beyond  my  merit ;  and  my 
fiift  motions  violently  tending  to  death,  I  had  given  it 
my  felf  with  my  own  hand,    if  faithful  Lafcares  had 
not  ftept  in,  when  I  was  about  to  fall  upon  my  Sword, 
and  uled  fo  many  prayers,  entreaties,    and  reafbns^  ac- 
companied with  tears  and  fighs,  as  made  me  relent  with 
pity  towards  him,  and  yield  to  feme  confidcration  of 
him,  whofc  fidelity  had  fo  far  obliged  i^e  rather  than 
to  any,  that  concerned  my  felf.    I   was  fo  extremely 
obliged  to  h;s  good  fervices,  that  I  could  deny  him 
nothing  that  he  requcftcd  in  rcafon,    and  the  mighty 
forrow  that  ^afflifted  him  for  the  dcfpair  he  faw  me  in 
at  laftconftraincd  me  to  moderate  it,  by  giving  him  an 
path,*that  I  would  at  leaft  delay  my  death,  and  no 
more  attempt  any  thing  sgainft  my   life  with  my  own 
band?,  but  luft'er  grief,  or  the  chance  of  War,  to  be- 
reave 
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rearc  tneofit  He  leemed  wdl  fatisfied  with  thisrand 
thinking  better  to  fettle  my  mind^coming  to  the  famous 
Temple  of  MintrvA^  be  entreated  rac  to  enquire  of  the 
Goddefe,  (feeing  ibfair  an  opportunity  olTered)  about 
the  iiKcefi  or  further  diiaAer  in  my  affairs ;  but  it  was 
with  great  difficult^Ts  be  sained  me  to  compUance  of 
tkis  nature^  confidering  I  had  already  fettled  my  relo- 
Imion  only  in  deaths  to  fi^nd  an  end  of  my  miferies, 
but  to  pleafive,  or  rather  humour  him,  I  yielded,, 
where  the  Oracle  delivered  this  Anfwer  to  my  Petition. 

The  ORACLE. 

Livfi^  ZO^  4nd  come  to  tb'  ed^e  of  Themiicire, 
Sre  the  Smhs  Courje  dfecond  time  expire^ 
Thou  on  her  Empires  Borders  Jhalt  difcover 
The  iovely  Ohjetl,  that  m^de  thee  al4n/er. 

I  am  unabk  to  tell  you,  Madam^   how  I  received  this 
Oracle^  and  which  was  ftronger  m  me,  to  fee  my  fclf  re- 
duced to  a  neceflfity  of  livings  or  of  diibbeying  the  God- 
defs,  or  die  joy  which  this  prpmile  rerivcd  in  me,  by 
iiichpleanng  hopes.    Irenruiined  a  long  time   witbcAit 
motion,  wavering  in  die  divcrlity  ofthofe  thoughts,fand 
then  on  a  fudden  lifting  up  my  Hands  and  Eyes  towards 
Hearen  :  Great  Goddete,  cryedl,  exadl  not  an  obedience 
firom  me,  which  I  am  no  longer  in  a  condition  to  rcn* 
deryott;  or  if  you  will  have  me  live,  reftoremcnew  ■ 
fbrces^   or  more  evident  ho()es    than  thofe  you  have 
confufedly  given  me.    All  thmgsconfpire  to  have  nie 
dye,   and  flic  who  difpofescf  my  fate  with  you,  hath 
pronounced  a  fentence  which  you  have  not  revoked. 
Theie  words,  fpcJcen  with  much  vchcmcncy,  ftruck  no 
finall  wonder  into  thofe   that  heard  them,    and  the 
Prieflefs,  who  took  me  for  a  Woman,  could  not  imagine 
the  caufc  of  my  df  fpair.    Lafcares  at  the  fame  time  came 
tome,  and  not  being  able  to  diffcmble  the  Joy  which  the 
Oracle,  conformable  to  his  defire,  bad  wrought  in  him: 
Ah  (aycd  he)  do  you  doubt  ftill  of  the  gpodncl?  of  the 
Gods,  and  will  you  without   their  content  lacrificc  a 
Life,  the  difpofing  whereof  they  have  refervod  unto  them- 
iclves?  AULfcaret^    Tanfwerfd  J  with  a  deep  figh)  my 
fortune  is  bur  little  altered,  and  thi^  command  ot  the 

Gods 
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Gods  isQply  aa  cfibft  of  their  goodneft,  whicb  wooU 
hanifh  a  juft  defpair  by  utijuft  hopes;  but  tbcy  cannot 
force  my  Soul  to  continue  in  a  Priion,  the  abode  where-^ 
in  is  no  longer  fu^^portable^  and  they  will  i)ardon  sne 
a  diibbcdiencc,  which  I  am  forced  to  by  an  irrefiflabie 
power.    I  &id  much  more  to  the  fame  pur  pole,  and 
Lap0r<s  ufedfo  many  arguments  and  entreaties  to  par« 
Ivirade  me  from  my  de^ir,  that  I  continued  no  longer 
obffiuate.    And  to  lefkn,  if  pofltble,  the  troubks  and 
diiquiets   that  made  war  in  my  Soul,  is  reiblved  to 
Travel,  and  going  from  the  Temple  I  entered  Glidd^ 
viOted  TbArfuij  ana  went  into  Pafhldgmid^  and  mind- 
ing to  vilit  Gretie^  I  paiTed  into  Europe^  and  v ifited  moft 
ofthoie  famous  Cities  that  obeyed  AUxduicr  fie  Grest, 
and't  was  in  that  raemorable  Battel  fought  betwtcn  jin-^ 
tipater  and  Cajf(u$4er  his  So^  on  the  one  part,  and  jigU 
King  of  the  LacaUmMidns  on  the  other  fid£,  where  E 
law  that  Valiant  King  do  Wonders,  that  railed  an  ad- 
miration and  eoiulation  in  me  •  and  being  of  tbe  adverie 
Party>  the  Combat  happened  between  us,  and  though 
Agis  was  weary  with  fighting  his  way  through  ouc 
whole  Army,  and  tracing  out  in  Bloody  Charaaers,  a9 
marks  of  his'  Prodigious  Valour ;  yet  I  protcfi  to  you, 
Madam,  I  nerer  wasibpreiled,  nor  my  hie  ib  near  en* 
dangered    as  at  that  time.    It's  true,    that  Valiant 
Prince  had  before  received   many  wounds,     which 
through  the  much  cffufion  of  Blooclhad  weakened  him, 
which  makes  me  blufli  to  fay,   it  gave  me  fome  ad- 
vantage over  him.    To  be  brief,  contemning  his  life, 
after  he  few  his  Men  give  way  in  diforder,  hcrulhcd  in- 
to the  thickcfl  Squadrons,  and  his  prefence  alone  ttppt 
whole  Troops,  raifing  a  breatt-work  of  Dead  about  him, 
on  which  he  gallant lly  cxpircdt    After  his  death  wc 
gained  an  entire  Viftory,   by  which  Antipater  fettled 
Alexanders  aftairs  again  in  thofeProvincesjand  believing, 
I  had  contributed  fomething    towards  it    he  did  mc 
honours,  and  fliewed  me  kindncffes,  which  were  confi- 
derable  enough,   and  Caffander  contracted  a  very  ftrift 
Fricndfliip  with  mc  ;  yet  I  foon  took  leave,  though  by 
many  endearments  they  laboured  to  keep  me  with  them. 
And  a  year  being  already  expired  fince  mji  departure 
from  Themifciraj  I  had  a  defirc  to  return  into  A^a,  and 
paffing  through  many  Countries,   I  came  upon  your 
Frontiers,  where  I  and  La/cares  rc-affumed  our  Female 
»  Habits, 
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Habits,  and  there,  to  my  exceeding  great  affliction,  I 
heard  the  News  of  your  Captivity,  and  had  iunk  under 
fo  weighty  a  grief,  ifthc  promifc  of  the  Gods  had  not 
liiftained  iTie,and  made  me  hope  to  dofbmething  remark- 
able for  your  deliverance.  Then  I  haded  to  the  Borders 
of  your  Camp,  and  by  the  means  of  Hyppolita  was  re- 
ceived into  your  Army,  and  by  the  affiHance  of  rhofe 
Gods,  who  had  always  favoured  you,  and  to  whom 
your  Life  and  Honour  is  very  dear,  the  (uccefs  anfwered 
our  expectation  in  your  deliverance,  at  a  happy  time 
when  you  Were  reduced  to  the  greatcit  extremity.  I 
have  nothing  more  to  add,  but  only  that  I  prayed 
Menalippay  and  the  chiefof  thole  Women  that  had  ac- 
ccfs  to  you,  that  they  would  not  fpeak  one  word  to  you 
©f  my  return,  but  ftay  till  I  difcovered  my  lelf  before  you. 
Thiswasitthat  favoured  the  difTinmlation,  which  we 
ufcd  fo  happily  for  me,  by  changing  my  Sorrows  into 
an  excels  of  joy. 

Orontes  ended  his  (tory  thus,tand  by  the  conclufion  of 
jt made  me  blufh  again,  and  fetched  back -part  of  my 
ftame,  and  part  of  my  anger;  but  being  no  longer  in 
terms  to  diffemble  my  affeilion,    I  gave  him  all  the  mo- 
deft  proofs  of  it  he  could  dclire,  and  from  that  day  he 
carryUhimfelf  towards  me  very  differently  from  his  frr- 
iticr  manner,  nevc^  giving  me  any  caufe  to  blame  him 
for  want  of  refpeC^  or  difcretion.     And  with  him,  as 
ibon  as  my  Wounds  would  permit,  I  rcfurned  to  The- 
mfciraj  where!  was  received  with  iiiexprefFible  Joy,  nor 
was  that  to  ftcOrithia  returned  (for  under  that  name  he 
continued  ftill  with  us)  muchinfcriour  to  thcdemon- 
ftrations  I  received  of  my  Subjefts  affections  towards* 
me.    I  muft  confefs  to  you,  my  Love  to  hif  n  was  exceed- 
ing great  ;  we  had  no  more  bu:  one  thought,  and   if  I 
may  fay  fo  without  blufliing,  we  had  no  more  than 
one  Soul  and  one  Will.     I  made  no  difficulty  any  longer 
to  open  my  Heart  to  him,   we  communicated  our  moft 
private  Thoughts  to  one  another,  and  Orontes  as  he  was 
difcreet  and  refpeCtfiil,  could  defireno  greater  proofs  of 
my  affe6tion ;  yet  being  we  could  h;ave  but  one  aim,  and 
that  only  Marriage  could  give  it  a  lawful  conclufirn, 
we  had  nofmalldifticulties  to  overcome.     I  loved  him 
enough  (fnicem  Ipitc  of  his  ingratitude  I  muft  avow  it) 
TO   forfake  my   Kingdom,  and  retire  into  Scythla  with 
h;m^  feeing  cur  Laws  v;ere  Enemies  to  our  intentions; 

but 
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but  he  was  troubled  I  fhould  abandon  it  for  hiw,  and 
Ixrtorc  we   came  to  that  cxtranity,  he  was  defirous  wc 
lliould  endeavour  to  prelcrvc  it,    and  to  aboliih  thofc 
cuftoins,  whereof  he  had  already  made  mcfee  the  Errors. 
We  laboured  in  it  with  a  arcat  fliew  of  lucccfs,  bring- 
ing over  the  chicfeit  of  cur  Women  to  be  of  our  opinion ; 
but  when  we  had  made  a  conlid-^rablc  progrcfs  in  their 
incliii^tious  towards  cur  utnioft  felicity,  ourdcCgn  was 
thwar^d  by  the  0jpp4//ar/4;ii  declaring  War  againftus  ; 
when  O/Owf^j,  to  whom  I  could  deny  nothing  that  was 
lawful,  oliair.cd  my  per miOlon  to  Command  the  Army 
I  fcnt  agaWilt  them,  and  carry  War  into  the  G)untry 
of  thole  people,  who  had  unjuflly  broke  the  Truce  bc- 
tiveen  us.    1  would  have  accompanied  him,  but  he  al- 
ledged  lo  many  conliderations,    and  preft  me  with  fo 
much  earr.eihiefs,  that  I  was  compelFd  te  yield  to  his 
entreaties,  upon  condi:ion,   that  as  loon  as  my  Health, 
which  at  this  time  was  a  little  impaired,  would  permit 
nie,  I  might  follow  him  with  new  fupplies. 

I  will  not  ipend  time   in  the  particulars  of  our 
Farewel?,  let  it  ftifficc  then,  that  he  fpoke  moft  tender 
words  that  a  real  Paflion  could  bring  forth,  andltclti- 
ficd  my  forrow  for  his  departure  with  my  Tears,  and  by 
all  the  modeflKindneflfes  he  could  defire,    Alas!  I  knew 
not  then  that   that  feparation  was  to  be  for  lb  long  a 
time.     He  went  away,  and  all  my  joy  and  conlblation, 
or  rather  indeed  the  betterhalfof  my  Soul  departed  with 
him,  leaving  me  melancholy  and  difconlolate,  16  that 
no  otiicr  beams  of  Comfort  darted  into  my  Soul  than  the 
hopes  of  my  fpeedy  recovery  of  an  indifpofition  it  had  caft 
n.c  into,  that  I  might  follow  him,  and  fee  him  upon  the 
Field  of  his  Vi<3ory.    But  as  I  was  preparing  to  do  it, 
New?  oirnethnt -^/<r;r/?Wfr  with  the  greater  part  of  his 
Army  was  eroding  through  HyrcAniai  to  revenge  the  de- 
feat of  NeoharsLanes.    I  knew,  I  was  in  no  condition,  to 
oppofe  the  torrent  of  that  Conqueror  of  the  greateft  part 
of  Uie  Earth,  and  therefore  by  the  Council    of  my 
chicfefi  Women,  I.refolved  to  meet  him  with  a  gallant 
train  of  mv  Aniaz/}ns.^ni  ;uttifieto  that  generous  Prince 
.  what  I  had  done,  believing,  when  he  underttood  the 
true  ciufe,  and  how  I  had  been  provoked  to  it,  his  ge- 
nerofities  and  refpcdt  to  Ladies  lo  well  known  overall 
t'^e  Earth  would  allow   that  I  fhould  keep  my  Country 
in  its  firli  tranquility  and  I  failed  not  in  my  expefta- 

tion ; 
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tion ;  for  I  was  received  in  his  Camp  on  the  Borders  of 
tfyreanU  with  all  the  refpc£t  I  coald  defire,  and  that 
ffttx  King    granted  me    whaterer  I  remiefted  of  hiiiiy 
nnd  was  u>  m  from  being  difpleafed  witti  my  Adions, 
that  he  commended  what  I  had  done,  and  by  his  En« 
titaties  I  ftaid  twelve  or  fourteen  days  in  his  Army^ 
afift  indeed  feme  of  out  Women  were  fo  impudent  to  tell 
nie>  I  ought  to  give  them  a  Princefi  of  the  race  of  that 
great  Gonouetor ;  but  I  fo  (harply  reproved  that  moti- 
on, that  tney  had  not  the  boldnefs  to  fixak  of  it  any 
more ; '  and  taking  my  leave  with  much  fatisfa(^ion, 
I  returned  to  Themfara  ^  which  relbunded  with  the 
j^mifes  ofOro^Pts  for  the  Vidories  he  had  gained  over 
our  Enemies.    I  was  exceedingly  joy'd  at  his  fucceis  for 
Many  confid^ations,  and  at  that  time  I  received  a  Let* 
ttt  ftom  him  in  tbcfe  words  : 

OrithU  to  Qiiecn  Thalefiris. 

*  The  Juttice  of  your  Arms,  fair  Frincefs,  hath'de- 

*  feattd  part  df  your  Enemies,  and  it  is  your  dettiny 

*  both  near  ahd  far  off,  to  conquer  all  that  dare  make 

*  tfyat  of  them.    Orhhia  dies  ^ith  .defire  to  lee  youj 

*  but  to  fitisfie  it,  ftie  wiU  make  haftc  to  overcome  thofe 
^  Enemies  you  have  left,  and  will  not  purchace  the 
'  happin^s  of  your  fight  with  the  leaft  danger  that 
^  mignt  threaten  you,  or  by  the  piinfulnefs  of  a  Journey, 

*  which  might  prejudice  a  health  not  well  confirmed. 

*  Have  a  care  of  it,  dear  Princcfs,  I  befeech  you,'fincc  {it 
^  can  receive  no  alteration,  but  what  will  bt  fatal  to  the 

*  repofe,  and  to  the  life  of  your  faithful  Orhhia. 

Thefe  lafl  marks  of  his  affcdion  touched  me  very 

tenderly,  and  obliged  me  to  anfwer  him  in  thefe  terms  : 

*  I  knew  very  well,  my  dear  Orithia  was  invincible, 

*  and  that  (he  would  triumph  over  my  Enemies,  as  fhe 

*  hath  done  over  my  fclf     If  ftic  had  as  little  left  to 

*  fubdoe  on  that  fide  as  on  this,  fhe  would  have  nothing 

*  more  to  contend  withal.    But  bccaufc  that  Conquclt 

*  is  not  fo  entire,  as  this  fhe  hath  gained  upon  my 

*  heart,  her  return  will  not  be  fpecdy   enough  to  give 
-*  me  patience  to  ftay  for  her ,   nor  to  retard  the  defire  I 

*  have    to  fee   her  upon  the   field  of    her  Vidlories. 

*  Thefe  arc  ihe  Impatiences,    which  my  lovely  and 

*  dearly 
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*  dearly  beloTcd  Orithi*  caafesinherundaneableTiir^ 

*  Mris. 


I  lent  back  this  AnfWcr  by  bcr,  thatl)fot^bt  ^,.^ 
thlas  Letters ;  but  whillt  1  was  cheerfully  preparing  to 
go  and  fee  her,  and  in  ord  ci  to  it  had  drawn  my  forces 
together,  I  received  a  fccond  Letter  by  one  oFOrhbufs 
Women.  I  opened  it  with  feme  apprehenfion,  the 
cjtifc  whereof  was  unknown  to  me,  and  caiiing  ©y 
eyes  upon  it  1  read  thefe  words  : 

The  abufed  Orontes  to  the  faithlcfi  Thakfiris. 

*If  I  have  been  fo  fimple,  as  to  hope  for  fidelity  in  a 
Woman,  my  weaknefs  is  to  be  accuied  of  it,  which 
appearances,  that  were  Ipedous  enough,  filmed  to 
authorize,  and  I  believed  I  might  conlerve  your  af- 
fedion  only,  becaufe  I  had  well  purchafed  it,  and 
well  defervedit,  though  I  have  been  fo  unfortunate 
to  fpend  lomc  years  in  your  ferrice ;  I  fliall  be  wife 
enough,  to  retire,  now  that  you  have  made  your  fclf 
unworthy  of  my  affedtion,  and  of  my  eftecm.  I  beg 
not  of  the  Gods  to  [punifli  your  fiiult,  you  have 
done  it  fufficiently  already,  by  the  undervaluing  you 
have  fhowed  of  your  felt  by  the  contempt  you  have 
dcfcrved  from  the  whole  world,  and  by  the  fhame 
you  have  for  ever  fixed  upon  your  memory.  Live  in 
the  Infamy  you  have  fought  with  io  much  pains, 
and  fincc  yoitr^\mbition  is  fo  nobly  limited,  lofe  the 
*  remembrance  of  mrne,  which  I  fo  bhndly  had  bounded 
in  you  alone.  I  leave  your-~Army,  your  fclf,  and 
your  Country  for  ever ,  and  I  carry  aT^ay  nothing 
with  me  in  this  voltmtary  banifhment,  but  my  re- 
pentance for  havina;  returned  after  my  firtt.  if  the 
Gods  fend  me  my  death,  I  /hall  prefer  it  before  the  af- 
fliction of  iecing  you  again,  and  if  they  continue  my 
life  I  will  pais  it  wholly  ivithout}  fo  much  as  a 
thought  of  you. 
When  I  read  this  Ctucl  Letter  I  had  no  body  with 
me  but  HyppoUtay  who  leeing  me  grow  pale  and  (tag- 
ger at  the  end  of  it,  ftretched  out  her  arms  to  hold  mc 
up,  and  kept  me  from  falling  on  the  floor ;  Which 
way  fliall  I  be  able,  Sir,  to  defcribc  the  greatnefs  of  my 
afHidion  in  lo  unexpected  a  dilalier  ?  and  bow  fhall  I 
make  you  to  conceive,  what  I  am  unable  to  crorefe  f 

The 
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The  next  day  after  I  had  long  tcrmented  my  felf^  and 
affliiled  my  mmd  with  grief  and  anger,  I  called  for 
the  Woman  who  had  brought  the  Letter,  commanding 
her  to  tell  me,  in  what  place,  and  in  what  condition 
fhe  had  left  Orithia :  Madam  (faid  flie)  a  little  after 
the  Battel  Orithia  had  won  flie  was  taken  with  an  ex- 
ceflive fadncfs  which  kept  hi:r  fome  days  in  bed*  but 
as  foon  as  flie  recovered  a  little,  fhe  took  Horlc  with 
no  body  but  L^y^^rf /  ^  and  finding]  me  a  gooddittancc 
from  the  Camp  fhe  gave  me  the  Letter,  with  a  ftridt 
charge  to  deliver  it  to  your  own  hands,  and  to  tell  Me- 
nalippa  flie  might  take  upon  her  the  command  of  the 
Army,  which  fheforfbok  for  ever,  and  having  given  me 
ihefc  orders,  fhe  took  a  way  quite  different  from  that, 
which  leads  to  the  Camp,  where  fince  that  time  fhe . 
has  never  aplpcared. 

•  This  relation  pcrfc6ted  the  fettling  defpair  in  my 
Heart,  'and  put  me  intd  the  moft  lamentable  flate  a 
Soul  was  able  to  conceive.  I  began  to  refled  with  re- 
pentance upon  the  proofs  of  affeilion  I  had  given  to  that 
ungrateful  Man.  I  examined  all  the  a6tions  of  my  Life, 
which  could  poffibly  have  given  him  any  fufpicion  or 
difcontent,  and  finding  thembut  too  full  of  Innocence 
and  AfFedliontohim,  I  plunged  my  felfintoan  Abyfs 
of  Sorrow  and  Vexation.  I  had  fome  conceit,  that  my 
Journey  xo  A^xander  miglit  have  difpleas'd  him,  but 
my  ftiy  there  had  been  io  fhort,  and  all  my  Adions 
fo  open,  and  known  by  fo  many  Witneffcs,that  I  could 
not  fettle  a  belief,  that  hecould  thence  draw  matter  for 
ihofe  high  abufes,  and  that  unworthy  ufage,  to  groimd 
that  inconflancy  on,  wherewith  he  calt  me  off,  after 
having:  received  fo  many  Teffimonies  of  my  Affeftion 
alfo  adding  wrongs  and  upbraidings  of  fhame  and  in- 
famy, the  terms  whereof  I  could  rot  digelt,  nor  could 
Jlyppolita  find  any  words  to  excule  him  atter  reading 
his  injurious  Letter,  no  nor  hcrfelf  from  thofc reproaches 
I  uled  to  her,  for  having  favoured  his  bafc  pernicious, 
defi^ns.  At  la(},  putting  a  very, great  conltraint  upon 
my  Inclination,  I  made  hatred  fucceed  my  Love,  md 
firmly  refolvcd  to  go  and  feek  him  in  what  Country 
foevcr  he.  fhould  conceal  himlelf,  that  I  might  punifh 
hisperfidioufneis,  and  revenge  the  unpardonable  inju- 
ries he}  had  done  me..  With  thefe  rclolutions  having 
Ictilcd  my  affairs  at  home,  and  jnadc  peace  with  tlieC/fp- 
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fadocUns^  I  kt  forward  attended  only  by  HjfpoUta* 
and  thefe  other  Maids  you  fee  with  me,  and  journeyed 
into  Scythia^  whether  I  concluded  he  might  be  retired  ; 
but  there  I  fearched  for  him  in  vain;  and  having 
ftay'd  at  iSiion  a  confiderable  time,  I  departed  full  of 
grief  to  tlie  Kings  Army,  then  commanded  by  Arfdces^ 
where  I  thought  the  deHre  of  Glory  might  perchance 
have  ftopt  him  before  his  coming  to  Court,  and  was 
prefent  in  a  bloody  Battel,  where  I  faw  that  valiant 
General  do  Aflions  of  fuch  (ingular  Courage,  that  I 
Ihall  ever  preferve  the  memory  of  them,  as  of  a  pro- 
digy :  But  feeing  I  was  unfuccefsful  \x\-Eurofe^  I  tra- 
velled into  Afia^  and  after  going  through  nioft  of  its 
Provinces  in  my  fruitle(s  fearch,  I  came  into  this 
Country,  with  fome  hopes,  that  among  fo  many 
Princes  whereof  Alexander^  Court  was  compofed,  I 
might  learn  fome  news  of  my  faichlefs  Orontes,  againft 
whom^  I  have  preferve<l  my  Indignation  fo  ftrongly, 
that  time  (hall  tiever  be  able  to  wear  it  out  of  my 
mind; 

Behold  (continued  the  Queen,  ending  her  relation) 
the  abftraft  of  a  life  full  of  Misfortunes,  and  fee  now 
if  my  anger  be  not  jufi-,  and  if  I  have  not  a  lawful 
caufe  to  hate  that  Prince,  who  by  his  infidelity  hath 
rendered  himfelf  unworthy  of  the  honour  to  be  allied 
to  you.  The  Qiieen  ending  in  this  manner.  Prince 
Oroondatcsh^smg  hearkned  with  a  marvellous  attenti- 
on to  all  (he  had  faid :  Madam  (faid  hej  I  cannot 
chufe  but  be  Orontes  his  Enemy,  after  the  knowledge 
you  have  given  me  of  an  infidelity  without  example  j 
yet,  when  I  remember  the  proofs,  which  (without  in- 
termiflion)  he  fhewed  you  of  a  real  pafBon,  after  which 
we  fee  him  fall  into  a  bafenefs,  without  atiy  probable 
ground  ;  and  when  I  call  to  mind,  what  fubtilty  and 
calumny  hath  done  againft  my  own  innocence,  I  am 
forced  to  fulpend  my  judgment,  and  believe  that 
either  you  have  been  deceived  by  others  than  Orontes^ 
or  that  Oro/ites  hath  been  deceived  himfelf  by  very 
ftrong  appearances ;  f9r  indeed  fo  fudden  and  fo  un- 
cxpefted  a  change  is  contrary  to  common  fenfe,  and 
panes  my  imagination  5  and  I  ami  fully  perfwaded,  that 
there  ijJ  more  innocence  in  Orontes  his  intentions,  than 
there  hath  been  in  the  effefts  either  of  his  grief,  or  of 
his  inconllancy;

The  End  of  the  Fourth  Book- 
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IJ"  A  R  L  Y  the  next  morning  Prince  Oraond^tet  went 
-^  to  vilit  the  fair  Qpeen  of  the  Ama^iotts,  and  dif^ 
courfed  with  her  a  great  while  touching  the  caufes  of 
(7r0^r^/ his  infidelity,  which  he  could  neither  compre- 
hend nor  excufe.  The  friendlhip  he  had  born  that 
Prince  made  him  feek  out  reafons  to  juftifie  hicn  \  but 
the  Queens  fpirit  grew  To  incenfed  againft  him,  that 
he  was  fain  to  give  over  his  defence,  and  condemn  him 
with  her.

I  .  \  ^'•v^^^n,  hclc:u  Ar ax-Is  to  S^ry.o-t^  who  upon  his 
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return  gave  him  a  particular  account  of  all,  that  w  a^ 
doing  there,    and  in  what  condition  the  Ihte  of  their 
afEiirs  flood.    And  wbilil  he  expcdled  the  arrival  of 
LjfyffMchHs  Md  Pto/omem ,  to  divert  his  Melancholy, 
he  took  his  ordinary  walks  along  the  banks  of  the 
River  Euphrates  \  yet  had  not  gone  far,  e  re  he  faw  a 
man  compleatly  atoied,  and  bravely  mounted,  com- 
ing ;Uong  the  great  Road  that  leads  to  Babjlon.    The 
Beaver  of  hi$  Hehnet  was  down,  and  he  carried  a 
woman  behind  him,  whofe  face  was  covered  with  a 
V^ii,  habited  like  one  of  thofe  two  women  he  had 
found  ailpep,    out  of  whofe  hand  fell  the  Letter  of  the 
unknown  Cafandra,     The  Arms  of  the  Man  was  in 
{oma  places  fmeered  with  blood,  and  his  tiorfe  had 
received  fome  light  wounds.    He  was  very    amorous 
Yvith  the  woman,oftcn  turning  to  embrace  and  kifs  her, 
and  ihe  repayed  his  civilities  with  the  like  freedom, 
^nd  with  great   demonllrations  cf  AfFedion.    Oroort^

who  haft  fo  charitably  affifted  me,  know  thou  haft 
done  this  oifice  neither  to  an  ungrateful  perfon,  nor  to 
one  that  is  unable  to  requite  it,  I  have  fome  credit  ia 
this  Country,  which  thou  roayeft  make  ufe  of,  if  the 
Gods  grant  me  Life,  and  if  thou  canft  make  roe  be 
carried  into  the  City. 

Thefe  obliging  words  made  Oroonddtes  to  coniider  the 
perfon  that  fpoke  them  a  little  more  attentively  than  he 
yet  had  done,  he  obferving  a  g-cat  deal  of  Majefty  in  his 
Countenance  and  Features,  which  were  not  utterly  un- 
known to  him.    He  began  to  promife  him  all  manner 
of  afliftance,.wheri  the  Stranger,  the  more  to  move  him 
to  it,   T^)  tnp  end  (faid  he)  thou  mayeft  believe,  thoii 
•  h^ll  not  employed  cliis  charitable  Oifice  on  an  ordinary 
perfon,  Wnd 'on  one  from  whom  thou  couldeft  expeft 
nothing  but  common  hopes,  t now   that  I  ana  called- 
Perdicas,    Never  did  Thunderbolt,  falling  at  the  Feet 
of  fome  young  Shepherd,  ftrike  him  with  fo»ftrange  a 
furprize,as  that  did  the  Prince  oftSVjrW^jwhen  he  heard 
pronounced  that  hated,  and  thatdetefted  name  o( Per- 
dicas.    A  t  fo  great  an  aftoniihment  all  his  blood  retired 
to  his  Heart,  and  his  Face  grew  pale,   the  Linncn  he 
yet  held  fell  out  of  his  hands,,  and  finking  down  he  was 
near  lofing  his  Sences.  All  the  words  in  the  World,and 
all  the  moil  powerful  and  moft  natural  expreffions  are 
too  weak  to  repiefenr  his  thoughts  at  that  time. He  con- 
fidered  Perdlcas  as  that  Monlter  yet  ftained  with  the 
richeJl  Blood,  that  was  fo  dear  to  him,  and  him  whofe 
dcith  he  had  not  only  fworii,  but  whof?  death  alone 
was  the  only  aim  of  his  Life,  and  the  only  caufe  why 
hehadpreferved  it  ;  yet  now  delivered  into  his  hands  in 
a  condition,  that  without  Diftionour  and  a  ftain  to  his 
Virtue,  he  could  not  give  him  a   death  hefojuftlyde- 
ferved.    And  ii)  thofe  deadly  Trances,  wherewith  he 
was  cruelly  Combaced,  the  motions  of  his  Eyes  and  the 
alteration  of  his  Countenance  difcovercd  the  perplexity 
of  his  Soul. 

.  Perdicas  was  not  (o  far  fpentj  but  he  perceived  t!us 
fudden  change  in  him,  and  would  have  forced  hisweik- 
.nefs  to  ask  the CAufc of  it,"  when  Oroondates hxok^hxs 
mortal  fifence,  and  ilepping  b^ck  'fome  few  paces  from 
him,  crolfinghis  Arms  onhisBreaft,  and  lifting  up  his 
Eyes  towards  Heaven. ;  O  Gods  Ccry'd  ht)what  ftrange 
ialma\anity,orrachc;r,wh2t'iUange  Cruelty  do  you  ufe 
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againft  me?  you  have  a  thoufind  rimes difarmed  this 
hand.which  I  had  armed  againft  the  firft  raviihcrof  my 
happinefsy  and  now  you  take  fiom  me  the  liberty  of 
punifliing  the  infamous  deftroyer  of  my  Lifc,and  of  the 
moft  perfeft  Creature  you  ever  fent  into  the  World. 
You  will  have  me  fee  this  Cruel  Man,  but  lee  him  in  a 
condition,  which  forbids  me  to  give  him  that  death  I 
was  preparing  for  hinii  which  could  not  but  be  too 
gentle  for  the  expiation  of  his  horrid  crimes. 

He  faid  much  more,  when  Pcrdicas  looking  on  him, 
I  know  not  (faid  he)  what  Injury  I  h^ve  done  thee  thac 
thou  ihouldeft  fo   change  thy  former  goodncfs  into 
bloody  reproaches,  and  delign  againft  my  Life.    I  never 
faw  thee,  as  I  remember,  before  this  rime,     and  this 
firft  fight  of  thee  had  wrought  in  me  a  defire  to  require 
thy  good  Offices.    Ah  Monfter,  (cry*d  the  Prince  turn- 
ing  away  his  Eyes  with  horror)  thou  deftroyer  of  the 
faireft  Princefs  in  the  World,   doth  thou  believe  there 
is  yet  am  an  can  kv\o^  Statira  sMurthefer,and  not  be  his 
Enemy.    He  would  have  proceeded  in  his  reproaches, 
when  Perdicas  ftretching  out  his  haiid,and  inteiruptin 
him  :  Ah  Friend(faid  he)  let^usbe  at  Peace  I  pray  the; 
the  alfiftance  thou  haft  given  me  makes  me  deliie  it  of 
thee,  and  I  declare  unto  thee,  if  thy  hatred  be  only 
grounded  on  Sratiras  death,  thou  oughteft  to  ceafe  to 
Be  my  Enemy.

Ah,  try  not  to  prolong  thy  days  by 
deceit.    The  ftate  thou  art  in  fe  cures  thee  from  my 
juft  indignation,  and  thou  necdeft  not  invent  Lies  to 
fave  thy  felf.    I  protcft  by  all  the  Gods,  anfwered  Per- 
dicas,   Statira    is  alive,   go  ask  the  inconftant  Ci/P*?»- 
dra  news  of  the  ingrateful  Statira^  and  thou  fhaltknow 
that  I  faved  her  Life  to  the  prejudice  of  my  own  For- 
tune, and  of  my  Eftablifliment;  and  thou  Ihalc  alio 
know,  that  for  a  recompence  of  that  good  fervice,  iTie 
caft  herfelf  into  the  Arms  of  a  Lover  whom  /he  adores, 
whom  flie  kiffes,  whom  (he  embraced  before  my  Face, 
and  who  has  left  me  in  the  cafe  you  fee  me     He  would 
have  faid  more,  if  his  weaknefs  would  have  fuffered 
him,  and  if^he  vehemency  of  (peaking  had  not  moved 
him  io  that  fell  into  a  Swoon« 
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1  hcfc  words  quite chan^'d  Oroondaters  opinion  o(  Per- 
dicai^vA  nude  him  relent,  thoiich  bcfomcwhat  doubted 
the  tru'.ho'^llicui;  yet  what  himfelf  had  fcen  and  heard 
.1  few  Moments  before  this  adventure  foniething  allayed 
his  dirtruft  ;  and  his  luddcn  joy  to  hear  his  adored 
Princ'jfs  Rrickinp  in  at  Jthat  tin:c  with  his  IncFination, 
his  pity  towayils  Perdicas  wrought  as  at  firlt,  and  be  re- 
fclved  yet  to  j;ivc  him  further  nffifta nee,  that  he  might 
be  in  a  condition  to  clear  his  doubts  more  fully.  And  to 
lhi<?  end  he  was  hatting  to  PoUmcns  Hotife,  to  caufe  his 
being  inttantly  brought  thither,  that  his  Wounds  might 
be  drcfled,  when  he  Jaw  a  Troop  of  Horfemen  comirrg  a 
great  pace  from  the  City,  who  taking  up  the  Wounded 
Man  put  him  into  a  Litter,  and  cirried  him  awnyte 
rpccdily  thn  t  he  could  not  come  up  to  ask  them  any QtiefH- 
ons ;  yet  his  Eyes  purfued  them  to  the  Gates  of  ^^fcy/dw, 
where  he  fiw  tliem  enter,  when  after  fbmc  Melancholy 
Soliloquies  and  Reflections  on  what  had  paflcd,  he  re- 
folvcd  to  rctmn  in  hopes  to  ifJnd  Lyfimachuiy  that  he 
minht  aflvertizehim  of  this  adventure ,  upon  which  he 
turned  about  to  find  the  way  to  his  Apartment,  when 
in  one  of  the  mofl  retired  places  of  the  Wood  he  heard  the 
voices  of  two  perfons  who  fpokewitlia  great  deal  of 
vchemency ;  and  thefe  laft  advantages  having  taught  him 
to  ncgleil  nothing  for  the  knowledge  of  his  Fortune,  he 
lent  attention  to  them,  to  find  if  he  could  be  able  todraw 
any  ihinj;  frotr  tiicnce  towards  the  clearing  of  his  doubt?. 
And  directing  his  ftcps  nearer,  he  faw  a  Man  arm*d  all 
but  his  Head,  fitting  by  a  Lady,  to  whom  he  talk'd  with 
very  much  action,  and  as  ibon  as  he  drew  near  enough  to 
hear  diftiiidly  what  they  faid,  he  luppofed  he  knew 
their  Voices  :  And  *.hat  conceit  made  him  go  fbftly  on 
to  get  a  fight  of  their  Faces ;  but  fcarce  had  he  caft  hisEyes 
on  them  when  he  was  rtrongly  confirmed  in  his  fufpici- 
on,  that  they  wcic  not  unknown  to  him  ;  and  whiUt 
he  was  mufing  on  this  matter  he  faw  the  Man  in  a 
rough  manner  puir  the  Lady  to  him^  in  fpight  of  her  rc- 
llttanccwhcn  in  \\n  ftruggfing :  Think  not  (faid  (he)  un- 
worthy Man,  thy  threats  c:in . terrific  me  lio  more  than 
thy  flatteries  have  vvonmc  :  I  cannot  love  thee^nor  will  I 
be  p'\nd  ofthcc,  and  as  ihy  wickednef?  gives  me  an  a* 
vcrfion  to  thee,lo  the  h.ope  I  have  in  thejuflicc  of  theGods, 
ticcs  nic  from  the  f^iar  thou  wouldftflrikcinto  me.  I 
fpcak  to  thee  no  longer  as  to  a  Man,  that  has  yet  fome 
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^enfc  of  Virtue,  butastoafaithlcfeSubjcft,  wlx)  violates 
all  manner  of  Laws  in  the  pcrfon  of  his  Princels,and  who 
cannot  be  touched  with  any  other  confideration  of  thole 
punifhments  whicli  are  iiu pending.  'Tis by  them  there- 
fore that  I  will  rcprefs  thy  inlblence,  and  it  is  by  the  ter- 
ror of  Heavens  Thunder,  that  I  will  divert  thee  from  thy 
abominable  intentions.  Confider  yet  once  again,  if  thou 
haft  any  remembrance  left,  oftwhat  I  was,  and  who  thou 
art  thy  felf,  and  if  the  change  of  my  Fortune  has  not 
razed  out  of  th  A  Mind  the  Charadcr  which  my  Birth 
has  given  me,  confider  I  am  the  Daughter  of  thy  King, 
and  that  thou  art  my  Fathers  Subjed  ;  who  from  an  un- 
reafonable  Ambition  wouldft  pals  to  a  mofl  horrible  at- 
tempt?: and,  in  brief,  thou  oughtelt  to  remember,  that  I 
am  ftill  Berniccy  and  that  thou  art  (till  but  Arfc^mes, 
This  Princefi,  whom  after  thefe  words  Oroondates  could 
not  but  certainly  know,  would  have  faid  more,  if  Ar- 
facomes  had  not  infolently  interupted  her. 

I  am  now  ffaid  he)  no  more  in  a  condition  to  be  fatis- 
ficdwith  thefe  kind'of  fpecches,and  ifl  commit  any  faults, 
the  violence  of  the  paflion  I  have  for  you  may  well  ex- 
cufe  them  all.  You  know  that  I  have  liiffered  with 
Patience  enough,  and  that  in  fpight  of  the  indignity  of 
yourufage,  1  have  ferved  you  with  refpecSs  w^bich  are 
neither  due  to  the  Daughter  of  ones  King,  nor  to  the 
Kings  themfelvcs ;  nay,  with  rel'peds,  which  you  have 
ungratefully  abufrd.  Thefe  Gods,  with  which  you 
threaten  me,  are  irreproachable  WitnefTes  of  if,  and  they 
likewifc  know,  that  I  fly  not  to  this  extremity  a giintt 
you,  till  after  I  had  rendered  you  all  that  I  owed  both 
to  your  Birth,  and  to  my  Love,  and  aftcc  I  had  Com- 
bated your  Mind  with  fubmiffion^,  able  to  mollific  a 
Tygreis,  you  have  rcpayed  them  with  fcorn,  with  in- 
juries, and  with  indignities,  and  have  ever  ufed  mc  not 
only  as  the  vi^eft  of  all  Men  living,  but  as fome  Monfter 
in  Nature.  Think  it  not  (irauge  therefore,  that  I  try  the 
'  lalt  means  I  have  left,  and  if,  having  no  more  ways  to 
make  you  relent  by  gentlenels,  I  make  ufe  of  that  Power 
the  Gods  have  given  me  to  obtain  thoJe  favours,  which 
you  may  make  Legitimate  when  you  oleafe. 

ArUcomos  ended  thefe  words  in  taking  Bemiees  Hand, 
but  uie  rofeup  furioufly,  and  looking  on  him  with  Eyes 
Iparkling  with  Anger :  To  thee,  Tray  tor  !  f  laid  flic  J  fa- 
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vours  to  thee  !  Ah  know,  I  can  dye,  to  keep  thee  from 
them,  and  that  I  am  not  lo  forfakcnof  the  GoJtJ,  but  that 
I  hope  for  their  aflilhnceagaintt  thcc.  The  Gods  (reply*d 
jfrfaccm?:,  holding  her  by  her  Robe,ani  rifing. after  her) 
are  not  concerned  in  your  fantattical  humour, and  fince 
you  ur^e  my  Patience  to ext remit ics,know  that  they  fliall 
not  deliver  you  to  dav  from  the  defign  I  have  for  my  fa- 
tisfailion.    Your   obftiiiacy    from    henceforth    is  un- 
J;>rofitable,  and  you  mutt  either  iconlent  to  my  utmoft 
feliciticsjor  dilpole  your  lelfio  fee  me  take  them  by  force. 
Saying  thus,  he  took  her  in  his  Arms,  and  having  kif- 
fcdhcr  whether  fhe  would  or  no,    he  prepared  himfelf 
to  give  her  more  lenfible  difplealures  ;  when  OroondateSy 
ivho  had  not  been  able  to  contain  himfelf  without  a 
violent  conRraint,   Hepping  forward  fliewed  himfelf  to 
that  guilty  Man,  with  a  Face  kindled  with  a  juli  indig- 
nation :  Arfacomes,  (cryed  he)  thou  TrajOior  Arfacomes^ 
holdthyHand.    Thefewords  wcreto  him  likcaClapof 
Thunder,  when,  getting  Joofe  froin  Bernice,   he  turned 
briskly  about  to  Oroondates^  who  had  already  drawn  his 
Sworcf,  and  doing  the  like  put  himlelf  in  a  po(ture  to 
punilli  the  oWiacle  of  his  intentions.     At  fir(t  he  knew 
not  the  Prince,  but  he  coming  up  to  him  with  a  fiery 
Eye,   before  he  aflaulted  him  (truck  terror  into  him, 
with  thele  reproaches:  Look  here,  difloyal  Man,  (faid 
he)  look  upon  this    face,   and  acknowledge  the  ]u(tice 
of  the  Gods,  who  left  unto  thy  Prince  the  rcfcue  of  thy 
Prince!?,  and   the  punilhmcnt  of  thy  offences  to  him, 
whom  thou  haft  mortally  offended. 

llponthef:  word%  Arfa,  xmcs  knowing  him  was  (iir- 
prized  with  an  aftonifliment,  which  cannot  eafily  be  re- 
prclcnted,  and  fcized  with  a  mortal  apprchenfion, 
wl  ich  made  him  tremble  all  over.  He  repented  himlelf 
initantly  of  what  he  had  attempted,  but  being  truly 
Valiant,  aiid  judging  that  hisremorfe  would  be  unpro- 
fitable to  him,  he  banilTied  it  all  together  with  his  fear, 
and  placing  hi^^  fafety  only  in  his  Valour,  -he  rcfolved  to 
profecute  his  Crime  to  the  utmolt.  Bernice  was  fur- 
prized  at  lo  Itrangc  an  adventure,  and  at  lb  unexpeiVcd  a 
relief,  that  it  held  her  in  an  amazement  during  theCom- 
bite,  in  whx'i  the  Prince  of  Siythia  la'd  his  adverfary 
dead  at  his  Peer,  with  a  wound  that  pierced  hisHearr, 
and  run  quite  through  his  Body,  lothai  weltering  in  his 
Blooi  his  Life  (trcamed  out  at  a  double  paffage. 
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Oroonddtes^  whofc  wrath  was  appcafed  by  the  Death 
oiArfacomcSjYaA.  fome  kind  oflorrowfor  his  dcftihy, 
and  though  his  crime  rendaed  him  unworthy  of  any,  nc 
could  not  fee  him  Itrugglc  in  the  mngs  of  Death,  and 
not  be  touched  with  fomc  {enfc  of  (Jonipaffion,  but  the 
Princefe  his  Sifter,  who  ran  to  him  after  this  Vidory, 
hindred  him  from  cxprefling  any  mark  of  it,  to  teffifie 
the  Joy  he  had  to  fee  her,  by  all  tne  Endearments  of  an 
affedionate  Brother,  and  tney  received  from  each  other 
fuch  teftimoniesoF  the latisfadtion  they  conceived  at  this 
uncxpcded  meeting,  that  embracing  and  kifling  with 
tranlportsincxpreflTible,  they  continued  as  in  an  cxtafic 
for  fome  time,  which  being  a  little  moderated,  the  Prince 
upon  his  Sitters  telling  him  Arfacomes    had,  left  fomc  of 
his  Men  at  a  diftance  in  that  Wood,  who  might  yet 
make  him  run  fome  hazard,  being  without  Armour,  put 
on  that  o(  ^rfacomes, '  which  he  had  no  fooner  done,  but 
be  (aw  a  Man  riding  towards  him  armed  at  all  points. 
The  Princels  no  fooner  caft  her  Eves  upon  hinl,  but  Ah 
Brother,  (cryed  (he)  fee  yonder  the  perfidious  jijtjages^ 
who  by  his  pernicious  Coupfel  has  brought  me  into  the 
danger,  from  which  you  delivered  mc.    Upon  which 
having  hufhcd  her  fears,  he  went  to  meet  him,  with  a 
refolution  to  punifti  his  Treachery,  and  as  foon  as  that 
wicked  fellow  came  to  a  diftance  that  he  might  be  heard : 
Well  Sir,  (cryed  he)  ha vi  you  any  iieedofouraffittancc^ 
The  Prince  made  no  reply,  but  coming  up  to  him  fcizcd 
his  Bridle  with  a  ftrong  Hand :  Upon  which  finding  his 
mittake,  Afljages  endeavoured  to  get  away,  and  putting 
Spur^  to  his  Horfe,  ftroye  to  trample  his  Adverfary  un- 
der his  Feet;  but  he  failed  in  his  intendments,   for  the 
Prince  crying,  Traytor,  thou  mutt  dyc^^and  give  an  ac- 
count of  thy  crimes  to  him  whom  the  uods  have  fcnt  to 
punifti  thee,    he  clinched  his  Fift,  and  with  his  Gantlet 
on  fmotefoviolent  a  blowon  his  Helmet,  that  Afya^fs 
thought  himfelf  overwhelmed  under  the  ruins  of  fomc 
falling  Tower, and  fell  ftunnd  from  his  Horfe  quite  fenfe- 
lefs.    Oroondaus  judged  that  he  was  not  dead,    yet  he 
difdaindamoreperfe6lVi6tory,  and  being  unwilling  to 
difpalch  an  Enemy  who  was  no  longer  capable  of  re- 
fiftance,    he  contented  himfelf  with  taking  his  Horle, 
which  he  led  towards   the  Prince!?,    who  came  to  par- 
take of  his  fecond  Viftory  :  Brother  (faid  fliej  you  arc 
ftill invincible,  and  running  to  him  with  open  Arms,  flic 
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began  her  Endearments  a  new,  which  the  Prince:  re- 
turned with  a  like  affeftion.  Bsrnice  tlien  thought  her 
ftlfattthc  end  of  all  her  misfortunes  ;  but  that  day  which 
was  to  be  a  day  of  Wonders  to  Oromidtes  was  not  yet 
paft,  and  it  pleafcd  the  Gods,  that  whilft  the  Princcfs 
was  moft  bufily  employed  in  her  kindneffes  to  her  Bro- 
ther, a  Man  well  mounted  and  Armed,  attended  by  his 
Squire,  came  riding  near  them.  He  foon  made  a  Hop  to  be- 
hold her  Face  ana  Adion,  which  after  he  had  done  a 
while,  he  lifting  up  his  Hands  towards  Heaven  with  a 
loud  cry ,ihe  ran  to  his  Squire  who  held  two  Javelins,  and 
taking  them  from  him  he  caft  one  of  them  at  Oromdates 
his  Feet,  crying,  To  Horfc,  to  Hof  fe,  1  defie  thee  to  jsl 
Mortal  Combate* 

The  Prince  feeing  himftlf  defied  by  a  Man  he  knew 
not,  nor  could  conuder  he  had  ever  injured,  was  in- 
flamed with  anjjer,  and  takiag  up  the  Javelin  he  had 
thrown,  immediately  mounted  ^[lyages  his  Horfe.    In 
the  mean  while  the  rrincefs  Bernicey  affiifled  at  this  lad 
Encounter,  was  fallen  upon  the  Ground,where  flie  made 
War  with  her  beautiful  Face  and  fair  Hair.    Theft  t  wo 
Warriers  having  taken  a  iuffieientdifiance  for  their  Car- 
reer, turned  about  their  Horfe?,  and  fetting  themfelves 
firm  upon  their  Stirrups,  they  met  with  a  fury  like  that 
of  an  Impetuoys  Whirlwind  ;   the  Earth  trembled  un- 
der thea,  and  the  Banks  of  the  River  cccho'd  at  their 
meeting,  and  equally  fruftrating  each  others  defigns  by 
receiving  the  blows  upon  their  Shields,    wiiich  were 
aimed  at  the  fight  of  their  Helmets,  they  fplintered  their 
Javelins  in  a  thoufand  pieces  without  any  efFeft,  and 
ended  their  Carreer,    no  more  fliaken  than  two  Rocks 
by  the  dafliing  of  the  flormy  Billows,    At  the  end  of, 
thcircoiirfc  they  drew  their  Swords,  and  wheeled  about 
with  a  fiercenete  able  to  ftrike  fear  into  the  moft  refol vcd 
perfons.  OroQnidUs  liftiiig  up  his  Head,  and  meafuring  his 
Enemy  with  his  Eye,  tiicoight  him  to  be  the  fame  pcrfon 
who  had  pifled  by  himfome  hours  before,  and  whom  he 
fufpeiftcd  to  ha^e  carried  slwzy  Stattrdj  and  had  left  Per^ 
dicas  in  the  condition  he  had  found  him.    In  that  belief 
he  held  up  his  Hand,  and  by  that  lign  made  fhew  that 
he  had  a  defire  to  fpeak  to   him  e're  he  proceeded  fur- 
ther.   Though  the  Stranger  bad  much  ado  to  grant  him 
that  delay,   he  made  a  flop  for  a  few  moments,  and 
Oroondofesy  without  putting  up  the  Bearer  of  his  Helmet, 
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Ifrcquefls  arc  decent  amoTj;  Enemies,  (faidhc)tell  mc  I 
pray  you  if  you  did  not  Fight  with  Ptrdica^  to  day?  t 
have  nodefign  at  all  to  pleafnrc  you  frcply'd  the  Stranger) 
but  if  you  arc  Ptrdica^'s  Friend,  you  my  revenge  his 
quarrel  sigainft  me,  who  both  fought  with  him  and  beat 
hJm.  1  dcfic  thee  then  my  Ielf,CrydOraf«i/rfr«jfurioufly) 
to  the  Mortal  Combat  to  which  thou  firft  didfl  challenge 
xne,  and  which  fliaU  neither  have  end  or  reipite  but  bjf 
Death.  He  accoinpanied  thelc  words  wkh  a  dreadful 
blow,  which  coming  down  with  a  force  that  nothing  yet 
bad  been  able  torehli,  and  falling  upon  the  Scrangers 
Head  made  hhn  Ank  almoin  to  the  ww  of  his  Saddle,  and 
waslikctobarcmadehiui  fall  from  Ins  Horfc;  yet  foM 
recovering,  it  fcrved  only  to  exafpcratc  him,  anaitir  i^ 
his  rage  and  fury  to  a  higher  degree,  and  lifting  up  his 
Sword,  be  brought  it  down  lb  heavily  upon  his  Enemy^ 
that  his  Arm  with  his  Shield  that  he  had  oppole4  againft 
that  Tcmpeft,  ycilded  under  fo  weighty.a  burden,  and 
his  ShieldAvas  thereby  firuckfb  forcibly  a^inft  bis  Fore- 
head, that  it  made  him  reel  in  his'Saddleand  bettdback^ 
ward  to  the  Onpper  of  his  Horfc.  After  thb  mightij^ 
blow,  the  Stranger  defiring  to  take  the  advantage  cf  his 
Enemies  diford€r,clolcd  up  fuddcnly  tp  his  right  lidc,that 
he  might  run  bis  Sword  factween  the  Joyntsof  his  Arms, 
and  overthrow  him  upon  the  Sand,  by  the.fliock'u^hich 
he  could  not  avoid  ;  but  c're  be  could  bring  tMstopais, 
Oroondates  had  ttcwtwd  himfclf,  and  was  already  in  a 
pofhire  to  hinder  his  intent;  and  making  his  Sword  to 
glitter  in  his  Eyes,  he  caufed  bis  Sword  tp  glance 
along  bis  Shield,  and  pais  away  without  eflicft ;  bat 
but  they  rufhed  againft  each  other  fo  violently  with  their 
Shoulders  that  the  Petrels  broke,  andtheHorfcs  funk  in 
Hams,  ready  to  fet  their  Haundies  to  the  Ground,  and 
their  Matters  by  the  fury  of  that  Encounter  w^c  almoft 
difabled  to  continue  their  Combat;  yet  in  a  ftiort  fpace 
did  they  comcupagain  to  each  other,  more  terrible  than 
ever,  and  by  thefc  'firft  ftrokcs  knowting  their  va- 
lour mutually,  they  employed  all  their  vi«stnur  and 
dexterity  to  leek  their  beft  advantages.  'They  did 
what  tnemoft  violent  of  all  Paffions  animated  the 
moft  valiant  of  all  men  to  do,  and  with  it  Fortune 
coftfjrired  to  make  whatever  was  greateft,  and  me^t 
to  jbe  redoubted  in  the  whole  [World,  difputc  a 
matchlels  Vi(9:ory  on  that  fmall  piece  of  Earth.  The 
Studs  of  their  Armour  were  beaten  out  in  many  places, 

and 
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and  pieces  ofMail  lay  (cattcrec'   n  the  Sand  :  The  Blood 
ftreamed  from  divers  parrs  •  f  their  Bodies,  and  yet 
their  anger  was  nothin^^  ^b.-*   1,  nor  did  their  forces 
fcem  at  all  diminiihed  ;  on  ihe  contrary,  their  wrath 
livasbur  inflamed  at  thefiglit  oftheitLlood^and  their  ani- 
mofity  was  redoubled  by  reliftance;   but  in  the  end, 
the  Bodies  ot  thefe  two    gallant  Men]  being  neither 
Brafs  nor  Marble,  they  began  to  grow  weaker,thcir  lo(s 
of  Blood  and  want  of  Breath  rendred  their  blows  mere 
feeble,  and  their  motion  lefs  nimble ;  their  Horfes  like- 
wife  were  wearied  out  by  the  fatigue  and  often  fliocks 
they  met  withal ;  yet  thefe  Warriers  grappled  with  all 
the  remainder  of  their  Strength,  and  began  a  clofe  Fight 
with  their  Daggers,  wounding  each  other  fo  deeply, 
that  frefih  ftreams  of  Blood  flowed  in  abundance,  which 
abfolutely  took  away  the  greateft  part  of  their  Strength, 
and  getting  loofe  their  Horfes,  frighted  with  the  terror 
oftheComibat,   carryed  them  about  a  hundred  paces 
from  each  oiher.    That  of  Oroonddtes  ftayed  firft,  and 
his  Mafter  with  much  ado  turning  him  about  to  feek 
his  Enemy,  faw  him  totter  in  his  Saddle,  and  prefent- 
ly  after  fall  upon  the  Sand.    Proud  of  this  Viftory,  he 
would  have  cryed,   I  have  Conquered,  but  he  had  not 
fo  much  Strength  as  to  fpeak  thefe  words,  nor  keep  his 
feat,  fo  that  tumbling  from  his  Horfe  through  very 
weakneis^  hehad  no  other  comfort  in  his  fall,  than  that 
of  feeing  his  Enemy  down  a  moment  before  him. 

Upon  this  killing  fight,  the  difconfotate,  or  rather 
defparing  Bernice  run  to  him  quite  befldes  herfelf,  and 
pulling  off  the  Helmet  in  all  hafte,  faw  him  faint  and 
pale,  lo(ing  his  Sences  with  his  Blood,  which  flowed 
out  at  many  wide  wounds  :  O  Cods,  how  great  were 
her  afHi^ons  then,  and  what  lamentations  did  fhe 
make  over  rheHody  of  that  dear  Brother,  in  the  mod 
tender  expreifiens  fhe  was  able  to  uttei:,  and  by  this 
difafter  the  Gods  feemed  to  have  overwhelmed  her  in 
the  moft  Killing  forrow  her  heart  was  capable  to  receive,^ 
ina  G)untry  where  ihe  wasdeftitute  of  all  fuccour;  but 
by  the  diligence  {he  ufed,  a  little  hope  revived  that 
yet  there  remained  fome  Life  in  that  gallant  Prince, 
and  that  poflibly  ghe  might  yet  recover,  if  he  periih« 
ed  not  for  want  of  fuccour  \  whereupon,  confidering 
the  lead  delay  might  be  fatal,  A»e  got  up  and  raiv 
through  the  Wood,  co  fee  if  Hie  c^uld  any  one  to  aflift 

her 
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her  in  conveying  liimthcncc^whilft  the  Strangen  Squire, 

u  ho  greatly  lamented  his  Matters  misfortune,  did  the 

Jikc.    Bcrnkeh^  good  Fortune  loon  mcr  that  aflfiiiance 

llie  ibearnettly  loupht,  which  were   ArMxis^^  PolemMn 

and  fonicot  Lyfimachw%^tx\2ii\t^.  whocamc  in  iearch 

ot  the  l^rincc  upon  his  long  ttay  abroad,  and  whom  fhc 

had  drawn  by  her  crys  to  that  part  of  the  Wood.    No 

looner  did  ihe  lee  them  appear,   but  (he  ran  affrighted 

to   them,  and  with  up-!itted  Hands,  in  a  beieeching 

pofiurc  5  VVl:oeveryou  arc,  cry'dilie,  if  there  be  any 

pity  in  you,  lircour  a  dying  Prince,  ^d  your  aflitta nee 

will    le    bettowed  on    one    that    well  deferves  it. 

Sc:ircChad  flie  Ipokethelc  words,  when  Araxis  xhoii^t 

it  knew  the  tone  of  her  Voice,  and  though  the  little 

probability  there  was  in  that  Encounter,  made  hifli 

very  uncertain  in  his  belief,  yet  did  it  caulc  him  to  look 

htedfully  on  her  Face,  where  notwithttanding  the  dark- 

iicis  began  to  (teal  away  the  light,  he  oblcrved  io  much 

ortherjiemblanceof  that  of  his  Princels,  that  his  fuf- 

picion  redoubled,  and  at  latt  being  confirmed  in  it,  he 

cart  himlelf  at  her  feet,  and  made  himfelf  known  to  her. 

Upon  wliich  embracing  him  fhe  gave  him  a  reception 

lie  could  not  have  hoped  for  her  in  an  other  fealbn.    Ah ' 

Araxis  (laid  flic)  the  Gods  have  again  put  me  into  the 

Arms  of  my  dear  Brother,  only  to  make  me  a  witneis 

of  iiis  death ;    behold   him  (continued  fhe,   drawing 

rearer  faimj  behold  your  poor  Prince,  yielding  up  his 

life  with  his  Blood,  through  a  great  number  of  Wounds.  \ 

\{  Araxis  was  liirprized  at  her  words,  he  was  more 
f^riken  ariliat  piteous  fight,  and  not  lofmg  time  toan- 
iwer  her,  he  ranfo  fatt  toivard  him,  blinded  with  fud- 
'  den  Griet,that  healmott  trod  upon  him  in  his  ha{ie,and 
was  going  to  fall  into  bewailing  complaints,  when  he 
remembered  his  help  at  fiich  a  time  was  more  neceflary 
than  thoir  unprofitable  tettimonies  of  his  Affedionj  and 
with  the  help  of  Berw/Vf  and  :Po/ew4«  immediately  un- 
arming the  Prince,  he  laboured  with  all  hisskill  to  ttop 
the  flowing  of  the  remainder  of  that  precious  Blood,jthat 
had  but  too  much  ftreamed  already,  whilft  the  others 
that  had  come  with  him,  provided  a  Hand-barrow  to 
lay  him  on,  and  in  that  poliure  they  with  all  fpeed  con- 
veyed him  to Pelepton%  Houfe,  whither  Bernice  followed 
^  them  in  exceeding  affliction,  who  keeping  her  Eyes 
*  fixed  upon  him  all  the  way,  flie  faw  him  come  out  of 
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his  fwoon,  andby  fomc  little  moving,  atcompanied  with 
a  weak  figh.  This  raifcd  her  almolt  de/edted  hopcs^and 
r.itored  lomc  fercnity  to  her  Countenance  :  Sheltept  to 
him  in  a  fufpencc  between  joy  and  fear,and  calling  him 
twice  or  thricc^fhe  faw  him  turn  his  Head  towards  her, 
and  gave  her  by  that  token  he  had  fome  underttanding 
left,  which  diffipating  the  greater  part  of  her  fear  •  Ah 
xny  dear  Brother,  (crycd  Ihe  to  him)  you  (hall  not  dye, 
your  Virtue  is  too  dear  to  the  Gods,  to  fufFcr  you  to 
perifli  on  this  fafhion. 

During  the(e  paffagcs  they  were  come  to  Pelemons 
Houfe,  who  had  hatted  before  to  provide  all  things 
Heceflary  againft  his  coming,  and  his  wounds  being; 
licarched  by  Amntas^  he  caufed  a  general  joy,  by  giving 
his  opinion  that  he  might  yet  be  rccovered,and  tjhough  he 
had  a  great  many  Wounds,  none  of  them  appe^ired  to 
him  as  Mortal,  and  that  only  wearinefs  and  lofs  of 
Bfood  had  caulcd  hisfwoonin*,and  the  Princefs  Bernice 
being  known  by  QixoenThale/iris  to  be  the  Sitter  of  the 
gmt  Oroondates^  {he  ran  to  her  in  an  exceeding  joy,  and 
and  with  the  reft  of  the  Princeffes  kindly  welcomed  her, 
with  a  pcrfcdt  affurance  of  their  extraordinary  efteem 
and  refpeft  towards  her ;  which  civilities  (he  repayed  as 
well  as  the  forrow  jfhe  was  in  forj  the  difatter  of  her 
dear  Brother  would  at  that  lime  enable  her,  to  exprefi 
herfelf  in  terms  fuitable  to  their  merit  and  to  the  obliga-  , 
tious  they  laidoijaon  her. 

The  Prince  by  this  time  coming  to  himfelf,  and  feeing 
his  Sitter,  fixed  bis  Eyes  upon  her,  and  refolving  to  give 
her  Ibmc  notice  of  his  condition,  Si(ter,  (faid  he)  I  ain 
wounded, but  my  Rival  isflain,andungr.ateful  Cajfandrd 
fliallprdfit  nothing  by  her  Infidelity.  Thefe  words,  the 
caufe  whereof  were  unknown  to  all  prefenr,  made 
them  believe  he  was  light-headed,yet  after  thefe  he  ffjoke 
others  of  fo  goodfenfe  that  they  partly  loft  that  opinion,^ 
but  finding  reft  and  filcnee  were  necefl'arv  tor  him,  they 
took  leave,and  retired  to  thcCbamber  of  Q^x^tuThaUflris. 
After  they  were  departed,  the  Prince  called  Araxis 
to  him,  and  gave  a  ttri6l  Command,  as  his  generofjty 
upon  fecond  thoughts  moved  him  to  it,  that  he  Ihould 
haften  to  the  place  where  the  Combat  had  been  fought, 
and  fecifhc  could  there  find  his  Valiant  Enemy,  and  if 
he  found  him  capable  of  any  affifiance,  he  charged  him 
to  give  it  him  as  to  his  own  perlon,  ai>d  to  ufe  bis  ut- 

molt 
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mod  endeavours  to  recover  him  into  a'condition  of 
terminating  their  quarrel.  He  took  orders  alfo 
for  Arfacomes's  Burial,  and  having  given  thefe  orders 
in  a  few  words,  and  received  the  de(ires  of  Amintas  to 
keep  (ilence  ail  chat  day,  he  readily  complyed  with 
them,  when  the  next  morning  he  was  viAred  by  his 
Sifter  Q^itmThdkftru  and  others, who  expreffed  a  lively 
Joy  in  hopes  of  his  fpeedy  amendment ;  amd  whilit 
they  were  there  Araxu  came  in,  and  told  his 
Mafter,  that  he  had  in  vain  fought  for  the  Bodies  of  the 
Stranger,  and  of  Arfacomes^  and  that  fome  one  having 
taken  them  away,  had  hindred  him  of  doing  the  lall 
Offices  of  Burial.0roo»i4^«  exprefled  fome  trouble  at  it. 
He  then  told  the  Princefles  in  what  condition  he  had 
found  Perdicas,  and  as  much  aftoniihed  them  with 
thofe  laft  effects  of  his  generofity,  as  he  joyed  them  with 
the  news  t)lE  Sfatira's  fafety,whofe  lofs  they  had  deplored 
as  well  as  he  ;  and  then  particularly  direfttng  hisdif- 
courff  to  BernUe  \  Sifter,  (faid  he)  we  have  not  yet  had 
time  to  entertain  one  another  iince  our  meeting ;  I 
burn  with  impatience  lo  learn  your  adventures,  and 
the  caufe  that  brought  you  into  this  Country.  I  jntreac 
you  to  fatisfie  me  in  it,  in  the  prefence  of  this  fair 
Qteen,  who  need  not  be  fufpefted  to  us*  Brother^ 
(replyed  the  Princefs)  provided  your  health  may  re- 
ceive no  prejudice  by  your  attention  in  fo  long  a  dif- 
courfs,  I  am  ready  to  fatisfie  you  in  your  requeft,  and 
to  tell  you  wonders  that  are  unknown  to  you,  and 
wherewith,  as  you  remember,  I  never  had  the  liberty 
to  entertain  you,  during  your  Imprifonment.  The 
Princefs  then  turning  towards  Amintas^  asked  his  ap.- 
probation,  and  he  having  affured  her  that  the  Prince 
for  fome  time  might  hearken  to  her  without  danger 
of  his  health,  fhe  bsigan  the  relation  of  her  adventures 
after  this  manner. 
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jlJOw  £hall  I  be  able,  dear  Brother^  to  avow  my 
^  ^  faults  and  weaknefles  to  you,  and  what  account 
Ihall  I  give  of  a  Life  which  jrou  muft  needs  judge  Cri- 
ininaU  if  you  Judge  my  Anions  with  feverity  >  and  it 
you  have  not  fome  regard  to  a  dear  memory,  to  reafons 
that  are  fufpicious  enough,  and  to  the  frailty  of  our 
Nature.  Indeed  this  connderation  abailies  me,  and 
makes  me  fear  as  many  changes  in  my  Countenance  in 
this  relation,  as  you  will  find  changes  in  my  Fortune. 
After  this  preparation  to  my  difcourie,and  a  reliance  on 
your  affeftion,  vyaving  any  further  Apology,  I  will 
make  you  a  particular  relation  of  the  moft  material 
anions  of  my  Life,  whereof  you  are  ignorant,  and 
with  part  whereof  I  had  entertained  you  in  Scytbia^ 
but  for  the  Spies  that  were  fet  about  me  and  over  you 
inyourlmprifonment,  asalfo  the  order  that  was  taken 
about  your  departure.  I  will  therefore  begin  my  re- 
cital from  the  time  that  you  firil  went  to  the  Court  of 
Perfia^  and  neither  tell  this  fair  Queen  my  Birth,  which 
flie  cannot  be  ignorant  of  after  the  knowledge  of  yours, 
nor  the  particulars  of  my  Infancy, which  have  nothing 
con(iderable  in  them,  and  whereof  the  remembrance  is 
but  too  deeply  drowned  in  thofe  of  my  more  impor- 
tant adventures. 

The  iirft  thing  that  made  an  afflifling  impreflion  on 
my  tender  Heart  was  your  goi^g  from  us,and  though  F 
faw  marks  of  remembrance  in  a  Letter  which  was  given 
me  from  you,  that  teftimony  cf  your  affeftion  fcrvcd 
only  to  make  me  more  fenfibleof  your  departure,  and 
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J  wit/i  my  particular  ^tlTeftion  fei  ved  only  fo  accorrpa- 
ny  that  general  Sadnefs  which  feized  upon  the  whole 
^-ourt  for  that  occafion.    The  King  expreffed  an  ex- 
tracrdinary  Grief,    and  Condemned   the   lightnefiiof 
your  Vouth  by  words  which  fufHciently  made  known 
how  ardently  he  loved  you  at  th|it  time,    and  his  Sor- 
row could  be  only  moderated  by  the  Love  he  began  tp 
exprefs  to  StrAtontce^x^tt  to  Arfdcowes,  and  Daughter 
to   tlie  Prince  of  IjpJon.    She  was  bred  up  with  mc, 
though  I  was  younger  than  flie  by  five  or  fix  years,  and 
I  may  rruly  f*iv,  that  her  I'eauty,  theexcellencvof  her 
'^'^  it,  and  a  great  many  good  qualities,   which  flie  pof- 
fcfled,  had  procured  in  me  a  real  fricndfliip  towards 
her.     It  is  true,  fhe  never  made  ufe  of  her  Wit    o  add 
new  Graces  to  her  Beauty,  which  was  well  enough  ap- 
provCvl  5  yet  fhe  failed  not  often  to  employ  all  her 
fibrilties  to  feek  her  own  Advantages*,  and  perceiving 
the  King  had  fettled  his  AtFeftions  upon  her,  and  was 
refolved  to  enjoy  her  pcrfon,  flie  fo  crafcily  managed 
his  humour,  that   (he  little  regarded  any  favours  he 
beftowed  upon  her  above  others      V\'hilft  fhe  found 
his  Incimacions  tended  to  no  ocher  at  firit    than  to 
inafce  her  his  Miftrefs,  2nd  tnly  to  caufeher  ro  glitter 
near  a  Throne  in  a  tinfel  .Splendour,  whilft  her  ambiti- 
on aim*d  at  no  lefs  than  to  be  his  Qiiee.i.  At  firll  indeed, 
when  the  Kings  Love  wa'^  in  its  beginning,  knowing 
how  dearly  1  lov'd  her,  flie  made  no  fcruple  to  de- 
clare tome  all  his  I  roceedings,  and  defirtfd  me  to  fee 
down  the  Order  {he  fliould  follow,   if  that   fancy 
fliould  run  on.     I  approved  her  Difcretion,  and  thank'd 
her  for  tiie  Rcfpcft  (lie  lliewed  me ;    but  not  believing 
the  courie  ofthe  Kings  Affection  to  her  would  be  of 
any  Importance,  1  referred  the  Condufl  of  it  10  her 
own  Prudence,  as  facing  younger  than  flie,   and  more 
igncrant  in  matters  of  Love     In  th:  mean  time  the 
King  proceeded  in  thatpaflion,  that  by  little  and  little 
made  the  World  bc^in  to  lofc  the  opinion  of  bis  Con- 
rtancy;  and  Stratonice,  to  change  the  pare  of  her  Mo- 
defty  into  an  Ambition ,   which  made  her  raife  her 
i  hougiits  unco  unjult  Hopes,  fixe  then  left  off  fpeaking 
to  me  any  nior^  touching  the  Kings  Profecutions^  and 
concealed  that  from  me,  which  had  /orme  ly  m^de 
part  of  our  Entertainmenc     I  earned  my  felf  with  fo 
much  innocence  towards  her,   that  L  dived  not  into 
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her  intentions,  and  I  could  nor  then  conceive  her  De- 
lues  aim'd  at  that  Dignity,  (he  hath  (ince  obtained  ; 
but  not  to  be  tedious  to  you  io  this  pafl'age,  I  foon 
after  difcovered  by  three  Letters  Ihe  one  day  dropt  in 
my  Chamber,  when  flie  came  to  pay  me  a  Vifit,  that 
alt  flie  had  told  me  of  the  indilTcrency  of  her  Love  to 
the  King,  and  how  (he  had  laboured  all  (he  could  to 
make  me  believe,   that  his  pretentions  were  but  a  meer 
piece  of  Gallantry  to  divert  himfeU,   Was  but  dilfimu- 
htion,  and  rhis  breach  of  frieud(hip  cauf  d  in  me  an 
extream  averlion  to  her  •  yet  (he  little  minded  it^  but 
fo  craftily  carried  on  her  De(i2n>  that  when  (he  found 
her  Wit  and  Beauty  Iiad  raifed  the  Kings  palTion  to  the 
hig^eft  degree,  (he  fet  forth  all  her  Charms  with  Ad- 
vantage, to  gain  what  her  Amblcion  aim'd  to  pofTefs^ 
and  made  the  King  at  laft  defpair  of  enjoying  her  by 
a^Q  '  other  than  lawful  means,  which  yet  he  was  not 
refolved  to  make  ufeof.    For  notwithllanding  his  cx- 
ct(s  of  Affeftion  ro  that  Princtrs,he  was  too  great  a  Po* 
litician,  to  prefer  the  motions  of  his  Love  before  the 
conlidw-ration  of  his  State,  and  to  run  on  to  a  Marriage, 
that   would  be  condemned  by  his    Neighbours,   and 
murmured  at  by  all  his  I  eople  \  yet  the  King,  in  con- 
fideration  of  tlie  great  Love  he  bore  her,  the  more  10 
oblige  her,  raifed  Arfacomes  her  Brother  to  the  highetl 
Dignities  next  to  himfelf  in  the  Kingdom,  wh  ch  hap- 
pinefs  quickly  drew  on  him  the  Cnvy  of  the  Courtiers  > 
for  in  chat  high  iUrion  he  carried    himfelf    proud 
enough    and  being  of  a  very  haughty  temper,  he  found 
mati'cr  lufficienc  in  his  fortune  to  become  infolent  and 
infupportaWe  by  his  vanity     He  was  Liberal,  but  he 
gave  with  Ortentation,  and  when  he  had  done  any  cne 
a  Courrefie  to  the  King    he  v/ould  [et  fo  Hjgjh  a  Value 
on  it,  as  took  away  parr  of  the  Obligation  ;    and  I  be- 
lieve ic  was  only  liis  Pride,  that  made  him  raife  his 
Eyes  to  t!*e  Daughter  of  his  King.    And  feeing  nothing 
in  Scythii,  which  according  to  the  vanity  of  his  conceit 
WAS  jelow  him,  he  believed  thai  without  aba'ing  him- 
felf,   he   coLild  not  addrcfs  his  Thoughts  to  one  of 
lit-aiier  Qiiality;  it  was  a  long  lime  ere  I  difcovered 
rhcm,    but  the  lefleftionsl  hav^  made  fince  puts  me 
in   mind  of  many  Actions  I  faw  him  do  in  the  begin- 
ning of  his  Love,  which  were  fulficient  to  have  made 
nieob  Cfvc  ii,  iv  I  had  nor  been  fo  much  concerned  at 
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that  time.  In  all  places  he  kept  his  Eyes  fixed  on  my 
face,  he  afren  (ighed  and  changed  Colour  in  my  pre- 
sence, he  fought  oat  and  affefted  occafions  of  being 
neir  me,  and  when  he  met  wicti  any  of  doing  me  fer- 
yice,  he  embraced  them  with  care,  which  his  ambiti* 
ous  Humour  would  not  have  permitted  him  to  have 
taken  for  any  other  Princefs,  except  her  to  whom  he 
had  ^iven  his  AfFeftions.  i  valued  my  felf  enough 
to  receive  all  his  fervices  as  the  Duties  to  which  my 
Birth  oblig'd  him,  and  feeing  in  him  every  day  new 
mi^rks  of  Complacency  and  Civility  towards  me,  I 
wirnelled  my  fenfe  of  them  by  all  manner  of  good 
nfage,  and  accompanied  the  Kings  elteem  of  him  with 
the  proof  of  mine. 

Une  day  it  happened  he  came  with  the  King  into  mjr 
Chamber,  and  took  the  liberty  to  go  into  my  Clofet, 
whilil  the  King  held  me  infome  difcourfe,  and  finding 
Pen,  Ink  and  Paper,  a  thought  came  then  into,  Ms 
mmd,  it  would  be  feafonable  by  fuch  means  to  make 
his  Love  known  to  me,  upon  which  he  fell  to  writing, 
at  which  he  ftay'd  fo  long,  that  the  King  going  away 
without  him,  I  was  not  a  little  furprized  to  find  him 
there,  lie  nofooner  faw  me  enter,  but  Ihrring  up  on 
afudden,  with  much  Refpefl  he  begged  my  Pardon  for 
the  Liberty  he  had  taken,  hallily  cloiing  up  his  Paper. 
He  ealily  obtained  it,  yet  I  know  not  what  Curiofity 
made  me  at  that  time  defirouis  tofee  what  he  had  written 
there.  He  made  many  Excufes,  but  at  lail,  Madam, 
{faid  he)  I  have  vowed  never  ro  difobey  you,  whillt 
I  live,  and  of  what  importance  fo^vcr  my  lecrec  is,  it 
is  impoflible  for  me^^  to  conceal  it  from  you,  fince  you 
have  exprefsly  commanded  me  to  let  you  know  it; 
but  Hrft  give  me  leave  to  tell  you,  that  I  have  fet  down 
in  this  Paper  the  trtie  Declaration  of  my  Paflion  for  a 
l^rincels,  whofe  Divine  Qiialiries  ought  to  place  her 
above  the  rank  of  Mortals,  and  my  Refpeft  to  her  harfi 
hitherto  kept  my  Tongue  tied  up  with  anextream  Ty* 
ranny :  I  have  fuiferea  for  her  without  accufing  her,  I 
have  fufFercd  in  her  prcfence  without  declarint;  any 
Torments  otherwife  than  by  my  Looks,  and  other 
mute  Expreftions  ofmyPaflion  ;  I  have  a  thoufand 
times  called  for  help  from  my  Courage  to  unjoofe  my 
Tongue,  which  only  in  this  Adventure  is  deprived  of 
itsfaa&ioni  but  chat  Soveraign  Miftrefsof  my  Life

has  as  often  impofcd  me  iiknce  by  the  profound  Re- 
fpcCl  ^  bear  her,  and  has  reduced  mc  to  the  necefTuy 
cf  tracing  out  ihefc  words  with  my   Hand,  which  fear 
will  not  fiiffer  my   Mouth   to  utter-    She  fliall  read 
them  herfelf,and  upon  thi$  Pjper,and  fee  my  real  Ado- 
ration of  her,  fincc  Ineheifcif  has  dtlired  it.    If  it  be 
fo   (faid  I  mnoccnrly)    you  Hand  not  lij^htly  in  her 
favour,    and  yen  ought  to  hope  fhe  will  net  difap- 
proveyour  Oeligns,  fteing  fhe  makes  ufe  of  che  Power 
fhe  has  over  you,  io  oblige  you  to  declare  them  to  her. 
Al«is :     (ifepiytd   he  with  a  (igh)    that  is  a  thing    to 
which   I  cannot  lawfully  raife  my  hopes,  and  that 
which  I  love  is  fo  high, that  Jrfacomesis  unworthy  to 
look  upon  it  >  yec  it's  certain,  1  take  not  this  Liberty 
witlicut  an  exprtfs  Order  from  my  Princefs,  yet  am 
ignorant  wliat  th?  fuccefs  will  be,  and  I  may  learn  it, 
Madam,  from  your  felf,  after  yuu  have  read  this  Paper. 
Ygiu  Thougiitft  will  be  ihe  Thoughts  cf  that  Divine 
Perfon,  and  your  fair  Mouth  will,  without  doubt,  pro- 
nounce the  Sencepce  1  ftiall  receive  from  her. 

If  in  the  Condition  I  now  an)  one  ftiould  hold  fuch 
a  difccuife  with  me,  I  am  not  fo  dull  of  capacity  as 
that  1  fliculd  need  more  ample  Expofiticns  ot  it  \  but 
ac  that  time  I  vvas  fo  joung,  and  to  fay  truth,  fo 
limplc,  and  fo  innocent,  that  I  under ftood  not  his 
Subtilcy,  and  without  founding  any  deeper  into  his 
intentions,  or  reafoning  any  lon.ger  with  him,  I  took 
the  Paper  he  preiented  to  me.  and  in  it  read  theie 
word  :

That  fame  RefftH  which  h^ih  made  me 
dumb  -whole  years  together^  hadyet  concealed  from  your  fair 
Eyes  this  pre  f tan  ft  hOHs   Paper  ^  where  you  now  read  this 
Criminal  Difcovay  of  my  Pajfion^  if  your  own  Mouth  had 
not  exprefsly  foytidden  me.    cize  me  leave  thenfcre^  fince 
you  have  commanded  mc  to  make  Cot^feffions  of  a  tanlt^ 
whereby  I  neither  can  or  will  repevt  my  felf.    It  is  true, 
Ato;}  Divine  Princefs^  that  Arfac<)m€$  adores  yoH^   avi 
that  to  thcfe  many  potrerful  rcafofi  tha$  tie  him  to  your 
fervice^  he  hath  added  an  Inclination  yet  more  fowcrfnL 
Condcmit  it  net  as  4  Crlme^    fnce  it  is  of  the  fame  nature 
wc  have  of  that  of  the  Cods  themfeli^f  \    Attd  that  in  confix 
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^erifj^jOH  M  thv  Mcfi  Lovely  Princ^fr  in  ^he  fVorlJ,  he 
confiders  jcu  aifb  as  hef\  whom  of  all  the  Prlncejjes  of  the 
World  he  is  le^ft  worthj  to  ferve. 

Think,  if  after  the  di/courfe  which  had  pad  before, 
I  could  any  lender  doubt  whether  thefe  words  wcrt 
addreffed  to  me;  yet  I  wnsfofiniple,  or  rather  1  found 
fo  little  iikciihood  that  >^r/?ro/»£'/i}iould  have  fucli  a 
prefumption,  that  1  gave  no  way  at  ail  to  Aich  a  Be- 
lief, and  with  the  fame  Innocence  I  had  fhewed  before, 
I  pray'd  hhn,  if  I  migiir,  to  tell  me  the  name  of  that 
Princefs,  for  whom  he  had  a  Paifion  fo  full  of  Refpeft. 
I  dare  not  (anfwered  he,though  myPrincefs  hath  already 
comnianded  me)  pronounce  lier  name  before  you  ; 
but  lincel  cannot  refill  iier  Will,  and  that  you  have 
neither  learned  it  by  reading  thefe  words,  nor  by  our 
Converfation,  you  will  bepleafed,  that  J^J^yPcn  havitig 
already  done  the  Office  of  nv.  Tongue,  may  prrfecurfc 
its  Crime  to  the  utmoft,  and  wiire  it  upon  che  Lerter, 
which  I  will  leave  in  your  hands,  upon  condition  you 
will  not  read  it  till  after  I  am  gone  from  you  I  pro- 
mifed  what  he  defired,  and  then  faking  the  Pen  again 
he  put  a  SnperfcripMon  upon  h^s  Letter,  and  hdving 
returned  it  with  a  fubmillive  Reverence  he  ttuk  his 
leave  of  me :  Bur,  O  Gods  !  how  o:  ear  was  any  aftc- 
niftment  when  I  read  : 

To  the  Princefs  Bernice. 

I  fate  down  in  a  Chair  in  the  j^reateft  C'onfufion  'ma- 
ginable,  when  C  ilenia  came  to  me,  who  of  all  others 
of  my  Maids  I  molt  trufted  and  loved  ;  fiie  prefently 
asked  me  the  caiife  of  i hat  (udden  Alteration,  ihc  per- 
ceived in  me;  Upon  vvhich,Let  me  alone Q/z^^m  (laid 
I)  let  me  pafs  over  my  ill  Humour,  and  believe  that 
if  I  thought  thee  an  accomplice  uf  Arfacomss  his  Ti- 
merity,  1  would  banifli  thee  out  of  m/  fighr  for  ever. 
She  was  alloniflied  ac  that  threat>  and  made  great 
Proteftations  of  her  Innocence,  and  perfwaded  n;c  lo 
far  that  I  difcovered  my  trouble  t  >  her  ;  but  in  fuch 
terms,  as  made  hpr  judge  thzi  Jrfacomes  wis  tArreaiF^iy 
ill  in  my  opinion.  After  I  had  utrered  many  reproachv.s 
againft  his  prefumption  ,  I  was  inclin-d  to  have  ic 
punifhed,  by  demanding  Juftice  f-^om  ihe  King  m/ 
Father  againft  thelnfoJcncyofhis  Subjeft  ;   but  whci^ 
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I  fctnetobttd  the  CoaaderatioQ  he  ^a'l  for  hlin,  2nd 
the  Power  Strstcmce  had  ovet  him,  I  forbore  that  !>:- 
iign^  judging  I  ihould  nor  obra  n  all  the  r^paracicn  I 
miljic  lawfull.  ddire;  and  I  rcfo'ved,  inithout  begging 
aflillaoce,  to  keep  off  that  audacious  man  bv  all  irjin* 
ner  of  Sown  atld  ill  Ulage.  1  comnunded  CylUma.  ro 
forbid  him  my  Aparcmenr,  and  ro  ^i\e  h:m  cxprefs 
order  never  to  appear  before  me.  She  performci 
that  change  the  next  day,  and  afrcr  rold  me,  that  Ar  • 
facomes  was  bur  litde  moved  at  that  fhew  of  my  dif- 
pleafure.  and  having  patiently  hearkned  co  all  fhe  laid 
to  him  from  me ;  CdUnU  ^faid  he)  tiie  OiTeiice  the 
Princeft  hai  received  from  me,  is  not  To  {;reac  as  flic 
hath  fancied  ir^  and  if  flie  will  difpofe  her  felf  to 
hate  thofe  that  love  her,  {he  mull  then  haie  all  that  fee 
her-  If  1  never  commit  other  Crimes,  I  li  ail  never 
h<ive  Any  Repencame,  and  fo  longas  (he  has  no  other 
reafon  to  accufe  me  I  fluU  nor  cnink  my  felf  guilty 
towards  her.  Tell  her  therefore^  if  I  had  injured  her 
in  the  fmaileft  Thought^  I  would  wafli  my  Fault  oiT 
with  my  Blood ;  but  that  in  a  coiKJition  full  of  Inno- 
cence, /he  cannot  bur  without  Injuilice  inflift  pains 
Upon  me,  a  thoufanrl  times  iharper  than  Death  it  icif; 
nor  can  I  hinder  my  felf  from  loving  her,  fo  long  as 
the  iSods  ihall  give  me  life  and  knowledge. 

Upon  this  Report  of  Q//^«/</,  I  found  foniuch  Ir- 
i'evercncc  and  Difrcpeft  in  his  words,  tiiat  the  hacrtd  I 
had  ah'eady  conceived  againll  him  was  cheteby  full/ 
rcdogbkd.  He  received  proofs  of  it  at  the  Hrft  Vifit 
he  would  have  made  me,  and  my  Maids  having  had 
fuch  order  from  me,  rcfufcd  him  Entrance  into  my 
Chamber,  telling  him  I  was  not  well,  and  he  was  ulcd 
in  the  fame  faOiion  as  often  as  he  cain^ ;  but  he  took 
not  this  ufage  for  a  Repulfe.  ic  rather  emboldened  him 
toperfid  in  his  Defign,  'being  fo  vain  as  to  hope  he 
ihould  overcome  me  ar  lall,  and  that  the  difficulty  of 
hi*  Concjiicll  would  yield  him  more  Glory,  and  more 
S.iti.sfadion,  when  he  had  gained  it*  And  feeing  he 
could  not  iuve  acccfs  to  me  alone,  he  took  his  op- 
IfViKunicy  to  come  with  the  King^  and  forced  me  to 
tutlcr  his  prefctice  s^t^ainil  my  refolution  >  but  by  thac 
nmnner  of  proceeding,  wherein  he  fhcwed  fo  little 
pbcdjtncc,  and  lo  hctle  Compliance  with  my  dcfircs, 
he  iui.i;nfi(d  W  an^er^  and  (adiy  fpit«  To  violentiv,  that 
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I  was  hardly  able  to  diflemble  it.  On^  day,  being 
come  itito  my  Chamber  on  this  fafliion,  he  drew  near 
to  a  Window,  where  the  King  was  talking  to  me,  and 
when  the  King  ftept  aiide  to  fpeak  to  lome  of  the 
Princes  rhac  came  in  his  Train,  I  took  that  time  to 
declare  my  rcfcntnxrnts :  And  as  foon  as  ever  he  began 
to  open  his  mourh  9  A'furomes  (faid  I  ftiarply)  con- 
fidcr  who  I  am,  and  who  you  are  your  felf ;  and  fince 
you  have  preferred  my  hatred  before  the  efteem  I  had 
of  you,  dilpofe  your  felf  co  fuffer  it  ecernaily,  with  all 
thedifdains  chat  are  due  to  a  difobediencw',  and  to  an 
infolency  like  yours. 

As  confident  as  Arptcomes  was,  he  was  fo  abafiied 
with  thefe  words,  that  he  was  not  able  to  difTemble  it. 
He  changed  colour  twice  or  thrice  ;  but  whilll  he  was 
preparing  to  anfwer,  I  left  him,  and  having  found 
fome  pretence  to  joyn  with  the  Company  again,  1  no 
more  give  him  the  conveni'jncy  to  fpeak  to  me.  And 
after  that  day,  knowing  how  much  his  carriage  had 
difpleafed  me,he  behaved  himfelfwith  more  moderati- 
on, and  fear  of  oflending  me  ;  and  feeing  how  care- 
fully I  kept  him  from  all  occifions  of  enrci  raining  me, 
he  contented  himfelf  with  (hewing  me  his  perfeve- 
rance,  or  rather  obftinacy,  by  his  looks  and  by  his 
aftions.  VV  hilil  he  ftood  upon  ihefe  terms  with  me, 
the  King  was  upon  thofe  with  Stratonice ;  he  laboured 
every  day  to  overcome  her,  yet  flie  yielded  bur  a  very 
little,  and  following  the  crafty  Councelsof  her  Mother, 
and  her  own  ambirious  inclination,  fhe  opened  her 
way  towards  the  Throne  by  her  gt  nrle  cunning  le*. 
fiftance 

One  day,  when  Arfacomesh^A  vexed  me  bv  fmie 
words  he  had  faid  to  me  at  the  Teiuplc  of  Mars^ 
whflll  I  was  at  my  Devotion,  I  rcfolved  no  Icn;^er  10 
hide  his  infolency  from  the  King,  but  made  my  coni- 
plaints  of  his  daring  prefumpcion.  in  terms  that  made"" 
the  King  fee  I  was  deeply  incenfed.  He  had  already 
fome  fuipicionof  it  upon  light  appearances,  wheteoa 
he  had  grounded  no  affurance;  but  at  ikn  rime  lie 
feemed  iurprized  with  the  news,  and  made  fbcw  u\ 
d\(zip^xoMC  Arfacomes  )\\%  boldneis  m  the  piefenre  of 
Strdtomce,  and  to  exprefs  his  dirpleafure  in  fvicli 
terms  as  nearly  touched  that  Princefs,  who  neveitlie- 
left  thought  (he  could  do  no  lefs  than  make  fmie  cx- 
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^ufc  on  her  Brother's  behalf,  to  pacific*  tl;e  Kings  anger: 
U  is  true  Sir  (did  (lie)  than:  Arfacom^s  has  dons  amifg, 
l^o'r  will  I  alleilgc  any  thing  unco  your  Majefty  fcp  hi§ 
JuftifiCation ;  yet  if  the  Princefs  might  be  lerved  by 
afiy'onc  below  a  King,  Arfacomoi  might  with  jullice 
difpute  that  advantage  with  all  thofe  that  do  noc 
wear  Crowns,  fince  he  is  born  a  Prince,  and  that  by 
)onr  gopdnefs  andby  his  birrh  he  hardly  fees  any  buc 
your  Majdly  above  him,  within  the  limiis  cf  your 
Empire.  And  tl^ongh  this  confideration  cannot  ex- 
empt him  from  blame,  fince  it  is  true,  that  he  is  born 
your  Subjeft,yer,  Sir,  the  offence  he  hath  ccmmitted  is 
not  a  wilful  one,  and  thcPrincefies  Beauty  hath  noc 
left  him  reafon  enough  to  conlidcr  the  inequaluy 
there  is  between  them.  In  brief.  Sir,  if  your  Majeity 
will  give  me  leave  to  fpeak  freely  to  you,  Arfdcom^: 
His  faults  have  taken  prel^dent  from  yours,  and  it  is 
perchance  by  yours,  that  he  believed  he  ti\v^M  authc- 
rize  his,  fince  chedifproportion  is  no  greater  between 
Af [incomes  and  the  Princefs  your  Daughter,  than  be* 
tween  your  Majefty  and  Arfacomes  his  Siller.  And 
that  Arfacomes  Aoi\\  not  exalt  himfelf  more  in  fervinj^ 
the  DAU'4hter  of  his  King,  than  his  King  abafcth  him- 
felf in  honouring  the  Sitter  of  Arfacojrus  with  his  Af- 
fl'ftion.  Therefore  'tis  only  your  Majelly  can  teach 
him  by  your  example,  to  become  Malter  of  his  Patftcn, 
and  fliew  him,  by  ceafing  to  abafe  your  TU3uj£,hts  unto 
yaur  Subject,  thacheought  and  may  ceafe  to  raife  hfs 
iinro  his  Princefs. 

Cunning  Stmtonice  would  not  have  fpoken  this,  but 
that  file  was  certain  the  King  would  not  rake  her  at 
her  word,  and  that  bis  Paifion  was  no  longer  in  terms 
to  b-  difengaged,  nor  of  fo  much  forc^as  futfering  any 
opp-^fition  to  his  Delires.And  (he  carried  not  this  atfair 
\o  cunningly,  buc  that  by  her  difcourfing  to  me,  I 
foon  had  a  perfeil  knowledge  that  all  afftitance  being 
denied  me,  I  was  deltined  to  thofe  Miferies  I  fince 
hive  relc.  My  Atfairs^at  Court  were  in  this  conditi- 
on vvhei  the  valiant  Ar faces  firrt  appeared  there, 
who  appeafed  not  more  troubles  in  ccvhia  than  h^ 
|ud  raifeJ  within  my  fouL 

^    Tne  Princefs  would  have  proceeded,  when  f!ie  faw 
her  Brother  ^^  taccgiow  pale,  and  in  it  found  ,fo  me 
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fRarksofextraofdinary  indifpofitioD,  which  made  her 
defer  what  ihe  had  further  to  fay  ciil  a  more  con* 
venienc  opportunity*

'T^H  E  Princefs  oiScythU  raking  leave  of  her  Brother 
■^  by  the  advice  of  Amintas  his  Phyfician,  that  he 
might  reft,  for  the  better  recovery  of  the  fudden  111- 
nef$,  whkh  had  feized  him,  fhe  and  the  Amazctnian 
Queen  went  to  pafs  the  reft  of  the  Evening  in  the  pka- 
fant  Grove  adjoyning  to  Polemon's  Houfe,  where 
Iiavin^  traverfed  feveral  paths  under  the  pletfiog  fhade^ 
that  Icreened  their  dazh'ng  Beauties  from  the  amorous 
Sun,  which  otherwife  would  have  been  bufie  in  fteal- 
ing  Killes  from  them,  as  taking  them  both  for  more 
tranfcendent  Beauties,  than  his  beloved  Leucctheei 
they  heard  a  mournful  voice,  and  by  a  Founrain-fide, 
under  a  tuft  of  fpreading  Trees  they  beheld  a  Woman 
lying  extended  on  the  Grafs,  whom  they  knew  to  be 
Pol<m0Hs  Daughter,  and  whcfe  fighs  and  complaininss 
made  them  both  defirous  td  know  the  caufe  of  her  aN 
fliiftion,  that  fhey  might  afford  her  that  charitable 
Confolation,  which  their  Generofiry  and  Compaffion 
made  them  think  due  to  one  in  diftrefs,  and  one  who 
had  rend  red  them  all  the  fervices  and  rcfpe£l  they 
could  de(ire,  fince  their  abode  at  her  Fathers  Houfe. 
llix)n  this  refoive  they  difcovered  thcmfelves  to  her  \ 
and  fhe,  very  willing  to  oblige  fuch  great  and  virtuous 
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FrincdTe,  at  their  etrneft  Requefl  waited  on  them  to 
their  Chamber,  and  coofented  to  give  them  an  Account 
of  the  Difafters  that  had  befallen  her  to  the  difquiet' 
ins  her  repofe ,  and  imbittering  all  the  fweers  of  a 
li^,  flie  before  had  pofleffed  in  great  tranquility  of 
inind. 


T  H  E 
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"DE I N G  entrcd  the  Chamber,and  having  conveniently 
■■-'  placed  themfelves  on  the  fide  of  the  Bed,  the  for- 
rowful  Mciwe^  after  a  few  fighs  had  made  way  to  the 
utterance  of  her  words,  began  her  narration  in  the  fol- 
lowing manner: 

Moft  Honoured  Ladies  (faid  (he)  although  our  Qua-< 
lity  be  not  the  higheft  in  this  Province,  neither  is  it  of 
the  loweft  rank,  my  Father  has  been  intruded  with 
great  Commands »  and  other  affairs  of  importance 
under  good  King  Darind,  and  flood  loyal  in  all  things, 
even  when  Alexanders  Fortune  triumphed  over  that 
Prince,  We  lived  happy  in  Babjhn^  fome  time  before 
treacherous  Sagifianes  revolting  delivered  up  the  Cit« 
tadel  he  commanded  to  conquering  Alexander.  He 
had  a  Nepheur  n3imcd  Theander^  who  falling  in  Love 
with  me,  and  whofe  Virtues  and  good  Qualities,  il* 
luftrat^d  by  the  gracefulnefs  of  hisperfon,  and  all  his 
A6lionsfo  much  differing  from  thofeofhis  Relations, 
foon  gain  d  that,  Conquelf  over  my  heart  he  fo  much 
dellred,  and  fo  iDany  ways  had  laboured  to  obtain.  la 
brief,  we  vyerc  married  by  the  confent  of  our  Relations 
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t)n  cither  fide ,  lived  in  great  tranquility,  and  con- 
railed  in  nothing  more  than  which  of  us  fliould  love 
each  other  moft  $  but  in  the  height  of  this  happineft 
Theander's  Honour  called  him  to  theafliftance  of  his 
King,  and  that  cf  his  (inking  Country  jwhen,  taking 
leave  of  me  with  a  thoufand  imdearments^he  left  me  to 
the  care  of  JftUges  his  Brother,  and  Bagifianes  his 
Unkle,  cwo  as  wicked  as  he  was  virtuous.  They  re* 
ceived  (hat  charge  with  much  contentment,  and  in  the 
beginning  ufed  me  with  all  the  civil  refped  I  could  de- 
lire,  till  that  little  Beauty  the  Gods  have  given  me, 
as  a  caufe  of  my  afflidion,  inflamed  Bagifianes  (though 
dd)  with  luftful  delires  of  enjoying  me.  He  fliewcrd 
his  intentions  by  his  words  and  geftures,  yet  I  little 
minded  them,  till  he  prevailed  with  wicked  Afliagesio 
tell  me  his  defign  in  thefe  terms,  that  left  me  no  longer 
ignorant ;  He  being  one  day  in  my  Chamber,and  perceiv- 
ing himfelf  alone  with  me,took  my  hand,and  holding  ic 
between  his,  when  having  looked  upon  me  a  while 
without  fpeaking,  and  then  breaking  (ilence  ;  Sifter 
(faid  he)  will  you  not  conftfs  one  thing  to  me,  which 
1  dellre  to  know  of  you?  And  upon  this  having  alTured 
him  I  would  conceal  nothing  from  him.  You  are  a  dif- 
fembler  (1  eplyed  he)  and  how  great  a  tVeedcm  foevtr 
you  feign  towards  me,  you  never  yet  told  me  that 
Bagi^anes  courts  you,  and  that  he  hath  long  perfecured 
you.  Blufh  nof  (continued  he,  feeing  my  colour  rife) 
nor  go  about  to  difguife  that  which  from  his  own  mouth 
I  haveaLeady  learned  :  Though  the  confufioni  was  in 
had  rill  then  kept  mcfilcnt,  I  could  no  iMger  be  fo  ac 
that  otfenfive  Difcourfe}  but  looking  on  him  with  an 
accufing  eye  :  How  (faid  I)  A^iagts  have  you  heard  ic 
from  Bagiltanes  himfelf,  and  are  you  Theander's  Bro- 
ther ?  A^Ugcs,  without  once  being  moved  at  t;hac 
demand,  l?aIlnot  into  a  paifion.  Sifter  (reylyed  he)  but 
be  pleafed,  as  your  neareft  Kinfman,  that  I  give  you 
advice  in  this  Encounter;  \  zxm  Theander's  Brother,  and 
being  fo,  I  fhallonly  feek  his  advantage, and  your  own; 
you  Know  how  much  I^agiftanes  is  able  to  do  for  him, 
pr  rather  you  are  fenfible  how  little  he  is  able  to  do 
without  Bagillanes  \  all  his  fupporr,  all  his  fuppliesy 
and  even  all  liis  pretcnficns  remain  in  him,  and  ic  is 
only  by  the  ciedit  of  our  Unkle  that  our  Houfe  can 
toainta^n  it  f^lf  in  its  Dignity,  and  raife  it  to  the 
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chicfeft  of  this  Province.  After  this  knowledge  you 
ought  not  to  eftrange  his  AfFeAions  from  us,  to  make 
tbmi  pa(s  unto  fome  other  Family,  who  will  profit  by 
our  lodes,  and  enrich  themfelves  with  that  which  we 
ought  lawfully  to  hope  for  ;  you  may  regard  his  padion 
better  than  you  have  done,  without  violating  the  faith 
you  owe  unto  your  Husband  ;  and  though  his  deport^ 
nient  may  caufe  fomeaverdon  in  you,  our  preten'i- 
ons  are  not  of  fo  fmali  a  reckoning,  but  that  Thtxn^ 
iir  himfelf  if  he  be  wife  would  advife  you  to  difTem- 
ble  it  for  the  confervationof  them.  Befides,  BaJ^a- 
net  is  fo  old  that  you  need  not  at  all  fear  your  re« 
putation,  and  your  complyance  with  him  cannot 
be  of  any  long  continuance.  He  faid  many  other 
things:  And  whilft  he  was  going  to  feek  reafons  to 
perfwade  me  to  fo  bafe  a  defign,  my  patience  utterly 
forfookme,  and  my  refencment  made  me  break  forth 
with  a  violence,  OCods  !  ('cryed  \)  is  it  pofTible  it 
ftould  be  from  my  Husbands  Brother  that  I  hear  this 
ftrange  proportion.  Go  bafs  man,  get  thee  gone,  and 
believe,  that  if  thy  Family  be  capable  of  fuch  a  wicked- 
ncfs,  Alcione  ought  not  to  have  been  matched  into  it ; 
and  if  Theander  fhouid  be  fo  bafe  to  have  thoughts 
like  thine,  know  that  perhaps  I  fhouid  be  courageous 
enough  to  punifli  that  in  his  perfon,  which  my  con- 
tempt of  thee  makes  me  negle^in  thine. 

I  fpake  many  other  words  full  of  fcorn  and  anger, 
but  that  difloyal  fellow ,  who  had  already  prepared 
himfelf  for  my  reproaches,  was  but  a  little  moved  with 
airi  faid^  and  from  that  time  pcrfecuied  me  in  the 
lame  manner,  as  often  as  he  could  feck  an  opportunicy 
to  find  me  alone,  and  was  not  without  the  impudence 
to  tell  me,  that  Theander  himfelf,  if  he  was  wife,would 
Gounft;!  me  to  comply  with  Ba^ijianes  his  defires, 
feeing  he  was  dd,  and  very  rich,  and  that  bein^  with- 
out Children,  his  Fortune  would  fall  amongit  us,  if 
we  took  -care  not  to  difpleafe  him,  Bemice  interrupring 
y^/r/ow  in  thispartofher  ftory  ;  You  have  fpoken  of 
one  A^iAgei^  (faid  Hie)  that  name  is  but  too  well 
known  to  me,  and  but  that  he,  who  I  mean,  \%  the 
wickedeft  of  all  men  living,  1  Aould  ask  if  he  were 
not  your  Brother  in  Law.  Ahl  Madam,  (anfwered 
Alciuni)  you  give  ihe  belt  Character  ot  him,  that  I  caa 
receive  to  know  him  by,  he  was  th:  moli  preverle  and 
lallclt  man  thai  ever  lividj  and  to  give  you  oth.cr  marks 
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oi  him,  he  was  rcafonableuil  of  (iature,  his  hair  lornc- 
ihing  rcddilli,  and  it  he  be  yet  ^livc,  his  Age  is  about 
two  or  three  and  thirty.    Ah  dear  Alcionel  £id  B^r- 
rAcc^  'tis  the  very  lame,  and  that  perridiousuian  has  but 
ti  o  pjeata  fliarc  in  my  advcniurtSjas  you  m^y  learn  in 
time.     After  this  j4lcione  going  on ,    I  u  ould,  Madam, 
(coniiiiiicd  Oie)  ha- c  gene  to  jiiy  Father's  Hcule,  to 
avoid  the  pcrlecuiion  of  tl^at  wicked  fellow,  till  Jhc^n- 
der^s  return,  but  that   I  feared  to  make  a  noiie,  and 
piiblifli  a  thiiig^  that  might  brin^  a  ftain  upon  the  fa- 
mily I  was  matched  into,  and  tocaufe  Inch  (enfiblc  af- 
flictions to  my  dear  ThsAnder^  when  at  latt  he  returned 
to  my  great  iatisfadlion,    I  received  that  dear  Husband 
wiib  Tranfports  of  Joy  equal  to  his.    Tb^^nder  made 
his  known  to  me  by  a  thouland  proofs  of  si  real  pafTion, 
whole  days  (lole  away  in  the  fir(i  Rapture?,  and  I  may 
lay  then  my   forrows  were  Jed  aflcep,  and  I  thought 
my  iclf  in  tlie  Haven,  toward  which  I  fleered  by  my 
continual  prayers  ;  but  I  ioon  found  them  aw^^kcncd, 
again,  and  my  felf  deceived  in  my  expedation;    for 
vi'icked  AlViages,  in  whom  all  fhame  was  cxtinguiflicd, 
cealed  not  toperfecute  mc,  as  he  done  before,  and  now 
'  Bfiiijtanes  had  a  more  pUufible  pretence,   to  vifit  us 
cfccn,  and  innocent  Theander  many  times  carried  mc 
to   the  Cittadcl,    to  pay  that  Unkic  a  vifir,  though 
{licweda  great  repugnancy  to  it;  when  one  day  being 
.haf  ily  called  away,  he  left  mc  alone  with  him  :   I  was 
much  troubled  at  this  accident,    which  he  perceiving, 
the  better  tolcttlc  me.  only  talked  to  me  at  firft  of  in- 
different matter*,  and  then  prayed  mc  to  fee  his  Trca- 
iure,  w^hich  coniilfed  of  fo  much  Gold,    and  fo  many 
][evv€l.«,    that  I  had  never  before  beheld  fuch   ftorc  of 
Riches.    But  when  he  perceived  1  appeared  afioniflied 
at  that  fight,    he  looked  upon  me  with  an  inflamed 
Eye,    and  preiling  my  Hand  between  his;    O  y^/- 
cioiie  (cryM  hej  all  that  thou  fcelt   is  thine,   and  if 
thoti  pcrfifl  not  in  thy  obiiinate  refoluticn  to  hate  me, 
thou  m:iy(f  dilpofe  of  all  my  Riches,  and  of  my  Life. 
Fly  rae  not  Ccontinued  he.  feeing  I  would  have  got 
away,  and  that  I  did  all  I  couTd  to  pull  my  hands 
from  between  his)  but  with  fome  fenfe  of  pity,  Behold 
him  that' loves  you  better  than  himfelf  >  feehow  dif-* 
advantageous  your  ingratitude  is  to  you,  and  condder 
the  prize  your  inhumanity  makes  you  to  lofe ;  you 
may  by  one  cffcft  of  Love  (or  if  yau  wilJ,  but  of  Cpm- 

paffion) 


paffion)  reftore  quiemefs  to  my  mind,  and  become  the 
nappieft  Woman  in  the  World. 

The  deteftable  old  fellow  brought  forth  thefc  words 
with  ftammerings,  and  looking  on  me  with  eyes  in- 
flamed with  luftful  defires,  wherein  his  horrible  de« 
dgn  was  lively  rcprefented,  whilft  he  held  my  hand  fo 
fait  that  I  could  not  difengage  my  fclf ;  I  was  io  amazed 
and  (cized  with  morral  apprehenfions.  that  mv  fear 
kept  me  from  falling  into  fuch  a  rage  agatnft  him,  as  I 
fhould  have  if  I  had  been  in  another  condition,  yet  had 
I  courage  enough  to  call  my  Reafon  to  my  AfTidancey 
and  to  reprefcnt  confiderations  to  him  that^  were  capa- 
bleto  have  perfwaded  the  wicked  Wreccli  from  his  evil 
Defigns:  O  Bagijlanes  (iixA  I,  counterfeiting  a  fearful- 
nefs)  what  do  you  do,  have^ou  fv)rgoc  che  Gods,  have 
you  forgot  your  Blood,  and  have  you  forgotten  your 
own  Honour?  do  you  remember  that  you  zvcTheanders 
Unkle,  or  rather  his  Father,  and  chat  Alcione  is  the 
Wife  of  your  Nephew  ?  Do  you  nor  fear  Remorfc  of 
Confcience,  do  you  not  fear  Infamy,  do  jrou  not  fear 
Heavens-Thunder,  which  hangs  over'guilcy  heads? 
Open  your  eyes,  lagiftams^  and  confider  your  crime 
with  horroiir,  fuch  abominable  Thoughts  are  unworthy 
of  a  noble  mind,  nor  can  you  continue  in  them  with** 
out  iixing  an  Eternal  (hame  upon  your  memory. 

I  had  (aid  a  great  deal  more  if  the  pernicious  old 
man  would  have  fulfered  me  to  have  gone  on  >  but  he 
ftopt  his  Ears  to  all  my  words»  and  ftill  keeping  his 
eyes  upon  my  face,  O  Alchne  (replyed  he)  ceafe  to  fet 
thefeiemonftrances  before  him  who  is  no  longer  in  a 
condition  to  profit  by  them;  bat  give  me  life,  unlefs 
thou  wilt  have  nie  dye  here  prefently  at  thy  feet.  This 
io  trouDlcd  me,  tha;  att.r  1  lud  rcproachcJ  him  in  tcruis 
that  iivkIc  him  Uifficiently  Ice  how  n  uch  \  dctcit:;d 
him,  whllit  \\i  was  fullen  on  his  knte?  in  a  bltcJ- 
ing  nofhire,  and  clofely  gralping  mine,  I  rufhcd  lor- 
wjra  with  luch  a  violence  as  tlircvv  him  all  alorigcn 
the  flo">r ,  and  not  caring  what  became  ot  him,  I 
bartcd  a'.vay,  and  as  I  was  running  down  Staus,  witli 
n  lp;cJ  ihatlurticiently  expreflfcdiiiy  tear,  I  mci  CUoni- 
mttSy  arcarKiniinan  to71bf4ii/cr,  and  one  who  hcen- 
tirclv  lovcJ  for  hi<^  Virtue  and  Valour,  and  to  whom 
fcrmany  confiderations  I  by  his  example  haJ  a  rmgulr.r 
Tffpe(it  and  eitccm,  as  he  truly  merited  of  all  that  knew 
liim.    I  praiicd  the  Gods  foe  tharencouiuer,  and  not 
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being  in  a  condition  ftrid^Iy  to  confider  all  I  did,   I  call 
my  lelf  upon  him,  and  clofely  embracing  him :   Dear 
CouGn,  laid  I,  dear  Oeonimusy  fare  me.    My  a6Hons 
and  my  words  amazed  him,  fo  that  all  he  could  do  was 
to  put  forth  his  arms  to  me,and  ask  me  in  a  great  trouble, 
what  Accident  bad  befallen  me,  and  what  Service  I  dc- 
fired from  him?  Carry  me  from  hence  ranfwercdl) 
and  when  you  have  brought  me  home,  I  will  tell  you 
my  misfortune.    CUonimus  without  queftioning  me  any 
liirthcr  afliircd  me,  he  would  dye  for  Thcandtr  s  Intereii 
and  mine,and  by  the  authority  he  had  over  the  Souldiers 
in  the  Citradel  we  eafily  paffed  through,  and  being 
come  home,  I  made  no  difficulty  to  tell  all  that  had  be- 
fallen me,  and  the  great  trouble,  it  had  put  mc  in; 
when  during  my  difcourfe  he  flirunk  up  his  ihoulders, 
and  lifting  his  Eyes  towards  Heayen  with  attonij[hm2nt, 
after  he  had  continued  a  while  filcnt,  he  told  me ,  This 
was  an  ufiJal  thing  with  Basiflancs  to  all  his  Kinf- 
womcn,   that  were  any  thing  fair  and  lovely  ;  but  if  he 
pernOed  in  his  horrible  Inrendments,  he  added  that 
he  would  oiFer  up  his  life  for  the  defence  of  my  ho- 
nour, and  Theander\  Intered  ;  ana  that  he  well  knew 
that  Bagiflanes^  if  he  were  bpld  enough,    would  be 
wicked  enough  to  attempt  any  kind  of  Villany,  yet 
no  doubt  he  would  remember  that  he  was  not  ex« 
empted  from  the  feverity  of  the  Law,  and  that  TiSv- 
4nder^  was  too  conHderable  to  fear  any  violence  from 
him.    After  this  Difcourfe  he  told  me  a  thoufand  of 
his  Unkle's  wickednefles  ;  and  when  I  asked  him  how  I 
fhould  carry  my  felf  in  thtij  bufinefs  towards  my  Hus-^ 
band,  he  advifed  me  to  conceal  it  a  while,  feeiii(^|it* 
could  bring  nothing  but  Difcontent  l^  him,  and  Dif- 
order  in  his  Family,  and  that  I  might  at  a  more  con^* 
venient   time  difcovcr  it ,  if  Bagifiaftes  or   Afiiagts 
fhould  prefs  me  any  farther  in  this  matter.    He  gave 
me  this Counfel  with  fo  much  freedom  and  aiFeflion, 
that  I  refolyed  to  follow  it  punftually,  and  having 
known  him  in  all  his  Actions  to  be  endowed  with  a 
marvellous  wifdom,  I  was   willing  to  be  abfolutcly 
guided  in  this  misfortune,  accordiiig  to  his  orders  and 
his  advice;  therefore  I  refolved.ro  differable  ir,  and 
give  no  notice  at  all  to  Theander  of  any  thing  that  might 
diilurb  his  quiet  and  his  repofe^and  whereby  the  repu- 
tation of  his  Family  might  luffer  in  the  higheft  degree. 
I  allured  Cleommpn  of  ujy  intention  to  be  tilent  in  it  as 

long 
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long  as  I  was  able,  and  unlefs  Tome  new  perfecurion 
arote,which  I  could  not  be  well  able  to  redft  wichoii  a 
ftain  to  my  honour,  I  would  think  no  more  of  a  thing 
that  wa$  fo  difpleafing  and  vexatious  to  me.  He 
CDommcndcd  my  prudence  in  thi?,  and  when  he  bdi 
given  mc  what  confolation  and  couiife'  he  thought 
convenient,  he  left  me. 

This  Aftion  was  ohferved  by  wicked  ^fHages^  who 
(as  I  after  knew)  itoodC^ntinel  at  that  tiine,to  favour  Ba- 
^ijfanes  dcfign  upon  my  honour,and  the  next  time  he  met 
mc,  after  he  had  reproached  mc  for  the  ufage  I  had 
given  his  Unkle,  and  I  had  threatued  him,  to  tell 
Ihednder  o[  th^  ill  Offices  he  did  him,  h^  twitted  m.e 
with  the  friendftiip  I  had  fliewed  to  CUonimuSj  and 
from  that  moment  calt  it  in  his  mind  to  make  Iheandcr 
jealous  of  him,  andtofct  us  at  a  m3rtal  variance,  and 
g^ve  me  fuch  notice  of  his  intention,  that  I  could  not 
forbear  to  reveal  it  to  Chonimw^  and  upon  the  appre- 
Iscnfions  I  had  of  the  efl'eds  it  might  work  in  time 
upon  the  mind  of  the  innocent  and  \o^  credulotis 
Jheanier  :  he  was  much  troubled,  and  to  prevent  the 
forcfeen  mifchief,  generoqfly  offered  to  abfent  himfelf 
from  me  for  ever,  though  he  at  the  fame  time  pro- 
tefted,  he  loved  me  wich  an  afTeftion  full  of  Virtue 
and  Innocence  i  but  I  could  not  confent  to  what  ht; 
propofed  \  when  looking  on  him:  Ah  dear  Cou  n 
(faid  I)  I  know  you  are  both  vrtuous  and*  generous, 
and  though  perhaps  I  am  to  blame  in  this  declaration, 
that  after  Theanier  there  is  nothing  dearer  to  mt  than 
your'felf  J  I  will  not  therefore  deprive  my  feif  of  you 
|br  thfi  fufpicion  o^Alilages  and  Bagi^anes^  and  fo  long 
xsTheander  is  pleafed  you  fliould  ice  me,  I  will  never 
confent  to  this  abfencs  you  propofe  to  me,.  If  he  be- 
come of  their  humour,  you  will  not  take  it  ill  if  I  re- 
frain your  Company,,  and  force  ray  own  Inclination, 
to  perform  my  Duty  to  my  Husband.  He  appeared 
extreamly  fatisfied  with  thefe  words,  and  pay'd  me 
Vifits,  as  he  had  often  done  in  Theander%  Company, 
and  by  himfelf;  nothing  more  joy'd  Theander  than  to 
fee  us  together,  and  to  divert  himfelf  with  our  plea- 
fant  Converfation,  whilfl  cur  Enemies  were  projefting 
our  Ruin,  and  that  I  fliould  not  be  ignorant  of  it, 
wicked  A^ia^es  left  a  Note  in  my  Clofet,  which  1 
found,  aPid  read  thefc  words. 
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Tou  receive  too  Treat  an  Honour  by  wr  Alliance  to  amfiJtf 
that  of  out-  Houfe Jo  little*  Take  heed  Alcione  and  (imm,  ther9 
xpants  neither  Svpcrd  nir  Poijin  to  refair  the  Di/grace  of  a  Bo* 
inify  Ulie  ours, 

I  read  cbefe  Words  with  Trouble  and  Aftonifluneot^ 
iv^hich  I  am  npc  able  to  reprefent :  till  then  I  had  been  pati- 
ent and  held  my  piiacey  but  at  that  time  Irefolv'd  to  be  (b 
hoionger :  and  I  was  going  to  carry  the  Note  to  Theander^ 
and  to  make  a  Relation  of  aJl  thiat  had  pafs'd,  if  Cleonimus 
bid  not  come  into  my  Chamber,  to  whom  I  inftantly  ihew*d 
it :  he  wonder'd  as  mnch  as  I  at  the  threatning  Words,  ycc 
he  defined  me  to  defer  the  Coaiplainrs  I  nieant  to  make  to 
ifiy  Husband  for  a  few  Days.  In  the  mean  time  Cleonimus^ 
having  been  to  conduct  me  to' pay  a  Vifit  to  my  Father,  in 
this  Houfe  where  we  now  are,  returning  to  Bavylonj  as  he 
fid  by  a  Wood-fide  fell  into  an  AmbuQi  of  Men  fet  by  Bif* 
gjftanes  and  Aftiages  to  Murther  him ;  yet  he  fo  Gallantly 
defended  himfelf,  that  laying  fome  of  them  dead  on  the  place,' 
the  reft  defbairine  to  fucceed  in  their  wicked  Intendments^ 
fav'd  themielves  by  Flight,  eicceptone  whom  he  feized  with' 
fpftroiigaHand  that  he  could  not  efcapehim  :  the  trembling. 
Wretch  feeing  himfelf  in  danger  of  Death,  fell  on  his  Knees' 
CO  beg  his  Lite,  and  freely  confef$*d  all  in  hopes  of  Pardon  * 
which  Cleonimus  generoufly  gave  him,  and  difmiffed  him. 
with  a  Charge  to  make  no  words  of  what  had  happen'd^leaft 
it«  (hould  break  out  into  a  Noife  to  my  difad vantage :  ye^^ 
coming  loBabylonj  he  went  to  the  Chamber  of  Wicked  -rf- 
fiiage^  and  reproach'd  him  with  this  Treachery,  who  in  a 
trembling  manner  made  all  the  Exoifes  he  could  invent,  as 
dreading  the  Revenge  Cieonimus  rnisht  have  jiiftly  taken 
for  fo  monftrpus  a  Wickedtiefs :  Yet  he  no  fooner  left  him, 
but  that  wic]^ed  Fellow  run .  to  Theanderj  and  thinking  to| 
^ve  us  a  mote  fenfible^^rotible,  labour'd  very  officioufly  to 
make  him- Jealous  of  dne  by  all  the !,llanderousWords  he 
could  inyeot:  Yet  TheanJfir^  who  knew  Cleonimiis^s  Virtue. 
and  had  ^  fingular  opinion  of  mine,  ri^ov'd  hitQ  for  hi^ 
Malice  and  Raflmefs,  and,  commanded  bim  out  of  his  Pre- 
fence  with  Scorn  and  ^oqtempt.  ^^owever,  this  Dif* 
appoinnnent  incclirifed  him  biit  the  mote  to  purfiie  out

uinj^'xt>riismmct\  which  be  foleinnly  declard^  he  would

not  have  confentcd  to  trouble  the  repofe  of  his  dear  Friend, 
if  his  Enemies  had  not  brought  this  Bufinefe  to  an  extre- 
mity,   Theander  bczrd  it  with  a  Deteftation  of  their  Vil-" 
lany,  and  protefted  to  Clconimusz  thoufand  times.  That  he 
would  never  fufpeA  him.    And  the  next  time  he  faw  y^/- 
4tg€s,  be  laid  his  Crimes  before  his  Eyes  with  Words  fall  of 
Reproaches  and  Invedives,  protefting  to  him.  That  if  any 
evil  happened  to  Cleonimus^   no  Body  (hould  be  qoeftion'd 
fbr  it  but  he  and  Bagiftanes^  fince  their  ill  Intentions  had 
difcover'd  themfclvcs  noth  by  Witneffes  and  Proofs :  This 
daflied  them  for  a  time,  and  made  them  fear  any  further" 
Attempt  againft  the  Life  oiCleofinus  and  Cletmimusi  and  to 
let  Bagifianes  know  how  much  he  refented  his  Treachery 
and  Bafenefs,he  fent  a  Letter  to  him  (wherein  he  exprefs'd  it) 
by  the  Hands  of  the  fame  Man  whofe  Life  he  had  gene- 
roufly  fpared,  when  with  others  he  attempted  to  Murther 
Jiim  •  fo  that  we  liv'd  in  much  quiet  for  a  time.  But  our  E- 
nemies  gave  it  not  over  :  for  fearing  to  attempt  any  thing' 
more  openly,  they  betook  diemfelves  to  a  Stratagem  that . 
threw  us  into  the  deptK  of  Mifery. 

As  Theander  came  back  one  Night  from  the  Palace,  he 
law  by  the  light  af  a  Torch  one  of  my  Maids  coming  luifti- 
ly  out  of  our  Houfe,  whofeem'd  to  be  in  a  great  deal  of 
Fear  as  foon  as  (he  petceiv'd  him,  and  crying  out  Aew'd  fuch 
a  Surprize  as  made  him  catch  hold  of  her  Arm  and  enqmre 
into  the  caufe  of  it.  This  Crafty  Wench,  who  had  been 
fubbomed  by  our  common  Enemies,  immediately  pull'd  a 
Paper  from  her  Bofom  and  tore  it.  This  Adion  made  The* 
ander  inquifitive  to  know  the  reafon  of  it :  When  flie  feign- 
ing a  deadly  Fear  funk  down  at  his  Feet  and  embracing  Us^ 
Knees,  jihi  Sir  (faid  (he)  J  bcfeechyou  pardon  me^  fince  my 
Obedience  n  very  guilty :  but  yet  both  mf  Lady  and  I  are  mere 
Innocent  in  effeB  than  in  appearance  ;  and  if  I  tare  tbi  Letter^ 
it  was  n^  Fear  that  made  me  imprudently  commit  tbae  Fauhm 
•  But  from  whom,  and  to  whom  wert  thou  carrying  it  ? 
(demanded  Tieander  haftily.)  My  Lady  (anfwer'd  (be)  fint  it 
to  Cleonimus  ;  andlwifhto  theGodstbat  Ixperedead^fitce  my 
Imprudence  nfo  hurtful  to  ber^  and  perhaps  caafes  a  SuJpicioH 
in  you  againft  her  whichyou  ought  not  to  conceive.  - 

The  abuled  Theander  began  at'thefe  Voids  to  fwallow 
the  Poifon  of  Jealoofy  his  Enemies  had  prepared  far  him  ^  * 
abd  de(iring  to  Talk  no  longer  with  her  in  the  Street,  he ' 
entred  die  Houfe,   and  came  into  my  Chamber,  wheiie  he 
foiind  me  in  Bed  s  and  chough  I  ezpras'd  my^ial  Joy^  to ' 
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feehiniy  be  a.nftv€|-'d  me-buccoMIy^  and  I  faw  an  al(erati«^ 
on  in  hisi  .Countenance  thacgave  lad  Omens  of  what  fell, 
out  CO  our  great  misfonune :  he.came  to  Bed  and  riilng  ear^. 
ly  the  next; Morning. recurad  not  till  very  late,  and  w^s 
qaore  Penfive  and  Melancholy  than  before-   I  urged  him  to - 
^^now  the  Caufe,  which  I  but  too.  well  fufpcdicd,  bu;  he 
cpccus'd  it  upon  the.  account  of  fomelndifpofitioo;  he  figh'd 
ail  that  Night  gricvoufly,  and  .  the  next  hip  would  lie.  inr 
another  by  himielf,  which  confirmed  me  inmy.S.ufpidion: 
and  thus  he  pafs'd  in  a  lad  Melancbolly  for  feveral  JQays 
and  Nights  >  nor  could  all  my  Prayers  and  Entreaties  get. 
a.Confeilion  of  the  Cau(e  of  it  from  his  own  Mouth*.  One ) 
Morning  he  catpe  into  my  Chamber,  where  he  had  notbeen; 
for  many  Days,  and  fitting  by  my  Bed-fide,  waked  by  his. 
Sighs,  I  no  fooner  open'd  my  Eyes,  but  I  faw  his  fix'd  on 
my  Face  drown  d  in  Tears,  whiJft  he  faid  ibftly/ XiE»  /  Al^ 
cione  is  it  foffibh  tljcu  ./houId*fi  b^  falfe  to  tnd    *  HowTEw*. 
V  under  (faid  I)  ftarcing  up  and  catching  hold  of  his  Arm), 
*  am  Ifaifeco  you  ?  T/if4ii^«- feeing  hhnfelf  held,  ftrovetO: 
rum  away  his  Face,  and.  putting  his  Hand-up  to*  his  Eyes 
to  reftraia  thofc  T«ars  that  would  have  burft- forth  with  yi«, 
oience,  Aidonfi  (reply 'd  he^  I  da  xobat  Jean  fojufiify  ym  ttk. 
tny  Thoughts  ; '  but,  Alcion^  it  *is  imfoffibhi    And  upon  this 
pulling  away  his  Arm,«hehaftiIyretufYi'd  to  hisown  Ch^«, 
ber,  and  left  me  in  a  Trouble  which  Words  cannot  •  exprcfej . 
I.  (Qon  got  up  and  foUow'd  him  thither,  and  as  foon  as  I  fatw. 
b}m  could  not  forbear  cr>'ing  out,  Theander,  mydear^Ther^ 
ander,  is  it  poffiiicyou  Jhould  believe  me  falfe?  To  this,  he 
anfwer'd  without  being  moved,  *'  I  know  not  what  you  are,- 
'  but  I  could  give  ail  my  Blood  that  you  were  Innoccntr^A  4. 
if  I  be  n»tfi  (rq)ly  d  J)^»7/  fMe,but  if  I  be  innoomt^  reficn  me'^^ 
that  AffcEtion  which  I  haveieji^  xndwitbouf  \»hi€h  1  cannot  Kve^ 
.  The  abus'd  Tkcander^  half  diftraded  with  ill  Impreffions;.' 
was  not  at  all  mov*d  with  what  I  had  fakl;  butgettingloofe.'

for  Cleonimus. ,  Thele  Words  were^  like  a  Thunder*clap;to- 
me,*  and  whilft  I.  was.  in.that  Amaeeqient  he  wedt  out  and.

fending  Thcander,  f  may  beg  fome  part  of  your  Memory^  re-- 
member^  that  ^^oir^/)Cleonimus  loved  you-  mth  a  moft  purey^fi> 
feHion,  he  loved  you  yet  more  than  himfelf^  and  that  neither 
length  oftime^  nor  dijlance  of  place  wbich  fhall  feparate  m^  can 
atier  be  able  to  cure'  him  of  his  Thoughts  for  you. 

Although  CIconimus  brought  forth  thefe  Words  with  a^ 
gircatdealof  Gonftancy,  I  cohfcfs  all  mine  vaniih'd,  and  f 
was  feized  with  fo  violent  a  Grief,  that  it  made  me  forget 
^rt'pf  my  Duty  and  ftied  Tears  whjch  I  vainly  endeavourli- 
to  reftrain:   After  I  had  wiped  them  away,  (Cleonimur

J.  was.  p  repeal /for  fuch  aWelcomc, 
and  not  at  all  terrify *d  from  my^aefign  of  Dying  or  regain- 
ing his  Love,    Noj  crudlMaft  (iofwered  I)  I  will  never  lei 
you  r eft >i}l your. rejlore  me  him  .whom,  ^^a  have  nnjuftly  takpt' 
firoin  me  I. ^um  not. away,  ^bsiiiniie^,'  btit  if  you  ha^e  theieaft 
rcmembr4fiQeofthatAffe8iionyowjonce  bore.me,  tell  me  by  what 
Sault  I  ha!Ofiji0erved  ytxkr  .Hatred ?

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in  aiine  ;  ¥tar  noty  laid  he,  any  wurfe  ufagefirtm  m^  Mitu*. 
menty  than  what  you  have  already  received  :  My  Grief  maj 
weU  fend  me  to  my  Grave^  but  itJhaM  never  makf  me  in/w< 
her  I  have  too  dearly  and  too%ferfeEily  loved  ^  you  may  live^ 
fecwrely^  but  live  without  my  ^ffeHi^n^  which  you  havefi  ufb' 
gratefulfy  dbujed. 

Thefe  words  ucoerly  banifhcd  from  my  Soul,  thac  fmall 
defire  of  Life  chax  yec  remained  in  me,  and  believing  I 
fbould  pafs  the  r^  of  ic  in  Torments,  that  would  render 
it  a  thoufand  times  worfe  than  Death,  I  reiblved  to  end  i^ 
in  the  fight  of  that  ingrateful  Man;  and  taking  np  ^,  ^i^ 
I  law  lying  on  the  Table,  Ingrateful  Man  ( Uid  I )  b^rd^ 
hearted  and  ferhafs  difloyal  T&ander,  turn  thy  Eyes  ufoi^ 
her  whom  thou  accufeft  of  Fal/hoody  and  thoujhalt  fie  the  far  ^ 
tisfaRionJhe  wiUgive  thee  for  that  Infidelity  wherewith  thoi^ 
refroacheji  her  :  If  I  have  betrayed  thee,  it  is  juft  IfhouLi 
ferifh  :  between  my  Innocence  and  my  Crime  I  kpow  no  mean^ 
nor  wiM  I  mal^e  t^fe  of  that  Gaodnefs  which  mal^s  fl^e  fpare 
her  whom  thou  haji  too  dearly,  but  not  too  ferfe^ly  loved : 
Thou  darefi  not  give  me  that  Death  thou  dejireft  I  fhould. 
have  I  but  I  can  tell  haw  to  find  ity  fince  thou  wifhefi  it ;  yet. 
knoWy  Tbeander,  thou  art  the  mofi  cruel  and  moft  ingrateffil. 
of  all  Men  living  ;  by  thy  ingratitude  and  thy  Iniownanityy 
thou  haft  made  thy  feff  unworthy  of  the  moft  jure  and  n^ft 
real  AffeHion  that  ever  was  5  and  that  by  thy  unfuft  Sufpicionf 
thou  lofeft  both  the  befi  Friend,  and  the  moft  lofal  PPlfe  in,  the 
whole  fVorld ;  I  die  to  gain  thy  belief  of  this  Proteftation,  or 
father  to  pleafe  thee,  finee  Death  is  the  only  expiation  phots 
canft  demattd  for  the  Crimes  thou  fufpcBs  me  of 

Having  faid  thefe  words,  lifting  up  my  Arm,  I  ftabbcd 
the  Knife  into  my  Breaft,  er^  he  could  leap  out  of  the 
9ed  to  prevent  it,  and  fell  all  Bloody  on  the  Floor  9 
when,  with  a  great  cry,  Theander  caft  himfclf  down  by 
me,  joyning  his  Faire  to  mine,  and  by  many  Actions  of. 
his  Defpair,  made  me  know,  that  my  lofs  gave  him 
Thoughts  different  from  his  laft  Expreffions;  and  after 
having  fpoken  fome  tender  words,  he  drew  the  Knife  from^ 
my  Body  warm,  and  reeking  in  my  Plood,  when,  Dear  eft 
Aicione  (cryed  he)  thoii  haft  been  but  too  faithful,  tjo  thy 
barbarous  and  ingrateful  Husband :  I  efteem  thee  as  innocent 
4s  thy  Murtherer  is  gfiH^i  and  my  laft  AffliBion  is,  that  I 
can  give  thee  nothing  for  thy  Life,  but  that  of  thy  Execfi* 
tione^»  As  he  made  an  end  of  thefe  words,  he  lifted  .up 
hi$  Arm.  ^nd  wicb  a  viplenc  blow  buri^  the  f^cal  Knifes 
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to  the  Haft  in  his  Body  :  he  fell  down  by  me,  and  onr 
ftreaming  Blood  mingled  od  the  Floor.    Oar  Cries  had 
already  called  fome  into  the  Room,  and  foon  after  my 
Father  and  Mocher  entered/  who  were  amazed  and  ftruck 
dumb  for  a  time  at  ftich  a  Spe(^ade  of  Horror:    But 
vrhiift  we  lay  bemoaning  each  other,  chey  got  us  to  Bed, 
,and  fent  for  Chirurgibhs  to  drc6  our  Wounds :    They 
»        ibon  had  feme  hopes  of  my  Recovery  ;^  and  to  comfort 
ihe^andcry  Cheer  ufj  Slr^  (faid  they)  AicCon^  JhaS :not  die. 
She  ilfill  not  die  (faid  I,  interrupting  them)  if  you  ajfurt 
her  of  Xhcander'/  Life  j  but  if  that  be  in  danger,  you  cath- 
not  but-  he  uncertain  of  mine.     Toii  Jhafl  not  die^  my  dear 
Alcionc  ( cry ed  TAe^wAr,  with  a  Joy  that  appear^  in  his 
pale  and  dying  Face)  the  Gods  lare  too  juft  to  make  you 
fuffer  the  Punyhment  of  my  Crimes.'    Then  paufing  a  little, 
jfhj  (aid  he,  where  is  tin  innocent  Cleonimus  ?  'He  is  gone., 
aniwered  I,  after  once  he  knew  you  fufpeHed  him ;  and  to 
free  you  for  evef  of  that  fujficion,    I  have  given  him  an 
eternal  FarevteL    Pf^Jdt  then,  replied  he,  Jhall  I  die  without 
feeing  Cleonimus  ?  And /hall  J  die  juftb  hated  of  him.    He  • 
had  not  long  uttered'  thefe  words,  when  he  faw  a  Man  .in 
the  Chamber,  whom  he  knew  had  belonged  to  him  ;  he 
called  him  to  his  Bed-fide,  and  made  a  ftridk  Enquiry 
after  that  dear  Friend:  but  the  Man  anfwered  little  to  his 
demands,  and  inftcad  of  Words  only  prcfenred  him  a  Leti 
ter  Clconimtis  had  left  at  his  departure,  which  my  Fatbei* 
read  to  him  in  thefe  terms.    .  ..;';•

*  plain  of  your  Sufpicion,  nor  of  my  Banilhment :  AikI  I 

*  confefs,  that  though  my  Intentions  were  innocent,  my 
^  Actons  were  imprudent ;  I  would  endure  the  puniflunenc 
^  of  them  without  murmuring,  O  my  dear  Tbeander  ! 
^  could  you  ceafe  to  hate  me.  And  would  you  do  me  the 
'  favour  to  believe,  I  neither,  in  the  courfe  of  your  Friend-

Theander  was  fo  fenfibly  touched  at  thefe  words,  that 
•having  fighed  often,  he  killed  the  Leaer  with  £xpreflions 
.of  foy :    And  O  Cleonimus  (eryed  he)  if  1  were  not  dy- 

*  ing  for  the  expiation  of  my  Crime,  what  Pardon  could 

*  I  hope  for  from  you  ?   I  am  unwonhy  of  your  Friend* 

*  ftip,  and  I  have  made  my  felf  unwort-hy  of  your  Re- 

*  membrance ;  but  iince  the  Gqds  permit  me  not  other. 
f  wife  to  repair  the  Oflknce  I  have  done  thee,  receive  this 
*'  Blood,  and  twelve  this  Life,  which  I  bequeath  to  thy 
>^  juft  Refentments.  As  be  had  made  an  end  of  thefe 
words,  the  wicked  Maid,  who  bad  been  the  caufe  of  this 
^cruel  Mifchief,  touched  with  a  terrible  Remorfe,  came  in- 
4X>  the  Chamber,  and  felling  on  her  Knees  with  a  Flood 
of  Tears,  '  Ah,  Madam  ( faid  fhe )  caufe  me  to  be  put  to 
f  Death,  and  I  (ball  be  but  too  gently  punilhed,  if  i  fuffer 
f  it  in  Torments  for  fo  bafely  betraying  you  :  The  Pro- 

*  miles  and  Threats  of  Afiinges  and  Bagljianes  feduced  rfie 

*  to  the  prejudice  of  my  Duty :  Ajiiages  inftrudled  me 
^  in  the  laft  Adventure,  that  has  wrought  this  great  Mis« 

*  fortune;  and  whilft  I  fpoke  to  his  Brother,  he  ftood 
^  eoncealed  within  the  Porch,  to  keep  him  from  hurting 
^  me,  as  I  ought  to  have  feared  he  would  in  his  An- 


•*  gcr. 


'Thefe  words  drew  Tears  from  the  Eyes  of  all  prefenr^' 
jmd  Tijeander  exprclTed  his  abhorrence  of  fo  great  a  Trea* 
idiery,  by  his  Aftonilhrnent  and  by  his  Silence ;  and  though 
this  Crime  in  her  might  well  deferve  Death,  yet  her  Re^ 
pentance  wrought  fuch  pity  in  us,  that  Ihe  was  only  turned  g 

away,  and  baniflied  from  our  Houle  for  ever/  Aiid  th^ 
having  fiiUy  confirmed  Theander  of  Chontmns's  Innocence, 
^ft^r  a  ftart  turning;*' himfelf  towards  m^^  Dear  Alcionf 
/fjid  hp]f  I  fa^l  ny  lajl  Hour  drawing  on]  and  tmlj  fhy  Jrh 
•  "  '  ''-''  '  "^'  "       '  '    '   S  4-    ■  '-'   tfocfnct 
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WKence  and  thy  r<al  AffeHien  makes  me  lament  ffffr  Separa" 
tiwi :  yet  Ijewever  I  have  done  amij}^  let  me,  intreat  thee  tf 
live  far  myfak^^  and  my  lajl  requefi  /;,  //  the  God's  refion 
thee  Cleonimus,  that  thou  would ji  give  him  all  the  Af^ 
fettion  thou  beareji  to  Tbeander,  and  receive  him  by  the  fame 
wan  that  brought  me  to  a  place  he  is  more  worthy  to  pcfl 
fefs  than  L 

Theander  woald  havie  gone  on,  and  I  was  preparing  to 
anfwer  him  in  terms  which  wouM  have  let  him  leen  how 
Utile  difpoikion  I  had  to  obey  him ;  when  he  fell  into 
Paintings,  that  ended  not  but  with  his  Life,  be  breathed 
out  his  Soul  in  my  Arms,  and  left  me  in  a  Condition  I 
am  not  able  to  esprcfs.  I  would  willingly  have  died  witli. 
liim ;  but  the  God^,  xo  pqnifti  me,  deftined  me  to  live;  that 
i  might  linger  a  Ufe  in  mifery,  which  ever  fince  has  been 
but  tedious  to  ine.  Wicked  Jjliages  upon  this  left  Babylon^ 
and  /^as  never  been  ieen  in  theff^  fSLtxs  fince.  As  for 
Ba^ifianes  he  bafely  b^rayed  his  Truft,  in  delivf^ring 
V0  Babylon  to  Ale^^mdery  in  hopes  to  receive  from  him 
informer  Government ;  but  mifling  of  his  Expcdation, 
and  being  fummoned  before  the  King  for  fome  Crimes  he 
was  accufcd  of,  Fear  and  Grief  put  an  end  to  his  wicked 
I«.ife,  when  Jxe  bad  jived  but  juft  fo  long  as  to  do  my  Fa- 
dier  a  ^urcber  <iifpleiifore,  in  caufing  all  his  Eftate,  except 
wbftt  b<^onged  to 'my  Mother  of  her  Joynture,  to  be  felled 
£pr  his  iQyal  adhering  to  unfortunate  Darim  in  his  laft  Ex* 
tX(6i;iities,'  and  Qppofiag  Bagifianess  treacherous  Intendmeptg 
xp  ^d^iiver  up  tlie  City,  with  the  Government  cf  which, 
tliiSK  good  King  had  too  eaiily  intruded  him  9  and  to  render 
iQUr  Miferiesiriore  prelfing  and  afBiding,  my  two  Brothers, 
ampng^  oiany  Thoufands,  were  fl^  ip  tb^  Battel  of  4»-. 

On  this  gjanncr  i}^  (or rowful  Alcione  ended  her  Story, 
an4  &und  /ome  Confolation  in  being  pitied  by  thofe  great 
Princeffes,  who  bad  heard  her  with  patience  and  attention, 
i)U  it  gr^w  late ;  when  Akione  rifing,  toojt  her  Ipave,  and 
is&  dwm  to  their  Repofc 
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CASSANDRA

NO  fcxHier  had  the  Shades  fetitated,  and  bitflbing  At^ 
'■  rera  ulhered  in  the  Morning,  but  Jlkime  and  Hyf^ 
folha  came  to  wait  on  the  two  Prifice0eS|  whom  chey  feund 
^wake,  and  readily  difpofed  to  rife ;  and  when  they  bad 
iftflifted  in  drefling  them,  they  went  out  of  the  Chaoabery 
to  refrefii  themfelves  with  the  cool  fannii^  Breeae^  tbac 
perfumed  the  pleafing  Air  with  fiagrant  Odours,  fkdcii 
from  Flowers  and  fpicy  Shvabs ;  yet  far  they  had  not 
gone  ere  they  perceivol  a  Litcer  come  out  ox  a  Wood,

their  way  towards  Babylon ;    into  which  Bertike  ( more

lieving her  fclf  fufpeAcd  ro  the  Princcfe  in  that  dcfigii, 
pbey^  her,  in  returning  ^to  t^e  Quc;en,  :A;vho  wj^  walking 
another  way,  and  upon  telling  her  of  Bemice%  departure, 
Ihe  greatly  wondered ;  and  rcrurning  (to  Prince  Oromdates^ 
Ifae  caufed  HyppoUta  to  give  him  an  account  of  that  Adven- 
ture^ and  what  the  Princels  had  faid .  t9  her,  at  which  h^ 
was  very  much  (iirpriaed;  when  the  'Queen,  to  put  hiip 
out  of  it,  and  knowing  he  Vas  hot  in  a  condition  to  un- 
dertake it  himfelf,  promifed  ipftanrly  to  go  in  fearch  of 
her,  and  eive  her  that  affiftance  (he  might  perhaps  (land 
in  need  ot.  ,  The  Prince  returned  her  his  Thanks  in  very 
oblieing  Terms ;  and  (he  taking  her  Ijsave  of  him,  pre^ 
fenuy  commanded  Hyppoiita  to  get  ready  their  Horfe  and 
Arms ;  w^  mounting,  they  took  the  fame  way  (he  had 
gone.

bad  he  fixed  his  Eyes  upon  her  Face,  hut  he  jcnew  her 
to  be  Cleone,  the  dear  and  faithful  Confident  of  his  Priri- 
eefs.  This  unexpeded  Arrival  of  her,  whom  he  believed 
dead,  and  on  whofe  Memory  the  Remembrance  of  her

But  O  Cleone^  fitice  you 
f  are  rifen  again,  is  not  my  Princefs  alive  aifo  ?     Ani 

*  do  not  you  come  to  bring  me  News  of  her  fafety  ? 
^  The  Queen  is  alive  ( replied  Cleone)  unleJfs  (lie  be  dead 
^  within  this  three  days,  fince  I  left  her  to  wait  upon  you. 
The  Prince  was  fo  tranfported  with  this  News,  and  h6 
exprefled  his  fenfe  of  Joy  in  fuch  terms  as  no  Pen  is  able 
to  (et  down.  And  when  many  words  had  pafled  bet^ii^een 
diem,  it  came  into  bis  Mind,  that  Uiough  bis  Queen  was 
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living,  (he  was  not  fo  for  him,  b«  for  another,  whom  he 
I  had  feesi  ber  kifs  and  embrace ;  all  that  PerJicss  had 
faid  cafBe  'fftfh  into  hts  Memory,  and  he  flew  ooc  ihQ> 
fuch  violent  Ezpreflions,  as  made  Cteone  amaa«d- :  btm 
ifvtfcn  (he  had  calmed  him  a  litde,  a|id'  told  him  her  lEr- 
rihd  from  the  Queen  91  ibis  time  was  to  juftifie  her  In* 
nocence  and  Confliancy  to  him  :  He  moderated  his  Refem* 
ment,  and  entreated  her  to  tell  him  what  (be  had  in  chaifc; 
and  there  being  no  Body  m  the  Chamber  with  them  rat 
jlraxisj  whd  was  not  fufpeded,  (he  began  her  Narratioo 
on  this  manner. 
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'Hen  by  the  cruel  Laws  of  her  Duty,  the  Queen  law 
her  felf  cbnltrain  d  to  hznith  you  from  her  for  ever, 
\t  will  Jbe  very  hard  for  me  to  exprefs  the  Sorrow  (he 
conceived  j  if  not  altogether  impoffible;  (he  wept  and  com- 
plained in  an  unufual  manner,  and  let  her  Grief  breik 
forth    in  fucji  tender  and   dolefial  Expreflions,  that  ic 
wounded  our  Heans  with  pity  ;  her  Face  was  altered  from 
that  very  moment,  and  if  it  loft  not  its  Lovelinels,  it  even 
from  the  firft  day  loft  all  the  Cheerfulnefs  it  had  recova«d 
^nce  the  change  of  her  condition ;   (he  appeared  fo  Ian- 
guifhing  and  dejed^ed,  that  thofe  that  were  moft  dear  to 
her  were  not  capable  of  giving  her  any  Confolation ;  nor 
could  the  prefence  of  the  King  her  Husband  caqfe  any  al* 
teration  in  her,  by  all  the  obliging  Compliances  he  wfed 
to  that  end  ;  and  when  (lie  namecj^you,  or  heard  us  but 
(peak  of  you,  it  fetched  Sighs  ftpm  ll^r  Heart,  and  Tears 
from  her  Eyes;  and  when- 1  ^deavoured  by  words  of 
^omfon  to  give  fome  intermi(fion  to  her  Sorrow :  *  Let  me 
f .  alone,  Cleone  (would  (he  fay }  let  me  alone  In  quiet,  6ncc 
*  I  have  nothing  elfe  but  Tears  to  give  poor  Oroondates^ 
f  all  elfe  is  forbidden  me ;  nay,  and  this  cruel  Doty  mav 
^  be  alfo  offended  with  thofe  innocent  Marks  of  my  At- 
^  fe&ion :    Let  me  weep,  however,  for  my  own  Mileries, 
\  and  for  the  Rigour  of  my  Deftiny,   which  rends  that 
^  violently  from  my  Heart,  which  my  Inclination^  would 
^  cterfially  ,pr$fe|Vf  ;fa^re«     She  (aid  a  thoufand   other 
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mtkMhi  tilings ;  and  when  the  Thon^its  of  your  dying 
difoogb  defpair  came  into  her  Mixkl,  fte  ftarred  at  them^ 
and  was  Ktde  better  than  in  a  dying  condition  hejr  feif : 
and  on  this  manner  flie  continued  to  bewail  your  hard 
Misbrrone  and  her  own,   till  the  whole  £arth  ahxicft 
jdunged  in  form  by  the  Death  of  Alexander  the  Great,  tq 
iwhom  the  Queen  (at  her  departure  to  the  Caftle  of  Calcti, 
Ibr  the  isecovery  of  her  Health,  caufed  by  her  immoderate 
Grief)  had  innocendy  given  herlaft  Farewel,  and  received 
Aom  him  hi$  laft  Embraces*   I  believed  it  wa$  by  exprels 
jOrder,  that  we  alone  were  ignoi^uk  of  a  lols  wherein  the 
nvbole  World  was  inteiefled,    when  one  of  the  King  s 
Guard  came  to  the  Caftle  with  a  Lener  from  his  Mafter, 
In  this  pan  of  her  Relation,  Oroondans  interrupting  her, 
declared  what  Lyfimachus  had  told  him,  as  he  bjad  learned 
it  from  Tjreus  and  others,  defiring  her  to  pafs  over  that 
jpart  of  her  Relation  :  When  going  on  again,  I  will  only 
then  tell  you,  Sir,  in  thefe  Paniculars,  that  after  we  were 
pm  into  the  Chariot  that  carried  us  to  ^^xana\  Houfe ; 
Ferdicds  tdd  the  Qoeen  and  Prince(s  the  defign  that  wick- 
ed Woman  had  upon  their  Lives,  yet  promifed  withal,  at 
ike  hasard  of  his  Life  and  Fortune,  to  fecure  and  pre* 
fenre  them  f rc^n  her  Malice?   And  indeed  he  managed 
ihe  matter  with  that  Prudence  and  Secrecy,  that  by  his 
means,  next  to  the  divine  Providence,  they  are  now  alive^ 
thoagh  diey  have  been  thought  dead  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Worid  ;  and  B^xana^  who  looked  out  at  the  Window  tp 
^nt  ber  cruel  Eyes,  was  deceived  by  the  death  of  two 
jFjpmale  Slaves,  habited  as  the  Queen  and  Princefs  ordi- 
fiatily  u(ed  to  be ;   and  left  their  Cries  (hould  dirc^ji^er 
the  Deceit,  their  Mouths  were  ftopt  as  they  went  down 
tlie  Stairs  intothe  Coun,  appointed  for  their  Execution,  and 
fitJkas  had  much  ado  to  hinder  !(cxana  from  going  with 
him,  to  be  a  very  near  Spedator  of  this  cruel  Tragedy  ;  and 
by  this  device  Tyreus  was  likewife  d.eceived  in  the  dark, 
for  we  were  leept  in  a  clofe  Chamber,  and  feen  by  none? 
bi*t  fttch  as  Perdredf^  zxidAlcetas  his  Brother,  tould  con« 
fide  in :   yet  die  Queen  was  a  thoufand  times  more  af* 
fi  (Sked  for  the  Death  of  her  illuftrious  Husband,  than  for 
t^e  Fear  of  that  Death  fhe  was  threatned  with ;  and  the 
Princefs  Panftth  bore  her  ©art  in  that  Sorrow,  whilft  Per» 
dkoi  and  Altetas  laboured  but  in  vain  to  comfort  thenu? 
However,  though  they  had  thus  dec^ved  cruel  B^xana^^ 
yet  oopplnding  the  |N»nce^  were  |i6c  iafe  fo  neaf  her; 
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they  the  next  Night  proi^kled  a  Chariot,  and  tmhryibg 
them  down  a  backiivay,  entreated  them  to  get  i^ineo  k^ 
and  I  with  them,  from  whom  tiie  0|ieen  woiiM  hf 
tio  means  pan ;  and  Perdieds  taking  bis  place  with  ns' 
brought  us  to  this  Houfe  where  yoavnow  ai^,  and  w^wifeit 
Lodged  at  the  end  of  the  Garden  ii^  a  little  Hoaft,  wlifeft 
the  Queen  and  Printels  changed  their  Habttsr  a^nd  tlM^ 
Names  whilft  Perdicd$  reprefented  to  us  the  daiigdr  we' 
^ere  yet  in  by  rcafon  of  ^^xana^  great  Power  over  the  Mg. 
cedoniam,  if  we  did  not  contribute  on  pdr  pan  to  Keep  our 
felves  as  fecret  as  mi];ht  be  till  a  more  favourable  Opportu* 
nity ;  and  h&  urged  io  many  Reai^  for  it  that  we  tfaouftht 
it  at  that  time  advifeable'  to  confent  to  what  he  propomL 
ahd  iVe  were  every  Day  vifired  by  him  or  his  Brother,  and 
bad  all  things  necellary  that  foited  the  Condition  we  Weie  in: 
and  thus  we  lived  in  hopes  that  time  might  bring  it  about  to 
deliver  us  out  of  the  Hands  of  our  Enemies,and  fufier  us  to' 
fee  better  Days  by  the  change  of  our  Conditiot?. 

The  Queen  in  this  place  took  upon  hjir  the  Name  o(Ca/l 
fandra^xid  the  Princefs  that  of  Eur idicej  Which  liiras  truly 
their  Name^  before  their  Fatl^  came  to  the  Crown,  boc 
according  te  the  Cuftom  of  the  Royal  Family  of  ffr/Kithqr 
changed  them  into  Statira  and  Parifatu^  whidi  Names  tlte' 
Princefles  of  Perfia  have  ever  bad ;  and  chougli  P^/fihoft 
and  his  Wife,   who  had  lived  in  the  Coun  of  Darius, ktit*9i 
iis,  they  etadly  obeyed  the  Orders  the  Queen  gave  them 
^ith  a  Fidelity  that  deferves  a  praife  fuitable  to  their  Vir- 
ifue  and  Merit,  and  it  was  not  long  ef e  we  knew  that  jrour 
felf  and  Lyfimachus  were  under  the  lame  Roof  with  us,  and 
I  perfwaded  the  Queen  andPrince&to  diicover  themldves' 
to  you  ;  but  they  found  fo  many  Scruples  in  the  Conditio 
tfi  they  were  in,  thati  had  no  power  to  prevail  over  them. 
The  Q^een  s  Mind  was  fo  fixea  upon  the  Memory  of  Alek^ 
ander^  and  the  Princefs^s  I?timour  tarrying  a  kifki  of  fbom 
with  it  to  be  beholdifigto  a  Man  for  his  afliftance  bi  -fuch  a' 
I^eceiiity  as  might  lay  a  very  weighty  Obligation  upon  her 
to  make  Returns  intonfiltent  With  her  Mcdefty,  tharthey 
4ioMld  never  be  brought  to  yMd  to  it,  how  v(/^ll  foever 
dieir  IncHnations  ftood  aile&ed  to  you  :  y^  did*  they  ex* 
* t>re& diensielves  intermsofthemoft  d>liging  Acknowledg. 
tnents^tfaatgratdul  Minds  cpuld  be  fenfible  of,  fdt^the  paft 
^vices.yoii  had  done  in  their  Faroitr,  send  for  a  Cohfwi* 
cyr  lad  Fid^tqif  thac  had^rMaln'd  Inviolable^  yet^wasdic 
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Queen  refdved  by  my  eameft  Perfwafions  to  iee  yoii  one. 
way  or  odier  before  (he  left  this  Houfe,  buc  fo,  if  it  iwere 

Eiffible,  that  (he  might  not  be  feen  by  you:  (he  ca(t  this  in 
r  Mind  many  ways,  at  laft  came  to  a  refult,  by. 
the  guidance  oi  Akiope^  who^as  not  unacquainted  with 
private  ways  to  your  Chapt^ber,  to  fee  you  in  your  Bed 
when  (he  (hould  knpwyou  were  afleep:  (he  communicated, 
her  Intention  to  the  Princels,  her  Sifl;er,  but  that  Scrqpu^ 
lous  Lady  not  being  able  to  yield  to  it,  argued  long  againfl 
ibat  Dedgn  with  many  fpecious  Reafons ;  yet  in;  the  end,, 
.];ncwing  how  much  (he  difpleafed  the  Queen  in  oppo(ipg 
her  Intention,  (he  agreed  to  her  Defines,  and  woidd  needs 
accompany  her  to  the  Door  of  your  Chamber. 

,  The  Day  hardly  began  to  appear  when  the  two  Princefles 
Were  ready^  at « what  time  Alciom  led  them  through  the 
paidc^    The  Queen -went  trembling,  up  the  Stairs,  and 
when  (he  was  in  the  Gallery  Alcione  opened  your  Chamber 
Door,   and  (inding  you  were  afleep,   (he  conducted  the 
Queen  .to  your  Bed-fide,  who  approached  it  with  inward 
ituverings  and  Apprehenfions  which  put  h^r  almoft  befide 
berfelf;  and  when  by  tbeopentng  of  the  Curtain,  (hedif- 
fipvered  thj^^Faicie. which  (he  had  u>  extremely  loved,  and. 
which  neither  lofs  of  Blood;  nor  the  darknefs  of  the  place 
could  hinder  her.  from  knowing,  her  Affedion  tranlppned 
her  in  fuch  a  manner  that  (he  was  like  to  have  gone  beyond 
the  bounds  of  .Modefty  to  follow  the  violent  motions  which 
that  (ight  .awakened  in  her ;  ,(he  •  looked  on  you  with 
Thoughts  enfiamed  by  her  fooner  Paifions,  and  with  Rap- 
rurespf  Love,,  which  (he  has  (ince  confefs*d  to  me  as  Crimes: . 
(he  was.  often  even  upon,  the  point  to  waken  you,  and  to 
diCcover  her  felf  to  you  by  all  the  modeft  proofe  you  could 
deiire  of  her  Affedion,  but  flie  was  as  often  diflwaded  from 
it  by  the  Memory  of  Alexander  and.  a  (crupuious  M<)defty  ; ' 
and  when  (he  had  floated  a  while  on  thefe  Extreams,   Ah, 
(&id  .(h^  very  fpfdy)  .  muji.  it .  needs  be  JoyWy  dear  Uvefy 
Orontes,  jtbat  you  Jhould  be  Imger  ignorant  of  the  Ejiate 
of  your  frefent  conditioriy  and  that  for  weal^  Confiderations  I 
jhould uje-a  violence  upon  my.felf  that  k}Us  n^ymn^.  Icon'^ , 
cealmjt  F^ace  from  him  from  .whom  n^  Beai^:  mm^everycan*. 
cealedf  andmnjt  I  refufe  himn^^eryfight^  tfiwhmlbm&tO' 
taih. given  my  Soulf  Ah^vain  flpadow  $ ut^ujt  l^^ftit/ttioiKLfiP^l

\/)^  this  Thdugbc  (he  put  fonh  her  Hand  to  waken  yoo^ 
when  It  chat  very  inftanc  the  Memory  oi  Alexander  came 
into  he^  Mind,  arid  not  only  diverted  her  Defign,  but  aUb 
made  hWblulh  at  that  Intention  and  at  the  eftate  wherein 
flic  fw  her  felf,  iVhaf  ((aid  flie)  i  ittbeJVifecf  AXexm* 
der  the  Great,  and  ef  Alexander  dead  bm  a  few  Daysjince^ 
that  runs  thus  impudently  tefeek^  a  Man  that  bm  loved  her  even 
in  hK  very  Bed ;  when  looking  on  thar  Chamber  as  a  place 
of  Reproach  to  hetyLetusfly  (faid  flie  in  anger)  let  us  fly  from 
a^f lace  fatal  to  our  B^futation^  and  makf  amends  for  the  Fault 
we  have  committed  with  a  firm  I{e/olution  never, to  do  thelikp 
any  more.  But  at  the  moment  of  that  fepantion  flie  cou'd 
not  forbear  cafting  back  her  Eyes  upon  you,  and  that  Ob« 

{'eA  infenfibly  diflipating  her  fevere  Thoughts  pulled  her 
jack  again  with  more  Weaknels  and  more  Tendemefs  than 
before :  O  Orontes  (added  flie,  with  a  deep  figh)  how  hard 
it  is  to  kficf  ones'  Bsfolution  againji  yoi ,  or  rather  how  difficult 
K  it  to  feeyou^  and  remember  you  withmt  loving  you.  In  this 
confufionof  Mind  flie  floated  till  flie  heard  you  figh  twice 
or  thrice,  and  a  while  after  ftretch  fonh  your  Arms  and 
open  your  Eyes,  which  made  her  haften  out  of  your  Cham* 
ber  in  a  manner  befides  her  (elf,  and  found  the  Princefs  P4- 
rifatis  (who  had  feen  a  Man  at  the  other  end  of  the  Gallery) 
gone  before  her.

into  a  Chariot  carry'd  us  to  a  Caftl^  abtmt  three  huhdred, 
Furlongs  from  B^ir/iwiiwherc  after  we  had  rftaaiKd  la  wMe. 
he  no  longer  deferred  to  make  prctenfions  pf  I-ove  pO  the 
^een,  which  eitreamly'  vexed  her,  and  made  her  com- 
plain of  hisPrefumptiort  in  Tdmis  that  let  him  fee  ,how 
much  he  had  offended  her  bjr  fuch"  a  aiotibu,  whilft  the 
foncefs,  her  SiftA',  who  had  rhefame  caufe  of  Com. 
plaint  againft  Alcetas,   m  Bkither,  behaved  h«:  fdt/oa 
the  fame  manner,  Iboking  on  their  .Raflriicfe  witft  S^ 
and  Contempt:  yet  being  in  th«rfowd;;4ey  broke  not. 
dut  into  ^^  Violence'v^hidl  in  anyotlitr  fitfod' th^  woiild. 
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have  done,  bnt  prudently  diflembled  the  vehemency  of 
their  Refencments  as  vttM  as  they  could.  Then  it  was  that 
the  Royal  Sifters  began  to  deplore  their  Mifery,  and  (l.ew'd  a 
greater*  ienfe  of  this  laft  Aflault  of  Fortune  than  they  had 
done  in  their  apprehenfions  of  Death.  Then  it  was  that 
they  both  together  condemned  their  fcrupulous  Severity, 
and  that  they  repented  they  had  fo  obftinatety  concealed 
themfelves  from  you  and  from  Lyfimacbus^  they  would  wil* 
lingly  have  repaired  that  Fault  if  it  had  been  poffible,  but 
they  were  utterly  deprived  of  means  to  do  it,  I  could  not 
be  permitted  to  come  out  of  theCaftle,  and  for  a  Bulinefs 
of  luch  a  nature,  there  was  no  Body  elfe  whom  they  durft 
truft  :  They  ftudy'd  in  vain  to  find  out  ways  either  to  get 
at  liberty  or  to  give  you  notice  of  their  Captivity,  and  in 
the  end  they  faw  themfelves  reduced  to  a  neceflity  of  ho- 
ping for  no  afliftance  but  from  Henven :  and  in  this  man- 
ner we  lived  till  our  Mafters  thought  fit  to  remove  us  to 
an  other  place,  promifing  us  a  more  perfedt  Liberty  ;  but 
the  Queen  being  got  into  a  Chariot,  Perdicas  ftept  in  after 
her,  and  caufed  the  Charioteer  to  drive  away  with  alt 
fpeed  attended  only  with  one  Horfeman  that  Galloped  by 
it  and  carryed  his  Helmet.  The  Q^ieen  was  furpnz'd  ac 
this,  fearing  fome  evil  defign  upon  her  Honour,  which  (he 
teftify*d  by  her  Cries  and  endeavouring  to  throw  her  fcif 
out  of  the  Chariot,  but  that  was  pre\entcd  by  Perdicas$ 
holding  her  in  his  ftrong  Arms. 

The  afflicted  Parifttii  feeing  her  felfkept  back  by  Alc^" 
tas  and  the  Horfemen  that  attended  him,  who  would  not 
fufier  her  to  follow  the  Chariot  on  Foot  turning  couragiouf- 
ly  towards  him  with  Eyes  fparkling  with  Anger,  Traytcr 
((aid  (he)  is  fhn  then  the  Liberty  thtigiveft  us  ?  and  rio'sthy 
Brother  (more  baje  and  difloyal  than  thyfelf)  ufe  the  iVife  of 
Alexander  4»^/  the  Davghtor  of  Darius  ^A«x!  Ah^  Monftcr^ 
if  thy  I{rige  and  his  he  not  glutted^  frojecute  thy  Crime  to  the 
u^mofi,  and  with  that  Svoord  then  unworthily  xoecrefl  fierce  thit 
Heart  ^  which  Jhall  never  be  capable  of  any  th^tig  fr  thee  but 
Hatred  aud  Detejiation^ 

The  defpairing  Princefs  wouldhave  faid  more,  bur  her 
forces  forfook  her,  and  (he  funk  down  upon  the  Grafs, 
vvhere  I  would  have  held  her  in  my  Arms,  out  my  Griqf 
dnd  Amazement  being  no  lefs  than  hers,  I  was  not  able  to 
do  her  that  Service,  and  (lie  was  fain  to  receive  it  from  Alcc-^ 
rji  whether  (he  wou!d  or  no,  and  when  (lie  revived  he  la- 
boured all  he  could  ro  comfort  her,  but.  in  vain;  yet  when 
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he  promifed.  her  by  many  Oaths  and  Proteftatioos  co  carry 
her  immediately  to  the  Queen  her  Sifter,  though  (he  had 
a  very  ilender  confidence  in  him  afcer  this  ufage,  it  made 
her  chear  up'  a  little;  and  at  laft  another  Chariot  arrived, 
into  which  he  pot  us,  and  wt  travefd  about  an  Hour  ac  a 
good  rate,  when  we  Taw  coming  the  way  we  went  a  Man 
on  Horf-back  compleatly  Armed,  who  carryed  a  Woman 
behind  him  whom  we  thought  to  be  the  Queen,  when  v^ 
were  confirmed  by  aery  ihe  (ent  forth  at  the  fight  of  us,  Ah^ 
fi^yonder  is  my  Sifter^  to  him  that  rid  before  her.  This  En* 
counter  troubled  jilcetas,  and  he  was  ready  to  have  Ieap*d 
out  of  the  Chariot,  bur  that  he  was  afraid  to  lofe  thePrin* 
ce(s,  whom  he  had  much  ado  to  hold,  wherefore  he  conten- 
ted himfelf  with  crying  out  to  Nicanor  and  the  reft,  who 
rode  Armed  by  the  Chariot  to  ftop  that  Horfeman, 

Thele  Words  affrighted  not  the  Straneer,  who  getting 
the  Queen  to  alight,  drew  his  Sword  and  fiew  upon  our 
Guard  with  fuchaFury  as  quickly  made   them  find   that 
number  was   not  able  to  terrify  him,  which  caufed  Akepa$ 
to  leap  out  of  the  Chariot,  when  we  no  longer  having  any 
Body  to  reftrain  us,  threw  our  felves  out  likewife  and  run 
to  the  Queen,  who  being  ftept  a  little  afide  beheld  that  un- 
equal Combate  with  mortal  Apprehenfionsj  yet  Alcetm  de- 
fpairing  of  the  fuccefs,  and  rciolving  not  to  fail  Perdicas  iii 
bis  Defign,  cryed  out  to  two  or  three  of  his  Men  to  rake  the 
Qiieen  and  Princefs  and  bring  *em  into  the  Chariot  by  force^ 
whither  himfelf  was  again  retired  for  his  fafety.    They  d- 
beyed  him  ir^ftantly  whilft  the  Valiant  Stranger  was  en- 
gaged in  a  dangerous  Fight  againft  tlieir  Companion,  and 
in  fpight  of  all  the  refiftance  the  Queen,  and  the  Princels, 
her  Sifter,  could  make,  rhcy  fore  a  them  into  the  Chariot 
which  prefcntly  drove  aw^y  fo  fwiftly  that  it  was  gone  out 
of  his  fight  in  a  moment.    Ah,  Sir,  how  infinite  was  my 
Grief  when  I  faw  my  dear  Miftrifs  carry 'd  away,  and  that 
I  could  not  wait  upon  her ;  I  never  ftayed  to  fee  the  iffne  of 
the  Fight,  but  run  after  tlie  Chariot  with  my  Cries  till  tired 
out,  I  fainted   and  fell  down  unable  to  proceed  any  fur- 
ther, only  I  continued  my  Cries,  atid  feat  forth  Lamentati- 
ons that  might  have  made  the  Marble  Rocks  relent  j  and  in 
that  Condition  I  continued  till  Night  came  on,  when  a  good 
honeft  Country-man  and  his  Wife  paffing  by,  and  having 
learn'd  fome  part  of  the  caufe  of  my  Grief,  entreated  mc  to 
rife  and  go  with  ihem  to  their  Cottage  about  two  Furlongs 
from  that  place;  and  my  ^fear  of  being  left  in  the  Dark  which 

came 
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tameonapace  made  nie  accept  of  their  ofler,where  I  was  kind* 
ly  entertam'd,  yet  my  Sorrow  and  over-heatiog  my  felf  in  run- 
ing  had  put  me  into  a  Feaver,  which  I  noTooner  recovered  of 
by  tlieir  afliftance,  bat  I  acquainted  them  with  the  delire  I 
had  to  go  to  Polemms  Houfe,  and  the  good  Old  Man  of- 
fered me  his  Service  to  conduift  me  thither,  where  I  prefent. 
ly  met  Araxis,  who  was  not  a  little  furpriVd  at  that  En* 
counter,  of  whom  I  leam'd  your  laftCombate  and  the  con- 
dition of  your  Heahb. 

Behold  (continued  Cleme)  the  Life  the  Queen  hath  led  fincc 
your  feparacion,  and  the  Eftate  I  left  her  in,  I  have  made 
ou  the  true  Recital  of  it  upon  your  Ccmplainrs  againft 
er ;  and  though  indeed  by  your  Misfoitune  and  hers,  you 
have  not  received  the  Rccompence  which  is  due  to  your  Ser* 
vices,  yet  do  I  not  believe  (he  is  fo  faulty  towards  y ou,as  that 
you  fliould  fly  to  Reproaches  which  have  foraething  of  Cru- 
elty in  them,  and  I  am  moft  affured  that  you  have  tna 
much  Generofity  to  rcfufe  her  your  affiftance  in  the  Difa* 
fters  flie  is  fallen  info,  and  perchance,  partly  through  her 
Love  to  you.

C  Leone  ended  her  Relation  on  this  manner;  and  th« 
Prince  who  had  hearkned  to  it  with  great  Artencion, 
finding  the Conclufion  of  it  lefs  conformable  to  his  Belief 
than  tohisDefire,  Ihewed  fomemarks  of  Increduiiry,  and 
looking  a  while  upon  Cleone,  Ah,  Cleone  (faid  he)  yeu  di> 
ill  to  flatter  my  Misfortunes^  or  to  deceive  me  cunningly  your 
felf\  I,  believe f  you  have  told  me  the  truth  in  your  JMiJlrifs's 
jyijfafiers^  but  in  mine  you  have  totally  concealed  it  from  me. 
In  this^  Cleone,  you  are  to  blame,  and  if  you  know  mc  as  vpell 
4$  fifhafs  you  may^  ycK  cannot  difubt  but  that  I  will  feme  the 
Queen  as  Inconfiant  ^jhe  ^,  and  that  to  the  laft  moment  of 
my  Life.  But  O  I  Cleone,  you  kpow  I  am  a  tboufand  times 
more  Vnfortmate  than  yau  have  cxprt^ffsd  in  your  Liifcowfe 
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mid  if  1  had  no  other  Caufes  of  Ccmfkint  than  thofe  you  have 
mention  d^  I  (hould  have  now  no  new  occajion  at  all :  I  had  aU 
ready  viven  over  murmuring  at  the  Advantages  Alexander 
had  avove  me  z  but  thofe  of  a  Stranfrer^  thofe  of  a  new  Comer 
are  itf upper  table  ^  you  have  not  fpol^enfo  much  as  a  fVord  of 
that  in  your  J{fcita  I  though  you  avowed  it  to  me  Efficiently  in 
your  Converfation.  That  is  the  things  Cleone,  wherein  I  ac^ 
cufo  you  of  little  Freedcm^  and  of  holding  a  blameable  Inteli* 
gence  with  that  Fai thief s  Princefs  which  tatbfo  tfpworthily  for^ 
Jak^  fne. 

Cleoue  was  excreamly  furpriz'd  ac  this  Difcourfe,  and  af- 
ter (he  had  continued  a  while  without  replying,  *  Sir  {faid 
Jhc^  lifting  up  her  Eyes  toward  Heaven)  *  Ir  I  know  any  thing 

*  more  pfthe  Queens  Fonuneand  yours  than  what  I  have 
'  told  ycu,  I  b.feech  the  Gods  to  add  all  kinds  of  Miferies 

*  to  thofe  I  already  luffer.  Ab^  Cleone  (reply 'd  the  Prince 
with  an  Adtion  that  teftify'd  his  Incredulity)  it  u  impeffible 
youfhould  be  ignorant  of  the  Queens  Loves^  and  of  that  new 
Champion  which  freed  /jer  from  Perdicas  ;  never  fecm  alio* 

^ni/hejat  this  Difcfiurfc,  I  Jaw  the  auel  Proof  of  ity  and  f aw 
her  in  hii  Arms  giving  him  KJffes  andfhewing  him  Kjndnejfes 
umpOYthy  of  htr  Qjtality  and  former  Virtue  j  /  might  indeed 
have  accufcd  my  Eyei  offa'Jhood^  had  not  that  truth  been  con* 
firmed  by  Perdicas.  Then  he  told  her  all  that  Perdicoi  hzd 
related  to  him  ;  'and  feeing  C/^^w^  continued  filent  in.bearing  . 
what  he  faid,  and  only  calling  the  Heavehs'to  witnefs  her 
Innocency,  protefting  (he  was  ignorant  of  all  he  told  her^ 
and  that  (he  had  avowed  all  ^hofe  Things  that  confirmed 
his  Sufpicion  out  of  a  belief  that  his  Complaints  were  only 
againft  Alexander,  No,  no^  Cleone  (continued  he)  it  is  not 
pcjfiblc  that  fi  Jirong  an  Affefiion  far  beyond  what  Jhe  former* 
iy  bore  me  Jhoud  have  e/cAped  your  knowledge ^  the  birth  and 
frof^refs  of  it  hath  not  been  fofitddcn^  and  but  fcr  it  the  Qjteen 
would  notfo  cruelly  have  banifloed  me  at  Sufa,  atui  fince  the 
Death  of  her  limhand  fhe  would  not  have  concealed  ler  felf 
ffom  m:  as  fhe  did  upon  vain  and  weal{  Confidcrttiof!s;you  have 
alledged  nothifi^  that  canjujlify  her  fcr  it  ;  and  if  (he  had  not 
been  prcpoffefsd  with  that  new  Paffum^fhe  vtould  not  have  a* 
Voided  my  fight  in  a  Cofidition  to  which  my  Love  to  her  had  re* 
ducMme,  at  a  time  when  fhe  flood  in  need  of  the  ajfi/lance  of 
a!l her  Friends  ;  but  though  her  Infide'.ityis  apparent,  the kyiow* 
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ImllfifiiJhthpyeitJingof  iV  with  my  ovm  Hand  before  her, 
and  if  my  J^val  «  livings  I  by  my  Death  will  facilitate  his 
Pejfejfion  of  a  Haffincjs  whereof  be  can  be  but  little  aJfurcJ 
whilft  I  am  alive. 

The  Prince  uttered  thefe  Words  with  fo  much  vehemen- 
cy,  chat  Cleone  and  Araxis  feared  with  reafon  that  thofe  lui- 

Eetuous  Motions  would  impair  his  Health,  and  he  was  a- 
out  to  have  gone,  when  Lyjimackus,  Ptolcmeus  and  £«- 
menes  came  into  his  Chamber.  The  fight  of  theie  Gallant 
Men  hindred  it,  and  took  up  all  his  Thoughts  to  welcome 
them  who  had  fo  generoufly  engaged  in  his  Quarrel  with 
all  the  Forces  they  had  brought  along  with  them.  They 
received  his  Complement  with  much  Re(jpe«U:  and  Civility, 
and  having  before  inform'd  themle  ves  othis  great  and  g;e- 
nerotts  Actions,  they  beheld  him  with  Wonder  as  a  Perlon 
extraordinary,  and  after  he  had  received  the  returns  of  the 
Complements  and  Praifes  of  Ptolcmcus  and  Eumenes,  who 
were  the  greateft  Strangers  to  him,  turning  towards  Lyji* 
machus  with  a  Look  more  cheerhil  than  ordinary,  fVhicb 
way  (faid  he)  O  my  dear  Companion  Jhall  I  be  able  to  acqtt't 
tnyfelf  of  this  UJt  Obligation  ?  certainly  the  Gods  have  taken 
care  of  it^  and  in  mxking  me  receive  this  Infi  Favour^  they  have 
furnijhed  me  with  a  means  to  requite  It  with  the  cnly  Heccm^ 
fence  wljereby  it  can  be  equalifj:dy  which  is  by  telling  you  (if 
jcu  have  not  heard  it  before)  That  Parifatis  is  alivr. 

The  efle<5k  of  this  News  appeared  prefently  in  Lyjimar 
chus*s  Countenance,  and  he  had  no  fooner  heard  thefe 
Words  but  fuffcring  himfeif  to  be  tranfporred  with  the  firft 
motions  of  his  Toy,  he  was  like  to  have  left  bis  Senfes  and 
'  his  Underftanding;  but  within  a  while  after,  refiedking  up* 
on  the  impoflibi!  Jty  of  it,  he  fell  back  into  his  former  Con* 
dition,  and  croflin^  his  Arms  upon  his  Breaft  with  a  forrow- 
fulGefture,  '  Ah,  Sir  (faid  he  to  the  Prince j  whatContenr* 

*  ment  can  you  find  in  abufing  my  Grief  on  this  manner?  Ic 

*  is  the  fame  with  your  own,  and  I  do  not  think  you  are  fo 

*  Fortunate  your  felf  as  to  make  paftime  with  the  Miferable. 
I  knew  ('reply'd  ihe  Prince  of  Scythia)  that  the  Hnpplnefs  I 
bring  you  was  too  great  lightly  to  be  believed  i  but  if  I  am  not 
worthy  of  Credit^  learn  more  certain  News  from  Cleone.  Thefe 
Words  made  Lyfimackus  znd  the  reft  nun  their  Eyes  on  her 
of  whom  they  had  not  yet  taken  notice.  Lyfimaclm  no  foon- 
er knew  her,  but  half  perfwaded  of  his  good  fortune  -,  he 
ran  to  her  with  open  Arms,  ?nd  conjur'd  her  to  tc.l  hi.n 
truly  without  delay,  If  his  Princefs  was  alive?  be  rc- 
9?ivedthat  confirmation  from  her,  which  was  like  inftautly 
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to  overcome  his  Spirits,  fo  chat  he  ftood  in  need  of  all  his 
forces  to  refift  thac  pleafing  furprize,  and  when  he  was  a 
little  fettled,  his  Toy  broke  forth  in  Adions  which  no- 
thing buthis  Youtn  and  Paflion  could  excufe:  Ptolomeus  and 
Eumenes  were  fo  much  concerned  at  it  thac  their  Ezprefli- 
ons  came  not  fa|:  Ihon  of  his,  when  all  of  them  together  en- 
treaced  Cleone  to  tell  them  in  order  how  things  had  happened, 
and  to  let  them  know  by  what  wonderml  afllftance  of 
Heaven,  the  PrinceiTes  who  had  been  dead  in  t^  Opinion 
of  the  World,  and  in  theirs,  were  become  ilive  again  ? 
Cleone,  >Vho  was  willing  to  oblige  them  all  and  engage  them 
further  in  the  Party  of  the  Princefles,  repeated  again  the 
manner  how  they  were  faved,  and  the  Condition  they  fincc 
had  lived  in,  with  whatever  (he  had  related  to  Prince  O- 
roonddtesy  except  thofe  paifages  of  his  more  fecret  Love, 
and  forbore  to  mention  any  thing  of  his  Sufpicion  of  the 
Queen  s  Inconftancy. 

Ljifimacbuss  Joy  was  a  little  moderated  at  the  end  of  this 
Story,  by  knowing  his  adored  Princefs  was  ftill  in  the  pow- 
er of  her  Enemies,  and  that  ihe  had  not  abl'olutely  efcapVl 
a  Death  they  yet  might  give  her :  but  he  drew  matter  of  fa- 
tisfadlion  from  that  which  would  have  caufed  Difcontent  in 
many  others :  he  hoped  with  probabilitv  that  the  Loves  of 
the  two  Brothers  would  fecurethe  Lives  of  thetwol^rin- 
ceffes.  That  belief  made  his  Jealoufy  fupportable,  and 
permitted  his  Joy  to  diflipate  part  of  thofe  Sorrows  which 
had  caufed  a  great  alreraticn  in  his  Countenance.  Brave 
Prince  o/Scythia  (cryed  he)  let  us  revive  our  hopes,  fince  it 
fle&Jes  the  Gods  our  Princejfes  are  PHfoncrs  :  h2it  yet  at  hji 
they  are  a  live  y  and  we  are  pot  e  fit  enough  to  full  them  out  cf 
the  Hands  of  our  Enemies,  and  make  thempcrijh  in  fi  j\'jl  a 
QjtrreL  Thefe  Arms  we  meant  to  turn  againji  them  for  our 
Revenge,  fijall  noy9  be  employed  for  their  Deliverance ;  and 
you  Jhall  Jee  fo  many/ Gallant  Men  embrace  our  hiterejl,  that 
yru  could  not  at  firft  have  conceived  it-.     *  A  Party  cannoc 

*  chufe  but  be  Powerful  ('rf/^^*^  Oroondates)  being  compo- 

*  fed  of  fuch  Gallant  Men,  as  you  and  your.Companions, 

*  whofe  Valour  is  fo  loudly  proclaimed  over  all  the  Earth, 
Afrer  they  had  Difcourfed  of  thefe  Matters  end  taken  care 
for  Encampini»  and  providing  for  the  Arjny  Ftolvmeus  x 
pnd  Eumcncs  h^d  brought  with  them,  and  alio  fent  to  ihe'r 
Friends  to  haften  to  it  with  fuch  Levies  as  they  could 
fpcedilyraife,  Amintai,  the  Phyfician,  told  them  how  much 
Oroondates  hid  difordered  himfelf  that  Day,  and  that  fo 
ycng  a  Difcourfe  would  be  very  prejudicial  to  his  Health, 
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Lyfimacbtts  being  in  fear  for  a  Friend  of  that  importance  up* 
on  this  entreaty  carryed  the  reft  out  of  the  Chamber,  and 
went  down  into  the  pleafam  Garden  with  them  to  walk  for 
their  Recreation. 

In  the  mean  time,  th^lfzit  Amg^misn  Queen  guided  by 
Hyppolha^  fearchcd  all  the  Plains  of  Bahylm^  tte  Woods, 
Rocks  and  Banks  of  the  River  Euphrates  in  hopes  to  find 
out  Bemice  and  A/cione^  but  all  in  vain,  which  made  her 
turn  back  very  penfive  and  keep  along  the  Courfe  of  the 
River  whilft  flie  came  to  the  Temple  ot  Apotio^  and  having 
heard  of  the  Fame  of  that  Oracle,  even  in  her  own  Coun- 
try, that  made  her  defirous  to  enquire  not  only  of  Bemice  s 
fafety,  but  likewife  of  her  own  Affairs,  flie  had  upon  her 
Supplication  this  Oracle  delivered  by  the  Mouth  of  tftePriett

Heaven  to  thy  I(e(i  no  more  averfe  will  be. 

To  it  refer  thy  Sifter's  Deftiny 

Since  thine  back,  to  thy  Brother  Jiiinmons  tbee^ 

Where  tlyou  thy  Heart  and  Fortune  chnngdjkallfez. 

This  Anfwer  pleafingly  furpriz'd  the  Fair  Ama:{m^  and  find^ 
ing  in  it  morecaufe  ofConfolation  than  ihe  had  looked  for, 
(he  pay'd  her  humble  Devotions,  and  returning  out  of  the 
Temple  where  Hippolita  waited  for  her,  (he  told  her  what 
the  Oracle  had  delivered  in  plainer  Terms  than  ulually  O- 
racles  deliver'd  themfelves  in;  yet  it  made  her  not  relblve 
to  give  over  her  ksLTch- of  Orontes  that  (he  might  take  her 
Revenge  of  him  for  the  Injuries  he  had  done  her :  but  as 
(he  rode  medicating  on  thefe  matters,  (he  heard  certain  Cries 
in  the  Wood  as  of  fome  in  diftrefs,  and  not  knowing  but  it 
might  be  Bemice  and  Alcione  fallen  into  the  Hands  of  fome 
ViRains,  (he  halted  to  the  place  whither  they  dire(9:ed  her, 
and  Hippolita  after  her,  where  (he  faw  five  or  fix  Horfc- 
men  compleatly  Armed  ftanding  round  about  two  miferable 
Men  whom  they  tortured  in  a  grievous  manner  as  they  were 
faft  bound  to  two  Trees,  and  were  upon  hanging  them  up 
becaufe  they  refufed  to  anfwer  to  their  demands  ^  juft  when 
the  Valiaqt  Queen  of  the  Ama:(ons  prefented  the  point  of 
her  Javelin  to  the  Faces  of   thofe  Tormentors,  threarning 
them  with  Death  if  they  ftay'd  not  their  cruel  Hands,  when 
the  chief  of  them  addrefling  himfelf  to  her,  HV.joever  thcu 
art  (laid  he)  unlefs  thou  bring  an  exprrfs  Order  from  Queen 
Roxana,   thou  art  very  hijolent  to  oppofiher  Plenfure.     *  If  ir. 
I  be  a  Queen  (reply 'd  the  Ama:{on)  who  hath  Camni^ndcd 
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this  Execution,  (he  hath  the  vifzvs  of  Jaftice  open  to  punith 
Malefaftors,  and  this  eictraordinaiy  manner  of  proceeding 
againft  thefe  poor  Wretches  is  an  tnfiillible  mark  of  their 
Innocency,  and  (hall  be  the  caufe  of  their  fafety.  Aad  im- 
mediately flying  in  amoneft  them,  feconded  by  Hi ffoiha, 
fhe  Hew  the  greater  part  of  thole  that  reflifted,  and  put  the 
the  reft  to  flight,  whereupon  (he  cauled  HipfoUta  to  alight, 
and  unbind  the  two  Men,  who  fuddenly  falling  on  their 
Knees  with  Tears  in  their  Eyes,  gave  her  infinite  thanks, 
ftyling  her  their  guardian  Angel  fent  from  Heaven  for  their 
Deliverance,  Or  whofievef  ym  are  fcrycd  they)  whofe  Va^ 
lour  fi  well  refr^ents  the  Image  of  our  Mafier  to  usj  we  hope 
the  Gods  will  recompence  you  fir  thi  Generous  AEiion  ;  and 
ycu  may  certainly  believe  that  your  Arms  were  never  fmfloyed 
fur  more  Innocent  Perfons* 

The  Queen  having  bidden  them  rifc,demanded,Who  they 
were  and  for  what  cau(e  they  had  been  put  into  fuch  dan- 
ger of  their  lives  ?  To  which  with  a  low  Submiflion,  they 
anfwercd.  By  Nation  tljey  were  Scythians,    our  Karnes  are 
Toxaris  arul  Loncates,  and  all  we  can  bo  aft  to  the  advantage  of 
curfelves,  »,  that  a  part  (fmr  time  has  been  ffent  in  the  Ser^ 
^Hce  of  the  mofl  Valiant  and  Generous  Prince  in  tU  Worldy 
the  great  Oroondates,  Prince  of  Scythia  is  our  Mafter,  and 
far  our  Fidelity  to  him  we  have  been  reduced  to  that  Mifery  cut 
of  which  you  have  fi  eharitably  delivered  us.    The  Qiieen  was 
very  much  pleas'd  when  (he  knew  (he  dad   done  this  Scr- 
viae  to  the  two  faithful  Servants  o^  her  dear  Friend,  and 
commanding  them  to  follow  her,  (hereturnM  to  Polemons 
Houfe,  and  prefenred  them  to  Orow^ates.    That  Prince  no 
fooner  faw  the  Queen  en:er  with  tholie  two  Servants  he  had 
loft,  and  to  whole  Misfortunes  he  bad  given  fome  Tears, 
and  beard  the  Relation  in  what  manner  they  were   found 
^TiA  fet  at  liberty,  but  he  received  a  very  great  Confolarion, 
embracing  and   welcoming  thofe  faithful  Servnnrs  with  a 
generous  Pity  and  Tendemefs:  and  then  commanded  them 
to  give  him  a  Relation  of  what  had  happened  to  them  from 
the  time  he  (ent  them  into  Babylon  to  make  enquiry  after 
the  Princeflfes  of  Perjiai  but  Toxaru^  who  was  to  fpcak  for 
them  both,   feeing  a  great  m^nv  Gallant  Perfons  in  the 
Chamber,  whomhe knew  nof ,  ftepc  back  and  made  fome 
difficulty  of  fpeaking  in  fo  much  Company  touching   his 
Alafter*s  Secret  Affairs.    But  the  Prince  again  commanding 
him  to  fpeak,  and  difguife  nothing  before  thofe  lUuftricus 
Friends  who  were  not  at  all  fufpe(3ed  to  him,  he  came  for- 
ward again,  and  began  his  Karraiion  on  this  manner, 
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WHen  by  yourHighnels's  Order  I  went  xoBabylcnyZni 
left  you  fome Furlongs  diftant  from  that  City,  mind- 
ing  what  I  had  in  Charge^  I  found  the  People  in  a  great 
Conftemation  for  the  Deadi  of  Alexander^  and  my  Eats 
were  zlmoh  every  where  Saluted  with  Mourning  and  La- 
nienrations ;  and  when  I  came  to  the  Palace  where  ^ox/ui* 
Ia)r,  I  watched  my  opportunity  to  pais  the  Guards,  who 
ftridly  forbid  any  Per(on's  entrance,  unlefs  they  weVe  well 
known  to  them,  and  found  a  means  ip  the  Evening  to  do 
it  by  mingling  my  felf  among  Pordicof  his  Train,  who  came 
to  pay  the  Queen  a  Vifit,  and  fo  crowded  in  undiftinraifliVl, 
and  with  the  fame  facility,  I  followed  him  into  the  Gaiden, 
where  the  Queen  waited  for  his  coming,  and  getting  into  a 
covcr'd  Alley,  my  Curiofity  led  me  on  to  play  the  Spy, 
thinking  I  might  learn  by  over-bearing  their  Difcourfcr, 
more  than  by  any  other  means  whatfoeverj  and  they  be- 
ing fet  down  in  an  Arbor  whilft  their  Train  withdrew  at 
fome  diftance,  fo  as  not  to  over^hear  them,  Perdlcai  firft 
broke  (ilence  on  this  manner. 
*  How  great  a  defign  foever  I  have  to  (trxe  and  picafe 

*  ycu.  Madam,  (f^id  he  to  Roxana)  I  cannot  bur  feel  a  re- 

*  pugnancy  againii  the  Propofiuon  you  make  to  me,  I  can- 

*  not  without  Horror  remember,   that  ro  obey   you,    I 

*  muft  imbrue  my  Hands  in  the  BIcodof  two  Great  and 
^  Virtuous  Princeffes,  whereof  one  was  ihc  Wife  of  my 

*  King,  and  the  other  is  the  Widow  of  my  Friend.    Their 

*  Sex,  their  Qiiality,  and  the  remembrance  of  their  lUu- 

*  ftrioiis  Husbands  divert  both  my  Arm  and  my  Heart  from 
'  fo  cruel  an  Attempt,  and  I  could  willingly  wifti  fome  more 
^  gentle  and  fitting  Expedient  might  he  found  to  fatisfie  yoit, 
'  and  to  eftablifh  that  Security  you  demand.  Pcrdicas  with- 
out doubt  would  have  faid  more  if  the  Queen  had' not  inrer- 
ruptei^iim  in  tliis  manner,  One  may  be  firupulous  ffaid  (he) 
as  yw  are  J  when  the  Q^^ftUm  is  Icfs  than  that  vflicb  ctmcemg 
the  Empire  4f$he  florid;  and  I  frvtcjl  to  you  ^  I  feel  little  left 
repugnancy  than  you  do  againfl  this  Cruelty  to  which  we  are  com- 
pelled by  the  ncceffity  of  our  Affairs  :  But  do  you  thinks  tijere  can 
he  any  Secnrity  ftr  the  Sim  and  for  thclVldow  of  Alexander^ 
erfor  the  Macedonian  Princes  fo  long  as  Darius  h^  Daufhters 
arp  aliv^i  Do  you  bcticvcthat  th  C^lm  whichAkx^mkr  Jettled 

with 
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Xrifh  finmcb  J^laoJ  and  fi  much  Diffiatb^  can  loft  after  his 
Deaths  and  f  hap  the  Per&uis  wheonlyfubmiued  by  farce  to  the 
Macedonian  Yol^^  will  not  taks  -^^^  ^""^  M  ^heir  Lawful 
Frinceffes^  and  uje  their  Endeavours  to  rejlore  the  Blood  of  their 
firft  Majicrs  to  the  Throne  ;  Jf  the  Cruelty  of  this  Enterpri:{e 
Jlril^es  Horror  into  you^  remember  that  'tis  not  without  Examfk 
in  all  Monarchies  5  and  both  amon^  «f,  and  amongft  cur 
'Neighbours^  we  have  no  Age  that  cannot  fumifh  us  with  4 
good  number  of  Precedents, 

Upon  this,  (he  reckoned  np  the  Pra(5Hces  of  many  Cruel 
Princes  to  the  deftruftion  of  their  neareft  Relations  ;  but 
Perdicas-  told  her,  By  thofe  means  they  had  left  Stains  and 
Blemiihes  on  their  Lives  that  all  their  gallant  Actions  were 
never  able  to  wipe  out.    And  after  having  talked  more  at 
large  on  this  matter  to  the  like  purpofe>  Perdicas  took  that 
Night  to  confider  of  it;  which  the  Qneen  freely  granted,  and 
fo  at  this  time  he  took  his  leave,  and  went  out  of  the  Gar- 
den  from  her ;  and  I  might  eafily  have  returned  in  his 
Train,  but  I  was  fo  furpriz'd  and  aftonifli'd  at  what  I  bad 
beard,  that  I  thought  not  of  my  departure. 
I      Perdicas  was  no  fooner  gone,  but  the  Queen  call'd  He/lone^ 
her  Maid  of  Honour,  whom  Ihe  intrufted  with  her  moft  fe- 
cret  Thoughts,  who  being  come  to  her,  Hefione  (faid  (he)  1 
/haff  have  much  ado  to  fcrfvMde  Perdicas  to  what  I  defire  for 
our  common  Security y  feeing  kejltcl{s  at  Confiderations  which  the 
Ambition  of  B^igning  oufht  to  have  extinguijh^d  in  his  Mind* 
J  do  not  think,  Itjirange  (reply  *d  Hefione)  and  'that  which  your 
Majejly  requires  lias  fimethong  fo  Cruel  in  it^  thao  I  canncft  re* 
member  it  without  Horror^  nor  without  wondering   at  it  as  a 
Prodigy^  hw  the  thlrjl  of  I^clgnltig  canhave  fllfled  In  you  that 
Pity  which  Is  natural  to  your  ScXy  and  have  carry  ed  you  to  fitch 
bloody  B^folutions  againft  Prince ffes  who  have  a'  near  Relation 
to  ycUf  whom  heretofore  you  accounted  dear,  and  who  have  no 
ways  offended  yoUy     Pardon  mCy  Madam^  If  Ifpeak^  with  too 
much  freedom^  lamfo  affrighted  at  this  horrible  change  of  your 
Humour^  that  I  have  not  undcrfiandlng  enough  left  to  approve 
tbefe  Inhumane  Heafons  of  State^  which  demand  fitch  violent^ 
Executions, 

Hnxana  hearkened  to  thefe  Words,  and  having  remained  a 
while  without  anfwcring  oiherwife  than  by  two  or  three 
Sighs,  AL'^  Hefione,  (fafd  ihe  at  laft}  howjufi  would  thywon^ 
der  bc^  If  thou  wert  not  well  infiruHed  in  myfecret  Thoughts^ 
and  wit  b  how  much  reafon  might  eft  tlx>u  appear,  affrighted  at 
this  change  of  my  Humcury  if  I  had  not  trufled  thee  with  the  • 
caufc  of  It  a  thoufand  times.  Thou  kpoxoeft^  O  dijjhnbling  He- 
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fene,  that  nty  JncHtuthnt  to  Cruelty  arc  mtfirmg  enougb  n 
fnoveme  tofucb  bloody  Tragedies  meerly  out  of  Maxims  rfStoie 
and  Ota  of  dejire  to  H^lgn  ;  that  onlyfir9es  m  afretexs  to  more 
fowerful  Incitement Sy  and  to  cover  a  Paffton  more  vlolera  than 
Ambition.  Thou  k^Mwefi^  that  my  feaJoti/y  arms  my  Hand  more 
potently  agalnft  myHlvai,  than  Ambition  doth  agalnfl  n^  Com^ 
fetltor  for  the  Empire  ;  the  remembrance  of  Ungrateful  Omon* 
dsLtes  kindles  mi^  Indignation  againfi  her  that  tool(  him  from 
me^  and  his  Image  never  corines  into  my  Memory  without  en* 
flaming  my  Anger  agalnjh  that  proud  Beauty  which  trtump/js 
over  me  in  the  Soul  of  that  inhumane  Prince^  whllji  the  hope  of 
her  Uwjiil  poffeffing  him  was  fotbidden  her  iy  the  Life  of  the  King 
her  Husband^  I  Iwre  my  misfortune  patiently ^  but  now  that  fy 
the  Death  if  Alexander  the  way  to  it  lies  open  for  her,  and 
that  I  fee  them  upon  the  very  brlnf^tf.that  Felicity  xohlch  I  have 
vainly  ovpofed^  I  had  rather Jhejhould  per  IJh,  and  that  the  whole 
iVorld  jhould  perljh^  than  that  Ijhould  become  fibjeH  to  thofi 
fetfjible  AffllSlons* 

She  faid  many  other  things,  and  I  had  doubdefi  beard  a 
great  deal  more  if  I  bad  not  been  unforcunacely  furprizicd 
by  foine  of  Hpxana*s  Maids,  who  were  come  into  the  fame 
Alley  very  near  me  before  I  efpyed  them,  Who  perceiving 
meliftnine  cry'd  out  to  the  Guards,  and  having  no  ready 
way  to  elcape  I  was  quickly  feized  and  carry 'd  before  the 
Queen,  who  charged  me  to  be  a  Spy.    I  pretended  to  be- 
long to  Perdlcas  and  came  with  him,  out  not  perceiving  when 
he  went  away  I  had  been  left  behind :  But  he  being  fent  to 
and  not  owning  me,  I  made  my  Condition  worfe  than  be- 
fore :  And  ^xana  confcious  that  I  had  over-heard  what  (lie 
bad  faid,    was  about  to  pronounce  fome  fatal  Sentence  a- 
gainft  me,  when  one  of  thofe  that  ftood  near  her  having 
known  me  by  the  light  of  the  Torches,  and  coming  tome, 
O  Toxaris  (faid  he)  ts  It  you  ?  I  no  fooner  fix'd  my  Eyes  up- 
on him,  but  ihatl  knew  him  to  be  the  Treacherous  iirii!^^/, 
that  Perfidious  Servant  of  yours  (chat  had  been)  who  cor- 
rupted hy l{pxana*s  prefentshad  ftollen  the  Bracelet  from  you 
at  Damafius  which  you  had  received  from  Statlra,  and  car- 
ry *d  it  with  your  Letter  to  Hpxa77a^  whirh.has  fince  caus'd 
you  fo  many  fenfible  Afflidtions  ;  he  had  no  fooner  fpoke  to 
me,  but  Tcs  Arbatcs  (faid  I)  T^m  Toxaris.    Then  he  drew 
near  to  [{oxana  and  fpake  to  her  as  not  to  be  overheard  ; 
upon  which,  Ihe  gave  order  to  the  Captain  of  her  Gaurd  to 
carry  me  to  a  place  of  Security,  and  uic  me  according  to  the 
Diredlions  of  Arbates^  who  fliould  let  him  know  her  further 
pleafurc  j  and  being  brought  to  my  Pxifon,  a  ftrid  Guard. 
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was  fa  over  me,  whofe  Lives  were  to  anfwer  it  if  I  made 
iny  cfcape,  and  the  next  Day  I  faw  a  Companion  brought 
inoo  my  Prifon  when  I  leaft  expeded  him ;  it  was  Lfmcates 
wbotri  you  had  lent  after  me  into  Babylon  by  reafon  of  my 
ftay,  and  who  unluckily  meeting  Arbates  was  known  by 
him,  and  by  the  Order  of  J^xana  was  Seized,  and  fcnt  to 
bear  me  company. 

During  our  Imprifonment  Arbdns  Vifited  us  often,  aod  be- 
ing very  well  acauainted  With  ff^xanas  Mind,  he  by  Threats 
and  Promifes  labour'd  all  he  could  that  we  would  comply 
with  her  deiirestor  our  fafety,  in  whatfoever  (he  fliould  de- 
mand of  us ;  and  the  better  (as  bethought)  to  induce  us  to  it^ 
be  ftrove  to  win  us  by  all  manner  of  good  ufage ;  but  when 
he  and  the  Queen,  before  whom  wc  were  privately  carry *d 
in  herChamber,  had  labourTi  but  in  vain  to  know  thecaufe 
of  our  coming  into  Balylwy  and  to  be  certify  *d  where  you 
Wi^lre,  and  in  what  Condition  we  had  left  you ;  we  found 
their  Countenances  fomewhat  changed  towards  us.    How- 
e\'er,  Treacherous  Arbates  diflembled  with  us  all  he  could » 
and  vifited  us  every  Day,  and  to  feduce  us,  flattered  us  a 
tboufand  ways^  and  feigned  to  have  a  wonderftil  Confidence 
in  us ;  hcdifcover'd  thofe  Affairs  to  us,  which  feem'd  to  be 
of  greateft  Importance,  and  gave  us  an  Account  of  thofe 
Matters  that  paft  at  Court  and  in  ^oxana'sClokt:  One 
Day  being  in  our  Chamber,  he  let  fall  by  chandt,  or  pur- 
pofely,  a  Paper  which  Loncates  took  up  as  foon  as  he  was 
gone  out,  and  though  it  was  Sealed,  we  confidered  himfo 
little,  that  we  made  no  difficulty  to  break  it  open :  it  had  no 
Soperfcription,  yet  we  could  not  but  guefs  by  the  Words  ir 
was  meant  to  B^x^ina^  and  that  Arbates  who  had  only  ferv'd 
her  in  Affairs  of  that  Nature,  had  fome  new  Pradiices  in 
hand,  but  we  could  not  imagine,  which  of  the  Princes  was^ 
Bold  enough  to  fpeak  to  her  of  Love 'before  the  Qbfequies 
of  Alexander  I  wc  were  bufy  inthefe  Thoughrs,  when  Ar^ 
bates  perceiving  he  had  loft  ir,  return'd  and  fecm^d  in  a  great 
deal  of  trouble  when  be  faw  it  in  our  Hands;  but  Loncates 
ftep'd  to  him  and  reftor'd  it  with  a  fmiling^  Countenance,  ^e 
not  offended^  Arbates  (faid   he)  at  our  Curiofitj^  is  was  only 
th  hiftruH  oirr  felvss  a  little  in  your  Love  Affairs  to  jefl  with 
yctt^  t^nd  not  nt  all  to  do  you  any  dijfcrvice*  Arbates^  Face  be- 
gan to  clear  up  at  thefe  Words,  and  taking  his  Letter  again 
he  cold  us.  He  fhould  have  been  very  forry  if  it  had  fallen 
into  the  Hands  of  Perfons  lefs  Difcreetthan  our  felves,  but 
the  knowledge  he  had  both  of  our  Fidelity  and  Conftancy 
in  keeping  a  Secr^:  would  oblige  him  to  declac^  tl^t  to  u^ 

'  which 
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tvhich  he  had  dUcovered  to  no  Body.  Thenficciog  down  be 

began  to  tell  us  o(  Cajfanders  Loye  to  I(pxana  even  io  the 

Life-time  of  Alexander  the  Great  and  that  as  ibon  as  fbt 

knew  it)  (he  not  only  defpifed  his  Temerity,  bat  threatncd 

hiei  with  utter  Ruin  if  he  perfifted  in  his  prefumptuous  and 

nnkw^l  DefireSy  commandinghimoutof  her  prefeocemth 

a  Scorn  that  might  have  cook^  him  for  the  remainder  of  his 

Life ;   yet  fuch  was  his  impommate  Humour,    and  the 

ftrength  of  hisPaflion,  that  it  only  ferved  to  make  him  more 

eager  in  the  purfuit  of  his  Defigns  upon  that  Queen  ^  e(pe« 

cially  when  he  found  her  difconfolace,  and  Ihedding  fome 

Tears  upon  the  News  (be  had.  That  the  King  s  Pafllon  was 

returned  ftronger  tba«  ever  for  Statira^  and  that  he  was 

refolv'd  to  Marry  her,  then  he  took  the  boldnefs  in  otkting 

his  Service  in  revenging  the  Injury  done  her,  and  that  to 

obey  her  Commands,  he  would  neither  regard  Blood,  Sez^ 

nor  Dignity ;  and  to  comply  with  them,  he  would  Violate 

the  Faich  due  to  Men,  the  moft  Sacred  Rights,  and  all  the 

Laws  of  Nature  :  Which  Wicked  Propoficion  ferved  only 

to  make  her  hate  him  the  more  firmly,  and  when  he  prefledi 

her  farther  aboUt  his  Love,  (he  refolv'd  to  cell  the  King  of 

the  Infolence  of  his  Subjed  ^  but  upon  fecond  Thoughis,  the 

Contempt  (he  had  oiCajfandery  made  her  (pare  the  King*s 

Ears  from  hearing  a  Relation  chat  would  have  been  Fatal  to 

the  Amorous  Son  of  Ant  $  pater  ;  and  on  this  manner,  he  con« 

tinu'd  till  the  Death  of /f/ejcj2ff^<fr,  which  taking  away  his 

Fear  and  giving  a  more  openpaflage  to  his  Love,  he  in  a  lie- 

tie  time  fpar'd  not  to  make  it  publick,  which  made  the  Qpeen 

more  angry  than  ever,  and  to  give  him  fuch  Repulfes  as  ea- 

fi!y  let  him  fee  the  ilrong  Aver(ion  (he  had  co  him«    This 

made  him  a  little  ahec  his  Meafures,-  and  for  a  time  concern 

bin^felf  with  Writing  to  her,  and  that  Letter  we  had  read 

was  one  of  his,  which  ^r^/f^tr/ toki  us,  he  had  pre(&dopoa 

faim  to  deliver  to  I^cxana^ 

The  Tr^cherous  Arbates  further  added,  That  H^xana  had 
lent  him  in  (earch  of  you,  and  chat  her  PaiSon  coticinu'd 
ftrongly  towards  you,  even  in  the  Life*time  of  AlexamLr, 
and  that  he  had  been  in  Scythia^  and  many  other  Countries 
to  enquire  after  you,  yet  brought  back  no  other  ^zw%  than 
that  after  the  Defeat  oiZ^piro^  you  had  fecredy  left  the  Ar* 
my  you  Comnunded  for  the  King  your  Father,  and  had  paC 
fed  over  at  Byzantium  without  any  other  Company  fave^/t* 
xss  and  our  felves  which  greatly  perplexed  lipxana  and  made 
her  utter  Words  little di&ring  from  Dcfpair  or  Diftradlion^ 
A^  a&er  this  and  fuch  like  Pifcourfe  of  Arbates  he  Conjm*d 
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US  to  obey  the  Q^tcn  in  tcllilig her  where  yob  were ;  andtho' 
after  that  Day  he  often  vificed  and  preiled  us  eameftly  witti 
Threats  and  Promifes  vjt  fo  litde  minded  or  regarded  it^ 
he  plainly  perceiv'd  he  was  not  able  by  all  Ms  Artifices  to 
ihake  our  Fidelinr:  w>(Scb  behaving  fignify'd  to  l{pxana^  Ihii 
grew  fo  incens  a  againft  us  that  ihe  coounanded  we  flMMuld 
be  pat  in  Irons,  and  the  Rack  to  be  offered  to  uft  10  force 
^hac  from  our  Moatbt  by  Torments  that  (he  had  not  been  a- 
Ue  to  skrue  from  us  by  other  means.    Her  Cruel  Miipfters 
obey'd  her,    although  Diiloyal  jirbgies  fliew'd  a  fdgn'd 
Compaffion  of  us ;  we  were  Tormented  with  great  Severi^ 
ty,  but  we  had  the  fame  firmnefs  of  Refolucion  in  our  To»u 
tares,  and  thofe  that  perfecUcedus,  were  atmoft  in  de^ir  of 
fucccfs ;  tbey  pretended  in  this,  to  ufe  us  V  Spies,  and  as 
Perfons  who  had  fome  E>eflgn  againft  theC^een  s  Lifj^;  but 
me  cfpecially,  who  had  beai  furprteUin  dieniamrer  I  have 
told  you.    'Tis  certain  alfo,  that  in  that  Accident  there  was 
occafion  enough  to  fufpe<9t  me,  but  1  belicv'd,   that  that 
which  would  be  more  hurtful  to  me,  was  my  having  heard 
by  the  Q«cen*s  Difcourfe,  the  cruel  Intention  flie  had  fince 
executed  againft  the  Princefles,  and  I  thought  with  Reafon, 
that  being  dcfirous  to  conceal  to  all  the  World  the  (hare  (he 
had  in   their  Deaths,  which  fhe  caus*d  to  be  reportwl  in  a 
very  different  way  from  the  Truth,  ihc  would  infallibly  put 
me  to  Death,  if  (he  once  fufpeded  me  to  be  a  Witnefs  of  her 
Wicked  Defigns.  I  believe,  indeed,  itwasihat  which  made 
her  refolve  upon  it ;  for  yefterday  the  Captain  that  had  us  in 
charge  took  off  our  Irons,  aad  telling  us,  that  we  ihouldbe 
fee  at  Liberty,  he  caufed  us  to  get  up  behind  certain  armed 
Men  and  he  carry *d  us  to  a  woody  Valley  not  for  from 
hence,  where  thofe  Cruel  Meu  having  ty'd  us  to  two  Trees, 
after  having  in  vain  Tormented  us  to  fotce  a  ConfefGon  of 
what  we  had  fo  carefnlly  cdnceal'd,  they  were  going  to  ex- 
ecute the  laft  Refolution  upon  pur  Lives  when  the  Gods  fent 
us  this  Valiant  Queen,  who  by  the  efFedis  of  her  Admirable 
Courage  fav'd  us  from  Death,  and  reftor'd  us  our  Liberty  and 
our  Prince,  who  is  dearer  to  us  than  both  Life  and  Libeny. 
T([?JC4rjV  ended  his  Narration  on  this  manne,  and  Prince  O- 
Toondatef  found  much  matter  of  Thought  in  it,  and  having 
a  while  kept  filence,  /  know  not  ('faid  he  at  laft)  iy  what  Crime 
I  have  movdthe  Gods  tojiirr  ut  this  fVomnn  to  torment  me  ; 
ker  Cruelties  ought  to  be  fatisfyd  with  the  Ills /he  has  aheadj 
made  me  tofuffer  ;  and  when  I  thought  I  had  been  fecure  from 
all  her  PraBices^  Jhe  revives  again  to  ferfecute  me  mere  than 
ever.    It  is  frobable^  (faid  L^machw)Jhe  will  notjtop  at  theje 
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teginnings,  andfincefht  kfi$msjfou  are  out  ^Scythia,  atkl  pbst 
b)  great  iikelihoodjhc  may  ^mjcSwre  fkafyon  arc  in  this  Cotm'- 
tryyjhe  will  leave  nething  unattempeed  i9  find  the.  certatMty^ 
smd  ta^havejm  in  her  fewer  ;  and  therefore  it  wculd.  he  ^onoe-' 
nient  that  j<m  Jhenld  net  declare  ycMT  Name  J  butamengft  thofe 
ye^  JhaU judge  worthj^jfeurfriand/hipy  mdthat  amengft  others 
y^  Jhall  b^  made  te  f^tfor  Af ucomes,  erfime  ether ftrame 
Princty  rthefi  Name  maj  deceive,  th^  that  nrr  left  inireJjfSL 
He  approv'd  cf  thi^  firft  Mocioo  vmb  all  tbe  Company,  and 
loon  afto*  k  was  agreed,  Hiatfince  lie  was  not  in  a  Condt- 
tion  to  be  carry 'd  to  the  Camp  at  the  diftance  it  was^  tbe 
Army  (hould  EKf-encampand  draw  nearer  Pokmons  Honfeto 
binder  any  violent  Attempts  ibsLiJipxana  might  make  upon  him« 

This  Relblatioo  was  no  fooner  fettled  but  it  was  pot  in 
execution,  ^and  while  it  was  doing,  the  fair  Ama^my  toLl 
him  what  tbe  Orade  had  declared  in  reladon  to  the  Safety 
<^  the  Princefs  his  Sifter,  which  took  off  a  great  dealof  the 
trouble  in  his  Mind  for  her  abfence;  and  having  learned 
from  lexaris  and  Loncatesm  what  condition  of  Warlike  Pre- 
parations their  Enemies  were  in  Babyhn^  and  that  upon  the 
Death  of  the  Princefs,  which  ftill  held  currant  throughoat 
the  City,  though  f^xana  bad  dcclard  herfclf  innocent  of  it, 
and  difavow'd  all  that  Tyreus  liad  reported  before  he  dy'd  ; 
their  Lofe  had  fo  ftirr'd  upandexafperated  the  People,  that 
nothing  but  the  fear  of  the  Forces  in  Garrifon,  could  keep 
tbem  in  their  Obedience. 

Part  of  the  Day  was  fpent  in  this  Converfation,  and  the 
reft  of  it  was  given  to  the  Wounded  Prince's  repofe;  but 
fcarcely  was  he  awaken'd  next  Morning  when  he  faw  Lyjh- 
machus  come  into  his  Chamber  with  a  ceruin  Herb  in  his 
Hand,  and  with  an  excraordinary  py  in  his  Countenance, 
when  iitting  down  by  his  Bed-fide,  /  believe  (faid  be  to  the 
prince  J  that  I  hingyou  a  J}eed)f  Cure -y  and  then  proceeded 
to  tell  how  PtolcmetH  being  very  dangcroufly  Wounded  in 
a  Fight  againft  the  Indians ^  Alexander  who  entirely  loved 
that  gallant  Man  being  exceedingly  troubled  at  it,  he  one 
Night  had  a  dream  wherein  be  faw  a  Dragon  come  into 
his  Tent,  having  a  Herb  in  his  Mouth,  which  as  it  was  then 
fignified  to  him)  (hould  infallibly  cure  Ftolomcus  his  Wound 
and  be  took  fuch  particular  notice  of  it  that  difcribing  it 
the  next  Morning  to  tbe  Phy&ians  he  was  aflUred  that  fuch  a 
Herb  grew  in  that  Country, and  having  caufed  it  to  be  fought 
4Hit  with  much  induftry,it  wasrfofuccefsfuUy  applyed  that  the 
pain  was  inftantly  afTwaged  and  his  recovery  imntediatly  in- 
(iied:wbilft  this  diicourfe  held  4mintas  coming  into  the  Cham- 
ber 
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ber  no  fooncr  caft  his  Eyes  upon  the  Vdnder  working  Herb 
buc  he  was  tranfporred  with  Joy  atid  Immediately  applying  it, 
tookaway  |he  pain  of  OrMfii/^^e/hisWoiindsand  reftored  deep 
to  his  Eyes,  which  had  been  bamihed  thence  for  fooie  Nights. 

The  Army  by  this  time  was  arrived  under  the  condu A 
of  Eumates  and  ?tobmeu$^  and  the  Princes  feeing  certain 
Chariors  coming  towards  theHoufe  where  they  were^  went 
ont  to  meet  them,wherein  they  found  the  two  nincefles  Apa* 
mia  and  Arjione  Daughters  to  Artabafis  and  Wives  to  Ptob^ 
mem  and  Eumenes  with  many  other  Ladys,  whole  Husbands 
were  in  the  Army;  Tiafeftrss  who  was  inftru(fted  in  the 
Qoalily  of  thefe  Princefles' welcomed  them  with  much  kind- 
.  nefe,  and  civility,  and  Ckone  who.- attended  her  no  fboner 
faw  them  but  (he  ran  to  thenrwith  open  Arms  receiving 
them  with  an  excels  of  Joy,  and  by  her  encounter  gave 
them  a  marvelous  confolation.  They  had  heard  from  Eu^ 
menes  that  the  two  Princefle^  were  dUve,  to  whom  they  had 
ever  been  moft  dear^  and  their  gladnefs  at  that  news  was~~ 
cafily  to  be  obfen-ed  in  their  Faces,  and  immediattely  they 
went  to  vific  Prince  Oroondates  who  gave  them  a  reception 
fall  of  refpeA,  and  by  all  manner  of  ways  teftifyed  how 
great  a  Ser.fe  he  had  of  the  Honour  they  did  him.  After 
die  iirft  complements  they  fell  into  difcourfe  about  Barfind 
whofe  goodnefs  the  Prince  commended  in  Terms,  whidi 
made  her  Sifters  fee  he  was  not  ungrateful  for  the  good 
Offices  he  had  received  from  hct-  They  told  the  Prince 
^hoearneftly  defired  to  know  were  (he  was,  that  (he  had 
been  detained  at  Sufa  by  fome  fmall  indifpofinon,  and  by 
the  noife  of  thofe  cruel  revdutions  that  had  happened  at 
Babylon.  That  (he  had  lately  fent  them  word  (he  would 
ere  long  let  forward  on  her  Joumy,  towards  them  where* 
by  reafon  of  the  Authority  of  theirHusbands  (he  believed  her 
retreat  would  be  more  aflbred. 

They  were  in  this  converfation,when  msyiy  who  had  beard 
of  their  arrival  came  to  pay  them  thofe  relpeifts  that  were 
due  to  their  quality  and  to.  their  virtue,  and  it  was  refolved 
uponby  Oroondates  his  advice,  that  (b  foon  as  he  was  reco- 
vered and  the  other  Ladys  were  arrived,  the  Men  (hoidd 
IpLve  Poletnons  Houfe  to  them,  and  retire  to  Lye  in  Com-^ 
modious  Tents  which  the  Princes  had  caufed  to  be  brodght 
along  with  the  Army,  and  when  they  had  fpent  part  of  the 
Night  in  thefe  Difcourfes  the  Company  withdrew  to  their 
feveral  Chambers,  where  they  were  accomodated  as  well 
as  poffibly  they  might,  and  where  they  all  refted  in  much 
Tranquillity.

Plato  reach  d.  to  the  Gates  of  Babylon^ 
whereon,  grea,t  Aripies  might  commodioufly  En<;amp  or 
Engage  in  3^tcle,  and  on  it  ai  this  time  the  Princes  had 
pitch'd  thjeir  Tents,  filled  ar)d  guarded  with  valiant  Solr 
diers  and  brave  Commanders,  the  Flower  of  Europb 
^d  Ada.  .....  ^   ,,  ,  > 

Prince  Orcon^at^s  by  the  wonderful  effeft  of  Pto!o" 
mtHs  ,Htih  n<^  fpund  his  recovery,  which  was  Con^ 

tratulated  with .  e55:ceeding  joy  by  all  the  Princes  and 
adiesi  upon  which  the  War  was  refolved  on  in  A  Cgiiia- 
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cil  to  be  carried  vigoroafly  on,   for  rcfcuing  the  IHu- 
ftrious  Daugjhters  of  Darins  oat  of  the  hands  of  their 
Cruel  Enemies ',  few  days  pafled  but  frefli  Forces  flow- 
ed to  the  Camp,  as  Ukewife  new  Recruits  to  thofe  that 
held  the  City/  among  wHIch  a  thoufenri  Amazjones  levied 
by  MenalipA  came  to  Fight  under  their  valiant  Qpeen» 
and  when  the    Army  was  in  this  forwardnefs  Cleantes 
2Lcid  Lycdfies  were  cnofcn  as  fit  and  diicreet  perfbnsto 
go  for  Babylon^  to  demand  the  delivery  of  the  PrinccP 
les  without  the  effufion  of  Blood,  or  on  that  refufal  to 
denounce  irreconcileable  War,  and  having  there  deda* 
red  their  Commiflion  to  Terdxus^  yiUetas^   Caffander 
and  many  more  of  chief  command,  and  acauitted  them- 
felves  with  much  Prudence  and  Gallantry ,  uiey  returned, 
not  having  been  able  to  obtain  the  firft  part  of  what 
they  had  in  Charge  \  Lyfimachys  no  fooner  perceived 
their  approach,  but  impatient  of  delay,  be  ran  to  meet 
them,  laying.  Dear  Friends  what  news,  do  you  bring 
us  that  of  War,  Sir  anfwered  Lycafies^  and  'tis  for  War 
we  mufl  prepare    our  felves,  we  receive  it  then  with 
Joy  replied  the  Arduous  Prince,  and  'tis  for  War  wc 
are  already  prepared,  and  the  reft  of  the  Princes  no 
fooner  knew    what  anfwer  they  had  brought,    when 
they  refolved  no  more  to  treat  with  them  but  as  Ene- 
mies, and  that  their  further  Arguments  (houlcT  reft  a- 
lone  in  the  fharpnefs  of  their  Swords,  and  in  the  ftrcngth 
of  their  Armies,  and  of  their  couragious  Hearts  •,    Yet 
they  defired  to  know  more  particularly  how  they  had 
been  received,  and  in  what  terms  their  Enemies  badez- 
preiTcd  themfeives. 

We  were  ( laid  Cleantes  )  brought  into  Perdlcas  bis 
Chamber,  whofe  Wounds  would  not  permit  him  to  be 
in  Council,  and  having  notice  of  our  bulinefs  from  Pett-^ 
cefias^  to  v/hom  we  had  delivered  it,  to  obtain  being 
introduced,  all  the  Princes  aflembled  tbert  rofeup,  and 
coming  clofe  to  hear  what  we  would  (ay,  put  us  in  the 
midft  of  a  Semicircle,  which  they  made  about  Perdicas 
his  Bed  ^  at  the  head  whereof  JR^xana  was  fitting,  the 
company  confifting  of  Seine hs^  LeonatHs^  C gander ^  jU^ 
cetAs^  Pencefiasj  Neoptolomens  and  fome  others,  whom  I 
could  not  well  diftmguifli  •,  we  (hewed  your  Letters 
with  your  Seals,  and  declared  the  Power  wc  had  to  treat 
tyiih  them ;  when  Ljcajies  addreffing  himfelf to  Koxahdf 
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Nbdain^  i«idbe,  7%f  Prmm  Lyfimachas^ftolomebs,  Eu* 

tncncs  and  their  Affociktes^  armed  far  the  fame  qnarrel^ 
protifi  for  their  keeping  thoji  Screes  en  fo0t  thejf  commands 
ed  under  their  deceafed  King^  and  their  caWng  the  affi- 
fiance  §f  their  friends  has  neither  been  oHt  ofanyparticu-  '. 
far  Enmity^  ner  cht  of  any  defifftto  Invade  the  Terri- 
tgries  ef  thofe  who  were  beretofire  their  Friends  and  Com* 
panions  \  bnt  to  render  what  they  em  urto  the  memory  $f 
Akxadder,  and  to  fettle    Qjteeu  Stati^a  his  lllkfirkOHS 
Widdovo  in  her  due  jimhcrityy   refiarlng  her  to  Liberty^ 
iond  the   Priticefs  Parifatis   her  Sfter^  whom  yon  have 
cruelly  and  anworthily  nfed^  and  whom  yon  yet  retain  as 
C Motives  contrary  to  aU.  JufUce^  it  is  to  demand  afpeedy 
delivery,  of  them  at  yiur  hands^  that  they  have  fent  as  to 
ypsu  and  to  promife  thai  as  foon  as  you  fhall  free  and  fa- 
tisfit  them^  they  will  draw  off  their  Force s^    and  retire 
imp  their  proper  Vrovmces. 

When  Lycaftes  had  uttered  thefe  words,  we  were  or- 
dered to  retire,  that  they  might  deliberate  what  An- 
Cvcr  u^  return,  and  after  an  hour  we  were  introduced 
when  Roxana  fpeaking  by  the  confent  of  the  reft. 
ve  heard  (  faid  (he  )  the  Propofals  of  your. 
Frsncipatsj  which  we  account  as  firange  as  we  ate  well 
fdtisfied  it  proceeds  not  from  the  motives  you  have  al- 
fudged  \  The  Princeffes  whom  you  demandy  ntiiher  are, 
ttor  ever  were  in  our  power ^  and  we  cannot  id\e  their 
raifins  of  A-mes  for  any  other  than  ainanifeft  Rebellion 
^g^nfi  thofe  to  whom  they  yet  ow  Obedience^  and  for  a 
remainder  <)/*  Meleagers  Sedition^  yet  we  are  ready  to 
Pardon  their  Fault  if  they  prefently  depart  out  of  our  Ter- 
^itariesy  mithout  putting  ns  to  the  trouble  of  driving  them 
thence  by  open  force.  And  being  able  to  get  no  other 
Anfwcr,  l  denounced  that  War  in  your  names  which  I 
^  ^  m  Cooumflion^  of  which  they  made  fo  fmall  account^ 
*  that  Prr^ir^/ putting  his  Arm  out  of  the  Bed,  and  ftrik- 
ipg  hi^  Thigh  with  an  angry  Aftion,  we  accept  the  War 
With  jpyQ  replied  he)  from  thofe  whofe  friendftip 
We  defired  not,  and  will  make  it  with  them  on  (uch  a 
fiuinner  that  they  (hall  foon  have  caufe  to  repent  their 
ialhr^efsi.  At  thcfc  words  calling  for  a  Javelin  he  broke 
It,  2»k1  taift  the  pieces  at  dur  feet,  and  each  of  them  fent 
Wol[ds  of  defiance  againft.  you,  each  as  bis  prejudice 
pi^ii  hupfa  ot  prompted  him  to  exprcfs  it  in-ccrms  of 

Aa  i  Anger 
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Anger  ol:  Refcntment  of  part  In  juries,,  as  tbcy  conceived 
them.     And  Alcetas  fo'  owing   me  to  the  Doorwhtf-- 
pered  in  my  Ear,  you  may  tell  Lyfimachus  in  particular 
(^fa'd  he)  that  now  we  fliaH    have  a  fair  opportunity 
to  change  a  blow  or  two  for  Parlfatis. 

This,  greatly  incenfcd  the  Princes,  and  hailcned  their 
Preparations ;    But  whilft  thefe  things  were  hi  doing 
jirfaces  his  Squire  came  into  the  Camp,   whoni   Oroon^ 
dates  knowing,  and  learning  fiom  him  it  wa>  the  great* 
jirfaces  he  had  fought  with,  and  who  was  his  Rival  in 
his  Pi  inccfs,  it  grieved  him  very  much,  remembering  w^hat 
that  valiant  Man  had  done  in  fav6ur  of  his  friends , 
That  theGod^  had  not  raifcd  him  up  another  Enemy 
aga'nft  whom  he  might  without  Ingraritude  givealooK* 
to  all  his  refentments :    He  confidered  as  much  as  poffi- 
bly  he  could  the  obligations  hi-.  Country  had  to  bis  Ser- 
vice, and  called  to  mind  the  friendfhip  himfelf  h^d 
conceived  to  ^ryizf^j  ^  at  the  recital't>7?w.?cfe^j  had  made 
him  of  that  Great  Man's  Vertues,  and  of  all  thbfe  gal*' 
lajit  things  he  bad  heard  fpoken  of  him,-  and  the  fcflera* 
on '  was  ftrong  enouj^h  to  grieve  him  very  fenfiHy  \  but 
all  was  too  weak  to  refift  the  Itnpctuoufnefs  of  his  Jca- 
loufie,  and  upon  the  fii  il  aflaulc  it  maJe  upon  him,    all 
thofe  powerful  remembrances  vaniflied  out  of  his  mind. 
''What  (^ cried  he  fitrmtjly)   is  it    A  ficfs  that  ttealsT 

*  from  me  the  Heart  of  my  Jngratcfnl  Princeft^  And  have 

*  the  Gods  Decreed  that  he  who  wpsfo  generous  to  my

*  he  fiulldie,  that  injurious. fupplanter,  whohnsro^Sfd 

*  me  of  a  Prize  which  was  due  to  none  but  me,'  he  (hall 

*  die.  That  Arfliccs  that  pit^'lefs  Enemy,   for  y^hacn  I 

*  had  more  gentle,  and  more  greatfut  thought^i ;  andfincc 

*  he  tears  away  my  life  with  fo  much  h^juftice  and'*  In-- 

*  humanity,    let  him  know  though  he  is  with  odr  Ene- 

*  mies,  their  Walls  are  not  able  to  defend  him  againft 
*a  Rival  whom'hehasprecipitJtv^d  intoDetpa!r.>  ^   - 

*  Oroond^tes .  brought  forth  thcfe  words'  with,  fuch  a 
transported  Acfticn,  that  they  furprizedthe  whuieCoiri- 
pany  ,  and  Arfuccis  Squire  was  foaftonifhed  at'tbcm, 
that  he  dtn*ll  not  open  his  mouth  in  the  defence. of  his 
Maftcr  •,    but  when   the  Prince  grew  a  little  caknei,

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Friend  (  feid  he  to  the  Sqaire  )  yon   wa^  tell  Arfscos 
yoH  have  feen  his  Irumyy  who  reduced  h'm  t»  the  cond'^ 
ft  on  you  left  him    in^  ana  from    whcm  I  received  thefe 
Wounds  that  keep  me  noxo  in  ]Bedy   and  take  that  Herb  thou 
feefi  m  the  Tahle^  caufe  it  to  be  ap^led  to  his  Woundsl^ 
find .  fcr  mofl  ajfartd  that  it  fpUl  Quickly  ewe  him  j  ana 
if  you  d.J.rufi  the  Prefents    of'  an  Enemy^    look  on   my 
tVouh^s^  where  you  vif  II  fee  the  fame  applitat.ort'^ perchance 
it  will  be   known  by  fome  about   him^  whd^inre  not  ig^no^ 
rant  'of  the  efflEl  it  theretofore  wrought   on  Ptolomeus  : 
BmP  ptthall  teU  him  that  Ineither.preten^  ttf  any  acknow^ 
ledgment  fro?n  hiwy  nor  do^  h'm    this  courtefie  with  any 
intention  to  he  reconciled  to  him  ;  but  with  dfrm.defign  to 
renew  the  fi^ht^   wh^'ck  our  Wounds  have  '  too  long  inter* 
rupted^    When  he  had  ended  thefc  wprds  he  command- 
ed Araxls  to  g\yQ  hicn  the  Soveraign  Herb,  requefting 
Ttolonieus  to  lee  bi.n  fafe  out  of  tneir  Quarters :  And 
'jben  the  tormenting  thoughts  of  this  great  and  happy 
^iyal  came  afrefti  into  his  mind,  dilbidcrihjg  and  wreck- 
ing his  Soul  with  (b  many  dilquitrts,  that  ne  continued 
tolfing  anJ  reille's  for  (cveraldaysj  And  though Cfra;^^ 
laboured  to  juft  fie  her  Miftrcfles  Adions  to  him  during 
the  whole  courfe  of  her  Life;  and  that  it  was  impofiihle 
ihe  fliould  fail  from  all  thofc  llrift  rules  of  Honour  and 
Virtue  i.  and  that  fo  great  a  Queen 'Engaged  to  himfclf 
by  fo  many  powerful  Obligations  fliould  fo  lightly  foi*- 
fake  him  to  caft  her  Affeftions  upon  a  ftrarger,  yet  it 
little  availed  for  his  cpt  )fe,  though  he  faw  a  great  cUal 
of  probability  in  what  ftie  faid, .  and  little  groun  i  for 
his  fufpition;  but  when  he  remembered  theTeftimony 
he  had  reccivM  .with  his  own  Eyes,  and  the  conformity 
thereof  with  the  report  of  Perdicas^  he  was  conftrain- 
cd  to  fall  agahi  intq  that  cruel  belief  which  drove  him 
into  Defpair,  and  deprived  his  Reafon  of  all  the  power  it 
Wont  to  have  over  liim.  * 

To  tbrtifi^  this  opinion  he  alledg^d  to  Cleone  the 
wonderful  efFeds  of  Inclination,  and  what  he  had  heard 
Lyftmachus  and  others  fpeak  relating^  to  the  good  qualit 
ties  of  Arfaces,  Nor  is  it  likely  (^faid  he  )  that  aifter 
having  fo  defperately  wounded  Perdicas^  ard  put  }nm 
in  a  condition  whif  h  promifes  him  but  little  fecurky  b« 
(hould  take  his  fidt,  tf  he  were  not  moved  tpit'  by  iomc 
(Iranger  confideration  than "  bis  friendihip  tQ  SHucbL 
■'   ^  '  '  '     -^  '      Aa  3        '  'lfvtw« 
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wbo  took  care  of  him  when  wounded:  It  mod  be  then  that 
hciikndhUSt^tira  or  C/i/Wr4  call  her  which  you  wiu  is 
now  in  Babylon,  and  it  was  to  be  near  her  0at  he  forg^ 
the  remembrance  of  the  Peril  that  threatens  him  near  io 
dangerous  an  Enemy  as  Perdicas  j  But  be  it  how  it  wiU 
(/aid  he  to  Cleonc)  wc  fliall  fee  the  fuccefs  of  it  after 
the  end  of  this  War,  and  if  it  pleafe  the  Gods  that 
Jyfacei  fnrvive  me,  the  Queen  fliall  poffefs  him  m  Trail- 
qaility,  which  flic  ought  never  to  hope  for  whilft  Or^oif 
dates  is  alive. 

Thefe  were  his  ordinary  thoughts,  wherein  he  w» 
after  comforted  by  the  fair  Amazonian  Queen  and  others) 
and  he  laboured  to  contribute  all  he  could  to  the  reco* 
very  of  his  wounds,  that  he  might  be  the  fooncr  in  Afti- 
on,  to  put  his  arduous  Intendments  in  Praftice^nor  was  it 
long  retarded,  for  the  Forces  on  either  firie  being  complea- 
ted  by  the  coming  in  of  the  new  Lcavies,  they  arranged 
in  a  fplcnded  Equipage,  and  their  bright  A  rmour  reHc- 
fting  the  Sun  beam^like  fomany  riittcring  Stars  made 
a  glorious  fplcndor  which  dailed  the  eyes  of  thofe 
that  beheld  them,  even  fiom  the  walls  oi  Bahylm^  eve- 
ry Commander  by  his  gallantry  feemed  a  King,  and  eve- 
ry Soldier  a  Commander.    1  will  not  trouble  you  with 
the  arangemcnt  of  the  Squadrons,  nor  the  manners  of 
,each  particular  Captain  that  Commanded  on  this  occafi- 
on,  which  would  prove  tedious,  and  be  not  greatly  to  toe 
purpofc.    Let  It  fufiice  then  inat  more  gallant  men  fiill 
of  Courage,  and  brave  Refolutions  to  contemn  and  out 
face  cycp  Death  in  his  dreadful  fliapfS,  never  met  in  a 
hoftile  manner  to  war  upon  each  other  with  fuch  Fury 
and  Vio'cnce,  who  for  the  moft  part  h^  a  little  before 
been  Friends  and  Conquerors  of  the  Earth  under  the 
Aulpice  of  jiUxander  \  but  during  the  little  Truce,  a 
wonderful  thing  happened,  one  Man  alone  alarmed  the 
whole  Camp,  who  being  ftopt  in  his  way  to  BJfyl^  by 
(bme  Qf  the  OutguarJs  of  Oroondates^  Army,  who  un- 
dertook to  examine  him  roughly,  and  bring  him  before 
their  General,  he  with  a  prodigious  Valour  attempting 
to  force  his  way  in  defpight  of  th;-ir  refiftancc,  ovcr- 
.  threw  them  in  heaps,  and  when  many  brave  Comman- 
ders came  up  to  their  affillancc,   he  m  finale  Combatc 
put  them  to  the  worft,  as  each  fucceeding  tne  other  en- 

dcavoured  to  revenge  the  difgraceofhis  friend  that  had 
''   ^  been 
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been  pat  to  the  foil  before  his  eyes,  LyfinuKhus  vtuthe 
laft  toat  Encountered  him,  forOrMRi^»waiabfent,  de- 
tained by  his  wuunds  not.  yet  per&dly  cared,   and  put- 
ting Spurs  to  their  Horfes  ,   met  * 
that  tVfhock  wag  little  diSerentfi 
rufhing  t<^ether,  by  the  force  oft* 
polite  wing;   their  lavcling  broke 
Ihivered  even  within  their  very  han( 
Heads  and  .Shoulders  dalh^d  again{ 
bly,  that  Aich  an  encoustet  coald 
daunaee^  the  Strangers  KorJe  we 
Courfes,  not .  able  to  withlland  fo 
&11  with  his  Rider  to  the  Ground, 
being  onorcfrtlfa,  Ik^^ring  many  r 
his  feet,  but  bis  Matter  was  To  ibi 
the   ground  with   the  Saddle  between  his  Legs ;    The 
two  warriours  alharmed  at  the  Dune  time  inllantiy  arofe, 
and  drawing  thdr  Swortb  b^m  acruel  Combate,  ana 
feeling  the  mighty  blows  they  had  changed  the^  Civi- 
lities  into  real  Anger,  which  bad  ended  in  the  dcftrmSi- 
on  of  <M)e  or  both  of  tfwfe  valiant  Men,  had  not  Lee^ 
rntden^  Menttdcr  and  Eumtms  oppofed  their  intention, 
and  in  the  end  parted  them,  adjudging  that  the  Glory 
of  the  Conrbatc  was  equal  between  them,  and  that  the 
Stranger  ihouldhave  freeliheity  to  pais  at  his  plcafure. 
And  wonderjiifl  at  his  prodigious  Valour,  they  all  em- 
braced him  with  much  Civility,  and  kind  Eipreflions, 
much  grieving  when  they  underitood  hewasgomgtothc 
Enemies   Party,  concluding  iftheyhad  many  fuch  vali- 
ant Men  on  their  fide  as  he  and  Arfaces^  they  Ihouldnoj 
be  \'iftors  with  fuch  eafe  they  expefted :   Admiring  aC 
the  fame  time,  that  Perfons  of  fuch  worthinefs  Ihoutd  ef- 
poufc  fo  unjuft  a  Caufe,  and  having  uken  leave,  the 
Stranger  paflcd  quietly  wrough  the  Camp,  and  foonar- 
rived  at  Babylofiy  leaving  them  ia  Admiration  of  what 
they  had  feen  him  perform  ■,  The  colour  of  his  Arms  was 
near  to    that  of  withered  Leaves,  but  fcattered   over 
with  black  Spots  and  fparks  of  Fire,  a  black  HorfMaile 
ifowredcm  hisCrcft,  and  the  Device  of  his  Shield  was 
Sables,  a  Mans  Heart  torn  by  Vulters,  and  this  Motto  w 
Greek  Letters.    Or  cesfe  to  fear  m,  or  mAe  mt  ctdj^ 

Aa4  Upon 
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Upopthc  return  of  the  Princes  to  OroondateshisTcnt^ 
they  found  him  encompiTed  with  many  gallant  'Men 
newly  arrived*  Who  paid  him  profound  refpeds,  in  re<^ 
fnemSrance  of  the  great  Anions  they  had  heard  of  by 
Fame,  as  well  as  tbofi:  th^  hadfeen  him  perform  *,  and 
when  he  was  at  leifure  to  near  it^  they  related  the  Ad* 
venture  of  the  Stranger,  which  ftruck  nim  with  wonder  j 
but  the  areat  Affairs  now  in  hand  foon  made  him  turn 
bis  minqupon  ^em  wholly^  and  when  he  was  recove- 
red, the  Princes  left  Folenwns  Houfeto  the  Ladys,  and 
went  to  Lodge  in  the  Tents  \  and  faithful  Araxis  per* 
ceiving  his  Mafter  very  defirou^  to  gain  fome  knowledge 
in  what  condition  Queen  Statira,  was^  to  eafe  him  of 
the  trouble  that  uncertainty  of  her  Eitate  had  raifedin 
is  mind,  he  freely  offered  at  the  hazard  of  his  life  to 
p  into  Babylon  difguifed,  and  to  bring  him  news  of 
cr  and  the  PrinceU  her  Sifter  if  poflible  ^  Orpm- 
dates  hereupon  emSrac^rd  him  with  Tears ;  vet  was 
be  loath  to  hazard  him  after  having  had  fuch  bad  fuccels  in 
fending  his  other  two  Servants,  put  he  urged  it  wi^  (b 
many  Prayers  and  Entreaties,  oromiGng  a  very  great 
caution  in  the  undertaking,  lo  that  nothing  but  meet* 
ing  with  the  treacherous  Arhates  fhiysxHi  be  capable  .of 
dilcovering  him,  till  at  laft  the  Prince  confented,  and 
having  made  Lvfmachus  acquainted  i^tth  bis  defign, 
they  agreed  each  to  fend  a  Letter  by  him,  OroMdates^ 
%o  Statira^  md  LyfimaehHS^  otim  to Pmfmis^  which 
were  in  thefe  words. 
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Fri/tce  Oroohd}itcs  to  Qu/een  Statira. 


MAdam^  jou  might  tblal  this  mamefs  cfjpim 
ftrdfigCj  if  for  your  ftkt  I  were  not  accujromed 
to  be  gttilty  of  the  like ^  I  reprooQh  yon  with  no» 
thing  Q  Cafiapdraj  bnt  I  come  to  die  for  yoUj  fince  \oh 
have  jndged  me  unworthy  to  live  for  you^  I  wiS  ^i?^/»- 
n^oHT  ky  my  Blood  to  efiMlfi  your  repofe  ;  hut  with  that 
/   iUod  alfo  /  will  engrave  in  yom  heart  an  eternal  remorfe 
of  your  Infidelity  to  me^  as  mnch  cafi  ojf^    and  as  much 
firfaken  as  I  am  now^  for  the  lafi  time  J  willwithoHt  tronblt 
give  that  life  ftr  yon^  which  yon  have  kfed  to  facri^ceto 
Defpair.    But  pardon  me  O  Statira,  if  in  the  fervict  f 
do  you  in  general^   I  offend  you  in  particular^  and  if  i^ 
the  number  of  your  Enemies  I  comprehend  my  cruel  and 
pitiUfs    Enemy  J   He  Jhall  fall  if  the  Cods  favour  the 
^uftice  of  my  iljfarreL     But  if  1  be  capable  to  injure  you 
in  his  Perjon^  J  Jhall  be  fo  without  doubt  to  fat i^  you 
in  minty  and  ^you  Jhall  not  have  the  difpleafure  of  feeing 
Oroondates  out  live  the  offl^rice  heJtiaU  have  committed 
againjt  you* 

This  was  Oroondates  bis  Letter^  and  that  of  the  dji 
(onfolatc  JLyJimachus  was  in  tbete  tcrms^ 
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Parifacis.

c$nceal  himjuf  jr$m  you  0  Parifiitis  ,  mi  ym 
mgy  kncfm  him  by  his  ordinary  marhy  he  auncs 
to  d$yM  ajirvice  whtch  ymi  l»itt  nm  voacki/kfc  to  n- 
€ieve  from  him^  rather  thin  to  make  Complaints  of  your 
iifdaifiy  I  oaAt  to  drmon  thai  fomm  in  the  joy  of  yoMt 
S^ety^  and  jme  it  pUafes  the  Cods  you  are  yet  alive ^  I 
m^ht  without  murmwring  to  hffer^  that  you  fhouldjtill 
heinfenpble^  and  thatyoufiouldJfiU  he  Parilatis.  This  tm^ 
fhanteahlenefs  ofyowrs  tannic  be  truly  compared  to  arry  thing 
hut  that  of  minfp  andyouarenot  more  firm  in  keeping  your 
ordinary  infenfibility  \te(wards  nte^  than  I  am  in  keeping 
mthin  the  terms  of  an  inviolable  fidelity  towards  you. 

With  thcfc  Letters,  and  many  verbal  InftruAions 
they  difinified  the  faichful  Araxis^  who  in  the  dusk  <^ 
Aie  Evening,  mixing  among  (ome  of  the  Inhabitants, 
vrho  were  retiring  from  the  Belds  got  fafe  into  S^- 
Ion  witboat  being  qaeftioned  by  the  Guards  ^  and  the 
Princes  fent  their  Pravjrrs  and  wilhes  of  Succels  after 
liim  ;  When  beitig  in  their  Tent,  Ant-fpn-tis  entering, 
informed  them  that  by  the  will  of  the  Gods  to  ftrengtS- 
en  the  juftneft  of  their  Quarrel,  he  had  a  plain  proof 
of  what  bad  been,  bat  fufpicious^  and  that  now  the 
Murtberers  of  AUxander  weredi(covered,  and  he  could 
produce  two  Maeedonians  who  very  innocently  ferved 
as  Inftruments  in  that  horrid  Treaibn,  and  b^  Cfijfm^ 
drd%  command  brought  unto  the  Conxt  that  Poifon  that 
put  an  end  to  the  greateft  Life  that  ever  was.  It  was 
the  water  of  Nonacris^  o  Fountain  in  Macedonia^  which 
is  of  fuch  exceflive  coldnefs  that  it  extinguiOies  all  na- 
tural heat,  and  cannot  be  contained  in  any  thing  but  a 
Horfes  Hoof.  Thefe  Men  having  brought  it  to  Caffandra^ 
he  found  means  to  procure  them  places  about  the  King's 
Cupboard,  and  for  a  gre^t  reward  would  have  prevail- 
^  with  them  to  have  put  it  into  the  Kings  Wine,  but 

they 
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tbey  afrig)[ited  at  die  horrible  TreaCxi  refilled  his  cxl^ 
arid  ftrove  to  divert  him  from  that  cruel  reiblutioD  ; 
bat  be  having  vainly  foliated  them  again,  inconclufioo 
made  ufe  of  nis  Brother  3^das  as  wicked  as  hunfelf^ 
whom  for  that  delkn  he  got  to  be  made  chief  Cap-blaiw 
cr  ;  and  for  fear  tbefe  Mttctdmuum  Ihoald  declare  bis 
wickedne6,   he  caafed  them  to  be  ieized  by  odiers  of 
bis   dependants,    who   under   (bme    pretence  carried 
them  opt  of  the  Town  with  inftroAions  to  Murthcr 
them,  and  conveying  them  to  an  obftare  Grot,  Stabbed 
Aem  in  many  places  of  their  bodies ;  hot  it  fo  pleafed 
the  Gods,  that  before  they  conld  pat  an  end  to  their 
lives,  ibme  perfons  direfted  thither  by^  tbeir  piteous 
Cries,  csufea  the  Villains  to  fly  for  their  own  (afety, 
leavii^   the  miferable   Men  weltering  in  tbeir  Blood  ; 
and  Imce  they  came  to  me  dcfiring  my  Protedion  ibc 
them  as  a  [hdter  againft  Caffanders  fary,  telUng  me 
tfiis  more  at  large,  which  I  have  expreiled  in  a  few 
words,  and  tretnble  at  the  horroar  ot  (b  great  a  wick- 
cdnefs :  And  apon  this  he  ient  for  the  two  Mucedonlnns^ 
who  with  Oaths  and  Protcftations  confirmed  what  Au^ 
tigontHs  had  related,  which  created  fiich  jaft  refcntments 
in  the  Princes  that  they  refolved  to  make  known  to  tbe 
world,  how  much  in  Honour  they  were  obliged  to  re* 
venge  the  Marther  of  fo  g^t  a  Prince,  aM  to  this 
end  ArtabafHs  and  Eupiencs  drew  up  a  writing  which 
thy  ftilled. 

The  Princes  jeyned  in  Ledgue  far  the  nvengt  ef  Alex- 
imder ,  snd  for  the  liberty  ^  tife  Queen  his  Wife^  and 
the  Prince  fs  hlsSlfier. 

In  this  Writing,  they  (et  forth  at  large  tbe  wicked- 
ne&  of  Cajfander^  whom  they  required  to  be  delivered 
op  to  Juftice  for  lb  horrid  a  Crime  \  and  of  Roxana  for 
dooming  the  Queen  and  Princes  to  fo  cruel  a  death,  with 
their  firm  refolutions  to  pro&cute  them  by  War,  till  in 
fo  Juft  a  quarrel  they  had  made  them  feel  tbe  vengeance 
due  to  £>  great  a  Parricid,  This  Declaration  was  lent  to 
Babykn^  and  many  Copies  of  it  fpread  throughout  the 
Army,  and  places  where  they  defired  the  juftneis  of  their 
quarrel  fliould  be  known,  then  fettled  tbeir  Affairs  to 
profecttte  the  War  with  tne  extreamefl:  vigour ;  when 
their  Councel  wasdifturbed  upoq  notice  diat  about  eight 

hundred 
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iiatidred  Men  bad  Sallyed  oat  of  Babylon  to  make  fptne 
attempt  upon  the  skirts  of  the  Camp^  againft  whotn 
F^nce  Demetrhs  at  his  earneft  rcqucft  wasfent  witha 
f^rty,  in  ordcrtodrive  them  back  to  theTown^  who  in 
die  neat  ofhisyouthfol  Courage  charged  rhcm  with  much. 
Coarage  and  Bravery,  as  denrous  to  win  Fame  and  Re- 
nown equal  with  foth:  other  Princes,  who,had  Tuccesful- 
ly  followed  the  fortune  of  Alexander^  and  being  inflam- 
ed with  adeiire  of  Glory,  be  encouraged  his  Men  in  the 
moft  moving  terms  his  words  were  capable  of  uttering,to 
behave  themfelVes  valiantly,   and  indeed  they  anlwered 
liis  expeftafion,  animated  by  bis  brave  AAions,  and  Toon 
canfed  the  Enemy  to  retire,  yet  the  Fight  continu  d  hot 
in  the  retreat,  tnoughthe  i^/w *^»ii«»  Queen  came  haftily 
from  the  Camp  with  new  Supplies,  to  Ihare  the  GJory  of 
that  day  with  yoiing/?f/«f/r.i«r.  however  C^^Vrrcon- 
Ihainedby  ftiame  when  he  fa w  nimfelf  near  the*  Gates  of 
Babylon^  rallied  his  flying  Men  and  faced  the  purfuers. 
Charging  upon  them,  as  did  that  Gallant  Stranger^  who 
was  in  his  party,  and  who  a  few  days  before  had  dimioun* 
ted  (b  many  valiant  Men  on  the  verge  of  the  Camp,  and 
was  kno^n  to  Demetrins  by  the  dreadful  imprcfs  of  the 
y niters  on  hi^  Shield,  anci  Cajfanders  valour  wai  not 
very  (tgnal,  bat  the  valiant  Stranger  aded  Wondei  s,aiKl 
bad  he  been  feconded  vigorouQy  no  doubt  but  the  fcale 
bad  tu  »-ned  to  his  fide :  However  Demetrins  and  the  Ama^ 
zan  -Queen  behaved  tbemfelves  ib  gallantly  that  their  ex« 
ample  kept  the  Soldiers  in  gqod  order  \  and  when  the 
Qjeen  of  the  Amaz/ms  had  laid  many  at  her  feet,  feeing 
Cambyfes9Xi(\  Arafpes^  two  valiant  young  Princes,  Sons 
to  Mazjchs  hW  dead  by  the  Sword  of  the  Stranger,  flic 
was  touched  with  a  £reat  compaflion,  and  with  an  ardent 
defire  to  revenge  tneir Deatths.    An,  cruel  Man^rry^rf 
fi}CH  him)  this  Inhumanity  (hall  not  remain  unpunifh- 
ed,  and  rofliing  towards  him,  at  the  (ame  time  (be  found 
him  moft  ready  to  receive  her,  their  firft  blows  fliewed 
marks  to  aU  ibofe  that  were  about  them,  both  of  their 
Force  and  of  their  Animofity,  and  after  many  furious 
Aflaults,  grapling  with  an  extraordinary  ftrength,  they 
pulled  each  other  from  their  Saddles  and  fell  to  the 

f  round  J  but  after  fomerowling,  in  which  the  Stranger 
ad  the  advantage  of  Itrengtb,  they  difengagcd  andarofe^ 
«o  prevent  being  trampled  under  the  Horfes  feet,  when 
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engaging  ftffibafly  with  their  Swords,  C^attder  think-  . 
ing  to  ck)thc  Stranger  a  fevoor,  rufhcd  again  ft  th.^  Queca  . 
wSh  bis  HoVfe,  -and  with  that  unckp.fted  violence  threw  , 
her  at  her  Encfnies  feet  \  he  viroald  alfo  havd  trampled  het  , 
ber  under  his  Horres  iect,   but  the  Stranger  |eneroufly  , 
with  a  ftrQng  band  catching  bold  of  the  Bridle  made  * 
him  run-lWck,  andatthc  (antie  time  covering  the  Queen  ^ 
with  hfe '-Shield     Ab,  Ct^andtr  (crj'ed  he)  xollt  ihoa  ' 
d'fhtYJbUr  t\^  fftf^   and  the  bejt  of  rhy  friindi  to   dav  i 
In  thi*  int'erim^  the  Quvftii  was  got  up  fofptioQs,  that 
if  Cifir.dry  haditaid  for  her,  lie  had   bt?:n    punilhed 
for  his  IT  civility  .•   But  at  that  very  inflant  he  received 
order  frotrt  the  Townj  and  comirtahdcd  to  found  a  re-* 
treat ;  arid  in  tbi^  tnanuer  th^  parted,  when  a  per(bn  of 
Cfijf^dersyzrt^  feparating  from  the  reft,    came  back, 
and  ctt3irf^r}gDemetr!ftSj  cryed  for  my  part  I  will  have 
noQoarter',  yet  his  bloWi^ere  Co  feeble  that  they  made 
no  imprt*flic3n  upon  Dei^errms's    Arm i,  which   caufed. 
him  not.afrttletoworiJer,  wherefore  holdi.>£  his  Sword ' 
out  without  itrikingjthe^Adverfiry  rafhedfo  violently 
oniiti'that  hie  received  a  deep  wound,  beingbut  (lightly, 
ai^^niefl,' *at  which  he  fiirik  from  his  Hoffefotheground, 
^  when  in  the  fall,  O  Death./  (rrj/f^i!?;?)  how  meet  art' 
^'thou  tt!>  rtie,  and  how  'muth  have  I  defired  thee.    This 
touched  the  young  Prince  with  Compaffion,  and  caufing 
the  Helmet  to  be  taken  (oiff,  in  hopes  of  recovering  the 
party  he  bad.  wounded,  to  his  gi^cat  amazem'ent  he  found 
it  to  be  a  Woman,    upon  which  kapingfrom  his  Horfe, 
he  tan  to'thfe  iair  wounded  Straneer  in  much  perplexity  v 

*  and  Ah  (cryed  he  coming  towards  htr')  who  ever  voit 

*  are,  you  arc  the  mod  cruel  in  having  made  me  ltain[ 

*  my  -Svybtd  in  the  Blood  of  that  fair  Sex,  of  which  1  am 

*  an  adorer^  in  uttering  the(e  words  he  looked  more  near- 

*  ly  on  her  race,and  though  it  began  to  grow  pail  with  lofl 

*  of  blood,  he  perceived  fuch  beautifal  and  taking  features 

*  in  it,that  compaflSon  continued  not  long  alone  in  a  heart 

*  fo  ready  to  receive  the  impreflions  of  Love.    He  lamen- 

*  ted  what  he  had  done  with  many  Tears,  which  made  the 

*  Lady  turn  her  Eyes  upon  her  Enemies  Lovely  Face,  and 
*fetcninga  fight,  wjjpfoever  thou  artfaid  (he.  Oh,  com- 

*  paflionate  Conqueror,  do  not  envy  me  thy  Glory  of  dy- 
'  ing  by  thy  hand,  my  Crimes  indeed  are  not  worthy  of  lo 

*  noble  a  Delliny,  and  I  am  unworthy  of  the  Tears  you 

*ihed 
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ihed  upon  my  occafion^  I  fought  for  Deadi,  and  I  have 
found  it  1  bat  fince  thoU  aft  too  fall  of  i^tx^  to  hafteti 
it.  though  1  Ibould  entreat  thee  fofFer  it  to  come  of  it 
(df)  witnoat  oopofrng  the  (atigfaftion  I  recebe  by  its 
approaches,  ana  the  repole  \  coold  not  hope  for  daring 

mylife.  ^  .   % 

Thefe  words  pronoonced  tvith  a  tone  (wmch)  though 
very  moomful )  had  in  them  fomethtng  fo  (Weet  and 
dbartning  as  pierced  the  heart  of  afflifted  Demetrius. 
He  was  of  a  mbft  excellent  na*«*rc,  and  pity,  which  at 
firft  poffeffed^ery  dart<>ftJis  Soulwick^^^  prepared  it 
for  that  Master  Pafflon,  to  wJbicb  be  bad  an  exceeding 
ftrong  it>clination  •,  He  was  about  to  (hew  marks  of  the 
new  afftAion  it  begun  to  produce  in  him,  wlien  the 
j^azjon  Queen  in  whom  l£at  6^t  had  caafed  compaf« 
fion  to  work  very  powerfuUy,  adViOng  him  to  break 
oflF  his  complaints  and  think  of  the  wounded  Ladys  fefc- 
ty  to  wUcD  he  confenting,  (he  was  carried  to  the  Camp^ 
he  ali  the  way  attending  ner,  and  not  fo  much  as  bcmg 
able  to  keep  his  eyes  from  off  ner  fece,  he  refrained  in- 
deed to  IbeaK  to  her,  leaft  by  anfwering  her  health  oiifiht 
he  further  iropi^red  i  but  his  looks  drew  iti  great  draugptS 
of  that  poyfon,  which  infenObly  took  pofTeiBch  of  his 
SouL  and  fo  infeiifible  was  Jbe  of  any  thing  clfe,  that 
when  he  caipe  to  the  Camp,  he  hardly  lookedupon  rirince 
jintigimms\\\s  Father,  and  many  of  bis  friends  that  caine 
to  Congratulate  the  Glory  he  had  gained  that  day,  and 
though  he  had  great  caufe  to  be  fatis&d  mth  his  good  fac- 
ti&s  yet  he  was  not  capable  of  ta(Hng  thefwcetpefsof  it 
in  that  Extremity  of  forroW,  and  not  lo  much  as  hearkning 
io  thofe  that  talked  to  him  of  it,  be  Went  diredly.  tohis 
Tent  whcreiaying  the  fair  wounded-Strangpr  in  the bcff 
Apartment,  he  halted  to  call  the  Chirurgeonsj  and  pro- 
inifed  them  extraordinary  recompcnce  for  that  Cure,  and 
to  make  them  labour  more  carefully  in  the  perfbrmante  i 
heprotefted  that  his  life  depended  aibfolately  upon  it,' 
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^  A  ^^^  ^^  ^^^  ^  ^^  adverfe  party,  wbetcin 
h\  many  were  (Iain  on  both  fides,  tbey  lacrificedl 
^  «^  fortneYidory,  and  by  it  protnifed  themrelics 
that  happy  faccefi  which  crowned  toe  end,  whilft  joy 
filled  the  Souls  of  all  but  youn^  Dcmetrim^  That  poor 
Prince  was  then  in  no  condition  to  tafte  bis  Viftory  9 
and  though  his  Tent  was  full  of  Princes  and  Comman- 
ders, who  came  to  vifit  him,  he  had  forgotten  all  his 
Civilities,  and  left  all  the  care  ofentertaining  the  Com- 
pany to  bis  Father*  whilft  he  ftirred  not  from  the  feet 
of  her  he  bad  wounded,  and  by  whom  himielf  was  likewife 
wounded  in  the  moil  fenfible  part ;  and  when  the  Chirur- 

Stons  were  drelling  her  wound  he  kept  his  eyes  fixed  on 
leir  faces,  to  draw  an  omen  thence  of  what  he  ought 
to  fear,  and  what  he  ought  to  hope,  and  when  he  per- 
ceived they  looked  on  each  other  with  fomething  of  ai 
dejeifted  Cwntenarice :  0  Cods  (  cried  he  )  ^r  is  a  dead 

W$man 
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Wom^n,  and  yowrfAces  foretell  her  Funeral  to  he  at  hand  • 
But  to  allay  ms  immoderate  grief  they  put  bim  off  with 
the  uncertainty  of  their  Judgment  till  further  tryal^  and 
tifhe  had  rendered  a  thing  yet  doubtful  more  evident^  fcrif 
rothing  could  tx>mfort  him,  no  not  the  Ladys  own  prct 
(ing  entreaties  and  perfwafions  ^  But  kneeling  down  by 
her,  and  taking  her  hand  which  he  bedewed  with  Tear% 
Madam  (^hiimy  I  protefi  toyqti  bv  all  the  Gods^  That 
if  yon  die  I  witi  l^e  ftoJonger^  andtmt  you  cannot  take  s 
mare  cruel  revenge  upon  youx  Murtherer  than  the  refolve^ 
you  have  to  die^  tythe  little  care  that  you  take  to  contribute 
to  your  buroi  -  The^hankof  having  lulled  a  Hodman  were 
enough  alone  to  fend  me  to  my  Grave^  hutjince  to  that  (o 
lawful  a  griefs  the  Gods  topunifh  my  crime  have  added 
the  Pajfion  J  have  for  you ;  know  that  now  your  Life  is 
mine  J  andth^t  iy  all  my  Blood  J  cannot  recompence  that 
which .  /  have  dpowH  from  yourjair  body. 

Hebrouglu  forth  tbefe  paflionate  woras  fb  movingly^ 
and  his  Beauty  added  fo  great  an  advantage  to  what  ne 
(aid,  that  the  Lady  as  great  an  Enemy  as  (he  was  unto 
her  fafetv,  and  as  much  prepofefled  as  (he  was  with  ano- 
ther iPartion,  could  not  keep  her  felf  from  being  liearty, 
touched  with  them;  Sir^  (faid  fhc)  you  make  me  receive 
a  death  with  griefs  for  which  I  had  prepared  my  felf  with 
joy^  and  I  protejt  to  you^  hy  thofe  Gods  you  have  invoked^ 
that  your  Sorrow  does  meft  fenfthly  aggravate  my  former 
affliiHons  ^  and-  that  if  they  left  the  difpo/ing 'of  it  to  me^  I 
r^  cure  you  ofyoiir  grief  rroiddjlill  endure  this  fniferabk 
tlfe\  which  my  retmrfe  and  niy  misfortunes  make  me  to 
abhcr^  a^lB your  felt  no  longer  for  me  who  am  unworthy 
of  thefe  maris  of  your  Goodnefs^  and  fufferme  to  die  with- 
cut  any  more  forrow  than  thofe  which  have  brought  me  to  a 
r  "i*/?  defpair. 

•  Demetrius  would  have  replied,  but  the  Chiriirgions 
forbid  it,  that  (lie  might  take  her  reft,  and  after  having 
imprinted  an  ardent  Kifs  upon  her  Hand,  and  ufed  (bmfe 
tranfporred  aftions,  he  Went  out  of  the  Chamber  and  left 

•  her  to  the  care  of  trie  woman  he  had  brought  to  attend 
her,  greatly  hewailling  bis  misfortune,  which  he  concW- 

•ded  would  blemifli  the  remainder  of  his  Life,  refuting  to 
^  be  comforted  either  by  his  Father,  orthegreateft  Princes 
'  that  laboured  in  it  ^  heoftenenquiredofbcr  Health,  and 
•"as  often  Yifit<:d  her  with  ttars  in  his  eyes,  atvd  thcChirut- 

gions 
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gions  finding  (he  would  die  of  that  wound,  gave  the  more 
way  for  the  venting  his  Paffion,  that  fo  it  might  become 
^afic  and  more  fupportable  to  him  in  time:  When  one 
morning  coming  Ibftely  to  her  bed-fide,  and  kneeling  down 
againftthe  opening  (if  the  Curtain,  without  being  able 
to  fpeak  a  word,  ibe  wounded  Lady,  who  faw  him  in 
that  pofture ,  andcould  no  longer  be  ignorant  of  his  Palfi* 
on»^  Bemetriui  (faidllie)  t\  my  life  were  as  innocent  ns 
yours^  our  fortimes  would  have  fome  refembUnce  j  and  y$i$ 
wiidove  mc  after  my  death j  there  will  be  much  conformity 
in  our  dcftiK-ies.       .  .  « 

I  could  love  yt>u  after  ^our  death  (replied  he)  if  I 
could  poffibly  fui'vive  you,  btot  I  fliould  be  unworthy 
of  Life,  if  I  (hould  be  of  fo  mean  a  fpirit  as  to  prelerve  it 
after  the  lofs  of  you.  Thefe  words  ftruck^^//>^/7//« 
into  a  very  great  fear  •,  and  the  Chir urgions  being  come  in^ 
iand  going  to  drefs  the  wound,  pemetrius  trembled  all  the 
while  they  were  doing  it :  And  looking  on  it,  O  Sacrile* 
gious  hand  (  cryed  he  )  why  did  not  the  Gods  fuftcr  the 
Sword  of  Grander  to  take  thee  from  my  body  before  this 
fktal  elncoutitcr ;  and  though  the  Chyrurgeons  knew  the 
wound  to  be  Mortal,  yet  forewarned  by  Aitigonins  they 
\Tould  not  deliver  their  opinion  before  Dtimetrins  (who 
earneftly  conjured  them  t©  it)  but  did that.the  fucceft 
remained  ftill  doubtful;,  upon  whichthc  Lady  asked  them 
leave  to  entertain  Demetrius  and  the  Company  with  die 
Hiftory  of  her  Life,  which  they  readily  granting^  /hewa$ 
fatisfied  that  her  Cure  vvas  defjjaired'ot  by  them,:  and 
that  permiflSon  had  not  been  given  ber,  but  that  reft 
and  filence  were  nd  longer  available  for  her  recovery, 
and  Oroondates^  Antigonius  and  the  reft  placed  tbemr 
felves  round  about  him,  which  donejaddreffing  her  Speech 
to  Demetrins^  fliefpake  in  this  manner. 
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Am  very  well  Gtiivficd  that  my  death  appronches,  but 
1  find  1  have  ftrengihenouoh  tofinidi  the  Diicourfe  I 
intend  to  make  to  you,  U'hich  obliges  nxt  Demetrius  to 
give  it  you  in  a  recital  of  my  Life,  and  in  this  you  will 
receive  no  fmall  mark  of  the  eT:eem  I  have  for  you,  fince 
it  is  fo  guilty  that  I  ought  in  reafon  to  conceal  it  from  all 
the  world  ^  but  I  pals  over  that  conlideration,  bccaufe 
you  from  thence  may  draw  the  knowledge  of  many  thmgs 
which  will  be  advantagious  to  you.  The  firll  is  that  of  the 
Crimes  of  this  unfortunate  Woman  whom  you  love,  which 
without  doubt  will  cure  you  of  this  afrcAion  whereof 
(lie  counts  her  felf  moft  unworthy.  The  (econd  is  that  «  f 
my  heart's  being  prepoflcfled,  which  though  the  Gods 
fliould  prolong,  my  milerable  life  would  not  leave  me 
the  power  toanfwer  to  this  friondfl:ip  which  you  exprefs 
tome-,  and  the  Lift,  that  of  the  di  falters  m^kes  this  life 
hateful  to  me,  and  makes  me  fee  with  how  much  reason  1 
ought  to  deteft  it,  and  which  no  doubt  wil'  comfort  you 
well  enough  for  ihe  lofsof  it,  aUhou„h  I  have  in  Arms 
received  this  favoaraMc  wound  at  your  hand?. 

I  am  the  unfortunate  daughter  to  the  unhappy  Prince 
Gradates^  who  ruled  the  Cafpian  Land,  whole  name  can- 
not be  unknown  to  you,  nor  what  he  did  in  all  the  Bat- 
tles Darius  fought  again  t  Alexander.  He  wa^  born  i\.- 
ims  his  Subjcft,  and  I  may  truly  fay  he  was  held  in  fome 
confideration,  both  by  him  and  all  the  Princes  of  his  Courts 
lind  till  after  bis.death  never  yielded  to  AlexancJers  for- 
tune- When  my  Father  with  his  Houfehold,  and  the  re- 
injinder  of  thofe  Troops  he  commanded  caft  himfcif  at 
the  Conquerors  feet,  and  had  a  kind  reception  :  I  will 
tell  you  then,  that  in  the  remoteit  part  of  oui  Provinces, 
the  reputation  oi  Alexander  had  begun  (though  it  may 

ieem 
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feetn  ftrange  to  yoii )  toxaiirc  (omc  didquiet  in  my  mind, 
and  that  bein^  born  with  high  fpirit  enough,  and  bred  up 
with  a  fame  of  fome  Beauty,  and  of  fome  qualities  which 
made  me  accounted  to  have  fom^thing  lovely  in  me,  I  had 
?iiro  lofty  tliou^hts,  even  with  excefs,  and  too  much 
blindnefs  •.  The  flatteries  of  thofe  that  calUd  th^'chfelves  my 
Adorers,  had  fo  puffed  me  up,  that  1  caitonly  difdains 
up(»n  them  to  fix  my  vyhole  efteem  upbii  Ale,xander^  whofc 
perfon  was  yet  unknown  to  me,  but  whofe  Reputation 
hod.  rpread  the  whole  Earth,  I  often  hw^ardhis  Exploits 
recounted  with  Admiiration,an  i  when  rhey  talked  to  me  of 
the  greatnefsof  his  Courage  and  generous  Ardour,  which 
made  him  often  r uOa  into  the  thickell  ot  his  Enemies,  of  his 
moderation  in  Viftory,  anc^  of  the  gallant  faOnon  of  his 
Youth,  and  gracefuln^fs that  accompanied, all  hisAftions, 
Ifelt  my  heartinienfltly  won,  and  became  an  Enemy  to 
my  Country,  leaft  with  it  1  fliould  pray  for  the  ruiri  of 
that  lovely  Enemy,  who  beg;an  to  exten  J  his  Viftory  as  fa;* 
over  my  Heart  as  over  our  Territories. 
.;  Thisefteem  feukd  itfcif  inmy  Soul  with  fome  dit 
flutet,  and  began  to  work  dcfires  in  me,  whichas  Inno? 
cent  ?s  they  wejre,  robbed  me  of  my  former  repofe,  and 
when  with  our  Family  I  caft  my  felf  at  his  feet,  upon  that . 
firft  fi^ht  1  believed  him  more  handiome,  and  morf  lovely 
than  his  Idea  had  represented  him  to  my  fancy, me- thought 
Fame  had  injured  him,,  and. what  Ihe- publillie^  of  hini 
was  infinitely  below  the  truth.  .  O  Gods,  with  wha( 
a  Ma  jelly  did  he  receive  our  Submitfions !  and  with  wliat  i| 

f^racefulnefs  didheraiieus  up,  vyhen  we  proftrated  ouf 
elves  before  {lim.  I  ^now.  npt  whether  my  neari  prepoflef 
fed  withaformer  opinion  of  him  received  that  impreffioii 
through  the powerfuUnclination  1  hadto  it,  pr whether 
it  were  an  effed  of  theiilerit  of  that  Illullrious  Perfon/ 
or  the  Decree  of  my  Deftineej  but  wbatfoever  it  were, 
that  moment  was  th^  laft  of  my  Liberty,  ancj  from  ari 
adorer  of  Alexanders  Great  Actions  \  really  became 
his  Captive  :  When  vve  departed  f*  orn  him,*hi5  Image  wa§ 
ftill  in  my  remembrance,  and  when  with  ;reafomng  T 
would  have  made  fom'eattempt  to  driveit  thence. it  leii^ 
with  more  abfolutefinfipire,  and  with  more  Violence  an4 
Tyranny.  fooliffi//cr/M(?»f. , would  1. fay,  whataVbliodr 
nels  is  this  of  thine, ,  to  precipitate  thy  felf  wirfi  fo  little 
Rcafori  atid  Dilcretion  into  an  unruly  Pajflion ;  and  what 
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a  wcakncfsis  it  to  yield  thy  fclfwith  fo  little  rcfiftanci 
to  an  Enemy,  from  whom  with  Juftice  t^ou  xanft  cxped 
no  favour  in  thisCaufe  ^  thou  lovcft  without  any  hope  of 
cafing  thy  Paffion,  nay  and  even  without  any  hopeot  dif- 
covcring  it ;  thou  that  art  but  the  mean  Daughter  of 
Cradates  lovcft  Alexander^  who  15  the  Mailer  of  potent 
Kings,  Conqueror  of  Men,  and  Terror  of  the  World  j' 
to  whom  thegreateft  Pfinceflcfs  of  the  World  are  iSlavef, 
and  who  ncverthelefs  will  net  dainto  turn  the  leall^  of 
his  thoughts  upon  them.  I  faid  many  other  things,  but 
they  had  little  efFcd  on  my  blinded  Paflion,  and  though 
I  laboured  all  I  could  to  fortifie  my  felf  againft  iti»  fur^- 
ther  cncroachmerits,  all  was  but  in  vain,  for  in  a  little 
time  it  with  much  impetuoufnefs  gained  the  abfolute 
maftcry  over  me,  and  enflaved  me  to  its  Tyranny. ,  Aiex- 
smder  nad  rdftored  the  Prince  my  Father  to  his  Govern-. 
ihent,  with  the  fame  ample  power  under  him  that  he  had 
undtr  -P4ri«/,  and  fettled  him  in  the  City  of  Maracan* 
latf,  when  fome  months  after  Alexander  being  in  the  pur*- 
fiiit  of  remotei:  Cotiquefts,  Spitamenes  came  to  the  City,- 
and  having  made  himfelf  known  at  the  Gates,  was  recei'- 
vcdby  my  Father  (bis  ancient  Friend)  with  all  the  Te;-, 
*  ftimonics  of  a  real  afFeftion,  and  was  permitted  to  enter 
with  all  the  Forces  he  lead,  as  fuppofing  Alexander  had 
Tent  them  oh  fome  new  Expedition,  ana  that  they  would 
(lay  there  only  a  little  time  for  refrefliment,  when  cafting 
his  eyes  upon  me,  by  the  power  ihy  Father  had  over 
mc,  contrary  to  my  inclinations  he  obtained  his  Suit,  to 
have  me  given  in  Marriage,  all  my  Tears  and  Entreaties 
not  being  able  to  hinder  that  fatal  Wedding,  the  folem- 
nity  of  which  was  fcarcely  over,  when  Spitamenes  know- 
ing himfelf  ftronser  than  the  Garrifon,  deferred  no  longer 
to  (hew  his  Rebellious  Intentions  vvhich  had  brought 
him  thither,  and  being  one  day  with  my  Father  in  his 
Chamber. 

Gradates  (  faid  he  )  I  have  hitherto  diflembled  my  in- 
tention, but  now  I  muft  lay  •  open  my  heart  before  you, 
and  by  my  example  oblige;  you  to  do  what  you  ought, 
iince  our  ancient  friendfljip  and  the  Alliance  we  bavccon- 
trafted^perfuades  me  to  move  you  to  it  by  fuch  ways  as  I 
ftould  not  have  made  ufe  of  towards  anotner  *,  know  that 
1  am  Alexander sYj\tmy^x\^  theForces  that  foUow  me  have 
taken  up  Arms  againlt  him,  and  that  if  you  have  any  love 

for 
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for  your  Country,  and  corifidcration  of  your  Son-in-Law,' 
you  ought  to  take  up  Arms  for  the  one,  and  follow  the 
fortune  of  the  other.  My  Father  was  exceedingly  troub- 
led at  thefe  words,  having  never  been  ftained  with  fel- 
(hood  to  his  truft,  and  alio  given  his  Oath  of  Fidelity  tp 
Jilexandcr.  Ah  Traytor  cryed  he  to  Spitamenes^  the 
Gods  will  punifli  thy  perfidioufnefs,  and  to  my  power 
X  will  oppofe  your  Rebellious  intentions,  but  if  i  muft  fall 
in  the  ^ttempt,  I  will  die  like  a  Man  of  Honour,  that 
was  faithfull  to  his  Mafter  in  his  latert  hour. 

Upon  thefe  words,  he-laid  his  hand  upon  the  Hilt  of  his 
Sword,  but  cruel  Spitamenes  having  already  drawn  bis 
run  him  through  the  body,  and  made  him  fall  at  his 
feetjWeltering  in  a  ftream  of  his  own  Blood,  my  two  Bro- 
thers feeing  this  cruel  aftion  were  eager  to  revenge  it, 
blit  thofe  that  accompanied  SpitameneslfsWtd,  them  imme- 
diately upon  the  place,  and  at  the  fignal  given  they  fell 
upon  the  Garrifon,  murthering  a  great  many  innocent 
perfons,  and  others  they  drove  out  of  the  City,  Ihuttiijg 
the  Gates,  and  guarding  them  ftriAly. 

I  make  you  jud^e  my  Lords  of  the  <:ordition  J  was  ia 
at  a  time  1  faw  my  dear  Father  breathing  out  his  Life  in  my 
arms,  an  J  my  two  poor  Brothers  fall  murthered  with  di- 
ners wounds,  the  Blood  of  them  all  fparting  forth  upon 
fine  (and  crimfoned  are  my  Garments,  hands  and  Face) 
I  was  not  long  a  beholder  of  that  dreadful  fpeAacle,  for 
having  fcarcely  hadftrength  to  giveafhreek,  I  felldowq 
on  thofe  beloved  bodies  without  ftnfe  •,  I  know  no  more 
than  what  was  done  in  the  Chamber  where  thofe  Cruel- 
ties were  commited,  but  when  I  came  out  of  my  (bund,  I 
found  my  felf  upon  a  Bed,  compafled  about  with  a  great 
many  Women,  as  fcx>n  as  1  opened  my  eyes,  I  rcmem- 
bred  the  woful  Objeft&l  had  feen,  ana  reflefting  onthat 
cruelty,  1  neither  fpared  my  Hair  nor  my  face,  and  -by 
my  dillrafted  aftions  I  gave  fufficient  tcftimony  I  had* 
but  little  love  of  life  remaining,  I  had  feen  thofe  perfons 
furthered  before  my  eyes  which  were  nearefl,  and  who 
ought  to  be  the  deareft  tome  in  the  whole  world,  and! 
had  feenthem  murthered  by  the  cruel  hands  of  him  who 
in'fpiteof  all  his  Treacheries  was  ftill  my  Husband,  and 
feeing  ray  felf  in  rbe  lofs'of  thofe  dear  friends  miferably 
eKpoied,  arid  abandoned  to  the  mercy  of  that  Monfter 
from  wno:n  I  expected  as  bad  a  deiiiny,  as  gftenas  I  nanfjcd 
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them  I  could  do  no  lefs  than  with  Horror  and  Indignation 
dcteft  their  muriherer  1  iriade  not  more  complaints  for' 
th  i'r  lofs  than  1  powred  c^ut  Inrtprecations  agairft  him  j 
kiflVd  the  dear  Blood  that  was  yet  upon  my  Robes,  ind 
pafled  all  that  day  and  the  night  following  inacrueFdi- 
nraftion  of  mind  ^  and  were  it  not  for  the  hinderance  bf 
the  Women  in  thofe  violent  Tranfports,  I  had  infallibly 
attempted  my  own  deftruAion.  1  had  continued  about 
thirty  hours  without  taking  any  Nouriflimcnt  at  all,  when 
I  was  conftrained  to  it,  by  the  Tears  and  carneil  entrea* 
tie?  of  Theam  my  kind  Nurfe,  (he  hung  about  my  Knees 
and  fighed  fo  deeply,  that  it  touched  me  even  with  Pity 
whofe  condition  was  woful  enough  to  have  moved  com- 
paffion  in  all  the  World. 

.  1  paffed  the  feconddayin  the  manner  I  had  done  the 
firft.and  the  day  following  Impudent  Spitarnenes  preiertted 
himielf  before  me.  O  Gods !  with  what  a  violence  did 
that  cruel  fight  waken  mv  refcntments,  1  felt  my  ftrength 
redoubled  and  leaping  from  my  Bed  I  ran  to  ftrangle  that 
Parricid  with  my  own  hands,  and  without  doubt  in  that 
fury  which  tranfoorted  me,  I  (liould  have  perifhed  by  his 
Sword,  or  made  rum  run  fome  hazard,  but  that  I  was  ftopt 
by  the  Women  who  carried  me  forcibly  back  to  my  Bvdj, 
wicked  Spitamenes  was  not  at  all  moved  by  this  aftion,  but 
fitting  down  at  a  diftance  from  me,  he  gave  ear  a  long  time 
without  reply  to  the  reproaches  and  imprecations  1  made 
againft  him,  and  when  I  bad  faid  all  that  rage  and  juil 
refentment  could  put  into  my  Mouth  :  Pcrfeft  thy  Crime 
continued  I,  thou  murtherer,  Itained  with  llluftriou^ 
Blood,  and  with  that  Blood,  for  which  thououghteft  tor 
ftave  (bed  all  that  is  within  thy  Veins-,  fend  the  difconfo- 
Ute  Hermlone  after  thoJe  thou  haft  flain,  pierce  this  Heart 
as  an  enemy  to  that  parricid  hand,  which  but  a  few  days 
iincc  thou  joyneft  to^minc  as  a  Pledge  of  thy  Treacherous 
Lqvc,  and  which  thou  gaveft  to  poor  Gradates  as  an  af- 
furance  of  thy  fidelit^^,  fince  it  is  with  this  noble  recpm- 
pencethou  haft  repaid  the  favours  he  did  thee,  and  with 
thefe  gallant  charaAers  thou  Iiaft  engraven  in  the  me- 
mory of  mankind,  the  Alliance  which  thou  madefi  with 
him,  (bare  not  this  remnant  of  his  Blood  that  is  left,  and 
nqurift  not  for  thy  ruin  a  Serpent  that  will  Sting  thee  to 
Death,  know  that  thy  life  Ihall  never  be  fecure,  fo  long 
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for  no  other  end  but  to  deftroy  thine,  by  the  moft  cruel 
waysflie  can  invent. 

At  this  difcoarle  (  which  touched  him  fenfihly  )  that 
difluyal  Murtherer  feigned  to  be  forrv  for  what  hU  rafli 
band  had  done,  and  to  be  moved  with  Repentance  and 
Compartion  ^  and  having  look 'd  a  long  time  on  me  without 
•reply,  ^x  Y^it  Hn-mione  (diidhe)  1  am  afflided  with  thee 
for  thy  lofs,  yet  for  the  prefervation  of  my  Fortune  and 
of  my  Life  it  wasneccffiiry  for  me  tofcizeupon  Mara- 
canda^  and  though  I  was  alreadvfenfible  your  Father  had 
betrayed  me,  and  promifed  to  deliver  me  up  to  Alexan- 
der^ I  proteft  to.tuee  that  for  thy  fake  I  would  have  par- 
doned him.  and  not  have  drawn  my  Sword  againllhim, 
;ifhe  had  not  laid  hand  upon  his  firlt-,  with  an  intentions  to 
hive  ki  led  me  ,  fince  he  found  it  was  out  of  his  power  to 
give  me  up  alive  to  my  mercilefs  enemies.  I  contributed 
4iot  to  the  death  of  your  Brothers,  but  they  ran  hc::idIong 
on  the  points  of  their  Sw^vrds  who  accompanied  me  •, 
however  Hermione^xi  Gradates  wasyour  Father  Spita- 
mj^nes  is  your  Husband,  and  you  are  more  nearly  tied  to 
me  than  ever  you  were  tied  to  him,  ourlntereft,  and 
our  Fortuned  are  henceforth  inf-parable,  and  you  ought 
to  bjcome  an  enemy  to  all  thofe  that  were  fo  to  your  Ijluf- 
band. 

He  faid  mach  more  to  juflifiehimfelf  in  fome  fort,  ftri- 
ving  to  blemilli  the  Memory  ofCrW^r^j  by  horrible  Ca- 
lumnies, but  his  Innocence  was  too  well  known  to  me,  ^nd 
J  could  no  lo'^ger  hear  the  fcandalous  (lander  of  that  did oy- 
al  wretch,  without  interrupiing  him.  Ah  Fraytor  fcry- 
^dlj  Tray  tor  to  Darnf^  'irdytor  to  Be  flnr^  Traytor  to 
'Alcxaftdo"^  and  moft  of  all  Traytor  to  the  uiifoitutiate 
Cr^dMesj  a»id  to  hisdeplorable.Fa.nily,  fpare  at  leall  the 
Honour  of  them  who(e  lives  thou  had  moll  inhum'anely 
dellroyed,  and  content  thy  (elf  with  murtbering  their 
Bodies,  without  murthering  their  Reputations  in  the 
trrave,  our  Blood  never  fufered  any  reproach  ofperfidi- 
bulnefs,  and  all  th.it  it  can  ever  apprehend  is  the  having 
received  faithleft  Spptiinicnes  into  a  Race  that  till  then  was 
\Vithout  anyblemn'h.  Bat  let  the  Thinder  of  the  Gods 
bury  me  with  the  reft  or  our  poor  fannily,  rather  than 
thou  (liouldeil  ever  find  H^nmous  acknowtedge  iheefor 
her  Husband.  Thui  thy  felf  flrJt  rxknowledge  her  a 
revenging  Fury  chained  to  thy  life  by  aa  utiljiaken  relb- 
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lution,  which  will  cither  give  thee  thy  death  in  the  midft 
of  athoufand  Guards,  or  receive  her  own  from  thofe^- 
bominablc  hands,  yet  ftained  with  the  Blood  thou  wert 
fo  unworthly  allied. 

I  faid  m'jch  more  with  fuch  vehemency,  that  he  grown 
weary  of  hearing  me,  went  out  of  my  Chamber,  withoat 
replying  anymore  than  telling  me  his  great  love  to  me, 
made  him  pardon  my  being  tranfported,  and  hoped  time 
would  reftore  my  Rcafon,  and  bring  me  (Comfort,  but 
Nothing  could  fliake  or  alter  my  relplutions  eternally  to 
hate  him,  add  often  falling  on  my  Knees  with  a  flood  of 
Tears  flowing  from  my  eyes,  I  with  uplifted  hands  vow- 
ed his  Life  a  Sacrifice,  for  the  appealing  the  Ghoafts  of 
my  murthcrcd  kindred,  and  giving  my  felf  up  to  fuc^ 
ijaanefs,  that  not  a  beam  of  comfort  darted  into  my  gloo- 
my Soul,  till  I  heard  that  yf/fAr^w^er  was  coming  in  per- 
fon,  with  a  Great  Power  to  chaftize  the  Revolt  of  Rebel- 
lious Spitametjes ;  I  firmly  believed  that  Great  and  mighty 
Conqueror  came  as  fent  by  the  Gods  to  revenge  me,  ana 
fet  m:e  at  Liberty  out  of  thofe  deteftable  hancjs,  into  whicli 
I  was  fallen,  and  that  I  fliouid  bcf  in  thofe  hands  that  were; 
mod:  dear  tome.  ■  "         ,. 

;  The  thoughts  of  this rellored  fome  chearfulnefstomy 
face,  which  was  taken  notice  of  by  Sp.iamenen  in  one  of 
the  yiftts  be  made  me,  though  he  had  no  fufpicion  of  my 
.inclinations  to  Alexander^  yet  he  believed  1  inwardly  re- 
joyced  at  the  danger  which  threatned  him,  andnotpeing 
able  to  diflemble  it,  you  rejoyce  (  faid  he  )  Hermient^ 
but  be  not  too  ha  fly  in  your  contentments,  yourfortuqe 
IS  yet  very  unfecure.  it  cannot  fail  to  be  very  good 
(replyed  I  )  provided  yours  be  but  bad,  and  if  Spitame- 
pes  pcrifh  Hermione  cannot  be  pnhappy :  Thefc  words 
with  fome  others  fo  exafperated  him  againft  me,  that  b^d 
%t  not  had  fome  Paflion  for  me,  it  is  probable  that  be- 
ing of  a  cruel  nature  he  had  at  that  time  taken  my  life, 
but  I  (q  little  valued  it  in  that  condition  I>vas  in,  that 
fear  was  become  a  ftranger  to  me.  I  trufted  Theano 
With  my  fecret  thoughts,  and  (he  was  thoroughly  ac- 
quainted with  the  Palfion  I  had  for  Alexander^  and  by 
tier  means  I  knew  he  approached  Maracanda  by  Ipng 
Marches,  which  made  me  firmly  refolve  to  write  to  that 
lovely  Man,  and  lay  before  his  eyes  what  our  Family  had 
fufFered  for  Jtheir  tdelirj'  to.  biin^    and  the  deplors^blc 
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pondirion  I  was  in  that  required  bis  particolar  care  of 
.xny  iafety  :  I  confalted  Theano  about  this  important  af^ 
fair,  /he  finding  me  refolutely  bent  on  it,  encouraged 
me  to  perfevere  in  my  intentions,  and  offered  metheler- 
vice  of  her  only  Son,  who  at  the  hazard  of  life  (be  would 
engage  to  do  me  this  iervice,  (he  foon  brought  him  into 
my  Qofct,  and  I  received  him  with  cxprefiions  worthy 
bf^his  fidelity,' and  having  told  him  the  Nature  and  Im«- 
portanceof  the  fervicebewasto.dome,  I  begcedofhim 
with  Tears  in  my  eyes  to  be  careful  of  whatTintrufted 
him  withal^  and  fo  fet  down  to  write  the  Letter  I  intend- 
^  to  fend  by  him,  yet  bad  a  world  of  trouble  to.  find, 
out  fitting  expreifions,  fometimesi  repented  my  defign, 
and  then  refob^ed  upon  it  again,  Love  had  no'  fooner  in* 
fpired  me  with  words,  but  prefentl^  (hame  ftrangled 
them  again,  and  my  courage  had  no  fooner  made  me  write 
words,  but  mv  fear  made  me  blot  them  out  again  ^  how- 
jcver  inthf  ena  I  finifheda  Letter  in  tbefe  words.

with  its  Misfoytimes  and'its  Paffions^  and  the  lame  good- 
mfiwilt  arm yoHr hand  with  thofe  7 bunders  wh.ch  it  nCes 
$0  dayt  as  gftdty  he  ads  ^  and  will  make  you  demand  that 
frmxt  A  barbarons  Man  which  he  detains  ]rem  you  ,  and 
wthiehcan  be  no-bodics  but  yours.

When  I  bad  made  ait  end  of  writing,  I  found  my  Let- 
ter fo  far  from  the  Modefty  I  hadpropofed,  tbatrblufli- 
cd  m  the  reading  of  it,  and  had  certainly  torn  it,  had 
not  Jheano  and  her  Son  by  their  earnell  pcifuafions  t6 
lend  it  overcome  all  my  ftruplcs,  fo  when  I  had  given 
it  the  young  man,  who  burned  with  a  defire  to  ferve  my 
fuller  inilradions,  with  feme  Gold,  1  put  the  fatal  Let- 
ter into  his  hand.  He  went  away  after  he  had  promifed 
me  that  be  would  either  procure  my  fatisfaftion  or  die 
for  my  fervice,  and  I  remained  in  great  confufiun,  both 
for  the  boldnefs  1  had  taken^  and  for  the  uncertainty  of 
the  event  \  I  trembled  in  fo  doubtful  an  expeftation , 
whilft  good  Theano  laid  afide  her  own  fears  to  give  me 
Confolation.  Part  of  the  day  paflfed  thus,  when  I  was 
farprized  with  a  moll  horrible  fpediacle  I  faw  (  O  Gods, 
1  tremble  at  the  cruel  remenal|paDce)  mercilefs  Spitamenes 
enter  my  Chamber  with  hi^'eslparkling  like  Fire,  his 
Cloaths  were  ail  Bloody,  in  one  of  his  hands  he  held  my 
Letter,  and  in  the  other  the  h  ad  of  my  unfortunate  Mel^ 
feng'er  ,  1  was  llruck  cold  and  unmoveable  at  lb  galUy 
a  fieht,  and  at  firll  was  neither  fenfiMe  of  grief  tor  the 
mifcTiief  1  had  caufcd,  n')r  of  f^ar  for  thi  danger  that 
threatened  me,  h:  held  ths  yet  bleeding  head  clofe  to 

my 
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my  eycSjto  make  mc  know  it^  and  then  threw  it  at  Theorems 
Feet,  and  fhewing  me  my  Letter :  See  here  Herntimit 
(  laid  he  )  the  recompence  thou  giveft  to  thofc  that  fervc 
thee,  and  behold  the  gallant  marks  of  thy  Fidelity  to 
thy  Husband.  Thus  it  is  I  ufe  thofe  that  undertake  fuch 
Employments  for  the  Wife  of  Spitamertes^  and  it  is  by 
proofs  of  this  nature  that  I  can  know  Chail  and  Modeft 
Women  like  Hermlone. 

I  was  fo  troubled  at  the  fight  of  fuch  a  frightful  objeft, 
and  at  the  crys  of  Thef.m^  who  kiffed  the  bloody  head, 
and  fined  my  Chamber  with  piteous  Lamentations,  that 
i  had  neither  ftrength  nor  confidence  prefently  toreply9 
but  when  he  had  gone  on  with  cruel  reproaches  a  long  time. 
and  laboured»tolctmc  fee  that  jHexandn's  virtue  WDuld 
make  him  difdain  and  contemn  me  for  enterp  izing  fo 
bafe  a  Treachery  againft  my  Husband,  and  fo  meanly  of- 
fering him  the  proftitution  of  my  Honour,  My  cou- 
irage  revived,  and  with  much  vebemency  1  rtplyed  in  this 
manner. 

Think  not  faid  L  to  confound  me  by  thy  reproaches, 
nor  to  terrifie  mc  by  thy  threats ;    tnefe  Crimes  thoa 
accufeft  me  of  are  not  new  unto  thy  knowledge,  this  is 
hot  the  firft  day  you  knew  Gradates  Daughter  was  the 
mortal  enemy  of  his  muithcrer.     The  Gods  forbid  I 
lliould  ever  own  thee  by  the  name  of  Husband,  the  blood 
pf  my  friends  has  walhed  out  all  the  marks  of  that  aiii- 
jmce,  and  if  I  were  guilty  of  that  afFeftion  wherewith 
thou  reproachefl  me,  it  fhould  be  to  the  Gods  and  not  to 
(hee  that  1  would  jufiifie  my  felf  for  it.  I  owe  no  Fidelity 
to  him  who  by  bis  horrible  Parricid  has  extinguiffaed  all 
thofe  obligations  \  and  I  cea(ed  to  be  thy  Wife  f  i  om  the 
time  thou  diveftedll  thy  felf  both  of  the  nature  and  quality 
of  my  Husband  ^  and  thou  needeft  not  think  it  ftrange  that 
J  ft  rive  all  manner  of  ways  to  get  out  of  thy  cruel  hands, 
and  I  implore  help  ^f  him  to  deliver  me,  who  of  all  M»:ii 
living  is  beft  able  to  givogk  mc :  1  (aid  a  great  many 
pther  things,  and  when  b^irad  threatened  mc  in  a  terri* 
ble  manner.    ' 

However  ( laid  he)  I  will  let  thee  live  after  thy  crime, 
to  the  end  thou  mayeft  have  no  advantage  overmc,  tho 
perchance  thou  couldeft  fckrce  find  one  in  the  world  from 
whom  thou  couldeft  hope  for  fo  much  mercy,  and  it  is  that 
hence  forth  cur  reproaches  may  be  equal,fince  oar  faults  are 

equal 
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Wbcn  tbotr  tclleft  mc  of  Gradates  I  will  mind 
ibcc  of  JStxander  ;  biit  know  thou  hopcft  but  in-vain 
Ibr  Ins.  lielp,  or  bis  afftt!^ioh  ^  I  am  content  to  let  thi^e 
life,  fbthar  tbobliveftfor  none  battne^  but  if  I  fink 
voder  Ate:€anderT  fortune,  thou  /halt  be  fure  to  acconr- 
paasy  Baetoniy  Grave ;  nor  will  I  leave  thee  in  the  world 
Sd  a  condition  to  laugh  with  thy  Lover,  for  the  defeat 
cfrfiy  Husband,  pray  therefore  to  Heaven  for  my  Prof- 
pexkfy  if  thou  vi^ilt  pra^  ^^^  ^^y  ^^^  fafety.  I  give 
tfcet mfc  wicked  ■  Wbmans  life  (  pointing  fo  Theano  )  and 
dKxagb  Ac  has  del^rved  death  tot  t^e  bad  Councils  (he 
has  given  yoir,  yet  I  am  fetisfied  in '  the  punilhment  I 
Jttvc  nven  her  by  the  death  df  her  Son :  Haviflg^  (aid 
ikiBs^  fielcft  me  without  any  fear  of  his  threats,  but  in  z 
iDQjfftal  grief,  by  the  apprenenfion  he  jgave  mfc  of  never 
fcrfog  jU'ixander^  and  for  the  truel  lofs  poor  ^T^f^w  had 
fiiKxtncd  in  the  death  of  her  Son.  All  the  ConfoTation  I 
coald  give  that  forrowful  Woman  availed  nothing,  till 
Ibc  made  mepromife  I  would  joyn  my  intereft  with  hers 
ID  reveogrng  the  btood  on  S^itamtnes^  which  be  had  fo 
cruelty   flied,  •     v.     :,    ..       7 

It  was  not  long  after  Menedemus  advanced  with  the 
fcrerwincrs  of  Alexanders  AtTrx^ ,  and  Spitamer,es  who 
haU  hy'da  defignta  draw  that  valiant  Man  into  9n  Am-^ 
hat&y  cauied  meto  be  put  into  a  Chariot,  snd  to  march 
with  bim,  under  a  ftrong  Guard,  for  fear  that  in  his 
ibfente  t  might  be  fet  at  Liberty  by  the  Citizens*  who 
nortaDy  bated  bim  for  hi$  Treachery  and  Cruelties-.  He 
had  in  this  bisdcfired  faccefs,  for  cncompaffing  the  ^^a- 
cedtnians  in  t  ftraight  paflage,  though  they  fought  val- 
iantly, yet  were  they  all  flain  with  their  Commander, 
and  we  returned  after  the  bloody  day  to  the  City,  where 
I  put  up  Inceflant  Prayers  for  the  haftening  of  Alex- 
andery  who  upon  news  of  this  defeat  had  vowed  fevere 
revenge,  and  eVe  Spitamenes  had  well  recruited  his  ftr-^ 
my  in  BaSria  and  other  Pro^mces  that  were  at  his  Devd- 
tion,  to  my  great  joy  I  heard  lie  was  about  to  march  and 
give  Battle  to  that  great  Concjueror,  and  having  all  things 
prepared  in  a  readinefs,  he  came  into  my  Chamber  com- 
pleatly  Armed  (and  rowling  his  eyes  which  threatned 
no  lefs  than  Blood  and  Slaughter)  looking  fiercely  on 
me,  Hermione  (faidbe)  Iam{;oing  torfiakeyoiifport, 
and  perhaps  you  wilj  know  to  day  wliether  I  can  de- 
fend 
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fend  my  felf  both  againft  my  Forrcign  and  Domeftick 
Enemies ;  arm  thy  Prayers  in  favour  oiF  him  tliDU  bvcft^ 
beft,  and  if  thou  wilt  behold  from  the  Battlements  the 
Sacrifice  1  prepare  for  thee,  it  (hall  be  permitted  tbce.  . 
Upon  thefe  words,  he  went  cut  of  my  (Chamber  inr 
mucn  contufma,  and  drew  his  Forces  without  the  Wafls, 
To  be  brief,  the  Battle  was  fought,  and  Spitamenes  with 
the  greateft  part  of  his  Army  made  a*  diforderly  retreat 
into  the  City,  and  whilft  1  and  Theano  were  retoycing 
a^  AUzjmders  Succefs,  Coming  up  foftely  he  beard  our 
words,  which  together  with  the  lofs  he  bad  fuftained' 
tranfported  him  to  a  Fury,  that  no  longer  able  to  coni- 
tain  his  Choller,  he  ran  tome  with  his  drawn  Sword  ^^ 
and  preparing  himfelf  ta.  take  away  my  Life,  now  is  ir 
cryed  he  furioufly,  Odifloyal  Woman,  thou  Ihalt  receive 
the  reward  of  thy  infidelity,  and  that  thou  (haltgiv^ 
thatitnpure  Soul  to  Alexander^  which  thou  haft  already 
abandoned  to  him.  Iconfefslwas  more  furprJzed  at  this 
accident  than  I  can  tell  which  way  to  reprefent,aQd  though 
till  then  1  had  been  hut  a  little  afraid^  of  Death,  his  pre* 
ftnce  made  it  (b  gaftly  to  me,  that  it  rendred  me  void  of 
courage  to  reply  \  whilft  I  was  in  this  amaze,  he  entang- 
led his  left  hand  in  my  Hair,  2^  drawing  his  Sword  wloi 
bis  rightjWas  going  to  feparateiriy  head  from  my  (boulders, 
when  be  felt  his  arm  feized  on  behind,  he  turned  about 
furioufly  towards  him  that  hindred  the  cfFeding  of  his  rc- 
folution,  and  few  Timocrates  (landing  by  him,  in  whoni 
pf  all  his  Captains  he  had  the  greateft  confidence,  What 
will  you  do.  Sir,  faid  Timocrat^es  f  .Let  mc  alone  rcply- 
cd  Spitamenes  more  furioufly  than  before,  Letmc  kill 
this  faithlefs  Woman, .  before  (he  rejo^es  in  my  utter 
ruin.and  in  the  fliame  (l^  prepares  mjc  ;and  if  many  others 
of  his  Friends  had  not  eoti'ed  at  that  time  h^  had  cer- 
tainly bereaved  irtc  of  my  life,  and  though  they  all  op- 
pofed  his  intentions,  they  had  altogether  much  ado  to 
diffwade  him  from  it,  he  ftijl  dragged  mc  by  the  Hair^ 
vyiio  was  nearer  Death  than  Life,  abating  nothing  of  bis 
obftinacy,  for  all  their  entreaties. 
:  Her m' one  in  this  part  of  her  relation  was  interrupted 
by  the  Pafliionate -Df /w^rn/u,  who  cryed  out,  O  Gods  ,. 
where  wcreaill  your  (lecping  Thunders  at  that  time  ( 
CM-  if  you  wanted  Thunders,  where  was  DemetriffSj  the 
young  Lover  faid  only  thefe  few  W'ords  with  an  enUamed 

eye 
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eye,  and  Her  mime  went  on  with  ber  relation* .  Long 
it  was  (  continued  fhs  )  er'e  with  great  importiinities 
and  eam?ft  prayers,  the  friends  of  Spltamenes  coald  pre- 
vail with  hitn  to  fpare  my  Life  at  this  time,  yet 
be  continued  his  refolves  to  take  it  away  iriore  at 
leiHire,  and  in  a  manner  that  might  look  Tom.  thing 
handlbner^  and  concluded  for  the  great  love  I  bore 
JiUxander^  I  fliould  have  the  fatisfadion  to  die  on 
the  points  of  the  Mtcedonlan  Swords,  for  he  decreed, 
that  the  next  Sally  be  made  I  ihould  be  placed  at  the 
front  of  the  Battle,  andetpofed  to  the  fury  of  the  Ene- 
my, and  that  if  I  fhould  fliririk  back  or  endeavour. 
to  efcape  he  had  appointed  thofe  that  guarded  me  to  kill 
mcthemrelvesj.and  this  was  to  be  put  in  praftice  the  ve- 
ry next  day,  which  he  told  me  ojBT  with  many 'threat-t 
flings,  and  fo  he  left  me  in  the  hands  of  the  Eunuch 
Sti^^Oy  Captain  of  bis  Guards,  upon  pain  of  death  to 
watch  by  me  all  night,  with  a  hundred  of  his  Soldiers, 
all  my  women  except  Theano  were  taken  from  me,  and 
fcarcc  had  time  allowed  them,  to  weepmeaforrowful 
farewell  for-ever  :  But  when  Strata  perceived  me  oyer^ 
whelmed  with  dreadful  thoughts  of  the  intended  man- 
ner of  my  death,  his  heart  was  t6uched  with  the  piti- 
ous  Lamentations  and  Complainings  I  made ,  and  bear- 
ing fomegooi  will  towards  me,  for  favours  received  from* 
Gradates^  having  placed  th$  Guards  at  a  diftance  with- 
out my  Uhamb^r  door,  he  tame  into  it  f  and  there  being 
nobody  with  me  hut  Theanify  who  was  not  fulpedtcd  J 
when  looking  wilhfully  on  me.  Madam  (faid  he)  you 
may  have  your  Life,  but  you  miiltfortine  your  (elf  with 
CourJge  to  undertake  a  during  enterprize.  Ah.  5t4M 
(faid  1  looking  on  bin  with  a dejeded Countenaixe  ) 
there  is  nothing  fo  difficult  that  I  would  not  attempt  to ' 
prevent  Oruel  Spltamenes^  from  having  the  fatisfsAiori  of 
deftroying  the  whole  Family  of  Gradates,  you  muft  then 
laid  he  kill  SpUamenes^  and  thereby  open  to  your  felt  a 
way  for  fafety*  and  by  this  only  means  you  may  both  fave 
ycMir  Life,  and  take  that  revengcyou  fo  much  dcfirc. 

I  was  furprized  at  this  propoution,  and  though  in  the 
dangerous  condition  I  was  in,  it  ought  to  have  been  re- 
ceiv 'd  with  joy,  I  trembled  when  I  heard  hitA  fpeak  of 
taking  away  my  Husbands  Life,  for  how  much  hatred  fo- 

ever  1  bore  nim,  I  did  not  naturally  tove  blood  v  bu^  ^^ 

lait 
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lafl:  the  Tears  and  Entreaties  of  TTotofio^  who  esigerly 
thirfted  to  revenge  the  death  of  her  Son,  and  the  many 
rcafons  urged  byS^r^^^^to  ftahlilh  my  own  fefety  ftrerg* 
ihened  by  the  prejudice  I  badagainft  Sp[tam€nt$  prevail* 
ed  wirh  me  to  give  way    to  the  death  of  a  Man  who 
had  been  themurtherer  of  my  deareft  relations,  and  had 
now  brought  me  within  a  few  fttps  of  my  own  Grav^- 
but  Sr/\iro  plainly  refufed  to  lUr  any  further  in  it,  unles^ 
I  would  be  prefent  at  the  Execution,  this  made  mc trem- 
ble more  than  before,  yet  Theano^  who  was  refolvcd  on 
it,  at  laft  prevailed  with  me  to  remove  this  ferupkalib^ 
and  5/r^/£>  having  gained  fomeof  his  Soldiers  tojoynin 
it,  and  difpofed  of  things  in  the  beft  order,  for  he  h»d 
fent  away  all  thofe  Guards,   but  fuch  whofc  fidelity  he 
c^ould  firmly  rely  on,  about  midnight,  when  we  cotKlud- 
ed  Spltamenes  was  fleeping  after  the  toil  of  the  day,  I 
was  lead  out  oi  my  Chamber  by  Torch-light  towards 
his  Lodging,  pale  and  trembling  :    O  <  Tods,  how  troub- 
ed  were  my  thoughts  at  this  time,  and  with  bow  great 
agitation  of  mind  was  I  diflraded  between  defirc  of 
Revenge,  and  thatof  myfafety,  I  had  ftrong  i»iclinati- 
ons  toCompaflionyind  I  could  not  forbear  toconfider  with 
Pity^  the  mirfortue  of  aMari  betrayed  by  his  own  people, 
and  even  upon  the  point  paying  fo  cruelly  forthein^ry 
he  had  done  me,  tn  \  coming  to  the  door  Stratv  knocked 
foftly ,  whereupon  it  was  opened  by  a  Groom,  whom 
be  inuantly  ftab'd  with  his  Dagger,  and  made  him  fM 
dead  at  his  feet,  and  entering  found  Spltamenes  feft  a' 
flecp.    I  was  fo  bcfides  my  fell  at  this  fight,  that  1  was 
hardly  able  to  ftand,  calling  in  vain  upon  my  Anger  to 
ftrengten  me,  the  d.  A  th'mg  Strato  did  was  the  iecu ring 
his  Sword,  but  by  the  noilcheroade  Sp'tantfnestkVfdk'- 
cned ;  y^t  vvas  U)  extreamly  furprizea,  that  he  had  not 
the  Courage  left  cither  to  dctend  hi<iifelf  or  cry  ouf^ 
neither  dia  th^y  give  him  time,  but  covering  his  Head, 
took  away  his  life  by  a  great  number  of  Wounds. 

Tboudiedft,  O  Soit^/ntn^'s^  and  ^thou  died  it  a  death 
thou  ha  delt  well  def^.rvcd,  but  Ic(;nfci$m\  fv  If  exceed- 
ing Cruel  in  havir.g  given  my  confent  to  that  Aftion  y 
and  as  wicked  as  thoU  wert,  1  ought  rather  to  have  fub- 
mittedmy  klf  to  the  puni/hment  thou  intendellme,atid 
to  have  tot  got  the  lol^  ot  all  my  friends-^  than  have  dif- 
hoQouicd  my  Sex  with  ia  croelty  of  that  nature,  I  in- 
deed 
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deed  turned  away  my  eyes,  but  Theanb  ftirred  not  frottf 
the  dead  body^  till  by  the  help  of  riie  Soldiers  the  bead 
was  taken  ofi,  which  (he  put  in  a  bag ,  and  would  needs 
carry  it  away  with  her,  for  a  defign  (he  faid,  that  would  - 
turn  to  my  advantage ;  we  retired  the  fime  way  we  camey 
fiinttingtne  doors  clofe  after  us,-  and  when  day  appeared 
Theano  and  1  were  put  into  a  Gbariot,  and  by  the  power 
Strata  had  with.thofe  that  guarded  the  Oates,  and  urg- 
ing it  vfSisSpitamerjej*s  Command,  we  found  a  free  pa  f- 
feee  out  of  the  City,  and  hafted  towards  Alexander'^ 
^^  encamped  a  few  Furlongs  from  the  Walls,  and  at 
my  requeft  we  were  condufted  to  the  Tent  of  that  lovely 
Conqueror.

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TX/THilft  thcfe  things  paffed  the  faithful  Jrdxis  Yttutn- 
^^  cd  from  Babylon^  and  as  foon  as  Oromdates  few 
him  come  in,  he  run  with  open  arms  to  Embrace  him,  and 
Xy/?wiicib«j  did  the  like  with  equal  hafte,  enquiring  news 
of  their  Princeffcs.  To  whom  (when  he  bad  a  little 
compofed  himfelF,  he  faid )  I  am  ftili  as  ignorant  of 
their  condition  as  when  I  departed  from  hence,  all  1  could 
meet  with  in  the  City,  believe  they  are  dead,  and  if 
they  have  heard  any' thing  of  their  being  alive  it  was 
learnt  by  your  denouncing  Wair,  and  by  your  Decla- 

^  ration.       - 

The  Princes  were  much  afflided  at  this  difcourfe,  and 

'  looking  on  each  other  with  a  confufion,  eafily  to  be  ob- 

^-  ftrved  in  their  faces.  O  Lyfimachus  (  cryed  the  Prince 
of  Scythia  )  we  are  not  yet  at  the  end  of  ourdifafters, 
and  you  are  extream  iinhappy  in  having  an  intermixture 
with  the  fortune  q{  Oroom.ates^  this  communication  will 
be  no  ways  adyantagious  to  you,  '  for  I  fhall  infinitely 
draw  you  into  thofe  eternal  naiferies  to  which  the  Gods 
have  condemned  me  ^  Fortune  replyed  Lyfimachnsj  has 
not  been  wont  to  ufe  me  lefs  cruelfy  than  Ihe  has  done 

w.you^  and  if  our  fufferings  are  contagious,  you  will  gain 

no 
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nQinore  than  I  inthisTufFcriog  of  our  interefls  Alas 
C^d(kd  Oroondates')  perhaps  our  Princeflcsmay  be  dead 
ii:id^cd,  and  the  Gods  haveooly  flattered  us  to  make  us 
but  the  more  fenfible  of  our  lofles,  by  the  hop^s  they 
hjive  given  us.  The  loves  of  our  Rivals  (  replyed  Lyji- 
machns)  may  fecure  us  from  fuch  cruel  thoughts,  and 
they  will  perifli  without  qudlionthemfelves  rather  than 
copfent  to  their  deftruftiJii;  yet  I  doubt  not,  but  they 
will  ufe  their  diligence  to  conceal  them  a  time  longer 
from  the  Malice  oi  Roxma. 

They  were  inthisdifcourfe,  when  the  reft  of  the  Prin-' 
CCS  with  the  jimazjomari  Queen  came  to  them  upon  the 
news  of  ^r4;i:/i  his  return,  and  all  of  them  together  de- 
fytd  to  hear  the  fucc«(i  of  his  enterprife,  when  having 
taken  their ^Seats,  he  declared  how  ne  got  into  Babyloriy 
and  how  by  the  means  and  friendfliip  of  DemocUs^  whom 
he  found  there,  he  had  taken  a  view  of  all  the  Enemies 
Forces  and  Stores,  which  were  ftrong  and  plentiful,  but 
when  I  entreated  him  (  continued  Araxls )  to  make  a 
ftrift  enquiry  into  the  condition  of  the  Princefles ,  af- 
ter be  had  learned  all  he  could  in  that  affair  in  the  Pal- 
lace,  he  returned  to  me  with  a  very  unfatisfaftory  anfwer,^ 
and  but  with  as  little  fuccefs  as*  1  had  before  made  my* 
enquiry  after  them  in  the  Town.  He  told  me,  that  the 
death  of  th?  Princefles  was  but  too  certainly  confirmed '; 
That  fmce  the  King's  deceafe  they  had  never  appeared  in 
Babylon^  and  that  every  body  laught  at  your  error,  when 
they  (aw  your  Declaration,  whereof  there  had  been  ma-' 
ny  Copies  difperfed  in  the  City.  \  \ 

I  learned  further,'  that  by  the  common  conferit  Perdi- 
cas  was  chofen  General  of  all  their  Forces,  and  that  they 
had  fortified  the  Walls  and  Works  tnore  ftronely  than 
ever.  I  then  enquired  after  Arfaces^  but  could  near  no- 
thing more  than  that  it  was  thought 'he  iremained  ftill  at' 
Seine Hs  his  lodgings  detained  by  his  Wounds,  though' 
the  City  was  full  of  thi  reputation  of  his  Valonr,  on^ 
which  depepended  a  marvellous  ftrefi  of  their  hoped  Ibr 
fuccefs  in  the  War  ^  and  that  they  expeded  but  little' 
lefs  from  a  valiant  Stranger,  who  had  been  but  a  fivi\ 
days  in  Bahylon.  I  had  notice  that  Cajfander  bore  v. jfy* 
Impudently  the  accufation  made  againfl  him  in  your  De-- 
claration,  the  murther.^r  of  Alexander,  That  he  had 
endeavoured  to  juftific  bimfelf ,  and  loudly  fworn  he'

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Would  |)rorecutc  his  Slanderers  with  Fire  and  Sword, 
and  that  many  of  th^ir  Party  believed  him  Innocent, 
though  with  others  he  was  held  fofpicious,  yet  it  bin- 
idrcd  not  him  from  making  an  open  profeffion  of  Love  to 
Kpxara^  and  that  notwithftanding  tnc  refentment^&c  had 
ciprefled  againft  that  prefumption,  the  Authority  be 
had  in  the  City  bore  him  up  with  fuch  a  Pride  and  Bold- 
iiefs,  as  made  him  ftrongly  indulge  his  Paffion,  and  ha- 
ving learned  thefe  things.!  returned  with  the  fame  facility 
I  bad  entrrd.  to  relate  tbcm  to  you. 

When  Araxis  had  thus  fpoken  on  this  tnanncr ,  all 
the  Princes  and  great  Commanders  afltmbled  in  a  Council 
of  War  at  L^machns  his  Tent,  where  they  had  not 
tong  confidered  the  great  ftrength  of  their  Enemies,  and 
how  to  order  their  Anairs,  but  news  was  brought  that  five 
or  fiK  men  that  came  out  of  Babylon  v^trt  at  the  en- 
trance of  the  Camp,  and  defired  a  lafe  Co'iduft  to  fpeak 
with  the  Commanders,  this  was  prefently  granted,  and 
being  brought  i..to  the  Terit  CUtophorj^  Ptraicas  his  Sqj 
was  prefently  known  to  many  of  the  Princes,  who  ha? 
ving  obtainevi^  Aucience,  addrtfled  himfclf  to  fhem  iri 
tbele  words.  '    ■  - 

My  Lcrds^  we  are  come  from  Queen  Roxana  and 
prince  Pcrdicas  on  whom  by  a  general  confent  is  confer'* 
id  the  Snpream  Anthority^  to  Ut  yon  know^  *hat  his  Health 
being  now  recovered^  and  that  being  fafficiemly  Jlrengthen* 
cd  by  the  arrival  of  his  Friend^  he  will  no  longer  rcr

Upon  this,  all  that  were  in  theTentfentforth'aloud 
cry  of  Joy,  ai  d  by  clapping  their  hands  teftified  how  wel:- 
come  the  news  was  to  them :  And  upon  the  further  requeft 
of  CI  tophon jthcy  all  agreed  /^^r^j/Zc^j  fliould  have  free  leave 
to  pafe  the  Euphrates  with  his  Army,  and  fincamp  on  the 
JPlain,.  vvbere  they  would  give  him  Battel  in  ten  days,  and 
topon  this'Hoftagcs  were  given  to  f^cure  his  paflage  with-? 
but  interruption.  Jrfaceszitht  fame  time  h^d  fent  his 
Enquire  to  ihank  Oroondates  bis  generous  Enemy  for  the 
Herb  he  fent  him  to  cure  his  Wounds,  cxpreffingaJhigh 
rfleem  of  bis  Virtues  •,  an^'thatjbe  would  end  in  wi 
Combat  with  him  in  the  Battel,'  Oroondates  returned  bim 
feitahle Complements.  .;  ,-  .  ;;;■'/,;  .  ,  r  ,  ■  ••]■ 
i^-fhi.  .1 1  u.:y,\ii;,..t\  '  Friend 
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Friend  (  faid  he  )  tell  ArCtces,  that  I  neither  expeEled 
thanks  nor  favonrfrom  hinty  and  that  my  intent im  in  ob^ 
liging  him  does  fufficientlv  acquit  him  from  any  iiUigation-j 
bite  yet^  that  I  cannot  Mfdain  the  efteem  of  fb  brave  a 
\Many  and  th.it  I  think  my  felffuf[iciently  requited  by  ir^ 
Tell  himtherefore  at  our  next  meetiifg  J  //jail  be  ready  to 
decide  thofe  differences^  which  even  unto  death  oppofe  our 
reconciliation.  After  thefe  wqrds  Clitophon  was  difmiA 
fed,  and  returned  to  Bdylon^  with  thofe  that  accompa- 
nied hiofu 

During  this  Truce  of  ten  days  all  things  were  made  in 
a  rcadineis  on  either  fide,  and  Perdicas  drew  out  his  Army, 
Eucamping  within  a  few  Furlongs  of  the  otber,infoinuch 
that  many  vifits  were  made  and  repaid  by  fome  of  either 
Party,  who  had  formerly  ( in  much  unity  )  Command- 
ed under  ^exander^  and  had  not  forgot  their  ancient 
friendship,  though  they  had  taken  different  fides,  as  their 
Intereft  and  Inclination  led  them.  And  Lyfimachus  con- 
fidefing  the  ftrid  friendftip  he  had  contraded  withthc 
valiant  Arfaces^  and  the  gteat  vertues  he  had  obferved 
bimto  be  endowed  withal ,  could  not  believe,  butitmuft 
be  lomc  miftake,that  fuch  a  mortal  hatred  was  fo  fuddainly 
fprung'- up  between  him  and  the  Prince  of  'Scythiay  in  the 
concern  of  their  Love,  he  confidered  it  was  beyond  rea- 
foh  or  probability,  that  Statira^  who  had  fo  long  de- 
fended her  felf  againft  the  Love  of  Alexander ^  and  whofe 
Widow '  fl^c  now  was  fliould  on  a  fudden  fall  in  Love  vyith 
a  ftranger,'  who  had  not  been  fo  long  in  the  Country  as 
to  dp  D^t  any  Services  ^  and  in  che  end,  '  he  concluded 
if  he  could  redifie  this  miftake,  and  draw  Arfaces  ip 
their  fide,  and  make  him  Or^W^r^j  his  Friend,  it  would 
be  a  very  great  weakening  to  the  Enemy,  he  communic-ii- 
tfcd  his  thoughts  to  Queen  Thaleftris^  who  yvas  of  the 
fame  mind,  proraifing  that  if  be  could  obtain  an  interview 
ivith  jirftcet  fhe  would  accompany  bim^  he.  accepted 
her  offer,  and  fteppingafide,  writthefol)pv\nng  Letter.

L?'?'.."?'^  "*^  ^y  ^  fide  with  his  drawn  Sword, 
Wbilft  Ar fates  ahd  Orontes  laboured  to  withrhold  them 
artd,  great*  mifobief  had  teen  done  if  Seluctts,  who  had 
a  confidathle  Aatbowty  .aowti^  the&ldiers  bad  not 
comeopportBnely  to  the  place,  and  reflrained  them  at 
the  defire  of  Jtjaces.

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Her  Funeral  Solemnities,  ^;Vcfe  with  great  Pomp,  and 
every .  morning  the  yofin^  Paffionaie  Lover  went  toweq) 
over  her  Tomb,   uttermg  fudh  moving  complaints  as 
fenfibly  sfflifted  all  thoft  that  heard  them  ^  and  his  ex- 
cels of  forrow  became  contagious,  infecSirg  his  friends 
^ho  laboured  to  diffwade  hini  rrom  it  with  the  likJe 
fadnrfs :  But  now  nine  days  of  the  Truce  being  expired, 
the  Princes,  on  both  fides  greparcd  to  give  Battel,  an4 
in  the  evening  having  facrificed  as  the  cuftom  was,  the 
Augury  remained  fo  doubtful  that  the  Prieft  could  not 
certiainty  know. to  which  fide  the  V'iAory  would  enclbc^ 
paft  of  the  night  Wasfpent  in  refrefliing  the  Armies  ana 
m  Reft :    The  remainder  in  getting  their  Arms  and 
H6rfes  in  a  tcadinefs,  that  no  iooner  the  Sun  fent  forth 
hi^  blufliing  beams ,   rifing  vvith  a  Crimfon  fplendour 
very  terrible,  prcfaging  the  ftr earns  of  Blood  that  were 
to  DC  ^  ftcd  e'rc  he  defcended  to  the  weftcrn  Ocean^ 
Imt  die  Tf  utapeti  (bunded,  and  made  the  neighbouring 
Hills  to  rebound  the  dreadfut  Eccho  of  their  warlike 
blafts,  md?rmct  Or oondates  aflembling,  the  Princes  and 
Chief  Commanders  in  Ptoiomeus  bis  Tenf^   on  the  top 
of  which  tfiei]^  Standard  was  di(plaied  as  a  fignal  of  Bat- 
tle, after  courtcpufly  faluting  them  orders  were  taken 
for  marflialliog  the  Array,  and  appointing  the  Comman- 
ders their  particular  Stations,  and  whdn  this  was  donie 
to  the  hi^  approb^ti6n  of  all  prefent,  he  encouraged 
them  witnfucn  vehement  expreffions  to  ftir  up  their 
valour,  and  excite  them  to  revenge  ^  That  they  were  of 
force  fuffrcieht  to  enflame  the  moft  frozen  hearts  wide 
fierce  defirc  of  winning  Honour  at  the  price  of  their 
Lives.    They  anfwercd  it  with  a  loud  cry  or  joyful  ac- 
clamation,' v^hich   being  heard  by   thole     without,' 
it  paflfed  quite  through  the  Camp,  and  in  all  their  faces 
appeared  ii^ch  a  lively  courage  as  ^afily  fliewed  their, 
daring  refolations  eitncr  to  Die  or  Conquer. 

When  the  Princes  had  fixed  the  order  they  intended 
fbould  be  txkd  in  the  Battle,  they  came  forth  and  divi- 
ded the  Army  into  four  Bodies,  the  weakeft  of  which 
was  comijofed  of  ten  thoufand  Horfe  and  20thoufand 
Foot.  '  The  firft  was  given  to  0:  ocnd^tt6s^  vyho  had  ma-' 
ny  Princes  and  great  C?ptains  comnfianding  upderhim; 
PrinreO>'?rf  filed  theftcond-,  the  third  was  command^ 
ed  by  the  •  valiant  EHmems^   and  the  laft  by  the  great 

PoUpcr^ 
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PoUperchfffr^  All  battels  confiftinfjof  fcvcral  Nations,  Thcjr 
tad  likctvifc  a  great  namber  of  artried  Chariots,  wbica 
tverc  difoored  eqjaliy,  amOriail  them,  filled,  with  Ar- 
chers :  MatTy_Princ.cs  Would  needs  be  exempted  from, 
any  command,  that  they  mi^ht  be  ready  ?t  ill  times  to 
SttCcour  thofc  that  were  in  diftrefi.  And  JPerdlcasoa 
the  other  part  had  like  wife  divided  hi$  Army  into  four 
Battles,  under  bimfclf,  and  the  moft  exDeriepced  Com- 
inanderspTi  his  fide,  that  had  followed  thefortoneof 
yiftorioas  Alexander.         ,  ... 

'    Thefe  dreadful  Armies,  were  no  fooner  within  fight^ 
buttihey  faluteci  one  another  with  terrible  Cries  ,and  A- 
ftions,  which  vifibly  teiiified.the  Ardour  that,  carried 
themon  to  the  Battje^as  they  drew  nearer  the  fiercenefi  of 
rfieir  Courage  redoubled,  and  their  Comoianders  were, 
hardly  able  to  keep  thegn  from  rulHng  diforderly  to  the 
-fight,  when  after  a  little  ftand  the  Trumpets  founded 
<hc  Bloody  Blaft,  and  ^ave  the  figtiaf  to  engage  v  Tbeii 
immediately  the  Suns  light  was  Ihrouded  by  an  infinite 
flight  of  Arrows,  whkh.  foon  laid  thoufends  breathlefs 
'or  groveling  in  the  duft,  arid  many  hundreds  pi  Hor-. 
fes  fell,  under  their  valiant  Mailers :   Then  the  Scju^i- 
drons  clofed  and  fought  with  their  Sword^  wh^n  Or^^ 
mtdates  and  LyfimachHs  feekin^  out  ferdlcas  and  JUce^ 
tas^  charged  fo  furioufly  that  they  tumbied  them  and 
their  Hortes  tnrich  bruiledi  and  wpunded  tp  theEartby 
tod  the  AmAZjmlan  Queen  did  the  like  to  Peiicejiasy  and 
.  they  had  been  ilain  had  not  the  throngs  of  their  Soldiers 
;j)refred  between,    and  vvith  the  lofs  of  many  of  their 
:own  Lives  refcucd  and  remounted  them,.   Then  it  was 
that  the  earth  became  covered  vvith  dead  arid  dying  bodies, 
that  the  face  ot  all  things  grew  difmal  and  terrible. 
The  Chariots  armed  with  v^cythes  made  great  fkughter. 
4n  tea.iMg  or  cuttii^g  in  pieces  whole   bquadroos  and 
^ttallions,  whilit  ylrjacfs  who  had  ieen  many  valiant 
.Optains  fall  by  the  Sword  of  OroondateSy    kboured  by 
'{lis  example  to  encourage  his  Men,  breaking^  inamopg^ 
1)is  Enemies  like  Thunder,  beating  down  all  before  bim, 
■^nd  kft  bloody  marks  of  his  p^tflTage^  till    thefe  two 
Warrioursmet,  foon  knowing  .ach  other  by  their  Cries, 
and  the  prodigious  AAions  ib<:y  iaw  one  another  do  ; 
both  of  them  would  have  fpoke  bat  the  extremity  of 
their  Anger  made  them  unable  to  exprds  dieidelvcsu 
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and  the  confufed  noife  of  fo  many  difinal  cries  could  not 
fuffer  them  to  undcrflar.donc  another.    Thcfctwoeh- 
ragcd  Enemies,  whofe  thoughts  were  not  upon  the  dc-» 
fcnfive,  caft  their  Shields  .benind  them,  and  lifting  up 
their    Swords   brought  them   down  with  the  utmoit 
of  tlicir  ftrength  upon  each  others  Helmets  ^  at  thdc 
mighty  blows  their  ftrong  Swords  flew  in  a  thou&rid 
pieces,  their  Crefts  were  beaten  off,  and  their  Helmets 
deeply  dinted,  and  how  great  focver  was  the  fortitude 
of  thefe  two  gallant  Men,  it  was  not  proof  againftfo 
infinite  a  violence  ;   jirfaces  bleeding  at  his  Nofe  and . 
Mouth,  fell  in  a  Swdon  ztSelkcu/s  feet,  and  Ptolomeui 
running  ioOroondatts^  few  him  open  his  Arms  and  fink 
to  the  ground,  the  fall  of  thefe  two  matclilefs  perfons 
caufed  tnole  of  either  party  to  fend  forth  migjity  cries, 
and  kindled  a  furious  cotimuftion  round  about  them; 
Ptol^ntensy  CrMterns  and  Demetrius  (heltered  Oroondates 
With  their  Shields, -and  his  faithful  Araxes^  who  flir- 
ted not  from  him,  carried  him  off  with  theaffiftanceof 
lllyon^us^  Menelaus  and  fome  others ;  j^r faces  his  friends 
did  the  lame  for  him,  and  then  the  Battle  continued  fa- 
rioufly  in  all  parts.    Thalefiris  after  a  great  flaughter,^ 
met  with  Orontes^  who  had  done  wonders  in  the  Fi^t, 
opening  his  way  with  his  Sword  wherever  he  came: 
And  that  enraged  Queen  with  her  ufual  reproaches  flew 
furioufly  to  her  defired  revenge,  but  he  knowing  her, 
tetired  to  avoid  her  blows  amongft  the  thickeft  of  his 
Squadron,  and  with  grief  faw  many  of  them  fall  by  her 
Sword,  whilft  they  laboured  to  flielter  him  from  lier 
teveageful  rage. 

Whilft  thefe  and  many  other  bloody  fcenes  were  vi- 
fiblc  in  all  parts,  Oroondates  and  Ar  faces  had  recovered 
their  ftands,  and  remcmbring  what  nad  paft,  returned 
to  the  Battel  more  enraged  than  before.  Shame  and  An- 
ger fpurred  them  on  to  a  more  eager  thirft  of  Revenge^ 
tbev  ranged  through  the  Squadrons,  leaving  (iich  marks 
of  tbeir  tury  wherever  they  paiTed,  as  made  the  ftoutefl: 
tremble.  It  would  be  overtedious  to  relate  their 
great  Aftion,  or  the  many  Deaths  they  gave,  or  the 
particular  aftions  of  other  brave  Men^  who  behaved 
themfelves  gallantly  in  the  fight.  Let  it  fufficethen,to 
fay,  that  dilinal  Tragedies  every  where  appeared,and  all 
things  were  in  a  molt  horrible  form,  the  number  of  the 
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Pead  exceeding  that  of  the  Living,  and  thq  plain  wa!{ 
covered  with  gireat  h;!ap$  of  bo  ies^  from  whence  raii 
ftre^ins  of  bl>^l,   ch.ic    crinfonsd  the    wate/s  of  the, 
Enp^^tes:  The  Soldiers  were  no  longer  obi:  ient  tp 
Command,  arii  both  fiJ;$  w;:re  (b  eager  to  cteilroy  thofe^ 
yirho  had  been  formerly  ,th:!ir  companions,    that  the 
night  now  come  wis  hardly  able  to  obftruft  their  fury, 
and  bat  for  its  arriv<il  both  Armies  had  been  totally 
4pfeated  by  death,   when   after   many  Signals  to  rc;« 
lire,  the  broken  Sqiiirois  began  to  rally;    the  cxecu- 
lioh   ceafed,   an  J  ch:  S.>ldicrs  gitSerrd   to  their  Co* 
loars^  wbilii  the  field  rem  lin^i  aim jA;  equal  between 
them,  ,  ^    . 

This  Vi.%ry  fo  oSftinately  dilputed,  4eclared  it  fclC 
aWoIately  for  neither  oxtty  •,  nor  cojld  they  prc&ntly 
know.ttieir  great  loflTs,  but  were  contented  to  retire 
into  their  firtCinp.,  leaving  fc'iedead  and  dyin^  be* 
bind  them  ^  The  n^ixt  day  a  Trumpet  came  from  Perils 
cas^  to  deftre  a.Ti'uce  fo;  fit  lays,  f>r  p  yinjj  what 
they  owed  to  th.*  Finerais  of  ch:deal,  and  drelli.ig 
the  won.i  led,  which  \'as  readily  grante  >  ^  and  both 
Camps  were  filled  wLh  Lamentatiois,  and  the  pittou^ 
cries  of  thofe  thar  !iia4  lo  I  their  H u^baiids,  or  near  Ktr 
latiois  in  the  Butel.  A'll  by  the .  co npuration-  they 
found  the  Slainiobe  Fourfcore  TltoafanJ,  on  thefiac 
of  Perdcasy  nor  leis  than  Fifty  Thoufani  on  the  part 
of  the  Princes,  befii-s  a  very  great  number,  that  for 
theprefent  werediiahled  by  their  Wounds.  .; 

Whilll  the  Funerals  were  in  performmg,  and  the 
wpunied  M-*n  carefully  looked  after  on  both  fides; 
and  whilft  O^ooyiJa^es  was  tormenting  himfelf  for  thp 
little  fuccefs  be  hal  hadagaiiii  his  iii'^al,  and  that  he 
faw  not  a  prefent  eiid  of  the  War>  to  rcfcae  Ststira 
out  of  his  hands.  Todlelfis  v^hj  was  racked!  with  a 
greater  violence  fo:-  millifi^  her  fo  much  defired  R6-. 
venge  on  her  faithlefs  O  ontesy  went  privately  out  qf 
the  Camp  in  fearch  of  him,  vowing  to  kill  him  even  in 
the  mi  Jit  of  the  Eneinies  Army  if  fhe  might,  or  Sacrifice 
her  own  Life  ( in  that  daring  attempt )  to  her  revenge, 
of  which  vieJperatc  humour  Oroondates  being  informea. 
by  hf  opolitaj  Lyfi/9t^tchits  and  he  withj/^r(?/o/«f^j  pi^t 
/cub  thdr  Arms,  and  mounting  folio  wed  lier  to  prevent 
the  ruin  they  fuppofedihe  was  going  tif^  precipitate  her 
fclf  into.  At 
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At  this  very  time  Demetrius^  whole  cxceffivc  Corrovr 
for  the  death  of  Fair  jHerm  one  msidc  him  ari  enemy  to 
'Company,  got  on  Horfe-back  to  vent  his  grief  ifi  tlic 
moft  defolate  places  be  cbald  Bnd,  and  enterinc^  into  a 
Biady  Grove,  lamehring,  andtalking  tohimfel^  hewas 
intcrrnpted  by  a  noifc  he  heard,  wnith  refcmbled  the 
ilhreeks  and  Lamentations  of  Women  in  diftrefs,  when 
turning  that  way  it  direded  Kim,  he  few  three  Men 
well  mognted  aha  Aniled  com^atil)g  with  one  Man  on 
foot^  who  to  prevetlt  being  aflault^  behind  had  fet  his 
back  agaihft  in  Oak,  fighting  (though  much  wounded) 
tvith  an  aditiirabk  Courage,  atid  two  Women  proftrate 
on  the  Grafe ,  and  pouring  out  floods  of  Tears,  near  him. 
Ttts  fight  very  fcnfibly  touched  the  heart  of  ^,enerous 
DimetriaSj  and  made  him  take  the  fide  of  him,  who 
fought  on  foot,  and  rufhing  at  the  three  Men  with  a 
loud  .cry,  conftrained  them  to  make  head  ^gainfl  him  ^ 
though  fo  unfortunately  on  their  part,  that  the  firft^ 
who  came  to  encounter  him,  was  ibon  laid  dead  at  his 
Horfes  feet,  and  cutting  the  ftraps  of  anothers  Hdmetic 
fell  off,  leaving  his  h^aJ  l>are  i  at  the  fight  of  which  he^ 
who  fought  on  foot,  lifting  up  hiseye^td  H^hven,  greai; 
Gods  (eyed  he )  how  Jdft  are  you  to  refer ve  the 
death  of  Witked  ylflla^es  tb  CUommnf^  when  quitting 
the  Tree  m'dch  wduncfed,  he  flew  at  him  with  fo  fierce 
kn  aAidn,  tfiat  though  the  other  laboured  all  he  could 
to  defenl  biiifelf  ,  and  trample  his  enemy  under  bis^ 
Horfes  feet,  be  ran  hinfi  quite  tnrbugh  the  body,  fothat 
he  fell  with  a  ftream  of  Blood,  in  which  heocgan  to 
belter  on  the  ground  ;  then  Fe  turned  towards  Deme: 
&'ius^  and  went  to  render  him  {)art  of  theafliitance,he 
had  received  from  him,  but  he  fl^od  not  in  need  of  it^ 
for  his  encrriyn&t  daring  to  wichftind  the  t^ifthtinefs 
of  his  blows  had  al read  V  taRen  flight  to  fi^e  himfclf^ 
When  they  fawtbeLa  ies'  Tinwhold  beautfuus  faces  ap- 
j^cared  a\i(ible  j^y  for  this  fucccls)  ccwning^towards^ 
them,'  the  itrangef  running  to  <5ne  of  them  v;ith  open 
irms. .  AK  dear  /llclqn^  (  faid  h^ )  I  Kive  lived  |ong 
inougn  flnce  I  have  Keen  able  to'  do  you  lom^  fervice  be- 
fore 1  CfiCj^nd  tbVt  I  have  facrificcd  tfcfe  dilibyal  Aji-iagcs 
"  '      '  )M, 
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was  exceedingly  troubled  at  his  fainting^  and  wbilft  fhe 
laboarei^to  reaver  him  out  of  his  Swoon  ,  Demetrins 
payed  hi$  Compliaients  to  the  Piinccrs  Bemice^  afla- 
ringher,  flic  was  now  iniafety,  and  Miftrefb  of  her  li- 
berty. But  when  jilcime  had  taken  off  the  Strangers 
Helmet,  O  Gods,  how  great  was  her  Aftonifliment, 
when  flie  faw  there  the  kcc  of  CleommHs.  It  would  be 
very  difficult  to  exprefshow  infinitely  flie  was  furprifcd 
at  this  Adventure  •,  the  firft  marks  of  it  were  cries,  by 
which  flic  drew  Demetrins  and  Bermce  to  her.  The 
Princefe  Bernice^  who  was  acquainted  with  the  ftory 
of  her  Life,  and  who  by  that  natural  goodnefs,  whico 
accompanied  the  reft  of  her  Virtues  had  taken  an  inter- 
eft  in  her  fortune,  foon  learned  the  caufe  of  her  Trao** 
fports  by  the  hare  hearing  of  Cleoniptus  his  name,  and 
forgetting  the  greatnefs  of  her  Birth  to  fpllow  her 
Charitable  Inclinations,  (he  fate  down  b^her,  and  gave 
her  all  the  adiftance  Ihe  could  receive  in  fuch  like  an 
encounter.  In  the  mean  time  CleoniwHs  opening  his  eyes 
and  recovering  his  Speech,  looking  a  while  filently  on 
her. 

Ah  Coufin  (  faid  he  )  you  once  fee  CleonimuszgWij 
whofe  ifl  fortune  baniflied  him  from  you,  and  whom  his 

ijood  fortune  has  brought  to  die  fo  near  you,  bow  great 
oever  the  diltance,  that  has  parted  us,  nath  been,  yott 
have  ever  been  prefent  to  my  remembrance,  and  tnat 
remembrance  which  brings  me  back  in  fpite  of  my  for- 
mer refolutions,  \&  an  effeft  of  my  Deftioy,  and  of 
the  Juflice  of  the  Gods.  They  prolonged  my  life  in 
thofc  Sorrows,  that  have  perfecuted  it  for  no  other  por- 
pofe,  but  to  relci've  the  end  of.it  either  for  your  ler- 
yice,  or  for  Theanders  revenge  :  And  the.  conclufion  of 
it  could  not  be  mo:e  pleafmg  tome,  than  to  die  at  M: 
clones  Feet,  after  having  facrificed  in  her  prefence,  the 
crutfl  Author  of  our  Common  Misfortunes.  Difpofc 
now  (continued  he,  lifting  up  his  eyes)  O  Gods,  diC- 
pc)fe  now  of  my  deftiny,  as  as  you  pleafe,  and  if  J  cannot 
die  innocent  of  the  lols  of  Theander^  and  of  Alciones 
miferics,  at  lenft  be  pleafed,  that  this  Blood  which  I 
molt  fieely  give  them,,  mayferve  in  part  t^  expiate  my 
faults, 

Wheo 
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When  he  had  fpoken  on  this  manner,  j^cionc  fetching 
adcepfijJi  (whilft  her  tears  flowv-d  plentifully)  Ah 
(&id  flic^  it  was  not  CUonimus  his  Blood,  that  was  due 
to  Theandcrs  Revenge,  and  to  Alcienes\  rcpofe  ^  the 
Blood  of  wicked  jifiiagcs  was  enough  for  both,  and  you 
wi .'  repair  thoie  innocent  fault5,whercof  you  accufc  your 
ftlf,  by  loofinft  a  life  for  ThcMjder  and  for  Alcwnej 
which  was  ever  dearer  to  them,  than  their  owm  Thclc 
Wounds,  thcfe  Cruel  Wounds  are  mine  as  well  a^ 
yours,  and  if  you  ^ave  ftill  remaining  any  part  of  that 
friend/hip  you  once  bore  me,  you  ought  not  to  put  mine 
toio  cruel  a  proof,  nor  foice  me  toconfefs,  that  it  is 
ftrong  enough  to  make  me  keep  you  company  in  youf 
Grave- 

The  efFeft  thefe  words  produced  in  Clconimits  appear- 
ed very  vifiblc  in  his  face,  as  not  being  able  to  diflemblc 
theConfo'ation,  he  received  by  them,  the  which  he  ex- 
prefled  in  very  obliging  terms  \  When  De;n€trins  c^mc 
and  told  the  Ladies,  that  AHiages  not  quite  dead  had 
entreated  him  to  bring  xhtvci  to  him,  that  before  he 
expired  he  might  implore  their  pardons  for  bis  faults, 
and  for  the  Crimes  he  had  committedi  jilcicne  though 
fliL*  was  loath  toftirfromher  dear  CUonimHs  in  the  con- 
dition he  was,  yet  at  his  prefling  entreatj'  went  with 
Demetrius ,  and  the  Princels  of  Scythia^  and  ^^prc^Lch- 
vcigAftiages^  they  found  him  in  the  very  Pangs  of  Death, 
yet  had  he  fo  much  ftrength  and  timp  left  to  ask  them 
Pardon  for  what  be  bad  done  againft  them,  with  (b  great 
many  teftimonies  of  a  forrowful  repentance,  that  thofe 
Generous  Peribns  forgot  all  their  Injuries  ,  and  Re- 
fentmtnts  in  a  moment,  and  were  viery  forry  for  his 
misfortune,  but  when  he  had  learned,  it  was  by  the 
hand  of  C/f#»/wi«',  that  the  Gods  had  puniflicd  him,  he 
lifted  up  his  Hands  and  Eyes  towards  Heaven,  and 
ftrugling  with  his  weaknefs  •,  O  you  revenging  Divini- 
ties ( faid  he )  liow  admirable  are  your  judgments  ,• 
and  how  well  do  you  teach  Mortals  by  my  example , 
that  it  is  impoflible  to  flieltcr  themfelves  from  you  *,  Clc- 
ommHSy  wnofe  Life  1  have  aflaulted ,  and  Virtue  f 
have'  perfecuted  by  my  treacheries  and  calumnies  comes 
into'  the  world  again  tor  fio  other  end  but  to  txecate" 
your  fuft  decrees,'  and  you  have  referved  the  (Vlrnilh-: 
mxil  di  h\k  Afiiages  \oCUonlmHs7\Qj\t^  fyh?reas  yorf 
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might  have  brought  it  upon  him  a  thoafand  other 

After  thefe  words,  turning  his  dying  eyes  nptoh  jil- 
riojie^  Jlcione  (  faid  he ,  for  I  dare  not  call  youSiftei-. 
lince  by  my  treacheries  I  have  (o  unworthily  violated 
our  Alliance  ),  If  my  repentance  had  been  but  Ibme  few 
moments  before  my  punifliment.  I  would  have  offered 
it  to  you,  for  fomepart  of  the  latisfaftion,  I  owe  unto 
The^indcrs  Blood,  but  fince  it  comes  fo  late,  I  can 
hope  for  no  pardon  of  my  Infidelities  from  you.  I  die 
therefore  with  an  acknowledgement,  that  I  have  defer- 
ved  it,  and  that  I  was  the  wickedeft  of  all  Men  living, 
roperfecute  fuch  Innocent  and  VertnousPerfons,as-/2!- 
done  and  CUonimus ;  I  give  my  life  to  both  for  the  re- 
paration 1  owe  them,  and  if  by  the  lofs  of  my  blood  f 
can  wad)  out  of  my  memory  any  part  of  thofe  fpots, 
wherewith  it  is  ftained  by  Theanders  blood,  I  fliaU  de- 
part the  world  without  complaining  of-m)fl>ftiny. 

He  would  have  faid  more,  but  the  convulfions  of  deatfr 
feized  him  at  that  inftant,  and  after  a  grafp  or  two  he 
expired,  carrying  with  him  to  his  Grave  their  Pitty^ 
whom  he  had  fo  infinitely  offended  \  and  Akione  re- 
membring  her  dear  CUommus  left  j4(tiaj^esj  to  run  to 
him,  who  by  the  help  of  fome  Soldiers,  Demetrius  had 
called,  was  arried  to  Pdimons  Houfe,  where  he  was 
t"eceived  with  much  joy,  and  his  Wounds  fo  carefiiUy 
lookt^Wi  Alcione^  and  rfae  Chirurgeons,  that  in  the  end 
he  recovered. 

Bernke  beipg  known  by  the  Princeffcs  there,  to  be 
Sifter  to  great  Oroondatesj  after  they  had  bewrfd  her 
Beauty  with  aftoni(hment,  they  payed  bef  thbfc  pro- 
found refpefts,  which  they  thought  doe  to  her  Quality  , 
which  (ht  returned  with  great  CiviliCies,  and  an  obli- 
ging affability,  that  was  wont  to  win  the  hearts  of  the 
moit  iufenfible  perfons  to  her  intercft.  This  ended,  (he 
earneftly  enquired  for  the  Prince  her  Brother,  and 
hearing,  he  was  in  his  Tent,  (lie  entreated  the  Princef 
ies  toexcufe  the  power  of  her  Love,  which  puirdth^nr 
from  her,  and  her  from  them  for  a  while,  to  vifit  that 
Dear  Brotlier  ^  but  they  offered  to  bear  her  Company^ 
All  d  leaving  tlT\i  Hou  fe,  went  to  Oroondatess  Tent. 

The  Bftd  of  the  fijth  Book, 
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QUeen  Thalefiris  being  gone  out  of  the  Camp  to  feek 
^OrantfSj  the  fubjeft  other  revenge,    as  (he  pa  (Ted 
by  the  (ide  of  a  Wood  e^preflinii  farious  words  to  her 
felf  in  a  paflionate  manner,  (he  (aw  a  gallant  Horfe  'tied 
to  a  Tree,  and  coming  a  little  nearer,  perceived  a  Shield 
hanging  by  him,  with  this  dreadful  Imprefs  of  a  Heart 
torn  by  Vi^ltcn  on  it  ^  this  awakened  her  memory,  and 
brought  it  into  her  mind  afrefti,  that  (he  had  (een  the 
like  Shield  worn  by  her  faithlefs  OromeSy  when  look* 
ing  more  wilhfully  about  her    fte  perceived  the  Ma- 
iler of  it  ftretched  on  the  grafs  fleeping,  the  Bever  of 
his  Helmet  was  up,  the  more  freely  to  breath  the  cool 
Air,  and  upon  a  nearer  view  (be  found  it  was  him,whom 
(he  fo  eagerly  (ought,  when  at  firft  her  Aftonilhment 
was  (b  great,  (he  was  utterly  at  a  loft  what  refolution 
to  take,  a  cold  trembling  benumed  her  v^ins,  and  b^r 
blood  ran  back  from  its  Iburce.    fit  laft  the  force  of 
her  Courage  difperlcd  that  weaknefs,  and  Anger  (nc- 
ceeded  m  the  room  o(  that  perplexity^  (\x  had  beep  in  -, 
She  now  hchtld  -  Orontes  with  an  eye  fparkling  with 
l^age  and  Fury,  and  no  longer  doubted,  but  that  the 
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Gods  to  perform  their  protmfe  bad  delivered  bim  up 
t  o  her  relentments,  when  cafting  her  eyes  toward  Hea- 
ven j  It  were  unjuft,  great  Gods,  (cryedftie)  ifl/hoold 
now  complain  of  y6u,  and  if  I  flbould  not  acknowledge 
how  exadiy  yon  nave  kq)t  yoar  word  \  and  thou  great 
Deity  of  Love,  whom  this  Traytor  has  fo  unworthily 
abuied,  receive  the  Vidim,  which  now  I  offer  to  your 
fatisfaftion. 

Speaking  thefe  words  (he  drew  her  Sword  and  leap- 
ing from  her  Horfe,  went  towards  him  with  a  heart 
that  had  bahiflied  all  tenderneis  at  that  time,  yet  lifting 
up  her  arm  to  give  the  fatal  blow,  that  fhould  leave 
him  in  an  eternal  Slumber ,  fomething  checked  her 
power  to  give  him  death,  and  in  the  very  moment  re- 
prefented  to  her,  that  without  bringing  on  her  felf  a 
lafting  infamy,  (he  could  not  bereave  him  of  life  whileft 
bewasfleeping,  which  made  her  paufe  a  little^  and  af- 
ter that /he  ottered  thefe  words,  (halll,  faid  (he,  di(hQ- 
nour  my  felf  by.  a  bafencfs  in  killing  this  enemy,  unable 
in  the  condition  he  is  in,  to  refiilt,or  lo  much  as  know  who 
it  is  that  takes  fo  juft  a  revenge  on  him,and  fo  be  wilt  die 
without  being  fenfiblc  of  the  terror  of  my  arm,  or  the 
indication,which  he  oueht  to  tremble  at  i  yet  if  I  (hould 
awake  him,  no  doubt  out  he  will  efcape  by  flight,  and 
fruftrate  the  efFeAs  of  my  mortal  hatred,  as  he  has  al- 
ready done  to  my  exceeding  diiTatisfedion ;  waken 
then  nothing  (continued  (he)^  O  T/7^/f/?r;/,  butthv  jud 
indignation,  and  leave  this  Traitor  in  an  eternal  deep. 

In  thefe  irrcfolutions  (he  remained  a  while,  yet  nc? 
anger  prort\pted  her  ftill  moft  powerfully  to  revenge, 
but  as  (h^  was  lifing  up  her  Sword  again  to  give  ttie 
fatal  blow,  (he  heard  Or^wrw  Sigh,  and  cafting  ner  eyes 
upon  bis  face,  (lie  (aw  fome  tears  find  a  pafTage  between 
his  clofed  Eyclids^and  heard  him  mutter  fomething  in  his 
(TecD,  Leave  me  f  faid  he  )  leave  me  Incon/lant  Woman, 
at  tnefe  words  pronounced  with  a  mournful  voice  the 
Queens  Sword  fell  out  of  her  hand,  then  ftje  looked 
upon  his  face  a  little  more  earneftly,  than  (he  had  done 
before,  and  obferved  in  it  all  the  features  of  her  Lovely 
and  dearly  beloved  Orithiay  That  rememhaance  wrought 
a  ftiangc  violence  upon  her  refentments,  and  in  part 
abated  the  fiercenefs  of  her  animofity  ^  All  the  moft 
winning  adions,  that  OrithU  had  done  for  her  in  her 

whole 
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whole  life  :  Tbofe  tender  proofs  of  Love,  flic  had  given 
her,  before  and  after  her  difcovery,  as  well  by  words 
accompanied  with  unrefiftable  Graces,  as  moft  admira- 
ble deeds  performed  in  her  favour  came  at  that  time 
<jrottding  all  together  into  her  memory^  on  the  other 
hatKijthe  Injuries  done  her  as  Orsntes  pleaded  powerful* 
ly  againft  all  the  good  Anions  of  Or/Vi!?:'^,  and  made  her 
fall  again  into  her  former  Pailion,  and  abfolutely  con- 
cluded, he  mud  die  for  the  reparation  o  f  his  reproaches^ 
but  he  muA  die  waking,  to  render  his  death  more  fenfi- 
ble,and  more  terrible  to  nim  ^  when  to  prevent  his  flight. 
/he  cut  the  reins  of  his  Horfes  Bridle,    turning  him  loole  ^ 
in  the  Wood  to  range  at  liberty.    After  this  precauti- 
on with  a  loud  voice,  rife  Oromesj  (laid  (hzj  but  rife 
to  die. 

The  fuddain  noiie  of  thefe  words  wakened  Orcmes  in 
a  ftart,  and  feeing  one  ftanding  by  him  in  a  threatning 
pofture,  with  a  drawn  Sworc^  be  got  up  haftily,  and 
grew  his  to  defend  his  life  againft  that  enemy.  And  who- 
mever thou  art  (  faid  he  )  perchance  thou  baft  awaken* 
ed  me  to  thy  own  deftrudion  ^  but  fcarce  he  caft  his 
eyes  on  the  Queen,  and  knowing  her,  the  unlucky  en- 
counter troubled  him  exceedingly,  "when  letting  fall  the 
pcunt  of  his  Sword,  he  retired  tnreeorfour  fteps,crying 
out,  wilt  thou  torment  me  forever  Woman,  wnoim  ta^ 
bor  a  thouiand  times  more  than  Death.  I  will  never 
ceafe  to  torment  thee  (replyed  the  Queen)  whilcft 
thou  ceafeft  to  live  ^  and  the  end  of  thy  Torment  now 
approaches  with  the  end  of  thy  Life.  She  accomipanied 
thefe  Words  with  a  blow,  whicn  Oromes  warded  witli  bis 
Sword,  and  flying  at  him  with  a  furious  Impetuoufnefs 
conftrained  him  to  (eek  Shelter  among  the  Trees,  upon 
which,  defend  thy  felf  bafe  Coward  (cryed  the  Queen) 
and  think  that  I  will  take  thy  flight  to  proceed  trom 
akiy  remainder  of  refped  to  me  -,  thy  Treacheries  and 
thy  Unworthy  ufages  are  a  thoufand  times  more  cruel, 
than  atiy  refiftance  thou  can  ft  make,  and  tho  thy  Sword 
fliottld  cut  <ne  from  the  world,  it  will  only  finiflj  what 
tby  perfidiottfnefs  hath  fliamefully  begun. 

As  (he  fpoke  the  words  flie  furioufly  purfued  hiim  with 
•fuch  a  fuddainnefs,  that  (he  put  him  upon  a  neceffity  ei- 
Iha:  of  ftanding  upon  his  defence,  or  fuffering  himfelf 
tiDf  be  killed  i  yet  how  great  foever  his  hatred  was,  he 
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could  pctfcr  fcfolvc  to  lift  up  his  hand  againft  her,  arid 
being  wean'  of  flying  to  lave  a  life,  which  he  nolorgcr 
yaluecl,  he  made  a  fi  m  ftop,  and  prelenting  his  breaftro 
the  furious  Queen,  ft  ik  *  cruel  Wonwn,  (iaidhc)ftrikc 
through  ^Hh  heart,  v^hiih  I  (v  hlindh  gave  'ke  and 
fince  t^ou  art  lb  ext^reamly  thiHh  of  m;  Bio* id  which  I 
have  foe  fccn  ftied  foi  the,  t  ke  ihis  Life*  which  by  thy 
ftiaTiehfs  perfidioufncls  thou  haft  rendiea  mor«r  odious 
to  in.%  than  that  death  thou  ftrivcil  tagivc  me  :  1  mecc 
with  no  new  thing  in  thi»  th\  cruelty,  hor  ou^^ht  I  to 
thipk  it  ftrang  ,  inat  ^ou  would  d»fve  me  out  of  the 
World,  af  r  having  fiji  (I^ken  iue  wiih  o  nuch  ba(enelS| 
and  fotnuch  1  ^faaiy,  though  1  could  ckfend  my  lifca* 
gainft  thee  j  If  thou  ha  ift  left  me  anv  Love  of  it. 

The  Queen  at  thisdilcourfe  held  her  fiirious  hand, 
and  began  a  little  to  relent,  and  then  again  his  rejproiich- 
^  ftirred  up  her  Anger,  v  hich  bad  bwcn  no  doubt  fatal 
to  poor  Orof'tes^  if  they  had  not  heard  a  (u^dain  tram- 
pling  of  Horfes^  when  looking  about,  they  few  them- 
iclves  invironed  by  O  oondates^  Ijjfimaihitf^  Ptplomens 
and  Hippolita^  and  Oroondates  feizng  on  the  Queens 
Sword,  eafily  wreHciit  from  ^er  in  the  trouble  (he  was 
in,  when  cafting  his  eyes  on  O  oNtes^  whofe  faceheprc- 
fently  knew,  his  afFedions  began  to  work  ftrongly  in 
^im,  at  the  encounter  of  a  Prince,  he  fo  dearly  loved, 
and  net  able  to  difTembleit,  Pardon  me  (faid  he)  Ma- 
dam ( to  the  Queen )  if  1  cannot  forbear  to  embrace 
your  Enemy^  and  believe  the  Gods  have  brought  me 
Bitber  to  make  himloofe  that  name  and  quality  :  0>7W- 
us  his  wonder  was  as  great  to  fee  his  Prince  in  that 
place,  and  ftepping  back  in  fome  pftonifhmetit^  Ah^  Sir, 
faid  he,  is  it  you?  YesCoufn  (replyed  the  Prince  J 
doubt  it  no  longer,  for  I.am  O.oondates  \  at  which  O. 
rentes  would  have  fell  at  his  feet,  but  he  refifted  it,  and 
redoubled  his  endearments  by  a  fecond  embrace,  with 
much  affeftion  :  O^antes  received  them  with  an  humble 
rdpcft,  bur  when  he  was  preparing  to  txprefs  the  joy, 
he  conceived  by  this  encounter,  the  Prince  of  Scythia 
ftepi  back,  and  pu Ming  on  Ibmcwhat  a  feverc  Counte- 
nance, Coufin,  (aid  he,  let  us  defer  this  Converfetion, 
which  is  not  feafonablein  the  condition,  I  found  you  in, 
and  in  the  prefewce  of  this  fair  Queen,  w  hith  whom  you 
have  matters  of  great  Importance,  1  have  given  tnefe^ 
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firft  teftiinonics  of  my  friendihip  to  your  Merit,  an4 
tb  ooV  Affinity :  But  now  1  muu  fpeak  to  you  as  I  am 
obliged  bv  my  Duty  ^  by  my  Promiks,  and  care  I  have 
of  your  Reputation)    and  your  Honour  it  felf  ^  nor 
doubt  L  but  at  my  bumble  rtqueft  the  Queen  will  mo- 
derate tor  a  while  tliofe  juft  refentments,  fhe  has^jainft 
yoii,  and  1  will  prottft  to  her,  that  if  by  your  infideli- 
ty yoa  have  not  been  betrayed   your  felf,    I  cannot 
ctiuie  but  be  your  Enemy  ^  if  I  loofe  your  friendihip, 
replied  Ormtesy  the  lofs  will  be  more  fenflble  to  me^ 
than  all  thoTe  1  have  fuftained  fince  that  of  this  ingrate- 
ful  Woman  \  but  although  with  it  1  fliould  alfo  loofe 
my  IXh^  which  flic  pcrlecntes  with  ib  much  hatred,  I 
cannot  repent  my  having  abandoned  her,  when  fhe  a- 
bandoned  her  felt  fo  lightly  as  (he  did,  and  1  the  rather 
think  it  ftrange^  that  you  (hould  diiapprove  my  refcnc- 
m^nts,  fince  lo-'mg  Virtue  as  you  do,  it  is  iinpoffiblc 
far  you  to  approve  of  the  cau(e  of  tkem«  and  tn<it  yoii 
Ihould  pr^fcrve  ib  much  as  anefleem  for  tier,  whole  de- 
fence you  takeag^inft  him,  that  has  the  honour  to  be  lb 
nearly  allied  to  you  \  I  love  her,  but  too  faithfully  and 
tco  religiouily,  and  I  would  it  had  pleafed  the  Gods, 
that  the  firft  moment  of  my  Love  had  been  the  \ix\\  mo-^ 
ment  of  my  life,  for  bs^ving  done  (a  many^reat  things 
for  her  fervice,  and  the  jprefervation  of  her  Life  and 
Liberty^^  and  when  with  (ome  kind  of  juflice  1  hoped 
for  the  utmoft  recompence,  this  ungraterul  Woman  be- 
trayed  herfelf  unworthily  to  betray  me,  and  precipi- 
tated her  felf  into  dilhonour,  that  flie  might  precipitate 
me  into  Defpain 

Orcntes  had*  not  confidence  enough  to  bring  forth 
thefe  laft  wprds  without  letting  fall  ibme  Tears,  nor 
had  the  Qpeon  patience  enough  to  hear  them  without 
interrupting  him.  Come  tell  us  Traytor  ( laid  fhe  ) 
tell  before  thele  Princes  what  is  the  Infidelity  and  Cru- 
elty I  have  (hewed  you,  let  them  know  whom  the 
Gods  have  fentas  Judges  of  our  di£Ferences,  by  which 
of  my  Adions  have  1  been  capable  to  deferve  this  ufage, 
thouoffereft  toaQueen,  who  had  committed  no  other 
£uilt,  But  that  fhe  had  given  her  heart  too  eafily.  Dif- 
cover  here  before  the  face  of  Heaven  thole  Shames,  and 
thofe  Infamies,  wherewith  thou  haft  reproached  me,  and 
noilonger  fpare  this  Woman,  who  by  the  lofs  of  her  Ho- 
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noar  has  made  herfelf  anwwtbyof  thy  Affeaions»and 
will  live   BO  longer  after  the   knowledge  <rf  «by  a- 

Tf  ywK  defpair  (  replied  Ormes  )  proceed  frwn  the 
death  of  Jkxamier,  1  proteft  by  all  the  GocU,  Jat  I 
contribated  nothing  towards  it,  andtf  thou  haddeft  laui 
whole  Ages  in  his  Armslwoald  never  have  coa»e  to  pull 
T'>ee  thence:  ThegaUant  Voyage  you  made  to  renew 
tiiat  Ignominious  cuftom,  which  yoB  ought  to  have  a- 
bolilhed  in  my  fevour,  was  the  Tomb  of  ypor  Reoo- 
tation,  and  made  to  publick  to  efcape  the  knowledgp 
of  fuch  an  interefted  Lover  as  Ormus.  and  how  brave 
a  Man  foever  AlexMider  was .  to  whom  thoo  madelt 
that  Glorious  Prefent,  and  tobegof  him  an  Inheritrix 
for  thy  Crown,  before  he  had  any  afrcftion  for  thee, 
has  fixed  an  eternal  blcmifli  upon  thy  Honour,:  and  on 
thv  Reputation ;  and  the  grcatnefe  of  his  fortune  ought 
not  tofeveraifed  him  in  thy  heart  above  Ormes  If 
he  had  Served  thee,  if  he  had  Loved  thee,  nay,  if  he 
had  but  fo  much  as  known  thee,  thy  lightnefe  would 
have  been  more  excufeable  •,  If  he  had^come  to  feck  thee 
in  thy  own  Country,  if  he  had  wooed  thee,  if  he  had 
made  fuit  for  that  he  had  of  thee,  thy  Crime  would 
have  been  lefs  Horrible  v  but  when  he  never  fo  m«<!h  as 
thouftht  of  thee,  to  crofs  through  fpacious  Provwcef  t6 
eo  to  him,  to  become  a  petitioner  to  embrace  his  Knees, 
and  prefer  him  that  which  with  Mice  thoumighteft 
havcrefuledtohim,  though  be  had  fpent  his  whole  Life, 
in  thv  fervice.  Doeft  thou  believe  ThaUfirts,  that  thefc 
are  light  caufes  of  afflidion,  and  inconfiderable  wjanes. 

He  woiild  have  enlarged  himfelf  upon  this  inventive  , 
if  from  the  beginning  the  Queen  had  not  changed  to  a 
mortal -palenefs,  and  if  within  a  wfele  after  flic  bad 
not  fallen  in  a  Swoon  in  Lyfmachm  bis  arms :  Thele 
words  were  fo  cruel  to  her,  that  flie  wasnotible  to 
bear  them  without  fainting.^  and  the  Princes  were  fo 
fenfibly  troubled  at  it,  that  they  cedd  not  bytb^ld 
Or  antes  with  an  accufing  eye,  and  himfelf  in  defplte  of 
his  refentmcnts  was  very  .nearly  touch  d  with  gnettp 
fee  the  Qiecn  reduced  to  fo  piteous  a  condition  by  bis 
reproaches  -,  At  laft  by.the  endeavours  of  HippoUtaUt^ 
caa^  to  her  ftlf  a  gam,  and  feckihg  Oronrw  with  eyes, 

yoa 
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you  bad  rt^Sm  (  fitid  flie  Orontes )  yoa  had  reafon  to 
torfake  me,  if  your  folpicions  be  jail,  aod  after  this  in* 
fkmy  you  reproach  me  with,  I  am  indeed  unworthy 
both  of  your  l^pve  and  of  your  Efteem,  but  if  you  had 
loved  me,  and  if  in  the  converlation  we  had  together, 
you  found  my  heart  no  ways  endtned  to  fach  a  bafeneft, 
you  ought  to  nave  fought  for  more  manifeftproofs,  before 
you  had  come  to  fuch  an  extremity  :  I  wiU  not  endea- 
vour to  put  you  out  of  that  cruel  opiiiion,  you  have  of 
me,  you  do  not  defer ve' that  I  (hould  go  about  tojufti* 
fie  my  felf  to  you  v  The  baftft  and  moft  ingrrteful  of 
all  Meo  livinf^ ;  neidber  will  I  invoke  the  Gods,  nor 
call  the  teftimony  of  Men  to  clear  roc  before  you,  but 
but  for  the  repofe  of  my  own  Conicience,  and  the  pre- 
fervation  of  my  Honour  ,  it  fufSces,  that  there  are  do 
Witnefles  that  can  prove  my  Crimes^  and  that  m^  In- 
nocence bath  fo  many,  and  thole  fuch  Eminent  per fom, 
that  their  Authority  may  fettle  the  belief  of  it  throagh 
the  whole  world, 

Orontes  half  perfifvaded  of  the  Qpcenslniiocency,  bo^h 
by  her  words  and  aftions,  upon  which  be  began  to  xk.- 
fleA,  was  giving  attentive  ear  ,to  her  di^courfe  wh:a 
it  was  interrupted  by  PtoUmeus. 

If  you  complain  d  againft  this  Viertuous  Qaecrn  (  faid 
the  Prince)  and  have  no  other  reafons,  thiin  wha:    oa 
have  mentioned,  they  are  groundkfs  and  unjait,  and  I 
my  felf  with  a  great  numfcr  of  others  can  proreft  to 
you  before  all  the  Gods,  that  fte  is  innocent  of  thofe 
faults,  you  have  charged  her  with.    )f  her  coming  to, 
our  Camp  wa!s  evil  interpreted  by  fuch  as  never  came 
near  the  Kings  perfon,  all  the  Princes,  and   all  the 
Commanders  of  note  knew  the  true  caufe  of  her  com- 
ing thither,  and  can  afluredly  teftifie,  that  (he  never 
hj3  a  moment  of  private  comber  fation  with  jilexander^ 
in  the  day  tbey  never  talked  together,  but  in  thi  fight 
of  a  number  of  perfons^  and  as  for  the  night  it  will  be 
cafiefor  me  to  prove,tnat  by  reafon  of  the;  miftruft  the 
King  had  at  that  time  of  fome  about  him  ;  Hipheftion^ 
JPerdicaSy  Creaferms^   Leonatus  and  my  felf  lay  in  his 
Chamber  every  pight  during  the  Qaeens  ftay  in  our 
Camp,  and  if  you  doubt  this  truth  from  me  ask  Perdi- 
casot  Z.ww^f«j  of  your  own  Party,  whofe  report  can- 
not be  fufpcfted  of  partial itv-

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VoOrmftis  (fiidllieQQcenwitba£iiiit«oice)<iskno 
body  coivcniinga  thing,  wberein  yoa  no  lofiger  have 
any  Infer^,  live  ftili  in  yosf  opinion ,  and  let  mc  alone 
in  filing,  wbicb  is  that  no  Man  in  the  World  is  foanwor- 
tby  as  yoor  klfof  tbofe  Favours  you  have  received  from 
me ;  I  Wifli  I  coald  redeem  them  with  my  Blood,  and 
dioog^  they  never  paft  the  boonds  of  decency,  yet  are 
they  very  much  to  be  blamed,  becaoie  I  granted  them  to 
ib  bafe  and  b  ingrateful  a  perlbn,  caft  away  the  re* 
mdmbr^fice  ct  them,  as  1  caft  away  the  aflaulting  £ny 
more  a  Hfe,  which  to  my  /hame  was  heretofore  dearer 
tome*  th^  my  own ;  Now  you  neither  deferye  my  ha- 
tred, nor  my  love,  and  my  beartfhall  never  be  capa- 
ble of ^py  diing  towards  you,  but  indifierency  or 
Scorn. 

This  alteration  6f  the  Queens  ftile  and  humour,   (6 
difFerent  from  her  former  ftruck  Or^z/r^j  to  the  heart, 
he  verity  believed  from  all   thefe  concurring'Circum- 
ftiinces,  that  (he  was  innocent,  and  that  bis  reproaches 
were  unjud,  and  began  to  open  Ins  eyes  as  a  perfon,  who 
bad  been  long  in  blindneis,  and  to  acknowledge  that 
with  much  cruelty  and  injuftice,  be  bad  (landered  a 
Ptincefs,  whom  he  had  fu  entirely  loved,  entreating  Prince 
Oioondates  toiqt^rceed  with  the  Queen^who  was  taking; 
Horfeto  begone,  that  (he  would  itay  and  hear  him  a 
few  moments,  he  with  Ibme  difficulty  prevailed  .  and 
Orcwrr/ coming  towards  |)cr  with  his  Arms  a  crpls.and 
a  dejeftcd  Countenance,  he  declared  with  much  fuDmif- 
fion,  how  he  heard  that  fatal  news  (that  had  led  him 
into  fo  great  an  error,  and  been  the  caule  of  fo  many  mi- 
ftriesto  him  )  from  the  Women,  th^t  returned  with  her 
from  AUxAudt^s  who  ipreadic  loudly  with  much  joy 
in  her  Army,  wbich  he  Commanded  then  in  Cappadocia ; 
but  tor  fo  rafh  a  credulity  he  could  now  expeft  no 
Pardun  of  the  Criipes,  he  had  committed  ;  and  words 
being  but  pour  to  mi^ke  reparation  for  fuch  Slanders,  as 
he  had  unjuft ly  caft  upon  her,  he  would  attone  them  with 
his  Blood.    Haviim   (aid   this,  he  fuddainly   drew  his 
Sword,  and  had  fallen  on  the  point  of  it  to  end  his  life 
in  her  prefehce,  but  that  Oroonaates  grafped  him  about 
A'ith  fo  ftrong  arms,tliat  bis  ftrogling  was  in  vain.

This  adion^nd  bi$  forrowful  repentance  moved  Ibme 
companion  in  the  Qucai  towards  nim,  smd  willing  to 
draw  Orantes  oit  of  his  de(pair^widiout  engaging  hcrfelC 
]f  1  defired  yoar  death  ((aid  Ihe)  I  woula  not  have  g^ven 
over  my  parp<)fe  of  killing  you  ^  That  punifliment  is  too 
fliort  for  the  expiation  of  ydar  offences ,  live  there- 
fere,  and  inilrud  your  lelf  I>etter  in  the  aAions  of  my 
life,  than  yoa  have  hitherto  done,  but  abfent  your  felf 
for  ever  from  this  Light  and  infamous  Wooban«  who 
has  made  her  felf  unworthy  of  yoa  by  her  bale  Actions*, 
(he  no  fooner  ended  theie  words,  bat  modriting  her 
Horfe  ihe  rod  away  without  ftaying  for  his  reply,  Or^ 
§ndates  would  have  perfwadedOrtfi^r^j  to  have  gone  with 
him  to  the  Camp,  promifing  to  obtain  the  Queens  par- 
don for  him,  and  to  make  his  peace  with  her,  otit  he  ut- 
terly refufed  it ,  nor  cotild  oe  obtain  atiy  more  t\t 
they  parted  than  obliging  Orontes  to  promife  him  by 
Oath^  not  to  ufe  any  violeot  Ways  to  deftroy  his  owili 
Life. 

The  Princes  being  returned  to  the  Camp,  Orwmdates

except  flie,  bitn(elf,and  Thalejhisvftr^  retired,  fetting 
•  down  (he  obliged  them  with  her  reeital  of  them.

The  Continuation  of  the  Hiftory 

of  Bernice. 


TN  the  firft  adions  of  my  Life^which  I  recounted  tbyeu, 
-*-  you  found  nothing  Criminals  but  in  what  I  am  now 
going  to  relate,  you  ^'ill  find  ibcnetbing  not  altogether 
k)  innocent  V  the  confideration  of  which  has  already  cal- 
led fome  BluOies  into  my  Checcks. 

I  have  already  acquainted  you  with  the  beginning  dF 
the  King  my  Fathers  Love  to  Stratcmce^  and  the  perfe- 
cutions  I  fufFered  from  trouMefome  jlrjacttmesj  and  ma- 
ny other  things,  which  in  thisrelatioh  I  (hall  omit.  A* 
bout  this  time  the  A^^/»^^^j  and  Jiyleam  fell  intoaRcr 
bellion,  and  Hew  their  Governour^  ag^inft  whom  Prince 
Theodates  was  fent  with  an  Army,  and  routed  them  irf 
feveral  Battles,  recovering  the  revolted  Towns,  and  eYe 
he  had  quite  put  an  end  to  this  War,  he  went  to  the 
King  of  Scythia^  highly  extolling  the  valour  of  a  certairi 
Stranger,  who  for  the  love  I>e  bore  to  him,  had  put 
himfelf  into  our  Army,  and  that  he  had  with  his  fingle 
jperfon  contributed  more  to  our  Sucee(s,than  many  Troops 
in  con}undion,  praifing  his  adions  at  iiich  a  rate^  asraif- 
ed  him  above  humanity,  and  his  Charader  of  this 
Stranger  was  confirmed  by  others^  who  had  been  eye 
witnefles  of  the  Prodigious  effeds  of  bis  Valour,  and 
they  extolled  his  great  Virtues,  and  further  told  the 
King,  that  in  the  Battel  he  had  twice  faved  Tbeodates's 
bis  Life,  and  reftored  the  wavering  Battel,  when  the

who  had  been  very  defirous  to  fee  him,  received  the 
Stranger  in  his  Pallace  with  many  kind  expreflSons  of 
Gratitude,  and  acknowledgement  of  the  great  Services 
he  had  done  him.  I  was  there  when  Theodates  prefented 
himtokifs  the  Kings  hand,  and  carting  my  eyes  on  him 

found 
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£9ttnd  bim  an  objed  cbtrnoing  enoodi,  to  keep  tbem  fix- 
^  on  bis  face  for  fome  time.  He  bad  a  great  deal  of 
jMajeft V  mingled  wiib  a  (wcetncfs  of  Temper  in  his  face, 
bis  body  was  tall  of  Stature,  and  of  a  hrm  Arongne& 
in  corwofure ,  bis  behaviour  was  affable  and  cour- 
teous ^  bat  X  Uialli  to  dwell  up  this  defcription  of  him 
fo  long,  and  you  may  perhaps  cenfure  me  of  being  too 
fuon  taken  with  the  fafliion  of  bis  PerioD,  and  the  gal- 
lantry of  bis  BehaviouT.  Let  it  fuffice  then,  thatnis 
Perlbn  was  in  every  thing  agreeable  with  his  AAions , 
anh  he  feemed  to  be  nobly  deicended.  i^fter  the  King 
bad  welcomed  him  to  his  Court,  and  by  moft  obliging 
words  teftified  the  knowledge,  be  had  of  his  Virtue,  he 
asked  him  touching  his  Country)  bis  Fortune  and  Birtb, 
To  which  after  having  paufed  a  little,  and  coufulted 
with  his  Modefty. 

Sir,  faid  be,  I  was  born  in  SaEiria^  my  Parents  were 
of  confideiable  ExtraA  and  Fortune,  but  thedefiresof 
Arms  puihed  me  on  to  leave  them  as  foon  as  I  bad 
gained  igme  little  experience  in  the  Military  Art,  re- 
K>Iving  to  feek  Glory  in  foreign  parts.  1  have  hither- 
to made  thofe  places  my  Country,  where  I  believed  I 
mi^t  beft  6ncf  itj  Prince  Tk^^^r f  j's  Goodnefs  flaied 
meinyour  Majefties  Service,  and  the  knowledge,  I  fince 
have  nad  of  the  Honour^  it  is  to  ierve  yoo,  has  engaged 
me  more  powerfully  ia  it.  You  could  not  ( replyed 
the  King )  have  happened  into  any  Country,  where 
your  Virtue  fhould  bave  been  snore  valued  than  aoiongft 
us,  you  have  already  found  that  Glory  you  feek  for, 
and.  with  it  a  Prince,  that  will  always  be  ready  to  ac- 
knowledge your  delerts,  and  reccmpence  the  Impor- 
tant Services  you  have  done  him.  The  Stranger  anfwer- 
ed  with  expreffions  full  of  Modefty  and  fubmiffion  ^ 
and  upon  the  Kings  further  tcqueft  told  him,  his  name 
was.  Ajacis* 

At  tte  name  of  Arfaces  ^  Oroondates  fighed ,  and 
changed  colour,  but  he  would  not  interrupt  his  Sifter 
in  her  relation,  but  entreated  ber  to  proceed. 

From  tl^ar'day  (continued  Bernice)  the  King  began  to- 
be  very  liberal  to  him,aIlotting  him  Penfions  and  an  Equi- 
page veiylpkndkl,  appointing  him  an  Appartment  ir> 
the  Palace,  he  received  them  without  either  greedincfs  or 
4ifcl^in,  and  il  bisi  (^Qwingf^rtuno  met  with  feme  that

Fortone,  and  trofe  Dignities,  which  be  iaw  hinnfelt  cat* 
led  CO  without  fuingfor,  puffed  him  not  op,  nor  made 
bim  prouder  ;  but  ort  toe  contrary  bis  bomoor  feemed 
to  be  more  (bciable^bcfervedail  thofe^  that  ftood  in  any 
need  of  it  with  freenefe  and  bumblcnefi,  afiit^  his  Pow- 
er and  Qredic  with  the  King  to  advance  w6k  good 
qdalincs  that  bad  gained  bis  Etteeoi  ^  and  though  none  of 
bis  aAions  Were  luil^  of  the  leaft  bkmiih  of  Pride  ; 
yet  1  obferved  as  nnmDle  and  fubmilfive,  as  be  was  td 
others^  be  could  never  bend  his  mind  to  make  any  ap- 
plication  to  jirfacomes^  who  at  that  time  by  the  pow^r, 
rtis  Sifter  had  with  the  King  was  the  moft  confideraUe 
<df  any  Subjeft.  Not  but  that  be  paied  him  thofe  Civili- 
ties,  he  thought  were  due  to  a  perfon  allied  to  the  Kirg^ 
and  his  peculiar  Favorit :  Yet  Arfac0mes  concluding 
this  negleft  as  anefFeft  of  his  Scorn  and  Contempt  (» 
him,  ftrove  to  hinder  all  that  in  him  lay  his  growing 
greatnefs,  which  was  due  to  his  Merits,  he  often  told 
the  King,  that  it  was  fitmcvvhat  a  degenerating  in  the 
Majeity  of  the  Great  King  of  Scythia  fo  foorlto  raife 
a  Stranger  ( altc^cther  unkndwh  to  him,  bdt  by  afeW 
fcrvites,  and  one  horn  in  his  Enemies  Territories )  td 
fuch  high  Promotions,  and  to  (hare  h  tfiuch  of  his  Fa* 
vour :  But  the  King  not  being  anfenfible  of  the  Ambiti- 
on of  Jrfacdmes  little  mihcJed  his  InveftivCi  againft  4 
Man,  whom  his  own  reafon  told  him,  had  well  deferved 
the  Favours  he  beftowed  upon  him  :  And  Prince^  Cmt^ 
thefts  my  Uncle  labouring  to  hinder  Arfacomes  fiis  a(^ 
piring,  bore  up  jir faces  yet  higher  with  his  friendihipj' 
tocrols  his  unworthy  Rival  in  the  King's;  Favours^' 
who  by  the  means  of  his  Sifter  endeavoured  to  eftab- 
IKh  himfclf  in  my  affeftion^  a^  Well,  as  that  6f  riry  Fa- 
thers, but  found  thfiffe  repulfes  and  difaj^pointtnen^sl 
from  me,  that  gave  him  but  little  Afltirance,  ancf  made 
him  pay  me  his vilifs the feldomer,  whilft  I  fliunncdtBerii' 
in  private  all  1  could-,  and  the  King  inftead  of  dimi'ni- 
rtiin^  his  favour  towards  Arfaccs^  vifibly  augmented 
it,  for  my    pjirt  1  cannot  but  fay  his  favours  heaped 
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on  that  Gallant  Stranger  was  cxtreamly  pleaGng  to  me^ 
and  I  believe  it.  was  16  to  all  the  Ladies  of  the  Court, 
who  took  a  wonderful  delight  in  his  Converfation.  He 
^laied  moft  hirmonioufly  on  the  Lute,  and  fung  with 
'an  Angelick  Voice ;  yet  in  performing  this  he  wa?  (o 
modeft,  that  unlefs  we  laid  our  Comniands  upon  hicii 
teever  declined  it.  .  . 

.We  having  one  day  heard  him  finga  very  plea  fan  t 
Song,  the  words  touched  me  (b  nearly,  and  made  me 
conclude,  it  proceeded  from  his  Love  to  fome  fair  Lidy 
by  a  figh  he  fetched  as  he  ended,  rather  than  made  or 
cnofen  by  chance,  when  to  fatisfie  my  curiofity,  Ar faces 
(  faid  I )  you  perform  all  things  with  a  marvellous  ad- 
vantage i  but  you  will  give  us  leave  to  fay,  that  all  our 
opinions  are  falfc,  if  you  bcetcmptof  that  Paffion,  you 
exprefs  fo  well.  Arfaces  as  if  he  hid  beert  fur'priied  at 
this  dilcourfe,  'caft  down  his  head  without  making 
iiny  reply  at  the  firft  words,  but  feeing  him  ftricken 
with  profound  filence,  to  awaken  him  out  of  it,  Arfar 
ir  J  (continued!)  is  it  poflible  that  you  are  in  Love  ^ 
fhis  put  him  into  roiiic  Cpnfufibn,  yet  Jifting  up  his 
head^  and  looking  on  me  witii  a  bafliful  aftjori,  Madam^ 
faid  he,  could  you  think  it  poffible,  that  Arfaces  (hould 
have  lived  foldng,and  feen.K)  much,  and  not  be  inLovejJ 
your  years  are  fo  few  (anfyveredl)  That  it  I?  not 
grange,  if  I  lliouid  think  you  have  paflTed  them,  without 
that  Palfion;  befidesl  may  cbnciude,that  your  defirc  of 
Martial  Glory  cannot  yield  to  any  other  Paffion.

taihly  they,  iNhp  confound  tbeTetwoPauions,  deprive! 
tfieficft'pairt  of  its  iiobleneis,  and  form  a  knowledge  x^f 
it  ^to  themfelfes,  tvhich  is  tnedh  ftioFC  grdfs  and  mate- 
rial than  its  nature.  Love  is  a  Pifffion  abfblbtely  pure^

Imic  of  bis  iutentions. 
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Whilft  tlung5'pa0«d  on  this  foftion,  the  King  who 
Was:Paflionatcly  in  Love  with  Stratonke^  and  not  able 
to  obtain,  what  he  fo  earneftly  defircd  of  that  Crafty 
Princefs,  without  Marriage,  when  he  had  a  long  tioae 
ftruggkd  in  vain,  he  relolved  to  give  her  the  advan- 
tage of  what  her  Ambition  aimed  at,  and  made  her 
iis  Queen,  which  greatly  perplexed  me,  as  knowing 
now  1  lay  >  more  cXpofed  to  the  perJecution  of  ArfActh 
fnes  bis  Love.    This  Marriage  was  generally  difagpro- 
ved  by  the  Scythians^  however  the  King  kept  his  Weo- 
ding  with  all  the  pompous  folemniiies  befitting  theMag*- ' 
nificence  6f  fo  great  a  King  ^  and  jdrfaces  in  comp^wncc 
to  the  King,  mewed  wonderful  proofs  of  his  Cpurago^

aM  in  Whith'  without  douHt  you  will  find  fdnrie  &- 
thfaAiion. 

Airfiiices  wdtrid  Have'  continued'  his  difcourfe,  when  I 
con^mand^d  him  to  ri(e,  atxl^hen  he  had  obeyed  me,  h^ 
began  again  in  this  manner  ^  Here  Oromi^tes  (^'iwi'^ti'' 
cnt  of  hearing,  hef  any  longer,  and  bSd  he^rkned  with 
riruch  difturbaricetoaH  (Benad  faid  )'  inHcrrur^ted*  her , 
aftdldokirig  up  with  an  angry  adion-.  Is  it  your  plea  Fare' 
then  ((aid  he  )  Great  Gods,  that  I  fhoi^ldf  perfecut-e  Ar- 
fac0i^  nolonlya^an-enemyto  Orowirf^fff/j  butalfo  as  a^ 
Tr^ytdt  to  B4mke.  The  Pririccft  Wis  fu^j^fed  at  thde^ 
wotd&^^andturftki^tdWardS'hinrf,  fe'bther,  fiid  Ibc^,  of 
whatXIrinWs,  aii*bf^Whbt  infidcrtty  doyou^ccnfe  Jr- 
f^eU  to  whom  we  have  fo^  gre'at  obligaiicms  •,  Siftdfj 
rtplyed  the'  Prince,r  exirenffity  m^aij  J^fates  has  ru^ 
inMrtie;  and  bas^betrayedyou^  life  is  aiftorigft  dur  ehe* 
mie^  ottr  particular  enemie,  and  it  is' both  for' you t  in* 
tereft;  and  my  own,  that  I  mWft  g?ve  bin^  that-  death^ 
which  twiccin  our  Combates  he/  has  already  avdidedi 

The  Prtncds  amaied  at  thefe- words,  wai  going  a- 
bc^ut  td  defire  htt  Brother  td  explain  bim^fclf,  wnen 
their  cdnvcrfation  was*haftilY'bi?oke  of,  by  a  terrible 
iR^lrthey  he^rdi  artd  6w  Toxaris  come  running  in  to 
th*  Teftt  alttioft  breathleft,  c/ying.  Arm,  Arm,  Sir,  the 
efliirty  is  at  hand.  Upon  this  the  Prince  of  5cj'rfe/4  dclay- 
eiJfiottO'put  bnhis  Arrtour4  and  went  to  the  door  of 
rteTent  With  his  Sword  in  his  band,  where  he  inrtarit- 
ly'-'favnhecadfe'of'aH  the  iiifturbanice,  one  Man  alone 
gttllfl*iry*  Ai'me4ai!d  Moui^ed-bad  ftriick  a  terror  into 

.  E  e  4  whole 
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v^bblc Troops;  he  had  defpifed  the  Oat-guai;d6,  who. 
vyould  have  oppofed  his  paflage,  and  forcing  his  way 
through  the  tnidft  of  them  like  Lightning,  had  macte 
his  Horfe  leap  over  the  Trenches,  and  advanciiog  to^ 
wards  the  Tents  with  fuch  a  daring  ralhnefs,  as  was  e- 
nough  to  winn  belief,  that  fotneftrange  defpair  had- 
armed  him  againft  all  toe  apprchenfions  of  death  ^  he  bad. 
(laughtered  or  difperfed  all  that  opppled  him,  till  he 
came  near  Oroondates  bis  Tent,  wbiqh  ws^i  the  nearefi:, 
where  cafting  bis  eyes  upon  the  Prin^efs  JRernice^  who  - 
had  followed  her  Brother  to    the  door  trembling,  he. 
lifted  up  his  hands  and  head  towards  Heaven,  when  diP 
cuffing  bis  fury  by  a  terrible  Cry,  and  by  a  thrcat- 
ning  acSion,  he  leaped  from  his  Horfe  to  aflau  It  Ort^W^- . 
tcs  without  advantage,  and  running  at  him,  with  his 
Sword  drawn  made    him   fufficiently  know,   that   it 
was  only    for    bis  confideration,    he  bad  broken  the 
Truce,  and  .brought  War  alone  into  the  Camp  of  bis- 
Enemies. 

Oroondates  knew  this  gallant  Man  prefentty,  by  di- 
vers marks,  and  thank't  the  Gods  for  that  fo  wiflied 
Encounter  ^  when  meeting  him  with  an  <qual  fury,  a 
cruel  Gombatc  began  between  them.  They  laicd  on  fuch 
mighty  blows  as  made  the  Spe<^ators  tremble,  though 
the  blindnefs  of  their  rage  made  them  )thbkof  neither 
flight  nor  skill,  whilfl  their  Armour  gave  way  to  the 
force  of  their  Swords,  and  the  l^lood  flowed  in  abun- 
dance from  their  wounds  \  Bermce^  Araxis  and  many 
cabers  made  Prayers  for  Oraondates^  but  none  of  them 
durll:  undertake  any  way  toaffifl  him,  as  knowing  hia 
Generofitie  and  his  Humour  \  at  lafl  the  Warriours 
throiwing  down  their  Swords  in  an  inftant,  grapkd  with 
their  Arms,and  after  (bme  flruggUng  came  to  the  ground, 
like  two  mighty  Colloufes,  making  the  Earth  tremble 
with  their  fall,when  having  rouled  about,rrimft>ning  the 
Grafs  with  their  blood,  for  a  while,  and  neither  able  to 
get  the  advantage,  they  rofe  in  an  inflant,  and  betook 
them  again  tp  their  Swords,  when  a  Soldier  comii^  be- 
hind Arjaces  run  bis  Javeling  into  his  back,  where  the 
bead  broke  ofF,  ^nd  remainoi  in  his  body,  Oroandates 
who  behdd  this  adion  with  unfpeakable  grief  ran  to 
him  who  had  given  him  that  fliameful  afliflance,  bat 
Arfitffs  prcyentcd  the  punilhment  he  intended  him,  by

laft  woaoa,tbat  havkie  ftaggcred  three  or  four  Aeps  be- 
fell totbee^ottnd,  aoa.OremeUtn  cnFaged  at  the  ilTue 
<^  tbisCoaibatc,iirtKreiii  be  law  fo  little  Honour,  bad 
like  to  have  tarncd  bis  SrraiA  againd  bimfelf,  to  blot 
ont  tbe  fljame  be  ht.d  received  ;  b^  commanded  bis 
cneiDyflwDid  be  immediately  taken  up  and  carried  into 
bis  Tent,  not  permitting  the  Chimrgeom  to  dreTs  hit 
oWn  wonods,  tfaougb  great,  till  tb^  had  done  that' 
good  office  to  the  Stranger, 

Arfmces^  after  a  while  coming  to  himfelf,  and  finding 
be  was  in  his  enemies  Tent,  and  told  of  tbe  good  offices 
be  did  him,  cryedout.  Ah  Fortune,  this  is  too  inucH,' 
and  this  obilinacy  thou  ftiewcft  me,  is  full  of  inhumani- 
ty and  injoftice ;  thoa  laboareft  for  my  Gonfnfion,  as 
mueb  as  my  enemies  Glory,  butthe  Godsforbid,fft]ou!(^ 
kmgermaKeureoftbyfalle  relief,  and  that  I  ftquM  pro- 
long my  life,  if  I  cannot  do  it  but  by'thc-mercj-andalfi- 
ftance  of  my  enemy;  then  thrufting  ■  the  Chirurgtons 
back  ,  andxcfiifing  their ajfi/lance:  Go  (faid  he)  anij 
tellbim  that  fent  you,  I  had  rather  loofc  my  life^  than 
owe  it  fo  often  to  him,  and  that  it  was  only  to  ai?ail  hi^, 
I  came  into  the  Camp  ^  but  (tnce  be  (b  well  knows  how 
to  defend  it  ^  let  him  fnfFer  him  to  die  without  over- 
wbeloiing  turn  with;  Shame  and  ConfuCion,  who  cannot 
fuffer  him  td  live  fo  long,  as  he  is  ali?e,  nor  could  shey 
pcrfu;uk  him  to  accept  of  their  aififtance,  till  they  told 
bis  enemy  expefted  no  other  advantage  by  the  good  of- 
6ces  he  did  him,  but  that  be  might  recover ,  and  fo 
the  Conlbate  might  be  ended,  with  more  Glory; 
apcm  this  condition  I  accept  your  afliftance,  faid  he, 
and  win  conftrve  my  life  if  polfible,  to  keep  him  from 
believing,  I  am  afiraia  to  difpute  it  once  more  with  him, 
and  then  with  extrcam  torment  to  their  Patient  they 
made  Incifion,  and  got  the  head  of  the  Javelin  out 
of  bis  Body ,  which  gave  them  hopes  of  bis  re- 
covery.

The  Gods,  if  they  he  juft, 
will  never  fuffer  it  to  go  unpuni(he4 1  and  to  render  you^ 
jtt  more  ^uiity.  forwards  them,  I  lay  this  life  to  your 
charge,  which  to  the  prejudice  of  my  Eftate,  of  all  my. 
(friends,  apdevenof  my  Honpjiir,(.had  abfolutely  refign- 
ed,  unto  your  will ;  Wherefore  through  a  lawful  defpair 
I  tierc  acco^pMib  uie  Sacrifice.

at.tbii  aftton,  Oroamat^s  tbrjufttntL  his  h«ad  a  gpodk 
way  out. of  the  Bed,  and  IwtogTlwdfeftly  cw  thfl 
hxidlArfaw^Q  Jlrtahd/ks  (  ciyidjxe  )  QQ^f^^rfu^ 
i$  not  tbis^tbef^ce  and,  voiqe  of  po9if'^4«r#mvi?' A^* 
thefe  words  \^y4c/ituj:nedc  his  hc^^  aod  Iwkvpft  on 
ththcc,oSO/€0riii0Or  (which  till  then  the  daikn^  of

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the  place  whqrc  he  lay^and  the  bUndnefs  of  his  paffion  hH 
hindered  him  from  difcerning  )   he  fent  forth  a  loud 
cry,  atid  rifing  from  his  Chair,  crej^t;  to  the  bedfidc  ^ 
where  he  funk   down  upon  the  Prince  of  Scythid  : 
O  Oroondates  (  cryed  he )  my  *  dcareft  Brother,,^  is 
it  you?    Thefe  words,  and  this  ilftion  would  abfoliite- 
ly  nave  pcrfuaded  the  Prince  and  the  reft  of  tbcComp^py, ' 
tnat  the  vd^iznt  Arjaces  was  no  other  than.rrince  Ar- 
raxerexes^  if  they  had  not  remembred  that  eight  years 
had  circled,  fincc  their  eyes  beheld  him  (lain  m  the  Bat- 
tel of  Silerta.  '  In  the  mean  while  Oroondates  received 
bis  embraces  with  an  inexprcffible  amazement,  when  : 

0  my  cyes^  and  ears,  (laid he)  with  what  illutions 
do  you  abulemetben,  carting  his  eyes  onthePrince0 
his  Sifter,  and  (he  being  willing  to  remove  his  doubts, 
(aid,  nay  Brother,  it. is  Prince  j^rt^xerexes  without  il- 
lufion  •,  yes  deareft  Brother  (  added  ^>'/fCfj  )  lamyfr- 
MAT^^'f  Ar>/,  and  if  y ou  love  me,flill  methinksyou  (bould 
not  (hid  it  fo  hard  a  matter,  to  know  my  face.  This 
made  Oroondates  look  more  earneftly  on  a  Man',  who  Had 
been  accounted  dead  in  the  opinion  of  all  Afia^  and  at 
laft  breaking  filence:  If  I  believe,  (aid  he,  that  the 
dead  could  recover  the  lives,  which  they  had  loft,  I 
/hould  infallibly  take  you  for  Prince  Art axer exes  \  you 
have  all  his  Features,  you  have  all  his  aftions,  and,  itis  by 
bis  valour,  I  fljould  better  know  him^  tha^i  by  ali]theic. 
marks;  but alafs that  happinefs wouldbefogreaf,'that 

1  dare  not  raife  niy  thoughts  to  it. 

Artaxerexes  was  not  (lain  f  replyed  he )  but  had  a. 
deftiny  in  Scytbia^  direftly  like  to  that,  you  had  in  Per- 
Jla  •,  1  have  concealed  my  fclf  to  the  whole  world,  except 
to  my  Princefs  and  Tteodates  only  •,  and  it  is  by  her  fa- 
vour, 1  hope  to  recover  my  former  place  in  the  afFedipns 
of  my  dear  Oroondates.  As  foon  as  this  belief  was  fet- 
tled in  the  mind  of  the  Prince  of  Scythia^  it  prodqccd 
ftch  violent  effeAs  there,  that  he  had  like  to  have  died 
with  an  excels  of  Cpntentraeiit,  his  Cheeks  were  itiftant- 
ly  bathed  with  ftrcams  of  tears,  and  his  joy  broke  forth 
into  fuch  paftionate  cxpreffions,  as  made  others  (lied 
rears  to  bear  him  company  ;  all  language  is.  toaweak  to 
rcprc  fent  a  part  of  what  pafTed  in  this  encounter,  ncvcc 
had  Men  been  fo  paflionatcly  beloved  of  one  anotherjj 
4n  j  never  bad  any  real  death  beer^  deplored  with  foniahy 

tears 
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Tcars,as  tbcfappoftd  Death  of  jirtaxerxes  had  been  b/ 
Oroondates :  O  Gods,  ffaid  he,  raifing  his  Voice)  how 
xaaoy  blefiings  do  you  fend  me  at  once,  you  give  me 
liotonly  Artaxerxes^  but  you  reftore  me  Statira^vihom. 
I  defpaired  of  /  Sutita  is  not  inconftant,  fince  thofe  in- 
nocent favours  (he  gave,  was  only  to  her  dear  Brother, 
wWfch  have'coft  fo  much  Blood 

•When  thefe  tranfports  were  a  little  moderated,  the 
Prince  of  Perjia  taming  towards  Bernice^  and  endea- 
vouring to  throw  himielf  at  her  feet:  Ah  Madam,  (iaid 
he)  what  fhall  guilty  Arfaces  do  to  obtain  pardon  for 
ib  many  offences,  and  with  what  Blood  can  he  be  able 
to  wadi  out  the  blemifhes,  be  has  miilakenly^aft  on  your 
fair  Reputation.  He  would  have  faid  more,  but  ihe 
would  not  fufFer  him,  and  forcing  Modefty  to  embrace 
him .'  Your  faults  (faid  (he)  are  very  pardonable,  and  iti* 
ilead  of  punifbing  them,  I  acknowledge  them  as  the  mod: 

{)owerfal  marks,*  you  could  have  given  me  of  your  Af- 
eftion  :  Ah  Sifter,  f  added  Oroondates)  how  cafily  now 
do  I  €j?cufc  the  Love,  you  bore  to  Arfaces^  "whom  1  lb 
much  bated,  and  how  much  are  you  favoured  by  the 
Gods  in  that  they  haye  referved  for  you  the  gr^ateftand 
moft  actomplilhed  Prince  on  Eartt  After  this,  all  the 
Company  embraced  AnaxerxermAi  Joy  and  Admirati- 
on.Nor  dould  the  two  Princes  endure  to  part  fo  foorl,  but 
Or^W^r^jcaufed  aBed  to  be  brought  into  his  Chamber 
for  his  dear  Artaxcrxes^  that  he  might  fee  his  Wounds 
drefTed  with  the  greateft  care  and  diligence. 
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iilft  tiothu}&  bat  Joy  rdbadded  hi  the  Tent  of 
the  Prince  ^  Scythia^  the  hiffiobate  Demetrtui, 
to  whom  ail  confoktion  wa$  a  Stranger,  took  his  ib-* 
Krary  Walks  dh  the  Batiks  of  dve  Euphrdtts^  and  pay- 
ed hiis  Tears  in  plenteous  Showerl  at  the  Marble  Tomb 
oF  unfortunate  Hermicftey  wbeti  one  daty  as  be  w^ 
walking  and  mufing  its  thoughts,  he  faW  a  Cnariot  ftand- 
ii)g  near  the  River,  and  heard  fiaourfaful  Voices  amor^g 
a  Thicket  of  Triees  i  when  to  fitisfic  his  cdribtity  going^ 
a  little  nearer,  he  uiw  two  Women  and  an  aged  Man 
fitting  on  the  Orafs  ^  (lie,  whofe  Beauty  dazled his  Eyes, 
had  mr  oWn  drowned  in  Tears  ^  he  htotrd  her  wofol 
complainings  for  ezceedinginjoHeslhehadreceived*  and 
loiTes  fhe  had  iuftained,  without  being  feen  of  them ; 
but  he,  whofe  Soul  was  all  compofed  of  Love  and  tender 
Compaffion,  could  not  long  forbear  to  difcoVer  bimfelf, 
and  making  bis  AddreiTcs  in  a  moft  obliging  manner  to 
the  fair  Stranger  :  Madam,  (faid  he)  dry  up  thofe  pre- 
cious Tears,  and  ceafe  to  afflid  your  felf,  and  be  afla- 
red,  whatever  your  fufferings  are,  you  /hall  find  that 
Generofity  and  Succour  among  ^Alexanders  Succeflbrs, 
as  vou  would  have  found  from  that  great  Prince  him^ 
felf  fwhom  I  heard  you  mention^  were  he  now  alive 

At 
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At  tbefe  Words  the  lady^who  had  a  World  of  Beaa- 
ty  and  Lovelinefs  even  in  ferrow,  was  at  firft  a  little

him  n  Saluttttion  wi^  a  Gracefal  aod  Majeftidc  Deport* 
nent,  whift  h(  ^^w  near  to  her  with  a  very  low  O- 
bei&nce,  and  when  he  had  given  her  his  repeated  aiTu- 
ranees  of  ProteAion  and  ^fety  amongft  bis  generous 
Ff  ieodfit  mi  mlkiQg  her  fenfihie  6(  his  Qoalsty,  At  the 
perfwafioii  of  the  lUrerend  Mm,  dut  waited  upon  her, 
Ae  was  with  fixne  difficulty  contented  to  cnnrace  his 
fmeiws  ofttr^wd  b  veqnttal  of  femudi  lundncfs  from 
one,  that  was  attqgetber  a  Stranger  to  her,  «t  his  ear- 
ik(1  roquoft  the  prootfiad  to  relate  the  aiifeof  bcr  Sor- 
Xpw^  and  of  bar  Mtafbrtttne,  when  placiog  themfelves 
c)n  dca&i  wkA  of  Grafley  Torfi ,  Uic  h^m  on  this 
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DEIDAMIA. 


IT  will  not  injure  Modcfty,  if  I  lay,  I  am  born  of  the 
tnoli  lUoftrious  Blood  m  the  World,  as  linealy  de- 
scended from  the  great  :Jchi/lesyVfho  after  many  glort- 
PUS  A&iaas^  of  wuchfeware  ignorant^  ended  bisLi& 
before  the  Walls  of  Troy^  and  nearly  Allied  td  y^jc^^i- 
Mr  the  Grcofy  to  whom  now  I  fled  for  fiiccoor^  and  for 
TeparatidooftbennfpcakablewrongS)  tb^  are  done  to 
me^bttt  am  difippdnred  by  the  Death  of  thi^t  ftupendioui 
Conqueror.  Pri:ice  JEacides  was  my  Father,  and  J^A/- 
tU  Daughter  to  Menon^  the  great  Captain  ot  the  X^ef 
falians^  was  my  Mother  ;  during  my  tender  years  I  was 
brought  up  in  the  Court  of  King  jilexander  my  Un- 
cle, who  being  Childlefs,  took  fuch  care  of  my  Edu^ 
cation  as  if  1  nad  been  his  only  Daughter.  I  will  not 
trouble  you.  Sir,  with  what  paft  in  tnofe  beginnings  of 
liappicft  of  my  Lite,  let  it  fuffice  then,  when  1  was  growti 
toy  Life,  there  being  little  reinarkable,  tho'.itwasthe 
np,and  flattered  with  the  Fame  of  fome  little  Beauty « my 
Uncle  left  the  Government  of  his  Kingdom  to  my  Fatner^ 
whilllhewent  with  an  Army  to  extend  his  Conquefts 
in  Iraly^  when  by  thefccretpraftifesofy*»rip4^er^  con- 
trary to  the  mind  of  his  Mafter,  Alexander  the  Greaty 
the  Afolojps  fell  into  Rebellion,  and  gathering  a  pow- 
erful Army  fwept  away  fome  Towns^  which  filled  my 
Father  with  Princely  Refolutions,  and  haftned  him  to 
oppofc  and  punilh  their  Revolt  5  but  going  againft  themi 
wi^  a  lelTcr  number  of  Men,  than  the  caufe  required, 
lie  was  utterly  defeated,  and  conipeird  to  five  himfelf 
and  his  broken  Army  within  the  Walls  of  jimbracia^ 
\\hich  the  Rebels  icon  Kefieged  andprefledit  with  fuch 
obllinacy.that  after  the  lofs  of  a  great  many  valiant  Men 
Famitie  raged  extreamly  in  the  City,  the  Enemies 
ixnving  flojf t  all  the  Paflages,by  which  any  fuccour  could 

come 
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come  to  QS,  and  this  diftrefs  made  NeoptoUmus^  who 
was  ^  next  Command  under  my  Father,  take  a  bold- 
nefs  to  demand  a  requital  of  bis  fervices,  at  no  kfs  a 
rate  than  my  being  given  to  him  in  Marriage  •,  though  I 
bad  all  the  averfion  in  the  World  to  him,  but  my  Fa- 
ther thinking  be  had  fome  higher  aim,  was  unwilling  to 
comply  with  bis  demands,  yet  the  diitrcfs  he  foand  bim- 
Iclf  in,  and  the  need  of  fach  a  Man  near  bim,  made  him 
not  abfolotely  deny  his  rcqucft. 

The  Siege  held  long,  and  thofe  Succours,  that  were 
coming  to  our  relief  being  cut  in  pieces,  all  our 
hopes  failed*  and  we  were  nearly  reduced  to  the 
extremity  of  falling  into  the  hands'  of  our  barbarous 
Enemies,  when  Heaven  fent  us  an  uncxpefted  aidj  for 
when  things  were  reduced  to  the  lall:  extremity,  and 
fbme  tboufands  had  died  by  Famine  and  the  Sword,  to 
our  great  ferprize,  we  faw  from  the  Battlements  of  our 
Walls  an  Army  advancing,  to  oppofe  which  the  Enemy 
drew  off  the  greateft  part  of  their  Forces ,  and  by  a 
tetter,  faftned  to  an  ^rrow,  (hot  into  the  City.  My  Fa- 
ther underftood  who  it  was  that  brought  him  this  timely 
Aid.    The  Contents  as  I  remember  were  thefe  j

lout^  with  the  Ikugfater  of  the  grcat^ft  pant  of  tb^m. 
He  killed  their  General  band  to  hand,  and  bcoQg^t  ibcb 
Terror  where  ever  be  came,  daring,  the  Figfit^  ^^^* 
whole  Sqaadrons  retreated  from  bis  uflglc  Aniu    Tfii^, 
gloii^as  V'iftory  obtained^  my  Father  with  the  chief  of 
the  City  went  out  to  meet  bis  valiant  Deliverer,  and- 
received  him  with  expreflSbns  fall  of  Acbiowledgemcnt 
and  Gratitude,  condudHng  him  into  tbcCity>  throQg^ 
the  Shouts  and  joyful  Acclamations  of  tbe  Pco^c,  w^; 
tbionged  toiee  him, 

I  noiboner  caft^my  Eyes  upon  ^gisr  ^^  ^  adimr^. 
tbe  Comeh'^gracefulneisof  bis  Perfon,  which  was  hardly; 
to  be  matched  in  the  .World,  be  looked  lovdy  .ei^-io^ 
terror  aijd  fierccnefs,  whilft  his  Arms  were  aU.  over  bcr 
fmeercd  widiBlood,  and  from  that  veryjDomeBt,{c<nh« 
icG>  to  you,  that  1  found  ibmcthing  fii  prevalent  ov«  roy* 
Heart  in  ftvour  cif  him,  that  gro^ing^up  tq.gt-cater 
force^  it  lias  ever  fince  tnnibled  the  repofe  of  my  lifeL 
He  was  Royally  entertained,  andlodgedin  the  Palace^ 
and  in  a  vifit  be  paid  me,  found  fomething  fo  winning 
and  charming  in  my  Face,  that  (as  be  after  confefled  to 
roe )  he  from  tliat  inftant  became  my  Adorer,  aed  after 
that  time  he  often  dunged  colour,  and  fighed  when  be 
came  into  nty  prefence,  fixing  bis  Eyes  fo  ftedfaftly  on 
mine,  tliat  1  often  was  confirmed  to  turn  them  away, 
and  hide  as  well  as  I  could  thofe  innocent  BluOies.  ttet 
in  fpite  uf  all  refiftance-  crimibned  o'remy  Face,  but  be 
tI^)u^ht  it  not  fit  to  dilirovef  his  Paflion,  till  be  bad 
abfolutcly  freed  Epirus  from  an  Enemy,  that  yet 
T.lireatned '  it  with' ruin,  by  rallying  their  broken 
Forces j  and  recraiting.them^toarr  Army,  that  was  fulfil 
iLnily  able  to  take  the  Field  again.  He  propofcd  this  to 
^^ciacsy  whobigbly  approved  bi^dciign,  and  fo  draw- 
j|jg.  oiat  bib  Forces,  and  being  joyned  by  the  Epir'^s  on- 
tier  the  Coinmand  of  Thcogexa.y.  (ibis  iUyerend  gld 
Wan  you  fee  here  with  rre,  whole  Quality  is  confide- 
I  able  in  En'rus^  and  whofe  Experienjre  in  War  has  fig- 
i-alized  it  Cdf  enough  to  fprcad  bi^  Name  beyopd  the 
Janlr^  of  bis  Country^',  he  came  to  take  his  leave  of  me.  1 
received  bim.wit!?  gj\ucUU  icknovvkdgereents  otlheSer-^ 
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Vitc  he  bad  done  ds,  and  prayed  for  his  faccetsf  and  fefe- 
ty,  in  what  he  was  now  about  to  enterprize ,  and  that 
Vidbry^Which  ufually  waited  on  his  Sword,  ajiRvefed 
iriy  wilhcs  arid  defires*.  He  fooYi  defeated  our  Enemies^ 
with  the  fame  facility  he  had  done  it  at  firft,  reducing " 
all  the  revolted  Towns  to  their  Obedience,  and  fettling 
ithUniverffll  quiet  throughout  the  Kingdom,  (b  thatup- 
bti  bis  return,  a  Cotiqueror  Crowned  and  Shaded  with 
frelh  Lawrdk  of  Vtdory,  he  was  received  in  Triumph, 
And  now  he  thought,  he  might  lavirfuUy  pretend  to  i 
Paflion  for  mt^  when  one  Day  my  father  cxpreffing 
the  high  Obligations,  he  had  to  him,  and  i^ifting  it 
ivere  in  his  power^  to  make  him  any  recompencc  for  the 
Services,  he  Had  done  him,  with  all  the  valuable  thinejl 
he  had  in  the  World  i  T 

Agh  faying  hold  of  this  opportunltyy  Sir,  (faid  he) 
what  I  have  done  fdr  you,  1  did  out  of  Duty,  and  as  1 
was  obliged  to  an  Allie,  and  6ut  erf"  the  confideration  of 
Glory,  bat  if  you  will  fuffir  me  to  confider  my  own 
Intereft,  and  if  you  judge  me  worthy  of  fome  recom'* 
pence j  give  me  leave  to  demand  it,  and  to  hope  particu- 
larly for  it  from  yout  felf.  By  all  the  Gods,  (crye<l 
Macides  lifting  up  his  Hands  towards  Heavcri,)  JCini 
yigis  (hall  never  pretend  to  any  thing  from  me^  whien 
fhall  not  be  granted  him,  and  1  Ihall  not  think  my  jfclf 
lefs  happy  in  requiting  his  great  obligations,  than  J 
have  been  in  receiving  tnem.  '  if  it  be  (d  (  replied  Agif 
Witli  a  c6ritehted  look)"!  ^uiv the  moft  glorious  and  the 
ihoft  fortuoafe  of  aft  Meif  living,  and  fince  it  is  no^ 
poffiblc  forme  to  cotiteal  any  longer  the  fevoarjl  deflrc 
6f  y<5u[,'  1  demand  a  price,  which  is  infiriiteljr  above  my 
fervice,  and  that  i^  no  other  thing:,  but  your  pfrrfilflS^n; 
to  fc'rve  the  Princefs  Dei^amia. 

All  the  Company  v^rc  fatpriicd  at  this  dfem^nd  4  J^- 
acides  was  aftoniOied,  and  f  viras  ftricken  ifito  a  confvi- 
fion  which  I  am  not  ftbW  to  teprefctit,  at  Idft  tfiy  fa- 
ther recovering  from  his  amazement,  and  finding  inth<* 
faces  of  thofe  about  him  tlfe  contentment^  they  jretelv(:j^ 
in  this  Alliance,  he  turned  towards  the  King  with  4 
cheerfttl  Countenance,  ari3  breaking  filenCe  j  •  bir,  (&\jjt 
he)  my  Daughter  has  no  ways  tfteritc4  the  Honour  5»ovi 
do  her,  but  if  yoa  have  found  any  tbing-ito  h<y  ^npf 
hi  your  efteetrt,  I  find  j\i>  lefs  advantage  i-o  my  felt  b5 
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tbislaft  obligation,  than  tfits  whole  Kingdom  has  to  yoa 
for  your  former  ones.  If  I  could  give  ner  Empires  for 
a  Dowry,  I  Oiould  accept  of  your  Alliance  with  great 
fatisfaftion,  bit  (ince  that  fuch  as  (he  is,  you  have  not 
difdaincd  her,  I  command  her  to  receive  this  Honour 
with  all  that  refped  and  acknowledgement,  which  is 
due  to  a  Prince  io  generous  and  noble.  And  I  (reply- 
cd  j1gi^\)  do  here  declare,  that  1  will  not  abu(c  your 
goodne(s,  nor  the  Command  you  impofe  upon  her ;  for 
pretending  to  nothing  from  you,  but  the  permiilion  of 
ierving  her,  I  leave  her  at  full  Liberty  to  make  what 
Judgment  flie  fliall  pleafe  of  my  Services.  At  the  end 
of  thefe  words,  bending  one  Knee  to  the  Ground  before 
me,  and  taking  one  of  my  Hands,  which  I  could  not 
refufe  him  in  that  Company,  efpecially  after  my  Fathers 
Commands :  Madam,  (faid  bt)  let  the  violence  of  my 
Pailion  gain  pardon  for  my  Infblcnce,  RefpeA  made  me 
demand  the  confent  of  the  Prince  your  Father  before 
its  declaration*,  but  I  will  draw  no  advantage  thence, 
which  can  difpleaic  vou,  and  fliall  never  ask  tnat  by  his 
Authority,  which  I  Oiall  notbe  able  to  procure  by  my 
Services ;  grant  me  the  favour  to  fecond  Disapprobation 
of  them,  and  toaccept  of  a  gift  I  make  you,  which 
fliall  never  be,  but  the  Princefs  Deidami^s. 

When  he  had  ended  thefe  Words*  he  imprinted  an  ar- 
dent Kifs  upon  my  Hand,  and  both  by  that  AAionand 
what  he  had  (aid,  drew  a  Blufli  into  my  Fac^,  and  put 
me  intoaconfufion,  which  left  n^e  not  the  power  to 
anfwer  him  ^  but  the  Princels  my  Mother  did  that  Office 
for  me  V  for  as  foon  as  Agis  was  rifen  ;  Sir,  (6id  (he) 
you  wilt  be  pleafed  to  Ipare  Deidama*s  declaration^ 
whereof  her  Age  is  incapable,  and  give  me  leave  tpaf- 
fure  you  for  her,  that  flie  will  ever  be  ready  to  ac- 
knowledge the  good  lnclinattons,wherewith  you  honour 
her,  both  according  to  the  merits  of  fo  great  a  King, 
and  according  to  the  Commands  ofa  loving  Father. 

j4^is  appeared  tranfported  with  this  reply,  and  £iluted 
my  Mother  in  the  fame  manner  be  had  done  me,  receiv- 
ing the  endearments  of  £.mdes^  and  of  the  whole  Court 
with  dcmonftrations  of  perfcd  contentment,  infomuch, 
that  he  concluded  his  Fortune  the  happicft  of  all  Men 
living;  but  all  her  turns  arc  fuddain,  fhe  fmiles  on  thofc 
-     .        .  ...  .  U 
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to  day  With  flattering  Blandifliments,  whom  to  morrow 
Ac  intends  to  dcftroy.  Of  all  the  whole  Nation  of  the 
EpirotSj  only  Neifptdemus  Ihewed  any  difcontent^  but 
he  did  it  even  to  rage,  and  not  able  to  diflemblc  his  re*^ 
fentment,  he  loudly  complained  of  the  In juftice,that  was 
done  him  in  preferring  a  Stranger  before  a  Prince  of  the 
blood  Royal.  He  complained  of  this  to  my  Father,  yet 
reaped  very  little  (atisiadion  by  it,  nay  he  complained 
to  me  in  fucb  in  (blent  Terms,  that  I  was  conilrained  to 
tell  him,  he  had  no  reafon  to  envy  jigis  his  Fortune  \  for 
though  my  Father  had  not  difpofed  of  me  to  that  Prince, 
his  aim  would  neverthelefs  deceived  him,  and  though 
there  had  never  been  fucha  Man,  as  jigis  in  the  WorM, 
Deidamia  would  never  have  been  for  JSTeoptolemMs.  He 
was  not  content  with  this  Anfwer,  but  not  being  in  a 
condition  to  let  his  refentments  break  out  ^t  this  time, 
he  ftrove  to  diflfemble  them  till  another  Seafon,  that 
migt  give  hhn  a  fair  opportunity  to  take  iatisfaaion  ; 
bat  Ibmit  new  troubles  arifing,  toe  Abrenceof^^i/,who 
went*  to  quiet  them,  gave  him  fome  hopes  of  comparing 
bisdefigns*  • 

We  hearddaily  of  the  prodigious  valour  of  the  King 
of  the  Laced^^onians^  and  of  his  ViAories,  which  were 
diftourfed  ofF,  with  wonder  and  aftonifliment,  and  to 
let  me  fee,  he  had  dearly  preferved  the  remembrance  of 
tne,  I  received  a  Letter  from  bim  inthefe  terms:

I  received  fomc  other  Letters,  and  in  a  while  we  rc- 
ceivjecj  himfclf  Crowned  with  Lawrcls,  and  laden  witji 
the  fpoils  of  the  Enemy,  when  navidg  quite  cxtinguiflicd 
/the  Rebellion,  hemadehisAddrefstomc,  for  the  jecom- 
pence  of  his  gre^t  Adtions,  and  of  his  Merit  in  fo  mov* 
ing  a  Language^  and  inodcft  Bebavioor,  that  my  incli- 
nations yidd&d  in  bis  faA^oiiir.  and  in  fliort,  ^^liad  ob^ 
taiiied  my  confent  toA4arry  bioi,  and  won  my  Heart  ac- 
cording  to  his  defires,  when  we  expcded  fiotbing  in<^e 
for  tlie  Cof^lummation  of  it,  than  the  retnco  of  ^hliMy 
whom  my  Father  bad  fou  to  the  King  ^y  Unde, .  for  bis 
approbation,to  Crown  my  bappinefe.  In  the  mean.  wbSe 
iiut  to.be  .chargeable  to  theCity^  ^sa  bad  fent  borne  Us 
Army^  .and  only  retained  his.  menial  Stirv^s  to  attend 
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him^  At  length  the fo  much  cxpcAcd'MclTcngcr  return  * 
cd,  with  the  deplorable  News  of  my  Uncles  Death  ;  Ibr 
having  gained  many  Viftories,  and  almoft  over  run  all 
/f4/)/,being' drawn  into  un  Ambufh  between  the  high  Alps 
in  the  Country  df  the  Pruffia?js^  he  was  (lain  fif^litingva* 
Jiantly,  with  the  greateft  part  of  hts  Army,  and  leaving 
no  Child,  my  Father  as  the  next  Heir,  hari  the  Crown 
fckapon  bis  Head,  bj^  thcconfenfof  all  ihe  Efbtes  of 
lEfiirHs.  This  fodden  change  made  him  "forget  his  Oath 
in  a  lirtle'time,  and  created  a  change  in  bis  Mind  ,  he 
gavecarnow  Xo  Neoptolemus^  and  fome  of  his  Flatterers, 
who  founded  continually  in  bis  Ears,  the  danger -or  dif- 
advantage  there  would  be  in  matching  me,  who  was  hfe 
only  Heir  to  a  Prince  fo  remote,  who  would  fubjeft'the 
Crown  of  £p/V/^;  to  his  oWn,when  it  cameinto  hh>  hsmds, 
and  enflave  fo  noble  a  Nation  mider  cbe  Lacedemonian 
Tdak,  by  fubmittingit  to  the  Tyranny  of  the  SpTirtan 
TEpbori,  whichwastnegreatcft  Atisfoftanethat  could  be- 
tal  it.

.folutely  believe  it  at  firil,  nor  could  lie  imagine/a  Kitig 
flibuld  be  capable  of  fuch  ingratitude  -^  vet  he  can\e  to  me 
with  a  Countenance,  ifi  which  Ins -gridT  was  very  lively 
reprefented,  which  fight  imprinted  pattof  his  fadnefi  \n 
my  Hcart,and  made  me  prefage  a  part  of  bar  misfortunes: 
What  ail  you^  (feid  I)  my  deaf  eft  A^.y^  and  with  what 
dilquiets  will  you  aifflift  me :  1  am  tortttented  fanfwered 
lie)  with  a  ftibrtal  apprehenfion,  ahdif  my  fufpitibns  are 
true.  Jam  upon  the  very  brink  of  ruin. 

Thefe  words  pureed  the  to  the  Heart,  and  made  me 
piefs  Km,  to  iit  me  know  the  caufe  of  them,  when  with 
<in  extraordinary  agitation  of  Mind,  hetolome  bisap- 
prehenfibhs  of  the  danger  he  was  in  tolofe  me;  and  I, 
whb  of  fate  had  frbferved  my  Fathers  coldnefs  towards 
hitn.,  Was  ttiucb  pSrplexed,  nor  were  my  thoughts  much 
.different  from  hisi^  conccrnlii;^  the  Kings  inrendments  to 
bbllruftbur  Weddibg,  but  feeing  himi -greatly  (iei;:6:ed, 
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I  could  not,bat  endeavour  to  abate  his  for  rows  with  Jbmc 
Confelation:  Fear  not,  (laid  I)  my  dear  Jgis^  fear  wot 
the  change,  which  cannot  enter  into  a  Princes  Heart,  and 
believe,  that  the  King  my  Father  receives  your  Difcourfc 
jnorc  fcrioufly  than  ne  was  wont,  only  to  render  that 
formality  to  his  new  Honour.Therc  is  little  probabilin^ 
he  (houtd  fo  foon  forget  what  he  owes  to  you,  and  that 
he  fliould  lofe  the  remembrance  of  thofe  Commands,  he 
has  laycdonme  to  love  you-,  fuch  alightncfswould  be 
odious*  and  of  too  ill  an  Ejcample,  to  faffer  me,  to  be- 
lieve, he  can  be  capable  of  it,  nor  can  1  have  any  fuch 
apprehenfion,  without  receiving  moft  exprefs  teflimonics 
tnereof. 

I  faid  many  other  things,  to  which  he  lent  attention, 
(diflembling  my  own  thoughts,  to  bear  up  hisdroojping 
Spirits)  but  they  were  not  able  to  withdraw  him  from 
his  iadnefs :  I  ealily  found  it,  when  looking  upon  me  with 
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cannot  recover  the  faghts  they  have  put  me  in ',  Fortune  ^ 
has  hitherto  ufed  me  but  too  lavourably,  and  fuch  an  ua- 
(haken  courfe.of  profperity  threatens  me  with  an  infal- 
lible dcftrudion  •,  yet  if  I  muft  lofe  Deidamia^  it  fliaU 
not  be  without  theJofs  of  my  Life,  and  perchance  I  will 
•accompany  it  with  the  loft  of  fo  many  others,  tbkt  it 
Ihall  not  be  unknown  to  all  Europe.  He  brought  forth 
thefe  words  with  the  marks  of  fo  violent  a  griefi  that  I 
was  extreamly  troubled,  and  being  Willing  to  let  him  fee, 
1  bore  part  in  hisafflidion :  If  you  lofe  Deldamia  (faid 
])  no  other  Man  (hall  ever  find  the  advantage  to  have 
taken  her  from  you ;  and  I  proteft  by  all,that  we  account 
moil  Holy,  that  fo  long  as  Agts  loves  me,  1  never  can  be 
capable  of  a  fecond  affeftion. 

If  itbefo,  rrepliedhe)  1  will  outbrave  all  the  obfla- 
icles,that  threaten  me,  and  all  the  powers  of  the  World 
.^re  not  able  to  harm  me,  whilft  Deidamla  is  on  my  fide; 
but,  Madaip,  remember  the  promifeyou  make  me,  and 
believe,  that  in  the  extremity  I  (hall  demand  extream 
proofs  of  your  Afitdion.  1  was  about  to  reply  when 
lome  Ladies  came  in  to  pay  me  a  Vifit,  and  hindered  it. 
Upon  which  he  went  out  of  my  Chamber,  and  from  that 

time 
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tiaoe  every  day  gave  him  more  feniible  notice  of  tb^  Kings 
change,  and  new  caufe  to  afflid  bimfelf.  And' at  lail 
our  misfortunes  were  but  too  plainly  difcovered  to  me  ; 
for  one  day  the  King  my  Father  entring  with  me  into 
my  Clofet,  fpoke  b  this  manner : 

Deidamia^  (fiiid  be^  when  I  commanded  you  to  love 
the  King  of  the  LactdUmmlans^  I  was  obliged  to  do  fo 
by  many  confiderations.  which  rendered  that  Alliance 
advantageous  to  us,  and  truly  my  Obligations  to  that 
Prince,  and  his  good  Qualities,  difpofed  me  towards  it 
with  Joy  \  but  our  condition  is  changed,  and  we  had  not 
then  more  rea(bn  to  approve  that  Match,  than  we  have 
now  to  diflike  it,  for  many  cau(es^  which  are  above  your 
Age  and  Knowledge,  and  wherein  my  whole  Kingdom 
is  concerned.  Agis  cannot  be  your  Husband,  and  you 
ought  in  tinie  to  withdraw  your  (elf  from  that  Affedi- 
on  )*ou  bear  him,  to  difpole  of  it  in  fiivour  of  fome  o- 
tber ,  whom  the  Maxims  cf  State  (hall  make  choice  of  for 
you.  Yon  kno^,that  the  Oaufghters  of  Soveraign  Princes  - 
Marry  for  other  confiderations,  than  thole  of  Love,  and 
you  are  not  ignorant  of  what  redgnation  you  ewe  your 
Father,  to  make  you  compilable,  to  be  guided  by  his 
Will.  ' 

I  was  hardly  able  to  hear  him  out  in  the  dilbrder  tbefe 
cruel  Words  had  put  me,  and  he  eafily  readin  my  Face« 
to  what  a  perplexity  I  was  reduced  h^  them,  which 
made  him  wait,  till  I  was  capable  of  returning  him  an 
anfwer.He  urged  me  to  it  twice  or  thrice,  before  i  could 
refolve  upon  it ;  at  laft  being  a  little  more  fettled*.  Sir, 
ffeid  i)  what  Qualities  Ibever  there  arc  in  the  Perfon  of 
King  AgiSy  and  what  Service  foever  he  has  done  this 
Staie,l  bad  not  loved  faittL  if  you  had  not  enjoined  it-me, 
nor  ihould  1  have  licenieam^  felf  to  an  aiTeAibn,^  which 

Jour  Command  can  Authorize.  It  was  only  oat  of  O- 
edience,  that  I  caft  m}'  Eyes  on  tbe  Good  Will  that  he 
bore  me,  and  I  have  fo  religiou/Iy  obferved  it,  that  your 
Majefty  could  not  require  more  acknowledgment  from 
me,  nor  more  affeAion  to  our  Deliverer,  than  I  have 
really  given  him  •,  'tis  true*  Sir,  I  have  loved  him,  and  I 
love  him  dill  by  your  orders,  by  a  moD:  powerful  In- 
clination, andbyajuft  Knowledge,  both  of  his  worth, 
and  of  what  he  has  done  for  u^,  but  my  refignation  to 

your 
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yoor  Win  has 'fixed  thcfe  thou^ts  too  firmly  in  my 
Heart  ever  to  he  able  to  remove  wiem  thence. 

The  King  bearkned  impatiently  to  tbis^  and  was  ex- 
ceedbg  ililatisfied  with  it:  'What  (faidhe)  Dtidamia 
will  you  perfift  to  Love  -4giV,  whether  I  will  permit  you 
or  not,  aqd  continue  in  an  Affeftion,  which  is  difadvan- 
tageons  to  yoUy  and  which  I  now  utterly  di&pprove : 
MyAffcftionsto  w/^g//,  (anfwercdl)  /hall  never  make 
me  do  any  thing,  that  can  bring  you  Ihame,  or  that  can 
ittftly  give  you  forrow^  but  it  fhalj  always  ht  fti:ong  e- 
Doogh  to  keep  me  from  forgetting  biro«  and  from  giving 
that  to  another,  which  hcbas  fo  well  dclefy?d,and  which 
be  holds  only  fromyaur.felfTxui  (hall  havca  little  time, 
(rq)lycd  the  King/  to  pcrfiiade  your  fclf  to  follow  my 
Gcmmands,  in  whicli  interim,  reetbatyoureiblvetodo 
lo.  and  let  me  Br.d  no  more  reTiftance  in  you,  upon  pain 
x>f  a  di^kaflire,  which  would  not  be  to  your  advaq* 
tage. 

Upon  tbefe  words,  the  Kiti^  went  out  of  my  Clofet, 
mncDjdifpkafed^  andleft  me  in  the  moft -deplorable  con- 
dition that  had  befallen  incj  during  the  whofecourfe  of 
my  Life  j  l  wondered  at  his  Ingratitude,  and  bl^wailed 
ja  misfortune,  which  Jl  now  faw  £ut  top^a4:ent,As  foon 
as  ever  I.  faw  my  dear  wrf^,  1  could  not  fcrbear  fending 

forth  a  Cry-,  who-einiYi^^H^^'^  tjie,  cruel  con- 
firmation qrhisfurpicions.  He  made  a  ^^p  it  my  duim- 
ber  door,with  bisArn^i.ctoferand  feeing  rac  all  inTcars, 
beJod  Both  bis  Courageind  Uhderibnding,  a^d  leanir^ 
againft^f^e  Wall,  cafta  IprrowfulkKikat  me,  and  after 
a  long  'iyenfi'e : ^1$  it  certain  then,  Cfaid:hej!)  that  my  ruin 
is  confirmed.:  Itistrue,  ucply^I)  my  dear  ^if,  lam 
foriiid4en*to  Lov£  you  j  but  it  is.  alfo  trpe,  tlfeat  it  is  im- 
ppljGMg  for  me,to.oh^y  that  Command.:  If  y-ou  hold  that 
rcfi>U»^K)nj(anfwefed  ne^my.Fortune  isnot  lb  dei^atc, 
bot^  if  with  your  Friends  you  for  fake  mci  there  is  jk> 
kind  oi  Pcath  fodreadf  ul„but  it  is  to  be  preferred  before 
my  ODndition,  and  wherewith  I  would  not:  facrifict  a 
life,  which  I  will  notkecjp  one  Moment  after  the  log  of 
my  hopes:-.  AiTure^your  lelf.  (/aid  I)  ihti peiJ^rmU  is 
irmly  rcfoTlved  to  love  no  other  Man  in  the  World,  bur 
j4gH^  and  iiF  1  bii  tak<n  from  nim,  they  fliiall  never  give 
isic  to  any  thing,  but  to  my  Grave. 
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jfgfs  found  focne  confolauon  in  this  Diftonrfe,  and  re- 
covering a  little  confidence  in  thehope$  I  gave  him,  be 
drew  n^ar^  and  befoogkt  me  tremblin^^  to  tell  faioi  the 
laft  cofifircnation  of  his  misfortune,  I  tiad  received  from 
the  King.  I  related  i(  word  for  word,  with  an  eKe&i 
of  forrow^and  many  tears.  He  heard  it.  with  tremblii^s 
and  fainting;^,  which  were  fiicceeded  by  iuch  a  rage,  as 
till  then  I  believed  him  not  capable  off:  What,  (faidhej 
(hall  it  be  true  then  that  the  Word  of  a  Prince  fhall  be 
unworthily  revoked*  and  that  my  Servicer  Ihall  be  un- 

SratefuUy  requited  r  will  not  tois  State^  which  1  have 
ived  from  manifeft  ruin,^ry  loudly  agaialt  the  in)uflice, 
that  is  doueme,  and.  will  not  the  Goas  themfelves,  who 
are  concern'd  in  thr  )u^ice  of  my  Gaufe,  take  my  part 
againft  perjur'd  and  ingratefiil  £acides^  will  he  fo  l4ht- 
ly  forget,  bywhati^ionsl  merited  the  hopes,  he  gave 
aae,  or  if  be  can  repneinber^out  of  what  extremity  I  treed 
him  ?  will  he  prefer  the  Vice-Roy  of  Maccdons  Son  be- 
£>reme? 

Thefelaft  Words  made  me  interrupt  him^and  demand 
i^hat  be  meant  by  tjbem ;  Ah  1  C  continued  he  )  M^dam, 
'tis  to  C^ffdnder^  the  Son  of  u4apipattr^  your  Father 
has  deftin'dyou  for  a  Wife,  to  a  Man,  wno  is  not  fo 
(Tiuch  as  born  a  Prince^and  fliines  but  b^.aiiipthers  luilre  ^ 
buit  1  will  kill  that  uniuft  Ururpet  of  ^y  Happinefs,,  io 
the  very  Arms  of  his  Father,  thoogh  Alexander  himfcjf 
came  in  his  defence.  Let  jRacides  Ipo]^  fipr  no  Fuccefsof 
fQ  wrongful  a  defiap,-  and  let  him  believe  that  the  Gods 
Jiave  4iot  infpired  nim  with  it,  in  favour  of  C^a^der^hxit 
for  Cajf^hders  Deftrudion.  Jgndtfyikshis  own  Life 
enough  to  facriBcemany  pthers  to  bis  lawful  refcntments. 
This  be  told  me,  he  baa  learned  but  that  Xlorning,  and 
that  the  King  was  abiblutely  bent  oq  it,  to  hinder  the 

Eradifes  of  AntipatGf  againft  the  State,  /and  ftrengtben 
imfelf  by  this  new  Alliance :  But  when  1  had  allured 
him  of  my  eternal  Conftancy,  and  that  if  I  could  not  be 
bisv  hclhouIdnevcrfeemeaoyBodies^,!  by  many  per- 
fwafions,  prevailed  with  him  to  lay  hi^  anger  afide,  to  go 
to  the  King,apd  reipenpber  him  of  his  Oaths  and  Prpmi&t 
•  iud  of  the  gegd  Service^  he  had  done  j],im,,  which  might 
make  him  fee  and  recall  hipreif  itpm  wm^he  has  fo  juft^ 
iy  refplved,  in  the  favour  of  a«ot6er*n  To  obey  me  he 
condefeended  t<^  this.  The  Kinjs  rec-eired  him  with  much

Let  tbe  Ef^rots  (iaid  be)  who  wonld  rob  me  of  Dei- 
itamU^  to  ^ve  ber  into  tbe  Arms  of  one  altogether  un- 
worthy of  Set  Arms,  fer  their  own  defence,  againft  an^ 
Enemy  which  they  cannot,  and  which  they  ought  not 
to  de/pife,  and  fince  they  undervalue  me  for  C^andcr^ 
n  private  Man,  and  whoTe  Family  is  unknown  boc  by 
their  perfidioufners,  and  by  tbt:  Glory  of  their  Mafter. 
Let  them  take  Arms  for  bis  relief,  as  i  have  taken  Arms 
for  theirs ;  tbat  audacious  Fellow  Oiatl  not  quietly  enjoy 
tbat  he  would  ravifh  from  me,  and  (ince  neither  com- 
panion to  an  unfortunate  Lover,  whom  your  inmtitude 
precipitates  into  utter  defpair*  nor-  the  remembrance  df 
thb  Cttown,  which  is  the  cauie  of  my  misfortunes,  and 
which  you  owe  to  none  but  me  *,  nor  the  confideration 
of  Honour,  which  is  inttrefled  in  a  violation  of  your 
Word,  can  difiuade  you  from  the  cruel  reiolution  you 
have  taken  againft  tne,  Remember  King  oS  Eplrns^  re- 
member, that  1  fball  be  able  to  do  as  much  for  my  own 
Quarrel,  as  I  have  done  already  for  yours ;  and  ttus  un- 
]uft  Caffknder  (hall  either  fmk  under  my  lawful  indigna- 
tion«  or  makey^ii  fall  with  the  better  part  of  Gr^rc^  I 
and  if  the  Gods  grant  me  tbe  fuccefs  that  is  due  to  the 
juftice  of  my  Caufe,  you  Oiall  quickly  iee  thofe  Arms 
glittering  in  Epirns  in  a  Hoflile  manner,  which  were 
once  (b  friendly  to  you  ^  they  know  already  bow  to  con* 

2uer  ^e  Emrott^  and  fball  overflow  their  Fields  with  ttx 
ime  Kood^  which  heretofore  they  unluckily  have  pre- 
ferved. 

At  thefe  Words,  tbe  King  could  no  longer  contain 
himfelf  widiin  tbe  bounds  of  moderation,  ittid  hearing 
*  all  thofe,  tbat  fbod  about  him,  murmur  at  ^^s  Decla- 
ration :  Hitherto,  (6id  he)  in  regard  of  yoor  reifent- 
tnent.  and  in  remembrance^  what  you  hanpc  done  foe  < 
us,  Ihavtp^fledby  all  your  provocatioosi  butfiDCcyoii 
<^fenly dcdait War agamft me,  lacceptit,  and  chau^ 

yoa 
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you  within  tbree  days  to  depart  my  Kingdom^wbere  yoa 
cannot  be  looktm  any  other,  but  an  Enemy.  Tisas 
an  Enemy,  (replied  ^^Vhaftily)  it  is  as  an  Enemy,you 
ihall  fee  me  retam  into  it,  and  all  the  moft  cruel  and 
moft  horrible  Effefts  that  Fire  and  Sword  can  bring  a- 
long  with  them,  fbali  be  the  rewards  of  Perjary  and  In- 
gratitude. There  Words  were  not  well  over-heard  by 
mc  King,  who  was  retiring,  and  the  furions  ylgis  fling- 
ing out  of  the  Prefence  C&mber,  went  diredly  to  his 
Lodring. 

Behold,  my  Lord,  the  inconftancy  of  Fortune,  the 
lame  jigis^  who  a  few  days  before  was  followed  and  a- 
dor'd  by  the  whole  Court,  law  himfelf  generally  forfa- 
kenin  a  Moment,aod  only  attended  by  niofefew^he  bad 
brought  out  of  bis  own  Country.  All  the  conibladons 
the  Queen  my  Mother  could  give  me,  when  I  heard  this 
iatal  News,  were  little  enough  to  keep  me  from  dying: 
jAh  mif  dear  ^^iV,  (faid  I)  rather  let  Oeath,accompanied 
with  the  moft  rigorous  Tortures,  (eparate  me  from  thee 
forever,  than  that  I  flionld  afford  room  for  a  Succeflbr  in 
this  Heart,which  nevtr  was,!nor  never  Oiall  be  any  Bodies 
but  thine.  I  accompanyed  tbefe  Words  with  fnch  a  Flood 
of  Tears,  that  the  Queen  was  deeply  touched  with  them, 
(he  infinitely  efteemed  jtgis^  and  aid  no  ways  approve 
of  my  Fathers  Maxims,  but  be  governed  not  his  Affairs 
by  her  advice,  and  flie  was  too  weak,to  oppofe  his  deter- 
minationsj 

WhiUi  I  was  overwhelmed  with  grief,  my  dear  ^gh 
cametotakehisfarewelof  me,  his  Looks  had  fbmetbing 
fatal  in  them,  and  Death  appoired  naturally  painted  in 
his  Face,  ana  I  beheld  him  with  Eyes,  that  mfficiently 
tefiified  the  part  I  bore  in  his  misfortunes.  For  a  good 
while  v/e  both  were  mute,  though  the  Language  of  our 
Eyes  was  intellmible,  at;  lafl  fetching  a  deep  figh :  Ma- 
dam, (laid  be)  behold  thisdifgraced,  behold  this  banilh- 
ed  Man,  behold  the  Enemy  of  Eplmsy  he,  who  in  this 
Court  nas appeared  with  mchLuftre,  and  fohigh  a  For- 
tune, departs  now  without  any  other-  conlblation, 
than  tl«at  of  being  able  to  take  his  leave  of  you,  'tis 
the  only  favour  which  is  not  denied  me,  and  it  is  in 
that  alone,  1  eftablifli my  later  hopes*,  I  comforted  him 
all  I  could  in  the  afflided  condition  I  was  in,  repeat- 
ing my  promifes  of  eternal  Love  and-Conffancy,  and 

when 
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iffben  we  had  coiidoled  our  ibisfbrtanes  for  a  time,  a 
ftranae  dKwght  came  into^^*s  Mind :  If  tbe  King  (fitid 
he)  (bould  detain  me  frooi  DeidamUj  let  me  receive 
her  from  Deidamia  ber  felf,  and  to  follow  tbe  Fortnne 
of  a  Princ^tbat  adores  her^  let  her  fly  from  a  f^rince^tbat 
would  facrifice  ber  to  the  Caprido's  of  State  \  your  con- 
dition (hall  Dbt  be  fo  miferablein  Sparta^  that  you  fhall 
need  to  bewail  your  leaving  this  ingratef  q1  Couiitry,and 
as  much  foriaken  as  I  am,  I  want  not  means  to  carry  yoa 
from  hence,  where  you  fiiall  Reijgn  a  Queen  over  more 
thankful  People,  .as you  do  alrea^  in  tbe  heart  of  jigis^ 
if  you  will  have  the  goodnefe  to  quit  tbts  hated  place  for 
Itie. 

He^  would  have  enlarged  on  this  Difcourfe,  but  I  in- 
terrupted him :  Ah  my  dear  jigisj  <^faid  I)  you  demand 
ihat  only  proof  6f  my  AfFedion,  which  1  am  unable  to 
^p:ant  you,  and  futh  a  one  as  is  not  fit  for  yon  to  ask  ^ 
woiiloithadpIeafedtheGods,  you  bad  demanded  the 
better  part  or  my  Blood,  or  that  you  had  ddir^d  my  Life 
it  felf,  andtliey  lure  my  witnefies,!  would  have  given  it 
ydu,  without  any  trouble  i  buttopeHwademe  of  faults 
fe  Unworthy  of  a  Princeffc^  and  fo  contrary  to  my  Duty 
and  to  mv  Reputation  X  An,  ifyouXoveitte,  could  you 
ftifFerfucb  a  thought,  1  make  you  Judge  your  felf  of  the 
finfitne(sof  your  demand,  and  1  coii jure  you  to  tell  me 
truly,if  your  felf  could  approve  of  tbe  tmngyou  Cotin- 
fel  me :  What  then  will  you  do  for  me,(cry«i  tbe  affli^- 
*d  Prince^  and  what  can  1  exped(  from  tteit  Aflfeftion, 
wherewith  you  would  have  me  flatter  my  felf  in  my  mis- 
fortune, wnat  proofs  arc  thofe  you  offer  me  of  ir,  and 
in  this  lateft  extremity,  what  advantage  can  1  draw  from' 
-your  lateft  prothifcs :  All  that  you  can  hope  for,  (rcplr- 
edl)  fromaPrmceft  that  loves  you,  andlrom  a  virtu - 
<His  Princefs,  who  like  your  felf,  would  prefer  Death  be- 
fore any  mean  or  unworthy  Adion.  I  will  teftifie  my  af- 
fcdion  to  you,  by  oreferving  it  to  my  very  Grave.  1  fb/t 
your  fake  will  difobey  the  King  my  Father,  if  he  ft»M 
Command  the  to  forget  you,  1  will  difobey  him,  ^  he 
ftall  go  about  to  oblige  me  to  a  fccond  Affeftion,  for  I 
kiK)W  no  Rules,  that  can  compel  the  inclination  by  the 
obedietKe*,  or,  but  ifhe  forbids  me  to  Marry  you,  or  to 
fee  you,  I  cannot  perfift  in  that  delign^  without  doing  an 
irreparable  injury  to  my  Reputation :  What  injury  will 

vou 
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tunc  to  tlie  rcmot€ft  parts  of  the  World,  and  prefer 
tbe  poiTcffion  of  him,  Defore  the  whole  Empire  of  the 
Earth. 

'  When  Agis  perceived  it  was  impoffiblc  to  make  me 
in  the  leaft  receed  from  my  Obedience,  though  he  ufed 
powerful  Arguments,  to  perfuade  me  to  leave  mgrateful 
£pirHsi  Well  Madam,  (faidhc)  fihce  neither  the  re- 
membrances of  your  promifes,nor  the  dcfjiorabic  cpexliti- 
on  in  whjcli  you  fee  roe,  are  able  to  periuade  you,  and 
that,  you  negjcd  the  only  vifible  means  to  preierve  my. 
Life,  out  of  light  confiderations,  which  (erve  only  for  a 
pretence,  to  cover  your  liardheartednefs  towards  n)e,  I 
muft  difcngagc  you  from  your  promifes,  and  by  my 
Death  fct  you  at  liberty  to  follow  the  motion  of  (he  King 
your  Father.  Ill  die,  'tis  infallibly  rcfolved  Til  die,  but 
not  alone,  thole  that  ^rag.^^//  to  his  Grave,  Ihall  per- 
haps go  thither  with  him,  and  it  (hall  be  by  their  Blood 
audby  thatof  many  thouiands^  bell  make  his  Funerals 
renowned  to  all'Ages. 

At  thefe  Words,  he  would  have  rifen  from  before  me, 
but  I  let  my  (elf  fink,  upon  him  with  fo'  much  weaknef*., 
that  I  fell  on  the  Floor  clofe  by  him*  who  as  fainting  as 
he  was,  took  me  into  his  Arms,  wnerehe  faw  me  lofc 
both  my  Senfes  and  Underllanding,  but  by  the  help  of 
my  Maids,,  he  recovered  me,   when  looking  upon  him 
wjthasdyjng.'an  Eye  as  his.:  Leave  me  jigU^  leave  me, 
(faid  1  faintly)  and  fince  you  cannot  content  your  fell , 
with  what  1  am  able,  and  with  what  1  do  to  fatisfie  you^^ 
fullfer  me  to  undergo  my  wretched Deftiny  withPaticnce. 
Farewel,  (purfued  1,  cafting  my  Atmsaoout  his.  Neck, 
and  wafbing  his  Face  in  a  flood  of  Tears.)   Farewel,m\^ . 
deareft  -^^/jf  leave  thivin^rattful  Country*  which  hath 
iiothing  left  in  it  worthy  of  ygu,  and  without  enquiring 
what  cfFtiSfs  your  remembrance  Ihall  work  tipon  tne, 
ufe'mine  thebeft  you  can,  for  your  ovtrn  repofe.   With 
thefe  Words  not  being  longer  able  to  Aear  liis  prefencc 
ititliQut  breaking  out  into  violentcxpreffioDS,  contrary, 
to  Modefty,.  1  imbr;iccd  bim  once  again,  ihr  the  laJt 
tl(ne  Qf,alI,.aE}d4ttr^m£iny1£y/;s;^WaY.irom]!!isFace,  I 

cettred 
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retired  into  my  Clofet,  where  I  fhat  my  felf  up  v^itha 
reiblution  not  to  fee  htm  any  more:  And  alals,  contt- 
naed  flie,  melting  with  Tears)  that  was  my  lafl:  fight  of 
him  indeed,  and  it  wa^,  but  too  truly  that  I  bid  bim  for- 
erer  adieu.  Tbe  pang^  I  felt  at  that  cruel  feparation' were 
but  the  certain  pfeuges  of  our  extreameft  misfortune  ; 
for  be  upon  this  left  me  City  with  angry  threats,  and  a 
Countenance  enflamed  with  Indignation. 

Ifoonfliewedmy  Love  more  ^ilblickly  to  j^is^  Iff 
defpifing  the  Ambafladors  fent  by  C^ander^  and  by  re- 
ftftmg  all  their  entreaties,  and  dfifregarding  all  my  Fa- 
thers threats,  tomakemegivealccdnd  place  in  my  af^ 
feftions  by  conlenting;  to  that  Marriage,  ^  which  h  enr* 
raged  jintipater  and  his  Son,  concluding  tipon  the  tettf  m 
of  their  Servants,  without  effedHng  what  they  defired, 
that  they  had  been  only  mocked  and  flighted^  that  they 
refolved  to  revenge  the  AiFront,and  prepared  in  a  hoftile 
manner  to  invade  our  Territories,  of  which  jfgis  had  no 
fooner  heard,  but  be  drew  out  his  fmaU  Army  to  meet 
them,  and  revenge  his  own  particular  quarrel  on  C gan- 
der. I  heard  this  News  with  (bme  trembling,  and  fent 
up  continual  Wifhes  and  Prayers  to  the  Gods,  for  the 
fuccefs  and  fafety  of  him,  I  fo  dearly  Loved  j  but  my 
hopes  were  overcaft  with  a  dark  and  gloomy  Cloudy 
when  I  heard  with  all  Epirus^  that  in  a  Battle,  whofe 
Iflue  had  been  difputed  with  almoft  alt  the  Blood  of 
either  Party,  my  valiant  and  ray  moft  beloved  Agjs  had 
loft  his  pretious  Life,on  the  neap  of  theSlain,whom  ne  had 
ficrificed  to  his  lawful  Anger  ;^  then  it  wa^  that  dreams 
of  Tears  flotved  from  my  Eyes^  and  I  fent  Ibrth  loud 
Cries,  filling  the  Court  with  my  Lamentations  and  wo- 
ful  Complainings,  refolving  to  die,  and  not  admitting , 
of  any  confolation  •,  I  gave  my  felf  up  wholly  to  defpair, 
often  fwouning  in  the  Arms  of  the  Queen  my  Mother^ 
who  was  almolt  in  as  dying  a  condition,  as  my  felf,  at  tte 
fad  affliAion  (he  bore  in  part  with  me. 

I  continued  thus  tormenting  my  felf,  when  by  tfacf 
Kings  permiflion^  one  of  Agis\  Servants  entred  my 
Chamberi^  I  no  (ooner  caftiJiy  Eyes  upon  the  Man,-  but' 
Ah  ArchidamHs^  f  cryed  I)  Agis  is  dead :  Yes,  Madam, 
(  anfwefcd  he  )  the  greateft  and  moft  gertcfous  rfaTI 
Princes  is  dead  indeed,  but  he  fltall never  die  in  the  me- 
mory of  all  Mankind,  fince  at  bfs  D*»th  he  hasraifcdi 

bimfel/ 
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bimfelf  a  MonGUnent^wbtcb  would  render  bis  common 
Wortby  to  be  envie^  were  be  not  dead  in  bis  remem* 
brance :  No,  (raid  L  paffionately  weeping)  he  ihall  ne- 
ver die  in  my  rememorance,  and  it  is  only  by  the  Remem- 
brance of  bioi^tbat  i^f/i4W4  is  now  alive  ber  felf ;  up- 
bn  this  be  prefented  ibe  with  a  Letter,  which  I  no  (bon* 
fr  opened  with  a  trembling  band,  but  I  fee  it  writ  in 
Blood ;  that  ikbt  ftrnck  a  cbillndTs  into  tne,  that  1  wss 
hardly  able  to.ipeak  or  move  for  a  time.  Then  Ah/fatd 
I)  my  dear  Agisy  fkiffing  tbofe  bloody  Lines  before  X 
bad  read  tnem)  with  what  difmal  Charaders  have  yod 
engraven  thefe  laft  expreflSons  of  your  Love,  and  why 
faave  yoQ  been  fo  prodigal  of  this  Nobk  Blood,  fodeat 
to  Deidamia^  and  wbico  fuflained  my  life  more  tbari 
tny  6Wn  ^  laying  this,  I  caft  my  Eyes  once  more  upoii 
it,  bat  they  were  fo  drowned  in  Teafs^  that  of  a  long 
time  I  was  not  able  to  fee  the  Letters,  aiid  it  was  with 
i&ncb  a  do^  that  in  the  end )  read  thefe  few  Wotds :

yOitr  Jngratitude  has  not  had  power  to  make  you  lofi 
.  your  Eminre  overmc^  I  die  yours  Deidaonia,  and  it 
is  to  dffsire  yt^u  of  it^  that  I  employ  the  remainder  of  tny 
Bloody  and  6}  Hgf  Strenph. 

Andt  ivili  die  thine,  (cryedt,  kifling  thofe  Lines  a^ 
^ain)  yes,  I  will  die  thine,  nty  too  too  faithful  Prince^ 
aiid  I  will  cotifefs  at  the  eitremity  of  my  Life,  I  Was  as 
iinwprthy  of  thefe  laft  madcs  of  thy  AfFeftion,  as  thoii 
ivert  worthy  of  a  inore  fbrtotjate  Deftiny,  and  wheb 
tny  Sighs  and  Tears  gave  way,  1  intreated  the  Man  to 
tell  me  bow  gallant  J^is  payed  his  Life  to  ^ate^  which 
ivasfodeartome.  Refolving  (laid  he)  to  be  revenged 
bn  Cajjatidet  that  cruel  dilturber  bt  his  xtpcXc;  he 
raifed  an  Army,  but  not  flaying  for  the  Grofs  of  ic,  he 
bailed  before  with  fome  Troops,  im^tient  9f  delay, 
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(cdfitrary  to  all  the  perfwafion$  of  bis  Friends)  gave  Bat- 
tle before  the  reft  of  his  Forces  cq^ild  come  witliin  two 
days  March  of  him.    There  was  a  great  deal  of  Blood 
ihed  on  both  fides  very  quickly,  and  my  Prince  encou- 
raged his  Soldiers  by  fo  admirable  an  Example  of  valour, 
that  we  Hiould  certainly  have  conquered  with  him,    it 
he  had  not  rather  fought  Death  than  Viftory.^  He  fought 
Cajfander  in  the  thickeft  of  his  Squadrons,  and  broke 
through  his  Troops  like  Lightning,  tumbling  him  and 
his  Horfe  to  tbe  Ground,  difmounting  A^pater^   and 
contemning  a  thou  fand  Swords  and  Javelkis,  to  profe- 
cute  his  tevenge,tiil  by  many  Wounds,  and  lofs  of  Blood 
lie  grew  weaker,  atia  his  Horfe  tottering  under  him,  he 
liadf  fallen  on  the  heaps  he  had  Slain,  if  we  had  not 
ruihed  in,  with  the  hazard  of  our  own  Lives,  to  bring 
him  ofF  whether  he  wotild  or  no.  We  drew  him  out  ©f 
the  Ranks,  and  put  him  into  a  Utter,   which  prefently 
ftrearaed  with  Blood,  flowing  from  his  great  number  of 
Wounds,  and  perceiving  he  was  near  his  end,  he  would 
not  fuffer  me  to  ftir  from  him,  when  demanding  Papcr^ 
he  drew  the  head  of  a  Javelin  from  his  iBody,  and  dip- 
ping the  point  of  it  in  bis  Blood,  he  with  much  diffi- 
culty wrote  thofe  Lines:  And  j^rchUamtiSj  &idhe^  gi- 
ving them  to  me)carry  thefe  laft  affuranccs  of  my  AfFe<Sj- 
on  to  Deid^mia^  and  make  her  the  relation  of  my  Deatb.r 
Scarce  had  my  Prince  laid  thefc  Commands  on  me, 
when  feeing  our  Forces  retire,  refolving  not  to  fall  alive 
into  the  Enemies  Hands,  he  got  out  of  the  Litter,  with 
bis  Sword  in  his  Hand,  weak  as  he  was,   and  went  to 
meet  them  with  a  marvellous  Courage  ^  and  in  that  con- 
cldfion  of  his  Life,  he  did  things  that  Pofterity  will  ne- 
ver believe,  and  though  at  firft  he  was  fcarce  able  ta 
ftir  out  of  his  place,  and  within  a  while  after,   fought 
but  upon  his  Knees  •,    I  may  priteft  to  you,  Madam, 
with  truth,  that  his  very  prcfence  alone  ftopt  whole 
Squadrons,  and  the  mofi  daring  of  them  affaulted  him 
only  with  Darts  aiid  Arrows  at  a  diftance,  which  be 
tore  oit  of  his  Body  with  an  invincible  Courage,    and 
threw  them  back  at  thofe  by  whom  they  were  caft  at 
Mm.    It  was  fai  this  manner  of  Combate  that  he  fpent 
fhe  remainder  of  his  Strength,  and  of  his  Blood,  andbc- 
nig  no  longer  abk  to  maintain  the  Fight,  he  let  himfelf 
fitik  gently  upon  his  Shield^  over  which  he  leaned,  yield- 
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ing  up  his  Life,  rather  like  ajvian,  that  was  weary  and 
falling  into  a  fleep,  thkn  one  that  was  dying. 

I  fcarce  bad  heard  an  end  of  this  relation,  but  faint^^ 
ing  away,  I  fell  invo  a  Swoun,  and  no  fooner  recovered 
from  it  by  the  affiftance  o  f  my  Maids,  but  Ifenflbrth 
piteous  Crys  and  Lamentations,  and  all  that  the  King 
and  Queen  coilld  fay  or  do,  was  not  able  to  adminifter 
any  confolation  to  my  affliAed  SouL   1  hoped  my  grief 
would  be  ftrong  enough  to  carry  me  to  my  Grave,   bat 
to  my  great^difquiet  it  failed  me  \  yet  this  ingratitude  of 
my  Father,  remained  not  long  unpuniftied,  my  Mother 
contrary  to  the  Kings  andherowncxpeftation,  proved 
with  Cljild,  and  was  delivered  of  a  Prince,   who  wal 
Bdmed  P.vr^^J,  whereby  Neoptolemns  feeing  himfelf  de- 
feated of  a  Crown,  he  had  already  fwallowed  in  hopes 
of  Marrying  me,upon  the  Death  of  my  dear  ^^/j,whom 
hefuppofed  to  have  been  the  only  obftacle  in  his  way  to 
that  felicity,  he  by  the  affiftance  of  Antipater  railed  a 
Rebellion,  and  the  greater  part  of  my  Fathers  Subjects 
revolted  aud  declared  for  that  Tray  tor.  Upon  which  the 
King  with  his  whole  Family,  ^nd  a  few  trufty  Servant 
fled  fecretly,  but  we  were  not  got  far,  eVe  we  were 
purfu^d.  Thii$  made  the  King  immediately  ftndaway  my 
Brother  by  fv<rift  Horfemen  to'  Glmcns  King  of  the  IllL 
rians,  his  ancient  Fi  iend  i  bat  it  plea  fed  the  God  J   the 
Enemy  did  not  overtake  us,  and  we  got  fafely  to  Btzan- 
tium^  aitd  whilft  the  King  Was  preparing  to  goto  Alex- 
ander^  atrd  implore  his  aid,  tofeftore  him  to  his  CroWri 
and  Kingdom,  overwhelmed  with  excefiive  grief,  he  fell 
(kk  and  died  ^  (romirfaining  to  the  lafl  of  his  Life  of  bis 
Dfe,  of  his  ingratitude  to  the  King  of  the  Laced^moni- 
uns  ;  whith  he  now  looked  dn  as  the  c^ufeof  all  his  mis- 
fortunes, and  his  Death  was  (b  (enfibly  afHi(^ing  to  the! 
Qiieen,  that  in  a  few  days  after /he  Ifckned  ai  J  follow- 
ed him  to  the  Grave. 

Thus  Was  I  l^ft  ina  v^ry  deplorable  tondition,  and!  • 
rcmaitietl  in  the  moft  fad  iCnd  lamentable  wState  that  ever 
f>rincers  Wa§  reduced  to,  when  by  the  advice  of  Theo- 
gfnes  I  confulfed  the  Oracle  of  Mars^  and  was  cfirededi 
to  feek  my  re^ofeon  th^  Banks  of  Euphrates^  tvhich  has 
irtade  me  take  this  {Gainful.  Voyage,  arid  all  the  bappiriefs^ 
1  yet  find,*  n  to  meet  With  fog^enerous  a  Prinze  as  Denjc-^ 
ims:  Whew  t&e  Princefs  fed  fihifted  her  Narration,  D^ 
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wrmVij  renewed  his  promifes  of  Affiftancc  for  thercco- 
v«ry  of  Epirnsy  and  in  a  manner  forgetting  Heri^ione^ 
fell  defperately  in  love  with  Deidamiaj  nc  prevailed 
With  her  to  go  with  him  to  the  Prince  and  PrincefleSjWho 
received  her  with  a  high  efteem  upon  the  relation  or  her 

misfortunes  by  Demetrius. 

The  End  of  the  Firfi  Book. 
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A  NtlgontHSj  and  the  other  Princes  foon  perceived  the 
-"^  ch;mge,  this  Adventure  of  the  fair  Stranger  had 
wrought  in  young  Demetrins^  and  were  overjoyed  to 
fee  thofe  Clouds  of  Sorrow,  that  had  overfliadowed  his 
lively  temper,  and  vivacity  of  Mind,  with  gloomy  dif- 
contentments  now  to  dillipate,  and  rellore  him  to  a 
Countenance  in  which  little  lorrovv  remained,  to  eclipfe 
his  admirable  Beauty  and  charming  Converfation.  And 
Oroondates  with  Arfaces  having  mutually  condoled  their 
misfortunes  for  their  cruel  fufpitions^and  their  more  cruel 
Iheddingeach  others  pretious  Blood  in  fuch  mortal  Com- 
baces,  for  a  gVounalefs  Caufe;  renewing  their  dear 
Friendfhip  in  lading  Bonds  of  Amity,  and  an  infeparablc 
Intereft  never  to  be  ihaken  or  divided,but  by  Death  j  they 
went  to  view  the  Camp,  and  give  (uch  orders  as  were 
neceflary  to  be  put  in  execution  at  the  expiration  of  the 
Truce,  which  was  now  at  band.  And  Orwndates  above 
all  things  being  defiroustoknowhow  his  dc^r  Artaxer" 
xes  had  efcaped  that  Death  at  the  Battle  of  Silena^  he 
had  deplored  with  (b  many  Tears,  and  how  he  had  lived 
fmcQ  that  fatal  feparatipn  from  him,  being  returned  to 
their  Tent,  camellly  entreated  that  dear  Brother  to  fa- 
tisfie  his  longing  expe^atioq  with  a  telation  of  it,  in 

whicli 
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which  he^who  could  deny  him  nothing,  delayed  not  tei. 
gt?e  him  that  lattsfaftion  in  the  Company  of  many  other 
tUttftrious  Perfons.

VyHen  Ar faces  bad  continued  filent  a  While,  to  recol- 
^^  led  his  Memory :  O  Gods,  (feid  bej  with  what 
Face  can  I  own  my  having  been  alive,  while  Alexander 
over-ran  my  Country,  deftroyed  my  Family,  and  tri* 
umph'd  over  my  Fathers  Life,  and  Empire  ?  which  way 
fliali  I  be  able  to  make  this  (hameful  confcflion,  and  whpt 
cxcufe  can  I  find  in  my  Love,  and  in  my  misfortunes,  to 
)uflifie  my  felf  of  fuch  a  feeming  Cowardife  ?  It  is  true, 
I  lived  during  all  the  lofles  of  my  Friends,  and  the  mi* 
(cries  of  my  Country,  but  I  lived  in  a  condition,  which 
if  it  cannot  make  me  abfdutely  innocent,  may  ncverthe- 
lefs  obtain  perhaps  fome  pardon  amongft  you,  and  leave 

Iou  a  belief,  that  if  At  faces  had  been  tree,  he  would  not 
ave  been  fo  bafe  as  to  fee  the  defolation  of  the  Per  fan 
Monarchy,  without  burying  himfelf  in  its  fatal  Ruins. 

Idled  not,  (continued  the  Prince  of  Per  pa)  in  that 
bloody  Battle,  yet  I  remained  in  a  condition  that  was  lit- 
tle different  from  Deatb^  1  lay  in  a  Swoun  all  that  Night, 
but  as  (oon  as  day  appeared,  when  the  Scythians  came  to 
ftrip  the  Slain,  and  fome  of  them  began  to  pull  of  my 
Armour  and  Cloatbs,  they  flood  amaz'd  at  tne  ricbnefi 
of  them,  and  concluded  tne  no  lefs  than  a  Perfon  of  con- 
fiderable  Quality,  whend^rin^  their  aftonifhments,  I 
came  a  little  to  my  felf  by  breaming  a  freer  Air,  at  what 
time  Prince  Theoaates  (to  wbofe  goodnefs  I  ow  my  Life) 
came  to  that  part,  and  (eein^  I  was  not  dead^  he  took 
that  care  of  me,  that  has  made  me  live  to.fee  this  laft  hnpr 
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flincfs,  after  a  World  of  miferi^  ^nd  misfortunes,'  yet 
it  was  a  long  time,  notwitbftandin^  the  great  diligence 
and  Art  be  caafed  to  be  ufed  about  my  recovery,}  c'rc 
my  dangerous  Wounds  could  be  cured  ;   and  in  a  little 
ticne  after,  he  perceiving  fome  good  Qualities,  as  he  told 
ipc.  that  ^ngag'.d  him  to  ferve  me,  1  became  very  dear 
to  him,  andmsF'itpdflip  was  very  confiderable  to  me. 
Ifi  the  misfortune  I  v^  as  reduced  to,  he  prevailed  with  the 
King  to  give  me  Liberty  without  Ranfom,   and  wasfo. 
m'odeft  as  never  to  ii;quire  into  my  Quality.    But  I  foon 
found  another  Captivity,  that  hound  me  in  morelafting 
Chains^  for  going  one  day  to  the  Temple,   1  fixed  my 
Eyes  on  the  admirable  Beauty  of  the  Princefe  Bernice^ 
vylth  fuch  wonder  and  aftonifhment,  as  made  me  believe 
ail  theencominms  of  Fame  had  infinitely  injured  her,and 
that  report  had  drawn  but  a  faint  refemblance  of  the 
true  Original   1  faw  her  with  Armsoigainft  which  it  wa^ 
impoffible  to  defend  my  lelf    Pardon  me  if  I  fay,  all 
that  I  had  received  till  ttiat  time,  in  my  opinion,  was  no- 
tliing  comparable  tQ  hqr.    Scarce  had  I  caft  my  Eyes  up- 
on her,  but  I  was  enflained  with  adefire  of  fervingher, 
with  all  the  humble  refped  and  regard  of  a  paffionate 
Lover.    In  fliort  Brother,  no  longer  time  was  requifitc 
Jox  BernicetovMkt her  felf  Milireft  of  Artdj^erxes  his 
Heart,  than  according  ta  your  report  Statira  had  to  win 
the  afreftion  of  Oroondates, 

This  refemblance  of  our  Defthiies  came  prefently  into 
my  Mind.  O  Gods !  how  fatal  was  that  Moment  to  my 
repofe,  how  many  fufFerings  has  it  coft  me  ?  but  withal 
how  happy  was  it  to  me,  fince  in.  Ipite  pf  all  my  pains, 
misfortunes  and  lofTes,  itha^made^ie  taft  a  blifs,    the 
leaft  part  whereof  was  not  to,  be  purchafed  with  them  al- 
t;ogetber.  After  that  time  1  ifaw  her  often,  and  her  Beau- 
ty, with  that  of  her  Virtues,  and  modeft  demeanour  en- 
creafed  upon  my  Mind  with  fuch  a  grace  and  luflre,  that 
the  more  I  gard,  the  more  I  was  enflamed  with  an  ardent 
Pa  (lion:  OGodsl  ((aid  I  to  my  felf )  is  it  ppfiibleyoa 
i}]ould  thus  advantageoufly  difplay  all  your  power  ia one 
mortal  Beauty/  Fly  Artaxerxes^  {^faid  I  a  little  while 
after)  fly  from  fo  fatal  a  fight,  and  faffer  not  thy  felf  to 
fall  into  a  danger,  from  which  thou  canft  never  be  able  to 
retire  ^  this  Beauty   is  not  deftined  for  thee,  nor  can 
Men  without  a  Crime  raife  their  audacious  thoughts  to 

It. 
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it.  I  was  carried  away  in  this  Difcourfc,  when  Theodates 
came  to  feek  me,  and  pat  me  out  of  the  deep  meditation, 
wlierein  my  Senfes  were  buryed  •,  with  whom  1  went  to 
the  King,  who  bad  fcnt  for  me,  and  received  rfie  very 
kindly  upon  the  rcportyTheod^tes  had  given  of  mc  It  was 
at  that  time,  the  Noamadesx.d  Hyleam  rofeupin  Arms, 
and  made  themfelvcs  Matters  of  the  Iflcs  near  the  Lake 
of  Bpiges -J  3ind  Theodates  being  to  command  the  Army 
the  King  fcnt  againft  them,  had  intreated  that  I  might 
accompany  him.  The  King  readily  granted  his  rcqueft, 
and  I  WefTed  the  favourable  occafion  a  thoufand  times, 
and  prepared  my  (elf  with  an  incredible  joy  to  march  a- 
long  with  him,  concluding  in  '  '^at  Expedition  1  might 
poffibly  find  an  opportunity  to  make  my  lelf  appear  with 
Ibmc  reputation  to  the  King  of  Scythia^  and  wherein  I 
might  repay  fome  part  of  wh^t  I  owed  toTheodates^  by 
whofe  fide  I  refolved  to  fight,  without  taking  any  parti- 
cular command  upon  me,  though  he  generoufly  oftercd 
it.  And  we  no  (boner  canfw  up  with  the  Enemy,  bat  we 
gave  them  Battle,  in  which  1  did  the  KingdfS«:j^^iS»/<iand 
my  generous  Friend  fome  fmali  fervice. 

Arfaces's  Modefty  caufetfhim  lightly  to  pafs  over  the 
occafion  wherein  he  hadmac'e  himfelf  remarkable  5  bat 
Oroondates  would  not  fufFer  it  to  pafs  in  Xllence  :  We 
know,  ((aid  he)  you  twice  favcd  Theodates^s  Life,  and 
that  perceiving  your  Squadrons  waver,  you  feized  on 
the  firft  Standard,  and  reanimated  your  frighted  Troops, 
by  your  words,  and  by  your  example,  and  it  was  your 
Qnly  valour  that  turned  the  Vidory  toour  (ide,  that  was- 
already  declaring  for  our  Enemies.  We  know  that  after 
all  thefe  wonders .  Theodates  preflTed  upon  you  the  com* 
mand  of  a  part  or  the  Army,  and  that  with  it  you  took 
places  of  great  importance,  and  attcrlyde(tateafheRe* 
Dels  near  the  Lake  of  B^g€s,  patting  an  end  to  that  dan- 
gerous War:  and  we  alfo  know  with  what  favour  and 
endearments  the  King  received  you  at  your  return  to  If 
fe don '^Sind  of  his  unaccountable  ingratitude  to  you  fome 
time  after,  though  then  the  particukr  caufe  of  bis -re- 
fcntment  remained  unknown  tome,  as  well  as  your  true 
Name^  elfe  Oroondates  had  left  nothing  unattempted, 
that  his  Honour  could  have  Juftified  him  in  for  the  li-' 
berty,  (affety  and  fatisfadion  of  bis  dt9^\Artaxerxes. 
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Since  yaa  are  fo  well  iiiftrad<d  la  tbdfe  particulars;^ 
(faid  Ar faces)  I  will  paft  cbem  over^  and  only  tell  yoa 
fome  things  which  at  that  time  were  not  come  to  yoar 
knowlid^c.  I  foand  means  to  wait  on  my  Princcls,  and 
to  be  infinitely  charmed  with  her  innocent  GHiverlatioiiL 
and  her  excellent  goodnefs.  and  that  yet  more  perfeft 
knowledge  of  her  admirable  QiiaUties  checked  qny  af- 
piring  hopes.  I  could  not  confider  Bernice  in  that  fublime 
dt'^Ycc  of  perfeAioni  to  which  the  Gods  had  raifed  her, 
without  remembring  the  difficulty  I  Oiould  meet  with,  as 
a  Stran^r  altogether  unknown  to  her,  in  winning  upon 
her  affeaions,  and  to  difcover  my  true  Quality  to  oer, 
confidering  the  irreconcileable  hatred  between  our  two 
Fftthers,  1  looked  upon  it  as  not  only  dangerous,  but  a 
thing  that  might  contribute  to  my  greater  unbappinefe  in 
her  opinion. 

TbefefcflexioRs  caufed  dtTduiets  in  me,  which  were 
often  obftrved  in  my  Face.ancf  though  I  was  loaden  with 
Honours  and  Favours  by  the  Kws^  beyond  my  deferts  ^ 
that  inward  difirontent  made  me  bat  little  feniible  of  the 
external  happinefS)  and  hindered  me  from  tailing  thofe 
advantages,whicb  the  moft  eminent  Perfons  in  all  Scythid 
eonid  not  lopk  upon  without  envy.  Theodatet^  to  whom 
I  w«s  very  dear,  firft  perceived  it,  and  was  much  trou- 
bled at  \ty  be  often  preflTed  me  to  difcover  the  caufe,  ge- 
neroufly  offering  me  bis  aiSftancci  toreftore  me  to  tran- 
quility of  Mind^  in  alUawful  ways,  even  at  the  hazard 
df  that  Life,  he  was  pleafed  to  iay4>c  was  indebted  to  me 
fer ;  and  I  confidering  that  generous  Friend,  as  a  Alan 
whofe  Fidelity  1  could  not  miftruft  widxw(  a  palpable 
in)ur}%  refolved  no  longer  to  conceal  my  felf  from  him, 
though  at  the  fame  time  I  was  very  icn&ble  1  put  my 
Life  into  bis  bands.  He  no  fooner  knew  my  true  quality, 
but  he  was  ftrickei^  with  wonder,  aod  would  have  payed 
methofe  fubmiflions  foppofcd,  nor  after  that  did  1  con- 
ceal my  Love  from  bim.m  which  as  in  all  other  things,  be 
promifed  with  an  Oath  to  asfift  me  all  that  lay  m  his 
power,  for  which  I  returned  him  infinite  thanks,  and  au 
afluranceof  an  inviolable  Friciid(bip»  but  then  the  defo* 
latian  of  my  Country,  and  thediifa^  of  my  neareft  Re- 
lations came  like  a  tormenting  (iiry  into  my  mind  \  my 


Honour,  and  the  little  Reputation  I  bad  goL  hy  hi  ced- 
ing at  ttusconfideration,  and  to  make  my  felf  worthy  of 

Bcmict^ 


Stntite's  AlMaioa*  made  me  reioive  to  retarn  into  rer- 
^,  and  it  was  about  that  time  my  Princtfi  difcovered 
my  PaflicHi  foi  her,  by  the  Pidure  CylUni*  took  op, 
vfnilft  I  was  flcepine,  and  that  made  her  let  me  fee  the 
relentmeot  fhe  haa  of  my  daring  prefumption,  and  to 
this  end  it  was,  that  1  obtained  an  Aadience  of  her,  by 
the  mediatioa  of  that  faidiAil  Maid,  after  (be  bad  ba- 
nUhedmeberprcfence,  at  wbicb  1  addrefTed  my  felf  to 
her  in  thefe  terms  : 

Ilhonldqot,  Madam,  (Taid  1)  haredeltrredto  difb- 
bey  you,  but  would  have  left  a  Coantiy  in  which  you 
no  longer  behold  me,  bat  with  indignation.  If  1  could 
have  done  it  without  dtceivinga  Peilba,  wlwwas  here- 
toforc  worthy  of  your  Friendlhip,  and  who  honoured 
me  particularly  with  his  \  I  have  taken  the  charge  upon 
me,  to  let  you  know  what  is  become  ofhim,  and  to  draw 
you  I^  the  relation  of  his  adventures  out  of  a  great 
many  difcontents,  wherein  the  ignorance  of  them  may 
have  retained  you,but  before  I  tcU  you  the  Name  of  that 
iiluftrious  Pcrlbn^  be  picaled  to  behold  a  pledge  he  gave 
me  of  his  FriendOiip,  and  perhaps  the  fight  of  it  will  pre- 
pare you  to  give  more  credit  to  uiy  Difcourfe :  And  at 
thefe  Words  ifhewed  her  the  Ring  yon  gave  me,  which 
made  her  firuggle  with  her  anger  tocafthel  Eyes  upon 
it,  ftic  prefenth' knew  it,  and  immediately  :  Ah  Arfacet 
(tidflie)  this  Ring  is  the  Prince  my  Brothers:  YesMa- 


dam,  (replied  I^  and  it  was  from  hiai  I  received  it :  6 
Gods,  (laid  /he)  what  part  of  the.  World  was  it  you 
knew  him  in,  and  what  news  do  yoo  brine  me  ofhim  r  O 


my  dcarefl  Bfothcr,  (continued  ihe  with  a  tranfportof 
afiedion  j  what  Province  can  contain  you,  and  how  great 
isyoorinhuaianity,  in  keeping  your  (elf  from  tbofe,  to 
wnom  your  abfencc  is  a  kind  of  Death  ?  When  I  per- 
ceived her  wrou^t  to  this  pafs,  and  found  Ihe  was  wil- 
ling to  hearken  to  what  was  fo  picafing  to  her ;  I  told  her 
of  yQur  Adventures,  and  kind  reception  in  the  Court  of 
DariHj,  and  bow  your  Love  profpered  with  the  Princefs 
StAtira,  by  the  means  of  Prince  Anaxerxes  her  Bro- 
ther, who  had  vowed  you  eternal  Friendlhip ;  and  1  en- 
larged my  lelf  more  particularly  upon  the  paflages  be- 
tween you  and  Prince  Artaxerxei^  as  dcllring  to  work 
fome  eftcem,  and  Ibme  afFeAion  in  Bernice  towards  that 
Prhice,  heighlciing  the  proofs  he  gave  you  of  bis  friend- 
flap. 
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Qiipy  in  terms,  that  might  render  him  far  more  amiable 
than  he  i$,  and  which  cau(ed  the  Princefs  to  interrupt  me 
feyinfi :  What  jirfacesy  was  it  be  who  was  fo  obliging^ 
and  to  perfeft  a  Friend  to  my  Brother,  the  feme  Prince 
\yho  was  (lain  in  the  Battle  of  SiUna  F  It  was  he  (repli- 
ed \)  but  n^ke  np  reckoning  of  thefe  his  firft  Aftions, 
fince  in  his  laft  you  will  have  fome  caufe  to  think  well  of 
liiin,  or  at  leaft  to  abate  fome  part  of  that  hatred  you 
luv^  to  his  Family  :  Ah,  ^faidthe  Princefs)  how  much 
am  I  afRidcd  for  him,  and  how  much  would  you  have 
obliged  me,  Ar faces ^  if  you  had  fpared  me  the  grief  I 
feel  for  his  untimely  Death. 

After  thefe  words,  I  profecuted  my  Narration  fo  mo- 
vingly, that  when  I  came  to  give  i?fr;;'Cf  an  account,  in 
what  manner  Artaxerxes  had  furthered  your  Love  with 
the  Princefs  h(s  Sifter,  and  to  fpeak  of  the  manner  of  his* 
Death ;  fliewas  prepofleflid  with  the  impreflion  I  had 
given  her,  and  could  not  forbear  to  fliew  how  fenfiblc 
Ine  wasi  of  it,  when  looking  on  me  with  Eyes  all  drown- 
ed in  tears,  which  a  generous  compaflion  had  made  her 
filed  :  Ah  Arf^es^  (laid  (lie)  hpw  cruel  you  are  in  ha- 
ving given  me  fo  great  affliftion,  for  a  Prince  whom  you 
meant  to  kill,    I  would  to  the  Gods,  that  he  were  alive  \ 
and  that  O/oandates  by  a  good  part  of  his  Dominions, 
and  even  by  a  good  part  of  my  Blood,    were  able  to  re- 
quite his  obligations  to  him  !    He  was  refoJved^Madam, 
C replied  I  coldly)  ;to  give  him  a  more  glorious  recom- 
pence,  and  I  will  tdl  you,  if  you  will  give  me  leave,    it 
v;as  by  the  glory  pf  ferving  the  Princefs  Bermccy  be  in- 
tended to  repay  Airtaxerxes  for  the  good  OfRres,  he  had 
done  hirn  toStatlra.    It  was  -^rMAr^r^rw,  Madam,whom 
Or^W^f^jhad  (Jcftin'dforyou,  and  if  that  poor  Prince 
Lid  been  fo  happy  to  make  himfelf  worthy  ot  you,  it  was 
by  the  hope  of  that  double  AIlianCw%  he  aimed  t6  fettle  a 
la  (tins  Peace  between  your  Fathers  \  and  he  hid  refolv- 
ed  to  have  c6me  difguifed  into  your  Country,  if  he  could 
have  forfaken  Oroondates  in  his  Affairs,  wherein  he  be- 
lieved himfelf  neceflfary  to  him.     Oroondates  is  now  with 
DayiiiSy  belo\'ed  of  his  Princefs,and  in  a  condition  which 
would  not  be  miferable,  if  he  was  not  mortally  afflifted 
for  the  lofs  of  his  dear  Friend  and  Brother. 
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He  wasflain,  poor  Prince,  but  his  Fate  is  too  happy, 
and  too  glorious,  iince  the  recital  of  bis  Death  has  moved . 
you  to  cooipaflion^and  drawn  tears  from  your  fair  Eyes  \ 
nay,  far  more  glorious,  than  if  he  had  for  his  prefump- 
tion  died  guilty  in  bis  opinion,  or  if  he  bad  died  for  the 
expiation  of  a  faulty  like  that  of  Ar faces.     Let  us  not 
talk  of  the  faults  of  Arfaces^  (faid  the  Princefs)  feeing 
it  hath  nothing  to  do  with  toe  Fortune  of  Artaxerxes  \ 
for  if  that  lovely  Prince  had  thofe  thoughts  for  me,which 
my  Brother  v/ould  have  infufed  into  bim,  he  bad  been 
guilty  of  no  other  fault  but  of  having  fo  great  a  compli- 
ance for  a  Friend,  and  for  having  blindly  given  his  af- 
fedion  to  a  Prince^,  that  bad  not  deferved  them.    If  I 
bdieved,Madam/replied  1  very  gladly  to  fee  her  brought 
to  this  point)  That  you  really  had  thofe  inclinations  to* 
vrzvds  j4rt4ixerxes^  which  you  exprefs,  without  doubt 
I  (hould  comfort  the  trouble  his  Death  has  caufed  in  you, 
and  fliould  make  bis  deftiny  fo  fortunate,  that  the  mod 
happy  Pcrfon  in  the  World  fliould  have  reafon  to  envy  it. 
What  confolation  can  you  give,  (faid  the  Princefs)  for 
lofles  that  are  irreparable  ?  and  if  you  fliould  tell  me,my 
Brothers  Fortune  is  at  thebighefl:  point,that  ever  he  could 
have  hoped,  what,  will  that  alter  this  poor  Princes  con- 
dition? finceinfine,  he  is  dead,  and  that  our  wiflies  can- 
not call  bim  back  again  into  this  World. 

At  thefe  words  I  took  courage,  and  raifing  the  tone  of 
my  voice,  which  my  paflion  did  extreamly  animate  :  But 
if  Artaxerxes  fliould  be  alive,(faid  1)  if  he  fliould  be  in 
Scythia^ifbc  fliould  have  feen  you,and  did  adore  you  fUlI 
with  pafliotis  a  thoufand  times  more  violent  than  thofe, 
the  Prince  your  Brother  endeavoured  to  intpire  him  with, 
to  what  punifliment  would  you  condemn  his  prefumpti- 
on  ?  Eernice  aftoniflied  at  this  difcourfe,  looked  on  me 
without  being  able  to  reply  ^  but  I  bad  not  the  power  to 
conceal  my  felf  any  longer,  but  taking  my  time  to  fall 
at  her  feet,  whilft  flie  was  in  that  trouble :  ^Bebold  him. 
Madam,  (continued  1)  behold  him,  that  happy  and  that 
miferable  Prince,  whofe  Death  has  touched  you,  and 
whofe  Life  has  difpleafed  you-,  either  cea(eto  hate  jir- 
faces  J  or  clfe  ceafe  to  love  Artaxerxes  •,  the  one  cannot 
be  innocent,  fo  long  as  the  other  is  guilty,  and  furely  the 
Gods. did  not  fave  an  innocent  Artaxerxes^  to  make 
a  guilty  Arfaces.    If  Arfaces*^  Paflion  has  offended  vou 

that. 
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tbatof  jirtaxerxesisfnm(atshlc^  wieb  the  Friendfli^ 
and  with  the  aflfiftance  of  Oroondatts*  If  yoa  look  up- 
on me  as  Dmrihs  bis  Son,remembcr  alio  that  Oroondatts  is 
the  Kinj^of  ScythiaSj  and  if  I  be  the  Son  of  Darius^  I 
]  for  your  lake  abandon  Darlns^  I  abandon  my  delbUce 
Country,  and  captive  Parents ;  nay,  and  I  abasdoa  e- 
ven  my  Honoar  it  felf,  be  not  then  more  obftinate  in 
your  natred  than  Statira  9  and  if  to  conqaer  yoor  inch- 
r^ittons,  Artaxerxes  be  not  fo  worthy  to  be  beloved  as 
Oroondatesj  let  that  defeft  be  fa{^Ued  by  the  greatnds 
of  bis  paHion. 

When  1  had  ended  thefe  words,  I  few  my  Princefles 
Eyes  fixed  on  the  ground,  with  ali  the  fymptoms  of  die 
greateftaflonilhment^  I  waited  in  vain  for  an  anfwer 
from  her  of  a  long  time,  but  fhe  was  not  able  to  give 
me  one,  yet  when!  had  complained  of  my  hard  deftiny 
rather  to  have  reaily  died,  as  I  was  dead  in  the  opinion 
of  the  World,  than  to  be  ruined  by  my  ralh  prelompti* 
on  in  her  efteem  ^  (he  was  touched  with  a  moft  fenfibte 
compaflion,  andatlafl:  raifmg  her  Eyes  from  the  earth, 
and  looking  on  me  with  a  very  baibful  aAion,  butfuco 
a  one  as  (hewed  not  To  much  anger  ,as  confufion :  O  yf-* 
taxsrxes^  (faid  flie)  to  what  extremity  do  you  reduce 
ipe,  and  now  will  you  have  me  explain  my  felf  in  the  a- 
ftouifhment  you  have  put  me  in  ?  which  way  can  a  Ptin- 
cefs  of  my  condition  i  ecei  ve  a  declaration  or  Love  with- 
out her  Fathers  approbation?  which  way  can  I  receive 
th^  Son  of  DarifiSj  whofe  Name  is  fo  hateful  to  our  Fa- 
mily, but  alfo,  what  do  I  not  owe  to  your  birth,  and 
to  the  qualities  of  your  perfon  ?  what  oo  I  not  owe  to 
your  affedion,  whereof  you  give  me  fuch  dangerous 
proofs  ?  and  what  do  not  1  owe  to  the  remembrance  of  all 
you  did  for  Oroondates  ? 

She  made  a  flop  at  thefe  words,  as  extreamly  pcnfive 
and  uiirefoWed,  and  the  )oy  I  conceived  in  feeing  her  lo» 
lliaken,  held  me  in  filence,  as  deep  as  hers  ^  1  with  moft 
paiiionate  motions  obferved  the  alterations  in  her  coun- 
tenance, which  by  little  and  little  became  more  gentle  ^ 
when  in  the  end.  letting  her  (elf  fink  uponCy/Unia's 
Shoulder:  OGoas,  (cryed /he)  bow  hard  is  it  torefift 
fo  many  powers,  and  how  little  is  Berniee  capable  of 
ingia:ituae.  Methinks,  (continued /he,  having  paufed 
a  while)  this  confcffion  fljould  bC; enough  to  fatisfie  you,^ 

and 
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(and  that  afTuring  you,  I  will  confider  as  I  ought,  the  mc* 
rit  of  your  perlon,  and  that  of  your  affedion,  tc^ether 
with  that  of  your  friendfliip  towards  my  Brother,  yoa 
(hould  have  nothing  more  to  defire  of  me.  No  Madam^ 
(replied  1  quite  tran^rted  with  joy^  no,  though  I  were 
Monarch  of  the  UniTerfe ;  for  my  iortune,  by  a  prodi* 
ious  effeA  of  your  goodoefi,  is  far  above  all  the  hopes, 
bad  conceived.  Rife,  Sir,  I  befeechyou,  padded  the 
Prince^,  for  I  Was  upon  my  knees)  and  paraon  our  ig- 
norance^ jthofefeultsit  basmade  as  commit  againft  you. 
Then  (be  caufed  me  to  fit  down  by  her^  and  relate  which 
way  my  IJfe  viras  {aved  at  the  Battle  of  Sittna^  and  to 
tell  her  tbofe  of  my  Adventures  that  were  unknown  to 
her. 

I  will  not  repeat  all  the  paflagcs  of  our  conver&tion, 
it  wiU  be  fofiicient  I  tell  you  before  we  pat'ted^  my  Pr  in- 
ce&  made  me  knOw,that  my  paffion  had  not  offended  her, 
and  permitted  me  to  hope  flie  would  not  be  inHmfihle  of 
it  J  parted  with  raptures  of  contentment,  which  can* 
not  be  comprehended,  but  by  thoTe  that  bave  felt  the 
like;  suKlasfooii  as  I  iaw  Themiates^  I  made  him  ac- 
quainted with  my  fortune,  and  he  was  touched  with  it 
in  fnch  a  manner,  that  he  could  hardly  appear  more  joy- 
ful at  what  moft  nearly  concerned  his  own  -,  be  ftrengtn- 
ened  me  in  my  hopes  m  difcourfes  on  that  fubjed,  and 
in  condufion,  he  pleaungly  perfwaded  me,  that  by  my 
Princeffes  goodneft  and  ycur  afliftance,  n>y  fortune 
might  become  like  yours.  O  Gfods,  with  what  content; 
ment  did  I  cherifli  thofe  fweet  hopes,  what  thanks  did  1 
return  for  my  wounds  and  for  my  captivity  ? 

The  next  time  1  faw  my  Princefi,  (he  appeared  not 
out  of  Countenance  for  the  favour  (he  had  granted  me, 
nor  exprefled  anything  that  flie  had  repented  her  fe  If, 
bat  by  moft  lively  charming  confirmations  fettled  me 
in  the  hopes  of  my  Felicity,  promifing  me  in  the  pre- 
fence  of  Cyllenia^  that  none  of  thofe  that  pretended  to 
her  afFedions  Ihould  ever  obtain  any  thing  to  iny  prcjth 
dice^  an.l  that  Ihe  would  contribute  toward  df)y^ppl^ 
nefs.  Whatever  1  could  hope  for  from  a  virtuous  PriniTefs, 
1  could  defire  no  more ,  nor  was  it  rcafon  I  fliould^when 
the  Gods  had  made  me  poffefsfo  great  a  Felicity  in  fo 
fliorta  time^  yet  hearing  every  day  of  theddolation  of 
my  Country,  I  fQund  my  Honour  would  infinitely  fuffer 

in 
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in  my  abohdoning  it,  when  it  flood  in  moK  tieed  of  m^^ 
afliftance,  and  after  I  bad  ftrugled  a  long  time  between 
my  Love  and  Honour,  I  concluded  rfaat  to  make  my  felf 
v/oriby  of  the  firft,  I  ought  to  fatisfie  the  latter,  at  tht 
haBard  of  my  life-,  and  taking  a  favourable  opportunity 
to  make  itiy  Princefs  acquainted  with  my  intendments, 
urged  fo  many  reafons  for  that  cruel  neccffity,  whicfr 
Would  fcparate  me  for  a  time  from  her  prefcncc,  that 
thougih  flie  was  a  little  troubled  at  my  departure  (  as 
was  the  King  her<  Father,  when  I  rcqUefled  of  him  a 
(hort  abfeoce  to  vifitmy  Country  and  my  Friends)  yet 
ihe.  could  find  no  Argument  dgainft  fo  Juft,  fo  ncteflary 
and  fo  Hcxiourable  an.  enterprize,  yet  fpared  not  tb 
£hed  fome  precious  Tears  at  our  parting,  whilft  mint 
accompani^  hers  with  the  like  Compaffion,  and  giving 
her  all  the  aflTurances  I  was  able,  of  as  fpeedy  a  return 
as  the  weightinefs  of  my  Affairs  would  permit^  we  par- 
ted)  and  going  to  take  leave  of  Generous  TA^^^/^/j  and 
recommended  the  care  of  my  Concerns  in  Scythia  to 
him,  he  would  not  part  with  me  till  he  bad  put  me  on 
a  good  part  of  my  way,  and  then  we  parted  wkh  ftrift 
Embraces,  and  all  the  tendereft  £xpreffi6ns  of  a  Pafii^ 
onatc  Fricndflnp  tbatw6rds  were  capable  to.txprefe, 
or  hearts  fo  firmely  united  as  ours  to  conceive ;  but  iri 
this  undertaking  I  was  unfortunate :  for  taking  Ship  at 
BizAntinm  to  pafs  into  A(ia^  in  our  failing.  We  Were 
aflaulted  byfeveral  Ships  of  War;  Man*d  with  7?^^/. 
4WJ,.  and  commanded  in  Chief  by  Arinthasj  Govemour 
of  that  Province ,  who  in  the  long  abfence  of  JUxan' 
devy  took  the  boldnefs  to  enrich  mmfelf  by  Piracies  orl 
thoft^  Stas  i  and  though  I  pbinly  perceived  the  f^ar  of 
all  that  were  with  me,  yet  my  Honour  called  upon  mtf 
hot  to  yield  without  liicha  refiftaace  as  left  the  Ene- 
my but  a  bloody  Vidory.    I  made  fuch  a  flaughtei'^ 
that  the  Detk  flowed  with  Streams  of  their  Blobd,  and 
forced  a  great  number  of  thofc,  that  firft  boarded  us  in- 
to the  Sea  \  yet  at  laft  being  over-powered  with  multi- 
tudesy  and  but  faintly  aflifted,  I  was  feized  behind,  and 
thrown  down  bound  with  Chains,  and  prefentcd  to  A- 
rimbasy  who  deliberated  a  final!  time,    whether  he 
Ihoald  put  me  to  death  for  the  obftinatc  refinance  I 
made,  and  the  revenge  of  the  lofs  of  fevcral  of  his  beft 
Gommaiiders  whom  i  bad  flain :  But  the  great  Ranfcxne 
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he  cxpefted,  and  which  I  propofed  to  hioi  for  my  Li- 
bcrtJNhindercd  that  cruel  intendment ;  yet  be  would 
not  talte  my  word  to  fend  it  him,  but  kept  me  very 
ftridly  Guarded  ,  and  confined  me  at  Biz^aminm  to  fo 
ftraight  an  Imprilbnment,  that  through  defpair  of  ac- 
complifliing  what  I  was  going  about,  aijd  a  greater  for 
fear,  I  (hould  not  in  this  cjndition  be  able  to  keep  my 
Princefs,  I  was  often  refolvcd  to  die  by  my  own  hand, 
bat  then  my  Love  pleading  ftrongly  againlt  it,  hinde- 
red that  fatal  refolution. 

It  was  in  this  condition,  Brother,  I  lingered  out  many 
tedious  days,  whilft  you  was  fighting  for  my  intereft, 
and  it  was  in  that  cruel  confinement  a  whole  year  cir- 
cled round;  yet  am  not  I  able  to  exprefs  the  torrotv  I 
conceived  to  be  feparated  from  you,  whilft  the  Empire 
of  Dariusy  and  even  his  life  funk  under  the  fortune  of 
jUexander  :   But  at  laft  by  the  favour  of  the  Gods  I 
found  the  miferable  flate,  I  was  reduced  tou  and  my  fad 
complainings  bad  touched  t]|c  heart  of  tne  Captain  of 
the  Guard,  to  whofc  cuftod^  was  committed,  to  re- 
lent in  a  very  feeling  compaffion  towards  my  fufferings . 
I  perceived  he  .had  a  natural  inclination  to  Virtue,  and 
he  foon  made  his  intentions  known  to  trie  of  the  liber- 
ty he  intended  to  give  me.  I  praifed  his  Generofity, 
and  promifed  him  wnatfbever  he  would  defire  of  me  if 
he  would  go  with  me,  and  folldw  my  fortune,  which  I 
made  him  know  would  not   be  irtconfiderabk  in  my 
own  Country :  To  be  brief,  Genejf ous  Crlton  (  for  that 
was  his  name)  fo  contrived  it,  that  laying  Horfes  by 
the  way,  we  eicapedin  the  night,  and  riding  hard  were 
in  few  noftrs  out  of  tJHe  reach  of  thofe,  that  might  have 
purfued  us,  if  they  had  timely  known  of  our  depar- 
ture.   But  O  the  Gods !  how  much  more  was  I  afflided, 
when  on  the  borders  of  Per/la  I  heard  of  the  woful  death 
of  poor  Darius  ;  and  that  conquering  A'^cxunrJcr  wa's 
in  full  poffcffiori  of  his  Empire,  leading  the  remainder 
of  our  Family  as  difconfolate  Captives  after  his  Army. 
I  had  then  infallibly  died  on  the  point  of  m^  Sword, 
had  not  the  alone  confideration  ofmy  loVe,  and  thepro- 
mifes  I  had  made  of  returning  to  my  Princefs  obftruded 
It,    It  would  be  cndkfs  to  tell  you  the  clomplaints  I  ut- 
tered againft  my  cruel  dcftinies,  and  of  the  great  for- 
tow  that  over wnelmed  my  ScuHnan  inundation  of  mi-

Tbefe  wocds  went  fo  near  xne,that  I  felt  my  fbeogtfa 

altnoft  reduced  by  them,  and  feeing  that  the  King  him^ 
fclf  ran  towards  the  place,  where  ne  defired  we  Uiould 
Succour  thofc  dear  perfons,  1  foon  got  before  bim,^  and 
my  Love  guided  me  fo  favourably,  that  1  difcovercd  tic 
Ctiariot,  about  which  there  had  been  an  obftinate  and 
bloody  Combat.  All  they  of  the  Guard  were  flab  at 
the  fides  of  it,  and  O  Gods !  how  infinitely  did  rage 
tranfport  mt,  when  I  faw  my  Frincfefs  in  the  power 
of  a  Man,  who  carrying  her  away  in  fpite  of  her  crys 
and  refinance,  and  would  bdve  delivered  her  to  ano- 
ther very  well  armed  and  bravely  mounted  ^  certain- 
ly all  the  words  in  the  world  are  not  able  to  exprefs 
my  Fury,  and  I  was  fo  animated  by  that  fight,  that 
all  the  Enemies  Forces  were  not  able  to  refill  me  :  1  flew 
in  amongft  them  like  a  Thunddrbolt,  and  having  my 
Sword  lip  to  ftrick  him  ^  that  h^ld  my  Princefs,  the 
fear  I  had  of  Wounding  her  made  me  withhold  my  blow, 
and  turning  towards  hivc\,^  vyho  was  ready  to  receive 
her,  I  brought  it  down  witfi  fuch  a  f  jrce,  that  both 
his  Arms  flew  from  liis  Body,  and  his  Companion  fear- 
ing fach  another  difaflier  quitted  th.-  Prince&,  but 
fcarce  had  he  disburdened,  himfcif  of  that  glorious 
weight,  when  he  when  he  was.aUo  disburdened  of  his 
Head,  which' with  a  back-blow  I  made  Helmet  and  all 
to  ro'A'le  between  the  Chitript  wheels i  1  th^n  i^Il  in  a- 
mongftthe  fell  wiihafuCceVs;'but'littledifFerenl^  and 
foon  putari  end  to  the  Combat,'  for  fucli'asjremained 
unflain,  feeing^  all  the  refiltance  they  could  make  but 
fruitlefs,  endeavoured  to  favetbemfelvesby  flight",  yet 
few  of  them  efcaped  our  jurt  refentments.'    . 

As  foon  as  ;We  had  no  more  Enemies  to  ^font-end 
with  ,  I.  tinned  to  the  lUuftrious  Compaj^y,  all  ftain- 
ed  with  Blood,  and  in  an  equipage,  whiph  my  Princefs 
Was  pleafed  to  Tay,  for  all  it  was  terrible  I^d  (bmething 
in  it  not  iinpleafing  to  her.    1  confulted.'a  while  with 


of^\^r>;\rfn^ :  wbo'bever  thou  art'  (  feid  he);  6  oiijr  va- 
Uau.  bjliverer,,'  it  is  tQ^ypn.'wC  ow'e-OL)rXivei,  and 
^?frj  i\r/e  woit  them  toyour'felf,  with  fo  o^^tchl^fs  a 
Vcilour,  a'.id  'o  great  a 'Generofity,'' that 'though  you 
^    '■  -  /  ■  Ihould 
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fliould  be  born  our  Subjeft,  you  ought  to  be  the  Ma- 
fter  of  them  forever.     Inllead  of  replying   I   leaped 
from  my  Horfe,   when  cafting  my  felf  at  his  feet  fo 
fuddenly ,  that  he  could  not  prevent  it,  1  difcovered  my 
felf  to  him.  The  fight  of  me  ftruck  him  with  wonder, 
when  ftepping  back  twopr  three  paces  in  the  greateft 
aftomfliment  imaginable,  and  then  coming  forward  and 
embracing :  O  Ar faces  (  cryed  he  )  O  Ar faces  I  with- 
out faying  any  thing  more  at  that  time,  by  which  I  per- 
ceived aiy  abfcnce  nad  abated  nothing  of  his  kindnefs 
towards   me,  and  my  Princefs  has  fince  confefled  ro 
me,  that  flbe  was  forced  to  ufe  a  very  violent  conftraint 
upon  her  felf  in  that  fuddain  furprize,  and  that  by  my 
good  fortune  I  bad  part  enough  in  her  favour,  to  giv^ 
her  motions  of  Joy  in  this  encounter,    which  it  w^as 
very  hard  for  her  to,  diflemble  ^  yet  .following  the 
Queens  example,  (lie  contented  her  (elf  with  teftifying 
ber  acknowledgements  in  ttie  fame  matiner,  but  fcarce 
bad  I  freed  my  felf  from  the  Kings  embraces,   when 
Thecdates  making  his  pa(Iage  through  thc.refr,  came 
to   give  me,  and   receive  embraces  fiom  me^  which 
ftewed  all  that  were  prefent  the  neairneftof  that  fritnd- 
(hip,  wherewith  we  were  united  j  And  when  the  King 
bad  allowed  every  body  to  welcome  me,  he  came  a- 
gain  to  me  himfelf,  and  reiterating  his  Favours :  It  was 
impoflible  (  faid  he  )  bv  the  Miracles  you  have  done 
for  our  Prefervation,  tnat,  you  (hould  be  any  other 
than  Ar  faces ;  fuch  prodigious  effeds  of  Valour  can 
find  no  example,  but  in  what  you  have  done  for  us  al- 
ready :  Yet  fince  we  are  deftined  to  owe  our  Lives  to 
(bmebody,  I  prai(e  the  Gods,  that  it  is  to  my  dear  Ar- 
faces^>  to  whom  wc  may  be  indebted  for  them  without 
(hame  or  trouble. 

I  had  been  filent  during  the  Kings  obliging  Words, 
and  Endearments  \  but  now  taking  my  time :  5ir  ((aid 
1)  ybur  Majeily  fets  too  high  a  value  upon  wliat  \ 
Was  but  too  powerfully  ejigaged  to  do,  both  by  the  re- 
membrance of  your  Favour,  and  by  .the  confidiratiorl 
of  my  Honour  5  and  I  were  very  Waivable,  if  I  fliouid 
tliinkj  I  have  done  any  thing  for  the  prefervation  of 
your  Ma  jellies  Life :  It  is- to  your  own  valour  yoa  owe 
it,  and  to  the  Gods^  to-whom  it  is  too  Pretious  to  iuffer 
it  be  ioftj  and  if  tn^y  were  pleafed  J  Ibould  be  fo  bap- 
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PV  to  be  one  among  your  Servants,who  contributed  any 
thing  towards  your  prcfervation,  'tis  only  Lthat  have 
the  entire  obligation  to  the  Gods  for  the  molt  glorious 
lavour  they  can  do  me. 

Forbear '(  faid  the  King)  to  rob -^r/^cfi  of  what  is 
due  to  him  alone^  We  (hould  not  now  have  been  alive, 
but  for  his  Aliiftance,  and  I  find  as  much  fatisfadion  in 
avowing  ir,  as  I  Jhouid  do  fhame,  if  1  neglcded  cfeli  - 
gations  of  this  nature.  1  will  acknowledge  the^i  with 
all  my  AffeAion ,  and  with  all  my  Power ',  And  if  ever 
th^KmgofScythia  be  ingratefulto  ArfaceSy  I  would 
have  him  pafs  through  tne  whole  world  for  the  moft 
tinworthy  Man  upon  Earth.  He  faid  much  more  to  the 
parpole,  and  commanding  the  dead  bodies  to  be  view- 
ed, that  he  might  if  poffible  difcovcr  the  Authors  of 
this  Treafon,  and  Violence,  Cydaris  and  Bmdamis 
his  Brothers  were  found  ^mongft  the  dead  and 
-dying,  ihrbtter  was  not  quite  dead  ,  when  looking  up 
a  little  i  if  Cydaris  be  (lain  (  faid  he  J  1  will  keepbim 
company  without  trouble,  and  die  willingly  for  him, 
as  he  died  for  Bernice^  and  the  reparation  of  his  Ho- 
tiour  ;  He  to  avenge  his  affront  Would  have  killed  the 
King,  and  to  content  his  Paffion  he  would  have  carried 
away  the  Prlncefs  \  we  have  yet  another  Brother^  who 
vvill  revenge  our  Death.  At  thefe  words  he  fainted  and 
died  away.  My  Princefs,wIio  by  nature  is  very  tender- 
hearted, khovving  who  they  were  that  attempted  tWs^ 
was  infinitely  troubled,  fhc  had  been  the  innocent  caufe 
of  the  death  of  fa  many  Men,  arid  of  the  danger  her  Fa* 
ther  had  been  in. 

As  we  paffed  on  toWards  tht  City,  the  people  came 
haftilyfrom,  as  having  taken  thcf  Alarum,  and  were  o- 
ver- joyed  to  fee  their  King  in  fafety  *,  and  when  they 
had  caft  themfelv^  at  his  feet  with  Tears  in  their  Eyes^ 
\^  by  his  Command  they  came  afterwards  to  proftrate 
•tbemfelves  s(t  mine,  and  do  me  Honours  which  I  fain 
Would  have  refufed.    All  Scythia  made  rejbytings  for 
the  (iifety  of  their  King,  and  Ifiood  higher  in  nis  fa- 
vour now  than  ever,    which  made  Arfacames  encreafe 
his  env^'  towards  me.  I  heard  from  Theodates  boW  in 
my   abfencehehad  perfecuted*  my   Princefs  with  his 
-  I.ove,  and  in  what  manner  flie  had  rejefted  him  with 
nifdain  j.  but  in  this  height  of  favour,  1  could  not  but 
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be  very  fenfibly  afflided  for  the  defolation  of  my  Coun- 
try.  The  death  of  the  King  my  Father,  and  of  the 
Queen  my  Mother,  as  well  as  the  Captivity  of  the  Prin- 
cefles  my  Sifters,  which  clouded  my  Joys ,  and  certain- 
ly carried  me  away  to  die,  or  die  by  toe  Sword  of  our 
prevailiDg  enemy^  or  to  ^vefoqght  my  (atisfadion  in  his 
Wood,  had  not  my  love  ftrongly  chained"  me  to  the  fer- 
vice  of  my  Princefi,  and  intfe  vifit  I  made  her  after  (he 
had  mildly  blamed  me  for'ib  long  an  abfence,  which  I 
excafed  by  all  the  ways  I  was  capable.  She  entertained 
me  fo  obligk^l]^  thai  I  fopnc}  my  felf  ^bfdutely  eftab- 
lifted'  in  her  AffedtioDs.  though  fhe  wks  fenfible  of  the 
ruin  of  my  Family,  and  that  fwas  divefted  of  that  Dia- 
dem^ I  might  elfe  one  day  have  laid  at  her  feet.  I  fomd 
her  Aflfemons  pure  without  any  mixture  of  Ambition, 
or  felf  Ends  •,  and  neither  ^rfacomes^  nor  any  other 

rctending  Rival  was  ever  likely  to  remove  me  from? 

er  Heart.    This  greatly  allayed  my-iadnels,  ibr^l  the . 
loffcs  I  had  fuftaincd.   O  Empire  of  Darius !  (  faid  I) 
how  glorioufly  is  thy  lofs  recompcnfed  by  To  tranfccn- 
dent  a  felicity,  anyhow  mucbinferiour  is  a  Crown  to 
the  Love  of  my  adored  Princefi. 

jirfaces  was  in  this  part  of'  his  relation,  when  the 
Princefe  Bernice^  jipamia  and  other  Ladies  came  into 
the  Tent,  which  caufcd  him.  to  break  off  abruptly,  tO: 
receive  their  Vifits,  and  abrightning  joy  appeared  in 
the  faces,  when  they  underftoofil  their  ftate  of  health 
was  in  a  manner  rcftored :  Yet  Oroondatts  being  wil- 
ling, that  Ar faces  (hopld profecutc  hisNarratioft,  the> 
Princefs  with  (ome  blaflies  was  con^iited  to  hear  the 
reft  wiljiout  interrupting^  him, 

Th€  End  of  the  Snond  Book^ 
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TT  is  true,  my  fair  Princefe  (  continaed  Jlrfaees^  that 
-*'  bang  obliged  to  this  recital,  by  the  coQamandofmy 
dear  Brother,  I  have  declared  to  this  Iliuftrious  Com- 

Eany  the  Teilimonies  you  gave  me  of  your  Affeftion  ; 
ut  they  are  not  ignorant,  tbai  it  was  to  the  remem- 
brance of  Oro0ndato^yoa  grajnted  what  could  never  he 
due  to  the  fervices,  or  to  the  per  fon  of  Anaxerxss^  and 
that  your  inclination  tQ  a  Brother  (9  worthy  g^f  your 
Love  made  you  ■  look  upon  the  l^lfion  of  bi$.  dear 
Friend  and  Btotber  more  ad\fiftn£ag9oa$^than  ypu^would 
have  done  upon  that  of  the  Prince  of  Perfia. 

Arfaces  having  addreflod  himfelf  in  this  modeft  cx- 
cufe  to  Bernict^  he  turned  towards  Oroondates  and  the 
reft  of  the  Comsady,  and  proceeded  where  he  had 
left  off  : 

The  fervice  I  had  done  the  King  of  Scythia  ih  this'  laft 
Aftion,  and  others  I  might  do  him  confiderable  enough 
to  be  taken  notice  of,made  me  raife  my  hopes^that  in  the 
end  notwithftanding  the  ancient  hatred  of  our  Families, 
when  my  true  quality  Iho^ld  be  known  to  him,  I  might 
gain  his  con  fen  t  to  Crown  our  Loves  with  the  defired 
luccefs.  I  flood  now  fo  high  in  his  Favour,  that  Arfa- 
comes  had  no  advantage  over  me*,  and  had  it  not  been 

for 
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for  the' power  of  thf  Queen,  I  fhould.withotit  donot 
fiate'hfeld  the  firft  place  in  the'Kin^s  Eftecm  nnd  Affe- 
Aion,  though  I  laboured  ^ot  to  make  m^'  felf  great  in 
Offices  and  Employments;  for  having  thovoftrs  firdi- 
ftanrt  from  tbofe,  I  wa^  fetisfied  with  criufmg"  rtiat  to  be 
given  to  others,  which  'Men,  who  had  been  Slaves  to 
an  Ambition  different  from  mine,  would  perchance 
have  relexved  for  tbemrelves*,  and  by  this  deportment 
I  gained  tomy  Intercft  a  reafonable  number  of  Friends  ; 
yet  I  fo  little  trefpafTed  -upon  their  friendfhip,  or  upon 
their  compliance,  which  the  eftate  of  my  condition 
obliged  thetn  to  render  me,  that  amongft  them  nil  I 
never  •qbferved  any  one  of  them  to  grow  cold  towards 

•me,  ordifcohtent'ed'.  I  no  fooner  knew  of  Theod^tes 
Love  to  the  Princefs  Thomiris  Daughter  to  Carthafis 
tbe*KiT>g's  Brother,  but  I  thought  myfelf  obliged  to 
affiffhiminit,  by  the  interccflion  of  the  f^rinces  Ber- 
ftlce^  whofe  goodnefs  did  me  that  favour,  not  without 
fucccfs,  t6  9blige  fo  dear  a  Friend,  for  vyhom  (he bad 
a  high  efteem  ^  and  indeed  his  Gracefulnefs  and  Virtue^ 
commanded  no  lefs  from  all  thofe  who  had  any  Convcr- 
fation  with  him. 

I  lived  on  this  manner  at  Ijfedort^  belched  of  my 
Princefs,  and  high  in  the  Kings  Favour  :  When  a  new 
occafion  called  for  my  further  fervice.  The  King  bad  be- 
llowed on  me  contrary  to  my  inclinatibn  the  Provinces 
that  had  belonged  to  CydariSy  forfeited  by  his  l^rea- 
fon  and  Rebellion  ^  when  a  little  after  nevys  came,  that 
the  Tm^ofythians  Wtrc  up  in  Arms,  under  Amafis 
the'^oungefr  Brother  to  Cj^^nV,  with  whofe  revenge 
BandamiX  had  threatned  the  King,  .and  their  numwr 
was  tiot  fo  confiderable  as  to  give  him  any  ca.ufe  to  def- 
pife  it ;  we' bad  certain  notice  they  were  no  lefs  than 
Fifty  ThotLfand.  The  KiiVg  delayed  not  to  qppofe  this 
Tprrent,  e?re  it  llioald  grow  too  impetuous,  and 
did  hie  theiicJnour,  to  give  the  Comm,and  of  liis  Army 
to  iiie.  "I  vyas  not  a.^tl^Tatisfted  to  find  fo  remarkable 
a!n  dccafiori'io  delerve  thofe  Favgurs,  tbeKioghad  con- 
fert'ed  vi^ph  hie,  and  to  eftablifli  my  felf  more  and  more 
by  itSe  Services  1  hop^d  to  do  him  \  <5h  tti.e  other  fide 
I  was  not  a  little  afHided  to  leave  Bemlce^  although 
J.  forcfaw,  not  that  my  abfence  would  be  iolong  as  it 

'  prpvcd, '  The  Arnfiy  was  quickly  in  a  readir^cfs  to  march,

and  I  no  fooncr  had  taken  leave  of  the  King  (  who  dM^ 
mitkd  xne  with  many  endearing  expreflions^  and  pro 
mifed  to  bimfclf  an  infallible  ViftprY  in  the  fuccefsr 
that  ufaally  attended  my  Condud  ip  yTar ).    But  I 
went  to  take  the  like  of  my  Princefs  ^  I  fpyind  her  in. 
her  Chamber  much   troubled  at  the  news  of  my  depar- 
ture, and  when  I  had  fainted  her  with  a  very  low  fub- 
milliop  :  I  go,  Madam  (faid  I)  to  labour  for  the  re - 
pofe  of  Scythia^  and  for  my  own,  and  that  hope  alone 
Iweeteps  tJbe  violence  ot  my  grief^  and  atthisjeparati- 
on   I  fhould  not  be  comfort^,  d|d  I  noc  believe,  Hea- 
ven  intends  it  only  to  reunite  us  more  firmly.    It 
cannot  £ivour  me  ia  the  Eroployments  the  King  gives 
me  without  advancing  my  happinefs,  ajid  when  the  King 
iliall  ia)ow,  I  am  the  Son  of  Darius^  be  will  perhaps 
temember  I  have  done  (bmething  for  bis  Service.  Upon 
that  remembrance  next  to  yourjj  my  Lpyely  Princefs, 
my  v^bple  Fortune  will  depend,  and  finc^  1  leave  it  to- 
tally at  your  feet,  it  is  at  yoiir  feet.lhope  tp  find  it  at 
my  return;  Preferve  tbat  for  me  tberefore^that  Arfacames 
^x\A  Stratopice  with  fo  much  in juftice  would  take  from  me, 
and  remember  that  1  cannot  yield  my  pretenfions,  to 
t.hem,  np»to.any  body  in  the  world,  without  quitting 
my  Life  together  with  them^ 

Have  a  care  of  your  felf  f  reply  ed  my  Princefs,  look- 
ing on  oie  with.  Eyes,  that  fparkledgoodncfs ),  That  you 
may  prelerve  your  felf  for  Bernice^  as  yoii  defire  (he 
fliould  prelerve  her  felf  totally  for  you  ^  ai^d  do  you 
rcfift  that  violent  ardour  of  yotr  Courage,  that  car- 
ries you  fo  far  into  danger  ?  A$  flie  will  rcfift  the  Im- 
portunities of  jirfacoms  and  Stratonicey  if  j'our  re- 
uniembrance  of  me  makes  you  mpre  circumiped  in  Fight  ^ 
And  if  my  intereft  makes  you  go  into  dangers  with 
more  moderation  than  you  were  wont.  IwiUC^mbate 
here  for  you,  with  all  the  aflurance,  and  with  all  ibc 
luccefs  you  can  defire  :  In  i\i\iArfaies  1  fhall  fojlpw  mv 
own  inclination  as  well,  as  your  jecommeridaf  ion ;  but 
remember,  I  will  be  obeyed  in.  what  I  dema^id  of  you, 
and  that  I  fhall  be  fufficiently  afRided  in  your  abfen^e, ' 
without  being  tormented  with  the  fears  of  tbcj  perils' 
you  are  in. 

. .:  -My 
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My  Princeft  accompanied  thefe  words  with  many  o- 
tbcrs  no  lefs  obliging,  and  by  thoie  pleafing  marks  of 
my  fdicity^  (he  made  me  know,  that  nothing  but  ^ly  dc- 
partntehiiKired  me  from  being  the  moft  fortanate  of  all 
Men  living,  i  took  my  leave  with  effeds  of  grief,  which 
all  my  conftancy  could  not  hinder,  and  before  I  went 
oat  <H  her  Chamber,  I  received  a  Scarfe  from  her  partly 
ivrouglbt  with  her  o^mi  bands.  After  that  I  retired  to 
my  dear  Theodatts^  and  recommended  my  Life  and  For- 
tune to  bun  in  ipy  abfence,  which  next  to  Bermce  [  left 
in  no  other  hands  bat  his*,  and  the  next  morning  !  march- 
^  with  the.  Axvayj  attended^  by  a  great  many  gallant 
and  experienced  Commanders. We  found  feme  difficulty 
(o  force  the  Enemy  from  the  f^reight  paffages  of  the 
Mountain  Tawrnsj  which  they  had  fortified  \  but  tlrat 
l)eing  overcome  we  ipaSsA  tbofe  bu^e  Alps,  and  gavie 
their  m^in  Army  Battel  in  the  Plams,  overthrowing 
them  withiin  incredible  (laughter,  though  they  fought 
defperately,  like  Men  in  defpair  i^  And  in  a  fecond*  Bat- 
tel Ami^^s  with  the  greater  part  of  thofe,  that  followed 
lim  was  f]ain«  £bw  olthem  endeavouring  to  fave  them- 
^Ives  by  ilignt.    I  wilUnot  deny,  but  I  contributed 
ipmetbii^  to  tbefe  Vidorics,  by  reftoring  the  Battel^ 
when  our  Men  gave  ground,  and  caufing  the  Squadron^ 
that  were  in  rout  to  rally,  and  come  up  with  greater 
Coarage  to  the  charge,  animating  them  by  my  word^;, 
and  by  my  example^  yet  I  fought  not  jimaft$  in  the 
fight ,  as  being  unwilling  to  deftroy  a  Prince,  two  of 
whofc  Brothers  had  already  fallen  by  my  band,  and  by 
that  means  to  extinguifti  a  Noble  Family  in  Scythia  j 
but  his  great  Courage  and  thirft  of  Revenge  precipita- 
ted him  mto  a  death,that  fenfibly  touched  me  with  pity ; 
Sot  though  the  Field  was  thus  cleared,  the  Towns  being 
:rongIy  Garrifoned  held  us  much  longer  in  reducing 
them  to  their  Obedience,  during  which  time  impatient 
to  hear  from  my  Princefs,  I  writ  a  Letter  full  of  oblig- 
^  ing  cxprefilons  to  7K?f (?^4ff /,  whom  alone  I  dared  to  in- 
tc:uft  in  my  Love  concerns,  and  in  it  I  indofed  one  for 
Bfrmce,  which  as  I  remember  was  in  tbefe  words.

in  Battle  Array,  I  marched  direftly  againft  him,  and 
foond  him  prepared  to  receive  us,  when  coming  with-

In  what  I  do  fdr  yoO^  (fald  thy  Priiicefs)  I  follow  my 
own  inclinations  and  my  ^titude,  which  equally  oblige 
ine  to  Love  you  •,  nor  did  I  labotir  lefs  for  Bernlce:,  than 
for  J^r/iir^/,  when  1  refiftedth^  Kings  unjuftCbmmandsi 
And  making  me  fit  down  by  hef ,  flie  told  me  all  that  the 
king  and  Arfacmci  h«fd  faidfo  her  ob  this  occafioa,  and 
.  -.  ^  '      .  What 
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what  (he  had  replied,  delivering  her  words  with  an  A<fti- 
on,  that  fecured  me  from  all  my  fears,  and  made  mc  cbn- 
fiderit to banilh  all  my  apprehenfions :  Oh  Gods/  how 
fweet  Were  her  prbmifes  to  me,  and  with  what  incre- 
dible Raptures  did  1  hear  her  exprefi  the  avcrfion  flie 
had  for  ikrfacomes :  Fear  nothing  my  dear  Arfaus^  (faid 
flie)  andifyoii  will  not  offend  me,  fufpeft  mc  not  of 
the  leaft  inconftancy.  I  know  well  enough  to  what  ver- 
tue  and  obedience  oblige  me,to  have  hitherto  preferved 
that  power  over  my  felf,  which  I  with  reafon  may  keep.

I  brought  forth  thefe  wordi 
with  fqch  a  veHerilency  as  made  my  Princefs  fear  fome 
efTeds  of  my  Jealous  refentmeritii,  but  (lie  vyas  defirous 
to  prevent  it,  arid  hindering  me  to  fay  more :  You  ar.(; 
hot  prudent  Arfaces^  (replied  (lie)  not  to  (ee  the  ruin, 
of  your  dcfign  iti  fuch  an  enterprize,  hor  can  you  come 
to  any  violence  againft  Arfacomes^  but  by  dilcoVerin^ 
td  the  King  and  to  the  whole  Court,  what  by  fomany 
reafonsyou  are  oMi^ed  to  conceal  j  do  but  depend  uport 
the  aflTurances  1  give  you,  and  never  let  us  try  the  mofi 
dangerous  courles  till  the  lafl  extremity. If  my  Brother 
regain  his  Liberty,  which  we  muft  labour  for  with  the; 
King,  ufing  all  our  power  and  intereft,  that  and  lie 
knowihg  you  to  be  alive,  may  fix  your  I^ove  with  the 
Kings  apprbbatipii,^  as>ou  were  inftrumetital  incaufing 
Darius  to  approve  of  his  to  Srar.ra^ 

This  highly  pleafed  me^  1  labburedi  all  I  cbuld  to  k^: 
you^  1  fentiomvlcould  wiiijt  to  torfuptvour  Keepers; 
forthe  obtaining  a  vifit.  but  ifi  v»lln;  which  made  mjii 
refolve  to  watch  all  occafibiis  for  an  opportunity, where-, 
in  the  Kin^miglu  be  in  a  very  pleafing  humotjr^  to  mpv^. 
tM  tb  {it  yoii  at  Lit^  ty,-  And  feftore  you  to  his  favpif|. 
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andtheleaft  I  believed  he  would  readily  grant  me,  was 
the  permiffion  of  paying  you  a  vifit,  wherein  1  intended 
to  make  my  felf  known  to  yoa,and  not  to  leave  any  thing 
honourable  unattempced  for  your  fafety,  and  for  your 
releafe.  To  this  ?nd  I  took  my  advantage  to  fpeak  to  the 
King  concerning  you^  bat  he  prevented  me  in  it,  be- 
ginning the  Difcourfe  nimfelf  in  terms  full  of  anger  and' 
icfentment  ^  but  when  he  had  fpent  part  of  his  Choler, 
and  I  found  by  his  filence  he  cxpefted~-to  know  fome- 
thing  of  my  Opinion:    Sir,   fiaid  I)  if  your  Majefty 
would  give  me  freedom  to  utter  my  tnoughts,  I  proteic 
1  would  abufe  it  no  furthcr,than  to  reprefent  to  you  what 
a  true  Zeal  infpires  me  with,  and  when  I  perceived  he 
cxpefted  the  continuation  of  my  Difcourfe :

Love  made  him  to  commit,  and  for  which  he  hath  fiif- 
fered  fo  many  fliarp  affliftions,  ftifled  all  the  tendernefe 
of  Nature  in  you,  and  banidied  the  knowledge  you  had 
of  the  admirabk  qualities  of  that  Son,  whom  the  Gods 
gave  Mankind  as  their  moft  accompliftied  Workmanfliip, 
where  were  there  another  King  to  be  found,  that  would 
not  redeem  fiiciiaSon  as  Oroondates  at  the  price  of  his 
Dominions,  and  who,  in  confideration  of  his  youth  and 
of  his  paflion  would  not  forgive  OfF^^nces,  which  he  ac- 
C(jmpanied  with  a  thoufand  great  and  miraculous  A(Si- 
o'.is.

ArUces^  ffaidhe)  I  know  that  you  are  generous,  and 
that  the  report  of  fume  Virtue  which  appeared  in  Oroon^ 
dates  in  his  earlier  years,  makes  you  fpeak  as  you  do  in 
his  favour ;  but  fmce  that  all  his  good  Inclinations  are 
loft  ;,  he  has  betrayed  me  and  himfelf  with  fo  much  bafe- 
nels  and  meannefs  of  Spirit,  that  1  cannot  confider  thofe 
thini3;s  that  were  good  in  him,  as  other,  than  fo  many  ad- 
van  tag  ?>,which  he  has  balely  abufed.  if  he  had  V^alour, 
Irf  (lioaivi  have  employed  it  for  the  goo  J  of  his  Country 
aiiJv)f  his  King:  If  he  haii  handfonnffs  and  gracefu.l 
V:lhi(7i7,  he  oii^bt  to  have  mrvde  uic  of  it  for  a  more  juili- 

riabU 
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fiable  and  a  more  glbrious  Conqaeft,  than  that  of  Da^ 
rius  his  Daughter,  and  Alexanders  Captive,  and  if  in 
brief,  be  had  Ambition,   he  fliould  have  (hewed  it  at 
the  head  of  an  Army, like  that  of  Ale  xander^  and  accord- 
ing to  the  Rudiments  I  had  given  him,  inftead  of  waft- 
ing the  prime  of  his  Youth  ignomiriibufly  in  the  Servite 
of  my  Enemy,  and  my  particular  irrcconcileablc  Ene- 
tny.    Thefe  words  1  muft  confefs  touched  me  very  near- 
ly and  fcarcecouU  I  retain  thofe  Sighs  and  Tears,  that 
would  have  difcovered^how  much  I  was  concerned  in  that 
bifcourfe.  I  ftrove  to  diflemble  it  all  1  could,  and  look- 
ing on  the  King  with  a  troubled  Countenance :  What, 
Sir,  (faid  I)  do  you  then  believe  Oroondatcs  has  fliame- 
fully  abufed  himfelf,  in  fcrving  the  Daughter  of  Darinsj 
and  do  you  imagine,  that  King  held  fo  inconfiderable  a 
Rank  among  other  Monarchs,  that  you  look  upon  the 
purpofes,your  Sotihad  to  contraft  ari  Alliance  with  him, 
as  a  mean  and  unworthy  defign.     , 

I  am  pot  ignorant  of  Darins  his  Quality,(repHed  he) 
but  how  great  foever  he  was  an  Enemy,  and  my  Enemy 
with  fuch  a  kind  of  Mortal  hatred,  that  no  confideratio'ii 
was  ever  able  to  reconcile  me  to  him  or  his.  1  found  in 
thisj  f  with  much  inward  trouble)  my  fatal  Sentence  as 
good  as  already  pafled  upon  me ;  1  pleaded  many  things 
on  the  behalf  of  Z)^//<j,  and  the  fufFering  Houfe  of 
Pfr/7-^, ,  now  finking  in  its  ruin$,  to  move  him  to  relent^ 
and  to  be  touched  withfome  tompallion,  for  a  iriifcry 
which  even  Alexander  himfelf,  as  grtat  an  Enemy  as 
hevvas,  had  deplored  with  tears,  but  found  him  inexd 
rable  and  Unmoveable,  and  fearing  my  own  concern  in 
this  calamity  lliouldmake  me  utter  words,  that  might 
difcovermc,  I  broke  off  abruptly,  and  only  requefted, 
1  might  have  the  Honour  to  p^y  you  a  vifit.    This  he 

£roteiled,he  would  not  have  refus  d  me^  bad  he  not  been 
Diind  by  an  Oath  to  fufFer  no  body  that  Liberty :  Thefe 
laft  words  utterly  Uopt  my  Mouth,  and  1  left  him  with- 
in a  while  after  but  fo  ill  fatisfied  in  his  Difcbiirf*,' 
that  it  was  eafily  to  have  been  obferved  in  itiy  Face.l  a^*- 
quainted  my  dear  Friend  Theodates  with  all  thu  had 
pafled  between  us.  He  comforted  me  with  hopes  of  bet- 
ter things  than  I  expeded,  and  we  contrived  many  ways 
to  pay  you  a  vifit,  but  theftridnefs  was  fuch  that  they 
failed  us,  aipd  indeed  my  higfc  favour  with  the  Kiug  nqfv 
gre  w  to  a  Periodi  Hi  T^n 
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Ten  or  twelve  days  were  fcarcely  paflcd  fince  my  rec- 
tum from  the  Army,  e'rebeinginmy  Cbamber,  1  faw 
C/f  <7t/j  theCaptain  of  the  Kings  Guard  enter  it.l  thought 
at  firft  he  came  to  pay  me  a  vifit ,  but  whilft  I  was  about 
to  ftlute  him,  he  feized  on  my  Sword,  and  drew  it  from 
iny  fide  with  fo  fuddain  an  Aftion,  that  I  had  not  time 
to  prevent  it,  if  I  would,  and  demanded  me  in  the  Kings 
Name  to  render  my  felf  his  Prifoner.I  was  fomewhat  fur- 
prized  at  this,  and  being  prefently  furrounded  with  the 
Guards;  1  looked  on  Cleob'ts  with  a  Countenance  and 
Aftion  that  ftruck  terror  into  him,  and  m?de  him  know 
'twas  no  trivial  cnterprife  he  bad  performed  in  feizing 
on  me  in  that  manner  :  What  Clcobis^  f  faid  1  frowning) 
am  I  a  Prifoner  to  day  in  the  fame  place,where  yefterday 
I  Triumphed.  Sir,  (replied  he)  the  King  has  laid  his 
f  I  rift  Commands  on  me  to  feize  your  Per  Ion,  nor  have 
1  executed  his  order  without  being  exceeding  forry  for 
it.  Do  you  know  (continued  I)  the  cau(e  of  your  Com- 
uVifllon.  No,  (replied he)  neither  is  the  King  ufed  to 
ueclare  his  intentions  to  us  in  employments  of  this  Na- 
ture ;  1  can  only  tell  you,  that  la'll  Night  he  gave  a 
long  Audience  to  a  Stranger  privately  m  his  Chamber, 
who  a  few  days  has  been  a  retainer  to  Arfacomes. 

By  this  I  prefently  concluded  I  was  difcovered,  aftd 
betrayed  by  (bme  Perfon,  who  had  feen  and  known  me 
in  the  Court  of  V^rrins-^  nor  was  1  long  in  this  doubt* 
(bein^  conveyed  to  a  ftrong  Apartment  and  Guarded) 
c^re  the  King  of  Scythla  entred  with  his  particular 
Ouard  •,  I  went  to  meet  him  as  ufually,  and  perceived 
all  the  marks  of  Anger  in  his  Face,  and  when  he  had 
cauled  his  Guard  to  retire  out  of  hearing,  looking  on  lAe 
'vith  an  enflamed  Eye,  that  feemed  to  dart  the  fire  of  his 
difpleafure  at  my  Face: 

1  come  to  vifit  you,  (faid  he)  Sir,  j^rtaxerxesy  and 
this  rcfpeft  is  what  is  due  to  the  knowledge  of  your  Qua- 
lity. The  ignorance  of  it  has  made  us  faulty  towards 
you,  but  wlun  1  (liall  once  have  it  confirmed  by  your  ovs'n 
inouth,  I  will  repair  the  errgrs  1  have  committed,  by  6- 
J'ages  more  fuitable  to  what  1  owe  to  the  Prince  of  Per- 
fia.  Afcerthefewords  I  bad  no  longer  reafon  to  doubt 
tbecaufeof  my  imprifonment,  and  though  I  found  in 
them  an  extraordinary  fiiarpnefs,  they  could  not  terrifte 
f»:  to  make  mt  difown  th^  Blood  of  Da:  ins.    1  judged 
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fucfaa  bafenefs  would  render  me  unworthy  of  the  ho- 
nour I  bad  to  be  defcended  from  him,  when  looking  up- 
on the  Kmg  with  a  daring  confidence  :  fThofe  (laid  I) 
that  endeavour  to  ruin  me  in  your  iVlajefties  Opinion, 
have  but  finall  knowledge  of  your  Generofity  and  of  the 
little  Love  I  bear  to  Life  \  but  it  were  a  thoufand  times 
more  dear  to  me  than  it  is,   and  that  I  manifeftly  (aw 
the  lofs  of  it  in  this  confeflion.  There  is  no  fear  lb  pow- 
erful as  to  make  me  difown  the  honour  I  have  to  be  of  the 
Race  of  Darius.  His  misfortunes,  which  ought  to  ferve 
all  Kings  as  an  Example,  have  not  taken  any  thing  frotn 
him  of  his  Dignity,  nor  from  me  of  the  glory  to  be  born 
of  the  firft  Monarch  of  the  Univerle.    Jf  1  did  not  de- 
clare this  fooner,  it  was  becaufe  I  waited  till  Fortune 
Ihould  prefent  me  with  occafion  to  render  you  thofe 
Service's,  that  might  rcaibnably  blot  out  thenatred  of 
your  Mind  towards  our  Family.I  (aid  many  other  things^ 
But  when  I  had  ended,  he  turned  his  fiery  Eyes  upon  me 
with  a  furious  Adion  :  Is  it  true  (ftid  he  then  j  that  you 
are  the  Son  of  Darius^  and  that  you  are  bold  enough  to 
tell  me  fo,  which  cannot  be  but  fatal  to  you  amongft 
the  ScythUf7s.    It  is  true,  that  you  are  the  Son  of  my 
mortal  and  irreconcileable  Enemy,  and  of  him,  who  has 
often  dyed  our  Fields  with  the  Blood  of  mySubjeds,^ 
and  with  my  own  ^  and  now  the  Gods  have  delivered 
you  into  my  handsj,  to  revenge  in  pj^rt  the  injuries  I  hive 
received  from  you  and  yours. 

This  irAofpitablefury  of  theKing?,  for  whom  I  had 
done  fa  many  great  things,  very  fenfibly  touched  me  ^ 
I  fpared  not  to  tell  him  he  owed  his  Life  and  Kingdom 
to  the  Services  I  had  done  him.,  whilft  1  neglefted  the 
Coking  Empire  of  Darius^  and  my  own  particular  in-^ 
tereft.This  enHamed  his  anger  but  yet  the  more  •'  When 
Ah,  (faid  lie)  doft  thou  tmnk  by  thefe  ways  to  efcape 
my  juft  indignation,  and  under  thefe  pretences  to  dif- 
guife  the  pernicious  deGgns,that  brought  thee  into  Scy- 
thia.  Thou  camell  to  execu^te,  wliat  thou  hadft  plotted 
with  Oromdates  in  Perfia^  and  it  is  for  that  end  thou, 
haft  lived  fo  long  unknown  amongft  us.  Hi3  bafe  Exam- 
ple has  ftrcngthened  thee  in  thy  wicked  intendments^ 
^nd  it  plainly  appears,  thoi^  art  as  capable  as  h^  of  alf 
wanner  of  pernoioufneft,  after  having  beti;aye^  your 

li  3  Kjndreijt,^ 
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Kindred,  and  abandoned  yoar  Father  in  the  otmoft  ex- 
tremities.        « 

O  Gods !  how  deeply  did  tbefe  cruel  and  iniorioos 
words  pierce  into  my  Soul,  and  bow  much  was  the 
grief  I  felt  for  thofc  dear  Friends,  renewed  by  thcfc 
wrongful  and  inhumane  reproaches  ^  my  grief  had  fo  dif- 
prdered  my  Senfes  that  lofingall  refped  to  the  Father  of 
B  mice  and  of  Oroondates^  I  flew  out  into  expreffions. 
t!)at  at  another  time  would  hare  been  very  unfeemly  : 
in;;rateful  Man,  (faid  I)  thou  hadft  not  now  been  alive, 
por  poffefled  of  a  Kingdom,  had  it  not  been  for  the  Son 
of  Darius^  and  if  thou  hadft  any  Senfe  of  Virtue,  or 
the  lead  fpark  of  Honour,  thou  wouldft  not  go  about 
to  blaft  the  Reputations  of  two  Princes,  which  have  no- 
thing to  be  afliamed  off,  but  what  the  one  drew  from 
thte,  and  what  the  other  has  done  for  thee  •,  and  fince 
thou  neither  deferveft  fuch  a  Son  as  Oroondates^  nor  fuch 
a  Friend  as  Artaxerxes^  glut  thy  felf  with  the  remnant, 
of  the  moft  illuftrious  Bl(X)d  in  the  World,  and  believe, 
that  though  I  am  alone  and  unarmed,  I  could  yet  ihed 
thine,  if  a  ftronger  confideration  than  any  rcfpeft  tothcc^ 
did  not  reftrain  my  hands. 

Atthefc  bold  (and  perhaps  uncxpedcd)  words,  the 
Kingftood  fixed,  and  as  unmoveable  as  a  Statue.  lean-, 
not  conclude,what  reafon  hindred  from  fufFering  the  tor- 
rent of  his  indignation  to  iureak  out  upon  me,  when  ha- 
ving fo  many  Guards  about  him,  he  might  cafdy  have 
commanded  them  to  have  kill'd  me  unarmed  as  I  was^  but 
]  could  no  longer  endure  his  prefence  ^  for  leaving  him  in 
that  confufion  I  went  into  my  Clofct. 

Behold  a  very  fuddain  change  and  a  ftrange  revolutioh 
of  my  Fortune  in  fo  fliort  a  fpace  •,  yet  if  1  had  any  fear, 
was  tor  Bernke  and  Oroondates^  Icaft  I  fliould  entangle 
them  in  my  ruin.  The  day  was  not  half  run  out,  when 
I  was  put  in  a  Chariot,and  llrongly  guarded  tp  a  vilePri- 
(bn.  True  it  is,the  Keepers  were  civil  to  me  as  I  could 
defire  without  hurt  to  UJemfclves  ;  and  the  Scythians 
murmured  aloud  at  this  injufticeand  bafe  ingratitude 
of  their  King,  though  he  kept  the  true  caufe  of  my  im» 
prifonment  as  a  fecret,unlc{s  to  but  a  very  few,  in  whom 
be  could  entirely  confide,  I  had  only  with  mc  Critm 
and  the  two  Scythi^ms^  Thcodatts  had  prefaced  ta  mc. 

and 
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and  with  much  difficulty  they  were  permitted  to  attend 
me  for  the  provifion  of  fuch  necefTaries,  as  mi^ht  be 
ufeful  in  the  prefervation  of  my  Life  ;  yet  were  they  fo 
ftriftly  fearched  going  out  and  coming  in,  that  I  durft 
not  fomuch  as  fend  a  Letter  to  my  Princefs,  or  any  bo- 
dy elfe  by  them,  and  the  Kingufed  allthofefo  ill,  that 
entreated  to  vifit  me.»  as  made  them  not  dare  further  to 
move  him  in  it  \  yet  one  Night  I  heard  a  noife  at  the 
Grate  of  my  Window,  by  the  raping  of  a  Sword,when 
Crititn  running  to  it,  came  haftily  back  to  afTure  me,  it 
was  my  dear  Theodata^  who  defpifmg  his  own  fafety, 
had  attempted  that  way  to  pay  me  a  vifit  -,  I  leaped  out 
of  Bed  with  fome  joy,  and  no  (boner  difcerned  him  by 
the  glimmering  of  the  Mooii,  but  I  put  out  my  hand  as 
far  as  I  could,  and  raifed  my  voice,  yet  fb  as  not  to  be 
beard  by  the  Guards. 

My  dear  Friend,  ((kidl)  is  it  you?  Yefs,  Sir,  (re- 
plied he)  it  is  l,and  if  I  have  not  the  liberty  to  entertain 
you  at  a  nearer  diftance,  neither  accufe  the  fear  of  dan- 
ger, nor  the  want  of  my  affeftion-  It  is  too  well  known 
tome,  fomuch  as  to  imagine  it,  (faidl^  and  you  give 
me  a  dangerous  proof  of  it,  for  which  I  with  all  my 
Heart  would  have  difpenced  with  it.  We  had  fome  o- 
thcr  words  of  Civility,  but  time  being  now  too  preti- 
ous  to  trifle  it  aWaV)  I  asked  bim  arout  my  Princefs, 
and  the  condition  Ibe  was  in.  He  lold  me  her  Conftancy 
remained  unlhaken,  and  that  all  the  q>isfortune$  in  the 
World  were  not  able  to  alter  it  in  my  favour,  though 
flie  was  infinitely  affliAed  for  the  Kings  ingratitudc,and 
for  what  had  fo  unexpeftedly  befallen  me.  Upon  this  e'r e 
I  could  expreis  the  iatisfaftion  I  conceived,  he  put  a 
Letter  flie  fent  into  my  hand:  I  retired  prefently  to  read 
it  by  a  Taper  light,  that  burned  in  my  Chamber,  and 
found  in  it  thejT  exprcffions  of  m.y  Princefics  goodnefsn 
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The  Princefs  Bernice  to  Frincc  Arfaces^ 

TF  w;»  have  met  with  Ittgratitude  amongfi  my  Friends^ 
■■-  ftretch  notyettr  refentments  (my  dear  Ar&ces)  (o  Jmt 
af  Bernice,  but  believe  my  condition  cannot  he  good^  fi 
long  a$  yours  is  had  \  I  Juffer^  hecaufe  you  are  unworthily 
lijed^and  Ifujfer  the  more^  hecaufe  youft^er  for  my  fake  y 
not  that  Ibetpail  my  defiiny^  if  you  continue  to  Love  mel 
I.Jhall  never  be  unhappy^  tf  you  be  ever  faithful j  nor  (hall 
you  ever  be  unfortunate^  if  Bejrnice'/  j^eEiions  can  con^ 
tribute  to  yoi/ir  felicity^  jdUtheperfecutions  that  rife  up  or 
gainfi  usy  Jhall  not  be,  able  to  fhake  it ;  and  the  King  of 
Scy  thia  can  Jhew  no  cruelty  to  Ar&ccs^  th^  will  not  be  e- 
dually  fatal  to  Bctnicc. 


In  thefe  few  words  I  found,  fuch  conlblation,  (that  if 
Thcodates  had  not  minded  me,  bow  pretious  time  was, 
and  that  my  Princefs  required  an  Anfwer  J  1  fliould  have 
continued  a  long  while  in  expreffing  it,  but  the  confide- 
ration  of  the  danger  that  dear  Friend  was  in,  if  any  cmic 
had  difcovered  his  attempt,  made  me  break  off  all  de- 
lays, and  write  to  Bernice  in  thefe  t;erms : 


Arjaccs  to  the  Princefs  Bernice. 

*VTO.  my  dear  Princefs^  I  Jhall  never  be  unfortunate  fo^ 
'*-  long  as  you  remember  me^  and  all  that  /Jhall  fi^er 
for  youjinjhad  of  affixing  me^  Jhall  be  counted  the  moji 
glorious  reeompence.  It  was  not  in  the  Kings pofwer  to  de^ 
prive  me  of  my  Liberty.  J  lojt  it  when  J  fawyoufrfi^and 
by  making  me  ceafe  to  fee  you^  he  can  neither  take  it  away 
nor  rejioreity  yet  has  he  uCedallthc  cruelty  he  could  a- 
g^tirji  mCy  and  not  being  me  to  rob  me  of  my  Princeffes 
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jSffeSUcnj  he  has  rah^d  me  of  her  fight ^(ince  that  is  a  thing 
in  the  limit  of  his  Authority.  It  is  only  in  the  want  of  itj 
that  my  imprijonment  conjiftt  ^  and  being  forbidden  to  fee 
yoH^  jfljoula  be  as  much  a  Prifoner  in  the  open  Fiela^as 
in  the  clofefi  Dudgeon,  Fear  nothing  then^  my  dear  Ber- 
nice,  fince  {except  thofe  that  depend  on  yon)  thts  is  the 
greatefi  unhappinefs  I  can  receive^  and  being  fecured  by 
yoHTpromifesof  whatfoever  I  cohIA  apprehend^  all  that  our 
Enemies  can  do^  is  not  terrible  enough  to  fir  ike  fear  into 
the  Courage  of  Arfac^s. 

• 

I  fcnt  this  Letter  with  many  verbal  expreflions  hyThe- 
cddtes^  who  kiixlly  taking  leave  returned  over  the  high 
Wall  of  the  Garden  jthe  way  be  Iiad  come.where  his  Ser- 
vants waited  with  a  Ladder.    H^WBlfd  me  many  other 
times,as  did  fomc  other  of  my  Friends,  to  the  hazard  of 
the  Kings  Dirpleafure5(and  perhaps  the  ruin  of  their  For- 
tunes J  had  it  oeen  known.He  told  me ,  Zopiro  Brother  to 
jirimbas  was  opon  the  Frontiers  of  5m/^M  with  a  pow- 
erful Army,  and  that  the  King  had  News,   Alexander 
bitnfelf  was  advancing  to  revenge  the  !aft  defeat,  ancj 
this  fear,  and  the  importunities  of  his  People,  had  pre- 
vailed with  him  to  you.  Brother,  from  your  long  con- 
finement, and  make  you  General  of  the  Army,  which 
^id  not  a  little  rejoice  me  in  the  mid  ft  of  my  fuffering$, 
and  though  my  FriendOiip  alone  was  fuflicient  to  make 
me  do  fo,  yet  1  confefi,  it  was  increafed  by  fome  littfc 
mixture  or  Intereft,  I  doubted  not,  but  Tftould  ftill 
find  the  fame  affeAion  undiminillied  that  ypu  formerly 
fliewed  me^  and  was  confident  in  the  Authority  you  waa 
going  to  recover,  1  might  hope  for  all  the  fupport  and 
affiftance  I  cxpeded  againft  thofe  Encmies-at  Court, 
whom  I  believed  to  have  incenfed  the  Ring  againft  me, 
for  the  furthering  their  own  ambitious  defigns ;  yet 
could  I  not  think  it  convenient  you  ftiould  fo  foon  fcara 
the  truth  of  my  Affairs,  for  fear,  leaft  being  but  up- 
9n  the  point  of  getting,  again  into  your  Fathers  good 
Opinion,  the  endeavours  you  fliould  ufe  infevour  of  me 
might  caft  you  more  deeply  into  his  difpleafure  thanc- 
ver,  and  deflxoy  a  Fortune  that  was  but  weakly  fetled, 
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ThePe  conGderations  made  me  pat  it  off  to  tl)e  endaf 
the  War,  and  to  intrcat  Theodates  (who  was  to  attend 
you  in  that  Expedition,  wherein  you  did  fo  many  glo- 
rious Anions)  by  the  Sacrednefs  of  that  Oath  of  Se^ 
creqr,  be  bad  formerly  given  me,  not  to  discover  me  t» 
you,  till  the  end  was  crowned  with  fuccefs,  and  you  by 
it  fliould  eibblilh  your  Intereft  with  the  King,  and  this 
was  the  reafon  you  was  kept  ignorant  of  your  dear  Bro- 
ther, who  was  fo  near  you.    The  Prince  ofScythia  here 
interrupting  Arfaces :    It  is  true,  (fatd  he)  my  dear 
Brother,  that  Theodates  Religioufly  obferved  what  he 
bad  promifed  you,  and  ftill  fpeaking  to  me  of  you,  as 
of  Arfaces^  he  contented  himfelf  in  oegetting  a  Love  in 
me  towards  you,  by  the  recital  of  your  good  qualities, 
without  ever  giving  me  the  lead  hint  to  fofoeft  you  was 
my  dear  Artaxerxes.    The  remembrance  of  your  Death 
bad  blinded  all  fufpitions  of  your  being  alive,  yet  I  call 
to  mind,tbat  when  fome  tears  fell  from  my  Eyes  to  think 
of  that  infupportable  lofs,  which  neither  Time  nor  the 
continued  courfe  of  my  Adventures  had  made  me  forget, 
Theodates  would  often  alledge  Examples  to  make  me  be- 
lieve, that  by  fome  ftrangecffedofFortune  you  might 
be  ftill  alive,  and  that  there  had  been  Perlbns  deceived* 
after  as  great  probabilities  as  thoTe, which  had  perfwadea 
us  you  were  really  dead . 

The  Prince  would  have  gone  on  with  bk  telattoii,, 
but  having  notice  by  the  Si^vants,  Dinner  waited,  it  was 
deferred  till  after  it. 

The  End  of  the  Third  Book., 
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Tp  H  E  Princes  and  Ladies  being  returned  to  their 
"^  Chamber,  and  Arfaces  declaring  himfelf  in  a  con- 
dition ftrong  enough  without  the  prejudice  of  his  health 
to  proceed  in  his  Narration,  went  on  where  he  bad  left 
off  in  this  manner : 

As  I  was  joyful  at  your  Liberty  and  glorious  Employ- 
ment ^(Dear  Brother)fo  was  I  not  a  little  pleafed  to  near, 
that  A'facQmts  Was  to  wait  on  you  in  that  Expedition, 
by  which  means  my  Princefs  might  for  a  time  be  freed 
from  the  perfecutions  of  his  proffered  Affedion,  and 
more  at  Liberty  to  let  me  hear  from  her  often,  yet  in 
this  I  found  a'  misfortune,  which  was  in  loofing  Theo- 
dates^  that  faithful  Friend,  and  generous  Prince  for  a 
time.  We  parted  very  ftnfibly  affli(S:ed,and  I  found  his 
inclinations  toferveme,  were  fo  great,  that  he  would 
have  put  off  that  unfought  for  Voyage,  if  the  Kings  ex- 

Pre(s  Commands  C  ^ho  had  no  light  fufpition  of  his 
riendfliipto  me)  had  not  hindered  it  ^  but  thought- 
facontes  was  abfent,  he  had  left  that  charge  to  the  Queen 
liis  Sifter,  that  he  could  not  fuj^ply  himfelf,  and  ihe 
proved  very  trcublefome  to  my  Princefs  with  her  over* 
officioufneis,  on  the  behalf  of  hdr  Brother,  but  ever  met 
with  rcpulfes,  when  (he  talked  to  her  of  his  Love,  and 
though  I  had  no  Letters  from  her  fmce  the  departure  of 
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ThcoJdtes ,  yet  Cn'ton  faw  the  faithful  Cyllenla   her 
Maid  every   day,  and  by  word  of  mouth  brought  me 
.  that  news,  which  durft  not  be  t rafted  to  Paper  ^  but 
whether  cunning  Stratonice  had  over  heard  their  diF- 
courfeher  fdf,  or  by  Spies,  or  that  of  my  Princcfe 
vf'ith  Cyllenia^  br  that  feeing  them  often  together,  or 
by  what  way  foever  it  was,   it  grojflnded  in  her  a  ftrong 
fufpicion  of  our  Love;  but  yet  being  willing  to  make 
;t  further  difcovery  of  the  certainty,  e're  fhe  would 
divulge  her  thoughts,  by  promife  of  rewards  and  ad- 
vancement, (he  gained  a  Spie  to  her  Party,  very  near 
my  Pifinceis,  who  efFeftually  brought  her  defigna about. 
Tnis  Maid  as  my  Princefs  was  fallen  a  fleep  by  readitig 
over  the  Letters,  I  had  fent  to  her  at  feveral  times  , 
finding  the  door  of  her  Clofet  half  open,  foftly  en- 
tered, and  took  fome  of  tho/e  that  lay  fcefore  her  \  yet 
the  number  being  many,  flie  miffed  them  not,  when 
/he  waked,  but  putting  the  reft  into  her  Cabinet,  as 
concluding  no  body  been  there,  and  gave  them  to  Cyl- 
hnia^  to  lock  ttp  in  ncr ,  Sron^-box.    This  Treacherous 
Maid  had  no  (boner  gotten  thefe  undeniable  Evidences 
of  our  pure  AflFeftion,  being  thofe  Letters  I  had  writ 
to  my  Princefs,  fincemy  Iratprife^ent,  butOiehafted 
with  them  to  Stratonice  •,  (he  no  fooner  read  them  bat 
Ihc  eafily  found  the  caafe,  as  (he  fuppofcd  of  my  Prin- 
ccfes  ^vtxfionio  Arfacomes  \  and  thinking  to  remove k 
by  violent  ways, '  She  went  with  them  dirci^ly  to  the 
King,  making  her  cruel  accufation  to  him,  and  put 
into  bis  hand  thofe  Witneffes,  that  were  to  convift 
us.  He  no  fooner  caft  his  eyes  on  tben>,  but  he  knew 
my  hand,  and  having  no  fooner  read  one  or  two  of 
them  (  as  I  had  it  fince  from  CylUma^  but  his  Coun- 
tenance changed  into  a  Fury,  that  the  Queen  durft 
not  look  fteadfaftly  on  him,  and  when  he  had  a  lit- 
tle recovered  himlelf,  he  vented  fo  much  rage  in  threats 
of  vengeance  againft  me,    that  it  is  impoffible  (pi*  me 
to  exprcfs  them  in  the  manner  he  did;  it-V  and  when 
he  had  read  them  all  over : 

Thy  hopes  are  in  vain  (  faid  he  )  falfe  Arfacesy  dif- 
fembling  j^taxerxes^  and  though  by  thy  Difloyal  Pra- 
dices  thou  corrupteft  my  Subjefts^  and  armeft  my 
own  Children  againft  me,  know  that  tnou  (halt  reap  but 
fchall  advantage  by  it,  and  thou  flialt  profit  but  very 
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little,  either  by  the  Infidelity  of  Oreondates^  or  by  the 
wcaknefs  of  Bernice.  Then  he  walked  about  the 
Chamber  venting  his  fury  in  moft  terrible  words,  ex- 
claiming againlt  my  Princefs,  and  refolving  fpeedily 
upon  my  death,  by  moft  cruel  Torments,  in  this  rage, 
wherein  he  flicwed  himfelf  but  little  Mafter  of  his  Paf- 
fion.  He  Tent  for  Bernice^  commanding  the  Guards  to 
bring  her  Box  by  force,  if  flic  refufed  prefently  to  de- 
liver it,  and  not  to  give  her  time  to  difpofe  of  any 
thing. 

O  Gods  .'how  infinitely  was  myPrincefs  furprized, 
when  in  ftead  of  a  kind  welcome,  fliewas  wont  to  re- 
ceive :  Thou  wicked  ingrateful  Creature  ( faid  he , 
with  a  very  furious  Adion)  or  rather^  thou  Monfter 
of  Infidelity,  and  Ingratitude,behold  the  gallant  marks 
of  thy  Vertue  (  flicwing  her  my  Letters )  Thou  art ,  not 
only  convinced  of  an  aneftion  which  didionours  thee^ 
and  fixes  an  eternal  blemifli  upon  thy  Reputation,  but 
alfo  ofholding  a  treacherous  Intelligence  with  my  Mor- 
tal  Enemies,  or  rather  a  Confpiracy  againft  thy  Father, 
andagainft  thy  King  :  See  here  the  brave  Letters  of 
Varins^s  Son,  and  boaft  of  having  made  him  Triumph 
over  my  whole  Family,  as  thou  wouldeft  have  made 
him  do  over  my  Dominions,  and  perhaps  over  my  Life  ^ 
Was  it  then  in  favour  of  thisXover,  vou  fo  obftinate- 
ly  oppofed  my  Command  ?  And  dideft  thou  perr 
uft  in  that  Pride,  and  that  difdain  of  birth  Inferi- 
our  to  thine  only,  to  Peek  for  an  equality  in  the  rem- 
nants of  Darins  his  Blood  ^  And  in  this  divefted  Prince, 
who  by  his  horrible  Practices  would  at  the  coft  of  our 
Houfe,  willingly  repair  the  lofles  of  his  own.  He 
fpeak  much  more  in  bis  Reproches,  nor  could,  all  tie 
Tears  and  Sighs,  no  nor  Swounings  of  my  poor  Princcfs 
in  the  leaft  foften  his  flinty  heart,  to  render  it  capable 
of  the  kaft  compaflion  to  that  almoft  dying  objeft.  All 
the  time  of  his  repoaches  Ihe  had  never  had  confidence 
enough  to  open  her  mouth  in  her  own  Juftification,  and 
her  filcnce  perfeding  her  Condemnation  in  the  King's 
lafli  opinign,  he  committed  her  Pfiloner  to  her  Cham- 
ber ^  which  afflidionfliebore  with,  much  conitaiicy  uf 
Aiind,  and  Marvellous  Patience,  in  her  cruel  fufFcrini^; 
but  fljelvad  ih^  goodnefs  to  tell  me  (and  will  pardon 
Ineif  1  icll  it  you)  that  in  that  great  exrremiiy,  to 
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which  her  bard  fortune  bad  unjaftly  reduced  her. 
apprehenfion  of  my  danger  made  toe  fupreameft  part  of 
her  afflidion ;  for  the  King's  pitilefs  nature  not  being 
unknown  to  her,  fhe  doubted  not  but  that  in  the  vio- 
lence of  bis  anger  be  might  fly  to  extremities  againfl 
my  life,  nor  was  her  fnfpition  groundlefs ;  for  my  Ser- 
vants were  tlo  fooner  reftrained  of  going  abroad ,  aod 
confined  with  me,  when  1  faw  him^at  commanded  the 
Guard  come  into  my  Chamber  followed  by  five  or  fix 
more :  He  brought  a  Cup  in  his  right  hand,  and  a  Dag  - 

S^er  in  his!  left  ^his  Countenance  was  altered  by  the  boL- 
mefs  he  had  undertaken,  and  all  things  about  him  con- 
tributed tQaiake  me  know  bis  errand  I  was  furprized 
at  the  encounten  and  gueffed,  tho  with  fome  repug- 
nancy, the  truth  of  his  Compniflion  ;  Yet  did  I  give 
him  time  to  tell  me  what  it  was,  and  he  trembling,  and 
fiammering  at  laft,  got  out  thefe  words,  Sir^  ( laid  he  ) 
the  King  is  refolved  that  yoH  mufi  die^  hut  tlit  confide* 
iration  he  has  of  your  Verfon^  and  the  Services  yon  have 
done  this  State  hinders  him  from  employing  the  hands  of 
his  SiAjeEts  in  the  Execution  of  his  Commandsy  there* 
fore^  he  leaves  it  to  your  own  Hand^  andtoyottrChoice^ 
'either  to  take  this  Poifon^  or  this  Dagger^  for  the  ac- 
compUfhing  of  his  with 

^  Ah  Brother  (  cryed  Oroondates  at  this  part  of  tht 
Difcourfe)  what  Prodigies  are  thefe  you  tell  me^  and 
what  ffjame  will  you  have  mefuffer^  f&r  being  born  of  a 
more  Cruel  and  Barbarous  Monfier^  jis  African 
Mountains  ever  produced  ^  O  thou  Inhumane  Tyrant !  1 
dtfavow  thee  J  and  fince  thou  dofi  fo  little  confider  the 
moft  Illuftrious  Blood  in  the  world^  and  the  ferfon  that 
ought  to  be  the  mojidearj  and  moft  confider  able  to  thee  ; 
/  account  my  Birth  tnore  Vile  and  Shameful^  than  if  I 
had  received  it  from  the  dregs  of  the  People,  Oroon^ 
dates  tranfported  With  his  refentment,  would  have 
gone  on  with  his  Invedives,  had  not  Arfaces  hindered 
it  by  profecuting  his  Story  in  this  niiannen 

/  looked  (  Bromcr  )  upon  the  Man  that  brought  this 
fatal  Me ffage  of  death  ^  with  an  unchanged  Countenance. 
What  (  laid  I  to  him  )  are  all  my  Services  come  to  this 
Period  ?  Are  not  you  one  of  thoje  very  Scythians  thai 
have  feen  me  at  the  Head  of  your  Armies  j  jccuringyour 
Peace  jby  the  lofs  of  my  own  Blood  ?  And  are  you  refolved 

tp 
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td  obey  the  Kings  unjnfi  Orders  ^  jind  to  obey  his  bar- 
barons  Commands  <*  Yes  Sir  ( anfwered  he  )  and  if 
after  the  choice  I  have  offered  you,  your  hand  refufes 
to  perform  his  Sentence,  mine  muft  be  the  Inftrument 
to  f apply  that  dcfeft.  /  wiU  fave  you  that  labour  (  re- 
plied 1 )  with  a  countenance  more  refoUue  than  his ;  and 
Death  is  too  familiar  with  me  to  take  it  from  any  other 
hand  but  my  own  ^  therefore  give  me  the^  Dagger*^  the 
other  Death  would  little  become  the  Life  of  Aruices^ 
j4nd  he  has  been  prodigal  enough  of  his  Bloody  to  make 
thee  believe  he  can  pour  forth  the  remainder  to  fatisfie 
the  ingratitude  of  the  King  of  Scythid.. 

At  thefe  words,  I  took  the  fetal  Weapon  .:i  but  not 
reiblved  to  die  alone,  I  planged  it  into  that  barbarous 
fellows  bread,    and  immediately  fei^ing  bis  Sword,  I 
refolved  to  difpute  my  Life  with  the  reft  of  thofe  AP 
faflSns,  though  I  was  deftitute  of  Armour :   And  to  be 
brief  Brother,  being  well  feconded  by  Criton^  and  my 
two  valiant  Scythians^  who  bad  got  the  Swords  of  thofe, 
I  had  prefently  Slain,  and  thereupon  took  courage,  by 
feeing  fome  pollibility  of  efcaping,  I  hewed  my  pafTage 
through  the  Guards  that  oppofed   me  on  the  Stairs^ 
defpifing  the  points  of  their  Javelins,    and    all  the 
refiftance  they  could   make,  and  in  fpite  of  all  re(i 
fiance  quitted  the  Palace,  and  gotfpfe  into  the  Streets^ 
though  not  without  fome   wounds,    where  a   great 
many    people    feeing  us  covered  with  blood,    came 
flocking  about  us  ^   yet  though  the  Guards  cryed  to 
them  in  the  King's  name  to  amft  them  in  killing  us ;  yet 
after  I  had  made  my  felf  known  to  them  by  fome  mo- 
ving cxpreflions  of  the  vServices,  I  had  done  for  their 
Country,  in  the  prefervation  of  their  Lives  and  Liber- 
tiesjthey  ib  much  abhorred  the  King's  Bafenefs  and  Ingra- 
titude, that  inftead  of  aflifting,  they  peftered  up  the 
way,  and  hindred  the  Guards  from  purfuing  us,    by 
which  means  we  got  out  of  the  City  *,  yet  the  King 
hearing  of  it  fent  more  Forces  with  great  haft  to  over- 
take us,  when  being  on  foor,  weary  and  wounded,  we 
could  not  have  efcaped  their  Swords,  if  Heaven  almoft 
ill  a  miraculous  way  had  not  timely  provided  for  our 
faf.^ty;  for  vybilft  1  was  contending  for  my  Life,  abou^ 
t  wen  ty  Hor r^rnen  caine  upland  cafting  my  eyes  upon  the 
forcmoil^  ii-sniWhimtp'  \x^my  6t:^  fhcedatcs^  vetLirn-

ing  from  your  Camp.  He  nofooner  faw  mcin  thisdU 
ftrefs^  but  Rueffing  truly  at  the  cauft,  be  rid  up  furi- 
oufly  with  his  Troopi  ind  foon  dirperfed  thole  that 
hadprcfled  upba  us  to  take  our  Lives  i  and  making  free 
Paflage,  Courage^Valianty^-y^rwCfcryedhe)  wemaft 
efcapcy  and  Theodores  muft  either  bring  you  off  front 
this  danger,  or  perifli  with  you.  He  gave  me  no  leave  to 
reply,  but  immediately  caufed  us  to  mcHmt  his  Lead 
Hories^and  poft  away  with  all  the  (pefed  we  were  able, 
and  fo  we  wdre  carried  off  without  further  difficulty  5 
but  the  many  wounds^  my  two  faithful  Scythians  had 
received  in  tne  Encounter,  foon  put  a  Period  to  theit 
lives-,  nor  could  1  refrain  6>  deplore  their  deaths  with 
Tears  j  nor  omitted  1  any  thing  of  thofe  Eiineral  Solem- 
nities, that  were  due  to  fuch  generous  Men,  and  to  fucK 
trufty  Servants. 

We  were  no  fooncr  got  into  a  place  of  fafety,  but 
tvhen  I  l}ad  embraced  Thcodates  with  many  expreflions 
of  Gratitude,  and  made  him  fcnfible  how  I  was  redu- 
ced to  the  condition  he  found  me  in  •,  He  could  not 
refrain  to  etprefs  his  rcfentments  of  the  Kings  Bafetiefs 
and  Ingratitude ;  arid  having  given  me  an  accbiirit  how 
you  had  defeated  Zopiro^  and  the  glorious  Valour  you 
had  fliown  on  that  occafion,  he  perfuaded  me,  there 
was  no  fafer  retreat  from  the  King's  Malice  than  in 
your  Camp,  and  ufed  fo  many  entreaties  to  difpenc^ 
with  his  Oath,  that  he  might  make  me  known  to  you 
by  a  Letter  before  our  arrival,  that  I  could  deny  that 
dear  Friend  nothing  he  would  dcfire  of  me.  I  gave  way 
to  it,  and  he  fent  one  by  a  trufty  Servant,  tvho  brought 
back  word,you  was  retired  from  the  Army,  they  knew 
not  whether -^  and  by  your  Letter  direftea,  had  con- 
ferred the  Command  of  it  on  Arfacomes.  This  was  i 
fenfible  grief  to  both  of  us  ^  and  1  was  fome  time  detain- 
ed by .  my  Wounds,  during  which  generous  Theodates 
wduldnotftirfrom  me,'  but  provided  all  things necelfa- 
ry  for  my  Cure,  and  for  that  of  faithful  Critons. 

1  was  all  this  while  exceedingly  affliA^d  forthedatt- 
ger  my  Princefs  was  in,  and  the  fenfible  grief  I  was  af- 
iured  flie  could  not  but  conceive  on  fo  fuddain  a  change 
of  our  Fortunes.  This  difquietude  of  mind  made  me  con- 
trive many  ways  to  hear  of  the  condition /he  remained 
in,  and  what  /he  fuffercd  for  my  iafre*    1  propofed  td'

a  difgirfTe-lye  conecaied-  "but  it  wai  long  c're  I  cbulA 
ftt'iM'  Witn  hirri .  lb  aB^ro^e  of  it  v  yet  Ifceibg  tUt 
trotible  thatov^rwhlclifeea  me  in  tn^ny  difi:ontent?,hc  told 
'  me  it  'was  more  fife  to  toAveV  our  fejves  ttrlder  the  fliclter 
Wthef  Night  into  the  City,than  to  lye  j«if  ir,for  the  p6- 
puloufiieft  of  it,  and  the  great  i'eibrt  of  Stfat^ers  ^ooltt 
admiiiifter  far  iefs  fuipicion  j  and  moreover  the  King 
would  very  hardly  believe  after  what  has  happened, 
any  Man  in  yoor  circumftances  j?vould.expQfe.a  life  ea- 
gerly  fought  after,fo  near  him.  1  highly  approved  of  his 
advice,  and  we  took  our  opportunity  to  enter  Iffedon 
very  late,  Theodtites^p!^^QmSihro{hif^TxiAy  Servant 
provided  usLodgihg  ih  the  remoteff  arid  moftunfrcquent- 
cd  pact  of  thcCity,;Jbut  af^r  a  little  ftav^l  foiyidmy  (elf 
reftlcfsind  u^afie,  *c*n  in  |hat  conditio?.  V^hllt  (  faid 
I  to  my  felf  5  fliall  I  be  free  in  Ijfidon^  and  not  fee  my 
Princefe  ?  Ah  my  Life  is  tjc^t  fo  dear  to  me  as  that  1 
would  fecure  it  at  (uclr  a  Y&te,  nor  tan  I  confcrve  it 
witfaottt  Bernice^  fince  it  is  alone  for  her  I  l^ep  it,  and 
beibgiitariy  hazarci  refol^  to  fee  her,  I  ipjde  my  dear 
TlbcM^f  jieafible  of  my  inbntions,'  and  vk  complied 
with  my  dedgn,  when  he  faw  be  could  no  longer  divert 
it ,  3^pd  t^at  c«^&ftnt  was  not  widiout  fome  mixture  qf 
liis  bwri'  IntercfiC  ^'  The  Pfincefe  Theomiris  was  flill  wiSi 
Bemice^rAx\A  for  all  her  Father's  rigorous  uftge  of  her, 
tytbe^ineRns  of  Prince  Carthafisiht  was  allowed  the 
company  of  tbit  Princefi,  whom  (hetrafted  {\ith  her 
itioft  fecret  Coiincels  J  we  were  forhc  tiine  confidering 
the  fafift'wiay  tpfiniiacceft,'asnot  being  ignorant  of 
'^the  dangerV  if  vte  ibpyiX^  be  forprized  'ta  this  attempt. 
vWc  f  em^m'bred  thai  th^  P:  incefles  CWambcr  had  a  wih- 
' ddw-witban  Iron  grate,'  not-very  high,  Icolcij^g  into;i 
/littW  tilarrbw  dirty  Street;  iilmoft  tifiinhj/birabk,wherc 
tioGiiarBs  Were  placed^  ;whenin  the  dead'tiitie  of  the 
Night  wemfountecL  and  rod  thither  a  foftl^*  pate,  to 
tnake  the  kfs  noile,  taking  t\v6  tnifty  Servants  m 
foot  with  its,  to  fet  at  the  ends  of  that  Street,  that 
niightgi^  lib  notice,  if  any  one  (houfd  come  r6  dircOver 
our  corvwrftltiori  :  In,  the  mean  tirfie  there  Jiad  happen- 
ed-things  t6fny  Printcft,  Ai^hichthe  Cdurfeof  tpy  ito- 
i^  hindered  irie  from  telling  you,  and  which  I  vi^jll.  not 
fccounti  •  btforc  i  |>afsfurtnet  \ri  itiy  NairrCtioiV.    It 
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ffoald  br  better  tfaen,  tAdOrdand^tes^  that  you  reft  a 
little,  and  diat  my  Sifter  tell  them  her  felf,  who  may 
ftrhaps  be  more  knowing  in  them,  than  you  can  be  at 
fhis  time.  Jhrjdces  contented,  and  the  Princefi  being 
^efircd  by  her  dear  Brother,  to  let  him  hear  them  from 
ber  moudiy  after  Ok  had  thought  a  while  what  (he  had 
to  lay,  b^n  in  this  manner :

thoughts  were  after  the  cruel  accidents  of  the  fiEurpn- 
zalof  my  Letters,  and  after  the  knowledge  I  hadd( 
my  being  a  Prifoner ,  and  of  the  danger  whidi 
threatned  Prince  jirtaxerxe^s.  Let  it  fuffice,  that  y<»a 
already  know,I  Loved  him  as  much  as  (  believed  I  ought, 
or  as  Bimfelf  could  defire :  all  my  little  confolation  was 
in  the  Conver&tion  of  the  Princcfs  The$^ris^  and 
that  VyBenia  was  not  taken  from  me,  in  both  of  which 
I  had  an  entire  confidence,^  and  freely  uttered  my  grief 
to  them,  more  for  the  fear  I  had  conceived  of  jirtax" 
erxes  his  tlangcr,  than  for  any  other  misfortunes  that 
had  befallen  me.  They  laboured  all  they  could  to>com- 
fort  me,  and  reftore  quiet  to  mv  mind,  though  in  vain, 
for  all  Confolation  was  .banilhed  thence  upon  this 
cruel  ai^cideht:  Andtbiis  j  pafled  over  many  reftle& 
.  days  4nd  nights,  when  contrary  to  my  eipedation  I 
faw  the  King  enter  my  Chamber,  he  brought  no  bo-

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dy  with  bim,  I  rpfe  up  trembling,  to  fay  my  duty  , 
but  be  thrull  me  back  with  difdain,  and  fitting  dowa 
in  a  Chair,  darting  a  fiiery  look  at  me : 

I  come  not,  ( laid  be  )  to  vifit  you  Difloyat  and  Un- 
gra  eful  Girl  1  I  owe  not  To  much  civility  to  the  Daugh- 
ter in  Law  of  Dariiu^  and  henceforward  I  cannot  de- 
fire  thy  (igbt,  but  as  of  my  moil  mortal  Enemy.  I 
come  oi)ly  to  reproach  thee  of  thy  Ingratitude  and  Infi*> 
delity,  and  to  examine  thee  as  a  Criminal  Convi(!!(ed  of 
Treafon  againft  her  King :  Speak,  wicked  Creature, 
(  coQti jued  he,  feeins  one  llruck  half  dead  with  thefe 
cruel  Viod%)  andjuftifiethy  Infidelities  if  it  be  pof- 
fible  ^  didit  thou  then  think  the  Son  of  my  implacable 
Eneoiy  more  lovely  than  a  Prince,  whom  I  had  cnofe  foi: 
thee,  and  wbofe  aiSedion  I  had  exprefly  commanded 
thee  to  receive,  and  if  thou  hadeft  eyes  to  judf  e  of  the 
difference,  there  was  between  Arjkcomes  and  the^? 
Hadeft  thou  none  to  confider  that  without  betra)ing  thy 
Father,  and  without  (hamefully  betraying  thy  lelf,  thoa 
cpuldeft  not  match  to  the  Enemy  of  thy  Hooie^  and  tb 
him,who  had  bafely  abandoned  bis  Father  and  his  Coun"- 
try,  to  their  new  Eiiemies,  on  purpofe  to  compafs  hiis. 
Treacherous  Pradices  againft  tbeir  old  ones«  and  to 
feek  that  revenge  by  fecret  Confpiracies,  which  neitbtC 
he^  nor  bis  could  find  in  open  War.  After  he  bad  ut- 
tered thefe  and  many  other  cruel  reproaches,  I  vin- 
dicated Prince  Art^xerxes  as  well  as  1  was  able  in  that 
coRfuiion,  and  alledged  fo  many  things  in  his  )uftifica^ 
tion,  reckoning  all  the  good  Services  ne  had  done  the 
King  and  his  people,  and  avowed  my  affedion  for  hiit), 
in  fuch  a  manner,  that  tb^  King  flew  into  a  greater 
rage  thaa  before : 

I  fwear  by  the  Gods  (faidhe)  t  will  food  deprive 
thee  of  preferring  the  Son  of  Dariiu  in  thy  afTedibo . 
before  al^  others,  and  that  indifcreet,  difloyal  affedi- 
on  fhall  be  more  fatal  ro  my  Enemy,  than  all  thoTe  III 
defighs  be  has  had  againft  me :  Prepare  for  hi^ .  deatb^ 
which  f  tell  thee  ol  my  felf,  as  thou  telleft  me  of  thy 
perfidious  inclinations  to  him,  and  believe,  that,  the  on- 
ly choice  I  will  leave  thee,  (hall  be  that  of  ^rfacomcs 
living,  pr  that  of  Arffucs  in  his  Grave. 

K?.  tbcfe 
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Tbcfc  crad  words,  which  I  was  not  prepared  to  re- 
ceive, made  mc.  fink  into  cy/^wiVs  Arms,  whoftretch* 
ed  them  forth  to  receive  me.  I  looked,  upon  the  King 
witba^dying  eye,  and  though  it  was  animated  wim 
fome  relcntment,  and  ftrdggUng  againft  my  -  faintne&  r 
The  A/bcs  of  Afaces  (faid  I  )  fliall  ever  be  dearer 
to  me,tban  the  perfon  of  Arfaccmes  ;  and  if  I  muft  fliat 
up  my  hopes,  and  my  life  it  ftlf  within  this  Tomb,  I 
Ihall  eftecm  mycondition.happicr,than  if  I  were  pof- 
feffed  of  all  Europe  with  ArfMComcs.  Thefe  worc^ 
put  the  King  into  fucb  a  rage,  that  he  conld  hardly  re- 
train a  violence  upon  my  perlon,  but  defigning  in  the 
end  to  Wfeck  bis  Revenge  elfewhere,  and  give  me  a  more 
deadlv  wound,  he  turned  about  and  ^wetit  out  of 
my  Qjamlier in  a  fury,  Impoiiible  for  itt^  to  exprefs  in 
words,  r  trembled  at  the  fright  he  had  put  me  into  for 
my  dear  Ar faces  his  Life ;  I  was  not  unac(^aaintcd  with 
.the  King*s  <;ruel  nature, .  and  bis  relentlefe  perfiftancc- 
*iii  Iiis  rcfolutioiis,  and  that  puttae  into  the  m- ft  for- 
fowful  ccJiij^iTicn  you  can  poflQbly  imagine.  Theomiris 
and  C^lUma  Kv\tvi  not  Which  Way  to  comfort  me.  O 
King  ofScj'thia  (  cryed  I)  if  thou  accompliflieth  thy 
horrid  ;ind^  aetcttable  refdltitions,  thou  mayeft  well 
prepare  thy  felf  for  the  Funeral's  of  thy  Children,  Ber- 
filce  '.will  not  furvive  pbor  jiriaxerxes^  and  Ordondates 
^doubtlefs  will  die  or  Orief,  when  he  /hall  bear  that 
tlic  life  of  his  dear  Brother,  for  whom- he  bad /bed  fc 
,ipinyTeirs,Wasprererved  to  fall  by  the  cruet  bands  of 
the  Iti^ghii  Father.  ^  :./     -  ^'     . 

Whiljft  I.  wd's  in  this  piteous  condition,  we  Were  fur- 
prized  abciit '  fanidnight  with   claftiing  oT  Arms,  and 
cryes  in  the  Court  of  the  Palace,  which  fobh   retrea- 
ted thchce  {t\t6  the  City,  and  leaping  out  of  my  bed, 
\  run  tp  'th?  Wipdow,  atid  faw  a  great  tunluk,  calHrtg 
for  ArxiTsand-Horfes.  This  ftruk  me  Into^'mprtSl  fear, 
'  find  made  me  fall  into  the  moft  fatal  apprffienfion;  •  Ah, 
Coufirl  .(/aWl  to  Thet>date^^ith   a  dying  Accent, 
'«nd  Tearg  -gufhing  from  my  Eyes)  My  Oht'Arfaces 
is  dead,  1  repeated  thefe  words  two  or  three  times^  and 
•  then  fell  hito  a  Swoun.  They  laid  me  on  my*  bea,but  1  no 
fooner  came  a  little  to  my  felf,  e¥e  1  crawled  to  the 
^  {iune  Window,  and  among  many  others  had  the  happi- 
nefs  to  fee  Prince  Caftb^is  my  Untie,  and  \  no  fooner 

per- 
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perceivech'  he  caft  his  eyes  up  tx>  iny  Window , .  bn  t  J>y  « 
iigns,  and  befeeching  geftures^MeC  bim  know,  1  b^ed 
a  vifit  of  .'htsih  1  Bi&  Quality,  i^nd  near  Alliaoce-maHe  bim .. 
a  f  ree  paff^e-to  my  Chamber^  1  ki^ew  he  h^)i  patticu^ 
lar  efteetn  wt  Jbrfijcts  Virtues,  an4  would  have  hinde- . 
red  the  Kin^s  cruel .  defigiis  againft  his  Life,  if  he  had  . 
had  diat  power  over  his  will,  which  thofe  of  thisbloody  . 
Cooncel  well  unddrihndiflg,  would  not  have  him  i^ed' 
tait. 

He  no  iboaer  entred.  but  1  ran  to.  him  with  a  forrdw* 
ful  Countenance,  my  face  all  bedewed  in  Tears^  and 
cafting  my  Arms  about  his  neck :  Ah,  Sir  (faid  1  tremb- 
ling) idaoctf  flatter  ray  gricfj  Jbut  tell  me  trulyj  is  poor 
jirfaces  tJead  ?  No  Coufin  (  replied  he  ).  the  King  in. 
hb  rage  wouldrhave  put  the  Valiant -^r^rc^x  to  Deathy. 
but  his  Genius  is^morepowerful,.than  thatof  the  5cj/- 
thians  \  .and  it  is  not  under  fuch  Arms  as  thdrs^that  fiich 
a  Man  as  jirfaces Q^n  fall  *,  he  is  efcaped,  but  haVjnade  his. 
efirape  like  himfclf,  and  has  appeared  to  the  i^gratefu^ 
Scythians  the  iame  gallant  Man  he  appeared  to  ^xt  affe- 
dionate  Scythians^  y^\!Ltn  he  fought  at  the  H^ad  of  their 
Armies.  Then  he  proceeded  to  tell  me,  by  what. a  pro- 
digious Valour  jirfaces  had  qmde  his  way  through  the 
Troops  of  his  intended  Murthfrcrs.  Icanqot  exprels 
the  fudden  alteration  1  found  in  my  felf,  nor  the.  excels; 
of  Joy  1  felt  at  this  fo  wellcWe  news,. and  » verily  .her 
lieved,  iAm  jirfaces  would  neither  forget,  horforfakQ 
me  ,  Into  what  pgrt  of  the^  ^?forIck  faever  he^\^i^i-at 
prefent  forced  to  retire  for  his  owa.  lafety ,  au^ip  this 
confidence  1  retpa}aed,fo  aflSired*  that.l  ihbuld.«havc 
thought  it  aCrimein  my  felf^  anci  an  Injury  to  Jiis.  vir- 
tues, if  1  had  in  the  leaft  fcrupled  his  Fidelity  i' an4 
though  mode(ly  forbad  me  to  expreis  any  e&traardiina'- 
ry  fatisfadion  for  this  happy  efcape^^*  in  my  .  Uncle^re- 
fence,  yet  he.  few.  it  plain  enough  in  my  face,  and  haying 
fatisiiea  andicomforted  me  all  he  could,  he.tpok  his  ]^ave. 

1  beard  after^  the  King  was  fa  enraged  for  .what  hadi 
happened^  that  be  wasiaboutto  iniliAa  bloody  .Qhafiife- 
mentupon  thofo,  that  could  notliinder^y^r^/ flight ; 
l«it  time  moderating  his  fury,  he  only  banilhed  thofc 
Guards. forwejp.  And  fooacifter  the  Queen  came  into 
my '  Chaokbet  .diSembling,  to  ^y  me  a  vifit ,  bu^  1 
knew,  the  had  bce.ri  the  tpurce'ot  all  our  miferics,  could 
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flot  caft  my  eyes  on  her  withdot  Indignation.  Sim  plain- 
ly perceived  it.  and  when  (be  had  (aluced  me  after  ma- 
ny ucafts  and  Protcftations  of  Love.aad  Fricndlbip,  I 
fee  (faidflie)  Madam,  yoaare  angry  with  me,  bat  I 
iproteft  to  yoii^  it  is  wttboat  a  caufe  ^  for  I  have  done 
oothins  to  make  you  think  J  had  intentions  to  bnrtyoir^ 
nor  did  I  perchance  feek  year  diiadvantage,  when  i  h- 
boured  to  make  yon  prefer  Prince  Ar]ac0mes  before  a 
Prince,  whole  Birth  and  Merits  were  indeed  confidera- 
ble  *,  bat  he  was  an  Enemy  to  idie  King  yoar  Father  , 
and  an  Enemy  to  his  State :  And  one,  to  whom  the  Gods 
bad  left  notbin|  that  his  Anceftors  poiTeiTed.  If  the 
CSods  (  renlicd  I  with  more  boldnefi  than  ordinary)  have 
deprived  Prince  ^axtrxes  of  his  Fathers  Empire,  they 
have  left  him  Charafters,  which  all  their  anger  cannot 
tjike  away :  They  have  left  him  a  Sword  which  can- 
recover  his  Dominions,  as  it  has  defended  ours ;  And 
briefly  they  have  left  him  marks  of  what  he  was,  and 
what  he  (till  is,  which  can  faffer  no  companion  with 
any  of  my  Fathers  Sttbje<^s.If  he  be  the  Son  of  an  Enemy, 
it  is  of  that  Generous  Enemy,  who  uied  the  Prince  my 
Brother,  as  the  deareftof  his  Children  ^  and  if  he  be 
our  Enemy  himfelf,  he  is  (b  brave  an  Enemy,  that  with- 
out him  the  King  had  not  been  now  alive :  Nay,  your 
felf,  notArfucomes  without  bis  aid  been  either  dead 
or  miferable  Captives,  and  perhaps  the  whole  Kingdom 
loft. 

The  Queen,  as  I  well  (perceived,  was  fenfibly  ftui^ 
With  theie  words,  and  feeing  me  take  ArfMts  part  fo 
iharply,  hot  longer  able  td  diflemble,  a:fter  me  had 
compofed  tbofe  bluOies,  that  appeared  in  her  £ace :  Your 
Affeftions,  Madam,  to  ^rfMcu  f  laid  Ihe  )  gives  you 
thoughts  in;  ^vour  ot  him,  ana  to  the  contempt  of  o- 
tbers,  which  would  be  very  advantagious  to  him,  if 
they  were  approved  df  by  the  King  your  Father ;  but  it 
has  pleated  the  Gods,  his  thind  isdi£^cnt  from  yours, 
ahhouah  he  was  n<A  iftfeniSble  of  j*:/ir#/ his  Service  , 
whilft  he  believed  him  to  be  vhis  Friend,  nor  blind  to 
acknowledgements  of  his  good  qualities ;  yet  was  not 
l^is  opinion  the  fame  with  yours,  for  the  choice  of  him, 
whom  he  thought  worthy  to  be  your  Servant.  That 
^rfacomes  whom  you  fo  much  deipife.  was  not  To  con- 
temptible to  him,  but  that  he  deftmea  him  to  the  Ho^ 
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noar«  which  yoa  made  JD^t/mx  his  Sop  to  hope  fbr^  aod 
has  kttled  the  Pardon  of  the  offence,  he  believes  be  has 
received  from  yoo,  in  the  obedience  be  expeds  yoa 
(hali  render  him  in  favoor  of  my  Brother. 

The  King  (  anfwered  L  being  vexed  at  thefe  words)  > 
cannot  deft ine  me  to  Arfucomes^  without  deftiningmc 
ta  my  Grave,  and  what  obedience  ibever  I  owe  him. 
Death  is  able  to]  give  me  a  Difpenlation.  You  ffaaU 
not  die  (replied  the  Queen,  rifmg  from  her  Chair) 
but  Time  will  make«yoa  know«  what  thofe  of  your  Btrtn 
and  Quality  owe  to  their  Fatners,  and  to  their  King  ; 
and  bow  great  a  difficulty  foever  you  make  of  fiabmit* 
ting  toit,  Yottunderftand  your  felf  to  weU  direftlij: 
tooppofe  the  will  of  yours  to  a  Fathen 

when  (he  had  faid  this,  and  paid  me  a^  civil  re^ed, 
flie  concluded  due  to  my  Quality.  I  was  difencombered 
of  her  Company,  whoK  ConveriatioD  was  not  at  all  a* 
greeaUe  to  me,  and  her  Diftourfe  had  fo  vexed  me  ^ 
That  what  (faid  1  to  my  felf)  (hall  I  be  all  manner  ct 
ways  Triumphed  by  StrMmice^  and  fliaU  her  unwo^ 
thy  power  over  the  King  enflave  his  Daughter  to  her 
wiU,  no  it  (hall  not  be;  ^y^ro/vf/fiiaU  never  attain  his 
prefumptuous  de(f£DS,  whilft  Bernice  is  alive. 

I  went  to  bed  toat  night  in  great  difijuiets  with  the 
Princeis  Theomiris^mi  my  trouble  liept me reftlefir^ 
and  awaking,  till  I  near d  tne  trampling  (mF  Hori^  m 
the  whifpers  of  Men  under  ray  Window.  I  hearkened  to 
them,  till  I  heard  a  raping  upon  the  Ironbars,  whqi  I 
ordered  CylUnU  to  fee  what  might  :bethe  <^aufe  <^  it. 
She  no  (boner  opened  the  Win&w,  but  Oie  prefently 
knew  the  perfons  by  their  voices ^nd  running  to  my  bed** 
fide,  Ah,  Madam,  faid  (he,  Ar faces  is  at  your  Win- 
dow y9it)iThe$dMtes\  I wa$ in(initely  furprized  a^  this 
nei^^and  flipping  on  our  Night-gowns,!  and  the  Prmcd^ 
Theomiris  balled  thither.  The  Princes  no  ibcmer  &w 
us  by  the  glimmering  lights  in  the  Cfaamber,but  ttity 
bowed  with  a  very  fubmimve  tefpeAfttbie(s,  and  Jrfii^ 
.  €it  breaking  filence  (irft  :  Madam  (izxdi  he  J  Arfypts  is 
*  yet  permitted  to  fee  you  again  ^  aod  the  Gods  have  (a^ 
vcd  this  PrUbner,  this  Condemned  Man,  t)tts  Fugitife,, 
to  rdlore  him  a  fight,  which  is  a  tfaoufimd  times  more 
dear  to  him,  than  the  Liberty  th(^  had  taken*,  or  the 
life  they  would  faaye  takenfrom  him. 
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He  woul^ha?e  gon  on  with  his  difioDrfe,  if  I  had-npft 
interrupted  him ;  yes  Ar faces  (  faid  I  trembling  )  I  fee 
yoa  again,  and  yoafee  me,  bat  though  yoor  fig[)t  is  as 
dear  to  me  as  yoa  can  wifli ,  it  cauib  i^reater  diiquiets 
in  me,  than  diofe  ybur  abfence  woald  make  me  fnffer  j* 
And  if  you  had  loved  me^  as  you  are  obliged  to  do, by 
tbe  laft  proofs  of  your  Afledion,  you  had  kept  aiy  hoirt 
from  thofib  Tetrors,  to  which  you  no»v  exjpoie  it  \  not 
buttbati  vrasas  much   concerned  in  vour  lafety,  as  in 
my  own,  but  you  ou^ht  as  little  to  doubt,tbat  I  can  fte 
you  in  the  danger,  into  which  you  precipiute  yoar  feif 
without  mortal  apprehenitons.    What,  continued  1,  Is 
j(ir faces,  in  Jjfedarj^  and  under  the  Palace  Window,  who 
is  the  fole  aim  ot  the  King's  Wrath  and  Hatred?  for 
whofe  d^rudion  he  woi2d  hazard  that  of  his  King- 
dom.   1  know  no  danj^er.  Madam,  (  replied  he  )  that 
can  fright. me- from  toe  fight  of  my  Prtnceis;  Andl 
fhould  nave  defpiied  my  Liberty,  and  given  up  my  Life 
to  them,  that  would  have  taken  it  away,if  1  bad  believed 
there  bad  been  any  canfideratum A  rong  enough  to  keep 
me  from  feeing  you  agaiaEV)  not  therefore  modecate  my 
^ppine&byyour  too  obliging  fears,  but  fuffer  me  a/« 
ter  an  Lnprifonment,  which  nothing  but  your.abfenc? 
made  un(bpportable,to  enjoy, what  was  fo  cruelly  forbid 
den  me  *,  isno,  t»  return   through  all  manner  of  dangers 
•to. that  fdlcity,  for  which  aU^cl  ;have  prefervedmy 
4blf.    Heacciirif  aoied  thefe  words  with  many  other  paf- 
-fionate  onesf  after  which  I  received  Theodatts  Civilities, 
and  gave  hiatthcfesvelcomes,  that  were  due  to  bis.qnali- 
ty,  andjiis  vlrtuesyleaving  himuiftcr  at  liberty  toentcr- 
-  tain  his  bclpvcd  TJoe^mirh^vjbo  received  him  with  a  high 
iatisfadion,  and  true  efteem  of  his  worthinefs  to  ferv^c 
her,  bur  it  .was  with  fo  much  discretion  andrcferved- 
nets^  that  the  fevereil  perfon  could  npt  have  ftmnd  any 
thing  to  condemn  her  in  her  affedion.  And  after  many 
obliging  expreflibns  had  paifed  ainongft  us,  on  att  parts, 
fearing  Ar face's  longer  ft  ay  might  be  attended  with  ibme 
unlucky  di&overy,  Haviiig  renewed  our  protcftationsof 
eternal  Love,  and  unfhaken  Conftancy,  we  partoi  as 
the  day  began  to  dawn,  and  1  fee  him  often  in  that  man- 
ner, wbillt  he  ftaied  in  Jffedm^  though  the  Kii%  intfae 
•^ieanwfaile«(  who  little  thought  he  was.  fo.  near  him) 
redoubled  bis  Wrath,   and  hatred  iig^nft^  him:  ile 
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otds'd'iiniiy  Manifi^ftos  to  1>e  fent  fa^  all'  (iarts  of  tfae 
Kingdom,  wbereinh^  accafedhimofTreafbn,  and  of 
a:  Coorpiracy  agaitift  his  Iltfe,  exhorting  all  fas  Sab- 
jcds  to  endeavoar  his  defthi&ion,  prdmifitig  Five 
habdftd  Talescs,  to  whoever  /hoold  bring  his 
Head  -         ^     * 

The  news  of  this  Cruelty  and  Malitc  6f  *thc  King 
were'  like  to  have  OKtde  Arfaci4  go  beyond  tbofe  conli^ 
derations,  vrhich  tiiltblsn  fie  had  prefervcd  towards 
bis.peii^bA  :  Ah  ( laid  be;  in  one  or  the  vifits  he  made 
after  Tome  other  expreffions  )  why  Dnuft  this  bar- 
baroiis  Man  be  the  f^aixr^f/Sirnke  and  Orotmdatts. 
And  why  is  it  norpenAitted  me  to  revenge  ivith  the 
Blood  offocroel  an  Enemy,  the  ingratefuf  dcfign,he  has 
againft  my  Ltfe^  and  the  wrong  he  would  do  to  my  Re- 
putation. '  After  tfade  words,  returning  t6*  himrelf  a- 
Sain,  and  repenting  he  hadit)oken  them,  <d3ked  me  par- 
on^  and  protefted  he  would  never  mor-e  ^'Jl  into  tnofe 
violent  thoughts  againft  myF3ther:But  he  utterlyloft  his 
patience  at  the  laft  cfFed  of  thcKine's  IndignationjWhid! 
the  nnlore  fenfibly  to  afflid  bim,wfif rever  he  /hould  be, 
and  to  put  him  beyond  any  hopes  ^  for  his  iatis&Aion 
was  his  refolvcs  to  Marry  me  to  Arfac<tmesl,  fo  foon  as 
he  fliould  return  with  the  Army,  To  whom  he  fent  3 
Letter  in  tbefc  terms :      ^  1

Frcm  hence  forward fiie  fiallbe  yatrs^  and  all 
the  diffictdties  yon  have  fot0td  in  winning  her  fhaU  at 
■  L^  yield  to  'the  Amhori^  of  her  Fat  her ^  and  of  her 
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He  ihewcd'this  Letter  to  fkiany  in  the  Courts  wndpA^ 
lith^  tttsrelblouom  every  wbere^  tbat  jirf/tces  miffit 
come  to  tbe  knowledge  of  it ;  9xA  feel  the  (brrow  he 
had  prepared  for  him  ^  and  oe  would  needs  alfo  give 
me  my  ibate  <^it,  when  coming  into  my  Chamber,  he 
laid  bisabfolate  Command  on  me,  to  prepare  my  fclf 
for  receiving  Arftuccmei^sm  Hosbdmo,  ioiboD  as  he 
ihou  Id  return  ^  mjAA  all  my  Prayer^  Tears.  Entreaties, 
and  Proteftations  to  die  rather  than  I  would  yield  Obe- 
diencc  to  this  cruel  injondion  could  nothing  alter  his 
determination  :  And  now  I  faw  my  iclf  reduced  to  the 
extremity  of  mifery,  andas  it  were  on  the  brink  of  the 
Grave.  1  would  have  difleihbM  my  gnef  to  Arfifces^ 
whom  I  was  to  fee  tbat  nighty  Yet  I  no  fooner  beheld  him, 
but  in  fpite  of  all  my  draggling.  Tears  flowed  in  an  un* 
ufual  abundance  from  my  Eyes,  and  I  could  conceal 
the  caufe  of  my  S(^row  no  loi^r,  I  was  cooftrainedta 
tell  him  all  I  knew  both  of  the^  Kings  meflageto  Arfa-- 
comes ,  and  of  the  cruel  command  1  had  received,  from 
his  own  mouth. 

Arfacfs  never  appeared  ib  terrible  to  me  as  at  that 
killing  news,  ^nd  1  do  not  wonder  that  his.  Enehiies 
ihould  think  him  fo  dreadful  in  Fight,  fince  in  the  an-, 
ger  1  iaw  him  at  the  i^me  time,  i  could  not  but  be  a- 
Iraid  dP  him  my  felf ;  yet  did  he  all  he  p<^ble  couUi  to 
mailer  it  before  me,  and  when  he  had  a  little  overcome 
that  firft  Fury,  which  made  him  fly  into  an  extremity 
of  ragr  sgainft  the  Kings  ViSt^fproccedings;  tad  that 
he  bad  kept  filence  for  a  few  moments  .* '  Tis  too  long 
deferred,  ((aid  he)  Arfacomes  muft  die,  and  that  un- 
worthy Favourite  with  his  Kood  muft  pay  for  the  King's 
Tyranny,  and  his  own.  Oppofe  not  my  Juft  Refoluti- 
ons.  Madam  (  continued  he  )  with  unjuft  Commands, 
my  Obedience  in  this  encounter  would  be  Cowardife  , 
and  in  tbe  extremity  we  are. reduced  to^Ioaghtto  be 
exempted  from  them.  The  King  doth  but  vainly  pre- 
pare a  Marriage  iat  him,  to  which  he  has  (b  unworthi* 
ly  pretended :  neither  am  I  io  unworthily  forfaken  of 
the  Gods  or  Men,  no  nor  of  my  own  Course,  which 
hitherto  has  ferved  me* faithfully  enough,  but. tint  i  can 
make  that  Rival  h\\  at  the  Headof  his  Army.  The 
¥Sx\gciS€ythid  (hall  kuow,that  the  remembrance  of  Ar- 
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fdua  is  nolcxtii^Aed  amongft  the  Soldiers  ^  And  I 
Ime  it  fliall  be  with  his  own  Forces,  dut  I  will  op- 
pofe  his  own  Unjaft  and  Tyrannical  Intoidments. 

He  brought  forth  thefe  words  with  (b  vehement  a  rage, 
that  I  foono  my  power  over  him  in  diis  particular  was  no 
longer  uiefol  to  me ;  yet  I  did  drive  to  pacifie  him,  as 
mncoaslwasable:  I  Have*  a  natural  averCon  toBlood, 
and  cMld  have  been  willmg  to  have  beeii  rid  of  Ar- 
fiiC9mes  by  any  ways,  but  death.    Befides   I  forelaw 
fach  a  manifeff  danger  in  that  enterprize  to  jirfmces^ 
that  1  was  conftrained  to  hope  for  a  favourable  UTue 
of  it.  I  reprefented  it  to  him  in  all  the  moving  terms^ 
I  could  find  words  toexprefiit  in^  but  could  notpoi- 
fibly  prevail.    He  left  me  in  many  difquiets.  thougn  he 
maoe  me  in  ibme  meafure  hope,  be  would  iee  me  agaiti 
before  his  departue  \  But  inftead  of  himfelf^  1  recei- 
ved a  Letter ,  by  one  of  Ihcodates  his  Servants  in  thefe 
Terms.

T  Defdrt^  ^  Madanu  fmce  my  Honowr^  and  fince  wy 
^  rep§fe  wiU  not  Jiifftr  nii  to  remain  longer  near  yenf^ 
and  ierchance  Jjhall  not  return  to  yon  again j  till  I  am 
freed  from  %  Rivals  and  Revenged  of  an  Enemy.  Re- 
member your  faith  fiuAtbctSj  and  if  it  pie  a  fe  God  he  die 
in  this  emerprizxy  fi^^r  him  aljo  to  die  in  your  me- 
mory. 

The  seadbg  of  this  Letter  infinitely  encreafed  my 

friefy  and  put  me  ag^in  into  my  termer  apprifa^fions.. 
began  to  be  afflifted  for  bis  Abfence,  ancl  to  tremble 
for  the  danger,tnto  which  he  precipitated  himfelf.  Ah 
(  faid  ly  burftin^  into  Tears)  what  likelihood  is  there, 
that  he  can  efFeo:  this  defign  without  perilbmg  in  it  \ 
Ah,  without  doubt  Coufio  (continued  I  to  Theomiris) 
we  jihall  never  fee  Arfaees  more,  and  his  defpair  will

he  by  his  own  death  will  fecttrethe  ftretcnfiorts  of  h» 
Rival.  I  thusafBiftcd  my  felf  deftitafe  of  all  Goft- 
folation,  and  could  never  qaicttnyftars  fo  long  as  hq 
contmucd  that  Joamcy :  Bat  oP  thofehis  galtent  pro- 
ceedings he  is  better  able  to  give  an-^Accomt  iban  I, 
v7ho  am  bat  little  capable  of  relating  fach  Adventores, 
.nsthofevoa  may  hear  from  himfelf.  Arf^es^  who  all 
this  time  had  hearkened  to  Ae  Fair  Princefe,  with  a 
wonderful  fatisfaAion  of  Mind,  now  breaking  filence  ; 
It  is  Tuft,  Madam,  (faid  he  )  that  I  fliooldeafe  you^ 
of  that  pains-,  and  you  out  of  your  Goodnefs  have  gi- 
yen  mc  reft  enougbi  to  be  able  to  finilh  ihy  Nar- 
ration.

W Hen  the  Prince  hadthougljtA  while,  Ito  recoUeA 
his  memory,  he  pr oceed^ed  in  this  manner  : 
I  no  fooner  departed  from  my  Princcls  (feid  be)  but 
I  made  Theodates  acquainted  with  my  Intentions,  and 
he  finding  no  Arguments  fufficient  to  perfwade  me  from 
fp  dangerous  an  enter  prize^  his  generous  Lpvemade^hiin 
tefolve  to  bear  a  part  in  whatever  fliould  befall  me  \  and 
having;  left  the  Letter  you  have  heard,  to  be  delivered^ 
after  our  departure,  we  went  out  of  Ijfedm  in  the  E^ 
vening,  and  hafted  by  thjc  neareft  waysto  mpetthe  re- 
turning Army,  of  whfch  all  the  Oommanders  were 
well  ktiown  to  us/  and  there  were  buta  very  few  of 
thcrn,  I  had  not  obliged  one  way -or  other,  when  I 
ft6cd  high  in  the' Kings  Favour.  - 1  hadchanged^my  Ar- 
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tooatfidtto  be  prtfehfty  known  of  aay  there  ^aiid 
tvben  we  came  of  witb  tbem,  we  let  the; Van-guard  pafe> 
before  I  faw  ^r/4^ow«  appear,  when  riding  up,  Halo- 
ted'him,  bending  very  low,  and  wkbooc  potting  ab 
the  Bearer  of  my  Hehnet,Sir  (  fiiid  1  in  analrered  tone) 
iray  I  have  the  honour  to  (peak  with  you  in  private,  a- 
boura  siatter  of  great  importance  for  the  Kings  Service. 
jtifAcomes  accuframcof  unmannerlinefs  and  folly,  for 
iuvtng  fpoken  to  him  without  difcovering  my  Face, 
and m a»  arrogant  way  demanding  who  I  was:  Yoi 
/hall  knovv.  Sir,  Cfaid  1)  in  a  moment,  if  you  will  be 

£  leafed:  to  retire  a^  tittle,  asalfo  the  Buimefs  I  come  a- 
6ut  He  conCmted  to  it,  and  we  retired  about  a 
liiindred  Paces,  vvkcn  turning  his  Horfe  \  Speak  now 
/faid  bO  atlibertyr'tell  me  who  xboa  prt,  and  what 
m)U  baft  to  commonicate  to  me :  I,  thought  I  might  bt 
ti^  part  of  his  Demands,  by  letting  bim  fee  my  Face, 
andibr  that  purpolfe  tbrufling  up  my  Beaver  :  I  am  jlr- 
faees^  (faid  1)  and  in  that  Name  alone  you  may  learn 
my  ]^(it)e&  He  was  furprized  at  this  light,  and  at 
diefe  words,  but!  vsould  take  no  advailtage  of  his  i- 
ma^ement:  Come  to  thy  felf  again,  (contmued  I)  and 
know  bim,that  neither  the  King  of  Scythta\  ingratitude, 
nor  thine,  has  been  able  to  ruin  ^  I  live  ftiU  in  fpite  ol 
Us  orders,  and  in^fpite  of  thine,  and  I  live  to  difpute 
JSmtife  with  thee  •  endeavour  to  defend  Ay  pretentions 
jwith  thy  Lite«  and  make  thy  (elf  worthy  oy  that  A<%^ 
on,  of  what  neither  thy  Birth  nor  thy  Services  ha^ve 
been  able  to  merit :  Thou  canft  never. hope  to  pofTefs 
ber  quietly  ^whilft^/^^r^/ is  alive,  and  thou  oughteft 
to  diipaten  nim  out!  of  the  World,  if  thou  wilt  fj^ee 
thy  felf  of  a  more  fortunate  Rival. 

When  he  had  fettled  bimfelf  a  little  t  Yes,  (faid  be) 
I  am  ready  to  difpute ii^rr/z/cr,  fince  you  have  efcaped 
the  Jullice  of  the  King  her  Father:  1  fjiall  be  glad,  to 
rtfveogchis  Quarrel,  and  make  my  Sword  the  Inuiu- 
mentof  that  Oeatb,thou  oughteft  to  have  fufFer^d  kr 
the  defence  of  thy  Country.  This  cruel  r<eproach,  to 
whichi  faw  my  felf  unhappily  expoftd,  raifed  my  an- 
ger  to  the  higeft  pitch,  and  knowing  1  coald  cxpcd  no 
longtirpe  to  nnilhour  Combat,  fcdng  he  had  dravvn 
his  Sword,  1  flew  at  him.  with  more  liuy  t'.-an  judge- 
ment) and  with  two  fortunate  blowf^  gave  bim  two 
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Wounds,  one  in  his  Body,  and  the  other  in  bis  rigbt 
Arm^  wnich  difabrkd  mm  to  Fight  any  longer^  then 
rufhing  furiottfly  againft  him  J  threw  him  headlong  from 
his  Horfe  to  the  Gi  ound<,  and  had  time  enough  to-have 
(kin  him  ^  but  bow  great  (bever  itiy  lotereft  was  in  his 
Death,  1  was  not  able  to  dve  it  him,  when  he  was  no 
longer  able  to  defend  himklf  And*  ieeing  Ibme  of  th.e 
Officers  of  the  Army  thundering  towards  me,.  I  ad- 
vanced to  meet  them,  with  a  purpofe  to  make  my  ielf 
known,  and  by  that  means  to  moderate  their  rdent- 
inents.  In  this  I  found  more  facility  than  I  espefted, 
by  the  prudence  of  TheotUtesj  whoadlbe  off  his  Hd- 
inet  to  make  them  know  him,  cryed,  O  Ciewrefies  I  O 
Leotarisy  whither  run  you  to  rerenge  j  it  is  ArJkceSf 
your  General,  and  your  beft  Friend  you  are  goii^  to 
deitroy.  The  Name  of  Arfaces  made  them  ftop, '  as  be- 
ing feiz.d  with  a  marvellous  afiocdnunent  1  whichgare 
me  time  to  come  up  to  diebi  with  my  owordin  my 
liand,  and  my  Head  unarmed:  Do  yon  come,  (iaidO 
dear  Friends,to  take  away  the  Life  oi^ facts  ?  'if  it  tie 
I  refufenot  Death,  nor  can  I  receive  it  from  more  wdr 
come  hands,  than  thofe  of  my  ancient  Friends,  and  of 
my  valiant  Companions.  Thefe  words  and  die  l^btof 
my  face,  put  them  into  wonderful  irrefdation^  fact 
within  awhile  they  made  all  other  confideradonsyidd 
to  thdr  Afieftion,  and  putting  up  thrir  Swords,  they 
tame  to  me  with  an  intention  very  different  fromthat^ 
which  at  firft  brought  them  thither. 

This  acckient  ftayed  the  March  of  the  Anny,  and 
no  iboner  the  Name  of  jir faces  had  fpread  amoogft  the 
f  eft  of  the  Officers  and  Soldiers,  but  the  ardent  Love 
they  had  born  me,  when  their  6eneral  renewed,  and 
when  time  had  given  me  leave  to  make  them  fenfiole  of 
the  injuftice  and  cruel  injuries.  I  had  recewed  from  the 
King,  for  all  my  Services,  ana  how  unworthily  Afk^ 
comes  would  take  my  Princefs  from  me,  agunft  her 
eonient ;  I  found  them  entirely  ^t  nry  Devodoa : 
when  I  had  declared,  all  my  intentions  reached  no  far^ 
ther  than  to  deliver  Bernice  from  her  unjuft  imprifon- 
ment,  and  free  her  from  a  hated  Rival,  and  that  be- 
yond this  I  had  neither  any  Ambition  nor  aim,  to  the 
prejudice  of  any  in  Scythia^  nor  to  mingle  any  further 
mtereft  of  my  own,  or  ptetenfioos  to  any  part  of  the 

King 
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Xing  of  S^huf^  Domimons.  I  had  ho  fooner  made 
them  fcnfiUe  of  tbefe  tbiMs,  though  more  at  large,  but 
O  /hamcial  to  the  KingdfSaithiM^  I  found  not  amongft 
fbmany  tboitiand  Men,  molt  of  mean  and  obfcure  Birth, 
any  one,  wh^e  thoi«hts  Were  not  faller  of  Gratitude 
^an  bis ;  9uxi  wbote  knowledge  of  my  real  Quality, 
which  1  tredy  tdd  diem)  was  not  abte  to  blot  out  of 
their  remembrance  the  obligations,  they  believed 
chey  had  to  me»  Let  him  be  Arfacts^  (cryed  they)or 
let  nim  be  Artsxerxesj  he  is  ftill  our  Gecieral,  he  is 
the  Friend)  he  is  the  Brctfher  of  Ormtdatts  our  great 
Prince,  we  have  no  more  War  againft  the  Pevjimsj 
and  we  are  (b  much  die  more  obli^  to  Prince  Artax^ 
•trx^s^  if  for  all  he  is  a  Verfisoi^  ne  has  ^ven  us  Ibdi 
Tdlimoniesof  AftAion^as  we  never  received  fran  anv 
of  our  ownCountry4Bcn.Let  him  lead  us,  ffaid  they) 
whither  bis  intereftcaUshhn,  and  we  will  ferve  him 
without  any  diftinftion  of  Enemies,  and  wiH  tiever  put 
anydifierence  between  his  Enemies  and  our  own. 

Tbefe  words,  and  many  others  to  the  iame  Senfe  were 
often  repeated  throug^ioiit  the  Army ;  and  I  cannot  but 
acknowledge,  I  felt  an  eice&of  joy  for  fo  favourable  an 
Event,  to  lee  my  felf  (bfiiddainly  in  a  condition  tadif- 
puteit  With  the  King  of  Scythia  in  the  Heart  of  his 
own  Dominions,  and  with  the  hands  of  his  own  Sub- 
{efts,  whom  his  crueltiesand  ingratitude  had  alienated 
from  hitn^  in  fisivour  of  a  Stranger.  I  ialnted  them  in 
ibdr  tums^  and  gjave,them  a  thoufand  thanks  for  the 
good  will  they  bore  me,  whilft  Arfacomesy  and  {bme 
very  few  near  Dim,  were  exceedingly  troubled  at  it. 
He  was  removed  into  a  Tent,  by  reafon  of  his  Wounds, 
where  I  paid  him  a  vifit,  and  by  my  proteftations  free^ 
him  from  all  apprehenuons  of  danger,  he  might  have 
conceived  from  tofuddainachange:  I  come  not  ffaid  I 
to  him  with  a  cabnAipeft)  to  reproach  you  with  the 
injuries  you  have  done  me :  I  endeavoured  incked  to 
revengatfaem  by  a  way  you  have  efcaped,  and  all  others 
are  toodilhonourable  f  Jr  me  to  ufe :  1  will  not  take  a* 
ny  advantage  againft  :you,  by  what  the  Army  has  done 
in  favour  of  me,  and  when  you  are  ftrong  enough  to 
endure  a  Journey,  j'ou  arc  abfolutely  free  to  depart  at 
'VOiir  pleafare,  though  I  am  not  infetmble,!  give  my  felf"' 
Ucath  in  giviog  you  Liberty,  and  that  y<>a  will  'make 

no 
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iio  other  ufc  of:  it,thaii  to  ^deprive  me  of  that  Prthced^ 
which  is  the  caufe  of  all  our  difcoatents^  yet  that  'know- 
ledge is  not  able  to  alter  my  defigu-KjO  fee  ^^ernke  ^- 
gam  when  you  pleafe  -,  yet  remember  that  igencRxi^ 
Minded  Man  ought  to  win  her  A^e6bons  ratlher  by  hi$ 
.Services,tban  ov9e  it  by  be^f  atUers  Authority^  and  tliisit 
the  recoinpence  yon  owefor^hatl  now defot  you,  & 
not  tofuffer5^r»icf  to  be  forced;  /  ,  ^   '^ 

ArfAcomes  Was  gping  to  reply,  bit  I  went  cW  of  the 
Tent  without  ftaying  for  bis  Aniwer,  as  riot  dtfiriifg  a- 
joy  further  conference  with  a  Man,  who  haddeligned 
me  fuch  a  mortal  Injury  \  and  he  toon  after  departed 
towards  Jjffdwi  breathing  outnothing  but  threatnings  ^ 
g^inftme.  Butiathistumof  my  Fortune,  riot  being 
w tiling  to  fi'y  to.  extremities againft  the  Father  of  Ber- 
tmcemd  Orooiuiatej^  as  we:marched  forwa:rd  (bwly  to- 
wards the  City,  afterxonftdtBigmy  Friends  about  ir, 
IfenthimaLcitter  inthcfclcrinst   .  .

}e5t^  afid  mine  is  not  fo  defpi cable  as  to  make  her  Blufh^ 
for  havingpreferred  me  before  Arfacoihes^  perchance  you 
may  have  fome  conjideration  of  it^  and  if  all  generofity 
be  not  utterly  extinguifijed  in  the  Heart  of  a  Kingy  yon 
will  ren.  ember  J  am  ft  ill  the  fame  Arfaces,  wha  has  loft 
your  Friendfhip  only  by  his  misfortune^  but  who  gaiued  it 
with  his  Biooaand  with  his  Services^ 

I  expelled  an  Anfwer  but  in  vain  •,  for  a  few  days  af- 
ter i  heard  the  King  to  exprefs  his  cruel  refentment^ 
and  inveterate  hatred  to  me,  had  no  fooner  read  it,  bu? 
he  icaufed  my  Meflenger  to  be  hanged,  and  prepared  for 
his  ownderehce,  fending  to  rai(e  Men  in  many  of  \\ii 
Provinces  \  but  that  which  wounded  me  moft  fenfibly 
was,  that  1  beard,  he  with  criael  threathings  had  again 
tommanded  the  Princefs  to  prejjare  for  her  Marriage 
with  Arfacome^'^  and  the  Wedding  wbiild  be  no  longei: 
deferred,  than  till  thnt  Favourite  was  cureid  of  liis 
Wounds  •,  notwithftanding  Ihe  refifted  it  all  (he  tould, 
and  anfvvered  as  flie  had  done  before,  which  made  me 
impatient  of  further  dfelay,  feeing  all  hopes  of  accommo- 
dation were  fruitlcfi-  But  as  1  encamped  within  fix  hun- 
dred Furlongs,  the  King  contrived  to  flop  my  further 
i)rogrefs,  by  lending  Ruffians,  hired  for  great  rewards^ 
to  riiurther  me  in  my  Teht  by  Night  ^  two  of  them  toqli; 
their  opportunity  (by  the  fupinenefs  of  my  Guards^who 
cxpefted  no  fuch  danger  near  me)  to  cut  their  way 
through  the  back  of  my  Tent,  but  with  ibe  fioife  they 
rbadein  cnthnfe  it,  1  perceived  tficmby  the  light  of  a 
Taper  burning  by  my  Bed,when  they  had  begun  to  pull 
ijpen  tny  Curtains,(in  order  to  execute  their  wicked  de- 
fign^  with  drawn  Swords  in  their  hands.  1  (bop  leaped^ 
on  the  other  fide  of  my  Bed,  and  getting  my  vSword,  I 
with  a  ftrbng  thruft  laid  one  of  them  dead  on  the 
Ground.  His  Companion  terrified  at  this  dilafier,  lofl: 
his  Courage,  and  endeavoured  to  fave  himfelf  by  fiightj 
but  I  oppofed  his paflage,  and.prefenting  the  point  of 
my  Swor.d  to  his  Brealt,  eompeile4  him  to  flay  :  Mif- 
trealrit,  (faidi)  finCe  thou  haft  dared  to  venture  on  fc 

i I  '  great 
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great  a  defign,  fee  if  thou  art  able  to  make  an  end  of 

The  cowardly  Wretch  was  daunted  at  thefe  Words, 
and  at  the  terror  he  beheld  in  my  angry  Face,  when 
throwing  down  his  Sword,  and  felling  on  his  Knees  be- 
fore me :  Ah,  Sir,  (faid  he)  if  you  be  the  great  and 
generous  j^rfaces^  who  can  Pardon  as  well  as  Conquer, 
^are  my  Life.  1  give  it  thee,  (faid  I)  thy  Blood  is  too 
ba(e,  to  be  fpilt  by  the  hand  of  ji^faces^  in  the  condi- 
tion thy  fear  has  reduced  thee  to ;  but  I  will  know  who 
put  thee  upon  this  villanous  defign.  Whilft  I  wasfpeak- 
ing  thus,  the  Noi(e  had  Allarumed  thofe  that  were  near 
me,  who  came  thronging  into  my  Tent,  and  finding 
me  in  that  pofture,  fell  into  great  admiration ;  they 
would  have  fuddainly  killed  the  Wretch,  as  he  was  ftiU 
on  his  Knees  before  me  i  but  I  ftriftly  forbid  it,  com- 
manding him  to  tell,who  had  employed  him  in  his  under- 
taking. When  with  abrupt  ftammerings  and  tears 
gufhing  from  his  eyes :  Ah,  generous  Sir,  (faid  he  J  I 
think  the  caufe  of  this  attempt  cannot  be  unknown  to 

Jrou,  the  King  fent  us  to  kill  you,  and.befides  the  five 
lundred  Talents  already  offered,  he  gained  us  by  pro- 
mifing  a  greater  recompence. 

Oroondates  could  not  fufFer  Arfaces  to  continue  his 
Difcourfe,  without  horror  and  trembling,  and  detefting 
the  cruel  bafenefs  of  his  Father,  in  very  refenting  cx- 
preffions  of  his  unworthinefs,  which  he  could  not  have 
J5ut  an  end  to  in  a  great  while,  if  Arfaces^  who  defired 
to  end  his  long  Narration  had  not  taken  him  off  to  go 
on  it.

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T^O  not  afflid  your  felf,  Brother^  at  the  recital  of  the 
-^■^  Kings  cruelties,  (continued  Jirfaces)  but  employ 
that  Goodnefs ,  which  makes  you  fall  into  a  Paffion .  a- 
^ainfthim,  to  pardon  the  things  my  refentments  made 
rac  undertake  againft  the  Father  of  thofe,  that  are  (b  dear 
to  me,  for  the  whole  Army  was  no  fooner  made  fenfiblc 
of  this  lall  bafe  Treachery,  but  they  were  more  eager 
than  I  to  revenge  it.  In  brief,  we  laid  Siege  to  Iffedon^ 
and  though  it  was  well  defended,  the  King  was  not  with- 
out ibme  apprehenfions,  we  would  foon  be  mafterof  it, 
having  already  ftoptallthe  paflages,  whereby  any  fuc- 
cour  could  enter  it ;  however  to  hinder  us  from  appre- 
hending the  fear  he  conceived,  he  caufed  Prince  Carthar 
fis  to  Sally  with  eight  hundred  Horfe,  but  he  was  fo  fu- 
rioufly  charged,  that  moft  of  his  Troop  ftirunk  from 
him,  and  ours  had  encompaiTcd  him,  where  though  he 
fought  valiantly,  notwithftanding  for  my  lucky  Ar* 
rival,  he  had  been  in  danger  of  his  Life,  but  I  no.  fooner 
cafl:  my  Eyes  upon  him,  e're  1  caufed  our  Men  to  retire, 
and  his  to  ceafe  from  fighting,  by  the  aflurance  I  gave 
them  of  that  fafety,  they  little  hoped  for  before  the  re- 
fpeft  1  bore  to  the  Virtues  of  that  Prince,  made  me  run 
with  open  Arms  to  embrace  him :  Ah,  Sir,  (laid  I)  is  it 
poflible,  that  you  your  felf  (hould  fo  much  labour  for  the 
ruin  of  Arfaces^  who  has  ever  honoured  you  ?  I  never 
laboured  to  ruin  him,(l:eplied  the  Prince)  but  he  knows 
well,  that  1  cannot  diibbey  the  Kings  Orders,  nor  rcfufe 
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the  employtncntSjhc  gives  me  without  difhonour.I  found 
by  theie  words,  that  he  was  conftrained  to  force  bimfelf, 
before  thofe  that  were  with  him,  and  not  being  willing 
to  render  him  fufpefted  by  my  endearments,  1  forbore 
them  for  the  Himc  confideration,  and  freely  gave  him  his 
Liberty,  which  with  fome  repugnancy  he  accepted  j  and 
after  fome  other  Difcourfe,  before  we  parted,  1  made 
him  fo  fenfible  of  the  wrongs  the  King  had  done  rne,that 
he  could  not  but  exceedingly  blame  him  for  his  ingrati- 
tude, which  when  he  had  done  in  terms  that  exprelied 
hi^  forrow  for  my  ill  ufage :  Yet  what  is  it  you  intend, 
(continued  hcj  will  you  dethrone  Bemices  fiiihcr^  and 
kill  his  Subjeds  to  poflcfs  his  Dominions,  which  ought 
to  be  by  Inheritance  Prince  Or<?W^r^/s.  ,No,  (replied 
1)  the  intereftof  BermcesiX\dOroondates{l'M  ever  be  in- 
feparable  from  my  own,  and  though  I  were  excufable  e- 
tiough,  yet  1  fliould  make  fome  reparation  for  the  inju- 
ries 1  have  received  from  a  Prince,  who  declares  bimfelf 
their  Enemy,  and  not  their  Father.  I  have  not  the  leaft 
thought  of  fucha  purpofe:  on  the  contrary,  Imueh  ra- 
ther believe,  I  fecure  thefe  Dominions  to  Oroondates^ 
which  Arfacomes  ilnd  Stratonice  Would  fupplatit hiiBf  of: 
and  in  brief,  my  utmoft  refolution  is,  that  for  the  pro- 
curing Bermce^s  Liberty^  I  only  demandjthat  (he  be  not 
forced  to  take  a  Husband  unworthy  of  her,  and  to  let 
you  fee  this  no  feigried  pretcnce^wnerewith  I  would  co- 
ver my  refentments^  I  will  hy  down  my  Arms,  if  you'l 
pals  your  word  for  the  King,^  that  Bemhe  fhall  be  free 
in  her  own  intentions.  1  will  not  give  you  my  word  for 
any  thing,  (anfwered  the  Prince)  which  1  am  not  able 
to  make  good,  but  1  will  promife  yon,  I  will  eit^loy  all 
the  power  1  have  with  the  King  to  difpofe  him  to it^ 
and  thatwithfn  threedays  you  Ihall  know  from  mc  his 
final  determination.  You  do  me  a  favour,  (faid  1)  I 
durft  not  have  demanded  of  you,  and  ffnce  after  the  dc* 
ftinv  of-  my  latt  Mcfleni^er,  1  have  no  ways  left  to  learn 
the  Kings  refolutions,  I  accept  the  offer  you  are  pleafed 
to  make  me,  andintrcatyou  nor  to  be  unmindful  of  it. 
^fter  fome  other  Difcourfe  he  departed,  and  having 
brought  him  near  to  the  Gates  of  the  City,  I  retired  to 
fnyTcnt,  in  cxpeftation  of  the  event,  caufingall  Hofti- 
lui:j  to  Gjafe  for  that  time. 
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When  I  had  watted  the  accomplifliment  of  his  pro- 
tnife,  with  mach  impatiency,  and  found  no  retarn,  I 
began  to  accufc  that  worthy  Prince  of  a  failure  in  his 
word  -,  when  late  in  the  Night,  a  Man  was  brought  by 
oar  Out'Guards  to  my  Tent,  as  himfelf  had  defired* 
I  knew  him  to  be  one  of  the  Princes  his  Servants,  and  re- 
ceived bim  very  favourably ;  he  told  me  for  the  ezcufe 
of  that  delay,  the  Prince  for  fear  of  an  interception, 
was  forced  to  ftay  till  it  was  late,  and  then  bybisAutho-r^ 
ritty  with  the  Guards,  brought  him  himfelf  without  the 
Gates  till  he  was  paft  danger,  and  then  prefented  me  with 
two  Letters,  I  opened  the  firft  in  thefe  words :

T  Have  forgotten  nothing^hat  I  owe  nnt^  yonr  Friend^

tie  credit  with  the  Ktng^  as  not  to  be  able  to  Jhake  the :. 
ieafi  of  his  refolutions.  AH  that  endeavour  to  perfwade  him  • 
from  them  J  pafs  in  his  opinion^  for  his  Enemies^  and  I . 
manted  but  very  little  of  being  put  into  that  mtmber^  ln"\ 
finCy  he  will  have  Bernice  Marry  Arfacomes,  and  though ' 
the  Prince fs  tells  him^  Jliejball  meet  htr  Funeral  in  that  - 
Marriage^  Jhe  has  no.  longer  delay  allowed  ho\  tha?Jthe^  • 
Morning^  fucceeding  this  Nighty  wherein  Jlje  isde(lined  : 
without  fail,  for  thofe.  unjufi  and  cruel  Nuptials »  It  is^ 
with  extream  forroWy  J  fend  you  fuch  unwelcome  Newsj^l 
think  of  the  means  you  have  to  prevent  it^  and  never  doubt  ■ 
of  my  Fidelity^  fince  you  are  too  generous  tq.  deftre  a^iy,  \ 
proof  of  ity  that  are  contrary  to.  virtue^  ^ 

I  was  exceedingly  tranfportcd.  with  rage,,  attlie  read^ 
ing  of  this  Letter,  but  much  more  when  I  looked  oii; 
the  otb^r,  which  was  from  my  Princefs.,  in  thisfe 
Words  J

The  Princeft  Bernice  to  Pi'ince  Arftces. 

*THe  How  of  my  Death  is  near, my  dear  f^tficty^jjo 
•l  Morrm  mnft  be  the  day  of  m  FutteraL  Jvrue 
thefe  words,  mt'&muehto  teUyoa  this  ill  ttewsy  *s  to  pro- 
tefitoyou,thatImSperfevere  to  my  very  Grave  m  rm, 
da  refolution.  Tah  comfort  in  a  misfortune  yoHcamot  di- 
^frt[ZdbeAafi  a  fed  that  if  Bcrmcc  clothe 
yours,  you  fiall  never  W  the  difcontent  to  fee  her  live 
with  Arficomcs. 

I  (aw  now  but  too  plainly  there  was  no  timefor  delay, 
I  was  refoUed  either  to  hinder  this  greateft  of  all  msfor- 
tunes,  or  to  fecrife e  my  Life  in  the  attempt.    P«fc«ly 
fent  lot  all  the  Commanders  to  "'V  Tent,   and  hav«^ 
told  them  thcfadcalamity  that  was  about  ^o  befall  mc, 
befeeched  them  with  moving  words    a"^  tears  ui  my 
Eyes,  to  lend  me  in  this  kft  extremity  their  utmoltal 
fiLce.    They  all  faithfully  promifed  to  ^ jjjt  «« 
Idefiredof  them.    I  th«n  untreated  them  (peedilyt^ 
all  things  in  a  readinefs,  to  make  three  Attacks  u^ntbc 
Citv   as  earlv  as  thev  could  n  the  Mornmg,  but  to  be 
S&hi  S  SVedas.mightbe,  for  1  was  refoWed 
if  i^ffible,  to  carry  it  by  Storm,  and  prevent  this  fetal 
wSriage    I  omitted  nothing  in  «>y  own  Perf^,  and  at 
the  timi  appointed  found  Iwaspuaftually  °bey^'  »S- 
faw  aflured  Ibccefs  in  the  Fa«s  of  our  Men,  fud  of  Cou- 
rage, and  brave  refolutions.    Two"  Attacks  weu  made 
tolmufe  the  Enemy,  and  draw  tbcmf  from  that  f«^ 
1  intended  to  enter  with  the  greateft  force    when  1  tod 
beaten  the  Befieged  from  their  0«t-worg    and  fr«n 
the  Walls,  with  Ihowersof  Arrows,  ^nj,^  ""f^^^fj^" 
from  our  Engines  ^  we  broke  the  ^o"^^  Gates  in   piecg 
with  our  Battering-Rams,  a"^  1  furioufly  entred  at  tnc 

Head  of  my  Forces,  making;my  J^'^y '"/"i*.*? '"™* 
manner,  that  at  laft  the  ftouteft  that  bad  reGfted,  were 
cither  flain,  or  fled  trembling  before  me  ^  I  foon  u^r- 
flood  where  my  Princefs  was,and  haftmg  thither,  broke 
iLe  Lightning'through  the.  G^^l'  *«J,S°^^^^^^^^^^ 
way,  till  I  came  to  her  Anti-Chamber,  ^  where  anotncr 
ftrong  Guard  was  polled,  and  they  hoping  for  no  par- 
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don  from  the  King,  if  they  abandoned  her,  made  an  ob- 
ftinatc  rcfiftance,  bat  it  proved  fatal  to  them  ^ '  for  the 
greateft  pajrt  were  flain,  whilft  I  forced  my  way  over 
their  dead' Bodies,  as  did  thofe  that  followed  me,  and 
coming  into  my  PrinceflTes  Chamber,  found  her  retire^ 
to  the  fiirtheft  corner  with  cy/^w/^,  as  much  alFrighted, 
as  if  my  defign  had  been  againft  her  own  Life.  True  it 
is,  that  ftch  a  Spedacle,  and  the  Fight  that  had  been  at 
her  Chamber  door,  andtti^de  the  Blood  flream  into  it^ 
was  fufficicnt  to  beget  that  fear  in  her,  neither  did  I 
think' it  any  thing  ftrar^e,  but  concluded  I  had  .no  time 
tolbofe.  in  words,  1  only  faid,  Madam,  you  are  free, 
nor  (hall  this* be  theday,that  you  fliall  Marry  j^rfacomes. 
To  whitfi  I  neither  received  tioV  expefted  an  Anlwer^ 
buttook-hcnipin  my  Arms,  fainting  in  her  fears,  ana 
ordering  Criton  to  do  the  like  by  CylUnia^  1  haded  the 
fame  way  I  came,  and  by  the  hdp  of  others,  had  thena 
delhrcrcd  into  our  Arms,  when  we  were  mounted. 

Having  gotten  what  1  only  aimed  at,  as  I  was  retuhi- 
ing,  I  faw  the  King  accompanied  with  Carthafis^  ^rfa* 
comey^  and  others  coming  towards  nie  ^  he  had  left  the 
place  whither  the  noife  of  the  firft  AflTaiilt  had  drawn 
him,  refolving  to  die  fighting,  and  not  furvive  the  fliamej 
which  a  Stranger  alone,  and  aoandoned^had  made  him  to 
fuffer  in  the  midft  of  his  own  Dominions ',   and  though 
being  little  able  to  difpute  the  Viftory  with  me,  he  no 
fooner  caft  his  Eyes  upon  me,  and  faw  his  Daughter  in 
my  Arms,  but  advancing  before  all  his  Men,  after  many 
reproaches.he  darted  a  Javelin  at  me,  which  came  whiz-' 
zing  over  my  Shoulder.  I  trembled  for  fear  of  Bemicej 
but  that  was  not  able  to  make  me  loofe  tl>e  r elpeft  1  bore 
to  his  Perfon. "  Wherefore  having  given  my  Men,  only  a 
Command  to  defend  themfelves,  and  to  make  good  the 
retreat;  VMgoi  Scy  tin  a  ^  (cryed  1)  I  will  neither  have 
thy  Life,  nor  thy  City,but  leave  them  both  for  my  Prin* 
cefs.  Arfacomes  mvj  live  alfo,  feeing  I  cannot  give  him 
Death  Without  advantage,  but  he  Ihall  live  without  Ber- 
nice.    Atthefe  words,  calling  to  thofe  of  my  Party,  to 
open  and  give  me  paflage,  covering  my  Princefs  with  my 
Shield,  1  quitted  the  City ,  and  was  followed  by  all  thoie 
that  had  entred  with  me,  who  (hewed  me  an  cxaft  O- 
bedicnce  in  all  the  Commands  I  gave  them  •,  but  then  \ 
perceived  mv  Princefs  was  in  a  Svvoun,  ihe  knowledge 
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tjhcreof  cxtrcamly  moderated  my  joy  for  this  fuccefi, 
^d  made  mc  bafte  to  my  Tent  for  her  recpvery,  where- 
Being  laid  on  a  Bed,  fuch  means  were  ufed,  as  made' 
ber  come  to  tier  felf,  when  opening  her  eyes  (he  faw.  roe 
by  her,  with  my  lips  cemented  to  one  qf  her  fair 
bands  ^  (he  looked  about  her  a  while,  an4  finding 
tvhcrc  (he  was,  pulling  Iier  hand  from  between  mine: 
Ah  Arf^ces  (  faid  (lie  with  a  (jgh  )  what  have  you 
done  /*  I  have  done  what  you  had  reafori  to  expeft 
frommy  affiiftion  Canfwered  Ij  I  have  pulled  you  out 
of  the  Arms  of  that  unworthy  Husband,  that  wa$  in- 
tended to  you.  You  have  fo .(  faid  (he  )  but  you  have 
alfo  pulled  me  out  of  my  Fathers  arms.  The  Pripcefs 
bad  no  fooner  uttered  thefe  words,  but  ipy  btopd 
TUn  back  in  my  veins,  an4  my  ailpnifhment  was  fo 
great,  that  not  being  able  to  make  any  reply,  I  pqly 
fixed  my  eyes  upon  Tier  face,  and  (he  taking  the  ad- 
vantage of  my  filence  :  Ar faces  (  faid  (he)  fincc  yoa 
h;iv,e  fatis&ed  your  Love,  (atis6e  my  Honour  alfo.  I 
am  not  offended  at  your  adion,  but  if  ypu  have  loved 
mc,  1  befecch  you  in  the  name  of  all  theOods  to  re- 
ft ore  me  my  Liberty.  How,  Madam  (  faid  I,  in  much 
aftonifliment )  do  you  then  demand  your  Liberty  of 
xicity  and  are  you  not  free,  are  you  not  Soveraign  a- 
mongft  us,  when  as  before  you  was  a  Captive,  aud  a 
frifoner  in  that  place,  from  whence  I  have  delivered, 
you,  Tis  true  ( added  my  Princefs )  I  was  fo,  but 
that  Captivity,  and  thqfe  misfortunes  1  fuffcred,  were 
better  becoming  mc,  atid  more  advantageous  than  this 
Liberty  ^  you  have  reftored  mc  to  the  Empire,  you 
have  given  me  over  you,  and  if  you  will  have  me  make 
ufc  of  it,  it  (hall  only  be  to  conjure  you  to  fend  me  back 
to  tire  King  my  Father. 

This  difcourfe  fp  unexpe(Sted,abfolutely  thanderflruck 
me.  and  only  left  me  a  life  much  vyorfe  than  death  it 
felf^.  What ,  Madam,  (faid  1  with  a  forrowful  Counter 
nance,  would  you  have  me  fend  you  back  to  the  King  , 
and  put  you  again  into  the  power  of  Arfacomes^to  whom 
you  had  fo  great  an  averfion,  and  who  this  day  (hould 
nave  been  your  Husband  ;  Has  halfa  day  been  able  to 
make  (6  great  a  change  in  your  mind  ;  and  do  you  now 
rejeft  Arfaces  to  prefer  Arfacomes^  whom  yefterday  you 
hated  worfc  than  death.    Arfaces  (anfwered  (he  )  was 

never 
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nmr  more  dear  to  itie^  and  Arfacomes  never  moretxati&' . 
full  than  at  this  moment,  and  if  yoa  well  remember  tbc 
bopes  I  gave  you,  yoa  cannot  accufe  me  of  a  change, 
which  not  halt  a  day,  no  nor  my  whole  life  can  ever  ren- 
der me  camUe  of.  I  promi(ed  you,  i  woakl  never  love 
any  body  but  your  ielf^  and  that  I  would  weddmy 
{elf  to  the  Grave  rather  than  to  a^ryir^/«fj,  but  never 
ipade  yo«  hope  either  by  my  Dircourfc,  or  by  Adions, 
Uiat  1  wc^ld  fly  from  my  Fathers  Arms  to  follow  you, 
to  dofhameful  Adions,  andfuchasare  unworthy  of  a 
Princefs.  I  never  demanded  any  proofs  of  your  anTefti- 
Qn  ( interrupted  I )  which  the  ftrideft  feverity  could 
condemn  \  but  wKat  other  remedy  could  I  apply  to  fa 
prefling  an  extremity,  and  what  meom  had  you  to  a- 
void  that  misfortune,  which  your  felf  had  given  me  no- 
tice of.  Death  (replyed  the  Princels  ^  which  (hall  ever 
be  lefs  cruel  to  me,tnan  the  fliame  you  nave  prepared  me, 
and  though  I  gave  you  notice  of  my  misfortune,  I  did 
not  demand  remedies  of  you,  whicn  you  could  not  give 
without  ruining  me  ^  I  only  prptefted,  that  I  couldne-- 
ver  be  but  yours,  and  that  promife  Ihali  be  inviolably 
performed. 

And  w^ich  way  do.  you  keep  that  promife  ((aid  I), 
quite  tranfported.  K  you  command  me  to  reftore  you  to. 
Arfmcomes :  you  (bali  not  reftore  me  to  Arfacomes  (  re- 
plied (he)  but  only  to  the  King  my  Father,  whom  my 
Honour  iiifFers  me  not  to  forfake  without  his  confent, 
and  if  the  King  gives  me  to  Arfacomes^  I  by  my  death 
can  oppofe  his  Tyranny,  without  oiFeiiding  my  Reputa- 
tion*   Ab^  Madam  (faidl  stepping  hack,  and  lifting 
vp  my  hands  and  eyes  towards  Heaveu)!  had  rather  leave 
][QU  to  Arfacomes^  than  to  death,  and  if  oneofusmu(i: 
cie,  'tisonly  forfaken  Arfaces^  who  no  way  but  by  dy- 
ing can  quit  himfelf  of  Cowardife,  in  giving  you  up  to 
lis  Rival.    Yes,  Madam,  1  am  ready  to  give  you  the 
cruel  proofs  of  my  fubmiiiion,  which  you  demand,  and 
if  you  yet  defire  any  others,  you  Oiall  fee  me  run  to  this 
place,  which  is  more  odious  to  you  than  the  Prifon  from 
vhence  1  delivered  you,  and.  from  a  place  fo  fatal  to 
7our  Reputation,  (ince  you  find  fo  much  (liame,  and  fo 
buch  misfortune  in  the  company  oiArfaces.  Let  us  go 
t)  the  KingofScythia  ^  Let's  go  and  receive  A^faco/nes^ 
fern  ready  to  facrifice  my  life  to  that  Rival ,  that  I  may 

ferve 
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ferve  Bemice  to  the  utmoft,  a$  ingrateful,  and  as 
changeable  as  (he  is :  With  thefe  words  I  commanded  a 
Chariot  immediately  to  be  prepared. 

My  Princefs  was  deeply  touched  with  what  I  had 
laid,  yet  remaining  unfliaken  in  her  refolation,  and  look- 
ing fteadfeftlv  opon  me :  yoo  are  ingrateful  your  lell((aid 
ilie)  toaccufc  ber  of  ingratitude,  and  of  change,  who 
iivc  ail  you  are  fo  great,  and  worthy  to  be  beloved,  loves 
you  barter  than  flic  ought,  fince  (he  loves  you  bfetter 
tlun  her  repofe,  and  more ,  than  her  own  Life,  and  to 
confirm  this,  the  event  perhaps  will  make  my  intentions 
better  known  to  you  than  they  are,  and  you  without 
doubt  will  learn,  that  although  I  prefer  my  duty  before 
my  fatisfadion ,  I  will  prefer  my  Grave  betbrd:  any  Man 
in  the  world,  txctpt  Arfaces.  Whitftwe  wefe  thusdiC 
courfing,  the  Chariot  arrived,  and  with  Tears  in  my 
eyes  I  placed  her,and Cjj/Afw^ in  it.  Our  looteori  both 
fjdes  declared  the  fadnefsofour  hearts  at  this  cruel  fepa- 
I'ation  :  Farewell  ^rtax^rxes  f  faid  (he)  fbrcingber 
modefty  to  embrace  me  )  leave'  the"  care  of  my  delliny 
to  me,  and  remember,  that  \(  BermceWyt  not  for  you, 
ihe  will  not  live  for  her  felf,  when  commanding  me  not 
to  ftir  any  farther,  the  Chariot  drov^  on  with  a  fmall 
Convoy  to  the  City,  and  carried  with  her  all  the  Joy, 
and  ths  hopes'!  received,  whilft  my  eyes  purfoed  it  till 
ilic  had  entred  the  Gates. 

This  was  the  moft  fenfible  grief  thftt  ever  pentrated 
ray  bleeding  heart.  I  made  lamentations  unbecoming  my 
courage,  and  found  a  great  deal  of  pittyamongft  my 
generous  friends,  but  no  comfort  could  enter  into  my 
Soul.  A  defpair  of  now  feeing  my  felf  utterly  loft  pot 
me  upon  the  moft  daring  and  dangerous  relolution  in 
the' World  :  1  refolved  to  die,  bur  facha  way  as  per- 
haps you  cannot  well  imagine,  nay  to  die  in  the  pre- 
fence  of  Bernice^  by  the  command  of  the  KingofScythiOy 
without  anv  repugnancy,  or  further  rcfiftance,  and  be* 
ing  firmly  fixed  upon  it,  no  fooner  the  followingday  be* 
gan  to  fvppcar^  but  1  wrote  a  Letter,  and  ordered  one 
of  my  Servants,  it  (liould  be  delivered  to  TheodAtesthut 
or  four  hours  after.    The  vf  ords  were  thefe  :

\/ST  too  deaty  and  tnytoo^  generous  frUnd.   0'/;eof  the 
^^  mofi  fenfible  griefs  that  accompany  me  tif  vjy  grave ^ 
is  that  of  parting  with  you  forever  ^  after  having  engaged 
you  ,  andfo  many  gallant  men  in  a  party  dc^rnilive  to 
your  repoje^  and  to  your  fortune^  neither  in  the  reafon  I 
have  here  to  die^  jhoula  Ihaveeverrefolved  to  forfakc 
yoUy  if  I  did  not  know^  that  I  leave  you  in  jtccnditien^ 
wherein  you  are  able  to  make  an  advantageous  Peace ^ 
both  for  your  felfj  and  for  the  rejt.    The  King  of  Scy- 
thia,  who  demands  nothir^  but  the  Head  of  Avisices^and 
my  Life  having  once  fat isfied  him,  he  wiU  grant  you  alt 
the  conditions  you  would  defire  '^  and  fo  lona,  as  you  have 
Arms  in  your  hands^  you  may  make  them  as  advantage- 
ous as  you  pUafe.    Pardon  the  troubles^  into  which  the 
nUferies  of  an   wifartunate    Friend  has  cafi  you^   and 
love  the  memory  of  Ar(ace$,  fince  if  he  could  he  would 
have  lived  J  that  he  might  have  been  always  yours. 


I  had  no  fooner  done^his,  bat  putting  on  my  Armour, 
I  mounted^  and  fufFering  none  of  my  Servants  to  at- 
tend me,  I  rod  to  the  Out-Guards  of  our  Enemy,  and 
defired  tbem  to  carry  me  to  the  King,  to  whom  1  had 
bufmefs  of  great  Importance    to  Communicate,    tliat 
concerned  his  own  fafety,  and  the  fafety  of  ail  in  Hfedo?:. 
This  made  their  Commander  not  fcruple  the  paflage  of 
afingleMan,  when  he  perceived  tliat  none  followed  me, 
and  i>  procuring  the  Gates  to  be  opened,  I  foon  had 
notice,  that  the  Kins  was  gone  to  the  Temple,  with  a 
great  Train,  to  celcDrate  the  Marriage  of  my  Princefs 
With /irfacomes^  Siiid  thither  I  went  direftly-,  but  not 
without  fume  trouble  of  mind,  though  death  in  all  his 
gaftly  Terrors  didtiot  in  theleaft  afrightme:  With 
fome  difficulty  bribing  my  way,  I  gained  an  entrance, 
and  faw  my  Princefs  at  the  Altar,  all. in  Tears,  hearing 
part  of  her  fad  complaints,  and  the  repugnancy  (be  had 
to  what  they  were  about  to  force  her  to,  when  enflam- 
ed  with  anger,  and  yet  refolved  to  die  :    Stay  (cryed 
I)  flay  King  oiScythia^  and^benotfohafty  todifpatch 
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«  Sacrifice^  wliereof  I  am  the  Principal  Viftim,  wfieim 
cafting  my  Helmet  at  bis  Feet,  Idifcoyered  to  him  the 
faceoF  Ar faces :  I  know  not  whether  Fear  or  Amaze- 
ment firrtfeizcd  upon  the  King,  but  nodoabt,  the  re- 
membrance of  the  day  before  coming  into  bis  mincf, 
iinadebim  believe,  1  had  entred  the  City  again  in  Arms;, 
and  that  having  forced  the  Gates  a  fecond  time,  Icame 
nowforthclaft,  to  crofs  his  defign,  and  to  take  revenge 
for  all  the  Injuries  1  bad  receivcd-,1  read  his  apprehenfions 
jn  his  face,  but  1  fufFerecJ  him  not  long  to  continue  in 
them,  for  looking  on  him  with  an  aAion  much  more  re- 
ilblute  than  his! 

Setletby  felf  (faidl)  and  tremble  not  at  the  fight 
of  a  iingle  Man,  and  of  a  Man,  whom  all  thy  cruelties 
have  not  been  able  to  make  thine  Enemy,  I  neither  come 
with  a  Power,  nor  with  an  Intention  to  take  Revenge 
of  fo  many  unfpeakable  wrongs.  1  bring  you  only  a  head 
which  is  neceflary  for  j^pur  repofe,  and  for  your  fatis- 
fai^ioniand  a  Head,  which  with  Bermce^  thou  fliould- 
cft  prefent  to  A'rfacomes.    Behold  my  Arms,  which  1 
throw  down  at  thy  Feet  (  purfued  1,  letting  fall  my 
Sword  )  and  behola  at  laft,tbis  Af faces ,  to  whom  thdii 
beared  io  implacable  a  hatred,  who  comes  bothalqne, 
and  unarmed  ,  to  expofe  himfelf  to  thy  Indignation  \ 
but  as  it  is  with  nodefignto  hurt  thee,  fo  neither  is  it 
with  any  to  appeafe  thee,  that  here  he  prefents  himfelf. 
He  demands  no  reparation  for  the  injuries  thou  haft 
done  him,^  nor  does.he  pretend  to  any  favour  from  thofe, 
thou  haft  received  fi'om  him,  and  he  would  be  afham- 
ed  to  receive  Life  from  them  at  thy  hands.  Pour  forth 
all  the  eiFeds  of  thy  Anger,  and  of  thy  Revenge  up- 
on this  Artaxerxes^  the  Son  of  Darius^   who  with 
thine  own  Forces,  hasaflauUed  thy  Wall?,  has  forced 
thy  City,  has  pulled  thy  Daughter  out  of  thy  Arms,* 
and  has  reduced  thee  thy  felf  once  more  to  be  behold-* 
ing  to  him  for  thy  Kingdom,  and  for  a  Life,  which  he 
hath  fo  often  preserved,  but  fpare  Bernke^   who  is  not 
guilty  of  Arlaces^%  Crimes,  and  revenge  not  for  reign 
injuries  upon  thine  own  Blood  ^  and  fince  it  has  no  affi- 
nity witli  that  of  DartHs^  wreck  upon  that  of  Darius 
alone,  whatfoever  thy  greateft  cruelty,  or  rage  can 
invent :  Arfaces  has  delerved  death,  but  Beniice  \\z\ 
not  dcfervjd.  tlie  punifliment  tlxju  inflifteft  upon  her  ^  -

or  if  flic  has  dcfervcd  it^  'tis  only  for  having  forfaken 
me,  sind  for  having  expofed  her  lelf  again  to  ncr  merci- 
lefs  Enemies. 

Whiltt  1  fpeak  on  this  manner,  the  whole  Aflembly 
liftcned  to  my  words  with  marvellous  attention,  expe- 
fting  what  w^ould  be  the  Iffue.  The  King  fccinfi  1  had  fo 
expofed  my  felf  to  his  refentments,  was  yetdoubtfull 
of  what  he  had  before  concludecL  but  hearing  no  crys 
nor  noife  in  the  City,  he  was  ablotately  confirmed  that 
my  defpair  had  driven  me  to  this  extremity,  and  ftak- 
ing  off  his  fear,  gave  place  to  the  awakening  of  bis  an- 
ger, when  looking  on  me  with  a  fierce  indignation  : 

Yes  wicked  wretch  (  faid  he  )  thou  (halt  die,  and 
this  fliew  of  gencrofity,  which  thy  defpair  hath  infpi- 
xed  into  thee,  Ihall  not  proted  thee  from  my  lawful 
fury  :  Yes  1  will  die  (replied  I)  or  el(el  would  have 
come  with  that  power,  that  might  have  defended  me 
from  thee.  Boall  not  of  an  advantage,  Which  thou 
holdeft  from  no  body  but  my  felf^  nor  threaten  me  with 
a  death  wherein  thou  only  fervcft  for  a  Miniftcr  of  my 
defpair.  I  rather  ferve  the  Juftice  of  Gods  (  anfwered 
be  3  and  aJl  Kings  who  are  interefted  in  my  quarrel ; 
but  whether  it  be  from  the  anger  of  Heaven,  or  from 
thine  own  defpair,  that  has  given  me  fb  fair  an  oppor- 
tunity to  be  revenged  of  thee,  thou  flialt  not  fee  me 
negleA  it,  nor  for  any  confideration  fpare  him,  that  has 
reduced  my  Subjeds  -,  and  that  lead  an  Army  of  Re- 
bels and  Traitors  a^,ainft  their  Prince,  into  his  City^ 
into  his  Palace,  and  even  againft  his  own  Peribn. 

He  had  hardly  ended  thefe  words,  when  making  a 
fign  to  the  Guards  to  compafs  me,  and  prevent  my  eP 
cpae,  which  I  intended  not.  But  the  Piincefs,  whc> 
till  then  had  h^ard  our  difcourfe  without  interrupti- 
on, moved  from  the  place  where  Ihe  flood,  and  com- 
ing towards  me  with  a  countenance  animated  in  an 
cxtraordinarA'  manner  :  You  fhall  not  die  alone  Arfa-. 
ces  (  faid  rtie  )  and  fince  you  have  been  fo  little  cauti- 
ous to  afflift  me  in  lavi(hing  a  life,  that  was  dearer  to 
me  than  my  own.  You  fliall  have  the  grief  to  fc^e  mc 
runto.deatn,  which'Iowe  to  nothing  but  your  derpair; 
you  ought  to  have  expeAed  the  event  of  what  i  hi i 
relolved  to  do  for  j'ou  \  if  I  had  been  fo  baft  as  to  have 
given  my  felf  to  Arfacomcs^  jhat  bufinefs  might  hava 
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bceti  enough,  to  have  made  yoa  detefl;  me,  and  if  I  had 
preferred  death  before  him,  you  might  have  followed  mc 
to  the  Grave,  without  the  blame  of  having  puflied  me 
into  it.  By  theft  words,  and  my  PrinceJs  adions,  lb 
different  from  her  humour,  1  knewthegreatne(sofber 
affedion  more  than  ever,  and  forgetting  all  that  I  had 
taken  ill  from  her,  I  gave  my  felf  up  again  totally  to  nriy 
Love . 

Ah  my  dear  Princcfs  (faidi)  what  a  thought  is  this  of 
yours,  and  with  what  a  reproach  do  you  aggravate  my 
Sorrows.  1  defended  my  Life  as  long  as  I  ^believed  yoa 
cared  for  it,  and  you  know  that  after  the  lofs  I  Have 
fuffered,  nothing  could  have  made  me  think  of  its  pre- 
fervation  ,  but  the  opinion  I  had,  that  it  was  not  in- 
different to  you.  Yes,  Madam,  I  did  love  it  whilft  i 
flattered  my  fclf  it  was  dear  to  you,  but  when  1  (aw 
you  help  towards  its  deftrudion,  by  forfaking  me,  to 

I)ut  your  felf  again  into  the  hands,  out  of  which  1 
lad  delivered  you,  I  believed  1  ought  to  follow  your 
inclinations,  and  not  leave  any  thing  in  the  world,  that 
might  be  a  hindrance  to  your  repoie.  After  my  death 
you  may  live  in  greater  tranquility  than  you  have  hi- 
therto done,  and  the  Gods  to  whom  your  Virtue,  and 
to  whom  your  perfon  is  dear,  having  afftidcd  you  till 
now  only  to  punifli  me  in  the  part  1  bore  in  your 
fufferings,  will  ceafe  to  grieve  you  any  longer,  when 
you  no  more  can  partake  of  the  cruel  misfortunes  of 

j4rfaces. 

Tis  true  (  replyed  my  Princcfs )  I  left  you  to  put 
my  felf  again  in  my  Fathers  hands.  Tis  an  adion  that 
I  yet  would  do,  and  which  I  can  never  repent  of,  but 
it  is  not  an  adion  that  fl^ould  make  you  believe,  you 
are  lefs  dear  to  me,  than  you  have  been  formerly.  If  I 
could  have  flayed  with  Honour,  I  would  not  have  left 
you,  neither  for  Arfacomes^  no  nor  for  a  thoafand 
Empires,  and  in  returning  to  ti^  Father,  to  whom 
the  Gods  and  Nature  have  fubtnitted  me  •,  I  did  not 
ufe  a  lefs  violence  upon  my  felf  than  you  fuflFercd,  nor 
expofed  my  felf  to  lighter  difcontents,  than  yours.  If  I 
hadceafed  to  love  you  yefterday,  I  would  not  have 
renewed  it  to  day,  and  if  I  could  have  difpofed  my  felf 
to  live  without  you,  1  would  not  have  difpofed  niyfeif 
to  die  withvou.

Ygu  fliall  not  die  (  rcplyed  1 )  deaf  Princefs,  and 
you  cannot  continue  in  that  thought,  without  making 
my  death  terrible  to  me,  you  (hall  live  for  a  better 
fortune  than  that  you  have  mtt  with,  and  if  my  death 
caufes  any  Ibrrow  in  you,  as  your  goodnefs  makes  me 
hope  it  will  dq :  Time,  and  the  friendlhip  of  OroojT' 
dates ^  whom  the  Gods  will  bring  to  you  again  no 
doubt  (together  with  my  ardent  requeft,  at  tnefelaft 
moments  of  my  life)  will  give  you  yet  a  happy  repofe. 
1  will  not  pray  you  t«  live  for  Arfacomts^  you  deferve 
a  better  fortune,  and  you  have  too  noble  a  fpirit^  to 
ftoop  to  a  perlon  unworthy  of  you.  Moreover,  I  firm- 
ly believe  my  death  will  change  the  Kings  intentions 
in  favour  of  you^for  propofing  to  give  you  to  Arfacomes^ 
not  to  much  with  a  dcfign  to  make  him  happy,  as  to 
make  Arfaces  miferable,  he  by  my  death  will  loofe 
that  cruel  refolution,  which  he  had  taken  againft 
you. 

1  fpakc  many  other  words,  and  when  I  had  in  the 

moft  moving  and  paflSonate  terms,  conjured  the  King 

to  \>t  favourable  to  my  Princefs,  and  in  the  bowels  of 

all  the  tender  compaftion  that  could  remain  in  the  heart 

of  a  Father  towards  fuch  a  Vertuous,  and  fuch  an 

Obedient  Daujjhter ,  not  to  force  her  inclinations, 

freely  fubmittirig   my  felf  to  death  for  her  fake,  and 

for  her  repofe  •,     I  perceived  his  eyes  fixed  on  the 

Earth,  ana  his  Countenance  quite  altered  from  what 

it  was  a  Uule  before.     He  for  a  while  refitted  thefe 

new  motions,  but  in  the  end  ( as  be  afterwards  told 

me  )  having  confidered  the  great  things  I  have  done 

for   him,  and  a  love  fo  full  of  Innocence  with  the , 

marvelous  contempt  I  /hewed  of  death,  he  could  hold 

out  no  longer,  but  at  laft  yielded  to  compaffion,  and 

to  thofe  remembrances,  which  be  was   not  able  to 

refift. 

The  firft  fign  of  it  was,  a  figh  followed  by  fome 
tears,  that  run  down  his  Cheeks,  and  in  fpite  of  all 
refinance,  9vhen  he  had  kept  filence  for  fome  moments, 
rifing  from  his  Chair,  and  looking  on  me  with  a  coun- 
tenance quite  mollified,  or  rather  fiill  of  confufion  : 
Arfaces  ( faid  he )  Generous  Arfaces^  you  are  my 
Conquerour ;  But  O  Gods,how  ought  I  to  hope  you  will 
ufe  your  Viftory,  I  was  fo  furprized  at  this  ftrange  al- 
teration. 
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iteration,  that  I  was  not  able  to  reply,  and  within  a 
little  after  coming  towards  me  with  open  arms;  might 
1  hope  (  continued  he  )  that  after  fuch  high  Provocati* 
ons,  and  foch  Crimes  asdeferve  no  Pardon,  jirfaces  can 
have  the  goodnefs  to  forget  them,  and  that  by  the 
iame  Generofity  which  has  overcome  lye,  and  for  the 
lake  of  Oroondates  he  would  reftore  lite  that  friendffaip, 
which  once  I  prized  at  fo  high  a  rate,  and  wliich  my 
cruelty  has  forfeited.    How  happy  (hould  1  be  ? 

Thefc  words  giving  me  a  full  aflurance  of  hii 
change,  didalfodifpel  alltherefentmentsl  badagainft 
htm^  and  not  knowing  in  that  fuddain  alteration  how 
to  find  wards  capable  of  exprefling  my  thoughts,  to  let 
him  fee  it  by  aftions,  1  caft  my  fclf  at  his  feet,  there- 
by to  thew  him  what  a  valuable  fenfe  1  had  of  the  re- 
turn of  his  friendfliip,  when  perceiving  me  iri  thatpo* 
fiure  and  judging  1  Was  ready  to  be  difpofed  of  as  he 
defired  :  h\\  (  purfued  he)  if  it  be  true,  that  Ar faces 
will  pardon  me  the  indignities  that  1  have  offered  him. 
I  ftall  efteem  that  effeft  of  his  generofity  kbove  all  the 
4ather,  wherewith  he  has  obliged  me  :No(iaid  he  ftill  citf-; 
bracing  me  )  Ar faces  could  not  be  conquered  by  any 
tut  by  himltlf,  and  in  that  vidory  he  wins  over  his 
juft  refentments,  he  appears  more  great  and  more  glo- 
rious, than  all  thofe  others  he  hath  obtained  to  our  ad- 
vantage. Infine,  mod  great  and  mod  generous  of  all 
Princes,  you  triumph  over  us  all  manner  of  ways;  but 
though  you  have  reaped  fmall  profit  fey  all  ydur  for- 
mer Viftories,  the  prize  bf  this  laft  fhall  be  a  firmer 
afFedion,  than  that  1  loved  you  with  before,  a  purpofe 
to  ll)are  my  Dominions  with  you,  6r  elfe  t6  Idic  tbetfi 
for  the  recovery  of  you  is  t  And  finally  Bermce^  the 
caufe  of  all  our  greateft  contentions,  1  will  joyfully 
accept  him  for  my  Son,  vvho  is  the  Son  of  Darhtsi^ 
and  if  his  Father  were  yet  alive,  I  would  demand  that 
Alliance  of  him,  with  an  inviolable  Peace,  as  themoft 
happy  fortune,  that  could  befall  fne. 

He  would  have  faid  more,  but  that  the  Qrfeen  with' 
a  tranrported  adion  forgetting  her  modefty,  at  fo  fenfi- 
ble  a  blow,  ftcpping  for wardi  hindered  it :  What,  Sir, 
( fa»d  ilie  )  will  you  take  away  Bernice  from  Jlr fa- 
tome  Sy  to  give  her  to  the  Son  of  Darhts'i  The  King 
(interrupting  her)  replyed,  Madam,- it  is  not  with 

out 
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but  trouble  that  I  am  cbnftrained  to  difpleafe  ybu.  I 
want  not  recompences  for  jirfacomes^  out  I  canngt 
without  being  tne  bafeft,  and  thfe  tnoft  contemptible 
of  all  Men  living,  difpdfe  of  Bermce  to  any,  but  to 
ArtAxtrxes^  Artax^xes  cannot  have  her  ( (aid  Ar- 
facomes  )  fo  loBg  as  I  aip  alive  ;  and  I  know  too  well 
what  Kings  owe  to  their  promifc,  to  fear  that  whicH 
your  Maj.fty  has  given  me,  (hould  be  violated  in  favour 
of  him.  That  which  I  promifed  yott  (replycd  the 
King  )  as  an  Honour  that  was  above  yoo^  is  not  Capa- 
ble to  engage  me,  and  as  you  have  no  rignt  to  pretend 
to  it,  neither  have  you  any  to  demand  the  accom* 
pliflimeht  of  it.  How  great  intereft  foever  I  bad  in 
this  Difcourfe,  out  of  Mod^  fty  1  kept  filence,  finding 
the  King  defended  my  part  fo  well:  But  Arfacomes^ 
whofe  grief  tranfported  him,  loft  part  of  hisrefped, 
which  touching  me  nearly,  I  thought,  1  ought  to  re- 
ply •,  neither  thou  nor  1  (  faid  1 )  are  worthy  of  Ber- 
mce^  but  if  either  of  us  may  pretend  to  her,  Artaxerxes 
both  by  Birth  and  Services  has  more  right  thati  Ar- 
facomes  \  yet  will  iiot  1  abufe  the  King's  favodr  as^ 
thou  haft  bafely  done^  but  though  it  declares  on  my 
behalf,  1  am  ready  ftill  to  dilpute  Bcrnice  againft 
thee  with  my  Sword  ;  hitherto  thou  haft  but  very 
ill  defended  her,and  haft  not  bteaablc  to  defend  fo  mucH. 
as  thine  own  life  againft  me  fmgle  at  the  Head  of 
thy  Army.  , 

Arfaccmes  was  going  to  reply,  if  the  King  had  not 
jprevented  him:lwill  be  Mafter(faid  hejih  my  own  King- 
dom, and  in  my  own  Hon fe,  fince  Arfaces^  whow^as 
fo  by  right  of  War,  is  contented  to  leave  me  my  Au- 
thority; you  are  my  Subjeft  Ar facomes^  andl  have 
jjpower  to  do  otherWife  with  you,  than  with  the  Sori 
of  Darius.  1  command  ^ou  therefore  to  obey  mc 
without  murnniuring,^d  I  entreat  Pvince  Artaxerxts 
to  leave  me  the  difpdfal  of  my  Daughter,  withobt  of- 
fering to  difpute  her  againft  you  by  any  violent  way^^ 
.fince lie  alone  is  able  to  crofs  the  power>  I  have  over 
the  Scythians.  I  fliall  knuw  well  enough  to  rtialntajd 
the  promife  1  make  him  againft  all  others.  Whilft  the 
King  w(is  fpeaking  on  this  mahiher^  all  prefent,  !n  whofe 
riiemdry  the  afFedion  bf  Arjaces  was  hot  tet  ei- 
tinguiihcdi  teftificd  their  Joy  in  this  rcconciliatit^n  ? 
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bv  c^sppirg  their  h:"d-,sr>d  cningoDt,  it  wascmly  to 
A'^-iccs  their  Protector  and  Deliverer,  that  their  Prin- 
ce(s  oaglit  to  be  given  ^  wliich  aft;  n  ndded    to  the 
Kings  words,  ftirred  up  fo  great  a  R?^e  and  Confa- 
fion  in  Ar(aiomes  cvA  the  Queen,   that  they    went 
out  of  the  Temple  with  fury  itnd   thrcatning  ^vords , 
which  plainly  mewed  the  great  diforder,  this  unexpe- 
fted  cnange  bad  pot   them  into.  When  I  once  more 
caft"Tny  fclf  at  the  Kings  feet,  protefting  I  would  ne- 
ver abufe  the  favour  he  had  granted  me,  and  render- 
ing him  infinite  thanks  for  this  laft  fuperlative  conde- 
fcending  to  the  accomplifhment  of  my  utmoft  felicity  : 
I  waited  on  him  to  the  Palace,  where  to  the  great  joy     \ 
of  almoftall  the  ScyMam  I  was  reftored  to  my  firft 
Honours  ;  but  not  forgetful  of  my  generous  friends , 
who  had  expofcd  themfelves  to  the  King'jr  anger  in  fa- 
vour of  me,  I  again  fell  on  my  Knees,  and  entreated 
a  pardon  for  them,    which  was  eafily  granted,   and 
Prince  Carthaft^  was  immediately  fent  to  carry   them 
the  news  of  it  \  but  not  fufFering  him  to  go  alone,  I 
entreated  te  accompany  him,  and  had  the  Kings  per* 
miffion.I  foon  found  they  had  been  much  affiidea,for 
the  danger  into  which  I  had  precipitated  my  felf,  but 
the  fight  of  me  revived  their  Joy  for  my  return,  and 
more  abundantly,  when  they  were  made  fenfible,it  was 
with  the  felicity  that  had  not  only  given  me  all  the 
fatisfiiftion  I  cb'vild  defife,     but  alfo  had  given  me  a 
power  to  live  when  1  had  refolved  to  die,  and  when 
we  had  declared  the  Kings  intentions  to  pardon  them, 
they  received  it  with  no  excefs,but  a  moderation  of  Joy, 
befitting  fuch  valiant   Men,  and  coriceived  a  greater 
contentment  for  what  I  had  obtained  for  myfeU,  than 
for  their  own  ftfety. 

Thcodatcs  with  the  other  Commanders  went  with 
us  to  the  City,  and  the  Kinojpceived  them  with  an 
extraordinary  kindnefs,  highly  commended  Theoda- 
tcs  for  his  friendfhip  to  me,  promifing  him  he  would 
conlerve  no  remembrance  of  it,  but  efteem  him  the 
morojdefiring  to  be  the  third  Perfon  in  fo  Sacred  an 
Utiion.  I  had  now  nothing  to  contend  withal,  but 
tlu  difcontents  of  the  Queen,  and  of  Arfacomes^  in 
^vhich  I  was  born  out  well  enough  by  the  King, 
ibont^h  the  latter  b!':\Y  into  fuch  a  rageahd  fury,  by 
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this  unexpcfted  difappointment,  that  nothing  but  tht 
confideration  of  his  Sifter  could  have  prevented  a  fe- 
vere  punilhinent ;  and  feeing  be  could  not -by  any  o- 
pen  ways  prevail,  fenfiblv  to  wound  me,  he  loon  af- 
ter betook  himfelf  to  fecret  Stratagems,  that  bad  a 
more  powerful. efFeft  ^  for  vvhilft  I  delayed  the  Con- 
fummation  of  my  happy  Nuptials,in  hopes,  dear  Bro- 
ther, of  your  return,  to  make  the  joy  moretranfcen- 
dent  i  But  it  brought  me  a  world  df  forrow,  and 
has  coft  us  both  much  effufion  of  blood,  in  the  cruel 
Combates  we  have  fought  by  an  unhappy  miftake. 

Being  reftored  f  as  1  told  you )  to  the  Kmgs  fa- 
vour, and  becoming  more  dear  to  him  than  at  firft; 
and  now  without  fear  or  fcruple  having  the  Conver- 
lation  of  oiy  Princefs  in  publick,  I  concluded  my  felf 
far  more  happy,  than  if  1  had  been  upon  the  Throne 
of  DariHS'^atiii  could  not  imagine  j^lexander  half  fo 
bleft  in  the  free  enjoyment  of  all  his  Co.nquefts :  But 
fee  the  ficklenefs  of  unftable  Fortune,  that  raiies  Men 
to  day.  as  high  as  their  hopes,  or  their  wi/hes  can 
carry  them,  and  too  morrow  tbrovys  them  from  that 
towering  Precipice  into  the  Icwcft  Gulf  of  Mifery : 
I  was  in  Bed.  when  ibme  hours  before  day  I  heard  a 
confufed.  noife,  and  voices  mournfully  (bunding  in  my 
ears,  that  my  Princefs  vvas  carried  away,  tione  could 
tell  whether.  In  this  alfriglitraent,  I  ftarted  up^  ahd 
half  cloathed^  ran  to  her  Chamber,  where  I  found 
the  Princefs  Theomiris  and  Cyllenia  in  tears  :  At  the 
fight  of  me  they  fent  forth  piteous  crl^s,  as  fad  Omens 
of  the  truth  of  what  1  had  fuggefted,  they  told 
mc  as  (bon  as  their  grief  would  give  words  utterance, 
that  fix  or  feven  Men  armed,  had  come  into  the  Cham- 
ber, having  killed  the  Page  that  refiftedon  the  Stairs^ 
and  by  force|dragged  Bernice  away  with  them,not  ha- 
vii^  any  regard  to  her  piteous  cries,  or  entreaties.  I 
ftaied  to  hear  no  more,  my  rage  tranfporting  me  intcji 
fuch  a  fury,  that  words  areata  lofs  toexprefsit,  but 
ran  for  my  vSword,and  purfued  tbeway,]  underllood 
they  had  carried  her,when  in  the  Garden  1  found  a  large 
hole  broke  through  the  Wall,  where  they  had  entred 
and  retired.  I  paucdit,  and  fought  every  where  near 
it,  but  neither  feeing  nor  hearing  any  body,  and  not 
knowing  which  way  to  take  at  prefent,  I  returned,  and 

Mm  i  having 
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having  compkatly  armed  my  felf,  went  to  the  Kings 
Apartment,  where  I  found  him  overwhelmed  with  for- 
row,  having  already  fent  purfuers  every  way.  We  foon 
were  fatisfied,  who  was  the  Author  of  this  violence, 
for  Arfacomes  had  not  appeared  In  the  Court  for  tw^o 
or  three  days  before,  upon  which  the  King  made  ftarp 
complaints  to  the  Queen,  and  after  having  protefted  to 
her  he  would  ufe  his  utmoft  power  to  the  ruin  and  de- 
ilrudion  of  her  Brother,  he  promifed  her  likewife,that  if 
by  her  perfuafions  he  would  return  to  his  Obedience, 
and  rcftore  Bernke  to  him,  he  would  for  her  fake 
^rant  him  his  pardon^  but  the  Queen  whether  it  were 
that  (he  was  willfully  bent  to  favour  this  adion^  or  that 
indeed  Ihe  was  ignorant  of,  it,  caft  her  felf  at  the  Kings 
feet,  and  protefted  her  innocency,  with  (b  many  tyars, 
that  he  ceafed  to  urge  her  any  further.  Then  wecon- 
fidered  what  way  was  fpeedily  to  be  taken  for  the  re- 
covery of  the  Princefs,  and  after  many  things  delibe- 
rated, the  King  refolved  I  fhould  go  with  two  thou- 
fand  Horfe  into  his  Province,  where  he  concluded  he 
might  be  retired^  in  expeftation  of  flielter  amongft  his 
Friends.  1  inftantly  obeyed  this  order,  but  though  I 
fought  and  inquired  in  all  places^'i-Icouldhear  noiiews 
of  hitn,  the  people  folemnly  prottfling  they  had^not 
ieen  him  there  in  many  months :  Yet  at  laft  defiring  to 
know  fome  certainty,  I  went  to  the  famous  Oracle  of 
Jnno^  ill  that  Country,  when  the  Goddefs  command- 
ed me,  by  the  mouth  of  her  Prieft,  to  fcek  out  ofSrv- 
ihia  for  what  1  had  loft.  Thjs  made  me  conclude,  l^- 
facotyies  feariiis;  there  was  no  fafcty  for  him  in  Scythia^ 
was  fled  to  Alexander^  to  beg  his  Proteftion ',  as  hop- 
ing, 1  being  the  v^onot  Darius  durft  not  follow  him, 
to  the  Court  of  that  Enemy  of  Perfia :  But  knowing 
rtiy  Sifter  Sfatira\\z$  married  to  him,  and  Parifatis  to 
his  great  Favourite  Hcphefiioti^  and  that  that  great 
l*nnre  dctcfted  all  bafe  Treacheries,  having  difmifled 
ir.y  forces,  1  haftcd  thither  with  Cr/roT?^,  rejolving  ne- 
v.-j-  to  reiurn  into  Scythia  without,  my  Piincefs.  In 
f\^v^^  1  continued  my  Journey,  in  a  deep  fadneis  , 
I'lat  if  th^  Cunfolation  I  received  from  Criton  (whofc 
f".ielity  is  beadle!  all  compare  )  had  4iot  in  fome  de- 
f/.cc  allayed  my  fjrrow  with  hopes  of  better  fortune,- 
]  il;i:jkj  1  IhouW  have  funk  vwdcr  ir^   ^Ve  I  h»td  come 
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to  Bahylo^j  but  on  my  arrival  I  heard  jilexander  wa$ 
dead  a  few  days  before  ^  and  though  that  feemed  to  faci- 
litate the  recovery  of  mv  Enpire,    it  was  not  at  all 
pleafingto  mein  this  conjunfture*    However  I  found 
my  felf  fomewhat  freer  to  vifit  my  Sifters,  but  upoii 
enquiry  after  them,  I  found  in  the  peoples  feces  before 
.they  uttered  any  word,  the  fad  dilafter,  that  had  be- 
fallen them  in  the  opinion  of  all  in  Babylorj,  This  add- 
ed fo  prefling  a  weight   to  my  former  afflidion,  that 
it  was  very  near  finking  me  to  my  Gravg,  and  nothing 
but  the  words  of  the  Oracle  of  Apollo   was  able  to 
bear  up  my  fpirits,  with  fome  hope  to  make  roe  live. 
I  made  the  dolefulleft  lamentations  in  the  world,  and 
accufed  my  felf  of  meanneft  of  fpirit,  for  having  given 
up  my  whole  life  to  my  love,   inftead  of  beftowing 
part  of  it  on  the  relief  I  owed  to  thofe  poor  Prirjcef- 
ks.    1  vented  a  thoufand  threats,  and  framed  a  tnou- 
fand  defigns  againft  their  cruel  murtherers,   and  wa§ 
yet  in  the  violence  of  thefe  thoughts,   having  dryed 
up  my  tears,  when  1  difcovered  my  felf  to  the  valiant 
Lyfimachus^  at  our  fecond  meeting,  as  you  have  heard 
from  himfelf :  And  that  armed  Man,  who  pafiing  to- 
wards Babylon^  and  caufed  us  to  part  fo  abruptly,  was 
Arfacomes^  whom  I  overtook  within  50  hundred  paces 
of  the-Gates,  refolvingto  kill  him,  or  make*>him  re- 
ftore  me  my  Princefs.    But  Fortune  failed  me  in  this 
Adventure;  for  finding  I  was  at  his  heels,  feeding  fortl^ 
9  terrible  cry,  and  menacing  him  with  no  lefi  than  im- 
mediate death,  feeing  no  poffibility  to  efcape  me,  .be 
faced  about,  and  darting  a  Javelin  at  me,  it  ftruck  fb 
far  into  my  Horfes  Head,  that  he  fell   immediately 
dead  under  me,  which  gave  him  an  opportunity,  by. 
the  fwiftnefs  of  his  to  efcape  my  juft  revenge,^  his  de- 
ftiny   having  referved   him  to   fall  by  another  hand, 
though  1  hoped,  I  might  have  found  him  after  in  Ba-  ^ 
hylon^to  which  end  1  retired  to  a  Country  Seat,  where 
1.  inade  my  aboad,  fome  diftance  from  the  City,  and 
Cent  Crlton  to  make  fecret  enquiry,  and  alfo  to  buy  me. 
aHorfe,  thebefthe  could  find.   He  faithfully  obeyed 
my  orders,  and  coming  back,  •brpughc  news  he  had 
ipaet  A'^faco/fiesj  with  the  Princefs.  Bemice^  a  little  di- 
ftance from  the  Gates.    Ah  (  cryed  1 )  what  doft  \i\Q\x 
tell  me,  haft  thou  found  Bernicf  r 
■        ■  Xcs, 
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Yes,  Sir,  (  replied  he )  1  found  her  in  the  arms  of 
Arfacomes^  who  in  fpite  of  her  rcfiftancc,  and  in  fpite 
of  all  her  cries,  carried  her  before  him  gallopping  rack 
the  fame  way  you  faw  him  go.  O  Gods  (  cried  I,  quite 
tranfported)  wh^  a  happy  progrefs  is  this  towards  the 
aecomplifhment  of  your  promifes.  This,  difcovcry 
touched  me  as  much  as  you  can  imagine,  but  it  was 
^ with  joy,  which  encouraged  me  to  believe,  1  ought  to 
*hope  for  all  things  from  the  promife  of  the  Gods.  I 
would  hardly  allow  th^  night  leafure  to  pafs  away,  but 
as  (opn  as  day  appeared,  1  armed,  and  mounted  the 
Horfe,Cn>(?;7  bought,  who  was  of  a  fiery  nature,  ftrong, 
and  'of  excellent  fpeed :  1  feardied  all  places  where  1 
fufpe(3ed  Arfacomes  might  fhelter,  or  that  he  might 
have  concealed  Bermce^  but  neither  by  that  nor  by  any 
enquiry  1  made,  was  1  able  to  find  either  of  them ; 
and  after  a  tedious,  and  firuitlefs  fearch,  1  concluded  to 
return  again  to  the  Tcuipl^?  sind  gain  (bme  further 
certainty  from  the  Oracle  •,  but  in  my  way  1  was  en- 
countred  with  a  Chariot ,  and  a  Woman  held  in  a 
mans  arms,  in  it  vailed,  who  made  great  |g^mentation,by 
which  1  perceived  (he  was  carried  away  unwillingly ; 
and  not  Knowing  but  it  might  be  mv  Princefs,  1  went 
near  the  fide  of  it  ^  but  as  toon  as  I  Beheld  the  Wom«ms 
face,  and  heard  her  voice  again,  1  knew  fhe  was  not 
my  Princefs :  Yet  out  of  a  generous  compaffion  for 
the  diftrefled,  I  refolved  whoever  Ihe  were,  to  give 
6er  my  affiftance,when  riding  to  the  Charioteer,  I  com- 
manded him  to  flop.  He  made  fome  difficulty  to  obey 
me,  but  I  brought  thep©int  of  my  Javelin  to  his  eyes, 
and  he  fearing  my  Indignation,  chequed  his  Horfes , 
when  he  in  the  Chariot,  in  a  great  fury  leaped  out, 
and  calling  for  bis  Helmet,  from  him  that  carried  it, 
clapping  it  on,  gave  him  charge  to  hold  the  Lady,  and 
prevent  her  efcape,  when  throwing  himfelf  in  the  Sad- 
dle of  a  lead  Horfe,  and  coming  up  to  me,  with  a  very 
bold  aftion  :  Whoever  thou  art  (faid  he)  if  thou 
wert  Lyfimachus  again,  if  thou  oppofeft  my  intenti- 
on, thou  fhalt  be  fure  to  meet  with  death.  I  am  not 
Lyfimachus  anfwered  1,  but  if  thine  intentions  are  to 
carry,  away  this  Lady,  againfther  mind,  my  intenti- 
on fljall  be  to  defend  her  againft  thy  violence ,  you  muft 
die  then,  replyed  he^  and  flew  at  me  with  a  great  deal 

of 
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of  Courage,  being  indeed  truly  valiant.  The  G)mbat 
lafted  for  Ibme  time,  without  difadvantage  to  either  fide, 
but  in  the  end  I  was  more  fortunate  thanhe,  and  after  ha-  • 
ving  warded  many  blows,  1  gave  him  two  or  three  deep 
Wounds,  which  made  him  fell  from  his  Horfe,  unable 
to  make  any  longer  refiftance^  then  I  turned  towards 
the  Lady  I  had  refcued,  and  he  that  held-  her  by  the 
command  of  his  Mailer  no  fooncr  faw  me  coming,  but 
he  let  her  go,  and  fled  tov^^rds^ahylon.  The  I^ady  pre- 
fently  leaped  out  of  the  Charror,  and  the  Charioteer 
ladling  on  his  Horfes  got  a  great  way  from  us  in  a  little 
time. 

Scarce  had  I  alighted  and  fixed  my  Eyes  on  tbe^Ladies 
Face,  but  J  faw  all  the  Lineaments  in  it  of  the  Queen  my 
Sifter,  and  fhe  looking  wifhfuUy  upon  me,  and  feeing  I 
was  in  a  great  aftonifhraent :  Never  doubt  it,  (faid  (lie) 
I^mStatira^  arid  J,Sifter,  (faid  Iqiiitetranfported)ain 
^rtaxerxes  your  Brother.  When  cafting  my  Helmet 
at  her  Feet,I  ran  with  open  Arms  to  embrace  her.  I  muft 
leave  you  to'  imagine  the  tranfports  of  joy  that  poflef- 
fed  our  Souls  at  this  unexpefted  and  lurprizing  meet- 
ing. We  either  thought  each  other  no  more  amongft  the 
Living,  and  now  we  after  fo  long  a  feparation  met 
thus  happily  alive,  and  in  a  ftate,  from  which  we  yet 
hoped  tor  (bme  happy  days,  I  fet  Statlra  on  Horfeback 
to  convey  her  to  a  place  of  Safety  •,  but  whilft  we  were 
in  this  condition,  haft ilydemanaing  abundance  of  Que- 
ftions  of  each  other,  fometimes  for  eagernefs,  we  askecj 
them  both  together,  intermixing  affeftionate  Kifles. 
Our  txcefs  of  Joy  having  put  us  into  a  very  great  efFu- 
(ion  of  Mind,  till  we  were  put  out  of  it,  by  the  fight 
of  a  Chariot  guarded  by  ten  Horfemen,  coming  a  great 
pace  towards  us.  The  Queen  had  no  fooner  fixed  her 
Eyes  on  it,  but  flie  crie^  out :  Ah  dear  Brother,  behold 
my  Sifl:er  Panfatis  carrying  away  by  the  fame  violence, 
that  Perdlcas^  whom  you  have  fought  with,  was  ufing 
towards  me.  Ihad  no  time  to  reply,  they  weife  come 
{o  near,  but  caufing  the  Queen  to  alight?,  and  retire 
out  of  the  danger  of  our  Swords  *,  \  new  upon  tbem 
with  a  very  furious  Adion,  but  foonr  found  1  was  fur-  Jl^    > 

rounded,  yet  being  animated  with  a  vehement  anger, 
at  the  fight  of  Parlfatis  Tears,  I  Toon  laid  feveral  of 
them  dead  among  their  Horfes  Feet,  when  Criton  by  good 
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Fortune  came  from  the  place,  where  I  had  fent  him,  and 
with  a  wonderful  Courage  ftood  by  me,  which  foon  fa- 
cilitated my  Viftor^',  yet  to  my  exceeding  great  lofs  and 
I       *  difcontent  •,  for  whUft  we  were  fighting  without  any  o- 
ther  confideration,  Mcetas  Brother  to  Perdlcas^  wnom 
1  before  had  vanquifhrd,  feeing  the  Queen,  caufed  feme 
of  his  Men  to  force  her  into  the  Chariot,  and  drive 
away  with  great  hafte,  fo  that  when  I  had  cleared  the 
place  of  my  Enemies,  looking  about,  I  mifled  her  to. 
my  infinite  grief,  and  founa  them  gone  fo  far  towards 
BiAylon^  that  all  ms  endeavours  conld  not  recover  tbofe 
iiluftrious  Siltt  »*s.I  cannot  cxp  e(s  the  forrow  1  conceived 
to  be  thus  feparated  froir  ihofe  dear  Perfons,  and  often 
wwed  revfn^  /   .  ^   ihofe  Rrvifliers.    I  was  in  tbcfe 
thou^bii,  wn^i.  1  foL^nd  ai)oihcr  misfortune,   little  in- 
feriour  tothatl  hadfaft^.^:  ..1,  \\hich  was  my  unhappi- 
nefs,   dear  Brotb         ..  '^\Jm  wiih  you  by  a  miftaken 
Jealoufie,  and  (h^ru  your  precious  Blood,  though  I  fell 
under  youj^Vidorious  Hrnd    as  you  very  well  know. 
Here  Or(7W/«r^ J  interrupt!  ghiu  :•  Our  misforrune,dear 
Brother,  was  equal,  and  1  [\^^^\M  b'ufli  to  boalcof  a- 
Dy  Vidory  over  the  Invincible  A  fuces^  but  my  for- 
row for  having  reduced  you  lo  fo  piteous  a  condition, 
as  you  alfo  reduced  me,makes  meno.v  crave  pardon  for 
it^  yet,  let  me  intreatyou,  feeing  our  Adventures  arc 
fofar  advanced  towards  a  good  IfHie,    to  tell  me,  by 
what  Miracle,  or  by  what  favour  ot  the  Gods,  to  whom 
you  have  always  been  ver^  dear,  you  efcaped  the  dan- 
ger I  deft  you  in,  when  I  was  carried  away  to  Polemons 
Houfej.for  had  I  been  fenfible,  I  ihouldnot  have  left 
fo  brave  an  Enemy,  eVel  myfelf  had  taken  fuch  care 
of  him,  as  might  have  contributed  to  his  recovery,    if 
my  Life  had  been  remaining.    I  know  you  to  be  com- 
pofed  of  a  generous  Nature,  Brother,  (replied  Ar fa- 
ces) and  this  laft  kindnefs  of  yours  to  me,  whom  you 
fuppofed  no  left  your  Enemy  than  before,  very  plainly 
cxprefled  it  •,  But  Heaven  (o  ordered  it  for  the  prefer- 
vation  of  my  Life,   that  whilft  Criton  had  me  in  his 
Arms,  and  was  lamenting  over  me,  a  Troop  of  Horfe- 
men  came  by,    who  at  his  cries,  ftopt  a  while,  and 
then  came  up  to  me,  among  vvhom  was  the  brave  Seln- 
ciis^  who  pitying  my  condition,  and  taking  me  to  be  of 
Quality  by  therichnefs  of  my  Arms,  and  by  what  in 

part 
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part  he  had  learned  from  Critofiy  caufed  his  Men  to  take 
5Qe  up,  and  carried  to  a  Houfe,  whither  he  fent  Chy 
rurgeons  from  Babylon  to  drefsmy  many  great  Wounds^^ 
and  came  often  himfelf  to  vifit  me,  and  when  I  had  re- 
covered a  little,  he  caufed  mp  to  be  removed  to  his  own 
Lodgings  in  the  City,  and  no  fooner  underftood  1  was 
that  Arfaces^  who  had  done  thofc  Services  for  the  King 
of  Scythiaj  which  Fame  had  been  too  lavilh  in  proclaim- 
ing to  my  advantage,  but  he  embraced  me  with  a  won- 
derful joy,  and  exprefled  fa  many  kind  things,  that  I 
could  not  but  become  enamoured  of  his  Virtues,  and 
contraded  that  ftrift  Friendfliip  with  him,  which  he  de- 
fired  of  me;  but  the  thoughts  of  feeing  Bermce  fo  lov- 
ing and  familiar  with  you,  exceedingly  tormented  me, 
as  that  of  your  feeing  the  Queen  kiis  and  embrace  me, 
had  done  you;  On  the  other  band,  I  could  not  but  re-  . 
proach  her  of  Lightnefs  and  Inconftancy,  and  conclud- 
ed you  were  no  other  than  Arfacomes^    with  whom 
Cr/Wyhad  feenher  a  few  days  before,    and  that  the 
Gods  to  ruin  my  Fortune,  had  added  new  ftrength  to 
him,  fuperiour  fo  what  they  had  before  endowed  him 
with,  and  that  fuch  a  gallantry  had  changed  the  mind, 
of  my  Princeft,  all  on  a  faddain-  in  his  favour.    Yet 
when  Criton  returned  from  your  Tent  with  Clitephon^ 
Perdicas  his  Squire,  and  had  feen  Bermce  with  you,  he 
aflured  me  my  Enemy  was  not  Arfacomes^  which  no- 
thing allayed  my  trouble,   but  rather  augmented  it, 
that  flie  fliould  fo  vilely  give  her  felf  up  to  a  Stranger,, 
who  had  done  her  no  Services,^  when  indeed  Arfacomes 
had  loved  her  of  a  long  time,  and  ufed  all  his  diligence 
to  oblige  and  ferve  her.    Let  hina  be  Arfacomes  (faid  I) 
or  lethim4)ea  Stranger,  he  has  unjuftly  raviflied  in- 
grateful  Bermce  fiom  me,  and  that  cruel  Man  the  de* 
ftroyer  of  all  my  repofe,  mall  die.    I  continued  feveral 
days  without  any  other  thoughts,  fave  of  thofe  of  my 
revenge,  or  of  my  Death.   I  will  not  deny.  Brother, 
but  I  made  ufe  of  the  Herb  you  fent  me,   without  any 
fcruple,  and  wondered  at  your  generofity,  but  the  Mef- 
6ge  you  fent  with  it,    that  it  was  cify  to  heal  my 
Wounds  the  fooner,  thjit  we  might  fight  again,  to  end 
our  differences  with  one  of  our  Lives,  was  very  plea- 
fingtome,  and  made  me  labour  to  live  more  than  other- 
ways 
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ways  I  fhould  have  done,  to  be  revenged  of  a  fuppofed 
Rival.  SelncHs  at  my  entreaty  hindered  thofe  vints  ma- 
ny would  have  paid  me,  who  had  heard  of  my  Nanrie, 
fo  that  I  fa\7  not  Roxana  nor  Per  die  as  I  muft  confefs, 
though  I  had  fought  with  the  latter,  yet  in  the  little 
Difcourfe  1  had  with  the  Queen,  underftanding  that 
both  flie  and  Parifatis  were  alive  only  by  his  means, 
and  having  heard  he  was  a  gallant  Prince,  and  had  done 
lu.iny  brave  exploits  under  Alexander^  I  could  not  con- 
iivts^r  him  as  an  Enemy,  concluding  his  Love  to  the 
Qaeen,  and  that  of  bis  Brother  Mcetas  to  Parifatis 
had  driven  them  them  to  keep  them  under  fome  reftraint 
as  fecret  as  might  be  for  fear  of  Roxana%  Malice,  who 
was  very  powerful  in  Babylon. 

1  own,Brother,  when  1  was  recovered,  I  fought  you 
in  the  Fight  as  my  moft  mortal  Enemy,  and  (hould  have 
been  glad  to  have  fatisfied  my  revenge  with  your  Death, 
but  your  Fortune  prevented  it  to  my  hurtj  and  that 
dilappointment  greatly  enraged  me,  I  was  indeed 
grieved  that  Oxyartes  my  Uncle,  and  many  of  my  Rer 
lations  were  of  your  Party,  and  thought  the  Gods  had 
not  favoured  ray  revenge,  becaufe  1  fought  againft  the 
Blood  of  Darius^  and  therefore  relblved  upon  this  laft 
extremity,  to  feek  you  in  your  Camp,  and  -give  you 
Death  if  poflible  in  the  midft  of  your  Army,  or  perifli 
in  the  attempt,  I  made  not  fo  much  as  Cn>(7»  acquainted 
with  my  defign,  fo  far  had  my  fury  blincfedme,  but 
whilfl:  fie  was  gone  to  another  part  of  our  Camp,  I 
mounted,  and  rod  diredly  towards  yours.  There  was 
little  probability  I  could  efFeft  that  enterprife,  but  the 
regard  1  had  of  my  Life  was  fo  inconfiderable  to  me, 
that  equally  defiring  Death  and  my  Revenge,  I  ran  to 
both  with  like  precipitation. 

I  fliall  notf  need  to  tell  you  any  more,  (continued  Ar- 
faces)  fince  "you  arc  not  ignorant  of  the  reft,  and  that 
you  know  as  well  as  I  ^  the  admirable  change  that  has 
fiappcned  in  mv  Fortune,  where  1  (ought  my  cruel  Ene- 
my, 1  met  my  deareft  Brother  •,  where  I  (ought  a  faith- 
lcii>  Eernice^  I  found  Bemice  flill  conftantand  full  of 
Goodnefs  to  pardon  me  the  injuries  I  have  done  her.^ 
iind  in  brief,  where  1  fought  my  Death,  1  found  my 
Life,  bat  a  Life  beyond  all  my  hopes,  that   makes  me 
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blefs  my paftafflidions,  fince  I  fee  thembroagbt  lob 
fair  and  io  glorious  a  conclufion. 

The  End  of  the  Fifth  Book 
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T>Rince  Art axerxes  having  finiflied  his  long  Narration, 
•*■    with  the  applaufe  of  that  illuftrious  Company,  it 
carrying  along  with  it  a  mixture  of  wonder  and  com- 
miferation,  all  t|ie  Princes  and  great  Commanders  prc- 
fent  embraced  him  with  an  ardent  AfFedion,  and  bodi 
he  and  Oroondates  concdvtd  a  good  hope  of  the  accom- 
plifhment  of  the  reft  of  the  words  of  the  Oracle;    from 
this  happy  beginning,  which  they  thought  (b  oofcure  ^ 
for  now  they  concluded,  the  Dead  bad  built  their  For- 
tune upon  the  Livingjand  theLiving  had  laboured  for  the 
repofe  of  the  Dead  •,   whilft  Oroondates  living,  had  de- 
fended Bernice  pgainft  the  violctiCtoiArfacomej^zxA  re- 
ftored  her  into  the  hands  of  Prince  Artaxerxes^viho  was 
dead  in  the  Opinion  of  the  World,  and  yet  had  fought 
for  Oroondates^  and  by  bis  ufual  valour  had  freed  the 
Queen  his  Sifter  out  of  the  hands  of  Perdicas^  though 
he  had  again  unhappily  loft  her  ^  yet  it  was  fufficient  ro 
let  them  know  (he  was  living,  whom  they  had  fuppofcd 
to  be  dead.  After  they  had  confidered  thefe  things,  and 

were 
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were  in  hopes  of  a  foil  accompUfliment  of  the  Oricle. 
To  confumtnate  that  felicity  they  promifed  themlclves, 
Arfacesj  to  whom  the  latter  Adventures  of  Bemice 
were  unknown,  and  who  was  but  too  much  concerned 
to  be  ignorant  of  them  any  longer,  defired  her  to  fo- 
vour  him  with  the  relation,  and  in  that  prevented  O- 
roofjdatesy  as  defirous  as  hioifclf,  and  who  knew  no  more 
.of  them  than  he,  when  to  oblige  the  Company,^ 
'  who  longed  extreamly  to  bear  the  laft  accidents  of 
tiiat  Princefies  Life,  (he  flayed  not  to  be  any  more  en- 
treated, but  having  thought  a  w^hile  what  (lie  had  to 
fay,  began  to  fetisne  their  Expeft^itions  in  this  manner :

1  flialltell  yoi;  then,  that  unhappy  Night,  when  yir- 

facomes  carried  me  out  of  Ijfedon  by  force,  I  had  fete  up 

late  to  entertain  Prince  Cdrthafiy  my  Uncle,  Arfaces 

and  fome  Ladies,  who  came  to  pay  me  a  vifit,  and  for 

whom  i  had  a  particular  efleem  -,   but  no  fooner  had  I 

difmifled  them,  and  they  were  gone  to  their  feveral  A- 

partmci>ts,  and  was  preparing  to  undrefs  me,  and  take 

my  repofe,  in  fome  fweet  contentment  of  Mind,  after 

fo  many  ftormy  affliftions,  and  deluges  of  (brrows  as  bad 

befallen  me:  (Ah,  how  fliall  1  relate  it  to  you  without 

treiTc 
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trembling)  c're  I  faw  my  Chamber  door  furprizingly 
broke  open,  and  fevcn  or  eight  Men  Armed,  whole 
Faces  I  could  not  perceive,  came  crowding  in,  and  Siz- 
ing me  in  fpite  of  all  the  cries  and  refiftance  1  was  a- 
ble  to  make,  forcibly  carried  me  away,  that  terror  and 
afFrightment  caft  me  into  a  deep  Swoon,  after  they  had 
dragg'd  me  through  the  Garden,  and  out  at  the  whole 
they  bad  broken  in  the  Wall,  and  thruft  me  into  a  Cha- 
riot that  flood  ready,  and  1  was  many  Furlongs  from 
JJfedon  when  1  faintly  opened  my  Eyes.  The  day  then  ap- 
peared, and  fluttered  grievous  complaints,  but  found 
no  anfwer  to  them.  1  endeavoured  all  1  could  to  throw 
my  felf  out  of  the  Chariot,  but  was  prevented  by  thofe 
ftrong  Arms  that  held  me.  The  Charioteer  drove  on 
furioufly,  by  thclcaft  frequented  ways,  and  I  knew  not 
certainly,  (though  I  had  rightly  guefTed.it)  inwbofe 
hands  I  was,  till  i  came  to  Bizjiminm  -,  for  all  that  time 
of  our  Journey,  which  was  long^  wicked  Arfacomes 
tame  not  near  me,  or  at  leaft  difcovered  not  his  Face 
to  me.  • 

He  bad  no  fooner  put  me  in  a  Houfe,  and  thinking 
himfelf  infafety,  by  the  Friendfliip  be  had  contraded 
with  Enritmdon  the  Governour,  but  he  had  the  impu- 
dence to  prefent  himfelf  before  me.  The  fight  of  him 
raifed  my  Anger  and  my  Fury  in  the  heighth  of  my  for- 
row,  when  looking  on  him  with  a  difdainful  Eye,  fparfc- 
ling  indignation :  Ah,  Trtiytor,  (feid  I)  Tray  tor  to  thy 
King,  and  to  thy  Country  *,  nay,  even  Traytor  to  thine 
Honour,  is  it  thus  that  thou  ufelUhe  D?.ughter  of  thy 
Sovereign,  and  a  Princcfs  to  whom  thou  didft  profels 
thy  felf  tied  by  other  duties  than  thofe  of  her  Birth  ? 
Are  theft  the  brave  effefts  of  that  Paffion,  which  bad 
made  thee  not  to  know  thy  felf,  and  of  that  Love^which 
raifed  thy  prefumptuous  thoughts  fo  high  ?  Is  it  poffible 
it  fhould  make  thee  ftoop  to  fo  black  and  fo  fhameful  a 
Tfeachery  ?  doft  thou  think  this  infidelixy  to  thy  King^ 
and  tdaKing,whohas  fo  infinitely  obliged  thee,  can  re- 
main unpuniihed,  anddareft  thou  believeythou  catift  ef- 
tape  tlie  jultice  of  the  Gods,  though  thou  faveft  thy  felf 
ffx^mthatof  Men. 

1  ftid  a  great  deal  more,  and  poured  forth  my  re- 
proaches which  be  liearkned  too  without  interrupting 
in;^,  but  wlii^ii  h:  found  1  Jkept  iilenc^ :  Akdam^  (faid 
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bt)l  (boald  find  a  great  deal  ofFuftke  in  yoitr  rqnroacfaesy 
and  fhoald  willingly  condemn  this  laft  Aftioa  of  vnimCy 
if  I  bad  done  it  in  a  le6  eztremity,  than  that  yoa  have 
reduced  me  to.  I  tbbk  yoa  cannot  deny^bot  I  have  pay- 
rj  yoa  all  the  refpefts  and  fabmiffions  ttiata  Service  of 
full  a  contioaance  was  capable  o£  So  long  as  I  had  any 
1)  ;:  e ,  yoo  never  law  me  abafe  the  Kings  favour,  nor  li- 
cr^ced  my  felf  toany  liberty  that  coald  difpleafe  him: 
But  when  Iloftmv  hopes  both  by  yx>ar  cruelty  and  the 
Kings  dtfhonourable  change  of  bishomoar,  I  maftcoo- 
fefs,  I  flew  to  extremities,  as  not  being  willing  to  leave 
you  to  my  Rival,  when  1  concluded  you  were  my  dae, 
not  only  by  my  Services,  but  the  promife  of  the  King. 
In  brief,  Madam,  1  have  done  nothing  that  lean  juflly 
rep.^nt  of,  nor  for  which  I  ought  to  fear  any  reproaches, 
and  rather  than  to  leave  you  to  my  Rival  ^  I  woaldnot 
only  have  pulled  you  out  of  your  Fathers  Arms,  but  e- 
ven  have  facrificed  himfelf  to  my  lawful  refentments. 

Ah  unworthy  Man,  (replied  I)  if  thoa  couldft  not 
endure  to  leave  me  in  the  bands  of  tbyRival,thou  fliouldft 
have  pulled  me  out  of  them,  as  once  be  pulled  me  out 
of  thine;  thou  fbouldft  have  undertaken  that  againft 
him  alone,  which  he  undertook  againft  thee  at  the  head 
of  thine  Army,  and  thou  fliouldft  have  difputed  me  as  a 
•  Prince,  and  like  a  valiant  Man  as  he  is,  fince  thou  knew- 
eft,  he  never  would  have  refufed  thee  thofe  occafions.  I 
would  willingly  have  made  ufe  of  them,  (faid  Arfacomes) 
if  they  would  have  been  any  advantage  to  my  Paffion^ 
and  as  valiant  and  as  fortunate  as  Ar faces  is,  he  never 
fawmeturnmy  back  to  him  ;  but  if  I  bad  fought  with 
Ar faces ^  Bcrnice  would  not  have  been  the  prize  of  my 
Viftory,  fince  the  Kings  in juftice  had  otherways  difpo- 
fed  of  her,  and  that  by  his  exprefs  Command  he  had  ut- 
terly extinguiflied  all  my  hopes.  And  though  by  taking . 
that  courfe,  I  might  have  been  revenged  upon  my  Ene- 
my, yet  I  had  not  obtained  my  Priticefs,  but  by  this  I 
have  followed,  Bernice  is  mine,  and  Arfaces  is  more  cru- 
elly punifhed,  than  if  1  bad  given  bima  thoufand  deaths. 

Bernice  thine,  (cried  I  interrupting  him)  Ah,  never 
hope  it,  fince  thou  haft  feen  her  refift  her  Fathers  Will, 
whilft  be  was  ft>  far  blinded  as  to  favour  thee,  and  whilft 
thou  wert  lefe  Criminal  than  now  thou  art,  be  certaiit^ 
(he  knows  well  enough  how  to  defend  her  lelf  by  death, 

againft 
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againft  thy  violence,  and  againft  thy  prefecations,  and 
that  fo  long  aslhe  lives,  flie  will  never  look  on  thee, 
as  other  than  a  Monfter,  and  as  an  enemy  black  with 
the  bafeft  of  all  Crimes.  Time  (  replied  A^facomes^ 
and  my  re(pcct  wiil  without  doubt  abate  your  unjuft  an- 
ger, and  you  will  ceafc:  to  hiate  me,  when  you  come 
to  coi]fiticr,that  it  is  the  cxrefs  of  my  Love,which  forces 
me  to  dilpleafe  you,  in  takii%  you  away  from  a  Rival 
more  fortunate  than  my  felf,  but  which  (hall  never 
make  me  go  beyond  the  limits  of  that  refpeft  I  owe  you, 
and  which  fliall  ever  leave  you  the  fame  Empire 
over  me,  you  had  in  the  Court  of  the  King  your 
Father. 

By  thefe  words  ArCacomes  ftrove  to  appeafe  my  an- 
ger, and  to  give  me  fome  Confolation,  but  he  endea- 
voured in  vain  ;  for  as  often  as  he  opened  his  mouth  to 
fpeak  to  me,  he  received  no  other  returns   than  re- 
proaches, and  imprecations.    1  continu^almoft  three 
whole  days  without  eating  any  thing,  ilfd  certainly  I 
fliould  have  killed  my  felf  witn  hunger,  had  1  not  cx- 
pefted  fome  way  or  other  to  be  delivered  out  of  his 
nands.     I  was  not  at  all  infenfible.  that  Arfaces  would 
leave  no  endeavours  untryed  to  nnd  me  out  if  poffi- 
ble.    Alafs,  how  ofcen  did  I  name  him,    and  invoke 
his  aia  ?  How  often  did  I  call  unprofitably  for   his  af-* 
fiftance  ?  I  made  no  difficulty  at  all  of  it  before  Arfa- 
comes  J  and  fo  little  1  feared  to  difpleafe  him,    that  I 
never  ufed  any  conftraint  upon  my  felf,    to  hide  my 
juft  refentments.    He  indeed  had  procured  Icvcral  wo- 
men to  attend  me,  but  1  looked  on  them  as  no  other, 
than  Spies  on  my  anions,  and  fuch  as  were  placed  a- 
bout  me,    to  reft  rain  my  Liberty :  And  amongft  all 
the  Men  that  followed  him,  he  that  he  made  themoft 
account  of,  was  the  wicked  AJlyages^  who  had  difco- 
vered  Arfaces  to  the  King  my  Father,  to  be  the  Son  of 
Darius^  and  caufed  him  to  run  ib  great  a  hazard  of 
his  Life.    Twasthat  wicked  feilow,  who  perfccuted 
me  more  than  all  the  reil ,  and  thinking  thereby  to 
gain  himfelf  more  favour  W\i\\  Arfacomes  ^  he  wrought 
fuch  an  averfion  in  me,  that  1  was  not  able  to  endure 
the  fight  of  him.    He  impudently  folicited  me  daily  to 
Marry  Arfacomes^  perfuading  me  that  in  the  conditi- 
on 1  was  in,  nothing  could  be  of  greater  advantage  to 

me 
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kne  ^  He  told  me  audarioufly.that  it  was  not  my  beft 
way  to  drive  a  Prince  to  deipair,  who  had  power  to 
do  what  he  pleafed  himfelf^^  and  that  a  Lover  reduced  to 
the  laft  extremitits,  was  capable  of  doing  any  thing  5 
bat  1  requefted  that  perfidious  Man  with  fach  vio- 
lent retorts,  that  if  he  had  had  any  fliame,  they  would 
even  have  confounded  him,  and  have  chainea  tip  bis 
Tongue  before  me  forever. 

Eurtmedon  came  often  to  vifit  me,  aiid  laboured  td 
give  me  what  confolation  bethought  was neceflary,  irt 
the  condition  he  faw  me  in.  I  anfwered  his  Comple- 
inents  but  coldly,  yet  as  frozen  as  I  was,  tny  little 
Beauty  had  created  a  Fire  in  him.  He  feenied  at  firft 
greatly  to  pity  my  fufFerings,  and  laboured  to  make 
kne  believe  my  happinefs  could  bnly  be  ^ftabliflied  by 
yielding  to  Love  Arfacomes^  whole  Deferts  be  magni- 
fied to  the  higheft  degree,  put  when  he  plainly  per- 
ceived my  rewgnancy  to  all  he  bad  faid  in  his  favour, 
he  grew  bolder,  and  prbmifed  me  his  affiftance  in  all 
that  lay  in  his  power,  to  redrefs  my  Wrongs.  This 
fudden  change  made  me  hope,  he  wbuld  be  a  means 
to  rcftore  me  again  to  the  King  my  Father,  which  he 
|)erceived  was  the  main  thing  I  aimed  at  j  but  I  was 
mightily  deceived  in  my  expeftation,  for  foon  after  I 
found  his  profercd  Friendfliip  to  me  proceeded  only 
from  his  Paflion,  and  from  his  Intereft,  though  he  had 
irovered  them  in  ambiguous  cxpreflions;  for  at  laft 
laying  afide  the  cdnfideration  of  his  Friendfliip  to  jir- 
facomes^  his  power  in  that  place  made  him  grow  td 
fuch  a  heighth  of  Infolency,  that  I  plainly  iaw  my . 
felf  expofed  to  my  cruel  fortune,  without  knowing  bow 
to  remedy  it. 

The  firft  time  he  explained  himfelf  to  me^  was  after 
a  Difcourfe  we  had  of  my  misfortunes,  and  having  qui- 
etly attended  to  the  complaints }  made :  Madam,  (laid 
he  j  yoiu  are  not  fo  unfortunate  as  you  beiieve,  and  if 
you  were  but  of  a  humour  to  difcern  thofe  Perfons  who 
have  an  Ambition  to  ferve  you,  from  thofe  that  have 
t)fFended  you,  your  miferics  would  not  be  of  any  long 
continuance.  Thefe  words,  with  his  earneft  fixing  * 
bis  Eyes  on  my  Face,  ^  made  me  ibon  apprehend  his 
intendments,  yet  I  diflembledit,  as  Well  as  the  trou- 
kc  it  had  caufed  in  me^  would  permit^  and  only  pre- 
tended 
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tended  to  draw  an  advantage  from  *  it  of  my  Liberty : 
No  doubt  Ehrlmtdofi^  (faid  \)  but  I  atii  as  fenfible  of 
Courtefies,  as  I  can  be  of  injuries,  not  but  that  I 
would  fully  acknowledge  thofe,  I  fhould  receive  from 
Virtuous  Perfons.  If  it  befo,  (replied  he)  Eurimedon 
'will  be  the  happieft  Man  in  the  World,  and  you  Ihall 
not  be  the  moft  unfortunate  Princefs.     1  know  well  c- 

?ough  what  I  owe  to  Arfacomes^  and  to  the  Law  of 
loipitality ,  but  I  alfo  know  what  I  owe  to  Bernice^ 
and  to  my  felf,  and  though  I  Ihould  commit  a  fault, 
that  Paffion  wherewith  Jlrfacomes  covers  his,  may 
more  eafily  cover  Earimedon^i. 

Thefe  words,  which  held  me  in  no  fufperice  of  his 
'defign^  made  me  break  out  into  a  violent  Anger,  con- 
trary to  my  Nature :  Go  Enrimedon^  (faid  I)  go  de- 
clare thy  guilty  Paflion  to  fame  other,  than  the  Daugh- 
ter of  tne  King  of  Scyrhla^  and  redouble  not  by  your 
infolence  the  affliftion  of  a  Princeft,  whom  you  ought 
tiot  to  behold  but  with  refpeft.  Though  he  was  abalh- 
cdat  thil5  reply,  he  would  have  anfwered,  but  1  gave 
liimnot  the  opportunity  •,  for  going  away,  without  fo 
much  as  carting  an  Eye  towards  him,  I  (nut  my  felf  in 
my  Clofet.  And  after  this  efFeA  of  my  mistortunei 
my  complaints  were  m6re  violent  than  ever,  you  may 
caiily  conceive  it  was  not  without  a  very  fenfible  dif- 
content,  that  new  Conqudl  my  feyes  had  made,  nor 
without  a  great  many  tears,  thiit  1  looked  upon  the 
mifcry  df  ifiy  condition :  Ah,  Jlnaxerxesy  (faid  1) 
what  an  unworthy  Rival  has  my  hard  Fate  procured 
thee,  and  how  much  thou  wouldft  be  alhamed  if  thou 
kneweft  ftiy  mirery,to  have  apittyful  Lieutenant  of  i 
l^rovince  thy  Competitor  in  an  afFeftion.  Thou  tc) 
whom  a  hundred  Provinces,  and  ia  thou  (kind  Subjefts 
more  confiderable  than  this  Rival,  ought  to  yield  O- 
bedience. 

This  remembrahte  ihade  Eur  i me  don  inbre  hatefdl  to 
me,  th3in.  jirfacomesj  and  though  according  to  the 
JRules  of  Prudence,  I  ought  perchance  to  bavedifTem^ 
bled  with  him,  though  it  Were  but  by  his  means  tojgel 
out  of  the  power  of  Arfacomes^  yet  fearing  to  fall  in- 
to worfe  hands,  I  could  not  hide  irty  refentmetits  \  I 
therefore, avoided  all  future  difco.ur(e  with  him^  as  J 
did  with  JrCacomes^  but  it  made  him  abate  nothing  oi 
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bis  pafiion  or  i^Bportunities,  ]x>t  fparing  to  give  mc 
{oaic  biiiCs  in  his  difcouife,  thac  it  was  not  my  (afeft 
way  to  drive  him  to  extremities,  kaft  bisdefpaif  ihould 
leave  bim  fo  little  mailer  of  bimfclf,  as  to  make  him 
take  that  by  force,  which  I  lo  obftinately  denied  him, 
feeing  1  was  altogether  in  his  power.  Thefe  thoughts 
made  me  tremble^  and  reduced  me  to  little  better  dian 
a  dying  condition,  nor  was  it  long  c're  Arfacomes 
found  out  bis  deflgn  upon  me,  though  in  difdain  I  had 
forcborn  to  fpeak  to  him  of  it,  which  Treacherj^  and 
breach  of  Friendfliip  put  him  into  fuch  a  rage,  that  if 
Jifliages  by  his  perfwafwns  and  realbns,  bad  not  hia- 
dred  it,  he  had  run  immediately  to  feck  his  revenge, 
in  attempting  to  kill  tarimedor?^  though  it  could  not 
have  but  proved  fatal  to  himfelf,  yet  growing  cooler 
by  degrees,  they  confulted  whither  they  might  retire 
with  me,  finding  no  truftor  fafety  in  ^/;^/iw/«/»,  and 
at  lafl  agreed  to  fly  to  j^lexander^  who  was  not  only 
powerful  to  proteii  them,  but  as  jijiiages  flattered 
jirfacomesj  would  not  delay  to  give  me  to  him,;  when 
•  he  fliould  know,  how  much  be  could  further  him,  by 
his  intercft  in  the  conaueft  of  Scythia^  to  revenge  the 
lofs  and  diflionour  he  bad  (iiftained  in  the  overthrow 
of  his  Armies,  and  the  Death  of  his  two  Generals,  and 
that  above  all  he  would  favour  himagainft  the  Son  ot 
J)afitr^  whofe  Empire  he  poflefTed,  and  who,  byfucb 
an  Alliance  might  be  able  to  difputeit  with  him,  fcc- 
jlng  the  Per  flam  now  obeyed  him  more  for  fear,  than 
any  other  confideration,  and  would  be  ready  on  all 
occafvms  to  regain  their  Liberty.  This  being refolvcd 
on,  the  next  thing  they  confidered,  washow  to  efcapc 
out  of  ihe  City,  which  could  not  v/ell  be  done  with- 
out my  confent,  for  with  Eumficdons  leave,  they  def- 
p.\ircd  to  elfeA  it,  at  laft  they  came  to  a  refult  in  this 
likewife,  .-f/f/^^r/,  who  was  very  aftive  and  mifchic- 
\  oa>  in  all  his  defi^ns,  fo  contrived  it,  that  a  Chariot 
and  Horfcs  were  lecretly  laid  within  two  or  three 
Furlongs  of  the  Shoar,  on  the  AjUn  Ode,  with  orders 
to  ;utend  nearer  at  a  lime  appointed  \  then  he  gained 
the  Nhftcr  of  a  Bark,  lor  a  great  Sum  of  Money,  fe- 
ci Cf  ly  to  tranlport  as  thither 

This 
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This  projed  being  in  a  forwardnefs,  Arfacomes  cam6 
to  my  Cbamber  in  the  Evening,  after  be  knew  Euri' 
medonhsid  parted  from  me,  and  found  me  in  a  verj 
troubled  humour  ;  he  guefled  at  the  caufe  of  my  dii- 
compofure,  and  after  bavins  faluted  me  with  a  pro- 
found Civility :  Madam,  (faid  he)  all  your  Servants  are' 
not  fo  full  of  rcfptSt^  Jirfacomes^  for  though  the  poW- 
er  my  Fortune  has  given  me,  has  not  made  me  forget* 
ful  of  that  I  owe  unto  you ;  Enrimedon  cannot  lay 
the  fame,  he  refolves  to  take  that  by  violertce,  wbico 
be  has  not  been^able  to  obtain  by  perfwafion,  and  if 
you  ftay  here  but  a  day  longer,  you  will  feel  the  ef- 
fefts  of  that  Authority  you  arc  now  under*  I  know^ 
I  (hall  die  in  your  defence,  but  my  Death  will  not  be 
^ble  to  fecure  you,  therefore  1  bad  rather  give  up  all 
ifjy  hopes,  an  J  carry  you  back  to  the  King  your  Fa- 
ther, than  leave  you  to  the  mercy  of  this  treache- 
r6us  Man.  Difllembling  Arfacomes  bad  invented  this, 
for  fear  1  fhould  by  my  anwillingnefs  difcover  his  der 
figti,  and  the  probality  1  found  itl  what  be  faid,  by 
mt  knowledge  1  had  of  Ewrimedm\  Pailion,  made 
me  the  eafier  believe  him^  1  praifed  the  Gods  for 
patting  him  into  fo  good  a  Mind,  and  looking  on  hiny 
with  a  Coantenante  very  different  from  what  1  ordi- 
narily afforded  him  at  any  other  time :  ArfAComes^\{  it 
be  true,  (laid  1)  that  you  will  reftore  me  to  the  King 
my  Father,  not  only  he  and  I  will  pardon  you  the 
faults  you  have  comrtiitted  againft  us,  but  you  will 
recover  the  fame  place  in  his  AfFedion,you  bcretofore 
Enjoyed,  and  fliall  ever  ftand  fair  in  mfy  acknowledg- 
ment, aiid  in  my  efteem,  as  yoa  in  resifon  can  de- 
fire, 

1  am  fully  relolved  dpon  it,  Madam,  (replied  Ar- 
facomes) and  though  1  knew  you  were  left  to  me  foir- 
ever,  1  bad  rather  loofe  yoo  by  doing  you  this  Ser- 
vice, than  abandon  you  tofaitblefs  Ewimedon\  But^ 
Madam,  (continued*  be)  we  muft  fly  without  any^ 
longer  delay^  for  if  We  let  pais  this  Night,  without 
employing  it  to  fave  you,  there  v^iU  be  no  poffibili- 
ty  of  it  to  Morrow.  I  am  ready,  Arfacomes^  (re- 
plied I)  nor  ihall  1  be  Icfs  joyed  to  efcape  tbe  Tyran- 
ny of  Ewrlmedon^  than  to  return  to  my  Father.  Tberi^ 
Wa$attb»  time  none  of  my  Women  ift  my  Cbambef4 
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and  he  urgtutly  preffing  our  departure,  I  made  no  diffi- 
culty to  give  bitn  my  hand  ^  with  a  greater  willingnefe 
than  ever  I  had  done  in  all  my  Life,andruffcrediiiy  ftlf 
to  be  wholly  (Jttided  by  him.    We   got  out  of    the 
Houfe  in  the  dark,   and  went  a   foot  to  the  Porr^ 
where  Ail'uiges  waited  for  our  coming  ^    I  no  £aoaer 
few  the  Water,  when  they  had  put  me  into  the  Barge, 
but  I  found  he  bad  deceived  me^  and  prefently  recal- 
ling my  firil  rcfentments  againll  bim:   Ah  Traytor, 
(cried  1)  bow  much  was  I  to  blame  in  believing  tfaatt 
couldft  oe  capable  of  any  virtuous  Adion,  and  bow 
foolifli  1  was  to  give  credit  to  the  Words  of  fuch  a 
faithlefs  Man  :  Thou  baft  found  a  Friend  oiEurime^daH 
very  like  thy  felf,  but  fuTce  1  was  to  periflj  by  tic 
.  infidelity  of  one  of  you,   thou  fl]Oulcift  have  let  mc 
die  at  Biz^antlum^  without  drawing  out  miferies  lon- 
ger by  thy  perfidioufntfs. 

Arfscomes  gave  ear  to  this  reproach,  but  received 
it  as  he  wont  to  do  my  other  Difcourfes    of  the  like 
Nature ;  and  the  Bai^e  with  Obrs  and  Sails  foon  reacb- 
ed  the  further  Sbore,  where  I  was  Landed,  and  pat 
into  the  Chariot  by  force.  It  would  he  endlefsto  teii 
you  all  my  complainings,    and  the  many  reproaches 
I  made,  let  it  fuilice  then,   that  when  1  bad  learned 
jirfacomcss^Kii^ok^  to  retire  to  jMexander^   J  took 
a  little  comrortj  as  knowing  by  report,    that  Prince 
was  an  Enemie  to  bafe  Aftions  \  but  my  greateft  hope 
was  in  the  Quv:en,  to  wliom  1  intended  to  make  my 
felf  knowi),  and  doubted  not  bur  by  the  confiderati- 
on  of  Priote  Anaxerxes  her  Brother,  when  /lie  Iboold 
be  fatisfied  be  was  alive,  and  how  much  he  was  con- 
cerned for  me,  1  lliould  ffnd  proteftion  in  her  favour 
again  ft  the  violence  of  Arfacomis^  and  all.  others  \ 
but  upon  our  Arrival  in  this  Country,   to  my  great 
l^riefi  1  beard.  Alexander  was  dead,    and  it  was  ru- 
jnoured  the  Queen  and  her  Sifter  were  murthered  by 
the  cruelty  oi  Roxana.  -Af-.'a^s  foon  direded  Ar^ 
Jacomes  to  a  Houfe  of  his  Kinfmans,  as  wicked  ashim^" 
felf,  where  I  was  kept  in  the  nature  of  a  Prifoncr^ 
yet  bad  Women  to  attend  me,  and  Arfacomes  abated 
nothing  of  his  refpeA  towards  me,  fave  that  of  giving 
me  my  Liberty  j  and  when  at  any  time  he  perfecuted 
vnt  with  his  JLoye,    he  met  wi^  the  like  Anfwers  \ 

had 
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had  formerly  given  faim^nd  more  fevcre  ones  if  poflible. 
My  grief  was  extream,   and  I  could  not  but  account 
my  fclf  the  Tennis-Bail  of  Fortune,   to  be  bandied . 
thus  on  the  Rackets  of  the  Deftinies  ;    however,   I 
rcfolved  to  run  an^^  hazard  for  the  regaining  nriy  li- 
berty, if  I  might  find  the  leaft  probability  of  doing 
it.  Whilft  I  hiid  this  thought,    I  viewed  the  profped 
of  the  Country  from   my  Window,  and  taking  my 
opportunity,  when  fome  of  the  Women  were  gone  a- 
bout  other  Affairs,  and  (he  that  remained  with  mc 
was  afleep,  knowing  if  I  Were  retaken  it  could  not 
put  me  into  a  worler  co^idition .  I  ventured  down  Stairs, 
and  got  away  through  the  Garden  unfeen,  when  com- 
ing into  the  Fields,  1  made  all  the  hafte  I  could, towards. 
Babylon^  in  hopes  to  find  fome  refuge  there  froifi  my 
Perfeculors,  but  not  ufed  to  (uch  a  Journey,   I  foon 
became  extreamly  tired,  and  found  mv  felf  cbnftrain- 
ed  to  fit  down  under  a  tuft  of  fliadie  Trees,  in  much, 
perplexity.   I  refted  but  a  little  eVe  I  got  up  again, 
^nd  put  forward  as  fail  as  I  was  able,  but  when  my 
hopes  was  at  the  bigheft,  toreach  the  places  I  defired 
to  be  in,  and  the  glittering  Pinacles  of  the  ftately 
Towers  faluted  my  Eyes,    I  perceived  a  Horfeman 
coming  full  fpeed  after  me.    It  was  thnt  day  that 
Arfacomes  riding  by,  interrupted  the  converfation  of 
Lyfimachus  zx\A  Arfaces^  and  that  he  killed  the  Horfe 
of  the  latter,  and  made  his  efcape  from  him  •,   after 
which  he  overtofJk  me,  feizing  on  me  in  a  marvelous 
fright  and  trembling,  fetting  me  before  him  ii  fpite 
of  all  my  cries  and  refiftance,  when  having  got  whrc 
he  fought  for,  he  rode  back  full  fpeed  ta  the  Houfe 
of  my  PrifoUj  not  feeming  to  regard  or  anfwer  my 
reproaches  on  the  way,  but  when  he  came  thither  and 
had  again  fecuredme:  My  ingrateful  Fugitive,  ffaid 
he)  you  fee  the  Gods  have  not  approved  your  flight, 
fince   they  Jiave  fo  little  favoured  it,    aniyouimay 
judge  by  thz  little  care  they  have,  taken,  to  deliver^ 
you  put  of  my  handi,  how  much  th:y  blao^e  and  con- 
demn your  Cruelties. 

I  was  fo  dcjei^ed  with  my  grief^  and  tired- withiiiy 
Journey,  that  1  had  hardly  any  ftrength  left  to  return 
an  anfwer  in  any  but  abrupt  words,  that  had  but  lit- 
tle coherence.    After  this,  1- was  more  narrowly  watch- 
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cd  than  bcfiore^  and  not  ignorant  of  jlfiis^s  vrkk- 
cd  Coonfel,  woo  vebcmently  urged  and  perlwaded 
Arfacomes  to  make  ufe  of  the  power  be  had  cnrer  aie, 
for  the  iatis£iiftion  of  his  lawlefs  defircs^  nor  could 
dut  impadent  Fellow  forbear,  even  in  my  prefenc^ 
to  blame  the  remainder  of  chat  refped  ne  ftill  bad 
towards  me,  which  fb  changed  his  Mind  that  he  be- 
g»n  to  nfe  me  otherwiie  than  formerly  he  had  done, 
and  made  me  fee  by  a;l  bis  AAions,  I  had  no  flight  caufc 
to  fear  the  higheft  oat  rages  from  him,  if  the  Gods  per- 
mitted me  tobe  mach  longer  in  his  power. 

This  fear  conftrained  me  to  diiTemble  with  bim, 
and  I  often  difarmed  his  fary  by  a  feigned  compliance  \ 
but  wicked  Aftiages  who  being  le(s  prepofTefled  than 
he,  difcovering  my  intentions  better,  he  every  day 
preiTed  him  to  feek  ways  for  the  (atisfadion  of  his  law- 
lefs defires,  and  by  bis  fplicitations  corrupted  him  ib 
far,  that  in  end  Arfacomes  forgot  who  I  was,  and  no 
longer  knowing  me  to  be  Bernice^  whom  he  was  wont 
to  behold  with  fo  much  fubmiflion,  ran  on  to  thofe 
cruel  refolutions  that  were  diverted  by  the  Gods,  and 
by  the  valour  of  the  Prince  my  Brotper,  whom  they 
imiraculoufly  fcnt  to  my  reliet,  in  the  grcateft  extrc- 
jnity  that  ever  befel  mej.  The  Princeis  made  a  flop 
at  thefe  words,  and  left  the  Princes  matter  enough  to 
entertain  themfelves  with  the  events  flic  had  related  -^ 
Lyfi/nachns  told  her  the  Difcourfc  he  had  beard  in  the 
Wood,  between  Arfacomes  and  Afii^ges ;  but  Icarce 
had  flie  taken  a  little  breath,  ere  flie  was folicited  by 
them  and  the  Amaxmian  Queen  to  let  them  bear  her 
laft  Adventures,  whenwillmg  to  oblige  them,  fliepro- 
ccieded  in  this  manner :  x 

I  doubt  not  but  you  have  been  informed  by  Himli^ 
.  f 4,  it  was  the  Adventure  of  a  Litter,  which  maae  me 
leave  her.  but  flie  could  not  tell  you  who  was  in  it. 
It  was  Arfaces^  who  according  to  his  Narration  was 
then  removing  from  Bahylon^  for  the  recovery  ©f  his 
Wounds,  his  wondrous  Palenefs  hindered  me  not  from 
knowing  him  •,  1  was  moved  at  that  fight,  yet  could 
it  not  have  perfuaded  me.  Brother,  to  nave  left  you  in 
the  condition  you  were  in,  but  that  I  believed  I  could 
do  no  lefs  than  fee  Arfaces2ig7i\x\j  and  let  him  (ee  Ber- 
enice whom  he  earneftly  fought,  that  that  fight  might 
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put  an  end  to  all  bis  wandrings,  bat  tbey  went  (b  fkft 
with  it,  that  I  was  not  able  to  keep  pace  with  them, 
though  1  leaned  upon  jilciones  Arm,  which  made  me 
give  it  over.  And  being  aboat  to  return  to  yoii,  1  was 
prevented Jby  a  Company  of  Horfemen,  who  prefent- 
ly  furrounded  us,  and  having  cryed  out  that  1  was  Ber- 
mce^  they  leaped  from  their  Horfes,  and  putting  up 
the  Beavers  ot  their  Helmets,  no  longer  concealed  their 
Faces  from  me.  The  firft  I  caft  my  Eyes  on,  was 
wicked  j4flUges^  and  with  him,  ta  my  great  amaze- 
ment, 1  faw  Eurimedon^  from  wSofe  periecutions,  1 
bad  fled  with  Arfacomes^  who  had  fubftituted  his 
Brother  in  the  Command  of  his  Provinces,  and  was 
come  in  fcarchof  me,  whereafter  the  Death  of  j4r fa- 
comes  j  he  met  vrith  j4JHages^  and  by  the  encourage- 
ment he  gave  hUd,  for  hopes  of  reward,  he  doubted 
not  to  recover  me  by  force  or  ftratagem. 

Eurimedon  appeared  tranfeorted  with  joy,  at  this 
encounter,  and  taking  one  ot  my  hands,  which  he  kif- 
fed  in  fpite  of  my  refiftance :  How  great  is  the  good- 
nefs  of  the  Gods,  (faid  he)  fince  they  ^reftoired  me  the 
adored  Princefs  ihad  loft,  after  having  worthily  pu- 
nifhed  the  Man  that  ftole  her  away  from  my  Arms.  I 
was  fo  extremely  furprized  at  this  unhappy  accident, 
that  1  had  neither  ftrengthnor  courage  to  reply,  but 
only  pulling  away  my  band  from  between  his,  and 
looking  on  him  with  a  difdainful  Eye,  1  made  hiq 
know,  that  if  my  fight  was  a  contentment  to  him,  his 
produced  the  quite  contrary  efFed  in  me ;  Jljtiaoes 
was  as  much  joyed  he  bad  found  Alcot.e^  and  the 
fight  of  him  was  yet  more  hateful  to  her,  by  realon  of  * 
the  great  in  juries  he  had  done  her,  but  in  fpite  of  our 
refiftance  and  our  cries,  they  forcibly  carried  us  before 
them,  to  that  Houfe  where  Arfacomes  had  fo  lately 
made  me  his  Prifoner. 

We  had  been  there  but  a  little  while  deploring  our 
unfortunate  condition  with'  tears,  VThen  EM-hnedon  pre- 
fented  himfelf  to  me,  the  fight  of  him  made  me  tremble, 
and  though  he  put  on  all  the  mildnefs  he  could,  and 
alledgeJ  the  cxcefsof  hisLoveinexcufe  of  the  violence 
he  had  ufed,  promifing  to  convey  me  to  my  Father. 
1  only  anfwered  him  with  reproaches,  and  rcfolving 
pever  ?ftore  to  truft  the  promifes  of  wicked  Pcrfons,

I  utterly  rcfufing  to  receive  any  favour  or  ailiftance 
from  him.  When  be  prefled  his  Love  in  a  violent  man- 
ner,and  began  tomagnifiehisowndeferts:Moderate  thy 
Ambition,  (faid  1)  andconfider,  that  if  the  Daughter 
of  a  King  be  to  be  ferved  by  Eurimedon^  it  is  only  as. 
a  Subjeft,  or  as  a  menial  Servant.  He  found  matter 
of  offence  in  thefe  words,  but  Love  made  him  ciigeft 
tliem,  and  my  Quality  and  fome  other  confiderations 
gave  him  a  rcfped  for  me,  vvhich  left  him  not  the 
<;ourage  to  execute  his  wicked  intentions. 

Poor  ^Icione's  was  as  grievoufly  perfecuted  by  wick- 
ed yifiiagesy  which  together  with  the  fight  of  him, 
that  Drought  into  her  remembrance  the  Death  of  her 
dear  Theander^  by  the  means  of  his  Treacheries,    put 
her  into  mortal  Trances  •,   yet  that  fhamelefs  Fellow 
came  often  to  vifither,  andone  time:  Alcione^   (faid 
he)  for  I  dare  not  call  you  Sifter,  you  have  fucha 
ftrangc  avcrfion  to  me)  let  us  from  henceforth  forget 
all  that  is  paft,  and  fufFerme  to  make  a  GonfeflTiun  to. 
you,  which  1  never  before  made  to  any  Body :  1  ever 
loved  you,  and  if  the  confidiration  of  Thander  ayade 
flie  filent,  know  it  was  my  own,  that  ipade  me  jealous. 
qi  CleonimHs'.  2SiAr\ott\\zto{  Bagi ft anes\  the  Intereil 
of  thatKinfman  (liould  never  have  perfwaded  me  tO: 
have  troubled  the  repofe  of  my  Brother,    who  was 
much  dearer  to  me  than  he,  and  you  may  well  judge, 
that  that  compliance  alone  would  not  have  been  able 
to  carry  me  on  to  fuch  great  extremities :  Forget  there- 
fore thofe  injuries,  whi<;h  my  Paflionmay  well  excufe, 
and  with  them  forget  Cleommus^  who  either  is  no  lon- 
ger in  the  World,  or  elfe  no  longer  remembers  you, 
and  if  you  will  receive  me  for  your  Husband,  1.  will 
f  upply  the  place  of  Theander^   we'll  re-unite  our  Fa- 
milies, and  our  Houfes,  and  you  fliall  be  no  lefs  happy 
v/ith  me,  than  you  was  with  my  Brother. 

Ab^  (cried  j4lcione^  quite  tranfported  with  rage)  Ah 
Moniter,  ilained  with  thy  Brothers  Blood  !  Moniler, 
black  with  a  ihoufand  Treacheries,  canft  thou  once 
but  imagine  me  capable  of  hearing  thy  horrible  propo^ 
fitions,  and  hafl  thou  yet  this  lalt  Crime  to  commit, 
to  make  thee  the  moft'deteftable  of  all  Men  living.  If 
C/f^;7);w///be  dead,  thy  Crimes  have  killed  him,  and 
if  he  no  longer  remember  ^/t7V;7<r,  it  is  only  his  Ver-. 
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tuc  made  him  forget  her,  and  it  is  only  thy  Vice  that 
brings  her  again  into  thy  memory;  but  be  confident 
wicked  Wretch,  f  continued  (he  j  thy  Love  is  yet  more 
cruel  tome,  than  thy  hatred,  and  I  will  fooncr  con- 
ftnt  to  fee  thee  be  a  fccond  time  the  Death  of  what  is 
deareft  to  me  in  all  the  World,  and  alfo  of  my  felf, 
than  to  letthec'hopethatl  will  msLkeTheandersMur- 
therer  his  Succeflbr.  jifliagts  in  whom  all  ftamc 
was  quite  extinguiflicd,  hearkened  without  bluflies 
to  thefe  reproaches,  but  ftill  by  all  his  Aftions,  en- 
deavoured to  make  jilcione  believe  he  was  in  Love  with 
her.  And  in  thefe  torments  we  lived  till  the  time  of 
our  deliverance,  having  hardly  one  hour  in  the  day 
free  from  the  vifits  of  our  Perfccutors ;  but  in  the 
end,  Enrmedon  who  was  Lieutenant  to  Lyfimachusy^ 
in  his  Government  of  Thrace^  confidering  he  cou!^ 
not  long  remain  fo  near  Babylon  without  being  difco- 
vered,  refolved  to  return  with  me  to  Biz^mtHnt^  and: 
there,  if  1  longer  perfifted  in  my^  obftinacy,to  compel 
me  to  a  compliance  with  his  defires,  and  j^ftiagesr\Qt 
doubting  his  proteftion,  and  an  encouragement  of  his 
wicked  intentions  on  Mcione^  proffered  to  accompany 

him,  and  it  was  on'our  way  thi  ther,  that  the  favour- 
ing Gods  pitying  our  diftrefs,  fent  firft  CUonlmts^ 
and  then  Demetrins^  to  relcue  us.  as  you  have  heard, 
and  take  us  from  tho(e  we  hated,  to  reftore  us  to' 
thofe  that  are  dear  to  us,  and  it  was  by  the  Sword  of 
CleommHs^xhsit  EHrimedon  and  Aftiages  loft  their  de- 
teftable  Lives,  as  a  juft  punifliment  of  theGods,  for 
their  many  wicked  Adions.  • 

Thus  did  the  Princefs  conclude  htr  Narration,  and 
Arfaces  who  for  all  his  impatiencv  in  fome  paflages. 
of  it,  ^ad  heard  it  to  the  end,  witliout  interriTption, 
fell  then  into  a  very  pafiionate  Difcourfe,  whereby  he 
let  her  fce  how  infinitely  he  was  concerned  in  the  af-. 
fJiAions  Ihe  had  fuffered,  and  fo  high  an  efteem  he 
gained  for  his  valour  and  virtues^  among  t\\t  Greek 
Princes  that  were  in  Oroond^tes's  Camp,  and  Succef- 
fors  to  Alexander^  that  their  generous  compaflion  to 
hisfufferings,and  the  affliAedHonfeof  Darhif^  made 
them  fre?Iy  offer  him  all  thofe  Dominions  that  had  fal- 
len to  their  lot,  which  had  formerly  belonged  to  jD^- 
riHs  his  Father,  and  to  eftablilh  him  in  part  of  that 
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Eoifire  which  by  ridt  of  Birth  appertained  to  him  ? 

but  he  generoafly  rerafed  it^  contenting  bioifelf  widi 

what  his'  Swora  with  their  affiftance    flioald  gain 

from  tlK>fe  that  were  his  and  their  Enemies.    Hi'is  not 

by  the  way  you  fo  generoafly  propofe,  ^faid  he^    that 

ArtAxerxes  ought  to  rife  to  the  Throne  of  bis  Ancc-* 

ftors,  nor  will  I  receive  that  from  the  Liberality  of  mj 

Friends,  which  the  valour  of  my  Enemies  has  taken 

from  me  :    Therefore  I  protcft  to  you,  by  great  Or- 

mafdes^  by  Bernice^  and  by  my  Honour,  that  all  your 

oiFers,  ana  all  your  entreaties  (hall  never  be  abl«  to 

fliake  me  from  this  refolution.  Poflefe  the  Territories 

which  now  are  yours  by  right  of  War,  and  which  J 

fee  you  command  without  envy,  and  without  difcdn- 

tcnt  \  there  are  enough  in  the  power  of  our  Eneinies 

to  eftablilh  a  Monarchy  great  enough,and  if  you  would 

not  have  Darius  his  Son  to  live  a  private  Man,  1  re- 

fufe  not  your  afliftance  to  conquer  part  of  them. 

This  V92is  jirfaces\  generous  refolution,  and  though 
the  Princes  (efoecially  Lyfimachus)   ftuck  obftinately 
in  their  propolition,  it  was  impoffible  for  them  to  o- 
vercome  his  refiitance,  or  make  him  receed  from  what 
he  bad  determined,  and  from  this  they  fell  to  debate 
about  carr^nng  on  the  War  \  but  Arfaces  to  remove 
the  fcruple  he  had  in  a  particular  Friendfliipand  Ob- 
ligation to  SelttcHs^  after  ihey  bad  determined  many 
weighty  matters,  entreated  it  might  be  fo  contrived, 
that  an  interview  might  be  had  between  them,  before 
the  Battle  intended  was  given,  and  he  doubted  not, 
when  he  fliould  make  him  fenfiblc  of  the  injuftice  ot 
the  fide  he  had  taken,  but  to  bring  bim  over  to  their 
Party,  and  if  he  then  refufed  it,  he  could  with  more 
Honour  fight  again  ft  an  Army,,  wherein  that  brave  Man 
was  to  be  a  Commander.    AH  the  Princes  approved  of 
this  motion,  and  Oroondates  with  others,  ofiered  him 
to  be  prefent  at  this  interview,  and  the  two  Camps 
not  being  far  afiinder,  CUomenes  and  Arifiidcs  were 
feut  to  defireit,  who  loon  returned  with  a  pleafing  an- 
fwer,  when  Cleomenes  addreffing  himfelf  to  jlrfaces: 
Sir,  ((aid  he)  1  have  followed  your  orders,  and  have 
declared  your  intention  to  Selucns ;   he  appeared  fp 
afl:onifhed  to  bear  you  were  in  our  Party,  that  of  a 
great  while  he  was  not  able  to  anfvyer  me,  in  the  en^ 

afta

after  be  had  made  fome  comjplainings  of  your  chmgc, 
he  conferred  with  Perdicasj  and  they  both  together 

J>roQnifed  oie,  that  to  morrow  as  foon  as  the  Sua  is  ri- 
en,  they  will  be  upon  that  little  Hill  which  you  fee 
en  the  right  hand.  Arfaccs  was  very  welt  fatisfied  at 
this  anfwer,  and  hoping  for  good  fucceis  at  the  Parley  ; 
the  reft  of  the  day  was  fpent  in  taking  a  view  of  the 
Artiy,  and  giving  neceflary  orders  in  their  military  Af- 
fairs as  expeding  a  Battle  m  few  days. 

.  Early  in  the  morning  Ar faces  accompanied  with 
Oroimdates  went  to  a  pkce  appointed,  and  when  they 
law  SelucHs^  and  Ptrdtcas  coming,  they  ^allopped  on 
tQ  meetthem,  laluting  one  anotner  in  a  very  graceful 
fiiilhion,  and  though  uroondates  was  unknown  to  Per- 
dicas^  whofe  weaknefs  when  he  gave  hiji  that  fuccour 
which  faved  his  life,  had  no  impremon  of  him,in  his  re- 
membrance -,  yet  his  grateful  prefence   working  the 
efFedthat  wasufual,  it  moved  that  Grecian  Prince,  to 
nothing  but  refpeA  :  And  after  the  firft  lalutation  Arfa- 
c«  preventing  Selucus-^    you   wonder,  hr^^t  Seluctts 
(feid  he)  to  fee  me  in  your  enemies  party,  but  when 
once  you  know  me,  you  will  wonder  more,  that  ever 
you  law  me  in  yours.    I  know  that  1  am  indebted  to 
^ou  for  my  life  :  But  you  (hall  alfo  know  that  1  have 
ought  for  you  againft  Nature,  againft   Juitice,  h- 
gainft  my  neareft  friends,  and  even  againft  my   felf; 
and  that  perhaps  few  men  in  the  World  would  have 
preferred  the  obligation  1  have  towards  you  before 
the  Intereft  that  has  now  pulled  me  from  you:  Yet 
how  great  foever  it  is,  it  is  not  able  to  make  me  for- 
get a  Friend  fo  worthy  of  efteem    as  Sehicus^  and  I 
was  very  defirous  to  (ee  him,  that  I  might  juftifie  my 
felf  in  his  opinion  ,and  to  beg  the  continuance  of  a  Friend- 
fliip,  which  I  can  no  longer  hope  for  from  thole  of  his 
Party. 

I  never  thought,  (replied  Selucui)  that  it  could  have 
been  out  of  Inconftancy,  that  the  brave  Arfaces  had 
forfaken  us,  and  I  have  found  courage  and  gratitude 
enough  in  you  for  a  Service  of  fmall  importance,  to 
believe  they  muft  be  weighty  confiderations,  that  muft 
have  induced  you  to  become  our  Enemy  :  Yet  can  1  not 
hear  it  without  trouble,  nor  (if  I  may  fo  fay  to  you) 
without  refentmenr.    They  had  feme  other  difcourfe 
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of  the  like  Nature,  wbilft  OroimdMtesfiilxjitiTig  P^dicas 
m.  de  himfelf  known  to  him,  and  told  him  the  good. 
Office  he  had  done  hitn,  when  he  foond  him  wounded 
by  the  hand  •  f  Ay  fact  s\  then  both  he  wX^r faces  de- 
clared the  cautc^  that  had  moved  them  to  defire  this  con- 
ference, the  firft  letting  them  know,he  was  Anaxerxes^ 
the  Son   of  Darius^  demanding  the  Liberty    of  .the' 
Princefles  his  Sifters,  who  were  unworthily  held  l*ri- 
fcners  in  Babylon^  and  had  fuffered  extremities,    even 
on  the  very  brink  of  Death  •,  the  latter  required  his. 
Miftrefs  might  have  freedom  granted    her  to  retire 
whither  flie  Hiould  pleafe.    Perdicas  was  ftartled  at 
this,  but  recovering  himfelf,   and  recalling  to   mind 
the  Wounds  ^/-MATfrATfj  had  given  him,  andthefliaaic 
Oroondaies  had  made  him  fuffer,  when  at  the  Head  of 
his  Army  he  had  thrown  him  to  the  Ground,  and  con- 
lidering  thofe  two  Princes,  one  as  his  Rival,  and  the 
other  as  his  Enemy,  with  a  very  great  confidence,  he 
broke  filence  in  this  manner : 

1  am  very  glad,(faid  he)  to  know  Perfons,with  whom 
I  had  Encounters  of  no  fmall  moment^  and  with  whom 
I  fliall  not  fear  the  like  again,  tbotign  Fortune  fecond- 
ed  them  in  the  former-  1  have  been  wounded  by  your 
hand  ArtaxerxeTy  and  by  that  occafion  which  made 
us  fiahr,  you  know  Statirais  alive,  butOie  is  not  a^ 
live  for  Oroondates^  fhough  the  good  Office  he  did  me, 
were  fufficient  to  counterballance  what  he  hath  done' 
againft  me^  and  althout^h  what  Arfaces  has  done  for 
us,  mi^ht  oe  able  to  make  me  forget  the  Wounds  he 
gave  me,  yet  neither  of  them  ought  to  hope  for  that 
from  me,  which  I  would  not  part  ^ith  for  all  the  Em- 
pires of  the  World,  nor  doth  any  rule  of  generofity 
oblige  me,  to  give  that  to  my  Enemy  and  my  Rival, 
which  I  would  refufe  to  my  deareft  Friends.    But  thou 
flialt,  (replied  impatient  Oroondatis)  thou  (halt  either 
give  Stat  ra  to  that  Enemy,  and  that  Rival,  or  that 
Life  which  thou  haft  been  already  like  to  loofe  by  the 
hand  of  eidierof  ns.  I  expcft  nothing  from  thee,  and 
if  I  did  fofar  abafe  my  felf  as  to  entreat  thee,  Icnow 
thou  only  oweft  that  forcing  of  my  inclination,  to  the 
po^ver,that  w^t^.verA'f^  hath  with  uie.    If  1  were  not 
with  held  by  the  promife  1  have  given  him,perhapstIiou 
fhouldft  never  return  into  thy.  Camp,  toboaft.  of  flie 
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advantage  thou  haft  over  me,  and  thou  fhouldll  quick- 
ly know,  that  if  Statira  be  not  alive  for  Oroovdates^ 
Iht  never  lliall  be  fo  for  Perdicas. 

Think  not,  (replied  Perdicas  putting  his  hand  on 
the  hilt  of  his  Sword)  that  thy  threats  can  terrific  me, 
or  that  1  will  take  advantage  by  the  promife  thou  baft 
given  thy  Friend.  I  will  defend  Statira  both  againft  thy 
Perfon,  and  againft  thy  Forces  ^  fhe  is  in  my  power, 
(he  is  in  Babyloa  with  her  SiAer,  and  that  whicnlhave 
hitherto  kept  fccret,  for  other  confi derations  thaA 
thine,  Ihall  now  ht  publilhed  to  all  the  World,  that 
you  may  thereby  be  the  more  incenfed  to  execute  what 
you  have  threatned. 

Oraondates  fufFercd  himfelf,  fat  thefe  haughty  words) 
to  be  tranfported  with  anger,,  and  no  doubt  had  he  not 
been  flayed  by  Artaxerxesy  he  would  have  decided  the 
Quarrel  with  Perdicas^  but  he  confidering  Sclncns  as 
a  Man. to  whom  he  was  obliged,  defired  to  (hun  all 
occafions  of  drawing  his  Swot  d  againft  him  ^  yet  turn- 
ing to  Perdicajilt  is  eafier (Ciii  Arfaces)lQV (uch  a  Per* 
ion  as  Oroondates^  to  execute  than  to  threaten  ^  but  I 
ihould  have  hope  that  SclucHs^(c.QXiX\mxtd  he,turning  to* 
^aids  hm\  would  have  ufed  ibme  endeavours  to  draw 
Ptrdicas  to  more  vertuoiu>  thoughtsJf  1  bad  not  hitherto 
(replied  SeUtcus)  known  a  great  deal  of  Vertu^  in 
Perdicasy  and  a  great  deal  of  Ju  ft  ice  and  Integrity  in 
all  his  ACTions,  I  would  never  have  been  his  Friend  ; 
but  I  am  fo  now  in  fuch  a  high  degree,  that  I  ferve  him 
without  arguing  againft  his  intentions,  and  without 
confidering  any  other  intereft  but  his.  Then  I  am  dif* 
engaged,  ^faicl  Ar faces  briskly)  of  part  of  that  I  am 
indefieci,  to.  you.  I  acquit  you  of  all,  (anfwered  Sc 
Incus)  and  fincc  you  are  an  Enemy  to  Perdicas^  I  can* 
not  look  upon  you  as  any  other  than  my  Enemy.  1 
will  not  be  fo  far  your  Enemy .  (replied  the  Prince  of 
Pc^fi^  but  1  will  ever  remember  1  am  highly  obliged 
to  you,  and  (hall  always  put  a  difference  between  you 
and  the  reft  of  your  Party. 

They  had  feid  a  great  deal  more,  if  OroondatesvA\o 
could  not  any^  longer  endure  the  fight  of  Perdicas , 
without  breaking  forth  into  a  rage,  Und  not  haftened 
Iheir  feparatioii :  Let  iis  be  gone,  Brother,  (faid  he) 
and  let  u$  ftay  no  \w\gtt  wich  thefe  Enemies  with 

whom 
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whom  we  mn  ft  henceforth  con  verfe  no  other  wife 
with  our  Swords.  Farewcl  PerdicM^  (continued  he, 
lookingonbiui  with  an  Eye  that  fparkled  with  fary^ 
defend  Scaclra  fitice  thou  haft  undert«lken  it,  bat  know 
the  day  draws  near,  that  thod  (halt  reftore  her  to  me, 
and  thy  Life  with  her.  He  faid  nootorc  but  puUing  jir- 
faces  by  the  Arm,  made  him  without  any  other  Utlutc 
turn  from  his  Enemies,  whom  he4eft  with  very  threat- 
ning  words  and  adions',yet  in  the  midft  of  all  his  anger, 
he  carried  awav  nofmall  latisfaftion,  in  having  learned 
from  the  Mouth  of  Pfr^ic^,  that  ms  Priftcefe  was  in 
£abylon^ 

The  two  Princes  being  returned  to  their  Camp,  made 
a  report  to  all  the  Commanders,  (who  flowed  to  their 
Tent  iii  expeftation  of  it)  how  they  bad  (ped  in  their 
Parley ,and  that  now  Arguments  failed,  their  only  re- 
drefslay  in  their  Swords.  They  all  of  them  gederondjr 
promiled  thnr  utmoftaffiftance,  and  without  further 
delay  they  prepared  every  thing  in  a  teadinefstogive 
Battle,whiUt  the  Ladies,  who  had  heard  of  it,  trembled 
iov  fear  of  the  lofs  of  their  Husbands,  orthofe  Friends 
nvho  were  dear  to  them,  who  muft  utiavoidably  expofe: 
them  (elves  to  great  hazards  in  an  encounter,  whererfo 
many  valiant  Men  were  to  contend  for  glory,  and  for 
Viftory  on  either  fide.  The  dreadful  day  no  (ooner  ap- 
t)eared,  in  which  the  Generals  of  both  Annies  bad  a« 
greed  tofliow  their  Courage,  and  Martial  Glory  iri 
the  Field,  e're  after  by  many  moving  Orations  the 
Soldiers  had  been  animated  to  do  their  atmoft,  that 
they  might  acquit  tbemfelves  like  valiant  Men,  and 
they  teftified  by  their  loud  Acclamations^  What  coa- 
ragious  refolutions  thofe  words  had  infpired  them  widi; 
but  after  the  Armies  had  confronted  each  other  for  a 
time,  the  fignal  of  Battle  was  given  on  dther  fide, 
when  they  rnflied  together  with  fuch  an  impetaoas 
fury,  as  can  hardly  be  imagined.  The  great  Arfacei 
on  the  one  part,  and  the  valiant  Selucns  on  the  other 
began  the  Fight,  and  the  foremoft  Ranks  after  they 
bad  exchanged  Clouds  of  Arrows^  clofed  at  a  nearer 
diftance,  and  drawing  their  Swords,fell  immediately  to' 
handy  ftroaksTheir  valiantLeaders  who  equally  fought 
for  glory,  where  danger  was  greateft,  and  who  knew 
not  one  another,  by  rcafon  they  bad  changed  their 

Ar- 
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Armour,  rah  fiercely  to  the  charge,  and  having  broke 

their  Javelins  upon  their  Shields,  they  (hocked  each  o- 

ther  with  an  incredible  violence,  Ar faces  was  fliaken 

in  )iis  Seat,  and   Selucus  was  like  to  have  tumbled 

from  bis,  but  recovering  they  encountred  furioufly  with 

their  Swords,  however   the  thronging  troop  rufliing 

between  them,  they  were  parted  •,   jret  Arfaces  did 

wonders  hewing  a  paflfage  wher^  ever  he  turned,  whilil 

\Or&ondAtes  on  the  other  hand,  fcarching  for  Per  die  as 

in  all  places,  making  a  terrible  (laughter  as  he  ranged 

through  the  Troops  of  his  Enemies,  found  him  encom- 

pafTed  widi  a  great  number  of  bis  Friends,  who  fought 

valiantly  to  defend  him ;  yet  many  of  them  being  dam, 

be  made  his  way  to  his  Rival,  ana  a  furious  Combate 

happened  between  them,  when  the  misfortune  fell  to 

Terdicas^    who^received  two  great  Wounds,    that 

tumbled  him  from  his  Horfe,  and  there  the  Prince  of 

Scythia  had  put  an  end  to  bis  Lx>ve  for  Stati^a  with 

his  Life,  had  not  his  Friends  ru(hed  between,  and  many 

of  them  facrificed  their  own  Lives  for  the  prefervation 

of  his. 

t  he  Amazonian  Queen  encouraging  her  valiant  Wo- 
men, did  wonders  in  the  Battle,    (laying  many  brave 
Commanders,  yet  ru(hing  too  far  among  the  Enemies 
Troops,  and  her  Helmet  falling  off,   (he  in  alllikeli- 
hood  had  been  (lain,  if  a  valunt  Stranger  had  not  co^ 
vcred  her  with  his  Shield,  and  done  wondrous  Afts  of 
a  couragious  Warriour  in  her  defence,   till  the  great 
Arfaces   came  to  that  part,  and  together  with  him 
brought  him  out  of  that  danger,  when  ranging  thro' 
the  Battle,  and  putting  the  Arglrafpides  (that  had 
been  accounted  invincible)  to  the  rout,  Viftory  that 
had  remained  doubtful  now  plainly  declared  on  his 
flie.  The  Plain  was  covered  with  Blood  and  dead  Bo- 
dies, and  tlie  Enemy  fell  into  di(brder  and  rout  on  all 
partSjthe  (Liughter  being  very  terrible  and  cruel,  when 
Arfaces  goiDg  to  k^kOroondatesy   to  congratulate  his 
Viaory  ,  found  the  valiant  SeUtcits  fighting  on  Foot, 
very  much  wounded,and  encompafTed  by  whole  Troops, 
whole  Swords  had  undoubtedly  given  him  Death,  in 
fpite  of  all  the  refiilance  he  made,  had  not  the  gene- 
rous Prince  of  Perf;a  made  the  Fight  to  ceafe  on  that 
part,  and  difcovering  himfelf  to  SelacMsi    Valiant  5^- 
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/itffn/)  (laid  he)  you  fliall  not  die,  nor  fball  yoa  be 
-overcome ;  Ar faces  will  repay  part  of  what  he  owes 
yoa,  and  though  he  were  not  obliged  to  yoa  for  his 
life^  te  with  all  generous  Men  ^owes  tliis  to  your  Vir^ 
lue. 

Sf/M^'/ii  knowing  him,  would  to  longer  difpute  bis 
life  or  Liberty,  oat  prefenting  his  Sword ;   I  yield . 
(faid  be)  without  ihame  to  the  grcsit  Arfacer,  with  this 
belief,  that  if  he  had  not  ceafed  to  be  ray  Friend,  I 
ihould  not  have  been  conquered,    jir faces  vvas  going 
to  reply,  but  feeing  his  Blood  flow  fo  fall:,  and  be  be* 
ginning  to  faint,  after  he  had  embraced  him  a  while, 
to  keep  him  froih  falling,  be  ordered  his  Men  to  car- 
ry him  to  hb  own  Tent,  and  ufe  him  in  all  refpefts,  as 
himfelf.    After  this  be  found  out  Oroondates^  flaying 
the  fury  of  the  Soldiers,  faving  much  Blood  tkit  #oaId 
now  have  been  flied  to  no  advahtage^feeing  the  ViAory 
w^s  entirely  gaii^d,  and  in  this  charitable  Ad  he  join- 
ed with  him,  and  gave  many  leave  to  efeape  to  Bahylonj 
when  having  taken  care  of  the  woMded  Men«the  Army 
returned  Viftorious  to  the  iCamp  they  haa  left  that 
Mormng. 

fhe  Endof  the  Sixth  Book^  Mdof  the  Fourth 
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T -Hough  this  ViAory  caufed  great  Joy  in  the  Camjp^ 
amongft  the  Soldiers,  who  had  (hared  the  Rich 
Spoils ;  the  Princes  could  floe  but  moderate  it  a- 
ftiongft  themfeives,  confidering  how  dear  it  had  coft,  by 
fo  great  an  Eflbfion  of  Blood,  as  Crimfon'd  the  Waters  of 
the  Euphrates,  and  made  it  run  blufhing  to  the  Ocean:  Ytt 
the  Princefles,  in  the  fafe  return  of  thofe  that  were  deaf 
to  them,  found  a  marvellous  Confolation;   and  Bpmice 
Could  not  forbear  to  tepreis  the  Contentments  that  had 
brim'd  her  Soul  upon  the  fight  of  Arfaccs^  who  had1)ut  a  few 
iUgbt  Wounds,  notwichftanding  the  great  Dangers  that  h6 
had  been  expofed  to  in  the  Fight :  Nor  was  it  Id's  for  that 
of  her  Brother's  Safety,  (be  gave  rfiem  Teftimonics  of  it, 
which  till  that  time  (be  had  rorboro  in  publick;  by  which 
ihey  not  only  perceived  her  great  Love,  but  the  Feafs  Ihtf 
had  been  expofed  to  in  their  Abfence:  She  attended  on 
them  whilft  their  Wounds  were  drcffing,  and  made  it  hef 
bufincfs  to  vifit  them,  and  enquire  after  their  Health,  till 
fhe  faw  they  were  recovered  ;  and  amongft  the  Wounded 
in  the  Field  of  Battel,  were  found  Leonatus  and  Nearchus^ 
of  the  advcrfe  Party,  who  with  others  were  taken  care  of 
with  as  much  Tendernefs  and  Refpedb,  as  if  they  had  been 
the  near  eft  Friends  of  our  Generous  Princes  j  which  Ufage 
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begoc  in  them  a  high  Eftcetn  of  their  Vcrtues;  and  Order 
was  given  for  the  decent  Burial  of  the  Slain  on  both  fides, 
who  received  Funeral  Honcurs  nccording  to  tlie  Rank  they 
had  held.  And  above  all,  great  Care  was  taken  of  Selucusy 
whofe  Wounds  were  very  dangerous :  the  Princes  often 
vifited  him  with  very  obi ii^ing  Words  of  Confolation,  which 
he  received  with  fo  much  Refpedt,  and  (iich  grateful  Ac- 

*  i^^  knowledgmcnrs,  as  made  them  Ixope  they  might  (bon  gaia 

that  Valiant  Man  to  be  of  their  Party,  if  he  recovered  the 
Danger  he  was  in.    But  abc^•e  all.  Queen  Thole/iris  was 
^  cxtreamly  concerned  to  know  who  that  Gallant  Stranger 

'vfH€,  that  had  crowded  between  her  and  Death  in  the  Ekt- 
tel,  when  (he  wj|s  in  fuch  imminent  danger  of  loofing  her 
Life.    But  having  fent  to  make  ftriA  Enquiry  throughout 

•  the  Camp,  and  neither  being  able  to  learn  who  he  was, 
nor  to  hear  that  any  one  had  boafted  of  ir,  calling  for- 
mer  things  to  mind,  and  how  Ihe  had  before  been  delivered 
in  tPe  greatcft  Perils,  (lie  verily  concluded  him  to  be  none 
but  her  Orontcs,  who  took  fuch  Care  of  her  in  places 
where  he   knew  her  Ardor  would  carry  her  on,  to    the 

1  h^izard  of  a  Life,  in  the  Prefervation  of  which  he  could 

not  but  be  much  concerned,  notwithftanding'  what  of  An- 
jier  and  Rcfcnrment  of  late  had  pafTcd  between  thenu 
This  Confideration  being  firmly  fixed  in  her  generous  Mind, 
it  moved  her  to  pity  the  deplorable  Condition,  wherein  (by 
his  grofs  Mifunderftanding,  and  the  Stains  he  groundlcfly 
caft  upon  her  Vertue)  her  laft  Words  and  his  own  Shame 
had  reduced  him  to,  fo  that  (he  began  to  have  more  favou- 
I  able  Thoughts  of  a  Man  (he  once  loved  fo  dearly,  than 
for  fome  time  paft  (he  had  been  able  to  bring  herhaugbty 
Mind  to  conceive   for  him. 

Whilft  ihefe  things. pafs'd  in  the  Camp,  Dcfnetritis,yf  hofe 
new  Aflfcdtion  to  the  fair  Princefs  DeUamU  work'd  fo 
ftrongly  on  his  generous  Soul,  that  it  had  quite  erafed 
the  Image  of  his  deccafcd  Hcrmjone^  made  him  omit  no 
opportunity  to  cxprefe  his  Paflion  in  the  kindeft  and 
tendered  words  he  was  capable  of  uttering  :  But  (he,  as 
much  prepoflefled  with  the  Remembrance  of  her  dear  de-* 
parted  A^is^  took  but  little  notice  of  all  the  obliging  things 
he  did,  to  make  her  know  how  much  he  was  tranfported 
with  the  Love  of  fo  Beautiful  an  ObjecSt ;  yet  having  in 
the  laft  Battel  received  fome  Wounds  that  kept  him  in 
Ped,  Die,  could  not  but  in  Gratitude  pay  him  a  Vifit.  He 
no  fooner  faw  her  Qnter  his  Ckambcr,  but  it  infinitely  re- 

vivcd 
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vivcd  his  drooping  Spirits;  nor,  if  (he  had  minded  if,  COilld 
Ihe  have  failed  co  have  read  an  ardent  PafTton  in  his  Coun- 
tenance ;  the  fight  of  which  might  have  Ipared  him  a  part 
of  the  Care  h©  owed  to  the  Declaration  of  his  Love : 
However,  looking  on  this  as  a  moft  favoiurablc  Oppor- 
tunity, he  refolved  to  make  a  more  fenfible  Prcgrcfs  in  ir, 
when  fixing  his  Eyes  all  langniOiing  on  her  charming  Face; 
Tf^jjaf  could  I  have  done^  M.idam^  ( faid  he )  or  what  /ball 
I  be  ever  able  to  do  whilji  I  livc^  that  may  merit  Jo  great 
A  Favour  as  this  you  do  me  ?  I  /hould  not  be  worthy  of  It, 
though  I  hadjfent  my  whole  Life  in  your  Service :  And  thi 
Jhare  I  may  have  in  our  Vi^ory^  is  yet  lefs  Glorious  than  the 
iVounds  I  have  received^  to  which  I  owe  the  Honour  of  this 
Vifit.  Jill  the  iVorld  (replied  Deidamia)  oWe  to  your  Quality^ 
and  to  ycur  Vertue^  that  BsfpeFt  which  I  now  pay  you  ;  and 
I J  above  all  others^  am  particularly  obliged  to  your  Civilities^ 
and  to  the  Prote^ion  which  you^  arid  thoje  of  your  Party ^ 
by  your  Example^  and  for  your  fakfj  have  givcfi  to  an  af* 
fiiHed  Prince/s.  The  Prince,  overjoyed  at  thefe  curtcous 
ExpreiHons,  went  on  by  degrees,  till  at  la  ft  he  plainly  let 
her  underitand  the  violent  PafTion  he  had  for  her ;  and  chat 
without  her  condcfcending  Goodnefs,  to  extend  a  favoura- 
ble Compaffion  to  his  Sufferings,  he  muft  unavoidably  re- 
main the  moft  Unhappy  and  the  moft  Miferable  of  all  Men 
living.  And  ending  his  Difcourle,  with  Tears  flowing  from 
his  Eyes,  (he  was  greatly  abafhed  :  and  giving  ibme  Tears 
to  the  remembrance  of  her  deceafed  Lover, 

Ahy  my  dear  Agis,  ( faid  (he,  fighing  with  a  moft  tender 
and  paifionatc  A^iiion)  If  yon  were  ncccJfuAtcd  to  receive 
this  Offence^  jhould  it  not  rather  havf  been  from  n>iy  other ^ 
than  from  Prince  Demerrius  ?  Her  Tears  inrermprcd  her 
Speech  for  fome  few  moments;  and  in  the  me?4n  timc^ 
making  Reflec'lions  upon  what  he  had  faid,  it  wakened 
her  Grief  again,  but  without  any  Refcntment  againft  Dj-» 
mctrius.  That  young  Prince  was  fo  worthy  of  Afiedlicrtv 
and  by  all  his  Atflions  had  difpofcd  her  alrcady\  to  fo  ma- 
ny Acknowledgments,  and  to  fo  much  Good  Will  towards 
him,  that  if  fhe  could  then  have  been  c!apab!e  of  a  fccond 
Imprcffion  of  Love,  ihe  would,  no  douor,  have  recei\cd 
At  looner  in  favour  of  him,  than  any  other  Pcrfon  in  the 
World  :  So  that,  though  fhe  was  firm  on  the  Refolution  of 
keeping  her  leif  .wholly  to  the  Remembrance  of  her  dear 
AgiSf  yet  did  (he  fnfFer  this  Declaration  of  Love,  without 
going  oe)'0rtd  the  Bounds  of  that  fwecc  Moderation  that  was 
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natural  to  ber ;  and  turning  her  Eyes  upon  him,  with  an 
Air  that  appeared  more  forrowful  than  difpleafcd,  Let  uf 
Jiill  weep  tofrether^  Demetrius,  (faid  ihe)  let  us  weep  as  we 
have  done  hitherto;  or  if  you  thinks  you  have  Jhed  Tears 
enough  for  your  beloved  Hermione,  fuffer  my  Grief  and  my 
jiffe^ien  to  have  larger  Limits  than  yours  ;  /  owe  fo  much 
to  my  dearefi  Agis,  that  your  Example  would  not  ht  Jiifficient 
to  juftlfie  the  Change  you  profcfe  to  me  ;  and  though  I  dis- 
approve not  years^  I  am  not  now  in  a  Condition  to  imitate 
it  ;  your  Per/on  is  as  confidcra^le  to  me^  and  as  dear  as  you 
can  in  reafon  deftre  ^  I  am  ticither  Ingrateful  to  your  good 
offices^  nor  blind  to  your  excellent  Qualities :  And  the  dif* 
plcafiire  you  now  have  done  me\  hath  not  blotted  out  of  my 
Mind  the  value  I  have^  and  thht  I  ever  will  have  of  you  ; 
but  however^  counjel  me  not  to  do  }it^  unworthy  things  if  you 
conclude  me  worthy  of  your  Efteem. 

As  ihe  ended  thefe  words,  flie  rofe  from  her  Chair,  and 
took  leave  of  the  affliAed  Prince,  who  knew  not  in  what 
fence  to  take  them ;  he  doubted  a  long  time  what  Judg- 
ment he  (hould  make  of  his  Fortune,  and  believed  he  found 
himfelf  utterly  rejected,  by  her  Declaration  in  favour  of 
the  Memory  of  Agis :  But  at  laft  he  concluded,  that  at  . 
the  firft  declaring  of  his  Paffion,  he  could  not  expect  a 
more  favourable  one  to  himfelf;  and  that,  though  the 
Princefs  fliould  have  real  Inclkiations  for  him,  that  went 
beyond  Efteem  and  Good  Will,  yet  Ihe  owed  fome  re- 
fiftance  to  the  Memory  of  Agis^  and  even  to  Modefty  it 
felf ;  which  made  him  hope,  that  by  the  continuance  of 
his  Services  he  might  (hake  her  Refolution:  and  with  what 
Fears  foever  he  was  aflaulted,  he  could  not  repent  his  ha- 
ving broke  through  thofe  firft  Difficulties. 

Whilft  the  Paflionate  young  Prince  was  thus  thoughtful^ 
Oroondates  and  Arfaces^  whofe  Wounds  received  in  the  Bat- 
tel were  but  flight,  went  to  the  Tent  where  Seleucus  was 
lodged  ;  and  after  having  faluted  him  in  a  very  obliging 
way,  they  fell  into  Difcourfe  about  their  Affairs,  andSe- 
kucus  generoufly  protefted  to  them,  that  he  knew  nothing 
of  Statiras  being  alive,  and  in  the  Hands  of  Perdicas^  but 
had  believed  the  common  Report  of  hers  and  her  Sifter  s 
Deftiny,  till  the  late  interview,  when  Perdicas  decla- 
red they  were  alive  and  in  Babylon.    *  After  our  depar-. 

*  rare  (continued  he)  I  made  fome  complaint  of  the  little 
'  Confidence  he  had  in  me,  and  demanded  a  fionfinnation 

*  of  fo  important  a  Matter  9  upon  which,  after  he  had  often 

*  ecnbraccd 
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embraced  toe,  and  turned  away  my  Refentments,  asking 
me  Pardon  for  hiding  that  from  me,  which  he  believed  he 
couid  not  fo  foon  declare  to  any  Body  in  the  World ;  he 
plainly  told  me  at  large  all  that  Paffage  touching  thofe 
Princefles,  fince  the  Death  of  Alexander^  profefling  that  he 
had  been  in  Love  with  the  Queen  during  the  Life  of  the 
King  her  Husband ;  yet  he  then  concealed  an  Affcdlion 
that  might  be  dangerous,  though  it  could  nor  be  profita- 
ble to  him.  But  after  the  King's  Death,  he  faved  thofe 
precious  Lives  that  cruel  I^oxana  had  deftined  to  De- 
ftrudkion,  whilft  that  ambitious  Woman  was  deceived  by 
the  fight  of  two  Slaves  that  were  murthered  and  thrown 
into  the  Well,  which  caufed  the  Report  to  fpread  every 
where  of  the  Princefles  Deaths,  and  which  J^xana  yet 
believes,  notwithftanding  your  Declaration;  againll  whofe 
Malice  he  is,  however,  refolved  to  defend  them,  if  their 
being  alive  fhould  come  to  her  knowledge,  not  only  with 
all  the  Authority  he  hath,  which  is  very  great  in  the  City, 
but  even  with  his  Lite  :  Nor  is  his  Brother's  Paffion  lefs 
for  Parifatis^io  that  they  were  ferv^cd  with  all  imaginable 
RefpeAj  and  nothing  but  their  Liberty  is  wanting^  which, 
when  I  perfwaded  Perdlcas^  for  the  fake  of  Vertue  and 
Honour,  to  reftore  them,  he  plainly'told  me,  though  not 
without  trouble,  which  he  exprefled  to  me  in  very  paflio- 
nate  terms.  That  without  certain  Death  'to  himfelf  he 
could  not  think  of  delivering  the  Queen,  or  of  loofing  his 
Pretenfions  :  Infomuch  that  I  thought  in  Civility  I  could 
prefs  him  no  further ;  nor  do  I  believe  he,  being  fo  pal^ 
fionately  in  Love,will  reftore  them  till  the  laft  Extremity;. 
though  neither  he  nor  his  Brother,  with  all  their  refpcdlfijl 
Services  and  Solicitations,  have  found  the  leaft  hope  of 
Encouragement ;  but  on  the  contrary,  all  along  met  with 
Averfion  and  Difdain. 
The  two  Princes  received  a  great  deal  of  Confolation 
by  this  Difcourfe,and  gave  Selciicus  Thanks  for  his  freedom, 
with  Words  full  of  Acknowledgment  and  Afleiflion ;  and 
afterward  told  him,  He  was  at  liberty  ;  that  it  was  only  to 
do  him  fervice  they  detained  him  among  them  ;  and  when 
his  Health  would  fuffer  him,  if  he  would  no  longer  con» 
tinue  with  them,  care  (hould  be  taken  to  convey  him  fafe- 
ly  to  Babylon,  Seleucus^  who  never  was  behind  with  any  in 
Generofity,  after  he  had  made  an  Acknowledgment  of  this 
poble  Offer;  'I  will  not  abufe  your  Goodnefs,  (faid  he) 
\  ;ipr  will  I  accept  of  the  Liberty  you  offer  me,  but  uporn 

"        '  3  A  3  *  fuch 
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ftich  Conditions  as  (hall  not  be  difadvantagious  to  you  ;  I 
will  try  Pcrdicas's  Friendihip,  by  a  Proof  of  a  very  grear 
Importance :  And  fincc  Leonatus  and  Nearchusj  who  arc 
rwo  of  the  moft  confidcrable  Men  of  his  Part)',  ace  yowc 
Prifoners,  we  will,  for  our  Ranfom,  and  that  of  many 
Thoufand  Men  in  your  Power,  demand  of  him  the  Li* 
berry  of  the  Princeflcs ;  and  if  he  has  any  Venue,  or  any 
Friendfhip  to  us,  he  will  overcome  his  Paflion  to  com- 
ply with  his  Duty;  but  if  his  Interefts  have  more  power 
over  him,  than  his  Confideration  of  us,  we  (hall  be  dif- 
penfcc^   withal  for  that  we  owe  to  him,   and   (hall    no 
longer  be  engaged  by  a  Friendfliip  which  he  fliall  have 
unworthily  ncgleAed. 

•^roondntcs  could  not  forbear  to  embrace  Seieucus  at  thefe 
Words;  *Ah  Generous  Seieucus  (faidhe)  hoW  wonhy  of 
you  are  thefe  Thoughts;  and  how  infanitely  are  we  ob- 
liged to  you  for  Intentions  that  are  {6  advanragibus  to 
us.    It  fhall  not  be  for  the  Price  of  your  Liberty  that 
we  will  demand  the  Pripceffes,  fince  you  arc  free   al- 
ready, and  may  command  amongft  us ;  but  if  Perdic/ts 
at  your  requeft  will  give  them  in  exchange  for  all  the 
reft,  how  many  Misfortunes  will  he  avoid?  And  how 
highly  fhall  we  be  indebted  to  you??    After  thefe,  and 
many  other  kind  Exprefllons  on  either  fide,   the  Princes 
retire  to  give  Seieucus  the  freer  Repofe,  concluding  a  long 
Pifcourfc  might  be  hurtful  to  him  in  the  Condition  he  was 
nor  delayed  they'co  make  ufc  of  the  advantage  they 


in 


had  gained  by  their  ViAory,  in  fending  out  Parties,  and 
ilroncly  porting  them  to  hinder  the  Excurfions  of  thofe  in 
the  City  ;  and  Ibmc  Bridges  were  laid  over  the  River,  to 
hinder  their  Communication  with  the  Town,  that  yet  held 
tor  them  ;  and  all  things  were  difpofing  towards  a  formal 
Siege  of  a  Place,  then  the  greareft  and  the  ftrongeft  in  the 
World  :  However,  to  hinder  this  the  Befieged  often  fallied, 
and  much  Blood  was  flied  in  thofe  Skirmifhes  and  En-» 
counters,  and  many  Gallant  Men  breathed  out  their  lateft 
Breach  on  thofe  fatal  Places.  ; 

Whilft  thefe  things  were  doing,  a  Spy  was  difcovcrec| 
in  the  Camp,  and  being  feized  by  fome  of  the  Guarcjs^ 
ihcy  foon  found  he  was  a  cunning  witty  Fellow,  fir  fot 
fuch  nn  Undertaking,  and  by  his  Subtilties  laboured  rc> 
deceive  them,  that  he  might  efcape ;  whereupon  they  re* 
folved  to  brine  him  before  the  Princes,  to  fee  if  he  was 
known  \Q  any  of  rhcni  j  which  made  him  to  tremble,  and 
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entreat  them  to  kill  him,  rather  than  carry  him  to  their 
Tent ;  yec  they  forced  him  thither  :  And  Oroondntcs  no 
fooner  caft  his  Eyes  on  his  Face,  but  he  thought  he  knew 
him  ;  he  was  not  long  in  this  doubt  ere  At  axis  and  Toxaris 
cried  out,  ^/j,  5/r,  this  is  treacherous  Arbatcs  :  At  the  Name 
of  that  Wretch,  whole  Perfidioufncfs  had  deftroycd  his 
Fortune,  and  who  alone  had  pltinged  him  into  a  bottom- 
Icfc  Sea  of  MifericSj  a  Chilnefs  ran  through  all  Oroomlatcs^ 
Veins,  and  his  Countenance  was  fo  changcij,  that  all  the 
Company  obferved  the  great  dillurbance  ot  his  Mind  ;  and 
after  this  Shivering  and  Paienefs,  followed  an  c^crraordinary 
Colour,  which  his  Anger  had  caufed ;  and  not  able,  in  thefe 
firft  motions,  to  matter  his  juft  Indignation,  or  to  keep  him- 
fclf  within  the  bounds  of  his  ufual  Moderation ;  Tou  have 
brought  him  tw?,  O  you  righteous  Goils  i  (cryed  he  J  Tiu  have 
delivered  into  my  Hands  the  cruel  Tormentor  of  my  Days :  This 
trayterous  Servant j  who  fncrificcd  his  Mafier  to  fo  many  pain^ 
ful  Deaths  i  this  Monfier^  by  whom  ifujfer^  and  by  whom  1  have 
fuffered  the  whole  weight  of  my  Affliciions. 

He  made  a  ftop  at  thefe  firft  Words,  and  not  being  fuf* 
ficiently  able  to  exprefs  himlelf  in  the  impctuoulnefs  of  hi^ 
Fury,  he  fixed  his  Eyes,  fparkling  with  Rage,  upon  th^ 
Face  of  that  perfidious  Wretch  ;  who,  in  a  mortal  Terror 
and  Confufion,  kept  his  fixed  on  the  Ground,  with  an 
Adiion  fully  prepared  for  that  Death,  which  in  his  bwa 
Confcience  he  knew  he  had  but  too  well  deferved  :  Thou 
Jhalt  die,  (  purfued  the  fiirious  Princo)  thoufhalt  die  in  mofl 
exguijite  Tormetits  j  and  though  tl.y  Death  cnnnot  rcjlore  inc 
what  thou  hajl  robbed  me  of,  tier  make  the  Icaji  return^  in  ^je 
fmalleji  degree^  of  thofe  it^mte  Mifcries  thou  haft  marie  vie 
endure  ;  I  will  at  leaft  give  that  J  at  isf action  u  my  Grief, 
and  to  my  Love^  to  facrifice  the  curfed  Ivflrumcnt  of  all  my 
Misfortune^,  and  the  true  Caufe  of  the  Death  of  fo  many  Thcth 
J  and  Perfons, 

From  thefe  Words  the  tranfported  Prince  fell  into  the 
remembrance  of  that  Happinefs  Arbates*s  Treacheiy  had 
taken  from  him  ;  and  that  Reflection  touched  him  fo  deep- 
ly, that  all  the  Company  faw  his  Face  bathed  in  Tears, 
and  were  fuch  Partakers  in  his  Grief,  that  ihev  feemcd  but 
little  different  from  him,  either  in  the  Sadnefs  that  ap- 
peared in  his  Countenance,  or  in  their  Refentmcwts  againft 
the  difloyal  Arbates :  His  Treachery  was  well  known  to 
them,  and  they  all  judged  him  worthy  of  the  moft  rigorous 
Torments  that  could  b^  invented.  Till  then  Oroondates  had 
*        ^  ' '  '    3  A  4     '  continued 
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io  At  Tboogbci  ckf  ao  ocdioaiy  Man  ;  and  noc 
beiog  able,  in  diofe  firft  mocions,  to  direft  himfelf  of 
what  be  had  from  Humane  Nature^  he  had  Icfr  Irimfclf 
be  carried  away  to  Inclinations  chat  were  noc  nnreaibo- 
able ;  bat  pitfently  after,  from  oieer  Man,  he  came  back 
a^in  to  Oroondates^  all  whoTe  Tbooghts  h^kl  nothing  com- 
«mon  with  thofe  of  other  Men,  when  they  had  power  to 
lirorit  at  liberty  ;  and  looking  on  trembling  Arhates^  with 
a  Scorn  that  a  few  minutes  before  had  Anger  in  it;    he 
judged  that  the  Revenge  he  could  take  npon  him  was 
unworthy  cf  himfelf,  and  that  it  was  againft  more  No- 
ble  Enemies  than  a  vile  Servant,  that  he  ought  to   pour 
forth  his  Indignation  :    Wherefore,  putting  on  a  milder 
Countenance,  he  turned  towards  thofe  that  brought  him, 
TVdj  did  you  not  kill  this  Trayfcr  ( faid  Be )  fi  fom  as  jcu 
difcovered  him  to  be  an  Enen^j   infiead  of  bringing    him 
hither  ?  Did  you  not  know  the  fight  of  Princes  is  favottra" 
ble  to  Criminals  ?   When  looking  on  Arbatei,  who  at  thefe 
laft  Words  began  to  rc^fettle  his  Fears;  Live^dijiq^ai  fPretch^ 
(faid  he)  live^Jince  thou  art  unworthy  of  the  Death  that  I 
tduld  give  thee  j  and^  without  doubt ^  thou  art  deftined  to  fame 
more  ignominious  end :    LivOj  but  go  live  dtnongft  our  Bne» 
piicsj  and  tell  Roxana  and  Cafllinder,  /  envy  them  not  the 
fervice  of  fuch  a  Man^fit  for  none  butjiich  a  Mi/irefs  andjiicb 
a  Mafier^ 

With  thcfe  Words  he  turned  away  his  Eyes,  and  not 
being  able  to.  behold  him  longer  without  trouble,  com- 
inanded  him  out  of  his  fight,  and  ordered  he  fhould  be 
conveyed  out  of  the  Camp,  left  Death  (hould  befall  him 
in  the  way  by  the  revenging  Swords  of  fome  of  his  Ser- 
vants :  B|r  Ptolomeus  and  Lyjimnchus  entreated  the  Prince, 
that  for  this  great  Mercy  extended,  he  might  return  feme 
fnTall  fatisfaflion  in  giving  them  an  account  of  ^xanns 
proceeding,  fince  Toxaris  and  Loncates  efcaped  out  of  their 
cruel  Hands,  which  might  not  be  unufeful  to  their  Af&irs : 
The  Prince,  to  oblige  fuch  dear  Friends,  confented  ;  but 
eould  not,  without  trouble,  ftay  the  hearing  him"  himfclf ; 
a,rtd  when  they  had  ftridly  charged  him  to  fpeak  nothing 
twt  Truth,  b^  be^an  his  Relation  on  this  manner. 
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/I  F(B  ATES  being  now  nffurcd  of  a  Life  he  gave  for  left  a 
•^^  few  momenrs  before,  affumcd  a  Confidence  mixed  with 
feme  diflembling  Sorrow  for  his  many  Crimes  commirted, 
to  the  prejudice  of  fo  verruoiis  a  Prince  as  Oroondates ; 
The  Gods  are  my  Wanejfes  (faid  he)  that  lufed^nll  the  fower 
I  had  with  the  Q^een  to  dijjhade  her  frcm  thrfe  cruel  J^Jolu- 
tionsjhe  had  for  the  deflrutiion  of  Toxaris  and  Loncates,  vpI^o 
no  doubt  have  already  given  you  an  account  of  what  they  heard 
and  fuffered^  as  well  as  what  Ifatlsfied  them  in^  by  the  i^^r- 
lation  I  made  them  of  Roxana'j  and  Caflander'j  Affairs ; 
X9hich  fhall  maks  W2^  the  mere  lightly  fafs  thofc  things  cver^ 
left  ijhould  be  over^tedious  to  you*     She  no  fooner  heard 
thofe  two  innocent  Perfons  had  efcaped  the  Hands  of  the 
cruel  Inftruments  of  her  Revenge,  but  (he  was  exceeding. 
ly  troubled   at  it ;    and  concluding  Prince  Oroondates  was 
in  this  Country,    (he   called  me  into  her  Chamber,  and 
here   being   no   other  prefent;   ^  Arbates^  (faid  (he)  all 
things  go  contrary  to  my  defires  ;  and  the  Gods,  whoin 
the  Folly  of  my  Love  have  exafperared  agaidft  me,  will 
not  fufier  them  to  be  fatisfied ;  but  either  I  am  the  moft 
deceived  of  all  Women-kind,  or  cruel  Oroondates  is  in  thefe 
parts  :  Let  him  hide  himfelf,  and  let  that  ingrateful  Man 
be  infen(ible  of  my  Love,  or  rather  let  him  perfift  lo 
hate  me,  as  he  hath  done  hitherto :   I  at  lalt  have  this 
advantage,  that  in  flying  me,  he  flies  his  Fortune,  and 
that  he  (hajl  never  enjoy  that  Happinefs,  for  which  he 
diOgins  that  I  have  offered  him  ;  he  (hall  not  make  hinf- 
felf  Pa(time  with  my  Rival,  to  deride  the  mean-fpirited 
Aflfed:ion  of  f{pxana ;  and  though  I  am  miferable,  I  (hall 
not  have  the  difcontent  to  fee  her  triumph  over  my  Mife- 
ries,  who  hath  been  the  caufe  of  them :  yet  I  cannot  dit 
avow,  but  that  I  ftill  have  thofe  Inclinations  that  have 
wrought  me  fo  much  trouble  ;  and  I  mean  to  employ  all 
the  AffeAions  thou  haft  to  my  Service,  in  feeking  foir»e 
fedrefs  for  the  difguietude  of  iny  Mind,  by  fearching  out 
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*  ihc  place  where  cruel  Oroond/itei^  refidcs ;  and  after  fuch 

*  a  Service,  there  is  no  rccotnpence  thav  will  not  be  be- 
'  ftowed  on  chee.  And  believing  I  fhotlld  noc  injure  the 
Prince  of  Sc/r/j/tf  in  fuch  a  Service,  and  verily  concludine 
StAtird  was  no  more  in  the  World,  I  readily  undercook 
it,   as   hoping  the  great  Power  and  Fortune  of  Hpxana 

'  might  rather  turn  to  his  advantage  than  hurt,  if  he  com- 
plied  with  her  defires :  yet  fearing  CaJJander's  Anger  (  who 
continued  to  be  paflionately  in  Love  with  her)  if  this  under- 
taking (hould  be  diicovered  ;  I  reprefented  my  Thougbts 
of  this  kind  to  her,  and  made  her  know  how  often  he  had 
imponuned  me  with  Threats  and  Promifes  to  pre(cnt  his 
Letters,  but  that,*  fearing  to  offend  her,  I  had  ihunned  that 
Office  aH  I  was  able. 

The  Queen  appeared  much  troubled  at  this,  and  (hewed 
Ibmc  refentment,  that  he  continued  to  perfecute  her  with 
his  Love,  which  Ihe  had  fo  often  rcjecfted  with  fcom  and 
difdain ;  and  when  I  told  her  a  Letter  he  had  forced  upon 
me  to  deliver  had  been  torn  by  me,  as  not  daring  to  di£- 
pl^fe  her  in  prefenting  it  j  *  You  did  very  well,  Arbates^ 
(faid  ihe)  'and  to  keep  fair  with  him  when  he  enquires 

*  after  the  iuccefs  of  your  Negotiation,  you  may  tell  him 

*  I  tore  it  iny  felf.    That  infolcnt  Man   (continued  fhe) 

*  raiies  my  Anger  to  the  extremity  ;  and  if  in  the  prelenc 

*  condition  of  my  Affairs  I  had  no  need  of  him,  I  would 

*  give  him  fuch  proofs  of  it  as  (hould  cool  him,  perhapS| 

*  for  all  the  remainder  of  his  Life,     Take  care,  in  the 

*  mean  time,  that  you  never  receive  any  other  Letter  or 

*  Meflage  from  him  to  me ;  and  let  him  know,  that  I  have 

*  exprefly  forbidden  it.  I  promifed  to  do  as  fhe  command- 
ed me,  xvich  a  delign  to  follow  her  Orders  :  But  that  very 
Day  Cajfander  met  me,  and  began  to  enquire  how  the 
Qneen  received  his  Letter ;  *  Sir,  ( faid  I )  my  defire  to 

*  fen'e  you  hath  perhaps  ruined  my  Fortune,  and  your  Let- 

*  ter  has  made  me  be  like  to  have  been  banilhed  for  ever 

*  from  ferving  the  Queen.    She  tore  it  without  reading  it, 

*  and  hath  folemnly  protefled,  that  the  next  Employment 
^  I  undertake  of  that  nature,  fhe  will  caufe  me  to  be  Ex- 

*  empiarily  pnnifhed.  Cajfander^  whb  by  many  other  En- 
counters, had  been  made  to  know  the  Q*ieen  s  Difplea- 
lure,  eafily  gave  credit  to  what  I  faid  5  yet  he  fell  into 
a  violent  Paflion,  both  againft  Modefty,  and  againft  the 
Rcfpedl  he  owed  hen  *    ' 
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*  The  Queen  is  lo  blame  ( faid  he)  to  drive  a  Man  into 

*  Defpair,  who,  as  her  Affairs  now  ftand,  is  not  unufcful 

*  to  her,  and  who,  with  the  Peril  of  his  Life,  againft  a 
'  greater  number  of  Enemies,  contributed  much  in  fee* 

*  ling  her  in  the  place  Ihc  now  holds  :   Tell  her,  Arbatcsj 

*  that  amongft  all  Alexanders  Succeflbrs,   flic   (hall    find 

*  none  more  powerful  in  Eurofe  nor  in  AJln^  than  the  Son 
'  of  AntifAter ;  and  amongfk  all  Men  living,  a  more  faith- 

*  ful  and  paflionate  Servant,  than  Cajfandcr.  I  prayed  him 
to  excufe  me,  that  I  could  not  undertake  that  Meflage, 
alledging  the  Queen's  abfolute  Command  to  the  con- 
trary, and  the  fear  I  was  in  to  be  undone  if  I  dit 
obeyed  her. 

This  kind  of  Ufagc  from  the  Qiicen  was  not  able  to 
repulfc  him,  and  feeing  himfclf  in  a  condition  not  to  fear 
her  power,  as  he  had  done  in  Alexanders  Life-time,  he 
was  no  longer  careful  to  hide  his  Paflion,  as  he  had  been 
before,  and  governed  his  Adions  with  fo  little  difcretion, 
that  his  Love  to  her  remained  unknown  to  no  Body,  and 
^xanas  averfion  to  him  was  but  redoubled  thereby :  but 
being  (be  was  cunning  and  politick,  (he  partly  diflembled 
it,  or  at  leaft  through  the  necefJity  of  her  Affairs  fufiered 
it  without  taking  revenge  of  what,  in  another  feafon,  (he 
would  have  refented  in  another  manner :  yet,  ever  when 
he  went  about  to  open  his  Mouth,  to  trouble  her  with 
his  detefted  Love,  (he  anfwercd  with  nothing  but  feverc 
Checks  and  Reproofs,  hoping  they  might  free  her  from 
his  Importunities  for  the  time  to  come,  but  her  Expedia- 
tions  were  fruitlefs. 

Whilft  thefe  and  feme  other  matters  of  lelTer  moment 
paflfed,  about  the  time  you  fent  your  Manifeftos,  I  took 
leave  of  the  Qiieen,  and  went  in  fearch  of  Prince  Oroon^ 
dates ;  and,  I  confefs,  I  employed  all  my  care  to  fee  if  I 
could  learn  any  News  of  him.  About  that  time  Prince  Ar^ 
tnxerxes  was  in  Bahj/lon,  and  though  I  pcrfedly  knew  him, 
and  had  the  means  to  advance  my  felt  very  much  by  dif- 
covering  him,  yet,  as  wicked  as  I  am,  the  veneration  I 
have  for  the  illuftrious  Blood  of  Dnritis  furmounted  all 
other  Confiderations  :  Nor  would  I  do  it  when  I  faw  him 
in  the  Court  of  ScythU^  under  the  Name  of  A)  faces,  at  the 
time  my  fearch  of  Vrinct .Oroondatcs  called  me  thither; 
for  though  I  was  perfidious,  in  doing  my  Matter  ill  Offices 
in  his  Love,  yet  would  not  I  be  lo  notorious  a  Villain,  as 
to  fell  the  Blood  of  my  lawful  Prince,  and  deliver  him  up 
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to  bis  Enemies,  who  had  fo  ereat  an  intereft  in  his  Ruin, 
that  they  would  never  have  ipared  him.    I  returned  from 
my  fcarch,  without  being  able  to  make  any  difcovery  ; 
when  the  City  was  in  much  confufion,  for  the  great   lofs 
in  the  laft  bloody  Battel ;  for  of  a  Hundred  Thoufand 
Men,  who  went  into  the  Field,  not  Twenty  Thoufand 
returned,  and  many  of  them  gricvoufly  wounded.     This 
Lofs  canled  unufoal  Cries  and  Lamentations  in  Babylon^ 
and  fo  difmayed  the  Inhabitants,  as  if  they  had  feen  the 
Enemy  within  their  Gates.;  though  the  Commanders,  whofe 
Courages  could  not  fo  foon  fink  under  a  Misfortune  of 
this  nature,  applied  themfelves  to  give  neceCFary  Orders  for 
manning  the  Outworks  and  Fortifying  the  Wall. 

Yea  may  eafily  guefs,  my  Lords,  at  ^$xanii%  Sorrow  by 
her  Intereft ;  it  was  fo  violent,  that  for  the  remainder  cf 
that  Ehiy  ihe  was  not  capable  of  liftening  to  any  thing  that 
was  faid  to  comfort  her;  and  the   Phyficians,  who  had 
rare  of  her  Health,  told  her  but  in  vain,  that  being  (b  far 
gone  with  Child,  fuch  exceffivc.  Grief  would  do  her  a  very 
fenfible  Injury.    Her  Difquicts-were  augmented  by  the 
News  ihe  heard  that  Day,  '  That  Prince  Oroondatesy  who 
lA'as  fo  dear  to  her  remembrance,  was  amongft  her  Ene- 
mies, and  that  he  had  led  the  Battel,  and  that  it  was  to  his 
Valour  and  prodent  Condudt,  that  the  Vidkory  was  chiefly 
owing.    She  alfo  heard,  that  Art4xerxesy  the  Son  of  Da^ 
rhs,  who  had  been  dead  fo  many  Years  in  the  Opinion 
of  rtie  World,  was  alive,  and  fought  for  her  £nemies 
agaiaft  her  Intereft,  who, under  the  Name  of -/ir/Jicw,  had 
gained  himfelf  fo  high  a  Reputation.    Thefe  things  con- 
curring as  it  were  in  one  greit  Misfortune,  infinitely  trou- 
bled her  ;  but  the  molt  fenfible  of  all  was,  that  (he  found 
the  contempt  and  hatred  of  Prino^  Oroondates^  whom  (he 
had  (o  much  crofled  in  his  Love  ro  Statlra^  continued  to- 
wai\ls  her :    And  though  Ihc  conceived  the  frinccfe  dead, 
yet  now  there  was  one  of  the  Family  of  Darius,   more 
powerful  thau  they,   rifen  up  to  difpute  wijrh   jier  that 
Dominion  (he  held  in  the  Perjian  Empire.    Nor  was  it 
long  ere  Perdicas  let  her  know,  that  the  PrinceffeS'  were 
alive  by  his  means^  and  in  what  manner  he  had  iruftrate^ 
her  cruel  Intentions  to  flied  the  moft  illuftrious  Blood  in 
the  World  :  Thefe  all  togcdier  gate  her  terrible  Difoon- 
ventments.    When  looking  on  Pcrdicas^  with  an  angry  Eye, 
"^Hiive  ynu  tJjcn  (faid  (he)  deceived  a  Princefs  th4t  trujlcd  lio 
hdjf  hut  your  fclf\  ^nd  that  fut  all  her  Intcrefts  into  ytn^ 
<•        '  Hands 
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Uands  fo  freely.    *  I  have  deceived  you  (  replied  he )  in 
this,  as  I  fliould  have  deceived  all  the  Sovereign  I^'^ 
ers  on  Earth;   and  though   this  Action  ftands  not   in 
need  of  any   Juftification,  know,  to  the  end  that  yoa 
may  be  better  fatisfied,  That  to  the  Intereft  of  my  Ho- 
nour, and  to  that  oi  Alexander  s  Memory,  I  alfo  joyn 
that  of  my  Love,  which  alone  was  able  to  overturn  all 
my  Reiblutions.    I  love.  Madam,  iince  it  is  no  longer 
neceflary  to  difavowit,  I  love  Queen  Stattra,  and  for  that 
Love,  inftead  of  attempting  againft  her  Life,  I  would 
have  given   my  own.     She  hath  no  Enemies  againft 
whom  I  would  not  have  defended  her  at  the  Price  cf 
my  Blood  ;  and  I  have  done  a  great  deal  moie  to  con- 
tent you,  than  I  ought  to  have  done,  fince  I  put  her  in 
fear  of  Death  ;  fince  I  kept  her  concealed  to  avoid  your 
Anger,  though  (he  were  all  manner  of  ways  the  greatest 
Princefs  in  the  World ;  and  fince  I  caufcd  her  to  Jay 
afidc  the  Name  of  Statira^  peculiar  to  tlie  Royal  Fami- 
ly of  Perfia^  to  take  up  that  of  Cajfandra  again  :   She 
is  now  in  Babylon,  and  if  my  refpedi  to  you  has  hither- 
to obliged  me  to  conceal  from  you,  both  her  being  alive, 
and  the  place  of  her  abode,  I  think  I  may  realonably 
enough  declare  them  to  you,  feeing  Artnxerxes  is  alive, 
and  with  our  Enemies ;  and  out  of  the  Belief  I  have, 
that  the  many   Misfortunes  that  have  befallen  Stattra ' 
may  appeafe  you,  and  out  of  a  hope  that  you  will  liar© 
fome  regard  to  the  Love  of  Perdicas^  who  hath  impli- 
citly tied  himfelf  to  run  your  Fonune,  and  who  hatii 
endeavoured  to  comply  with  you,  even  to  the  prejudice 
of  his  Honour, 
^xana   was  fo  much  troubled  at  this  Ditcourie,  thar 
for  a  time  (he  was   not  able  to  utter  a  word  ;    yet  re- 
covering a  little,  *I  (hould  never  have  believed  (faid  ihe) 

*  xhzz  Perdtcds  could   fo  craftily   have  deluded   me,  who 

*  "would  have  depended  on  him,  for  whatfoever  was  moft 

*  precious  to  me  :  I  am  not  troubled  that  Statira  and  P*f- 

*  rifatis  are  alive  ;  there  were  other  Motives  than  the  An:i- 

*  bition  of  Rule  made  me  defire  their  Deaths,  an4  in  this 

*  extremity  I  will  not  fpare  to  make  known  that  which 

*  may  juftifie  my  Ciimes,    as  veil  as   you  aliedge  the 

*  caufe  of  your  fubtil  Artifice  :    I  will  not  icU   ycu   I 
^  will  employ  all  the  power  I  have  to  defUoy  ihofe  you 

*  have  faved  to  the  fal(ifyihg  of   your  word,    and   diac 
I  perhaps  I  am  potent  enough  in  the  Hearts  of  the  Aincr- 
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Jamans  to  do  it,  tfaoogb  yoa  Ooalcl  nndemkc  to  pioieft 
them :  it  is  not  oat  ot  Inrlinarion  that  I  am  led  to  Cm* 
elty,    and  I  confider  you  niore  than  yon  coofider  inc« 
The  Lo¥e  that  you  bear  to  Ststira  may  in  part  juftifie 
what  you  hare  done :  Bat  I  can  tell  you,  you  (hall  pro- 
fit little  by  her  being  alire ;  and  what  yoa  have  done 
in  >her  prelervation,  is  not  for  yoor  felf ;  it  is  for  Oroon- 
dates  Prince  of  Scythia^  the  vaxA  dreadfiil  of  all   yoor 
Enemies,  that  you  have  fo  cunningly  plotted  ;  and  Sta-- 
tira  is  fo  totally  his,  even  before  (he  was  AlcxamterSy 
that  nothing  but  Death  can  take  her  from  him  ;    you 
have  that  puiflant  Rival   at  our  Gates,  and  you  diail 
have  him  to  fight  withal  without,  and  her  conftancy  to 
ajflfault  within  our  Walls :  It  is  by  them,  without  doubt, 
that  I  (hall  be  revenged  of  yon,  and  I  ihall  fee  yon 
repent  the  Service  you  have  done  for  this  moft  cruel 
Enemy. 

This  Threatning  of  the  Qiieen  s  made  Perdicas  look  pale, 
but  quickly   recovering  himfelf ;    I  do  not  doubt  (faid 
he^  but  that  Qpeen  Stntira  is  prepoHejQTed  with  fome 
powerful  Inclination,  which  makes  her  fo  much  difdain  my 
Affedlions :   Nor  am  I  ignorant  but  that  the  Prince  you 
fpeak  of  is  a  valiant  and  terrible  Enemy  j  I  have  already 
tried  his  Force  in  two  fee  Battels,  and  have  had  a  Dii- 
courfe  with  him,  that  has  fnfficienly  made  me  underftand 
his  Intentions  j  but  neither  the  knowledge  of  Statiras  En- 
gagement can  repulfe  me,  nor  is  that  of  my  Rivals  power 
able  to  affright  me  :    I  (hould  have  fatisfied   him  before 
now,  if  I  could  have  feared  his  Suflferings  j  but  if  in  the 
open  Field  he  faw  me  not  afraid  to  encounter  him,  he 
(hall  not  make  me  tremble  behind  Walls  that  are  itrong 
enough  to  refift  the  greatelt  Army  in  the  World;  and 
though  Fortune  fhould  favour  him  againft  me,   he  (haJl 
fee  me  perifh  in  the  Refolution  I  have  taken,  and  defend 
that  to  the  lateft  moment  of  my  Life,  which  I  have  too 
lawfully  acquired  to  deliver  it  up  whilft  I  am  alive. 

The  Qiiecn  was  thorougly  vexed  at  thefe  words,  and 
going  away.  We  Hiall  fee  ((aid  (he)  how  you  will  behave 

J  four  felf,  and  I  will  alfo  confider  how  to  behave  my 
elf  in  this  new  Face  of  my  Affairs.  And  her  Anger 
afterwards  fo  much  exceeded  the  Bounds  of  any  Mode- 
ration, that  having  ftrengthened  her  party  (he  refolved  to 
take  away  the  Life  of  Stdtira  by  force,  if  (he  (hould  be 
oppofcd  in  it  by  PcrJicas  ^  and  to  compafs  her  Intend- 
ments^ 
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ments,  one  Day  ihe  required  my  Advice,  when  hmng 
laboured  to  avert  fo  great  a  Mifchief,  yet  feeing  her  i©^ 
iblurely  bent  upon  it^  I  to  change  her  Determinations,  a& 
knowing  her  great  Love  to  Prince  Oromdates^  perfwadedl 
her  with  fo  many  powerful  Reafons,  to  ftrike  in  her  In- 
tereft  with  Pcrdicas^  that  he  might  marry  Queen  Statira^ 
and  thereby  utterly  defeating  the  hopes  of  the  Prince  of 
Scyrhia,  in  Statira^  flie  with  lefs  difficulty  might  not  only 
gain  him  to  her  feif,  but  alfo  keep  Perdicns  her  hSt 
Friend,  which  by  the  Cruelty  (he  intended  (be  would  ut- 
terly loofe,  and  make  him  her  mortal  Enemy,  The 
Queen  gave  ear  to  this  attentively,  and  found  fo  much 
reafon  and  fo  much  likelihood  in  it,  that  after  having 
ftruggled  a  while  with  her  Refentments  againft  Perdicas 
for  deluding  her,  ihe  refolved  to  follow  my  advice  ;  and 
when,  by  very  obliging  words,  (he  had  teftified  how  much 
flie  approved  it,  (he  determined  all  (he  could  to  joyn  Sta* 
tira  with  him,  and  fo  to  take  away  all  Prince  OroonJates's^ 
Pretenfions  to  her  ;  and  by  this  means,  I,  in  all  probabi- 
lity, faved  Queen  Statiras  Life,  in  diverting  f{pxana  fhxa 
the  de(ign  (he  had  to  feek  the  E)eath  of  her  Rival. 

The  next  Day  I  was  fent  by  Queen  l^xana,  to  afliire 
Perdicas  from  her,  that  how  great  Intereft  focver  (he  had 
in  the  Death  of  the  Princcffes  of  Pcrfia^  (he  had  made 
her  Refentments  give  way  to  his  Advantage,  and  would 
not  thwart  his  Inclination,  nor  prefer  the  Security  flic 
found  in  their  Dcftrudion,  before  the  Contentment  and 
Repofe  of  a  Prince,  to  whom  (he  owed  the  berrer  part  of 
her  own,  and  from  whom,  in  regard  of  the  Obligation  (he 
had  to  him,  (he  would  never  difunite  her  felf.  Perdicas 
received  this  Complement  of  the  Queens  with  a  great  deal 
of  Civility  ;  and  after  I  had  proteftcd  to  him  from  her, 
that  inftead  of  doing  him  harm,  (he  would  favour  his 
Paifion  as  much  ^s  pofllbly  (he  could  :  Dear  ^rbates,  (faid. 
(he )  you  may  tell  the  Quecriy  fince  jhe  hath  fo  gcncrcufly  con^ 
fjuered  her  B^fentmcnts  in  favour  cf  iwe,  there  is  ni  Confide^ 
ration  in  the  World  that  can  fcfarate  me  from  her  fewice^ 
and  that  I  will  fperid  my  Blood  to  the  lafi  drop  for  her  Quarrel^ 
with  more  pajfim  than  fcr  my  own. 

He  fent  me  back  with  this  An(wer  •  and  prefcntly  aftcr^ 
being  vifired  by  Alcetas^  he  gave  him  thofc  Orders  be  de- 
fired  to  have  obferved  for  the  fervice  cf  the  Princefftt; 
and  from  that  Day  they  had  a  very  fplendid  Appartmcnc 
appointed  them,  and  a  Hbufttold  fettled,  with  what  Ser- 
vants 
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vants  they  could  defirefor  their  attendance;  atid  nothing 
but  Liberty    was  refufed  them ;    the  Paflage  being  for- 
bidden by  a  great  number  of  Soldiers,  who  keep  guard 
f here.    They  have  Sentinels  under  their  Windows  ;  and 
when  they  walk  in  the  Garden  to  take  the  Air,  they  arc 
attended  by  Guards  at  a  diftance,  but  fo  as  they  feem 
rather  to  do  them  Honour,  than  to  detain  them  as  Pri- 
foners.    Perdkas  did  not  refolve  to  ufe  them  on  this  fa- 
ihion,  without  being  well  aflured,  that  all  the  Forces  in 
Babylm  were  at  his  and  l{oxands  Devotion ;    and  that 
thofe  in  whom  the  love  of  their  Princeffes  might  ftir  up 
a  defire  p  give  them  Liberty,  or  a  forrow  for  their  Cap* 
tivicy,  w^re  too  weak  in  the  City  to  dare  to  (hew  them* 
fetv^s,  or  to  undertake  any  thing  againft  his  Authority. 
In  tt\e  •  niean  while  Cajfander^  notwithftanding  the  many 
Repulfes  he  had  received,  continued  to  pcrfecute  l^xana 
with  his  Love,  now  bearing  himfelf  higher  upon  the  Iqfs 
Ihe  hid  rdceiv«l  hj  the  late  Battel,  as  concluding  (he  ftood 
in  more  ne^  of  his  Service  ;  but-  his  Entertainment  was 
much  the  fame*  as  before  it  had  been,  which  was  to  be 
treated  with  Scorn  and  Difdairi  ;  yet  he  gave  it  not  over. 
Nor  did  Perdicas  (zrc  any  better,  when  he  addreffed  him- 
felf to  Statiray  to  tell  her  what  he  had  done  in  her  favoiur, 
and  of  the  Difcourfe  he  had  had  with  Queen  B^xana^  in 
relation  to  her  Affairs ;  for  when  (he  had  hearkened  to  him 
with  fome  Impatience,  (he  very  (harply  replied, 
*  Think  not  ( faid  (he )  Perdkasj  that  I  And  any  Altera- 
tion in  my  Condition,  either  by  this  new  Order  you  have 
taken  in  fettling  my  Houlfe,  or  by  that  Safety  you  pro- 
mife  me  from  J^xana,  fince  my  laft  lofs  :   I  have  fo  little 
care  for  this  State  you  caufe  me  to  be  ferved  with,  or 
for  this  I-ife  you  afltire  me  of,  that  I  can  find  but  a  very 
mean  Confolation  in  either ;  unlefs  you  will  add  the  re- 
ftoring  me  to  that  Libeny  you  have  fo  unwonhily  robbed' 
me  of,  and  which  you  have  hitherto  refufed  me.  Hitherto 
th#jAflFecftion  you  pretend  to  bear  me  has  difcovered  it 
felf  by  very  difobliging  Signs,  and  that  Oroondates^  you 
have  fo  often  reproached  me  with,  and  who  fights  in  my 
Quarrel,  has  expreffed  his  AffeAion  to  me  very  contrary 
to  yours,   and  by  Actions,  which,  without  doubt,  may 
equal  him  with  any  oi  Alexander  s  S\iCQttE:irs  i  yet  did  I 
(hun  his  fight  before  and  fince  the  Death  of  the  King 
my  Husband  ;  and  if  by  that  facred  Memory  I  tavc  con- 
quered the  Inclination  I  have  for  him  whUft  I  live,  and 
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*  the  remembrance  of  the  many  Obligations  I  have  to  himj 

*  judge  what  you  ought  to  hope  for  from  me :  You,  {ot 

*  whom  I  have  no  Inclination,  and  to  whom  I  am  not  at 
'  all  obliged  :  in  brief,  the  Widow  of  Alexander  fhall  nei- 

*  ther  be  for  Oroondntes  nor  for  Perdicas  ;  but  if  ihe  were 

*  to  be  for  any  body,  (he  (hould  be  for  Oroondates^  noc 
'  only  rather  than  Perdicas,  but  rather  than  all  the  reft  of 

*  Mankind,  though  the  Gods  Ihould  raife  up  another  a 

*  thotifand  times  miore  great  than  Alexander,  "Then  I  hope j 
(  anfwef  ed  Perdicas  briskly )  if  you  are  hot  for  me,  you  Jhak 
not  be  for  Oroondatcs;  /  vpill  defend  you  againjl  him  with 
Forces  that  fhdl  not  be  inferiour  to  his  ;  and  if  ihe  Gods  have 
fo  decreed^  that  his  Genius  mujl  be  above  mine,  he  Jhall  ne-* 
ver  open  his  faff  age  to  you,  till  he  has  laid  mc  dead  undet^ 
our  VValls* 

Whilft  Perdicas  thus  difcourfed  with  the  Queen,  Alcetd] 
who.  Came  with  hitfi,  had  much  the  like  with  Parijatxf^ 
and  her  Anfwers  were  but  little  different,  which  in  the 
clofe  made  them  depart,  but  very  ill  fatisfied  ;  yet  hoping 
for  more  favourable  Receptions,  they  bore  themfelvcs  tip 
with  expeAation  of  a  change  in  their  Princefles  Minds  to* 
their  advatltage :  And  Perdicas  paying  a  vifit  to  ^xana  in 
her  Garden,  after  fome  other  difcourfe,  having  required  an 
Oath  of  Secrecy  of  him,  which  be  freely  made  her,  ftief 
told  him,  though   not  without  blulhing,  all  her  Love  to 
Oroondatesy  from  the  beginning  of  it,  in  fuch  a  moving  and 
paffionate  way,  that  he  could  not  but  pity  her ;  and  in 
ftne,  they  both  agreed  to  joyn  their  Power ,and  their  In- 
tereft  to  aflift  each  othier  in  their  Paffions,  that  by  Per-^ 
dicois  gaining  Stntira  \x\  Marriage,  (he  might  no  longer^ 
ftand  in  competition  with  her,  as  a  Rival  in  Oroondatesi 
They  faid  a  great  many  things  on  this  Subjedt,  till  the 
over-officious  Cnjfander  coming  thither,  interrupted  them, 
and  broke   off   that   Difconrfe,  of  which  he  had  over- 
heard a  part  by  liftning  behind  the  Arbour,^  inhtxt  he 
fat  unfeen  by  them ;  and  in  it,  from  ^oxanas  oWn  Mouthy 
underilood  (he  was  in  love  with  Oroondates,    This  (b  fen-^ 
fibly  afHided  him,  that  laying  afide  all  Refped,  he  brcykc 
forth  into  fuch  violent  Reproaches  and  Accufations,    that 
the  Queen  unexpeAedly  finding  her  Love  difcovered,  iifraS 
fp  greatly  abafhed,  that  for  a  time  (he  could  ncithef  find 
words  to  jufltifie  her  felf,  or  to  return  any  •  Afifwer  to^ 
his  Invedtives  :  But  at  laft,  looking  confidently  upon  hkil^ 
and  refolving  to  let  him  know,  that  her  Refentmencs  were?

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no  Ie(s  than  his;  ^  Your  Indifcretion  (faid  (he)  hath  been 
puniflied  as  ic  deferves  to  be  ;  and  if  you  had  not  been 
io  bold,  as  to  hearken  to  tny  fecret  DiicourfeSy  you  had 
not  learned  the  Truth,  at  which  you  appear  to  be  fo 
angry :  Whether  you  love,  or  love  not,  you  are  he,  who, 
of  all  Men  living,  hath  the  leaft  Intereft  in  it.  Xhc 
Scythian  Prince,  whom  perhaps  you  fo  much  defpife, 
and  have  fpoken  of  him  with  much  contempt,  is  wor^ 
thy  the  Aficdion  of  the  greateft  Princefs  on  Earth  j 
and  yott  deferve  the  aveHion  of  all  the  World :  You 
cannot  make  any  Comparifon  with  him,  without  do- 
ing him  a  fen&ble  Injury  ;  nor  believe,  though  I  fliould 
ceafe  to  love  him,  I  fliould  alfo  ceafe  to  hate  and  de- 
foife  you. 

^  You  will  ceafe  to  love  him  ( replied  furious  Cajfun^ 
der)  ^  when  he  (hall  ceafe  to  live  ;  and  the  defign  you 
have  now  made  in  his  favour,  (hall  not  hinder  me  from 
carrying.  Death  to  him  in  the  mid(k  of  his  Army.  '  If 
you  can  u(e  Poilbn  for  that  purpofe,  (anfwered  the 
Queen,  extreamly  vext )'  I  do  not  doubt  but  you  may 
effedl  it ;  but  I  am  fure  you  never  can  revenge  your 
felf  of  him  by  open  War  ;  and  you  arc  not  lo  igno- 
rant of  his  Force,  as  to  dare  attempt  it  in  the  Field  : 
There  would  need  a  whole  Squadron  of  fuch  Men  as 
Cajfander  to  kill  Prince  Oroondates^  nor  do  I  think  you 
have  fo  much  Courage,  but  that  you  tremble  even 
at  his  very  Name,  though  you  arc  within  the  (helter 
of  our  Walls.  Cajfander  was  fo  tranfported  at  thefe 
ofieniive  Words,  that  without  doubt  he  was  going  to 
reply  in  terms  that  would  have  driven  die  Qieen  to 
Extremides,  had  not  Perdicas  hindered  him,  and  carried 
him  away  from  her  prefence  almoft  by  force  5  nor  could 
the  Queen,  after  this  unlucky  Adventure,  fettle  her  fell 
for  the  wliple  Day  ;  though  Perdicas,  who  came  back 
as  foon  as  he  got  Cajfander  out  of  the  Garden,  labour- 
ed to  pacifie  her,  and  diflipated  the  Confuiion  (he  was  in 
for  the  knowledge  Cajfander  had  unluckily  got  of  fo 
important  a  Secret,  by  reprefenting  to  her,  that  (he  could 
not  hope  for.  any,  fatisfadiion  in  that  bufinefs,  without 
^ving  further  knowledge  of  it  to  the  World  5  and  tho* 
Ct^ander  bad  not  learned  it  by  that  means,  he  could 
not  hav  j  been  much  longer  ignorant  of  it. 


The 
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The  Morning  fucceeding  a  reftlefs  Night,  (he  font  for 
me  into  her  Clofet,  where  I  found  Perdicns  with  her : 
they  both  propofcd  the  bufinefs  they  defired  I  Ihould 
ferve  them  in  j  and  when  I  freely  oflFcredto  undertake  it, 
they  inftrudted  rae  pundlually  in  my  Commiflion  ;  and 
the  Queen  very  eameftly  commanded  me  tft)  learn  fome- 
thing  of  Prince  Oroondates :  And  that  very  Day  I  came 
out  of  the  Town  in  this  difguife,  and  took  a  private 
view  of  your  Outworks  Itrength,  and  the  manner  of 
your  keepine  Watch ;  for  Perdicas  in  a  little  time  de- 
figned  to  fally  with  all  his  Forces,  and  furprize  you  in 
your  Camp,  if  his  Fortune  would  fo  favour  him  :  and 
then,  being  mindful  of  what  the  Queen  had  particularly 
given  me  in  charge,  I  (ought  means  to  fee  Prince  Oroon^, 
dans,  without  being  feen  by  him,  or  any  of  his  thac 
could  diicover  me ;  or  at  leaft  to  learn  fomething,  thac 
I  might  relate  to  the  Queen :  But  my  prying  about  raifed 
a  fulpicion  in  thofe  that  obferved  it ;  whereupon  I  was 
taken  as  a  Spy,  and  brought  to  this  place,  where  I  could 
exped:  no  lefs  than  the  greatcfk  of  Punifliments  for  my 
many  Crimes,  if  my'  Deftiny  had  not  depended  upon 
the  greateft  and  molt  generous  Prince  that  ever  was  in 
the  World. 

Arbates  made  an  end  of  his  Relation,  and  fixing  bis 
Eyes  on  the  Earth,  expe<9:ed  that  Pardon  that  had  been 
granted  him,  and  which  was  again  confirmed  to  him  ; 
when,  at  the  Command  of  Ptolomeus^  he  was  obliged  to 
give  them  an  account  of  what  flrength  their  Enemies 
were  preparing  againft  them,  which  he  did  fucclndtly  : 
and  the  rcfl  of  the  Princes  were  defirous  to  ask  him 
fooie  other  Queflions ;  but  perceiving  Oromdntes  could  no 
longer  endure  his  prefence,  they  difpenfed  with  that  De- 
fire,  ^  he  was  lent  with  a  Guard  out  of  the  Camp, 


The  end  of  the  Firft  J^jwk. 
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NO  fooncr  was  treacherous  Arhates  difmiffed,  and 
the  Prince  of  Scythia  refetcled  from  thofe  Trotr- 
Ij.cs  the  fight  of  that  Man  had  caufed  in  him,  but  all  the 
Pi  inces  went  together  to  fee  Seleucus  and  his  Coropanions, 
and  foon  made  Ptelomcus  and  him  forget  their  former  Ani- 
mofities,  and  turn  their  ancient  Hatred  into  Love  and  a 
generous  Friendlhip)  to  their  great  Contentment  and  Satis- 
fadion  ;  Infomuch  that  thefe  two  gallant  Men  often  em- 
bracing each  other  with  many  tender  Expreflions  of  a  firm 
Reconciliation,  all  their  Diflferences  and  Refcntments  va- 
nifhed  ;  when,  after  fome  Confultations,  it  was  agreed,  that 
Seleucus,  in  his  own  Name,  and  in  the  Names  of  thofe 
that  had  been  taken  Prifoners  in  the  late  Battel,  Ihould 
write  to  Perdieas  and  I^xana  about  tlieir  exchange,  as 
himfelf  h^d  generoufly  propofed;  and  accordingly  having 
written  a  Letter  to  all  their  fatirfadion,  they  fent  it  by 
CkoNimus^'wiih  verbal  Inftrudtions  how  further  he  (bculd 
manage  this  weighty  affair  :  And  whilft  they  were  ex- 
pecting a  return,  the  Princefs  Barjma  arrived  in  the  Camp, 
asd  was  received  by  Oroondntes  with  all  the  tender  Ex- 
preffions  of  a  generous  Gratitude,  both  for  the  good  Offices 
Ihe  had  done  him  with  Statira;  2indi  the  Care  (he  had  taken 
of  him,  when  his  Wounds,  received  in  a  Battel  he  fotight 
againft  Alexander^  and  his  Sicknefs,  made  her  ailiftance 
fo  neccflary  to  him.  And  that  Princefe  was  no  ways  be- 
hind  him  in  an  Expreffion  of  Joy  (he  had  to  fee  him  in 
fafcty ;  which  was  redoubled,  when  he  informed  her,  that 
not  only  Staclra  and  Parlfatis  were  yet  alive,  but  that 
Prince  Artaxerxcs  was  in  the- Tent.    She  no  fooner  looked 

abour 
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about  her,  and  faw  him,  but  fhe  run  to  him,  who  open- 
ed his  Arms  to  receive  her,  and  embraced  him  with  Tears 

of  Joy. 

*  O  my  Lord,  (faid  (he)  is  it  poffiblc  that  Barfina  Ihoulcj 
^  be  fo  happy  as  to  receive  this  favour  from  her  revived 

*  Prince,  and  of  a  Prince  to  whofe  luppofed  Death  flie  has 
'  given  fo  many  Tcar«?  Artaxerxcs^  who  dearly  loved, 
and  particularly  efte^med  that  vertuous  Lady,  appeared 
very  fenfible  of  her  AfFedion,  by  all  the  figns  he  could 
exprefs  of  his ;  'I  was  alive,  dear  Coiilin,  ( anfviered  he ) 

*  whilft  you  fuppofed  me  dead,  as  pcradventure  I  ought 

*  to  have  been :  but  if  my  Life  has  fomeching  of  (hame 

*  in  it,  after  the  Death  of  my  Friends,  behold  my  cxcufe, 

*  and  pardon  my  being  alive,  by  confidering  for  whom  I 

*  have  lived.  He*  faid  thefe  words,  (hewing  her  the  Prin.- 
cefs  Bernice,  whom  Oreojiddtes  was  bringing  towards  her, 
and  who  being  informed  of  the  Vermes  of  that  Princefs, 
and  of  the  good  Offices  Ihe  had  dene  her  Brother,  ran  to 
her  with  a  fpirit  full  of  Acknowledgment  and  Efteem  ;  B/tr- 
firiA  received  that  Teftimony  in  very  obliging  Terms,  And 
thefe  two  beautiful  Princeifcs,  from  that  moment,  entred 
into  fo  finn  a  Friendfliip  as  lafted  during  their  Lives.  The 
reft  of  the  Ladies  having  faJuted  Bayfma,  in  their  turns. 
Prince  Oxynrtcs  payed  her  refpecSs  with  a  different  motion 
of  Mind  from  all  the  reft ;  and  they  obfervcd  in  this  En- 
counter a  very  ftrangc  Alteration  in  that  Prince's  Counte- 
nance, which  made  them  believe  he  was  cither  indifpofed, 
or  had  a  particular  Intereft  in  the  arrival  of  tliat  illuftricus 
Widow  of  the  valiant  Memnon.  And  after  (he  had  told 
them  the  feveral  Difficulties  (he  had  met  withal,  which 
agdnft  her  mind  had  fo  long  delayed  her  coming  to 
them,  they  fell  into  other  pleafing  Dil'courfes,  which  were 
interrupted  by  the  return  ©t  Cleonimus  from  Babylon* 
Cromdates  and  Lyjimacfjus  no  fooner  beheld  him  approach- 
ing the  Tent,  but  they  run  out  to  meet  him  with  muck 
impatience,  and  coming  near  him,  fVell^  Cknnimus  ( cry'd 
the  Prince  of  Scythia)  mil  they  reftore  us  our  Princejfes  ? 
^ity  (  anfwered  he )  they  mil  not  be  fo  ^afily  obtained ;  nor 
can  I  hope  they  will  return  into  your  H^ndr,  without  more  Ef^ 
fujion  of  Blood.  Then  it  JlM  be  fo^  (.replied  impatient  L>/7- 
machus)  and  indeed  we  have  not  yeh  ^ed  enough  fcr  the  re- . 
faration  of  the  Offences  that  havs  bien  committed  againft 
fhem.  I  believed  (faid  Oroondates)  that  (0  great  a  Baffin 
*».?/;  couU  mt  be  purchafed  a^  Co  cheap  a  r^te  ;    and  that 
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th0fi  wicked  Men  were  too  guilty ^  and  too  much  f^ted  of  the 
Gods^  to  put  nny  other  period  to  their  Crimes^  than  that  tf 
their  Lives.  They  faid  many  other  things,  as  the  vio- 
lence of  their  Paffions  diif^ated,  and  then  defired  Cieoni- 
WU5  X(y  give  them  fome  particulars  of  the  return  to  his 
Commiilion,  when  he  ezprefled  himfeif  in  this  manner. 

^  I  h^d  ( faid  he)  eafie  accefs  to  Perdicasj  and  Aketas 
'  his  Brother,  when  they  underftood  the  caufe  of  my  com- 
^  in^  ;  and  the  very  Name  of  Seleucus  made  them  u(e  me 

*  With  a  very  great  Refpei^  :  But  no  (boner  had  they  read 

*  the  Letter,  but  I  perceived  by  the  fudden  Alteration  of 
'  their  Countenances  they  had  no  Inclination  to  grant 

*  what  was  requefted.  They  kept  iilence  a  while,  and 
looking  one  ujwn  the  other,  in  the  end  Pcrdicas  broke 
filcnce,   'Ah,   Seleucus,  (cryed  he)  I  (hould  never  have 

*  expe<5ed  this  ufage  from  you :  and  if  it  be  true^  that 

*  you  are  the  beft  of  my  Friends,  my  Life  (hould  have 

*  been  dearer  to  you  than  it  is;  you  are  certain,  that 

*  without  lofing  it,  I  cannot  abandon  Statira  ;  and  I  had 

*  trufted  you  lufficicntly  with  my  Paflion,    to  let  you 

*  know  the  Injuftice  of  what  you  demand  of  me.  Alee* 
tas  (pake  fomething  almoft  to  the  fame  eifedt ;  and  after 
they  had  walked  a  turn  or  two,  without  fpeaking,  Perdi^ 

as,  with  a  troubled  AAion,  faid,  *  Why  (hould  our  Friends 

reduce  us  to  the  neceffity  of  a  refufal,  which  they  could 

not  but  forefee ;  and  if  they  defired  fome  very  difficult 

proof  of  our  Friendfhip,    why   did  they   not  ask  our 

Blood,  and  fpare  demanding  what  is  far  more  precious 

to  us  ?  Do  they  believe  their  Friend(hip  ought  to  carry 

it  above  our  Paffion,  and  that  we  can  forfake  Statira 

and  Parifatisy  becaufe   we  are  Friends  to  Seleucus  and 

Lconatus?    Ah,  without  doubt,  if  they  had  loved  us, 

they  would  have  fought  for  any  other  Accommodation' 

with  our  Enemies,  than  this  cruel  Exchange,  to  which 

we  cannot  confent. 

After  thefe  words,  they  talked  very  low,  as  not  to  be 

heard  by  me ;  and  then  ordering  me  to  retire  into  their 

anti-Chamber,  they  foon  brought  me  their  Anfwer  to  Se* 

leucus,  Leematus  and  Nearchus  their  demands  in  writing. 


•  is  rather  by  killing  his  Enemies,  than  by  doing  them 
^  fervice,  that  I  xnv&  deliver  him  out  of  their  Hands, 
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*  That  is  not  the  eafieft  way  to  obtain  it,  (replied  I)  and 

*  if  they  have  no  other  means  to  gain  it,  they  are  in  ddn- 

*  ger  to  continue  Prifoners  a  long  time.  They  returned 
no  anfwer,  but  prefently  gave  order  I  (hould  be  fafely 
conveyed  beyond  their  Outworks ;  and  thereupon  I  came 
to  deliver  you  the  Anfwer  they  returned  with  this 
Letter. 

The  Letter  was  long,  and  much  to  the  fame  purpofe 
as  that  which  Perdicas  and  Alcetas  had  iaid ;  and  no 
fooner  the  two  Princes  had  read  it,  with  Refemments 
full  of  Indignation,  but  they  fent  it  to  Seleucus  and  his 
Companions,  that  they  might  fee  how  they  were  re- 
garded by  thofe  they  had  eiteemed  their  deareft  Friends; 
and  foon  after  went  themfelves  to  Seleucus's  Tent,  where 
they  found  him  and  the  reft  full  of  Refentments  againft 
the  Ingratitude  of  Perdicas  znd  Alcetas  i  and  after  they 
had  talked  a  while,  the  Princes  again  declared  they  were 
free,  and  at  liberty  to  difpofe  of  themfelves  as  they  plea- 
fed,  noiwithftanding  the  Ingratitude  of  Perdicas  ;  and  that 
they  would  recover  their  Princefles  by  other  means,  if 
the  Gods  vouchfafed  to  favour  the  Juftice  of  their  Arms. 

*  This  Magnanimity  you  praAife  towards  us  ( faid  Seleu^ 
cut)  *  (hall  not  perchance  be  lefs  difadvanrageous  to  PcT'^ 

.  *  dicaSf  than  the  Ingratitude  he  hadi  Ihewed  ;  and  my 
'  Companions  and  I  will  not  abufe  it,  fo  far  as  to  make 
'  the  Liberty  you  offer  us  more  prejudicial  to  you  than 
'  our  Irfiprifonment :  I  will  take  thofe  Refolutions  I  ought 

*  to  take,  when  I  (hall  be  in  a  Condition  to  execute  them. 

*  And  though  the  Ingratefulnefs  of  my  Friend  cannot  fo 

*  fuddehly  make  me  pafs  from  an  extream  Friendship  to 

*  an  extremity  of  Hatred,  and  to  defigns  againft  him  ; 

*  yet  I  proteft  to  you,  at  leaft,  that  I  never  more  will 

*  fight  for  him  againft  you.  And  to  this  his  Companions 
aflented  ;  and  all  the  others,  to  the  number  of  Seven  or 
Eight  Thoufand,  who  were  Prifoners,  being  made  fenfible, 
that  their  Friends  neglecfted  to  fet  them  at  liberty,  cm- 
braced  that  freedom  the  Princes  had  offered  them  ;  and 
fo  great  a  Generofity  in  their  Enemies,  making  them  for- 
get they  ever  had  been  fuch,  caufed  them  to  take  Arms 
on  their  fide,  promifinp  to  do  all  they  could,  in  ufing 
their  Interefts  with  their  Friends  in  the  City,  to  force 
Perdicas  and  Alcetas  to  complyahce  with  what  they  fo 
unjuftly  refufed.  This  greatly  pleafed  the  Princes,  and 
made  them  no  longer  delay  to  make  an  affault  on  the 

•  3B4  City, 
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City,  dawing  their  Forces  clofer,  and  caufing  Bridges  of 
Boats  to  be  laid  above  and  below  it^  over  the  Eufljrate^, 
CO  binder  which  the  Enemy  made  a  fally  from  the  Town 
on  the  Water,  with  a  great  many  Men  in  armed  Boats  ; 
and  the  Princes,  to  (helcer  thofe  that  wrought  on  the  Bridges, 
imtered  with  almoft  an  equal  Number  of  Boats,  fo  large, 
cbat  ^ach  of  them  carried   abont  fotty  armed  Men  ;  and 
^ming  to  grapple,  fuch  a  cruel  Fight  enfued,  that  the 
Waves  of  the  River  were  foon  difcolourpd  with  Blood, 
many  were  flain,  and  a  great  many  being  born  over-board 
perilled  in  the  Water :    And  amongft  other  gallant  En- 
counters, Queen  ThaUJlris   grappled  with  Evantler's  Boar, 
and  furioufly  charged  him,    giving   him   many  Wounds, 
though  he  was  ftrong  and  valiant ;    which   fo  enraged 
him,  that  rcfolving  to  pcrifh  rather  than  to  be  overcome, 
be  clofed  with  the  Queen,  and  threw  himfelf  with   her 
into  the  Water,  which  made  them  foon  lee  go  their  hold ; 
and  though  they  funk  together,  they  came  up  afunder,  at 
fome  diji^nce  •  from  one  another :  When  Evander  rai^ng 
up  his  Head,  and  feeing  his  Enemy,  fwam  towards  her  to 
linifli  the  Combat ;   but  in  that  the  advantage   was  npc 
tequal,  and  Evander  had  it  as  mpch  in  the  Water,  as  the 
Qujcen  could  have  it  by  Land,  as  being  expert  in  fwim- 
ming  J  and  Ihc  altogether  ignorant  of  that  Skill,  ftrugglcd 
with  the  Waves,  in  which  IJie  was  likeJy  to   be   over- 
whelmed, though  (he  had  had  no  other  Enemy  to  contend 
with ;   (he  had  fwallowed  a  great  deal  of  Water,  when 
cruel  Evander  coming  up  to  her,  plunged  her  again  in  the 
deep,  and  did  fo  two  or  three  times,  when  he  faw  her  ri(e 
acain :  Infbmuch  that  the  poor  Princefs,  inftead  of  being 
able  to  refift  him,  and  defpairing  of  any  fuccour,  was  at 
the  point  of  being  drowned  ;  when  a  Man,  throwing  him- 
felf from  one  of  the  Boars,  holding  a  Dagger  in  his  right 
Hand,  fwimming  with  a  wonderful  fwiftnefs  towards  them, 
cryed,  Stay^  cruel  Man  ;  and  then,  feizlng   on   Evanders's 
Cask,  pplled  it  offsby  main  ftrengch,  and  ftruck  his  Dag- 
ger fo  deep  in  his  Throat,  tJiat  his  Life  iffued  out  at  the 
Wound  with  his  Blood :  the  Stranger  ftayed  not  further 
to  regard  him,   but  fcizing  the  Queens  Ai'ni,  who  had 
quite  loft  her  Senfes,  and  to  whom  his  help  in  a  moment 
after  would  have  been  ufelefs;  }ie  fWm  with  her  to  a 
Boat  that  came  fomewhat  near  them,  and  by  his  Cries 
made  it  turn  that  way  •  when,  by  the  companionate  af- 
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fiftance  of  thofe  in  it,  he  got  the  Queen  out  of  the  Wa- 
ter, and  ufed  thofe  means  which  made  her  caft  up  a  great 
part  of  the  Water  jhe  had  fwallowed,  getting  her  as  ibon 
as  poiEble  to  Shoar :  He  left  her  in  the  Hands  of  ///p. 
polita,  and  other  faithful  Women,  that  attended  her,  but 
not  till  be  faw  ihe  revived,  and  was  in  a  ftate  of  recovery  • 
and  then,  without  making  himfelf  knovi'n  to  nny  Bcdy,  he 
retired  fo  fuddenly,  that  they  fuppofed  he  had  vaniflied 
from  their  fight. 

Whilft  thefe  things  happened,  the  Princes  had  gained 
an  entire  Vidory  over  their  Enemies ;  and  Cnjfnndcr^  who 
had  comm^dcd  the  greateft  part  of  thole  armed  Swats 
that  came  out  of  the  Ports  of  Bnbylc^i^  for  all  his  former 
Boafts,  ve^y  narrowly  efcaped  a  Death  from  the  Sword 
of  Oroondatesj  by  his  flight ;  fo  that  now  the  Workmen 
had    leafure  to  finifh  the  Bridges  without  Interruption, 
being  only  guarded  by  a  few  armed  Boats,  left  for  their 
Protedbion.    The  Queen  of  the  Amn:tmes  no  fooner  was 
recovered,  but  (he  made  a  ftridt  Enquiry  after  the  Man 
that  had  faved  her  Life  in  this  great  Extremity,  and  by 
the  defcription  that  was  given  of  him,  (he  concluded   it 
was  the  ume  Perfon  who  had  done  the  like  in  the  Battel 
(he   lately   fought  in  by  Land,   and  caufed  him  to  be 
fearched  tor  throughout  the  Camp ;  but  all  that  Ihe  could 
learn  of  him,  was  no  more  than  that  he  had  been  feen 
to  go  out  of  the  Camp  haftily,  and  mount  a  Horfe  held 
by  a  Man  without  the  Line,   and  wkh  much  fpeed'to 
crofs  the  Fields  by  a  way  that  led  to  a  vaft  Wood,    The 
Queen,  much  troubled  at  this,  and  vexed  in  her  Mind  to 
be  indebted  to  a  Man  fb  often  for  her  Life,  without  being 
able  to  know  who  it  was,  that  (he  might  pay  her  grateful 
Acknowledgements  to  him  for  fo  exceflive  a  Kindnefs,  in- 
ftantly  got  on  Horfe-back,  without   revealing  her  Inten- 
tions to  any  Body ;  and  whilft  Hifpolita  and  others  were 
bufied  about  their  Affairs,  (he  got  out  ^of  the  Camp,  and 
followed  the  Track,  as  ihe  had  been  direfted  by  tho(e 
that  faw  him  halten  away  towards  the  Wood,  till  (he  came 
to  the  border  of  it  i  not  without  fome  fufpicion  that  it 
was  her  banifhed  Orontes,  who  had  done  her  thele  Ser- 
vices, to  add  them  to  thofe  he  had  formerly  done  of  the 
like  nature  :  And  whilft  (he  was  in  this  fufpicion,  (he  en- 
tered the  Wood  in  a  Humour  very  different  from  that  (he 
had  formerly  fought  him  in,  debating  with  her  (elf  fome- 
ivhat  in  his  favour,  yet  full  of  IrrefQluticins,  till  (he  came 
"^    >  into 
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into  the  moft  folitary  part  of  it,  very  gloomy  with  the 
ftadc  of  exceeding  tall  Trees,  that  excluded   the    Sun- 
beams, and  much  overgrown  with  Bu&es  and  Brambles; 
when  looking  about  her,   (he  efpy'd  a  Horfe  of   good 
ftatare^   yet  lean  and  rugged,  carelefly  feeding,  with  a 
War  Saddle  on  his  back  ;   this  made  her  conclude,  the 
Mafter  of  him  could  not  be  far  diftant  from  that  Track, 
not  doubting  but  (he  was  in  a  place  where  fhe  fhould  find 
what  Ihe  was  feeking  for ;  ujpon  which  (he  found  Beatings 
at  her  Heart,  and  inward  Difturbances,  that  prefaged  £bme 
extraordinary  Encounter;  the  Horfe  hearing  hers,  lifted 
up  his  Head,  neighed  aloud  at  the  fight  of  him,    taking 
a  little  kind  of  Paih  in  the  Grafs,  that  appeared  by   its 
fmalnefs  to  have  been  trodden  but  by  a  few,  and  led  her 
full  of  doubt,  hope,  fear,  and  confiifion,  to  a  thicker  ihade 
than  (he  before  had  feen,  where  fhe  perceived,  through 
cenain  Branches,  a  Cave  at  the  foot  of  a  Rock,  bidden 
in  the  moft  gloomy  and  defart  part  of  the  Wood,  and  en- 
compafled  with  many  Brambles  and  craggy  Stones,  which 
made  the  accefs  to  it  very  diflSicuIt ;  and  doubted  not  but 
*  it  was  the  foUcary  retreat  of  him  flie  fought,  or  at  Icaft 
that  of  the  Mafter  of  the  Horfe,  who  ftayed  there,   and 
would  pafs  no  further. 

As  foon  as  the  Qiieen  judged,  that  that  doleful  place^ 
which  ought  only  to  have  been  the  Den  of  Wild  Beafts, 
was  at  that  time  the  dwelling  of  a  Man,  Ihe  believed 
that  either  he  muft  neceffaiily  be  in  fome  ftrange  Mis- 
fortune, or  dejected  with  fome  exceflive  Grief;  but  when 
from  that  thought  (he  paffed'  to  a  belief,  that  foliury  Man 
was  her  Orontes,  (he  fell  into  a  fenfe  of  pity,  that  quite 
mollified  her,  and  made  her  receive  thofe  firil  Marks  of 
his  Repentance  for  a  full  reparation;  Ab  (faid  (he  to  her 
felf )  if  it  were  true^  that  the  ^emorji  of  his  Fault  had  re- 
duced Orontes  to  this  deplorable  manner  of  Life^  Ijhouldbe 
more  obdurate  than  this  B^cJ^^  under  which  he  has  cho/en  to 
cbidey  if^by  theje  effects  of  his  Repentance  I  Jhould  not  be 
fully  fatisfied.    She  wavered  then  a  few  moments  in  the 
Refolutions  (he  (hould  take ;  her  refentments  againft  Orontes 
made  her  fear  to  meet  him  in  the  Perfon  of  him  (he  (ought 
for,  and  the  remainder  of  her  Love  made  her  to  de(ire  it  j 
but  at  laft,  coming  to  a  iirm  Refolution,  not  to  depart 
without  trying  that  Adventure  ;  (he  tyed  her  Horfe  to  a 
Bough,  and  (bftly  entered  that  gloomy  and  diiionfolate 
Cave,  and  ihekering  her  felf  amwglt  fpme  Branches  that 
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grew  in  it,  and  the  cragginefs  of  the  Rock,  (he  faw  a 
Suit  of  black  Armour  hanging  up,  that  ihe  could  not  but 
imagine  Oie  had  feen  fomewhcre  before  j  and  cafting  her 
Eyes  about,  (he  faw  two  little  Beds  of  Turfs  and  dryed 
Leaves,  made  up  on  the  fides  with  Ofiers,  with  fome 
Roots  and  wild  Fruits  lying  near  them,  which  (he  fup- 

g^fed  was  the  Diet  of  thofe  thai  inhabited  this  gloomy 
ecefs :  but  long  (he  bad  not  to  confider  ere  (he  faw  two 
Men  enter,  (he  inftandy  knew  them  to  be  Orontes,  and 
his  faithful  Lafcnres  :  (he  trembled  at  that  fight,  though 
ihe  was  almoft  prepared  for  it,  and  was  not  able  to  judge 
of  a  long  time  whether  (he  (hould  be  glad  or  forry  for 
her  Fortune :  If  (he  had  followed  the  motion  of  her  Love, 
(he  had  run  with  open  Arms  to  her  dear  Orontcs^  to  affure 
him  of  Pardon,  before  (he  gave  him  time  to  ask  it;  and 
if  (he  had  hearkened  to  her  Refentments,  (he  had  gone  to 
him  with  Reproaches  :  But  at  that  time  (he  was  mi(trifs 
of  them  both :  and  whether  it  were  that  her  filence  and 
unthougbtfulnefs  was  caufed  by  her  Aftoni(hment,  or  by 
the  defign  of  clearing  her  Knowledge  funher,  that  (he 
might  regulate  her  Adkions  by  the  things  (he  (hould  fee 
and  hear,  (he  kept  her  felf  altogether  without  noife  or 
motion. 

Orontes  was  no  fooner  in  his  Cave,  but  in  a  difconfo- 
late  fa(hion  he  threw  himfelf  upon  his  Bed  of  Leaves, 
rowling  himfelf  twice  or  thrice  with  a  very  difturbed 
ACkion,  whilft  La/cares  fat  down  by  the  fide  of  it  5  Oroff* 
tes  fighed  very  grievoufly,  when  Lafiares,,  to  give  fome 
Confolation  to  his  difquieted  Mind,  breaking  filence, 
Sir,  ( faid  be)  after  having  received  thofe  favours  of  the 
Gods,  which  they  have  done  you,  you  cannot,  without 
incenfing  them  againft  you,  perfevere  in  a  Life  fo  dif- 
ferent from  that  of  Men  ;  and  the  Complacency  I  have 
(hewed  to  your  Commands,  ought  to  ceafe  now,  by 
the  Reafons  I  have  to  allcdgy  againft  them.  So  long  as 
your  Offences  were  without  reparation,  and  that  you 
had  reafon  to  believe  that  the  Queen  was  not  fatisficd, 
I  adhered  in  all  things  to  your  will,  though  it  brought 
you  to  fuch  dangerous  Extremities:  and  knowing  the 
nature  of  your  Love,  I  never  wondered  at  rhe  things 
you  do,  after  thofe  I  have  feen  you  do  in  former  times : 
But  now  that  by  moft  particular,  and  as  it  were  mira- 
culous.Favours,  the  Gods  have  permitted  you  twice  to 
give  th^t  Princefs  /her  Life,  whom  you  had  offcadcd

Anger;  why  do  you  not  now  foiiake  this  Jcif^  ofUfc^ 

wh  ch  is  unworthy  of  you,  to  go  and  receive  a  Pardoo,  ; 

which  you  have  (o  well  deferved,  and  which  ^vill  ea^/  / 

be  granted  you  ?    Do  you  think  the  Queen  is  l^is  fenfr  j 

ble  of  fuch  Obligations,  than  (he  was  of  Injaries ;  and 

that,  being  prepoflcflcd,  as  (he  is,  with  fo  powerft/  an- 

Inclination  to  you,    (he  can  behold  you  as    him  that 

oflFdnded  her  by  an  excefs  of  Jealoufie  and  Love,  wiA- 

out  beholding  you  as  that  Orhhia^  who  ^vas   dear  to 

her,  as  that  Orontes,  who  has  done  her  fo  many  Service^ 

and  as  thzt-OrMtes^  to  wholly  fince  his  laftr  Misfortune; 

ihe  is  doubly  indebted  for  her  Life.  ) 

Lajcarcs  argued  after  this  manner,  when  Orontes^  after    , 

many  deep  Sighs,  faid  ;    *  Oh,  Lafcares^  how   biyid  docs 

thy  Affection  to  me  make  thee  in  my  Afiairs?    And 

how  little  doft  thou  know  the  prefent  condition  of  my 

Fortune  ?   Thou  art  no  lefs  deceived  than  I  have  been, 

if  thou  believeft  my  Crimes  can  be  expiated  by  light 

reparations ;  and  that  I  may  hope  for  Pardon  from  mj 

Queen,  becaufe  I  have  done  fomething  ibr  tier  iafety : 

My  Offences  are  above  all  Satisfadiions;  and  that  which 

Thalcfiris  owes  to   her   Honour,    unworthily    defam'd, 

ought  never  to  fuffer  her  to  remember  Orontes^  but  to 

hate  and  deteft  him  :  Some  fmaller  fault  perhaps  might 

have  been  eafily  repaired  by  the  things  I  have  done  ro 

her ;  but  after  the  Extremities  I  have  flown  into  againft 

her,  though  (he  would  pardon  me,  I  could  never  pardon 

my  felf.    My  Crimes  are  worthy  of  a  thoufand  Deaths  | 

and  I  fliould  certainly  have  fought  by  Death  to  have 

eafed  the  Torments  of  my  Confcience,   if  I  had  not 

thought,  that  in  the  occafions  of  War,  whereiii  my  Prin- 

cefs  expofes  her  Life  every  Day  to  hazards,  I  might 

find  fome  means  to  do  her  fervice :  I  have  been  fo  hap. 

py  to  effedl  what  I  defired,  by  the  Favour  the  Gods 

have  granted  me,  and  by  the  Care  I  had  to  tyc  my 

felf  to  her  Confervation,   the  only  thing  for  which  I 

lived  :    Now  that  by  thefe  fortunate  Encounters  I  am 

a  little  more  at  quicr,  I  (hall  die  with  lefs  Affliftion 

than  if  my  C^mes  had  been  the  laft  Acftions  of  my  Lifcj 

and  fince  (he  hath  drawn  all  thofe  Services  from  it  jf 

could  hope  forj  I  (hall  give  it  up  without  trouble, 

; 
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He  ended  thefe  word;s  with  a  Flood  of  Tears,  aocom- 
,^  panied  with  many  deep  Sighs,  ^when  Lafcares  was  going 
to  reply :  but  the  Queen,  who  had  attentively  liftened  to 
all  he  had  faid,  and  feen  his  Words  accbmpanied  with 
fuch  forrpwful  Geftures^  is  verily  perfwaded  her  he  was 
truly  penitent,  could  no  longer  conceal  her  felf  from  his 
fight ;  and  after  having  pennicted  fome  Tears  to  flow 
with  violence,  her  cpnftancy  was  ucterly  at  an  end,  and 
coming  haftily  out  of  her  dark  ftation,  ^  You  (hall  not 

*  die,  (cryed  (he)  you  (hall   not  die,  my   dear  Or  it  hi  a  ; 

*  Ihakjiris  pardons  you,  without  dying  ;  and  Thraleftris 

*  will  not  have  your  Death  for  the  reparation  of  your 

*  Faults;  Orontesy  quite  belides  hknfelf  at  thefe  Words, 
at  the  tone  of  the  Voice,  and  the  fight  of  his  Princels, 
fiarced  from  his  Bed,  and  at  fuch  an  unexpedled  Adven- 
ture fell  into  fo  ftranj^e  an  Aftoni(hment,  that  his  Soul 
loft  the  greateft  part  ot  its  Functions,  and  for  a  long  time 
he  was  not  in  a  condition  to  know  what  he  (hould  be* 
licve,or  what  refolution  he  (bould  take ;  yet  were  his  Eyes 
ftedfaftly  fixed  on  the  Queen,  and  finding  in  her  Face 
that  Beauty  which  was  lively  painted  in  his  Heart,  he 
threw  himlelf  at  her  Feet,  whilft  (he  was  endeavouring 
to  fupprcfs  her  Tears  ;  and  without  daring  to  lift  up  his 
Eyes  again  to  her  Face,  *  If  you  be  fome  Goddefs  ( faid 
he)  'whom  my  forrowful  Fonune  has  drawn  from  Hea- 

*  ven  into  this  difmal  Habitation,  your  pity  is  unworthily 
'  beftowed  upon  the  moft  Criminal  of^  all  Men  living  ; 

*  or  if  you  are  the  divine  Thaleftrisy  to  whom  I  oSered 
'  my  Adorations,  whilft  I  was  lefs  guilty,  I  now  am  al- 

*  together  unworthy  to  behold  you. 
The  Queen,  who  had  recovered  her  felf  a  little  by  the 

violence  (he  had  ufed,  and  who  no  longer  wavered  in  the 

Refolutions  (he  was  to  take,  put  fonh  hi^r  Hand  to  help 

him  up  ;  and  looking  on  him  with  a  Countenance  quite 

appeafed,  *  I  am  Thalejlris,  ( faid  (he )  but  Thalejhis^  who 

am  lefs  fcnfible  of  the  Wrong  you  did  me,  than  I  am  of 

your  Services,  and  of  the  Marks  of  your  laft  Repentance; 

I  fought  you  heretofore  to  give  you  Death,  which  in  my 

Opirfion  you  had  merited  ;  I  feek  you  now  to  give  yoii 

a  Life,  which  you  have  gained  to  your  felf,  by  having 

preferved  it  5    I  live  by  your  aflillance,  and  you  (hall 

live  by  my  deiire,    fince  your    Death  would  now  be 

mine,  and  that  you  have  but  too  much  fatisfied  me 

without  dying,    Thefe  ^rds  penetrated  fo   far  into 

Oromes^

Ormtesj  and  produced  fuch  powerfbl  and  fuch  fadden  cf- 
fcdb  in  him,  that  in  a  Happinds  fo  litde  expeded,  Iiis 
excefs  of  Joy  was  like  to  have  done  that  in  a  tnocnent; 
which  his  Grief  had  not  been  able  to  tSc£t  in  ouiny  Years  ; 
when  embracing  her  Knees^  with  Raptures  and  Tnui- 
fpbrts  of  nuc  Contentment,  *  Ah  ( (aid  he)  you  are  my 

*  divine  Jbaltjiris ;  I  know  you  now  by  thcfe  miracnloiis 

*  Marks  of  your  Goodnefs  ;  and  no  body  but  Tba&fins 
^  could  have  made  me  pafs  in  an  inftanc  from  the  Grave 

*  to  this  fupream  Felicity. 
He  would  have  faid  a  great  deal  more,  bat  the  Queen, 

willing  to  draw  him  out  of  this  difmal  place,  and  out  of 
the  confufion  (he  faw  him  in,  *I  command  you  (&id  fhc) 
^  to  leave  this  folitary  abode,  unworthy  of  you,  and  to  feck 

*  more  delghtful  company  among  the  Princes,  who  efteem 

*  you ;  and  finally,  1  command  you  to  take  that    place 

*  again,  which  you  heretofore  w^efTcd  in  my  AfiecSJon, 
^  and  with  it  all  thofe  hopes  wmch  you  had  loft,    and  to 

*  forget  your  faults,  as  t  have  forgiven  and  forgotten  them. 
As  (he  ended  thefe  words,  (he  conftrained  him  to  rile,  and 
immediately  ordered  Lafiares  to  make  ready  their  Horfo, 
which  Office  he  performed  with  more  Joy  than  he  had 
done  in  many  Years;  and  being  all  mounted,  they  rode 
out  of  the  Wood  by  ways  well  known  to  Ortmtes :  And 
whilft  thefe  happy  reconciled  Lovers  were  journeying  to- 
wards the  Camp,  to  cut  (hort  the  tedioufnefs  of  the  way, 
the  Qiieen  demanded  of  him  to  tell  her  how  he  fpem  his 
life  (ince  his  departure  out  of  Cappadociai  For  it  isn«$ 
jufl  (faid  Ihc)  that  I fhould  be  ignorant  on  what  fajhian  you 
have  lived  fince  you  forfook^  us.  To  this,  with  a  great  wil- 
lingnefs,  Orontes  replied,  *  It  is  fit.  Madam,  fincfi  you  dc- 

*  (ire  it,  and  that  you  have  already  pardoned  my  faults^ 
'  that  I  (hould  refrefh  the  Memory  of  them  by  a  brief 
'  Recital,  which  I  (liall  give  you  in  a  few  Words  j  and 

*  will  recount  the  particulars  more  at  large,-  when  you 

*  (hall  have  more  time  and  leafure  to  hear  them. 
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r  TNfbrtonately  for  me.  Madam,  (continued  Orontes)  I  was 
^^  in  CA/>^4i0ciVr,  commanding  your  Army  under  the  Name 
of  Orithia^  when  Arethufa^  one  of  thofe  Women  you  moft 
€ftcemcd,  conung  into  my  Tent  very  haftily,  Madam  (faid 
flie  to  me)  I  mean  to  be  the  firft  that  (hall  tell  you  very 
f leafing  NewSy  nnlefs  ferhafs  fime  others  have  frevented  me. 
I  gave  very  heedful  attention  to  thefe  firft  words,  and  de- 
fired  her  to  proceed ;  *  We  have  hitherto  been  ignorant 
(parfued  (he)  *  about  what  defiga  our  Queen  was  gone 
from  Themifcira  in  fo  gallant  an  Equipage,  but  I  come 
now  from  learning  the  truth  of  it  ;  and  you  (hall  know, 
that  being  obliged  by  our  Laws  to  give  us  a  Queen  that 
may  fucceed  after  her  Death,  and  not  being  willing  to 
bring  into  the  World  a  Daughter  that  fliould  be  unwor- 
thy of  her,  ihe  difdained  all  her  Neigh.bours  to  caft  her 
Thoughts  upon  the  greateft  Man  in  the  World  ;  and 
hearing  that  Alexander  the  Great  was  come  near  unto 
Hjnrcania^  ihe  is  gone  to  meet  him,  and  there  to  demand 
an  Inheritrix  of  him  to  her  Crown ;  which,  accofdin|; 
to  the  greatnefs  of  the  Father  and  Mother,  cannot  cfanfe 
but  be  a  marvellous  Perfon. 
Although  I  confcfs,  I  ought  not  to  have  givei^  credit  fo 
lightly  to  that  report,  yet  I  was  fo  troubled  at  her  DiC- 
courfe,  that  a  deadly  Palenefs  overfpread  my  Face,  and  I 
had  much  ado  to  keep  my  (elf  from  fainting.  She  (boa 
perceived  it,  though  I  ftrove  all  I  could  to  hide  it  from 
her,  and  prefently  asked  me  the  ciaufe  of  that  fiidden  al- 
teration: *I  find'my  felf  a  little  indi{po(€d,  (&id  I)  buc 

*  let  ik)t  chat  hinder  you  from  telljng  me  who  told  you 

*  this  News,  and  what  certainty  you  have  of  it.    *  Two 

*  Worsen  of  my  intimate  Acquaintance  (continued  (be) 

*  who  arrived  in  the  Camp,  not  above  two  hours  fitjcc, 
'  affured  me  of  it,  and  it  is  a  thmg  fo  fully  confirm'd 

*  in  Themi/ciray  that  no  Body  doubts  it*    '  It  is  enough, 
(anfwcrcd  1^*1  bear  as  great  a  iharc  in  your  Contjent- 
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*  mcoc  as  is  poffible  for  me  ;   but  I  pray  you,  give  me 

*  leave  to  take  a  little  reft.    Arctlmfa^  aftonifhed  that  I  re- 
ceived thcfe  News  fo  coldly,  that  had  fo  much  rejoyced  all 
bar  Companions,  went  out  of  my  Chamber,  and  only  Laf- 
cares  continued  with  me.    I  make  you  judge,  Madam,  if 
you  pleafe,  into  what  a  cruel  Eftatc  I  was  reduced  by  that 
fatal  Opinion ;  and  fince  that  Remembrance  is  an  Enemy 
to  me,  I  hope  you  will  be  pleafed  to  difpcnfe  wtb  me, 
fo*"  repeating  the  Difcourfes  my  Jealoufie  made  me  utter; 
neitiuT  iliould  Tbe  able  to  do  it,  without  awakening  your 
yaH  Indignation,  nor  without  giving  you  new   caufes  to 
condemn  my  Ingradtude. 

I  wijr  only  tell  you  then  (continued  Orontes )  Tfiat  I 
paflcd  over  the  reft  of  the  Day  in  mortal  Difquiets  ;  nor 
vf^is  that  which  fuccceded  it  fpent  in  the  repofc  of  a  Mind 
that  no  longer  was  capable  of  -any  :  yet  confidering  your 
Humour,  according  to  the  Knowledge  I  had  of  it,  and 
the  Promifcs  you  had  given  me,  I  thought  it  Iittl6  agree- 
able with  this  unaccountable  Change ;  and  this  it  was 
that  hindered  me  in  the  beginning  from  giving  credit  to 
that  Report :  But  then  refleding,  that  you  was  a  Woman 
yoting,  loving  and  charming,  I  could  fiot  flatter  my  felf, 
hut  by  the  Counfel  that  might  be  given  you,  and  the 
great  Reputation  of  Alexander^  you  might  be  prevailed 
with  to  comply  with  the  Cuftom  of  your  Country.  How- 
ever, I  refitted  this  cruel  Belief,  fo  fatal  to  my  Repofc, 
as  much  as  pofTibly  I  could  ;  and  not  willing  to  fix  it  upon 
the  bare  Report  or  Arethufa^  I  fent  Lafcares  to  Tbemifcira^ 
to  make  a  more  ftriA  Enquiry  ;  and  he  brought  me  the 
News  too  much  for  my  quiet,  that  cfvery  Body  there  re- 
ported it  aloud,  with  a  Joy  that  was  not  common  j  and 
that  you  had  fent  word  by  certain  Women,  that  you  were 
returning  very  well  fatisfied  with  the  happy  fuccefij  of 
your  Voyage,  and  that  you  had  obtained  of  Alexander 
whatfoever  you  had  defired. 

The  Queen  could  not  chufe  but  blufli  at  this  Difcourfe, 
and  interrupting  Orontes^  *  Thofe  Women,  who  fpread  that 
'  Rumour  abroad,  {faid  (he)  and  were  neither  thofe  of 

*  Quality,  nor  any  that  had  accefs  near  my  Perfon,  had 

*  fome  occafion  to  take  the  Meflage  I  fent  in  the  fence 

*  you  received  it:  For  indeed  before  my  departure,  ma- 

*  ny  ot  my  Women  entreated  me  to  give  them  an  Heirefs 

*  of  that  great  King,  and  bring  back  a  Fruit  which  I  could 
*not  fo  nobly  hope  fer  from  any  other;  yet  I  gave  no 
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^  hcfd  xo  what  ch^y  faid ;  yet  (hewed  noc  any  Refent'* 
^'mcnc,  becaufe  of  the  Cuftom  of  our  Coumry :  And  this 
'/Ic  was  chat  gave  them  fome  ground  to  believe,  that  I 
^  had  foUowea  their  advice  ;  but  after  my  lecurn,  chey 
^  wejre  quickly  undeceived.    I  would  to  Heaven  (conti«« 
nued  Orontis)  II  had  b^n  fo  too^  and  that  by  mv  too 
reac  a  facility  in  perfwading  my  felf  of  my  Difafter,  I 
ad  not  fallen  into  that  cruel  Error,  which  has  made  mc 
undergo  Troubles  worfe  than  Death.    The  firft  Refoluaon 
that  Error  produced  in  me,  was  to  dit  by  my  own  Hand  | 
and  I  know  not  what  Genius  cook  part  widi  LMfcjrres  to 
divcn  me  from  that  didign,  or  ac  ieaft  to  defer  it  for  a. 
fbw  Days ;  after  which  I  fell  into  a  q[uite  difierent  In^n* 
i»on«   I  found  nothing  in  my  moft  bitter  InveAives,  that 
Teemed  noc  too  mild  for  my  Refentments.    I  flew  out  fo 
far  as  to  end  my  Life  with  yours,  and  that  if  you  fell  by 
my  Hand,  I  would  immediately  have  fallen  upon  my 
Sword;  fo  that  your  Mnnherer  ihould  noc  have  out* 
lived  you !    Buc  after  many  ftrugglings  with  my  felf|  1 
at  laft  refolved  to  leave  your  Army,  and  (penci  the  re<i^ 
mainder  of  my  Days  To  far  from  you,  that  you  ihould 
never  more  hear  of  Orontes  in  the  World  to  ^uble  your 
jreD|ffe;  hoping  that  either  Grief,  or  the  Wars  I  ihould 
engage  in,  would  (bon  put  a  period  to  a  Life  chac  was 
only  a  burthen  to  me,  and  for  which  I  had  no  resard, 
after  I  had  Joil  you  for  evei^.    In  this  Refolution,  I  fenc 
ou  notice  of  my  departure,  and  privately  in  the  Nighc 
rft  your  Army,  only  accompanied  v/xxUxLafcares  my  faith* 
ful  Servant.     I  foon  got  a  great  way  from  your  Camp^ 
;^nd  wandered  as  Fonune  Ihould  lead  me,  having  no  fi'scxi 
tlace  of  Retirement.    And  in  HyrcanU  I  heard  the  fame 
rJews  of  your  Adventure  with  AlcxAndn^  as  I  had  done 
before  by  a  general  Rumour ;  but  not  enquiring  of  any 
near  that  King,  which  might  have  removed  my  Error  j 
this  only  ferved  to  ftrengthcn  it,  and  inc^reafe  my  Re« 
fcntmenis.    I  foon  haftcd  from  a  place  fo  fatal  to  my 
Repofe.,   and  travelled  through  many  ftrange  Countries^ 
driven  WktOreJieshv  the  Furies  that  tormented  my  Mind 
inceOantly,  and  made  a  cruel  War  againft  me.    Nor  did 
the  change  of  Climates  any  thing  change  my  Difconcencs : 
And  I  muit  tell  you,  Madam,  that  only  the  Prayers  and 
Tears  of  faithful  Lajcare^^  whofe  unhappy  Fortune,  was 
made  fo  by  mine,  could  alter  the  refolves  liiad  of  dying,  to 
put  an  end  at  once  to  all  my  Miferie.    After  much  ram« 
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bling,  1  came  inro  that  Country  in  Indsd^  that  obeyed  Ac; 
grear  Kine  Porus,  5vho  fo  gallantiy  difpmed  it  with  jfiex- 
dndetj  and  fervcd  under  him  two  Months  in  the  Wax  lie 
then  had  againft  his  Neigboars^  and  did  him   fome  Ser* 
vices,    which  he  rcquitea  with  Favours  that    were  in- 
finitely above  my  delerts  5  and  if  I  could  have  been  ftayei 
tncre  by  his  urgent  entreaties,  he  would  have  (hewed  mc 
the  nobleft  ufege  I  coufd  have  ex^(5led  from  a .  Magna-" 
nimous  King,    ^ut'  being  reftlefs  !n  all  places,  I  left  his 
Service  when  that  WaT  concluded,  a  little  before  JUexan- 
ict  invaded  hint:  pafllng  through  BaByU  and  the   ^tfes^ 
even  10  the  C<«/pw«-Sea,  croffing  Defarts  and  Forrrfb^ 
fbll  ot   monftrpdus  Serpents  and  wild  fieafts;    I;  wan- 
dered about  ^  Year  ih  AJia^  without  any  other  defigp  than 
that  of  lingering  out  my  miferablc  ISfc^'till  I  fhoufd   be 
fo  happy  to  find  an  end  of  it  with  all  my  troubles. 

•  f  Was  come  to,  ^tt/i  when  I  heard  of  Akxander*^  Oteth, 
and  the  Cbnteftatibh  of  his  Succeflbrs  about  the  partition 
of  his  Empire ;  which  grew  fo  violent,  that  it  threatned 
no  left  than  a  cruel  IVar  amongft  them,  who  had  fo  long 
been  Friends,  and  in  their  Union  obtained  fo  many  nota- 
ble Vidlories.    My  Grief  had  never  extinguiflied  the  In- 
clination I  ever  had  .for  Arms,  and  being  I  fought  ojtfy 
ftjr  Death,  I  concluded  I  could  no  Where  meet  it  more 
hohot|rab}y  than  in  that  occafion  which  Fortune  ha^  of- 
fered; me,     I  therefore  took  my  Jourhey  to  Babylon^and 
foon  learned  the  Names  of  the  Princes  and  great  Com-, 
manders  on  either  party  ;  and  finding  them  now  in  eameft 
tp  decide  their  C^ntroVerfie  by  the  Sword,  I  put  my  felf 
under  [{o^ana  ^tu\  Pelrdicasy  Who  were  ihoft  powerful  in 
the  City  ;  and  my  Intentions  being  known  to  them,  I  was 
entertained  with  much  civility  and  refped:,  and  I  fooa 
made  them  fee  I  was  able  to  do  them  services  above  an 
ordinary  Man,    In  the  falty  we  taade  againft  you  and 
Demetrius,  I  had  alfo  the  Happinefs  to  do  you  fome  little 
fervice,   in   pretentirtg  C^Jfatidcr  from  rudely  trampling 
you  undet  his  Hcfr(^  Feet,  wheti  yt5u  were  difmounted; 
ajid  tow  much  foever  t  hated  yoii,'  ye^  could  not  I  refolve 
to  lift  up  my  Sword  againft  you  'in  any  Battel  tliat  was 
fought;  out  on  the  cotitrary,  watched  all  opportunities  to 
preiervc  your  LJfe^  Which  I  perc^Ved  "you  too  much  ex- 
pbfed'by  your  ardour  and  thlrft^bf  Glory.    And  i^cn 
Aarfaces  lay  wounHed  in  Babylon^  thotlgh  by  his  own'*<fc- 
fire^.  he  was  vifited  but  by  a  few,:  I  had  the  honour  to- 
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Wak  ufon  that  Prince,  an(LperceiviDg  his  great  Merit, 
conu:a(&d  fo  great  a  Friendflii|>  wkh  him,  as  ftayed  me 
longer  in  the  City  than  I  i^rended.  I  was  with  him  at 
the  IftterriciHL  ^hen  I  firft  difcovered  you  to  be  in  this 
Cotintyy' :  Vou  remember^  you  accompanied  Ljfimachufj 
and, what; happened  in  that  Encounter,  t  need  not  here 
relate ;;  jcWgn  the  (ight  of  you^  whom  I  fuppofed  at  a 
greater  cjiitanoe,  very\lenfibly  afflided  me,  adding  Fuel  no 
my  .Grief  and  Anger,  ^nd  made  itic  rcfolve  to  retire  to 
the  rtooteft  part  of  the  World,  to  avoid  feeing  you^any 
more  f  ^Ah  (faid  I)  let  me  be  fatisfied  with  having  fut- 
^.fered  her  .Violence  aacf  Reproaches  without  Revenge; 
'  and  if  I  cannot  refdlve  tp.  opjjofe  her  in  Arms,  to  d^ 
^  feod  a  Life  (he  fo  eagerfy  thirfts  after,  let  me  difpofe 

*  mf.  felf  to  fly  from  her  again,  and  to  fly  from   bsr 

*  fo  hv  as  there  is  Day. 

.  This  was  tny  Refolution,^  and  t  (hould  inftantly  have  put 
it  in  execution,  if  1  had  not  feen  a  Battel  fo  near,  which 
I  could  not  evade  with  honour.  To  be  brief,  I  fought 
in  ic,  and  law  you  do  Wonders  tn  Arms  againft  our  Party  ; 
and  tvhen  ,ybu  charged  xne^  I  fled  before  you,  and  faved 
my  Life  from  your  Fory,  as  t  had  done  in  the  firft  En- 
couftter  i.but  this  laft  coni)nned  me  in  the  vavering  I  be- 
fore haid  to  leave  this  Country,^  as.  fearing  that  in  the 
occadons  we  had  of  fighting,  you  might  ignorantly,  in  tbe 
Hurry  of  l^ar,  fall  by  my  hand,  or  at  leaft  that  I  might 
woun^  you  with  my  Sacrilegious  Hand,  without  know- 
ing \yh,o  yx)U  were,  and  (hed  that  Blood  which  had  been 
faf  moric^.  precious  xo  me  than  my  own,  and  in  preferving 
which  Jl  had  been  heretofore  prodigal  of  mine,  which 
Would  have  been  tbe^utmoft  etkA  of  my  ill  Fortune. 

Thefe  Coniiderations  made  me  leave  Babylm^  without 
taking  leave  of  any  Body  :  The  iame  Day  you  found  tout 
ileeping  by  the  fide  ofi  the  Wood,  where  I  ftayed  for  Ltif* 
caresy  whoni  1  had  Icit  behind  to  difpatcb  ibme  little  b4- 
ilinefs  that.  a)ncemed. our  Jpumey :  There  it  was,  Madam, 
that  youj;  Qoodnefs  and  my  Crime  were  made  mantfeft, 
and  that-  you  (pared  me  a  Life  which  L  ought  to  have 
loft  a  thoufand  times,  had,  it  been  poflible :  There  it  vyafs 
that  I  ceafed  to  be  innocent,  by  coming  to  the  knowledge 
that  you  were  fo  |  and  diere  in  fine  it  was;  chat  my  Re- 
fentmehts  Vaniflied*  to  give  way  to  my  Repentance.  The 
Teftimony  of  that  brave  and  generous  rrince,  whereby 
you'  were  but  too  fully  juftified,  added  to  the  means  of 
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clearing  my  doubts  with  vour  Enemies.  That  Fainting, 
whenewith  you  were  feized  out  of  an  excels  of  Grief  for 
the  cruel  and  injurious  Reproaches  I  had  ufed  againft 
yoii^  and  that  Coldnefs,  into  which,  by  a  great  tranquillicy 
of  Confcience.  you  entered  within  a  minute  after,  open- 
ed my  Eyes  lufliciently  to  make  me  know,  that  I  alone 
was  criminal,  and  that  I  was  unworthy  of  this  Life,  which 
pou  had  left  me  meeriy  out  of  contempt ;  and  I  had  d&- 
nroyed  ir,even  with  my  own  hands,tf  by  an  Oath  inviolable 
amongft  the  Scythians^  Prince  OroonAucs  had  not  engaged 
me  to  li^e.  I  no  fooner  retired  from  Um  and  Ptolomeus^ 
but  I  found  La/cares  returning:  I  freely  told  him  what 
had  befallen  me,  who,  infteaa  of  pitying  me  in  the  ez- 
cefs  of  Grief  he  faw  me  ezpofed  to,  (hewed  a  Joy  in  his 
Face,  and  drew  good  Omens  from  this  Encounter  3  feeing 
that  now  I  had  loft  my  Refentments,  and  you  were  fatis* 
fied  it  was  only  an  Error  that  had  cauled  (b  great  a 
difierence  between  us :  but  this  gave  me  no  contentment 
of  Mind,  nor  any  hope  of  Pardon  fix)m  yon,  when  I  rc- 
fle<fted  on  the  Heinouinefs  of  my  Crithe :  then  entering  the 
Wood,and  fcarching  for  the  moft  retired  and  fblitary  place, 
I  lighted  on  the  Cave  ;  where,  by  the  favour  of  Heaven, 
that  touched  you  with  Comnaflton,  and  guided  your 
fteps,  you  found  me,  after  I  nad  watered  it  many  Da vs 
with  Tears,  living  for  the  moft  part  on  Roots  and  wild 
Fruits  ;  yet  but  few  Days  pafled,  that  I  fent  not  Lafiares 
to  your  Camp^  to  learn  if  there  were  any  occafion,  in 
which  I  mieht  be  employed ;  and  it  was  by  that  Intelli* 
gence  I  had  the  happy  means  to  be  near  you,  to  fight 
for  your  defence,  ana  to  retire  with  the  fame  facility,  in 
unknown  Armour,  when  I  £iw  you  in  a  place  of  fsJpj : 
I  did  the  fame  yefterday,  by  the  News  he  brought  me 
What  was  to  be  done  in  your  Army ;  and  in  thefe  two 
Encounters  the  Gods  favoured  me  for  your  prefervationi, 
with  that  Succcfs,  which  anfwered  my  Prayers,  and  my 
-ardent  Delires ;  and  the  fame  Gods,  by  a  way  almoft 
miraculous,  have  now  drawn  me  out  of  the  Gulf  of  Mi- 
fery  I  was  plunged  into,  and  reftored  me  a  Happinefs, 
through  your  condefcending  Goodnefs,  that  alt  the  worda 
in  the  World  are  not  able  to  exprefs. 

The  end  of  the  Second  Book* 
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/\  J^O  NT£  S  had  fpiin  out  his  Difcotirfe  with  the  Way,  . 
^  and  ended  it  not  till  they  came  to  the  edge  of  the 
Camp,  whdn  entering  it  they  alighted  at  Prince  Orom- 
datts%  Tent,  where  they  found  the  Princes  aflemblcd^ 
who  recdved  them  with  all  that  Rcfpedt  which  was  due 
to  wordiy  Perfons,  and  exceedingly  rejoyced  when  they 
were  fcnfiblc  that  the  Hatred  of  thefe  two  illuftrious  Per- 
fons had  given  place  to  the  renewal  of  their  Love,  and  ro- 
that  firm  AffeAbn,  which  was  never  likely  to  fuffer  any 
more  change,  but  by  Death :  And  1^0  fooner  had  the 
Queen  prcicnted  Orontes  to  them,  and  told  them  the  Rea- 
fons  ihe  had  to  receive  him  into  her  favour^  and  make 
him  take  again  that  place  he  had  once  loft  in  her  Heart  j  . 
when  Prince  Oroondaw  ftepping  forward,  and  kindly  em- 
bracing him,  *Coufin,  (faid   he)  I   praifc  the  Gods  for  . 

*  your  return,  and  rejoycc  at  yout  happy  fuccefs,  as  much  ' 
t  as  if  it  wpre  my  own.    Orontes  received  thofe  Endear- 
ments Vilh  a  great  deal  of  Refpedl,  and  was  going  xq  \ 
reply,  when  Prince  Artnxerxes  came  to  welcome  him,  and 
taKing  him  as  it  were;  our  of  Qromdates\  his  Arms,  THar  ^* 
'  Friend  (hip  (faid  he)  which  was  granted  me  amoncft  out  1* 

*  Enemies,  muft  not  be  retufcd  me  here  from  the  Kmfma.V., 

*  of  our  Princefs.       '  '  ;; 
Orontesy  who  knew  him  to  be  the  Prince  of  Perfia  by 

what  he  had  learned  of  his  Afiairs  fmce  he  came  out  of 
Habylon^  anfwercd  his  Kindne!$.  with  much  fubmilScn  :\ 
after  that,  Lyfimacfms^  and  air  the  Princes  pref^t,  em«  ^ 
braced  him  with  marks  of  a  marvellous  efteem ;  and  the 
Princefs  Bernice^  to  whom  he  was  vfry  dear,  and  to 
whom  the  firft  Years  of  their  Lives,  and  their  ncarnel^ 
of  Kindred,   gave  particular  Inclinations  pf  pood  Will,  «

And  when  he 
had  made  an  open  Repentance  of  his  Crime^  the  Queen, 
at  the  entreaty  of  Oroondates,  told  them  in  what  a  de(b- 
late  condition  flie  fjomid  him  in,  and  lepeated,  Word  &r 
Word,  all  the  Faflages;  and  what  he  had  faid  was  lb  mo* 
ving,  that  it  could  not  but  draw  Tears  of  Companion 
from  their  Eyes.  MetuUppay  HippoU^dy  and  all  che  Am^^ 
:^onian  Ladies  preieot,  were  aftonifhed  to  fee  him  there  9 
and  many  of  them,  who  l^ad  been  ignorant  of  his  Sex, 
were  much  more  furprizcd,  when,  in  the  Faccqf  Qromes^ 
they  faw  all  the  Features^,  of,  QrithU  :  And  when  they 
found  a  Maa  in'  the  PerTon  of  xfizi  valiant  Lady,  who 
h^  lived  fb  long  aipongft  them  lyet  tficy  refuied  npt  the 
kind  Ejmbraces  of  one  they  had  to  de^Urly  loved,  and  w!hQ 
ihewed  them  fuch  great  ExpreflSqnS  of  his  firft  Aflt^^ion; 

*  Valiant  Mcn^ltppa^  (faid  he )  to  what  will  you  condemn 

*  this  deceitfuji  Orhbiky   who,  under   fajfe  Appearances, 

*  abufed  your  .Frfepdihip?  *Wc.wiU  condemn  hpr.  ( an* 
I^Ye^cd  McmliPpa)  *  to  love  us  as  ibe  has  done  her^totbre, 
^  and  that's  alj  the  punifhmen^  we  cap  impofe  upon  this

*  Queen,  Upop  rhi?,  J^a/iarc^  h^  time  to  renew  his 
Acquaintance  4mongft  the  Ama^ome^,.  The  Arrival  of  O- 
rentes^  and  the  Sati^fadion  of  TbakJltUy  being,  very  con* 
fidemble  to  tbi^,  .^ilu&rioys  Company,  made  the  whole 
Evening  Enterrainment ;  and  after  having  fpentj  ic  (n  a 
Converfatipt^^  which  afforded  them  matter  enough,  they 
all  retired  to  take  their  reft  :  And  Qronta  w^  lodged  iii 
Oroondatcss  Tenc,  where  Art4xctx9i  would  alfo  lie  that 
Night;  nroft  part  of .  which  was  (pent  in  Difcourles  of 
Orouteis  Adventures,  which  appeared  ver}'  ftrange  ;ind  ad* 
mirable  to  them.  •  . 

No  fooner  the.  glorious  Sun  h^id  eoligbmed  our  HemiC> 
phere,  and  thafcd  away  the  D^knefs  with  bis  glittering 
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Beapi^but  the  Priaccsi  mindful  pf  tK«  jgreac  dcfign  in 
lurid,  arofe  and  '^enc  to  fee  how.tb^  Bncises  were  fixe^, 
and  how  the  Wpflcs  advanced  cowards  ine  ftuj>endioas 
*^afts  of  Bahlouy  the  which  they,  hs^d  appointed  the  maft 
ctperienc'd  Captains .  tp  overfce^  ai^  Engineers  ;  f  long 
jpi'aifiice  to  carry  on  :  And  whilft  ihcy  were  .thus  en?- 
pl6yed.  Prince  bemctrius^  whofe  new  Faffion  for  DeUamia 
.C011I4  .^ive  him  no  refk,  wenc  to  cHe  Teni;  of  that  Princcfi 
Vo  fjay  her  a  Vifir,  ana  waiting  wichgut  till  he  \\cixi  fl>c 
was  up  and  drefled,  h^  could  no  longer  ferbear  to  n:>ak:e 

{lis  ifr^trince ;  wWn,  after  a  profound"  SalHtati6n,^wich  niorc

'b^meti{ius  littered  thcfe  words  with  fo  forrowful  a  Coun- 
penance,  and  acqompanied  them  with,  an  Adion  fo  litd.e 
iommon,  that  beidawia  was  troubled  at  them  ;  and  re- 
jfnembring  the  woful  parting  (he  had  with  the  unfprrunarc 
Jf^ij,  whichj  according  to  his  promife,  had  really  proved 
fihe  la(k  ;  ftie  foiiAd  fo  much  conformity  in  the  Wqrds  jin4 
AcJtions  of  thefe  two  Princes,  that  (he  was  afraid,  for  £)r-

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metrims  of  die  fame  locceft,  and  of  tbe  fame  cfleAs  of

nary. ^  Wbedier  yon  fei^  (iaid  Ihe)  or  ipeak  tmlvy  I

*  fttiRciem,  witfaooc  yonr  giving  me  new  ones  by  yonr 
^  Death :  I^  without  donbc,  (ay  fomewhac  more  dxan  I 
^  (boold ;  but  to  compleat  my  fatdt,  if  I  have  any  power 
^  over  yon,  I  employ  it  all  in  commanding  yoQ  to  live, 
^  that  you  may  give  me  the  aiBftance  you  have  prob^ 
^  mtfed  mc. 

The  Sorrows  that  before  were  painted  in  Dcmetriuss 
Face,  were  pardy  obliterated  by  thefe  words,  and  it  was 
not  with  a  ucbt  alteration  ;  he  found  by  the  Difcour^ 
and  by  the  Countenance  of  his  Princeis,  that  his  Life  wa$ 
not  indi0erent  to  ber :  He  fliewed  figns  of  that  fudden 
tfkSt  of  his  hopes,  and  bowed  to  her  in  a  verv  fubm£> 
five  manner;  *  My  Life  (rci)lied.hc)  is  not  worth  one  of 

•  your  Tears,  and  by  fo  rich  a  Price  it  would  be  too 
^  highly   payed;  but  though  I  were  not  obliged  to  Obe*- 

dience  by  the  Empife,  you  have  over  me,  certainly  I 
owe  to  thofe  marks  of  youi^  good  Nature  the  ctmtv^ 
vaiion  of  a  Life,  from  which,  by  an  Excefs  of  Goodnel^ 

Jou  are  p leafed  to  draw  fome  iervice  :  I  will  live.  Ma*- 
am,  if  the  Gods  will  have  it  fo,  fince  you  command 
me  :  but  it  (hall  be  no  longer  than  I  can  do  it  without 
trouoling  and  without  difpleafing  you.  • 

After  thefe  words  he  took  his  leave ;  and  having  again 
obfervcd  fhe  was  not  without  fear  ^f  his  lalety,  x  went 
out  of  her  Chamber,  with  foa\e  kind'  of  hopes,  where^ 
>vith  he  tufiered  himfelf  to  be  plealingly  flattered :  He 
was  going  to  the  place  where  his  Men  cxpcdod  him) 
when^  he  was  met  oy  Prince  Ormues^  who  remembriog 
with  {on-^  trouble  that  he  had  done  notbiw  bat  hatm 
TO  a  PArcy^  for  the  attooement  of  which  he  bdievcd  all 
that  he  could  he  able  to  do^  was  Ie6  dnn  he^  was  oh* 
ligtd  to,  had,  from  the  PtineeB  Ammce  and  Qoeen  'Ad* 
^«2>,  ohtaified  petmiffifn  to  light  that  Day  in  cosfuiy 
>jvi|h  Ofinff rins.  That  Prince  icoottd  him  with  tmti^ 
ing  S*e«t  Jot  |  awl  tbov^  he  ooofidcra!,  periiaps  irid^ 
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foDJ^  :£tiwU^ions  that  the  prefeoce  of  fo  valiant  a  Maa 
Wqul^  e^iipn?,  part  of : bis,;  yet  4M  be  give  tb^m  no  knojff^ 
WjBP  of  it»  .that  was  not  very  oblieing :  And  thcfe  twos 
trave  Warri^urs  fbon  p%cd  t^emfclv^'  at  the  fac^ad^oC 
lihdfe  ^IdieifS  xhu  vfctf^xo  follow  them,  as  did  the  reft 
1^  thp  Cpt^matsders,  a^jmeji  tq  fight  that  day,  at  the 
bead  of  tbeirs  f  and  being  cpme  to  the  bank  of  tbe  £^ 
fbr^pu^xhfiY  put  their  Forces  in  Battel  array,  an4  gave 
thpfe  Qrdenvth^y  woiild  have  obfcrved.  Nor  was  tbe 
£ne(ny[flow  in  their  Preparations,  as  having  alreadjr 
drawn  tfcttir.  Forces  partly  op  the  3ndges,  ^an^  psiftly  ia 
Boats  on  ttie  BLiver,  when  Orontes  ai)d  J^smctrius  being 
comer  near  to  the  other  B^nk,  without  ^any  oppoliA)ji^ 
found  it  ftrbngly  guarded  by  thofe  Enemies  that  di^p^ted 
it  with  aftout  Refifiance  :  However,  ourWafrioun  open- 
ed their  PalTage  at  laft  by  the  Death  of  a  great  many  Men^ 
and  as  foon  as  they  could- 0ght  with  more  E<]uaIitT, 
they  broke  in  like  Lightnings  and  covered  the  Plain  wim 
io  many  dead  Bodies,  that  Beuctjlas^  who  -commanded  ea 
that  fide,  feeing  Fortune  was  contrary,  and  fearing  that 
if  he  (hould  ftay  thjc  arrival  of  thofe  Forces  that  were 
^ming  agapift  him,  he  fhoul^  not  havf;  a  free, return 
into  t&..Ciry,jmade  his  Retreat  as  well  as  he  pofGbly 
CQuId  I  'afiii9  leaving  a  great  Number  of  nis  Nlen  either 
killed  or,  t^Iccn  Prifoners,  got  to  the  Gates  of  Bahym^ 
with  rea&inable  hafte,  and  was  fo  hotly  purfued,  that 
had  not  a  greater  Force  come  feafonably  to  their  Re^ 
lief,  bis  Men  undoubtedly  had  all  periflied  under  the 
Widls  bpfcre  they  could  have  entered  the  City,  But  af- 
ter a  fharp- Engagement,  Arlfioit,  who  had  brought  this 
fuccour,  ;was^Iikewife  forced  to  retreat,  and  left  tbe  two 
gallant.  Princes  mailers  of  the  Field,  who  pofted  their 
^oldicrs  v^ry  advantageouily  to  keep  the  Advantages  they 
bad  gained;  and 'at  their  xrtum,  received  tho(e  Jpraifes 
that  were  due  to  their  Courage  and  Conduct  from  thp 
whole  Army. 

Great  was  the  Rejoycing  for  this  Vidory  ;  and  whilft. 
it  lafted,  OroonJatcs,  who  had  obfervcd  by  manv  of  Prince 
Oxjforfe/s  A(2ions,  that  he  was  in  love  with  fair  Barjim^ 
prayed  his  Sifter,  that  (he  would  f ntreat  that  Prince^  (o 
^teruin  them,  with  the  Relation  of  her  paft  Affairs,^ 
many  of  which  were  unknown  to  th^m,  and  panicularly 
that  of  MemnonSy  and  of  Oxyarfe/s  Love ;  when  the  Prince* 
|oyping  his  to  bis  Sifter's  Importunities,  that  fair  Prmcefs 
■^  '    -J  -  ■    I    ■  ~      was 
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was  loon  won.  to  oblige  fuch  generous  Friends;  and  aficr 
a  moft  pleafing  Smile  had  facceedcd  her  Blufli^,  "I  (hall

certain  yfiu  with  the  firft  Years  of  my  Life,  nor  widi 
the  firft  Tdftimoqies  I  received  6i  the  Love,  of  my  dear 
lAemnon  :  Let  it  fiiffice  then  that  I  tell  you,  ijiemnon  was 
very  confiSerable  by  the  greatnefs  of  his  'feirth,   which 
made  him  bold  one  of  thc^  fifft  i(.anks  in  'Phfia  Jlfj  die 
lovely  Qualities  of  his  Perfcii/  and,  by  the  "high  Repai^T 
rion,  which,  in  very  early  Ycax^s/ he  bad  acquirecFih  Arms, 
having  made  |iimfclf  Famous  above  the  othir  PerJIam  in 
a  chou&nd  glbrious  Encounters:  Before  he* wis  three  and 
twenty,  he  conplaoded  the  King's  Armies,  and' was  high- 
ly favoured .  by '  htm,  which  uiddc  all  A/Jor  fix  thcirlSye^ 
on  him ;  and  ^bo ve  all,  his  (mgtilar  Vffmes  rcnderedJum 
dear  toPirince  Arbafus^  my  Father,  and  to  all  thofe  Per- 
fons  that  had  any  power  ov^r  me,  which  was  the  capfe 
that  he  found  fo  great  a  Felicky  in  the  defign  he  had  to.

J  ^md  Prince  Ox^artcf  himfelf,  before  he  •  was  bKnded 
with  llus  indifferent  3e^uty^  did  him.  very  good  Office^  !q 
the  beginning  of  his  Love ;.  he  was  qnq  of  the  forwardcft 
in  rccoroniiending  his  Perfoo  to  me,  by  the  recital  of  his 
l^ant  Anions  $  and  in  th^t  de5gn  he  had  to  favour  himj^ 
fotmd  better  fuccefs  than  he  afterwards  wouM  have  wi(h^ 
ed-  I  knpw  not  wiy  the  Gods  woul4  have  that  Prince

To  thefe  W6rds  I  added  many  others  to  diflWade  him 
hem  hiS  Refolution,  but  he  ftill  continued. fixed>  and  bjr 
the  reft  of  our  Converfation  nude  me  fenfible.  tfaar  he 
would  hil-dly  bi^  drawn  from  it :  After  this  he  I^  nooc 
cfUioR  iOip  of  expreding  his  Love  to  me,  but  ic  ivas  al- 
ways with  as  much  Refped  as  I  could  have  ekpeded 
'froQi  the  meaneft  Perjian.  But  whilft  we  conrinned  oo 
this  oianner,  Memrum  returned  to  Perfefolis^  after  he  had 

£  lined  many  Vidorie^  and  entird]^  reduced'  cfaofe  that 
ebeUed  to  their  Obedience  :  the  King  received  him  widi 
freat  Demenftrations  of  Friendfliip«  and  all  the  Coiirr  ir* 
cdved  him  with  a  great  deal  of  Honour ;  I  eave  iim  a 
very  kind  Reception,  but  would  not  on  a  fudden  tell  turn 
of  Pirince  Oxyartes^  Love  to  me,   as  wdl  ktiowins  it 
would  draw  a  gloomy  Cloud  over  the  Brighcnefs  of  all 
his  Contentments :  And  about  three  davs  after,  the  Prince 
himfelf  faved  me  the  labour  of  bein^  the  unwelcome  He- 
fauld  of  fuch  diftaftful  News^  as  being  confident  it  could 
not  be  lone  ere  he  would  learn  the  truth  ;  and  thercibrt 
he  refolved  to  declare  it  in  a  fafhion  fomething  extracvdi- 
nary  t  but  it  fo  furprized  and  affli&ed  Memnm^  when  he 
plainly  told  him  of  his  great  Love  to  me^  that  he  after- 
wards afSired  me,  that  in  all  the  Accidents  of  his  Life  he 
had  never  been  in  fo  great  a  Perplexity.    He  had  always 
bom  a  great  Refped,  and  even  a  great  kfkSAott^  to  the 
Ferfon  of  Prince  Oxyams ;  but  he  had  fo  great  a  Zeal 
and  fo  great  a  Love  to  the  Kine,  to  whom  he  believed 
he  owed  all  that  was  poiSble,  that  he  held  whatfbever 
concerned  him  in  a  moft  facred  Veneration :  That  was  it 
that  caufed  his  moft  fenfible  Difcontent,  and  he  fpared  not 
tp  make  it  fufficiendy  known  to  the  Prince;  who  anfwered 
him  yet  very  refpcAfuUy,  protefting,  that  Tic  pretended 
not  to  difpute  me  with  hini,  neither  as  he  was  Brother  to 
Dariusf  nor  by  the  King's  Authority  ;  but  only  by  his 
Services,  and  the  proois  of  his  Aftedtion.    Memmn  was  a 
linle  flattered  with  this  Promife,  but  it  was  not  able  to 
fatisfy  him  ;  and  he  was  going  to  reply,  with  a  Counte- 
'  nat^e  difcontented  enough,  when  the  Kong  came  into  rhe 
Gallery,  and  interrupted  their  Converfanon  ;  axAMem^ 
non,  fearing  his  Countenance  ihould  difcover  bis  inward

^  aild  by  his  Servicer,  ought  I  to  fear  he  can  deprive  me 

*  byuhbfe  wayB«lf  what  1  hold  from  yow  Goodnefi  a- 
'  lone?  And  ought  I  to  lear  that  yoii  wffl  look  u|>oh 
^  cfte  advantage  ht  ha^  over  me  to  toy^ddtruftion?  Ah, 
'  if  «his!fear  be  kwfiil,  ai  you  defire  the  favour  of  the 

*  Gods,  give  me  forte  knowledge  of  it^  and  fuftr  me  not 

*  tof  cdnlcnre  my  Ltfe  a  moment  afte^'  the  loft  of  my 

*  hidtie^.    *'In  another  feafon  ( replied  I)  I  wOuW  not  hav« 

*  eirftly  pardoned  this  Difcourfe ;  nor  do  I  think,  by  any

*  ed  from  me,  I  fo  confirmed  him,  by  my 'Veiterating  'my

* 'all- the  iFdrfons  'fa  the  World,  that  he  went  away  in  a 
^'duite  contrary  Humoulr  than  that  he  came  into  my 
^^Chamber  in  :  yet  FVince  Oxyartts  carried  not  his  Paffion 

*  'to  in^  fo  fecretly,  but  it  was  taken .  notice  of  by  Ae 

*  * WhdJe  Court,  and  came  alfo  to  the  KIng*5  fcnowWjgjt ; 

*  ittid  !?hat  great  Monarch,  who  cherifhed  Memnon^  ,femh 
{ thrbugh  a  fti^g  inclination,   and  through  a  juft  Acr* 
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/  fcfMmledgBiefit  of  his  Senrkcs^  aod  who  had  {acdailady 

*  fiivoared  btm  in  his  Love  to  me,,  was  very  vasnch  trmi- 
'  bled  and  dilpleafcd  at  the  News ;  add  he  no  foooer  firar 

*  the  Prinoe»  but  he  teftified  to  him,  by  reafimable  Iharp 

*  woids,  that  he  had  difbUiged  faioi,  by  crofEng  the  i^inSi- 

*  OQS  of  a  Periba  that  was  (o  dear  .and  la  confiderabieto  btm 

<  asMfUMm;  Bat  thePrince^who  had  prepared  faiixifelf  for 
^  that  event,  Uijed  fo  many  things  to  jtiftify  bis  Imsfift* 

*  able  Paflion  ^  andi  how  much  their  Emulation  in  War- 
^  like  A&ions,  to  win  the  £ivour  of  Brnfitu^  woald   be 

<  for  the  King's  Service  in  the  deftru^on  of  his  JBnetmei^ 
'  that  at  dvii  he^  knew  not  what  eo  anfwer ;  «ec  ttpoft 

<  raning,  he  plainly  told  him^  he  a]t(»etbes  diiapf  roved 
•^  his  unjuft  Paffiqn.:  And  thongh,  faid  be,  I  will  not  ufe 

*  my  Authority  to  force  your  Inclinations  ;  yet  thiidc  it  doc 
*■  ftrange,  that  i^  witboot  the  leaft  favouring  your  Cttnfe  in 
^  this  particiiiar,  I  leave  Barfin*  in  the  full  libertv  pf  Jiers; 
^  and  that  1  grant  Menmony  (b  long  as  he  flmt  .hdavc 
^  himfelf  as  be  hitherto  has  done^'  all  the  Teftimcvues  of 
^  my  kthStion  he  can  in  reaCon.  demand* 

This,  and  fuch  like  Difcourfe  at  this.  tiMe,  pafled  be^ 
tween  the  King  and  bis  Brother  ;  and  though  the  Prince 
was  not  overmuch  fatisfied  with  it,  yet  he  diilembled  Us 
.trouble  the  bei^  he  could ;  and  in  the  next  Vifit  be  made^ 
concealed  nothing  from  me  that  had  pafled  between, them 
in  that  Converfation.    Whilft  things  pafled  on  this  man- 
ner, there  were  fjreat  Preparations,  for  x!t^ScytbUn,\fzri 
.in  which  Expedition  the  King  reTolyed  to  take  the  Royal 
'Family  along  with  him,  and  tbe.Nobles  took  t;heir  Wives- 
and  Daughters  wich  them,  to  wait  upon  the  Queens  smd 
Princefles  ;  and  ^mongft  the  Number  of  thofe,  my  Mother 
took  me  and  my  Sifters^  and  with  us  were  li^ana^  Jfpa^ 
ftOy  and  others  the  ,faireft  Ladies,  of  Perjia^  whom  yon 
jfincc  have  known  ;;  Oxyartes  and  Memnon  ezprefled  an 
equ^l  Satisfadion,.  when  they  knew,  they  (hoiild  go  to 
the  W'^r,  withouid  being  fcparated  from  me,  aqd  th^t  I 
fliou  d  be  in  a  xhanher  prefenc  at  the  ^(ftions  tboy  meant 
to  do  in  Emulation,  to  make  ;hemfelves  won|iy  of  my 
Afledion  :   Qur  Equipage  was  Royal  and  Spl^did,  ap* 
pearing  in  all  tiling^  for  the  Conamodioufnefs  of  it,  more 
uke  a  Court  than  a  Camp ;  and  the  Prinee  Q>ared  not  to 
indte  Menrnon^  w^o  was  prone  enough  of  himfelf  to  con* 
tend  for  ViAory,  where  the  greatcfl;  Danger  (hould  be  • 
lb  that  ihey  ^gree^  to  fight  by  each  others  iidej  or  as 
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hear  as  ixiighc  be,  and  cany  a  Deftni^oii  to  the  EMttif 
d^ac  tiiight  DC  tetnUe  to  them ;  and  to  diis  end  Oxyartes 
lyed  his  Brother  to  ^ve  them  equal  Employments, 
Lt  ^th  Forces  and  Craimands  alike  they  might  make 
_  ^  Valour  known  without  adtramage  :  And  thongh 
IMemnm  very  niodeftly  tefafed  diat  equalicv  with  vac 
Pfinte,  yet  md  he  accept  it  at  his  eamcft  oefire;  and 
jperadveticiire,  whatfoever  Refped  he  teftified  towards  faun, 
pe  bad  no  great  Remignancy  to  it. 
\. .The  King  divided  all  his  Cavalry  into  two  parts,  each 
6f  itWbh  conlifted  of  Seven  or  Eight  and  Twenty  Thou- 
faod  H^rfe,  and  fet  thofe  two  valiant  Commanders  m; 
the.  head  of  them  •  Mas^eus  commanded  the  Infanrr)*,  and 
Urtabkfik  niy  Father,  wais  Lieutenant  General  of  the  whole 
Army.  Vft  pafled  th^  Araxis  on  a  Bridge  of  BoatSi  and 
Bncamped  in  the  Territories  that  obeyed  the  King  of 
Scythia:^  ^  You,  Sir,  ( faid  Ihe  to  Prince  Orwndates )  know 

*  all  that  pafled,  of  any  Confequence,  at  that  time  ;  and 

*  I  *will  only  tell  you;  and  the  Princefe  your  Sifter,  who 
^  IS  Ids  inftruded  in  them,  thofe  matters  wherein  I  have 

*  fome  Intiereft :  We  were  hardly  beyond  the  River  when 
^.  |iei^d  News,  that  the  King  of  Scythia,  with  all  his 
Foitts^  made  hafty  Marches  to  meet  us ;  and  the  next 
Day  our  Scouts  di&overed  your  foremoft  Troops ;  and 
within  two  Days  the  Armies  joyned  in  Battel,  and  the 
ftgh  twas  very  cruel ;  the  Troops  were  already  mingled, 
and  Slaughtet  had  brought  diforder  amongft  them;  when 
Prince  Oxyartes  feeing  Memnm  all  over  Bloody,  hew 
open  his  IRaiEige  amongft  your  Men,  came  up  to  him 
witbia  loud  Cry,  and  placing  himfelf  by  his  fide,  '  Mem*

*^'fend  it.  There  it  is,  faid  the  Prince, that  we  muft  fcek  for 

*  Barjina,  or  for  Death ;  we  muft  either  perifli^  or  bring  oflf 

'  tbac<31orious  Mark  of  Valour  :  Let  us  OnMemncn,  and  life?- 

*  ^eetb  which  of  us  Fortune  will  give  that  Advantage. 

Sayiftg  thefe  words,  be  flew  with  his  Sword  m  his 
Hand  ihtd  the  midft  of  the  Scythians ;  and  Memnopiy  ex* 
citeld  with  fome  Refentmcnts  for  feeing  himfelf  prick'd 
with  Honour  oh  fiicb  oc<afions,  inftead  ix  anf^ering,  raa

by  nghcofWaf."  After  Aat  War  xyas  ended  without  any 
f^tkc  advantage'  t)h  "either  fide,  wc'*returned  to  Pcrfipoks  ^ 
when  the  Impatient  Prince  feeing  all  his  fcrvices  could  nor- 
prerail  with  me  to  five  him  that  pl^ce  in  my  affeftions , 
whith'^Memnm  totally  poflefled,  and  that  to  the  King's  re- 
pfoofe  I  had  added  my  abfolute  denyal,  he  flew  into  an  An-  ^ 
ger  untrfual  to  hirp ;  when  one  Day  meeting  Metnnon  as  Vt 
was  returning  from  Vifiting  me,  and  feeing  a  very  Lively 
Joy  in  his  Face,  which  he  concei\'ed  at  the  repeated  ajTu- 
ranees  I  had  given  of  an  Eternal  conftancy  and  of  the  ha- 
ftening  of  our  Wedding,  to  put  an  end  to  the  troublefome 
Paffien  of  Prince  0j9/«rrw,  he  Saluted  him  with  a  very  brisk 
Air,  atid  after  having  talked  of  fome  Indifferent  matters  he 
came  to  that  of  fcis  Ltfve,  I  promifcd  you,  generous  Mei;;* 
nofi  (faid  hej  Iwoufd  never  d'lf out c  Barfina  with  you^  but  by 
ntyjervices  ;  Ihave  l^ept  myfelfexaBly  enough  within  thofe  Li' 
mitsi  Ibdveufcd.no  l^irtd  of  Credit  nor  Power  to  hurt  you y  nnd  , 
in  the  employme?its  w^Jjave  had  to  mdl^e  our  felvts  worthy  of 
her  Efteem^   Ihave  ever  fotfght  for  an  ctju^Uty  between  «j;  1 
rriU  continue  to  thtr  ciiHin  this  manner  ofl^arriage  towards  you;  . 
and/mce  I  have  Loved  Barfina  unfroftjibly,' and  that  by  the 
ViHoryyou  bear  away  from  me,  my  tjopes  are  tjuite  extingtnfhed^ 
aiyoufriumfh  over  n^yrefofe^  ycu  mujl  dlfo  Triumph  over  my 
Life^  or  defend  your  own  with  /Jrms  equal  to  mine.     2  fly  vot 
to  Ms  extremity  againflyoUy  but  when  J  am   driven  to  fitch  a. 
one,  that  hty  Life  has  no 'other  Foundation  bit t  the  kfs  of  Tours^  . 
and  wherein  the  repofe  of  yours  depends,  on  nothing  but  my 
Death  alone.     This  fftbe  lafi  AHibnwe  will  do  for  Barfina. 
fhe  fhall  be  the  prii{e  offhe  Conguerour^  and  the  ViBory  fhak  ^ 
give  that  to  the  more  Valiant^  or  to  the  more  fortunate^  which 
during  the  Life  of  KsJ^itUl  his  ferviceseouid  never  fecure  him  of 

In  ending  thefp  Words^  the  Prince  drew  his  Sword,  and  ^ 
prcfented  himfelf  before  Memnon^  in  a  Pofture  of  a  Maq  \ 
ready  to  fight.  ytzMemnon  did  not  the  like,  but  after  * 
having  hearkned  to  his  Difcourfe,  and  beheld  his  a(5lio^  . 
Without  Slewing  ^y  fign  of  Aftonifliment,  or  being  mov** 
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cd,  be  anfwered  ium  vntha faded  Gmp^napc^  ^4   wixb 
an  abfolttte  Coldneft,  ^  You  have  reafon  Sir  (faid  he)    to  gqi 
about  to  take  away  a  Life  which  I  hold  firpm  you,  and  ^ 
Life  hurtful  to  your  Pretenfibns,  but  I  Ihould  not  have  rea- 
fon if  I  went  about  to  defend  it  agaipft  you  wljo  have  ac^ 
quired  it  by  its  prefervation,  and  who  afe  the  Brother  of 
my  Kin^  $  neither  (hall  it  be  faid,  I  drew  tpy  Sword    a^ 
gainft  hun  to  whom  I  owe  niv  ia^,or  againft  the  Brocfaer 
of  Darius^  to  whom  I  owe  all;  and  I  had  ratlier  mm  it  a- 
gainft  my  own  Breaft,  than  againft  a  Prince  whom  tfaofe 
two  Confiderations  (hall  ever  make  me  reverence.     If  my 
Life  is  hateful  to  you,  and  if  by  the  Obftade  I  have  been 
to  your  pretenfions^  Ideferve  to  Die  by  your  Hands,  con^ 
tent  your  deQre  by  piercing  a  Hean  proud  of  Barfina*s  I- 
mage,  and  a  Heart  that  draws  your  hatred  by  its  ambicioa^ 
but  do  not  ftrive  to  bfaft  me  at  my  Death  wit^  an  Ingra-*' 
dcnde  wherepf  i  nieVer  can  be  capable. 
^  What  (r^d  the  Prince)  does  Memnon  fee  his  Mortal  E- 
nemy  defie  him,  and  if  he  be  the  fame  Memnon  who  paC- 
fes  for  Valiant  amongft  the  Perfiansy  has  he  not  the  Heart 
to  defend  his  Life  againijb  him  ?  I  never  wanted  a  Heart 
(reply ed  Memnon)  in  dangers  that  were  perhaps  greater 
than  this  before  mine  EyeSy  and  my  reputation  is  well  e^ 
nough  Eftabliihed,  riot  to  fear  the  tall  of  it  by  this  A^on.^ 
I  fhould  not  have  been  prevenced  if  fortune  had  given  me 
other  Enemies,  and  I  had  already  received  Ounces  from 
you,   which  any  other  Man  than  Prince  Oxyartes  and 
the  Brother  of  Oiirifif  (hbiild  perchance  have  wafhed  away 
with  his  l^lood.    They  Had  much  more  Difcourfe  of  this 
Naturcr  but  all  the  Indignines  the  Prince  could  o0er  were 
not  capable  to  make  Affm»«»  forget  his  reipedl  to  '^im,  or 
to  draw  his  Sword  againft  him,  which  in  the  end  made 
Oxyartes  change  bis  Temper,  and  looking  intentively  up-' 
on  Memnon^  it  made  (lim  repent  his  Defign  and  abf<>lntely 
Condemn  it :  I  have  done  too  much  perhaps  f  faid  he }  but 
I  have  not  been  Mafter  f  of  my  PaiCons,  and  for  the  )cime 
to  come  I  will  endeavour  to  r^ulate  rhem  better  if  poffi- 
ble ;  as.  he  brought  forth  thefe  Words  hepiiit  up  his$word^ 
and  turning  his  Back  on  Memnon  went  froqi  nim  and  re-^ 
turned  to  his  Chamber,  and  Alrmmm/4gua^ed  with  Cruel 
difquiets  returned  tohis,  not  meaning  to  Vifit  me  in  that 
Condition,  leaft  I  Ihould  jberceive  his  111  humour,*  and  in- 
deed he  concealed  diis  Aaion  from  every  Body ;  fo  that 
^  i  never  beard  any  thing  of  it  till  along  wuile  aner.  In  die 
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meandaiey  Prince  Oxyartes  (vibtther  ic  was  by  the  An* 
gcr^  wherewith  he  had  been  cranTponed,  to  fee  a  Maa 
preferrd  before  him,  whofe  Birth  was  infa-iour  to  his,  and 
v/hofiirpafled  him  not  in  good  Qualioes,  or  by  the  vio« 
ienc^  of  that  Paflion  which  he  blindly  bore  to  me,  I  de- 
Cjermihisd  not)  fell  fick  of  a  Feaver,  wdiich  increaied  fo 
violently :  on  him,  that  within  three  days  the  Phyficians 
began  (o  doubt  of  his  Recovery  ;  and  being  that  Prince 
was  infinitely  efteemed  by  the  whole  Coun,  his  SickneTs 
caufed  a  general  Sorrow,  and  the  King«  to  whom  his  Ver- 
tue  made  him  dearer  than  the  neame&  of  his  Blood,  fell 
into  a  very  (eniible  Grief:  I  was  particuIaHy  affli&ed  at 
it,  and  Menrnm  took  it  not  ill  that  lexprefled  my  trouble 
to  him. 

•  In  the  violent  Fits  of  his  Feaver,  the  Prince  often  fell 
into  Ravu!^s,  and  talked  of  nothing  but  his  Love  and 
B4rfiHa ;  and  by  all  his  Ai^ns  made,  thofe  that  were 
ab<nit  him  judge,  that  nothing  but  his  Paffion  had  jcaufed 
his  Si(:kpefs.    This  Knowledge  much  troubled  the  King/ 
and  he  gave  himfeif  over  to. his  Sorrow  in  an  exceffive 
tsanner,  when  he  believed  he  could  not  fuccour  that  dear 
Brother,  without  deftroying  Memmm^  whom  he  loved  very 
tenderly,  and  to  whofe  Services  he  believed  himfeif  as 
much  indebted  as  to  ^is  own  Word,  whereby  he  was  fo 
ftridly  engaged  to  him  ;  yet  was  he  nof  fo  dear  to  him, 
as  to  have  that  AffetUon  ruin  that  which  he  bore  to  his 
Brother  j  and  he  could  have  defired,  if  it  had,,  been  poC- 
fible,  that  Memfum  of  his  own  accord  (hould  contribute  to 
his  Recovery,  but  he  would  never  fpeak  to  him  of  it ; 
and  would  rather  run  to  any  other  Extremity,  than  that 
of  employing  his  Authority  to  oblige  him.    I  was  one  of 
the  firft  that  vificed  the  Prince  in  the  Company  of  my^ 
pother,  but  as  libon  as  I  came  near  him,  he  was  moved : 
in  fudi  a  manner,  as  confi,rmed  all  that  were  prefent  in.' 
<he  belief  they  had  of  the  caufe  of  his  Sicknefs :  When . 
Iqpking  on  me  with  a  langulhbg  Eye,  Mr  Barfina  (faid: 
he).  /  diefsr  y<My  and  by  my  Death  af^andm  a  Haffinefs  t9- 
tAsxQfxm^^bichj  by  the  grea^uefi  of  my  Lovfiy  I  feradveraurs^ 
had  de/irvfd  a^  well  as,  he* 

Saying  th^fe  words,  he  xtimed  away  his  Eyes  from  my 
Facc^  ^nd  by  dbis  Adion  touched  mQ  fo  nearly,  that  I 
wa^s  not  al^le  tQ  retain  my  Tears ;  ^  Sir,  ( anfwered  I Y* 
f  ypu-.fliall  not  die  .fo|*  Barfina^  artd  i&  had  been  better  ^ 
t  (ik^bf4  /i^ver  cow^  iiito  .th(p  Wpcid^  ttiao^to  ^«f4^  &>» 
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grear'  a  Idfsr  to-  her  Conmry •  *  My  Dead)  is 
GdexM^  (rcpiiod  the  PrinGc)  aiid  I  receive  it  willingly, 
fince  it  is  £Rv.oiiraUe  to  you,  in  delirering  yoa  from  my 
Impommicies^  ^1  nerer  received  any  from  yon  (faid  I) 
cbsft  I  woi^d  be  delivered  of,  by  the  leaft  of  your  Dif« 
comeots ;  and  if  your  Life  depended  upon  my  Wiflies, 
1 5wovld  make  as  many  for  yonr  Health  as  for  my  own. 
Yoti  fadKve  more  Goodnefs  in  appearance  ( rtolied  he ) 
than  in  efied:,  and  when  yoa  faw  me  in  aflocner  Con- 
dition, yoD  contribmed  nothing  to  hinder  me  front  faliing 
into  this,  in  which  yoa  now  fee  onle  for  the  Love  of  yon : 
Yet  it  is  not  (continued  he,  ^ich  a  Sigh)  to  reproach  yon, 
that  I  tell  you  this  ;  yoa  are  too  jnft  in  alt  your  AAions  to 
find  any  reafon  to  condemn  me  ;  and  being  I  punilh  no 
Body  but  my  felf  for  the  faults  I  have  committed,  I 
alfo  ought,  to  accufe  no  Body  but  my  felf  of  die  Ad. 
vantages  you  give  my  Rival.  He  h^,  without  doi^. 
faid  a  great  deal  more,  if  the  Pfayficians  bad  not  entreated 
bim  to  keep  filence,  and  the  Queens'  and  Princefles  had 
not  entered,  the  Chamber. 

Mtmnm  earneftly  defired  to  pay  bim  a  Vifit ;  but  when 
the  Prince  was  to£d  of  it,  he  (hewed  a  Re^gnancy  to  it: 
^  It  fufficeth  (faid  he)  that  i  am  vanquiihed.  without 
'  ftiewing  me  the  Face  of  my  Conqueror;  and  if  Affm- 
^  n<m  be  Generous,  he  ought  to  content  himfelf  with  his 
^  WScorj^  without  infulting  over  nie  in  my  Nfisfortune* 
Thefe  words  being  told  to  Mtmnm^  made  him  not  any 
more  defire  a  Vifit ;  but  hi»  Duty  and  Refped  carried 
him  every  day  to  enquire  of  his  Health,  and  to  make 
t^rayers  for  his  Recovery:  But  his  Sicknefs  increafed  fo 
much,  that  his  Life  was  de&aired  of*  Then  did  the  King's 
Affe<3;ion  to  him  break  forth  into  greater  figns  of  Sor« 
row  than  be  ever  had  (hewed  s  and  then  did  that  pyoA 
Prince  abandon  himfelf  to  his  Grief,  whh  an  excels  that 
could  not  be  expensed  from  the  greatnefs  of  his  Courage. 
hiemnm^  who  faw  him  in  that  eftate,  refolved  rather  to 
die )  than  to  abufe  his  Goodnefs  in  an  unhandibmt 
mannev;  and  findine  him  one  day  deeply  bitried  ift 
his  Sadnels,  '  Sir  (faid  he  to  him )  if  I  can  contribute  any 

*  tiling  to  fave  the  Life  of  Prince  Oxyartes^  be  not  in  ftar 

*  for  his  Recovery :   It  is  true,'  I  love  Bar/ma^  but  I  love 
^  my  King  as  !  ought  to  do,  and  to  praerve  a  Bfdthcr ' 

*  worthy  of  fail'  A^Fedions,  I  flmll  know  bow  to  over- 
^tome  my  Fa£Son,  and  to  yield  xtM  to  Prince  Obi^^'*'^

with  his  fighr,  and  that  he  hardly  could  endure  it ;  but

As  he  lufl 
done  that  Aiftion  without  making  me  acquainted  with  ii^ 
and  believing  that  I  would  fina  juft  caufe  of  complak 
againft  him,  for  feeing  him  (b  Ughtly  quit  Preq^nuoo^ 
in  comparifon  of  wjiich  he  had  but  a  few  days  hdore 
defpifed  the  Empire  of  41^ t  ^^  ^^  i^ot  the  confidence  to 
come  into  my  Prefenoe,  or  perhaps  fearing  he  IJiould  warn 
Refolution  in  taking  leave  of  me  for  the  dejparcure  be  had 
before  determined  ;.^  all  that  he  did,  to  bid  me  Farwdf 
was,  to  get  free  from  all  Company,  and  (hut  himfelf  ap 
in  his  Clumber  to  write  me  a  Letter  ;  the  wordsL  as  I

PRiftce  OroonJates  having  left  the  ladies  to  what  further 
Converfatiort  they  (houW  pleale  to  entertain  thetn«* 
felves  with  about  their  Affairs,  went  to  aflemblc  the 
Princes  in  the  Tent  of  Ljfimachus^  there  deliberately  to 
debate  the  Meafures  that  were  to  be  taken  for  vigoroufly 
preffing  on  the  Siege  of  Babylon  i  feeing  all  the  Forces 
they  expected  were  now  arrived,  and  the  Engines  wertf 
framed  for  the  facilitating  their  fcaling  thofe  mighty 
Walls,  the  Form  of  which  would  be  too  tedious,  and  not 
very  neceflary  here  to  de(cribc :  And  in  this  Council  it 
was  firmly  refdlvcd,  that  (peedy  Endeavours  (hould  be 
ufed  to  put  an  end  to  the  lingering  War,  that  had  al-  , 
rfeady  coft  the  Lives  of  fo  many  gallatit  Men,  and  ac- 
cording all  the  Troops  were  in  a  reailioefs  to  fall  on 
when  the  appointed  Signal  (hould  be  given ;  and  having 
taken  a  Man  who  came  to  fpy  their  Camp,  upon  Exami- 
nation they  found,  that  Nabara^anes,  that  Monfter  of  Men, 
who,  with  wicked  JJf/Tw/,  had  dipp'd  his  Hands  in  the 
Blood  of  Darius^  was  advancing  with  about  Twelve  Thou- 
fand  Men  to  force  his  way  through  their  Camp  into  the 
City,  thinking  to  find  them  unprepared  :  His  very  Name' 
ihook  the  Princes  with.  Horror  and  Dcteftarion,  and  made. 
Prince  Artdxtrxes  entreat  the, reft,  that  he  might  inftantly 
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lead  a  Parcy  aninft  him,  to  Reveqge  his  Fadier*s  Ddnfr 
in  the  DcftnMSoQ  of  chat  Traytor ;  and  t^ey  all  ludgLng 
k  mod  peculiarly  belonged  to  him,    be'  delayed  not   to 
ftt  forward  with  an  equal  Number  of  Troops^    whilft 
ethers  advanced  to  biiwr  the  fattying  of  thofe  in  the 
City,  whom  they  could  not  bat  conclude,  would  do  icr 
to  tmxMT  fJdiari(4tms,  that  be  might  mofe  fisQiirely  enser . 
widv  thofe  Vocces   he  faa^  railed  ia  hk  Piovince,   and^ 
brought  to  their  aififtance :  This  fucceeded  as  they  wiOied, 
for.    The  Prince  of  Perjii,  with  Ljifmachus^  Orontes^  and 
other  vj^ia^t  Cominanders^  gave  th^fe  Troops  Nabarzanes 
had  broUight  4  mat  defeit,  fq^  that  very  few  eicaped  : 
Artaxerxes   tOok   the  Traytor  in  his  ftrong  Anns,  and 
drawing  him  out  6f  his  Saddle,,  judging  him  unworthy' 
of  a  Soldier's  Death,  after  his  horrid  Crime,  he  delivered 
him  to  C/9^»,.wiH>  conveyed  bim  Mt  thft.Camp  ;  and 
a^  iK^  facpe  inffian^  xh(^  who  had  ftljiej^  weQ^  beatei% 
back  with  tdnfiderable  lofs :   And  the  Prince,  remriiing 
Vidorious,  w^  leceivcd  witb  njany  E^reffioiis  of  Joy  : 
And  bv  all  their  appoiatmenr,  Seleucus  palled  Sentenee  on^ 
fJabar/anesj  that  he  (hould  have  the  fame  Fate  that  Bejfm 
uodewenc^  which  M^as^  to  be  pulled  «o  pieces,,  l»  Trees: 
b^t  down  with. grcjacWeightjS,.  and  faftengd  bv  Cords  to 
big  L^gs  ami  Ar,»is,  which,  fuddenly  fct  go,.dia  that  Exe- 
cttiuon  in  a  moment.;  vtrhicb  was  looked  on.  by  many  as 
tc^  mild  a,  De^tb  for  fo  QQtqtious.a  Traytor :  Yes  in  rid^. 
iljc  S^^ceflgrs  of  Alcxanier  did,  in  fome  meafiire,  ccpit 
the  fault  hq  had.  committed  againft.  the  Incereft  ot  all 
ings,  and  againft  his  uCual. Magnanimity,,  in  fparingtbe 
^c,  of  th^i;  wicked  Man,  at  the  Interc^flion  of  B(^ai 
tl^^  Eunuch  J  and.  nq  iQnger.  deferring  whai  was  intenocd' 
aMinA,  thii  City,  they  drew,  tbeic  imghty  Engines  to,  the 
wa,l^  with  Cabl^  and  placed  theiir  fcaling  Laddets  to 
tht;  Battel  n)enw.

fttire  he  then  Wa^  in.  Had  been,  without  doubt,  over- 
tfttt*cd'  on'  the  tdp  of  diofe  that  followed  him  ;  he  il<ig- 
gerrf  a  while,  but  feon  recbvtririg'  himfejf,  anrf  having 
taken  fure  foorittg,  iNhM  Arifilm  pfi  pared  to  lecorid  his 
fcrmer  ffrokc ;,  he  prevented'  it  by  a  back  6low,.whicH 
cut  htsH^d  he  hid  lifted  up  quite  orf  by  the  Wrift,  and 
tfiadt  him  loofe  hisr  CoUt»age,.  and  cJUit  the  ptacc^  The. 
flette  Prince  of  ^cfthU'  had  nb  foonef  driven  him  away, 
l5Ut  xtfiitogtMmfttf  v^-  tgft^t  deal  rf  Adklvhy,  he  fprimg 
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to  the  top  of  the  Wall  :  yet  it  pleafed  his  deftinies,  that^ 
mrtofthe  Battlement  he  had  held  by  fell,  by  the  forc^ 
he  ufed  in  ftriving  to  get  up,  upon  thole  that  followed  him 
and  ovenhrevv  them  all  with  the  Ladder,  either  killed  or 
wounded  j  whilft  thofe  that  oppofed  the  other  Ladders  that 
were  raifed,caft  them  down  with  thofe  upon  them  headlong 
into  the  Moat  where  many  were  drowned,  which  not  only 
took  away  the  advantage  they  had  gained,  bnt  alfo  the 
courage  of  attempting  to  icale  any  more   at  that  time. 

Thofe  that  defended  the  place  where  Oromdates  was  got- 
ten up,  were  immediately  fcattered  to  avoid  the  Death  they 
feared  to  meet  with  in  the  point  of  his  Sword  j  but  when 
they  law  him  alone^  and  that  by  the  crys  of  their  Compa- 
nions they  had  learned  the  fate  of  thofe  that  were  coming 
after  him,  they  fecolle«fked  their  Spirits,  and  getting  toge- 
ther again  began  to  compafs  him,  he  foon  perceived  the 
misfoftune  he  was  fallen  into,  and  turning  hjs  Eyes  front 
the  top  of  the  Walls  towards  the  Camp,  he  was  uiirjefolved 
whether  he  fhould  precipitate  himfelf  into  the  Moat  rather 
than  fubmit  himfeli  to  the  mercy  of  his  Enemies.  Muft  I 
(laid  he  to  himfelf  with  a  deep  figh^  give  mji  Enemies  the 
Joy  to  Triumph  to  dny  ever  my  Life^  and  over  my  Liberty^ 

This  thought  afflided  him  moft  fenfibly  but  he  had  not 
the  Leifurcro  exprefs  it  in  fuller  Terms,  they  only  gave  himu 
time  to  fell  him  that  dearly  which  they  would  have  taken 
from  him,  and  with  this  refolmion  which  he  took  very  fud« 
denly,  he  ruflied  like  a  Lion  into  the  midfl  of  thofe  that  af. 
faulted  him,  and  with  his  two  firft  blows  having  layed  twa 
of  the  forwaredeft  D^ad  at  his  Feet,  he  made  their  Cham^ 
pions  know  that  he  was  not  yet  their  Prifoner,  though  he 
were  (hut  up  within  their  Walls  the  breadth  at  the  Top 
which  was  of  two  and  thirty  Foot  affgarded  them  room, 
enough  to  fight  in,  but  it  often  times  proved  too  narrow; 
for  thofe  who  flying  the  Point  of  his  fatal  Sword  to  the  very 
brink,  fell  down  into  the  Streets,  nnd  found  that  Death  by 
their  fall  which  they  had  in  Vain  endeavoured  to  avoid  :  the 
moft  terrible  objedis  that  had  ever  been  feen  were  nothing 
in  Comparifon  to  what  the  Prince  of  Scythia  appeared  to 
thofe  that  oppofed  his  fury  ;   he  had  already  covered  the 

Elace  on  which  he  fought  with  the  Bodies  of  the  Slab,  but 
eing  tired  with  Slaughter,  and  furrounded  by  a  Multitude 
of  Enemies,  thronging  from  all  parts,  and  his  Sword  with 
the  Violence  of  his  Stroaks  flying  in  pieces,  he  found  a  ne- 
treiSty  to  retire  a  little,  but  as  they  preiTed  on  hira^  he  catchr 
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fid  a  Sword  from  one  of  rhem,  and  upon  that  litde  taking 
breath,  he  renewed  the  Combat  as  fierce  as  ever,  thinking 
upon  the  means  to  prolong  his  refiftance,  after  having 
overturned  thofe  with  a  (hock  that  ran  fir  ft  to  feize  upon 
him ;  but  when  he  had  done  fuch  Wonders  in  Arms  as 
fcarccly  can  be  credited,  and  brought  a  fear  on  that  great 
City,  and  all  hopes  of  being  fuccoured  were  taken  away,  he 
was  crowded  upon  by  fuch  multitudes  that  though  he  gave 
many  of  them  Ueath  in  the  Attempt,  there  were  yet  Cr 
nough  Remaining  to  feize  upon  him  on  all  fides^  and  with 
much  ftruggling  threw  him  down,  and  then  opprefllng  him 
with  the  weight  of  their  Bodies  manacled  thofe  Valiant 
Hands  in  Chains,  that  were  wonhy  to  hold  the  Scepter  of 
the  Univerfe. 

When  the  Prince  beheld  himfelf  in  this  eftate,  his  Dc. 
fpair  prompted  him  to  have  thrown  himfelf  headlong  f'om 
the  Walls,  and  fo  have  prevented  a  deteited  Captivity  by  ^ 
rcfoluce  Death  j  but  thofe  who  perceiv  d  his  Intention  pre- 
vented it:  nor  was  it  long  e'er  the  bravery  of  his  Courage 
made  the  Captain  that  had  him  in  charge  fo  much  his 
Friend,  that  upon  promifing  to  go  with  him  quietly  he  took 
off  his  Cfaains,  ana  he  was  convey'd  with  a  ftrong  Guard 
towards  a  Place  not  far  diftant  till  the  pleafure  of  Hpxan.^ 
and  Perdicas  cou'd  be  known  in  the  further  difpqialofa: 
Prifoner  of  fuch  great  importance.  And  as  he  was  led 
through  the  Streets  of  Baby 'on  without  Sword  or  Helmet,  the 
Inhabitants  beheld  his  brave  afped  with  admiration,  they 
recalled  the  almoft  Loft  Ideas  of  him  into  their  Miuds, 
and  remembred  that  they  had  formerly  feen  that  Gallant 
Prince  in  their  City,  and  adored  in  the  Court  of  D.m'us 
their  King.  He  was  gone,  but  a  little  way  when  falle 
Arbates  Crofling  the  Street,  had  the  Chance  to  fee  him,  he 
no  fooner  caft  his  Eyes  upon  the  Princes  Face,  but  be 
Inftantly  knew  him,  and  at  that  encounter  at  firft  his  Afto- 
nifliment  was  fo  great  that  he  was  not  able  to  fpeak  a  word, 
but  at  laft  addrefixng  himfelf  to  the  Captain.  NcAndcr  (laid 
he)  whether  do  you  carry  this  Prifoner^  He  told  him  only 
to  put  him  in  a  place  of  fafety  till  fuch  time,  as  Perdjcas 
(hould  be  at  Icalure  to  fee  him.  It  wilt  concern  you  highly 
Cfaid  Treacherous  Arbatef)  to  go  and  fnrefcnt  him  to  the  Queen y 
and  for  this  Service  you  will  not  mifs  of  a  Conpderable  rcwtrd'^ 
and  if  you  do  it  net  after  the  notice  I  have  given^  you  will  bo 
in  danger  of  Incurring  her  difpleafure, 
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Niatmfr  necked  no  other  perfiira^ons  X0  jWty  bim  btfore 
^x^0^  wJ^  Arbdtes  mrning  |o  t^e  Pdoce  (who  coidd 
<)ot  p>  vsmd^  as  caft  his  Eyes  on  hm,  but  wkh  fcorn  and 
<Q»Qei|»pC|  iior  dfign  to  %eak:  oise  Wopd  lo  bkn)  Sir  {UA 
he)  I  dp  ffiufifi  III  Offcf  in  cdufmgjw  r#  be  e^rrytdkrfor^  tht

'  b^c,  be  faw  him  felf  carryed  before  f($xnnA^  though  he 

*  had  no  lefs  averfion  for  the  fight  of  Pfrdicusy  and  he  aMb 

*  believed  it  was  leis  fhame  to  him  to  be  abafed  before  a 
'  Woman  than  before  a  Man ;  whon)  he  cou!d  not  efteem 
^  and  one   whom  he  ^opftdered  as  bis  itowonhy   Rl* 

jfrb'atffj,  haftcd  away  to  tell  the  Qpeen  the  News  before 
the  Prince  capi^  lo  the  Pallace,  and  to  prepare  her  for  an 
cbjc^,  which  in  all  probability  (be  oould  not  behdd  with* 
em  fpme  di^uibance  :  his  forefight  was  no  more  than  necei^ 
fary,  for  ac  a  thing  fo  uneitpeded,  flic  v^^as  fo  ftrangely 
furprized,  that  in  the  6rft  effe(£t  of  her  Aftonilhftient,  Ihe 
fiparce  had  any  underftanding  left,  the  e^cefs  of  Happynefs 
$he  tound  in  that  adventure  made  her  for  a  while  Incredu* 
lous  of  ^battf  his  report;  bvt'when  flie  thought  flie 
could  no  longer  dcubt  of  ir,  and  that  Oie  had  no  more  than 
^  tew  Moments^  to  refoive  upon  the  fight  of  that  Man, 
ip/hcm  ihe  had  ie  much  Lpved,  and  whom  flic  ftili  Loved 
U?aeF  than  her  felf,  flie  diftrufted  her  own  ftrength,  foe 
fuch  an  adion  i  and  turning  towards  He/ionc  and  Arbatet 

*  It  is  not  Hz  faid  (he  chat  I  fliouid  fee  Oroendates  in  the 

*  Conoitio©  I  now  am  in,  $nd  in  the  prefcnce  of  a  greae 

*  m.'iny  Pcrfcns,  wh o  without  doubc  will  obferve  my  weak* 
'  ncfs,  in  |he  Change  of  my  Countenance  j   when  I  have 

*  ferciod  my  felf  a  liitJe,  I  ij^ay  fee  him  with  morcConfi* 

*  dence  and  with  more  Liberty;  but  in  the  mean  time  J 
'  will  have  him  l$)dged  in  the  Pailace,  and  guarded  by 

*  thofethat  Guard  my  ©wn  Ferfon^  to  prevent  any  dan- 

*  get  that  may  befall  him.  And  then  She  gave  a  ftriA 
Command,  that  his  ufagc  fliould  be  noble,  and  not  fo  much 
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as  j?^AVtf/  petmhtcd  to  fee  hihi  without  W*  Ortcf;  in 
ivhich  (he  w^s  (mndually  6beyedy  and  the  Priticcfirand  to 
Ufieflfinefs  but  in  ttic  I'eftraint  df  bis  Liberty,  and  in  that  of 
hb  Love,  being  in  ^ll  other  things  acxommodatexl  accnit]- 
ing  to  die  greatnefs  of  his  Birtliu  and  that  of  thie  Lbvfe  Ihc 
^re  him  ;  nor  was  ^haUs^  in  hopes  to  expiate  a  pan  of  tts 
Crimes,  wanting  in  ^y  thing  to  do  him  iaU  the  femccs  that 
'lay  in  his  Bower,  by  the  Hahds  of  others,  as  knowing  thify 
.Would  be  utterty  rejefted  from  his  own. 

Whilftthefe  things  paffcd,  the  Befiegets  ttnAivt^  no  a^- 
vantage  to  be  gaineS  at  this  time,  drew  off  to  their  Camp, 
and  fo  great  Was  the  grief  of  the  Princes  when  they  Wiew 
the  Prince  of  Scythia,  was  In  the  Hands  of  their  Enemies, 
that  they  exprefled  it  irt  a  very  fenfible  manner,  arid  af- 
ter the  nrft  Emotions  of  dieir  borrow  had  given  place!  tp 
their  Anger,  they  came  to  a  refoludon,  either  to  tree  that 
Prince,  or  to  Buf  y  t^elr  Enemies  in  the  Ruins  of  the  City, 
if  they  flioiild  ufe  any  violence  towards  hiui  in  the  e*trq- 
mities  they  might  be  reduced  t6,  as  doubdng  it  would  be 
very  difficult  by  any  Treaty  to  jgct  Oroonddtis  out  of  their 
Hands :  fince  he  was  not  only  generally  feared  b^  tbem^ 
as  the  moft  terrible  ^Enemie  they  had  to  cdntfrnd  with,  bv;t 
'that  Perdkas  had  a  particula;-  Intereift  In  his  Diftfuftion,  tb 
fecure  his  pretenfionS  to  Sutira ;  yet  fuch  of  them  as  knew  of 
the  great  Love  ^oxana  bore  the  Prince,  were  a  littje  corn- 
forted  for  a  confideration  that  (he  would  defend  him,  all 
that  lay  in  her  Power,  againft  open  or  fccret  MachtnntiofJs\ 
which  might  tend  to  his  hurt,  as  Padicas  for  the  like  con- 
fideration had  done  Statira  againft  her  crtiel  Intend- 
ments. 

Whilft  the  princes  were  thus  confidering,  Perdte^czrtiQ 
to  y^dt  ^jcana^  and  after  having  told  her  many  particulars 
of  that  Day's  Snccefs,  in  beating  their  Enemies  from  the 
Walls  with  confiderable  Slaughter,  he  learned  from  hef 
own  Mouth,  that  Oromdatcs  Was  a  Prifoner  in  Bahy!ofi\ 
of  which  before  he  had  had  but  an  uncertain  Rumour,  a: 
which  a  Joy  brighmed  in  hjs  Face  ;  he  fecmed  tranfportej 
at  that  News,  and  was  not  able  to  diflemble  the  fear  he  hacj 
bc0n  in  of  fo  dreadful  a  Rival  i  When  coming  tq[  a  little; 
hjore  Moderation,  Al:f,  Madam  ^(fai(i  he)  is  it  fOjftble  thai 
(3h"oondate$  is .  a  Prifoner  ?  He  is  fo  ( aftfwered  the  Qt^eeni 
turning  away  from  liit  Company  6f  thofe  fhe  ftifpe<ffed  J 
huf  he  »  nty  Prijoner^  as  Statira  is  yours  j  and  Ip-ehnd  10  h^^e 
the  fame  ^ghi  laverj^  ^ivdl^  that  you  hdi^e  (iver  mine  j  aha 
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you  weU  remember  our  ypreement :  And  as  J  have  mt  troubled 
you  in  your  defign  upon  Scarira,  /  expeH  joujhould  (rouble  me 
as  little  in  what  concerns  Oroondaces,  even  out  of  Generojitj 
jou  muft  forbear  to  fee  him  fer  a  few -Days ^  left  youjhouldfty 
into  a  Pajfion  againft  a  Hivat,  and  againft  a  Man  whom  I 
cannot  kfcp  mf  felf  from  loving. 

She  uttered  tbefe  words  with  a  fmile ;  and  Perdicat  re* 
plied  with  much  RefpeA,  *  He  that  would  ferve  you  with 

*  the  hazard  of  his  Lue,  will  never  trouble  your  Intentions; 
'  and  the  leaft  I  owe  to  her  that  leaves  me  Statira^  with  fo 

*  much  Goodnefs,  is  to  give  up  Oroondates  to  her  abfolute- 
/  ly;  may  the  Gods  affift  you  to  make  a  greater  progrefe 

*  in  his  Heart,  than  I  have  done  in  the  gaining  upon  that 

*  Ingrateful  Princefs;  and  may  they  difpofe  things  fo,  that 

*  he,  ent  of  a  juft  fenfe  of  that  you  offer  him,  may  quit 
'  that  to  me,  which  he  can  no  longer  difpute  againft  me, 

*  without  Injuftice :  I  will  not  fee  him,  till  you  (hall  pleafe 
'  to  command  me,  as  well  to  give  you  this  Mark  of  the 

*  Refpedl  I  bear  unto  your  Will,  as  not  to  infult  over  the 

*  Misfortunes  of  a  Man,  whom  you  judge  wonhy  of  your 

*  Affedlio'n.  After  this,  and  feme  other  Difcourfe  upon  the 
fame  Subject,  Perdicas  took  his  leave  of  Hcxanay  and  went 
diredlly  to  Queen  Statiras  Appartmcnt;  when  finding  Pa^ 
rifatis  'with  her,  after  his  ufual  Salutation,  he  told  her  how 
the  Bnemy  was  beaten  frcfm  the  Wall,  and  that  Oroondates 
•Was  a  Priioner  in  Babylon^  with  the  manner  of  his  beine 
taken,  and  in  whofe  cuftody  he  was  ;  and  that  (he  need  not 
be  in  fear  for  him,  feeing  his  ufage  was  noble,  according 
to  the  greatnefs  of  the  Lo\e  B^xana  bore  him; 

The  Queen  hearkened  to  this  Difcourfe  with  a  mortal 
Sadnefs,  though  (he  much  doubted  whether  (he  (hould  give 
credit  to  ir,  or  reje^it,  as  an  Artifice  of  Perdicas^  to  fcun4 
her  Inclinations ;  yet  did  fhe  diiTemble  part  of  her  Grief 
before  him,  .and  looking  upon  him  with  a  Countenance 
very  little  moved,  'If  Orocndates  be  a  Prifoncr  ( laid  (he ) 

*  you  have  reafon  to  be  glad,  fince  you  were  but  in  little 

*  iafcty  when  you  had  fuCh  an  Enemy  before  }  our  Walls  ^ 

*  but  if  he  be  not,  your  Policy  is  but  fruitlels,  fince  ncil 

*  ther  his  being  taken,  nor  his  liberty,  can  change  my 

*  Thpughts.    *  It  is  not  from  his  being  a  Prifoner  ( re- 

flied  Perdicas)  *  that  I  expedt  ycuf  Change,  but  I  hope 
Tor  fome  advantage  by  it ;  rf'nd  if  he  change  firft  by  th6 

*  favour  of  J^oxana^  y6u  will  no  longer  be  obliged  to  the 
I  Conftancy  in  which  yen  perfevere  towards  him.  *  Jhe 
^^;'    ■        o.   v.^f   /../..M;  0..  «v"^'  u^  •••rChange;' 
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Change  ciOroondateSy  if  he  wcr?  capable  of  it  (anfwered 
rhe  Queen)  (hall  never.  Authorize  mine;  and  if  he  Ihou'd 
become  unfaithful,  yet  Perdtcai  ftiall  never  fucceed  Alsx'" 
ander  in  Sfattras  Hean  ;  Perdkas  well  perceiving  bis 
Words  at  this  time  Would  but  vex  her,  was  not  willing  ro 
prefs  her  further,  but  taking  his  leave  went  whither  be 
was  called  by  the  Importancy  of  his  Affairs. 
The  Queen  was  no  fooner  at  Liberty  with  hej*  Sifter,  to 
cxprefs  her  thoughts,  but  refledling  on  the  captivity  of  her 
dear  Oroondates^  though  in  fome  uncertainty  whether  it  was 
true,  or  a  device  of  Perdicas^  it  wrought  lo  powerfully  in 
her  Mind,  that  after  letting  fall  fome  Tears,  Al^i  Sifter 
j(faid  (he)  with  what  a  new  AffliEiion  the  Gods  overwhelm  rnef 
And  what  Offence  had  innocent  Oroondares  committed^  /» 
make  him  fall  inro  the  fower  of  his  Enemies  ?  Is  it  that  tie 
Inter efi  he  takes  in  the  Miferies  of  this  unfortunate  Creature 
renders  him  guilty  in  their  ejieem  ?  Or^  that  having  made 
me  feelfuch  various  Calamities^  they  will  affiiH  me  now  with 
the  only  Crofsy  which  yet  remained  for  me  to  fuffer  ?  In 
bringing'  forth  thefe  words,  a  Flood  of  Tears  guihed  froip 
her  fair  Eyes ;  and  the  Princefs  Parifatisy  for  all  Ihe  her 
felf  was  fo  fenfible  of  her  Grief,  nfed  her  utmoft  endea- 
vouts  to  give  her  Confolation :  '  Peradventure,  Madam, 
{  faid  (he)  we  ought  not  to  take  Oroopdate's  Captivity  for 

*  an  effe\5t  of  his  Misfortune  and  ojf  onrs;    for  it  may 

*  chance  to  be  more  advantagious  for  us  that  he  is  now 

*  (hut  up  within  the  Walls  of  'Babylon ^  than  if  he  were  yet 

*  before  the  Town,  expofed  to'  all  thofe  dangers  which  he 

*  out-braves  too  daringly,'  and  in  whch  he  might  perhaps , 

*  have  met  his  Death  :  He  is  in  fafery  of  his  Life,  fince 

*  he  is  in  the  Hands  of  B^xana^  who  loves  him  wiih  too 

*  great  a  Paifion  not  to  divert  all  the  Mifchief  that  can 
'  be  threatned  him  from  his  Enemies,  or  from  his  Rival. 
Ah^  Sifter  J  (replied  the  Queen)  is  it  ffjfible  you  Jrould  have 
fo  little  knowledge  rf  RoxaQa*/  Humrur^  and  that  yen  Jhould 
not  judgCy  by  our  own  Fortune^  that  after  having  vainly  tyyed 
all  gentle  ways  with  Qroondates,  there  is  no  Extremity  Jo 
gre/ity  to  which  Jhe  is  not  likely  to  fly.  They  fnid  mrch 
more  to  the  like  purpofe,  till  Night  came  on,  when 
the  Princefs  took  her  leave,  and  the  Qiieen  went  to  her 
Bed,  but  fo  perplexed  and  difturbed  in  her  Mind,  that 
Sleep  was  a  Stranger  to  hei*  Eye. 

'    In  the  mean  time,  Prince  Qroondates  (though  \\\$  ufape 

was  what  he  could  delire  in  his  Condition,  yet  finding  he

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ffn&  a  Prilbnejr  to  a  Woman,  he  d^folnrely  detefted  for  the 
many  Miferies  (he  before  had  made  him  fufl^r,  in  crofliog 
his  Lore  with  Statira  •  and  that  now  he  was  deprived  of 
that  Libcrrv,  .which  he  hoped  to  hivfe  employed  for  tjic 
recovery  or  his  Princefe*$  Freedom,  aftd  rendered   tmahie 
even  to  figh:  in  her  Caufe  )  fnnk  a  little  from  his  drdinacy 
Conltancy,  and  bore  that  begirininjg  of  his  Captivity  lc£ 
patiently  than  might  have  been  eipefted  from  the  grcair 
fiefs  of  his  Coi^rage ;  efpecj^ily  when  he  refiedied,  that  ia 
hopes  to  {[ain  upon  him,  ^xana  might  make  (bme  new 
:ittempt  upon  tj^jre  Life  of  Stutiray  whole  Removal  dut  of 
the  world   might   heighcrn  her  Expedations  to   prev;sul 
ever  his  Afi^dtions  in  &e  Condition  he  was  ijr^;  as  alio, 
that  LyJimachpSf  Arfaces^  and  ofhtrs  his  dear  Prierids,  were 
cxpoftng  their  Livies  to  halsards  for  his  .Qaarrel,  whilft  him- 
felf  was  n^ut  up,  ^naUe  to  affift  them ;  and  aboire  all, 
that  though  Statira  was  parted  from  hii^  but  by  a  few 
Walls,  yet  he  defpaired  of  feeing  her. 

Whilft  the  Prince  continued  to  afflid;  himfelf  with  thcfe 
jharp  Confiderations,  he  had  notice  by  a  Page,  that  Qieen 
^x/ina  Was  cotning  to  make  him  a  Vifit :   This  fenfiUy 
added  to  his  other  Afflidtions,  and  her  very  Name  mad^ 
his  Countenance  change  into  a  deadly  Palfenefs;  and  he 
knew  not  which  way  to  prepare  himfelf  for  the  fight  of  a 
Perfon,  wtofe  very  Remembrance  he  could  not  but  ab^ 
hor  J  yet  he  did  all  he  foflibly  could  to  difpofe  himfelf    ' 
to  bear  it,  and  fcarce  had  he*  begun  to  fettle  Jiis  County 
nance  when  he  faw  her  enter  the  Chamber,  attended  only 
by  Hejionc^  and  another  of  her  Maids ;  and  though  he  was     ' 
forced  to  ufe  a  great  Violence  upon  himfelf,  yet  did  hj? 
advance  to  meet  her,  and  ftrove  to  pay  her  what  he  be- 
lieved was  due  to  the  Widow  of  Mcxander  the  Great; 
and  if  he  were  in  fome  Confiifion,  the  Queen  was  in  no 
lefs  than  he:    And  notwithftanding  all  the  Prepararions 
with  which  (he  armed  her  felt,  Ihe  c6uld  not  fee  the  fq 
beloved  Face  of  that  Mrn,  for  whom  (he  had  fufTered  16 
much,  and  whom  fhe  had  made  fo  much  to  fuffer,  with- 
out being  in  a  very  great  Perplexity  of  Mind-:  She  look^ 
upon  him  a  while,  with  Eyes  that  fufficiently  di(covered 
tlic  Motions  of  her  Heart ;  /  am  come  ( faid  (he )  to  render     . 
jcii  ^hat  the  Quail fj  of  afi  Enemy ^  and  the^  Condition  of  a  PrU 
foner  of  Way\  cannot  takf  away  from  your  pirth'  andVertue  j 
and  to  a  If  are  yoUy  that  your  fortune  is  not  worfe  hy  being  fallen 
into  (fur  Hands ^  tbari  it  was  when  you  fought  hefbre  otorPPaffs, 

•   Though 
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Tiiongh  the  Queen  ifnice  rhefe  voids  wkh  a  Gfacethat 
was  oommOB  lo  biic  voy  bm  Perfins,  and  chat  her  Beauty 
was  capable  to  diflipate  pare  ci  any  ochecs  ReTcntmeiits 
agaiinft  her  $  yet  the  Prince  was  prepoflc&d  with  his,  by 
fiicb  jsft  and  poweiiiil  Modves,  that  the  fentb  he  was  ob- 
liged CO  have  of  her  civil  ofiers,  was  hardly  able  to  fufpend 
chat  far  a  moment,  which  he  bad  of  die  Miieries  (he  hacl 
made  ibitn  undergo ;  yet  did  he  force  himfeif  the  beft  be 
coold  I  And  being  he  bore  a  moft  perfeft  Refpe^  to  the 
fair  Sex,  he  ftrove,  for  all  ^  was  fo  much  exafperated 
to  ohfcrve  Decency,  T^uir  Maj^fy  tdk^i  a  Care  ( faid  he ) 
wbUh  I  have  never  merited^  4nd  tins  favour  is  undefervedly 
befttmed  nfm  a  Prifiner,  and  tifou  an  Eancwef,  Uks  Oroon* 
dates.

He  woyld  have  proceeded,  but  the  impatient  Queca 
interrupting  him;  '  Imuft.£onfeis  (faid  (he)  I  have  done 
f  all  thcfe  Aftions,  with  which  you  reproach  jne,  and 
f'  Ailions  which  are  extraordinary  to  my  Sex,  and  per* 

*  haps  unto  my  Humour ;  yet  the(e  had,  notwitbftanding, 

*  been  extraordinary  marks  of  my  Aflei^iony  if  you  right. 
^  ly  confidered  them,  and  fuchas  would  have  drawn  your 

*  Love  and  your  Acknowledgment,  i^ftead  of  your  Avcr- 
^  fion  :    It  was  for  your  fake  alone,  that,  from  openoe/s 

*  and  fweetnefs  of  Temper,  I  ftarted  into  Subtilty  and 
'  Cruelty ;  and  that  dreadful  Change  of  Mind  was  no- 
^  thing  but  a  pu«e  effetft  of  this  AflfefVion,  which  you  have

f  with  a  d«fign,  perhap^,  to  turn  it  againft  my  Life.

w  and  LjfimoQhiis^  who  were  Wounded  as  \t  was  thoogbt 
paftany  certain  hopes  of  recovery,  and   that  the  laftbad.

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difcover  the  Love  flic  had  for  LyJimachuSy  and  no  fboner  (he 
came  ro  her  felf  but  both  of  them  Laboured  to  undeceive 
her,  protefting  by  the  Gods^  that  they  were  altogether  Ig- 
norant of  what  had  befallen  to  Lyjimachw,  and  that  tfaej 
knew  no  other  than  that  he  might  be  in  perfedl    Health : 
yet  the  condition  they  had  put  her  ih  mad^  her  but  little 
Capable  to  credit  this  retraction  of  what  had  been    fo  con- 
fidently affirmed  by  them  :  Though  they  u&d  all  the  Ar- 
guments they  were  capable  of  to  make  her  fenfible  for 
what  cpnfideration  they  had  put  her  into  a  Fear,  wfaicb 
they  could  not  conceive  would  hav^  been  fo  dangerous  to 
her  repofe,  nor  would  (he  give  any  real  credit  to  this  till 
Feuceftoff  whom  (he  efteemed  to  be  Honourable  and  Gene- 
rous came  in  and  confirmed  it,  and  then  recollcdling  faef 
lading  Spirits,  (he  turned  her  Eyes  upon  Alcetas  and  Ca/^ 
fonder  with  an  indignation  wonhy  cf  the  Injury  they  had 
done  her^  being  inflamed  with  an  Angef  that  was  not  ordi- 
nary in  her,  and  by  her  AAions  making  them  fee  they  had 
liiortally  offended  her;  (he  reproved  them  in  the  (harpeft 
tferms  (he  was  able  at  that  rime  to  utter,  and  though  C^ 
fanJevy  who  was  little  concerned  in  what  her  refentments 
made  her  exprefs  againft  him,  as  little   regarded  it,  yet 
Alcetas  was  nearly  touched  with  her   ju(t  Reproaches,  and 
received  them  not  without  caftinghis  Eyes  upon  the  E«nh, 
and  with  fom^  affii<5lion  of  Mind  for  having  confented  with 
Cnjfander  to  do  fo  great  a  violence  to  a  Princefs  to  whom 
he  ha'd  protefted  fo  much  finccrity,  and  to  whom  he  bore  io 
peflionate  an  Afledion. 

'  Madam  {faid  he)    \  beg  your  pardon  for  having  de- 
^ceiv'dyou,  I  ought  to  have  contented  my  felf  with  the  for- 

*  mer  proofs  I  had  of  Lyjimachus's  Happine(s,  without  ufing 
'this  device  to  feek  out  what  I  before  had  but  too  plainly 

*  found.    He  would  have  faid  more,  but  the  Princefs  inter- 
rupting him ;  *  You  have  (faid  fhe)  very  well  interpreted 

*  the  caufe  of  my  Dlnefs,  for  the  Death  and  Wounds  of  fo  ma* 

*  ny  Brave  Men  that  have  fought  in  our  Qparrel ;  and  I 

*  (biould  find  no  caufe  to  fear  any  Reproach  for  it,  if  accord- 
'  kig  to  your  fufpicion  it  were  for  Lxfimachus  alone  I  flicw'd 

*  thofe  marks  of  Senfibility  5  I  owe  enough  to  the  iperit  of 

*  his  Service  and  to  that  of  his  Perfon  to  remember  them 
'without  blu(hing  ;   and  I  owe  fo  little  to  that  of  Alcetas^ 

*  that  it  (hould  never  be  his  Intereft  that  could  make  me  re- 
'pent  it.    In  this,  I  follow  but  the  Will  of  Syfi^ambn^  tht 

*  Counfel  of  my  Sifter^  the  Defire  oi  Alexander  hvxStli^  and 
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*  mrhaps  my  own  Inclination ;  but  if  I  ftood  in  need  to 

*  Juftify  that  afFedion  to  any  Body  Living,  it  were  lefs 

*  to  Alcetas  than  to  any  one  in  the  World.    I  demand  no 

*  Juftification  (replyeil  Alcctas)  though  perhaps  I  am  in  a 
^  condition  to  give  my  felf  fome  Satista(%on  .-  but  I  will 
*.  only  depnand  that  affiftance  from  you  alone,  which  my 

*  Hands  6w«  me  againft  the  Fortune  of  my  Rival,   and 

*  perhaps  I  might  make  Teare  be  (bed  for  a  real  Death  by 
^  them  whom  a  feigned  one  had  fo  fenfibly  afHl^ed. 

*  That's  the  fliort  way  (added  Caffandcy)  and  the  moft 
^  reafonable  one,  webothcanpurfue,  and  I  neither  can  nor 

*  will  make  my  felf  amends,  for  ^xanas  contempt  of  me 

*  by  any  other  means,  but  the  Death  of  Oroondates,  Queen 
Statira  who  came  in*  and  overheard  thcfe  laft  Words,  was 
fo  touched  with  that  Difcourfe,  that  looling  all  confiderari* 
otio( JC^jfander,  *  I  doubt  not  (faid  (he  calling  an  Eye  en 
^  him  inflamed  with  indignation}  but  by  the  fame  Arms 
^  you  made  ufe  of  for  the  death  of  the  King  your  Mafter, 
^  you  may  likewife  compafs  the  Death  of  a  Prifoner :  ytz 
'  I  know  Very  well  if  lie  were  at  Liberty  you   would  flee 

*  before  him  as  you  have  qften  done  very  fliamefiilly.  An 
thcfe  Words  rcfufing  any  longer  Converfation  with  them, 
^e  tobk  her  Siflrer  by  the  Hand,  and  entering  with  l^r 
into  the  Clofet  (hut  the  door. 

C4//4»<fer  being  nettled  by  what  the  Queen  had  faid,  flew, 
into  his  ufual  Impatiency  at  any  Reproaches  that  were  giv- 
en, him  and  bawling  aloud  that  they  nught  hear  him  ;  They 
are  (faid  he)  the  Perfians  and  the  race  of  Darius,  and  nQt 
the  Princes  <>f  Macedon,  that  arc  guilty  of  Jjc  Dcaflj  0/ Alex- 
ander, They  are  Barbarians  unv^orthy  of  his  rule  and  of  his 
AUiance^  that  have  takpi  away  the  Life  of  their  Con^iicrour  and 
rf their  Mafter^  and  perhaps  it  w/i/ . Oroondates  hts  F{ival

what  ludfaftd  in  the  City  of  fevcral  natiffcsi 
the  Princes  in  their  Camp  were  only  imem  iipod 
the  Recovery  of  OreeruUtes^  if  a  Prifoner ;  yet  being  foine- 
«irhac  doubcfnl,  bat  his  darir^  Courage  might  have  carried 
him  to  Death  upon  the  Poilits  of  a  nnmber  of  their  Ene- 
mies Weapons.    To  know  the  certainty,  they  fcnt  -ArAxis 
with  a  Trampet  to  the  Gates  of  Babylon :  bat  nerer  was 
Man  raifed  (o  fuddenly  from  the  depth  of  Sorrow  to  the 
higheft  pitch  of  Contentment,  as  that  faithful  Servant  of 
fo  glorionc  a  Mafter  was,  when  he  nnderftood  firotn  tb^ 
Captain  that  guarded  the  Gates,  That  the  Prince  of  Scj^ 
thia  was  not  only  alive,  but  free  from  any  Woatid,  and 
in  the  Hands  of  ^xana^  who  treated  him  i^^ith  all  the 
Refpcd  due  to  his  Quality  and  to  hii  Veitue.     He  re- 
turned him  infinite  Thanks  for  this  plcifihg  Nevfrs,  and 
haftcd  back  with  it  to  the  Princes,  who  received  it  widi 
as  erear  a  demonftration  of  Satisfa(5tion  as  his ;  and  im* 
mcuiatcly  fending  fof  Seleucusy  Nearchus^  and  Lconatus^  they 
t\o  fooner  entered  the  Tent,  where  they  were  aiiembied  in 
Council,  but  Prince  Arutxerxes  addreffihg  his  Speech  to 
Sclcucusy  by  the  confent  of  the  reft.  Noble  Seleucus  (faid 
he )  now  vfff  have^  ne^d  of  your  ofMance  for  the  Liberty  of 
Prince  Oroondates ;  if  the  Bnemtesy  into  whofe  pepper  be  is 
fallen^  were  ns  Generous  as  ym  ate;  we  Jhould  not  be  in  kuj 
fear  for  him  ;  but  becnu/e  their  Ihclinntions^  and  the  Intefe^ 
ihcy  have  in  bis  I^inj  may  Juggeji  Thoughts  unto  them  very 
dijfcrent  from  yours^  -  we  cannot  bear  hts  Captivitiy  Without 
very  fnifible  Difguiets  :  Hi  offer  *you  not  now  yeuif'  Liberty^ 
that  has  been  long  at  your  own  dtffoftl ;  but  we  bejiech  you 
to  make  ufe  of  it  to  regain  us  what  we  have  loji  ;■  fVe  wiM 
talk,  no  longer  to  Perdicas  of  Exchmigei  but  fince  your  ffealtb 
permit  Si  you  may  retire^^'-if  you  jdeaje^  /»  Babylon;  and  when 
you  are  among^  thofe  of  yoitr  pMrty^  jou  wit  remember  the

^  Whilft'  thc-Frinces^  were  fxpecftiqg  a  return  of  this  Ne- 
gotiation, Ox^taxM^  ^vouxed  by  the  JntejcefHon  oi  Prince 
Artaxerxes^  l^fmke^  and  otl^ei^,  !!^yho  highly  efteemed  that 
great  Prince,^  no  loqger  deferred  xo  make  known  his  con^ 
tinned  Love;  to  £;iir  Barfina.i  h>  d|ew  at  iirft  ibme  Bluihefi 
in  her  Faqe,  but  after  fome  Ck)oteftings,  wherein  ihe  but 
weakly  ftrp^e  with  her  Inclination,  wh^n  at  laft  Artaxerxes

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Their  Convcrfation  had  enlaced  it  fcIf'fiaAhcr,  if  it  had 
not  been  broken  off  by  a  Meflage,  that  a  gallant  Stranget 
was  arrived  ar  the  Door  of  the  Tent,  and'  enquired  fee 
Arfaces:  the  Prince  immediately  tvent  to  condtu!!:  him  inj 
and,  to  his  unfpeakablc  Joy,  found  the  Stranger  tp  be  no 
other  than  bis  dear  Thwdatej^  his  faithful  and  his'genenxtf 
Friend :  he  run  to  him  ivith  open  Arms,  afld.embraced  him 
with  tranfports  of  Joy,  receiving  no  lefs  i^jSfi^ionate  Ei> 
dearments  from  faim^  it  was  ionie  amtbc&rttiicir^ords 
could  find  utterance,  but  at'Iaft,  ^Jear'^hcbdaxes  {iaii 
the  Prince  of  Pafia)  the  greateft  and  rmftfaififiii  of  aa  m/ 
Friendsj  by  what  good  Fortune  xV  it  poJfJde  that '/  hdld  you  mm. 
between  my  Arms  }  Hy  mine^  iiV,  ( anfwered  ^Ijeodntes)  Jbtct 
I  have  ejiablifhed  my  htghefi  Felicities  In  the  honour  of)fCur 
Friend/hip.  They  were  "interrupted  in  their  Difcotiife*  by 
the  Princefs  Berniee^  who  came  to  have  her  ISkfe  in  w 
Joy  of  finding  fo  dciar  a  Friend,  wha' had  done 'her  many 
fingular  good  Offices,  and  thofe  had  filled  her  Heart  with, 
a  juft  acknowledgment  of  Aflfeftion  towards  him  ;*Tior  could 
Ihe  diflemb^e  it,  but  forcing  her  Modpfty,fhe  cafk  her  Anns 
about  him,  and  after  haying  tenderly  erfibraeed  fiim,  with 
many  Expreffions  of  Gratitude,  flie  askfcd  Mm.Ncwsabouf 
the  King  her  Fathet :  but  Theodatcs  anfwered.  He  could 
tell  her  none  of  a  frclh  Date,  It  being,  a  great  wtikifitke 
he  came  from  JJfedm^  and  having  waAden*d  through  many 
Provinces  to  fee  if  he  could  find  her,^  arid  the  two  Princes. 
Ah^  //wr  Theodaces,"  (faid  (he,  ietti»g  fonic  Tears  fall  frcm 
her  fair  Eyes)  neitber  you  nor  we  receive  k  pnfdB  Content* 
ment  in  this  meetings  fince  the  Prince  thy  thither  is  a  Ca^ive 
in  Babylon.  /  heard  the  News  at  my  cofhirig^ntp  }he  Camf^ 
( replied  Tfieodates,  with  a  faddcr  Countehanite J'\rf»//  nothing 
could  comfort  me  in  Jthat  Misfortune  ^  bUt^the^lm^ledge  thdi 
you  are  in  a  conditicn  ^ic^ly  to  reftore  him  hH  Liberty. 

After  Theodates  had  'received  the  Welcbms-  6f  all  thoft 
worthy  Perfons,  he  obtaihdi  leave  ro  refirt;  with^r/Sc^^i 
Oroniesy  and  1  yfjmachw^  iJv^er^^  with  a-  forrbwftil  Counte- 
nance, he  told  theift  of  the  diiarh  of  "the  King  of-  ScythUf 
after  a  (hort  Sickncfe,  aridhSj  taking  this  Journey  was  to 
ktk  Oroond^tes  as  his  King,*  the  Government  bting  in  the 

Hands  of  Prince  C/j7/^^/f^j, "his  Uncle;  to  ke^. 'tilings  in 
order  and  quiet  till  hisrecitrri*  l^nd  that  fife  h^idforbdm  be- 
fore the  Princefs  Bemice  to  fpekk  tff  ity'l^^het  fender Hpart^ 
being  pierced  with  a  iribnal'Gnef  ^t  fuch  aL-TadRclariofli 

it  might  prove  dangerous  to  her  Healtl^,  but  he  would  Icare 
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that  CO  Aj^fies]  or ,  to  her  Brocher^  who  ^ovUd  bav€  moro 
power  CO.  prieparp  her  for  che  hearing  fucb  tinpleafing 
Xlcws. 

Prince  Artaxtrxii  generoully  foigcccing  all  che  Injuries 
be  had  received  ixom  che  Kipg  of  ScythU^  could  noc  but 
give  fonie  l^ea^  co  che  deacfa  of ,a  Maq,  chac  was  che  Fa* 
dier  oiBernice  and  Oroondates :  he  exprefled  his  Sorrow  in 
very  cpnipa$ionace  Words;  and  when  his  (lormy  Grief  wa$ 
a  liccle  moderated^  he  asked  about  che  A^irs  of  ScythU 
moxt  parcicHlarly.  Tbeodates  told  him»  Tlie  People  expref- 
fed  a  longbg  dejSre.  that  their  new  King  would  fpeedily 
come  and  taxe  his  Crown^  due  co  his  Binb»  buc  more  co 
his  VercueS  :  l^hac  Stratoiliicey  for  the  Grief  (he  conceived 
firooi  che  deacb  of  ArJacomesyZvA  thac  of  the-King,  and  having 
•  a  licde  before  mifcafried  of  a  Child,  bad  fequeftered  her 
felf  &om  au  Worldly  Honours,  in  a  Cloifter  of  Virgins^ 
dedic^red  co  che  GoddcfsTirZEi/jy  where  (he  refolved  to.fpend 
che  remainder  of  her  days ;  and  thac  (he  had  repeoced  in 

Sircicidar  of  che  Injuries  (he  had  done  him  in  favour  of  her 
rochef,  and  earneftly  entreated  his  Pardon  :  He  cold  chem 
Tome  ocher  things  that  had  happened,  and  briefly  heard  from 
Arfaces  the  Adventures  that  had  befallen  him  fince  they 

farted,  fb  that  their  Dilcourle  fpun  out  the  remainder  of  the 
)ay ;  and  after  they  had  feaftcd  nobly  in  the  Tent,  chey 
feverally  betook  them  to  their  Repofe. 

In  the  mean  while,  Sclcucus  and  Ncarcljtis  ( for  Leonatus 
refufed  to  go,  refolving  to  fight  on  the  (ide  of  the  Princes) 
entered  Babylon^  with  Araxisy  who  went  in  hopes  to  fee  his 
Mafter  :  They  were  received  by  thofe  of  their  Party,  with 
Acclamations  of  Joy,  lb  that  the  Notice  of  their  Arrival 
foon  came  to  the  Ears  of  i{pxana  and  Perdica;,  who  were 
Tiiuch  furprized  at  it:  Perdicas^  with  fome  ihame  in  his 
Face  for  the  negledl  he  had  (hewed  xo  their  Friendihipi  de- 
.  layed  not  to  meet  them ;  and  as  fopn  as  he  was  near  enough 
to  be  heard,  going  forward  with  his  Arms  ftretchcd  out, 

*  I  welcome  you  my  cruel  Friends  (faid  he)  with  fs.ijvuch 

*  AflFedion  a§  if  you  had  not  injured  that  which, is^betw^n 
^  us,  with  thofe .  Inhiunane  PropofaJi^  which  my  Pa(fiQn

them ;  but  they  received  his  Coniplemcnt  ana,  his  Eipbwces.

ted  direugh  Ingratitude.  I  will  not  examme  tvhetfaer  your 
Demand,  or  my  Rcfufel,  oftnded  Friendftip  jnoft  i  hat 
I  have  dways  thought  you  might  vt^ith  more  Reafbn  have 
asked  my  Life,  than  that  which  ybii  de&re^  of  me.    *  I 
conftft  r^as  to  bidme  ( anfwered  Sehueus)  to  |>refuine  fb 
far  vpto  your  Alledlion,  and  that  I  OQ|^t  to  have  ex- 
peded  Done  but  more  common  proofs  of  it :  fiat  the 
Gods  be  thanked,  we'are  free  mcerly  by  the  Generofiry 
of  otir  Enemies ;  and  we  have  accepted  the  Liberty  they 
have  given  us,  upon  condition  to  repay  it  with  that  of 
fnttict  dromdates. 
Perdscas  prbmifed  to  further  them'  m  this  all  that  lay  in 
hfe  power,  but  told  them  the  difficulty  they  ^ere  Jikely  to 
meet  withal  in  ^xanas  great  Love  to  him,  who  would 
not,  without  fome  violent  Reftrainr,  part  with  a  Man,  on 
whom  the  had  To  firmly  fettled  her  Afiedlions,  though  he 
altogether  r^jefted  and  conrcmned  her.    However,  he  im- 
mediately caufed  a  Council  to  be  called,  wherein  the  Queen 
being  prefenr,  they  were  introduced ;  and  after  (bme  Re- 

SeAs  paid  on  either  fide,  with  much  Civility,  they  made 
eir  Demand,  and  were  feconded  by  Per  die  ns  in  it,  who 
was  willing  to  be  rid  of  fuch  a  KwzVvisOroondateSj  whom 
he  thought  but  too  near  Statira ;  wnich  fo  difpl^afed  Hoxa^ 
ka^  that  to  crofs  him  (he  vehemently  urged  the'delivery  of 
Statira  and  Parifatis^  in  exchange  for  J^fcacwi  and  Nearchusi 
fb  that  after  long  contefting,  the  Queen  s  Obftinacy  was  fo 
great,  that  nothin^^  could  be  obtained  for  their  fatisfadHon  j 
which  fo  highly  difplcafed  thefc  two  gallant  Men,  that  they 
defigoed  not  to  go  without  the  remainder  of  the  Forces 
rhat  were  Under  their  Commands,  which  were  very  confi- 
derable,  arid  would  be^  great  weakening  to  the  (Jity,  .of 
which,  purpofe  they  made  ail  the  Officers,  commanding  un- 
der them^  acquainted  :  Nor  could  the  Flatteries  a^d  Per- 
fwafions  of  F'erdkasy  alter  their  Determinations  •  when  re- 
timing t6t{ie  Hpufe^of  Sp/evoijr,  which  Was  in  the  City, 
near  the'^Gate,  and  finding  /fr^xis  there,  'jfraxis  (faid  5<r,  * 
Itftcuf)  ^I'havQ  not  had  credit  enough  to  deliver  your  Ma- 
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^  fter;  and  tfaoTe  that  keep  him  Pri^ner  bav(:  jndgpip  wifh 

Healbn,  that  we  fee  our  Liberty  ^  top  high  a  R^ce;  (jn^ 

'  \ve  would  noc  accept  of  it  but  by  the  exchange  of  his> 

*  they  have  refiifed  it  us .  with  Ccorn :  But  per^p?  ^^  ^^ 
^  endeaTour  to  procure  ic  by  other  way& ;  diere^c^  ft^y 

*  ypu  here  with  patience  this  day,  and  tp  inporpy^  ypl* 
^  (^  know  the  Refoludon  I  have  t^ken  for  you,  and  fpc 

*  Prinoe  Orcmdatef.  Although  Araxis  was  much  zffL\^^ 
for  that  ill  fuccefs,  yet  did  &  bear  It  a$  patiend]^  as  b^ 
c;ouM,  and  fobmitted,  without  Reply,  tp  Scle^cus's  plea- 
fupe. 

After  the  Council  was  broken  up,  ^xana  went  tp  viiic 
Orccmdates  ;  but  it  litde  «pleafed  her,  for  by  it  (he  loft  pare 
ef  the  Hope  (he  had  conceived.  Since  his  being  taken,  flie 
had  n^leoed  nothing  that  micht  win  bis  Love ;  and  after 
ihe'had  repreCented  to  him  the  Foweir  (he  had  to  oblige  him^ 
and  to  change  his  prefent  Condition  into  a  moft  happy  and 
a  moft  glorious  Fortune  ;  '  The  only  Happinefs  you  can 
'  give  me  (faid  he)  and  the  only  one  I  would  now  re- 
'  ceive  from  you,  (hould  be  to  grant  me  the  (ight  of  my 

*  Princcfs ;  and  for  that  favour,  if  I  could  oot  love  ypu, 

*  I  at  leaft  would  pardon  you  all  die  Mifchief  you  have 

*  done  me.  ^xana  thought  that  Demand  fo  contrary  to 
her  Intentions,  that  (he  immediately  refufed  it ;  but  after 
fhe  had  not  been  able  to  gee  him  fo  niuch  as  to  look  up^ 
on  her ;  and  (he  had  parted  from  him  fo  ill  fatisfied,  that 
nijeeting  Perdicas  in  her  return,  ihe  could  not  dilfcmble  it, 
bat  told  him  the  Paflages  of  this  Vi(it,  and  of  the  other 
(he  had  made  him  before,  letting  him  know  hi$  Demand  . 
to  fee  Statira*  Perdicas  likewife  told  her,  That  Stattra  ^ 
had  required  the  very  fame  of  him,  and  had  protefted  to  . 
him,  by  the  Ghoft  of  Alexander ^  That  if  ,he  would  not 
procure  that  Oromdates  might  vifit  her,  (he  would  pever 
look  upon  him,  whilft  (he  lived,  but  as  her  moft  monal 
Enemy.  Ab  (crycd  Koxana)  I  never  Wi/A  conjem  Oroon* 
dates  float  fee  her,  he  has  feen  her  ha  too  much  already  f^t 
my  Misfortune.  Ncr  tpill  I  fuffer  ( feid  Perdicas)  thap  fl^t 
floall  be  feen  by  him^  Jhe  has  been  fo  but  too  much  fox  tie 
^jnfe  of  mjf  Days.  Waatfhall  we  do  then  (add^  F(pxana} 
to  content  them^  and  to  appe/ife  their  Mixds  in  fome  degree  f 

*  I  no  longer  know  ( atuwered  Perdicas),  how  I  (ball  carry 
'  my  felf  towards  Statira;  and  I  fee  my  felf  ;eduqed  i^ 
'  .the  following  the  laft  ways  that  arc  lefc  n;\e.    ^trherto 

^  I  hav^  confidered  her  as  a  great  Prijnci^^  to  jwho^  X9^i4 
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*  all  nunoer  of  refped,  bui  (he  ingracdully  has  abufed  it 
^  and  in  her  laft  ufage  of  me*  (he  has  ibrgoc  nothii^  that 
^  could  make  me  loie  it. 

After  this  Difcourfe  PerJicas  left  the  Qaeen   in   an  AUejr 
of  the  Garden,  where  much  againft  her  will  She  mec  her 
croublefome  Lover  Cajftnder :  who  thinking  he  had  fpo- 
ken  with  coo  much  heat  in  the  laft  Encounter,  and  fuppoC 
ing  now  to  appeafe  her  difpleafure,  and  make  her  Icxdc  more 
kindly  on  him,  payed  her  his  rerpe<^  in  the  itioft  hmnUe 
manner  he  could  ^  and  after  along  expfeflion  of  hisPafBon, 
and  recounting  the  fervices  he  had  done  her,  and   tnendon- 
ing  others,  he  was  likely  to  do  her,  he  fell  on  his  Knees 
before  her  in  a  \cty  befeechine  manner,  that  (he  would 
take  pity  on  his  fuflfierings,  and  ravour  him  before  a  Barba- 
rian Prince,  andefpecially  feeing  there  were  no  more  j^Ux^ 
anders  left  for  her  m  the  world,  that  (he  would  look  on  a 
Prince  of  Mncedon^  who  wanted  but  a  ftep  to  a  Crown,  and 
receive  his  aAe£lions  more  kindly  than  (he  had  hidherto 
done:  but  this  difcourfe  ferved  only  the  more  to  encrea/e 
the  ill  humor  (he  was  already  in,  which  (he  teftifyed  both  by 
her  AdKon  and  by  her  Anfwer. 

Go  (faid  (he  thrufting  him  away  with  her  Hand^  and  cdr- 
ty  your  affeHions  tlfewhere^  offer  Mffiftance  to  thofethat  ntedit^ 
and  reprefinf  their  affairs  to  tJiem  that  need  yonr  Cettnfil^  I

Thefc  Words  took  away  all  mikinefs  from  Caffdnder^ 
ind  Tranfporfed  him  with  a  rage,  that  cnflamcd  hisFace^ 
and  made  his  Eyes  fparkle  with  Fury;  mnd  as  theCfeiccn 
was  going  away  t6  avoid  the  light  of  him,  he  follo^'d  her

Qaesniin  a  manner  befide$  her  felf  with  Anger  at  his  inju^ 
rioos  Reproaches^  aed  at  his  cruel  Threatnings.  He  went 
due  of  the  Garaen,  aud  being  come  to  his  Lodging  in  an 
exceeding  great  Fury,  he  employ 'd  the  reft  of  the  Day  and 
che  Night  following  in  [dotting  the  means  he  fliould  uiebodi 
for  Ms  Revenge,  and  for  his  Contentment. 

In  the  mean  time  Statira  or  Cajfandra^  for  ibe  had  re« 
rained  that  laft  Name  with  a  purpofe  never  to  take  up  that 
of  the  Princds  of  Perjia^  under  which  (he  had  been  expos'd 
to  fo  many  Misfortunes,  was  extreamly  prefTed  by  Pemcass 
importunitieSy  and  when  he  perceived  all  his  favourable 
Language  could  make  no  yielding  in  her  Breaft,  as  the  laft 
extream  he  flew  into  threats  aeainft  bis  Rival.  Though  yoif 
are  to  dear  too  mcy  Madam^  (iaid  he)  to  fuffer  me  to  aban^ 
don  you  to  the  cruelties  of  Roxana,  who  ftUl  thirfis  far  your 
Mlood  to  makf  a  way  to  her  Papon  ^  Tct  ycu  may  jufiljfear 
that  Jn  the  end  my  rage  he  turned  agaitift  r/;^  Oroondate$, 
whonpyou  unjujily  frefer  before  mcj  and  lenji  I  four  ufen  him 
whatfoever  he  can  affrehenii  from  a  deff  airing  l{ival^^  arid 
from  an  Enemy  who  has  a  H  manner  of  Power  over  him  ;  />/- 
therto  i  have^Jfared  hif  Lip  for  your  fake^  and  for  RoxanaV 
who  Ipves  him  J  but  at  lafi  all  tbefe  jQonfidcrations  will  be^  ihxxn 
away.iy  mydefpairj  andfince  the  advantage,  he  has  over  me 
mxkes.  his  Life  and  mine  to  be  Incomfftible;^  I Jhall undoubz^ 
edly  Sacrifice  his^^  cipher,  to  my  repofe  or  to  my  revenge.

*'  tian. .  After  thefe  threats  he  went  out  of  t^  Chamber, 
and  left  the  Queen  fo  troubled^  that  Jiad  (he  not  been  a 
little  Comforted  by  thie  hopes  ^  ieeing  Ovoomdaus   a»> 
gain,  (he  would  have  been  reduced  to  ribe  api(bft  Lamen- 
table condition  in  the  World.    E^xana  was'4fi'  much  per« 
plexicy  about  her  Affairs,  and  the  (enfible  trouble  Caffam^er^ 
gave  her,  but  more  about  her  Love  to  Oroondatts :  Ihe^had 
again  vifited  him  with  much   impatiency,  and>  foiisid  the 
like  repulfes  as  (be  before  had  done,  with  a  renewal  of  Us 
requeft  to  fee  Statira  ;  which  fo  exafperated  her  that  (he 
ibared  not  to  threaten  her  deftruAion  to  remove  her  out  of 
the  way  as  Perdicoi  had  done  his.  She  was  juft  returned  from 
that  vi(it  in  a  vefy  bad  humour,  when  Ftrdicas  came  into 
her  Chamber,  and  told  her  what  he  had  promfifed  Statira,

Oroondates  .receiving  thisXcctcir^  mtwithftafiding  all  the 
Threats  he  found  matter  of  Joy  i;i  it,  that  he  Ihoiild  once 
fee  and  Converfe  with  his  ilored  Princefs,  and  .exptefled 
it  tohimfelf  inTennsfiill  pf  latisfacSion,  and  even  witb 
raptutes  of  Contentment,  whidi  gave  him  but  little  time  cp 
fleep  that  Nighp, 

Whilft  thele  things  pi^JSeUueus  was  not  unmindful  of  the 
promife  he  had  made  AraxiSf  and  fending  for  him  in  pri* 
vate ;   *  Araxisy  faid  he,   you  may   return  to  the  Camp^ 

*  when  you  pleafe,  and  I  would  return  with  you  after  the 
'  ufage  I  have  received,  if  I  did  not  know  I  Ihould  be  moic 
^  ufeful  CO  your  pany  here  than  in  your  Camp.  In  brief

iQueen^  with  a  trouble  that  vifiby  appeared  in  bis  Face  |

^  hard  is  this  Condition !  I  pan  from  yon^  Madain^  but 
^  it  is  widi  a  firm  Rdblotion  to  rany  hence  nothing  bat

^  yonrS)  ip  firmly,  diat  all  the  Maike  di  ear  Enemies  vAtl

No  fooner  were  tbey  parted,  but  all  that  had  pafTed 

between  them  Was  told  to  Perdicas  and  B^xana^  to  their  in« 
fifttte  diflatis&iSrion  ;  and  whilft  they  took  time  to  confider 
in  nirfaat  manner  to  mofecute  their  Intendments  with  better 
Sttooelis,  wicked  Cafflmdery  almoft  diftraded  for  the  Slights 
and  Reproaches  of  i(pxana,  refolved  not  to  fnfler  a  Rival, 
^haLfae  verily  belier^  to  be  the  cinie  of  bet  Averfion  to 
Jriov  any  lohger  to  live,  and  taking  his  time  wheh  t!te 
Guards  were  reW,  be  by  his  Atttbofhy  amonglt  the  Soldi* 
cts  got  unto  the  Chamber  where  Oroandatts  had  been  pur^ 
at  his  return  from  Staiird^  and  with  him  a  refolure  coni. ' 
pasqr,  who  flattered  his  Power:  but  as  he  approached  him 
with  Ms  drawn  Sword,  the  v^ry  fight  of  that  undatihted 
Prihce,  though  without  any  Weapon,  made  him  tremble  ; 
who,  daiting  a  furious  Look  upon  faimi  Coi^ard,  faid  he, 
darfft  th$ti  AHemft  fhe  t>e*th  4f  Oroondaies?  Tliefe  Words, 
pronounced  with  an  impetuoufneft^  like  that  of  Thundef, 
produced  a  like  eiSeftj  %tA  tbeMajefty  of  the  Prince' tfajft 
.:>/..;•  7  ^    ,    .     .i:i  .     .;....  Uttered 
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QorRd  them  appeared  in  (6  {■Mime  i  Zl^tee,  dnc  tiie  af^ 
Irighnl  CaJfgtuUr  xhtm^  be&w  Fite  in  bis  Eyes,  and 
Marks  of  Diyiotqr  id  bis  Face;  wluEkfi)  confounded  ban, 
dut  Us  Swofd  drapt  out  of  lib  Hand,  aAd  be  ftocxi  froxen 
ipricb  aUxntfimd  Tcnois;. fo  tbatdie  A-ince  might  eaffly 
lunre  taken  it  ii|\  and  defended  his  Life  (if  he  hacL  cared 
fer  it)  CO  the  deftniffidn  of  chofe  Enemies  due  were  before 
iiini  ^  and  tUs  nested:  g^ve  Cuffkmlnr  time  to  recover  out 
of  has  Amagemcnty-and  id  renew  bis  actemnt,  when  ^mxaxd 
lieariog  the  Noife,  rulhed  in,  crying,  Hoia^  bold  ffy  Hand^ 
€tutl  Mm.    Tbefe  Words,  and  the  (ight  of  the  Qaeen,  fo 
wbonii  asfbrioos as-he  was, his Pafliongave  him  both  Fear 
and  ReTped,  made  htm  fall  into  fiich  a  Confuiion,  as  all 
chat  be  was  able  to  do  came  to  na  more,  than  to  make 
a  hafty  Retreat  with  bis  Men,  by  the  fame  way  he  came  | 
^nd  left  g^xanti  to  magnify  diis  Aftion  (he  liad   done  to 
OroffnJafesy  for  the  prefevation  of  his  Life:  Bnc  be  recei- 
ved aU  her  Expreflions  of  good  Offices  and  Kindnefs  nuber 
more  coldly  than  he  had  done  at  other  times,  which  fb  er^ 
•|t(perated  bier,  that  flie  refolved  no  longer  to  defer  the  Death 
of  her  Rival,  as  weU  to  punifli  in  him  the  Contempt  be  ihew- 
fd  her,  as  to  remove  fo  great  anObftacle  out  of  the  M^ay,  that 
her  Preteniiofis  might  appear  with  more  (lOpes  of  fucceis  ^ 
0Lnd  parting  from  mm  with  Virions'  Threatnings  of  this  na- 
jCfire«  which  left  him  fo  ferrified^  thatat  thefe  cruel  Threats 
his  Heart,  that  in  all  the  greateft  Dangers  had  feemed  in- 
capable of  Fear^  coi^ld  find  nothing  io'  his  Courage  that 
CQuld  fecure  him  agaitift  this  mortal  Apprehenfion. 

A9  the  Queen  was  .  going  to  htx  Appartment,.  Ae  met 
PcrJicas^  in  whof^  Face  (be  plainly  (aw  as  much  trouble  as 
be  might  have  donp  in  hers;  for  having  been  to  viiit  Sttuira, 
ht,  h4d  found  her  fo  potently  confirmed  in  the  Reiblution 
of  not  loving  him,  and  of  never  endutihg  him  whiift  (he 
lived,  that  having  flown  out  into  the  urmoft  Violence,  in 
all  the  Threatnings  jieTix>uld  invent,  he  had  given  bimfelf 
over  in  the  e(id  to  his  laft  Determination,  and  plainly  told 
HfxanHy  TiiZK  Oro(mdafes:mvi9i  die  for  .the  good  of  their 
Party,  and  for  his  Repoie.  She  hardly  had  patience  to  hear 
:tb(?fe  killing  Words,  but  with  a  loudec  Voice  than  his, 
OrrpndatQi  (f^id  (hc)jhall  Uvs  as  inffcaPf^ul  as  he  is^  but  Sta^ 
tlra  Jb^li  die  before  this  Day  is  at  an  end^  4nd  all  the  Mercies 
I  hatft  had  towards  her^fyr  your  Confidtrationf  are  extingut/h' 
od  now  in  your  ingratitifde,  and  on  my  Defiktir.    Statira  jhall 
pr  di<t  (replied  Pw-^V^u:  rcfolutriy)  ri^w  Qsoondajcs  mfi^ 
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^mnd  itimgh  hy  her  Difdnin  fhe  hatb  made  her  felf  unmrthy 
€^  tny  ProteHiimf  I*U  defend  her  with  my  utinofi  fewer  to  thd 
lateft  moment  of  my  Life.    And  VU  frofecute  her  fo  vigcroujljf- 
T^itb  mine  (added  ^xana)  and  will  Jo  ftrongly  oppofe  the  de^- 
^/Ign  you  have  azainjl  Oroondates,  that  til  make  even  you.^ 
jtcun  fclf  to  perijh  in  one  of  your  ^filutions*    They  bad  faid 
snore,  but  xhzt  chey  wtre  interrupted  by  Alcetas^  and  other 
Commanders,  who  laboured  to  pacify  their  Anger,  and 
keep  ihem  firm  to  each  others  Intereft,  in  a  time  when  the 
Eneoiy  was  preparing  for  another  Aflault  upon  the  City  ^ 
and  fome,  even  within  the  Walls,  ftood  not  well  aifedted. 
to  their  Pany :  yet  by  no  Reafon  could  they  be  brought  to» 
moderate  their  Indignation;  and  all  their  Friends  could  pb-« 
tatQ,  was,  that  they  would  retard  the  EffecSs  of  it  till  they. 
(aw  the  ifiue  of  a  final  Proof,  which  they  intended  to  make,^ 
and  which  they  agreed  upon  together  before  they  parted.     * 
The  reft  of  the  Day  being  paft,  the  next  Morning  Prince 
Oroondates  faw  fome  of  his  Guards  come  into  his  Chamber,, 
and  feizing  on  htm,  they  fuddenly  botmd  his  Hands,  telling- 
him  he  muft  immediately  go  to  the  Appartment  of  Queen 
Statiru ;  and  fo  hurried  him  away  in  that  (hameful  pofture, 
without  fo  much  as  letting  him  know  what  was  intended  ; 
though  he  was  full  of  Apprehenfions,  for  fear  of  his  Prin-« 
ce(s,  when  he  remembred  the  Threats  of  cruel  I{pxana.  He^ 
had  hardly  fet  his  Foot  within  Statira's  Chamber,  when  he- 
faw  ^xana  there,  and  Perdieas  with  her,  attended  by  a'^ 
^reat  Guard.  Statira  was  infinitely  troubled  when  (he  law ' 
him  come  in  bound, and  concluded  now  tt\cy  were  no  other  * 
than  Vi(5ltms  ■  prepared  to  be  facrificed  to  their  Enemies 
Malice  and  Revenge :   At  this  fight  (he  could  not  obtain  fo  ^ 
muchafiiftance  from  her  Conftancy,  as  (hedefired  in  that  • 
Encounter ;  and  though  they  had  refolved  to  ufe  her  that  - 
Day  as  they  had  done  him,  yet  at  laft  they  had  fo  much- 
Condderation  of  her  Sex  and  of  her  Quality,  that  they 
had  not  bound  her  tender  Hands,  neither  did  they  fear  any  « 
refiftance  from  her :  Yet  after  (he,  with  fome  vehemency^  * 
had  reproached  them  with  their  barbarous  ufage  of  a  Prince,* 
of  whofe  Converfation  they  were  not  worthy,  Ihe  was  in- 
terrupted by  the  enflamed  J^xana. 

'  Madam,  (faid  (he  to  Statira)  I  will  make  no  Excufes  to  ■ 
^  you  for  what  is  paft ;  nor  will  I  fcek  out  Reafons  to  jufti- 
*  ty  my  prefent  Adions :  I  will  only  tell  you,  for  all  thp  • 
'  double  Intereft  I  have  in  your  Death,  I  have  let  yoo  live,  ^ 
^  CO  the  prejudice  of  my  Rep^e,  both  to  vl^va^Perdicas^ 
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'  and  to  follow  the  Incitements  of  the  Companion  i  have 
^  for  yoa  ;  but  now  that  Oroondntet^  b)'  lits  Ingrantude,  Jias 
'  driven  tne  to  the  kft  Extremities,  ahd  that  by  your  Qb- 

*  ftinacy,  to  keeptiim  for  your  fdf,  yt>tt  have  laboured  for 

*  your  own  Deftnidtion,   I  am  forced,  to  let  you   know, 

*  that  in  the  end  yon  have  armed  all  my  Refenrments  againft 
'  you ;  and  that  yon  have  no  other  way  of  iafecy  bur 'to  qoic 
'  Oromdates  to  me,  and  to  oblige  Mni  by  a)!  the  Confidcra- 

*  tions  he  ought  to  have  for  your  Life,  to  obtain  it  of  mc, 
^  by  the  Repentance  and  by  the  Atfediion  I  defire  finom  faim. 

*  And  I  (added  Perdicas)  require  the  fame  of  Oroondatcs^ 

*  who  cannot  efcape  the  Fury  of  a  Rival,  whom  Fortune 

*  has  caft  into  delpaii^  but  b^  yielding  up  the  Precenfions 

*  he  has  to  Stattra^  and  in  difpofiti^^  herhimfelf  to  receive 
*t  my  Paflton  with  akindnefs,far  diwrentfrom  che  fcom  fbc 

*  ha5  (hewed  me. 

The  Prince,  enflamed  with  Anger  at  thefe  vUords^  was 

Eoing  eo  reply^  but  (eeing  Statira  about  to  fpeak,  he  save 
er  the  precedency  out  of  Refpe<ft ;  *  I  did  not  doubr  {/aid 
fhe  to  Hpxana) '  but  after  having  been  blemiflied  With  Crimes, 
whereby  you  have  difliohotHred  your  Sex,  and  the  Rank 
you  have  held ;  and  after  being,  joyned  in  a  Confederacy 
againft  the  Blood  of  your  Pnncefs,  and  againft  the  erne 
■  Friends  of  the  King  your  Husband,  with  their  Mtirtherers 
and  Poyfoners,  you  would  give  your  felf  over  to  the  ex- 
treameft  Cruelties :  It  is  a  worthy  £nd  of  your  glorious 
Beginnings ;  and  it  were  not  fit  you  (hould  fufller  her  to 
continue  longer  in  the  World,  whorti  you  could  never  look 
upon  withoiTt  Shame  and  without  Remorfe.  But  you  have 
been  much  tleceived,  if  you  believed,  that  by  your  Mena- 
ces you  could  make  me  iofe  what  I  hold  a  thouland  times 
more  dear,  thari  all  that  yon  can  take  away  ftom  me  ; 
your  Subtilties  heretofore  lucceeded  but  too  profperoufly, 
out  your  Cruelties  (hall  not  now  have  the  lame  eSkA  ; 
and  by  your  former  Anions  you  have  made  my  Life  too 
little  dear  to  me,  to  think  I  can   be  terrify'd  by  your 
Threamings  to  deprive  me  of  it. 
Orrondatts  no  fooner  perceived  the  Qiiecn  left  fpeakin^, 
but  turning  to  Perdicas^  with  an  irefiil  Countenance,  *Thefr 
*  ways  (faid  he)  whereby  yon  would  rob  me  of  my  Prin- 
'  cefe,  arc  worthy  of  the  greatnels  of  your  Courage ;  and 
'  doubtlefs  feeing  it  bad  not  been  glorious  to  difpipte  her 
^  againft  your  Kivtl,  by  your  Blood  and  by  your  5er\'ioey 
I  yott^  yMl  now  acquire  her  iar  mofe  nobly,  And  make 

*  your 
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*  yourfelf  fer  more  worthy  pF*fecT,?n  turning  yc(iir^?tBir 

*  agdn^ft  a  Prifonety  ^bom  you  have  ffianacled  ;  yet  fuch 

*  a  ohde  las  twice  already  has  feenyou  fly,  and  to  whora^ 

*  -yoti  are  iwke  indebted  Kbr  your  Life, 

Th^fe  words^put  Perdrcas  into  filch  a  BLage,  ihathe  conU 
Itarce  contain  1i«mfelf  from  doing  a  Violence ;  yet  for  the 
Cotifideration  of  [{^xana^  he  ftruggled  with  bis  Anger  as 
mvLth  as  he  wascapabte :  *Thofe  that  Jcnow  me.(an^eaEd 
he,  with  mudi  Indignariori)  *  will  never  believe  I  ever  (led 
'  tiefere  a  BaiharUn;  and  I  difovow  thofe  good  Offices^ 

*  for  which  thou  would'ft  have  mc!  indebted  to  thee,  aad 

*  give  thee  no  time » but*  to  think  of  the  Propofition  1  have 

*  made  thee:  If  Stat  ha  loves  thy  Life,  (he  mufk  now  -re- 
'  folve  upon  it,' either  by  thy  advice,  orof  her  own  accord, 

*  And  if  Oroendates  {oye^Statira  (added  E^ma)  he  has 

*  but  a  f;?'.v  rtidmetirs  to  refolve  about  the  Lofs  or  Prcfer- 

*  vation  of  »hers.  When  by  thefe  cruel  < Determinations  of 
their  itiortal  Enemies  the  two  illuftrious  Lovefs  faw  theni- 
feli^s  dfiven  to  the  utmoftExtremtties  of  Misfortune,  they 
looked  on  each  other  a  while  with  filenoc,  though  their 
Eyes  fpake eloquently  enough  to  exprefs  their  Thoughts; 
x^htnuropndAtes  breaking  it,  'Ah,  my  fair  Queen,  (feid  he) 

you,  for  the  fafety  of  your  Life,  may  take  thofe  ways  that 
difpfeafe  you  leait  •  but  I,  for  the  prefervation  of  mine, 
will  never  ceafe  to  love  you. 

'Ah,  my  dear  Prince,  (anfvvered  the  alHided  Q^icen)  ycu 
ftall  live,  if  you  can  live  without  me;  but  I  am  firmly  re^ 
Iblved  to  die  for  yoii.;  and  yet  I  do  not  defireyou  ihou!d 
live  for  H^xana.    *  No,  my  *Prin||fs,  (replied  Oroondates) 
I  do  ttoi  intend  to  live  forher?  and  now,  by  au  Excefs 
of  your  Goodnds,  you  fee  my  Death  in  (iach  a  degree  of 
'  F^lieity,  that  the  moft  happy  Life  in  die  World  could  net 
be  comparable^ to  it:  but  if  you  think  it  unjuft,  that  I 
fhould  live  (ov  Hpx/ina^  I  think  it  much  more  lb,  that  you 
Ihonld  die  for^Or^c^jdatcs ;  a  thoufand  Lives  Jik«  bis  are 
not  of  equal -\Mue  to  oneTWOfnenu  of  yours ;  and;you, 
by  the  lo^s  q(  it,  would  make  him  purchafe  the  Glory 
ybu  give  him -at  too  doar'a  Rate :    Yet  do'lnot  entreat" 
you  to  live  for  Pcrdicas  ^  he  is  unworthy  of  fuch  a  For- 
tune, ndr  w^ill  I  die  for  his  advantage;   but  it  may  (o' 
'  happen  rfi^  the  Gods  tuay  "blefs  the  remainder  of  you j 
Days  ^i^h  a  more  happy  Condition. 
They"  difcduife^  thus,  (X)hTeriding  with  a  geftertibs-  Emu- 
Ijicionto^^die  iforthefafecy  c^^  s  ^misn-Prrdic/ts 
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interrupdn|  Suiira^  iVjsat,  Madam  (&id^he,  with  a  Coan- 
tenance  quite  altered )  is  this  your  finul  B^folution  ?  And  ff 
this  ai  I. at  iaji  can  Ixpe  for  from  th  Ind^ence  /,  for  your 
Conjiderationj  have  fhevped  to  my  Enemy?  lesy  Perdicas,  (an- 
fwered  the  Queen)  this  is  my  final  J^filutitni:  the  greateft 
rf  all  tijy  Tbreatnings^  ifortf  thy  Cruelties^  can  never  have  the 
power  to  fhakf  it ;  and  in  fine ^  Wj  by  my  Death  alone  that  thou 
art  able  to  fiparate  Oroondsites  from  me*    *Tis  rather  by  his^ 
(cr)'ed  Pjerdicat)  and  all  the  Confiderations  in  the  World  are 
not  able  to  mak§  me  defer  it  longer.    Die  (cominiied  he, 
turning  towards  the  Prince)  die  Barbarian y  whom  I  have  but- 
too  much  fpared^  and  by  thy  Blood  reftore  me  the  quiet  tbew 
baft  robbed  me  of. 

As  he  fpake  thus,  he  drew  his  Sword,  and  fteppli^  for* 
ward  towards  Oroondates^  he  was  going  to  bury  it  in  his- 
defencelefs  Breaft ;  when  Hpxana  catching  a  Javeline  from 
one  of  the  Guards,  prefentol  it  againft  Statira\  Holdy  cruel 
Man^  ( cryed  (he  to  Ferdicas)  Statira  is  dead  if  thou  toucheft 
Oroondates.  This  made  him  draw  back  his  Arm,  and  fee- 
ing her  in  that  pofture,  he  flood  deliberating  wiiat  he  (hould 
do,  when,.-4A  Perdicas  (cryed  Oroondatcs)  the  Queen  is  deadi 
if  you  ffeed  not  tofuccour  her^  deliver  l>cr  out  of  cruel  Roxa- 
tols  Handsy  and  then  give  me  my  Death  with  Confidence. 
Statira\.ConAzncy  was  no  lefs  than  his ;  for  looking  on 
J^xana  with  contempt,  Strike  (faid  (he,  thou  Daught^  of 
Cohortanus)  ftrike  the  Daughter  of  Darius,  and  the  ff^fe  of 
Alexander,  and  thro'  this  Heart  fierce  the  Image  of  Oroon- 
dates,  who  difdains  you,  .  Perdicas  upon  this  quitted  Oroon- 
dateSy  and  oift  himfel  Avith  a  great  deal  of  fuddennefs,  be« 
fore  B^xanas  Javeline ;  an^  (he,  with  the  like  hafte,  leaving 
her  Rival,  placed  her  felf  between  liim  and  Oroondatesy  Thou 
/halt  not  dicy  faid  (he  to  him,  as  ungrateful  as  thou  art ;  fS 
defend  thy  Life  as  carefully  as  my  own.     *  I  give  you  but  little 

*  thanks  for  it  (replied  the  Prince)  feeing  all  .the  fuccour 

*  you  can  bring  me  is  hateful,  after  haying  attempted  to 
^  deftroy  the  Life  of  my  adored  Princefe ;  and  I  am  more 

*  beholding  to  PerdicaSy  as  much  an  Enemy  as  he  is,  for  his 
^  tendernefs  to  her,  than  to  you,  for  all  the  Services  you 

*  pretend  to  do  me. 

Though  (he  found  matter  of  Anger  in  thefe  words,  yet 
her  Ix)ve  prev.ailed  over  it,  and  (he  refolved  to  defend  him 
at  theJiazard  of  her  own  Life.  When  Alcetas  and  Puceflat 
came  happily  into  the  Chamber,  and  by  their  Perfwaf^ons 
bipdered  them  frpm  coming  to  Extremities  |  upon  which 
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invironing:  Oroondates  with  her  own  Guard,  (he  fcnthito  back 
to  his  Chumbcr,  when  retiring  her  lelf  full  of  'Indignation. 
Hemcmber  (faid  (he  to  Perdicas  darting  a  furious  look  at  him) 
thou  hafi  violated  our  Agreement  firft^  and  thou  haft  Iqji  thfi 
re/feft  thou  oweft  me  by  denouncing  fVar  againft  me^  defend 
tny  Htval  with  thy  forces,  and  ajfure  thy  felf,  I  mU  kiU  A^, 
'xven  in  tijy  Arms,  as  thou  before  my  Eyes  wouldefl  have  tal^ 
'OfO^ay  the  Life  of  what  I  Love  dear  eft  in  the  fVorid,  I  WfH 
/replyed  he  as  fiirioufly)  and  aS  your  Authority Jhall  tct  be  <- 
}fle  to  divert  me  from  it.  Hpxana  gave  little  heed  at  this 
.cime  to  what  he  faid  but  hafted  away  to  fee  Oroondates  in  a 
place  of  fafety.

TH  E  Fates  being  Pregnant  with  ftupenduous  Revohici* 
ons,  the  Day  canie,  wherein  the  Fortunes  of  many  IL* 
luftrious  P^fons  were  to  receive  a  nocable  change,  and  the 
dcftiny  of  thofe  of  either  parry,  after  fuch  various  events 
iwas  drawing  them  on  to  very  different  Ends. 

/(ojc^«/»  h^d  no  fooner  c^w^QA^^homdatcs  to  beftrongly 
guatded,to  prevent  the  Attempts  hislfenemies  might  make  to 
deftroyhis  Life  that  was^fo  deai^to  her,  but  (he  refolv'd  ro 
takeaway  that  of  her  Rival,  and  was  preparing  to  Aflaulc 
the-Houfe  wherein  (he  was  when  (he  had  the  News,  That 
by  the  inftigation  of  the  Impatient  C.tjfarider,  Perdicas  was 
preparing  with  himto  dothe  like  upon  her  Palace,  with  ^ 
full  refolve  to  facriftcc  Oroondates  to  his  Refencmenc.  They 
had  Summoned  thofe  of  their  Party  to  Arms  by  beat  of 
^Drum,  and  with  paany  Thoufands  of  thiiirMen  made  hafty 
.Approaches.  J^xana  fomewhat  fkartjed  at  tliis  unexpecSkeel 
Proceeding  of  Perdicttf,  ^mArbates  to'  know  tl>e  caule  of  i^^ 
and  to  njaibn  dDOUtit;  That  Treacherous  Servant  of  fy 
-Glorious  a  M^Uct' 2i^  Oroondates,  rcceivUthis  CommiiTioa 
from  the  Queen, .  and  went  to  execute  it,  but  nor  withruc 
fome  treffibling  and  inward  fears  of  the  difjilirous  Evenr. 
lie  foon  drj?w  nc^r  co  Perdicas,  but  fcarce  lud  he  opened  his 
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Mfkkh  M  itlhrtt  his:  Meffiife  ^hdt  Cti^ander  lookifrg  on 
bba  wMk  an  angiy  E>  e»  ^A,  ("Grid  he)  fie  there  the  vBvrtbf 
C^nftdeni  $f  Rosanxx  Law/fie  the  Slave  thoifirver  her  m 
her  jfflcRms  to  Opoondates,  asid  km  Mhremdy  betn^ed  me  in 
Emphyments^  whereirr  Thave  trufied  him. 

Apk^es  was  about  ro  make  fome  Ezcttfe^  buc  Cajfandet 
pLst  hifti  rrer  the  leifurr  to  do  ir,  ete  takmj^  hkn  by    the 
Threat  wuh  his  left-hand,  he  wicb  kis  Right  ftabb'd  a  O^s* 
fer  twice  to  the  Hilt  in  his  Breaft.    And  InhM  (dud  he)  the 
firfi  Srtetifiee  f  offer  to  Roxana'x  Ingratitude.     PevfidOnis^  At* 
hates  fell  Dead  at  the  Feet  of  Perdiem^  who  hacT  hoc  txme  td 
prevent  this  fuddain  Executirn,  and  the  Gods  hj  a  I^iaf- 
vellous  effedk  of  thcif  Juftice  brought  tha,t  difloyal  wretch  to 
be  puniflied  fpr  his  Treatcchery  to  his  Miafter,  by  his  Afa- 
ftei's  moft  Implacable  Enemie.    After  that  Adion  Cajfan' 
der  MZ  caring  longer  ro  diffembie  his  inrendons,  mflics  be- 
fore Prrrf/c<»  to  jchc  Pallace  Gates  with  furicus  prys^  .and 
fo^  maje  thoft  that  defended  them  iee  he  meant  to  open 
Its  fhffage  by  force ;  ytt  being  faithful  to  the  Queen   they 
Couragioufly  refiftcd  hi%  Imeiwmenrs,  and  formmg  a    Bat- 
talion before  jftc  Bavrocade,  they  prefented  him  with  a 
(hower  of  Arrows :  but  in  the  mean  time  Perdlcas^  had  fent 
JjA«  Toutamm  and  part  of  the-  4rgirnfpida  to  the  othct 
Gates  of  the  Palace  to  alarum  k  on.  all  fides. 

^xma  regardlefs  of  the  danger  was  by  this  time  got  on 
the  Battlements  over  the  Gates  to  animate  her  Soldiers,  and 
hearing  Ferdic4<  command  them  to  throw  down  their  Amos 
%nd  not   bppcfe  his  parage,  fwearing  to  them,  that  they 
fllonld  receive  no  hurr^  and  that  ht  demanded  nothing  bet 
Crprndates.    She  ciyed  outxothem,  that  they  (hcttld  make 
ill  the  refiftancc  they  were  ab!fc,  for  as  much  as  Perdica 
And  C.rjfandcr  had  a  defign  againft  her  Life,  but  after  a 
irreat  itiany  of  them  were  SsAa  fighting  valiantly,  and  op. 
^refTed  by  nnmbers,  ihty  C^w  tbemfeK es  conftrained  to  re-* 
tire  inro  the  firft  Court,  to  make  |cod  the  entrance^  and 
taffavder  fufhed  in  with  them,  making  way  for  bis  Men  ro 
Follow  him,  not  minding  the  reproaches  of  J^xanay  who 
having  retired  a  little  funher  cryed  cut,  Bafi  Mrv,  do  ym 
iU^n  /cii^  A  ms  agaihft  thfe  ef  ytur  own  farry^  and  ofMivft 
y\tr  Uoffiti  Qj^cen^  infteadoftffing  them  fir  the  defence  ef  mtr 
W:iils^  afninjl  cur  nter  ai  EnemieSy  Lath  ftardicas  hft  aHnbaP 
Jtnfc  cf  HcfUiUt  and  virtue  that  made  him  heret^fitrc  he  eot^ 
dcredj  <md  iwiSf  Caffander  declare  to  at  the  jnrld  fy  kit  oRi'^ 
$m  thtt  he  i  indeed  the  Mtirtherer  and  Paifiner  rf  bii  Xifg, 

.    Ya 
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Ycrpcrceiving  chat  they  would  force  thek  way  before  thofc. 
forces  (he  rclyed  oil  could  qome  up  to  heralfiftance,  and 
that  Qnwidatej  unarmed  would  be  unavoidably  flain  un- 
der  her  prbtedipn,  after  long  ftruggling  with  her  felf,  and 
often  .wavering  in  a  matter  of  fuch  great  importance,  (he 
reToIvtd  he  ihould  fight  for  his  own  fafety,  and  running. 
CO  his  Chatt)ber  with  Vcfnmej  found  him  in  mitch  trouble 
at  the  noife  he  heard,  and  pardy  guetring  at  the  caufc  was 
like  to  die  with  grief  and  anger  to  liee  himle'f  in  a  condition, 
which  permitted  him  not  to  do  any  thing  in  the  defence  of 
his  Life,  whilft  he  was  in  the  midtt  of  thele  difquiets  li^x- 
ana  came  into  his  Chamber  ; 

.  brvondates  (faid  (he )  ds  ungrateful  as  ycu  are^  1  have  Li* 
fberto  defcntkd you  againji  your  Enemies  wtth  the  ^eril  of  my 
Life ^  but  fince  tny  Strength  »  not  dkle  to  fec^reycu^  K^  fiS^^^ 
y9urfc^fcr  your  own  fafety^  Upon  this  (he  caufed  hlsArmour 
to  be  brought,  which  (he  and  Hejione  helpt  him  to  p"t  on 
with  all  the  haft  they  could,  and  puting  a  ftrong  Sword  in- 
to his  Hand  ;  Go  (added  (he)  Manb  againji  tbojc  auel  Men 
tbMf  would  ajfaffinnte  ther^  even  in  my  yirms^  and  remember  f 
ifMve  made  the  confiderntion  of  my  httereft  fioop  to  the  care  1 
have  of  thy  Life,  This  A<it  oiH^xanas  gave  the  Prmce  oc- 
cafijdn  to  loofe  parr  of  his  rcfencment  againft  her,  nor  would 
he  have  failed  to  have  teftified  as  much  by  his  Words,  it  her 
felf  would  have  given  him  leafure,  but  (he  let  him  kno\v 
this  Bufinefs  required  haft;  The  Prince  being  thus  Armed 
he  thought  himlelf  invincible,  and  jioing  from  her  found  a 
Fight  but  faintly  maintained  en ,  the  Srairs  oi  the  Paliace, 
whenrencourageing  thofe  that  refifted  his  Enemies  wirh  a 
fierce  Cry,  he  at  the  fame  rime  flew  in  amongft  them  like  a 
violent  Tempeft^  and  (hewed  himfc!fat  the  Head  oi  f^xa* 
914  5 Men,  in  apoftufe  chat.fioze  the  Itoutelt  of  his  Enemies 
He^ts  with  fear.  Courage^  my  Friends  ojed  hc^  TfifLt  mth 
pit  as  you  have  ft>ughtfor  me^  and  if  I  muji  die  among  fl  you, 
Vie  die  iik^  a  Man  thdt  will  mf  give  you  caufc  to  repent^  whatt 
jeu  have  done  for  his  f if  ay.  TheTe  Words  made  him  pre* 
(emly  known  to  boch  partys,  but  his  firft  adlions  gave  them 
better  marki;  to  alfure  tliem  who  it  was,  and  part  cf  his 
Beaver  being  up,  Cajfandcr  no  fooner  caft  his  Eyes  upon 
his  Face,  but  a  Deadly  (hiverhig  ran  through  his  Veinsand 
Perdic4ts  himfelf  though  he  was  Valiant  could  noc  look  up- 
on hith  without  growing  Pale  :  at  his  two  firlt  blows  he 
few  two  Mca  fall  Dead,  who  tumbled  down  the  Venires  at 
Hs  very  Feet,  and  at  th^  fanve.timc  the  Prince  feeing  h.s 
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vfvo  Mortal  Enemies  threw  himfelf  through  his  M^i  with 

tf  fury  that  nothing  was  able  to  oppofe.    Behold  OreonJates 

(cry ed  he  to  them)  behold  him  whom  youfeek  toKS^-f^me  en  Vali^ 

-^m  Men^andnifet  him  whofe  Life  you  Labour  fi  muchto  defirey. 

Cajfander  not  daring  to  ftay  for  the  furious  Prince,  was 
Crouded  a  good  way  in  amongft  his  Soldiers,  and  Perdi&n 
pufhed  forward,  fome  of  his  Men  to  blunt  his  fury  rill  be 
itiade  his  Retreat,  that  he  might  draw  him  to  an  opener 
place,  and  there  furround  him  with  his  Multitude,  bat   he 
purfued  them  over  the  Bodies  df  the  Slain,  and  drove  them 
quite  out  of  the  Pallace.     Tiey  fly^  the  Cowards  fly  (cryed  he 
to  his  own  party)  from  a  Handful  of  Men^  but  their  flight 
Jhall  notfave  them.    Saying  thefe  Words,  he  run  upon  Aw- 
tigenes^  who  Commanded  the  Arghraffidesy  and  beat  him 
down  with  a  mighty  blow,  leaving  him  Bleeding  on  the 
ground.  Hoxana  who  from  a  Gallery,  beheld  the  Wondeis 
he  did,   found  new  matter  in  the  Princes  Admirable  Ani- 
ons to  redouble  the  Love  (he  already  bore  him,  but  (he 
could  not  fee  him  in  that  extremity  of  danger,  without  giv- 
ing her  felf  over  to  her  Sorrow,  nor  without  repenting,  flie 
had  fo  long  deferred,  giving  him  the  means  to  defend  himfelf, 
and  by  her  Crys  and  great  Promifes  of  reward,  encouraged 
thofe  few  that  remained  Fighting  on  his  idde,  till  the  forces  flic 
expeded  from  the  other  part  of  the  Town,  (hould  cooie  up 
to  their  Afiftance. 

Orocndatcs  who  looked    for   help    from  nothing    but 
his  Sword,  found  he  h^d  committed  an  error  in  purfuine 
fo  far  in  the  open  places,  when  he  had  fo  few  Men  againft 
a  multitude,  who  furrounded  him  :  but  he  ftrove  to  repair 
it  by  adiions  altogether  prodigious,  and  the  greatnefs  of 
his  blows  fent  fuch  a  Terror  into  his  Enemies,  as  made 
them  keep  at  a  diftance,  but  neither   being  Immortal  nor 
Tn vulnerable,  and  moft  of  his  Men  being  flain  or  wounded, 
he  at  laft  in  all  likelyhood  mufl  have  fallen  himfelf  on  the 
heaps  of  the  Dead,  with  which  he  had  covered  the  ground, 
had  not  his  kinder  deftiny  fent  him  a  Timely  Aid  :  for  when 
he  was  in  the  greateft  hazard  of  being  Triumphed  ovir  by 
his  Enemi'^s,  he  faw  Selucits  come  rufhing  in  with  the  idace^ 
chnlnns^  under  his  Command,  which  much  difordered  Per^ 
Aicas  his  Men  and  brought  a  fear  aitiongft  them,  when  that 
\liiliant  Man  breaking  through  the  prefs  of  Enemies,  and 
placing  him  felf  by  the  fide  of  the  Prince.    Courage  (cr/ed 
he)  brave  Oroondatcs,  behold  Selucus  your  obliged  Friend  if 
come  to  refcucyouy  or  to  die  with  you.    Oroondates  feeing 
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f#  powerful  a  relief  Immediately  afpired  to  Vidlory.and  rt* 
caving  Selcucus  WixhsL  cry  ofackowledgment»  PK*  have  Cm^ 
guered  (faid  be)  fince  Seleucus  takes  our  fart :  and  now  the 
fight  on  all  pans  was  more  cruel  than  ever  *  blood  ftreamed 
in  the  ChaQnels  of  BahylPu^  like  Rivulets,  and  the  Groans 
and  Crys  of  the  Wounded  and  Dying  made  difmal  £c^hos. 

Ferdic4i  perceiving  the  Day  would  be  loft,  and  his  Ho* 
nonr,  if  not  his  Line  kid  io  the  duft,  unlefs  he  brought  up 
all  the  Men  of  his  Party  in  the  City,  being  all  already  beat 
to  the  Market  place,he  mounted  his  Horfeheld  without  the 
Battel  and  rode  to  bring  then:>  up  himfelf,  feeing  the  Com* 
glanders  delayed  it,  when  he  met  five  Thoufand  Men^  who 
were  Marching  to  B^xanas  affiftance,  he  knew  they  came 
not  to  do  him  fervice,  but  being  politique  he  found  out  a 
wayto  make  them  change  their  intentions.  Tou  come  tnofi 
Opportunely  (faid  he)  to  relieve  the  Queen  Seleucus  with  ki 
Men  has  farced  tlje  Pailacey  andfet  Oroondates  at  Libertj^ 
and  now  both  if  them,  with  a  great  force  of  Macedonian^  a/^ 
fauhus^  and  have  Jlain  many  of  our  Companiorts,  whilft  P^- 
dicas  was  (peaking  thus,  they  faw  Peuoejias  come  Galloping 
towards  them,  and  as  foon  as  he  wjas  near  enough,  he  cry- 
ed  out  that  the  Enemies  were  falling  on  at  the  Gates,  atid 
were  ready  to  force  them  open  by  the  afliftancc  of  Nearchus^ 
who  with  three  thoufand  Men,  within  the  Walls  did  all  he 
could  to  facilitate  their  entrance,  and  to  kill  all  thcfe  that 
offered  to  oppofe  it,  this  greatly  perplexed  Pcrdicas,  who 
now  concluded  all  would  be  loft,  yet  did  he  prudently  dif<- 
pofe  things  fo  as  to  make  all  the  defence  he  was  able,  and  to 
fight  Valiantly  to  the  laft  extremity  of  Life  rather  than  to 
yield  to  his  Enemies,  he  fent  part  of  thefe  new  forces  to  op- 
pofe KearchUy  and  to  defend  the  Gates  ;  with  the  other  part 
he  haftcd  to  fuccour  thcfe  of  his  party,  that  were  ftill  fights 
ing  with  Selucus  and  Oroondates^  and  rallyed  fuch  as  were 
flying  renewing  the  Fight  again  veryobftinately, 

Whilft  thefe. Bloody  Sccenswere  a<fting,^  jS^w^m^t  refolv- 
cd  to  have  herpartin  the  Tragedy,  and  taking  with  her  a« 
ix)Ut  eight  Hundred  cf  the  Draces  and  Argeans,  who  were 
come  to  ferve  her  with  great  afFedion,  Ihe  hafted  to  the 
Hqu(c,  where  Statira  and  Parifntis  were  Prifoiiers  and  in 
a  furious  -fit  very  near  to  diftradion  by  tlie  diforder  of  hep 
affairs,  refolving  to  revenge  her  felf  at  once  lipon  Perdicasj 
zni  Oroondates  by  (bedding  the  Blood  of  her  rival,  Ihe  cauU 
edjthc  Houfe  to  be  aflaulted  by  thcfe  Men  who  had  loudly 
protefted  they  would  fcr\x  her  in  any  defign,  without  con. 

fideia. 
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Wtration,    AJccMs  whom  Perdiaa  bad  left  to  guard  it,  flot 
fefocAing  any  fuch  attempt,  hearing  of  his  Brother's  diftreft 
had  dfawn'ofTa  part  of  the  Forces,  and  Was  cone  vmh 
tfie^  to  bb  Ailiftance,  leaving  not  al>6ve  a  Hundred  Men 
befcixid  him*  yet  thefe  made  a  very  ifbot  Refiftance  ;  but 
9neir  Adveriaries  receiving  their  fit4t  ftbwers  of  Arrdy^  and 
incottfagcd  by  ^xaHa^  Preferice,  4>fdfce  JlitO  the  urmoil 
tonn,  whereacrud  and  6bll(nitel*ighcv<^as  maintained,  in 
which  many  were  ilain  on  both  Sides. '  SMtira  and  Pari/ktij: 
baving  heard  the  Noife,  and  partly  guefling  at  the  caufbof 
k,  ran  to  the  Window,  where  they  few  Cruel  Hpxdna  anU 
mating  her  Men  to  prefs  forward  over  the  Bodies  of  the  flain. 
Thi^  fight  begot  not  fb  much  fear  in  them  as  to  make  chem 
itoop  to  any  tning  unworthy  of  their  great  Courage  :  And 
ibe  IlluftrioUs  Widow  of  AUxanScr  l*hplding  her  Rival 
livitb difdain,  Comfleat  thyCrimesy  Rotana,  (cryed  fliejctfr- 
tjf  them  en  t9  the  bighefi  degree^  4ni  if  thou  haft  dkand&n'dG^ 
tocti&^ltsta  thaiiage  of  Perdicas,  xtrecli  tbf  Malice  if ithout 
ielg^  On  her  whom  fji  ab^^dons  to  thine ;  hut  thou  never  oughtefi 
to  hope  thdt  Oroondates  if  he  be  alive^  milL&ve  a  Monfterb4Ack, 
^ifhfi  fnany  horrid  Ct  imes  ;  and  if  thou  cdrtjb  re^f  no  other  Ad^ 
vantage  hynrj^  Deathy  thou  majrji  at  lenfi  revenge  tberely  the 
Contempt  he  has  of  tkee. 

B^o^na  heard  thefe  Words  with  Anger  and  with  CoDfiifi* 
on  5  but  ngt  ftaying  to  Reply,  refolving  to  do  it  in  another 
manner,  flic  pufli^  on  her  Forces  fo  violently  that  they  broke 
into  the  great  Hall,  and  maintained  a  bloody  Fight  very  near 
Jthc  Chamber  of  the  Princcfs.  Then  did  they  no  longer 
8o6bt  the  end  of  their  Lives  was  come,  when  the  Queen  ctu- 
bracing  the  Princefs  and  bathing  her  Face  with  Tears  flie  Ibed 
Out  or  Love  to  her,  *  Dear  Sifter  (ffidjhe)  if  it  pleafc  the 
^  Cods  that  youfarvive  me,  asthereisfome  reafodyoumay, 
^  Aticci{exana  has  no  caufe  at  all  to  defire  your  Deadi,  af- 

*  lure  O^^oofidateSj  if  he  be  alive,  iThac  my  laft  Thoughis 

•  Wove  thofe  of  Keeping  my  fdf  his  by  mv  Death,  and  that 
'  this  is  dearer  to  W  receiving  it  for  hii  (ake,  than  the  Em- 


Princeft  tenderly  weeping  lay  noCommandsupon  me  to* 
*  be  perform'd  after  your  Death,  fincc  the  refolution  I  have 
'  takeri  heft  to  fiTrvive  you  a  moment  difpcnfe  with  me  from 
J  all  tb^  Obedience  I  owe  you.

TO  emr  up.  tMr  Brdafk  t<>  their  Endnues  SWoiv^ ;  but  a 
lueky  Prov'idenee  ftewmi  it^  ind  l^fetved  ihe  tt\6tt  Mt- 
^oQS  Livts  ia  the  Workt  to  a  niore  gloridu^  Fo^une:  Fo(r 
fey  this  time  Nt^mhas  had  fo  wcH  fought  within  th€  ^M\§^ 
vhat  he  had  gireii  the  Pldaeei  ent^ranre  ine^  th6  City^  ^irh 
gire^teft  part  of  chtir'Artfiy }  and  Artdke^jhs  hiring  of  the 
{I'e^t  danjjef  O^o^ndat^s  was  in,  had  nin  t$  thai  Qtiarr^^f, 
^ith  mii^y  other  valiant  Met^i  whilft  Lji/tfhachus  a^d  ?#9^ 
9A»f<ij,  upon  the  like  nevi^,  hafted  i^  fav^e  thl^  Princlfflis^; 
^nd  inding  they  were  reduced  to  the  utfnoft  f^l  of  th^il 
Lives,  tna  I(9»mds  Soldiers,  after  having  ^lled  the  Hatl 
iivith  the  dead  Bodies  of  thofe, that  had  ^fended  thflii,  wtt^ 
ready  to  bfiak  ©pen  their  Chambl^r  Door-,  thfy  JftV^  ik 
amonft  thofe  Bfood-thirfty  Men  with  fucb  d  Fury,  klifet  n4 
Refiftance  was  ab!fe  to  ftep  their  way ;  and  tFeadiiig  6vct 
Heaps  of  the  Sfain,  they  (oon  put  all  lo  the  ^^f/m^  that 
made  any  Refiftancej  fo  that  in  a  little  tifhe  they  ^e4 
Cononeror9.    That  Fi^ht  was  horrible,  ark!  all  the'  tf<^u(| 
oterflpwed  with  Blood,  when  Lyfimaotms  finding  ho  f^b^i 
Refirtanee,  broke  open  the  feme  Door  his  Ericmii*i  hid  at 
faulted,  and  entered  all  Bloody  into  thfe  Qiieens  Chamber.  - 
At  this  dreadful  fight  the  two  great  Prihcijfles  i€folvi^4 
for  Death,  and  dcfiring  to  recfeivc  it  l^pth  together,  infektcd 
i)ne  another  dofe  in  their  Arms,  which  they  b^Fieved  to  be 
their  laft  Embrace:  In  that  pofture  they  caft  their  Eyes  up- 
on Lrjimachusy  Who  out  of  Rtfpeifk  had  made  a  ftdnd  as 
foon  as  he  was  entered,  and  the  Equipage  they  faw  hini  in 
having  confirpied  them  In  thtir  Opinion^  H^kojhcvcr  yeu  be 
<Uid  the  Queen)  x^hh  Are  the  Mini  ft  ch  if  Roi^aria*/  rf^T//, 
defer  not  the  Zx*^fition  if  tt  ion^er  j  cbme^  kill  the  W/r,  dnH 
ferhitps   the  Dku^l^ter  tf  thy  J\ing  ;  hit  'J}trre  tht  innccctrt 
Parifaris,  ywfff  .Rcxaha  hits  hb  aitije  t9  bite  her^  Jfteing  fh^ 
hdf  ne  Pireteftfiefi's  upon  Oteondares.     jib  ^cryed  ParifAti's) 
heUrkpit  'not  to  her  ;  a^d  if  /tn)  Pity  can  he  fcufid  in  fcrfcns 
that  undifrtakc  Emfleyifiehts  like  yours^  let  me  covjure  you  fo 
iftt  me  jfirft  ;  for  though  I  have  fib  fretenjims  en  Oro6ndate<, 
i  fhali  liave  JhMe  upon  tie-  Empire^  and  jf/hafi  have  fpnie 
Upm  the  Life  of  Ro:tana. 

ThSs  generpus  Cohrrflatioh  wenild  have  laRed  longer.  If 
tyffmachuf  .a^»W  hare  (wifrcd  i%  but  he  woiild  not  let  theA 
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~feiniiB  in  Aat  cmd  Opifiioa  of  him;  when  throwing  down 
Us  lUmer  at  icheir  Feet,  and  himfclif  likewife  at  the  lame 
nme^  he,  by  his  AAion^and  by  the  fight  of  his  Face,  made 
them  find  how  happily  they  had  been  deceived  in  their  Be- 
lief; /  dm  m^  (aid  be,  the  Mimifier  of  RoxanaV  Cruelties  ; 
sttd  the  Gods  makp  ufe  tf  Lyfimachos  far  more  rioriom  pur^ 
fofes  :  thej^j  for  the  higheft  fitch  of  mj^  Felicitj,  have  permits 
ted  Um'to  defhtg^  yoftr  Enemies^  and  have  made  him  able  turn 
to  give  you  notice^  that  you  arefreo  andfivereign  in  Babylon. 
The  }oy  of  thofe  vertuons  Princefles,  at  the  Knowledge 
and  at  the  Word$  of  Lyfimaehus^  was  not  inconfiderable,  by 
mlbn  of  the  fudden  alteration  they  found  in  their  Fortune, 
They  received  this  Office  6t)m  a  Prince  whom  they  infi- 
nitely efteemed,  with  teftifying  their  Satisfa&ion  by  the 
moft  grateful  Acknowledgments  that  Opportonity  nuuie 
them  capable  of  ezprcfiing.    The  Queen  mad^  no  (cruple 
t#  caft  her  Arms  about  his  Neck,  fVe  owe  ((aid  flie)  our 
Lives  to  Lyfimachus :   But  befide  the  general  Obligation, 
parifatis  ought  to  add  this  laft  Service  to  many  others^ 
whereby  he  fo  well  deferves  her  Afiedion;  and  raifing 
jbim  up,  0ie  prefented  him  to  her  Sifter..   That  Princels,  dio* 
Bluflies  bverfpread  her  Face,  yet  ail  her  Modefty  coitid  noc 
keep  her  from  teftifying  her  Acknowledgment.    She  em-r 
braced  him  full  of  AflPedtiony  which  he  then  beftowed  upon 
that  Prince,  which  fhe  had  never  favoured  fo  muqh  before  ; 
and  oppofmg  his  intent  to  caft  her  felf  at  his  Feet,  ^Gene- 
'  rous  Lyfimaclms  ( laid  (he)  I  am  totally  your  Debtor,  fince 
f  befides  my  own  Lif^,  I  o»we  you  that  of  the  Qpeen  my 

*  Sifter;  and  that  laft  Ad:icm  is  of  the  fame  nattire  of  ma- 
f  ny  others  you  have  done  to  my  advantage,  I  moft  dearly 

*  preferve  the  Remembrance  of  them,  and  have  as  great  ^ 
.'  ienfe  of  this  laft  as  you  can  dcfire. 

I  nm  then  (replied  Lyfimachus ^  tranfported  wjtb  Joy)  a 
great  deal  wore  happ  than  I  hoped  to  he ;  and  kiiling  her 
fair  Hand,  with  a  Rapture  futable  to  all  thofe  that  had  at- 
tended  his  Pafllon.  Ptohmcus  came  then  into  the  Chamber, 
and  as  be  took  a  very  great  (hare,  in  the  Contentment  of 
his  Friend,  be  received  as  great  a  one  himfelf  in  theAc^ 
knpwledgment  of  the  Princeffes,  and  they  both  alfured  him 
witn  very  ^(Tediionate  Etpref&ons,  that  they  were  extream- 
ly  len(ible  of  what  he  hao  done  m  their  favour.  After  the 
firft  Difcourfe,  the  Princefles  enquired  ^fcer  jp^xerxes  an4 
'Crootidates,  and  the  general  State  of  their  Affairs ;  lyfima- 
fibus  told  Uiem  in  few  wojxls ;  /Lnd  thqm  by  the  Know- 
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ledge  of  chat  happy  Event,  he  confirmed  them  id  the  J07 
they  had  conceived  for  their  own  Liberty ;  he  left  them  ia 
fi>me  appreheniion  for  the  uncertainty  of  Orpondaus's  fafety, 
and  for  the  danger  o£  their  Brother,  which  made  the  Queen 
more  particularly  fo  impatient^  that  immediately  Ibe  cryed 
out,  ^  Ah  Lyjimachusy  An  Ftuhmeusy  let  us  go  and  take  our 
*  part  in  the  danger  thofe  dear  Perfons  are  in  for  our 
^  lakes;  and  let  us  no  longer  ftay  in  a  place,  where  we 
^  have  fuffered  fo  much,  and  which  we  have  fo  much  rea» 
^  fi>n  to  hate.  Upon  thefe  words  (he  gave  her  hand  to  Pt^lo* 
tneusy  wbilft  Parijktis  did  the  like  to  Lyjhnachus^  and  pa&d 
not  without  fome  trembling,  thro'  thofe  dreadful  Slaughters 
that  had  been  made,  wading  in  Blood  till  they  came  down 
into  the  Court- Yard, 

In  the  mean  time,  l(pxana  ( wrack'd  with  her  defpair  for 
the  difappointment  (he  had  met  withal  in  iier  Revenge,  de^ 
fperateiy  refolving  to  die,  rather  than  to  have  thedilpleafure 
of  feeing  Oromdates  in  her  Rivals  Arms)  was  got  up  to  the 
higheft  part  of  the  Houfe  alone,  and  there  expoftutating 
With  her  felf;  '  What  (haU  I  do,  (faid  ihe)  (hall  I  give  my 
Enemies  the  Satisfa(%ion  to  make  me  fuffer  a  Death  I  have 
fo  well  deferved,  for  my  Cruelties  towards  che  Princeiies^ 
and  for  the  Sorrow  I  have  made  Oroondatcs  fu&r?  And 
(hall  I  undergo  the  (hame  they  are  preparing  as  a  reward 
qf  my  Cruelties  }  Shall  I  implore  the  Mercies  of  thofe  I 
have  fo  unworthily  abuled  ?  And  (hall  I  beg  my  Life  of 
my  Rival,  after  having  afi&ulted  hers  with  10  much  Inhu* 
manicy?  Ah^  no  I^xanay  think  .not  upon  that  exiream 
Bafenefe  of  Spirit,  after  fo  thany  others  that  dilhonotir 
thee.  If  thy  Rival  (hould  be  generqus  enough  to  grant 
thee  a  Pardon  which  thou  halt  fo  little  merited,  woaId*fl: 
thou  receive  it  from  h€r,by  giving  up  Onmdates  ?  Would*ft 
thou  live,  without  that  ingrateful  Caufe  of  thy  Crimes  ? 
And  couId*ft  thou  fee  both  Conquerors  over  thpie  £vt]$ 
that  have  fo  little  profited  thee  ?  Ah,  ^xana,  this  Thought 
is  unworthy  of  the  Wife  of  Ahxander^  and  if  thou  haft 
rpndered  thy  felf  unworthy  of  tilat  Name,,  by  thy  (hame- 
nil  A<5lions,  blot  out  that  Shame,  of  thy  Life  with  a  Death 
fall  of  Refolutipn. 

As  (he  eudcijMieCc  words,  (he  fefolved  ro  throw  her  (elf 
out  at  the  Winrow,  and  da(h  her  felf  in  pieces  en  the  Pave-* 
menc ;  when  a  Tenderne(s  for  the  Fruit  of  her  Womb  ftopt 
a  little  the  moft  furious  Thoughts  her  Heart  was  able  to 
conceive,  and  for  a  time  oude  her  full  of  Irrefolution ;  at 
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r«ft,  \>y  ^  foixse  0(  her  deMiir,  Ite  <9v|9ti(fiic  cbac  Re- 
)tk%ii1fi€y-$  arid  yet  breakin]^  mdi  in  Si^,  ^Hsb^  my  poeff 
'  CfvfM,  (conein^bd  (he)  V(Aiy  catisiocI^iA^deiisy  Ltfcfi^ 
^  thlbt,  and  give  Death  to  gtulty  ^j^tfMte,  wicbost  ic2lliiig 
^  tli^  imio^ehc  Son  ^  ^i^irif n3^^r :  Ah,  pHrSiui  me  the  Inhv* 

*  m^riity  whkh  tny  <cf nel  FattBCompeknus^bcblnftikiigaiiift

The  Q^n;  and'thofe  that  wefe  with  her,  caft  up  chdr 
fjp%  fti  this  Voiee,  dhd  cduld  niot  ^m  be  troubled  co  fins 
her  driven  to  lit<t4i  Dert>amtion,  ^  the^A^^ion  fh'e  ^n  ufed 
teftlly'd  to'fhefti  •  and  H^^na^  perceiving  (he  might  heaf, 
^  \  wiil-noi  (feontirtucy  (hie)  a«k  thee  pa^iJon'fqr  the  Wrongi 

*  I  havedoi^c  tliee  i  they  art  of  a  nature  not  to  ho})e  for 

*  any ;  and  I  hai^  been  too  bold  tft  commuting  Crirt^es,. to 

*  Mt  fo  meanly  fpirited  as  to  repent*  tiictn :  Tdefire  no  Mercy 
•for  my  Lift,  triumph  thet^re  over  it,  and  Over  my  ill

As  ^xana  ended  tHeA?  words,  flle  Was  ^ettirig  Vip&n  the 
Window  to  caft  her  felf  down  wkh  the  greater  force ;  when 
Queen  Statira^  whom  that  pitious  fight  bad'  very) i^early 
•touched  with  Compaflldn,  defiring  to  opp^  Cihe  criiel-ef- 
fecft  of  her  dcfpair,  with  up-liftcd  HandSj  ^i^'^,  HMj 
'Roxana,  hold;  I  conjUre^hie  hy  the  MsrAdry  tf  k\^%3L^^. 
This  made  Hpxan^  ftay  to  hear  what  (he  vV^Kld  fay^  v&idn 
the  Queen  faw,  Aeient'^ribina  attention^  ^;Ahj  l^mut, 
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(contimied  ihe)  'as  cbdn  defireft  the  Mercy  of  the  poA^ 

*  envy  tne  not  the  GJory  wlucb  they  grant  me,  if  thou  cp* 

*  pofe.ic  not  by  a  laft  effcA  of  Cruelty :  'Tif  true,  you 
^  have  very  much  injured  me,  but  I  forgive  them  ^hj  in 

*  Confidevadbn  of  thy  love,  and  of  thy  prefent  Eftatc ;  ao4 
* .  tfadugh  neidwr  of  thefe  >vere  fufficicct  to  plead  fbr  dbee^ 
^  remj[fmber^  that  I  owe  th^e  the  Life  of  OraMJatcs  i  and 

*  What  thou  haft  ddne  for  his  prefervatioiK  is  of  force  ^f* 
^  ficififit.  in  ttic  to  efface  the  Metnory  of  far  voatc  cruel

Thefe  Teftimonies  of  Statiras Goodneis  couched  i^jntatet 
with  a  tme  Repentance;  but  then  (he  found  her  felf  more 
Cridiinal  than  before,  and'the  Remorfe  of  her  Confcietice 
tohnented  her  with  gneater  violence,  and  confirmed  her 
chore  i^nd  more  in  the  Refolution  of  dyii%  ;  /  am  tnmer^ 
(xrycd  ffic)  6f$he  Mtrcy  thm  ojfcrefi  me,  nnd  phis  in^ledge 
9f  your  Qoedmfsi;  Imf  reHcubles  my  Shfpair  : .  imtjm  JkaU 
tttAftt  me  ahife  it  5  mr  will  I  r&eeive  my  Life  'fromyw^.  A% 
&e  e^d  th(ife  words,  Aie  wa3  )uft  about  to  caft  her  fdf 
down  from  that  height ;  when  flic  was  feixed  behind  by 
ftrtidbg  Arms,  that  hindered  ;  it  was  Ptolpmem  who  did  her 
that  giiod  Office ;  for  haftily  getting  up,  during  herdifooQrlb 
with  the  Qpeen,  he  camcjuft  in,atime  to  (ave  the  luie 
of  thit  defperate  PrinCefs :  She  no  fooner  turned  about  to 
him,  afflt^ed  and  fiirptized,  but,  yfi^'Ptolbmeus  (cryed  £he) 
hove  tmei  ureyw'to  hinHir  My Hefofi  ^   *  J  (hoald  be  far  moni^ 

*  crud  (iie^lied  he)  if  I  cbhfinlced  to  die  Cruelty  you  iKOUid 
^  exerctfe  agaiiSft  your  fdf,  and  to  the  Ofience  you  commit 

*  ^gainft  ebe  Queen,  who  defines  nothing  now  with  fotnuch 
:  PaiTion  as  your  Cifcty :  When  looklng'on  him  vyiA  gy^es 
svherein  there  yet  ramined  ibmething  of  Fatal  and  ol  WA- 
nefs  io.bcr  CoufiterJance,  after  lettiipg  fall  fomerTeari>  ro 
fhpi^jAe  Queen's  Goodnefs  h^  totally  vanquiflied  h<r/ flje 
cgtdemcsd'ac^.fais  Requeft  to/gd  to  her,  and  was  rec^od  biy 
her  With  kind  EmiH'aces  and  fucb  tender  Expressions,  as. ^c 
litrintoa f  rear  deal  of  Shaijne'and  Cqnfulion  fpr  her  paflt 
^i2ioiO,.and  conftrained  her  to  rehew  her  R^imcd^ce 
imb.* abundance  of  Sobmiflion.;  protefting,  no  <Hkct 
Cdnfidecat&K)  cduld  prev41  vusb  ker  i9  hstp  ibut  $h$t 
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of  oideavodring  by  feme  ineias  or  odier  to  repair  tfaeCrin^ 
the  had  commincd  to  tbeprqncficeof  fovertnoosandfoin- 
BOcent  a  Princeli^  who  was  all  annpofed  of  Goodne^  and 
Idercy. 

Whilft  they  were  in  thefe  tennS}  they  heard  a  great  noife 
in  the  Streets ;  and  at  the  fame  time  had  news,  diac  jflcets 
was  retamcd  ¥ndi  part  of  his  Soldiers^  and  was  fighting 
with  their  Forces  to  repofleis  himfelf  of  Statira.  and  Parifa* 
hf.  LjfimachuSyenAzracd  at  the  Name  of  his  Rivaly.pcayiog 
Ptoiameiu  to  ftay  for  the  defence  of  the  Princefles,  ran  to 
bis  Men,  the  fight  of  him  gave  them  new  Coorage  ;  and 
prefiing  through  the.Throng,  be  no  fooiier  faw  his  £nemi^, 
but  his  Countenance  changed  into  Terror,  ^Alce^ar  (cryed 
be)  'behold  LyJhnachuSf  turn  thy  Sword  agabft  him  alone, 
'  and  let  us  di(pute  the  laft  time  for  Parifatis.  Milcetas 
ftayed  not  for  a  fecond  Challenge,  but  receiving  his  Rival 
with  a  furious  Cry,  he  ran  to  meet  him  with  an  Impetus 
onfiiefs  as  great  as  his ;  all  the  Men  aHbtded  them  paflage, 
and  they  clofed  in  fight  of  either  pany,  though  (b  unlucky 
fovAketas^  that  having  wounded  Lyfimachus  but  ilightly  in 
the  left  Arm,  Lyfimachus's  Sword  fomid  the  defed:  of  his 
Curriafs,  and  run  through  his  Body  to  the  Hilt  ;  fo  that 
Aknas  falling  dead  at  his  Feet,  yielded  up  Parifatis  to  his 
Rival;  all  his  Soldiers  fought  Deadi  by  his  Example,  and 
were  either  Slain^  or  made  Prifoners. 

Having  thus  far^ purfued  this  Fortunate  and  Glorious  Slic« 
ceft  in  this  part  or  the  City,  it  is  time  we  now  look  into 
the  other  parr,  where  we  left  Orocndates  and  Scleucus  fight- 
ing with  Perdicas  and  Caffander:  I  have  told  you.  Prince 
Artaxerxes  halted  to  the  aid  of  his  dear  Brother,  whilft  JL> 
fimachus  did  the  like  to  that  of  thePrincefTes;  he  came  not 
unfeafonably ;  for  PerJitas,  by  his  number,  had  in  a  nun- 
nei^  wearied  out  thofe  two  valiant  Men  with  a  long  conti- 
nuance of  Fighting,  and  they  had  even  blunted  their  Swords 
by  the  prodigious  Slaughter  they  made  of  their  Enemies;; 
)nfojl(ucn  that  they  were  going  to  fummon  their  ntaioft 
Forces  together,  that  they  might  finifli  the  Combat  with 
their  Lives.  When  Artaxerxes  (having  hewed  his  Paflage 
through  a  great  number  of  Enemies)  came  to  them,  cry- 
ing, CoUTdge^  dear  Brother^  and  you  are  Confuerar^  and  your 
Enemies  are  defeated.  He  had  hardly  ended  thefe  woids^ 
when  he  put  hknfelf  by  his  fide,  and  with  him  OrmiieSf 
Demetrins^  Thalejhis  and  Thecdatesj  followed  by  many  Thoo^ 
fand  valiant  Soldiers,  came  up  uid  made  fuch  attmblt 
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Slaughter,  that  the  Streets  were  covered  with  the  Bodies  of 
the  Slain,  and  Rivulets  of  Blood  run  murmuring  to  the  £</• 
fhtatesy  near  to  which  they  foaghr,  and  crimfoned  o'er  its 
Waves ;  When  Perdicas  feeing  the  Day  go  againft  him,  not 
relblvbg  to  out-live  the  loft  of  Statiray  he  rufhed  once  more 
before  his  Men,  aud  calling  Oroondates  with  a  loud  Voice, 
he  drew  him  prcfently  to  meet  him,  'Behold  Perdicas^  whom 
^  thou  feekeft  ( faid  he)  if  he  had  killed  thee  when  he  could 

*  have  done  it,  he  needed  not  to  have  feared,  being  flain  by 

*  the  Hands  of  tholj*  about  thee ;  but  if  thou  art  truly  Ge- 

*  nerous,  and  truly  worthy  of  Statira,  whom  ill  Fortune 

*  forces  me  to  abandon  to  thee,  thou  wilt  endeavour  either 

*  to  take  my  Life,  or  defend  thine  own  without  advantage : 

*  thy  Friends  and  mine  (hall  be  Witncfles  of  the  laft  Adkions 

*  of  one  of  us ;  and  though  perhaps  the  ufage  thou  haft 

*  found  from  me,  does  not  oblige  thee  to  obferve  the  Rules 

*  of  Generofity  toward  me,  thou  may'ft  remember  I  pre. 

*  ferved  Sta^ira  for  thee,  and  that  but  for  me  (he  had  not 

*  now  been  alive. 

At  thefe  words  the  Prince  began  to  relent,  and  looking 
on  him  with  a  milder  Countenance,  *It  is  true  (faid  he) 
that  thy  A&ions  might  excufe  mine  well  enough,  which 
way  focver  I  fliould  feek  to  revenge  my  felf ^  but  that 
which  thou  haft  done  for  the  fafety  of  my  Princefs,  creates 
in  me  fo  great  a  Confideration  of  thee,  that  I  will  not 
only  forbear  to  aflail  thy  Life  with  odds,  but  will  freely 
give  it  thee,  if  thou  wilt  accept  it  from  me.    *  No  ( re- 
plied Perdkas)  *the  Friends  and  Kinfmen  oi  Alexander  the 
Great,  do  not  ufe  to  receive  their  Lives  from  their  Ene- 
mies:   And  it  will  fuffice  me,  that  you  only  make  the 
Conqueft  of  Statira^  and  the  Defeat  of  Perdicas^  to  b^  the 
Merit  of  your   fingle  Valour.    The  Prince  having  con- 
firmed him  in  this,  and  entreated  the  reft  to  ftand  only  as 
Spedlators,    thofe   two   Enemies    precipitated  themfeJves 
upon  each  other,  with  a  Fury  that  plainly  demopftrated 
wha^the  ifllie  of  the  Combat  would  be  ;  and  Wounds  vs-ere 
quickly  given  on  either  fide :  but  thofe  Perdicas  received 
were  lo  great,  as  the  Blood  flowing  from  them  in  abun- 
dance, foon  weakened  him,  though  it  made  him  not  lofe 
the  greatnefs  of  his  Courage :  yet  when  the  Prince  faw  him 
in  luch  a  Condition,  that  he  could  Yio  longer  fear  him,  he 
took  pity  of  his  Fortune,  and  retiring  a  little,  *  Thou  arc  no 

*  longer  able  (faid  he)  to  difpute  the  Vidlory  againft  me  ; 

*  therefore,  at  my  Rcqueft,  receive  thy  Life,  which  I  am 

3  H  [  willing 
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willing  to  leave  thee,  and  of  which  I  will  have  as  great 
a  care  as  thou  could'ft  defire  from  a  Friend.  ^  My  Life 
(replied  Perdicaj)^^is  no  longer  at  thy  difpotal^  nor  care 
*  I  but  with  it  to  give  up  Sutira^  and  the  Vidory.  With 
thefe  words,  he  ftrove  all  he  poffibly  could  to  fly  upon  his 
Enemy,  but  his  Strength  abfolutely  failed  him ;  and  after 
having  daggered  a  while,  he  fell  at  his  Feet,  where  his  Life 
and  Biood  ran  down  together. 

At  this  fight,  the  Prince  being  moved  with  pity,  kneeled 
down  by  him,  and  was  putting  up  the  Beaver  of  his  Hel-' 
met,  to  fee  if  he  were  in  a  condition  to  recdve  aififtancc  ; 
when  Caffanderj  enraged  by  the  lofs  of  his  Friend,  or  rather 
by  bis  defpair,  ruihingfrom  among  his  Men,  charged  upoo 
the  compaflionate  Prince,  whilft  he  was  b  that  pofture; 
with  fo  weighty  a  Blow,  as  made  him  fink  upon  the  pale 
dying  Face  of  Perdicasi  and,  but  for  the  Goodnels  of  his 
Helmet,  would  perhaps  have  put  him  in  the  (ame  condition. 
Orcondates  foon  recovering  that  Stund,  got  yp  in  a  great 
Fury,  and  would  have  lun  to  take  Reven&e,  but  he  was 
already  prevented  by  the  valiant  C^iecn  of  the  Ama^^pnes^ 
who  knowing  Cajfander^  and  impatient  of  the  Injuries  he 
bad  done  her,  made  at  him  with  a  threatning  Cry,  and  ibon 
reduced  him  to  a  great  Extremity,  by  cutting  the  Straps  of 
bis  Heimet,  which  tumbling  him  off,  left  his  Head  unarmed; 
and  in  that  Fury  (he  had  undoubtedly  flain  him,  if  Orontes^ 
who  then  called  to  mind  the  Friendihip  that  had  been  be- 
tween him  and  Cajfandcr^  had  not  ftept  between  and  recei- 
ved her  Blows  upon  his  Shield,  entreatine  her  to  give  him 
Cajfanders  Life :  *  And  you,  Ca/fandery  (laid  he,  turning  to 
him )  ^  yield  your  felf  to  Oromes,  who  was  faercxofore  your 
^  Friend :  Orontes  foon  obtained  his  defires  of  both*    The' 
£ur  Queen  conquered  her  Indignation,  to  grant  her  dear 
Orontes  what  he  demanded ;  and  Caffander  prefenting  him 
his  Sword,  by  that  Adlion  put  a  ftop  to  all  thofe  that  were 
turned  againft  him ;  and  the  Soldiers  of  the  adverfe  party, 
upon  this,  threw  down  their  Arms,  and  had  their  Lives 
fpared. 

Oroondates  being  now  freed  from  his  Enemies,  and  hear- 
ing that  the  Princefles  vvere  in  danger,  it  ftruek  him  with  a 
deadlv  Fear,  and  made  him  hafte  with  all  fpeed  to  their 
afliftance ;  when,  to  his  exceeding  Joy,  he  fqund  that  Pt^ 
lomeus  and  I.yfimachus  had  done  that  exeeeding  great  Service 
for  them  before,  he  arrived,  being  followed  by  Artaxerxes. 
and  moft  of  the  Princes  :   When  Lji/imachis  juft  rerarned 

from 
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^from  bb  ViiSioiy  o^er  Aketas  and  his  Men^  and  under^^ 
ftanding  what  had  happened,  drawing  near  to  that  Con* 
qnering  Friend^  he  teftiiy'd  by  his  Joy  and  by  his  Endear** 
ments,  .Hbw  tnvicH  Yit  was  concerned  in  his  good  Succefs* 
And  when  LjfimachAs told hitn  of  H^xanas Repentance, and 
of  the  0$:ttti  s  Goodnefs  towards  her,  it  raviihed  his  Heart 
With  an  esccels  of  Contentmi^nc ;  he  hardly  ftaved  the  end 
of  that  Difconrfe,  bat  leaving  others  to  appeafe  the  Difor* 
ders  that  yet  remained  in  the  City,  burning  with  Impa- 
ticncy  to  fee  his  adored  Princefs  free  from  her  cruel  Cap* 
tivity ;  he  ran  immediately  to  the  Hou(e,  and  finding  her 
in  her  Chamber,  whither  (he  had  retired  upon  the  Noife  o^ 
the  laft  Fighty  with  her  Sifter  and  ^oxana^  under  the  Guard 
of  Pt$lomeus  ;  pulling  off  his  Helmet^  be  threw  himfelf  fo 
fuddenly  at  her  Feet,  that  (he  had  no  time  to  prevent  it, 
and  emoraced  her  Knees  with  tranfports  that  were  peculiar 
to  his  Paflion.    The  Queen,  who  was  feized  with  a  Joy  as 

f^reat  as  his,  embraced  him  alfo  with  motions  little  different 
rom  his ;  and  /^0x^im,  during  that  Adion^  not  being  able 
to  conquer  hers,  notwithftanding  all  the  violence  Hie  ufed 
upon  her  (elf  to  do  (b,  was  like  to  have  died  through  an 
extremity  of  Grief  and  Jealoufie ;  yet  had  (he  at  leaft  this 
advantage,  that  her  Adkions  were  but  little  taken  notice  of: 

*  You  are  at  liberty,  my  adored  Queen  (cryed  paflionate 
Oroondates)  *  and  I  am  now  permitted  to  fee  you  out  of 
'  Ferdicas*s  power;  you  have  triumphed  over  your  Misfor-, 

tunes  by  your  Venue  alone,  and  h^ve  made  Oroondates 
triumph  over  his  Miferies  by  your  Goodnefs :  How  Glo^ 
ous  is  he  now !  and  how  great  an  Obligation  has  he  to 
all  thofe  CrofleSy  by  which  he  has  been  able  to  find  you 
had  not  forgotten  him :  All  the  Afflictions  he  hath  fuf. 
fered  ought,  in  hi3  efteem,  to  be  accounted  BlefHngs, 
fince  by  thofe  means  be  has  obtained  this  Knowledge  of 
your  Goodnefs. 

He  faid  manjr  other  things  with  tranfports  of  Joy }  when 
he  Queen  anhverihg  with  a  Sweetnefs  full  of  Majefty^ 
Yes,  my  dear  Prince,  at  laft  I  am  free  (faid  (he)  after 
having  endiltcd  fo  itiany  Miferies ;  but^  by  your  Example, 
my  Sufferings  at-e  dearer  to  me  than  my  Liberty,  fince  you 
by  them  have  feen  that  1  was  not  Ingfateful  to  your  Af- 
foftion  :  Vet  fet  not  foO  high  a  value  upon  a  Fortune  yott 
have  fo  well  deferved  |  I  owed  you  a  great  deal  more 
than  one  fingle  Life ;  and  if  the  Gods  had  given  me  many^   • 

*  I  would  Itove  facrififca  them  all  to  fo  precious  a  Remem- 
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^  brance.    They  had  &id  more  to-  one  another,  if  Otmii- 
dates^  having  elpy'd  ^xana,  had  boc  thought  himfelf  obli- 

Eed  inGenerofity  to  give  her  fome  Confolation;  but  befere 
e  went  to  do  fo,  he  commended  the  Queen  s  Goodnels  to 
her,  and  thanked  her  for  it  in  foch  terms,  as  made  I{pxand 
know  how  much  he  was  incerefled  in  her  fafety,  •  Ac  his 
approach  (he  wiped  away  the  Tears  that  her  Sorrow  caufed 
her  to  ihed,  and  he  had  no  fooner  opened  his  Mouth  to 
comfort  her,  but  (he  prevented  him ;  and  looking  on  him 
with  Eyes  all  langufhing,  '  Remember  (faid  (he)  that  you 
^  have  received  your  Life  from  me  to  day,  as  well  as  I 
'  received  mine  irom  the  Queen ;  and  that  you  ou^bc  not 

*  to  aggravate  my  Sorrows  by  your  Prefence,  nor  by  your 

*  Difcour(c,  feeing  Fate  hath  happened  contrary  to  my  Er- 

*  pedation :  As  you  refped  the  Gods,  permit  mc  to  avoid 

*  them ;  and  it  not  being  poiTible  for  me  to  bate  you,  be 

*  pleaf^  that  I  may  never  fee  you  more* 

The  Prince  was  touched  with  thefe  words,  and   being 
unwilling  to  difturb  her,  he  only  faid  as  he  retired,  *It  is 

*  not  my  Intention,  Madam,  to  redouble  your  Difcontents, 

*  nor  to  difavow  the  Obligation  I  have  to  you  ;  I  (hould 

*  have  peri(hed  if  it  had  not  been  for  your  afliftance,  but  I 
^  am  no  ways  infenfible  of  it ;  and  inftead  of  aggravating 
'  your  Sorrows,  I  wi(h  I  was  capable,  with  part  of  my 

*  Life,  to  contribute  towards  your  Confolation  :   And  if 

*  any  Objefts  here  be  unpleafing  to  you,  1  tell  you,  with 

*  the  Queen's  permiflion,  that  you  may  rcrarn  when  you 

*  will  to  the  Pallace,  and  remain  there  with  all  the  Liberty 

*  and  all  the  Authority  you  were  wont  to  have.  The 
Queen  confirmed  this  Offer  to  ^xana  with  Words  full  of 
Civility  ;  and  that  afflidled  Xady  defiring  nothing  fo  much 
as  Retirement  and  Solitarinefs,  accepted  the  proffer  d  Favour; 
and  giving  the  Queen  Thanks  for  it,  depaned  to  the  Palace 
under  the  Conducfl  of  Ptolomeus  :  She  was  no  fooner  gone, 
but  Prince  Artaxerxesy  Lyjimachus^  Seieucus,ThaIeftrhj  Oron- 
tes  and  Demetrius^  came  in  together  ;  at  the  (ight  of  that 
dear  Brother,  the  Princeffes  of  Perjia  ran  to  him  quite  tran- 
fported,  and  throwing  themfelves  into  his  Arms,  bedewed 
his  Face  with  Tears,  which  a  tender  Afiedion  drew  from 
dieir  bright  Eyes,  immediately  after  having  bewailed  him 
Eight  whole  Years ;  the  Queen,  before,  in  that  fpace,  had 
iccn  him  but  a  little  time,  when  he  refcued  her  from  Per- 
dicas^  upon  the  Banks  of  tlie  Eufhatesy  and  the  Princels  had 
iiot  leen  him  till  now,  and  it  was  only  by  the  Queen  s  re* 
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lation  (he  had  Learnt,  he  was  alive  afcer  having  payed  fo 
nrjany  Tears  to  his  Imaginary  Death,  wherefore  at  this  time 
fbe  ingroijed  him  from  the  Queen,  and  held  him  fo  long 
in  her  Amas,  as  if  fhe  had  meant  to  repair  that  difadvan- 
tage. 

None  pnefent  could  behold  the  remains  of  the  illuftrious 
Family  of  Darim,  in  this  happy  condition,  without  an  ex- 
tream  tendernefs,  nor  did  any  of  them  but  appear  moft 
fenfibly  concem'd  in  that  alteration  of  their  fortune.  The 
Queen  was  fcarce  got  loofe  from  her  Brother's  embraces, 
when  fhe  found  her  felf  dafped  about  by  one  Armed,  who 
in  fpitc  of  her  repugnancy  Imprinted  many  Ardent  kiflcs 
on  her  ruby  Lips.  This  piit  her  inro  a  furprizing  Aftonifh- 
ment,  and  made  her  blufli  at  fach  a  Familiarity,  when  look- 
ing on  Oroondates,  he  foon  fettled  her  Mind,  by  telling  her 
that  Warriour  was  the  Amas^onian  Queen,  whofe  Sex  al- 
lowed her  priviledges  that  were  denyed  to  the  Garb  fhe 
then  was  in,  and  Queen  Statira  having  heard  of  her  repu- 
tation, and  how  flie  fought  in  her  quan^l,  foon  (hewed  a 
very  great  afFedkion  towards  her,  and  gaVe  her  all  the  Te- 
ftimonies  of  it,  that  could  be  defired:,and  when  all  the 
Company  had  renewed  the  expreflions,  of  the  high  Satisfa- 
ftion  they  conceived  at  fo  happy  a  meeting,  they  refolved  to 
leave  that  detefted  Houfe  full  of  Blood  and  Dead  Bodies, 
and  fince  the  Palace  was  left  to  Hpxanay  they  went  to  the 
Houfe  of  Generous  Selucusy  whom  they  highly  commend- 
ed for  having  faved  Oroondafes's  Life  by  the  timely  aid  he 
brought  him,  and  that  togerher  with  Nearchtts  he  had  faci- 
litated the  entrance  of  thofe  Princes,  into  the  City,  that 
had  turned  their  misfortunes  upon  their  Enemies,  and  made 
fo  fudden  a  change  in  their  Affairs.  They  extolled  the 
high  obligation  they  had  to  him  with  praifes  which  his 
Modefty  could  not  fuffer.  He  difingaged  himfelf  as  well 
as  poffibly  he  might  from  chofe  civilities  wherewirh  he  was 
in  a  manner  overyvhelmed  and  defirous  to  ftop  the  Cur- 
rent of  them,  i;^/ /iw// Nearchus  (faid  he)  have  done  any 
thing  It  was  only  that  to  which  we  were  too  -powerfully  engaged : 
the  ufage  we  had  received  from  our  Friends^  and  from  our  Ene» 
miesy  did  with  a  great  deal  of  Juflice  make  them  change  thofe 
qualities  in  our  O pinion Sy  andunlefs  we  would  ha^e  been  the  haf» 
ejt  Men  in  the  iVorld  we  could  not  fuffer  the  greateft  and  moft 
conjiderable  Perfons  of  it  to  fuffer  nnjuftly.  At  his  Houfe  (which 
was  fair  artd  fpacibus,  witlrmany  convenient  Lodgings)  they 
liirere  entrained  2i»  in  a  Palace,  when  the  Princes,  who 
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after  his  fuccefs  could  not  bear  tl^e  ablence  of  thoGb  duqf 
entirely  Loved,  hafted  to  dbe  Caiop  to  inform  them  of  k 
and  to  condu(3:  themrhither, 

IWhen  the  Light:  was  ready  to.give  place  to  Daiicndsi 
and  enchroaching  night  began  to  overspread  the  Faoe  of  did 
Earch,  The  Princefs  of  Scy^hia  tinder  the  Condud:  of  her 
Dear  Anaxerxes^  The  Princefs  DeiJamUj  tinder  that  of 
Demetriusy  and  Barfina  with  her  Sifters  under  their  Fathers 
and  Brothers,  with  Cleme  and  other  Ladies,'  czshc  all  toge^ 
ther  to  Selucus%  Houfe,    The  Queen  with  the  Prince(s  her 
Sifter  who  had  notice  of  ii^  went  out  of  their  Chamber  to 
meet  theoi,  and  received  theoi  with  all  the  civil  refpedl  and 
demonftration  of  a  real  Joy  their  Languages  and  embraces 
could  exprefs  :  never  lb  many  glorious  Beauties  ihined  in 
one  jplace,  and  yet  without  Envy  or  Emulation  too  nfual  v^ 
the  fair  Sex.     And  Prince  Oroondates  feeing  them  in  a  hap* 
py  Converfationy  he  had  fo  much  defired,  began  to  think 
of  fome  flight  Wounds,  he  had  received,  which  a  little 
pained  him,  and  being  retired  privately  to  his  Chamber  he 
bad  them  fearched  aiid^refled,  as  Selucus  had  likewKe  his  | 
betaking  themiietvieSy   notwLthftanding,  to  their  repofe  that 
Night,  muclf  better  than  they  had  done  for  manv  bc&rcit; 
and  all  the  reft  were  accommodated  with  Chamoers  ridily 
fumi(hed,  and  with  fuch  other  neceflaries  as  were  in  (bme 
meafure  Suitable  to  their  Quality  :  and  by  this  time  all  the 
City  which  had  been  in  fo  great  aConfuHon,  and  in  which 
d  dreadAil  Scene  of  Slaughter  had  that  Day  been  afted,  was 
quieted  by  the  care  of  Oxyartes  and  other  Commanders,who 
ran  to  reftrain  their  Soldiers  by  their  Authority , from  doing  far« 
therVioIence:  and  no  fooner  had  the  Glorious  Chariot  of  the 
Day  hovered  its  Wheels  over  the  Ocean,  and  its  fiery  Horfes 
blown  the  Streaming  Light  from  their  NoftrilSy  but  care  was 
taken  of  the  Wounded  Men  as  wellEnemies  as  Friends,and 
by  that  Charitable  afliftance  moft  of  them  recovered,  and 
all  things  were  fettled  info  good  Order  by  a  prudent  manage* 
ment,and  known  conduA  in  thofe  affairs,that  Mifrule  gave 
place,  and  the  Face  of  good  Government  was  again  reftored. 
The  Princefles  were  no  fooner  up  in  the  Morning,  but 
hearing  of  Oroondates  his  Wounds  they  were  much  trciiii. 
led,  till  the  Chirurgeons  afiiired  them  they  were  in  no  de- 
gree dangerous;  yet  they  bafted  with  YmcQ  Artaxerxesxo 
vifit  him,  and  then  it  was  by  the  Counfcl  of  the  Prince  of 
Verfia^  that  the  Queen  was  perfcaded  to  prefent  Tbeodatcs 
to  him,  and  infona  him  of  the  King  his  Father's  Deaths  be 
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alio  took  the  fame  care  himfc!f  with  5ffr»/c^;  and  thonph 
that  news  plunged  her  at  firft  into  an  extremity  of  grief,  -c 
began  by  little  and  little  to  find  fomc  abatement  by   the 
Prince's  Confolations.    The  Prince  of  ScytiU  received  T/  •- 
odateswixh  an  unufual  kindnefk,  and  when  he  had  asked  him 
the  caufe  of  his  coming,  the  Queen  who  had  before  prepared 
him  with  her  Difcourfe  for  the  News  (he  meant  to  tell  him,at 
l«ft  acquitedher  felf  of  the  Commiflion  that  was  given  her. 
Oroondates  was  as  deeply  concerned  at  it  as  could  be  ex- 
peAed  from  fo  excellent  a  nature;  and  the  remembrance  of 
the  ill  ufage  he  bad  received  from  his  Father,  was  not  ca^ 
pable  to  bloc  out  that  of  bis  Birth  and  Edncation,  nor  thofe 
charatflers  of  affe&ion,  which  nearnefs  of  Blood  had  engra* 
ven  in  his  Heart :  he  wept  in  fo  joyful  a  time,  and  made 
Complaints  tba;  nearly  touched  the  Hearts  of  thofe  that  were 
leaft  concerned  in  his  Atfairs  r  but  in  fine,  he  had  coo  great 
^  Courage  to  fink  under  that  affli(ftiony  after  having  fupported 
io  many  others  with  too  much  moderation ,  not  to  give  ear  to 
reafon  in  that  a&ion,  and  too  perfect  a  refignation  to  the 
Qoeen's will  torefafe  ber  confolations: fothat  atkft tharSior. 
my  Grief  blew  over,  and  care  wasiaken  to  fet  the  Prifoners  at 
Liberty  j  moft  of  thofe  of  note  in  return  of  Gratitude  freely 
ofering  to  remain  in  the  Servkre  of  the  Princes,  with  fo  ma- 
ny as  were  left  aliw  that  had  been  under  their  Command  : 
but  it  was  fomething  difficult  for  Cajfandcr  to  obtain  his  Li- 
berty, coniidering  his  many  Crimes,  and  particularly  his 
ftanding  charged  with  the  Murther  of  his  King :  And  the 
Illuftrious  Widow  oi Alexander  the  Great ^  notwithftanding 
all  her  Goodnefs  and  Generofity,  cou'd  not  handfome.y 
confent  he  (hou'd  be  fet  at  Liberty  :  her  Refentments  were 
approved  by  all  that  had  heard  how  Alexander  came  by  his 
untimely  Death ;  but  by  Cajfande/s  happy  Luck,  at  that 
time,  the  two  Soldiers  Antigonm  had  produc'd  as  Witnefles 
had  been  flain  in  Battel,fo  that  there  remain  d  no  Proof  againft 
him,-  his  Brother  Jolas  being  likewife  fallen  by  the  Sword 
in  the  late  Encounters  that  had  happened  in  Babylon.    This 
wasthe  caufe  that  encouraged  O-ontes^  who  had  contraAed  a 
Friendfliip  with  him,to  interceed  for  him.  And  the  Amo:(onian 
Queen  out  of  compliance  to  her  beloved  Prince  of  the  Maf- 
fagetsj  ufed  all  her  power  to  fecond  him  in  his  Rcqueft  to 
thofe  that  could  deny  them  nothing  ;  nor  was  Selucus  want-- 
ingto  him,  which  compleated  their  confent  to  grant  him 
his  Liberty,  and  by  their  means  his  Pardon  was  obtained 
ppon  Condition,  th^t  h^  fliould  immediacely  depart  out  of 
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Babylon  with  all  that  adhered  to  him,  and  retire  to  bis  own 
Province  in  Ewofe.  He  accepted  of  this  with  a  kioi  €if 
Joy,  kting  l(pxatM  vfzs  not  uken  from  him  ;  and  depaiced 
with  a  Defign  to  raife  fuch  Troubles  in  Greece  as  might  cam- 
pell  her  to  ufe  him  more  kindly  than  yet  (he  bad  done. 

Prince  Oroondates  being  cured  of  his  Wounds  in  a  few 
Days,  and  the  City  reftor'd  to  Pteace  and  Tranquillity,  tbe 
greater  part  of  the  Army  retir'd  to  the  Camp  witbont  the 
\(^alls,  to  difencumber  the  Citizens  of  tbatBunhen,  which 
otherwife  would  have  lain  heavy  upon  them,  when  i(AX- 
ana  impatient  of  a  longer  ftay  in  a  Place  that  was  become 
hateful  to  her  by  the  Mediation  af  Ptolomeus,  obtain'd  leave 
to  depart  for  Macedonia^  which  Province  was  allotted  her  by 
thegenei^al  confcnr:  and  being  no  longer  able  to  look  upon 
Babylon  wichout  Horror,  after  having  pray'd  Pfobmem  to 
ask  the  Qpc^n's  pardon  in  her  Name,  fince  the  fear  (he  had 
to  prefent  her  felr  again  before  her  whom  (he  had  fo  mortal- 
ly offended,  made  hec  depart  without  feeing  her,  and  to  te^ 
ftify  to  her  in  her  behalf,  That  the  Senfe  (he  had  of  her 
Good- will  ob'.ig'd  her  towifli  her  all  nianner  of  Profperityj 
(he  began  her  Journey  the  Day  following  under  the  Con- 
dudl  of  Peuceftas  and  Audiagoraiy  who  waited  on  her  with 
three  Thou fand  Men  of  thole  they  had  Commanded,  and 
two  Thou  fand  Macedonians  whom  Selucus  permitted  to  re- 
turn into    their  Country. 

The  departure  of  thefe  Perfons,    whofe  Company  was 

not  pleafing  to  them,  gave  a  freer  liberty  to  the  Princes 

for  rhe  minding  their  own  particular  Affairs ;  and  all  other 

Things  being  peaceably  fettled  in  Babylon^  it  was  only  Love 

that  made  War  there,  and  the  Wounds   that  he  had  give? 

were  not  healed  up  like  thofe  that  had  been  gi\en  in  the 

late  Occafions.    Oroondates   languifh'd   in  Flames  at   th|? 

Queen's  Feet,  not  knowing  how  to  be  fccured  againft  her 

Scruples,  after  thecaufe  (he  had  given  him  to  fear  them  in 

all  that  had  befallen  him  (ince  the  Death  of  Alexander.  Ar^ 

taxerxcsXwtfS,  in  a  little  more  afTurance  with  Bernice,  and 

was  hardly  in  any  doubt  to  eftablifh  his  Fortune,  Lyfifm^* 

chus  was  more  uncertain  by  reafon  of  Parifdtis*s  Humoiir, 

though    he  began    to  find  by  many  fjgns  that  (he  really 

loved  him:  Grout cs  was  the  beft   fatisfy'd  of  them   all,    as 

knowing  his  fair  Queen s  Affec5lion  to  him;  his  Impatience 

alone  causM  the  greateft  part  of  his  Difconients.    Oxyartes 

was  in  good  hopes  of  Barfina^  and  finding  no  Repugnance 

in  the  Inclinations  of  that.  Lovely  Princefs,  he  expecfted  h^f 

;    .         •^.  '  :  .>'.    •-.    *.   .         •••-    ,  '.i  '-.\,    Felicity 
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Felicity  Mddi^  that  of  his  Friends.    Young  Dwittf^/ii/ was  the 
leaft  advanced  in  his  Suit  to  the  Fair  Deidamia;  and  though 
by  hi5  Services,  and  by  his  Power  to  make  himfelf  be- 
loved, be  bad  gained  much  upon  her  Heart,  yet  he  bad  noc 
l>een  able  to  baniib  thence  the  Memory  of  ^Fir  which  was 
£b  deeply  £x'd  in  it.    Though  in  the  hope  of  all  thefe  Illii- 
ftrious  Lovers  there  was  fomc  difference,  tlieir  Sufferings 
yet  were  equal)  and  all  of  them  iighed  either  through  Fear 
or  through  Deiire :  Chance  brought  them  all  together  one 
Day  in  the  Queen  s  Chamber  with  their  Princeflcs,  and  it 
ifeemM  as  if  it  bad  been  the  Decifion  of  their  Fortune. 
Oroondates  eamieftly  foUicited  the  Queen  to  grant  him  that 
Happiaefs  to  which  he  now  afpir'd,  to  Crown  his  utm6ft 
Felicities  after  fo  many  Sufferings,  and  the  Ocean  of  Milis- 
ry  he  had  fwam  through,  with  the  fo  often  peril  of  his  Life  ; 
and  after  having  made  a  long  Difcourfe  to  her  on  that  Sub. 
f&Stj  he  fix'd  his  Eyes  on  the  Ground  in  expecStation  of 
her  Anfwer,  and    flie  remain'd  a  ^ood  while  in  fufpence, 
contrary  to  his,  and  the  expedation  of  all  the  Company, 
that  Scrupulous  Queen  very  nice  of  her  Honour  and  Virtue, 
fearing  to  be  accus'd  of  Lightnefs  for  Marrying  any  one  at 
leaft  fo  foon  after  the  Death  of  Alexander  the  Great;  though 
ihe  gave  him  not  an  abfolute  Denial,  but  fweetned  her 
ExF^flions  with  muchTendcrnefs  for  him,   yet  it  ftruck 
the  Prince  into  fuch  a  Confufion  and  Fear,  that   a  deadly 
palenefs  foon  oveiripread  his  Face  and  made  him  tremble  at 
what  (he  had  laid  ;  which  Artaxerxes  who  was  nearefl  to 
bim  firft  perceiving,  ihewed  his  Refentment  with  fomewhat 
an  angry  Htmiouc,    fi^at  Sifter   (cryed  he  impatiently) 
is  it  with  thefe  Scruflesyou  mean  tafay  the  Services  o/Oroon- 
dates,  and  will  youkjll  us  both  with  your. Ingratitude  ?  *Tis  I  a^ 
l^ne  will  die  (added  the  King  of  Scythia)   and  til  Die  with- 
out complainin^y  if  the  Q^een  fronounces  tJje  Sentence  of  my 
Death.    Tou  Jhall  not  Dicy  my  rfff4r  Oropndates  (faid    the 
Queen  falling  upon  him  with  open  Arms)  and  I  my  felfwUl 
Die  a /re  at  deal  rather  than  give  you  any  reafon  to  accufc  me ;  1 
have  refrefented  to  you  all  the  Confiderations  that  might  crtfi 
the  Haffiwfs  Iwifhforyau^  I  told  you  what  the  fVorld  would 
Cenfure  in  this  your  Dcfire  of  me.    But  now  I  teU  yoUy  that  to 
fiitisfy  what  lowetoyou^  and  to  follow  my  Inclination^  1*11  fafs 
over  all  thefe  Maxims ,  and  all  the    confideration  of  Peofles 
Difcour/ij  to  give  my  felf  up  totally  to  you  :    I  had  rather  be 
Recounted  Light  and  Imprudeni  by  them  that  know  you   not^ 
than  Faithlrfi  i(nd  Ingr^efiil  in  your  Opinions  I  am  yours  by 
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t$$f9$mfid  l|f4/«tf  /0  be  ever  able  f  retirt ;  4mi  xfouU  U 
flemd  the  Gids  that  inpvfng  mjfelfteymj  I  emd  givejm 
fimethimgman  wertby  tf  ym  mU ef yem L0ve.  Im  brief  Unmg 
4ifuk  dll  Scruples  J  Hve  in  amAffwrMnee^That  Stama  mat  enfy  wiii 
never ^  be  amethers^  fer  thais  m  einnw  whereef  yam  are  already 
eertain^  but  that  Jhe  wit  be  ymrs  %y  lawful  ways  whcnfiever 
yeu  fhat  defire  it. 

Tbefe  words  fcrivcd  the  Princes  £uling  Spirits^   ^nA 
changed    his  MelanchoNr  into  Raptures^    which    would 
HOC  be  cafie  to  ezpreB,    when  kiffing   her   fair    Haod, 
which  (he  freely  gave  him  as  a  Seal  of  her  fincene  Af- 
fe^ion,  he  turned  to  Prince  Artaxerxes  with  another  man- 
ner of  CoancenancCy  than  that  he  had  appeared  with  a 
moment  before,  and  Toy  brighming  his  Face,  ^  Ah  Brocber 
(faid  be)  'now  that  by  my  Qneens  Goodnefe  and  your's; 
^  I  have  atuined  the  height  of  my  Felicity,  I  cannot  bur 
'  defire  your  Satisfa((%ion  (hould  be  equal ;  and  fince  you 
^  judge  my  Sifter  worthy  of  your  Atte<%ions,  ihe  ihall  be 
^  yonr's  the  fame  day  the  Queen  (hall  voudifafe  to  con- 

*  lummate  my  Happinefs :  I  wifh  that  with  her  I  could 
'  reftore  yoli  the  Empires  you  have  loft  ;  but  I  know 
^  your  Vertue  difdains  them,  or  can  recover  them  by  that 
^  Sword,  which  can  make  you  afpire  to  th&  moft  Glorious 
^  Conquefts.  And  in  the  mean  time,,  dear  Brother,  give 
^  me  leave  to  reiign  to  you  one  half  of  a  fpacious  King. 
^  dom,  which  the  Gods  have  left  me,  and  which  (hall  be 

*  ehat  part  of  Seythia^    that  lies  in  AJia  neareft  to  the 
^  Dommions  that  were  the  King  your  Father's^  and  with 

*  it  I  offer  you  not  only  my  own  afCftance^  but  that  of 

*  all  my  Subjeifts,  for  the  recovery  of  a  part  of  that  £m- 
f  pire  Dtirius  has  loft. 

The  Prince  of  Perfia  anfwered  Jn  very  obliging  terms, 
but  utterly  refufed  any  more  than  to  retire  a  while  with 
his  fair  Princefs^and  deareft  Brother  into  Scythia^  and  that 
he  would  make  ufe  of  thofe  Forces  he  ofiered  to  eftablifh 
himfelf,  if  poifible,  in  part  of  tfiofe  Territories  that  were 
due  to  him  by  Birth,  for  no  other  Ambition  than  that  his 
Princefs  might  not  be  deftitute  of  a  Crowih,  or  fuflered 
to  fall  beneath  her  Dignity.  Whilft  this  Dif^^urfe  held, 
Lyfimacbus  was  making  his  Addre(s  to  Parifath ;  but  her 
Humour  created  fo  many  Scruples,  notwithftanding  (he 
entirely  loved  him,  that  nothing  but  the  Perfwaiions  and 
Authority  of  her  Brother,  and  of  the  Qiieen  her  Sifter, 
could  nuke  her  fuddenly  r^olve  to  give  ^  felf  to  his 

Amw; 
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Arms:  To  them  (he  yielded,  and  in  rbis  L^machus  found 
iiimielf  one  of  the  happieft  Men  in  the  World.  Oxyartet 
and  Qrontes  found  little  difficulty  to  prevail  with  Barfing 
and  Thakfirisy  in  yielding  their  confents ;  but  Deidamia^ 
In  all  appearance,  remained  fixed  -in  her  determinaciouy 
to  live  only  to  the  Memory  of  her  dear  Agis  ;  which 
preatly  affll&ed  the  paffionate  Demetriusy  and  the  mere, 
becaufe  he  law  others  centering  upon  all  the  Happinefs  their 
Wilhes  could  frtoie,  or  their  largeft  Defires  attain  to  ; 
and  when  he  beheld  all  contented,  ^  Shall  I  then  be  the 
^  only  miferablq  Man  ( crved  he)  whilft  you  all  abandon 

*  your  felves  to  Joy  }  Shall  I  alone  abandon  my  felf  to  de- 
f  fpair  ?  Cannot  the  Examples  of  fo  many  vertuous  Prin* 
'  ceiTes  move  unfenfible  Deidamia  f  And  (hall  not  I  vain* 
f  ly  have  fought  in  your  behalf  againft  your  Hving  Ene« 
f  mieSy  if  the  Dead  make  War  againft  me,  and  if  that  I 
f  am  conquered  by  thoie  that  are  not  in  the  World,  Ab^ 
'  if  I  believed  that  my  Death  might  render  my  Def^y 
'  equal  jco  that  of  fortunate  jfgis^  how  willingly  would  I 

•  precijrftate  my  felf  into  my  Grave?    And  how  frc«ely 

*  would  I  pour  forth  all  my  Blood,  if  by  it  I  could  bqpQ 

•  to  merit  the  Teare  of  Oeidamia. 

Demetrius  fpake  thefe  and  fuch  like  words  with  fo  pafl 
donate  an  Aclion,  that  all  the  Company  were  touched 
with  it ;  and  Deidamia  coniidering  the  excellent  Qualities 
of  that  young  Prince,  they  had  not  wrought  fo  little  upon 
her,  but  that  they  produced  a  great  deal  of  AiK(%ion  to«* 
wards  him.  She  began  indeed  to  love  him,  yet  the  Me« 
mory  o(  Agi$  fought  ftill  againft  her  Afie<%ions ;  and  even 
the  fear  (he  had  of  bein^  accufed  of  Incohftancy  would 
not  fuffer  her  to  declare  it.  She  remained  without  any  Re« 
ply  to  the  words  of  Demetrius^  and  keeping  her  Eyes  fixed 
on  the  Ground,  difcovered  by  that  A(%on  (he  was  un- 
refolved,  when  all  the  Princeiles,  whom  Demetrius  had 
moved  to  Compaflton,  and  who  defired  Deidamia  s  Settle* 
menr,  came  to  her,  and  reprcfented  that  (he  alone  ought  not 
to  oppofe  the  publick  Rejoycing ;  they  fet  before  her  Eyes( 
the  httle  Reafon  (he  had  fo  obftinatcly  to  perfift  in  her 
Paifion,  for  a  Man,  that  had  (b  long  been  dead»  and 
whofe  Ghoft  (he  had  already  fatisfy'd  with  her  Tcairs  ; 
and  in  fine,  they  u(ed  lb  many  powerful  Arguments  and 
Pcf fwafions,  that  Antigtmns  putting  in  with  them,  by  lu$ 
Encreaiies  (he  at  laft  yielded  either  to  Love  or  Imporra- 
nity,  or  to  the  ConfiderAtion  of  her  Aft^irs,    At  a  Con* 
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feffion  fo  defired  by  Demetrius^  his  Joy  brake  forth  wicb 
f  fcar  ezcers,  inibtnuch  that  he  did  many  Adions^  whfcfa 
Mtbiiig  but  his  Yoach  and  Paffion  could  ezcule  :  Bcida^^ 
wria  appeared  a  good  while  out  of  Countenance  ac  her 
change,  and  begged  Pafdon  for  it  of  Agis  with  a  great 
many  Tears ;  but '  in  the  end  (he  was  io  wdl  encoufaged 
by  the  Queens  and  Princefles,  that  flie  approved  what  flie- 
had  confented  to  with  a  little  more  Confidence  than  be- 
fixe  ;  and  the  Impadency  of  the  Princes  fo  far  prevailed 
with  them,  that  aU  thele  fo  much  defired  Nuptials  fhould 
be  folemnized  the  next  day ;  little  regarding  that  State 
and  Pomp,  which  a  longer  time  required,  to  fet  forth   a 
Magnificence  due  to  the  greateft  Perfons  on  Earth  :  yet 
was  the  remainder  of  that  day  imployed  by  Selmcus,  Ptobr 
meus^  Antigohiusy  and  the  reft  of  their  Friends,  in   neceC- 
iary  Preparations ;  and  the  young  Princes  made  themfdves 
xeady  for  Courfes  and  Combats  of  Pleafure,  to  which  they 
did  not  think  fit  to  call  the  elder  and  more  £unoiis 
Captains. 

The  glorious  Sun  no  fooner  guilded  the  Ea.rth  with  its 
glittering  Beams,  and  brought  the  happy  Day  that  ihould 
crown  their  longing  Expedtations,  but  Qieen  Thaieftris 
took  Horfe,  with  Orontes^  Ptolomeus,  Eumencs  and   Hip- 
foHtaj  and  rode  to  the  Quarter  of  the  AmaT^mes^  where 
aflembling   her  Women,  (he,  with  a  great  deal  of  Elo- 
quence, declared  her  Intentions  to  marry  Ormtes^  and  the 
caufes  that  moved  her  to  it ;  labouring  with  them  to  take 
Husbands,   and  live  chaftly,  by  abolilhing  the  Ihamefiil 
Cuftom  of  their  Country  in  going  to  feek  Men  of  ftrangc 
Nations  to  pleafqre  them,  making  fome  of  them  blufh  at 
remembrance  of  things  they  had  done :  She  excited  them 
to  take  a  generous  Refolution  for  the  recovery  of  their 
Honour,  and  either  to  caft  Men  off  for  ever,  and  be  the 
laft  Ama:{ones  in  the  World,  or  to  fuffer  them  only  by  law- 
ful means ;  and  that  if  they  reftifed  to  follow  her  Exam- 
ple, fhe  was  ready  to  deliver  up  the  Crown,  and  retire 
with  Ormtes  to  his  own  Country,  and  leave  them  at  li- 
berty in  choofpg  a  Queen,  under  which  they  might  live 
in  their  ancient  Priviledges.    She  faid  a  great  deal  more 
to  the  feme  purpofe,  infomuch  that  (he  won  them  to  con- 
font  to  all  (he  defired.    The  hivThai^s  fotmd  marvelous 
caufe  of  Satisfa<flion  in  this  Event;  ai^  after  having  pro- 
mifed  her  Women  fweetnefs  and  tranquillity  of  Life,  very 
different  from  that  they  had  enjoyed  j  (he  embraced  tbep 
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Jn  their  turns,  with  Tcftimonics  of  a  very  tender  A^ 
ftdtion,  and  returned  into  the  City  before  the  Queen  aad 
Frinceiles  were  in  a  readinefs  to  go  to  the  Temple. 

The  ladies  were  this  day  drefled  in  all  their  Princely 
Ornaments,  which  added  (uch .  Luftre  to  their  natur^ 
Beaficies,  that  dazled  the  Eyes  gf  their  Lovers,  wh6 
deemed  all  the  beautiful  things  in  the  World,  not  com- 
parable to  a  fight  fo  charming,  whieh  filled  their  Hearts 
with  true  Contentment :  They  were  condu(5ied  to  Jutws 
Temple  through  Crouds  of  People,  with  loud  Acclama- 
tions and  Shouts  of  Joy,  and  entered  it  with  a  Pomp  thac 
brought  new  Light  into  it :  Bemice,  Deidamia,  and  TiEw« 
lefiris^  as  valiant  as  (he  was,  walked  witb  more  fear  and 
balhfulnefs  than  their  Companions ;  for  the  Queen,  the 
Princefe  her  Sifter,  and  Barfinay  who  had  already  been  at 
the  fame  Condition,  went  up  towards  the  Altar  with  a. 
firmer  Refolution,  where  the  Princes  waiting  their  coming, 
they  were  with  the  ufual  Ceremonies  joyned  together  witb 
Bonds  that  could  not  be  untied,  which  never  were  broken 
but  by  Death,  and  the  which,  through  the  whole  courfe 
of  their  Lives,  kept  them  as  clofely  united  as  they  weitc 
that  day.  There  it  was  that  by  fuch  famous  and  impor<» 
tant  Nuptials,  Veitue  faw  it  felf  triumphant  over  fo  ma. 
ny  Misformnes  that  had  vainly  fought  againft  ir,  and.  dua: 
feemed  to  have  crofied  it  for  no  other  end,  than  that  it 
might  (hine  forth  with  more  Luftre  and  Glory, 

Thofe  glad  and  fortimate  Bridegrooms  having  de- 
livered  their  fair  and  blulhing  Brides  back  into  the 
hands  of  thofe  Princes  that  had  conduced  them  thither^ 
followed  them  to  the  Palace,  where  all  things  were  pre* 
pared  as  ftately  and  magnificently  as  the  little  time  would 

Eermit.  O  how  tedious  did  that  day  feem  to  them!  and 
ow  flender  a  Pleafure  did  they  find  in  the  Games,  Coorfes 
and  Combats,  which  the  young  Princes  made  with  much 
Pomp  to  honour  fo  foJemn  an  Adlion ;  after  ^he  Courfe 
and  Combats,  followed  moft  graceful  Dancies  and  adiaii* 
rable  Mufick ;  and  after  all  thofe  Entertainments,  came 
the  moft  delightful  and  the  moft  glorious  Night  that 
^ver  (hrouded  the  Earth  in  pleafing  Darknefs :  Then  wci« 
the  greateft  Beauties  in  the  World  delivered  as  a  Prey  to 
the  Paflions  of  the  mercilefs  Conquerors,  who  revenged 
themfelves  of  the  Torments  they  had  made  them  endure 
with  Refentments,  which,  for  all  they  \\«ere  fo  violem^ 
they  could  not  juftly  difapprove  j  and  to  be  ferioiis,  tlicy 

were 
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were  in  fome  kind  paidonable :  And  it  was  but  tesdonl 
thac  thofe,  whofe  SuBlerings  had  been  fo  tedious  and  cmd, 
Ihould  make  diemfelves  equivalent  Reparations.  Never 
bad  the  God  of  Love  been  prefent  ac  lo  folemn  a  Fe£d- 
▼aly  or  ever  had  received  (uch  honour  as  be  did  that 
Night  in  Babylon.  Ycc^  without  all  queftion,  the  Priix» 
thought  it  too  (hort;  and  one  might,  perchance,  have 
doubted  in  what  Employments  they  had  fa&  it  over,  if 
the  Blufbes  that  appeared  next  morning  in  the  Cheeks  of 
Bemicej  Thakftris^  and  Deidamia,  had  not  given  the  Com- 
pany great  fufpicions  $  yet  did  they  pardon  their  Loven 
the  ottcnce  they  had  commined  by  the  example  of  their 
Companions,  who  had  bom  them  with  more  modera^ 
tion. 

Thefe  conftant  Fires,  Love  had  lighted  widi  his  Hy« 
meneai  Torch,  were  not  extinguilhed  by  many  Years ; 
and  the  AfTedions  of  tbofe  verraous  Perfons  were  placed 
upon  too  (ure  Foundations  to  find  any  thing  in  pofleflion 
that  could  abate  it :   Many  days  were  fpent  in  thefe  Con- 
tentments,  and   the  Princes  took  plentiful  Draughts   of 
thofe  Delights,  after  which  they  had  fo  long  impatiently 
thirfted  ^  and  when  they  had  nothing  more  to  wilh  for, 
they  began  to  think  of  retiring.     King  Oroondates  was  re- 
called into  ScyMa  by  his  Subjedls,  and  he  himfelf  had  a 
defire  to  go  thither,  that  he  might  prefent  his  Queen  with 
the  Crown  of  his  Dominions*     Prince  Artaxerxes  alio  had 
a  defire  to  fee  thofe  Countries  again,  where  he  had  pafled 
(bme  Years,  and  where  he  had  fo  powerfully  gained  the 
People's  Hearts.    All  the  other  Princes  were  obliged  to 
return  into  their  feveral  Countries,  to  be  crowned  them* 
felves  in  thofe  Kingdoms  which  their  Valour  bad  won  | 
and  which  Artaxerxes    freely  left  them,  in  confideration 
of  the  good  Ofiices  they  had  done  for  him  and  his :  They 
all  prepared  themfelves  for  that  fcparation,  but  not  with- 
out a  great  deal  of  trouble  to  every  one  of  them.    Before 
they  went  away,  they  thought  fit  to  take  order  in  what 
remained  to  be  done  j  and  becaufe  Babylon  and  all  AJfyria 
remained  to  them  by  right  of  Conquefk,  after  Seleucus  had 
generoufly  refiifed  it,  they  altogether  caft  their  Eyes  U|>- 
on  Oxyartes,  and  preffed  it  fo  urgenriy  upon  him,   that 
he  was  conftrained  to  accept  the  Soveraignity  of  Babylon: 
Seleucus  had   Armenia  and  Mefofotamia   allotted  to  bim» 
and  Cylieia  fell  to  the  Lot  of  EumeneSj  who  in  'lieu  or 
ijc  refigned  Capfadocia  to  Queen  Tf^aleftris  |  and  after  having 
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ordered  the  Provinces  on  this  manner,  they  all  prqnred 
for  their  departure :  And  when  they  had  beftowed  a  few 
.<]ays  in  the  confirmation  of  their  Alliaoce^  and  in  the 
Tears  that  were  (hed  in  that  Reparation,  they  went  from 
Babylon  to  their  refpedive  Kingdoms  and  Provinces.  Ar-^ 
taxerxes  accompanied  Oromdatesy  and  Ljfimachus  waited 
on  them  in  their  way  as  far  as  Bis^antiumy  the  Metropolis 
of  his  Hhracian  Kingdom,  where  Parifatis  hoped  for  a 
great  deal  of  Confolation  in  die  Neigbourhood  of  die 
Qoeen  her  Sifter,  fince  their  Kingdoms  bordered  upoa 
one  another.  Orontcs  and  Thaleftris  took  their  Journey 
towards  CappaJocia  ;  and  Eumenesy  with  his  fail-  Arjhne^  Si- 
fter to  Barjinoy  kept  them  company  i\m  greateft  pare  of 
their  way.  Ptobmeus  journeyed  with  Apamia  towards 
Egypt y  where  be  was  expe(Sal  with  much  impatiency: 
Antigmius  and  Demttrius  travelled  with  Deidamia  towaids 
Fhrygia ;  Scleucus  at  the  fame  dme  marched  towards  Ar^ 
tnenta,  with  his  Forces,  to  take  pofleilion  by  Arms,  if  tc 
were  refufed  him«  Nearchu^  and  Leonatus  went  into  their 
own  Provinces.  So  that  none  of  the  commanding  Princes 
remained  in  Baiyitm,  except  Oxyanesj  who  with  his  fair 
Barfinay  eftablifhed  there  his  allotted  Dominions  ;  good  old 
PolemoHy  Clemimusy  and  Alctoncy  remained  with  them,  as 
in  their  native  Country  :  And  that  Prince  pitying  Cleoni'^ 
tnusy  who  languiftied  for  Aicioncy  by  many  Reafons  re- 
moving the  Scruples  that  incumbred  her  Mind,  with  the 
remembrance  of  her  beloved  Theattdery  he  gained  her 
cdnfent  to  marry  the  only  Man  in  the  World  flie  loved 
next  him  :  In  confideration  of  which  Marriage,  he  (et^ 
tied  all  the  Riches  and  Offices  of  Theander  and  Bagsftanes 
upon  Cleonlmus  ;  and  for  his  Verrac,  and  for  the  Confide- 
ration of  Polemofty  who  bad  done  all  the  Family  ot  Darim 
good  Services,  he  honoured  him  with  the  moft  important 
Offices  of  his  State. 

Thus,  Reader,  as  I  hope  to  your  Satisfadlion  I  have 
brought  to  a  Conclufion  the  Adventures  of  tbefe  illuftri- 
ous  Lovers,  whofe  Conftancy  and  Vcrtue  ucre  tryed  ia 
a  Thoufand  Turns  of  Fonune*s  fickle  Inconftancy :  And 
now,  no  more  remains,  than  to  wiih  none  to  defpair  of 
fuccefs  in  their  Love  ;  feeing  what  to  day  may  be  all  a 
Storm,  to  morrow  may  clear  up,  and  bring  them  fafe  inzo 
the  wi(hed  for  Haven  of  Felicity.
